but to name or mention any of the Kings 

/ <eoncerninents, was held the greateſt crime, almoſt could be 
committed againſt that Liſurpation; and ſo conſequently, 
to be puniſhed | by the High Court. of Juſtice 0 with More | 
then ordinary ſeverity 3 wherein : perhaps it might be 
thought, the Authour ſhewed more Fidelity then Policy; 
eſpecially by thoſe, that eſteemed it beſt to comply with a 
Man, that never relented in his Revenge, or was leſs cruel 
for his Diſſumulation: However,do not look for an exact Hi- 
ſtory; in — particular circumſtance; though perchance 
upon due conſideration you will finde, a certain methodical 
coherency between the main Story, and the numerous 
Tranſactions that paſſed, both at home and abroad, as may 
render people competently ſatisſied; for that the tediouſ- 
neſs of reparties, and impertinent diſcourſes, commonly uſed 
in inventions of this kinde, are for the moſt part omitted, 
that oftentimes not onely weary Readers with expectation, 

but make them caſt away Books before they are half read. 

Of the other fide, you may not think, however ſcarce any 
former preſident, hath matched the wickedneſs of ſome in 
theſe latter dayes, that all other perſons intended for Pat-. 
terns of Vertue and Callantry, did correſpond fully with 
the relations made of their actions; neither in truth *

the preſent Age in the general, pretend to the exerciſe of 
ſuch noble principles, wherein Gratitude, Fidelity, and 
Conſtancy appear countenanced, much leſs practiſed in any 
high meaſure; ſo that I may conclude, the Authours meaning 
was, rather to put perſons in minde, what they ought to do, 
then that he was altogether ignorant what paſſed in reality; 
wherefore now and then in regard of that deficiency, was con- 
tent to make uſe of his own invention, to ſupply that defect, 
which ſerves well enough, nowithiſtanding to the Hiſtory it 
ſelf, and is more agreeing with the nature of any Romance. 

It is to be conſidered alſo, that not ſeldom one name 
ſtands for one or divers parties, according as their faculties 
and imployments were made uſe of, the better to avoid con- 
fuſion, by reaſon of ſeveral repetitions of names, which 
otherwiſe muſt have followed; whereby the Reader might 
have been ſubje&, to have his memory put upon the Rack, 
to finde out the meaning of the Story; ſince in all Writings 
clearneſs and facility, is neceſſary for delight and ſatisfacti- 
on; but more eſpecially where ſo many Ends were to be 
brought together, in ſome convenient periods. 7

For the Style and manner of Contrivance, being mixt be- 
tween Medern and Antick, although I ſhall leave them to 
the confideration'and fancy of the Reader , without giving 
my opinion; yet I muſt boldly profeſs, the ſubject in my 
thoughts is not to be parallel d; which no doubt gave the 
Writer a greater appetite to proceed; for what faults ſoever 
may appear to rigid Critici{me , nevertheleſs it cannot be 
denyed, but the Ground - work for a Romance was excellent; 
and the rather, ſince by no other way almoſt, could the mul- 
tiplicity of ſtrange Actions of the Times be expreſt, that ex- 
ceeded all belief, and went beyond every example in the do- 
ing: notwithſtanding a Key of plainer and more particular in- 
telligence in many things, hath been moſt earneſtly ſolicited, 
however not thought altogether convenient to be printed 
with the reſt; as well for that it might ſeem publickly, too 
much to determine State partieulars and eminent Perſons, as 
in regard alſo the Story is no way difficult to be underſtood 
by any, who have been but indifferently verſed in the Affairs 
of Europe; and for others of the more vulgar ſort, a bare 
ä Romance 
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| Romance of Love and Chivalry, ſuch as this may be eſteein⸗ 
ed to be at the worſt, will prove entertainment enough for 


their leaſure, if the Authour have met with their appetites in 
his Contrivance and Expreſſions: beſides too much expla- 
nation of Myſterious Conceptions of this nature, would 
have taken off ſomething from the quaintneſs of the Deſign, 
and left many affected Wits, leſs matter for ampler Diſ- 
courſe, occaſioned often by conjectural Diſputes. 

But for that all Capacities meet not in the ſame Centre of 


Knowledge and Apprehenſion, Imuſt inform the Reader (in 


regard eſſentially it belongs to the Body of the Story intend- 
ed) that the Princeſs Cloria, is not onely to be taken for tlie 
Kings Daughter, but alſo ſometimes for his National Ho- 
nour ; and fo conſequently appearing more or leſs in pro- 
ſperity, as accidents increaſed and diminiſhed ; by reaſon of 
the unnatural Differences, and Rebellions were raiſed for ſo 
many years, in this moſt glorious Kingdom and Monarchy ; 
who for that purpoſe bears the chief Title of the Book, and ſo 
perſonally (if it be minded) with ſome Decorum, ends every 
Part by it ſelf, which hath not been obſerved by other Mo- 
dern Writers, that ſcarce mention the Parties moſt concern- 
ed in the whole Story, as if rather accident ſet down their 
Names, then conveniency required their Actions; which is 
an abſurdity in my minde not to be pardoned by any indif- 
ferent Judgement and Underſtanding. - 5 pl 
Another advertiſement I muſt give, that notwithſtanding: 
many and divers Stories are in the Book of ſeyeral natures, 
yet there is not one of them related, but in ſome ſort or othet 
appertains to the main deſign; not brought in (as I may ſay) 
by the head and ſhoulders, as is frequently uſed now adayes : 
and as they are all digeſted into detetminable Periods within 
themſelves, ſo are they of no more length, then is convenient 
for any moderate Communication, either of Recreation or 
Diſcourſe ; when as in other Romances they are oftentimes 
continued for five or ſix hours together without intermiſſi- 
on;which to my apprehenſion appears ridiculous, in that peo- 
ple would be altogether tired, either with hearing or making 
ſuch relations; and indeed almoſt impoſſible to be perform- 
ed by any of what profetlion ſoever. | |

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If there be exceptions againſt the many Deſcriptions of 


Countreys, Places, and Triumphs, I muſt ſay, that as it hath | 


neither perturbated or deſtroyed the matter, ſo do I not 


ſee, why that ſhould be any deſect at all; but of the contra- - 


ry, a pleaſant divertiſement to the Reader; fince nothing 
ſeems more to ſatisfie humane nature then varieties, either to 
be continually ſeen or conſidered ; notwithſtanding I may 
make ſome doubt, whether the hair-brain'dneſs of the pre- 
ſent world, will give leaſure enough to moſt, to dwell up- 
on any thing at all, much leſs to practiſe Heroical Vertues 
with ſuch a conſtant ſettledneſs as is neceſſary, being the 
chief intention of the Authour (as I conceive) in writing of 
this Romance, beſides his affectionate duty to the Royal 
Fami Sg 
But here perhaps ſome may wonder, why the perfect 
Hiſtory might not have been as well -undertaken for their 
Honour, as to be thus mixed with ſeveral ſorts of Inventi- 
on and Fancies, that rather leads peoples thoughts into a 
dark Labyrinth of uncertainties, then inſtructs their know- 
ledges how matters paſſed indeed? Unto which this anſwer 
muſt be returned; That as the intricate Tranſactions of other 
places, hapning not ſeldom ar the fame inſtant, being other- 
whiles enely conjeQural, (wherefore point of time is not al- 
wayes obſerved) though conducing forthe moſt part to the 
main defign, could hardly have been explained by a bare 


Hiſtorical Relation, that gives no liberty for inward diſpu- 


tations, or ſuppoſed paſſions to be diſcovered; ſo on the 
other ſide, Councels for the moſt part being given in pri- 


vate, much of the luſtre of the whole Book would have 


been taken away, tending to the Readers ſatisfaction; and 
more eſpecially ſeeing the common Occurrances of the 
World, do not arrive alwayes at a pitch high enough for ex- 
ample, or to ſtir up the appetite: of the Reader, which 
things feigned may do under the notion of a Romance; being 
it hath liberty to tell, as well what might have been, as what 
was performed in reality: And this certainly made moſt of 
the ancient and brave Poets, eloathe their Writings in Fi- 
gures and Suppoſitions, whereby to ſet forth che Vertues 
uſually of famous Perſons, not confining themſclves alto- 
gether 
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Ta the Reader: 
gether to exact Relations, brought to their knowledge from 
Authentical Records; becauſe they intended onely the ex- 
alting of Magnanimity and depreſſing of Vice; whichl con- 
ceive, ſhould: be the principal object of every perſons 
thoughts and deſiges. reed 34 | 
Nevertheleſs concerning the truth in the general, I muſt 
ſay, that as there are no remarkable Paſſages, that have been 
agitated in Chriſtendome for ſome years paſt, but may be 


found ſufficiently ſer down in this: Writing, how they hap- 
ned, and with what Decorum they were performed, con- 
ducing to the Ends and Purpoſes intended; ſo in my opinis 


on, doth not the conjectural part, made up oſtentimes by in- 
vention, any way alter the nature of the actions, no more then 
Apparel may change the perſon of a man, who is not thereby 
transformed in eſſence, but in circumſtance onely; and not 
ſeldom perhaps to the much more becoming and conve- 
nienter faſhion : wherefare Diſcourſes probable, and not al- 
together ſo indeed, may put people in minde of what they 
may ſay and do another time, with more advantage to them- 


ſelves or imployment 3 eſpecially ſeeing it is impoſſible 


otherwiſe to expreſs inward paſſions and hidden thoughts, 
that of neceſſity accompany all Tranſactions of conſequence; 
when as Statef-men now and then in Treaties judge of ef- 
fects, by the very looks and countenances of ſuch.; they 
have occaſjon to deal withal in Buſineſſes of any imipor- 
tance ; beſides, bare and ſimple Narratives ſpeak little more, 
for the moſt part, then ordinary Proceedings; for that 
others of a more tranſcendent nature do not often happen, 
ſerving to any great edification; and theſe” being now 
and then mixed , with communications of Arts and Policy, 
cannot chuſe but prove as well delightful as beneficial 3 
when as the meer repetition of things we have already indu- 
ſtriouſly learned, is neceſſary ſometimes, not onely to put 
us in minde of Vertues and their effects, but to continue 
them conſtantly in our thoughts and deſires, whereby to 
render them habitual to our natures: For Stories of former 
Ages are no other, then certain kinde of Romances. to ſuc- 
ceeding poſterity ; ſince they have no teſtimony for them 
but mens probable opinions ; ſeeing the Hiſtorical part 4 

moſt 
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moſt of all Countreys is ſubject to be queſtioned; neither 


is it any great matter as to our profit, whether they 
were exactly ſo or no, provided Bravery be cheriſhed , and 
Baſeneſs diſcountenanced to our inſtruction ; in that all 
thingsare but to teach people how to do well, and avoid the 
contrary ; wherefore to be conſidered, that the Authour 


had a greater deſire to diſcourſe the cauſes of Accidents, then 


the truth of Actions: Neyertheleſs J am confident in this 


Romance , all Paſſages are related with as little partiality, as 


could well ſtand with Books of this kinde ; fince as it was 
ſomething neceſſary, Matters ſhould be mentioned a little 
above the ordinary way of Proceedings, to ſtir up the ap- 
petite of the Reader to a continuance 3 ſo cannot it be ſaid 
knowingly , any thing reacheth beyond the extremity of a 
Wonder, whereby to be queſtioned either for impoſſible or 
improbable ; for though twice or thrice mentions are made 
of Dreams and Viſions, yet is it no otherwiſe to be under- 
ſtood, then what hath often hapned to particyſar perſons for- 
merly, who were famous or notorious for Sarctity or Wie- 
kedneſs, as preadmonitions from Heaven for peoples better 

inſtruction. = 
So that now I have thus largely delivered my opinion, 
there reſts no more behinde but an Admonition , that this 
Book if read at all, may be conſidered with ſome leaſure 
and circumſpection, that neither the Reader may be miſta- 
ken or the Authour too much prejudiced ; ſince I am aſſu- 
red, as the Writer expects no vain-glorious approbation 
from any, (and leſs praiſe;) ſo of the other fide, he 
will not be much troubled to be put in minde of his Faults, 
provided reaſons be given for them; which the freer may 
be done, in regard his Name is not declared in theſe Wri- 
tings, however well enough known perhaps by other circum- 
ſtances: Nevertheleſs it is confeſt the Poetry is but plain, 
though ſignificant to the matter; being ſo onely intended for 
the more convenient reading and apprehending the Story, 
without unneceſſary trouble or interruption, which expreſ- 
ſions in another ſtrain might have procured , 1 
veral interpretations, and perhaps falſe conjectures, which 
ina Romance is not proper; the Verſes being commonly the

main Theam to be dilated upon, or at. leaſt the concluſive 
Part, that ſhould ſum up the buſineſs, ſo that they ought 
to be clear and expreſſive; whereas other ſtrong Lines of 
that kinde, (onely belonging to themſelves, or to ſhew Poe- 
tical Fancies in meeter) may ſometimes be of a nature more 
difficult to be underſtood, though often it falls out, they 
are not to be unriddled by any. 

As for the Words that have miſcarried in the Printing, | 
(which I believe are not many, though ſome there be in all 
Writings) I doubt not but they may be rectified eaſily in 
the reading by any reaſonable capacity, that will but caſt 
over again their eyes, where they apprehend the defect to be, 
applying it to the ſenſe of the reſt ; which in my opinion is 
a better way for direction, then to ſet down the Errours in 
the latter end of the Book; ſince few people will take the 
pains to compare both places together, being rather willing 

to let the Faults dye to their memory, then to buſie them- 
ſelves with trouble in anothers concernment; eſpecially ha- 
ving enough already in the Story for their leaſure or recrea- 
tion.

your eſteem. Caſſianus glad that he had hapned upon a conductor, that couſd ſo 
eaſily preſent him to the King; and that his Mzjefties recreation gave him ſo ſpeedy 
and convenient an occaſion, after he had given him thanks for the offer, told him, 
that as his ignorance in the paſſage, had made him ftand in need of the leaſt aſſi- 
ſtance, co winde him out of theintricate labyrinth of theſe 'Woods , 'that had im-

My Father, ſaid he, Prince of Iberia, was in his youthful years inflamed with the 
report of the excellent beauty of Elixaua your Kings lifter, whoſe fame could not 
be circumſcribed within the limits of Ladis, which made him , after a long ſolicita- 
tion by Letters, take a journey in perſon to the Court, to tender the affection and 
reſpects due to a Lady of ſo eminent hirth and vertues; notwithſtanding he ſeemed 
not to bring with him, Dignity, Titles, and Riches, ſufficient to deferve'ſo glorious 
a match: This, I muſt tell you, rendred che Queen her Mother, then living, an ab. 
ſolute enemy to his court ſhips, ſuppoſing her Daughter to be andervalued by the 
choice: nevertheleſs, the ſtate of Lydia finding not onely a certain concurrency in 
their Loves, but an agreement of their Religions, for that both Countries had leſt 
the obedience of De/phos, perſwaded the King her Father to the alliance; ſuppoſing 
all other defects would be buried by thoſe unities; ſo that in a ſhort time the Mar- 
riage was ſolemnized with moſt magniticent Ceremonies, though in the interim the 
eriumphs were ſomething obſcured, bythe ſudden death of che Prince her elder Bro- 
ther, whoſe diſpoſition in his life, gave ſuch opinions of his future greatneſs , that 
the world bepan already to tremble with the very apprehenſion of his fate; yet the 
accident advanced my Mother a ſtep nearer to the Crown, ſince there was none left 
of the Race to inherit, but my Uncle Euarchus and her ſelf; and this by conſe. 
quence made my Father in the apprehenſion of Aſia, a far greater Prince then his 
own Fortunes could pretend unto , inſomuch as returning into his native Countrey, 
with bis illuſtrious Bride, what honour could be imagined was caſt upon him by the 
_ admiring people, which honours raiſed exceſſi vely his aſpiring thoughts, notwith- 
ſtanding many of bis own rank began to envy his proſperity, eſpecially one Tygraves 
Duke of Colchis, who ever eſteemed himſelf in poſſeſlion , the more powerful 
Prince; In fine, the Kingdom of CMeſoporamia revolting at the ſame time from the 
juriſdiction of Artaxis, King of Armenia, my Father was earneſtly ſolicited co take 
upon bim the Crown, ſince he was onely able by his power and alliance, as the peo- 
ple pretended, to defend their proceedings againſt their tyrannical Lord, who had 
uſurped too great a Prerogative, both over their Laws and Conſciences. The offer 
in a manner was no ſooner propoſed to the ambition of his youth, being tick led wich 
the deſire of bearing the name of a King, though many had refuſed the ſame ten- 
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der, but he accepted of the Government, promiſing his protection, as the SubjeRs 
did their fidelity, and in this hopeful agreement, he-was wich all Ceremony and State, 
dignified with the Diadem in the regal City of the Kingdom: But the poſſeſſion, 
however it brought with it honour and dignity , it leſſened not his care or trouble, 
ſince the glory was to be maintained aow it was purcha ſed. This enterpriſe, gave as 
earneſt warning to A-7axs, to be diligent in providing Forces to ſuppreſs the exam- 
ple, and puniſh che eſteemed Rebellion, that elſe might prove a leading card as be 
thought. to the quiet ſta e of the reſt of his Dominions, that began already to wa- 
ver in their obedience as it did deſire in my Father to maintain what he had got, 
though it were with never ſo great a violence and hazard: In the firſt place Artaxis 
diſpatches Ambaſſad ours, not onely to all his friends in other Countries, laying be- 
fore them the dangerous conſequences of ſuch a Revolt; but alſo ſent Meſſengers 
to his own Subjects, poſſeſſing them with the ft ar of the Rebells inſolency, how- 
ever his endeavours fo little proſpered: for the preſent to his advantage, the 
firſt ſort — too far off to give him ſpeedy aſſi tance, as the other too diſobe- 
dient to lend him much aid, that his General was conſtrained o take the Field with 
a very ſmall number; onely the Army within ſome few weeks became increa ed by 
an addition of Tygranes Forces, whoſe envy to my Father, notwithſtanding the 
near kindred between them, had rendered him a moſt mortal Enemy. But Artaxis 
Generall finding it was full time to diſpute the right by the Sword, though upon 
any diſadvantage , ſince all protraction did but increaſe the peoples ſuſpicion of 
the Kings diſability , that was not able to chaſtiſe one Subject who ' ſeemed to 
rebell againft his Majeily and Power, with as much courage as could proceed 
from deſperate hopes, marched againſt. the City where my Father continued his 
Court, guarded with Souldiers ſufficient to have beſieged «-7:axs whole Army, 
if their hearts and affe ctions had been anſwerable to. their number and accomoda- 
tion; and in this poſture the General not bnely ſets upon the wall (the Gatriſon 
not expecting the boldneſo of the attempt) but in a ſhort time became Maſter, 
both of the Gates ard (treets, to the confuſed amazement of all the Inhabitants, 
who ſeemed neither to have will nor power to reſiſt; > that the ſtrange news ſcarce 
giving conveniency and ume to my Father with bis whole Family, to flye from the 
danger; he had not opportunity to draw. his. Sword in the defence of himſelf and 
Crown , but through private and obſcure Woods, was conſtrained to convey his 
Wife and Children, untill he arrived under che protection of a Coinmon-weale, 
that at the beginning of the delign bad lent. a willing and conſiderable aid to the 
action. Artax bearing of this extraordinary ſucceſs , not onely beyond his 
expectation, but in a manner above all belief, cauſed publick Sacrifices to be made 
to the Gods through the chief Temples , that he might not ſeem in the peoples 
apprehenſions, to be ungrateful for ſuch large benefits; and to increaſe the more 
his Subſects opinions, that the very Heavens intented to fight for his righe , ſince 
he made Religion the chief cauſe of the War, he gave it out the Victory was no leſs 
then miraculous. ſince his General, as 'twas ſaid, had been inſtructed in the aſſault by 
a Divine Revelation, which had made him venture upon ſo deſperate an enterpriſe; but 
however, the King was thought by many over ſuperſtitious, yet the General and Ty- 
graues omitted no induftery to render opr houſe miferable; the firſt continuing in thoſe 
parts after the Battle, with half che Army, to ſuppreſs the laſt ſparkles of common Re- 
bellion, as che other led the reſt into /beria my fathers Countrey,to make himſelf ma- 
ſter of that Territory beſtowed upon him by Artaxis, in recompence of his ſervice 
done aga nſt our Family; in which employment they both thought, and ſtrived to ex- 
ceed each other in cruelty , not onely in undoing our preſent proſperity, but alſo in 
rooting out our future remembrance; the one poſſeſſing himſelf of all the ſubliſtence 
that ſhould have nouriſhed my Father, bis Wife, and Children, as the other bereaved 
him of his honour that would have made him and bis poſterity capable of hetter for- 
tures; and in this manner were we all turned a begging , as may ſay, into the wide 
world, to converſe with nothing but want, diſgrace, and trouble; whilft our enemies 
enjoyed our Towns, Caſtles, Titles; and Countrey; which continued my poor father fo 
| . B 2 dif 
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diſcontent for ſome years, having nothing to live upon but what he received from the 
bounty of his Father in law, until at laſt not being able longer to endure the ſharp 
frownes of his ſpiteful fates, accompanied with the cruel uſage of his malicious ene- 
mies, he willingly paid nature her due, and changed his inconſtant habitation here, 
for a * wow one hereafter; leaving his Wife and all his Children, not onely to be- 
wail his death, though they him much more happy then themſelves, but to 
provide anew againſt the ſtorms of other miſeries, ſince we wanted a director to ſteer 


our courſes: however, my Mother being endued with admirable vertues and courage 


endeavoured by the ſmall,chough loving ſubſiſtence ſhe received from her friends, not 
onely to britg up her many children, with all the exquiſite breeding ſhe could deviſe, 
but by tlie —_— of her natural behaviour and converſation, ftrived to gain the love 
and compaſſion of all Aſia z inſomnch as for the firſt (he ſer us in-the world at COnVE- 
nient years not to be a ſhame to our well-deſcended Family; and for the latter, (he fo 
compaſſed her deſign, that no heart in a manner but wiſhe her proſperity. In this po- 
ſture we remained until ſhe fent ma to boa Suiter to a rich Heir, with hopes again to 
raiſe our Houſe to ſomeeminency, by obtaining the poſſeſſion of another principality 
rhat rightly belonged to the young Lady but Tygraves, as if be had abſolutely ſworn 
himſelf an enemy to all that could do good to our Family, not onely became 
alſo a pretender to the ſame Match, but prevailed fo far with Artaxa, before the 
Marriage could be obtained, chat he ſent a powerful Army to beliege the Lady in her 
Caſtle, and ſo by force poſſeſſed themſelves both of her perſon and patrimony, lea- 
ving me again to my deſperate fortunes, not — force to defend her Rights, 
or maintain my own pretenſions; that ever ſince continued me a wanderer 
through moſt of the Princes Courts of Aſia to ſeek relief; which at laſt hath 


prove me into the quiet haven of Euurchus Countrey , with the ſame inten- 


tion to demand his willing aſſiſtance; my hopes being more increaſed. by reaſon 
of the general fame of the peaceable ſtate, of--bis rich and powerful Dominions. But 
ſcarce war he come to the end of thisGiſcoritſc,, when the King himſelf alighting to 
take a freſh Horſe , near the place where they were, whereby the better to pur. 
ſue his begun ſport , Caſſtanus had opportunity to preſent. himſelf to his view and 
conſideration; the company in the mean time, with a certain amazed haſte, ma ki 
way for his approach, fince the adventure of a ſtranger in ſuch a poſture, ſeeme 
to invite all their expect | | 
Rance, that his words might eaſily be heard, ſupporting his body by a ſmall Ebony 
Lance he carried in bis hand, with a confident modeſty delivered theſe words. 


Mighty King, faid he, although your Emperial Diadems ſeems to flouriſh with 
Olive Bra 


nches, whileſt the ambition of other Princes make but the Prerogative of 

their Crowns nouriſh the luſts of their own tyranny , and by that means, inſtead 
of being protectors of their people, deliver them up to ſlaughter and oppreſſion, 
= certainly the Gods bave not onely placed you upon a Throne, to be happy your 
elf by a laſting peace, but to render others ſatisfied by your Power and Juſtice, eſpe- 

cially, when the Heavens are diſhonoured by their injuries; and with that, wept, 
which for the preſent ſtopt the progreſs of his diſcourſe, but being encouraged to 
further expreſſions by the Kings pitty, however his language ſeemed ſtrange to his 
ears, as his perſon did to his eyes; when he had dryed his fair face with a handker- 
cher, he uttered this language. Great Sir, ſaid he, as I ſhall not need to trouble you 


with many particulars concerning the unhappy paſſages of my Fathers Fortunes, 


fince the I ſuppoſe hath been ſufficiently preſented to your ears by common 
fame, if not by more exact relations; ſo. muſt I at this time, not,onely give you an 
account of my own actions, being encouraged thereunto by your Majeſties appearing 
favours, but alſo do preſume upon redreſſes according to your power and goodneſs: 
to this purpoſe be pleaſed to know, that my name 1s Caſſiaumus your moſt unfor. 
tunate Nephew , being driven from my rights and poſſeſſions in the fruitful Coun- 
trey of Iberia, by the tyrannical oppreſſions of «Frrzxs King of .eArmenia, which 
hath cauſed me ſince my years gave me ability, both to underſtand and proſe. 
rute my own affairs, ro travel through moſt part of Afa, to ſeeł aſſiſtance among 
ey = other 


ations : wherefore when he came at ſo convenient a di- 
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other Princes of myomn rank; but findung them ſor che molt part ſa; much incum- 
bred, by reaſon of their troubleſome och,, or I mpy ſay; not willing to expoſe 
themlelves to any danger or hazard cotcer ung anothers benetit, though my injures 
lye before them as warning enampies for their owg conditions, I could obtain trom 
aber courteſies no hopes of any aſſiſtance, though many complements were, uſed of 
vill and affection, unjels 1 could procure ocher greater Monarc hs co joyn with 
chem in the quarrel. Theſe anſwers quickly; carried my endeavours. to the Court of 
Syria, here at preſent reigns Orfames that mighty Kiag, who after I had alſo pre- 
ſented unto him my deſires, he ſeemed to wonder why 1 ſbould make my addreſſes 
to him ſelſ or any other Prince in Afia, when you, notwichſtanding your power, 
peace, and tranquility, appeared to be ſo far from giving me any aid in my neceſſi. 
ties, that you appeared not at ali ſenſible of my ſufferings; however be told me, that 
if could yet procure the breach of that amity between yon and Arrexs, wher 
ſome conſiderable ſupplies might come from Lydia, abounding as he ſaid rather in 
ſuxuries then in activity, he would preſently declare Wat againſt the Armenian 
King , by which means I might come again into the poſſeſſion of my loſt rights. 
Theſe intimations I bring from one powerful Mhparcb.co another, and ſuch ſup. 
plications my own neceſſities require me to make, the rather for that not onely 
your Royal Blood, hath honouted my birth from my moſt. Illuſtrious Mother, but 
the ſame worſhip of the Gods are exereiſed both in India and dberia, which being 
ſaid, he again reſted ſilent with tears in dus eyes. 
Euarrbus, after he had fully under ſtood with; penſive attentiveneſs his Nephews 
and entertained him with t hole complements, and that welcome his con- 
dition and alliance merited, he oncly for the preſent told him, that as a matter 
of this conſequence tequireda judicious conſidetation, fo he might be conſident of 
his love and affection; and wichal invited him for diverion,, to be a partaker of 
_ of the Lyd:an paſtime, agreeing as he ſuid, with his youth and courage, which gave 
their thoughts for ſome hours ſufſicient impboymeatr. However, the King being in 
his 0wn nature extreamly ſolicitous, thougb perlonally he followed the ſport, ac- 
cording to his cuſtom. with the formoſt; yet having received, contrary to his ex- 
pectation, a ſubject of ſuch conſideration, ali the day did labour in his minde a re- 
ſolution; one while reflecting upon the quiet and proſperity of his own Kingdoms ; 
and then again, weighed the pretended injuries of his near kinſman, profelling che 
fame worſhip of the Gods, beſides the glorious offer of Or ſames, which as he 
thought, did in a manner compell him to be active: but the night coming on ſo 
faſt, the King was not onely forced co put off his unprofitable medication until a 
more convenient ſeaſon, but to command, the retreat from that delightful exerciſe 
to be ſounded: Wherefote taking the youth by the hand, with whoſe perſon and 
behaviour be ſeemed to be already in love, be placed him by him in his Coach, and 
ſo entertained the time with diſcour ſes of his forcunes , -untill they arrived at the 
Palace, which for its ſingular beauty deſerves a particular deſcription. | 

The houſe was ſeated upon the banks of the tiver Paltoleus, by whole, refteſhin 
ſtreams, the delightful gardens placed of all ſides, ſeemed to flouriſh wich an — 
greenneſs: the portal was formed of white marble, with columns archicrane freeze 
and corniſh ; on the top it was crowned with a Cornucopia incompaſſiag an Azure 
; Globe, ſupported by little Capidt with gilded wings; under which they paſſed 
through a ſquare Court, ſet round about uh excellent Statues of braſs in Niches : 
the ſtructure it ſelf was of Oriantal Manet ſtone, ſo interlaced with [nick and Ca- 
rinthian pillars of divers colours, that as ĩt gave the eye a moſt delectable object, ſo 
it rendered the edifice much more ſumptuous; at the upper end was a large Taraſe 
elevated ſix ſteps; upon the ftairs ſtood Hiaciutbia the Queen , to give her husband 
meeting accompanied by the new ſtranger; ant ys ok: 

As ſoon as Caſſianus beheid that beauty mixt with a kinde of ſweet Majeſty, that 
both aw d and pleas d at the ſame time; he addreſt himſelf to her preſence, like one 
that intended onely to be Euarchus ſuppliant; however the Queen that was ignorant 
in nothing but pride, with a gentle ſmile, which notwithſtanding tor the more grace, 
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put a vermillion-bluſh in her fair checks, gave him a gracious welcome into Lydia: 

but turning his eye on one (de, he was faddenly-firuck with fuch an amazement, to 
behold the Princeſs Cloriathe Kings Daughter, that he had ftrife enough with his 
own paſſions to performe the reſt of choſe reverences due to her Mothers dignity, 
ſince bis thoughts imagined to look upon an earthly Deity. She was cloathed in light 
Taffety for the commodity of the ſeaſon, through which: her- dainty limbs ſeemed 
to appear in admirable proportion, ledving nothing to be hid that hindered the true 
knowledge of her excellent ſhape , but yet covered thoſe beauties which are encrea- 
ſed onely by opinion and deſire. She was crowned with a chaplet of white and red 
Roſes, not yet fully blowu ;- her hair was combed to the full length, and breaded 
with ribbons of the ſame colour , as if art were ambitious of natures liberty, her 
ſleeves were open, and lined with needle-work of the ſtory of Diana and eLfteox, 
whetein the Nymphs with a confuſed baſhfulneſs, ſeemed to hide themſelves amongft 
the ruſhes; and all the reſt of her ſcatce any apparel was ſo becomming, that either 
ſhe made it ſo by her perfeRions, or her perſections could not be fitted by better 
inventions. e en | 

But the Queen quickly removed Caſſtnu from that object, that began alread 
ſo ſtrongly to charm all hib ſenſes; for taking bim by the hand, ſhe walked wit 
him many turns about the Taraſe, whileſt in the mean time he diſcourſed to her his 
adventures; however now and then he could not chuſe but diſturb his ſtory, by 
caſting his looks where the Princes ſtood, though at laſt ſhe ſuddenly ſhot from his 
ſight likea bright ſtar in the firmament, which made him ſeek her with his eyes to as 
little purpoſe: After ſome time that the Queen ſeemed ſufficiently to have recreated 
her ſelf in the aire, ſhe was informed by an Officer of the Court, that the King ex- 
pected her company in the Parlor. . gf 1 % 

The room was onely divided from the Gardens by s partition of bright glaſs, inter- 
woven with certain ſilver terms that afforded a moſt delectable proſpect upon the 
Orenge · trees, and beautiful fountains : not long after their entrance (in which ſpace the 
King inſtructed Caſſiamus in the maſters of his principal pictures) ſupper was ſerved up- 

ena marble Table without covering; for the more coolneſs, near which was a lake of 
clear water, where Neptune ſate in Majeſty with his Tricoxs, that by the artificial turn. 
ing of a cock, ſounded their trumpets compoſed of ſhels at the entrance of every courſe, 

Caſſianu was placed by fortune right over againſt Cloria, which not onely gave him 
ſufficient opportunity to contemplate her beanty, but the contemplation it ſelf afford- 
ed him ſuch abundant matter to work upon, that he fed more his ſoul by that delight, 
then his appetite with the delicious diſhes of the Kings Table; and certainly bad been 
abſolutely loſt in that raviſhing lethargy, if Euarchus had not often wakened him by 
divers queſtions concerning his journey, and the reſt of his adventures in Armenia, 
to make a civil, though ſcarce a ſatisfa ctory anſwer; but however, as if he eſteemed his 
eyes bound to the duty, he caſt his look again that way, which occaſioned ſtill more 
diſtractedneſs in his reply; ſo that the King believing his Nephews travels required a 
neceſſary reſt, not onely preſently roſe from the Table, but commanded the chief No- 
bility of the Court, to conduct the prince to his lodging, where he had privacy enough 
to fulfil the deſires of his curious fancies , which entertained him all the night with lit- 
tle or no ſleep, until the Kings muſick the next morning ſaluted him wich this Dirty.

But however, after weeks, C aſſianus ſeemed to kindle in his youthful boſome 
new flames, with thoſe mall ſparkles he had received from C/oria's beauty, which 
often ſeparated him from the reſt of the company, that made ſome believe he was 
too much diſcontented with the Kings protraction; yet Euarchus mindfull both of 
his o ffection to his nephew, and the proſperity of his own Countries, finding ru- 
mours began too frequently to flye about the Court, by reaſon of the violent deſires 
of many to be imployed in the Warres; one day called unto him an ancient Officer 
of his Kingdome, on whoſe wiſdome and fidelity he moſt relyed in all his weighty 
Affairs, and leading him into the Garden, where he might both enjoy privacy 
and recreation, aſter ſome neceſlary circumſtances which ſeemed to uſher in his 
diſcourſe, he uſed theſe words: Polinem faid he; (for ſo he was called) as I have 
ever molt truſted your knowledge and experience, ſo have I never been leſs con- 
fident of your loyalty and affection, ſince neither as yet hath deceived my expecta- 
tion when I had moſt occaſion to uſe your ſervice, which deſervedly readers you 8 
worthy Councellour , as I deſire to be a good Prince that cannot I hope, but pro- 
, duce conſequents towards the happy Government of my Kingdomes ; however at 
the preſent, your faithfull advice is more requiſite then ever, ſince expedition and 
danger cannot be ſeparated from thoſe undercakings I am violently preſt unto. You 
know that lately there is come to my Court my Nephew Caſſiauus, a Prince whoſe 
perſon and merits deſerve at leaſt a kinſmans conſideration , much more his injuries a 
Kings Juſtice'; the one bids me cheriſh him with my affection, the other invites me 
to aſſiſt him with my power: however the ſtrict eye of ſworn amity between Princes, 
perſwades me to be circumſpect in the breach, notwithſtanding the head- long pre- 
cipitation of many of my chief Councellours who ſolicite me to a War; wherefore 
that I may avoid the hazard of a general diſquiet, ſince I finde my people begin to be 
ſick of their own tranquility, or make Warre upon ſuch grounds that may conſerve 
inviolably my faith with the King of Armenia, which the Gods cannot elſe proſper, 
I require your opinion, 4 

Polinex, after he had with an humble gravity heard out the Kings diſconrſe, and 
taken ſome time to conſider the weighcineſs of the Councel , in a diſtinct manner re- 
turned this anſwer, wherein be uſed no moreeloquence then was neceſſary for the 
importancy of ſo great a buſineſs, though nature and art had furniſhed him wich 
parts excellent in that kinde. 

Sir, faid he, as benefits had from Princes are paſt requital in a Subject, even like 
graces received from the Gods, by which we are enabled to do — fol 
the unuſefulleſt of your ſervants, though moſt honoured by your goodneſs, may 
by the reflection of your luftre merit the office of a Counſellour, becauſe you have 
been pleaſed to make me one; but if Iſhouldinthe leaſt thought prove 4 Traytor 
to your glory (as a haynous offence that ought to bury the remembrance of 
any good paſt) I did not onely deſerve to be diveſted of all your former be- 
nefits, but to be condemned to the worſt of puniſnments, ſince your tranſcen- 
dent favours have rendered. my defects conſiderable ; however, if my weakneſle 
chance to erre, and not my will, that mercy! which makes you reſemble the 
Gods I muſt challenge; and thus according tocyour Royall Command, I free- 
ly deliver my opinion, A War wiſely undertaken, ought chiefly to be non 
Ry panie 
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panied with two conſiderations; the right of the — 859 , and the power of the 
Qyuarreller; the firſt makes a man a juſt enemy, the ſecond a prevailing Conqueror; 
withour either of which, certainly a Prince cannot be fortunate, ſince he mult be an 
oppreſſor of a loſer ; and why your Majeſty ſhould not give your ſelf the liberty of 
ſuch a reſolution, notwithſtanding the preſſing neceſſity of your Kinſman, I know 
no reaſon, ſince your Kingdoms are more to be valued then his CONN , and your 
honour then his benefit, though 1 will not at all diſpute the worth of his perſon. 
Beſides, you are to conſider with what Prince you are to have the difference, not 
onely a nei hbour khat never yet injur d your right in any thing, but of the contrary 
one with whom you have ſworn a perfect friendſhip, which is an alliance the heavens 
have made to be preferred far before humane kindred, ſince the one is ſeal'd but with 
fleſh and blood, as the other hath imprinted its character — skies. Again, for 
yon to proclaim a War of Blood, before you have demanded peace by a friendly 
diſputation, were to ſtile you cruel, fiace no violence proceeding from the greateſt 
ambition ever practiſed ſuch an injuſtice, to put in execution a force to obtain that 
which perhaps the enemy you intend to make, will eaſily grant; and as it will be 
eſteemed more charity and goodneſs, to perſwade then compet , although the cauſe 
be abſolutely juſt ; ſo if · the contrary , you are a double injurer , one way in begin- 
ning an unlawful contention without provocation; the other, in breaking thoſe 
tyes that ought to oblige all Princes co an inviolable obſervation. Alſo, vou may 
be pleaſed to conſider = hazard, fince your own ſafety is firſt to be valued, whe- 
ther in honour or proſperity ; for although'your Kingdomes do in ſome ſort equall 
Armenia in multitude of men and warlike proviſion, yet in reſpect of the long neg- 
lect of Martial Diſcipline, they are rendred as it is to be feared , wholly incapable of 
a a preſent expedition; and your treaſure, notwithſtanding it be ſufficient to maintain 
the expence of your peaceable Government; yet, it will be found no way able to 
undergo the charge of a powerful Army; ſo that whether your people, ſo unac- 
cuſtomed do oppreſſion, and impatient of ſubjection, from whoſe purſes muſt come 
the ſupply, (inconſtant by nature to their own deſires, witneſs their promiſes lately 
upon the ſame occaſion) will be brought blindefold to contribute, without being 
privy to every ſecret intention, in my judgement is ſcarce a queſtion, and how 
— deſtructive that would prove to any enter prize, when the multitude 
muff be made acquainted with each ſtratugem of State, I leave your Majeſty to judge. 
Therefore my opinion is, that until yon can provide a ſtore out of your own Reve- 
nue, without depending altogether upon the uncertainty of your Subjects bounty, 
no warlike undertaking can proye glorious or beneficial, but of the contrary dan. 
and unprofitable : So that all you can do for the preſent, is to ſend an Am- 
baſſadour with reaſons to perſwade, and not a Herald with threatnings to denounce, 
which in all probabMty will not onely give ſatisfaction to your diſtreſſed Kinſman, 
but win time till you be better provided. er | 
- This advice extreamly pleaſed the King, who aimed rather at preſent content then 
future glory, although his courage might pretend to the greateſt honour , not onely 
for that᷑ it took away the occaſion of exhauſting his treaſure, but was alio as he 
thought, a principal means ſtill to maintain his State in tranquility, and his Govern- 
ment without perturbation. Wherefore parting from Polineæ with ſuch à ſmile as 
ſufficiently perſwaded him he was well fatisfied with bis Counſel, ſent preſently for 
Prince Caſſtanus, to whom he communicated his determination, which was forthwith 
to employ an Amba ſſadour, to demand reaſon of the King of Armenia. But however 
this detet᷑mination did not much diſcontent Caſſianw, becauſe it gave him opportuni- 
ty to remain in Lydia, whereby he might the better proſecute his ſecret affections to 
the fair Princeſs C /or;4 ; yet thoſe that violently deſired employment in the Wars, 
though it were bought with never ſo much prejudice to the Kings Affairs, extreamly 
mutined againſt Po/wex his Connfel , amonꝑſt which number there was a Nobleman 
called Dimogor as, one whoſe birth exceeded his wit, as his ambition did his courage; 
and his fortune not anſwering either, made him much more violent then the reſ}, 
ſince he ſuppoſed if he loſt this opportunity for action, Euarchis reſolutions for 
peace 
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peace would become more eſtabliſned; beſides, he hated the Kings perſon , becauſe 
he bad formerly received many Court affronts, procured by his own factious ſpirit ; 
wherefore he took occaſion by this means, not onely to inform the State of Syria, 
that Exarches could not be drawn to make War againſt any of the kindred of Soro- 
after King of Egypt, upon what pretence ſoever , but ſecretly poſſeſt all manner 
of people either with the Kings want of courage or good nature, ſince coldly he 
was content as he ſaid, to let ſleep the oppreſſions of his injur d Nephew without 
revenge: but principally he blamed the pernitious Councels, as he termed them, of 
Poline x, who ſtrived to rock Euarchas minde into a lethargy of repoſe, that he 
alone might rule the ſtate with more conveniency towards che particular inriching of 
his own Family; and the rather were theſe factious ſpeeches dangerous, becauſe the 
King was reſolved, out of the rules of hoſpitality, not to queſtion any thing that 
was ſaid in Caſſianus behalf; which within a ſhort ſpace began inſenſioly to pene- 
crate the hearts of the vulger ; Dimogoras having a principal intereſt in their affecti- 
ons, not onely becauſe they knew he was not eſteemed at Court, but tor that com- 
monly men of leaſt eminent worth have the fortune to gain the opinion of the mul- 


titude, ſince they hate vertue, becauſe they are reſolved not to follow it. However, 


Euarchus to remedy (the ſweeteſt way he could) theſe growing inconveniencies 
which yet appeared not in full proſpect, to divert his Nephews thoughts from enter- 
taining diſcontented Councels , proclaimed a general hunting of the wilde Boar, at 
which time Caſſianw being ſummoned by the early morning to the delightful ſport, 
he found the King ready prepared for the Forreft , upon the Plain before the Palace 
Gate, where Hyacintbia the Queen, not ſo much pleaſed with the chace as to ac- 
company her Husband , ſoon repaired with the choiceſt Ladies, whoſe dreſs reſem- 
bled the chaſte Goddeſs Diana in the like exerciſe, onely upon her head ſhe wore a 
Hat, the more commodiouſly to cover the fair treſſes of her hair, that were imbra- 
ced with rows of rich pearl, ſince no meaner tyes were fit to adorn ſo bountiful a 
treaſure, and in this poſture they iſſued out, animated by the importunate ſolicita- 
tion of the Huntſmen, who ſeemed over. ambitious to be in their elements; at 
leaſtwiſe ſo interpreted by love-ſick C Manus; who thought all the preparation no- 
thing, ſince Clo ia, the onely Star of his deſires was not to be of the dociety, her 
Mother judging her by much too young for the paſtime. No ſooner was the un- 
handſome Beaſt diſlodged from his darkſome habitation, when every perſon well 
hors'd, endeavoured to ſhew his own skill, and his courſers vigour , whilſt the ſoli- 
tary Woods reſounded with che chearful noiſe of divers Horns that ſeemed to en. 
courage the Hunters; onely the women complained that nature had not ordained 
them proper for the ſport , ſince their attire would not permit them to paſs through 
the thickeſt Copſes. | 
But Caſſianus, who was willing otherwiſe to be imployed , thinking that conſu- 
ſion ſpoke not to his imagination the Toft language of a Lover; retired preſently 
from the crowd, though he ſuffered his horſe ici a manner to be his own director, 
untill the permittance within a ſhort ſpace, brought them both into an ample Plain - 
notwithſtanding ſo invironed with low wood, that the eye could ſcarce diſcern any 
other paſſage then what-Caſſia»us had found, where alſo a gentle, though plenti- 
ful ſeeming Spring, had made a pretty Brook, if the hot ſeaſon had not tyranni- 
cally ſuppreſt part of its current; yet it appeared beautiful in that littleneis, be- 
cauſe it contributed to the flouriſhing greenneſs of the = , and that beauty invi⸗ 
ted Caſſianus to enjoy the delight thereof: Wherefore alighting from his horſe, and 
turning his bridle over his head, to give him the more liberty to pleaſe himſelf in that 
luxurious paſturage, whilſt he meant onely to feed upon the ſadneſs of his own 
thoughts, ſare down upon the Bank of the River, into which he let fall many of his 
tears, as if be intended to ſupply the accidental defect thereof; but when the foun: 
tain of his eyes had paid a ſufficient tribute to his grief, and that his ſighs had awaken- 
ed him to ſome expreſſion, he diſcourſed to bimfelf in this manner, ſince the ignorant 
Woods ſeemed no way capable of his complaints, but in returning a doleful eccho

Unfortunate Caſſtanus, ſaid he, whoſe youth hath ſcarce numbred years to make 
thee a perfect ſubject of miſery, and yet thy croſſes render thee the onely unhappy 
ſpectacle of all Aa, for that almoſt at one inſtant thou didſt not alone loſe thy 
dear father and fruitful Countrey, but art forc'd to become a wandring Pilgrime 
through the whole World without compaſlion , ſince thy ſufferings do not afford 
thee a competent pitty amongſt other Princes of thy own rank, much leſs a neceſ- 
ſary aſſiſtance from thoſe which are above thee in dignity : And laſt of all, when 
thou had thought to have attained ſome harbour of conſolation under the pro- 
tection of thy powerful Uncle, abounding in all plenty and tranquility, thou art 
again caſt upon a new rock that threatens thy ruine, in that thou neither dareſt own 
that love which deſtroyes thy reſt, nor haſt hope to quench the flames of thy deſire 
to give thy ſelf eaſe; the one being too violent to be ſuppreſt, as the other too im- 
poſlible to be obtained: For canſt thou think fond Caſſi anus, ſaid he, that her inno- 
cency may be attempted without the conſent of her parents, or that her parents 
can be won to ſo unprofitable a match; and yet ſweet CO loria, conſider rather the 
vertue of an entire affection, that is, the onely tye required by the juſt heavens, then 
the ſole commodity of Empires, to make thee happy in a choice; but alas, alas, I 
fooliſhly beſtow my vain breath upon the abundant air, and my ſorrowful tears 
to increaſe the plentiful ſprings , ſince neither have power to contribute to my re- 
dreſs,- when it muſt be action if any thing that will afford ſatisfaction; and yet 
with what face thou canſt preſent thy widow . love to ſo excellent a purity , the Gods 
muſt onely inſtruct, if they intend at all to be propitious in thy affairs, Bur as 
he was again taking a new carreer of paſſion, he might fee of a ſudden the hunted 
Boar foaming with his own choler, ruſn out of the thickeſt woods, and not long 
after a youth of manly proportion, who followed the chace with a bold eagerneſs; 
however by his different attire, he was eaſily to be diſcerned to be none of the 
morning company: this proſpect invited. Caſſauus, with ſome curioſity, to at- 
tend the ſucceſs of the encounter, ſince the valiant Beaſt finding himſelf to be pur. 
ſued by io exact a courage, quickly turned with fury upon, the young man, which 
repreſented to his expeRationa ſpectacle not more dangerous then pleaiant, for 
honour and cruelty ſeemed to contend for Victory. Theconfic endured a long 
time, the one ſtriving by a rude violence to avoid deſtruction , as the other with a 
handſome activity ſought to become victorious, till at laſt, both being heated with 
the fight, began to approach at a nearer. diſtance, ſince, the youths Spear broken 
in the encounter, afforded him no other convenience, to, offend his enemy, which 
however he managed with ſo much advantage, that the Boar having received ma- 
ny wounds, was forced witch open mouth to attempt his proſecuter as his laſt re- 
fuge, though to his ruine: for the ſtranger taking advantage of his uns killful rage, 
thruſt his ſhort weapon with his whole hand into the Boars throat, with ſo for- 
tunate an iſſue, that the point appeared in his neck behinde, though the ſtroak de- 
prived him not preſently of life, but ſeemed rather to give him new courage, how- 
ever leſs power; for turning afreſh with a new fury upon the diſarmed youth, he 
had no defence to prevent the danger, but to traverſe his ground, until the Beaſt's 
much loſs of blood, by reaſon of his enraged agitation, made him become the 
trophey of his honour, who quickly ſeparated his head from his body, with a ſhore 
Sword he wore by his (ide, - as the teſtimony of a perfect Conqueſt, and then pla- 


ced it upon a little hill, ſupported with the broken Lance, whilſt be himſelf ap- 


proached the River to waſh his hands that were beſpotted in the fight wich the 
„„er 
( uſſiauus having beheld- this combat with a moſt earneſt. » if any thing 
could be termed delight that his ſad imagination look d upon, thought he could do 
no leſs then cangratulate ſo pleaſing a Tragedy, and to that purpoſe roſe from his 
ſeat with the intention, which: the ſtranger. bebolding, though until tben he was 
not advertiſed of any bodies preſente in that ſolitary-Habitation, as quickly pres 
pared himſelf to give him the meeting ; and the rather for that he appeared 


a perſon of ſome quality, untill both their deſignes at laſt brought them 
to 
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to ſo neat a diſtance , that the youth was ſoon known to Caſſianus to be his onely 
friend Eamenes, a Gentleman bred up in his Mothers Court, whoſe Father had ac- 
companiedher out of Lydia into Iberia, when ſhe was firft married: as the Gods 
can tell with what inward content theſe two companions performed their firſt im. 
bracement, wherein they ſeemed to be eternally united in fortune, not to be ſepara- 
ted again by any diſaſter, ſo was it not very long before their deſires of knowing each 
others adventures ſeparated their perſons again: wherefore ſeating themſelves by 
that River ſide that had entertained chem both, Eumenes was perſwaded to begin 
the firſt ſtory, in order to the time it was ated , which he performed after this man- 
ner; though he kept ſtill his eye, as a watchful ſentinel over his friends perſon.” C/- 
ſianus, (aid he, you know that your vertuous mother, for my more abſolute breed. 
ing, ſent me into Cyprus to be trained in the Wars under the command of that ex- 
cellent Duke, finding my diſpoſition and years ſuited well enough with the pro- 
feſſion, which for the time ſeparated you and me, to both our griefs, though 
the intention was honourable, and being ſo , I had reaſon to diſpole my thoughts 
towards the accompliſhment of ſome perfection in that noble exerciſe ; where re- 
maining two years, as you may have heard, fortune ſo favoured my actions, 
that in many attempts upon the enemy, I gained a convenient reputation; how- 
ever my ambition raiſed my imagination to higher fancies, inſomuch as I not one- 
ly thought upon a Miſtriſs unto whom I might conſecrate all my Military endea- 
vours, as an eſſential part (as I thought) of a Souldier, but was reſolved to flye 
inno lower a place then in that region where the Dukes onely daughter moved, 
the fair Eretheria , whoſe perfections (I conceived) were alone fit to captivate my 
intentions; and to that purpoſe, upon all occaſions, I ftrived to let the world ſee 
my aims, which ſoon procured me a multitude of rivals of no mean quality, who 
thought it ſcarce juſtice to let a ſtranger carry away the glory of Cyprus: but not 
long after, by the violent ſolicitation of the youthful Courtiers, a Turnament was 
proclaimed , upon the birch-day of the Princeſs, where every one hoped to ſhew 
that valour, that might render him worthy of che high prize ordained for the 
Conquerour, The time being come for the Trial, the bright Star, Eretheria, was 
placed upon a Throne, like a Deity ſent by the heavens to captivate all mortal 
hearts; which ſight certainly enflamed every courage with a new ſpirit, though we 
all beheld her as a Comet threatning deſtruction to many, ſince but one preten- 
der could hope to live by her favour : but the ſounding of the Trumpets quickly 
wakened us out of this admiring ſlumber, to be more gloriouſly active, which 
(in truth) performed ſuch deeds of all ſides, that Ererberia ſeemed not to be diſho- 
noured in the encounters ; however a young Nobleman of Cyprus, paſſionately 
alſo taken with her beauty, ſeemed all the day to carry away the chief victory, 
which procured him, as you may imagine, a competent number of emulators, 
if not enviers; amongſt which company, I muſt confeſs, I wiſht him not bet- 
ter then the reſt , ſince I ſuppoſed my ſelf as deeply intereſſed in the quarrel : 
Wherefore chooſing one of the biggeſt Spears I could finde, though my heart 
was a great deal bigger with the deſire of his diſgrace, I ſought him out in the 
crowd, with ſo happy a ſucceſs to my thoughts, that I quickly unhors'd him in 
the midd'ſt of his prevailing glory, to the no ſmall amazement of the people, 
who eſteemed him almoſt immortal; and therefore crown'd the action with ſo loud 
a ſhout, that the heavens ſeemed to ring for a long time with the noiſe ; which 
to my infinite content poſſeſſed me intirely with the rich prize from the fair hands 
of Eretheria , belides a multitude of other honours belonging to the Cere- 
mony. . 
But however I ſeemed to be carried triimphantly in a Chariot, -beyondthereach - 
of any envy , yet my rival forgot not the effects of revenge; ſince he eſteemed 
himſelf not onely to ſuffer in honour, bur in love; and the rather, for that he 
imagined from that inſtant Ererheria turned in ſome ſort ber looks more graci- 
oufly towards me then formerly ſhe had done, by reaſon of the fortunate ſucceſs 
had in the Tilting, Wherefore one day meeting me half arm'd in the Park be- 
| C 2 longing: 
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PART I. 
longing to the Court, he ſet upon me with all violence, both with his language 
and weapon, inſomuch as I had enough to do to avoid the one, as I did not at all 
diſpute wich him in the other, ſince my beſt faculties had imployment ſufficient to 
defend my perſon againſt ſo ſpightful a valour; though the Gods favouring my 
innocency more then his injuſtice, at laſt gave me an unfortunate Victory, ſince 
not onely his life was the price of my conqueſt, but the fear of a diſhonourable 
death compelled me quickly to quit Cyprus, to avoid the proſecution of his pow- 
erſul friends; where however I have left my heart a priſoner, to be condemned or 
ſaved by the mercy of beauteous Eretheria; which occaſioned alſo the {laughter of 
this beaſt before your eyes: for conceiving my own Countrey my belt place of re- 
fuge until this ſtorm might be blown over, I retired hither with two ſervants onely, 
who are not yet arrived; and travelling the Woods, having loſt my way, I acci- 
dentally met with this hunted Boar that ſet upon me with ſome fury, which forced me 
at firſt to the encounter, elſe I ſhould have ſcarce been ſo uncharitable as to have de- 
ſtroyed the ſport : theſe accidents, dear Caſſianus, ſaid he, have been the reaſons that 
breught me into Lydia, onely happy now in our meeting. Op 

Caſſianns having both kept ſilence, and obſerved attentiveneſs in his friends diſ- 
courſe , as it were congratulating his ſtory and welcome, by four or five ſad ſighs, 
being compelled by bis importunity, to make relation of his own fortunes. alſo, 
without many circumſtances, began in this manner: After my unfortunate Father, 
as you well know, ſaid he, had paid the debt of his raſh attempt (in taking upon 
him the Crown of Meſapotamia, contrary to the good liking of Artaxis great King 
of Armenia) with his death, and loſs of his fruitful Countrey of Iberia, my infancy, 
as you were a witneſs , was carefully cheriſhed by my mothers natural goodneſs, in- 
ſomuch as ſhe thought not my years capable of your imployments in Cyprus, al- 
though both my deſires and wiſhes accompanied you in your journey; however, 
after your departure ſhe deſigned me to anather War, though by much more gentle 
yet not ſo honourable, which was to court the love of a rich Heir, not far off the 
place where we lived, by whoſe power ſhe conceived (if I could compaſs the Mar- 
riage) I might be again rendered capable to contend with 7 ygranes Duke of Colches, 
who enjoyed the poſſeſſion of my native Countrey , by the donation of Artaxis, 
in retribution of that ſervice he did him in the proſecution of my Father; but no 
ſooner had a fitting preparation elevated my thoughts to the enterpriſe, but the 

King became advertiſed of the intention, ſo that arriving at ber Caſtle, I was encoun- 
tred by my double rival the Duke, cantrary to my expectation, who came there al- 
ſo with the ſame deſign, though fortibed as he thought with far greater pretenſions, 
ſince he brought with him the ſtrong recommendation, of his mighty friend the 
King of Armenia; but the Gods know, with what labour I ſuppreſt che paſſion of 
my ſoul, that it might not burſt out into a rude, and inhoſpitable contention, to de- 

ftroy abſolutely my intended proceedings, ſo that both of us addreſſing our ſelves to 
the Ladies preſence, with a quiet civility, we. were received in outward ſhew with 
equal courteſie, which continued us for ſome weeks in her Palace, onely ſeeking oc- 
caſions how we might beſt preſent our affections, with moſt conveniency to deceive 

each other: But the Duke, whether impatient of his long attendance, or ſuſpect. 
ing 1 received private favours to his prejudice ; of a ſudden one morning before 
any one was up in the houſe, took his leave both of his Chamber and the Caſtle, by 
which means he left me in full poſſeſſion of my deſires, fince I thought no obſtacle 
now was able to hinder my proceedings of a proſperous iſſue ; in which paradiC of 
felicity I continued for many dayes, ſolacing my ſelf with delightful fancies , whileſt 
in the mean time the Duke was preparing a ſnare not onely to captivate the Lady, 
but to entrap me; for not long after he marched in perſon with a powerſul Army 
to beſiege the Caſtle where we both remained; which news made me diſpoſe of my 
ſelf by flight, into certain obſcure Woods got far off, whereby I might got ohely 
be ſecure fromthe danger of my mortal enemy, but have conveniency by my eſcape 
to procure ſome relief to ſuccour the diſtreſſed Lady; which accident hath brought 


me into Lydia, to renew my Fathers old ſuit to Euarchus for the recovery of our 
7 | anciene 
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ancient inheritance the principality of Iberia, ſince the Lady as I hear hath not onely 
loſt her Caſtle; but I my hopes; for [he is conſtrained to become a captive wife to the 
cruel Tyrant Tygranes Duke of Colches. And this, dear Eumeues, is the ſad ſtory ot 
my fortunes; and the more ro be lamented; ſince I am not certain to what reſolu- 
tion my Uacles thoughts will be brought, he yer being determined bos to ſend an 
Ambafſadour, to treat for a peaceable and friendly reſtitution, whileſt in che mean 
time Tlanguiſh between hope and deſpair, | 

But ſcarce was he come to this iſſue; when they might hear the hounds in full cry 
purſue the foot · ſteps of the dead Boar towards the place where they were, which 

e Eumenes no conveniency for reply, hardly time ſufficient to protect the teſti. 
mony of his Victory, from the violent cruelty of the Dogs, who ſeemed not to be 
pacified in his death. Wherefore riſing from the ſear where he fate , and ſnatching 
up the head, he held it upon the point of the Spear in the air, whileſt the Hounds 
with open months, ſeemed to beſiege his perſon, until the Huntſmen themſelves 
coming in to the quarrel, were forced to defend him from their rude violence; and in 
that imployment he continued, while the other almoſt loſt company, had leaſure to 
aſſemble, to perfect the triumph for the ſlaughter of that cruel Beaſt, that had done 
ſo much miſchief in the Countrey, terrifying the common people with the frightful 
apprehenſion of his aſpe&, who durſt not travel by the places of his habiration , to 
follow their neceſſary occaſion. But not long had the Ladies fatisfied their curioſi- 
ties in beholding the dead Boar, though yet at ſome diſtance ſcarce believing him ſo 
in effect, as alſo infinitely commending Eumenes valour, that had in ſingle combat 
brought him to his deſtruction, as they underſtood by Caſſiams that had been the 
eye-witneſs of the encounter, but the King and Queen in a gentle hand. gallop, 
made towards them through the fame paſſage that Cuſſianus had found one in his ſo- 
litary contemplation , which gave Zxments occaſion , accompanied with his friend 
Prince C aſſianus, to preſent himſelf before their perſons, not onely offering to 
the Queen the Boars head as a ſacrifice to her beauty, but defired humbly to be ex- 
cuſed that he had unwillingly interrupted their fpore. When Caſſianus had certified 
Euarchus fully of all the proceedings in that combat, wherein he let nothing paſs 
that concerned his friends honour ,-and alſo made the King acquainted with his 
breeding, condition and Conntrey, he ſoon obtained abſolution for bis valiant fact: 
however, the envious evening coming on, which denyed the undertaking of a new 
Chace, a ceſſation from that ſport was quickly proclaimed by the Kings command, 
and the rather, for that they returned with victory and ſpoil : wherefore Zxarchrxs 
and Hiachinthia taking the two friends into their own Coach, whilſt che skilful 
Coach-man made what haſte he could through the rugged way, they required of 
Eumenes not onely the relation of his own Travells, but the ſatisfaction of the 
manner of the goverment of the Ifland of Cyprzs , ſince their revolt from the King 
of Egypr. 

22 receiving this injunction from the King, however he ſuppoſed, he rather 
deſired to have his curioſity ſatisfied in his ability, then that his knowledge could any 
way be inſtructed by his relation, excuſing himſelf concerning his own particular ad- 
ventures, as not worthy his Majeſties attention, he proſecuted this diſcourſe: Tru- 
ly Sir, ſaid he, it is no ſmall difficulty for a perſon of my mean capacity, to partieu- 
larize the true cauſes or motives of the firſt revolts in any Kingdom, though you are 
pleaſed to give me the imployment , ſince as the complaints for the moft- part are 
confuſed and uncertain, more governed perhaps by the paſſions and fancies of the 
common people, then grounded upon right and knowledge; ſo of the other fide; 
it cannot be denied, but that oftentimes prerogative and power will finde out wayes 
and ſhifts, to caft off the aſperſions, either againſt themſelves or favourites; though 
I muſt confeſs, both may have reaſon enough to defend their allegations, before an 
indifferent auditory, if fach a tribunal could be inſtituted ; but that not being poſ- 
ſible co be had upon earth., moſt commonly ſuch contentions are onely ended by the 
Sword; which fate hath befell the fruitful Iſland of Cyprus, though now it be eſta- 
bliſhed in a perfect proſperity. | 
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To this purpoſe, the King of Egypt, natural Lord of thoſe Countries, having 
placed a Lady of eminent vertues as Supreme Governeſs for him, both in Cyprus 
and Pamphitia, whether the people preſuming upon the ſuppoſed weakneſs of her 
ſex, joyned with the inconſtancy of their own humours and diſpoſitions ; or rather 
being put on'to demand ſomething (though they knew not very well what) that 
ſeemed to appertain to their ancient priviledges, by the ambition of ſome of the No- 
bility ; (that belike ſeemed not very well ſatisfied) of a ſudden began moſt violent- 
ly; to complain of the obſtruction of their cuſtoms, as alſo of the cruelty of the 
laws made (as they pretended) both againſt their freedom and conſciences; and be- 
ing tranſported with theſe furious fancies, when the Court leaſt thought of their 
diſorders, they run violently to all the chief Temples of the City, where I may ſay, 
they committed many outrages, of neareſt affinity with ſacriledge and rebellion : 
but the Governeſſes extraordinary mildneſs and temper, not onely quickly aſſwaged 
all theſe begun miſdemeanors, but readily pardoned their offences, though ſhe ve. 
ry well knew, many principal perſons were intereſſed in the occafion of thoſe tu- 
mults; notwithſtanding ſhe wiſely and diſcreetly ſeemed not to take notice of them, 
in regard ſuch intimations might create thoſe jealouſies, that probably would again 
kindle a new fire of diſcontent and apprehenſion. | | 

However the Court and Councel of Egypt, having underſtood theſe proceedings, 
whoſe greatneſs of Empire and Power in command, could-brook neither reſiſtance 
nor diſpute, thought it not agreeing with the honour and dignity of their King 
(whoſe authority before theſe accidents , ſeemed rather to be adored then contra- 
verted) to ſuffer theſe inſolencies to eſcape , without ſome remarkable ſeverity , as 
well in regard of the nobility as the people; preſently deſigned a huge Army for 
theſe Countries, compoſed of the beſt and oldeſt Souldiers Egypt could produce; 
and theſe Troops were put under the command ofa perſon of the ſame Nation, that 
better knew how to puniſh facts committed, by a kinde of harſh craelty, then to 
compoſe differences newly begun, with mildneſs and temper; rather imitating thoſe 
Phyſicians, which uſe deſperate remedies to perfect the body the ſooner, then by 
prolonging application to ſave part, for fear the whole ſhould periſh. In ſhort, 
whoſe experience in the Wars was more ancient and glorious, then his nature any 
way relenting ; inſomuch as like a ſtorm coming afar off, demonſtrated: by light- 
ning and thunder, he gave the people cauſe of fear aud terrour, before the tempeſt 
arrived; which cauſed many of them, by the report onely, to quit their dwellings z 
as of the other ſide, not a few of the Noblemen, that were the leaſt confident of 
their own loyalty, preſently engaged one another in private counſels. As ſoon as 
this great General arrived, he not onely diſpoſſeſt the Governeis her ſelf of her 
chief authority , by producing a larger commiſſion , but ſeized upon the perſons of 
many of the Nobility, whoſe {ives were publickly ſacrificed to his fury, whilſt ter- 
rour and amazement ſeized the hearts of the common people: notwithſtanding 
this rough demeanour, he proclaimed every where, ſhould be maintaired by the 
the Sword, until his own thoughts could become ſatisfied, of the Subjects entire obe- 
dience to his commands. L 

Theſe rigorous and new proceedings, quickly involved the whole Iſland of Cyprus 
in a trembling confuſion , as well as in a future rebellion , inſomuch as almoſt all 
peopleentertained theſe ſtrange beginnings, as ſad omens, if not prevented by ſome 

timely reſiſtance, that threatned a general deſtruction, as well to their lives as 
eſtates ; when as formerly they held themſelves the freeſt Subjects of the world, by 
reaſon of thoſe priviledges they had gained, by the indulgent natures of their many 
good and merciful Princes. | 

And thus, Sir, I muſt ſay, was the firſt fatal fire kindled in Cyprus, which ſince 
hath been augmented by the powerful intereſt of moſt of the Potentates in Aſa: 
For as upon' theſe pretences the people preſently flew ont into open hoftility, fodid 
they call in as many forreign Princes, as they could to their aſſiſtance, who glad of 
any occaſion to give bounds to the Egyptian Monarchy , that then began to ſwellts 
a vaſt largeneſs in command, readily contributed their beſt endeavours ;; W 
1 | the 
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ather of Orſames, King of Syria, inſomuch as the effects ſince have produ- 

os 10 much oh and ? wax. | with other varieties of ſucceſs. and e that 
many books might be amplitied with the ſtory ; until the ſucceſſion of command fell 
to this gallant Duke, that now bears ſway.in that Region, who bath. been ſo prin- 
cipsl an inſtrument of the happineſs and preſent flouriſhing. condition of the Iſland 
(being not more valiant in War, then wiſe in Peace) that the King of Epe himſelf, 
is not onely reduced at preſent to that ftate, by reaſon of his powerful contentions 
againſt him, both by Sea and Land, that he ſeeks peace upon any terms, with a re- 
ſignation of all his pretented rights; beſides the people in regard of the Dukes pru- 
dent Government, with their own induſtry, (who at the beginning of theſe ſtirs 
were rather poor and contemptible fiſher-men , then approved and credible Mer- 
chants) are become now ſo terrible upon the Sea, that by their numerous Veſſels 
for trading, they fetch home to their own quarters, all the riches of the world; the 
Queen hereupon put a ſtop to Eumene: diſcourſe with this language : And yer I have 
heard, ſaid ſhe, all the recompence he can procure from their gratitudes, is onely a 
bare penſion for his ſupport and ſubſiſtance; neither will they willingly allow him 
any other Title, then their ſervant, however his valour and conduct in che Wars, 
upon all occaſions, brings to their aſſiſtance the beſt ſpirits of Aſia, as conceiving 
him moſt wortby to be their maſter in Martial affairs. *Tis true Madam, anſwered 
Eumenes, 1 mult needs confeſs the people themſelves, although naturally they are 
no ſouldiers, being altogether addicted to the induſtry. of che ſpade , by which fa- 
culty they have performed admirable things, to the wonder of other Nations, yet 
are they crafty enough to maintain their on Liberties, and ſuffer che Duke to en- 
joy no other juriſdiction over them, then what they are content from time to time, 
to afford him for their beſt commodity and advantage: nevertheleſs it is thought, 
if his ambition were equal to his power, he might make himſelf abſolute Prince of 
the Countrey, without contradiction, having the Army ſo entirely at his com- 
mand; as well in regard of many ſactions amongſt their Governours, as by reaſon 
of the neceſſity of one head and Governour; eſpecially if they ſhould purchaſe to 
themſelves peace from the King of Egypt, who (as I ſaid before) now ſeems with 
earneſtneſs to deſire it of tbem. | 
After the King had a little ſmiled upon che Queen at Eumenes diſcourſe, ſo much 
pretending to the Dukes intereſt and commendation , being himſelf extreamly per- 
fect inthe knowledge of thoſe parts, he began to argue wich him in this manner: 
Although I cannot, ſaid the King, but approve of your obſervations, and much 
more commend your affectionate rhetorick in the Dukes behalf, who no doubt in the 
general deſerves as much as you have ſaid, yet I muſt not conclude altogether with 
you in belief, concerning this eaſie acceſſion to ſovereignty, though his intentions 
were directed to thoſe ambitions: for notwithſtanding you may ſee him alwayes 
attended with glorious and gallant Troops in the Field; a proſpect, I muſt confeſs, 
chat cannot but dazle youthful or common eyes; yet when it ſhall be conſidered 
withal, that the common Souldiers (who for the moſt part are rather carried on to 
their imployments, by their own private gain, then by the advancement of their 
Geyeral) are onely payed by certain treaſures appointed by the people, entirely 
faithfulto-cheir-deſigns, that upon the leaſt diſorders. may obſtruct or detain theit 
wages, either in part, or in the whole; it will be a very difficult matter, to unite 
them abſolutely in the Dukes deſigns againſt the Common- wealth; eſpecially when 
it {hall be alſo remembred, that moſt of all the Towns ii the Iſland, are not onely 
ſtrong both by nature and art, but are continually guarded by che Burgers them- 
ſelves, without having any relation at all to the General, and ſo by conſequence are 
furniſhed wich proviſions of every ſort, inſomuch as the leaſt fort of the Countrey, 
is beither to be ſurpriaed by any manner of ſtratagem, or to be taken without a ve- 
ry lonꝑ ſiego, which would give the Dukes Army without pay, oceaſion enough to 
change their reſolutions in the interim; and rather ſeel to betray his perſon , then 
advance bis ambition: Wherefore I hold him to be much a wiſer man, in deſiſting 
from thoſe attempts, then in entring upon deſigns, that at the worſt may ruine his 
poſte- 
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poſterity, and at the beſt cannot much mend his condition]; ſince at the preſent, the 
people afford him ſo large a penſion for his entertainment, that doth more then equal 
the revenues of many abſolute Princes of the inferiour rank, which is enjoyed, as 1 
may ſay; without either hazzard or trouble, © AS 

* Ai Yowverer thi factions of the people, as you have intimated, may ſeem ſome- 


'thing to contribute to this probability, yet conſidering in their natures, how much 


They are addicted to freedom and equality, though ſuch a neceſſity ſhould compel a 
change, I am moſt confident they would rather call in again their old Prince, then 
make election of any new; much leſs the Duke, whom er his birth and titles 
are more illuſtrious, yet in their hearts they rank him as once a fellow ſubje& with 
themſelves, to the King of Egypt. And if peace, as you ſay, ſhould be entirely 
reſtored to that Iſland, the contrary now being a means the more ſtrongly to unite 
them againſt the common enemy, yet ſuch is their hate to a juriſdiction of that na- 
ture, I am perſwaded they would never be brought to that ſuhjection, without an 
abſolute conqueſt and deſolation; witneſs their not being able, as you have already 
related to brook it in their lawful King, under whom they ſeemed to enjoy all man- 
ner of felicity and content: Tis true, it is otherwiſe with the Subjects of Syria, 
who are ſo wedded to the honour and proſperity of their Prince, that it is unpoſſible 
to withdraw their fidelities , by any taxations, or almoſt oppreſſions whatſoever, 
though ſometimes their Nobility perhaps, flye out againſt the power and greatneſs 
of favourites, who ſeem ſomethingto obſcure their intereſt with their Sovereign, 
all diſpoſitions not being alike : As for example, I finde my own Subjects begin al- 
ready, to be weary of thoſe happineſſes under a peaceful Monarch, that other King- 
doms can but onely hope for, after along and bloody experience: The King at theſe 
very words, as if he felt ſomething inwardly at the ſoul, reſted ſilent for a pretty 
ſpace; and then again, as if he had anew recollected his ſpirits, kiſſing the Queen 
twice or thrice, he altered the ſubject of his ſerious diſcourſe, into another of more 
variety and delight; which continued them imployed, until they arrived at the Pa. 
lace Gate, where many lighted Torches attended to conduct him and the Queen up 
the ſtairs. Their ſupper being finiſhed, with no more curious tediouſnels, then was 


convenient for the ſatisfying of the neceſſity of their appetites, ſharpned by their 


paſt dayes exerciſe, a great part of the night was ſpent in anc with the Ladies, 
according to the cuſtom of the delightful; Court of Lydia; in which recreation it 
was Caſſianm fortune, to entertain the beautiful PrincelsC /oria, as if the Gods in- 
tended him the opportunity; but whether his fancy onely made him believe it, or 
that really he did utter ſomething of that nature to her innocent ears; yet ſhe ſeem 
ed no way to be warmed by a lovers flames: inſomuch as poor Caſſianus hecame of 
a ſudden as frozen as his Miſtreſſes apprehenſions; ſince he too feelingly ſuſpected a 


denial in that ſuit, which perhaps his own fears would not ſufficiently ſuffer him to 


diſcover to her underſtanding ; and oftentimes too much deſire renders us not onely 
unfit to act, but uncapable to interpret: but however theſe accidental paſſages were 
eithet executed or entertained, Euarchus and Hyacint bia's unexpected retirement for 
the preſent, gave no more opportunity for a further trial of either; which not 
onely quickly ſeparated the company, but retired the ſtrangers into their ſeveral 
Chambers: where Caſſianus gave his eyes no leaſure at all to rel: , by reaſon of the 
diſcourteſie of his own turbulent thoughts, that drove him from one unquiet fancy 
to another, until che more eharitable morning invited him into ſomething a hand- 
ſome ſleep: but after two hours time, that aſſo was interrupted by factious Dimno- 
goras, who with a certain kinde of ſtorm ain his countenancè, entred abruptly bis 
Chamber, which freedom he ever challenged, by reaſon, of the confidence he had of 
his own faithfulneſs to the Princes deſigaaae . 
After Dimogoras had beſtowed upon the Prince ſome few complements belongi 
to his dignity, as well as anſwerable to the ſeaſon, he let him kno he had ſome diſ- 
courſe of conſequence to impart unto him, if he pleaſed to diſmiſs his attendants, 
Thoſe being gone, and he invited by the Prince, to ſeat himſelf upon his bed ſide, 
for the more conveniency, wich a kinde of melancholly and diſcontented counte- 
nance, 
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1 be moſt true, my Lord, ſaid be. chat it is giyen out hyabe.ſpigha6ul 
Court, and ſuffered by the Kings injuſtice, that both,my: nature, and deſirer, with 
a great deal of violence hunt after nothing buc.conteations, , whereby Lmight.cor 

to have ſome eminent imployment in the Wartes, yet Litake all che, Gd 59, wite 
neſt (bo belt are acquainced with my thoughts] that.your. encwe(etyich, is che 
chief motive of my deſigns, grounded alſo npon — — 8 both of. zhe pre: 
ſent and, future benqur/\and glory of our Nation, now. almoſt-adulceragcd by 
eaſe god quiet, though principally betrayed. to this lethargy by ithe pernicious 
Councels of Polinex, that for his on advantage and ends, figttess che King 
with che opinion of bis conceived proſperity, as if never befote the like Nince had 
reigned in Lydia, when as all 4a is ſcandalized at our Government; for Hua: 
chm by reaſon of this cold nemtrality is eſteemed if nat an enemy, at leaſtwiſe 
no friend to any, but bis on concernments; and fo can never exe o fauhfnil

aſſiſtance from other States, if be were compelled by che ſame nereiſſitꝶ tore 
their aid in any of his occaſions, though a little for thee preſent be ſeems; torfwny 
all ſucceſsful glory. © ens er x 320 353%. ies 
lu this inc hanment you ſee it is not onely poſſible for him to bebold, your Rights 
violated by the violent and (I may lay) tyrannical oppreſſion of your .eruelene- 
mies, wich a moſt quiet if not inſegſible demeanour, notwithſtanding all the 
tyes of Affection, Kindred, and Rein, but in his own perſon. is, wrought in 
to ſo low a ſtupidity, and unworthy ingratitude, that he cannot be brought to be- 
ſtow the leaſt reward, ot ſo much as any countenanee upon men of ſpirit, tame, and 
deſert ; witneſs one ſmall Title of Honout.denyed Lycius the brave Myſſean Com- 
mander, that ſo gallantly defended: your cauſe againſt the King of Armenia's 
Power. ITT 
This, being ſufficiently apprebended in your thoughts, I ſhall a little ſhew my 
own condition, that thereby you may the better judge of me and my deligns, to 
this purpoſe 1 muſt tell you , that ever ſince. I had ability to draw and handle a 
Sword, I baye ſtill —* my endeavours: to the fervice of your family, infomuch 
as when a General was appointed by Exarchx« Father with a Royal Army; after 
that unfortunate Defeat in Meſoporamza, to defend your Mothers Rights, in the 
Principality of Iberia, againſt Tygranes Forces, I not onely ſtrongly urged the 
imployment from the cate, but accompanied the Sonldiers in the Journey, until we 
were commanded away by the King; which however hath ſo ſeaſoned my thoughts 
with the concernments of your Noble Houſe, that I cannot but continue my Soul, 
working a juſt revenge imyour behalf, according tothe many injuries and indigni- 
ties you have received: You muſt now give me leave to come nearer your intereſt 
for the preſent, neither wonder at my intelligence, ſince I do confidently aſſure you, 
that there is ſcarce a Court deſign how pivate ſoever, but I have knowledge of the 
teſolution, by reaſon of my Kindred and intimation amonglt the chiefeſt of Exar- 
chus Councellors. 1 
With this aſſurance you muſt know, that not many dayes ago, there arrived up- 
on the Confines of Lydia, Anaxia the old Queen of Syria, who being fox ſome 
time beaten at Sea by Storms, as at Land by Tempeſts, procured by her own reſt- 
leſs nature, that could not endure to ſit quiet under the ſecurity of her Sons Pro- 
tection, at laſt is come under the juriſdiction of Euarchus, as I believe wich an in- 
tention to raiſe as many Troubles in this Kingdom, as ſhe hath for ſome years paſt 
in other places. | | 
As I cannot deny her to be a Lady of excellent Parts, and in her youth of extra- 
ordinary CPAs ſo by her Birth ſhe is of Corinth, the onely Daughter to the Puke 
of that Magnificent City, which procured ber ſuch a liking by Orſames Father, af- 
ter the divorce of his former Wife, that wirh much paſſion he not onely made her 
Qgeen of Syria, but at his death appointed her the ſole Guardian, both of his 
Son and Kingdom. This Office truly ſhe managed with diſcretion enough, un- 
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Tho h Dimogoras Teemed ſtill ro proſecute his diſcourſe, yet Caſſianus at theſe 
laſt words of Cloris and Oſiris, felt himſelf as it were ſtruck with Thunder and 
Lightning; inſomuch as preſently turning his face to the wall, he ſcarce gave 
any more ear to what he ſaid: Dimogora; finding with ſore more obſervation, that 
the Prince had not onely changed his poſture, but his atrenciveneſs , imagined that 
the very. apprehenſion of Egarchas diſaffection to his perſon , in regard his inte- 
reſt had been ſo long neglected , was the ſole reaſon of his ſudden alteration, 
thoughthe ſecret flames of the Princeſs Clorias beauty, was the onely occaſion of 
his preſent diſtemper, conſidering the ſmall probability was left him co obtain his 
delle, now a match of ſuch ſplendor was offered to her choice 

After Dimogoras had expected ſomething longer what the Prince would do, he 
began this diſcourſe ; As I cannot blame your nature much, ſaid he, to be troubled, 
conſidering the cunning diverſions of your Uncle Euarchus, whom as I may (ay, 
ſeeks any thing in a manner, before your MWod and benefit; ſo of the other lide it 
doth not become a Prince of your birth and extraction, to entertain dejectly theſe 
paſſages, when you may be aſſured that almoſt all Zydia will contribute 
bountifully to your preſent aid and aſſiſtance; wherefore I ſay , ſince this 
ſloathful man, is ſo far from being moved in regard of his natural. inclination to eaſe 
and pleaſure, out of thoſe courſes which his flatterers have bewitched him in, we 
muſt endeavour to diſturb him in his Govertiment ; and the rather, for that we ſee 
he intends another effect of tyranny, by a new alliance with the Egyptian State, 
to maintain his abſolute juriſdiction over the Liberties of his People, though 
Cloria were more properly beſtowed upon your ſelf of the ſame Blood and Reli- 
gion, then on a perſon , whoſe Nation hath ever had deſigns pernicious to this 
Commonwealth, upon theſe conſiderations as it cannot be but thought conve- 
nient by the whole Kingdom to look to its own ſafety, ſo by an unavoidable 
necefliry , we muſt have preſently aſſembled the great Councell , to pot a ſud- 
den ſtop to theſe threatning events, that lie ominous Comets, ſeem at this inſtant 
to have direful Aſpefts in our Horizon, blazing as it were deſtruction to all our hap- 
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pineſs and proſperity ; and for that Emxarchns will never endure to hear of ſuch a 
remedy without meer compulſion; we will attempt to ſtir up the rage of the diſcon- 
tented ian, over whom Orſames the King of Syria, hath fuch an abſolute ju- 
riſdiction, that Euarchus Authority will be very little eſteemed in thoſe parts, 
notwithſtanding the legallity of his Title; and that King, as you very well know, 
cannot be but well pleaſed , to lay hold of any occaſion, whereby this new intend- - 
ed alliance between the Crowns o * and Egypt, may be blaſted in the bud, be- 
fore it come into any mature ripeneſs, | 

As he was further proceeding in theſe exclamations againſt the Government, 
they were both interrupted by a Meſſenger from the King, not onely to know 
how the Prince had reſted the night paſt after his dayes ſport in hunting, but 
withal to deſire his company in a ceremonious Courtſhip , he intended in 
perſon to beſtow upon the old Queen of Syria his Wives Mother, though before 
the Officer could be ſent for into the Princes Chamber, Dimogoras ſuddenly took his 
leave. | 
. When Caſſianus bad humbly returned his thanks to the King, for his favour in 
inquiring (as he ſaid) any way after his concernments, he told the Meſſenger, 
that however he could not be very apprehenſive of his own danger, yet he mult 
complain a little of his indiſpoſition, which he feared would hinder him from ren- 
dering bis Majelty that ſervice he commanded , eſpecially ſince the Ceremony 
was neceſſarily to be performed in ſq great an aſſembly; rather his intentions were 
for ſome few dayes to keep his Chambet, as he ſaid, to try whether that recre- 
ment would in any kinde contribute to his amendment, fince he found his thoughts 
oppreſt by melancholly fancies. | | 

This quickly gave occaſion to moſt of the Court to viſit him, yet at thoſe 
times when he perceived himſelf free from thoſe complements, (that he counted no 
other then meer difturbances ) he would often diſpute with his diſcom ents in this na- 
ture, which proved a great deal more uncomfortable , in regard he communicated 
his thoughts to none. | ; | ; 

O Caſſianus, ſaid he, to what dangerous rocks have thy fortunes led thee, not 
to be relieved, but by an inhoſpitable compliance , wich thoſe, that perhaps more 
for their own ambition, then thy good, endeavour thy Uncles ruine ? O gentle 
Clria, is it poſſible that theſe thoughts in thy ſervants breaſt, can be any more 
concealed from thy knowledge, then from the Gods divineſt Oracle > what greater 
indignity, can be offered to the heavens , then to harbour in one heart, both 
love and treaſon , at the ſame te? Canſider, O unworthy Caſſianus, with what 
affectionate proteſtations Euarc hui hath hitherunto entertained all thy concern- 
ments, which hath produced effects already, to the ſending of an Ambaſſadour 
to che King of Armenia, upon whoſe return, and not before, thou art to ex- 
pect thy doom; and for this pretended love between Cloria and Oſiris, perhaps the 


report is onely a bare fancy, grounded more upon diſtaſteful ſuſpition, then upon 


authentical information, fince the old Queen of Syria neceſſities, gave her rea- 


ſon enough , to ſeek both retirement and reception, without any other deſign 


whatſoever : nay further it may very probably be ſappoſed , that Dimogeras inte- 
reſt or ſpleen, may adminiſter occaſions both of too much jealouſie, and over haſty 
action; wherefore Caſſianus, be not thou ignobly the chief inſtrument of Dimo- 
gor as malice, and the onely ſtale to others ends. Thus he imployed his time, whilſt 
a brave Mask was preparing at Court, for the entertainment of the Queen of 
Syria; which in the interim filled every ones expectation, though it continued ſtilſ 
Je ry in his Chamber; however, as I ſaid before, more viſited then his thoughts 
eſired. 

For this great Triumph there was deſigned a large Hall within the City of Sar- 
d:s, ſupported with Corintbian Pillars of Thebas Marble, etected at the firſt onely 
for the Coronation of the Kings of Lydia: it was beautified with excellent pictures 
of Woyſaich work, enriched with Azureand Gold; the (ides repreſented ſeveral 
delightful Landskips, compoſed for the moſt part of natural ſtones; and wherein 
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true repreſentation any place wanted, the defects became ſupplied, with exquiſite 
painting of moſt of the beſt hands of Aſia: the floor was all wrought over with 
divers figures of Jet. and Ivory, bere and there alſo graced by other colours: when 
che night came of this glorious ſolemnity, -Exarchus himſelf was mounted on a tranſ- 
parent Throne, ſupported upon the backs of Golden Lions : over his head was the 
portraiture of 7-piter, much greater then the life, beſtriding a huge Eagle, and 
holding Thunder in his hand; four ſteps below his feet lay, as it were a ſleep, a ſilver 
Unicorn and brazen Lion, entangled with intermixt Roſes and Thiſtles: on the 
other ſide ſate Hyacintbia in a ſtate of white Sattin , embroidered with the ſtory of 
Phaeton, confuſedly tumbling from his Fathers Chariot, as alſo wearing upon his 
youthful head Apo/c*s burning rayes, the onely period of his raſh and fooliſh ambi. 
tion; which by the cunning placing of certain Torches bebinde, ſeemed to give a 
kinde of a natural light in the imagination of the earneſt ſpectators: between them 
two degrees higher, was placed the old Syrian Queen, in a chair of purple Velvet, 
beſeeming the gravity of her age, wrought very thick with Flower de luces: the fair 
Princeſs C/oria ſate at her grandmothers feet; cloathed all in white, not more to 
ſhew forth the innocency of her Virginity , then to become the excellency of het 
perfections: no ſooner had the Lords and Ladies of the Court ſeated themſalves to 
their beſt advantages, for the honour of the one, and the beauty of the others, 
ſparkling like ſo many Stars in the Firmament; but the Kings officer, unto whom 
the charge was committed, gave preſent command chat the Shew ſhould be diſcover- 
ed; wherenpon a large curtain at the farther end of the room by little and little lift- 
ed it felf up to the uttermoſt part of the roof, behinde.which was repreſented a large 
Heaven, curiouſly figured by many ſhining clouds: under this ſeeming concave, 
was an artificial Globe of the Earth, ſupported by a huge Atlas, though ſtooping, 
who was placed in a vaſt ſea, from whence preſently iſſued forth out of a Rock, 
ſeemingly compacted of Gold and Mother of Pearl, the God Neptare, drawn in a 
Triumphant Chariot by fix Dolphins, and guarded by twice as many Meremaids, who 
after ſome circumſtance, began the firſt Anti- mask, to the Muſick onely of divers Try- 
tons; which being finiſhed, and Neptune retiring with the ſame Majeſty he entred, 
the Gyant of a ſadden ſhook the Globe he carried upon his ſhoulder , at whieh vio. 
lence the whole ſeemed to ſever in the midft , from whence brake forth in a diſtracted 
manner, a multitude of ſeveral ſorts of people; ſome falling into the Sea, others 
climbing upon the rocks to ſave their lives; though a third company entered the 
room, and made the ſecond dance with extraordinary skill: after theſe were retired 
into their former habitation, the Goddeſs Vena. ded from a cloud in a celeſtial 
Chariot, accompanied by many naked Cui, who with ſweet voices and variety of 
inftruments, ſaluted the King and Queens with this Ditty, to invite their ſpectators 
toward the beholding ſome Revels from O/ympus, commanded by upiter bimſelf, to 
give their Ma jeſties entertainment. 


What wonder #*t that we behold, 
both Love and Honour crown'd with Gold;

This alſo being ended, the Queen of Love again aſcended the skie , when of a 
ſudden the Heavens opening, all the Gods appeared in ſeveral places, who inſenſibly 
were deſcended to the midſt of the Stage, where they performed à Majeftick or ce- 
remonious march, and retiredegain in the ſame order they came, until their Throne 
being ſomething elevated in oppoſition to the Kings, they remained fixed, whilſt 
by changing of the ſcene from a kindeof an inchanted Palace in a beautiful INand,; 
iſſued many Knights and Ladies, there belike detained for ſome time, by their ſe- 
veral fates in love adventures; who paſſing two by two over a ſilver Bridge, they 
ſoon appeared in an orderly manner, upon the Theatre, before the ſpectators; where 
having finiſhed alſo their deſigns with other varieties, the reſt of the night was ſpent 
in continuatiou of thoſe magnificent ſports : In the interim, poor Caf/ianw ſome- 
thing weary of his own ſolitary diſcontents, had quitted his melancholly Chamber, 
to give a little recreation to his thoughts; and to this purpoſe was retired into an 


obicure nook of the Hall, when at the ſame inſtant, he might ſee the Princeſs le- 


ria taken out to dance, which ſhe performed with ſo ſpirittul a modeſty, that her 


frequent bluſhes, did no more then adde grace, to thoſe skilful paces ſhe was to 


tread; which being finiſhed, with a courteous ſmile ſhe appeared to congratulate 
the youthful Masker , that: had enjoyed the honour of her perſon in the paſtime, 
whilſt her dignity commanded him with humility, again to place her in her ſeat, ac- 
cording to the cuſtom; where her Princely Grandmother receiving her in her armes, 
with many kiſſes, ſealed both her approbation and affection, whiſpering: alſo ſome- 
ching in her ear, that cauſed Cloria at the ſame inſtant to caſt down her Diamond. 
eyes upon the ground, with ſo baſhful an innocency, that all the company might 
eaſily judge, ſomething was ſpoken to her apprehenſion , that ſhe did not very well 
like or underſtand. yi | 312 | 
But however. Caſſianus who all the while beheld cheſe paſſages; with a ſtrong 
jealouſie and violent love, began to muſter up his own diſcontents in a deſpairing 
form; that rendred his imagination certain, that Anaxia could intimate nothing 
to the Princeſs Claria, but the offered love of Oſiris; which drove him to fo abſa- 
lure a diſtraction, after many fruitleſs and ſilent complaints, that he reſolves pre- 
ſently to leave the Court, and to retire himſelf to ſome obſcure habitation, where 
he would onely bewail his own misfortunes, or elſe procure a diſguiſe that might ad- 
mit him into Cloria's preſence, without ſuſpicion, and by that means purchaſe a con- 
venience to diſcover his own affection: this no ſooner was repreſented to his imagi- 
nation, but it was paſſionately entertained by his fancy; ſo chat laying hold on the 
confuſion of the time, and the imployment of the company, he inſtantly went into

paſſionately to deſire; and therefore will lay before you this conſideration as a re. 
fming example, whether you can poſſibly believe with a clear apprehenſion, that 
the fal circle of Alciana's Body, can contain ſo much beauty, as the large ex- 
tent of all Syria? In which compaſs you may be your own carver, with envious 
contention, who may be the happy object of your choice: With theſe words he 
ended his diſcourſe, expecting his reply with a reſpectful ſilence; which preſently 
brought forth many conſiderations in Oreſtes troubled boſome, and after ſome time 
theſe expreſſions. é WILD 
Muſt the Sacred Laws, by which our Souls are united in one before the Throne of 
Heaven, be thus abrogated by Humane Power? ſhall Policy triumph over Reli- 
gion? and Kings exalt themſelves above the Gods, not fearing to contend 
againſt their decrees? muſt Philaſtros wiſdom be eſteemed above Hymtur rights? 
can pittileſs man» behold the perfections of Divine Alciana , and not melt 
into compaſſion? All which he uttered with other extravagancies of the like nature, 
which gave Dion a deſire to take his leave for the preſent, hoping another time to 
finde him in a more moderate temper. But Oreſter percęiving his intention, and 
reflecting in ſome ſort upon the gravity of the perſon that gave him the advice; of 
a ſudden took him by the hand, telling him it was notkindly done to leave him in his 
extremities , ſince there was a hope, as he ſaid, after a little conſideration, he might 
be wrought to credit any perſwaſion that was intended for his good, and would be 
the proſperity of Syria: This gave Dion fo much ſatisfaction, that he not onely 
Raid with him for the inſtant, endeavouring to fortifie his reaſons with new argu- 
ments, but in a ſhort while plying him continually with importunate ſolicitation, 
at laſt-procured his abſolate promiſe, to perform what acts his Brother ſhould com- 
mand him, to the diſannulling of the former contract between him and Alciana. 
When Dios had gained thus much upon the Princes inconſtancy, with this joyful 
conceived news, he went to congratulate the itching ears of the great favourite, 
that from time to time expected the iſſue, who eſteemed it a moſt ſupreme diſho- 
nour, to have any of his plots fail in their ſucceſs; and to this purpoſe a day was ap- 
pointed ſoon after for à publick Aſſembly, who were to be witneſſes to the whole 
Kingdome of Oreſtes intentions, to the content of many, but wonder of all, 
ſince the example was eſteemed extraordinary, as the perſons were eminent, which 
gave Oreſtes liberty to take his recreations where he pleaſed; fo that one time walk. 
ing under a row of orderly fee Trees m a Park belonging to his Lodgings, being ac- 
companied onely with his now more quieted thoughts, ſince his love Alciana began 
to be blotted out of his memory, by new conſiderations that entertained him, he 
was ſaluted by a youth, whoſe face appeared beautiful, as his looks innocent; one- 
ly a large patch upon the fide of his cheek , with his hair «ets ag. a great 
great part of his forehead , rendered him by much lefs lovely, then nature ſeemed 
to have intended him; however, his eyes ſparkled a kinde of perfection, that gaye 
an admirable luſtre to the reſt of his obſcured countenance , which again was avg. 
mented by the ruby of his lips. Oreſtes taken with the delight of the object, could 
not be but curious of the buſineſs , therefore with more attention he gave ear to his 
words ; and the rather for that the boy told him, he had not onely a meſſage, bur 
a requeſt to preſent unto him, if his patience or charity would give him the hear- 
ing, and with that wept, as if a fad ſtory were the ſubject of his diſcourſe: But 
after he had a little dryed his fair eyes with a handkerchief he careleſſy beld in his 
hand, he told him his name was Phalarius, an unfortunate Couſin of A/ciaxe, ſince 
her late retirement into a Cloyſter, had left him to the world to ſeek entertainment 
in bisſervice , after having been robb'd and wounded by certain Thieves. Oreſtes 
hearing 
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hearing the name of his almoſt forgotten Alcians, ſeemed ſuddenly ſtrucken with 
ſome latal Omen, that accus'd him of perjury and ingratitude, for which deſer- 
vedly he merited to be puniſned; wherefore he ſeated himſelf upon a Bench in thoſe 
Walks, with his arms folded one within another, as if he meant to weave his 
thoughis an intricate labyrinth of diſcontent, his eyes being caſt up co Heaven, 
as it were to penetrate Ck very boſom of the Gods, co be informed of the depth 
of his offence; thus he continued glaſing his ſight all the wle, with che troubled 
water of his ſorrowful tears, until the youth bimſelf with the ſadneſs of his con- 
templation, could not chuſe but accompany his paſſion, with a few diſtilled drops 
of Chriſtal, from his own beautiful eyes; and withal by way of interruption told 
him, that although he intended his preferment in his Suit, yet he was not ſo un- 
mangerly, as to procure his vexation thereby ; but rather if he chought his un- 
worthy. ſervice, might prove any inconvenience to his more glorious imploy- 
ments, he would moſt willing notwithſtanding his Kinſwomans kinde recommen- 
dation (whom he conceived had had ſome intereſt in his breaſt ) deſiſt from fur. 
ther proſecuting his intention, how profitable ſoever it might prove to his unfor- 
tunate condition. O uncharitable Phalarizs , replied Oreftes , be not ſo unjuft, 
as to miſconſter my preſent paſſion , or to entertain the leaſt ſinifter opinion in 
thy yet innocent boſome, that any deſire, from the fair Alciana, can be leſs 
commanding to my grieved ſoul, then as a decree enjoyned me by the power- 
full Heavens, which muſt not be diſobeyed: No gentle boy, ſaid he, I do not 
onely entertain thee, but conſtitute thee my dear and onely companion to calk 
nothing but Alciana, to liken every flower we can finde in our ſoft conyerſati- 
on to the ſeveral perfections of beauteous Alciana; and when we have difcours'd 
whole Summer dayes upon that delightful Theam, thou ſhalt gather them toge- 
ther in a gay Noſegay, and carry them to my Love, as Emblemes of her per- 
fections and my conſtancy, informing her of all the ſad poſtures poor Oreftes 
undergoes-far the abſence of his dear Alciaua; nay, more, aſſure her, chat 
the Sun ſhall ſooner loſe: his light, then he the Fache remembrance of that 
beauty, which onely captivates his heart; for death by the force of ſpightfull 
tyranny, may well ſeparate our mortal bodies, but dur pure ſouls ſhall ever 
live together united in the Heavens, triumphing over all humane injuries and 
violence. 

But Phalarixs having obtain'd as he thought, what he came for, would not expoſtu- 
late more with him the reaſons of his paſſion ; onely he deſired to know if he had 
a deſire to entertain him according to Alciang's requeſt , whether it was not neceſ- 
fary to accommodate himſelf otherwiſe for his ſervice, fince he had ſome friends 
not far off, that he was aſſured would aſſiſt him to that purpoſe ? No, already 
dear Phalarius, replyed Oreſtes , the commands of ſweet Alciana work not up- 
on ſo dull a Subject, as to admit of the leaſt protraRion , beſides, thou muſt, ſaid 
he, be a ſpeedy and active meſſenger to divert her thoughts from that killing reſo- 
lution of retirement, and by that means releaſe Oreſtes from a world of torments, 
which he ſhould ſuffer in being perpetually baniſhed from the ſweer converſation 
of his moſt dear Love: With this, taking the boy by the white hand, he led him 
into his own. Lodgings, enforming every one that he was a near Kinſman to the 
Princeſs. Alciana; his paſſion not beivg able to hide that, which his diſcretion 
ſhould have concealed, ſince his enemies wanted not ſuſpicion , to keep over him 
ſtill watchful ſpyes to obſerve his actions, knowing his detertninations to be variable, 
as bis nature was violent; in concluſion he made the dainty Ganymed not onel 
his daily play. fellow, bat his night companion; which two feaſons for the moll 
part were ſpent in diſcourſes concerning Alciana; but the time approaching, for 
his publick negation of the contract between him and Alciana, Dion again was 
ſent by Philnſtras, to put him in minde both of the hour and the circumſtances; 
wheteupon Qrefes, contrary to his expectation, like an enraged Lion, fell upon 
him with chis language. | | 
Thou wicked man, ſaid ke, doeſt thou believe; the Gods will ſuffer thee to go 
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unpuriſhed for this attempt? muſt the ſacred Laws by which the two fouls of 4/- 
ciaua and my ſelf are united in one beſore the Throne of Heaven, be abrogated 
by Humane power, as I formerly told thee; can that Devil Philoſtrur, whoſe one- 
ly ſpirit thou art, retain in his uncompaſſionate breaſt, ſtill conſtant intentions of 
this irppigty? or will my unnatural Brother for ever puniſh me, and protect his 
malicious favourite without, end, againſt, right and reaſon? Ia all Religion abſo- 
Ivtely baniſhed from every humane heart, and nothing ſucceeds but unconſcionable 
intereſt and cruelty? cannot the benefits of my dead Father, or the ſufferings of 
my dear Mother at all work thy nature to any pitty, and baniſh: from thy pernici- 
ous thaoughrs, thoſe malicious treaſuns, thou intendeſt againſt love and goodneſs? 
Wherefore 1 ſay, get thee out of my ſight, or by the Gods I will make thee a quick 
Sacrifice to the infernal Furie. FORE | 

Dian had no need of any counſel at the preſent, to avoid theſe extravagant intem- 
perances; however, with reſpect enough he took his leave, fince bis wiſdom 
thought it better to temper his paſſion, then provoke his choler; and yet inſtantly 
he carried the neus to Philiſtres, with the addition alſo of his opinion; that cer. 
tainly it was the frequent converſation of che newly entertained Kinſman to Alcia- 
na, that altered the reſolution of Oreſtes. Philaſtros conſidering this ſtranꝑe and 
ſudden change, could not chuſe but be of the ſame belief, and therefore called a 
Councel of his own private Friends, wherein aſter: ſome conſultation, with the 
8pprobation of the King, command was given to an Officer of the Court, with a 
ſtrong guard to repair che next morning to the Princes Lodgings, there by force to 
ſepatate him from his young favourite, and then to convey his perſon to ſome 
place of leſs liberty, where again he might be treated withal about his former pro- 
miſe, a judgement given as might be thought againſt all morality and pitty; but 
the ſupport of a Crown will not be regulated by any compaſſion; tears being one- 
ly fir for the condition of à penitent, g way becoming the Dignity of an un- 
throned King, whoſe. dazling glory wait not behold the dark misfortune of any 
other condition. This reſolution, I ſay, was put in execution: with all expedi. 
tion and vigour ; for the Captain of the Guard, a man of a rough nature, having 
received his Commiſion ,- at the time appointed went up into the Chamber of 
Oreſtis, and finding him a bed, though his diligent fervant Phalarius was newly 
riſen fromthe warm ſides of his dear Maſter, where he, had repoſed the night paſt ; 
The Officer in a cold complement, ſhewed him the ſtrict commiſſion of the King 
his Brother, deſiring him without reſiſtance or delay, he would prepare. himſelf 
to an ablolute obedience, which elſe might turn to his greater prejudice. But 
Oreftes, not taken with a dejected ſorrow, though he too much apprehended the 
id jury, preſently flew out of his Bed, like ſome furious wilde Beaſt, that feared 
to be deprived of that Prey, which his own hunger had lately procured; and fo ſeized 
upon his naked Sword, that lay near him on the Table, vowing to make that Wea- 
pon, the inſtrument of his juſt revenge, if he laid the leaſt finger upon his 
dear Phalarius, with intention to ſeparate him from his ſight and converſation, 
The Captain, whoſe providence had before placed the Guard at the Stairs ſoot, 
to be ready at bis command if there were occaſion, ſuddenly. called them to his aſ. 
ſiſtance, who with all violence obeying the injunction, in an inſtant incompaſſed 
Oreſtes about, neither regarding his perſon, nor having reſpect to his naked con- 
dition, whilſt in the mean time poor Phalarius altogether diſtracted, between love 
and fear, flew with all his power amongſt the confuſed Weapons, to defend Oreſbes 
by bis own hazzard, from the threat ning and appearing danger; where preſent! 
he received a crue! wound in his tender. ſides, which ſoon diſcovered it ſelf, by 
his ſudden ſinking to the ground, ready to pay his laſt duty to Nature, as hiv beſt 
Blood for a ranſom, to redeem. his Maſter from his Captivity. But Oreftes not- 
wichſtanding was preſently ſurpr zed, and led away out of his failing ſigbe; which 
Phalariu beholding, more bemoa ned then his own approaching deſt ? uction, bla- 
ming rather the injuſtice of the mercileſs Guard for oppreiſing @refes, then for 
killing him. fo! „ die c . 
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Anaxia the Qurem finding this extraordinary oppreſſion of her Son, and not be- 


ing admitted to his Preſence, to afford him any manner of relief or comfort, by her 


motherly converſation; as alſo conceiving her own perſon in ſome hazzard. 
by the example of ſach a violence, of a ſudden making an eſcape from the Court, 
put her ſelf into the protection of Soraſt ro; King of Egypt, whoſe Empire ſeem- 
ed then to overtop the Syrian Aonarchy', which ingendred an ambitious enmity 
between the tw mighty Princes, that afcerward broke out into an open Warre : 
wbilſt in the mean time, Philoſtros having now Oreſtes at his abſolute mercy, 
in having given his Brother Orſames too much ſuſpicion by his late inconſtancy, 
endeavoured again to make him ſubſcribe to the divorcement of his pretended 
love Alciana, as well to debar him from a forreign alliance, that ſhould: give nou- 
riſhment to any rebellion; as alſo to have the better conveniency to furniſh him 
with ſome Wife of his own chooſing ; whom as be thought he might direct in 
the moderating of Orefes actions: Within à ſhort time both theſe projects had 
ſo good ſucceſs, that Oreſtes did not onely publickly diſclaim, from all intereſt in 
his former match, but was content to be ruled by his Brothers pleaſure, in the 
election of a new Miſtreſs ; ſo that Philoſtros having by his diligent policies brought 
about his purpoſes to this contended iſſue , ſeemed to have the power of making the 
preſent for his choice, by reaſon of Orſames favour , ſince the youthful Prince, 
could not long be detained from entertaining his thoughts, with ſome Courtſhip 


or other; wherefore he reſolved to deſign for this Service or Court Stratagem , one 


of his own Kindred, although he determined not co be ſeen himſelf in the action; 
by which means he ſuppoſed , he might become no: onely the abſolute Maſter of 
them both, but have another intereſt in the ſucceſſion of the Ctown ; if Orſames 
ſhould dye without Children; and the Fates ſeemed to favour his purpoſe ; for at 
the ſame time, chere lived at the Court a young Lady called Orbella, Siſters 
Daughter to Philoſtros , whoſe beauty and eſtimation, appeared in a manrier to 
be parallels, for that ber Uncles authority did but give her the one, as liberal nature 
had beſtowed upon her the other; and both made way for the Princes Courtſhip, 
ſince, as he thought, it was the duty of every youthful ſpirit, to make love when 
the occaſion was offered; ſo he believed his endeavour placed upon ſuch an inte- 
reſt, was a ſubject could not but pleaſe Philoſtros in a high kinde, who now be- 
gan to become his new Maſter , for that his own inconſtancy, had made him for- 
get his old Miſtreſs. But however, witty Orbella, as well encouraged by het 
own excellent parts, as counſelled by her Uncles admirable wiſdom , received his 
Addreſſes, rather with a civil careleſneſs, then by a paſſionate acceptance, ſhew- 
ing in all her entertainments, as ſhe knew him to be the Kings Brother, that com- 
manded from her a reverence due to his Perſon, ſo the was in a manner certain of 
her own Vertues , that obliged her to keep his love at a diftance: however, to 
pluck more eyes upon her ſelf, ſhe would daily adorn her natural handſomneſs 
with ſome quaint faſhion, which her authority ſoon made a pattern to other La- 
dies of leſs eſtimation; by this means intending covertly the Prince might be more 
delighted with her beauty and handſomeneſs, ſince variety is the moit pleaſing ob- 
ject of humane ſenſe; and the rather, when he ſhould ſee every one admired het 
perfections; as I ſay, by theſe pretty cunnings Oreſtes at laſt became abſolutely in 
love, whereas his ü ee perhaps were onely to have a Miſtriſs to Court, ſince 
it was eſteemed the chic buſineſs of the place, to exerciſe themſelves with ſuch im- 
ployments. 

And thus inconſtant Oreftes being again engaged in a new Labyrinth, Orbella 
plaid with his paſſions to her own commodity, according to her Uncles politick di- 
rections; ſometimes inticing his love to a ſtronger confirmation, by a multitude of 
invented Oaths ; and then again would bring bim back into a kinde of deſpair , by 
her ſeeming negleR of all his proteſtation; telling him oftentimes in careleſs ſmiles, 
of his late Miſtrifs Alciuna, who could not, as ſhe ſaid, but claim ſome prerogative 
in his affection, ſince not long ago he had ſhewed ſuch violence in her behalf „in- 
ſomuch as he was ready rather to have loſt his Brother, and ehe whole King-

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dom of Syria, then to be withdrawn from the conſtancy of his profeſſion. .- Beſides, 
(be not ſeldom let him know, ſhe could not be ſo fooliſh , as not to judge of the 
difference between her ſelf and eAlciana; by reaſon of which ſhe had more cauſe to 
doubt a dangerous ſur prize in his intention, then that he meant any way to make 
her the companion of his thoughts, ſince he had already quitted one fo far beyond 
her in worth and beauty. Whereupon Orefes would reply, that as the Moon ap- 
pears fair, until the Sun by his greater ſplendour darkens her lighty. fo the beauties 
of Alciaua was in ſome eſteem in his apprehenſion, until he beheld Orbella's moſt ad- 
mirable perfection, that obſcured the others luſtre ; And as diverſity of othet᷑ ſtones, 
ſaid he, ſeem rich at firſt ſight to common beholders , not being fully inſtructed in 
their value, ſo when the Diamond is produced by the skilful Jeweller , withſhame 
they are advertiſed of their own errour : So was it with me dear Orbel/a , faid he, 
before I was acquainted with your excellencies , which now make me diſtiiguiſh of 
the others wants. But Orbella had an intention to intangle him beyond diſingage- 
ment, before heſhould receive from her, the leaft aſſurance of acceptance: To 
this purpoſe, one day when Oreſtet came to viſit her in her Chamber, ſhe not ha- 
ving ſtirr d abroad, by reaſon of ſome ſmall diſtemper a cold had procured her, or 
at leaſtwiſe ſo pretended by her cunning; in a reſery*d, though civil diicourſe, put- 
ting on a more folemn countenance then ordinary, ſhe toſd him, that his Addreſſes 
appeared ſomething ſcandalons to the eye of the World, as ſhe was informed by 
many of her beſt friends, whoſe admonitions ſhe was bound to obſerve, and ſince 
his quality and her condition could not fuit together by way of Marriage, ſhe de- 
fired he would demonſtrate ſo much his regard towards her honour (which in Charity 
and Religion, as ſhe ſaid, he was obliged unto) as altogether to forbear her com- 
pany, urnleſs/ in thoſe pablick Aſſemblies , that could not be avoided; this ſhe aſ- 
fur'd him was the nobleſt part of affection, he could uſe to a poor Maid, whoſe re- 
putation was her principalleſt Dower, ſince ſne moſt eſteemed it. b | | 
Oreſtes hearing ſuch a requeſt, ſo much againſt his expectation and liking, told 
her, that as the Gods had ſet ſome diſparity in their perſons, by the fond opinion of 
the flattering world, yet that conceived diftance , was abundantly ſupplied by the 
admirable perfections of her rich minde, in which ſhe was to be valued before the 
greateſt Empreſs: However my Lord, faid Orbella, dreſſing her countenance with 
a deceiptful ſmile , whereby the better to colour her intention, although I might 
flatrer my thoughts, with the ſeeming reality of your profeſſions , and by that 
means, take alt for granted, you ſay, yet certainly the King your Brother can ne- 
ver be brought to be of theſame opinion, without whoſe conſent, you know our 
loves will be to no purpoſe, ſince the ſtrict Laws of Syria deny you to be your own 
chooſer. Again, ſaid he, is this unjuſt and tyrannical Law urg'd ro my miſer- 
able diſadvantage ? No, Sir, faid ſhe, it is neither tyrannical nor unjuſt, but was 
wiſely ordained at the firſt, to bridle the dangerons paſfions of ſuch young Princes 
as your ſelf, that _ elſe marry to the prejudice , if not overthrow, of all Syria. 
I do not believe, ſaid Oreſt es, that there was ever made ſuch a Law; or if there 
were, I will have ic blotted out to all Poſterity, ſince it not onely proves an obſta- 
cle to my love, but is againſt the very ' conſtitution of the Heavens. No, no, my 
Lord, ſaid ſhe, you cannot; rather therefore endeavour to give your Brother ſa- 
tisfaction in your choice , who no doubt will provide bet for your honour then 
your ſelf; leaving theſe vain profeſſions, which I know proceed but from the mouth 
of a youthfal Courtier, that rather then want a Subject to work upon, would play 
with a Feather, or take a Baby for his Miſtreſs, and with that offered to retireinto 
her private Cabinet, telling him, ſhe could not but be jealous of her own Modeſty, 
in that ſhe had been too long in private diſcourſe with him, 
HOreſtes, although for the preſent he took his leave, yet being debarred, as he 
conceived the freedom of ordinary Addreſſes; however he noted alwayes in Orbella 
a carriage, that rather wiſely endeavoured to avoid ſcandal, then demonſtrated dif- 
affection to his perſon, fince ſhe knew how to play her Cards to the beſt advantage; 
of a ſudden, through the whole Court divulged his violent affection, ſwearing by all 
| the 
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the Gods, he would dye if he enjoyed not Orbella for his Wife; but this ſoon came to 
the eats of crafty Philoſtror, who having, as he thought, abſolutely intangled the 
wilde Beaſt he meant to take; one da drew Oreſter alide in a certain Room, not 
onely near the Kings Lodgings, bur where frequently be was accuſtomed to paſs, to 
ſuch Tecttations as daily be entertained himſelf wichal, where he began to expoſtu- 
late with him after this manher. oe Hit 
My Lord, ſaid he, as I have ever ĩimpfoyed my belt endeavours for your Brothers 
ſervice, and I vow by the immottal God alſo for your good, though perhaps ocher- 
wiſe interpreted by the falfe fuggeſtious of others; fo I beſeech you, lince there 
hath been lately an irtire reconcilration between yeur ſelf and me, you will not ſeek 
underhand, not onely to wound my Honour, and deſtroy my Houſe, but abſolute- 
ly to take from me my greateſt happineſs, your Brothers favour, by pretending love 
ſo prepofterouſly or _— to my poor Neece Orbella; for as I know ſhe is alto- 
ether unworthy to be your Wife, ſo of the other ſide, I muſt confeſs, I ſhall ever 
eſteem her to be too good to be your Strutnpet; therefore, I muſt intreat you, ei- 
ther to forbear your fantaſtical, and not credited Courcſhips , ot I ſhall be forced 
to diſcover my thoughts to the King, who I hope will aſe his juſt authority to re- 
ſtrain you, as well as. fatisfie me; and with that held bis peare , earneſtly looking 
him in the face, as if the buſineſs required a ſpeedy reply. But poor Oreſtes , thus 
unawares ſurpriſed by the wiſe favourite, knew nor what anſwer. to make; yet at 
laſt Wee out into many extravagant proteſtations, the King, according to his 
uſe, came that way, as they were earneftly enn together, who finding that 
rather paſſion ſpake the language, then temper, would needs be informed of the dif- 
ference by which means Oreſtes new love came to his knowledge, ſo contrived of 
purpoſe by Philaſtros, that he might not appear himſelf to be the authour of his 
own deſign, ſuppoſing the iſſue would follow the intention, ſince the greateſt diffi- 
culty appeared in the difcoyery , for that probably Orſames was eaſily to be per- 
ſwaded, that it would ſeem too great a tyranny to deny his Brother his youthful 
affection in both his elections: which accordingly ſo ſucceeded, for Oreſtes violence ſo 
overpreſt his Brother, with the crafty inftruments Philoſtros had ſet about the King, 
not appearing at all viſible in the buſineſs, that Orſames was not onely ſoon won to his 
conſent, but a ſolemn day was appointed for the Marriage Feaſt, to be performed 
with moſt glorious Ceremonies, according to the dignity of ſuch eminent Nuptials, 
wherein the Kings Heir, and the Favourites hopes, were to play their parts upon the 
Stage of Syria to the wonder of all Apa. . : 1 
However, though ſeemingly theſe induſtrious preparations , drew on towards 
the joyful conſummation, attended by the longing deſires of the two Lovers, yet 
the deſtinies had a hidden determination, to raiſe an Obſtacle againſt the Triumphs 
intended; for Prince Auſtratius, Brother to the wronged Alciana, not onely pro- 
voked by his own diſhonour, but exaſperated by his Siſters injuries, with a mighty 
Army entred ſuddenly the Confines of Syria , vowing to interrupt the joy, or re- 
venge the injuſtice; and in that manner endeavoured with the fite of deſtruction, to 
light ominous Torches to the Bridal Feaſt, which were onely to be extinguiſhed with' 
Blood; ſo that of neceſſity , the Marriage was to be deferred, ſince the King in 
Perſon was reſolved to ſtop the torrent ot his threatning ſtream , beſides, molt of 
Alciana's Kindred were aſſembled in the Enterprize, to accompany Auſtratius in 
his valiant Deſign, conceiving themſelves alſo intereſſed in the quarrel, which in 
honour could nat diſpence with Oreſtes abſence, ( although love ſeemed to plead, by 
all the gentle Laws of that Profeſſion, his excule) as alſo, from being a Commander 
in his Brothers Army, In this manner theſe two threatning Forces approached 
each other; delay ſeemed too paſſive a quality to be praQiſed in either of their in- 
tentions, which ſoon brought them together to exerciſe their enraged ſpleens; that 
procured an encounter, no leſs horrid then courageous, fince there contended re- 
venge, ſhame, and valour, againſt oppreſſion, policy, and power: however, in 
concluſion , poor Auſtratius, having bebeld the laughter, in a manner, of all his 
Souldiers, in defence of his Perſon, himfelf fill fighting for his Siſters right, was 


taken Priſoner by his Enemies. But 
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But notwithſtanding this glorious Victory, that ſeemed abſolutely to caſt the fair 
Orbella into Oreſtes boſom, and he prepared with the open armes of his — —

which if be refuſed, ſhe would publiſh the contents thereof, to his greater diſho- 
nour. Whereupon Oreſtes with a diſdainful ſmile, to be ſo tutor d by an innocent 
Girl, although he could not, but be a litle amazed at the adventure, in a kinde of 


haſty paſſion broke open the ſea), and found the Lines ſpeak this Language. 


Oreſtes, Let it ſuffice, that the hand that wrote this Letter, pretends to u high 4 
prerogative in Blood as thy ſelf, though the name of the per ſon be unſubſcribed for ſame 

' reaſons ; it ts ſuſſicient thou art the injurer, and I am ordained to be the revenger , un- 
leſs thy valour defend thee from the puniſtument , by protecting thy [elf bravely againſt 
thy enemy; ſince 7 am an ominous me ſſenger ſeut by the Heavens, to call thee to an ac- 
count, concerning the injuries of wrong'd Alciana , whoſe. dying ſiul waz by accident 
breathed into my boſom, after. ſhe had made a large relation of her own ſufferings , and thy 
ferquries : Wherenpen I vom thy deſtruction, or my o; 7 prepare t hy ſelf 
to meet me the day after to morrow, ready armed, in the Iſland between the Town and 
the Army, where ſhall be no partiality in our Weapons , 2 cowardly thou mayeſt 
pretend it iu our qualities: elſe than wilt procure thy certain deſiruttion , by ſome other 
Stratagem I ſhall invent, "if than reſuſe this equal way of trial preſeriled thee , to thy 
eternal infamy. | |

After that Oreſtes had read this ſtrange and reſolute Letter, in the preſence of all 

the Company, who wondered at the accident; ſome with jeering ſmiles, and others 
with diſtracted looks, be retired into the innermoſt part of his Tents, with an inten- 
tention to ask counſel of his troubled thoughts, what anſwer he ſhould make to the 
challenge; and fain he would have flattered himſelf, with reaſons in the behalf of 
bis approaching Marriage, to have denied or avoided the Combat, being ſtung 
with che ſharpneſs of the injury he had done to the fair Alcian a: but his Honour, 
as he believed, called him to a more noble reſolution , eſpecially ſince the ſummons 
was delivered him before the eyes of all the brave Spirits of Syria, who would have 
been glad of. his leaſt ſhew of want of courage, ſince their ambitions could not 
chuſe but envy the dignity of his perſon, that ſo much our-ſhined theirs, where- 
fore, in a little ſpace, be came out from his ſecret Chamber with this anſwer, That 
alchough the appearing diftance of their qualities might ſerve, as a ſufficient pri- 
viledge to make him deny what was fo raſhly demanded, yet his own eminent cou- 
rage, as he ſaid, could not diſpence with the reaſon ; and therefore was determi- 
ned to meet his unknown enemy at the time appointed, where he made no doubt 
but to puniſh him för his bold attempt; and ſo conducting the little 14 ſome 
way out of the bounds of his own Lodgings, with order ſhe ſhould be ſafely guatd- 
ed through the Army, returned to make preparation for the appointed combat; 
where long he had not remained, but the King came in Perſon , to chide his Bro- 
ther for undertaking ſo deſperate an attempt without his licence; and withal laying 
his preſens commands upon him, not to proceed further in the execution. 

But theſe blafts were too weak to ſhake the ſettled reſolutions of Oreſtes, who 
choſe rather todye, fighting with an unknown enemy , then live diſgrac'd among 
his intimate friends; fo that, falling down upon his knees before his Brother, he 
deſired him, either to ſuffer him to vindicate his own honour, ſince he bad under. 
taken the combat, or he himſelf would be the anthour of his own deſtruction, to 
let the world ſee he was no coward , which at laſt forced the King to give way to 
his paſſions , though Philoſtros was very ſorry to hazzard his Neeces happineſs in ſo 


doubtſul a contention. | 
Although 
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Although 0r9frs in heat of blood had conſented as; I may ſay; 'raſhly to fight 

with one Wwhoſe name was not ſo much as known; however, he was ſuppoſed to 
de ſome Prince of Alrianas Kindred: yet being tetired privately into his own ſe- 
eret Cabinet; and the dead of the night raifing fancies in his fearful imagination, be- 
gan to epoſtulate with himſelf ufter this mm ͤ ttt. 

Is ie poſſible the Gods ean ſuſfer me to ſcupe unpuniſhed for thoſe injuries I have 
done to the more then wronged Alciaus ? mutli deſß dn I hope for Victory in this 
unjuſt Combat: can her ſweet ſoul ov down from the skies with any eye of for- 
giveneſs ,- when ſheſha}} behold ine ſhedding more Blood of her Noble Fänmly f is 
it not ſufficient that ſhe already hath made her ſelf an innocent Sacrifice to redet 
part of my wickedneſs , but I muſt with new ſlaughter diſquiet che reſt ſhe now de- 
ſerredly enjoyes in the Heavens? O rather let me dye by mine own accurſed hand, 
wherein I ſhall perform an act of juſtice; ſince I am obely he that hatfi offended, 
then ha zrard the death of one who brings with him as litele guilt at the dead i- 
cidna, No, no, Iwill not be a mortal enemy to him, that profeſſeth ſo abſolute a 
friendſhip to my dear love; but rather eonfeſs my felf twice overcome, both by his 
goodneſs and valour ; fo (hall I #ppear te the world more juſt , thongtr lefs fortu- 
nate: And for O-hbe//a, with all ber beauties and hononrs, I ſhall return again to 
her great Uncle, who can give her not onely hrotection, bur dignity; whiltt I will 
again wed my ſelf to dead Alciana. Theſtweretheitnaginations that entertainedrhe 
thoughts of Oreftes , during the ſolitary ſeaſon of the night, until the chearful 
morning not onely gave his minde ſome courage, but brought into bis Chambet 
the gallant Commanders of his Brothers Army; who breathed nothing into his ſad 
foul but inflamed defire , and certain victory, that again ſomething ſeteled his dif- 
pairing thoughts: ſo that preſently he gave order for his Arms; and whilſt he was 
bebolding divers of ſundry ſorts, Philaſtros, accompanied with many Officers of 
the Court, defired to ſpeak a word privately with him: when all were retired but 
they two, he told him it was' his Brothers pleaſure} and his own advice, that he 
proceeded no further in this Combat, unleſs his adverſary would diſcover his name, 
ſince it was judged an indignity to the Crown of Jyria, for bim to hazzard his per- 
ſon againſt an obſcure enemy: to which the Prince haftily anſwered, with all his 
heart, ſo he would again receive the protection of his Neece O#be//a, and his Bro- 
ther ſuffer him to retire into ſome obſcure place, where he might continnafly bewail 
his injury done to the dead Alciana. This anſw-er you may be ſure, was a ſufficient 
bridle, to detain the Counſels of Phiſoſtros from more per ſwading Orſames againſt 
the Combat; ſince the iſſue as he believed would either produce the glorious Mar- 
riage of his Kinſwoman', or the ſudden and honourable death of Oreftes, where- 
by he ſhonſd be fecured'by his friendſhip, or out of fear of his inconſtancy. 

The time being come for the meeting of the two Champions, Oreſtes was mounts 
ed upon a pyde Horſe , which very livdy repreſented , either the changeableneſs of 
his Diſpoſition, or the variableneſs of his Forrune. His Armour was light skie- 
colour, painted over with an artificial ſhade, that was procured by the Suns Eclipſe. 
His Caparifons were cut into the form of a beautiful Phenix , the Saddle forming the 
body as the two Wings figured out the fides, which were compoſed of ſeveral 
coloured Feathers, ſo that the Crupper making the Tail, the whold Bird ſeemed 
to flye as the Horſe moved, bearing the armed Knight in the Air; and the Ràins 
of the Bridle being nearly contrived into the likeneſs of flames, as it were kind- 
led from the Bit (contrived of material reſembling fire) ſeemed to aſpire up- 
wards with a conſuming intention. In his Shield was painted a' Ship toſt upon a 
flormy Sea, onely ſet forth with this Motto, Still ancertain. But ſcarce had he 
entred the Liſt, hen at the other end appeared his Adverſary in a: white Armour, 
fe forth with the Story of Theſeus and Ariadne; the Ornaments that covered his 
Horſe were made into the form of a Cypres Grove: for his device he bote the Pi. 
ure of Dich Queen of Carthage, crowned with a Willow Garland, without any 
Motto at alł, but her name: fr ſeeming Virgins-carried thoſe ftaves be meant to 
imploy in the Encounter, which not onely gave a deleRable , but alſo a ſad aſpect᷑ 
to 
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to the whoſe company, ſince by the ſight, both the innocency and injury of Alcians

But Greſes being taken wich a new-apprehenſion far above the other Spectators, 
before he began bis courſe, in a ſoft trot; rid towards his — 7 > 
contrariwiſe ſeeing him coming, not having any. minde to entertain his A. 0 
retired almaſt as faſt back; bur finding his importunity was not fo eaſily to be avoid. 
ed, ſent one of his little meſſengem to: tell him, that if his intention was to uſe 
words before the Combat, he found not his diſpoſition any way inclinable for dil. 
courſe; wherefore defired him with: coutage to ſpeak onely the language of the 
Sword; which, of the two, wes more proper for the ſeaſon. Oreſtes, having 
received this ſharp reply, and being ſummoned by the Trumpets to the Encounter, 
quickly made bis Spurs teach his Horſe his duty, and in the courſe carried himſelf 
with ſo much force and dexterity, that at the firſt courſe he bore his adverſary to 
the ground with the point of his Lance, who had either unfortunately or unskil- 
fully miſt his reſt, yet the Knight appearing aſhamed at the fall, preſently ſtarted 
up, and with a kinde of flouriſhing bravery, drew out his Sword, telling him 
(though his much halting ſhewed his courage was better then bis perſon) that not- 
wit bſtanding the Gods flattered him with a ſeeming advantage, yet he ſhould quick- 
ly finde by the ſharpneſs of his Weapon, that his diſſembling Fates did but ſmile 
him into deſtruction, for although he were on horſeback , and his ſelf on foot, that 
inequality ſhould not defend him from the ſpeedy puniſhment he merited, according 
to the requeſt of dying Alciana. perth | ine 
Truly, ſaid Oreſtes, as I am 8 to entertain the quarrel any ſur- 
ther upon theſe terms; ſo of the other ſide, I could be very well content, to have 
laid down my own life as a ranſom to have redeemed hers, by much more innocent. 
falſe man, ſaid the Knight, doeſt thou believe I can be won by thy diſſimulation, 
to abſtain from a juſt revenge, ſince thou hadſt ſo much cruelty to torment her for 
onely loving thee; No, Traytor, ſaid he, 1 hope the Gods are more righteous, 
then to ſuffer poor A/ciana's wrongs to go unpuniſhed, and thy wicked ſelf lire pro- 
ſperouſly, triumphing over ber deſtruction, which would be an example too perni- 
cions , whereby the deceived world gs be encouraged to the like crimes? I con- 
feſs my fault, ſaid Oreſtes , to the fair, vertuous, and injur d Alciaua, ſo the 
Combat may be left off bearing that title. Canſt thou think, ſaid the Knight, thy 
cowardlineſs ſhall buy off the deſerved reward of thy villanies? be aſſured it ſhall 
not upon any condition. Oreſtes , not being able longer to bear the oppreſſion of 
his words, haſtily alighted from his Horſe (ſcorning a partiality in honour) aud 
ſoon made his Sword diſpute the reſt of the Argument; choler beginning to baniſh 
from his remembrance the wrongs of dead Alciana, though it was a debt which 
his Soul was bound to pay ever to her memory ; This brought on ſo ſharpa conten- 
tion on both ſides for a pretty ſpace , that the Spectators entertained. the proſpect 
with ſome wonder, but more compaſſion; until the robuſtious fury of Oreſtes arm, 
had made many paſſages in the Armour of the ſtrange Knight, for Wounds, if not 
Death it ſelf to enter in at, that quickly yarniſht the outſide with the crimſon tin- 
cture of his own Blood, to the ſorrow of all the beholders; for however they 
wiſhed Oreſtes victory, yet they could not deſire the others ſlaughter , which the 
Prince alſo perceiving , deſired him not obſtinately to continue his own enemy, 
when his ſeeming adverſary ſo much covered his good; eſpecially , as he ſaid, ſince. 
the quarrel was not perſonal , but accidental, containing anothers right, who could 
not be ſatisfied in the conqueſt ; and with that courteouſly retired , with an inten- 
tion to give him not onely breath, but redemption, yet had he ſcarce ſpoke the 
words, but the Knight with overmuch bleeding fell down in a ſonnd; which cauſed 
Oreſtes to flye to him with the wings of pitty, where pulling off his Helmet, to 
ive him ſome refreſhing air, he ſuddenly diſcovered. the countenance, of his once 
early beloved ſervant Phalarius, thought formerly to be ſlain in his defence; Truly 
this was a ſight ſo much beyond his expectation, that he ſtood like one wholly con- 
verted into the dead image of ſorrow, being confounded ſo intirely with amazed 
| grief, 
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grief, that it took from him all effects of compaſſion, not ſtirring from the place 
where be ſtood, but wich his eyes onely , to give redreſs to chat misfortune, which 
his unwilling hands bad occaſioned ; and therefore ſufferd the poor youth to lie ſtill, 
weltring in dis own blood, until the King and ſome of the reſt of the company came 

in to congratulate bis Victory. But finding dying Phalariu to be the ſubject of 
his Conqueſt, it quickly turned all their expected joyes, into an unexpreſſible ſad 
contemplation, one looking upon another as if they had ſeen an horrid viſion, till 
the beautiful youth, (though in that poſture) opening his fainting eyes, and per- 
ceiving many about him, -tirſt caſting chem here and there feebly , co ſearch out 
ſome object they deſired, at laſt , with a voice that ſcarce had power to ſpeak any 
thing but death, wp = forth theſe ſad words from his feeble tongue: I thank the 
Gods, ſaid he, that afford me yet time, before I perpetually cloſe my dying eyes 
from the Worlds light, to relate theſe few paſſages „whereby the conſtancy of my 
affetion , and the truth of my unſpotted Love, may appear at the beſt ptoſpet : 
Then know, my Lord the King, and you my dear and onely Husband, that here 
lies before you the unfortunate, but more unworthy Alciana, though happy in 
this, that I am a willing ſacrifice to expiate the ſinnes of thoſe that hindred my 
felicity; which my Lord Oreſtes, yon will eaſily believe, when you ſhall be 
informed, that I did but borrow the name of Phalarius (lince there is none ſuch) 
to ſeek you out in Priſon , where you were detained , when alſo you knov- 
I ſerv*d you diligently,” according to my weak power; and in that manner, en- 
joyed your converſation chaſtly, beſeeming the pureneſs of my entire Love, as 
your own knowledge can teſtiſie, until the laſt fatal and deadly ſeparation, when 
I received a wound in your defence, a teſtimony ſufficient how well 1 deſired to love 
you; however not mortal, as it then appeared; for one of the Guard repairing 
again into the Chamber, ꝰ after you were departed , more compaſſionate perhaps 
then the reſt, finding me ready to yield up my afftited Soul into the hands of my 
Maker, preſently conveyed me into your warm Bed, where I reſted all that day, till 
towards night that there came to my affiſtange 22 belonging to tlie 
Lodgings, who applied ſuch remedies to my hurt, that in a ſhort time I was able to 
tranſport my ſelf from that habitation to another more obſcyre ; where I remained 
(every one thinking me fill amongſt the veſtal Nunns) until my Brother Auſtratius 
overthrow, aſſured me of the impoſlibility of enjoying you as my Husband; eſpe- 
cially finceI heard you had given away your Love to another Lady, though far 
more worthy then my ſelf , yer altogether unlawful whilſt I was living: ſo that I 
was determined to make an offering of my own life to redeem the. offence , and by 
my death to ſet you free, that you might with all liberty enjoy your election, which 
you ſeemed to like better of; and therefore invited br that hand to kill me, (for 
truly 1 had no hope in the Victory) before it was given in Marriage to another; 
by that means diſſolving the former contract, to render the ſecond proſperous. 
Then turning her ſelf to the King, ſhe deſired him to be ſo graciouſly good, as 
to ſuffer her Brother again to poſſeſs that Territory, which he had parted withal 
to purchaſe his ranſome , ſince his loſs proceeded onely from that natural affection 
which he bore her as his Siſter. But by this time her ſhort and panting Breath, 
gave evident ſigns to the whole company, that death ſummoned her to the laſt part 
ſne was to play in the Tragedy; wheretore, forcing her ſelf a little againſt her al- 
moſt conſumed force, wherein love ſeemed to be moſt courageous , ſhe lifted up 
her pale face, begging a kiſs in that manner with her trembling lips, of her dear, 
yet unkinde Lord Oreftes; arid after two or three deep ſighs, which ſhewed how 

unwilling ſne was to leave him, yielded up her pure Soul to the pureſt Heavens 
there to be made a Star for her Vertues, whilſt every eye and heart was full of grief, 
as if the World had been already buried in her loſs. Oreftes, who for a long 
time had frozen himſelf to her dead body, of a ſudden ſtarted up, as from his 
Grave, and with diſtracted looks, caſting his eyes about him, at laſt fix*d his view 
upon his naked Sword that lay on the Graſs , coloured yet with his Loves 
blood, to which object he flew with ſuch violence, as if he meant to revenge — 
GG deac! 
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death by the deſtruction of all mankinde, ſince ſhe-:chiefly deſerved to live 
of all others : but fding no ſubject, more juſtly as he thought; meriting his 
paſſions; before any could prevent his intention, ſheathed the naked Blade i his 
ſoft ſide, arid pteſentiy fell down with the ftroak ; vrhich accident quickly brought 
the cate of the whole company to his afſiſtance, having no lexſore given them to 
mourn the ſad fate of Alcigia, ſince a flearer danger chreatned them. However, 
the Gods; "wh either looked upon the "ſacteffion o · Syria, or Oreftes repentance, 
hindred the ſtroak from proving mottal, by a fortunate flip of the Weapon ſb 
that inſtantly. being carried out of the Camp, to a more cbmwenient place of reſt, 
rhe Phyſicians quiekly advettiſed the Ring, of the fecurity of the wound; which 
gave a cdntented encouta gement to alt the Sbuldiers, to aſfiſt at the Funerals of poor 
Alcina, Whoſe body was interred with all the fad-folemnity the time would 
permit, in that very place where ſhe loſt her life; and afterward by Orſumes com- 
mand was er cted to her memoty, a ftarely Tomb over her Grave, which ſpake

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Alſo the Lady Orbella, hearing oS this Tragedy, imagined her intended Marriage 
would not prove otherwiſe then ominbus, ſince the proſecution thereof had pre. 
duced ſuch lamentable effects; and therefore of a ſudden retired from the world 
among the veftal Nunns, in the City of Damaſers, where ſhe is reſol ved to im. 
ploy her youthful 2 — ſtrong invitation of her Uacle to the 
— onely in Holy Devotion, tô the general commendation of all Syria. 
But for Oreſtes, although he found à fpeedy remedy for his voluntary received 
wound, by the care and induſtry of the Kings Phyſicians, yet he could not ſo ſoon 
procure eaſe in his troubled thoughts for Alcium death; and therefore in the firſt 
place, began frefhly to importnnate his Brother, to the àceompliſfiment of her 
requeſt, whereby A»fraſzs might again be ſettled in his ancient poſſeſſions : Ne- 
vertheleſs. Philoſtros ſpightful counſels , prevailing againſt all other perſwaſions, 
and many other of the chief Nobility of $yriz, having loft by the fame opprefiion 
their hereditary Offices, which they enjoyed from their deſerving Anceſtors; oc- 
caſioned new troubles in the Kingdom; for the Lords looking more upon Oreſter 
probability, in being next Heir to the Crown, then Orſames Government; - want- 
ing Poltericy to fortifie his Titſe, of a ſudden raiſed Forces to joyne witch 
their diſcoments, not onely to put them anew in poſſeſſion of their Rights, bit 
to contend with the Favourites greatneſs, alledging for their defence both the 
Queen eAnaxia's baniſhiment , and their own injuries; by which: endeavours d 
ſay, in a ſhort while aſter, they led an Army into the Pield, to try the fortune uf a 
Battle with Orſames power; thinking it better to hazzard their heads in a doubful 
iſſue, then to ſubjugate their honours to 4 certain ruine: But in ſfiort, bein 
totally overcome in a bloody conflict, Oreſtes in Perſon was taken Priſoner, his 
Lieutenant General Beheaded, as à publick Example, and my ſelf, with many 
others were forced to flye, to ſave our lives; which not onely gave a full period 
to the Deſigne, but occaſioned my retirement into this private Habitation, 
where I have for ſome years lired, though in a lo condition ſmce 1 prepere 
my 
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my thoughrs againſt all the flattering hopes of return as: long ab Phileſtros (its at 
the ſtern of Syria; whoſe diſpoſition I know-to be implatable, as the King his 
Maſters aſfection unchangeable, grounded upon theſe conſiderations, that as long 
as his Favouritgis ſafe and powerful, himſelf with ſecurity may freely enjoy bis own 
pleaſures; and to chat purpoſe hath lately granted Philoſtros a new; guard, to de- 
fend his perſon from ſuch dangers as his over great intereſt, and abſolute hold executi- 
on, threaten; eſpecially, ſince not onely the dtates of the Kingdom are highly offen- 
ded againſt his pride, but the common people become exceedingly burdened by his 
raxations;beſides, Soraſtres King of Egypt (unto whoſe protection the old Queen Ana- 
xia is fied for refuge) knows it is bis principal deſigo, abſolutely to ruine his mighty 
Monarch, who therefore labours his deſtruction. And this Sir, ſaid che Forreſter, is the 
unfortunate ſtory of my baniſhment, and others oppreſſions; in the relation of which, 
I fear me, I have too much preſumed upon your patience; though I can the more eaſily 
excuſe my preſumption, for that the Chaſe yet affords, no other entertainment: and 
with that roſe up with an intention to finde out the Dogs; neither long had they tra- 
verſed the Copſes, ere their ears were advertiſed ; that their Hounds hotly pur ſued 
again the almoſt loſt Deer, that continued the ſport until the night ſcarce gave them 
convenience to finde their way hom. | 
Caſſianus thus being every day more and more delighted with this pleaſant con- 
yerſation , began by lictle and little co wean himſelf both from Court ambition, 
or deſire of glory; and conſequently thought not upon his ſolicitation for che 
reſtoration of his Countrey , hardly harbouring in his quiet boſom: any appetite of 
revenge ot his Fathers conceived injuries; and leſs reflected upon either the turbu- 
lent perſwalions of factious Dimogoras , or the more gentle friendſhip of noble 
Eumenes: however now and then, he could not chuſe but caſt back his thoughts, 
upon the remembrance of the Princeſs C/oria ; notwithſtanding in ſuch a dark 
way, as lights are accuſtomed to appear in a thick miſt , that could not ere long 
but be abſolutely diſtinguiſhed, when there was not deſire enough in his intentions to 
gre it nouriſhment. Wherefore, the better to continue his thought in theſe delights, 
he ſold ſome few ot his ſmaller Jewels, to furniſh; himſelf for a Forreſters life; and alſo 
cut away much of his beautiful hair, to render his perſon more proper for the Woods; 
beſides his felicity ſeemed to increaſe, not onely by the ſolitary converſation with the 
noble Huntſman, but alſo by the more knowing inſtruction of the holy Prieſt, which 
totally baniſnt out of his remembrance at laſt, the whole repreſentation of Claris ex- 
cellencies: In proſecution of this intention, one gentle morning, not being at all threat. 
ned by a lowring skie, Ca ſſianus, accompanied onely by bis own thoughts, that ſeemed 
altogether innocent, leading in his hand a dainty couple of Greyhounds, to be provi- 
ded for any Chaſe that ſhould accidentally preſent it ſelf to his view, iſſued out into 
the green and flouriſhing Forreſt; where long he had not entertained his expecta- 
tion wich the hopes of diſcovery of ſome Beaſt, that might breathe his nimble 
Dogs , but he perceived a Knight armed lying upon the ground, under the large 
protection of an old Oak, whilſt his Lance reſted by the ſide of the Tree. But 
Caſſian us not being certain whether death or ſleep gave him the poſture, thought 
it an act of neceſſary charity, to, be ſomething inquiſitive after the manner, if 
not occaſion of his lying there that approaching at ſuch a diſtance that the 
noiſe of his ſteps muſt needs be heard if he were alive, the party ſuddenly lifted 
up his bead; with this Caſ/ianns had a full view of his face ; and by that counte- 
nance quickly knew him to be his friend Eumenes, whom he bad left bebinde him 
in the Court of Lydia, which cauſed him to ſtart back with ſome violence, as if 
aſhamed of himſelf to be diſcovered in that habit; or affraid that his companion 
ſhould chide him for his late unkinde eſpace without his privity ; however again, 
encouraged by his diſguiſe, he made a ftand , until Exmenes earneſtly look. 
ing = in the face for a pretty ſpace, atlaſt with a deep ſigh brought forth theſe 
words. | 582 | 
Can aſſianus think that any diſſimulation is of ite to hinder the effects and 
power of perfect friendſhip , which hath eyes beyond the ſollidſt obſtacle? No, no, 
G 2 | Caſſianns, 
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Caſſtianus, ſaid he, make a true confeſſion of your fault, that you may receive 
ſpecdy ſatisfaction. Theſe words cauſed the Prince with trembling ſteps, lie a for- 
rowfal penitent to come nearer to his friend, until at laſt he ſeated himſelf by him 
with this language : O Exmenes, faid he, it was love, onely-tyrannycal love, that 
deferves to bear the blame, and not poor and. faithful, Caſ/ianae. This expreſſion 
fetmed as ſtrange to Zyment?' ears, as. the alteration of his habit did to his eyes; 
aud therefore confured him by all che remaining friendſhip left in bis boſom, to let 
him know more of his ſecrets, which was a ſpell of ſufficient force to charm him to 
all the diſcovery of the hidden myſtery, concerning his love to the fair Cloria, and 
his ſudden departure from Euarchus Court. After that Eumenes had chid him for 
his omiſſion towards himſelf,” as alſo comforted him with ſome flattering hopes, 
whereby to awake his determinations to action tending ta honour , fince he knew 
otherwiſe it was impoſſible again to recover his loſt Countrey of 7beria, he told 
him in a forc'd ſmile, that although he had poorly fled from his Miſtreſs, yet (he 
hed ſhewed more courage, and was come in perſon to ſeek him out in his moſt pri- 
vate habitation,” Theſe words put Caſ/ianns to a new amazement , until Exmenes 
in Brief let him know, that the Queen being forced out of her repoſe, by the 
late troubles in Lydia fince his departure, ¶ loria was come to accompany her Mo- 
ther into Syria, both remaining for the preſent in the Temple within the Forreſt , 
whereas himſelf, as he ſaid, had travelled mol? part of the paſt night, without ſuc- 
cels to finde out a more convenient lodging for the wearied Ladies: This gave occa- 
fion to Caſſia: to inform him preſently of the Forreſters houfe , a place (as he 
told him) moſt fit for their reception, in that the Maſter was a Nobleman of Syria, 
baniſhed alſo by misfortune out of his own Countrey. Eumeness content and ſa- 
tisfaction for the accomodation , would not permit them longer to expoſtulate the 
matter; onely it was reſolved C aſſiauus ſhould make uſe of his borrowed name of 
Caſſia till, which he called himſelf by amongſt the Inhabitants of the Forreſt , for 
fear of further diſcovery ;. ſuppoſing the change of his apparel , and the ſhortneſs 
of his hair would obſure his perſon: With theſe determinations they went to 
tinde out the ſorrowful Queen, and her lovely Daughter, after their inconvenienc 
reſt. . 
But Caſſianus, although he had put on as ſtrong a reſolution, as his weak pow- 
et would give him leave, abſolutely to bury his former love in oblivion; yet when 
his eyes again beheld the admirable Princeſs, though onely dreſt with the ſad cloath- 
ing of diſcontent, for her Mothers oppreſſions, he ſtood trembling, without be- 
ing able to ſpeak one ſingle word, having no power to invite them to the Forreſters 
houſe. EAmenes, who quickly perceived his diſeaſe, told the Queen, that that 
young Huntſman was come not onely to inform her, but to wait upon ber to a more 
convenient habitation; which would appear the better, as he ſaid, in regard of the 
inconvenience of the night paſt: The Queen, without any circumſtances imbra- 
ced the offer, and went preſently with her whole Train to take poſſeſſion of the 
courteſie. The Lodge was ſeated upon a riſing Hill, as if it had been ordained by 
nature to be the commanding fortreſs of thoſe Woods, which molt pleaſantly en- 
compaſſed it round about, as a watchful a. | yet leaving a large Plain of all 


ſides, to ſhe they would not intrude too near, an inconvenience to the Dwel- 
ling; which circuit alſo was imployed to the belt advantage, ſince moſt beautiful 
Gardens, with Fountains , afforded not onely delight, but added in a manner State 
to the Building; however it ſeemed contrived onely of purpoſe to avoid all oſten- 
tation, and purchaſe privacy. The Queen and the reft of the company, had not 
imployed much time in beholding that pretty delight, but the old Forrefter himſelf, 
having been advertiſed by Caſſianus, that went before to that purpoſe, of ſome 
noble gueſts which he was to entertain, though he was not at all informed of the 
perſons, came out to meet them: as he prepared himſelf to give a complemental 
welcome, according to the coꝑrteſie of his nature, and the civility of his educati- 
on, he was ſoon made cerrailflsf the Preſence of the Queen of Lydia, for that her 
Picture (which he had in his houſe) lively repreſented her countenance to bis me- 
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mory; and not long after the Queen: alſo came to underſtand, that he was her 
baſe Brother, driven out of Syria by the power of Philoftros. As this unexpected 
encounter gave the Queen ſome conſolation in ber diſcontented voyage, ſo could 
not her Brother be but impatient to know her fortunes, the occaſion appearing ex- 
traordinary, that ng her to this ſolitary place; however he thought it not 
manners © preſs her to the inconveniencè of a relation, before he had ſettled her 
in her Chamber, where the fair Mautuina attended to do her ſervice; who quickly 
brought in a curious banquet of her own preſerving, to give her Aunt entertain- 
ment. After Hyaciuchia had ſufficiently refteſhed her appetite, and the Princeſs 
Cloria was retired with Eamenes and the young Forreſter Cæſia, to take a view of 
thoſe Gardens, which lay under her Mothers Chamber Window, the Queen being 
alſo deſcended into the Parlor, began the ftory of her evin oppreſſions by Fuarc bus 
Subjects, with theſe circumſtances, ©, 45) It 

It is well known Brother, ſaid ſhe; that after Philaſtros had firmly eſtabliſhed his 
own power, by the abſolute favour of his Maſter Orſames, he by that means alſo, 
ſuppreſt rhe greatneſs of all the Nobility of Syria, who during the Kings infancy, 
had alwayes demanded conditions for themſelves by force of Arms; and having now 
no more oppoſition in his own Countrey , reſolved to contend with the mightineſs 
of the Egyptian Monarchy, This, I may fay, hath been one of the chief cauſes, 
that hath procured the King my Husbands diſturbances; and ſo conſequently my 
own voluntary retirement, at preſent , ſince the great Favourite, Phileftros , find- 
ing he could not by any means work Fuarclus from his conſtant reſolution, of keep- 
ing inviolably thoſe tyes of amity, that ſtill continue between himſelf , and the 
State of Egypt (I being married, as was ſuppoſed, to chat effect) became enfla- 
med with a new ſpleen, againſt the quiet felicity we ſeemed to enjoy in Lydia; and 
by conſequence held it a neceſſary piece of policy, to diſturb us in our peaceable 
government, whereby Sora ſtros might receive no aſſiſtance, either from our en- 
deavour or power, if Euarehus at any time ſhould be perſwaded to ſuch an intenti- 
on, by thoſe affected, as he thought, more to the Egyptian then to the Syrians : 
though truly, for my own part, I muſt ingeniouſly confeſs, for many years toge- 
ther, I laboured that breach PHilaſtros deſired , however without effect, ſince the King 
my Husband , eſteemed it a ſafer point of honour, to maintain both love and cor- 
reſpondency with all his . ee Princes, then to have a needleſs enmity, for 

the ends onely of others; yet that which moſt aggravated the fear (if not malice) of 
Orſames Favourite, was, the coming into Lydia of Queen Anaxia my Mother, as was 
ſurmiſed , with certain conditions, not onely of a more ſtrict unity between the 
two Crowns of Egypt and Lydia , but alſo with propofitions of a match of our 
Daughter Cloria, with Prince Oſirus; by which means, he thought, the tye would 
become inviolable. | 

Theſe reaſons, as we imagined, cauſed Philuſtros to countenance ſome of the 
Nobility of Myſſia, not onely to have a more particular dependency upon the 
Crowns of Syria, but to become leſs regardful of their own Prince; and to demand 
ſome conditions advantageable to themſelves of Euarchus, by force of arms; ſince 
he neither lived with them, as was pretended, nor could bedrawn to make a Warre 
with the King of Armenia, in his Nephew Caſſianus quarrel. Whillt buſineſſes 
were agitating in this manner, one Dimogoras, an Ancient Nobleman of Lydia, 
being not onely of a factious diſpoſition , but extreamly befriended of the common 
ſort of people, who forthe moſt part have not patience , nor conſtancy , to re- 

uin long in one minde , taking advantage of Prince Caſſianus coming to the Court 
of Lydia, as alſo of the diſconcents of Ayſjia , of a fudden began with all vio- 
lence to cry out for an engagement with the King of Armenia; whereby, as twas 
alledged , with more honour , to recover again the loſt Countrey of Iberia. As 
theſe inflamations, I muſt tell you, prognoſticated ſome alterations in our King- 
dom of Lydia, which Euarc hus had endeavoured for many years to detain in a quiet 
ſecurity , both out of his natural inclination to peace, as well as by the fairbful 
counſel of one Pollizrx ; fo of the other fide, of neceſſity, it could not but af- 
| ford

ford the King ſufficient matter for his thoughts and conſiderations to work upon: 
To this purpoſe, - he preſently diſpatched ;; not onely an Ambaſſadour of quality to 
Artaxi: King of Armenia, ſeriouſſy toiexpoſtulate with him, about the reſtoring 
of the Countrey of Iberia to his Nephew Prinee Caſſianus; but alſo ſent other mel. 
ſengers into Myſſia, as well to temper; as to feel the diſpaſirions of thoſe. peo- 
ple, ſince ke had been advertiſed of diſorders, if not rebellions already begun in 
that climate, which he thought would prove, of ſome tronbleſome- (if not — 2 
ous) conſequence to his affairs, if not ſuddenly allayed and pacified, in regard the 
ſcituation 6t their habitations were not onely barren , but unacceſſible in many pla- 
ces: in this poſture jealouſies contimued, if not encreaſed, by a certain kinde of 
deſperation. of all ſides, until the King himſelf in Perſon was conſtrained, with a 
Royal Army to march towards the Confines of Aiyſſia, whereby in ſome viſible way 
by his Preſence, to terrifie thoſe people, if it were poſſible to new Obedience, ſince 
neither his Meſſengers, nor Perſwaſions , bad been able one jot to work upon their 
Natures or Loyalties; and the rather did he reſolve to make this expedition, for 
that he underſtood, ſome of the Nobility had already ſent a ſubmiſſion to Orſame⸗ 
my Brother; however Philoſtros, his Favourite, not long after conveyed the Letter 
to me in a Complement. Petia *, 5h | 

But the My ſſians, not appearing any thing ſenſible of their ingratitude , with 
the like ſeeming Reſolutions prepared themſelves to give the King Battle : whilſt in 
the interim Euarc hus, ſuſpecting many of the Nobility of Lydia that were in his 
Army (though in perſon they appeared to attend his Command) were diſaffected 
to the Cauſe, he tendered them an Oatb of Fidelity, which they refuſing, he ap- 
pointed them either to be Tonfined or retained in Priſon : But that which ſeemed moſt 
ſtrange in every mans apprehenſion was, that Dimogoras remained moſt reſolute 
notwithſtanding to the Kings purpoſes againſt the Muyſſian:; though witch what in- 
ward intention, I am not able to determine, ſince both before and after the Wars, 
he hath ſhewed himſelf. moſt peeviſh and ſpight ful in all our occaſions. 

In fine, not to detain you too long, with the relation of many tedious circum. 
ſtances , when Euarchus was ready to have given his diſobedient Subjects the A/. 
fians a total, if not diſmal overthrow, by reaſon of the prerogative of his numbers 
and power; he not onely ſhuffled up, contrary to every ones expectation, certain 
conditions for their advantage; but granted them alſo liberty to appoint Commiſ- 
ſioners for themſelves , whereby wich more deliberation to diſpute their pretended 
grievances in Lyaia. However theſe Ambaſſadours, inſtead of applying themſelves 
to Euarc hu, to finiſh the promiſed and begun Treaty, did of the 6omrary comply 
wholly with all the factious of Lydia; which hath produced ſince the calling toge- 
ther of the great Councel of the Kingdom. But for that one Polinex ſuffered by 
this Authority, who was a man of excellent Wit, Knowledge, and Courage, as 
_ as his Tryal and Condemnation remarkable, I ſhall particularly mention the 
Paſlages. 

hole os well known , at what root the Senate of the Kingdom intended to ſtrike, 
being thus aſſembled, without the good liking of the King, ſo Polline x could not 
chuſe but perceive the main mark they aimed at, was his deſtruction, as being the 
chief man, that would and durſt give his Maſter any counſel of contradiction: yet, 
having belike an abſolute confidence, either in his own innocency, or his Princes fa- 
vour; withal, building perhaps too much upon his Eloquence and Parts, could not 
by any means be perſwaded to quit the Kingdom; wherefore being preſently ap- 
prehended, a Tribunal was erected for his condemnation; however, the Senate in- 
tended to be both Judges and Accuſers, though my Husband and my ſelf were at 
the bearing, being deſirous out of ſome kinde of curioſity , not onely to be ſatisfied 
concerning the Crimes of Pollizex, but to be witneſſes of the proſecution. After 
the Priſoner was brought to the Bar, they wanted no force of Arguments, to ren- 
der him ſeemingly guilty to the admiring people; who had been made already ſuffi- 
ciently pre judicate in their opinions, by thoſe which thought to gain by his deſtructi- 
on: And for the Nobility, that ſecmed by the Laws of Lydia, to be bis formal 
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Judges (however in effect they durſt but ack what was dictated to them by the mul- 
rirude) conceived his eſtape might prejudice their own'toftanes ; wherefore were part- 
ly refolved of their judgements beforehandꝰ; knowing is in ſome ſort his nature was 
implatable, ſo would it be almoſt impoſſible to work im out of his Maiters favour , 
theſe reaſons enlarged the diſputations to ſome weeks revolution with equal 
_ 3 of his Judges, whether convinced by the eloquence and power- 
folnefs of his arguments, or whether perſwaded to more indifferency, by ſome hope 
to enter into the Kings Favour; of a ſudden not onely forbore any more to inforce 
their allegations, but in direct ter ms; either profeſſed themſelves his friends, or 
ſeemed openly to pretend, as they had been formerly induced to thoughts of his 
condemnation, by the cries of the people ; and opinions of his crimes; fo were 
both their hearts and conſcĩentes now altered toward his preſervation, in regard of 
thoſe reaſonable and juſt defences ; he had made for himſelf, publitkly before the 
face of the multitude. Nevertheleſs both Dimogor as and the reſt of his faction, 
continued yet violent in their intended purpoſes, which was, not onely by this 
means, to pull Poſlineæ from the boſom of the King, but alſo to take away his 
life, leaſt he migbt again mount into places of eminency, to their prejudice : yet 
doubting that by this way of trial; xhey ſhould not poſfibly compals their ends, in 
thar the Judges being 6nely of the Nobility; were divided in their opinions, reſolved 
upon paffling a Law ih the Senatt. houſe for his condemnation. 

After they fad totally declined the firft manner of proſetution, it was not long be- 
fore they put in execution the ſecond, whereupon poor Pollinet was condemned to the 
ſlavghter ; and not onely ſtood thus cenſured as a guiſty perſon, without having 
liberty to ſpeak for himſelf, but 'Exatchu” was afſo conſtrained, by the cries and 
extlatnations' of the enraged people, to give his unwillingly conſent to this unfor- 
tunate and cruel judgement, though long he diſpured with his Flamins about it, 
who all perſwaded him to the compltante, rather then hazzard his own Perſon and 
the Kingdoms fuine. © - Frn W 

Notwith#anding the King had condeſcended to theſe particulars, with an inten- 
tion to give the ſtrongeſt teſtimonies could any way be deviſed , towards the ſatisfy- 
ing of the thoughts (if not rather the fancies)' of his unbelieving Subjects; yet 
thoſe of Dimogoras faction in the Seneate, perceiving che Kings unwillingleſs to this 
unexampled ac of pretended juſtice, began to think, that if they could not alſo 
ptocure from his conſent, a perpetual continuation of their own preſent power and 
authority by ſome Stratagem or other, their own heads might ſoon pay for the 
violence uſed apainſt Pollineæ; wherefore it was conceived moſt neceſſary, whilſt 
they ſeemed to govern the actions of the people, by their cries and clamours to fright 
Euarchus (or rather thoſe about him) to ſome extraordinary compliance in this na- 
ture; and by this means to have the Aſſembly of the Senate, not at all to be deter- 
mined by the ancient and known prerogative of the Crown, without their own al- 
lowance ; which was almoſt no ſooner demanded, but it was granted; the ra- 
ther for that the propoſitions carried with them two fair Pretences : Firſt, that the 
neceſſary Affairs of the Kingdom required ſuch a' conceſſion, by reaſon of thoſe 
Monies that had been borrowed for the payment of the Armies, and the defraying 
of the Souldiers expences. The fecond, in regard the King might at his pleaſure, 
as was told him, deny the confirmation of any Law ſnould be offered unto him, if he 
thought it either prejudicial to himſelf of people. With theſe ſuppoſitions , Exat- 
chizs was content to Pleaſe his thoughts, and entertain his fancy; whilſt on the other 
ſide Dimogoras and his Faction, did not onely extreamly rejoyce at the Victory, their 
Policy had gained over the Kings conſtancy; but began daily more and more to 
preſs upon his patience , with other inconvenient, _ I may ſay, moſt unreaſon- 


able demands; inſomuch as he wyas forced to tempt the t Commiſſioners, 
with a promiſe to make good unto that Nation, all their own deſires and pretenſions, 
provided they would aſſiſt his preſent neceſſities , in the recovery of all thoſe pri- 
viledges he had lately parted from, and loſt in the Countrey of Ly4#-. 
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This, I muſt tell yon; ſeemed not onely to be agreed upon, but Zaurchus himielf in 
perſon, made a Voyage preſently into Ay ſſia whereby the ſurer to conſitm the Arti- 
cles: when the King had thus performed, (they in che interim promiſing to him all 
Service and Fidelity) returned again joyfully into the Kingdom of Lydia, where he 
was received with ſome teſtimonies of love by the City of Serds ; yet the Senate 
perceiving the King began to purchaſe ſome good opinion in the hearts of the bet. 
ter ſort; put forth many Declarations, wherein they not onely taxed him with di- 
vers faulcs in his own diſpoſition, but hitrerly complained of his manner of Govera- 
ment: Theſe they publickly preſented ein , fortified by the clamours and exe. 
crations of multitudes of the loweſt ſort of people. ET | 
In theſe perplexities both my ſelf and Euarchus remained for ſome moneths , find- 
ing that the Senate did not onely over-power all our endeavours, notwithſtanding we 
deſired to give all ſatisfaction we could to the common people; but the Adyfſians 
bad deceived us in our expectations, although we had both their Promiſes and Oaths 
to the contrary: ſo that after my Mother was alſo baniſhed out of Lydia, taking 
counſel of our beſt thoughts, ſince we had few about us we could intirely cruſt , we 
reſolved , as the King intended co try another part of the Kingdom for his future 
ſafety and content, ſo my ſelf would make uſe. of my interelt with Orſames in Syria, 
notwithſtanding his great Favourite Philiſtyos oppoſition, to ſee what aſſiſtance and 
relief, I could purchaſe for my Husband in his diſtreſſes againſt his own Subjects; 
with theſe words the tears ſtood in her fair eyes, that ſeemed to ſtop the reſt of her 
diſcourſe, however ſhe put on ſuch a countenance, that appeared more to diſdain 
her Perſecutors, then to bemoan her misfortunes. | | 
Candalus, for ſo was her Brother called, who with a reſpectful ſilence had beard 
out the Queens relation; refiefting in ſome ſort by the related circumſtances ,” up- 
on his own oppreſſions, returned this anſwer: Madam, faid be, although in a 
far leſs model I muſt behold my fufferings., ſince my condition was not capable of 
ſuch loſſes as yours, yet when I conſider a perſon can but loſe all, as dark a night af 
unhappineſs may be ſaid to (hut up his felicity , as is poſſible , which I alledge not 
any way to diminiſh the compaſſion that is due to your Perſon and Digaity , from 
all noble and generous Spirits; but to poſſeſs your thoughts, with ſome deſire of 
a private life, if things ſucceed not according to your wiſhes in your Journey: And 
the rather in regard Imay very probably doubt, the Favourite will not eaſily be 
withdrawn from any of his deſigns , by what perſwaſions ſoever, having a determi- 
nation perchance to deſtroy the Tydiaa Monarchy ; beſides ; 1 have often heard him 
ſay-, that a popular State is moſt eaſie co be dealt withal by a politician, ſince it con. 
filing of many Heads, ſome of theRulers at all times, will be ſubje& to the dif. 
covery of their privateſt Councels, either by way of corruption in their diſpoſitions, 


or want of ſecreſie in their natures. 


However replied the Queen, the conſequence of any Rebellion or change of Go- 
vernment in this nature, cannot be, but a moſt dangerous preſident to the Kingdom 
of Syria it ſelf; eſpecially, if both the Myſſiant and the Senate of Lydia, do 
joyn in ſuch an unity, that they cannot be ſevered , by the intereſts or power of 
other Nations: for that, ſaid Candalus, the Favourite imagineth, that as there 
will be continual Factions and Diviſions among themſelves , whereby upon all oc- 


caſions they 


may be divided, notwithſtanding any tye of friendſhip or agreement. 


ſo hath he laid, as be believeth, ſo perfect and ſtrong a foundation in his own Coum- 
trey, that it is unpoſſible it ſhould rebel at any time to his diſadvantage; having not 
onely furniſhed all the fortitied places, with plentiful Garriſons of his own Crea- 
tures, but by reaſon of the War he makes in every corner of Aſia, he hath the 
commodity of divers Armies, alwayes ready at his command, to ſuppreſs any in- 
ſurrection whatſoever : and the poorer the people are, according to his Maximes, 
the leſs capable of dangerous diſorders, for that their diſcontents, ſhall rather pro- 
duce diſtracted aſſemblies, then well deſigned or furniſhed Troops, having nei- 
ther Money to pay their Souldiers, nor Captains to lead their Forces; fo that 
of neceſſity if they riſe, they mult become contemptible ſacrifices to his power 


and 
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and ſpleen , inſtead of eaſing of themſelves by their contentions. mY 
is true Brother, anſwered the Queen, I make no doubt but Philoftros hath 
theſe thoughts in his imagination; yet, methinks, be that pretends ſo much to the 
good and bonour of Syria, ſhould alſo conſider, that I being a Childe of the Houſe, 
and Married into Lydia, by the general conſent of my Friends, ought not to be 
thus eaſt away; without either conditions obſerved, in regard of my Nuptials, or 
any conſideration at all had ol my Perſon; and the rather may Jexpect this jnſtice I 
ſpeak of, and am about to demand of Orſames or his Favourite, for that the dil. 
will reflect upon the whole Nation of Syria, who will appear to the World, 
either unwilling, or not able to aſſiſt me in my neceſſities, it being a certain kinde 
of moral, if not religious duty, practiſed among the meaneſt families; much more 
is it to be expected, from the Dignity of Kings and Princes, that ſhould be inflamed 
with the leaſt ſuſpicion or jealouſie of diſhonour. "HE Ry pod 
Madam, replied Candalus, however I might alledge from the nature and pro- 
ceedings of Pliliſtros, other pernicious Maximes of State Policy, uſed in the com- 
munication , and comportment of Princes in their Governments , as fof example; 
that it is better to bazzard,, if not ſacrifice, a Daughter of the Royal Houle, then 
any way to loſe or endanger the leaſt good to the Kingdom; yet I ſhall deſire you 
to believe, what I have ſpoke in this diſcourſe, are but the Arguments of Stateſ- 
men; or rather you may interpret them my own Fancies, the better to ſettle your 
thoughts againſt unexpected accidents, ſo that I ſhould think my wiſhes very for- 
tunate, if your perſwaſion can prevail with your Brothers goodneſs, without the 
knowledge of his great Favourite, whereby it might procure you aſſiſtance, as 
my ſelf freedom, to return into Syria, again to enjoy the converſation of my 
Friends, or at leaſtwiſe ſome allowance out of my own Eſtate ; notwithſtanding I am 
prepared as you ſee, to be contented with my preſent. Fortune. | 
By this time the Princeſs Cloris , and the reſt of the company were come out of 
the Garden, from taking thoſe pleaſures, which the beauty of the place afforded; 
who prettily preiling to give her Mother an account of thoſe rarities ſhe had ſeen, 
abſolutely put off the other ſerious diſcourſes; for chat every one was moſt willing 
to be ſo imployed , until Mantuina with an humble ſalutation informed: her Father, 
that the Queens ſupper in another Room attended her pleaſure; which being accom- 
modated rather with exquiſite neatneſs, then magnificent plenty, increaſed the 
opinion of that happy courſe of iife, appearing free from ambition, though want- 
ing no content that might ſatisfie temperance, however apt fulfil. pride. But the 
circumſtance of the Feaſt being paſt , and every one retiring to their reſt ; Eumene⸗ 
would needs accompany Caſſia towards his Lodgings, that were in a Village not far 
off: Ca//ia was more willing to condeſcend to his friends trouble, becauſe he was de. 
ſirous to hear ſomething more from him of his own departure from Lydia, and of 
the ſucceſs of that Ambaſſadour which Exarchus had ſent into Armenia; to treat 
about the reſtoration of his Countrey of Iberia; yet the night being too far fpent 
to make any long relatigns, without ſome ſuſpicion of their former acquaintance, 
they reſolved both the next morning to meet in the Forreſt under the Tree, where the 
day before they found one another, as the moſt convenient place of communication 
and conſultation... - + 445 5 | | 
. Caſſia was the firſt 2 as it ſhould ſeem moſt paſſionate in his deſires ; 
but-Exmenes not being alſo over ſlothful, not long after gave him the meeting; 
where both ſeating themſelves upon an old Root, which by nature was ordaingd 
fit for the conference , ſince it afforded: them the convenieney, Zwmenes began to 
diſcoverunto him theſe particulars, however with a conjuration firſt , not to be 
moved with the relation: After, ſaid he, that you bad taken your flight from the 
Court of Zgdia, forſo I muſt call it, rather then a departure, ſince your Friends 
were not-werthy:to be of your Councet, the Ambaſſadour which Emxerchas. bad 
ſent into Arezeivia ,-t0 treat abont the redelivery of your Countrey of Iberia, not 
onely returned, but brought with him a conditional reſtoration of your right; 
which was, that certain monies ſhould be paid * granes Duke of Colchis, and 
ä you 
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you to promiſe a firm obedience to the Crown of Armenia: But Dimogoras fearing 
that this ſeeming accord would prejudice the hopes of his imploymert, began ex- 
ceedingly to mutiny againſt the propoſitions,” as diſhonourable, ſince you were not 
to be eſtabliſhed with all freedom ; withal alledging, it were more juſtice in Euar- 
chus, to heſtow his Daughter upon you, being of her on Blood and Religion, 
then upon Ofrus, who was alwayes known to be an enemy to the Worſhip of the 
Gods, according to the Rules of Lydia, as alſo to the State and Proſperity of the 
Kingdom it ſelf; which makes me believe now I think upon it, that you thought him 
more worthy then my ſelf, to be made acquainted with your private love, who 
elſe certgioly- could not have been infpired with thoſe apprehenſions. At which 
Caſſianus began to bluſh , but Expenes not willing to break off his relation by any 
diverſion, told him, that his intention was onely to inform him, that he might 
know hereafter the better how to proſecute his affairs, and not to obraide him, 
whereby to put him into confuſions; ſo then followed on his Diſcourſe: Neither did 
Dimogoras, ſaid be, make uſe of his own tongue, onely to blaſt the juſtice of the 
Kings intentions, but combined alſo with many My ſſians about the Court, to re- 
prove Euarchus manner of Government; beſides they alledged that the Queen 
ſpent more in Masks and Dancings, then would maintain a Royal Army, by force 
of Arms to recover your loft Right: And for Anaxia they made the people believe, 
that by giving her noble entertainment in Lydia, the Kingdom was not onely expo- 
ſed to the · unrelenting ſpleen of Philoſtros, Orſames great Favourite, but to be 
feared; that horrid troubles would quickly fall upon the whole Countrey , fince her 
perſon ever brought miſchief and misfortune, whereſoever it went: with theſe 
exclamations, in a ſhort ſpace, they chaſed the poor Queen out of Lydia, again 
to ſeek an uncertain fortune, who onely deſired a reſting place for her aged Body, 
to ſpend the reſt of her years in peace and ſecurity; but the Gods it ſhould ſeem, 
willing to put anend to her miſeries, have ſince taken her out of the world, to the 
example of all Greatneſs and Humane Glory, ſcarce leaving her fufficient to pro- 
vide for her decent Funerals: However Dimogoras with the reſt of his factions 
companions, ſeemed not yet ſatisfied, but continued ſtill their turbulent practiſes; 
ſo that now they have not onely pluckt from £xarchus imperial Diadem, the thief 
Flowers that adorn it, which, is regal Authority, but have by their violent pro- 
ceedings alſo, driven out of the Kingdom Hyacinthia their Queen, either with in- 
tention, the more to pleaſe the powerful Favourite, or to prevent her from aſliſt- 
ing the King by her Couneels to defend his Kingly — This, Caſſianus, is 
the occaſion of our preſent Journey into Syria, whereby if it be poſſible, to ob. 
tain ſome ſuccours from Or/ames power, to quallitie cheſe threatning diſorders, 
that promiſe little leſs then the ruine of the Proſperity of Lydia, whillt you in the 
mean time, ſeem to put on a reſolution, to bury your thoughts in this contented 


courſe of life, neither refleQing upon the miſery. your affairs in part have pro- 


duced , nor conſider the Honour of your Houſe , in recovering again by action your 
loft Patrimony: and with theſe words reſted ſilent, as if he ggpected ſome ſatisfaRti- 
on by his friends reply. | tart 

After that Caſianns had onely ſignified bis ſorrow by a few ſighs, and not many 


tears, he asked Eumenes what he would have him do? What wöuld 1 have yo 
do , ſaid Eumenes ;? eitber proſecute your love to the fait Princeſs, if it be 
poſſible to be obtained; ſince Clorias indignation, cannot be but exaſperated 


againſt your Perſon, by reaſon of her Fathers ſuffering, as ſhe' may think by 


your means; or elſe, take upon yon ſome brave reſolution , to recover again your 


loſt Countrey, which you have now a better opportunity then ever to obtain; for 
Orſames bath lately proclaimed open Warres againſt the King of Arminia, in th 

name of all the oppreſſed Princes, of which number I am ſure you cannot buc bs 
eſteemed one; and for the conveniency of both the deſignes, you may accompa- 


ny us under your diſguiſed habit into Syria, without any ſuſpicion at all; as well 


to attempt the love of the Princeſs Cloria in the Journey, as to undertake the reco- 


very of your Countrey when you are there, if you fait of the firſt, This propoſition

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ok Eumeneg, extreamly pleaſed Caſſianw ; ſo that again his hopes ſeemed to in- 
vite his endeayours.to the execution; onely there appeared yet this difficulty, 
how he could eafily part from the old Forreſter, whom he had promiſed coaccom- 
pany as long as he lived; and had to that purpoſe , by tlie ſale of his Jewels, pro- 
vided bhimſelf with all neceffaries for ſuch a determination. But Eumenes told him, 
that as that obſtacle ought to be of too low a conſideration for his thoughts, fince 


his Birth and Fortunes required the higheſt reſolutions, ſo of the other ſide, he 


could furniſh him with a moſt warrantable pretext, in that yeſternight, ſaid he, 
the Queen being in diſcourſe with her Brother, about his return into Syria, (which 
ſhe promiſed, notwithſtanding her own preſſing occaſions, to ſolicite with all 
diligence.) you may undertake to be the Meſſenger , to bring him back an an- 
ſwer of the ſucceſs ; and by that means have the opportunity, not ohely to be ad- 
mitred into the Queens Train, but in the Journey be a daily attendant about your 
Miſtreſſes-Perſon. This was ſo far from not contenting Caſſiunus, that it almoſt ra- 
viſht his apprehenſions; whereupon imbracing Exmenes , be told him, that not- 
withſtanding his own ingratitude, he was ordained by the Gods to be the preſerver 
of his Honour, if not the obtainer of his Felicity. ; 

Not many dayes aftet this diſcourſe , when the Queen had refreſhed her ſelf 
ſufficiently with her Brothers contented ſolitude ; and that preparation was made 
of two good Ships at the next Sea Port, to carry her into Syria; the one for 
her own Perſon , attended by her Ladies, and chief Train, the other for her 
Horſes, with other Commodities for the Voyage; (in which latter however Ex- 
meves and Caſſianus choſe to go, not onely becauſe they would give the women the 
greater liberty, but alſo have the more opportugity for their own private diſcour- 
ſes) they put to Sea, one gentle morning, when the Winde ſeemed moſt obe- 
dient to the intention, and Sailed all the day in ſuch a peaceable Calm, as if Nep- 
tune meant to contribute his abſolute protection, in conducting the Queen to 
Tyre, a Haven where ſhe intended to diſimbarke for Damaſcus; however an hour 
before night, when the Sun ſcarce appeared above the Superficies of the Earth, 
the Windes as it ſhould ſeem, inconſtant to their former reſolution , began firſt to 
quarrel with the Sails, as if they had been angry with their gallant bravery , for 
driving the Veſſel with ſo quiet a Majeſty , upon the ſmooth face of the Ocean; 
and then made Warre againſt the Waves, for ſubjugating themſelves to ſuch a 
burden; which not onely continued , bur iycreaſed the trouble, until. dark 
night gave warning to the Marriners, to take down the Tacklings from the Maſt; 
left violently they might be caſt upon ſome of the Rocks, which they knew 
every where diſperſed in thoſe Seas, neicher could they conveniently make uſe 
of their Anchors in the deep Waters: But the Storm increaſing, not onely-aug- 
mented the fear of the whole company, eſpecially the women, who by their loud 
ſhrieks hardly gave opportunity to the workmen to perform their offices, ac- 
cording to the words of command , but alſo gave cauſe of doubt to the chief Pi- 
lots themſelves, that underſtood more knowingly the danger : onely the Queen, 
whoſe thoughts ſeemed already drowned in a vaſt Sea of-Diſcontent , ſcarce be- 
lieved ſhe could undergo a worſe ſhipwrack; yet poor Cloria, whole innocency 
had never merited ſuch a hazzard , could not chuſe but complain inwardly of the 
cruelty , though her expreſſions were no other, then in a ſeeming pale and diſtract- 
ed ſilence, ſometimes crying nevertheleſs , becauſe ſhe ſaw it generally practiſed; 
until the thunder and lightning in the night, increaſed the horrour of every ones 
expectation, diſcovering as it were by that unpleaſant light, the greedy Waves, 
ready gaping with a devouring aſpect, to ſwallow up all their hopes, which put 
them paſt an amazed fear, to a certain expectation of ruine: Wherefore the Prieſts 
were prefently. called to do ſacrifice to the Gods, either to appeaſe their fury, 
whereby they might be aſſiſted here in the danger of their lives, or obtain their 
mercy in another world after their deaths; ſome in hope yet to eſcape from 
ruine ; other of more pious thought ſpeediſy to be removed to a better habica- 
tion; and a third fort invocated without any confidence, but to be conformable In 
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the cuſtom; which however gave ſufficient imployment to the whole Aſſembly for 
ſome hours, until by little and little , about. the break of day, the Winds began 
ſomething to abate of their furious rudeneſs, as if they had partly wearied them- 
ſelves out of breath with their own violent combuſtion ; then ſaddenly Aurora ſtart- 
ed out of her watry Couch, ſeemingly more early then ordinary, to chide the ſtorm 
for being ſo over · hold in her abſence, in diſturbing the quiet felicity of ſo noble a 
company : This gave warning to her ſlothful Lover, not onely to attend his bluſh- 
ing Miſtriſs, but to aid her in her deſire, again to command the Winds to their won- 
ted Caves, onely to converſe with Monſters, ſince they knew no better how to uſe 
their power, amongſt people of a. milder converſation: but in the interim ſweet 
Chria, with 4. Tinckure more illuftrious then the brighteſt Goddeſs, directed her 
eyes and hands to the Heayens, as a teſtimony of her gratitude for her preſervation , 
which in a ſhort time produced ſo perfect a Calm, that the Seas ſeemed with humi- 
lity to beg pardon for their late agitation , and certainly had with ſuch eaſe obtained 
it of the whole company, ſince every one was fall of joy for the unexpected change, 
if of a. ſuddenthe. miſerable Wrack of the other Ship, had not appeared as a horrid 
ſpectacle; the Maſt covered oyer with dead Bodies floating in one place; Trunks, 
and other Commodities ſwimming in others; Horſes and Men half dead, ſtriving 
with natural induſtry to keep the little life that yet remained in their Bodies to the 
laſt minute: ſome again upon broken Boards, had good fortune to ſave themſelves 
on the ſides of the approaching rocks; whilſt a few were preſerved by the haſty 
ſending out of the long Boat to their aſſiſtance, though, amongſt the number nei- 
ther Caſſia nor Eumeues appeared: but however this cauſe of ſorrow croubled their 
hearts for a long ſeaſon , eſpecially the Queens, whoſe Noble Compaſſion could 
not but melt in ſome tears; yet the Martiners were haſty to conduct the Ship to a 
ſafe Harbour, ſince ſhe was rendered for the preſent, altogether uncapable of a 
further Voyage, having neither Sails nor Maſt; beſides her being much beaten by 
the Storm; ſo that upon conſultation , Cyprus was found to be the next convenient 
landing place, which cauſed them to direct their intentions to ſome commodius Port 
in that Iſland : wherefore, within ſix hours hard labour, by the, induſtrious Mar- 
riners, they arrived in a little Haven, not many furlongs from the famous City of 
Salamine. | | | 5 

The Duke hearing the news of the Queens falling upon that Coaſt, as alſo the 
occaſion of her retirement out of Lydia, ſpeedily prepared himſelf, nor onely to 
give her a reſpectful Viſit, beſeeming her Quality, but ſome convenient conſolation, 
in regard of her neceſſity ; wherefore preſently caufing his own Palace to be accom- 
modared for her Reception, with a Noble Train, went himſelf in Perſon to offer 
her the Welcome and Honour of Cyprus. The Queen underſtanding of the Dukes 
approach, thought it not at all fir, punctually to obſerve the circumſtances apper- 
taining unto her Dignity, ſince ſhe was now rather to become a Suppliant, then to 
keep State, ſo went out of the houſe to give him the meeting; who quickly with a 
Courtly Humility , kiſſing her fair hand, told her, That although the Seas ſhould 
have done reyerence to her Quality, for which they deſerved to be chaſtized , yet 
the Gods were abundantly propitious, to afford Cyprus, the happineſs of her re- 
ception, by the others neglect; and for his own particular, he yow'd her his beft 
” ſervice againſt her malicious Enemies. The Queen, after that ſhe had returned the 
Duke a grateful thanks, ina baſhful ſmile, told him, that as ſhe could not blame 
the Seas, that was but a ſenſeleſs creature, for any inconvenience ſhe had ſuffered, 
ſince ſhe found ſo much omiſſion in the Subjects of her on Countrey ; ſo .of the 
other ſide , ſhe eſteemed the Winds had done her a favour, in driving her into a 
place where ſhe found an intire nobleneſs. 

After the Duke bad invited the Queen to Salamine , which ſhe accepted within 
three dayes, Pe was not prepared at the preſent for the Journey, both in re- 
gard of her loſſes at Sea, and her own, and peoples indiſpoſition, by reaſon of the 
Storm, he took his leave, with ajreſolution at the time appointed, to meet her, with 
ſuch a military*Encertainment , as was fit for her Reception; and according to that 
deter- 
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determination, the morning before the Queen was to take her little, though ſolemn 
Journey, the Dukes Trumpets preſented her with an early Salutation, which gave 
warning that their Lord was not far off, to perform the reſt of the ſervice ; and be. 
ing placed in a Chariot of Crimſon Velvet, ſhe was conducted through the peoples 
acclamations, toward the place deſigned for her abode ; when, in the interim every 
ones eyes were caſt upon the young Princeſs C/oria, ſeated at her Mothers Feet, re- 
ſembliog another Diana, with a Silver Bow in her hand, and a Garland of Flowers 
upon her Head; though another beauty invited alſo their looks, and ſomething with- 
drew their intentions, which was lovely Narciſſus, the Dukes Son, gallantly 


mounted, who with a brave company on horſeBack was come out of the Town, by 


his Fathers command, to honour the Shew, . Narciſſus appeared to be a beautiful 
Cupid, ſent by the Gods to conquer the inferiour World, with the effects of Love: 
And C loria reſembled a Deity placed upon a Throne in the Heavens, above the reach 
of mortality to attempt : he looked like the Spring , adorned with variety of choi- 
ceſt Flowers; and ſhe, as an illuſtrious morning breaking in the Eaſt , coloured by 
Aurera's bluſh. The people, with a tranſported delight, | beheld. che one; but 
with an amgzement , ſeemed to Adore the other: Theſe objects, abſdlutely deſtroy- 
ed the other richneſs , deſigned for the Queens entertainment; for the multitude 
imployed all their hearts and hands, to invite a continuation of what their never to 
be weariedeyes ſaw before them, till the beſt part of the neglected Triumph, paſt 
away without being regarded, £ | 

When theſe ſweet creatures met one another, though with their looks onely, 
ſince the diſtance of their perſons would afford them no greater a convenience: they 
purſued the Encounter with ſuch an earneſt attentiveneſs , as if the deſtinies had al- 
ready determined an eternal ſimpathy in their hearts, not to be diſunited by any 
earthly Power; however, the poor Girl preſently bluſhe , although her innocen- 
cy knew nothing wherefore; and Narciſſus , appearing inflamed with that bluſh, 
inſtantly grew red, at which C/oria caſt down her eyes, as if apprehending a fault 
in her too much confidence; whilſt the youth, having ſaddenly loſt the brighteſt 
part of his delight, approached nearer the Chariot; at which unexpected boldneſs, 
the Princeſs grew preſently pale, fearing belike a publick Addreſs. But he appre- 
hen@Þg, with a ſharp reverence, the Maids deſire, not onely fell back from his 
determination, but alſo mingled himſelf with the reſt of his company; which gave 
occaſion to Cloria, to ſeek him continually with her looks, until their arrival at the 
Palace Gate , for ſometime interrupted the enquiry , rhough a greater convenien- 
cy brought them to a nearer neighbourhood : for whilſt 2 Father led the 
Queen up the Stairs, he thought it his duty, as his Son, to offer the ſame fervice 
to the Daughter: wherefore taking her by the fair hand to perform the office, Clo- 
ria ſuddenly feeling the touch, which her modeſty had ſcarce ever been acquainted 
with from any other per ſon, with a quick violence pluckt it from him, and hid it in 
her Muff. He too much apprehending the action, had hardly power with trem- 
bling ſteps, to carry himſelf up into the room; yet, by that time having recovered 
ſome breath, and conſidering his laft part of Courtſhip was to be played, ſince ſhe 
was ſhortly to be incloſed in her Chamber from his ſigbt, approached her ears with 
a few diſtracted complements, which ſhe anſwered no otherwiſe then with a ſmile; 
and preſently ſeemed to flie to the protection of her Mother, where ſhe remained as 
in a fortreſs, free as ſhe conceived from his importunities ; until the Duke his Father 
took his leave of the Queen, that neceſſarily commanded alſo Narciſſus from his 
tormenting delight, to wait upon his duty. 5 HEE 

But the poor Boy, not being able to bear the ſtrong aſſaults of powerful Love, 
within a ſhort time —— to loſe the beauty of his cheeks, and not long after fell 
into a moſt dangerous ſickneſs; ſo that the Duke not knowing the ſecret cauſe of 
the violent diſtempers of his ſweet Son, with grief and diligence aſſembled the beſt 
Phyſicians of thoſe parts; however, all their knowledges were not of fufficient 
force, either to know the nature of his Diſeaſe, or to cure his violent Malady, which 
put the whole Court into an extream perplexity, as himſelf into à deſperate ſad- 
neſs 3 
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nels ; the rather for that melancholly ſighs, were the onely expreſſions which were 
uſed by love · ſick Narciſſus ; until one day the Princeſs Cloria coming into the Cham- 
ber with the Queen her Mother, charitably to viſit her almoſt dead, though un- 
known Lover, and ſtanding by his Bed-fide, with tears alſo in her eyes, the Aſſein- 
bly quickly found, not onely an apparent change in his countenance , but tlie 
DoRars felt a violent alteration in his Pulſe , which gave occaſion of ſome diſcourfe 
at the preſent , but of more enquiry afterward of the reaſon. Wherefore when 
the * with her fair Daughter were departed, and the reſt of the company ſe- 
vered from their attendants, the Duke by the advice of ſome of the Phyſicians, be- 
gan to fall upon a ſtrict examinatios of his Son, and ſo far preſt him to the diſco- 
very of his inward thoughts, that at laſt the youth not being able to ſhew much diſ- 
obedience to his Father, though his. baſhful love a long time contended againſt his 
duty, revealed not onely the true cauſe of his paſſion, but the ſubject of his diſtem- 
pers: This gave the Dukes deſpairs ſome ſatisfaction, in that at leaſt he conceived he 
had got a kaowledge, whereby his Son might come to be recovered, though the reme- 
dy required to be applied with as much expedition, as the Diſeaſe ſeemed deſperate in 
operation, Wherefore after he had comforted the Boy, with as many hopes as poſ- 
ſibly he could, the better to keep up his courage, and ſo conſequently to procure eaſe 
in his pain, that he might have the more force to reſiſt the violence of his deſire, as 
well as the likelier to diſpoſe him for the cure, he retired himſelf into his own 
Chamber, there co conſider with leſs interruption , what courſe was to be taken for 
the purpoſe he intended; which was to fave his Sons life, in whom conſiſted all his 
felicity , ſince he had onely beſides one Daughter, the fair Eretheria, who was not 
capable by reaſon of her Sex, to ſucceed to his honour and command, in the Iſland

Firſt he laid before his conſideration, the ſeeming impoſlibilityof his Sons reco- 
very, without the aſſurance of Cloria's affeRions , ſince the Phyſicians informed 
him, that the nature of love was of too violent a quality, to ſuffer any Medicine 
to operate, with effect in a ſick Patient, unleſs that paſſion were either qualified or 

ſatigfied. | | f 

Next he knew, that was not to be obtained, unleſs the Princeſs her ſelf became 
the artiſt, which ſeemed to be a work of no ſmall difficulty; theſe difficultigcon- 
tinued the Dukes thoughts in a perplexed labyrinth , ſometimes conderi i 
own diſabilities to pretend to ſo high a match, ſirſte he was rather eſteemed a Subject 
and Servant to the State of Cyprus, then an abſolute Prince indeed, in his Povyer and 
Command; however of the other again he reflected upon his own worth, and upon 
the opinion the world had of his valour and riches, but that was ſcarce held compe- 
tent in his imagination, when he conſidered the attempt he was to make, was not 
onely upon the primeſt beauty of all Aſia, but he was to contend with the Honour 
and Glory of Syria and Lydia, who claimed an intereſt both in her Blood and Qua- 
lity. Yet ſeeing for the preſent his aſfiftance was neceſſary for the Queens Affairs, 
he reſolved to make the demand; eſpecially for that without it, his Son was ſure to 
periſh, which to his happineſs was a perpetual night: with this determination he 
went inſtantly to the Queen Hyacinthia, carring with him a Souldiers Heart, bur 
a Suppliants Countenance. | 12 
After he had performed his accuſtomed Salutations, and entertained her with ſome 
ordinary Diſcourſes, giving her a ſhort account alſo of his Sons indiſpoñtion, be- 
ing ſeated together by the Queens importunity in a Chair, he began his more ſerious 
propoſition after this manner: Madam, faid he, as I come not now altogether to 
pay thoſe due Ceremonies, which appertain to the 2 of your Majeſty; ſo 1 
muſt humbly intreat your goodneſs tò excuſe the neceſſity of my errand, ſince it is 
the violence of a youthful affection onely, that occaſions it to my grief, as to your 
trouble : be pleaſed then to know, that being earneſtly inquiſitive to underſtand my 
Sons Diſeaſe, whoſe deſperate condition requires preſent aſſiſtance, or brings ſpeedy 
death, I uſed not onely the Art of the beſt Phyſicians of thoſe parts, but imployed 
y whole Authority to examine his inward thoughts, finding by ſome ſignes, that 
h much 
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much of his ſickneſs proceeded from hidden diſcontents , ſince the variableneſs of 
his paſſions returned and abared according to'iccidents ; which (not to derain you 
too long ina needleſs expectation of what I would diſcover, and after that intreat) 
is no other, then that Varciſſus is in love with your fair Daughtef the Princeſs Cio- 
ria, hom as I fear he muſt either enjoy as his right , or perpetually loſe his other 
joyes in this world; for chat as I am informed, there is no mean between poſſeſſing 
that admirable beatity , or marrying himſelf to the deformity of a dark Sepulcher? 
wherefore, as I cannot challenge ſo great an honour out of any hope of my own 
merit; ſo of the other ſide give me leave to profeſs, that all my fortunes , power, 
and endeavours, ſhall be alwayes faithfully imployed in the ſervice of your ſelf an 
Hasband, againſt the injuries of your diſobedient Subjects. | | 

The Queen after ſhe had heard this ſtrange and unexpected diſcourſe of the Duke, 
did not of the ſudden well know what to anſwer ; of the one fide confideting the 
high conſequence of his requeſt , as of the other, the great need ſhe might have 
of his help; beſides the preſent entertainment ſhe received in his Countrey , with 
the deſperate condition of his onely Son, fallen into the accidental misforcune by 
her own perſonal arrival in the Iſland of Cyprus: but havinga pretty while pawſed 
upon a reply, not to be too raſh in uttering that, which paſt ſhe could not well re- 
call, at laft ſhe returned him this anfwer , with a countenance that expreſſed fear, 
doubt, and affection: My Lord, ſaid ſhe, as the noble courteſies which you have 
been pleaſed co caſt upon me in my neceſſities, with that humane conſideration that 
alt che world ought to have, of the defervings of your ſweet Son, muſt needs ſtir up 
ſuch a grateful picty in my foul , that I ſhall endeavour all wayes poſſible to render 
you totally ſatisfied ; ſo of the other ſide, I muſt beſeech you without partialicy co 
conſider, that I am not onely a Wife, and ſo conſequently under the 6bedience of 
my Husband , who cannot but expect to have at leaſtwiſe che knowledge of the diſ- 
poſe of his Daughter in Marriage, but am alſo going towards Orſames my Brother, 
to obtain from his Power an aſliftance in my preſſing affairs, who certainly could 
not be but diſpleaſed , to have his Neece given away in the Journey without his pri- 
vity ; yet ſo far I am content to comply with your requeſt , to let you ſee how grate- 
ful I deſire to be, becauſe the neceſſity of your Sons Diſeaſe 1 require ſome ſpeedy 
remedy , as that my Daughter accompanied with her governeſs Roxana, ſhall fre- 

gently viſit Narciſſus, until by the opinion of his Phyſicians , he be clean out of 
— whilſt in the mean time, we may have ſome opportunity, as well to con- 
fider as to ſolicit Orſames, and make Euarchus acquainted with your intentions; 
however, I judge the convenience more proper for both, when ſhall my ſelf in per- 
ſon go into Syria. 

The Duke being tranſported with graciouſneſs of the Queens reply , not doubt- 
ing but this liberty was ſufficient , to recover a thouſand new lives in his ſick Son, 
took her fair hand, upon which he fealed his humble chankfulnefs , and withal vow'd 
himſelf a perpetual ſlave to her ſervice ; After he had ſtaid ſome (mall time longer in 
her Chamber, as a circumſtance belonging to his Courrſhip (though his deſire flew 
with ſpeedy wings to bear away the joytul news to Narciſ#s) he took his leave, which 
not onely filled all che Court with confidence of his Sons recovery , but the wiſhed 
effects quickly followed; for the youth reviving by theſe hopes, within ten dayes 
obtained his petſect health, to the abſolute content of all Cyprus: The Princeſs 
C loria beginning now alſo by that allowed familiarity , with the former impreſſions 
the had received, to taſte the ſweet apprehenſions of her Lovers paſſions, though 
her innocent temper , could ſcarce be brought to the leaſt diſcovery ; one day with ' 
her governeſs (whilſt her Mother was otherwiſe imployed) took occaſion to take 
the pleaſure of choſe Gardens, that lay not far off her awn lodging; where pluck- 
ing with her white hand many dainty Flowers, which chat place plentifully afforded, 
when ſhe came to that, that the Poets feigned the ancient Narciſſus to be turned 
into, (inwardly interpreting it, as a perfeck Emblem of her fervants perfectious) ſhe 
read ſo fluent a Lecture upon the Theam, and with ſuch an earneſtneſs, that ic was 
taſie to be perceived, what ſubject her heart moſt delighted in; however Roxana” 
under. 
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underſtanding her meaning, had much ado to abſtain from laughing, at the pretty 
expreſſion of her affections; yet with difficulty ſhe forbore an publication there- 
of , until ſhe had fully ended her love diſcourſe; and then the old woman, in a kinde 


of a ſerious ſmile heſceching ber Highneſs, ſince ſhe, appeared, to be o mighty a 


ſcoller in thoſe fictions of the Poets, ſhe would ſo far inſtruct her ignorance, that 
ſhe mi be alſo be made acquainted with the applications of the Story. But Claria 
ſoon diſcovering by her governeſs — gravity , that ſhe made requeſt onely to 
jeer her, preſently with the apprehenſion began to bluſh: At which Roxana laugh- 
ed in good earneft ; and that drove ſweet ¶ loria abſolutely out of countenance , in- 
ſomuch as with a kinde of a gentle anger, mixt with an innocent ſhame, ſhe wept, 
which certainly had drawn on a more dangerous quarrel between her and her go- 
verneſs, if a Meſſenger from the Queen, had not commanded Cloris. to wait upon 
her Mother, to certain pleaſures of hawking , prepared for her delight and recrea- 
tion, that diverted for the preſent the contention. | | 
However love ſeemed now to triumph of his conqueſt , over theſe two excellent 
creatures; yet the ſpighful deſtinies would not with jo much happineſs, ſuffer them 
to enjoy the ſweetneſs of their delightful converſation ; for the Queen falling ſick 
by reaſon of her late diſtempers at Sea, and the Duke being call'd away to his war- 
like imployment agaioſt the King of Egypt, theſe accidenss ſeparated their perſons, 
though not their affections, to both their diſcontentments; ſor neceſſarily Mar- 
ciſſus mult accompany his Father in the Journey: which kept the Princeſs. Cloris 
ſometime after , as it were wedded to her own Lodgings, unleſsit were, as her 
duty invited her, to viſit her Mother; pretending however, her retiredneſs pro- 
ceeded from̃ the Queens indiſpoſition. | 
But the Princeſs at laſt being altogether tired with keeping the houſe , one even- 
ing ſhe calld her governeſs to accompany her into the Fields, to take ſome taſte of 
the freſh air; where long ſhe had not ſpent that time, that ſhe rendered altoge- 
ther innocent; by her hurtleſs imployment , now and then plucking the beauties of 
nature, that appeared to put on a more chearful look, to be handled by ſuch de- 
licacy , (for though their wilde growth, afforded them not ſo much ſweetneſs, as 
domeſtick Flowers, yet ber pure breath ſeemed to ſupply that defect, as (he car- 
ried them in her fair hand) before ſhe encountered with a lovely Countrey Maid, 
bearing upon her arm a white Basket, covered with a whiter Cloth: The young 
Damſel at the ſight of the Princeſs, not onely ſtood ſtill in a trembling poſture, 
as if her own baſhfulneſs had a little diftrated her, but withal cauſed her, to 
dreſs her countenance with ſuch interchanges of red and white, that Cloria with 
a pretty ſmile at the Girls confuſion , *began to interrogate her of her name, 


friends, and buſineſs ; unto which the Girl, after ſhe had borrowed leave of her 


fears, by the Princeſs encouragement, told her, ſhe was called Aminta, born of 
2 Parents not far off; and ſaid, her buſineſs was to ſeek ſome good ſervice, 
for that her Father being lately preſt a Souldier for the Wars of Egypt, had left her 
to the world, to procure her own ſubſiſtance; with that wept, as t her neceſſities 
were yet more preſſing then ſhe was willing to expreſs by words. Cloris, being 
wholly overcome by a noble paſſion , reflecting upon the youth and beauty of the 
Maid, accompanied with the fearful baſhfulneſs of her demeanour , turned her felf 
preſently to Roxana, and deſired her, that ſhe would be ſo charitable, as to enter- 
tain the Girl as a new ſeryant , becauſe without her Mothers approbation , as ſhe 


faid, ſhe could not admit her to be one of her own attendants; which however 


Roxana for ſome time reſiſted , as being unwilling in a ſtrange Countrey to burden 
her ſelf with the augmentation of her Train; yet by the powerful importunity of 
the Princeſs, at laſt ſhe diſpenced fo far with her rigid providence, as to 4dmit of 
eAwintsfor one of her folldwers. This gave occaſion to tlie Maid, preſently to fall 
down upon her knees } whereby humbly to acknowledge the favour, at no leſs a rate 
then rhe ＋ . of her reputation, ik not the ſaving of ber life, ſince, as ſhe 
confeſſed, ſhe knew not what friends to flye to for ſuccour or counſel: withal, un- 
ebvering the Basket that reſted upon her arm, wherein was diſcoyered rarely of 
| choice 
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choice fruits, - ſhe preſented them as a token of her ſervice-and graticude to the fair 
Princeſs, beſteching her ſhe would be pleaſed to accept of ſuch dainties, as the 
place of her Fathers Habitation did afford; that however, as ſhe ſaid, might be 
enriched by her taſte, to prove of a greater value then they ſeemed : then reciring 
again wich fo becomming a modeſty, that the Court Breeding in the comely Maid, 
at norman be have put on a-Countreyactires, which made them wonder at her 
behaviour, with an extraordinary delight, By 

But the lateneſs of the evening gave Roxana warning to ſolicit Cloria to re- 
tite, left the falling of the dew, _— either injure her health, or prejudice her 
complexion, which for the preſent afforded onely conveniency of diſcourſe in the 
way, though the Princeſs afterward was never well, but when ſhe had the Maid in 
her company: And this in time ſo increaſed her affection, that ſhe made her in a 
manner her onely play- fellow; ſcarce delighting in any converſation but in young 
eAminta's, whoſe countenance and actions put on ſuch a grave ſadneſs and re- 
ſpective diligence ; that as of one fide, ſhe ſeemed onely deſirous to pleaſe her 
Miſtreſs, ſo of the other, ſhe appeared too ſerious for the worlds converſation : 
but the Princeſs , finding by Amintass frequent ſighs, that ſomething more then 
a natural ſadneſs, or a dutiful reſpe& poſſeſſed her thoughts, ſhe not onely often- 
times enquired of the cauſe of her grief, but 2 look d into the demeanour 
of her Governeſs, whoſe ſeverity ſhe might fear, had procured ſome diſcon- 
tent in her gentle boſome. Vet, being not able to extort from the Maid herſelf any 
confeſliets, and alſo Roxana aſſuring her, that no hard uſage of hers , cauſed her 
melancholly, {ria one day reſolved to try her uttermoſt skill, whereby to be in- 
formed of the ſecret myſtery of eAminta's ſad expreſſions; and the rather, for that 
her complexion ſeemed ſomething to ſuffer in the concealment, or at leaſtwiſe ſo in- 
terpreted by her thoughts. . | 

"Wherefore one day ſhe commanding her to attend her perſon, into a certain walk 
near the houſe ; where ſhe was accuſtomed often to take her recreation, it being a 
place defended from the heat of the Sun, and the violence of the Windes, by the 
natural ſcituation of a pleaſant Grove of Trees; the Princeſs being there arrived 
ſeated her ſelf upon a little riſing Bank, which art appeared to have raiſed for ſuch 
a purpoſe, whillt in the mean time Aminta ſtobd by her in reſpeRive attendance, 
But Cloria rather aiming at the execution of her intention, then the reverence of 
her ſervant, according to her uſual cuſtom, when no body was preſent, command- 
ed her to thoſe familiarities ſhe was moſt delighted withal , which was to fit down by 
her , (ince youth is better pleaſed with freedom in converſation, then fate reſeryed- 
neſs iu actions. When ſhe had thus placed her ſelf, the Princeſs, without many 
circumſtances in words, (for that ber paſſion to be reſolved , as it ſhould ſeem, was 
too violent to be delayed) conjured her by her own duty, and that loye ſhe bote 
her, which if ſhe proved over obſtinate, as ſhe ſaid, might be loſt , to diſcover un- 
to her the cauſe of ber fadneſsor grief, which het frequent ſighs ſufficiently expreſt 
to be engrafted in her ſoul , proceeding from ſome hidden reaſon nat yet revealed, 
eAminta by the Princes importunity, wtioſe love and ſeverity ſeemed prettily wo- 
ven together, after a few tears mixt with many pauſes , and two or three deep ſighs, 
as if her tongue were afraid to become a traytor to her heart in the diſcovery , ut- 
tered theſe words, 4 ; 1 

Moſt fair Princeſs, ſaid ſhe, let the Gods he onely blamed, if I am compelled to 
ſay, it is no other then your ſelf that cauſeth my ſmart. Chria, finding an anſwer 
ſo much againſt her expectation, and much more intention, could not chuſe but 
look her full in the face, though with a kinde of ſilent reproof; as if ſhe rather yet 
excuſed her ou ignorance, then accuſed Aminta's ſuſpicion; but the maid. redou- 
bling her words, like a fierce tyrant with multitude of blows ; when he had his 
enemy at his mercy: Nay, ſaid ſhe , you have cruelly, as I fear, conſpited my 
life, and which is worſe, no Phyſick can be applied to my wounded Soul, but what 
remedies your ſelf ſhall bring; like tbe Scorpion, that onely heals what hurt his 
Sting procured: Cleria being amazed at theſe expreſſions; Aminta, aſter ſome pauſe

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again, utteredthis language, know dear © laria , that Marciſſus cannot live without 
the converſation of his admired and beloved Miſtreſs, which anely hath cauſed- this 
ſtrange Metamorphoſis. before your eyes, to be turned; to a, more deadly form, if 
yon cruelly deny the grace that 1 humbly require. By this rhetorick the, Princeſs 
was ſufficiently informed of her Patient: however, for ſame kum (be reſtediſilent, 
until at laſt ſhe deſired to know how be could excuſe his abſence to his. Facber? N- 
ciſſas quickly anſwered; that pretending a Journey inta Jyria, to he hetter inſttuct- 
4 faſhions and cuſtoms of that Court, he had procured. leave to travel for 
ſome while , though he intended to make no further a Voyage, then to her beaute- 
ous ſelf, in which ſchool all excelleney and content, as he ſaid, was to he perfect- 
ly learned; then held his peace with ſuch a begging look, that Cleria had ſcarce 
power to contradict , until with tears in her fair eyes, ſhe after ſome ſmall ſilence 
uſed theſe words. e e ©, 940.1 u 
Dear Narciſſus, ſaid ſhe, for ſo J muſt call you, in that you have endeavoured 
to merit that name at my hands; though I cannot but reprove the over · boldneſs 
of your attempt, ſince thereby it ſhould ſeem, you have miſ. interpreted all my fa- 
vours; having ſo little reſpect to my honour, as that you have borrowed this falſe 
diſguiſe, to ſatisfie your pretended paſſion, which the world will neither excuſe in 
you, nor allow in me, if it be once known, how you were ſecretly entertained by 
my allowance, in the habit of a Countrey Maid: Yer to let you ſee how charitable 
Iam, notwithſtanding your tranſgreſſion, I freely forgive the fault paſt , ſo you 
will now repent, and make ſatisfaction, in your returning ſpeedily again from 
whence you came, not giving me further occaſion to be jealous of my never yet 
ſuſpected modeſty; this being ſaid, ſhe ended with ſuch a look, as ſhewed plainly 
ſhe ſpake againſt che deſires of ber own heart. But Narciſſus , who could put no 
leſs a difference between his admittance and denial, then a bleſt Paradice and a moſt 
unkinde and cruel baniſhment , told her, that if (he had a will to deſtroy him, ſhe 
might enjoyn that pehance , ſince he was reſolved to abſtain from all natural food, 
unſeſs he ſhould be ſed in her preſence, by the fight of her perfections; and with 
that caſt down his eyes with ſo ſorrowful a look upon the ground, as if he ſought no- 
thing but a Grave, if he could not enjoy the life of her converſation. | 
Choria, after ſhe had attentively beheld him, and then look d up at the Heavens, 
as if from thence we expected ſupernatural aſſiſtance, and again reſted ſilent, with 
abundance of tears guſhing violently from het fair eyes, at laſt broke out into theſe 
imprecations : that if ever by any accident, his being with her in a diſguiſed habit, 
came to be revealed to the knowledge of the world, the vowed by ſome means or 
other, to become her own executioner , as a bloody teſtimony of her abſolute chaſte 
intentions; in the mean time, ſhe told him, to facisfie his pleaſures, he was too cruel 
to exa from her ſuch deſperate conditions. 25 
Narciſſns , ſcarce hearing what ſhe ſaid, being tranſported with ſuch a joy, as 
religiong men uſe to poſſeſs in extaſies, not onely having broken through the diſ- 
covery, but in being ſo beyond his hopes accepted, began to grow bold in his feli- 
city, inſomuch as he could not forbear, to imprint loves character upon her fair lips; 
until ſhe in a grave diſdain, to be ſo aſſaulted by his preſumption, not onely comman- 
ded him in a ſevere look to keep at a farther diſtance, but withal told him, that he had 
already ſo exceedingly provoked her juſt anger, that ĩt was capable to deſtroy choſe 
ſmall ſparkles of love, which charity had kindled in her compaſſionate boſom ; 
and with that haſtily roſe from her ſear, with ſuch another bluſh, as inflamed Diana's 
baſhful modeſty, to become cruelly revengeful; which preſently turned the youth 
into an immoveable poſture , ſcarce knowing whether he breathed or no. The ſud- 
den coming of Roxana to ſeek the Princeſs, gave no time at all for expoſtulation, 
that abſolutely left Narciſſms to converſe onely with his own deſpair ;\fince ſhe and 
her governeſs went preſetitly to viſit the ſick Queen en Alle 
However the Princeſs { lia, though ſhe uſed not thoſe familiarities with her 
play fellow Amira, (being over jealous of her own honour) as ſhe was accuſtomed, 
yet ſtieforbore not ſtill to command her ſervice upon all otaſions, and with — 
| miles 
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ſmiles would oſten ſnew, ſhe was not unrecoverably diſpleaſed with her, for her 
late paſlionare attempt, though ſhe totally avoided her company in private; which 
was the reaſon that frequently ſhe and Ro ans, would walk to a certain cliff by the 
Sea ſide; where was a Grove of Cyprus Trees, that afforded a convenient ſhade, 
to protect their converſation from the Sun, or Winds violence; whilſt; in the mean 
time they might with what liberty they pleaſed, behold the Ships that entered the 
Haven not far off that place. And this delight, one day above the reſt, not one- 
ly invited the Princeſs Cloria, in the cool of the day, to the accuſtomed recreation; 
but cauſed her to deſire her governeſs , that ſhe would hear her play of her Lute, 
to try whether by the occaſion of her Journey; ſhe had not for want of practice, loſt 
that little sxill ſhe formerly had; which being accompanied by her excellent voice,

cannot accompliſh > Nay, put caſe, ſaid Roxane, that you were fitted with a com- 
panion, that had all perfections in his ſoul, that might render your minde and con- 
verſation ſatisfied, yet if his body were either aged or deformed, I pray conſider, 

what delight you would take in ſuch ſociety? It is true, ſaid Cloria, becauſe natu- 

rally we take pleaſure in beauty, which would not appear in a perſon of that condi...

ſhe found her ſelf overcome, in that which toucht her to the quick, but becauſe at 

the inſtant ſhe reflected upon the Metamorphoſis of Aminta, who ſo lively repreſent- 

ed the compariſon, although ignorant ly alledged by the old woman ;. But what an- 

ſwer it would have produced, cannot be known, for they were both interrupted, 

by the ſudden appearing, (contrary to their expectation, and to their no ſmall.

ſome joy we may conſider Rexaxa, this unexpected change of entertainment , from

puniſh her ſelf, OO oy er TRE Ofiras 'vain imagination. But being 
altogether tyred with theſe di verſities of paſſions, which again brought her to that 
temper, that ſhe was in ſome kinde capable of profitable conſideration, ſhe hepan 
to gather up the ſcattered remnants uf her torn attire , and by the help of a'Glafs 
there preſent, ſhe a little accommodated her own diſcompoſure, not out of any cu- 
rioſity ſhe deſired to uſe cowards her perſon, but onely to prevent che diſcovery of 
her diſcontents, not knowing bow ſoon again ſhe might be ſurprized. And 2 the 
aſter ſhe had performed what ſhe thought was moſt neceſſary , to re · èdiie hat 
ſhe had unframed by her violence, ſhe went and i down in the Chair, leaning her 
head over the back , with both her hands faſtned upon her knee, whilſt in the mean 
time her eyes were filled with tears, and ber looks ſtedfatly fixed upwards , as if fh 
implored the Heavens aid in her misfortunes : thus ſhe remained, until Rox444, 
by the direction of OHirus ſervant , was brought into the Gallery, to accompany 
her Miſtriſs, which C {ria notwithſtanding perceived not, till both the fellow was 
gone, and. Roxana ſeeing hex ſad poſture , approached to waken her out of her ſad- 
neſs, ſo that at laſt, by the importunity af two or three calls, the almoſt dead 
Princeſs ſeemed by a ſlow motion to take new life, like a young Phenix ifter bet 
Mothers obſequies; and when ſhe had ſent forth a couple of deep ſighs, as aſſured 
meſſengersof her inward ſorrow , being ſtill preſt by Roca, to know the catiſe 
of her diſcontent (for {ht was an intire ſtranger to the encounter berweet her and 
Ofirus) (he at laſt told her, ſhe had been lately tormented by a hateful fur), and if. 
by her wiſdome ſhe could not be diſ-ingaged from the inchantment, ſhe was afraid 
it had got ſo much poſſeſſion of her perſon, that it muſt needs turn her refolurions 
to the forſaking of what ſhe moſt affected, or abſolntely deſtroy that life ſhe was 
willing to preſerve , becauſe her friends wiſhed it. This diffracted language "and 
unnſual looks, made Roxane the more eager to be ſatisfied.

ying without Heirs Males of his Body, the King of Armenia, by the pro- 
| vocation 
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vocation of Swaſtror, claimed the forfeiture of the Countrey, as an Eſcheat belong 
ing to his Kingdome; and of the other ſide, Orſames ſtood for the title of ode of 
his own Subjects, who certainly had the juſt right in the principality, though not 
condeſcend unto by the other party; which at laſt, procured the railing of power- 


ful armies of both ſides; bur before they could come conveniently to encounter one 


with another, it was neceſſary they ſhould paſs Arabia, a Countrey not one ly 
mountainous, bur belonging to a Prince, that as he was near of kin to Soraſtros, by 
former alliance, ſo was he for the preſent Married to a Siſter of Orſames, which 
made him have a hard part to play; deſiring to-keep an equal ballance between both 
theſe contentions, until the Gods at one time took away both his care and life: but 
his Widow , quickly put his Children under the protection of Orſame her Brother, 
by which means his pretenſions became much more fortified , inſomuch as Soraſtros 
had no other way to countervail that intereſt , but co caaſe the two Uncles of the 
young Prince, to lay claim to the Dominion , as pretending the Childe not to be 
legitimate : this imagined Title, quickly made a diviſion of all the Nobilicy of the 
Countrey , ſome taking part with the Brothers, others vrith the young Duke; 
whilſt in the mean time both Orſames and Soraſtros put in for their own intereſt , the 
one pretending a juriſdiction in the Countrey, in the Childrens Right, as the othez 
fought to ſtrengthen the Uncles Titles; which contention made the poor Subjects 
become miſerable, ſince they were forced to ſuſtain the charge of the ambitious Ar- 
mies; and Arabia being made the Theater of the War, the walled Towns were the 
onely receptacles of proviſions, and protection for the inhabitants, which appea- 
red to be more laſting, for that the Victories ſeemed to go by turns a long time; 
till at laſt the Egyptian Forces prevailing, the Princeſs, with the young Duke, 
was conſtrained , for want of timely aſſiſtance from her Brother, being buſicd in 
other affairs, to ſeek refuge in one of the ſtr md"deſt Torcified. Cities of the 
Countrey ; where being not onely beſieged , but violently aſſaulted by the adverſe 
party, ſhe had a task hard enough, to eſcape by an e flight in the night, 
whilſt in the interim, the Town, was yielded into hands of her Brothers- in- aw, 
though the Caſtle ſtil] kept poſſeſſion for the ful Prince : the Enemy, by bis ſuc- 
ceſs, appeared in a manner quite poſſeſſors of the Whole Counttey; until Orſamei 
General, lying with his Army upon the Cotifines of Syria, neceſſarily to repair 
the decay of his Forces, hearing ofthe — progreſs of the Nobility, con- 
ceived it more then time to ſtop this overflowing current, unleſs he would ſuffer not 
onely the Duke to be diſ. inherited by the practiſes of his Uncles, but his Maſter to 
be diſhonoured by the power of the Egyptian: wherefore, as deſperate diſeaſes 
are to be cured by extraordinary Phyſick, not ſo much as ſtaying for the neceſſary 
recruit of his Army, marched with a hafte anſwerable to the greatneſs of the De- 
fign, which was, again to recover the loft Town , that ſeemed principally co 
command the whole Conntrey , or bury himſelf, and all his Soldiers before thoſe - 
Walls, he ſhould not be able to enter. At his arriyal, he not onely ſet upon thoſe 
Troops that were placed to ſtop his paſſage, but gave them an intire Defeat, though 
their numbers far exceeded thoſe he conducted, that alſo were accompanied with 
the diſadvantage of being wearied in their Journey, having nothing but their own 
invincible courages to ſupply the defect. But however, this admirable eſteemed 
Victory, both poſſeſſed the brave General of the Town, and reduced many of the 
revolted Nobility, to their lawful obedience; yet the ſparkles of ſo great a diſunion, 
were impoſſible to be buried in the Cinders of a quiet Peace; eſpecially, fince the 
Egyptian neighbouring Countries were alwayes capable to kindle new flames, with- 
out ſome agreement by conſent, ſo that it was deſigned to uſe all means could be 
deviſed , to render the Uncles content; wheredy the Prince might the better be 
ſecured , and eſtabliſhed in his rightful" Mheritance, and che Countrey freed from 
the fear of any more Civil War; in proſecution of which, the one was bought 
with rich gifts, to become Orſamer General in thoſe Wars he intended againſt Sora. 
ſtros, by reaſon of theſe occaſions; and the other was Married to the Dukes Siſter, 
his own Neece; the likelier to cominue his friendſhip between him and his „ 
aw. 
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law, and make the party ſtronger for Orſames intentions, which was to revenge 


the injurĩes that he 'conceived the Æ pi, intended againſt his Siſters honour, 
and his Nephews right. This Madam, ſaid Roæana, bath been the beginning of the 
Quartels between theſe two mighty Monarchs, that both bave, and is likely ſtill: to 
diſturb the tranquility of the moſt part of Aſa, of which now the Countreyj of 
Lydia, your Fathers Kingdom, begins alſo to bear a large ſhare; ſince it is not to 
be doubted, but Philaſtrus ſets afoot the troubles there, becauſe the King would 


not joyn in an abſolute League with Syria: but ſcarce had ſhe come to this point, 


when ſhe was informed that O fru was near at hand, to viſit the Princeſs; which 
gave them no more time, then was neceſſary to prepare for his unwelcome company; 
and ſo conſequently broke off for the preſent their diſcourſ . 
Ofirus , that began to eſteem himſelf in a manner Lord of his deſires ; having his 
Miſtris affe&ions, as he believed, under his command, as he had her perſon in big 
cuſtody; nothing — — between the fruition and his hopes, but a few.ceremo- 
nious a pprobations of her Parents; entred the room, not like a fearful Lover, or a 
modeſt Suiter, but already a married Husband, taking preſently Cloria in his arms; 
whileſt he prophaned, as ſhe imagined, the chafte temple of her Lips, with three or 
four im pure kiſſes, chat left them after a while; to bluſh for the attempt; however he 
preſently turned to Noæana, and told her, that when the Nuptials were paſt, he 
would ſtudy ſome convenient preferment for ber age; either by a rich Husband to 
keep her ſides warm, or an honourable juriſdiction, to exerciſe her experience; not 
knowing how little faithiul ſhe had been, and intended to be, to his purpoſes: 
notwithſtanding he humbly thanked him for his gracious favour. After this he be- 
gan to fall into a large commendation of all his vertues; but eſpecially of bis admi- 
rable valour, that never refuſed any danger, how great and common ſoever, in 
the Wars, or otherwiſe; though the 7 of his perſon was a ſufficient priyiledge, 
as he ſaid againſt ſuch attempts. But duri : 
which gave poor Cloria u ſufficient ſurfeit, he was informed, that a Herald attend- 
ed in the Gallery, with a Letter fram the Camp. Ofras believing that it was ſome 
offered Treaty of Compoſition from ſames, hearing of the determination of his 
Father, to raiſe the Siege, inſtantly commanded the Meſſenger to be brought into 
his preſence, that his Miſtriſs might be witneſs of his Glory: after he had received 
and opened the Letter, he read it aloud, that the whole company might be ſatisfied 
in the Contents, ſcorning to conceal what reſolution ſoever of the Enemy; how. 
ever contrary to his expectation, the Writing ſpake this Language. | 


Ofirus, I am to let you know, thut your Meſſenger , whom you intended to ſend into 
Cyprus, is ſurprixed by aur Army; whereby the. Love you offer to the fair Princeſs 
Cloria, is diſcovered, with jour Deſign, to demand her in Marriage, of ber Mot her, 
the Quten Hyacinthia; which is a requeſt, neither in her power to grant, nor for your, 
Honour to deſire; fince 1 pretend a former promiſeof her Affection, not to be releaſed by 
any Power , unleſs ſue her ſelf do unworthily fie from the Contract; an act, I can ne- 
ver believe, until 1 ſer it under-written by that white Hand , that I ſuppeſs will not.he 
conſenting to ſo black a Deed : in the mean time I muſt think it, either a projet of gaur 
own fooliſh Preſæmption, or a Conſtraint , proceeding from the wicked, Tyranny ef ber 
Imppriſoument , that gives gon boldneſs to make ſo unjuſt a demand.

the time that he was uſing theſe brags, 
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After that Oſirs had read the Letter, and for ſome. time conſidered. the Contents 
thereof with a diſdainful ſmile he told the Meſſenger ; that as he pardoned his raſh- 
neſs, for bringing ſuch peremptory Lines, to be preſented to a Majeſty not to be 
diſcerned by ſo poor a lighras bis own; ſo be commanded him to let the Boy know, 
not onely bis own contempt of his perſon, but that the Princeſs Cloria , (who way 
a Wife rather fit for the Gods, then fora Childe of ſo mean condition) diſdained 
the very.meationing of his Love; wherein, be thought he much obliged ber with a 
complement. And forthe Combat , if the greateſt Monarch of the wocld had ſent 
him 8 Challenge (as he ſaid) he mult therein have followed the direction of bis Coun- 
cel; much leſs endeavour to give ſatiafaction to fuck prepoſterous Lines, After the 
Meſſenger was diſcharged , O/ir« went out of the Room, as if his choler had got 
the abſolute prerogative over his brogs ; whilſt in the mean time, Cloriaand her Go- 
verneſs, had ſportenoughto laugh at his folly, as well as to be joyful at the neigh. 
bourhood of Narciſſus. which gave them ſufficient. imployment and delight all the 
day following; However, the next morning, to their no ſmall amazement , they 
were called up to the Leads of the Caſtle , to behold 4 great diſtraction in Orſame: 
Army, before the Town, wherein appeared an extraardinary ſlaughter; upon what 
ground they could not poſſibly imagine, unleſs it were ſome accidental, and unfor. 
cunace mutiny amonęſt themſelves; which notwithſtanding , ſo much troubled them 
both, that they ſoon retired, with the undelighifulneſs of the proſpect , into their 
own Lodgings , to attend the iſſue of the ſappoled difference, where they had not 
reſted two hours, tormented with variable fears, and greedy expectations, before 
they were informed, that fome Troops ſent by Soraftros to relieve his Son, becauſe 
he could not yet ſpare more Forees from his new euagements, had with invincible 
courage made their paſſage throngh the Enemies Camp, and with ſafety got en- 
trance into the Town, to the abſolute — the Garriſon; which (as twas 
delivered) created new courage in the hearts of the people; inſomuch that now (as 
they laid ) they did not care ſor the continuance of the Siege, ſince they were ſuffi · 
iently provided againſt all Orſames power. Cliria and Roxana , notwithſtanding 
this news, were extream glad it was no worſe; although of the other ſide, they 
were troubled to think upon the protraction of their delivery, if their project 
ſhould any way miſcarry, the accident giving conveniency to double the Guards in 

place, one of the greateſt obſtacles to the Deſign; however their hopes ſo 
ueber their fears, that theit imaginations were contented in ſome ſort to reſt 
ſatisfied, 1 | | 3499 
But O ſirus, being puft up with the joy of theſe new ſuccours,not onely, ſor that they 
ſo much ſtrengthened his Forces in the Town, but had, as he believed, moſt courage- 
ouſly beaten Orſamet, ſince they made their way through his whole Army, reſolyed 
the next GH in perſon to make a general ſally upon the Enemy; and by that 
means, as he hoped, abſolutely to finiſh the Siege: neither could he abſtain from 
ſending a Meſſenger to the Princeſs , as well to inform her of his ſucceſs, as to pro- 
miſe her the chaſtiſement of the proud Boy Narciſſus, as be termed him; which be- 
like he imagined would be moſt welcome news to her ears, Cloria; although ſhe 
ſcarce liked his determination, yet ſhe was confident enongh of his want of power 
to execute his reſolution ; knowing that Orſames, ber Uncle, neither wanted Soul- 
diers in his Camp, to reſiſt his attempt, nor conduct in his Officers, to be ſuffi- 
ciently watchful againſt any ſurprize; eſpecially being taught provident experience 
by che laſt dayes Conflict; and for Narciſſ un, who went neareſt her heart, alt hougli 
ſhe was poſſeſſed wich ſome gentle fears continually of bis ſafety, yet ſhe was abun 
dantly confidentof higValour'; not onely in the conſideration of the bold Challenge 
he had lately ſent Oi, but in the common report ſhe had heard of his Fame, du- 
ring theſe Wars , under the Title of the White Knight; however ſhe· was content, 
by the perſwaſton of her Governeſs, to return a diflembling thanks for the Princes 
—_ „ that he would vonchſafe to make her acquainted with his great and ſecret 
gns. * — | . N 
After the Meſſenger was departed, as Cloria and Roxana ſpent moſt of the 
day, 
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day, andthe night following, in diſcourſes concerning their Aﬀeairs, (in which in. 
terim, now and then the ſweet Princeſs let fall ſome tears, with many ſilent Prayers 
to the Gods , both for the proſperity of her Condition; and the ſafety of Narrnj: 
fu ;) ſo of the other ſide, Oſfirus was more then buſied in the prepattion, and en- 
couragement of his Souldiers, ſometime taking counſel, whether it were better to 
ſet upon the Enemy in the day, or the night; and how to mannage the Sally they in- 
tended to make, to the beſt advantage : other while he canſed falſe Alarums to be 
given to the Camp, with beat of Drum, and ſound of Trumpet, whereby the bet - 
ter not onely to deceive Orſames expectation, that he might be lefs prepared , when 
he ſhould ſet upon him, but alſo to weary his Souldiers, remaining in their Arms; 
all which imployment took up the time, until O/irus (after two da yes, in the dead of 
the night, fo determined by a Councel of War) iſſued forth out of the Ton] wich 
moſt of his Forces, onely leaving the Burgers to man the Walls; and marched in 
that manner ſilently, without any noiſe at all, the better to ſtirprize the Enemy. 
But contrary to his expectation, or rather to his extraordinary amazement, he 
found the Camp raiſed , and Orſames gone; onely ſome ſew left (as they confeſſed, 
being taken by the Souldiers) to ſet fire to the Camp the next morning. This news; 
as it gave ſufficient cauſe of wonder to O ſirus Army, ſo it —— with 
joy into the Town; wherefore ,- the Troops returning again, after ight Sa · 
crifices were performed to the Gods, every one betook chemſelves to thoſe appe- 
tites that beſt pleaſed their ſenſualities; the Citizens onely taking care, as in time of 
Peace; for the ſafety of the City: but by this ſtrange; or rathet ominous accidents, 
Ctoria's hopes ſeemed now to be abſolutely raviſned, and her miſerable. captivity to 
be eternally prolonged; nor had Roxane courage leit her to comfort hor for. 
rowful Miſtriſs in any kinde, that could produce the ſeaſt flattering confidence; yet 
after they had ſpent the tedious day in diverſity of paſſions, which appeared to bo 
the more tyrannical, for that they were forced in part, to ſmother their griefs in 
their ſecret boſoms, that they might not come to the knowledge of thoſe ſpies, which 
were commanded to attend their perſons, if not ſecure their impriſonment; at night 
they both caſt themſelves downupon'their Beds, without taking the -pains to pull off 
their Cloathes, not believing that reſtthey were probably to take, could merit the 
labout. a 8 ä | D ent e 
However they bad not repoſed in that poſture much above two hours, in fright- 
ful Slumbers, and diſquiet Dreams , engendred in their thoughts by deſpairing ap- 
ebenſions, when of the ſudden they were called up by a Maid Servant, to be- 
bold a bloody Conflict in the Caſtle Hall, whereof they hiad the more commodity to 
be ſpectators, in regard the Window of the Wardrobe that belonged to their Lodg- 
ings, had a full proſpect into the place: the fight ſeemed more horrid; in regard 
onely of a faint light proceeding from a dark Lamp, that was hunꝑ in che middle of 
the Room, which rather appeared like the Taper of Death, ſince it was the means 
to ſhew the way to a greater ſlaughter, then was commodious, or at all delight- 
ful to the view: but after a while that the confuſed combatants either wearied by 
overmuch deſtruction, or the prevailing party having gained too apparent advan 
over thoſe of the Caſtle, (in part to be diſcerned by their Livery) began to-brearbe, 
whilſt the others fled , either to ſeek more help, or to ſave their lives; yet long they 
had not enjoyed that repoſe, (and I may ſay in fome ſort neceſſary) hut chey might 
hear a Knight among the reſt, that ſeemed to be the chief Captain of the Compa- 
ny in Command, to blame them for their ſlothfulneſs in proſecution; ,.confidering

with theſe words flouriſhing a little his Sword about his head, he endeavoured co 
make a new paſſage into the innermoſt Rooms; but long it. was hot before he was 
ſtrongly oppoſed by a Guard at the Door, that courageoully-denyed him entraner, 
until many of their lives had paid for the bold attempt. This. brought Oſirus ready 
armed to warramt his Guards Commiſſion; ſo that the Knight was forced. to retire 
back into hg Hall, not ſo much to give way to thefory of his ſtroak, as perceiviog 
him to be the Prince by his own Language, to have the more ſpace conveniently. to

fight , ſince he found himſelf (hut up in a ſtrait entry: never till then began a com- 
bat worth the beholding; for, as Oſirus ſeemed co contend; for the defence of his

Then the Princeſs began again to be poſſeſſed with ſome new fears, as doubting 


the iſſue of the fight, ſince ſhe beheld both their armours alike beſprinkled with 


blood, which cauſed her a little to withdraw: ber fight; by the interpoſition of « 
certain curtain that covered the windows; however not being able long to with- 
hold her curious though diſtracted looks, from that fearful object as ſhe conceived, 
after ſome more time looking again into the Hall, ſhe might behold Oſirus fall 
down , before the conquering Sword of brave Narciſſus ; who preſently not- 
withltanding made haſte to him with ſeeming wings of charity and compaſſion, 
and ſoon unlaced his Head - piece, with intention to give him ſome refreſhing ayre, 
as the moſt neceſſary means to call him again out of his ſounding, that appeared 
to his apprehenſion the next neighbour unto death: Oſrus aſter he had recovered 
a new life by this courteſie, fixed his eyes ſledſaſtly upon him, as if however 
in a manner, he diſdained all aſſiſtanee in that nature; until at laſt in an appearing 
paſſion, he uttered theſe words : Is it poſſible the Gods can thus envy my fate, as 
not onely to make me a baſe Captive in my own Caſtle, bat to neceſſitate my for- 
tunes to ſuch a condition, as to render me needful of an enemies favour? may , ra- 
ther ſaid he, let me dye a thouſand times in the heighth of your cruelties, and my 
own misfortune : then preſently ſhut his eyes again, as if he hated the dayes light, 
though as it might be thought, more for his conceived diſgrace to be ſo overcome, 
then for the loſs of his liberty and proſperity ; however Nureiſſus commanded 
bis Officers, inftantly to bear the wounded: Prince to his Chamber, without any 
other reply, then that bis condition required patience and not paſſion; which ab- 
ſolutely made up the full period of his fortunate glory, to the amazed content of 


his-moſt beautiful love: but Cloris being perſwaded by Riixara , to give Nar- 


eiſſus a viſit in the Hall, ſince that was the honourable Theater, where he had act- 
ed ſo valiant a part for her delivery, ſhe haſted in her reſolutions to that wiſhed 
entertainment, which diverted other conſiderations; however Narciſſus not ſo cold 
in his love to his fair Miſtriſs , after he had diſpoſed of Ofrus to ſafe cuſtody, with 
a ſtrict command for his noble uſage, and a diligent care to be had of his wounds, 
made what haſte he could up into the Princeſ Chamber, as to the Temple where he 
intended to offer his firft Sacrifice after his Victoties, which was the occaſion they 
both met upon tlie ſtairs. | 1475] | 
© Narciſſus when he beheld the onely Goddeſs of his heart, had much ado to 
abſtain'from-open'Tdolatry; however, his tongue could not forbear theſe expreſſi- 
ons, when he had ſealed his own welcome, with his longing lips upon ber "white 
band: Moſt excellent Princeſs, ſaid he, the onely hope of my life, and the ve- 
ry life of all my hopes, whoſe goodneſs and beauty are ſuch parallels of perfect ion, 
that heaven And earth ſeem to have conſpired in your Birth; ſince by the one you 
conquer the world, as by the other you do more then prevail wich the Divine Pow- 
ers. And yet ſaid Cloria; you ſeemed to challenge a great prerogative in my 
ore, when you durſt expreſs in your Letter to Oſirut, your intereſt ro my perſon

and affection, in ſo bold a tile and language, without my privacy and allowa nce, 
which might have coſt me dear, if your fortune had not been better then your 
temper. At which reproof Narciſſus (fearing he had exaſperated the Princeſs an- 
ger by that Declaration) began with trembling and diſtracted words, co make an 
apology for that preſumption: But merciful C/oia, when ſhe Had conducted 
um into her own Chamber, and there for ſome time entertained him with pretty 
ſmiles; onely enjoyned him for his pennance, the relation of his adventures, ſince 
ſhe left him at her Mothers Court, in the habit of Aminta: yet conſidering what a 
diſcovery, unawares ſhe had made to Roxana's knowledge, ſhe could not chuſe but 
grow red, whilſt her Governeſs lookt her in the face with ſome wonder, to hear of the 
name of Aminta her own ſervant, and Narciſſus her Miſtriſs Lover to be the ſame 
perſon : This made the Princeſs bluſh with the more violence, -till at laſt theriddle 
was unfolded by her ſelf, ſince it could not be any longer kept ſecret ; however with 
a conjuration to her Governeſs, never to divulge it to any perſon living. But ha- 


ving appeaſed all theſe differences, at laſt Narciſſus whom ſhe onely blamed for the | 


act, began his ſtory in this manner, 

After, ſaid he, the news of your ſtrange loſs was ſpread through your Mothers 
Court, and ſo conſequently over all the Iſland of Cyprus, which left no corner 
without grief and ſorrow, I reſolved preſently, to change my diſguiſe ,* and ſearch 
you in every place, that could afford any probabilicy of your abode ; and firſt ic 
came into my imagination, that you might be voluntarily retired into Lydia, 
to accompany your Father in his neceſſities; however that was but a fancy to all 
knowing judgements, ſince you would before the determination, have made the 
Queen acquainted with your reſolution ,. who rather believed that ſome love con- 
ſpiracy between us two, had made you privately quit the Countrey: but as both [ 
and others ſuppoſed we knew not what, ſo I went I knew not where, till at laſt 
by a rough Journey at Sea, I arrived upon the Coaſt of Caria, with an intention 
to enquire whether or no, you made your abode in your Fathers Court, however I 
was before-hand convinced in the improbability of the demand; where neverthe- 
leſs by chance, I met with a Ship of thoſe Pyrates, that had fled from the ret that 
took you Priſoner , not being conſenting to your tranſportatioa into Egypt, 
which was put into that harbour, with a reſolution, if they could not be admit - 
ted ſpeedily into the ſervice of Ezarchws againſt his own Subjects, who had al- 
ready as twas reported imployed moſt of his Royal Navy againſt his Command, 
they would direct their courſe co Tyre, to make the ſame offer to O- ſames your 
Uncle, by which means I became abſolutely informed of them, of all thoſe paſ- 
ſages that concerned your perſon, amongſt the Pyrates before your coming to 
Memphis: but they receiving a refufal, by reaſon the King your Father eſteemed not 
himſelf , yet ready for their aſſiſtance, I determined to take the commodity of 
that Ship for my tranſportation into Syria: however, becauſe the Veſſel needed 
ſome reparation before it could go out of the Haven of Caria, I had ſufficient ſea- 
ſure given me in a diſguiſe, to inform my ſelf of the affairs. of your Father, as a 
duty belonging to you, whom as I was told had lately quitted the City of Sarda, 
and was retired for his greater ſecurity (though with a very few company) to Thea- 
tira , a place as it was conceived much more addicted to his ſervice: upon my arrival 
I found him in a condition in that City beyond my expectation, not onely attended 
by moſt of the Gentry and Nobility of the Kingdome of Lydia , but going to a 
great aſſembly of people gathered together by his command; unto whom he made 
an oration to this pur pofe.

needful for Subjects, ſince the diſputation of command onely , will diſtract rhe 
refolutions G uch as are commanded in their obedience; whereby profitable 
reſplutions cannot be put in execution. Beſides, if I ſhould poorly ſuffer my 
ancient Right to be invaded, can it be thought my laſting poſteriry , will be can- 
tent in after ages, with ſuch a loſs ? ſince they will have many Princes, ſtung 
wich the example, to aſſiſt them in the juſtneſs of the quarrel ; which will ac 
laſt, either endanger the Subjects of the Kingdome, to be made Captives ro For- 
reign Power, or at the leaſt , fill the whole Realm with Blood and Slaughters, 
to its abſolute deſtruction? So that, I ſay, as theſe 1 moſt laudible fan 
4 on- 
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conveyed. unto you by the wiſdome of your Anceſtors, ſo do not you by your own 
ſtupid wilfulneſs, (for no better can J call it) eadeayour to aboliſh that excellent 
Government, that hath continued you happy for ſo many ages; reſembling the 
Giants, that made a prepoſterous War with Heaven, until they and their proud en- 
deavours were all buried in a confuſed deſtruction. I ſpeak not this, that I ſo much 
doubt you in your affections, as I fear dthers in their ſubtilties; for as no hypo- 
criſie is ſo dangerous, as that which brings with it the name of Religion; ſo no 
bait is ſo catching , as that which is ſweetned with the pr6miſe of liberty. Remem- 


ber but your paſt delight, and compare it with the preſent diſtraction, and I am 


aſſured you will finde a difference; wherefore if theſe be but the beginnings of evils, 
conſider what the end will be: Alterations of Government are like deſperate purges, 
that at the beſt exceedingly diſtemper , and at the worſt are deadly. If you ſhould 
have more freedom then you have , you would but break your windes before you ger 
to the end of your courſe; and if you have leſs then you enjoy, may the Gods pu- 
niſh me for my tyranny; let your old Law- marks guide you in your ſubjection and 
obedience , and ſuffer no new ones to be ſet up, that will not teach you to void 
Rocks, ſince you are not acquainted with their ſtations. That Subject muſt needs 
be in great ſlavery , that neither knows a certain rule whereby to do well, or can 
comprehend the power of the Lord he is to obey: let the things you know be your 
puniſhment or reward, by which you may eaſily ſquare your endea vours, and not 
bring a judgement upon your ſelves, for that you cannot poſſibly learn; ſince it 
will not be your crime that condemns you, but other opinions that judges you. But 
perchance it may be alledged, that this unlimited juriſdiction is to laſt but during the 
neceſſity of the time; unto which it may as probably be anſwered , that as any new 
authority obtained, is ſeldom or never given over, but by force; ſo of the other 
fide , it is more then ſuſpicious there is no ſuch intention, when the old way is ſuf- 
ficient to govern moderarely by, without ſeeking a new, by injurious difficulties , 


no, no, be not deceived, for ſcarce yet a change hath been made in any State 


(under what pretenſions ſoever) that ever it came to the ſame form again, notwith- 
ſtanding ſomething plauſible at the firſt, was offered to the people, to procure it 
the fairer paſſage. In a word, I muſt confeſs your liberty is as convenient as my pre- 
rogative, and without which, neither of both can be happy: Wherefore let us re- 

ſolve, that neither the one nor the other, ſhall be deſttoyed by violence or craſt; 
and as I will never ftretch my juriſdiction to prejudice you, ſo do not you abuſe 
your own liberty to deſtroy your ſelves. — pho 

— the Kings ſpeech was variouſly interpreted by the multitude, who 
were bewitched with the deſires of equality; yet the Gentry and Nobility put on 
ſuch ſtrong reſolutions to defend your Fathers Rights, ſince upon that depended the 
honour of their own Dignities , that in a ſhort time, as I have been ſince inform- 
ed, he became Maſter of a brave Army, commanded by his own Nephew , called 
Thyaſmus, younger Brother to Prince Caſſianus, who had been taken priſoner by 
the King of Armenia, in ſeeking to revenge, or rather maintain his dead Fathers 
quarrel; from whence after ſome time of noble impriſonment, he was releaſed 
without any other ranſom , then that he ſhould never, during his life, bear Armes 
againſt Artaxis; which was the occaſion, he being of a reſtleſs ſpirit, that he ſought 
imployment in his Uncles Service, and by reaſon of theſe new troubles hath obtained 
it. And this dear Princeſs , is all the account Ican give you of your Fathers af- 
fairs, ſince I was forced to make haſte to the Ship I had hired of the Pyrates for my 
tranſportation to 7'yre; where being arrived, afterward I took my Journey to Da- 
maſcus, to Orſames Court, whom I found ready prepared with his Army to march 
to the Siege of Memphis; in whoſe Troops I quickly made my ſelf a Souldier , and 
ſo continued until the Meſſenger that Oſirus had ſent into Cyprus, to demand you in 

Marriage of the Queen your Mother, was taken by the Sentinels , and brought in- 
to the Camp. This diſcovery inflamed my ſoul with ſo much jealouſie, chat 1 

aße leave of Orſames to ſend the fooliſh challenge that ſeemed to claim an inte- 

reſt in your affections; for which I hope I have already received my full correction. 

J, 
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I, faid the Princeſs, when you have abſolutely made an end of your pennance, by 
finiſhing your ſtory, not yet performed, ſince the chief part is behinde , the manner 
of my deliverance ; which continued ſtill Narciſſs in his relation. After that the 
Herald, ſaid he, was returned without any ſatisfactiaon to my thoughts, in a me- 
Jancholly jealouſie, I retired from the Army, (it being the reaſon I was not in the 
laſt conflict, when the Forces ſent from Soraſtros entred the Town) for that moſt 
deſperately I blamed your inconſtancy, ſince I believed you had conſented to Oſirus 
deſires. In this diſtracted poſture I continued, until I was ſent for by Orſames, to 
be made acquainted with your Dwarfs arrival, who propounded to me the deſign 
that was to be executed. But the Gods know, my heart being freed from that 
deadly ſuſpition, of your being won by the greatneſs of Ofirus perſon , I was ready 
in my own conceit , to have reached a ſtar from heaven, to have made you a pre- 
ſent, in requital of the injury my thoughts had done your vertue; ſo that I ſtaid not 
long to conſider of my reſolution ; by which example many of the youthful No- 
bility, out of emulation, determined to take my part; however, the defign was 
not onely with a great deal of care kept ſecret from the knowledge of the common 
Souldiers, but it was ordained by the Councel of War, that the Army it ſelf ſhould 
ſeem to retire from the ſiege, to give a greater cauſe of ſecurity to the Caftle, 
whereby to be leſs prepared; ſo conſequently the more eaſily ſurprized upon the 
execution of the enterprize: with theſe reſolutions * — fortified with courage- 
ous hopes, ſince they carried with them the delivery of your excellent ſelf, from a 
tyrannical impriſonment, againſt all che Laws of Love and Juſtice) we ſailed in ſmall 
Barks up the River of Mils; and yeſterday by the conduction of your Dwarfe, 
we entred undiſcovered the Iron Gate of the Ceſtern; where, after a little ſlaugh- 
ter of the negligent watch , we became maſters of all the Courts of Guard of the 
Caftle ; and ſo with eaſe enough paſt into the Hall, until at laſt being diſcovered by 
ſome that fled from deſtruction; we were encountred by Ofiru, and the ſonldiers 
that attended upon his perſon, which gave us again new employment, ſince in truth 
both he and his followers defended themſelves with a courage to be commended, but 
in the end, our numbers (I cannot ſay altogether our valours) made them all either 
our Captives, or our Sacrifices. And ſo, ſweet Princeſs, atcordins to yourcommand, 
you have the {tory of your own power, that is able to inſpire. the weakeſt captives, 
with ſufficient force to become Conquerours ois the greateſt Monarchs. 
But he was. ſcarc@come to this point, when he felt che ſmart of a concealed 
wound he had received in his thigh, which he perceived not whileſt he was hot with 
the fight; ſo that preſently he deſired leave to retire into his Chamber, to have the 
aſſiſtance of the Chyrurgeons; which was granted him by Cloria, with a pretty 
fear however of ſome danger, diſcovered by the often changing of colour in her 
face; yet when he was there and diſarmed, the Phyſicians quickly found that it 
was but a fleſh wound, and therefore ſubject to no hazard, though ſome inconve- 
nience : before he took his reſt, becauſe it began to be day, he commanded a Flag 
to be ſer upon the top of the Caftle, to give warning to Or ſames of the ' proſperous 
ſucceſs of his enterprize, which gave occaſion to the King preſently, to march 
with his whole Army before the walls of the Town , which ſtruck the mindes of the 
people with ſuch a ſudden amazement , that upon a meſſage that was ſent them to 
yield, they preſently called a Councel, to reſolve what anſwer to return to ſo pe- 
remptory a demand; having alſo notice that Or was made a priſoner in his own 
Caſtle, This procured a great mutiny amongſt the Inhabitants; for the Townſmen 
having got the poſſeſtion of the walls, by reaſon of the Souldiers late Sally, being 
willing to fave their goods by any compoſition, reſolved to deliver Mempbis to the 
enemies forces; whileſ the others, by way of honour, contended againſt the de. 
termination, not without ſome ſlaughter on both ſides; however, Orſames in the 
confuſion aſſaulting the City, with che aſſiſtance of thoſe ſouldiers in the Caſtle; 
who ſet upon their backs, quickly reduced them to ſo much reaſon, that the Town 
was willing to render upon compoſition, that Ofirus promiſing to pay ſuch a ran- 
ſome agreed upon, ſhould have the freedom of his perſon ; but 0rſames: would 
not

vot yield, to have the glory of his Conqueſt ſpotted with any other condition , then 
wh This own mercy.was willing to grant: And with. theſe thoughts prepared bis Ar- 
my again, to enter by force, vowing the deſtruction. of all the Inhabitants. The 
Princeſs Cloria being informed of her Uncles reſolution, ſeot a meſſenger to deſire 
him, that ſince ſhe had been a Captive , ſo long a time to Ofr power, that he 
would be pleaſed now, to make him perſonally a priſoner. to her will, by which 
means ſhe ſhould in ſome ſort, revenge the indigaity. that was done to her birth 
and condition. This being rome! ſhe preſently ſent a diſcharge to Oſirus, to 
diſpoſe of himſelf and ſouldiers, in what way be ſhould like for his moſt. honour. 
The Prince, although he accepted of Cleria s noble courteſie, with all the expreſſi- 
ons of thankful acknowledgement could be deviſed ,. wherein be profeſt ſhe had 
more overcome his thoughts, with her admirable humanity , then Orſames fortunes 
had his perſon with his prevailing power; yet he aſſured her, he would pay that 
ranſome that was offered for his liberty ; and withal ſent her a rich chain of pearle, 
of an ineſtimable value, which he beſought her, ſhe.-would wear on the day of her 
marriage for his ſake, as a remembrance of his deſire, to crown her Queen not 
onely of his Kingdoms, but of his heart. When the agreement was ſealed by 
Commiſſioners of both ſides , Orſames prepared. to make his triumphant entry 
into the City, wherein Oſirus was entreated to bez party; but he not being able, to 
brook the fight of a new Prince, to be inſtalled in his right, not onely excuſed the 
acceptance of ſuch a courteſie; but after he had given a ceremonious viſit to the Prin- 
ceſs Cloria, though carried in a chair, becauſe his wounds would afford him no 


Firſt, the Foot marched with Olive branches in 
and proſperity to the inhabitants, having all theit arms adorned with Flower de Lu- 
ces gilded , beſides the brightneſs of their weapons, that by the reflection of the 
ſun gave a terrifying though pleaſing beauty to the Spectators. Aſter theſe eame 
the guard of Orſames perſon, being ten thouſand in number, who were ſo expert 
by reaſon of their continual practice, that it was a queſtion, whether they more 
honoured their maſter in time of peace, or defended him in occaſions of War. 
When theſe were paſt, which (but up dhe firſt. dayes Triumph, the next morning 
beriet richly apparalled bothin their own perſons, and their horſes trappings, 
were ranked according to their degrees, wha by the brave mannaging of their cou- 

agious beaſts, gave admirable. delight to the beholders, ſince the Sun and the 


upiter might have triumphed, after his Victory againſt the rebellious; Giants ; the 
Statue of Mart, the God of War, was placed at his; back, crowning him with a 
Victorious Laurel, whileſt many Cupids ſeemed to ſupport the Cuxtaim of his Cha- 
riot, where his Guard hemm' d him in from the cromd of the vulgar, though 
not from the light of the people, ſince he was 10. high mounted in his. ſeat. — 
ſowed the maſter of his Horſe, leading a ſpare one of the! Arabian, hrerd, c 
with a Capariſon of watcher Velvet, embroidered with Flower de ꝶ uces of Gold; 
beating in bis top a; Phenix plume ;.which.ſhew being paſt, Jene 
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brought up the Rear, who exceedeth no more for beauty and number , then for 
skill and vatour : And in this order followed their great maſter , co the chief gate 
of Memphũ; where entring, he was for ſome time entertained, with theſe Verſes 
yritcen in Capital Letters of Gold.

Which finiſhed, he went to the great Temple, to offer Sacrifice to the 
Gods for his-proſperous ViQories , and afterward to the Caſtle, where Cleria 
ſtood ready at the Gate to receive her Uncle, accompanied by the chief Ladies 
of the City. | den 

But — every one ſeemed amazed at that admirable beauty, dreſt with ſo 
ſweet a modeſty , ſeeing her with ba ſhful bluſhes preſent her fir ſalutations to 
br ſames, yet Philos whoſe youth and greatneſs might, as he thought, pretend to 
any love, without the contradiction of what intereſt ſoever; began to be kindled 
with violent flames at the brightneſs of the object, though for the preſent, he 
tempered bis paſſion from being perceived. This continued the longer hid, as well 
for want of opportunity to operate, as becauſe the brave Prince of Arabia, who 
owed che protection of his Perſon and Countrey to Orſames, could not chuſe as he 
believed , but honour his triumphs with ſome endeavours of his own: ro that pur- 
pole he proclaimed in his Camp, a Turnament againſt all commers, in the behalf 
of the beauty of his fair Miſtriſs Auguſta; which took up the imployment, not one- 
ly of all the youthful Nobility, but alſo invited many forreign Princes againſt the day 
appointed, to try their fortunes in that generous exerciſe : The place deſigned by 
Orſames command, was in a large green without the Walls of AMempbis: when the 
time came , the Prince of Arabia appeared in a white Armour , painted with 
craggy Rocks, whoſe tops ſeemed covered with ſnow ; at the bottom of thoſe Hills 
lay a fruitful Countrey, beſprinkled over with buiidings of all ſorts ; his bafes re- 
ſembled the ſcales of Serpents, artificially repreſented by rich Stones of ſeveral 
prices, which here and there placed by che cunning workman, ſer forth to the life 


their natural Ipots: The reins of the Bridle were made into the form of two Dra- 
gons necks, that ſeemed to bite at bunches of Grapes, hanging at the horſe niourh, 
which were onely the boſſes of the Bridle, contrived into phat reſemblance, whilſt 
the ſoam they caſt about, appeared to be the poiſon of the Serpents; ſo that the ba- 
ſes repreſenting their bodies, and their tails interwoven one within another, ( —

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made the Cr behinde) the Prince ſeemed to the Spectators, to have been in- 
tangled by chaſes venomous Creatures: And the more were their fancies deceived, 
by reaſon that his Capariſon was wroughc, into the likeneſs of à turf of graſs, all 
ſet forth with divers coloured ſilks, in ſome parts ruſſer , and other where green, 

if preſerved from the Suns violence, by the neighbouring ſhrubs, contrived arti- 
ficially in the workmanſhip. In his ſhield was pictured a King, with a drawn ſword 
in one hand, and a whip in the other, whileſt a multitude of common people appear. 


ed to beg his mercy; his intention being onely expreſſed. by this Motto: However: 


1 will prevail by love. When the Prince had preſented his ſervice to Orſames, 
by the gallant mannaging of his Horſe before his Throne, after his obeyſance , he 
retired to a rich Pavilion, at one end of the Tilt prepared for his. repoſe , where he 
expected an Adverſary. . 2 8265 

The firſt that came to encounter him, was one Coſmo a neighbouring Prince, 
though he ſeemed to fetch his extraction from Italz his Armor was painted over with 
a ſtately Town, whoſe Pinacles of the Building being imboſt in the workmanſhip, and 


richly guilded, the beams of the Sun gave not a more glorious then pleaſant reflecti- 


on to the beholders, whoſe eyes were a little dazled with the ſight; his capariſons 
were cut out into the form of half Rocks, that ſeemed to bave loſt their aſpiring 
tops, to give the City a fairer proſpect, which coyering a white Horſe, he appear- 
ed not onely to be graced by thoſe curious Ornaments, but his courageous deport- 
ment gave a wonderful delight to the ſpeRators. In his Shield was pictured a calm 
Sea, with a brave Gally upon the — of the water, loaden with Merchan- 
dize of all ſorts, hanging over the ſides of the Decks, accompanied witli this Mot- 
to: This is my greatneſs, After the Champions had performed all circumſtances re- 
quired by the Laws preſcribed them, finiſhed theicfix cour ſes with ſo equal a fortune, 
that it grew a hard queſtion between the Judges, to which the Victory did juſtly be- 
long; but becauſe Orſames was loath ſo ſuddenly to break off the ſport, he was content 
without any more diſpute , that his Nephew the Prince of Arabia ſhould ſtill keep 
the Field, which priviledge notwichſtanding -Cofwo underwent with ſome gendg- 
ing: howeyer no defendant that entred that day into the Liſt, was able to 


revenge his quarrel! , which finiſhed the exerciſe until the next morning, when 


the peoples early aſſembly , brought forch again as great an expectation; not- 
withſtanding it was late before any appeared, untill at laſt a Knight called 
Fernezs, ſhot ſuddenly like lightening into the crowd, | whoſe Armes were 
alſo of the ſame. colour; but alas be wanted force to pierce the Princes honour: 
for at the third courſe he yas carried a Spears length from bis horfe , which be 
conceived was a ſufficient priviledge to warrant bim to depart without taking leave, 
* left many companions behinde lim, that all run the ſame fortune: this 
ſaecels not onely concluded the actions of the ſecond day, but began to ſpread 
abroad the Fame of the Prince, inſomuch as every one prepared for the night revels 


with the Ladies, until the Princes neceſſary retirement from thoſe ſports, to give 


himſelf ſome convenient reſt againſt the next tryal, invited the whole company to 
their ſeveral Lodgings : Nevertheleſs the challenger heated with his own glory ; the 
next day came into the Field upon the firk ſummons of Phæbns, who had newly 
guilded the tops of the Mountains in his own Countrey, before his Chamber Win- 
dow, as aneafly call to his adverſaries not to be ſloth fu. 5 

But long he had not kept poſſeſſion of the place where he had extreamly won the 
hearts of the people by his dexterious valour, before there appeared a, Knight in a 
blew Armour, enlightned by the rayes of a bright ſhining Sun that ſeemed to the 
ſpectators, the repreſentation of a clear heaven; his capariſon and ba ſes were 
wrought into a delightful pieſage, where many flocks of Sheep ſeemingly, pa- 
ſtoured by a goodly Riverſide; in his Shield: he bore. onely a Sheep-hook with this 
Motto: I have thauged the Iuſtrument: As he was quickly known to be Navarinas, 
that had married the fair Mantaina, ſo before he had made many courſes , he ws 
taught by the Princes valour, that there was more ſafety in his former profeſſion; 
which fortune allo hapned to many more, that endeavoured to encounter him; as 
namely 
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namely Lorenſeus Husband to beanteous Lamran; and Fridius, who thought 
onely to have overcome by his choler ; with others of equal ambition: until about 
the latter end of the day, there ſuddenſy ſtarted out two ; at ſo even a diſtance to 
the eye of the Judges, that it was a queſtion, which ſnhould have the preheminence in 

The one was armed in a white Armour, artificially painted over with a ſhort 
mantle of Tyrian Purple, that little more then covered his ſnoulders; his baſes 
were embroidered wick an orderlyproceſſiomof Flamiur, and other Prieſts clothed 
in white veſtments; his capariſons were cut out into multitudes of Souldiers , man- 
nagiog their ſeveral weapons. In his ſhield was pictured a heaven, with a perſon 
in his religious habit at his prayers, though ſeemingly diſtracted by the tumults at 
his back, which was- explained: by- this Motto; I cannot if I world. The other 
Knight was onely armed in green, with Baſes and Capariſon figuring oaken leaves, 
intermixt with Acrons of Gold: in his ſhield was ſet forth a brave Ship in full 
fail, though a black cloud behinde it, ſeemed to threaten a tempeſt, or rate ſhew- 
ed it had paſt a ſtorm, expreſt by this Motto, I /peed ime to. m luppineſã; 
ſtriving to be foremoſt in the Enoounter, they diſputed the Title, pretending each 
one to have the prisiledge, for thar they intended to defend (as they ſaid) the ad- 
mitable beauty of the Princeſs Cloria, Daughter to the King of Lydia: This diſ- 
covery ſeemed ſo much to encreaſe their paſſion, by an appearing jealouſie, that 
they preſently drew out their ſwords to maintain the reſt of the quarrel; until the 
green Knight by his prevailing blow, ſtroke off the Helmet of, the other, who ap- 
peared being diſarmed, to be Sli the Nephew tothe great Favourite , which as 
ſuddenly ſtopt the courteous hand of his adverfary; fo that Orſames moved 
by ſuch an accidental difference, came himſelf imo the liſt, and by bis own judge - 
ment, gave the prerogative of the firſt trial to the ſtrange Knight, who, as he laid, 
deſerved it, both in regard of his being a Foreigner, and for that he had alſo by his 
fortune diſarmed Philos. 7

Aſter the King, and the reſt of the vompany, were again placed in their ſeats, 
the two gallant Champions performed their courſes with ſuch an equall bravery, 
that as it procured an extraordinary delight to the people, fo it raiſed ſome dith- 
culry in the opinion of the Judges, to whom they ſhould grant the prize; onely 
the Prince of Arabia in his laſt courſe loſt one of his ſtirrups, which was the rea- 
Ton that the queſtion was once more brought before the King, as the ſupream Judge 
of the ſport : however the Prince, becauſe he would overcome the ſtrange Knight 
with his courteſie, though not with his Lance, prerailed ſo far with Orſames; that 
he might buy his friendſhip by the diſcovery of his perſon, unto. whoſe honour 
he was willing to ſacrifice the victory; hoping to purchaſe thereby, as he ſaid, a 
greater Jewel, which was his acquaintance. With that the green Knight preſent- 
ly pulling off his head. piece, was known of every one to be young Narciſſus, who 
underſtanding, that the admirable beauty of his dear Miſtriſs Cloria, was not yet 
maintained by any valour (though jealbus he proved, when he found Philos under- 
take the defence) he diſpenced with the inconveniency of his own wound, that ap- 

peared by his halting, and privately arming himſelf came into the Liſt, either to be 

conquered or finiſh his adverſaries glory. | | | | 
I le unexpected diſcovery of Narciſſus perſon aſter the Turnament , gave occaſi- 

on to all the people, with a kinde of triumphal though confuſed acclamation, to 
Expreſs their extraordinary joy, in that none but be, as they ſaid, who had ſgbdued 


| *Ofiru greatneſs," deſerved” the honour of thoſe martial ſports : however the 


gallant youth, eſteemed his deſires but half ſatisfied; until he had alſo in ſome fort 
procured the approbation of the beautiful Princeſs, ſince ſhe alone he reckoned 
the ſole period of his endeavours: Therefore when he had performed his humble 


rapes to Or/ames , according to the laws of the Titling ; and the cuſtom. of the 


Countrey , he preſently caſt himſelf at the feet of his glorious Miſtriſs, with 
theſe words in his mouth: As it may eaſily be perceived, what a powerfulinflu- 
ence, your rare perfectious have over all hearts and actions of men, fo 

N no 
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no doubt but the heavens in a particular manner, deſigu to render you the admi- 
table pattern of your ſex, ſince your lultre not onely bath created in me a new 
ability, but che very power of your name, doth induce my noble adverſary, to at- 
tuibute to my {mall performance, thoſe victories I never merited : therefore as 
your own goodneſs will daily invite you, to frequent the gods Altars, with your 
welcome and acceptable ſacrifices, ſo. mutt I beſeech yon, to vouchſafe this brave 
Prince ſuch a congratulation , as may fully pay the ſcore of my obligation, who 
freely hath beſtowed upon me, that by no right whatſoever could I chal- 
0 "Chris, alchongh ſhe ſpake her pwn inward content, in nothing but baſhfull 
ſmiles; yet the ſparkling earneſtneſs of her fair eyes, ſufficiently. ſhewed how far 
her heart was taken, with the fortunes and brayery of her ſervant, inſomuch as the 
whole multinde, cryed out preſently for the folemnization» of the ceremonics, be- 
longing to their Nuptials ; pretending the City of Memplus that had endured fo 
— being at laſt delivered by: the occaſion of their loves, might in ſome 
ſort enjoy the honour of ſuch Triumph. This cauſed O- ſames, to take the love- 
ly Couple by the hands, with intention to perform the office himſelf: but Cloris 
rather conquering her inward' — — to ber. own deſires , told her 
Uacle, that nature and education had taught ber thoughts a better duty, then pre- 


cipitately to give away her perſon in ſuch an Aſſembly, without che privacy and 


allowance of thoſe, who had as ſhe conceived a principal right and intereſt in her 
diſpoſal. The King , by reaſon of this ſtrict prahibition from ſuch an authori- 
ty, was forced to deſiſt from bis purpoſe, however be could not in his minde , but 
much commend his Neeces temper and diſcretion: Yer poor Narciſſns (who ſeem- 
ed at the inſtant, ſtruck with ſome killing diſeaſe) finding his principal hopes thus in 


a moment blaſted, when he thought he had had his happineſs in poſſeſſion, had not 


one word to utter, either of reproof or per᷑ſwaſion; ſo that he could not chuſe, but 
extreamly blame ſuch a rigid ſeverity, until Curia again by a gentle ſmile, gave 
him (as he thought) ſome new encouragement, though no otherwiſe, then like 
people brought upon the Scaffold ready to dye, might receive from flattering en- 
ducements, to be repricved, being onely framed by their own indulgent fancies, 
without any other grounds; for alas, alas! Tyrant Honour, had fo ſtrong a pre- 
domination in C /oria's diſpoſition, that death would ſooner have been entertained in 
her wiſhes,chea the leaſt decorum belonging to her baſhful principles, could have been 
omitted in her reſolutions: In ſo much as all her faithful lover Narciſſzs was to ex- 
pect for the preſent, was comfortable hopes of a future fruition: which ſoon con- 
ducted the whole company to the Caſtle, the place deſigned during Orſames ſtay, not 
onely for the glories of his Court, but for the recreation of all the other Prin- 
ces, who ſpent the time for the moſt part, in caſting what honours they could, up- 
on the youthful Lovers, whileſt in the interim Philoftros , was employed in recei- 
ving and entertaining Ambaſſadours, that from all places came to congratulate his 
Matters Victories. F 

But of the contrary Philos, Philoſtrot Nephew, began by little and little, to en- 
gender dark clouds of diſcontent in his unquiet boſome, from whence proceeded 
at laſt, thoughts of hatred and revenge; not onely in regard of thoſe ſparkles of 
love, which had flown from the bright rayes of C/ria's beauty, but alſo, for that 
he found how all mens opinions, were tranſported beyond meaſure, to magniſie the 
gallant, deſerts of brave Narciſze , which (as he believed) did not a little over- 
ſhadow his own former ſucceſſes in the Wars. Theſe diftempers , I ſay, did not 
alone make him all day abſtain from chearful company, but in the night time 
raiſed, for the moſt part, ſuch extravagant fancies in his ambitious and working 
braine, that he remained in a manner continually tormented in his reſt ; how- 
ever, he endeavoured all he could, to keep the paſſions from the knowledfe

how far hitherunto, my Uncie Ph:oſtros hath; complyed wich your purpoſes, as 
well in rendring Or/ames indifferent to your proceedings, both againſt perſwaſion, 
and his own inclination, as in ſeeming to countenance thoſe actions of yours, 
which not onely appears deſtructive to his: Tenents, but in à manner is againſt 
the very honour of his Family; for that Hyaciuthia the Queen of Lydia; is as 
you very well know, a branch of the Royal Honſe of Syria e ſo that by theſe com- 
portments, it is plain, what obligations you on the great Favourite, who carries 
with him almoſt the power of all Aſia; however perhaps you may be perſwaded, 
he hath ſome other deſign in his heart, then barely your good; againſt which I will not 
diſpute: · yet by the way give me leave to tell you, that notwithſtanding States 
men, do not uſe to favour any cauſe or party, without their 0wn Intereſt, to be 
conſidered in the firſt place; yet of the other ſide, hen both benefits may go toge- 
ther, you ought not, either to examine the reaſon, or be any way backward to en- 
tertain the ocaſion, but rather wit h violent wings of paſſion flye at the proſecution; 
concerning which, when I ſhall have underſtood your determination, you may ko

It was ſomething long, before the Ambaſſadour returned him any anſwer at all, 
being as it were ſurprized between fear and doubt, what himſelf ouglit to think, or

Then faid P hilus, ſince 1 ſuppoſe yon have judgement enougł to underſtand 
your own good, as well as to be grateful for our benefits, I. will make the leſediffi- 
culty to acqusint you witty this ſtory, upon which my defires mult be grounded : 
within this great City of Aempbis (neruly as I may ſay conquered: by On/ames 
fortunes , but in truth rather by Philaſtrus policy) there temains a Lady of our houſe 
named Artemeſa, whoſe beauty joynech with her ogher excellent endowments of 
nature (if it be not folly'thus to ſpeak of a ſiſter) beingeonſidered, withoue a ſpite- 
ful partiaſity againſt che honour of our blood, may merit che higheſt preferment 
in Aſia: between this ſiſtar of mine ſay, and young Narciſſus the Duke of Cy.

until this late Siege , that A.temeſa being compelled by a certain kinde of à ne- 
ceſſity, by reaſon of the removal of Phideſtros family: into the Camp, was com- 
pelled to accompaay her great Uacle; but ſince her arrivabat Court, the not onely 
became an ear. witneſs of Naroiſſus comportment, bus hath alſo been preient at 
ſome of thoſe atchievements and comportments of his, which for the preſent hach 
afforded him a competent opinion in the Army: whether his perſon or bis fame 
have moſt taken her fancy I will not ſay. But theſe Inflammations joyned with 
the former Treaty, have created ſuch an opinion in her thoughts, that ſhe con- 
ceiveth her reputation to the world to be blemifhed, if Narciſſus be ſuffered to 
offer his affections to any other but her ſelf ; without her privicy and conſent: In 
the interim nevercheleſs underſtanding, that the Queen of Lydia arriving by chance 
upon the Iſland of Cyprus, hath occafioned Narciſſus to fall in love wich the 
Princeſs Cleria, whereby ſhe eſteems her feif flighted , and diſhonaured, (not onely 
in regard of the former Treaty mentioned , but alſo in that any ſhould appear in 
this Horizon, more worthy of reſpect then the Neece of great iir) is 
grows deſperate in her reſolution: whether I may call her paſſions prepoſterous 
or no, I will not diſpute, onely I may probably believe, that Varciſſut loves to 
Cleria, are neither grounded upon right or reaſon, ſince as our Treaty, if not engage- 
ment, was begun upon more mature conſidetation, accompanied perhaps with ſome 
promiſes of either fide; ſo can it not ever be thought, that the declining condition of 
Enatchus , will at any time bring beppineſs to the Iſland of Cyprus; tuch leſi to 
the Duke thereof; when as all the benefit he ſhall receive from ſuch ambition; muſt be 
the exhauſting of his treaſure, and the endangering: of his command: but however he 
and his ſon may apprehend the conſequence of ſuch a eon junction to themſelves; yer 
no reaſon other Countreys ſhould be debarred of their own advama ges, when they

ſhailbe offered means to proſecute their particular: It is ſafficient we think it not 
canvenient either: for your State or our Kingdome; which being for the moſt part, 
allowed common peapie of never lo inferiour a rank, mach more is it to be granted 
to Kings and Princes of the: bigheſt! Dignity :- If reaſons of State ſhall break and 
make Marriages conttacted by friends and kindred , what prerogative ſhall be de. 
nyed enemies to exarriſe one againſt another, when either danger or benelit appears 
im thacunieguence the Gods du but unite heares in nuptial tyes, for the commo- 
dayof men, and certainly alt generals, are to be preferred before particular inte- 
retts ; which: being granted as a maxime, and the proof: demonſtrated of the good 
ax evil, in m opinion we ought not to ſtumble at tho execution; for as in my own con- 
ſcience I am ſatisfied in the right of our pretenſions. So: if you may make War with 
your King, bercauſe he doth not ſatisfiethe publick, without any queſtion you may 
alſo paſſeſs your ſelves of all that is his, by the fame juſtice. | 
Ia chis purpoſetherefore be advMtiſed : that as tis reſolved by the Princeſs Ca- 
ria (notwithſtanding Narciſſus violent proſecution} not to make election of him, 
or any other for her Husband, without the full approbation of her Mother, fo 
very probably may it be conceived, that the youth will he able to pretend fairly to 
her laue, being im his on Countrey; when as be ſhali not onely have the commo- 
dity of ſollicitation, accompanied by the remembrance of all thoſe ſervices he bath 
performed for her honour and ſaſety; but alſo for that, it may be thought by Hia- 
cintbia your Queen, that the marriage of hey Daughter with VNanctſſus, may 
ptove to be a benefit of extraordinary conſequene to her Husbands buſineſs; when 
by that means ſhe may think to procure money in his Wars from the Dukes Coffers, 
being engaged to the fame quarrel in the right of his Sons Wife: beſides, it is to be 
fuppoſed (or at leaſtwiſe will he ſo imagited) by thoſe about the Queens Perſon, that 
the very imereſt of the Dukes power in the Iſſaud of Cyprus (by reaſon of the nu- 
merous ſhipping in their Havens) will upon all occafions be able ro ſupply Euarchus 
neceſſities, either with Ammunition or Souldiers, according to the need he ſhall 
have in his intention, againſt your Senate at $ard#': and who knows not but Cy- 
praes-is a ſcituation, more proper for his affairs and aſſiſtance, then any other Coun- 
rrey in I ſia whatſoever > All which being eonſidered, (though the intereſt of our 
family ſhould not at all be concerned) yan cannot be thought competent Stateſ- 
men, if you ſhould not wich all you endeavour, labour a breach of this intended 
marriage before it be paſt your reach and power to prevent: for probably the means 
will never again be ſo fairly preſented unco your reſolutions. | e 
The Ambaſſador, when Philos began to take a little breath, replyed ; That as it 
was the greateſt part of his own duty to hearken to all defigns , that might any wa y 
advantage his Maſters proceedings at Cards, ſo would he not fail in his own particular, 
but to contribute the beſt of his endeavours, to render both him and his illuſtrious 
Family ſatisfied, hoping withal (as he faid) that the Gods would largely aſſiſt to 
the protection of Lydia, and the proſperity of Syria, by ſuch an indiſſolvable 
tye of friendſhip and commerce, that might make Orſames give laws to the reſt of 
the world.

/ Philos after he had made himſelf more confident , from the earneſt proteſtation 
of the Ambaſſadour , went on with this diſcourſe in this manner. | 
+ Theſe two (ſaid he) pretended lovers, Cliria and Nareiſſus, (who rather may be 
eſteemed fools in prepoſterous affection, then true politicians towards a well ground- 
ed: and ſettled love, ſince as it may be thought, they neither fear prevention or 
provide againſt accidents) are now precipitately baſting their journey into Cypriu, 
where belike they hope to crown their wiſhes, with an entire happineſs in every 
linde can be deſired', however they give out their ſoppoſed violence to be gone, pro- 
ceeds from their paſſionate inclinations, to receive the benediQions of their parents, 
after ſo long a time of abſence, from their company and preſence: but Whether it 
be ſo or no, (or rather their intentions are built upon their own private and ſecret 
reſolutions one to another, which Cioria on her part is aſhamed publickly to diſco-

this cannot conyeniently be put in execution any other way, then by your brave and 
invipcible Navy, . which will not onely abſolutely rake off all opinion of jealon- 
ie, in regard of your Senates difference wich; ui,, but when you have by 
this means ſeparated the young couple, and ſo by conſequence deſtroyed their loves, 
you may haye the benefit and commodity to diſpoſe of the Princeſs perſon, to, what.

As the Ambaſſadour was very fearful to diſpleaſe Philos, conſidering, the need the 


Senate of Lydia had of bis Unc les friendſbip , ſo ofthe. other fide. he was moſt. un- 
willing (if not partly reſolved) not to 2 himſelf, a buſineſs of ſuch a 
dangerous conſequence, where the Iſland of Cypras might have any intereſt in the 
deſign, ſo that after ſomething a long pauſe , as. if he borrowed. leave of his con- 
ſideration to make a reply he returned him this aner 1 Mn 
- My Lord (faid he) although I would not have you in any kinde think, 1 either fall 
from my afte&ions, or go from my profeſſions; yer I muſt humbly beſeech your 
oodneſs, I may propoſe to your wiſdom theſe two.doubts , that in regard lam. 
2 a meſſenger; mult needs reſt upon my thoughts, with ſome fearful. apprehen- 
ſion, what I ought to do, in the quality of my office and imployment: The firſt 
is, with what ſecurity or probability can. I undertake. the deſign, unleſs I make my 
Maſters at Sardis acquainted with each particular ? who not onely mult: grant out 
their Commiſſion to their Admiral at Sea; before any thing can be affected; but of 
the otber ſide, are to provide a conſiderable number of Ships, to he able to con- 
tend ( if any reſiſtance ſhould be made; with thoſe Veſſels, that are commanded to 
wait upon the Princeſs in her Journey), the other to be ſatisfied, how the Duke of 
Cyprus ſhould again be rendred pacitied , after ſuch a violence offered to a company, 
in whom he may challenge an intereſt, peacrably coming into bis Countrey, from 


the Dominions of Ox{@rmes King of Syria; for however Cloria her ſelf, may be 


eſteemed a Subject of Lydia, being the 8 liter; of, Exarchas , yet Marciſſus will 
ſtill be known to be the Son of the ar ,ommander of Cyprus, who.therefore 
ought not to have taſted of the injury; whereupon, of neceſſity, ſome dangerous 
conſequence muſt follow , which perhaps our preſent Governours will be moſt un- 
willing to put to the hazzard. * Trois fie ba: A. 
Philos by this reply, ſufficiently. perceived the craft and cunning of the Ambaſ- 
ſador\, that was not to be engaged, with any. diſadvantage for any party, not- 
withſtanding all his violent and glorious profeſſions: beſides, by his diſcourie, he 
found (as he imagined) a great deal more affectionate deſire in his thoughts, to en- 
tertain a firm correfpondency with the Commonwealth of. ¶Yprus, then with the 
State of Syria; which upon any terms he was reſolved to hinder , as conceiving it 
extreamly prejudicial to the intereſt of his own Nation; not onely, in regardof the 
ſcituation of the Iſland, but alſo for that Cyprus formerly ever had, a moſt parti- 
cular dependency upon the Kingdome of Hria, both for trade and protection: 
wherefore aſter a little time of ſilence, dreſſing his countenance with a certain xinde 
of ſcornful ſmile, as if not onely he contemned his doubts, but alſo. diſvalued his 
reaſons, at the ſame inſtant taking him by the hand, and griping it ſomechiag hard, 
as it were between kindneſs and choller, he delivered himſelf unto him in this

Alas poor men (ſaid he) where are your courages and wiſdomes ? Truly for my 
patt, I do not more onder, how you durſt with ſuch: low. thoughts, undertake 
ſuch deſperate deſigns againſt your Prince, then now when you have made ſuch a 
progreſs in them (as I may ſay paſt any retreat) you ſeem: to ſtumble at ſmall reſo- 
lutions: no my friend be you aſſured , there is not any obſtacle can ſo ſoon obſtruct 
the full period of your deſigns, as the want of putting in execution this project; 
for 
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for by that omiſſion ; you do not onely afford your enemy Enarcbus breath and af. 
lame , by che certain ſapply he ſhall have from the Iſland of Cyprus, in regard of 


tbis marriage; but you ere a ſſured to loſe a friend of our Family, who can moſt 


hurt you in theſe parts of Aa, not finding you willing to pleaſure us, when the 
occaſion is fairly offered into your hands: however that you may be converted, and 
made know that I perfectly perceive your errour, 1 ſhall in a few arguments, give 
ſome anſwer to your fears; for I ſee weak digeſtions muſt have light meats for their 
appetites not onely to keep them from ſurfeit, but ſquemiſhneſs : 1 do the more 
willingly Rudy your ſatisfaction in this nature, that if it be poſſible, you may per- 
ſwade your Maſters at Sardis to undertake this giant work with leſs difficulty: ne- 
vert heleſs I muſt allo tell you , what is to be done, myſt be done preſently, in regard 
the Princeſs preſſeth —— with all violence.  ' . 
In the hrſt place therefore, that you may fend to your Senate, to acquaint them 

with the deſign intended, is not onely fit, but neceſſary; though withat I muſt 
wa rn you, that it ought not to be commurirated, but t o a few privately, kt being 
revealed, you not onely thereby loſe the beneſit of the project, but ſhall alſo con- 
tract more egmity of a ridiculous conſequence againlt your proceedings, having 
falſly undertaken (as your adverſaries will interpret) 2 buſineſs of this nature, that 
yon had not underſtanding ſufficient to proſecute to the end: This in like manner 
gives me intimation to advertiſe you, of onely two Ships providing for the young 
peoples tranſportion, the one tor Claia , the other for Narciſſus: in the next 
place, whereas you pretend a fear, that the diſcourteſie ſhewed to the Duke of C- 
prus Son, muſt probably raiſe a difference between your State and the I ſland of Cy- 
prus, which you Maſters would be loath to venture; I muſt inform you, in that 
you thew your ſelves but weak State · men, when as it is well known, by the pra- 
ctice of all the Laws of Aa, an enemy where he can upon the Seas, may preju- 
dice another enemies particular, without an offence done to a third perſon; ſo that 
it is plain, you may ſeize upon your Kings Daughter in any poſture you finde her, 
reſtoring all other free perſons to the common right of Nations : beſides, how is it 
poſſible che Duke ſhould come to be informed of any deſign intended to either? 
wherefore this · muſt be eſteemed as a meer accidental encounter and no otherwiſe , 
eſpecially when it is to be ſuppoſed your Senate at Sardis, could not take any notice 
of any private engagement between Cioria and Narciſſus, and fo conſequently no 
juſt offence ought to be taken by the Iſland of ¶ yprus at ſuch proceedings, knowing 
what differences are daily encreafing in the Kiugdome of Lydia between the King and 
his Subjects: and further I muſt tell you, that as I interpret this project, chiefly 

executed for the advantage of our Family, ſo you may be ſure to be kept in the 
favour of my Uncle, as if it had been onely effected in his particular, whereas in 
effect your Senate hath the ſole benefit: *Tis true, I muſt confeſs, ſome natural 

affection to my Siſter, hath a little raiſed my paſſion , conſidering how that in her 


' perſon, our houſe is ſomething diſhonoured , yet if other maximes of State were 


not to be preſerved, and put in execution, by your undertaking this deſign , I ſhould 
rather chuſe to leave off the enterpriſe, then too violently and fooliſhly endeavour 
to ſatisſie a womans humour: further in this, I ſhall not need to reveal my ſelf un- 
to you, ſince it is ſufficient , your Maſters may gain by the bargain; and for the 
Dukes power to do you any confiderable miſchief , if he (ſhould have any ſuch deter- 
mination, you may calily free your ſelves from the apprehenſion of ſuch terrours, 
Orſames great favourite being your friend; when as that Prince hath not onely his 
meer dependency upon our Court, but hath alſo purchaſed many bonours , and 
other conſiderable fortunes in the Kingdome of Syria, ſince of neceſſity, alwayes 
he muſt be circumſcribed by our laws and pleaſure , rather then by his own will and 
paſſion; beſides Iam confident , when he ſhall again have received his Son, freed 
from his fantaſtical love, and rambling adventures, he will eaſily be perſwaded to 
believe, that he hath made by much a better exchange, then if he had been married 
to the Princeſs, who for her Dower , could have but brought the troubles of her 
Father, to have incombered if not ruined his Houſe, eſpecially when as preſently 
upon 
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upon this ſeparation; the old propoũtions ſhall follow from my Unele to the Duke, 
concerning a ſpeedy match to be concluded (iſ he pleaſe}; between my Siſter Arte- 
meſa und his Son Narciſſur; which I am ſure will far better content the people, who 
by nature neither love titles nor troubles; but rather expect gain and protection, 
which they have from us and cannot have by Enarchas - beſides theſe rea ſons that 
I have given you for your fuller inſtruction, whereby you may be the better able to 
ſaxisfie your Senate ſittingl at S ard, I ſhall. onely adde to your conſideration this 
one putticular: ho is it poſſible for yon to ſubſiſt in your contention againſt yoyr 
King, if either we deny your trade in our Dominions, or withdraw from your al- 
ſiſtance the mountainous Myſiaus, although we ſhould not endeavour to ſet upon 
you, with any other miſchief ? ſo that "theſe things being increaſed, by thoſe dil. 
advantages we can afford you, not onely in the diſcountenancies of other Princes, 
but in ſuch forces we can readily ſend for the benefit of your King, I doubt not but 
you may be quickly convinced in your opinion, that your beſt policy will be, to 
comply with our occaſions , ſince we can ſo eaſilyas you ſee blow away all your at- 
tempts againſt Euurchus: with theſe words be offered to depart, as if he grew ſome- 
thing careleſs of his reſolutions. nett, n aft ==; | 
But the Ambaſſadour, however he was. ambitious to have ſtill retained Philoftros 
iendſhip, without either:engagement to Philos , oroffence to any other State; 
yet finding that ic was unpoſlible by any craſt to compaſs his deligns upon the great- 
eſt eſteemed politician in 4%, fo the time for the departure of the Princeſs Chris, 
— — to be ſo ſuddenly, that of neceſſity he was at the very inſtant, to de- 
clare ſotne ſettled thing in his reſolution; for Philos ſatisſaction and his own ſecurity ; 
whercfore taking Philos by his Robe, alittle to ſtay his courſe from going away 
from him, after he had thanked him; ſor the generous opinion he ſeemed to have 
of his own fidelity, to the ſervice of his family, when he durſt truſt. him (as he ſaid) 
with a ſecret of ſuchi a nature and ron e; he vowed not onely, with as much 
induſtry and underſtanding as poſſibly he could, to make his Maſters acquainted 
with the deſign, but alſo to be very ſenſible of the obligations, due ſrom the State 
of Lydia to himſelf, whereby the Senate might be ready upon all accaſſons, to be 
ſerviceable to his Iljuſtrious and mo Noble Family, in requital of his: many favours : 
when he had ended theſe complements (and probably they were not any otherwiſe 
to be eſteemed, ſince ſor the moſt part Miniſters of State, are not much troubled 
either with — nature or charity) he demanded of Philas, whether or no he ſhould 
make his fellow Commiſſioners privy to any of theſe paſſages, for that (as he ſaid) 
having equal authority with himſelf , it might elſe be imputed to him as an act either 
of preſumption, or give cauſe of too great a ſuſpicion, not to communicate 
the intentions to ſuch Councels , before it was to be moved to the Senate of Lydia: 
for that, ſaid Philos, if at any time theſe proceedings come to be laid to your char 
as a crime, you may very well alledge, my deſire was by way of condition to 
contrary, in regard there were ſo . remaining of other Nations at Aem- 
phas, that ſcarce could it have been hid from publick knowledge: neither would I have 
many of your unneceſſary Senators themſelves, made knowing of ſuch à ſecrec 
between us; ſo cautious I am in that particular: but onely to beimparted to che 4.

ſembly called your Juno , who as I underſtand , are the ſole; mannagers of: all 
tranſactions of this nature, whether abroad or at home: This being alſo promiſed 
by the Ambaſſadour , he intimated that Philos would be pleaſed to protract as long 
as was poſſible, the departure of the young couple; not onely as he ſaid , whereby 
his Maſters might have the better conveniency, to digeſt all their xeſojutions, to the 
moſt advantage for the deſign intended, but alſo to have time ſufficient ,, whereby 
he himſelf might be truly informed from Sardis (by: ſome of his; own particular 
friends) in what nature the Senate was diſpoſed in the proſecuting of their purpoſes, 

either againſt their King or any other Nation. 2155 bel wee 
[When Philos bad condeſcended to all the deſires of the Ambafſadour ,. having firſt 
as may be ſuppoſed rendred him fully ſatisfred in very many particulars in State po- 
licy , which the meſſenger before had neither learned or underſtood; they took their 
leaves 
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lexves vf one other, with ſoch on entire embrecement, 48 if their bodies were 
perpetually to be joyned io nature, as cheir ſoula mere combined in the deſtructiye 
deſigns, to the poor lovers felicities : but now: Plulus being leſt alone, with a frong 
contilence of the wiſhed ſacoeſs of bisunhandlomeproject , be pleaſed hindi ut 
ſiriently with the conſideration + how much he found the Ambaſſadour inferiour to 
tis Kill, in political rules ; for that by a contrary:ſtratagem., it — Tags eaſie, 
ti deſtroy all the Iydim Fleet if he did not conceixe, that the: ſſfec — of this 
enterpriſe, would be much more adyantageable to his; other ;affairs ; and at the 
wurſt he knew, it was in his power by diſcovering the deſign, before it was ated, 
to create ſuch a jealouſie between the two common governments, as would alwayes 
male them at odds one againſt another, to the commodity and benefit of O/ames 
ngdom; vrhich could not any way be over · powzed, but by the conjunction of thoſe 
A „Who onely: abounded in multitude of Shipping; which how- 
ever be intendid to put in practiſe, when he had compaſſed his hn ends. upon 
them both: In the mean time he vas content., to let the Lydias Ambaſſadour, not 
onely to play with his own thoughta, but to become inſtrumental, for ſome. ſeaſon 
to his purpoſe:ʒ that were upon the ſurpriſel of the Princes C lis, and the ſe- 
paration of her love, to demand Eaarabus Daughter of the Senate for his Wile; 
not doubting hut the ſuit would be eafly granted, in 7 that friendſhip, 
they deſired to maintain with bis Uncle Phileſftres ;1, and then alſo, to make the 
like motion to the Dake of 'Gyprus concerning a Marriage to be made between his 
Son N arciſſs , and his ovn Siſtet e ſutemeſia, which he conceived might be done 
without the ſeaſt ſuſpicion that ho had any: former hand in the deſiga; for he knew 
the Ambaſſadour durſt not revea the ſetret publickly , leſt it might be ſuſpected 
himfelf to have combined or plotted the diſcourtebe ,, offered to the Iſland of Cy - 
pres , in the violence uſed at dea to C/orig and Nax giſſas; and at the worſt he ſup- 
poſuch, he could deny ar his plon ſure any ſuch thing by: him contrived , though the 
Ambaſſadour Thould affiem t.. ði 
Pbilos now having caſed (sI may ſay) the beavy weight of that burthen, which 
he found lay continually upon his conſuſed thought and working fancy, not 
onely by reaſon of his love to Cloria, but his hate to Narciſſus, began alio to think, 
that diffimulation from that time forward. wand bg. 4 molt neceſſary companion 
to all the reſt of bis actions, ſince as already, he had b · rayed che lovers felicities 
in his own determinations, ſo were they, with others of Orſamas Court, to be kept as 
much as might be free, from all ſuſpicion and jealouſie, until the grand project con- 
trived between him and the Amba ſſadour, (who undertook to be the Meſſenger him- 
ff) might have a fitting conveniency to be put in execution, which he could not 
yet be certain of, until che return of his deſire ſhould come from the Senate of 
Lydia: In the interim he had warned the Ambaſſadour, not to uſe his name to 
his Maſters, in the particularity of the deſign; but rather to ſeem as if the conſide- 
ration, had onely moved from his on intelligence (being Se 
departure of Cloriaand Narciſſus: nevertheleſs to ingratiate himſelf the more in

their belief, he wiſhed the Ambaſſadour in the general, to intimarg to his Maſters at 
Saru, how great à friend Philoſtras his Uncle intended to be, not onely to 
their Nation, but alſo to their proceedings: In proſecution of this intention of 
diſſimulation, Pbilos put on a better countenance in all manner of ſocieties, then he 
was aecuſtomed; intermixing bimſelf with the moſt delightful. company, both of 
the Towa and Court; and co this purpoſe, he would not — — go a hunt- 
ing of Eftriges'; according to the frequent uſe of the Countrey, in the wilde deſerts 
bordering upon the Confines of Egypt. attended by. many of che ordinary ſorts of 
people, but per ſwaded the King himſelf, to celebrate in an ancient Theatre near 
the Pyramides, the magnificent ſports of fighting with Lions, and other ravenous 
Beafts of Africa; chiefly with an intention, to entertain the youthiul thoughts of Cl 
rig ad Narciſſus that they might. apt ſo violently think upon their intended journey 
into Cyprus: Amongſt all theſe projects contriyed in his brain, one day when 
oOrſamet was a hunting, he addreſt himſelf to Nut. ger particularly, intending a,

But how this diſcourſe, or rather Dialogue would have been concluded be- 
tween them, cannot well be determined, ſince a great Panther belonging to 
thole deſerts, lying ſecretly in certain ſhrubs by the (ide of a Pool , not onely for the 
preſent, ipterrupted them, but violeatly flew. upon Philos, as he rode along with 
"Narciſſus ; which quickly overturned both him and his horſe , to the apparent dan- 
ger and bazzard 9 life, but that Narciſſus, having a ſmall hunting Spear in his 
Hand, quickly ſtroke the Beaſt ſo. fortunately in the breaſt, that the blood ſoon 
followed the wound in great abundahce; bowever the furious, or I may ſay rather 
valiant creature, ſeemed ſo little to be diſcouraged by the ſtroke, that wich an ap- 
pearing outward rage, to finde himſelf ſo aſſaulted contrary to his expeRation, 
Fotis firſt upon NVarciſſus, as if he either challenged him with unkindneſs or in- 


gratitude, for having attempted him without any provocation, and then turned 


is eyes again upon Philos, as if yet he made ſome queſtion in bis thoughts, whe. 
ther he ſhould releaſe his ſeeming conquered Captive, or be revenged upon his in- 
jurer, at laſt flew at Narciſſus with ſach a ſpight and violence, as not onely put 
him to his beſt defence, but undoubtedly had prevailed exceedingly to his prejudice, 
if Philos had; not haſtily diſingaged himſelf from the inconvenienty of his fall, 


and made haſte to bis aſſiſtance; as fearing elſe , his own death might fol- 


low, which ſoon obliged them all three to a moſt ſharp and deſperate combat: and 
however the Panther received multitudes of wounds by their induſtry , inſomuch 
as it was unpoſſible for him to eſcape deſtruction, yet with his clawes, ſeiſing 
by chance upon the left Arme of Narciſſus , he made in it ſo deep an impreſſion, 
that he tore part of the fleſh from the bone, ſhewing that he was even ambitious 
of revenge in his laſt end; for preſently in a ſtaggering manner (not having 
ſtrength ſufficient remaining, to ſupport any longer his own body, which one 
might perceive his courage was loath to confeſs) he fell backward upon his tail, 
and ſo reſted for a great ſpace, panting and blowing with open mouth: but both 
Narciſſus and Philos, not being very willing to complement with his intentional 
fury, gave him ſo many 25 ran, in all parts, that not long it was before they 
left him for dead, in the interim many of the huntſmen coming into the place:

ing for a long time there appared no life at all in him, whilſt che cumpany were 
diſcourſing ſeycrally of the gecident and encounter, and. applying ſame remedies to 
ſtop the bleeding of Narciſſus wounded Arme, the. Paxcher of a ſudden, not one« 
ly again revived, but flew violently upon one of the, Dogs lying near him, and bit 
him ſo,, that the blood followed , which in a manner the. whole company 
thinkin? him to be dead, whetefore again they fer upon him, though with a eaſt. 
ing violence, until at laſt they made him ſure from doing any more hurt to them ax 
any others.

However this unexpected wound which Narciſhs had received in his Atme, from 
the ſharp daws of the Panther, was not eſteemed by himſelf, either dangerous or 
worth much cotifideration ; yet by way of conveniency if got neceſſity, both he 
and the Princefs C lia were forced for ſome time longer, to put off their journey 
to the Iſland of Cyprus, which ſeemed much to comply with the contriyed deſign of 
Philos, for their ſurprifal at Sea by the Lydian Fleet; ſince for ſome dayes, Narci/- 
ſus not onely kept his Chamber but his Bed, which however afforded him many viſits 
from all che youchfol Nobility of the Contt,, as I may ſay in ſome ſort ſeemingly 
glad of the accident, whereby he might by reaſon of that neceſſity ,- be ili obliged 
co remain in their company: this cure of his, protracted the time ſo long, that the 
ſeaſon of the year drew on, for the ceremonious cutting of the Banks of the River of 
Nilus, W. the whole Counttey of Egypt might be flouded , toaugment its 
fertility, or rather to take away the natural barrenneſs of the ſoil, which would be 
octaſioned by ſuch omiſſion: To this work of induftry , belonged certain triumpha, 
that had been time ont of minde infliited +: by the ancient Kings that governed the 
people; which cuſtom , as the inhabitants (by a certain kinde of ſuperſtition in their 
diſpoſitions) every year moſt religiouſly obſerved, as believing in ſome ſort their 
wealth would increaſe with their devotion ; fo Onſames himſelf, whereby the bet- 
ter to retain the affections of his new.conquered Subjects of that Nation, was per- 
ſwaded , not onely to be preſent at thoſe ſports in perſon; but Philos thinking it al- 
ſo a moſt opportune occaſion to demonſtrate his Uncles greatneſs , reſolved toenter- 
rainthat night, the whole company bf Princes at Memphis , in a moſt magnificent 
manner , onptrhis chief intentions were to ſee, whether he could by that means, 
the ſooner disjoyn the affections of Cloris , to whoſe honour he ſeemed to conſe. 
crate his feaft , whereby more particularly, to beſtow the loves both of herſelf and 
Narciſſus, upon him and Artemeſia, by reaſon of a certain kinde of luſtre-, domi- 
neering as might be thought more in their family, then any others viſible in 
in regard of Pbiliſtros intimacy and power with Orſames : theſe: were his ſantuſti 
thoughts, grounded onely upon opinion and his own ambition, when as the vertu. 
ous loves between Cleria and Narciſſus, were eſtabliſhed upon Diamond Rocks, not 
to be ſhaken by any blaſts of greatneſs or fortune, Ws 
When the day came for this mighty ceremony (the people being aſſembled up- 
on the banks of the River) the whole afternoon was ſpent, in the taking and de- 
ſtroying of Crocodiles, which with certain baited hooks of Iron, were by theie- 
huge bodies drawn ont of the water, to the no ſmall amazement of thoſe ſtrangers 
that had never ſeen the like before: The young men alſo.of the Town in new Bar. 
ges made for that purpoſe, offered many delightful ſports, in a-kinde of a rurah tri · 
umph before the Caſtle , where alſo was the great Ceſtern, which hath been former- 
ly mentioned in taking the Fort, marking out to the Inhabitants the riſe and fall 
of the River, by which conjecture the fertility and ſcarcity of the years appear. 
This Ceſtern they not onely adorned with many Garlands, and preparations for 
Fite- works, but Ron Dwarf, that had been ſo great an actor in the ſurpriſal 
of the Caſtle, was upon an open Theater preſented to the view of the people, taſt- 
ing out to their expectations Orſames bounty: all which notwithſtanding were de · 
ſigned for no other then preparatives for the nights ceremonies. Io 555 
At what time Philos, according to the circumſtance of his invitation, conducted 
the Princeſs C/oria to his Lodgings , in full oppoſition to the other Oaſtle; 
with 
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with the reft of the noble company then remaining at Mempbis; and however 
Narciſſm felt ſome incommodation, in regard of the wound he had ſo lately recei- 
ved, without any great rmportunity was perſwaded by Philos to be of the ſame foci. 
ety it being in ſome ſort alfo intended for his entertainment, that he might not 
onely be an eye · witneſs of the glo'y of Philoſtros family, but (as the ſequel will te- 
ſtitie) have « view of his intended Miſtreſs Artemeſia, Philos Siſter, having never 
during his abode at Aempbis beheld her perſon, though for what” reaſon was not 
known by any. | | 
The room that was deſigned for the Feaſt , was perfectly Oval, crowned on the 
top with a brave Cape/o, according to the antick Egyptian manner, adornet almoſt 
alt over, with ancient n in Myfaick work: the Galleries of each fide 
for the commodity of muſick, were wrought into ſeveral intricate knots of guilded 
braſs, intermixt with other colours, for the more beauty of the eye: the table it 
ſelf alſo anſwered exactly to the Oval proportion of the room, leaving à conve- 
nient ſpace from the wall, for the commodity of neceſſary attendants: it was in 
the middle hollowed in a large meaſure, to take off a part of its bredth, the com- 
pany onely being appointed to ſit, without any NN to one another: however, 
in that ſeeming vacancy of the board, was erected from the ground a molt ſtately 
Fountain, (that ot leaſt reached half way tothe upper part of the cieling) where ap- 
peared, the Goddeſs Diana and her Nymphs bathing themſelves, cut out in moſt 
excellent white Marble; which being alſo intermingled with certain artificial Trees, 
according to the nature of the Countrey, it afforded: a moſt delectable proſpeRt to 
the beholders, and the rather, for that the Fountaiggþeing built in a ſeeming Cri- 
ſtal Lake of clear runtiing water, brought thither bythe ancient Kings of </Egypr; 
with infinite charge and admirable skill, not onely proved exceedingly to be a 
commodity to the Feaſt ; but à refreſhmenc to the company: eſpecially for that 
from their ſeeming naked breafts , there continually run into ſeveral ſmall 
veſſels appointed for that purpoſe, all forts of excellent Wine, both Greek and 
African; wheredainty boyes ſtood ready to diſpoſe of it to the ſtrangers, when 
any pleaſed to call for a taſte of each ſort : the company at the firſt entrance into 
the room, ſeemed to be a little amazed at ſuch a magnificent heauty, which they knew 
not of to be before in Memphis; though the building had not onely long time ago, 
been erected _— — Monarchs of thoſe parts, but the place it ſelf had for ma- 
ny years paſt, been reſerved * by the inhabitants, for no other uſe, but 
for the celebration of the day and night, when the banks of Nys were to be 
opened, to let in the water over the Countrey. Thus they continued caſting theit 
yes about at ſeveral varieties, (the Muſick in the interim, meeting with the conca- 
vity of the fahrick, to the beſt advantage to the ear) whileſt of a ſudden, there flew 
open a two leaved door, that directed its proſpect, through à large and long Galle- 
ry into another room, at the upper end of which, appeared a Lady fitting on 4 
Throne; however at ſuch a diſtance, that her countenance could not be perfectly 
diſtinguiſhed; but being ſoon conducted by Phils towards the place, ſhe was 
quickly diſcovered by his information, to be his ſiſter che moſt fair Artemeſia; at 
ltesftwiſe ſo eſteemed in her own opinion: and truly was fo in effect, if her minde 
had in every kinde been anſwerable to her body, ſince any way wanting the inward 
beaury; ſome defect of neceſſity muſt be in the whole; and fo conſequently not 
moſt fair: Upon their approach, they found her incompaſſed by many Negro 
ſlaves, who with huge Fans in their hands, appeared to give her breath and refreſh- 
ment: but why onely fo accompanied, could not well be imagined, unleſs it were 
by the blackneſs of her attendants, the better to ſer forth her own beauty. in the 
apprehenſion of the ſpectators? when they came at ſomething a nearer diſtance, 
(for re ſhe would not feem to riſe) in a certain kinde of careſeſs poſture, 
ſhe ed from her Throne, whileſt the lovely Princeſs Cleria, (with another 
kinde of quickneſs in her carriage, made up between courteſie and good nature, 
wherein pride bad not the ſeaſt intereſt) addreſt her ſelf to give her an affable and 
ficring ſalutation, proceeding not onely from the gentleneſs of her diſpoſition, but 
12 . ; ; grate 
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gratitude in her thoughts, in that her brothers entertainment, was wholly. upon the 
matter (as was pretended) intended for her weleome and reception. Nevertheleſs Ar. 
teme ſia met her with ſuch a countenance, as if ſhe, yet made ſome queſtion, which 
of both was to be eſteemed the perſon of moſt dignity; however at laſt Artemeſia 

ve Cloria the better hand, though with that demeanour, that did more diyulge 
her inſolency, then ſhew her judgement to all the aſſembly: but ſelf· opinion, when 
onely governed by an impetions ſonl, accompanied with paſſion and proſperity, 
can have no other cure, but either by deſtruction in effect, or contrary fortunes in 
poſſeſſion: but all this, as it . , was to gain a heart from poor Narci/- 
ſus, that was already captirated by a ſtronger influence; who, though he had un- 
der ſtood her meaning, could not have brought, from n to vertue and 
goodneſs; to have committed idolatry before a painted image; wherein was con- 
rained, as might be thought, nothing but pride and vanity. To be ſhort, theſe ri- 
diculous paſſage in a ceremonious march, conducted them to take their places. 
The Feaſt it ſelf did vot exceed inore in ſumptuous magnificence, then in exquiſite 
curioſity: for the fruits ſeemed rather all growing upon natural Trees, then con 
veighed to their taſte by induſtry; whulelt birds of all ſorts in the interim, flew 
about the room, warbling forth ſuch variety of notes to entertain the company, as 
if they bad been taught their skill by excellent maſters, And tlie more admirable 
it was, in regard the clarity of the place, by reaſon of an artificial ſplendour newly 
created, proceeding from divers places in che room; rendred their ſeveral colours to 
the view, more beautiful then they were by nature ordained. It were a kinde of 
groſs ſimplicity to talk of abugglance, when as the power of Syria, joyned with the 
fertility of Egypt, conjoyned with a full. if not (as I may ay) an omnipotent abi. 


lity, to perſwade love, and ſhew greatneſs. 1 P 

But however this entertainment ſeemed to he the ;pravifion. of many ages, and 
the Feaſt intended for ſome. years. continuance, yet that nights ceremony (though 
cuſtomary in it ſelf, yet at the preſeat, ordained for the fight of the greateſt eſteem- 
ed Monarch in Afi) could not wait upon any other intention ot conveniency; 
wherefore the company being advertiſed, that Orſames with his Favourite in the 
other Caſtle, were already ſeated , expecting the ſhew, in ſomething a confuſed 
manner riſe from the Table, leaving all other ſervices behinde to be re d 
onely to fancy and imagination; ſince every one haſted to choſe windowes npon 
the River, that were moſt convenient for their purpoſes: for that already the fire 
flying in the air, and the Trumpets ſoundiug upon the Land, appeared to ſenſe, as 
if the Heavens bad changed their ſtations: for as the night ſeemed to be day by 
a contrary, though a more illuſtrious reflection, ſo mortals might be thought to 
- have aſſumed to themſelves the property of gods, in regard of the reſplendent 
glory of the King, whorſate upon the top of the great Caſtle, encompaſſed about 
with ſuch mulcitudes of lights, and that variety of attendants, that he ſeemed not 
onely to be the conquerour of the earth, by a. juſt right, but even to claim an ap- 
pering and divine intereſt, of ſometimg miraculous during his time here below. In 
fine, nothing could be ſeen more 2 for the time; which drew all the eyes 
of the people upon his glory, with ſuch an amazed joy, that ſcarce could they wich 
hearts and cries, abſtain from open Idolatry: but notwithſtanding all theſe en- 
ticements of ſenſe, Artemeſia (however more bewitched in her paſſiom then any 
other) could not be perſwaded, either by her brother, or the reſt of the company, to 
be at all a ſpectator of thoſe ſports: but whether out of a vain imagination, that 
ſhe ſeemed in her thoughts to contemn every popular ſpectacle, as being a great 
deal below her aims and deſigns? Or whether ſhe could not brook, the competition 
of Cloria*s beauty and dignity ? Or indeed was truly melancholy, as Philos had in- 
formed the Ambaſſadour, it is not to any great purpoſe to determine : onely it was 
viſible that in a kinde of a diſdaioful poſture, ſhe without any manner of ſalutation 
to the company, retired ſaddenly into her Camber.. n 
Notwithſtanding all theſe paſſages, Philos, whoſe; heart and thoughts were al. 
ready too violently ſer upon his own particular concernments, (however he found

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more cauſe of deſpair every day then other, of parting che your Tovers affeRi. 
on, rare might by the ſucteſi of his dengns fever" their perſonv, and had 
made his ſiſters prepoſterous paſſions, in port #5 a ale? the berter to compaſs his

ed ſomething convenient for his purpoſe, he began a diſcourſe to her in this na- 
ture, as he had formerly done a hunting to NVareiſſas; although the noiſe of tlie 
people below upon the banks of the River, ſeemed not very well to comply wih

Madam, , you may here behold in part, the infinite glory aud happineſs 
the King your great Uncle in his on proper Sphere Wh ee of Bim aſt us.

Truly, ſaid be, ſince theſe magnificencies tow beheld, are no better then meer 
ſhadows,to what brightneſſes Otſames enjoys in his on Countrey, (of which you 
have already a large ſhare by birth, being ſpring” from that floutiſhing tree, of the 
Illuſtrious and Royal Houſe of Syria, and otight' to have more in my opinion by 
poſſeſſion, in regard of thoſe rare perfections, which both art and nature have ſo 
liberally beſtowed upon your ſelf, to the wound of your Sex) I cannot be but ſome- 
thing amazed, if not ſcanidalized ho your thoughts can carry you into any other 
Region, (eſpecially having ſuch conveniences) before you had taſted of thoſe excel - 
lencies in Syria, that may not again be ſo well underſtood and apprehended, as by 
fach curious fancies as yours, that are able even to adde a new life both to them, and 
to — elſe you ſee and hear: I muſt tell you moſt admirable Princeſs, that 
the Nobility of Syria in their own proper Elements, appear rather like ſo many So. 
vereign Lords themſelves, crowned with honour and reſpect, then ſubjects to any 
mortal King whatſoever, by 'reaſon of theit commands and dependencies; not any 
way to be cqualled, or made leſs by what power ſoeyer, (continuing in Orſames 
favour) but as their own retirements, ſometimes give them appetites for ptivate re- 
creations, whereby they become familiar and ſolitary ; Alas; dear Madam, ſaid he, 
did you but behold the glorious Palaces of Damaſcus, with other rich buildings of 
leſſer note, (onely appointed to be the habitations of Merchants) you ſhould think 
this great eſteemed City (ſo much exroll'd by the boaſting eZgyprians) to be but 
an unfurniſhed Village, in regard of its magnificence and ſplendor : and for the 
the Hland of Cyprus whither you are now going, (which I muſt confeſs I admire, 
fince the Queen your Mother by your attraction, would ſuddenly' be induced to viſit 
Syria) ought to be eſteemed in your view and apprehenſion, a poor and contempti- 
ble part of the world, onely ordained to breed up a few petty perſons,” of no ho- 
nour and birth, as common drudges through the world, whereby to maintain the 
better trade and commerce for the benefit of our people; which Countrey not- 
withſtanding (without 'Syria's immediate aſſiſtance) can neither defend it ſelf in 
time of War, or preſerve it ſelf in time of Peace: To this greatneſs and proſperity 
of the Syrian State, as T will not fay my Uncle Phileftror , gives our flouriſhing 
fields greenneſs, or cauſeth the earth in due ſeaſon to ptoduce bountifully to the In- 
habitants, yet I may boldly affirm ; that his faithful policy bath rendred Orſames 
great and mighty , and ſo conſequently bis ſubjects happy and fortunate; other 
people being over. run by their enemies, whileſt we make Wear in all Countreys to 
our advantage; though but in part demonſtrated by this City, not onely a you — 
made 
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made ſubjeR by ſtrong hand to our power, but in the Inhabitants, being-perſwaded 
upon the matter in a moment, willingly to obey our laws and juri ſdiction as the great 
acclamations of joy, now offered to Or/awes proſperity, in the preſent Feaſt of cut- 
ting the Banks of the River doth witneſs :: by Syria I ſay you ſhall be honoured as a 
Goddeſs; and in Cyprus you cannot be maintained as a'Princeſy; in the one your 
worth will be loſt for want of knowledge, when as the other ſhall. give you more va- 
lue, in regard there Nen ee worthy df eftcem ; the rieh Palace of Orſames, 
can afford you a habitation fit for your Dignity, when all Cyprus ſhall. ſcarce grant 
you convenient entertainmet: with theſe words taking ber fair hand as the laſt pe- 
riod of his diſcourſe, he beftowed as many Syria» complements upon the ſübject, as 
would have created it an Idol, if Clorig had been any way indulgently ſuperſtitious 
in her own concernmen t. i tn OR 
But as the ſweet Princeſs took thele glorious expreſſions of Philos , (not being 
any whit ſulpitious of his inward intentions) as meer gallant Courtſhips , whereby 
to furniſh out the reſt of his entertainments, (though ſhe. could not but have rea- 
ſon as ſhe thought to ſmile at his vanity) ſo of the other ſide, hearing, as ſhe ima- 
gined, rather bla ſphemies then diſgraceful ſpeeches uttered, not onely againſt that 
Countrey, fhe had already part ly reſolved to make her own , but as it were in dil- 
paragement of the honour of that noble Family , from whence ber dear Narciſſus 
was extracted, which ſhe knew yielded ta none in Aſia, either for perſonall worth 
or antiquity in deſcent, could ſcarce forbear the returnimg him a moſt ſharp reply, 
however again conſidering, the pretenſions of his magnihcent entertainment, to 
be as it were wholly conſecrated for her fatisfaction, ſhe let his words pals at the 
preſent, either as high flown expreſſions, proceeding from bis paſſionate youth, 
whereby himſelf might become the better eſteemed, or from ſome cuſtomary dil- 
courſe or volubility of tongue, incident to che nature of his Countrey. men; yet 
would not abſtain from telling him, (though ina kinde of a jearing way) that as 
her own ſmall experience, in the glory and bounty of many places in che world, be- 
ſtowed upon them by the Gods favour, or natures partiality, was not of a knowing 
confidence ſufficient, to judge of their valours, (which made her really in her own 
thoughts, ſatisfactory contented with what ſhe hath already ſeen in ſome States, and 
was in part born unto in her Fathers Kingdom) ſo ſhould ſhe ever hold i, but a fitting 
obligation belonging to her duty, firſt by her perſonal preſence in the Iſland of Cy- 
prus, to enquire atter her mothers pleaſure, and then to be abſolutely directed by ber 
will, either to wait upon her into Syria, or to any other Region where ſhe ſhould 
command; which allo was delivered wich ſuch a kinde of Vermilion bluſh, as 
very well demonſtrated, that rather anges-then baſhfulneſs , exacted from her that 
beautiful Tincture. Philos ſcarce expected from her reply ſuch an anſwer ; yet put- 
ting on in his countenance, a certain confident ſmile;made up between diſpleaſure and 
the opinion he might have of the Princeſs want of experience and breeding, to deal 
with him in diſcourſe, continuing ſtill notwithſtanding bis intention to mix ſome flat- 
tery with his words, he quickly made her this return: O Madam, ſaid he, do not ſo 
injuriouſly tax your own judgement, but rather lay it upon the 6bſtinacy of your 
will, which is a property 1 muſt confeſs, incident in a moſt high meaſure, co all 
thoſe of your Sexes; that is, not to do a thing, becauſe you will not do it, and 
not for that realvn , and conſideration tells you, it may be the beſt. ' Truly Sir, an- 
ſwered the Princeſs, asIthank Gods, I finde not in my on nature, fuch an obſti- 
nacy as you ſpeak of, ſo cannot I yet be diverted from theſe maximes , that I have 
learned in my youth: which are, that obedience to my Parents, and a contented- 
neſs in diſpolition, ought to be eſteemed neither folly or impiety , but of contrary, 
wiſdome and goodneſs : I confeſs the lame, replyed Philos; but when the one may 
be conſerved, and the other encrea ſed, certainly we ought alwayes to apply our en- 
deavours, to the greater commodity and benefit: as for example, if you now go 
along in the company of your great Uacle Orſames to Damaſcus, you ſhall not 
onely with a world of honour and reſpeR gain thoſe experientes, of beholding the 
excellent caritics of the earth; but the Queen of Lydia your Noble Mother, no 
| | | ; | doubt 
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; ſatisſied; neither in his own violent. Affections to Cloria, nor his fiſters

Philos, as ſay, being withdrawn into his own. fir lodgings in imitation of 
the reſt of eee. to the outward view, though not to the ſame intention, 
according to his inward diſturbances) began more ſcriouſly.to reflect upon his 
es, conlidering not onely. the progreſſe he had made in them, but the 
iſſues conſequently were probably to follow: To this effect ia the firſt place, he, 
found. it was 9 5 EY to remove the ſettled affections, between the young Lovers 
Gloria and Narciſſus, as well by the manner of diſcourfes he had made to them 
by: in the comme dation of the Syrian excellencies ; as by divers other reaſons 
| citcumftances, the had obſervedin either ; which made him believe, as the 
— 8 he had made with the Ambaſſadour , would prove to little effect for 
his benefit, ſo would they be of moſt deſperate concernments to thoſe ſweet arid in- 
 nocent creatures; next he laid before bis temembrance, not onely the gallanc bravery 
of, Narciſſus perſon, in many attempts he had made at the ſiege upon the Zgypre- 
ant, having withall i in a manner ſaved the life of his Uncle Philoſtros in the fight, as 
at another time his own from the fury of the Lian; but alſo more particularly, he re- 
ected upon the courteous diſpoſition of the Princefs Claria, notwithſtanding her 
gnity and quality, accompanied with her excellent beauty and rare perfe Gon not 
to be equalled again in all Aja. Taftly , be conſidered with ſome horror, what a 


world of inconvenience his family hid brought upon Euarc hus and his Kin pom of

let the young Lovers to run their own hazard, rather then endanger "ſuch an in- 
conveniency to fall upon his 15 f ſo Apt are men in worldly — and hap- 
pineſſe, to entertain all unjuſt Chimera's , that tickle up choſe indulgent appre, 
henſions, that onely correſpond with ſenſe ind appetites. Thus again was he 
confirmed in his untoward*faich ; made up onely by bis own deſtres, without any 
Counſel at all of 'vertie : ſo that with the fame gatb and greatheſd us he was ac- 
cuſtomed. not onely went out of his chamber, attended by tmukkicudes of flattering 
fuitors, but according to the diſſembling cuſtome of that policy, which propel 
belongs to the actions of Stateſ. men, he ſaluted every perfon he met, with ſeverall 
voluble complements, that were of force fufficient to have thade them believe they 
had abſolutely his heart in all their petitions, if Experience had not taught them of- 


tentimes 
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tentimes the validity of favourites words; however they were to comply in counte- 
nances, as he did in language : which continued all things in a ſeeming calm in the 
Court of Orſames, until the two young Lovers Cloria and Narciſſus , could be 
no longer perſwaded to ſtay, by the alluring enticements, magnificencies, and 
pleaſure of the ſame: wherefore, as a couple of gallant ſhips were provided for 
their tranſportation, (ſince for the honour of ria it was not held convenient, one 
Veſſel ſhould contain both their perſons, though the Lovers themſelves were not 
well pleaſed with the Ceremony) ſo Orſames himſelf, would needs accompany 
them from Memphis to the ſea- ſide: In the way they were met by divers petty 
Triumphs, from thoſe Towns as they paſt down the River of Nilus; which how. 
erer protracted the time, longer then Cloria and Narciſſus deſired; not onely in 
regard of their own paſſionate deſires to be in the Iſland of Cyprus, where they 
might have the oportunity, to proſecute the period of their wiſhes', according to 
the dictates of love and engagements; but for that they both knew alſo, their af- 
fectionate parents waited for their arrival, with a moſt violent zeal , having been 
a long time beforehand, by themſelyes advertiſed of their coming. 

So that after ſomething a long and tedious journey, (becauſe they fo eſteemed it) 
they arrived at the laſt Haven in Egyyt; where the fair and gallant proſpect upon 
the ſea, gave their eyes no bounds , but what the main Ocean was content to afford 
them; which proved deligbtful enough, in regard they had been ſo long a time ſhut 
up between other varieties. | | ; 

As this gave ſome period to their wiſhes, in embarquing ſuddenly for the Iſland 

of Cyprus; ſothe chief Nobility 'of the Court appeared diſcontented at the re- 
ſolution; for if the men honoured , and took a ſingular contentment in Narciſſus 
noble vertues, his gallant preſence being accompanied with youth and valour; fo 
had the Ladies of Memphis no ſmall delight and ſatisfaction, in Cloria's affable 
converſation, that had accompanied her in her journey; ſince ſhe had not ſo 
much pride in her diſpoſicion, as to be either humorous or negle&ful , although ſhe 
never wanted a ſufficient Majeſty in her carriage, to make her ſelf reverenced of all, 
according to the dignity of her perſon : to ſay the plain truth, ſhe had à famili- 
arity that perſwaded love from the meaneſt, however ſhe never failed to procure 
reſpe& from the higheſt, And however, many croſſes had rendred her thoughts 
inwardly ſomething muſing, nevertheleſs the greatneſſe of her diſcretion, al- 
wayes ſo tempered the prejudicial properties of it , that thoſe inclinations of melan. 
cholly were never viſible, but to her Governeſs Roxana; in ber own private Ca- 
binet, when they entred ſeriouſly into. conſideration of their fortunes; which a 
certain kinde of neceſlity ſometimes ſeemed to exact from them both: if at all 
ſhe appeared a little amazed at her frequent diſaſters, it was rather a mark of her 
extream innocency, then any courage ſhe wanted to ſuſtain her loſſes, as it were 
in a manner not believing, that it was poſſible for people to be ſo wicked, and the 
Gods ſtill to continue entirely patient. Theſe are the Attributes (if not much 
more) that all indifferent rongues and pens muſt give her. And the 5yriazs in the 
general, were loath to ſend away out of their own poſſeſſion , ſach perfections into 
another Counntrey, which they efteemed far leſs worthy then their own; or rather, 
that ſhe accompanied with thoſe excellencies, ſhould be loſt from their ſociety 
and expeRation; which I muſt confeſſe, made her fair perſon aptly to be like. 
ned to a rich enamelled Caſe, all ſet over with Diamonds, and other pre- 
cious ſtones, that notwithſtanding within, contained a picture that was not to 
be valued by any eftimation : onely fome ſympathy remained by a divine de- 
termination between the two Lovers; for as ſhe was pleaſed by her very electi- 
on, to parallel with her ſelf Narciſſus, ſo he could love no other ever, but excel - 
lent Cloria. | 

In this poſtare, I fay, when they came to the ſea (ide , (in the interim the King 

leading (loria by the hand) the ſweet Princeſs, with a few beautiful tears in her fair 
eyes (being, at it were, loath to depart, though ſhe deſired nothing more then 
to be gone) fell down preſently upon her knees, with a certain gentle intermix- 
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ture of grief, made up between ſorrow and baſhfulneſs: which however it for 
ſome ſpace hindred her expreſſions, yet at laſt ſhe took her leave of her great Un- 
cle, in theſe words: May all the Gods ſend. you Sir, ſaid ſhe, both Victory in War, 
and Proſperity in Peace, until the very world grow old with your fame : but the 
King quickly ſtopt her imprecations, by two or three loving kiſſes, imprinted upon 
her fair lips; which kept in the other part of her diſcourſe. Whileſt Narciſms in 
another place, with a ſmiling countenance (as it were beſieged by multitudes of 
embracements) diſpatched his complements as faſt as he could, (ince be imagined, 
they gave his thoughts ſcarce any thing but trouble and impediment, in that alrea. 
dy "f his wiſhes and deſires were directed to another Region, which ſeemed more 
violently to carry his ambition, then the Southern windes ; that attended at pre- 
= to drive them out of the Haven: onely he appeared yet ſomething unſatis- 

when he remembred that his Love was to be tranſported in one ſhip, and he in 
another, by the rigid rules of honour belonging to the Syrian Nation. When they 
had been conveighed (after all their complements) by many of the Nobility , into 
the gallant veſſels, that lay ſome diſtance from the ſhore, the Trumpets of either 
fide ſonnded their departure, as if they intended co ſummon the Gods to beftow a 
bleſſing upon the Voyage: when preſently the fails being diſplayed, and the pen. 
dants and colours let flye to the belt advantage, they lanched into the deep, where 
Neptune again ſeemed moſt willing to take their protection, ſince ſcarcea wave mo- 
ved other then gently, to give them any manner of diſturbance. | 

' Thus in a kinde of a certain ſuppoſed tranquility (by reaſon of the calm) they 
ſailed for at leaſt twelve hours, as it were playing with the windes , and contem- 
plating the waters; and the more pleaſant and ſatisfactory it was, in regard of the 
Seamens ſometimes caſting out their nets, to catch fiſh, for the delight of the Prin- 
ceſs, and the reſt of her Attendants. _ - | 

Wbileſt the company employed their thoughts with theſe entertainments , the 
Marriners began to fear a change of the weather, as well for that many Dolphins 
appeared oftentimes to ſhew themſelves above the waves, (an indubitable ſigne 
eſteemed of a ſtorm) as alſo for that the winde of a ſudden had altered its ſtation 
a great deal more Eaftward, which as they perceived, diverted their courſe from the 
Iſland of Cyprus, and carried them directly towards Crete: the other ſhip iu the 
interim, where Narciſſus was, ſeemed to beat ſome diſtance, having got the ſtart of 
them, by reaſon of thoſe ſports the Marriners had preſented to the Princeſs, 

Neither were their expectations long deceived, for preſently they might obſerve, 
not onely certain black clouds to unite together ſuddenly in the Eaſt, but the windes 
began already to bluſter, with ſomething an open mouth. As this warned the 
Princeſs Cloria to retire into her own Cabinet, ſo the Marriners buſily employ- 
ed themſelves, to put their ſhip in a poſture againſt all accidents; being the 
more precipitate in their intention, for that it wanted not much above an hour 
to night. 

The ſtorm encreaſing, Cloria within a ſhort time, not being able longer to 
brook the toſſing and rolling of the ſeas, caſt her ſelf down upon her bed, to 
take off, as ſhe imagined, the diſtempers and incommodities of her indiſpoſition; in 
which poſture notwithſtanding, her fancy proved as well diſturbed as her body, ſince 
both the cracks of thunder, with the uncouth whiftling of the windes in the night 
ſeaſon, became a great deal more unpleaſant to her apprehenſion However ſhe 
was tied to thoſe obſervances, until it ſhould pleaſe the Gods, either to calm 
the ſeas, or put them in more ſecurity: But it ſhould ſeem neither her prayers 
nor her companies wiſhes, were able at all to prevail with the divine powers, 
ſo. ſarre as to make them in opinion confident of their own ſafeties. Uatill 
at laſt it was neceſſary, not onely to take down all the chief Tacklings be- 
longing to the ſhip, but alſo the main Maſt it ſelf: deſiring they might ra- 
ther commit their fortunes and preſervation to the mercy of the ſeas, then any 
more rely upon the windes courteſie and gentleneſs , ſince they could not caſt in their 
Anchors to any effect, by reaſag the water was ſo deep, and their Cables (as they 
knew) 
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knew) not ſtrong enough to ſuſtain the force of the Tempeſt, which ſeemed rather 
to increaſe in violence, then to give them hopes of abatement, 

In this danger and perplexity they continued many hgars, the gallant Veſſel all 
the while being toſt from one billow.to another, as if the Waves intended to ſhew 
to the heavens by their lofty motion, how much they diſdained and ſcorned any con- 
troul; whilſt the Ship notwithſtanding with a brave kinde of forticude , ſeemed 
ſtill ro contend againſt the rudeneſs of their malice; inſomuch as (however being 
rather deſperately wounded , then abſolutely overcome ) ſhe made her way 
through the Seas with incredible celerity , in regard of the ſtrength and highneſs of 
the winde, though ſhe wanted both her Sails and Maſts: but che Pilots not being 
able to inform themſelves , which way ſhe ſteered her courſe, by reaſon a thick miſt, 
had overclouded the ſuperficies of the water, were put again into new doubts, leſt 
they might fall upon ſome Rocks to their ruine, though there was no remedy ; for 
as all was to be left to the hazzard of the Seas, fo their truſt in ſupernatural mer: 
cies, was to be their chief comfort: notwithſtandimg this more then deſperate dan- 
ger, poor Cloria ſeemed in her inward thoughts, to be more ſolicitous for Narci/- 
ſus ſafety, then for her own preſervation; as it were invocating privately the pure 
heavens to that purpoſe, whilſt the reſt of the company ſent out their prayers alſo 
to the Gods in their own behalfs. 

It was about noon the next day before the windes abated, when the Marriners 
informed the Maſter, they ſpied ſome land at a good diftance , the skie having 
ſuddenly cleared much of its darkneſs, and not long after they might perceive 
many ſhallops upon the Seas belonging to poor Fiſhermen , caſting their Nets 
into the Water. 

As this gave them all ſufficient cauſe of joy and encouragement , ſo did they pre- 
ſently let out the long Boat that they had drawn into the Ship during the Storm, 
with intention to enquire of thoſe people, not onely near what coaſt they remained, 
but how they might by their directions, provide in the beſt manner they could, for 
their conveniency of landing, whereby to repair their Veſlel. 

It was not half an hours time, before the Boat again returned with this infor- 
mation, that as the land they were near was part of the Iſland of Crete, ſo not 
above half a dayes fail from that place, was the fair Haven Town of Pergame, 
whoſe Governour at preſent, was a great Nobleman of the Countrey named De- 
dalus z that notwithſtanding the Iſland was divided into many factions, by reaſon 
of the differences between Exarchus King of Lydia and his Senate, had kept that 
City wholly for the Kings intereſt: This news you may be ſure , had put the Prin- 
ceſs (loriain ſuch an extaſie of joy, as would have created an entire felicity in ber 
thoughts, if ſhe had not in the interim, called again to her remembrance, her ſe. 
paration from Narciſſus: but the company, rather flattering her opinion, then aſ- 
ſaring their own thoughts, that undoubtedly he was paſt all bazzard, being in ſo 
good a Ship, ſhe was quickly perſwaded to go to Pergame, reſolving there to re- 
main, not onely whilſt ſhe heard ſome news of Varciſſus; but during a neceſſary 
conveniency might alſo be had, for the repairing of her own Ship, being as they 
told her abſolutly uncapable (before ſhe was mended) to make any other voyage 
whatſoever: fhe condeſcending to this councel and advice, ſome of the Fiſhermen 
were quickly hired with ſtore of money, to be<heir guides and conductors to Per- 
game: So that preſently tying a ſtrong Cable to the great Veſſel, and ſetting 
many Rowers in one of the biggeſt Shallops belonging to the Fiſhermen , they ha- 
led her along the Seas towards the Haven, as it were in a kinde of pleaſant triumph; 
which they might the more commodiouſly do , for that now the winde being in a 
manner wholly allayed , they ſeemed to enjoy upon the water a ſufficient calm for 
their purpole. 

But notwithſtanding this commodity , it was almoſt the whole day, before they 
could draw their Ship, near a point of land that bordered upon the Haven, ſo that 
Cloria was forced for one night, to take up her lodging in a poor cottage : however, 
this gave her thoughts more ſatisfaction then the ſtately Veſſel belonging to the 
| | Kingdom 
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Kingdom of Syria, had her body in the Storm. When the day came, as it was 
determined to continue their reſolutions for the City of Pergame, ſo was it held 
convenient before the Princeſs approach, to give notice to the Governour, of her ac- 
cidental arrival, within the dominion of his juriſdiction. This was quickly put in 
execution, by ſending a meſſenger before, whilſt they themſelves within two hours 
ſpace , were ſet aſhore upon a promontory not many furlongs from the Town. 
The ſweet Princeſs walked upon a green walk, pleaſantly ſet with Trees, when De- 
. gdalus the Governour of — — accompanied with many Gentlemen of the Coun- 
trey, and attended by one Troop of Horſe, preſented himſelf before her; not one- 
ly to give her reception into his Territories , but to undertake in the King her Fa- 
thers behalf (he being, as he faid , his Deputy) all the entertainment that poor 
Kingdom (being lately much beaten with War) could afford, You may be ſure Cloria 
was not backward to give him thanks, aſſuring bim of her kinde acknowledgement 
of his endeavours. This conduRed her to ber company quickly (for the time was 
not proper for much complements) to take poſſeſſion of a brave, though ancient 
Caſtle, ſeated upon a little riſing at the further end of the Town, whilſt the inha- 
bitants in the interim, being placed in order of each ſide the Streets, gave the Prin- 
ceſs a joyful welcome into that City, which her Father (as they ſaid) had never vi- 
fited : So being at laſt brought into her Chamber, with other ceremonies, it was not 
long before ſhe went to bed, as well to reſt her minde , as her body; however ſhe 
firſt deſired the Governour, to ſend out ſome ſmall Ship of his own, then lying 
ready furniſhed in the Haven, to hearken out ſome tydings concerning the other 
Veſſel of Syria. \ 

But however thus (by the goodneſs of the Gods) the ſweet Princeſs had in a man- 
ner miraculouſly eſcaped the danger of the Seas, that ſeemed in ſome fort even am- 
bitious of her ruine , coveting perhaps to have entombed ſo dainty a body within 
their uncouth intrals , yet could ſhe not ſo ſoon ſhake off the malevolent effects of 
thoſe diſtempers that bad diſcompoſed her during the tempeſt , which however they 
put her not in any danger of life, yet they did not onely keep her from being viſited 
by any whatſoever , but for the moſt part continued her in her privateſt Chamber 
for a long time, where onely Roxana and ſome few ſervants more attended upon her 

erſon. 
? This gave the opportunity one day to Roxana (her Lady being aſleep) to enquire 
of Dedalus, concerning the affairs of the Ifland, ſince, as ſhe ſaid, there could 
not chuſe but be many things worth the knowing, in regard of Euarchus contention 
with the Senate, belonging co the juriſdiction thereof. 

Truly Madam, ſaid he, as the paſſages have been lately many and ſtrange , in this 
moſt unhappy Iſland of Crete, ſo to give you the better ſcantling of the buſineſſes, 
that from time to time have bapned, I muſt in ſome ſort hegin with the original, 
when the Countrey firſt became under the Lydian power and juriſdiction. And to 
this purpoſe therefore you muſt know , that after the generation of the Gods had 
totally left Crete, to a certain kinde of wilde barbariſme , not onely in the manners 
of the people, but in the rudeneſs of the (oil , for want of being induſtriouſly ma- 
nured , ſome of the ancient Kings of Lydia conceiving , that the Iſland lay conve- 
nient for the juriſdiction of their own Crown, both by reaſon of the natural ferti- 
lity of the ground, as inregard of the ſafety of the Harbours, began to create ſome 
ambition in their thoughts to be Lords of it; yet knowing, they could have no 
Title to the Countrey in their own Right, but what the Laws of the Sword might 
violently (if not injuriouſly) afford them, made earneſt ſolicitation , to the great. 
Arch. Flammin of Delphos, that in reſpect of the degenerating of the people, from 
all religious maximes, with the practice of other inhumane cuſtoms, (pretended 
to fall upon it for want of order and government) he would be pleaſed, under 
the ſacred banner of his holy protection and power, to grant them the principality 
and juriſdiction of the Iſland; upon the condition nevertheleſs, that they ſhould 
ſtill be obliged, to obſerve thoſe rites in their ſacrifices to the Gods, as were one. 
ly uſed in the Temple of De/phos : With theſe titles and pretences , many of thoſe 
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Zydia, a woman endowed with gdmirable gifts of nature, avalſs had a ſpiricianfwer- 
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Nation fell out boch with the-4<h-Flawwir"of B elphos and 11 at King of 955 
at the ſame time: The firſt ſhe pretended uſurped an W 0 Author ority over her 
jets and Dominion, as the other ſhe al . t00:3mbiriouſly endeavoured an uni- 
verſal Monarchy over all Princes. Theſe di erences likely to go into ſome deſperation, 
between theſe mighty perſons anche ants noen, gave cauſes ſufficient of admiration 
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rience quickly made them fee, ſhe not onely intended, bur prolecuted her intenti- 
ons with all. vigour : for as ſhe abſolutely. aboliſhed within a ſborr ſpace, all the 
juriſdiction of. De/phoz out of her . ſo did ſhe within a while alter, ive 
the King of Egypt ſuch overthrows by Sea, that ſcarce could be in many years re- 
cover his loſſes. In the interim, whileſt theſe contentions mere acting, with no 
ſmall violence of all ſides, to the contentment (if not amazement) of Lay other 
Princes., that eſteemed the differences a kinde of ſafety to: themſelves. The unwiſe 
Iſland of Crete, believing they might again recover, either all or ſome part of 
their loſt Priviledges, (pretending they were obſtructed in their Religion). not long 
after 
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after entred into open rebellion. To tell you, that the main motives of their riſings, 
proceeded from the inſtigations of Egypt and Delphos , is not an improbable conje- 
cure ſince as the one in a ceremorious aſſembly of Flamins , declared the Queen 
an accurſed enemy to his Rites and Juriſdiction, ſo did the other ſend Forces into 
Crete, to ſtrengthen the people in their pretenſions; which however theſe aſſiſtances 
ſeemed not to prevail entirely againſt the Queens Governours in the Iſland, yet appa- 
rently they procured her Officers ſo many diſturbances from time to time, that how- 
ever ſhe neither failed them with ſupplies, or was wanting to them in counſels; yet 
for many years together, the Rebels kept a conſiderable Body in the Field, in deſpight 

- of all the Queens Forces. . | SES 
In this manner theſe contentions continued many years; for as the Queen ſeemed 
with Ma jeſtick Spleen, to be enflamed with her Subjects Diſobedience, ſo were her 
Subjekts in their rage animated by Meſſengers ſent from Delphos, to put them al- 
wayes in minde of their Religious Obligations: Whereunto being added their hate 
to the Lydian Government, and the confidence they had of Egypt, aſſiſtance, they 
ſeemed oftentimes to have received a new ſpirit of valour, contrary to their nature 
and cuſtom , however for the moſt part, they rather made uſe of their ſubtilty , in 
ſending out ſmall parties to circumvent and entrap the Enemy, then being willing 
at any time to hazzard in the Field a main Battle, to decide the controyerſie; which 
was the reaſon the War was ſg long prolonged, with ſeveral ſucceſſes of either 
fide: for as the Cretans bad the as as of perfectly knowing the Countrey, 
amongſt Woods and Bogs , fo had the Lydians a great deal the better in their con- 
duct and reſolution: but which way ſoever buſineſſes went, as the Rebels were 
conducted by a Nobleman of the Nation, 'whoſe Family and Name was as great 
amongſt the people , as his Spleen and Courage was againſt the Queen , ſo became 
the State of Lydia exceeding weary of the War, being moſt certain, the money 
disburſed in the contention, would never by any conqueſt ſhe could make of 
the iſland , be again repayed into her Coffers : Wherefore, after ſome deliberati- 
on it was reſglved , to ſend over a principal Favourite of the Queens, whereby to 
put the ſooner an end by his Authority and Fidelity, to thoſe ebargeable and bloody 
differences, that not onely. deſtroyed her people in the Iſland of Crete, but diſ- 
quieted her own Government in the Kingdome of India: and the rather was it ſo 
determined, for that ſhe had been perſwaded, that the Souldiers of her Army in 
this 1ſland, lengthened the War on purpoſe , for their own benefit and command: 
knowing when that ſhould be once abſolutely finiſhed , their eſteem at Court, 
would fall with their want of imployment in the Field: But contrary to her expe- 
Ration, this Favourite of hers having more ambition then foreſight, (ſince he 
was ſent away onely by his enemies , to ſeparate him from che Queens Perſon) as 
alſo being more vain-glorious. in his thoughts, then experienced in his years, 
(and ſo conſequently not having much knowledge either of the Countrey, or the 
Enemy) after a moſt vaſt expence of money, and nothing in a manner acted 
againſt the Rebels, he returned again into Zyaia , with diſgrace and diſhonour ; 
which at laſt by reaſon of his ſubtil adverſaries practices, that undermined him in 
the Queens favour , he loſt his head upon a Scaffold, by the common Executioner; 
in whoſe place notwithſtanding ſuch a brave perſonage was ſent, that in a very 
ſhort ſpace , reduced the Rebels to ſo much neceſſary. reaſon , both in their 
Perſons and Eſtates, that they offered quietly to ſubmit to mercy , without either 
condition or contention. - This being entertained , and the people ready in all pla- 
ces to lay down Arms, the Queen her ſelf ſuddenly changes her own habitation 
bere, for a more laſting one in another world; that made all things at a ftand 
for a time. But as Exarchus Father met with no oppoſition , in that poſſeſſion 
that belonged unto him with ſo much juſtice , ſo upon his firſt entrance into Lydia, 
he was preſented with an abſolute ſubmiſſion , not onely of the great Noblemen 
of our Iſland, that had for many years contended with the Queen, but alſo 
of all his Party, that were — * few in number , or penurious in fortunes. 
Nevertheleſs, although this King was merciful enough in his diſpoſition , 2

welt-to parton all faults, as to forget former dfſuflectionz; yet the Hungry A 74

dere merey Would prove of dajgerows coneience ro rebeins diſpoſition 
kereafter ; bur obtained dt bis hatids, fb <aany gantz of poſſeſſion in this Ifland, 
that gave them ſufficient conveniency and authority, to tranſport a great part of 
their own people hither ; where being eftabliſhed after a while with peace and ſecu- 
rity ,' = eir indn joyned together with their power, they ſoon onted moſt of 
the inhabitants of their Eſtates; andar laſt took from all in general both their Li- 
berty and Religion; inſomuch as — Families were either turned a begging 
in their own Countrey, or forced to ſeek ſervile offices in other parts for ſubſiſtance. 
This, 1 muſt ſay, is the common allegation of the natives, and in part true, al- 
rhongh 1 muſt confeſs much of their miſcties procteded from their laey diſpoſitions 
te} ave formerly ſaid) that would not permit them to equal other Nations in pain- 
af endeavour ; rather chuſing in their natures to be 'wanderers, then become wil- 
ling to fubmit their perfons under the juriſdiction" of better cuſtoms. But be it 

Rat ĩt will, in this condition they remained without any power at all to act, un- 
til che beginning of theſe differences; between our King Euurclus, and his 
great Senate; when the people, (not having altogether forgot their old hate to 
che Lydians, and now finding forme opportunity to expreſſe it) began anew to 
flye out yer the particular catiſes were theſe : When the Man, firſt 
proclaimedtheir diſlike , by leading Armies to oppoſe Kingly Authority in their 
own Nation, one Phi, once Governour of this Iſland (though fince de. 
Aroyed for his Service) pr dated 4 compan of expert Souldiers, ro de imployed 
againſt the Myſſiant, as 
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np them moft proper to the purpoſe, in regard of 
their hate to thoſe people. BER to derain you oe long by ae cee pepetitiom, 
and circumſtances of things which are onely conjectural? After that our King 
£#archus , in a manner had committed che mannagement of affairs into the hands 
of his great Senate of Lydia, it was not held ether needful by way of oppoſiti- 
on, or convenient by reafon of the expence, to continue afoot thoſe Souldiers, 
that had been leavied and provided by Palineæ, in this Iſtand of Cite; wherefore 
orders were preſently ſent to disband the Troops; but in fome ſort nevertheleſs to 
give them latisfaction, Teſt they might prove dangerous and troubleſome to 
the Governtent , they gave them what liberty they pleaſed , to contract with 
other Princes, for their future entertainment in ſome forreign Wars. However the 
Myſſiavs, when they perceived the Souldiers were thus by bargain to be cranſported , 
either feating their rerurn in a Body to their prejudice , or rather (I may ſay) envy- 
ing all felicity of theirs, made carneft fuit to the Senate of Lydia, (with whom then 
they held a moſt intimate correſpondency) not to ſuffer them to go ont of the 
Kifngdome. As theſe perſwaſions prevalled, before the conſideration of the con- 
tract made for their tranſportation, fo the people of this Iſland, being not one. 
ly inflamed with theſe inurious procectings , as 1 az them, bur alſo fear. 
ing an utter extirpation of the whole Nation , by reaſon of the malice and practi- 
ces of the tyſſiauc, of a ſudden (having entted before into many confultati- 
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wongſt themfelyes) began as well to make feof choſe Arms they were al- 
reach provided of , as t6 feize into heit bands thzoy firong Tord, ia the Coun- 
trey; however in the interim, they ſer forth many Proclamations in their own de- 
fence; which in effect were to this purpoſe , that in regard the Ring Himſelf had in 
a manner ſoſt all his own prerogative, 2 was formerly impowred to go- 
vern, they in their 6wn behalfs now were neceſſitated to take up Arms for their 
preſervation, eget rye Myſſia and the Kingdom of Lydia; that ſought not one. 
— aboliſhing of their Religion, but an extirpation of their perſons: but however 
theſe pretenſions were plauſible enough, and perhaps no otherwiſe meant by them at 
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the firſt, yet the ontrageous violence commited of both ſides, ſoon drew many Com- 
mandersof, Crete from other parts , who inſtead of contributing their. endeavours 
in making onely a defenſive War, they violently perſwaded the people to ſtand upon 
their own pretended priviledges before the conqueſt ; as having either Kings of their 
proper Nation, or at leaſtwiſe no ſtrangers to command over them; whilſt they 
themſelves alſo began to challenge old Dignities and Titles, with the poſſeſſion of 
moſt of the Lands in the Conntrey , that for many years had belonged to other per- 
ſons and families, that perhaps had bought them to them and their beirs ; at molt 
valuable and conſiderable rates. This in a very ſhort ſpace ſet the whole Iſland in 
ſuch a burning and outrageous flame, that flaughters of ſuch execrable natures were 
committed, (to the very horronr , as I may ſay of mankinde) that both my ſelf, 
and ſome other Noblemen of the Countrey , were forced to take up Arms, not 
onely for the defence of our perſons , and eſtates, but to bring the people of 
both ſides to a better temper: for my own part, as I uſed what moderation 1 could 
in executions upon my Countreymen, at what time ſoever I gained any Victories 
over them (which truly was not very ſeldom) ſo by this means their hatred began to 
be augmented towards me as againſt a 5/7an enemy: inſomuch as they began to 
form orderly Councels of their part, as we did entertain with regularity thoſe ſup- 
plies were ſent us out of Zydia; for however they had the greatelt part of the 
Countrey at their diſpoſe, yet we held the moſt commodious for our purpoſe ; 
things thus reſting in doubtful though bloody conflicts, until the differences between 
our King Euarchus, and the Senate now remaining at Sardis, began to take up 
new conſiderations, in the thoughts and appetites of all ſorts of people, that had 
any relation to the Lydian Government; wherefore the King having drawn armies 
into the Field for his own pretended defence, as the Senate had raiſed Forces to con- 
tend againſt his intentions, the Souldiers under my command, being more deſirous 
to ſerve in the Lydian Wars, where gain and honour. were (as they thought to be 
obtained) chen to remain here without either pay or benefit, both they and my ſelf 
in a particular way, endeavoured to ſerve the King againſt his Senate; and of a 
ſudden, ſnuffling up a truce with the Rebels in theſe parts, upon their faithful promi- 
ſes, not onely to ſubmit to their Princes pleaſure, upon reaſonable conditions, but 
further to aſſiſt him in his preſent Wars, both with their Perſons and Eſtates; I 
ſent all the Souldiers preſently to the Kings Armies, keeping in the interim this 
Town, with ſome other under my juriſdiction, to be diſpoſed of as be ſhall at any 
time appoint. In fine, as this is as ſhort a relation as I can make of thoſe accidents, 
that have befallen our unhappy Countrey , from the beginning of the Lydian rule, 
ſo cannot I but eſteem my ſelf extreamly ſatisfied for the preſent, that although it 
hath not yet come within the compaſs of my ability , to do the King any remarkable 
or profitable ſervices , that the Princeſs Cloria is not onely her ſelf in perſon, 
come under the power of that command I hold under her Father, but that her 
diſtreſſes and neceſſities at Sea alſo, have been in part reheved by the natural ſcitua- 
tion of this Iſland of Crete, which as a good and. lucky Omen, will preſerve it 
hence forward (I hope) from deſtruction, if not grant it a better bleſſing , then 
lately it hath received from the favour of the Heavens : and with theſe words ac- 
companied by ſuch a look , that was capable enough to win belief , concerning his 
«ff: cionate endeavours to the King , he ended his diſcourſe. | 

' Roxanaafter ſhe had returned the Governour thanks, with two or three ſighs to 
expreſs in a ſort her inward ſorrow for the accidents, as it were both pittying the peo. 

le, and doubting the event, (ſince as Dedalus himſelf ſeemed not over-confident of 
his power, ſo had ſhe heard of many factions in the Iſſand) ſhe deſired him, that 
he would be yet pleaſed, to augment fo far her obligation, as in a few more words, 
added to bis further trouble, to let her know, how the common intereſt at p:eſent 
ſtood in the Countrey, as well in regard of the King, as the Senate, for that him 
ſelf appeared not to have (as ſhe ſaid) an abſolute command through the whole 
Ifland. | | | | 

Dedalus ſoon replyed, that as he could not much brag of the affeRions of 
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the Princeſs Clorias thoughts now were reaſonably well ſet- 
tled , concerning the ſafety of Marciſſus, in regard of the

Madam, faid he, as for the Intereſts which I formerly mentioned unto you. not 
many dayes ſince, you may be pleaſed to know, that as Euarchus our King in his Wars 
with the Senate of Lydia, muſt be forced upon all occaſions, to court any aſſiſtance 
whatſoever for his beſt advantage; fo of the other (ide do the Cretan, reſolve to 
make uſe of their preſent power, to gain benefits to themſelves, and party in any 
thing they can procure, either from their Prince or any other: To this purpoſe, 
after the agreement that I told you of, which I made with the Natives of the 
Countrey, (however many of the moſt rigid fort , would not at all come within 
any manner of communication, whereby to be ſubject to the Lydian power, there- 
unto encouraged as tis ſuppoſed by a meſſenger from Delphas, that neither under- 
ſtands the Iſlands Intereſt, or the peoples good) they deſigned Commiſſioners to be 
ſent to Philadelpha, where the King then remained, to treat upon ſuch conditions, 
as they conceived moſt neceſſary for their commodity and ſecurity : Thus arriving 
at Court, in a ſhort time they were not onely admitted to kiſs the Kings hands, but 
withall permitted to preſent their Petitions and Requeſts, for this ceremony, (and 
fo I may well call it, ſince it produced but ſmall effects, to the advantage of any 
party) there was appointed a great Hall in the City of Philadelpha, into which place 
the meſſengers were brought with ſome ſtate; as ſoon as the King was ſeated in his 
Throne, becauſe they ſhould not complain of the want of any circumſtance, that 
belonged to the ſolemn entertainment of Ambaſſadours of other Nations, to 
make them the willinger to comply towards the afliſtance deſired : After they had 
been in this manner received, as alſo with good language from the Kings own 
mouth cheriſhed, they preſented a paper that contained theſe peremptory demands. 


Firſt, they deſired to have, not onely the free exerciſe of their Religion through the 
| whole 
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whole Iſland, notwithſtanding the Dadian Laws to the contrary , according to the 
Rites and Cuſtoms of Belphos; but withal to enjoy che uſe of the beſt Temples 
alone appropriated to themſelves, with all the Rents and Priviledges tat, o 00 
at any time belonged unto them. Secondly, they expected an abſoſute conceſſion 
from his Majeſty, that no Governours whatſoever of any Forreign Nation 
ſhould be appointed over them in Crete, or in any Fort or Illand belonging 
to the ſame, beſides they refuſed to admit of thoſe of the very Coun- 
trey it ſelf, unleſs they were confirmed and approved of by the general Councel, 
which they had eſtabliſhed to mannage and ordered all their affairs, both in peace 
and war: And laſtly, they expected (as the writing which they had delivered the 
King expreſt) an abſolute reſtoration of all thoſe Lands to the true owners, that 
had been taken from their poſſeſſion, by reaſon of any former pretended Rebellion, 
and given to the Miſſiuns or Lydiavs, either by the old Queen of Lydia, or Cuar- 
chus Father, The King, as I was informed, after he had read theſe Propoſitions, 
ſeemed to the outward view of the aſſembly, extreamly troubled in his apprehen- 
ſions, as if he had been exceedingly deceived in his expectation, concerning the 
good nature and reality of our Countreymen : notwithſtanding he was by this 
means, ſufficiently enflamed in his thoughts , in regard of theſe proceedings ; (noc 
onely in lowe ſort diſdaining to be thus handled by his Subjects in his neceſſities, 
but beiog alſo with ſome reaſon ſuſpitious of their intentions , as fearing that chey 
aimed to become Maſters of the whole Iſland, and ſo by conſequence to be poſſel- 
ſors of moſt of the Lands of his beſt friends, who were actually employed now 
with him im his Wars) yet conceiving that he was not at the inſtant, in a capacit: 
to ſhew much diſcontent to any party, that could either good or hutt him Fo bl 
preſent differences with the Senate, he gave their Commiſſioners at lealtwile fair 
words in the general, promiſing ſpeedily ro ſend particular meſſengers of bis own 
into Crete , not onely more knowingly to treat with them concerning their de- 
-mands ; but withal, if it were poſſible, to conclude with. them concerning his own 
deſires, which he conceived would be for both their advantages, againſt the com- 
mon enemy that had an intention to deſtroy both: in this manner they were diſ- 
miſt into their own Countrey, partly pleaſed , and a great deal more unſatisfied , in 
regard no more life remained from their employment, then the expeRation of the 
comming of the Kings Officers: But in the interim, whileſt theſe meſſengers were 
lookt for, both the Kingdom of Syria, and the Countrey of AÆgypt put in for 
their ſeveral intereſts, as well concerning the Government it ſelf of che Iſland, as 
to be ſupplied from hence, with Souldiers in their Wars, one agzinſt another; the 
State of Syria went onely upon the ſcore of Euarchus Right and Titles, though 
Soraſtros challenged their affections in his ſervice, by an ancient tye, as he ſaid, they 
owed the Egyptian Nation: neither, as I told you formerly, was the Arch. Flamin 
of Delphos backward, in maintaining to t he uttermoſt of his power (by the induſtry 
of ſome inſtruments he employed) his own juriſdiction above either; as pre- 
rending the beſt right to the ſame, by reaſon of thoſe agreements that had been 
made with the Kings of Lydia, who firſt conquered this Iſland, | my 
Theſe attempts I muſt ſay, extreamly divided the Inhabitants both in their acti- 
ons and opinions; for as the more moderate ſort of people (eſpecialſy thoſe that 
had any correſpondency with the Lydians, either by extraction or commerce) were 
willing enough to continue the old Government, and retain both their Laws and 
Cuſtoms they had formerly uſed; ſo the violenter part of the Natives, that had 
time out of minde contracted a certain kinde of barbariſme in their manners and 
diſpoſitions, would hear of no agreement, but what was preſcribed them by a few 
Commanders, that were ſent from the Egyptian Wars, who ſeemed onely to com. 
ly with the Religion of De/phey for their own ends: The people I may affirm with 
ome confidence, were fo far tranſported, and infatuated with this ſpightful ambi- 
tion, (their Governours in the interim, ſuppoſing they ſhould be made petty Prin- 
ces in command, amongſt the more ignorant ſort of Natives) that they did not 
onely decline violently all manner of reaſonable accords, but even were perſwaded 
| to 
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to hate with an exact ſpleen and mallte, all their o-] ͥ: Countreymen, Friends and 
Kiritfted, that had any maniier ef correſpontlency”, or almoſt the ſeuſt communica- 
tion wich hb} e Interen: in the intetim the Senate of dia, 
Hiding this Violence and diftrattions amomgſt us, reſolved to put many of the ſtrong 
wary ill Cbenttey, (ich from the beginning of the troubles, they had kept 
i their poſſeſſion) abſolutely into the hands of the Miſſſunt, the better to Avoid 
the expence, and inconveniency of the War in their oon particulars, having as they 
thought enough co do with their King in Lydia; und the rather for that they knew, 
that as Ajſſia was moſt proper; to ſend Souldiers of their own Nation into the 
Iſland of Crere, whereby to contend with the Inhabitants, ſo was there ſuch an 
inveterate ſpleen and hatred between the Natives of both Countreys, not one- 
ly in regard of their poſſeſſions, but their Religion, that no reconciliation 
was at any time to be feared : beſides the Mui ans, with others of Lydia of their 
faction and intereſts, ſuppoſed the old Crerays owed them a ſecret revenge, for ha- 
ving injuriouſly outed them of their Lands and Eſtates, in the time of the late King 

Euarchus Father. | | AY 
Theſe Tranſactions, I ſay, filled the whole Countrey anew with blood and ſlaugh- 
ters; and the mote confuſed it proved, (and fo conſequently the more horrid) in 
regard that for the moſt part, we fought dividedly upon a general ſcore of three 
Intereſts: ſometimes two apainſt one, and then again each for it ſelf | as often as any 
oppoſition was found, which not ſeldom happened, in regard of the _ jealouſies 
and ſuſpicions, riſing daily out of the variety of apprehenfions; by reaſon of fre- 
quent accidents: fo that in a fhort time, almoſt in every place the Towns were 
fred, the people deſtroyed, andthe Countrey depopulated ; being no ſafety in any 
place, or ſcarce the leaſt means of ſubſiſtance out of Armies, unleſs it were under 
the walls, and protection of ſome few Garriſons , that ſecured a' kinde of ſmall 
circuit, for neceſſary proviſions, to maintain themſelves and the Inhabitants of 
their Juriſdiction: But the King at laſt rectivinp from me and others intel- 
ligence of theſe lamentable proceedings in ' tlie Iſland of Crete; (as truly in 
a manner it was paſt all examples, ſince the intention of all ſides was not alone 
ro contend about diſputable rights, occaſioned by ſome former oppreſſion , but 
even to extirpate not onely whole milles, hut the very remembrance of the 
Nation it ſelf; that ſhould have tile gntiappireſs to be overcome by the other) gave 
order to me it it were poſſible to rekontile theſe boody differencks and horrid con- 
tentions, with all the ſpeed 1 could, r ron. choſe of his on party; 
neither was he determined to exclude out of this number the old Cretan them- 
ſelves, however depending upon other intereſts, onely in regard they ſeemed by 
their Declarations formerly in words, to ſtand for his Title and Ruthority, againſt 
the proceedings of the Myſſians, though publickly they contended violently with 
his Forces in the field. Tis true I cannot deny, but in ſome things they had reaſon 
enough for their jealouſies, the King very often being tonſtrained, to go even from 
his own reſolutions, to give ſatisfaction to thoſe Councels, that were continually 
about his perſon; who perſwaded him he loſt che love of his people in Iydia, by 
ſeeming in any kinde to fayour or countenance the ref in their demands, who 
as they pretended were enemies to their general eſtabliſhed Religion; Of the other 
fide, the Natives were again by much too coveteus and miſtruſtful, not onely to 
deſire violently other mens poſſeffions and eſtates from them, but ſo entirely to 
doubt the Kings performance of his promiſes, when as they knew he did but en- 
deavour for his better advantage, to contract privately with them in moſt parti. 
culars, in ſuch matters as appertained to the Temple of Delphos, for giving, as 1 
ſaid, too general a diſtaſte, to thoſe of his own party, within the Kingdom of Ly- 
dia. But to be ſhort, it was not very long, before the King ſent a 'moſt intimate 
Councellor of his own into the Iſland of Crete, as well to inform nie particularly 
of his pleaſure by word of month, as alſo to joyn himſelf wirr me and others in 
Commiſſion, for the better and ſpeedier ig his deſigns: preſently as ſoon 
as he arrived, we ſent out our Sammons to che whole Counttey in the —

King, ſo did we reſolve to ſend for the party upon our authority, who upon his 
appearing neither obeying our commands, nor. giving us the ſatisfaction was deſi- 
red, we at that very inſtant, reſtrained his perſon, until the Kings pleaſure in that 
particular (as we laid) ſhould be publickly known: but whether the ſe proceedings 
of ours, (which however we eſteemed for vr go. 4 or that the Natives in truth 
were otherwiſe ſettled in their reſalutions hindred the ſucceſs, when the day came 
according to the appointment for this Aſſembly to meet, there appeared none ar 
all of the ancient Inhabitants of the Conntrey; ſo that upon ſome concluſion of 
a few-things between us and the reſt of the Crerays , who were not altogether ſo 
ſpiteful againſt the Lydia» Cuſtoms as the others, we for the preſent diſſolved any 
further Treaty, which in a manner is. as much as J can ſay of our preſent ſtate and 
affairs, until I ſhall be better inſtructed, either by the Natives inclinations, or con- 
cerning the Kings fortunes and ſucceſe; it not being yet a moneth ſince the intended 
Treaty was brokewp, : „„ „ 6 | ns 
Roxana as ſhi had been very attentive to all Dedaſus diſcourſe, for that ſhe was 
extreamly deſirous to inform her ſelf in what particulars ſhe could, concerning the 
of the Iſland; ſo when be had abſoturely made an end of what he would 
ay, ſhe uſed theſe words unto him; Traly, my Lord, faid ſue, I muſt needs confeſs, 
this ſeems to my imagination ta be a moſt anſortunate Countrey in the general,” if 
not to be threatned by ſome deſperate fate from the Heavens, to its deftruRion : 
however of the other fide, it ſeems ſomething; doubtful as yet to my apprehenſion, 
in what things tlie Natives are ſo much to blame according to many mens thoughts, 
ſince it is but reaſonable, as the King is to expect from them theix fidelity and aſſi- 
ſtance, ſo they ſhould in ſome ſort, be aſſured in their Religion and Poſſeſſions; 
eſpecially in a conjuncture of times, when there are ſo many enemies of all parts, 
that conſpire their ruine; not onely in reſpect of the Myſſians, that are in open 
hoſtility: againſt them, but in regard alſo of thoſe that attend about Ear hu 
perſon at the Court; who are no way. inclſinable, as you have already intimated; 
to favour their proceedings or intereſt, Truly Madam, anſwered Dedalus, if thete 
were no more in it then thoſe genergls you mention, there might be much ſaidin 
their behalfs, but being le dmit fo far of a tedious diſcourſe, that I may 
A little cake apart the particulars: of their demands, I make no queſtion but you 
will ealily perceive; that as they were unreaſonable, tq exact from the Kings necefff 
ceſſities ſuch conditions, ſo. was it impoſſible for him to grant chem their deſres 
mee endangering in a manner the whole frame of his affairs,” both in Lydia and 
S beg char Roxana was moſt willing to hear all his arguments for her 
better ſatisfaction, be began thus to diſpute: Firſt, ſaid he, for their propoſitions 
mentioned. not onely to have a free liberty to exerciſe their owh'Conntrey* Rites, 
in the worſhip of che Gods, according to the uſe of Delphas', but to have moſt 
of the chief Temples, belonging to the Iſland delivered into thert hands, with all 
the Rents and Revenues belonging unto. them, it cannot but evidently appeare, 
to all knowing judgements , wliat à diſtraction it would ſoon have made in Crete, 
5 when 
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uhen as in many places moſt of the inhabitants themſelves;, are contrary in their 
opinions to ehols privciples , whereupon would follow a moſt deſperate confufion 


amongt all ſorts of people ; when ſuch ſhould be of a ſudden,debarred of che uſual 
place of cheir.lacrificing co the Gods, by thoſe that formerly were ſubject to their 
Laws and Cuſtoms; and much more ftrange and diſtaſteful it would be, to have the 
maintenance of all their Prieſts and Flamins (being for the moſt part Zydias: by 
birth) taken from them, and chey turned wich their whole Families into che world 
without any ſubſtance at all, after ſo long a time of poſſeſſion and ſettlement: 
beſides it is very well known, many of the Noblemen and Ggatry of the Countrey 
it ſelf, upon whoſe fidelity and power the Kings preſent affairs depended , were actu- 
ally veſted in a great part of thoſe Titles and Rents (in a manner beyond any re- 
membrance) either by gift or purthaſe: who no doubt upon ſuch a diſadvantageable 
change, meerly out of ſpleen and diſtaſte, would have quickly turned their endeavours 
and affections, to the countenancing abſolutely of the My ſſians proceedings againſt 
Eusrchus their Prince: In the next place whereas they demanded, that either no 
ſtrange Governours ſhquld be appointed over any part of the Iſland, but meerly Na. 
tires, ot at leaſtwiſe ſuch as ſhould be approyed by the general Councel inſtituted by 
themſelyes, I pray conſider but with indifference (which I know you do) what an 
extraordinary, (and I may ſay) a moſt prepoſterous inconveniency , it would have 
brought upon the Kings deſigns, not onely by reaſon of choſe contemptible opini- 
ons, it would have created in all mens mindes, concerning his actions and want of 
ſpirit, but alſo have given ſo general a diſtaſte ro Wo Subjects of beft quality in 
both Kingdoms, that the effects muſt needs have Been of a moſt dangerous con- 
ſequence, when as the principal men of honour ſhould be abſolutely outed, both of 
their preſent command, or future expectation, 10 give way to the advancement of 
fach people, that neither knew well how co govern when they ſhould be employed, 
or the King himſelf could be at all certain of their fidelity, when they were in office; 
as well in regard of the fantaſtical inconſtancies of their own natures and diſpoſiti- 
ons; as allo in reſpect of their ſeveral intereſts depending upon other Nations. 
And laſt of all, whereas it is deſired, that all thoſe Lands be aggin reſtored to the 
ancient Natives of the Illand, which had been at any time forfeſted , for what pre- 
tended Rebellion ſoever, either in the Reign of the Father of Euarcbus, or the old 
Queen of Lydia, and ſo conſequently inthe poſſeſſion of any Lydians or Myſſiaur, 
would have proved as dangerous an inconveniency to the Kings affairs, as any other 
thing we have yet mentioned; and in truth would have been a work (beſides the ge- 
neral diſtaſte) of a moſt ſtupendious labour to have effected; not onely in regard of 
the ſeveral intricate Titles, that muſt of neceſſity depend upon the long continuati- 
on of them from one family to another, by reaſon of alienations and bargains of di- 
vers natures and manners, made between man and man, but alſo would be a moſt 
difficult matter for the Natives themſelves, juſtly to diſtribute with an indifferent e- 
quality and content, to each party who ſhould make their demands; ſince as many 
would pretend to what was none of their own, ſo others again being but very young, 
(if at all then born) when their anceſtors loſt the poſſeſſion of their eſtates, (the pro- 
perty of them being alſo ſince that time changed, either by cutting down of woods, 
erecting of building, or peopling of towns and villages) would be defrauded of their 
dues, for want of certain knowledge, what belonged to their parents: beſides liow 
many hundred of families, would be turned to a moſt miſerable begging poſture > who 
as Tenants to their Lords, had laid our their money of a conſiderable value upon 
purchaſes, either for lives or years, and knew not where to ſeek other habitations 
with their wives and children for their ſubſiſtance; neither truly could the Natives 
make any conſiderahle profit of the ſaid Lands, for want of people to manure them, 
figce it is very well known, they in their owu perſons are not any way husband-men, 
or at all induſtrious without the Lydian aſſiance; wherefore conſequently, this courſe 
and alteration, muſt bring a general devaſtation upon the whole Countrey : hut 
put caſe ſome would readily yield to theſe orders and injunctions, by reaſon of qu 
etneſs and poſſeſſion, yet no doubt but che moſt part would oppoſe , being by birth 

R or 
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or extraction either My/ians or Lydians, which of neceſſity would procute confu- 
ſidn enough, as alſo be a means that C uarehus enemies, would dilpoſſeſs all his 
friends under their JuriſdiQion in like manner, whereſoever they had gained by their 
ſwords any thing over the Kings fortunes in Lydia, My ſſia, or Crete. Of the 
other ſide, if we do but conſider the ſmall aid and aſſiſtance, theſe people could 
have afforded their Prince at the beſt , we ſhall finde theſe conceſſions (upon the 
matter) would have been wholly loſt, ſince they undertook onely , to procure him 
ten thouſand men to be employed in his Wars, without paying them for any conſi- 
derable time; and the Gods know perhaps, they would not fully have performed 
thoſe promiſes, being as uncertain in their undertakings, as unreaſonable in their de- 
mands : No, no, Madam, ſaid be, cheſe were but meer Chymera's, broached by ſome 
of their eminent commanders for their own ends, to render themſelves great and 
potent amongſt the people, and afterward would have made uſe of their power 
their Anceſtors did before them, to no other purpoſe but to exerciſe Tymany” and 
nouriſh Rebellion: And however I ſay, that the meſſenger ſent from De/phos ſeem- 
ed to concurre in theſe deſigns, though I will not ſay be erred , ſo much in will and 
intention, as out of ignorance and want of judgement : nevertheleſs though he 
imagined onely perhaps to reduce the Inhabitants to their ancient obedience to the 
Temple of De1phes, without prejudicing much others rights, yet his complying ſo 
much with their rude and barbarous cuſtoms in outward ſhew, according to the old 
Natives humours; with his publickly diſcountenancing all others of a more civill 
converſation, notwithſtanding they profeſſed the ſame Religion and Worſhip of the 
Gods, gave not onely cauſe of too much ſuſpition, concerning his deſigns and pur- 
poſes, but occaſioned a great deal of confuſion and diſtraction in the generall, as 
well to the overthrow of the Kings Intereſt, as to the hazard of the Natives ſub- 
ſiſtance in their own Countrey , in regard of the advantages their enemies the 
Myſſians make of their differences. But here a meſſenger ſent from the princeſſe 
Cloria opt their further diſcourſe, who as he ſaid deſired to ſpeak with Roxana; fo 
that the old woman, onely thanking Dedalus for what was paſt , and promiſing to 
meet him often . ſame ſuhject, made haſte to know her Miſtreſſes pleaſure. 

When Roxana cane into her Chamber, the Princeſs told her, that ſhe had been 
lately troubled with a moſt untoward and fearful dream, which (however in her 
thoughts ſhe was not at all ſuperſtitious (as ſhe ſaid) yet ſhe could not abſolutely 
free her apprebenſion from the conſideration of it : ſhe imagined her ſelf and Nar- 
ciſſusto be upon the Sea together in one Veſſel, when of a ſudden an extream dark- 
neſs ſeemed to cover the face of the water, inſomuch as they could not perceive any 
thing at all about them; whereupon both of them remaining frighted, with a kinde 
of horrour to ſee ſo great an unexpected change in the weather, from a clear ſun- 
ſhine day, to a time almoſt as black as night, they might at laſt behold themſelves 
encompaſſed round about with many ſhips, belonging to the Senate of Lydia, that 
bid them preſently yield ro that power without reſiſtance , unleſs they would hazard 
their own deſtructions: ſa that inſtantly conceiving themſelves no way able to re- 
lit ſo peremptory a command, their perſons were preſently not onely ſeized , but ſe- 
parated with a great deal of cruelty one from another, to their no ſmall grief and 
amazement ; whilſt in the interim alſo ſhe heard ſome of the company ſay , that as 
this deſign was put in execution, by the authority of young Philos, Philoſtros Ne- 
phew, ſo was it his pleaſure to have her ſelf carried priſoner into her Fathers King- 
dom of Lydia, as he was reſolved to diſpoſe of the perſon of Narciſſus, according 
to his own will and intentions in the Kingdom of Hria: preſently upon the ap- 
prehenſion of the dream (as ſhe ſaid) ſhe wakened , with ſome kinde of ſeeming 
trouble more then ordinary, as the people abont her had informed her. 

Roxana finding her Miſtreſſe, notwithſtanding her profeſſions , to be ſomething 
diſcompoſed, either by reaſon of the diſtempers of her ſickneſs, or in regard of the 
diſtraction of her apprehenſion, having belike before ſhe went to ſleep , filled 
her imagination with ſome unprofitable thoughts proceeding from the diſcourſe of 
former actions or conceptions, told her, that as it was the greateſt folly in the 
world

world (if not a moſt nate: impiety) to put any manner of confidence or be- 
lief in dreams unſfeaſant, that were ingendred onely in the fancy by meer ac- 
cidents, meeting with che indiſpoſition ofpthe body, ſo. if the Gods at any time 
had a will, we ſhould be inſtructed in things to come neceſſary to be known, 
they would certainly ſend us for true information to Oracles , that are not to be 
held fallible in any kinde: of the contrary , the motions that proceed from olir 
ſelves, are for the moſt part governed by paſſions; and ſo conſequently fot to be 
relyed upon, although ſometimes I cannot deny, faid ſhe,. but they happen at- 
cordingly, though go otherwiſe then like as a perſon ſhould caſt a ſtone over a 
houſe, and by meer fortune might kill a bird of Che other (ide ; for though the 
fone had but that one place to light in to do che thing, yet by meer fortune it might 
as well light there as any where elſe: But however thig ſhort diſcourſe, rea ſona- 
' *bly well quieted the Princeſſes thoughts for che preſent; yet both ſhe and Roxana 
fell upon a reſolution, with all poſtible ſpeed to bafte their Journey towards the 
Iſland of Cyprus; as well for that they doubted not, but to meet Narciſſus to 
their exraordinary content and ſatĩsfaction there; as of the other ſide, not con- 
ceiving Crete to be a place of ſufficient, ſecarity any long time, in regard of thoſe 
many factions and iſtgg bances in the Countrey, depending upon ſeyeral intereſts, 
according to the relations of Dedalus the Governour ; for beſides the inconftiht 
natures of the people, with the ſmall authority the King ſeemed ro have by wa 

of Juriſdiction , over the very actions and affairs of his own party, (as they gte 
informed) could they be very confident of the fidelity of the City of Prrgame, 
where they for the preſent remained; in regard the Senate of Lydia by occaſion of 
Trade, ſeemed to have a kinde of hidden influence, in the thoughts and affections 
of moſt of the Inhabitants : nevertheleſs, althon b ad her Governeſs miglit 
have theſe paſſionate deſires, of removing with all expeMion , yet neither the di- 
ſtempers of the Princeſs, or the commodity of the Syrian Veſſel that had tonveighs. 
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ed them thither, as yet afforded them che convenigncy. ._ ” 
But whilſt their exgectations from day to day waited the opportunity, Dedalus 
of a ſudden had intelligence, that the old Ce Naa newly given the My/ſians * 
in their Countrey a kinde of a deſperate overthrow , "eeming rlieeMives thereb\ 
at more liberty to act as they pleaſed , e in all haſte” againſt the Walls 
of Pergame, with an intention, as.'twas ſaid, to obcain the 1 5 5 Juriſdickion 
both of che Town and Haven. The Governour upon this, after he had made the

nate of Lydia ; fo was Dedalus forced to iſſue out into the Field, and venture a 
Battle with the Rebels, which he performed with ſo gallant a bravery , that within 
few hours time be dillodged moſt of their Troops from about and near the wills 
of Pergame. But three or fbur dayes after, thinking to return again into the 
Town with both#iogour' and authority, he was ſuddenly (contrary to his expecta · 
tion) violently oppoſed and denyed entrance at the gates of the City, the Inha- 
bitants pretendin that lit oneſy ſeemec to have put the enemy to: flight, when he 
had reſolved to deliver up the To] into their hands: Dedalus in the interim bein 
enflamed with this ungrateful proceedings of his Countreymen, reſolved by power. 
and force of arms, to gain a new entrance to his old command; and to this pur- 
poſe, although his Soul liers were not many, he began to make formal Trenches, as if 
he intended a long and continued ſiege, whereby again to bring the people to 
their wonted and ancient obedience, to that juriſdiction he held under the King 
his maſter, as ſuppoſing neither their ſtrength or skill, wouſd long be able to con- 
tend with ieee power: but alas l they had already too craftily prevented 
hig parpoſes, by more preventing defigns ; for as ſoon as they fell. upon theſe 
reÞlutions, to keep him by ſtrong hand out of the Town, they ſent privately. to 
thoſe Lydian ſhips that lay diſperſed over the Seas, with a full declaration of their 
iptentions, which was to render themſelves obedient to the Senates commands; of 
which a conſiderable number was already come into the Haven, to take poſſeſſion 
of the City, whereby e peoples offers in that nature, with a promiſe

| rd them, protection both in war and peace, againſt all 
thoſe that ſhould oppoſe. This being ſoon made known to Dedalus, he had no 
other way, but to endeavour the beſt conditions he could both for himſelf and the

unwilling to miſs; and in ſome ſort requiſite before you abſolutely finiſh thoſe other 
ceremonies, which in effe& as you know, muſt have been performed either in per- 
ſon or by Deputy, to render you fully ſatisfied in your ahoughts ; ſince as you may 
remember you made an open profeſſiqn to that purpoſe : Beſides, how do you know, 
but that you. may finde your Father in ſuch a proſperous condition, that by the ab- 
ſolutely ſubjection of his enemies, your Mother the Queen may again be called 
home to her old honours and felicities in Lydia? which would be the convenienteſt 
and beſt Theatre, whereon tq act the happy parts of your moſt glorious Nuptials: 
Of the contrary , if they ſhould ſend you into Cyprus, certainly you ſhould be in 
the place according to your own wiſhes , ſince all this while you have endeavoured 
the expedition and ſucceſs of that journey , as the laſt ſeeming period of your de- 
fires, after all your ſtrange and ſeveral adventures; eſteeming it as a full ſatisfacti- 
on from the Gods, in recompence of your ſo many troubles and hazzards: neither 
let it ever enter into your thoughts , that the Senate of Lydia will in any kinde, ei- 
ther endanger your perſon or reſtrain your liberty; for that, as ſuch intentions would 
afford them no manner of benefit whatſoever, Non contentions with the. King 
your Father (ſince there are already many of the Royal Iſſue out of their power and 
poſſeſſion) ſo would it not onely cauſe a more general hate fpon their actions 
throughout all 4/;a , but highly exaſperate your Uncle Orſames againſt their pro- 
ceedings; to the endangering certainly, of a new War between Hria and Lydia, 
| which no doubt but the Senate will endeavour to prevent, by all means poſſible they 
can invent. | | 85 ä | 

Yet however Roxana might be of theſe opinions, or that ſhggonely uſed ſuch dil. 
courſes, the better to encourage the Princeſs ; nevertheleſs Mas not many dayes 

fore the Senates Sea Forces declared their intentions; which was abſolutely to con- 
uct Cloria into Lydia, reſtrained in her perſon, until (as they ſaid) the farther plea · 

ſure of the Senate, ſhould be known concerning her particular; withal pretending 
they had a peremptory commiſſion to execute according to this, purpoſe; . proceed. 
ing belike from the untoward endeavour of that Ambaſſadour at Memphis, that had 
been imployed by Philos, to deſtroy the Loves between Cloria and Narciſſus : As 
for Dedalus, all the conditions he could procure for himſelf, was, upon their un- 
dertaking to pay him thirty Talents for the diſcharge of his Souldiers, and the de. 
fraying of his neceſſary expences , preſently to tay down Arms and. quit the Iſland 
of Crete; yet if he pleaſed, being ſo agreed between them, he might. viſit the 
Kingdom of Lydia, until ſuch time he ſhould more commodioully prepare his oc- 
caſions , for his abſolute tranſportation into forreign parts. 

Tis true Roxana caft about many wayes in her working thoughts, how yet to al. 
ter or prevent theſe determinations of carrying the Princeſs Clemi into Lydia a pri- 
ſoner: Fitſt ſhe fancies to ſteal out of the Town, to thoſe Forces which Dedalus 
had ina Body entire without the Walls; and notwithſtanding the agreement, to 
animate their ſpirits to ſtand for the Kings right and thePrinceſs ſafety : But finding 
they both needed neceſlary proviſions ,” and were in danger in their perſons hourly to 
be cut off by the old Cretans, that lay every where diſperſed over the whole Coun- 
trey , who hated them as they knew equal with the, A4 aus ; ſhe thought that 
would be a project of no great conſequence to their benefit; then again ſhe imagined, 
that perchance they might uſe ſome ſtratagem, to be conveyed privately out of the 
Haven, by ſome hired Ship ro that purpoſe ; and by that means. concealedly get 
into the Iſland of Cyprus, according to their former intentions: However when 

ſhe 
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ſhe remembred ſhe was told, that the Officers of the Senates Forces, had lately 
not onely taken a ſtrict account of all the Veſſels that remaintd in the Harbour, 'bac 
had alſo put in new Commanders of their own in every Ship, ſhe ſuppoſed with no 
probability whatſoever , could they attempt ſuch a deſign without being revealed; 
and then hey might come to be worſe uſed in their confinement : Whereas now the 
fog ins was promiſed all honour, favour, and reſpect according to her Dignity in 
the journey, | * R 
And laftly ſhe conceited, that perchance they might finde not onely reception but 
protection in the Armies of the ancient Natives : But avben ſhe conſidered the incon- 
ſtancy of their 2 , the rudeneſs of their cuſtoms, with their ſeveral par- 
ticular intereſts , ſhe thought ita vanity , if not a madneſs to put in execution any 
ſuch deſign ; and che rather for that the Princeg Cori her felf , was not yet ſo per- 
fectly recovered of her health, that ſhe could poſſibly expoſe ler perſon to thoſe un- 
certainties , both in travel, and dyet, with other inconveniencies, that ſhe would 
neceſſarily be obliged to ſuffer amongſt thoſe unpoliſht Troops: Wherefore the old 
woman being in T convinced in all tlieſe- particulars, ſhe perſwaded her 
Miſtriſs, with a kinde of a Majeſty mixt with affability and kindneſs , to entertain 
both her fortunes , and thoſe Commanders that ſhould be deſigned to conduct her 
under the juriſdiction of the Senate, fince as yet they could not by any means learn, 
what probably might be reſolved of , concerning the farther diſpofure of their per- 
Ions, upon their arrival in the ns e of Lydia, .. 5 | 

It was not many dayes when the Princeſs C/oria had declared ber ſelf, botb fit and 
willing, to undertake a journey, that che Admiral at Sea, (who had been ſent 
out by the direction of the Ambaſſadour, that remained as was formerly related ar 
Memphis) conducted the ſwes Princeſs with her Governeſs, into his own Ship, 
where he had prepared a magnificent Cabin for her tereption , but whether ſo adorn- 
ed out of any intention thereby the better to win her belief, or out of the humanity 
of his own nature I cannot tel]: Yet ſo it was, in that unwelcome Triumph, that 
both the Fleet and the Seas themſelves received them with'a proſperous winde, which 
in two dayes and a " ht or thereabouts , landed them in the fair and ancient Haven 


of Smyrna, whericy repoſed not much longer, before they were conveyed by 
many gallant TrooPFof Horſe (by the Senates directions) to a brave Caſtle of the 
Kings, ſeated upon a hill not very fir off the great City of Sard# , where they 
had not onely time enough to reſt , but to exerciſe abundantly their own thought, 
ſince as they knew they were confined ,. ſo were they in a manner out of hopes to 
know for how long. % *: 
Some weeks after the ſaid Princeſs, and her affectionate Governeſs, had remained 
impriſoned in the Caftle, which the Senate bad ordered for their confinement, 
ſpending their time for the moſt part in fruitleſs complaints, accompanied with more 
tears, ot · a ſudden Roxana one day as ſhe was ſitting in a low Parlor, that opened 
a Balcona-window into the Park, where many tame Deer grazed , that all the Win- 
fer were accuſtomed to be fed by che hand, for the pleaſure formerly of the King, 
who upon bis retirement from troublefome affairs, would repair thither for the 
better privacy of recreation , was faluted by a young Gentleman, of more then 
ordinary beauty and comelineſs of perſon , who after he had with a certain winnnig 
behaviour made uß between confidence and humility , beſtowed ſome complements 
upon her, he uttered this language: Madam, ſaid he, not finding the excellent 
Princeſs Cloria fo apt and capable for my diſcourſe at preſent, às I with ſhe 
were, in regard of thoſe deſpairing ſorrows , that ſeem to cloud ſo many admirable 
perfections, that were wont to give new luſtres to the world, arid may again not- 
withſtanding theſe ominous: interpoſitions ; that ſeem to be governed, not onely - 
by a cruel but a moſt preſumptuous and unmannerly fate, if ſhe can but be wrougbt 
to ſuch a confidence and belief of my intentions, concerning her ſervice, as is not one- 
'ly, convenient but moſt neceſſary for the ſeaſon : For however the office I now ſeem 
to bold under the Senates juriſdiction, is cauſe (I muſt confeſs) of ſuſpicion enough, 
to the moſt ſtrongeſt perſwaſtons; yet I call all the Gods to witneſs, who beſt know 
my

"my heart, that I harbour never a thought inwardly , that doch not entirely wiſh a 
1 7 Naa beet to every action, that Zerchwi can think may again bring 
him co the vitermolt height, of all his ancient Honours and Dignities , though the 
circumſtances and reaſons of my affections, in regard of my preſent condition, are 
too many and various at this time to be diſputed: But if this belief of my loyalty,ſhall 
rake chat place with your charity , as I humbly deſireit may , I ſhall then diſcover 
unto you ſuch paſſages, lately come to my knowledge , that will not onely pro- 
bably ſecure the Princeſs from a Storm coming upon her , which perhaps ſhe would 
moſt willingly avoid, but alſo put her in a way of ſo abſolute a happineſs, that 1 
dare be boldto ſay, neither her hopes nor yours can yet arrive unto. 

Roxana however ſhe knew not (notwithſtanding all his violent profeſſions) how 
to be over confident of his intentions, yet in regard both of the neceſſity of their 
condition, as alſo having ſome kinde of reaſons given her, by the earneſtneſs of 
his language, and the ingenuity of his countenance, to be ſomething plyable to 
his-diſcourſe*, ſhe thought it at leaſtwiſe the ſafeſt way, to comply with his offer, 
without any ſeeming jealouſie whatſoeyer : And to this purpoſe, after ſhe had abun- 
dantly thanked him for his extraordinary courteſie, ſhe told him, both her Ladies 
obligations and her own, would be exceedingly augmented, by any information he 
ſhould give of the Senates intentions, ſince as yet, they could finde nothing but 
effects of their cruelty; and much more if by his aſſiſtance, they might winde 
themſelves out of their preſent troubles and future dangers. 

Then Lady, ſaid he, as the ſtory have to tell, concerns Prince C Manus for- 
tunes, ſince his departure out of Lydia, wherein the Princeſs Cloris is involv'd, fo 
muſt 1 deſire your leave, to proſecute all thoſe circumſtances that belong to the re- 
lation; however perhaps they may not be altogether judged,” ſo neceſſary to the 
matter by your diſcerning judgement; yet in regard the paſſages cannot be but ſome. 
thing delightful to your fancy, I ſhall make bold to preſume upon your patience, 
ſince truly they are both admirable, and almoſt paſt all belief. 

Know then, that ¶ aſſianus at his being at the Court of Lydia, though his buſi- 
neſs in outward view , ſeemed to pretend to nothing, but the procuring aſſiſtance 
from the King, to regain his loſt Countrey of Iberia; yer ſecretly. 1 mult tell you, 
he fell in love with the Princeſs Cloria, which however he durſt not diſcover : In this 
poſture he continued between hope and deſpair , until the arrival of the old Queen 
eAnaxia (as he believed) drowned all his encouragements, in a vaſt Sea of impoſſi- 
bility ; for that ſhe brought with her in her journey, certain propoſitions full of 
hononr and benefit to Euarchus Court, from the King of Egypt, concerning a 
marriage between the fair Princeſs and his Son and Heir iris; which cauſed Caſſia- 
nus that night, when all the world was imployed about the triumphant ſports, that 
were deſigned for the entertainment of the Queen of Syria, to leave Lydia : Be- 
like being put on to thoſe reſolutions , by his melancholly apprehenſions, which 
however as you very well know , ſo enflamed the whole Kingdom , by the ſpightful 
practiſes of factious Dimogeras , joyned with the crafty inſinuations of others of 
the ſame intereſt; that it proved a main occaſion, that ſince hath diſquieted the 
King in his Government . + 

But Caſſianus himſelf , who had left Lydia ingendring certain black Clouds of Ma- 
lignant vapours, that afterwards became furious ſtorms of blood and ſlaughter 
(though I cannot ſay he was any way guilty in their effects; for Princes Titles and 
Intereſts are oftentimes abuſed to ſiniſter ends and purpoſes) retired in perſon, under 
the juriſdiction of. an ancient Forreſt , not many dayes journey from the Court, 
where ſometimes he privately lived, delighting his ſolitary intentions, with the ex- 
erciſe of hunting, and other rural delights , which thoſe pleaſant Woods, and 
that fruitful Countrey plentifully afforded his nature and fortune : But not long ir 
was before Hyacinthia our Queen alſo, by reaſon of the inflamations of Lydia, was 
forced to quit her Husbands Kingdom, by which accident, as you know, ſhe met 
in that place, with the company of her baniſhed Brother Candalus, outed in like man- 
ner of all his happineſs ; by the powerful Authority of Philaſtros great Favourite to 
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As moſt of theſe 1 were within the compaſs of your o intelligence, 
which 1 have telated onely for my ftories better method, ſo nom I aajl:preſemets; 
inform you, of ſuch particulars; as you have not yet heard of fat:Cafſiers: re. 
maining as ſaid in the delightful Forreſt; and going under the — abbre- 
viated name of Caſſa being diſguiſed in the habit of a young Hu n, upon che. 
triyal pre himſelf to your view, though not to yourknowledge : By - 
whicl*Mcounter., he was encouraged , again to proſecute his old lawe (clmoſt laid 
aſleep by time and ſeparation) to the Princeſs Cloria, ſinee the eonvenieney (as he 
thought) could not be bettered; and in that manner reſolved ta it upon the 
Queen undiſcovered into Syria : Nevertheleſi in that intended voyage as you know; 
both himſelf and Eumenes ſuffered ſhipwrack ; however Caſſianns — 
periſhed) by the propiriouſneſs of the Heavens, eſcaped in a manner: miratulouſſy 
the deſperate danger of the Sea, and entered into ſuch adventures as ſcatet tan be. 
parallel'd : for his body being ſupported, upon a flat Cheſt full of - Jewels belonging; 
to himſelf, by the onely flowing of the water, was carried into certain Nets belong- 
ing to poor Fiſhermen, who finding a young mam full of beauty, though almeſt 
dead by the violent agitation: of the Waves, after they had recove: ed ſome 
life in him, preſented him to a Lords Daughter of the Countrey called Yriſania, 
as a ſubject worth her beſt compaſſion: But the Lady whether taken with the youth 
and beauty of her patient, or — inclination to affect that ſhe had once pre- 
ſerved, of a ſudden fell in love with his lovely perſon , fince ſhe had no motives to 
be inticed by the knowledge of his Titles, he having concealed himſelf, the hetter 
to perform his intended journey into Syria: And this love at laſt from ſmall 
| ſparkles , began to iincreaſe to a great flame, though for a long time f aint 
not informed of the Ladies paſſions; for her Virgin modeſty ever ſuppreſt the decla. 
ration of that, which ſhe had much adoe to hide until che ſecret fire was diſcovery 
ed by the ſnarpſight of another ſaitor, that had already procured the good wijl ul 
her Father for their future marriage; not withſtanding another rival by a more noble 
love, contended with the former for preheminence : In the interim that theſe inte 
cate affections ſeemed to act ſeveral parts, the old Lord by his unexpected deathy 
left his fair Daughter to inherit rather misfortune, then juriſdiction; for Fridius 
her hated Lover (being ſo called) preſently ſeized: both upon her Perſon and Coun- 
trey, pretending that her Father in his ſat Will, had inſtituted him the ſole Goten 
hour of her Minority , leſt ſhe might endanger both her honour and ſafety by ſome 
inconſiderable match; reſolving withal to make Can a Sacrifice; or a Petitioner 
ro compaſs his ends : to which purpoſe, he cauſed him publickly to be accuſed, that 
he intended to have betrayed the Town WyCountrey to a Forreign Power; under 
pretence of freeing Briſania from -priſol®Who ſeemed alſo to have conſented to the 
practiſe, whereby to have procured her d] releaſement. And this being fallly laid 
to his charge he was unjuſtly condemned; however Fridius ſuſpended che Execution, 
until he had not onely again attempted the Ladies conſent to his offeted Love, bur 
procured 2 „who went by the borrowed. name of Caſſa, to be himſelf of 
Sollicitor in his Suit; which opportunely gave Briſa#ia occaſion, inſtead of grant- 
ing Fridiut his requeſt ,- to diſcover her own love; but C. ſianus became rather cou- 
fuſed then pleaſed at this diſcovery , ſince the hazuard of his oi life could but pur- 
chaſe the acceptance; inſomuch as onely with a forrowful courtſhip he entertained 
her diſcourſe, however ſhe gave him leave to depart, and carry her peremptory de- 
nial to the proud Tyrant. Nevertheleſs poor C was to be made the object of 
his ſpleen, ſince Briſania would not be the ſubject of his love; fur ſome few dayes 
after he was brought to a publick Scaffold erected before the Caſtle Window , where 
Briſania remained, that ſhe might be the better witneſs of the bloody Tragedy in- 
tended; Caſſa appeared in a mourning habit, becoming the ſadneſs of his preſent 
condition , but much more clouded in his ſorrowful count enance, that ſhewed his 
deiected minde; though his beauty had yet ſo large a poſſeſſion in hit perſon, by the 
opinion of the people, that he ſeemed a Sun ſhaded in a dark Skie, that not trith- 
fanding ſhot forth bright beams under the black coverture; and in this manner was 
he 
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he lead to the Theatre of death in the view of the people, who accompanied him all 

the way with'their liberal lamentation, ſinee theſe were the onely ſacrifices they could 
offer in his behalf; for although he was eſteemed amongſt them but a private Gentle- 
min of Iberia, yet could they not chuſe but grieve to ſee, a youth of his natural 
perfeQions , untimely brought to his deſtruction, by the cruelty of a wicked Ty- 
rant: But in the mean time, poor Briſania ſummoned to the ſpectacle by the noiſe 
of the ſpectators, at the firſt ſight began to feel new paſſions in her gentle boſom, 
not ſo much of love as pitty; ſince the priſoner himſelf, hid by divers meſſages ſo- 
licited her to yield, rather then to make him the onely object of Fridius his hate: 
Wherefore, firſt ſhe laid before ber thoughts the innocency of che priſoner that was 
to ſuſfer, onely becauſe ſhe continued wiltul. Then ſhe began to think, there was 

nothing but her own miſerable captivity could redeem his life; religion, charity 
and affeion pleaded of one (ide, as hatred, honour , and courage contended of 
the other, which made her ſometimes reſolve to break through the crowds; and 

fling her ſelf at Fridius bis feet to beg his pardon ; But then her ſpirit again diſdain- 
ing ſuch a ſubmiſſion, rather chuſing to caſt her perſon amongſt the people, and by 

her own death incite their revenge, Whilſt theſe conliderations tormented her gentle 
ſoul, and that his approaching execution ſeemed. to exact from ber conſent a ſpeedy 
reſolution, at the further end of the Market - place appeared a confuſed fear amongſt 
the common people, which was quickly ſeconded, not oneſy with cryes of Ireaſon, - 
but with the noiſe of many warlike inſtruments, tendiog to the ſurprize of the 
Town ; ſo that the Scaffold that was ordained to be the Stage where Caſſa was to 
act his laſt part, became ſoon emptied of all thoſe unwelcome aſſiſtances, and be 
left onely to be his on priſoner; an accident certainly that ſufficiently pleaſed him, 
although his amazed joy, had ſcarce belief enough to apprehend he was freed, 

which made him langer continue that poſture the -executioner had put him in, then 
his good fortune required at his hands; ſo that he moved not, until one of the 
Souldiers wiſht him to pray for the life of Saxanius, who had delivered him from 
death. By which declaration it was * known throughout all the Market- 
place, that Briſania's firſt Suitor, had both ſaved Caſſa from deſtruction, and 
poſſeſt himſelf of the City, who bearing of the cruel captivity of his dear Mi- 
ſtriſs by the wicked tyranny of Fridine,, had aſſembled all bis friends to her reſcue; 
and by a neat ſtratagem, had happily brought about the deſign for her delivery, 
and her enemies puniſhment : Fridius ſufficiently apprehenſive of the guilt of his 
own Treaſon, ſtaid not to diſpute the right of his cauſe with his viRorious rival, but 
preſently retired under the ſafe protection of the ſtrong Caltle , where he ſuppoſed 

was a Garriſon able to contend, whilſt di ſuccours came to his aſſiſtance; be- 
fides he had Briſania in his power, by who Authority and Title he imagined the 
better to retain the obedience of the people. But Saut intending neither to 

be ſlothful in his love or hate, after he had given ſome orders for the ſurer obe- 
dience of the Town, ſoon placed a formal Siege bgfore the Fort where his Mi- 
ſtriſs was impriſoned, with ſo great a probability of Peyailing , that within fome 
few dayes he received a Meſſage from wicked Fridius, that if he did not pre- 
ſently retire himſelf and his Troops from before the Caſtle, he vow'd by all che 

Gods, that Briſania ſhould act the firſt part in that Tragedy was intended: And 

for the greater aſſurance of his intention, he cauſed the Lady to be brought 
upon the Leads, where were already prepared the circumſtances of her 

Saxanius after he had underſtood this peremptory demand from the proud Ty. 

rant, and beheld with his ſorrowful eyes, the threatned danger of his fair Mi- 

ſtriſs, for whoſe ſafety he had ingaged not onely his own courage, but the valours 
alſo of all his friends and kindred , became tormented with many thoughts, and 
divers reſolutions, ſince if he abſolutely — — of his 
hated rival, he was no more ſecured (as he ) of Briſania's preſervation, 
then if he ſhould yield to nothing he deſired, but rather gave Fridius the more 
liberty to be cruel , when be had no occaſion to fear; and for any * 

8 
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he could make, it was to be eſteemed like the reſt of his falſe actiom: Wherefore he 
almoſt determined to ſend away the Herald with a threatning denial, inſtead of 2 
ſübmiſſive conſent. But then reflecting upon the apprehenſions of his dear love, 
whd ar he believed, would imaging tliat he eſtoemed much more a little honour then 
the ſaving of her life it deſtroyed his former” half reſolution, and entered him 
again into new and confuſed confiderations , which were loſt in his deſperate breaſt 
aich Genter of paſſions, until caſting his ſad eyes towards the place where Bri/a- 
nia was, as a pure ſacriſice to be offered according to his imagination, who ſeemed 
in his apprehenſion already to acchſe him of unworthy love, that could fo long dif. 
pute in his minde her preſervation ; of a ſudden he might ſee one caſt headlong from 
the top of the Caſtle into the Ditch, which too ſoon perſwaded his belief that 
the wicked Tyrant had prevented his judgement, by performing the execution be- 
fore the return of his Meſſenger : So that he remained like one that ſeemed co be 
changed into a Marble Statue, until a Flag of Truce appeared joyfully upon the 
Caſtle, as a teſtimony of future friendſhip : However Saxanius could not be ſarisfied 
inthe Omen, until a Meſſenger from the Fort aſſured him, not onely of the Ladies 
fafety , but alſo of the death of Fridius; with this relation, that the Souldiers of 
the Fort, neither being able to endure their Princeſs captivity, nor the Tyrants cruel- 
ty, had by force reſcued their Mifttiſs, and committed a fupream juſtice upon his per- 
ſon; who now was ſent from Briſama to know, what conditions the beſiegers ex- 
pected, both for her liberty and the Town they had already conquered. But Saxa- 
nim would make no Articles at all with his Love, for after he had diſpoſed of his 
Troops into ſeveral Quarters; he went to preſent himſelf a ſlave to the fair Captive 
he had redeemed, where he intended to chain his freedom for ever. However- Caſ- 
fianss finding that he was not onely fallen into fome diſdain, by reaſon of thoſe de- 
fires he expreſt for his own preſervation, as alſo Saxanm likely togake poſſeſſion of 
thoſe favours he might have enjoyed, imagined there was no way to preſerve him 
ſtill in the good will of his Lady, but to diſcover his quality, which he ſappoſed 
would both advance his eſteem , and leſſen his rivals credit; and by that means be- 
come a publick pretender to Briſania, which notwithſtanding produced no other ef. 
fects then a challenge from Saxanins , which Caſſianus in honour could not reſuſe, 
after he had given ſufficient teſtimonies of his condition to be a Prince and no 
wandring Stranger. Vet however the day was appointed for the Combat, and every 
ones expectation attended the final event of che Quarrel, Br:/ania's Nurſe called 
Rhena promiſed to ſatisfie all parties withont danger or blood, provided her Miſtriſs 
would be directed by her Councels, "a. Wife to him whom the Heavens had 


ordained to be her Husband. | 
This ſtrange intricacy , gave curioudMeſires to multitudes of people to be preſent 
at the wonder, ſince both the Champions were refolved not to be foiled in their Ho- 
nour , ſcarcein their Loves; wherefore they came into the Field armed, to ſupply 
the defect of the old womang performance, according to her bold promiſe : But 
when they were prepared to ve ended the difference by a bloody encounter, Rhena 
intreated them they would firſt repair to the great Temple to ſacrifices the immor- 
ral Gods, where ſhe ſaid, ſbe might perhaps relate ſuch a ftory, that would ſatisſie 
all their deſires. This propoſition from the old womati, although ĩt carried not with 
it much probability of according the rivals, their quarrel being grounded upon a 
difference, that knew not how to admit of any competition, when gratitude it ſelf 
ſeemed to have no place in Caſſianus diſpoſition, though he enjoyed his life by the 
fortunate favour of Saxanias; yet Dy the importunate cryes of the people, who 
began to be leſs curious and more pittiful, they were perſwaded to follow her dire- 
ctions; and being before the Altar encompaſſed round about by the expecting mul. 
titude, Rhena after ſhe had called the Heavens to witneſs, of the truth of what 
ſhe intended to utter, delivered this relation, which as ſhe ſaid, ſhe had bound her 
ſelf by a vow never to declare, until ſome neceſſity not to be avoided forced from her 
the diſcovery. © TENETS n ot 
When beauteous Elis aua, ſaid ſhe, the vertuous Mother of Prince Caſſianzes here 
Tra preſent, 


{* 
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preſent , was conſtrained with her dear Husband, to flye from the Countrey. of - 
HMeſopotamia by the prevailing power of Artaxes general, in the way being great 
with Childe, ſhe was forced to retire to the houſe of my late Lord, Father to Sri. 
ſania., whale Wife was her near Kinſwoman, and at the ſame time great allo; 
where ſhe had not remained many dayes before ſhe was delivered of a fair Daughter, 
as my Lady not long after of another, to the joy of the whole: houſe: However, 
the Gods eſteeming my Miſtriſs too good for this life , took her out of this world 
before ſhe had finiſhed the moneth of her Child-birth, to the unſpeakable ſadneſs 
both of her Husband and all her Servants, leaving n& iſſue to inherit her ſingular 
vertues but a Daughter onely. Elixaua alſo being quickly called away by her own 
troubles, left her little infant unto my education, as my Lord alſo truſted me with 
his Jewel: But accidents and the Wars in Armenia growing every day more hot 
then other, for the better ſecurity and quiet, I was perſwaded with the two Chil- 
dren, to retire to my own. houſe, where we remained for ſome years, they con- 
tented to be each others companion, L happy to be both their Foſter Mother, 
ſince they increaſed not ſo faſt in dayes and nights as in beauty and goodneſs, but 
alas che Fates were envious at our felicity, and took one of them out of the world, 
and with theſe words the old woman wept, with the remembrance of her dear lols, 
until her many tears running down her aged cheeks, gave ſome interruption to her 
diſcourſe': But finding her grief was ſcarce ſeaſonable to the paſſionate multitude, 
ſhe wiped her eyes, and then proceeded : When the violence of the War, ſaid ſhe, 
became ſo qualitied , that Parents had ſome leaſure to enjoy the comfort of their 
Children; I preſented my Lord with a beautiful Daughter; though for the other 
J had in charge , I defired his favour to make my excuſe, ſince it was not in my 
go ver to prevent the will of the Gods, which gave him ſo much ſatisfaction, that 
he perſwaded Elixanua by letter to be content that had many more, which. conti- 
nued until my Lady Briſania by his late death as you know, became heir to all 
his poſſeſſions, though interrupted ſome time by wicked Fridius, and redeemed by 
valiant Saxanius, to whom without a great deal of ingratitude ſhe cannot but 
give her ſelf, and all that ſhe hath, ſince ſhe hath received it from his hands. At 
which words Caſſianus began to muſter up within his breaſt a multitude of paſ- 
ſions, until the old woman turning towards him, told him, that preſently the 
would render him ſatisfied alſo ;. Wherefore, after the people were a little quieted 
in their confuſed murmur, ſhe thus ended her tory : But now ſaid ſhe to unriddle 
this myſtery , and fully co perform my promiſe I muſt let know, that Briſania was 
not childe to your late deceaſed Governour, but Daughter to worthy Zlizana; I 
onely uſing that fallacy upon the death of the other, becauſe I feared the loſs to my 
Lord would have proved a vexation intollerable , ſince he wanted Children 
to inherit bis Fortune and Honour; and for Elixana I ſuppoſed the croſſe 
would not appear ſo great, in reſpect of the bountifulneſſe of the iſſue, which 
the Gods had beſtowed upon her; however I made a private vow to my ſelf, 
as 1 ſaid , never to diſcover this myſtery , until ſome preſſing occaſion forced from 
me the declaration, as well to retain Briſania in ber ſuppoſed Fathers poſſeſſions, 
as to take from their Patents all jealouſie of my fraud; But ſince the Heavens by 
the power and right of Conqueſt , have now eſtabliſht my Lord Sextus in tha 
Government, which Briſania did intend innocently to uſurp, and that his noble 
pretenſions to het love, deſerve her beſt entertainment, as if the Gods intended a 
perpetual unity in their hearts againſt all obſtacles, I hope it will be the opinion of 
all here preſent, that the marriage between them be ſolemnized inſtantly in the 
Temple; and the rather for that I cannot doubt, Prince, Caſſianus will forbid the 
conjunction, ſince nature denies him the capacity of ſuch a bappineſs. This Decla- 
ration was quickly warranted by the deſires of all the people with loud acrlamations; 
ſo that Briſania turning about to Sarasius with a bluſh that more enflamed his joy, 
after a little pauſe ſaluted him with this language: My Lord, faid he, for fo it ſhould - 
feem the deſtinies have deſigned you againſt all difficulties , though whether 1 hall 
be now eſteemed worthy tn your vertuous thoughts, to give you that Title 
S 2. may 
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may be ſome queſtion, ſince your noble addreſſes formerly received not thoſe ready 

entertainments they merited: However, I ſhall endeavour to perſwade you to be- 

ſieve, that the Heavens have bad a ſecret influence. ,, whereby the better to unite our 
ſelves, ſince my ptepoſterous affection to my Brother upon ſmall grounds, endea- 

voured ſomet hing to obſcure your perfections in my apprehenſion, which now ap- 

pear to my knowledge, in a moſt full and affectionate proſpect, that abſolutely de- 

lights all my ſenſes. And with that, as if ſhe had been too liberal in her language, 

like a Roſe over: preſt with the nights dew, by little and little caſt down her lovely 

looks upon the ground. ' Saxenivs inſtead of delivering his judgement concerning 

Briſania's plea, put in execution his intended decree by a gentle kifs upon her fair 

lips, which gave the people ſufficient intelligence of his thoughts; ſo that the mar- 

riage became preſently ſolemnized, to the content of all the ſtanders by, but more 

ſpecially to themſelves, whoſe happineſs could not fully be apprehended bur in the 

fruition onely. And this Madam I ſay, is the delightful, though intricate ſtory of 

Caſſianus adventures, ſince his departure gut of Lydia, which he was pleaſed to fig-.. 
nifie in writing under his own hand; however to none but to his faithful friend and 
chiefeſt counſellour Dimogoras. W too 

But now that I have entertained your ears with theſe ſtrange though pleaſant paſ- 
ſages ; as I may ſay, ſeemingly rather miracles , then accidents, I ſhall come 
nearer a great deal to your concernments: This intelligence of the ſafety of the 
Prince you muſt know , enflamed the thoughts of Dimogoras; whereupon he be- 
gan to conſider, if a marriage could be compaſſed between Claria the Kings Daugh- 
ter and Caſſianus, it would undoubtedly, not onely ſtrengthen his on greatneſs, 
but exceedingly fortifie all manner of contentions of the Senatę, witKEnarchn the 
King, ſince by this means his Daughter ſhould not be- matthed to any Forreigg 
Prince, that might give her Father aſſiſtance; but rather by degrees would be 
wrought to be an enemy to his pretenſions and deſires. | | 

With theſe conſiderations he went preſently to the Senate, whereby to make them 
acquainted with the intelligence he had received: And to this. purpoſe, being ſac in 
the Councel, he uttered this kinde of ſpeech, with as much eloquence as his natural 
roughneſs, and want of education could deliver. 1 4. 

My Lords, ſaid he, as it is moſt evident, the Gods have hitherunto proſpered 
our attempts in a moſt admirable manner, to the wonder of all 4%; ſo of the 
other (ide may we again behold, a kinde of miraculous influence depending 
thoſe accidents, ſignified unto me by Prince Caſſtanus Letters: Thele things being 
conſidered ; I ſee no reaſon, nay I may boldly. affirm there is a great deal of 
piety in the reſolution , both belonging to the ſervice of the Gods, as allo to- 
wards the eſtabliſhing of our own affairs, to endeavourall wayes poſſible, to unite 
the perſons and affections of Cloria the Kings Daughter, and Caſſianus the adven- 
terous Prince, in ſuch indiſſolvable tyes of Love and Marriage, that may not one- 
ly render them happy themſelves, but ſecure us from all fear, of a Forreign Cunjun- 
ction, that undoubtedly would diſorder (if not deſtroy) that work we have 
already wiſely begun, and hope ſhall fortunately end in this Kingdome. For 
my part I muſt confeſs, 1 do almoſt tremble , yet when I conſider in how great a 
hazzard our affairs ſtood, before your Admiral ſurprized the Princeſs at Per. 
game; for that the alliance intended between her ſelf and Narciſſus, could not 
have been other then ominous; when as of the other fade we are moſt aſſured, to 
finde Caſſianus upon all occaſions; not onely a furtherer of our deſigns, but a 
lover of our perſons. Perhaps you may be a little ſtartled wich the doubts, that 
Cloria will ſcarce he brought to think of ſuch Nuptials; but truly theſe are meerly 
frivolous conſiderations, in compariſon of benefits of States, and Kingdoms: 
wherefore I ſay, if ſhe cannot be perſwaded to yield her conſent, by the influence 
of his Courtſhip, ſhe muſt be compelled by your power and authority. 80 
that my opinion is, that Caſſi anus be preſently ſeat for, not onely to put in execu- 
tian, with all expedition, what we ſhall determine for our own happineſs, and 
the Kingdoms welfare; but alſo to be honoured and maintained by our loves and 
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aflections, according to our former reſolution and promiſes. Let it ſuffice there 
ſeemeth already a ſympathy in their years, beauty, and religion; and what wants of 
Titles and poſſeſſions, our Authorities muſt make up, to be ſupplied aceording to 
accidents and occaſions; for that in point of honour, as 1 intimated before, we are 
obliged by many promiſes, not onely to ſettle this injured Prince, again in his loſt 
Dominions, but to render him as happy as we can by our endeavours. 

This Otation being delivered with more violence then Rhetorick, he ſate down 
in his place expecting the iſſue; which produced not onely ſeveral diſcourſes, but 
much ſeeming contention, in regard of divers and ſundry intereſts: yet Dimogoras, 
with others of the ſame Faction, fo far prevailed at laft, that it was abſolutely de- 
creed that Caſſia ſhould with all expedition be ſent for, with an aſſurance of the 
intended match between him and che Princeſs C/oria. 

When Creſes had made an end of thus much of his diſcourſe, he reſted ſilent, 
as it were expecting ſome kinde of reply from Roxana: but finding the old woman 
at leaſtwiſe troubled, if not ſomething confounded at the relation, he began anew 
with her in this manner, 

Truly, ſaid he, it were a kinde of diſſervice, onely to mention dangers to torment 
your apprehenſion; and not at the ſame time to propound remedies that might 
probably cure. the diſeaſe; which would turn all my profeſſed courteſies into no- 
thing but cauſes of jealouſie and ſuſpition: Wherefore, Madam, as the time that 
will be given, for the ſolicitations of Caſſiauus cannot be long; his arrival being 
expected every hour, many weeks being paſt ſince he was ſent for to Sardis: 10 
muſt you ſpeedily reſolve upon the prevention, unleſs you are willing to comply 
with the Senates intentions. In ſhort, be your thoughts and reſolutions what they 
will, I make bold to aſſure you, if you dare but give ſufficient confidence to my 
promiſes; or doubt not my capacity to perform them, to deliver the Princeſs Clæria 
and your ſelf free from your preſent impriſonment; which being effected, you may 
retire under the protection of Euarchus the King at Philadelphia; yet I muſt. leave 
the particulars to further diſcourſes, when I may be aſſured of your reſolutions: 
but if neither my deſign, or faith pleaſe you; for that perchance'I ſeem to be at 
preſent, what notwithſtanding I intend not to be many dayes, I muſt conjure you 
not to diſcover theſe motions co any, but to your Lady, which is a juſtice I hope 
your honour and goodneſs cannot deny me. 8 | 

It was a queſtion whether this ftory and offer did more amaze or content Roxana, 
ſince as ſhe did not expect the one, ſo ſhe could not hope for the other: notwith- 
ſtanding with few circumſtances, and a great deal of thanks, ſhe entertained his 
motion, confirmed with her ſtrong proteſtations of all their gratitudes to that ſer. 
vice he ſhould perform; which was enough to part them at preſent, by reaſon of 
the paſſion the old woman had to inform the Princels. , 

Roxana, although ſhe acquainted her Miſtreſs with theſe pleaſing. propoſitions, 
(who apprehended them ſent by the Gods for their good) yet (he reſolved in her 
thoughts to enquire after the party and his intereſt , by which ſhe intended to lay 
the ground of thoſe Councels ſhe would uſe. To this pyrpole, after ſome few dayes 
ſhe became informed, that he was a young Nobleman of Zyria, called Creſesr , em- 
ployed by the Senate in the Government of the Countrey about the- Caſtle, which 
made her alſo obſerve his actions, whereby ſhe might learn, whether it were a new 
inſtructed duty that taught him better obedience to the Kings ſervice then formerly? 
Or whether ſome diſcontent of his other Lords proceedings at Sardus, in regard of 
his own perſon, cauſed him revengefully to put off his truſt? But as within the com- 
pals of ſome weeks ſhe was ſatisfied it was neither of theſe reaſons that gave him 
an appetite to leave his command, and begin a new Loyalty to his King; ſo of the 
other ſide ſhe became aſſured in her opinion, that his ſecret love to the Princeſs C/o 
ria was the principal cauſe that made him offer ſo acceptable a ſervice, to the hazzard 
of his own life; and with this knowledge fell into many conſiderations wich her Mi- 
ſtreſs, whether it were better with ſecurity of their perſons, ſtill to remain in the 


Caſtle, where they were under the juriſdiction of the Senate, and to expect the 
vexations 
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vexations of Caſſianus importunity upon his arrival, as Creſes had informed them, 
or haxzard themſelves under the protection of the new Lover, whoſe diſpoſition 
and atention they were not acquainted wit hal; nevertheleſs, after: long debate 
they fell upon the latter, which was rather abſolutely to truſt his paſſion, then ex- 
pect the Senates goodneſs; and to that purpoſe Roxana told Creſes in the Princeſſes 
name, that ſhe was refalved wholly not onely to-rely upon his fideligy, but co be di- 
rected in her journey to her Father by his care; which gave Creſes a world of content, 
not alone that he was thought worthy of ſo great a confidence, but by this means 
he ſhould free his- apprehenſion from the danger of Caſſianus Courtſhip , ſo that 
within a weeks ſpace he provided all things neceſſary for their eſcapes whilſt in the 
mean time Cloria pretended a ſickneſs that cauſed her to keep her chamber, where. 
by no ſuſpition of her flight might remain for ſome dayes after her departure, 
as Creſes did of important buſineſs, which called him to a neceſſary attendance at 
Sardis. | | 

When the deſigned night came that they were to begin their journey, which was 
expected with ſome impatience, the Princeſs, Roxana, and their intruſted Dwarf, the 
onely attendants they would uſe for fear of - diſcovery; repaired to a place at the 
foot of the Caftle hill, where one Sentinel being more curious then the reſt , would 
have interrupted their paſſage, but their ready knowledge of the Word gave him a 
quick diſcharge, and ſo —— ſet them free to take their Horſes, that were 
provided not far off by Creſes care, who was there alſo attending himſelf to mount 
the Princeſs, and the other company: Scarce had the chearful morning appeared 
inthe Eaſt, after a tedious nights travel in rough and unbeaten wayes, when they 
arrived at an even plain, that not onely afforded them ſome conſolation , to ſweeten 
their paſt inconvenience, but gave opportunity to C*eſes, reflecting upon his own 
truſt, and enflamed by his ſecret love, to uſe this lan to the Princeſs, 

Madam, ſaid he, as I envy not the Gods happineſs, in the converſation I have 
power to enjoy, ſo the truſt that is committed to my care, deſerves a diligence be- 
yond expreſſion, wherein if I had a chouſand lives, they were all roo few. to be em- 

| in ſuch a ſervice ; yet give me leave to ſay without prophanation of your 
ſacred ſelf, that love is the onely price that ought to purchaſe your perſon by an ho- 
nourable pitty, which cannot be wanting, where there are ſo many other admirable 
perfections; for ſinee none can merit your vertues, your goodneſs will appear in 
the greateſt luſtre, when it ſhall be ſeen you chuſe, becauſe you intend abſolutely to 
oblige, like the heavens that take moſt pleaſure: in forgiving higheſt offences, It 
may perhaps be efteemed by ignorant apprehenſions, a kinde of an equality in 
worth, when Titles are united; but you know that dark foils are uſed to illuſtrate 
bright Diamonds, wherefore let not honours be the object of your looks; which 
however, although they cannot out - ſnine yours, yet certainly the clearneſg of your 
beauty will beſt appear, when others are removed, like the fair Moon when the Sun 
is moſt obſcured that offends by lis too much violence; Flowers ſeem more de. 
lightful in innocent Fields, then in ſtately Gardens; and Chriſtal ſtreams are plen. 
tifuller repleniſhed with variety of watry Inhabitants, when the green Meadows 
give them bounds, rather then where Marble ſtructures enrich their abode, then 
kiſſing her hand with a paſſionate earneſtneſs, he bathed her white Glove with a 
few of bis own Tears, that quickly gave Cloria Items of his intentions; but ſhe 
would take no notice of his dieourſe , being unwilling to diſquiet her protection, 
fince ſhe could not condeſcend to his deſire; ſo that ſhe was conſtrained prettily to 
divert the occaſion, by calling her Governeſs to the communication, pretending that 
elſe her rigid gravity- might chide them both for their diſreſpect: When Roxana 
was arriyed at a nearer diſtance, the Princeſs perceiving her to be much troubled, if 
not altogether tired with the paſt nights travel, by ber often removing her ſelf up- 
on her Saddle, not being accuſtomed to many ſuch: exerciſes , after ſhe had bid her 
be of good chear, began to queſtion with her, concerning the practice and em- 
ployment of her youth; and whether or no women in thoſe dayes did uſe to ride 
a hunting, according to the faſhions now of Lydia? Faith no Madam, ſaid R-xa-a, 


if 
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in choſe times maids were more modeſtly bred, then to exerciſe ſuch hoiting recrea- 
rions; for if 'their motherg fuffered them to walk a turn or two in the Garden, 
after they had perlormed u good dayes work upon their Samplers, and of Holy- 
zyes to go eut a meſs of Cream in ſome honeſt neighbours houſe , it was eſteemed 
2 large liberty; beſides there was a careful proviſion by their parents, that no men 
of any ſort ſhouldaccompany them; although they were ſuch as pretended to be 
Suitors, and the conditions of marriage already agreed upon; but now by my 
truly, there is nothing but private Courtſhip and publick Love, with continual di- 
vertizements from one pleaſure to another; ſo that young Girls endeavour nothi 
more, then to become bold and ſcandalous: nay, I can aſſure you Princeſs, ſai 
| ſhe, Maids durſt not fo much as ſmile before their Fathers and Mothers, ſcarce look- 
ing upon their Woers before they were married; in which baſhful poſturg on the night 
of their Nuptials, they entertained their Husbands with tears onely. 

This diſcourſe, or rather paſſion of the old woman, pre ing as cwas ſuppoſed 
from the hard going of her Horſe, gave ¶ loria occaſion tall her in a gentle ſmile, 
that the reaſon why they did not practice ſuch paſtimes, was becauſe they wanted 
good horſes for the ſport, and Coaches as ſhe had heard were not then in ufe : Good 
Horſes, ſaid Roxana, I cannot tell hat you call good; but for my part I was ne- 
ver worſe carried then at the pteſent; at which the Princeſs began to laugh our- 
right, ſince ſhe had ſo directly hit upon the diſeaſe of her Governeſs. However 
Creſes that he might prevent all quarrels told her, that ſince ſhe found hers not eaſie, 
ſhe ſhould ride on his, which perhaps would better pleaſe her, although he pro- 
teſted, he had no deſigu but ro accommodate her before himſelf ; whereupon: taking 
her down from her ſaddle, in a quarter of an hours time made the exchange, 
though the labour ſeemed fruitleſs; for the old woman being no whit amended in 
the choice, ſhewed the defect proceeded from her age, and not from her Steed: Ne- 
vertheleſi moſt couragiouſly (though ſhe did ſwear for the buſinceſs) ſhe arrived at 
the Forreſt, where they intended/to repoſe themſelves for the noon ſeaſon, that re- 
quired ſome ſhade againſt the ſuns violence: Creſes choſe a flouriſhing Tree for 
rhe Princeſs accommodation, which-contented her thoughts as well, as the richeſt 
Canopy of State in her fathers Court, and the proviſion that the Dwarf had 
brought with him, abundaggly ſatisfied inſtead of other curioſities: theſe ſatiſ- 
factions exacted from C /ori#Mnother neceſſary duty, that the night paſt had abſo- 
tucely debarred her of, which was ſhewed by the gentle cloſing of her fair eyes from 
the dayes light; whilſt in the mean time Rena had conveniency, after ſhe had put 
ſomerhing under her Ladies head, to retire her ſelf under another Tree, to be indul- 
gent alſo to her on ſenſes. 10 
But Creſts whoſe love and care cauſed him to be a diligent Sentinel over the 
Princeſſes reſt, afforded him alſo the happineſs of this contemplation; in which 
fain he would have ſtollen a kiſs, but that he feared the Heavens would have reveal. 
ed the theft: Can the Gods (thought he) be altogether ſtupid, to ſuffer ſo divine 
à creature upon earth, and leave their own habitation barren of ſuch excellence, 
ſince more then a thoufand Cupids, are - ready to offer Sacrfices upon che pure Al- 
tar of her fair Fore-head, perfumed by the Incenſe of her odoriferous breath? Can 
theſe two illuſtrious Cherries, ſaid he, that onely kiſs one another, becauſe they can- 
not meet with the like perfections, be leſs powerful then to invite Fove from Olympus 
to taſte of the dainties? But beholding a preſumptuous flye, boldly to entertain it 
ſelf in the delicious Garden of her Face, where mixt Roſes and Lillies gave it both 
nouriſmment and delight, notwithſtanding: the many gentle prohibicions of her 
white hand, he began paſſionately to exclaim againſt the rudeneſs of che creature; 
yet when he ſaw ĩts black colour and curious ſhape, ſerved inſtead of a foyl to be- 
dome her beauty, as if put there rather by art then nature, he not onely let the 
filly beaſt alone, but commended: his induſtry however finding her ſleepy impor- 
tunity , defired ſomething earneſtly to be rid of that troubleſome ornament, he 
could do no leſs then contribute his aſſiſtance, and haſtily endeavoured to chaſe, the 


flye from that Paradice, where it wanted neither flowers nor exerciſe; at _ — 
rinceſs 
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Princeſs ſuddenly wakened _—_ — . her in her — ? But 

rCreſes durſt not own the diſquiet, and ſo ſhe fell aſleefFagain, in which inno- 
— remained until Rexasa's ronfident authority, made her know it was 
time to prepare for the aſternoons journey; and this injunction was ſufficient to 
render her obedient againſt the enticements of her wearied ſenſes. 

Many dayes they had not travelled in this large Forreſt, to ſeek out obſcure 
wayes to prevent ſurprize, fince they ſuppoſed they ſhould baſtily be purſued, if not 
encountred by ſome of the Senates Forces, lying in a manner every night either 
in a poor Cottage, or in the open air, which the courageous Princeſs underwent with 
an admirable fortitude; hoping her reward at {aft ſhould be not onely to ſee her 
dear Father, but to hear ſome news of her Love Narciſſus, for whoſe ſake her 
thoughts werechiefly tormented ; before they arrived at a ſmall Plain encompaſſed 
with wood, which the more flouriſhed , becanſe Phebus had not ſo abſolute a do- 
minion in that place as eli here. At the farther end of the Plain upon the riſing 
of a little hill, that dire its view towards the Eaſt , they might behold a houſe, 
though not of any appearing capacity, to contain many perſons; but long they 
had not contemplated the commodity of their ſuppoſed nights lodging, e te they 
ſpyed an old Father with a book in his hand, ſitting under a Tree, which gave oc- 
caſion to Creſes, whilſt the Princeſs and Roxana were content to take ſome pleaſure 
in that ſolitude, to preſent himſelf to the aged man, as well to be informed who he 
was, as alſo to receive ſome benefit by his aſſiſtance. 

Wherefore , after they had civilly ſaluted one another; and that Creſes 
had told him, he conducted certain diftreſſed Ladies towards Philadel- 
phia, where their friends remained in the Kings Wars; and alſo that they 
wanted for the preſent accommodation of lodging for the approaching night, 
the old man ſeemed not onely willing to pleaſure him in any thing, but of the 
ſudden burſt forth -into abundance of Tears and Complaints, as it ſhould ſeem 
at the remembrance of Exarchw and his fortunes, which made Creſe, the 
more paſſionate to be informed of his condition, and to that purpoſe deſired 
him, that he would be pleaſed to let bim know what accident had driven himinto 
that ſolitary courſe of life; ſo both ſeating themſelves upon a little riſing hillock, 
becauſe the old Father was not capable of a long dilggpric without ſome repoſe, he 
uttered this language. | * 

Sir, ſaid he, ſince you will needs be acquainted with my fortunes, you muſt know 
in my youth I was bred by the careful induſtry of my parents a Scholler, which 
profeſſion brought me firft in credit with my Prince Euarchus Father, who was 
himſelf not onely learned, but exceedingly loved the converſation of thoſe that 
were poſſeſſed with ſuch qualities, which at the firſt joyned with the ambition of 
of my own nature, made me a Courtier, and that vocation, as I thought, exacted 
from me a diligence to preferment , however honours were but moderately conferred 
upon me, during the life of the old King, though after his death his ſon Euarchus, 
whether miſtaking my abilicy, or being in love with my fidelity , ſhowred down ſo 
many favours upon me, that I not onely in a ſhort time became chief Flamin of 
all Lydia, but in a manner governed the whole State under the King, which heap. 
ed on me ſufficient envy, and the rather, ſince I conferred many offices poſſeſſed 
formerly by the Nobility upon thoſe of my own profeſſion , whereby the better 
to ſtrengthen my party, and dignifie my condition: in this poſture J remained, 
until the great Senate that now rules in Zydia chaſed me from Court and Common- 
weale, which made me ſeek out this private habitation , until the Fate of Zxarchus 
Government ſhall be ſo determined, that I may again return to his ſervice, or re- 
ſolve to end my life in this ſolitude ; and with that wept , which for ſome time 
continued them both in a penſive ſilence, until Creſes importuned the aged Fa- 
ther to put off his ſorrow; or at leaſtwiſe, ſuffer him to be a ſharer with him in 
his grief, by letting him know more particularly the cauſes: This gave occaſion 
to the old man to tell him plainly that many Souldiers were newly arrived in the 

Forreſt, to ſhelter themſelves by the protection of the Woods, from the rage of 
their 


their perſecators,'who followed them after a Battle that was lately fougtit between 
Thyaſmaus andthe Senates Forces; where both he and almoſt bis whole Army being 
ſurprized EIS of the Enemy-, bad loſt the day to the abſolute de- 
ſtruction of che Kingt Affairs, and an utter undoing, as tas believed, of all bis 
friends, ſince Euarchus expects every hour in perſon to be beſieged in Philadelphia. 
This unexpected news, did more then trouble Creſes , not onely becauſe it did 

in manner deitroy his own hopes, that ſeemed to depend upon the ſucceſe of the 
journey he had in hand, which was to preſent the Princeſſe C/oria an acceptable 
offering to her Father, but in denying them all means to avoid a dangerous con» 
e, ſince they neither could advance towards their fir intention, for doubt 

of interruption inthe paſſage by ſcattering Troops of the Senates Garriſons, nor 
durſt retire back again to che Caſtle for fear of being cruelly puniſhed for the 
eſcape : ſo that he was forced to make the old Father acquainted with the perſonall 
preſence of the Princeſs Cloria; and the rather, ſince he could no way miſtruſt his 
fidelity , but of the contrary by that knowledge, procure a reception of ber in his 
boaſe, until his own return from Philade/phia, whither he intended ſecretly to go, 
that he might the better be informed of the Kings condition, and by that direction 
more conveniently ſecure the Princeſs Cloria , either by flight into ſome forreign 
Countrey, or deliver ber perſon into the protection of her own Father, as he had 
promiſed: yet he conjured the Flamin , after he had laid open unto him his 
thoughts, intentions, and deſires, not to diſcover the leaſt ſyllable of theſe diſaſte- 
rous accidents to the Princeſs , for fear of diſquieting her gentle boſome with mis- 
fortunes, no care of hers could remedy, though he determined to perſwade her 
to be contented to diſpence with his own abſence- for ſome time, to perform pre- 
tended neceſſary ſervices for her-ſaftety. When they bad ſufficiently digeſted theſe 
reſolutions and agreements, they both roſe from their ſeats, to preſent themſelves 
to Cloria: The Princeſs at their approach, entertained the F/amine with the ſame 
affection ſhe conceived to be due to one, that had been formerly honoured: by her 
Fat bers favours; whilſt he with tears in his eyes; preſently conducted her and the 
reſt of the company to his ſmall habitation; excuſing notwithſtanding in a court- 


ly phraſe, the poorneſs of the welcome ſhe was to expect: but long ſhe had not 


enjoyed the pleaſing ſecurity of that retirement, before ſhe was overtaken with a 
moſt horrid and inſolent Treaſon in this ſort, a TOTES 7 

de Souldiers that cowardly were fled from the Battle, as the 'F/amine had re. 
lated to Creſes, and were retired within the Fortifications of thoſe Woods, for 
their better ſecurity- againſt their purſuers., underſtanding by ſome intelligence that 
the Princeſs Cloria was lodged privately within the old Fathers houſe, began to 
conſider, that if they returned her back again to the Senate at Sardius, from whence 
they underſtood ſhe was eſcaped, it would prove ſo acceptable, that they ſhould 
not onely thereby purchaſe all their pardons, but probably many of the chief actor: 
might receive conſiderable rewards. This opinion they no ſooner entertained in 
their wicked and diſloyal breaſts, but the execution followed with ſo much violence, 
that they not onely ſerzed Cloria and Roxana, but alſo carried with them the old 
- Flamine , as à full period to their ſupream villany, notwithſtanding all the per- 
ſwaſions could be uſed towards them: But the Gods hating the Traytours, 


though the Senate made uſe of the Treaſod; all they could procure for this ac- 


.ceptable ſervice; was to have their lives ſaved; upon condition they ſhould 
wichin ten dayes depart the Kingdom; or elſe, to ſuffer preſent death where- 
foever they could be found after the limited time, which cauſed them to curſe the 
very day of their births. | ; 

However this juſt ſentence was a deſerving reward for their offences, yet poor 


Cloria enjoyed no comfort in her captivity , but rather her croſſes were augmented 


by the arrival of /Ca//ianw : ſo that one day when ſhe was retired into the inner- 
moſt part of her lodgings, with an intention to contribute a large proportion to 
her ſorrows: eſteeming it the beſt converſation ſhe could poſſeſſe in theſe ſad times, 
ſhe was of a ſudden ſaluted by che Prince, conceived his power gave —

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8 ſufficient warrant for any intruſion; where ;. after he. had continued his court- 
ſhip wich a few complemenns, he ſtrived to proteſt his affection, wich all the rea- 
ſans that cha ſame Religion, nearneſs of kindred, and his vow'd. ſervice to ber Fa- 
ther could pretend unto. ; which pluckt from the Princeſs this ſharp and ſudden reply, 
contrary to ber nature. e IE end | 
© Couzen, ſaid ſhe, although your own thoughts can beſt wicneſs the Religion you 
bold, yet give me leave to tell % og my. knowledge receives no ſatisfaction by 
ur profeiliqn, ſince you violently to run along with that current, that ſeeks - 
yall means poſſible to deſtroy the Zydias Rights, in taking away the Flamins 
out of the Temples, the onely pretended occaſion now of theſe: Wars, between 
my father and his Senate; in which Cuſtomes I bave been brought up from my 
Cradle. Again, for your blood, I mult confeſs it is of fo near kindred wich 
mine, that I wonder yon do not hiuſh to ſee me ſuffer an injurious captivity , without 
revenge or aſſiſtance; much more, to be a principal cauſe of my impriſonment, 
Gnce your prepoſterous affeRions addes flames to the Senates crucky; when as 
my love in all juſtice ſhould rather be perſwaded then compelled. And laſtiy, 
concerving the ſervice you profeſs to my Father, as I would be glad to ſee ſome 
effeats thereof by reall actions, inſtead of aicry, and perhaps; of falſe pro- 
felons; ſo of the other fade, I muſt deſire you to remember, that Prince Cafia- 
au, was alwayes entertained, and cheriſhed by King Exerchus , with all huma- 
nity and bounty, when his regal power was not diminiſhed : wherefore in my opi- 
nion, you have no reaſon ta ſide with that faction, that ſtrives to pluck the Diadem 
from the braws of him and his poſterity; in which number I have, or ought to have 
a conſiderable intereſt. | 7 » 

Caſſianus, after he had received this bitter reply, with a certain pale, if not guilty 
look, reſted far ſome time, as it were frozen in a kinde of deſpair , not being able to 
utter one 9 — in defence of himſelf, againſt ſuch deſperate language, as be 
thought defiyered by a beavenly Oracle: yet at laſt, left he might ſeem altoge! 
conquered by the force of her reaſons, when it was impoſſible her fwcer words could 
wound, but with the darts df. Caps, he fearfully returned this anſwer, which reach- 
ed her ears, but not her belief. | 

Madan, laid he. for the differences in Religion between your Father and his Senate, 
I eſteem them no way eſſential; conſiſting onely, in matter of Ceremony, which 
with a little labour may <afily be reconciled te both their adyantages : And for 
that bloud of yours, that ſo much honoured. my birth, I could wiſh to have an oc- 
caſion to let it ant from nouriſhing my heart, whereby to do you the leaſt fervice , 
though your releaſe cannot fall. withia the capacity of my power, ſince it is the 
command of the whole Kingdom, that reftrains your liberty; nevertheleſs wich- 
aut any thonght of injury intended to your perfon : for, if I believed the Senate 
had any determination to diminiſh., much le& to deprive your Royal Father of 
thoſe Flowers which belong juſtly. to his glorious Crown, I ſhould be ſo far from 
countenancing of their endeavours, that I would contend with all difficulties ,.ro 
rear the remembrance of their _ intentions ſrom the face of the earth; bowever, 
I cannot deny, bot 1 meerly ſubſiſt by their extraordinary bounty, fince I have loſt 
the poſſeſſion of mine own. Conntrey, that ſhould. maintain. my condition. At 
which words the Princeſs with a difdainfhl ſmile, gave bis a:difſembled thanks , ac- 
companied by ſo ſweet and becomming a foto, that Cafſionss ſeemed more bitten 
at bet ſilence then by the diſpute; though R-xoxecould; not chqſe but cake her Mi- 
ſtreſſes part, and conſequently made this chalorick anſwer, to that lit tie he had faid

My Lord, ſaid (he, I cannot. but wonder if the points in Religion, be.of no-grea- 
ter difference then you ſpeak of, that the Senate ſhould 5 the, ques Seats. of 
Lydia with ſo much blood and Nanghter, to compell Zarchus to change the Go- 
vernmegt, when it is evident he deſites but to maintain the profeſſion of his Father 
without alteration; nay rather methinks it would have bean greater maria of 
their piety , to: have given way to the Kings humour, in ſo ſazall-a ching of 

con- 
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conſequence, then to have bought the alteration at ſo dear and dangerous a price, 
And for the latter part of your diſcourſe, I ſhall onely put you in minde, that as 
your Uacles love and bounty never failed you, when he was in a flouriſhing proſpe- 
rity, ſo you may do nobly to pay his actions paſt, and his neceſſities preſent , with 
teſtimonies of gratitude and duty. Caſſianus although he vowed to the ut- 
termoſt of his power, he did and would render him. his beft endeavours, yet he quick- 
ly changed the ſubje&t of the diſcourſe, pretending that love at the preſent, was 
more ſuitable to his diſpoſition then hate, and therefore began again to court the 
Princeſs with freſh complements : however when he found with a neglectful ſilence, 
ſhe onely ſeemed to hear his words, without a will to underſtand the matter, as if 
ſhe were leſs pleaſed with choſe ſmiles, then with che Senates frowns, he abruptly 
quitted the room, with a kinde of a dark cloud in his looks: within two dayes af- 
ter this encounter, the old Flamin was brought before the great Senate to receive 
his trial, not onely for _—_ been in his Court employments a diſturber of the 
State, as twas pretended by his ill councel to Euarchus, but at the preſent for 
being an inſtrument, to conveigh the Princeſs out of the Senates protection, 
and conceal her perſon in his houſe, whereby to marry her to ſome forreign 
power, that might endanger the proſperity of Lydia. Which accuſations were ſo 
ſpitefully alledged againſt him, with ſuch prejudicate reſolutions for his ruine, that 
the old man had not force enough, to ſuſtain the weight of the proſecution, though 
he expreſt a competent courage in his defence, and Io was condemned publickly co 
loſe his head upon a Scaffold, in the view of all the people, who at leaſtwiſe ap- 
peared contented, if not pleaſed at the novelcy. | | 
But Cloria when ſhe heard of this ſudden , and as ſhe conceived , horrid deter- 
mination, was poſſeſſed with a noble compaſſion, not onely conſidering the old 
man to have been a moſt faithful ſervant to her Father, but unfortunate by this in- 
tended Tragedy, onely for entertaining her at his houſe, as a teſtimony of his Loy- 
alty to the Royal Family, which wrought in her gentle ſoul divers perturbations : 
Firſt, ſhe conſidered, that if he ſuffered, it would be ſome ſtain to her honour ; ſince 
he appeared rather to be a Martyr fot her, then for himſelf; which obligation ſhe 
was unwilling to undergo , without ſome teſtimonies of a ſupream gratitude ; yet 
then when ſhe reflected upon that ſubmiſſion , ſhe muſt aſe to beg his life of the 
Senate, ſhe thought the ſacrifice of an old Flamine, who ere long could not chuſe 
but be an offering to the earth, would not prejudice bis own happineſs , much leſs tax 
her of ill nature; and therefore became half perſwaded to ler him run his laſt pe- 
riod with glory, rather then become a ſuppliant to her Fathers Subjects for mercy : 
yet after much conteſtation with her ſelf , the vertuous Princeſs fell upon this ap- 
prehenlion, that ſhein a manner became the author of ill, by omitting that good 
ſhe bad power to do, and by that means ſhould deſerve the worlds cenfure : ſo 
that pitty, gratitude, and religion ſeemed to contend with courage, honour, and 
diſdain, till at laſt ſhe flew to this reſolution , to ſend for Caſſianws, and conjure 
him by the hopes of his deſired love, to be ſo far an interceſſour in the poor 
Flamines behalf, as to preſerve him from deſtruction by his power or intereſt ; 
though again when ſhe entred into conſideration , what a jealous ſcruple the 
requeſt might raiſe in Narciſſus thoughts, if ever he ſhould come to know of 
the action, it almoſt deltroyed the piouſneſs of her intention: nevertbeleſs ſhe 
called Roxana, and wiſht her in her name to fetch Caſſianus to ſpeak with her, 
ſince her reſolutions were not long to be protracted, if (he had a will they ſhould 
prove effectual; yet as the old woman was going out of the door to perform her 
meſſage, ſhe ſuddenly commanded her back _ labouring as it were in her incon- 
ſtant conſtancy, until Roxana her ſelf being diſpleaſed with her fruitleſs irreſolutions, 
at length went without her leave. | | 
When Caſſianus came, he found the Princeſſe ſeated not onely in a dark chamber, 
but environed with thoſe mourning Curtains about her bed, which ſhe had cauſed 
to be hung up ſince her laſt impriſonment, as teſtimonies of the diſcontented ſtare 
ſhe conceived her ſelf in: When Roxana had informed her of the Princes 2 
1 2 ence 
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ſence to attend her pleaſure, after ſhe had with a low voice deſired him to fir down: 
in a Chair near her, ſhe uſed this diſconrſe unto him. 

Couſin, ſaid ſhe, is it poſſible you can think, that the blood of the poor and aged 
Flamin may be ſo acceptable an offering to the Gods, as to make them thereby more 
propitious to your deſires? or do you believe, that my love which you ſeem to hope 
for, will be perſwaded eaſily by the cruelty of ſo horrid a ſacrifice? if you mean to 
threaten inſtead of intreating , perhaps you may pleaſe your own nature, but never 
I can aſſute, compel my liking , ſince I finde in my ſoul ſo much courage yet left, 
notwithſtanding all my misfortunes, as not to give away my affections to one that 
hath merited ſo much juſt hate from me. Certainly you are miſtaken to think, Cy- 
pres Branches are fit Ornaments to become a Marriage Bed, when the many examples 
in that kinde have been alwayes prodigious: Can you flatter ſo far your own imagi- 
nation, as to apprehend the ſlaughter of my friends, and ſlaughtered chiefly for my 
ſervice, can create leſs effects in me, then a revenge when I ſhall have power to exe. 
cute it according to my will, upon thoſe that have occaſioned my diſpleaſure It 
ſhould be ſtrange they ſhould expect to be entertained in my boſom ,' that have 
ſpightfully procured my diſgraceful diſcontent : No Couſin aſſure your ſelf, theſeare 
not the wayes to captivate a Virgins gentle heart, whereby to truſt proteſtations of 
ſuch a Suitor, that wanted not hate in the higheſt profeſſions of his love. 

Caſſianus after he had heard theſe words from the Princeſs , haſtily without 
any reply at all took his leave; which not onely gave occaſion of many conjeRares 
both to Cloriaand Roxana, but alſo of ſome difcourſes , that produced hopes and 
fears, until within three hours of his departure, he again returned into the Princeſs 
Chamber, with a Reprieve for the old mans life, ſigned by the hands of the Senate ; 
though with this condition, that ſhe muſt be pleaſed to follow the direction of the 
whole Kingdomein her Marriage: however Caſſianus vowed by the Heavens, he 
imployed all his power to have procured it abſolute. 

Cloria notwithſtanding ſhe was not well fatisfied with the reſtriction, yet ſhe was 
pleaſed with the pardon, and preſently ſent it by Roxana to the Officers, that had 
the cuſtody of the old Flamin; whilft in the mean time ſhe conceived ſome diſ- 
ſembled ſatisfaction was neceſſary for Caſſianus, that he might continue Rill his be- 
gun courteſies to the aged Father; and withal to poſſeſs him with the knowledge of 
che impoſſibilities that hindred the progreſs of his love, whereby he might be leſs 
violent, in preſſing the Senate to the accompliſhment of his deſires : The rather ſhe 
fell upon this reſolution , for that NVarciſſus abſence , ſecured him from all danger 
by underhand practiſes, though her ſelf could not be confident of his fafery , ſince 
ſhe had heard nothing from bim; which conſideration at the preſent , drew from 
her fair 2 ſome tears before (he uſed theſe words to Caſſianse. 

Worthy Couſin, faid ſhe, (for ſo I will now call yon, ſince I finde your words real, 
and your love noble) if the Gods did give me the poſſibility of being your Wife, 
I ſhould a 7 deal rather, declare my ſelf perſwaded to the choice by your own 
vertues, then by the Senates wiſdom , fince the intereſt of Kingdoms is not to be 
put in the ballance with the unity of affeRion ; the one proceeding onely from forced 
reaſons, that laſt no longer then the motives have power by the operation of pri- 
vate ends, when the other ariſing from the ſecret influence of the Heavens, en- 
graves a perpetual affection in the heart, not to be removed by humane tyranny. 
Wherefore fay, intereſts of Crowns cannot contribute any thing to the felicity of 
Nuptials, however ſometimes they pretend falſe ſhews to cover hidden diſcontents, 
and fo by that means couzens the world into a belief, of what the married 
couple never enjoy; of the contrary enduting millions of concealed corments, that 
are increaſed in violence, when they burſt forth like impriſoned flames, which by 
accidents procure their own liberty: Therefore I ſay, nay I will boldly profeſt the 
undergoing the puniſhment of a thouſand deaths, before I be ever compelſed to 
marry by the preſcription of earthly reſpects, much leſs be commanded to take any 
for my Husband, that hath not really perſwaded my judgement, or abfolutely 
wrought upon my fancy: Let it ſuffice your perfections, carry with them more 
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powerfulneſs in my conſideration, then the Senates deſires do weight in my under- 
ſtanding, though I ſhould be ſorry to chuſe raſhly, or to be guided wholly by mine 
own opinions 3 which is enough to let you ſee that my unconquered, and I hope 
pure love cannot be conſtrained , although my dear life pay the ranſom of my ſeem. 
ing wilfulneſs; for though tyranny may ſhut up my weak body within ftrong Walls, 
until the juſt Gods puniſh the wickedneſs, yet my reſolved ſoul will be free co make 
election of death, or life, as the occaſion ſhall be preſented , ſo that as your acti 
ons have changed already my belief of your intentions, do not again change your 
actions, that I become of another minde, wherein you will but loſe honour inſtead 
of gaining love; and that loſs perhaps may make you uncapable of all other for- 
runes: It is enough , I value your blood, I eſteem your perſon, and love your 
vertues; however I cannot be yours in poſſeſſion as long as Narciſſus lives: with 
thoſe words wept again, as at her former apprehenſions of his ſafety, which continu. 
ed her ina ſilence, until Caſſianus reply gave her thoughts new matter co work 
upon. ; 

Madam, ſaid he, as I cannot but be perſwaded , though unwillingly by your 
powerful and excellent Rhetorick, yet give me leave to tell you, that I underſtand 
not your concluſion, ſince you have been pleaſed to ſay in your diſcourſe, that as 
long as Narciſſus lives you cannot be mine; a choice I muſt confeſs, that the Gods 
have never to this hour revealed unto me, ſince at my leaving of Lydia, a match of 
a far greater Dignity in Titles, ſeemed to be the obſtacle that deftroyed my hopes, 
and ſo conſequently all motions I could make of my ſecret love: But however, if 
my ears have not much.deceived my knowledge, I have heard it generally reported, 
that ſome accident many moneths ſince, bath deprived Narciſſus not onely of the 
ſhare you pretend he hath in your affection, but alſo of all the claim he can expect 
in this world. If it have, ſaid Claria, your pretenſions are the nearer; and with 
that fell a weeping again ſo bitterly , that Caſſanus could not chuſe bur accompany 
her in her grief: But after ſome time that bis thoughts had liberty to eater into 
conſideration , both of the Princeſſes words and of his own concernment , ſcarce 
yet believing her relation, he told her, that he had no reaſon to claim the intereſt 
of another; yet if Narciſſus were dead, he hoped his love and ſervice ſhould ex- 
pect the next place in her affection: And with that parted from her, with an inten- 
tion to make a more particular enquiry, into the truth of the intelligence, which 
afforded the Princeſs a kinde of a calm for the preſent , that contented her thoughts 
for ſome moneths. 

And this calm having made her diſcontents ſomething tollerable , ſhe was per- 
ſwaded one afternoon by her Governeſs, to take ſome little delight or recreation, 
ina green Meadow within the limits of her impriſonment, that uſually was not fre- 
quented by ftrangers, where a River in the midſt divided the Field by a ſeeming 
equal arbitration; which afforded a kinde of a fad entertainment to the Princeſs, 
whilſt Roxana was perſwaded alſo by her many ſolicitous thoughts, to ſearch out 
ſolitary walks in the neighbouring Woods , for the exerciſe of her contemplation : 
To this purpoſe Cloria fitting down by the Brook ſide , ſupporting in the interim her 
fair cheeks by her white hand , whilſt her knee underpropped both , as a rich foun- 
dation that nature had created, for the eſtabliſhment of a moſt noble building, her 
fancy was carried as it were with a ſtedfaſt melancholly to behold the running ſtream, 
that repreſented to her troubled imagination, her own inconſtant fate, that had 
formerly afforded her ſome moments of happineſs, in the converſation of her dear 
Narciſſus , whom now ſhe was not ſure ever to enjoy again, which by a quick courſe 
ſeemed to haſten to the Sea, to be drowned in that vaſt confuſion , as her paſt de- 
light was buried in her Fathers misfortunes and her own. And as ſhe was ſending al- 
ſo her tears along with the courſe of the River in the main Ocean, to be confound- 
ed in the multitude of thoſe rude Waters, of a ſudden ſhe ſaw a Pilgrim to traverſe 
the Meadow, as if his iꝑnorance in thoſe parts had rendred him altogether unskilful 
in the wayes: But the Princeſs being yet fuller of charity then ſorrow , diſpenced 


for the preſent with her grief, to give him ſome inſtruction ; and to that — 
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poſe calling him to her, began to queſtion with him about his name and buſineſs: 
The Pilgrim in a kinde of amazed reply told her, that as his name ſcarce deſerved 
any remembrance, amongſt thoſe that enjoyed happy conditions, by reaſon of his 
many misfortunes, ſo for his buſineſs, he ſhould be oath to impart it to any, be. 
fore it did reach the ears of the Princeſs Cloria, to whom it was directed, whoſe 
abode as he was informed was not far off that place. Truly, anſwered the Princeſs, 
if you mean that happy condition by my ſelf, you are as much miſtaken in your opi- 
nion as you were in your way; however perhaps I may prove ſo fortunate to yout 
intention, as to help you to the ſpeech of that Lady you mention, although I muſt 
tell you, this paſſoge js not open to all travellers, being onely kept for the Princeſs 
private recreation, and ſuch company as are confined with her in the Caſtle: At 
which words the poor Pilgrim fell upon his knees to ask pardon for his fault, though 
he proteſted be was altogether ignorant, that any prohibition had forwarned paſ. 
ſage into thoſe private walks, reſerved for the Princeſs pleaſure; however his jour- 
ney into Lydia was chiefly intended to her preſence, The Princeſs quickly command. 
ed him to riſe , aſſuring him, that as the limitation of thoſe Fields did not belong 
wholly to her juriſdiction, ſhe being her ſelf a priſoner alſo under authority, fo if 
ſhe were an abſolute commandreſs (as he did imagine) ſhe was fo well acquainted 
with the reverence due to his ſacred habit, that his free abſolution would ſoon have 
been procured at her hands. At which words the Pilgrim began to weep, and not- 
withſtanding her earneſt intreaty , would by no means riſe from the ground where 
he kneeled , which made ¶ loria wonder, though not more at the buſineſs then at 
his paſſionate carriage. Wherefore after ſome few circumſtances , finding no im- 
portunity of hers was able to remove him from his ſettled humility , ſhe told him, 
the was the Lady to whom the intention of his travels was directed. When the 
Pilgrim had received this information, he beſeeched her anew to pardon his rude er- 
tour, ſince as he ſaid, being lately come out of Syria, he could not be informed of 
the dignity of her perſon , not having any attendants about her to inſtruct his know. 
ledge; and then wept again, as if his buſineſs had been nothing elſe, but meer ex- 
preſſions of ſorrow; until at laſt having wiped his eyes with a Handkercbief hang. 
ing at his Girdle, he entertained the Princeſs with this language. 

Moſt vertuous Princeſs, ſaid he, be pleaſed to know, that it was my fortune to be 
in the City of Tyre, when young Narciſſus was brought into the Town mortally 
wounded, by a Ship of the ſame Town, where by the courteſie of the Captain, he 
was ſoon provided of convenient lodgings for his repoſe, and an aſſembly deſired of 
the beſt Phyſicians of the place for his cure, although his name and condition was 
concealed from all, but thoſe that had conveighed him thither: Thus he remained 
with ſome hopes, but more doubts for many weeks of his recovery, until at laſt a 
dangerous Feavor made every one in the houſe deſpair of his ſafety: Amongſt 
which number it was my chance to be preparing my ſelf for a Voyage to Delphos, 
according to a ſerious vow I had made to the Gods for the expiation of certain of- 
fences. But he underſtanding of my intention, and conceiving my beſt way would 
be to paſs by the Kingdom of Lydia in the journey, one day when the violence of 

his ſickneſs, gave him ſome more eaſe then accuſtomed, and that the Chamher by 
hazzard was freed from all company but my ſelf, by reaſon of a certain Holy day 
near the Town , he deſired me to approach his Bed - ſide, where after I was ſeated, 
and that by many ſighs, he had made me acquainted with your unfortunate loves, 
and his own condition, he conjured me by all the charity that ought to accompany 
my thoughts in ſo ſacred a journey, that in my paſſage I would viſit you in Lydia, 
where he underſtood you were newly arrived: And not onely declare unto you, all 
the circumſtances of his untimely death, with the aſſurance of his moſt conſtant 
love to his laſt end, but withal obliged me to deliver this Ring, which he ſaid was 
the dear teſtimony of the contract, that had been between you; and preſently put- 
ting his hand in his boſom, drew out a paper, wherein was contained that unwelcome 
token. 
When Cloria beheld the pledge of their unfortunate loves, now ended in the worſt 
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of. periods, (he looked upom it as if (he expected a miraculous remedy, or a miſerable 
diſtea ction; till at laſt, conquered by the ver depth of her deſperate imagination, 
ſhe became exceeding pale, and ſcarce was ſo for any time, before a more earthly. co. 
jour, by little and little ſeemed to change that yet lovely white, which death it ielf a

not er. her dainty though egs, not being able to ſupport the weight of 
her — her pure ſoul could contribute no aſſiſtance, the ſunk down to 
the ground, like a rich marble ſtatue built upon ſnowy baſes; which cauſed the poor 
Pilgrim, with a haſte compoſed of an amazed ſorrow, and a deſperate fear, to fiyeto 
her relief; curſing not onely his relation, but bis very journey that occalionedir : but 
his violent execrations, had not power to breathe the leaſt ſhew of life into her ſweet 
body, as if the Gods were reſolved, to keep poſſeſſiom of ſo heavenly a ſpirit, (not- 
withftanding he continued the rubbing of her Temples with more then ordinary 
paſſion) until he ſpakein her ears, that Marciſſus was not dead, bur ſalſly ſo alledged 
by his malicious and wicked tongue; and tor a teſtimony of his laſt affirmations, 
(which he wiſbt might be confirmed by his perpetual torment, as a puniſhment for 
his offence) he ſuddenly pulled off that deecitful Beard; that bad ſo unluckily diſgui- 
ſed his perſon from her knowledge. C/oria after ſhe had for ſome time continued in 
her fad ſleep, that fain would gently have ſent her without noiſe to a better babicati- 
on, ſhe ſoftly again opened her eyes, that ſeemed ſomething eclipſed of their former 
brightne ſs, and fining chem upon that object, that onely had power to keep them 
from entertaining an eternal darkneſs, ſhe uſed theſe low words: And is it poſitble 
that Narciſſus ſtil lives? or is it my flattering fancy that ever couzens me into new 
miſeries? then ſhut chem again, as if either yet ſhe was not abſolutely perſwaded 
of his truth, or had a minde to reprove him for his unkinde concealing of bimſelf; 
But Roxana's arrival, both afforded C/oria more remedy, and proved a means to beg 
Narciſſus pardon, who was not able by any Rhetorick, co excuſe the fin he had com- 
mitted, againſt the Laws of Love, in borrowing a diſguiſed ſhape, to hide that which 
C loria had onely a deſire to ſee: However Loversquarrels although they are violent, 
yet never or very ſeldom are laſting; beſide the fweer Princeſs had no room left in her 
boſom for revenge, where there was already inſpired ſo much joy; ſo that ina ſhore 
time, a perfet truce was not onely made between them, though chiefly expreſt in 
contemplation , wherein their hearts ſpake more then their lips; but after they 
had ſeemed ſufficiently to have ſurfeited of their joy, Narciſſus was perſwaded to 
make a perſect relation of hisown adventures: Wherefore taking her fair hand, and 
gently kiſſing it twice or thrice , av a ſworn teſtimony of the truth of his ſtory, he 
began in this manner, whilft in the mean time the poor Princeſs , read a lecture in his 
looks, that appeared amply to inſtruct her thonghes, 5 
Moſt ſweet Princeſs, ſaid he, as} know not what accident, or rather I may call ic 
a fate, ſeparated our Ships one from another coming from Egypt, ſo no ſooner were 
we out of ſight of your Veſſel, but the Winds, as if they intended again to remem- 
ber us of a meeting, though they ſeemed to deny the opportunity, began moſt fu 
riouſly to rage upon the waters; inſomuch, as being toſt from one billow to an- 
other, with a kinde of a rude uncertainty, we became at laſt in a manner deſperate 
of our own ſafeties : But then O you Gods, how were my thoughts traaiported in 
your behalf, knowing you to be in the ſame condition of danger and hazzard > bow 
many lives would I have willingly ſacrificed of my own, with what torments ſoever, 
but to have rendred you ſecure in my oun thoughts, in ſome haven or harbour of 
quietneſs, free from the inconſtant cruelty of the Winds, and raging Tempeſt that 
appeared rebellious to all our wiſhes > what infinite dammages did I conceive the 
whole world would ſuſtain by your loſs, ſince with you went away all vertue, ho- 
nour, and beauty from the fate of the eurthꝰ ſometimes .I would call the Marriners 
from their neceſſary imploymentꝭ, as to ask their opinions concerning your danger 
and condition; | whilſt they, barbarous and ignorant wretches, rather minded their 
own preſent affairs, then gave me any ſatisfactory reply, as if they underſtood not 
the conſequence of my demand, but rather amazedly preferred their _ 
efore 
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before thoſe thoughts appertaining to your particular, which cauſed me equally to 
beſtow both turſes and prayers in your behalf: The Princeſs finding Narciſſus" in 
ſome Torr tranſporred with theſe imaginations , whereby mane Gong 
delayed from hearing the ſtory of his adventures, with a pretty kinde of jeering ſmile, 
wiſht him to leave off now any more care for her particular, ſince as ſhe ſaid, he 
found her ſafe , and rather follow that relation ſhe expected from him, as a more 
neceſſary duty for the preſent; this made him quickly fall to his tack wich fewer cir- 
cumſtances then formerly, in this manner. | | | 


A night and a day, ſaid he, having kept us upon the Seas in this Storm, at laſt 
the Skie cleared it ſelf from its cloudy incumberance, which made us perceive, that 
we were near the Iſland of Rhodes: Wherefore finding our Ship was much beaten 
with the Tempeſt, and moſt of dur company unable to undergo a farther journey 
without ſome refreſhment , I gave my content to have the Veſſel put into the Ha- 
ven; the rather becauſe I hoped to hear ſome news of your ſafety in that City. The 
chief Commander of that Iſland for the preſent, is a great Nobleman of Zydia, who 
however, he keeps a certain correſpondency with the Senate for his own more con- 
venient ſecurity, yet in his heart he is an entire ſerrant to the King your Father; 
which not onely made me think my welcome ſo much the better in his Countrey, but 
his Wife being my moſt near Kinſwomas, I was perſwaded to make my abode for 
ſome few dayes in that place, whilſt in the interim we ſent out many ſmall Veſſels, 
ro enquire after your condition: But however I could have been very well content, 
to have remained there longer, in regard of the vertuous and noble entertainment 
both of the Lord and Lady; yet upon the Meſſengers return, finding no advertiſe. 
ment could be given concerning your particular. wich a certain kinde of melancholly 
rage, I retired into my Chamber, where 1 continued, notwithſtanding any perſwa- 
fion to the contrary , until another Ship was fitted for our tranſportation ,' in regard 
ours was held for the preſent , altogether uncapable of another voyage, without 
a great deal of mending and reparation : Within two or three dayes I took my leave 
of my Kinſwoman, and her Lord'; though rhe Gods knew in a very blunt manner, 
(my thoughts being overburthened for 'complements) and preſently directed my 
courſe to the Iſland of Cyprus, whereT hoped you were; or at leaſtwiſe by my com- 
ing thither would be arrived ; notwithſtanding I could not in my fearful apprehenſi- 
on but doubt the worft, though thoſe in the Ship, endeavoured by many circumſtan- 
ces, to confirm me in a certain belief of your ſafety , which made the journey ſome- 
thing leſs tedious and diſtaſteful: I conjured nevertheleſs the whole company entirely 
to conceal my name, from any perſon whatſoever until you were found: But when 
we landed at Salamine, I underitood the Queen your Mother and my Father, were 
both lately removed from thence to Paphos; where again ſtrictly enquiring after yon, 
and not hearing any news whatſoever, either of your abode or ſafety, after ] had ſpent 
ſome time in tearing my hair, and uſing other fruitleſs complaints, I reſolved in a diſ⸗ 
guiſe, to ſeek you out in the Countrey of Pamphylia; whither very probably I conceited 
the winds; and the ſtorm might have driven your Ship; and by that means have com- 
mitted your perſon to a new impriſonment, ſince that Territory is known to belong 
unto the King of Egypt: To this purpoſe having changed my habit (being onely ac- 
companied by a few of my attendants I could heſt cruſt) we put Egyprtiam Colours up. 
on the top of our Veſſel, as if we had onely belonged to the prineipality of Sam- 
phylia : Thus we ſailed with all poſſible ſpeed towards the Confines of the leſſer 45e 
in regard we underſtood by certain Merchants of ria remaining in Salamine, ne 
news had been heard of you in that Kingdom, ſince your departure from the City of 
Memphu. The Gods perhaps intending by this diverſion, to bring about other 
purpoſes, according to their divine and inſcrutable decrees, before we approached 
the Shore of Pamphylia by ſome hours ſail, we were ſuddenly fer upon by 'two 
Veſſels of Tyre, and preſently tommanded to yield our perſbns ta their power and 
diſpoſe, without diſpute or contradiction, unleſs we would hazzard our ſelves, 
in a contention moſt dangerous and deſperate. This language meeting my dif. 
contents and deſpair, cauſed me to make a greater reſiſtance, then was either

company me in my diſtem unt, whew-I:hobuld be rendered as: he faid more proper for 
the converſation of Ladich 28H hen he azadg me exact iy telſ him, the ſtory ot man- 
ner of our unfortunate ſeparation at Sea; ſerming extraordinary inquiſitive, as well 
in what poſture I left yon at parting, az; uhat my opinion was concerning your 
fafety : Although this relation with for many particulars, brougbt to my remem- 
brance by the diſcourſe, encreaſed my torments, like fs many ſharp daggers pier- 
cing my heart, with a thouſand mortal wounds; yet I conid not well deny the ci- 
vility , in regard that I was not onely in the Countrey of Syria , where I knew it 
would have been held a kinde of a rude barbariſme in converſation, not to comply 
in all diſcourſes what ſoever, notwithſtanding any diſcontent or paſſion , but that 
for the preſent, I ſeemed to be alſo entertained with the beſt expreſſions. of love 
and kindneſs , could be imagined in bis houſe: After I had made anſwer, to 
what he could poſlible require at my hands in that nature, I both deſired and conju- 
red him, to fend ſpeedily. what Ships he could ſpare out of his Harbours, to en- 
quite after your welfare and abode: Which being promiſed (ſore of the Phylicians 
at the fame time coming into the room) he neceſſarily leſt me to their diſpoſe and 
directions. d | Wit OG. 

As I began to recover my health, I became every day more then other perſwa- 
ded, and ſatisfied concerning the certain hopes of your fafety, in regard we could 
not hear of any ſhipwracks, that hath hapned upon any of theſe coaſts, ar Seas near 
Syria, Pamphylia, or Cyprus, how diligent ſoever the Meſſengers had been in their 
enquiry ; which in a ſhort time ſo mended my condition, if not repaired: my diſ. 
ability, that oftentimes I was not onely able, but preſcribed to walk into the Garden, 
and other places of pleaſurefor my better recreation: And this was an occaſion, 
that one afternoon, I was ſent for by the: Lady Artemeſia, (Philos being for the 
preſent ſomewhere out of the way, attending upon his neceſſary occaſions; ) at my 
arti val, I found the Lady her ſelf ſeated at the upper end of the room, with a Sam- 
plerin her hand, anda waiting-woman attending by her, that furniſhed her wich 
thoſe Silks ſhe had occaſion to uſe; however at my approach ſhe roſe up, to give me 
a reſpectful ſalutation, and that drew from me fome complements, in regard of 
the dainty work ſhe had deſigned, which in truth appeared excellent to my appre- 
henfion, being onely the pretty banquet of the Gods, where uno ſwell*d with over- 
much jealouſie, becauſe Ganymed was ſo near her Husband : But that which pleaſed 
moſt my opinion, was to ſee the angry looks of Cupid, becauſe his Mother court- 
ed her deformed Vultan in fuch an aſſembly ; whilſt Mars appeared to be out of 
countenance at the action. After I had not onely viewed, but commended the artificial 
hand, that had ſo lively deſcribed che delightful ory, Artemeſia made me this reply ; 
that it was no wonder, if humane creatures were given ſo much to love, when the 
very Gods themſelves were troubled with thoſe — Truly Madam, ſaid .

on-latishied the underitandiag;. For as pres Trees being mixt with the ſeveral build- 
ings, afforded a. moſt delightful variety, ſo the. richneſs of the ſtone ſhewed ic 
was deligned to be laſting; both which being joyned together, the whole could 
not chuſe but be admirable inſomuch as 1 had much adoe, to get my looks off 
thoſe rarities, until greater wonders appeared; ready to entertain me; which 
was the Palace it ſelf ſeated in a convenient aſcent, built all of Tuſcan work, with 
ſuch exact skill, that the Architectures of the wonders of the world, might have 
been preſent at the deſign: It was framed into a perfect ſquare, each angle ſupport- 
ed by a goodly Pavilion, clevating their guilded heads above the reſt of the Fa- 
brick, whilſt two Galleries of either ſide joyned by a portal of ſeverall edloured 
Marble, incloſed in a large Court, that onely at the further end made a brave Tar- 
ras, paved artificially with Moyſayick work, and bounded by rail and haller of Co- 
rintbian Braſs, whereupon both ſides of the ſtairs upon double pedeſtals of Porphir, 
were placed the two Statues of Saturn and Pupiter. The outward Court round 
about the Walls, ſeemed to be crowned with Urns, mixt with half ſtatues of the 
ancient Grecians, whilſt the entrance being open at the top, the architrave freeze 
and corniſh, were cut off in the middle, and finiſhed with Cartooſes inftead of 
meeting. The gate of either part was ſupported by Tonick Pillars , two behinde 
and one before, which made à return in the building, and four guilded Lions upon 
low AH to guard the paffage. After we had traverſed theſe beautiful 
incloſures, we were le into the Gardens, for the more conveniency of ſhade, ſince 
the day already began to be enflamed by the Suns violence, which for the more 
curioſity were ordered into ſe veral diſcents, ſupporred by huge Arches of white 
Marble; and in many; places ſo covered with excellent Fruit Trees, that they ſeem- 
ed afar off, to be painted over with delight ful Lands tips of Woods, whilſt the 
Birds and Water. works incloſed in the Vaults, ſent forth à pleaſing murmbr 
to the air. The firſt Garden although it were leſs then all the reſt, becaoſe-ir 
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might afford a better proſpect upon the other, was divided into fou ſquares, -each 
containing a magnificent fountain, the one having the brazen ſtatue of Herrules 
with bis {Job in his hand, invironed about with a Chriftal lake, whereiar were Fiſhes 
fo gentle by education, that they waited in the water, to be fed hythoſe that viewed 
thecorioſices. - The ſupertice of che pond was formed into twelve Angles, and rai. 
ſod three foot high by a certain calle of cur fone, that reſembled a hedge, whereup- 
on each point was put, one of his labours artificially caſt in metile. The ſecond 
water work, repreſented the naked figures of Diana and her Nympbhs in white Mar- 
bie; however ſo ſhadowed by a dainty grove planted by art for thut purpoſe., that 
their whole ſhapes could not perfectly be diſcovered , though there appeared enough 
for delight and admiration ; whilſt poor Adteon without the Trees in a gteen plat of 
ground, ſeemed to be torn in pieces by his own Hounds, —_—_ the judgement 
given againſt bim, by the revengeful Goddeſs, though his friends in every place out 
of the buſhes, appeared to haſte to his reſcue The third fountain was onely of 
Prrimus and Tſisbe, with the tragical event of their loves.” And theft figured the 
fates of Hero and Leander, where — — ins certain other lake, which 
received its current from th firſt; made a kinde of confuſed, though little Sea, where. 
in the campaſſionate Nymphs by exact expreſſions, were apprehended to bewail the 
lovely youths death, whilſt his diſtracted love, caſt her felf from the battiements ol 
her own lodgings, to accompany him in bis burial, But that which moſt delighted 
my ſenſes (becauſe it afforded a pleaſing proſpective, between divers rows of even ſet 
Trees) was a certain Banquetting-houſe' afar" off, built after the form of a round 
Temple, with large wi of btight glaſs, divided by guilded pillars; notwith- 
ſtanding it had a portal, to give it entrance, of many tranſparent columns, or at leaſt - 
wile they fo appeared to my view at a diſtante i The materials that built it, were yel- 
low minerals, enterlaced with ſhells of mother af Pearl, fo that the ſtructure reſem- 
bled a Tower of Gold garniſbed with Jewels ; and being ſheltred over head, in eve- 
ry place but before, by united I , jÞ-repreſented to my imagination, a rich 
Tabernacle in a ſtately Pavillion; fince the Trees wert ſo tall, that they gave it rather 
a ſhady luſtre, then a dark coverture. Scarce had I contemplated this plea ſant ob- 
ject, but that Philis invited me to a nearer taſte of the beauty, it being to be paſt 
over by a Bridge ſilver d over, ſince the houſe it ſelf was ſeated in an Iſland made by 
the winding courſe of a natural River, though many artificial ſtreams from it, ſeem- 
ed to eontribute ſome aſſiſtance to the running Brook. v.

carefully dreſt her face with certain black patches, cut into the forms of Flies, and 
other ſmall creatures, for the better ornament of her ſaoks: Her legs were bare, one. 
ly ſhe wore upon her feet a pair of rich embroidered pantobles. This as near as 1 
can remember, was the ſtate we found her in: And very near certainly you were, ſaid 
Chpria, that you could diſcover ſo mach. At which words Nerciſ{w began to blu; 
proteſting alſo with a pretty violence, that he was ſo far from liking her in that po- 
ſture, that he was as much diſpleaſed as aſhamed at her ĩimmodeſty. Well, well, 
replied the Princeſs, go on in yout ſtory, without theſe impertinencies , ſince none 
layes any fault co your charge; which command tas too peremptory from his fair 
Miſtriſs to continue him in any longer diſputation: So he proceeded. 10 
But however, ſaid be, although ſhe put on no baſhful amazement in her countenance, 
yer with a diſdainful frown ſhe ſeemed to entertain our company, which was a ſuffi. 
eient injunction to cauſe us ſpeedily to retire; and that gave occaſion to Philos 
| (ſince 
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(Gace we had alxeady travelicd enough over thoſe walks) to. command vs to be con- 
ducted up into che houſe ,, where we might be more copyeniently ſhaded from the 
best af che day; and that quickly brought us into the Galleries, where excellent 
pictures, not enough to be eſteemed. and rich Cabinets beyond xaluation, gaxe our 
thaughts and eyes an abundance of employments, until a delicious dinner called us 
into another room, where we found Artemeſie , ſearce ſeeming co be the ſame wo: 
man we left her in the Garden; having not onely put off ee her choller, but 
alſo being trimmed up with ſo exquiſite a neatneſs, as if ſhe had been prepared for 
her Nuptial Feaſt; which confirms my opinion, that all thoſe poſtures . were delign- 
ed of purpoſe, to make me think ſhe was admirable in every ſhape, as well when 
nature plaid che carcleſs wanton, as when art became the curious painter. But in 
concluſion, a few-Complements ſet us all at table, where lovely Pages likè Ganyweds 
fil'd our Wine rather in Diamond then Chriſtal Glaſſes, whilſt our Fruit ſeemed to 
be fetcbt from the H:fperides, all ſo excellent, that could not he imitated, much 
leſs equalled; yet that excellency was elevated, I will not ſay augmented by ra- 
viſhing Muſick, both of voices and iaſtrumente, that with a gentle harmony, rather 
bewitched then burghened the ear; which continued until direction ue given to 
take away the cloth, that the room might be emptied of all Attendants, to give us 
the greater liberty for our private converſationʒa cuſtom in chat Country for the bet. 
ter recreation, ſince they uſed not ta remaye preſently after dinner: however we all 
continued for ſome time in a perfect ſilence, they perhaps expecting what I ſhould 
ſay of my noble entertainment, and their Uncles greatneſs, and I not being over- 
willing to adminiſter occaſion of diſcourſe, till at laſt Philos himſelf brake out in 
this manner. | 65 | | 
. Siſter, ſaid he, although I muſtconfeſs we have largely taſted of your bounty, 
though more of your neat curioſity, a property I mult acknowledge, that better 
becomes youthful Ladies; yet it ſhauld ſeem, before dinner, you were too careleſſe 
ot your retiredneſs, in ſuffering ſtrangers to be eye · witneſſes of thoſe beauties, 
whie h you have deſigned onely for him t is ta be your husband; as rich Jewels 
that are to he lockt up in cloſe Cabinets, not to be expoſed to the vulgar view.

dal may prove offenſive to this worthy ſtranger, that I have fo great ambition to 
content, that I ſhould beſhrew any occaſion that might render me ſuſpected in his 
opinion, fince the intereſt of my blood and converſation I know, muſt alwayes keep 
me ſafe in yqurs. | 

I muſt confeſs this complement, or rather ſtrange expreſſion of Artemeſia, put 
me in ſome confuſion, conſidering of one (ide, it I gave her no anſwer at all, it 
might be interpreted an ungrateful rudeneſs, having received ſuch exquiſite enter- 
rainmeat, pretended onely for wy.divertizement, after my long (ickneſs ; and of the 
other part. what reply ſoever I could make, proceeding from accuſtomed rules of 
civility, would of neceſſity engage my words to the acknowledgement of her per- 
feRions, which might encourage ſome other paſſionate. progreſs of that love I ſo 
much diſliked : However, at laſt I fell upon this reſolution , to involve my anſwer 
into fuch a Riddle, that either could not be well underſtood, or being fo, it might 
imply a double ſenſe, which I delivered in this fort: Madam, ſaid I, your beauties re-

cle Phbiliſtros wã taken ſuddenly with'a dangerous: ſickneſs; inſomuch as many of 
his Phyſicians very much doubted of his recovery: But however: he concealed the 
news from all the houſe, yet the urxt morning very early, it cauſed him to take his 
journey, leaving me in the interim onely to be accompanied by his gallant ſiſter; 
who having the reins abſolutely in het own bands, let ber paſſions run with a full 
career; for finding that all theſe trials had not wrought at all upon my affection, 
or got the leaſt ground of my conſtancy, ſince the burning coals brought by Cu- 
pids diligence from his mothers luxurious Altars, had not yet thaw'd my icie 


thoughts, Artemtſia fell to work new ſtratagems; fo that one morning, 1 being

a private Library belonging to my lo here commonly I ſpent ſome hours 
in ——— choſe — moſt deſired to read, and viewing the 
Maps of -ſeveral Countreys for m recreation; of à ſudden } might hear the dole- 
ful voice of a certain perſon, diided from my knowledge by a partition walb at the 
end of the room, which quickly made me curious enough to be informed of 
the nature of the complaint; wherefore approaching nearer, and leaning my head 
cloſe to the diviſion, I became inſtantly ſatisſied, that the noiſe proceeded from no 
other then from Ariemeſia, which did nor a little increaſe my wonder, ſince I con- 
ceived her much beyond ali misfortune; however I was reſolved to be fully inſtruct- 
ed, and to that purpoſe ſettling mine ears to an entite attentiveneſs, in diſtin words 
I heard this language. 

O unhappy Artemeſia, faid ſhe, is it poſſible that t hy own beauty is of ſo poor a 
value, that it hath not the power to attract the leaſt regard from a youthful eye, 
which hath been accuſtomed heretofore, to inflame all the hearts of Syria?

O you Gods of Love and Honour, ſaid ſhe, 
permit not our Family to be ſo diſgraced, though you be determined J ſhall pe- 
riſh ; for ſinte I cannot perſwade him 1 muſt hate my ſelf, and by conſequence be- 
come a deſtroyer of us both: as I am reſolved not to breathe onely to ſuffer, ſo muſt 
not he live chiefly to triumph; with much other goodly ſtuff of this nature, which I 
leave to repeat, becauſe] will not prophane-your moſt chaſte ears, with all the par- 
ticulars of her violent and ridiculous paſſion; however I was forced to dwell wich 
my conſideration upon two points in her mad expreſſion: the firſt was, that ſhe 
ſeemed to declare me a priſoner, which until then I never underſtood; though I 
muſt confeſs, I found my liberty oftentimes relirained under the pretence of a lo- 
ving care of my health : And the other that appeared more terrible, her ſeeming 
reſolution, either to enjoy or to deſtroy; which made me when I had heard enough 
to retire to my own chamber: but many dayes I had not continued there, before I 
perceived by the apparent neglect of the whole houſe, ¶Artemeſa not ſending for 
me according to her cuſtome that 1 was held for no other then a priſoner, being eve- 
ry night locked into my lodging by an officious Groom. All which was done as I 
underſtood, to bring down my proud and icie heart, to comply with her deſires; her 
nurſe in the interim giving me many items of her intention: beſides, I might be- 
hold every day out of my chamber window, the rich and glorious triumphs of my 
infolent Miſtreſs, when ſhe mounted her Chariot to take the air for her recreation, 
or performed ſome other viſits for ber pleaſure. And that the ſplendor might more 
appear to my thoughts, as intended affronts, contemning my low condition and 
captivicy, ſhe cauſed an ordinary way to be made by my door, where ſhe daily paſt 
with mirth in ber countenance, and ſcorn in het language; to ſhew ſhe had not 
onely ſorgot her old love, but the very remembrance I was in the houſe; whilſt in the 
mean time the foreſaid Nurſe would now and then give me a viſit, as it were covertly 
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out of; pitty, to comfort up my thoughts againſt her Ladies rigour; however I ve- 
ell net hes intention was but the better to diſcover my reſolutions: neverthe 

leis, 'with all abich bumours I uns content to play, to avoid any further ineum- 
brance of hen Niifhveſs offered afſection, not doubting but at her brothers return, 1 
thouſd-be able ce procure my releaſement: the onely happineſs I aimed at, though 
my. endeavours were uot of fore ta prevent this follawiag miſchief 3 for Artemeſia 
fibding-thac no arxifice could make me entertain ber or adore her perſon, finte 
the Heavens nem I had a brighter — co worſhip which kept me from all ſuperſti- 
igus/(dolarry, hegen to he enamoured. wich her on revenge, and ſo reſolved to 
malie me become a Martyr” before my time : whereforef one day e my 
chamber, when i leaſt laohed for her c mn, her own pride as I thought haying 
fon bit lier entrance, chearing in her hand a ſhort dagger, us in her countenance g 
rough tempeſt, ſalated me with this deſperate laugnage: Villain, ſaid ſhe, doeſt 
thou'think to carry the Trophies of my diſhonour into thy own Countrey, to 
adorn the Chariot of thy Miſtreſſes triumphs, with thoſe ſpoils. thy diſdain hath 
putchaled in bis Caſtle, tothe diſgrace of out whole family. And with that ſtruck 
21. my need breaſt, being nowly ubuttoned dy:reafoaof the heat of the weather, 
with ſoch a woman viblence, hat Lmuſt confeſs, my quick prevention had fortune 
enough to avoid the danger of the Kxgak , though not ſo much power as to hinder 
her tage; for finding 1 had not onely defended. my ſelf againſt. her intended and 
malicious fury, but endeavoured to become an abſolute conquerour over her mad 
paſſion, by ſtriving to diſpoſſeſs ber alſo of -ber-weapon, with a ſpleen more infer. 
nal then humane, becauſe (hv-tould not hurt me, ſhe reſolved to wound her ſelf, 
whereby I might be eſteemed the greater criminal, to take off that blemiſn which 
Hung upon ber reputation by her cos; violent love; but the ſtroak proved more 
dead then perbaps ſhe imagined, ſpr it nat onely pierced her arm, where ſhe onely 
intended it, but by reaſon of the ſharpneſs of the point, entred a great depth into 
her naked fide, which with cheeffaſion of great deal of blood (that at laſt called 
up woſt part of the houſe to her aſſiſtante) left her dead in the view of all the 
ſpectatots. This fad diſaſter, ar you may imagine; ſufficiently enraged the whole 
company, and conceiving me eitten the actor, or the inſtrument of the Tragedy, 
wich all violence haled me to a cloſer priſon in the Caſtle, whilſt according to the 
cuſtom of thoſe parts, my proceſs was to be made the next morning by the Juſtice 
of che Town, betore the body could either be buried or imbalmed, This accident 
gave my confuſed thoughts ſufficient: employment; however I made a great que- 
ſion whether I ſhould confeſs my name, or conceal my condition , finding by my 
citation, | was onely called the ungrateful ſtranger , which gave me ſome opinion, 
that my quality was not generally known in the City; believing as the one would 
hot at all help to leſſen the crime pretended aginſt me, but rather give the more ſuſ- 
pition of a hidden deſign, in that I durſt attempt a murther of that horrid nature, 
which an ordinary per ſon would never have performed; ſo the other might in ſome 
ſort help to hide the ſhame to our Family, in being called to a publick defence in a 
cafe of ſuch a wickedneſs: wherefore I determined not to reveal my ſelf, until ſome 
apparent neceſſity procured it. 

At my arraignment, there was alledged againſt me, beſides the breach of the rules 
of hoſpitality; how that it was impoſſible any other could commit the murther, 
finee Arremefia was found alone with mein my chamber; and it was not to be ſup. 
poſed ſhe had killed her ſelf. On the contrary, I pretended that being a meer ſtran- 
ger in thoſe parts, it could not be imagined I ſhould harbour ſo much malice in m 
breaſt, as to become the murtherer of one; that had treated me in my ſickneſs wi 
abundance of humanity; beſides I ſaid, the weapon which had given Artemeſia her 
deadly wound, was found by all the company in ber own hand: but the bufineſs'be.

parture, with a promiſe alſo on my part, to be ready to aſſiſt you with my beſt ſervices, 
either in your loves to the faireſt Princeſs, or upon what other occaſion ſoever that may 
make you better honoured and eſteemed in the world. After he had delivered thus 
much, I muſt confeſs I was ſo well ſatisfied with this diſcourſe; not onely in regard of 
your ſafety, but alſo in reſpect of my own releaſement, that Philos imagined as I then 
thought by my preſent actions and expreſſion, that I meant to run away from him; 
for ſuddenly taking me by the hand, he ſaid he had a few more words to deliver unto 
me, that concerned his Siſters proceedings, fince he held it moſt neceſſary , his own 
innocency might be cleared to the full; for that in no particular he proteſted, was he 
guilty of my laſt uſage. 105 1 
As I cannot deny, ſaid he, but that I kindled the firſt ſparkles: by my commendati- 
on of your perſon and worth, that afterward flamed fo violently in my Siſters boſom; 
ſo of the other fide, I never expected it ſhould have broken out to ſuch an ominous 
paſſion, whereby you were to be injured without meaſure, as my Sifter deftroyed 
beyond example: But as the Gods have their ſecret workings in all: humane things, 
we muſt with patience and reverence ſubmit all our endeayours to their pleaſure; 
which will for the moſt part keep us from extravagant and wicked actions; ſince 
however ſometimes we fail by miſpriſion, yet by à ſmall repentance we ſhall again 
be brought into our accuſtomed temper , when as letting looſe the reins of our de- 
fires without moderation , we are borninto a vaſt Sea of coniuſion;, that produceth 
nothing bur prodigious deſtructions, as it fared with Ariemeſia, who was reſolved 
becauſe ſhe could not obtain ſuddenly what, her own thoughts perhaps efteemed law- 
fal, to convert that paſſion to fo ſtrong a hate, that of neceffity would not onely 
render the object of her wiſhes nothing, but her ſelf miſerable without hope of ever 
being able to enjoy what ſhe ſo much longed for; however her old nurſes counſels, 
alchough they did not contribute to her paſſions; yer they 9 — thoſe projects 
chat cauſed your ill uſage ; for finding you were not by any fair means to be won to 
my Sifters defires, ſhe adviſed her to aſſay the contrary , to try if that courſe could 
terrific you to conſent : All which Artemeſia confeſſed before her death, her body 
again reviving after it was brought into her private Chamber; as alſo with many 
tears and ſighs entreated your pardon, which I thought good to acquaint you wich, 
that her unfeigned repentance: might procure your charitable forgiveneſs: And 
with chat taking me by the hand again, with tears in his eyes, he deſired 
me as a teſtimony of a perfect reconciliation ,. I would vouchſafe the pains to 
viſit the dead Corpſe before the Funeralls, which ſhortly were to be per. 
Although I went with him as fully contented in my minde, as he ſeemed oppreſſed 
with ſorcow fog his Siſters death; yet I could not chuſe but have a noble compaſſion 
at the remembranceof the Ladies hard fate, eſpecially for that the cauſe was onely 
for over-much loving me: but at my arrival, inſtead of imbracing the dead body, to 
my wonderful amazement, I was ſaluted with theſe words from living eLrremeſiq, 
My Lord, ſaid ſhe, that you may not think you converſe with dead (though 
changed) Artemeſia, you muſt firſt know, that after I had performed in your lodg- 
ings that unparalleld action of my mad rage, bathed all over with mine own blood, 
I wascarried into my Chamber, whilſt you unknown to me was in danger to have 
ſuffered unjuſtly for my fault; and being there, by the careful induſtry of mine 
own Phyſician, without the privity of any, but ſuch as were intruſted about my 
perſon, I was not onely recovered from my trance, but before my Brothers arrival 
put out of danger of death; however, I deſired the buſineſs might be kept ſecret 
from the knowledge of all but my intimate ſervants, ſince I was reſolved to quit 
the world by a more religious way, not being willing to ſupport the ſhame of ſo deteſt- 
able a fact: Yet conſidering that an abſolute repentance could not be, where 
there wants an intention of full ſatisfaction, I was deſirous with my _ 
X mouth,

mouth, to make this declaration, before 1 enter into the ſtrict rules of my pen. 
nance, by which 1 humbly and ſorrowfolly beg your pardon, wiſhing a perpetual 
proſperity to the chaſte loves between you and the Princeſs Cliria. And this, 
my Lord, being all I have to ſay to you, I defire you will have no more remembrance 
of me, then meerly what charity inſtructs your pious thoughts. And with theſe 
words ſhe drew cloſe the cartains of her bed, not willing to be ſeen , or any more 
ſpoken wit hall. | 

Theſe things, I muſt confeſs, rather appeared to my imagination viſions then 
actions, until with as much honour as could be deviſed, I was ſet free by Philos, 
who alſo courteouſly offered to accompany me with his beſt ſervice in my jour. 
ney ; but becauſe I was reſolved to viſit the place of your abode in a dilguize, 
(not onely for that I knew yon were in the cuſtody of your enemies, but alſo in 
that I had a deſire to underſtand by the way, the ſecrets of the Senates intention, con- 

cerning Caſſi ana love, which I mult confeſs gave my thoughts ſome trouble) I re- 
fuſed his offer. 

As this diſcourſe ſeemed to give a ſingular content to the lovely Princeſſe, de- 
monſtrated by many viſible figns, both in her eyes and bluſhes; fo Rouna, who 
had all the while, with a moſt enact attentiveneſs, given ear to his ſeveral relations, 
' uttered this language, with a kinde of a formal gravity : Truly my Lord, ſaid 
ſhe, you have not onely gallantly now cleared all our doubts and fears, but alſo in my 
opinion have carried your ſelf in your difficult adventures, more like a valianc 
Martyr , then a conſtant Lover, which I muſt confeſs deſerves both praiſe and 
requital : And yet Governeſs , ſaid the Princeſſe, we muſt not commend him 
over-much , left he expe& a greater reward then we ſhall be willing to afford 
him. Dear Cloria, replied Narciſſus, I cannot but confeſs my own covetouſ- 
neſſe, ſince no leſle a preſent can content my thoughts, then your admirable 
ſelf, which is a Jewel beyond the price of the whole world: But ſaid Cloria, 
the chief property of Jewels are to be looked upon at a diſtance; wherefore, if you 
will be ſatisſied onely with that liberty and moderation, perhaps I ſhall without 
much difficulty grant your requeſt, Yer Madam, replied Roxana, it is moſt 
neceſſary he make choice of ſome other apparel, better to become his perſon ; 
ſo may you have both the conveniency now and then to meet in theſe walks with. 
otit ſuſpition, untill the confuſion now in the Kingdome afford you a grea- 
ter my. But Narciſſas/ moſt earneſtly entreated to be entertained at a 
nearer diftance ; however without fruit, in regard both Cloria and Roxana ap- 
prehended , that his paſſion to ſee Caſſianus ſometimes received as a Suitor , though 
but with appearing complements, would provoke him to ſome actions, which 
might either prejudice their liberties , or diſcover his perſon, : for that neither 
of them could yet be over-confident, of C aſſianus intentions and fidelity concerning 
the old Flamin, although he had not fince their late diſcourſe , either ſhewed any 
manner of diſcontent, or ſo much as troubled them with viſits. Narciſſus, when he 
ſaw be could not by any means prevail in bis deſire, as if he had been at the inſtant 
poſſeſt with ſome Poetical fury, began this complaint in Verſe; which the Princeſs, 
being excellent alſo in that faculty, as quickly anſwered ex tempore.

After the Princeſs had thus perſwaded Nareiſſus to be contented , finding the 
time of the day gave them no more opportunity, ſhe roſe up to return to the Ca- 
ſtle; however aſſuring him as often as ſhe could without danger to her. ſelf, 
ſhe would frequent thoſe walks for his ſatisfation: This being the decree , all 
the favours poor Nerciſſus could obtain further of the willfull, Princeſs was, onely 
one parting kiſs, in recompence of all his travels; which being obtained, ſhe and 
her Governeſs went home joyfully diſcourſing of their good fortune, which con- 
tinued Clorias thought in ſuch a paradiſe all the night following, that ſcatce dig, her * 
fair eyes entertain any reſt at allj. Thus, as I ſay, ſhe cook painsto pleaſe her imaging. 
tion, whilſt her body wanted that ſleep it neceffarily required; which was an occaſion... 
that aſter dinner the next day ſhe caſt her ſelf upon her bed, ſomething to ſupply the 
defect of the night paſt ; but preſently upon her waking ,. her Dwarf told ber 
that a young handſome Prieft at the gate, humbly deſired to be admitted to the 
ſpeech of ma Highneſs , having, as he ſaid, buſineſs of great conſequence to im- 

re unto her. 5 | 

This ſudden intelligence gave C/oriu's.choughts ſome trouble, doubting a diſaſte- 
rous adventure, the rather for that her newly being wakened from the Ideas of her 
chief deſight, ir ſeemed to interrupt ber apprehenſion with a contrary fear, of being 
diſpoſſeſt of what ſhe had enjoyed by ber flattering fancy, however ſhe called Roxana 
to accompany her in the expeRation, commanding the little meſſenger not onely to

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oſher in that ranger, that ſeemed ſo importunate , but afterward himſelf to wait in 
the outward room, becauſe ſhe would have none privy to the baſineſs, before ſhe and 
her Governeſs were informed of the contents. : ar er 
But no ſooner did Cleria view this new intruder, but ſhe knew him to be him; 
whom ſhe moſt deſired to ſee, her young ſervant Narciſſus; who had borrowed the 
habit of one of eFpoll/”s Prieſts, in a Temple where he lodged the night paſt amongſt 
the Woods, to keep him from every ones knowledge but her own, and her intruſted 
Governeſs Roxana : Nevertheleſs the rigid old woman began to rail down right at 
his pre ſumption, vowing with his too much paſſion he would deſtroy them all; this 
gave Cloria occaſion to laugh heartily , ſeeing her poor ſervant with innocent looks 
to undergo the cholerick reproof of Roxane, without replying one ſingle word to her 
haſty language; yet bis patience not onely by little and little procured him his peace; 
but after a long conference with his compaſſionate Miftriſs, by the free conſent of her 
Governeſs, who at laſt became perſwaded, he was entertained for a houſhold ſervant ; 
however the ſweet Princeſs ſeemed unwilling , to prophane his ſacred robes with any 
bypocriſte. 6 
"Bur one day Caſſianus coming to viſit the Princeſs, the Gods know with what an 
envious jealouſie Narciſſus underwent this ceremony; ſometimes he had a will to 
have interrupted his paſſage at the entrance into her Chamber; other while again, he 
thought co have alledged ſhe was aſleep, and could not be diſquieted in her reſt; and 
laſt of all, he began to have a reſolution to quit his borrowed habit, and challenge 
him for his boldneſs, in pretending in his preſente to his right: And a thouſand other 
fancies entertained his imagination, almoſt in an inſtant, when there was no more 
time left him for theſe conſiderations, but whilſt C/oria was advertiſed of Caſſianus 
arrival, and he admitted into her Chamber; whither Narciſſus followed him 
with greedy ſteps to be a curious eye- witneſs of his behaviour: And when he ſaw 
{ 1oria with a gentle modeſty admit of her Couſins ſalutation, ſhe being not willing 
to give him any diſcontent, by reaſon of the old Flamin, that was at his mercy, his 
colour began to change in his fate; one'while the beautiful red ſeemed to claim an in- 
tereſt in revenge, notwithſtanding all the prohibitions of his ſweet Miſtriſs; then again 
the fair white had the prerogative, and pretended fear to C/oria's commands: So 
that in this manner, they never lefe combating in his lovely countenance, until be 
was rid of the occaſion of thoſe diſorders. | 8 
Not many dayes after Caſſianus had performed his unwelcome viſit, the Senate be- 
like jealous of the Princeſs ſafety, in regard the King her Father had been — 
reſcued from their power, by that Army, that not long before they eſteemed their 
Subjects, ſuddenly commanded, not onely thoſe ſervants to be removed from their 
accuſtomed attendance, that had been about her perſon, but her ſelf and Roxana, to 
be conducted to a ſtronger Fort, there to remain with better ſecurity, and more 
honour as they pretended, until the preſent diſtractions of Lydia could in ſome ſort 
be pacified; in which number poor Narciſſus became alſo preſcribed, which convert- 
ed his paſt content into an unexpreſſible rage: ſometime blaming the Heavens for 
not puniſhing the cruelty as he interpreted it, of that unjuſt and barbarous decree ; 
then again he abſolutely fell out with himſelf, that he had not ability beyond hu- 
mane forte, to prevent the execution of ſuch a pernicious command. But alas, his 
vain paſſions were ſo far from defending the Princeſs ¶ leria, againſt that violence of- 
fered to her perſon, that he had not ſo much liberty, as by one dear kiſs to take leave 
of her white hand, amongſt the reſt of her train, who were admitted to that ſor-, . 
rowfal honour: For the rigid guard finding by his diſtracted looks, and extravagant 
words, that he had not patiente enough in his breaſt, to comply punctually wich their 
ſtrict commiſſion, quickly diſcharged him from his ordinary e eee 
diſpoſed of the reft of the ſervants. This accident ſoon retired Nærciſſus into the 
neighbouring woods, there to complain onely to Rocks and Stones, of che greatneſs 
of the PrinceſFitury, and his own misfortunes; in which place he remained in his 
wilde paffion. until want of food and lodging, conſtrained him to turn his thoughts 


to conſider his preſent neceſſity; and to that purpoſe, reſolved to ſeek ſome habi- 
tation, 


— 
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tation, where he might receive entertainment, until he could further diſpoſe of his 
determination, ſince he found theſe fruitleſs ſorrows and diſtracted expreſlions, nei- 
ther eaſed his grief or profited his love. Wherefore after he had travelled three or 
four dayes in the vaſt Forreſt, with ſuch proviſion onely as he could get in poor and 
contemptible Cottages, as he paſt througba thick Wood, which ſeemed to obſcure 
a certain Plain chat lay beyond it, his welanchoſly ears of a ſudden were ſaluted, with 
4 certain kinde of rude Muſick, that appeared alſo more confuſed , for that it was at 
2 periods , accompanied with the loud acclamations of common people. As 
this ſeemed a ſtrange adventure to his imagination, after ſuch an abſolute ſilence, for 
ſo mamy dayes in his ſolicary perambulation ; where doleful ecchoes appeared to 
have been in a manner his pnely companions , with the uncouth fall of waters from 
high and unacceſlible precipices, fo the unexpected newneſs again of probability of 
humane converſation , put on a little his deſire to be curious, though ſcarce was 
he willing to allow himſelf any content at all, ſince ſhe that was the delight of 
his ſoul , had been forcibly ſeparated from his ſight : — proſecuting 
his intention, he directed his ſteps towards the place where he heard the noiſe, 
through the intangled Bryers, and almoſt impaſſable buſhes, Which ſufficiently mo- 
derated his haſte and protracted his march; yet at laſt with much pain, he arrived 
near the outſide of the Wood, where he might perceive through the Branches of 
che Trees in a ſpacious Plain, a great many of Countrey people gathered about a little 
Altar, raiſed ſix ſteps above the ground; at which ſtood an old prieſt offering ſacri- 
fice to the God Pan, ab appeared by his ſtatue placed upon certain baſes compoſed 
of rough ſtone, and with more unpoliſned workmanſhip. This diſcovery invited 
Narciſſus to attend the iſſue with ſilence; and the rather for that at every full point, 
and ſtop of the Prieſt in bis devotiony, the multitude ſuddenly took hands in a joyful 
agreement one with another, and danced many rounds , about the Image in a rural 
manner, to the onely Muſick of their untunable voices, though a certain Ditty which 
he could not underſtand by any words they uttered, appeared to expreſs the inten- 
tion of their mirch, though onely known to themſelves , in reſpect of the rudeneſs 
of the language, and the harfhnefs of the delivery. 

When Warciſſus had a long time entercained his wonder , with the ſight of this 
 extraordipary paſtime , defiring alſo to ſatisfie his underſtanding: of the reaſon of 
their aſſembly , he approached nearer the company, with an intention to enquire of 

ſome ſtanding by, not onely what the occaſion might be of that ſolemnity , but how 
he ſhonld the readieſt way, finde out the next convenient Town to give him recepti- 
on; and the opportunity fitted well with his deſire; for the Prieſt having performed 
all the rites and ceremonies belonging to his office, was newly retired ſome diſtance 
from the multitude, to a ſmall riſing bank; as well to repoſe himfelf , as to behold 
with greater conveniency the continued ſport, wherein he ſeemed to have more then 
an ordinary intereſt; which made NVarciſſus quickly addreſs himſelf to him with this 
courteous language: - | | : (11043 5 20831 
Father, ſaid he, I hope it is the cuſtom in theſe parts, eſpecially amongſt thoſe of 
your profeſſion, not to take ill any curioſity of. a ſtranger, that ſeeks civilly to be en- 
formed, as well in the manners of the Countrey where he paſſeth, as of a convenient 
place that may give him entertainment: And that I may prevent your demand, 
which I make no doubt but will ſeem neceſfary to your judgement, be pleaſed to know 
that I am by birth of the Iſſand of Cyprus, and intending a pilgrimage to the Tem- 


ple of Del pbos, am by chance fallen into your company. ff 99} « | 

Ihe prieſt ſeeing himſelf ſaluted by a young man, though in his own habit, of ſuch 
an excellent beauty, and ſo perfect a ſhape, preſently not onely roſe up from his ſear, 
to give him the more reſpectful welcome, but told him for his lodging the night to 
come, ſince che time of the day perhaps might prevent him of a hetter conveniency, 
he ſhould hold an extraordinary honour , that his own' poor habitation might per- 
form the ſervice: And the rather, as he ſaid, for that theit proſeſſions ſeemed: to 
agree by the out ward reſemblance of the Robes. Narciſſus was not much diſplea ſed 
wich the offer, as well becauſe he found himſelf ſomething weary, by reaſon of thoſe 
> extra · 
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extravagant and uncer an journeyes he had made, as allo that he ight hope b this 
ortunity, to get further information concerning 8 5 17 rs be 
had not fully determined. V erefore after he had returned the Father a civil chanks 
for lus favour, with ar intimation he was willing to accept of his charicable kindneſs, 
both face down pet et upon the Bank- ſide, to behold the faniſhing of thoſe 
rural delighcs, that po ey ſeemed to imploꝝ the Countrey people; which gave 
occaſion co Narciſſus, d demand the reaſon of that extraordinary mirth, that poſ- 
ſeſted che thoughts ot che whole company. The Prieſt after he had a little ſmiled, 
rothink of the ſtrangers apprehenſion , told nim, ſince he perceived his curioſity 
went ſo far, as to be latished in thoſe petty affairs, he would take the pains to let him 
know the original that produced the effect; which as he ſaid was the more proper 
for his entertainment, ſince the occaſion at the on, detained almoſt all 4% both 
ia expectation and wonder; however he feared his tory might be coo tedious for his 
patience. But Nerc5 ſeeming rather pailionate at the ſatisfaction then diſtaſted 
ar the offer; rhe Prieſt recired ſomething further into the Woods, to be more out of 
the noiſe of the people, where after he had ſettled the rangers expectation toa ſilent 
artentiveneſs, he began t his diſcourſe. 

Sir, ſaid he, you muſt be pleaſed to know, that our King Euarchus Grandmother 
called (Minerva (by whoſe right Re came to wear all thoſe Crowns he was once poſ- 
ſeffor of, and might ſtill have enjoyed in a proſperons meaſure, if his fortunes had 
been equal to his goodneſs, or his Subjects joyalty anſwerable to his own eminent 
worth) was a Princeſs, of ſuch excellent vertues, that it had been a controverſie be- 
tween art and nature, whether had more bountitully contributed, to the adorning of 
her Royal Perſon, however ſhe onely reigned in Agfa, « Countrey not onely 
barren in production of the fruits of the earch , but luxurious in the unfaithfulneſs 
of the people, though her birth juſtly claimed the inheritance of this rich Kingdom 
of Lydia, after our Queen then reigning here; I ay this admirable Princeſs, had a 
baſe Brother aiſo, named Leonatas, who wanted not ambition enough to deſire the 
Croun of Myſia, though he were not furniſhed with ſufficient vertues to merit ſuch 
a dignity ; and to this purpoſe, leſt nothing unattempted, that might either ad- 
vance his own eſteem or deprave his Siſters actions; and to that end inſinuated him- 


ſelf by all means poſſible, not onely into the good opinion of the Lords, but much 


more into the favour of the comon people; in which interim the young Princeſs, be- 
ing furniſhed with youth and beauty, was perſwaded by the chief Nobility to think 
of a noble Husband, that might accompany ber in her converſation, and give the 
Kingdom a hope of poſterity , two eſſential parts as they pretended of her own hap- 


pineſs: in proſecution of this deſire, there was preſented unto her view, a handſome 
Lord of this our Countrey of Lydia: in concluſion the Nuptials were quickly ſo- 
temaized, to the appearing content of both parties; and the rather for that the then 


Queen of Lydia, was well ſatisfied with the choice, not doubting to maintain by this 
means a continual and ſtrong intereſt in the Kingdome of 45/4 , ſince ſhe bad mar- 
ried to the Princeſs one of her own Subjects. | ; 
But now Leonatus began to play bis part; for finding this conjunction proved a 
bar to his pretenſion for ſucceſſion, he thought it his beſt way, tocſtabliſh himſelf 
notwithſtanding, a certain power inthe Government ; and to that purpoſe ſtrived 
by all means his malicious will could inſtruct, to gum good opinion of the young 
King. whereby to ſet him at difference with the n, who began to be a little di- 
ſtaſted, to ſee his Wife take upon her ſo abſolute Authority, he onely bearing the 
name of a Prince; which at laſt grew to ſuch a height, by the underhand provoca- 
tion of wicked Leonatus, that one day when the Queen (being great with Lode) 


was retired into her private Chamber, to confer with a certain Secrety of State, mo 


imployed in the Kingdoms Affairs, her Husband of a ſudden ruſht into her preſence 
with his Sword drawn, and there before her amazed eyes, ſlaughtered her poor Ser- 
vant. However this was an act of ſome horrour to the great-bellied Queen, and fo 
conſequently might be thought ſufficient motives of her laſting indignation, to ſee 


her ſelf and Authority fo affronted, by one ſhe had lately raiſed from being a Subject 
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to be her Husband; yet religion and good nature proved ſo powerful. in her noble 
diſpoſition, that upon the Kings ſorrow and ſubmiſſion, ſhe was content both to for- 
give the injury, and forget the diſhonour by a perfect reconciliation. - But Leonetus 
not weary yet of his own wickedneſs, though deſpairing of his further ability, to re- 
tain his intereſt with the young King, ſince the Queen as he thought had ſo abſolute. 
ly circumvented him in that project, of a ſudden ſtruck into friendſhip with certain 
factious Prieſts, that had newly brought in a Religion into Myſia, that taught this 
dangerous Doctrine; That Princes deſerved no longer to Govern, then whilſt they con- 
rented the people. Which opinion you may very well imagine, took feelingly with the 
multitude, inſomuch as ina ſhort time, the Queen bad imployment enough to de- 
fend her perſon from reproaches, as her Kingdom from Civil War: This exceed. 
ingly tormented her thoughts, until the birth of her young Son again revived her ſpi- 
rits. However Leonatus ſtill proſecuting his horrid deſigns, to ſupplant the Queen in 
her juſt right, wliereby to bring the Government of the Kingdom under his own juriſ- 
dition, one night ſecretly cauſed, not onely the young King to be cruelly murthered 
in his Bed, in execution of his revenge, becauſe he had quitted his party, but alſo laid 
the bloody ſlaughter, by way of private aſperſions, upon the innocent and religious 
Queen; the more to bring her in hatred with the common people, who ſeemed al- 
ready ſufficiently poiſoned , by the late pernicious doctrine brought into the Coun- 
trey by the turbulent Prieſts : Although theſe crafty practiſes, had not as yet pow- 
er to ſhake, or rather abſolutely to deſtroy her grounded authority, which had been 
caſt upon her by ſo rightful a ſucceſſion , yet by little and little they ſo wounded her 
reputation, that they made her deſire to have a faithful companion, to ailift her in 
her government; which politick Leonatus perceiving , judging it a love paſſion in 
the Queen, put on ſome of the Nobility underhand to perſwade her, not onely pre- 
ſently to marry, but to take for her Husband a. valiant Gentleman his intimate friend, 
who a long time had pretended unto her love, however he was not without ſome ſuſ- 
picion, that he had been an actor in the Kings death; with theſe baits, I ſay, Leo- 
natus lo far intangled the Queens innocency, that ſhe was won by perſwaſion to 
make this election, being counſelled thereunto by the chief Nobility, ſet upon her 
to that purpoſe, though ſhe firſt cauſed a decree to be paſt by the unanimous conſent 
of all, that this Lord had been no way guilty , of the falſe aſperſion his enemies had 
caſt upon him, concerning the Kings murther. No ſooner were theſe Nuptials ſo- 
lemnized, which was the thing Leexatas deſired, bur ſecretly he admoniſhed the new 
King to flye, aſſuring him as bis friend, that either he would be ſuddenly ſlain by ma- 
ny that had c8nſpired bis death, or publickly be apprehended and brought to his 
Tryal by the conſent of the whole Kingdom, ſo that he, whether knowing himſelf 
faulty indeed, or fearing the power and injuſtice of his enemies; ſince emulation 
amongſt his equals had procured him a world of envy, quickly followed: his advice, 
and privately without the Queens privity , quitted his Countrey and Fortunes. 
Leonatns, conceiving now he had compaſſed the hardeſt part of his projects, ſent 
ſecretly into Lydia to poſſeſs the Queen there, with an aſſurance of Minerva 
guilt, fince-ſhe had married the murtherer of her tirſt Husband , too apparently as be 
retended diſcovered, by his ſtrange flight : At the ſame time allo, by the help of 
his factjpus Prieſts, he raiſed tumults againſt her, in her own Kingdom, whereby ſhe 
became impriſoned, becauſe ſhe would not quit her government. This you may be- 
lieve, gave the poor. Queen ſufficient imployment; inſomuch as being wearied by 
continual troubles, and invited to the Court of Lydia by her Kinſwomans promi- 
ſes, for her better and quiet protection, ſhe was content to reſign the Crown to her 
Son, and accept of thoſe offers ſhe eſteemed real. But alas, no ſooner was ſhe ar- 
rived within the bounds of this Kingdom of Lydia, but contrary to her expectation, 
(wherefore amazed in the agg Ts inſtead of being admitted into the Queens pre- 
ſence with Love and Honour, ſhe was commanded as a; priſoner to a Caſtle not far 
off, whilſt in the mean time her young Son, was committed to the tuition of Leo- 
natus her worſt enemy; however with this pretenſion, that as ſoon as ſhe could clear 
her ſelf, of thoſe aſperſions and accuſations that her ſubjects brought againſt her, 
ſhe 
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ſhe ſhould enjoy thoſe reſpects at a Court, which had been largely promiſed her; 
though in the interim, ſhe muſt be content with her fortune, ſince the State of Lydia 
thought it not fit, for one in her condition, beſpotted with the opinion of ſo black a 
crime, ſhould have any correſpondence with their Queen, as twas prerended, of ſo 
bright a vertue; when the Gods know, it was either the too much clearneſs of her 
own good parts, or the rightfulneſs of her title, being of a contrary Religion, that 
was the onely obſtacle of her happineſs. But whilſt Minerva under. went for many 
rs a hard impriſonment in India, ſince the Queen her ſelf was ſo far from eaſing 
Let her bonds, as ſne would never give ear to her complaints; the King her 
young Son began to approach to mans eſtate, and that matureneſs in age gave him a 
feeling of his mochers oppreſſions: but her enemies ia 4, being alfo backt 
from the States in theſe parts, who had an intention all they could to ſuppreſs his 
greatneſs, that he might have no power to claim his Right in the Kingdom of Lydia, 
gave his thoughts and actions not onely continual interruptions , but at laſt impri- 
d his very perſon in his own Kingdom. Notwithſtanding all this, the wiſe King 
bore theſe inſolencies with unexampled patience , knowing, that as it was not in 
his power to free himſelf from their tyranny by any Kingly pretenſion; ſo of the 
other ſide, be hoped that factions amongſt themſelves. would at laſt purchaſe his 
liberty. In this ſtate he continued, until his Guard found, that it might be prejudi- 
cialto his Titles in Lydia, after the old Queens death, to keep him chus as a priſo- 
ner, whereby they might alſo be debarred, from a plentiful (bare of the gain when 
Lydia by ſucceſſion ſhould fall to him: Upon theſe conſiderations they of a ſudden 
not onely releaſed him from his confinement , but every one of theſe men them- 
ſelves ſtrived, who might be moſt in his favour; when as he not onely as a good 
natured Prince, forgot all his injuries, but became ſufficiently pleaſed to be at liber- 
ty, upon any terms whatfoever. But the old Queen of Ly4ia , drawing now to her 
laſt period both of life and Kingdom; conceiving it was reaſon ſufficient for a juſt 
jealouſie, to have the Heir apparant ſo near her juriſdiction, whom ſhe imagined 
looked upon her continuance like a young blofſome , that ſtrived to thruſt out the 
ancient and withered flower from its ſtalk, began ſu:denly to queſtion the poor 
Princeſs (her ſelf alſo being almoſt worn out by her hard uſage) about her corre- 
ſpondence with choſe forreign powers, who were of her kindred; And not con- 
tent with any anſwer the truth of her proceedings could make , called her co her 
trial before ordigary Commiſſioners. As theſe might be evident marks of C241- 
nerv as ruine, ſo were they not undiſcovered by the ſharp apprehenſion of the wiſe 
Lady, though her ſpiteful fate would not afford her preſervation , notwithſtanding 
her excellent endowments : yet as ſhe had good cauſe, ſhe excepted againſt thoſe 
partial Judges deſigned for her deſtruction, by all the pretentions that a free Princeſ:, 
or an oppreſt woman could alledge , though the Queen ſeemed as deaf to her juſt 
and reaſonable requeſt, as her enemies were violently bent to ſatifie their cruelties; 
until in the end ſhe was forced to deſiſt from her importunities , and Rick wholly to 
the confidence her goodneſs had merited in the Gods mercies. This not onely 
brought her to a Judgement-ſcat, prepared with ſome outward circumſtances fic 
to entertain her dignity , but to a condemnation prepared with ceremony, to be- 
witch the underftanding of the common people, who rather deſired to behold 
ſtrange ſpectacles, then to be delighted in juſt actions; and in this May game, as I 
may call it, of the worſt eruelty, when the form of Law was onely made uſe of to 
hide bad intentions, was this brave and religious Queen, às a period to all her for- 
tunes, ſentenced to loſe her head. Notwithſtanding this tondemnat ion, the Queen 
of Lydia for ſome time deferred the execution, conceiving het own honour 
could not but ſuffer abroad, io the opibion of all other Princes her equals, as her 
Kinſwoman in perſon did at home undet her juriſdiction. But ambition, jea- 
Jouſie , and revenge, at laſt got the victory over all her other vertues, by the 
malicious and crafty perſwaſions of Miner vas enemies, who believed, they could 
not be ſafe as long as ſhe lived; ſince it was probable, if ever ſhe came to wear 
the Crown of Lydia, ſhe would alwayes be mindefull of their tene 
a * Thele 
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Theſe reaſons , I fay , procured the Queen under. hand, to ſign a warrant for M7. 
nerva's death, which by the Laws of the Countrey, could nor elſe be taken away 
any power; and with this Authority a Meſſenger preſently was ſent to the chief 
Officer of the Province, to give Miner va warning of her approaching doom. 
When the ſad Princeſs beheld this bloody character written wich the Royal Hand of 
her neareſt Kinſwoman, it was a queſtion, whether imazement or courage governed 
moſt in her noble thoughts; for as of one ſide ſhe could ſcarce believe , that the 
Queen had been drawn to an act fo prejudicial to the honour of her Sex, ſo ofthe 
other (ide, ſhe entertained the news with a gentle ſmile, as a wiſhed period of all her 
miſeries ; onely with three or four deep ſighs, ſhe defired theſe requeſts of thoſe 
Commiſſioners that had authority to ſee the ſentence put in execution: Firſt, that ſhe 

might have all her ſervants about her at the time of her death, to bear true teſti 
to the world, that ſhe neither ſtaggered in her Religion, nor derogated from het Sons 
Honour : Next that the Queen would be fo charitable, as not onely quietly to ſuffer 
thoſe that attended about her perſon, in ſafety to quit the Kingdom, bur to pay them 
their due wapes , if not reward them according to the juſt ſervice ſhe had received: 
And laſtly, that ſhe might have Prieſt of her own prgfeffion , ro comfort and in- 
ſtruct her in her laſt ſaffering. Tothefirft, they onely anſwered, that as they could 
not give her leave to have all her attendants about her for fear of tumults, H reaſon 
of their multitudes, ſo were they willing to allow her ſome few to ſatisfie her deſire. 
For the ſecond, they promiſed to be interceſſors to the Queen in her behalf. But for 
the laſt, they abſolutely refuſed her requeſt, pretending it would be a diſhonour to 
the Religion profeſſed in Lydia. With theſe anſwers Minerva retired into her 
Chamber, the better to prepare her religious thoughts againſt the next dayes Com- 
bat, where ſhe remained all that night , with fo conſtant a zeal to the Worſhip of 
the Gods, and chearful a demeanour in. the perſwading of her ſervants to patience, 
by contemning of all worldly proſperity , that it was eaſily to be perceived, ſhe ra- 
ther entertained death as a kinde friend, that intended to put her in poſſeſſion of a 
better life, then as a fierce enemy, that ſer before her imagination frights of a horrid 
deſtruction: Thus ſhe continued her imployment, until the early morning and 
watchful cruelty, brought to her Chamber door the inſtruments of her deſtruction: 
This warning was ſufficient to make her prepare with Majeſty , to act᷑ the laſt ſcene 
that ſhould render her famous to poſterity, Wherefore with a pleaſant look, as if 
ſhe intended to auge at deaths worſt ſhape, when ſhe came out ſhe bid the company 
good morrow, and then proceeded to the Scaffold, with all the circumſtances be- 
longing to her dignity, that was covered over with black Velvet; where being ſet 
in her diſmal Chair of State, ſhe told the ſpectators, that as they muſt not expect 
many words from her, in regard her Siſter the Queen of Lydia was not preſent, to 
whom ſhe would onely have directed a diſcourſe ; ſo of the other fide, the wiſh 
them all to bear witneſs, that ſhe conſtantly expired in that Religion ſhe ever pro- 
feſt to the world, for which ſhe both did, and was joyful to ſhed her beſt Blood; 
which being ſaid , by one and one ſhe took leave of her ſervants, who being over- 
preſt with grief and tears, were ſcarce able to perform their laſt, though conſtrain- 
ed duties, to fit their glorious Miſtriſs for her execution: And with another ſweet 
ſmile, bolding up her white hands to the Omnipotent Gods for mercy , not long af- 
ter without the leaſt unquiet motion, ſhe received that fatal ſtroke, that ſent her ſoul 

to an eternal habitation, | 67 ; 
WMben this nnexampled Tragedy became ſpread over Aſia, which gave ſufficient oc- 
caſion of large diſcourſes, it could not but with ſpeedier wings flie to her Sons Court, 
accompanied with all the particular circumſtances of her death, where it teſted until an 
Ambaſſador from the Queen of Lydia was ſent, in ſome ſort to leſſen the fact, as be- 
ing abſolutely done without her privity as he pretended, to which purpoſe ſome of her 
principal Councellors had been puniſhed : But this Balſom a long time, had not power 
to heal the deep wound this apprehended cruelty, had made in his dutiful boſom, un- 
til his people finding that Ayia was not able to contend with Lydia in arly revenge, 
and that the ſmalleſt attempt offered by way of force to vindicate his honour, migbe 
inter- 
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interrupt his quiet and peaceable ſucceſſion to a Crown ſo rich and flouriſhing, which 
exe long he could not by courſe of nature but expect, ſince the Queen was both old 
and decayed, not onely diſſwaded him from any hoſtile evaſion , but alſo counſelled 
him to entertain a firm correſpondency with the State he was to poſſeſs; and the ra- 
ther, for that the Lydian Meſſenger threatned him, with a legal deprivation.from. 
his Royal Right, by che conſenypf. the whole Kingdom, in whoſe judgement (as he 
ſaid) bis Mother had been condemned, if any way he ſtirred violently to diſturb the 
peace eſtabliſht in both Countreys. e is x AR 5 
Theſe reaſons (I ſay) render d him as well ſatisfied in ſhew as in effect, who was 
eſteemed extreamly peaceable, if not ſlothful in his nature; which was the occaſion, 
17 as he could never be brought willingly to enter upon any actions of glory, ſo 
did it make him for the moſt part. as it were a captive to the preſſing importunities 
of his covetous and inſolent Countreymen the Mans, who ſcarce would be ſatis. 
fed with any gain or preferment whatſoever he could beſtow upon them. But to be 
ſhort, at laſt the old Queen of Lydia dying, he without any contradiction quickly 
took poſſeſſion of her Kingdoms, in which government he continued with all the 
proſperity in the world during bis life: That finiſhed, the Crowns of Lydia, Myſſia, 
and Crete, deſcended by a jult right upon his hopeful Son and Succeſſor Euarchus, 
then newly married to Hyacinthia Orſames Silter, (our now Queen) who enjoyed al. 
ſo thoſe poſſeſſions (I muſt needs ſay) wich as much happineſs (until theſe laſt ſtirs) 
as it was poſſible for mortality to expert. ; 
But the Ay tant, who as I ſaid before received golden liberalities in the time of 
the old King, (be being a Prince that knew no way how to be provident) when they 
found that Euarchus numerous iſſue, and the Queens neceſſary expences, did in 4 
manner drown all their expectation; firſt began to mutter in words againſt the ac- 
cuſtoined vanities of che times; and laſtly chey found fault that onely {mooth-faced 
boyes enjoyed, (as they ſaid) all the Credit of the Court, when Souldiers and men 
of valour wanted both countenance and means to live, the King being ſo bewitched 
to his own eaſe, and Wives content, that he could not be drawn to help his own 
Brother. in- law, againſt the oppreſſions of rhe. King of Armenia; by which War 
many might be imployed that now wanted ſubſiſtance: Nor was there wanting in 
Lydia it ſelf many factious ſpirits, that not onely received encouragement by this 
bold language, who alſo coveted State preferment in the Government of the Com- 
mon. weale: Yet theſe begun diſcontents lay hid in the cinders of ſome duty, until 
new taxations of the Subjects gave more deſperate diſtaſtes , beſides, the accidental 
arrival of Prince Caſſianus in Lydia after his Fathers death, ſtirred up the pride of 
one Dimogoras to à new ſpleen againſt the King, by which means he believed he 
ſhould be the ſooner imployed. But that which ſeemed moſt to contribute to Exar- 
chus prejudice, was the ſudden arrival of an old Myſſan Captain out of the Wars of 
Armenia cilled Lycius, who having gained in thoſe ſervices good ſtore of wealth, 
ſued to the King to bave himſelf rewarded by Titles of Honour; which being deny- 
ed bim by ſome negle&, as alſo Ca anus requeſt for a competent aſſiſtance, a little 
protracted, this inſolent Commander quickly flew from the Court with execrations 
in his mouth, and malice in his heart; and ſo coming into his own Countrey, omit- 
ted no diligence that could withdraw the people from their lawful obedience; which 
he had the better opportunity to effect, ſince he found not onely the Nobility am- 
bitious, but the Prieſts violent. The one he perſwaded with brave ſpirits again to 
look upon the courage of their Anceſtors, who had by force of Arms torn privi- 
ledges from their Kings; the other he admoniſhed, to caſt their thoughts upon 
the recovery of that Religion now almoſt loſt, that had formerly chaſed their for- 
mer Queen both from her Kingdome and life; and for the common people it 
was fufficient to plead to their imaginations liberty; by whoſe perſwaſion, the 
Nobility not onely raiſed a power abſolutely to contemn the Kings Authority in 
their own Countrey of 5/7a, but alſo led a great Army preſently into Lydia, 
whereby to compell Exarchxs to ſummon the great Councel of that Kingdome 
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Io be ſhort, when this eminent Aſſembly was met, as it was deſigned in the 
City of Sardis, which was alfo affured to be made a free Town (as'\mnchrto fay, as 
not to be compelled to any obedience to Exarchus and his poſterity) the chiefeſt dif. 
courſes that were made there, were in diſgrace of the Kings actions, and almoſt all 
the Acts that paſt were to deftroy his Authority: All which the milde King ſuf. 
fered with a world of patience , hoping that timeP after they had wearied them- 
ſelves with their violent paſſions, would let them ſee their own miſtakes for the Gods 
at leaftwiſe would defend his innocency: However theſe unexpected proceedings not 
onely continued, but their rage grew to ſuch a height againſt his perſon, whereby as 
twas thought to bring him into the greater contempt amongſt the common people, 
that by divers tumults countenanced in the multitude, he was at laſt forced from the 
City of Sardis, whilft the Senate in the interim inftituted a ſtrong guard of Soul- 
diers of the Town Forces, to wait upon their Councels , becauſe they would ſhew 
to the Subjects, greater marks of Sovereignty in their Aſſembly , then in the Kings 


Dignity. - 
Har hill: many were brewing their own paſſionate defigns with uncredibleinſo- 
lency, ting chic ſupported by the votes of the common people, who were per. 
kale they ſhould recover by the Senates Authority an abſolute liberty, the poor 
King with a very ſmall train retired to the City of Theatyra: Where however, con- 
trary to the expeRation of the Senators, who believed that their diſcountenance, 
was ſufficient to render him abandoned by the whole Kingdom, he not onely re- 
ceived better welcome, but was entertained with the general commiſeration of moſt 
of thoſe parts, who bitterly complained of his hard (and as they thoughe) unjuſt 

uſape ; andthe rather did this pitty prevail, for that by his eloquent and fluent Pen, 
he Be fully to beat back all the aſperſions, his enemies ſought daily to caſt upon 
him; which brought (as I ſay) to his Court multitudes of Gentry and Nobility, both 
from the City of Sard and other parts, who vowed perpetual faithfulneſs to his per- 
ſon, with other eſſential ſervices. 

Tpheſe encouragements by the perſwaſion of his truſty Councellors , made him im- 
ploy his beſt indufiry to raiſe Souldiers, whilft in the interim he ſent to the Qpeen, 
whom he underſtood was in the Iſland of Cyprus, to procure him Arms, by the 
credit ſhe had purchaſed with the Dake of that Countrey , ſince the Senate had al- 
ready ſeized upon all his Magazine and Ships.: After which he went from one pro. 
vince to another, to feel the inclination of the people; yet as he found moſt of them 

for him in their words when he was amongſt them; whether out of the inconſtancy 

of their own natures, or unwilling to be at any-charge to maintain new troubles, as 

ſoon as he left them perſonally, they were for the greateſt number carried from cheir 

former profeſſions; fo that he perceived the ſucceſs of his whole fortunes, was 
chiefly to depend upon the gallantry of the better ſort. And truly this expectation 

did not deceive him; for ina ſhort ſpace, beyond all belief, they fo furniſhed him 

with moneys, beſides their own attendance, that he became maſter of a brave Army 
commanded by his Nephew Prince Thyaſmus, who was newly arrived in his Camp 
from the Armenian Wars. 

The Senate, who before had raiſed Forces to contend againſt the Kings intentions, 
according to the intelligence they had received, not to be (lothful in their affairs, 
quickly created yaa General inthe deſign , whom they knew was a man never 
to be reconciled to his Sovereign, by reaſon of the ſpightfulneſs of his own vio- 
lent ambition: yo ſooner was he eſtabliſht in his office, but he was commanded to 
march, as they pretended to ſeparate the King from pernicious Councels, and bring 
him ſafe to Sardis, there to be better governed; to which purpoſethat City had 
plentifully furniſhed money, conceiving their proſperity depended upon their Princes 
This reſolution was quickly known to Exarchys , and not long after conſidered by 
his Councel, that it was high time to advance with the whole Army, to try the for. 
tune of a Battle with the Senates General, fince the King wanted proviſion, aud could 


not expect ſupplies of money to furniſh out the neceſſary expence: with this de. 


| termi-

termination, after two or three. dayes march, they met the Senates Forces upon an 
ample plain, ſpacious enough to have decided the controverſie for the worlds Empire: 
The Conflict of a ſudden grew fo deſperate, that it was a queſtion whether the 
ſought more to ſatisſie their own ſpleens , or to gain a beneticial, Victory; which 
however was proſecuted for ſome hours with doubtful fortune; for although the 
Kings Horſe commanded by T in-perſon, at the firſt charge defeated their 
Enemies, inſomuch as for many flirlongs they had the chace of their Troops, yet the 
Foot Forces in their abſence, that for the moſt part wanted Arms, had ſufficient im- 
ployment to ſuſtain the fury of the Senates Souldiers, being better provided : Which 
however was bravely ſupplied by the noble valour of the King himſelf, inſomuch as 
he ſuſtained the violence of the cempeſt, until his own Horſe again came in to his 
reſeue; though with ſuch a ſlaughter of his poor Subjects, that it created a moſt 
paſſionate compaſſion in his Royal Breaſt, although the determinable fate of his 
Crown might very well have given a full imployment to his thoughts: Upon 2½4/ 
mus appearing with his victorious Troops, Dimogoras retired with his worſted Forces, 
and the night hindred further proſecution for the preſent, which as I may ſay, envi- 
ouſly ſhadowed the Kings glory, who elſe could not have been defrauded as twas 
— of a moſt abſolute Conqueſt to his immortal honour, if not to his King- 
$ proſperity. | 

— he lobeed the next morning early, again to ſet upon his Enemies, who 
were retired for their better ſafery , within the protection of their ſecure Trenches ; 
but contrary to his expectation Dimogor as (belike fearing Euarchus intention, and 
unwilling to hazzard the Senates fortunes in one doubtful adventure) had made uſe 
of the dark coverture of the night, to convey himſelf and his whole Forces, to a 
ſtrong Town not far off, remaining under his juriſdiction: Nevertheleſs, ſo much 
opinion this half conqueſt had got amongſt the common people, that many Cities 
preſencly returned under the obedience of their lawful Prince, whilſt in the mean 
time, the King made Philadelphia the chief reſidence of his Royal Court, where 
again he began to rule like a Monarch, and ſuffered his other Generals in many parts 
of the Kingdom, to proſecute his commands with ſuch proſperous ſucceſs , that in 
a (hort ſpace he became in a manner Maſter of all Lydia, though the great Town of 
Sardis ſeemed ſtill with moſt obſtinate pride to contemn his power, being more in 
love with that paſſion, that made them hope to be a free City, and the covetouſaels 
to obtain payment of that money they had disburſed, then mindful of their own 
ſafety and obedience, The King who began to think now the difficulty of his af- 
fairs were paſt all danger, began a little to play with the weakneſs of his Enemies; in- 
ſomuch as his Souldiers became neglected in their diſcipline, as the Commanders licen- 
tious in their courſe of life , which certainly contributed extreamly to all his mis ſor- 
tunes: for being provoked either by unwiſe, if not traiterous Councel, or put on by his 
own juſt ſpleen to ſee bimſelf in the height of all his Victories diſobeyed by weak For- 
ces, ſuddenly beſieged a ſmall City that lay in the very heart of his new Conqueſts, 
conceiving his Enemies wanted power of reſiſtance, or at leaſt ability to bring him 
any incommodation, which made his Troops leſs careful to prevent correſpondency : 
But the Town finding it could not hold out long againſt ſo ſtrong a Siege, gave pri- 
vate intelligence to the Citizens of Sardis, who (apprehending the loſs would abſo- 
lucely turn to their ruine, ſince the King would be ſure (as they believed) after to im- 
ploy the reſt of his endeavour in their ſubverſion , when he ſhould have finiſhed the 
deſign in hand, that onely oppoſed him) of a ſudden ſent out under the command of 
Dimogoras, the Souldiers of Sardis it ſelf , that until then were never known to re- 
move many furlongs from the ſmoke of their own Chimneyes, to try if it were poſ- 
ſible to raiſe the Kings Siege; who with as quick an expedition as they were able, 
marched towards the Camp, imagining that the ſucceſs of this voyage was to deter- 
mine their fates, whether to remain free Citizens, or become conquered ſlaves, Eu- 
archus on the other ſide when he heard of this new and unexpected ſupply , ſo much 
contrary to his imagination, however rumours thereof had formerly come to his ears, 


thought it his beſt courſe, rather to fight with them in the open Fields, then in con- 
tinuing 
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rinuing in bis Trenches, to hazzard the danger of being ſtarved for want of provi. 
ſion: With theſe purpoſes, after he bad quitted the Walls of the Town, he advan- 
ced towards their Quarters with a hope to ſet upon them in the plain Champain, ſince 
he conceived he had much the advantage of Horſe, though his Foot was of a far leſs 
number. But though the King omitted no induſtry to compals. his deſign, yet heing 
betrayed by the common people in his intelligence ho ever favoured. the Senate 
more then their Sovereign, — ext got ſome dies journey towards the City of 
Sardis, before Ewarchus knew of his remove; the deſign of the General being ao 
other now he had freed the City from danger, but to get again ſafe with his whole 
Army to the place from whence he came: The King as he was enraged with this ſe- 
creteſcape , fo was he reſolved if it were poſſible to fight with him upon any terms, 
ſince the contrary as heimagined, would prove in the opinion of the multitude, of no 
leſs a conſequence, then a Victory obtained by his adverſaries :. To that effect as 
ſoon as he had overtaken his Enemies by tedious marches, he ſet upon them with 
deſperate incomeniencies , not onely for that they had locked themſelves in incloſed 
Countries, but never came out of their Trenches to skirmiſn, by which means the 
Kings Cavalry proved of no ſervice, ſo that as I may ſay by reaſon of theſe un- 
fortunate diſadvantages, Euarchus after twelve hours fight could pretend but to 
a very ſmall Victory; which ſucceſs returned Dimegoras to the City of Sardis wich 
ſome honour, in regard, that however he had not beat the Kings Forces, it might 


be ſaid upon the matter he had worked his deſigns. | 

Nevertheleſs, although this gave the Generals party not onely encouragement for 
the preſent, but hopes in abundance in the future; eſpecially for that the Kings Soul- 
diers every where began both to be negligent. and treacherous ; more ſeeming to 
rely upon the ſuppoſed juſtneſs of the Cauſe, then reſolving conſtantly to defend it 
by any hazzard ; yet the Senate at Sardis doubting ſomething their own fortune or 
ſucceſs, notwithſtanding what policy ſoever they could uſe in the Kings Camp, re- 
ſolved agein to bring in the MAyſſi ans into Lydia with a powerful Army: To this 
purpoſe they made a contract with them, not onely to pay them a very great ſum of 
money, both to defray their charges and reward their endeavours , but alſo promiſed 
to eſtabliſh in the Kingdom of Lydia it ſelf, the ſame manner of Worſhip of the 
Gods as was practiſed in Myſſia: As this ſeemed in effect to be the whole agreement 
between them, ſo the 143/ians wanted not in their meaning undethand defigns, which 
was to bear at leaſtwiſe an equal ſhare in the Government of both Kingdoms, where- 
by the better to ſatisſie their pride and avarice; when as for the latter (as twas (aid) 
oy, oye have ſold the Gods themſelves ,' if they had been upon the earth 
vendible. 

By this means again F uarc hus became involved in new troubles; for preſently after 
the Myſſiaus having made this unhandſome accord to the Kings diſadvantage , not- 
withſtanding their ſo many vous and promiſes to the contrary, there was imployed 
at the ſame time an Ambaſſadour from the — of Hria to Euarchus, not one- 
ly to perſwade him to entertain a new Treaty and friendſhip with his Senate, ſitting 
at Sardus, but alſo abſolutely to break all correſpondency and friendſhip between him- 
ſelf and the State of Egypt; which if condeſcended unto by the King, be under- 

took, as well to keep back the AMAyſſiant from entring Lydia, as to ſettle an abſolute 
peace in all the reſt of his Dominions: Whether theſe were onely brags or no, is al- 
together uncertain; rather may it be thought, either the Kings Fate or unhappy 
Councel, ever thruſt him on upon thoſe wayes, that were moſt pre judicial to his Af- 
fairs: In concluſion he did not onely deny the Ambaſſadour the leaſt entertainment 
of theſe propoſitions, but at the ſame time alſo was perſwaded, to publiſh a Decla- 
ration againſt the City of Sardis, though at preſent it ſeemed to contend with the 
Senate, about the payment of that money promiſed to the Ayſſiaus, in recompence 
for their expedition into Lydia. This I muſt needs ſay ſo much exaſperated the 
Town, that preſently they went on with their accord by the general conſent of all: 
When theſe ſumms were received preſently the 45 ſiazs marched into the Countrey 
with a huge Army, whilſt another was ſent with Dimogeras againſt the Kings own per- 
ſon: 
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ſon : As by this means Euarchus was conſtrained to divide his Forces, ſo did he ſend 
the greateſt part of his Army along under the command of Thyaſmws his Nephew, 
for * neceſſary raiſing of the Siege before the City of Theatyra, where the Mx. 
fans were alrea incamped; yer their power was increaſed, with ſuch Troops, 
as the Senate had commanded with chem in that ſervice: Prince Thyaſmus 
upon his approach (whether may ſay too precipitate in his conduct, or that 
he was betrayed abſolutely in his intelligence) when he came near the Town, think- 
ing either to ſurprize or defeat the enemy in an inſtant, of che contrary ſuddenly he 
became involved in a moſt deſperate Ambuſcado, which in a manger deſtroyed the 
ons or the courages of his whole Army, though in truth the Ay ans perform- 
ed the leaf part of the ſervice: But the King being followed and furiouſly attempted 
in his march (as I ſaid) by Dimogoras, he kept himielf and Troops (though fewer by 
many in number) upon ſuch fure and courageous grounds, that the General at laſt 
was brought into ſo many deſperate inconveniencies, by reaſon of his want of con- 
duct and providence, that altbough Zsarcb at that time fought not one ſtroke, he 
forced him to compound for the lives and liberties of all his Souldiers, which was an 
occaſion that preſently the Senate turned Dimogoras out of his office, whilſt in the in- 
terim there was put into his place one Farezins, whoſe melancholly valour in a ver 
ſhort time prevailed exceedingly ; for that the Myſſians had cauſed the King to di- 
vide his Forces into ſo many ſeveral commands, that he could not conveniently main- 
tain a conſiderable body together under any Captain, to be able to contend with 
power ſufficient , wherefore after ſome councel taken with his beſt friends, the King 
reſolved himſelf in perſon, to endeavour to ſtop the fury of this new and prevailing 
General, that ſeemed like an outrageous torrent, to carry all before him, whether he 
marched againſt Towns or Armies. | | 
The King beſides the inflammation of his own natural courage, was put on to fight 
with Farexius, as *twas thought upon theſe reaſons : Firſt to prevent a conjunction 
between bim and the Myſſians, who were as yet at ſome diſtance: Next to continue 
a life in his own party that ſeemed. ſomething to decline his aſſiſtance in many places 
of the Kingdom, in regard of the others extraordinary ſacceſs: And laſt of all, for 
that both money and other proviſions failing, he began to contract many neceſſities 
in his Army. It was not long before they both met upon a large plain in an open 
Countrey, that afforded room enough for an equal contention , if che Fates had 
at all proved indifferent in the encounter: The firſt charge was given with fury ſuf. 
ficient by both ſides, however the Kings Horſe without any known cauſe whatſoever, 
of a ſudden gave back, and not long after moſt ſhamefully turned their backs, 
though the Foot with incredible gallantry, till continued the Fight with honour and 
ſafery : Exarchar upon this (however not being ſo much amazed as diſpleaſed) pre- 
ſently rid amongft the flying Troops; as it were calling both Godsand men to wit- 
nieſs, concerning the juſtneſs of his Cauſe , and the unfainedneſs of his intentions; 
withal perſwading them either to ſhew more courage or leſs diſloyalty : Alſo not 
onely in his words, but by his own unexampled courage , evidently expreſſed before 
their faces, conjured them to fight, or at leaſtwiſe to ſtand their ground at ſome di- 
ſtance, whilft he and the ret expoſed their lives to the fury of che. Enemy; calling 
them ſometimes his Countreymen and Subjects; otherwhile he termed them na bet- 
ter then unworthy ſlaves, that precipitately followed their own deſtruction and cap- 
tivity ; when as they had a fair occaſion offered them to be both glorious and happy: 
but at laſt, ſeeing nothing would prevail, he looked up to Heaven with tears in his 
eyes; beſeeching that the Gods would take pitty on bim in his neceſſities; at leaſt- 
wiſe prove propitious.to the Monarchy of Lydia, that ſcemed abſolutely to depend 
upon this dayes adventure: Thus between praying, tighting, and perſwading, he con- 
tinued, until he ſaw moſt of his Souldiers either taken or ſlaughtered: fo that at laſt, 
being conſteained with a very few number in his company to quit the Field, he left 
his Camp to the courteſie of the Enemies mercy, whilſt by obſcure paſſages he 
got again ſafe in perſon ( though much in bis thoughts dejeRed ) to the ſtrong 
Town of Phyladelphia; where not long after by the whole power of „ 
e 
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he was beſieged with the reſt of his Court, Friends , and Family.” | 
As this, ſald he, was the proceeding of that fatal day, ſo may1 ſuppoſe by the 
diſperſing of the molt part of the company, it. will be alſo time for us to retire: ſo 
raking. Narciſſus by the hand, he promiſed he inal. have the reſt of his diſcourſe 
athome, - 7 "i ns. 

His houſe was ſeated at the end of a ſmall To divided by a pleaſant grove 
of wood, that encompaſſed a round Temple built with Ionick Columns; within 
which was the ſtatue of Apollo: when they had performed ſome few devotions, ac- 
cording to the manner of the Countrey , among other Prieſts of their own order, 
that remained in the place, the old Father led him to his habitation: being entered 
into the Parlour, he preſently ſhewed him the picture of Exarchus; which for ſome 
time he had kept, as he ſaid, in an obſcure corner of his houſe, though now he ſeemed 
to expect more freedom; and thereupon he began to read a Lecture concerning his 
life and diſpoſition: which gave him an appetite to diſcourſe in this manner. 

The Father of Euarchus our now King, being a Prince wholly given, as I may 

ſay, to his own pleaſure, onely ſtudied wayes to keep himſelf during his liſe in a qui- 
et ſecurity ; and to this purpoſe, he not onely brought up his ſon, after the death of 
his elder brother in learning and domeſtick exercifes, under the protect of his own eye 
and juriſdiction, but when he came to years of conſent , he endeavoured with ſome 
violence, to marry him to the King of Egyprs Daughter, by whole greatneſſe he 
thought to eſtabliſh bis own Regal Power the better in Lydia, perceiving his Subjects 
were apt enough upon all occaſions , to kick againſt his authority: but finding the 
Treaty was protracted, he ſent his ſon in perſon with an intimate favourite of his, 
into Africa, to court the young Lady. To be ſhort, the journey produced no effects 
at all anſwerableto his deſires ; for the two favourites of each Prince clathing toge- 
ther, although a certain day was appointed for the Marriage, yet the match broke, 
though upon what grounds [neither know, or can well diſpute: After this breach 
Enarc has made preſently his addreſs to Hyacinthja our now Queen, being ſiſter to 
Orſames King of Syria, eſteemed à moſt mortall enemy to the greatneſs of the 
Kingdom and Monarchy of Egypt no ſooher was this match concluded, but the 
old King died, leaving young Euarchus to inherit in outward appearance, as 'much 
glory and proſperity as was poſſible to beetijoyed by mortality upon earth; and ſo 
continued for many years, until theſe late unh ppy differences obſtructed his felicity : 
which truly I muſt the rather bewail, in regard ee he is a Prince given to no man- 
ner of vice; however perhaps ſome will ay, he is more beholding to nature for his 
inclination, then to reſolution for his tempetance; unto which I anſwer, that as the 
world ought not to take any notice of the inward thoughts of man, when people 
receive a genera) commodity by the outward expreſſions of vertues; ſo. of the 
other ſide, when good and ſaudable actions are accompanied with an entire 
Juſtice in appearance, it is unpoſſible but either the gods have placed ſuch upon earth, 
to become rare examples for imitation to others, or elſe have ordained them to be 
extreamly beneficial to themſelves ; ſo that both wayes he deſerves ſingular counte. 
nance and preſer vation; and this without any partiality, may be faid to betherighc 
character of the diſpoſition' of Euarchus: fot his active parts, that are and have 
been obviousto all the world ; no man can actuſe him of cruelty, pride, or injuffice 
his dear affections to his wife and children, ate beyond the pattern of all his prede- 
ceſſors; his activity and ſolicitation almoſt not to be imitated by any: his mode- 
ration in Diet and Apparrel ſcarce equals the pooreſt of his Subjects ? if Bis parci- 
2 can be imputed to him for a fault, let his numerous iſſue , and the ſmalf extent 
of his own Revenues, make for him at lea ſtwiſe a probable, if not a ſofficient excuſe : 
beſides and over and above theſe ſpecified vertues , I muſt commend his diſcreet va- 
four, and entire patience, ſince as in the one he never declined any engagement; when 

CE Remy of his fortune did any way ſtand in need of the 8000 featton of his 

courage, ſo did he never yet a 718 overcome by paſſion, when he ta ſted the great- 
eſt bitterneſs of what affliction ſoever: With theſe words the Prieſt, as if he had 
been tranſported with the very apprehenſion of his ſuffering, ſee med to end his diſ- 

courſe

courſe both in tears and fighs; and certainly had ſo continued for a long ſpace, in & 
certain kinde of extaſie, if an old woman anda little yoath (che whole family with 
himſelf of his private babication) had not interrupted his ſorrowful contemplation, 
by bringing into the Parlor Wine and other junkets to entertain Marciſſat; who not- 
withſtanding, after he had — ps of that civility, put him in minde again 
of bis promiſed relation, which us to make an end ſo far of bis information, con- 
cerning King Huarc hu fortunes, that he might be inſtructed, in the reaſons of the 
joyful aſſembly of che people, dancing about the Altar and Statue of God Pan. 

[The Prieſt, after he had acknowledged in ſome ſort, his own digreſſions from the 
matter intended, he let him know; that as it was no part of his meaning to deprive 
him of bis due, according to bis own obligation, ſo he deſired him to excuſe his paſ- 
lion in the Kings behalf, occaſioned onely by the ſight of the picture, that ſuddenly 
brought into his minde, a certain kinde of repreſentation of his heroical vertues, 
proceeding from his nature and education: Whereupon preſently leading Narciſſus 
into his Garden, furniſhed him with many dainty flowers of all forts, in which cu- 
rioſity he ſeemed to take an extraordinary delight, at laſt they both ſeated themſelves 
in one of the Arbours, neatly contrived to defend the inward part of the habitation 
from Phebus oppreſſion; which afforded a ſufficient conveniency for diſcourſe, and 
that joyned with the opportunity, quickly entered him into his new relation aſter this 
manner. | Ba 2 TIE by 

Enarchar, ſaid he, being as [told you retired to Philadelphia after the Battle, as 
ſoon as be came into the Town, he went preſently to his Garden without ſpeaking 
one word to any perſon, although many Troops followed him with paſſion, to know 
ſame particulars concerning bis fortunes; the rather for that they conceived them- 
ſelves alſo to be ſufficiently intereſted in his fate: There he walked with a quick pace 
according to bis cuſtom , ſometimes caſting his arm abroad, and otherwhiles again 
beating his breaſt with no ſmall violence; then wonld he look up to the Heavens, as 
if a little he accuſed the Gods determinations, to ſuffer him that intended nothing but 
juſtice and goodneſs, to be ſo cruelly perſe his own Subjects; without any 
knowa cauſe whatſoever ; ſo that in truth the whole company with tears in their eyes, 
began more to conſider his inward ſufferings, then their own outward ſtate and con- 
dition: : Thus I ſay he continued, until Prince Thyaſmas. his unfortunate Nephew 
(who not long before had retired thither with his beaten and ſcattered Troops) came 
alſo with a few attendants in the Garden: When he had ſaluted the King with a ſad 
look, (walking with him in that manner two or three turns) he at laſt, humbly deſired 
him, to let the company underſtand a little of his unfortunate paſſages , ſince they 
could not be worſe (as he ſaid) then they imagined them to be, and for ought they 
knew they might be better then they ſuppoſed: The King went preſently and ſeated 
bimſelf upon a Bench, whilſt all the company flockt about bim, though he onely

made a diſcourſe to them in this nature; 

Gentlemen, ſaid he, you now behold Euarchus tumbled from his Throne: It is 
apparent the Gods are.diſpleaſed with our actions; neither do I well know, what 
will become of this unfortunate Kingdom; for however they puniſh and demon- 
ſtrate their indignation oftentimes by evil and wicked inſtruments, yet they never 
ſhew their diſpleaſure and indignation, but where offences are apparent enough 
to deſerve that chaſtiſement: Whether theſe faults (for which for the preſent we 
are ſcourged) abound moſt in my own Couit, or the poiſon hath tog much dilated 
it ſelf over all my dominions, I will not ſay; onely fure we are ; Mat ſins of all 
ſorts are increaſed in ſuch a meaſure , that it is probable the Gods no fonger could 
abſtain from demonſtrating. the very height of their fury and wrath: I could be 
contented to ſuffer for you all , ſo that would be ſufficient to pay the fcore of our 
obligations, we owe the Heavens juſtice for our crimes ; but I fear me we are 
deligned to be more generally involved, whereby to ſatishe the divine exaſpetated in- 
dignation,whbo can be no more couzened in its knowledge then reſtrained in its power: 
In my opinion the beſt way is, inſtantly to take aſunder of -way of profitable con- 
fideration , all our particular actions and thoughts; wn ſo by wholſome and true 
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repentance, if it be poſſible, to give ſome ſtop to the furious torrent of our misfor- 
tunes, beſore they come to ſuch a Sea of confuſion, that — penierat de. 
ſtruction muſt follow : When I conſider the pride, covetouſneſs; and diſſimulatioa 
of my own Family and Court I am partly convinced in my thoughts, that the ilſs 
we have ſuffered, wholly procked from that original: Again, when I look upon 
the diſobedience, luxury, and atheiſme of the whale Kingdom, I may ſuppoſe from 
the peoples impieties have come our misfortunes: If I have been to blame for either, 
I muff rather implore the Gods pardon for my omiſſions, then overmuch accuſe my 
oon intentions that made them ſo, ſince however my nature may be too paſſively 
indulgent in ſuch particulars, yet my diſpoſition was not at all, prone to give them 
allowance and approbation: 1 muſt confeſs I cannot altogether free my ſelf from 
every imputation, that hath been caſt upon my Government; for it is no {mal} 
fault to be remiſs in puniſhments, where crigges may be encouraged to example; 
though much more when: countenanced in oppreflion : And where inferiour Of- 
ficers are permitted, though not commanded to be unjuſt , the Prince ought 
to bear a ſhare in the active part, for that he had the power to have reſtrained the 
miſchief; which perhaps is the occaſion of my preſent ſuffering , with the reſt of my 
Subjects, and what more indignation the Gods have in ſtore, 1 cannot be certain 
to prevent; onely I am conſident, witheut 2 deep examination of our inward 
thoughts, the conſcience will not be ſufficiently underſtood, whereby to be clear 
in any kinde to purpoſe, however our principſes may be right and good; for with- 
out it, neither ſorrow nor ſatisfaction can follow of any conſiderable value, to blot 
out the remembrance of ſuch evils; and ſo conſequently a continuation of the pu- 
niſhment due to the nature of our offences, will not be taken away. It is not enough 
to ſay our enemits want juſtice and legality in their proſecution, for that they may 
be made for the preſent onely divine revengers , though themſelves be reſerved for 
higher and more exemplary torments; for however actions of proſperity: and ſuc- 
, be not alwayes marks of favour and approbation, yet ought they juſtly be 
eſteemed teſtimonies of diſtaſte againſt thoſe Nations, and fuch perſons, that un- 
fortunately are rendred Subjects of miſery and chaſtiſement, ſince none ever ſuffers 
without a cauſe: When revolntions happen (if we would but feriouſly enough 
look after the reaſon) in the general, we ſhould finde matter ſufficient to convince 
our belief, that we are not totally innocent almoſt in any particular; for the 
Gods are 2 —— ed to — — for _ fakes that ma 
end juſtly to any thing extraordinary: No my friends, this Kingdom ha 
— — years paſt, involved in — ſuperfluity, to expect long a con- 
tinuation of their felicity; which no doubt made us too unmindful from whence pro- 
ceeds originally all good and commodity: When peace and tranquility: exceeding- 
ly abound in any region, without being at all bridled and reſtrained — 
temperance and conſideration, there is nothing to be expected ſoon aſter but 
captivity or deſtruction, to recal again mens thoughts and actions to modera- 
tion, neceſſary for a new ſettlement and preſervation : This world was ereated 
but as the tryer and touch. ſtone of our diſpoſitions, for the better eſtabliſnment 
of our eternal condition hereafter , ſince otherwiſe certainly it had not been made 
at all: In this conſiſts the onely miftake of mankinde, that we look at preſent, 
and eſſential acquiſitions belonging properly to our perſons, without any relation 
to the future when as they are I ſay intended either as accidental benefits, or 
naturalconf&&tions , neceſſary in ſome ſort for our temporary ſubſiſtance : If we 
be great, mighty , and proſperous, we expect eaſe, pleaſure, ind obſervance, as 
meer duties that ſhould attend us, inſtead of making our thoughts thereby become 
more grateful, humble, and ſolicitous in all out endeavours,” not onely to augment 
vertue and purchaſe grace, but to diſtribute our endeavours alſo by charity and 
reaſon, to thoſe that are more indigent upon rarth: What u King or Commander 
hath in bonour and power, ſhould be imployed in eure and induſtry for the 
general good: And if a begger or inferiour perſon wants in riches and proſperity, it 
ought to be ſupplied by being free from hazard and perturbation: By. which 
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meaas all ſorts of people may participate in a kinde of an equality, according to the 
intention of their firſt creation, ſiace the Gods certainly intended no abſolute dif. 
ference but what their inſcrutable decrees ha ve determined in the future, anſwerable 
to the endeavours of every one in particular: For however the things belonging to 
this life, ſometimes may vary by way of accident in the world, yet the reaſonable 
and more noble part of man, ſhould be alike free in every one of us, by the ſame rule 

of eſtimation and pretenſion, This conſideration makes me at preſent, look upon 

my ſelf and you in this common miſery, with the ſame eyes of pitty and commiſe. 

ration: Wherefore being determined to call my own thoughts to a moſt ſtrict ac- 

count, what I have acted, and how I may ſuffer , ſo would I have you alſo examine 

your conſciences, wherein you have offended; and in what nature you may be reme- 

died by this means, if it be yet poſſible, to procure. ſome mercy from the Gods in 

our pteſſing neceſlities: and theſe I ſay are intentions, not onely moſt pior's but ex- 

cream ſafe. With theſe words he inſtantly roſe from his ſeat, and retired into his pri- 

vate Chamber, that not onely forced tears but occaſioned diſcourſe from moſt of the 

company). | | | 

But whill the King, and the inhabitants of Philadelphia with deſpairing thoughts, 
were buſily imployed about the bercer fortifying of the Town, againſt che expected 
Siege of Farexius, who every day was looked for with his Troops to attempt the 
ſame, (though moſt part of them intended, rather to mend their conditions by yield- 
ing at laſt upon milder terms, then entertained in their hopes any probability of pre- 
vailing againſt his Forces) of a ſudden the My ſſiaus, fearing, left they might be de- 
ceived in their expectations, both in the money they expected from the Senate, as 
alſo concerning an equal ſhare in the Government of the Kingdom of Lydia, for that 
they had procured to themſelyes and Nation in the Battle, rather contempt for the 
little valour they had ſhewed, then any way gained credit in the Wars, beſieged an- 
other Towa belonging to the Kings party, not yet reduced under the Senates juriſ- 
diction; where however they had continued for ſome weeks, yet at length they were 
beaten off both with loſs and diſgrace, inſomuch as then not knowing well how to 
play their Cards with any advantage, they began as their laſt refuge , not onely pub- 
lickly to diſpute the Kings Titles, hom as they pretended the Senate had oppreſſed 
beyond their intentions; but imployed the intereſt of a certain Ambaſſadour of. Sy- 
ria in their Army, to perſwade Euarchus, if it were poſſible to make an eſcape from 
the City of Philadelphia, whereby to put bis perſon into their hands, promiſing in the 
interim his hopes, both preſent ſafety and future proſperity ; as people being (as they 
ſaid) his own native Countreymen, who intended his condition, nothing but good 
and advantage by their aſſiſtance, according to his own deſire. 

The King having received this comfortable meſſage, which pretended a lucky 
Omen as he imagined to the reſt of his occaſions, notwithſtanding Farexius had new- 
ly beſieged Philadelphia, one day he called me privately into his Bed. chamber: when 
he had made faſt the door wuh a certain kinde of extraordinary earneſtneſs in his 
countenance, according to the manner he uſed in hor thing he went about (being 
in ctuth a Prince, that is not onely ſolicitous in his thoughts, but indefatigable in 
bis pains and actions) he told me, that as he had a ſecret of much conſequence to 
impart unto me, ſo was he affraid left it ſhould come to the knowledge of any, that 
were not intended to be imployed in the buſineſs ; doubting he had ſo many Traytors 
attending about his perſon , that it was impoſſible almoſt, for any deſign to be put 
ig execution, without the Senates privity and knowledge: Wherefore though he 
were ſufficiently confident: (as he ſaid ) of my fidelity, by reaſon of the long 
experience he had had of my ſervice , and the tryal he had experimented. of 
my Honeſty and Religion; yet for that one or two more, were neceſſarily to be 
uſed in the ſame adventure, he reſolved to exact from me, not onely my faithful 
promiſe, but a Religious Oath , concerning the performance of my. truſt cending to 
bis commands: After I had aſſured him by verbal proteſtations , that I would be 
ready to lay down my life, in any thing his Majeſty ſhould think me capable, either 
of acting or ſuffering for his advantage, he * me preſent ly kneel down * 

I che 
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the Statue of fapiter, which he had alwayes ſtanding in his Chamber; where aioſt 
ſolemaly1 renewed thoſe undertakings: After which he diſcovered unto me his de- 
figns;" which war in a diſꝑuiſed habit, to paſs through Farexint Camp in my Com- 
pany, and ſo privately to convey himſelf into the ¶Myſſian Army, whither as he 
told me he had been lately envited, with aſſurance of their aſſiſtance, towards his 
proſperity and protection: Although I muſt confeſs I was not much enamoured of 
the project, knowing the baſe eſteemed falſnood of that people; yet leſt the King 
might 2 unwillingneſs in my diſpoſition, to hazzard my perſon in his ſer- 
ice, neither open my thoughts, or deliver my opinion, although perhaps 1 


and ſuffering, however I muſt confeſs I little doubted the Kings diſcovery; not ono- 
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ty in reſpe& of bis habit, but that he had alſo ſhaved his beard in a moſt antick fa- 
ſion, In concluſion the good humour of the General the next day, or rather the 
Souldiers finding there was but little to be got from us, not onely diſcharged me 
from my further attendance, but gave a Paſs for me and my ſervant, to travel freely 
to the Gity of Su, without any let or hinderance from any of their party; which 
proved to be of no {mall conveniency unto us in all our journey: for although the 
protection onely mentioned that Towa, wherewe leaſt intended to go, yet as ſoon 
251 was but of the Camp, I ſo finely mended the writing with my own pen, that 1 
made it moſt aptly ſerve for every place and Region: Inſomuch, as by reaſon there- 
of, in our journey we were neither letted nor troubled to any purpoſe; having a diſ- 
charge preſently a mongſt all manner of Officers of theirs, as ſoon as we produced 
the paper; when as without doubt otherwiſe, we had been infallibly taken and im- 
iſoned, ſince thoſe parts where due travelled, were become extream ſuſpicious by 
order from the Senate, in regard of the Declarations of the MAyſſians, of purpoſe ſo 
commanded, the better as they thought to prevent all intercourſe and correſponden- 
cy, between the Kings party and the people of that Nation. in 

In this manner at laſt we arrived in the Myſſian Camp, and with a great ſatisfacti- 
on (I muſt needs ſay) to the Kings thoughts, however his reſolutions were not pre- 
ſently to diſcover his perſon: ſo that retiring into a little Village not very far from the 
Army, he ſent me (after I had taken ſome ſmall refreſhment) to enquire for the Sy- 
rian Ambaſſadour, upon whoſe ſcore he rather ſeemed. to have put his undertaking 
this dangerous adventure, then upon any abſolute confidence he could have in the 
Myſſiaus lidelity, in regard that they had already ſo often deceived him, with their 
fair promiſes and falſe actions; it was my part alſo in complements to tell him as 
much, when 1 had made him acquainted with the Kings arrival. As the Ambaſſador 
appeared ſomewhat amazed at the news, ſo did he nor tick to aſſure me, that he 
knew his Majeſty would be received by the Army with all honour and ſafety , and 
— went along with me to finde him out, where the King after ſome few civi- 

lities, uſed this lauguage to the Ambaſſadour. 1 
Sir, ſaid he, as you now ſee me in a poſture far below my birth and dignity, fo the 
Gods, to let us know we are but men, have for the preſent ſuited my perſon accord- 
ing to my misfortunes, whereby to comply the better with my neceſſities; this I 
hope is ſufficient to ſhew, what a deſire I have to put my ſelf into the hands of my 
natire Countreymen: If either the conſideration of my paſt benefits beſtowed upon 
them in the general, or any compaſſionate reflection upon my nnfortunate ſtate at 
the inſtant, are motives ſufficient to work upon humanity, I ſhall be ſafe here, and 
may be proſperous hereafter ; wherefore, 25 I would not have them to work upon 
my miſeries, for poor and contemptible gain, ſo ſhall not I remember them any more 
of their former ingratitude and diſobedience; but rather let us both unite in ſuch a 
conſtant con junction, that as by their means I may come again to be King , ſo will 
they ever by ſuch an act of kindeneſs oblige. me to govern for their benefit : they 
- cannot but conſider with what little probability they can hope for any eſtabliſnment 
in Lydia, but by my means, when as already the Senate, doth not onely diſvalue their 
actions and proceedings by moſt diſgraceful and contemptible ſpeeches, but now 
that they have brought (as they believe) their affairs to a proſperous iſſue, (whereby 
they have no more need of their aſſiſtance, and ſo conſequently would be rid of the 
trouble) they not onely diſpute with them; the tit les, and reaſons of their on Inte- 
reſt, buveven deny them the payment of their juſt due, for all choſe ſerviees they 

have performed to their advantages in Lydia. 4446 le 
As the Ambaſſadour did not make any great reply to the Kings diſcourſe, hut in a 
few.complements; concerning his own ſervices, ſo did he preſently conduct him to 
his houſe for his better accommodation: where he gave preſent order, to haue him 
furniſhed with apparel, and other neceſſaries, whilſt in the interim (as it was ſuppo- 
ſed) he acquainted Lycius the General, and the reſt of the Officers of the Army, with 
his arrival in the Camp : After two or three dayes time, the Ambaſſadour not one. 
ly expoſed the King to the view of the people, but delivered bim into the pfocecti- 
| on 
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on of the ſouldiers; where however Lycius and ſome of the principall of the No. 
bility, ent ertained his preſence with an extraordinary outward humulity; yet never 
theleſs with certain binde of ſad and diftruſtful looks and countenances, they per. 
formed their duties and reſpects in kifling his hands, and nſing other ceremonies, as if 
they were not any way privy; much ſeſs eonſenting to his journey: The King, not- 
withſtanding he: not to take any notice of their actions in publick , but of 
the contrary gave ceſtimonies of joy and ꝑladneſs, at the apprebenſion of his happy 
fortune; yet in private, by many words and ſighs, he expreſſed his own doubts and 
opinion concerning his future entertainment; the rather, in regard they preſently 
ſera ſtrict guard upon his perſon, though pretehding it to be done for no other end, 
but for his greater honour and ſafety; however his hopes became ſomething better 
ſatisfied, for that they admitted freely to his converſations , not onely many of bis 
houſhold ſervants that were come from Philadelphia, after the Town was ſurrendred 
to Farez3z, but ſome of thoſe Prieſts alſo of his own faction, that were under the 
juriſdiction of the F/amins. | |

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conditions? 1 pray, remember we have made a ſolemn proteſtation to the Gods. 
28 0f-the other ſide a confederation with our friends; and if we break with both? 
no doubt but heaven and earth will accuſe us as well of perjury as indiſcretion; ſince 
we ſhould ſeem, neither to reverence ſacred things as we are bound, nor preſerve hu. 
mage obligations as we ought: May you not remember, we took from our King 
his power for no other renion, but becauſe we thought him not fit to reign over us, 
accompanied with his fiubborn and wilful crimes ; and ſhall we preſently reftore him 
ta that State again withont amendment > Are we not tied by promiſes to the Senate 
of Iydu, faithfully to perform their buſineſſes in theſe Wars, whilſt we are under 
their pay and juriſdiction? And ſhall we detain the very object of their intentions 
againſt their mindes, as a protected perſon by our Army, who was the onely booty 
they aimed at to purchaſe by our endeavours > O horrid injuſtice and more perni- 
cious indiſcretion, ſince in the one nndoubtedly we exaſperate the Gods anger, as 
in the other we apparently endanger our own fafeties, for as they cannot but re- 
venge their own diſhononr in the higheſt fury of their wrath, in regard of our per- 
jury, ſo juſtly may the people of Lydia over-run our Kingdom, for not performing 
thoſe conditions we contracted for, before we entered their Countrey ; which how- 
eyer it may be a war of ſome long contention and diſpute, yet the effects mutt needs 
be bloody and expenceful ; whereas, if we go hand in hand with our friends, (I 
mean the great Senate at Sardiu) we ſhall not onely preſerve ſuch an amity, as pro- 
bably will make both Nations happy, but for the preſent fill our Coffers with ſuffici- 
ent Gold, to render us in Myſſia, equally rich with ocher Countreys of 4/4. 

By releaſing the King I ſay without their conſent, we give him onely power and 
conveniency, inſtead ot being grateful for the benefit, to puniſhus for having been 
at the firſt the chief occaſion that made him at all ftand in need of ſuch a kindneſs : 
this diſpoſition of his hath been ſufficiently experimented in his neceſſities, when as 
he will not ſo far gratifie us, as to put the Flamiut out oi the Temples: Theſe reaſons 
being conſidered, I ſay, let us preſently diſpatch meſſengers to the Senate of Lydia, 
with full power and commiſſion from this Army, not onely to treat of conditions, 
but to conclude with that Councel, concerning thoſe conditions and Articles which 
ſhall be thought it to be offered to the King to confirm, either before he be reſto. 
red to his Crown, or releaſed from his impriſonment; ſo (hall we be pious to the 
Gods, juſt to our friends, and beneficial to our ſelves; | | 

Although there was much contradiction, aud ftrong diſputes concerning this 
Oration of Argiliu; yet in regard Lycize the General, with many others of his 
Faction, in the Councel,were againſt the Kings deſires, an abſolute determination was 
preſently there taken, to ſend Argilius with ſome other Commiſſioners to the City 
of $ardis,whereby to conclude ſuch propoſitions, as ſhould be held moſt advantage- 
able as they ſaid for both Nations; though ic was well known the Myſſiaua had onely 
an intention to good themſelves; not onely in the payment of that money, which 
expected from the Senate, but in regard of their ſecret intentions by Exarchufuppreſs 
ſion, to have an equal ſhare in the government of the Kingdom of Lydia: but however 

concluded, to put in execution their reſolution with all expedition; yet they 
ſill kept the King in hopes by fair promiſes of his reſtoration, as well to couzen and 
deceive his expectation, that he might not entertain new thoughts or fall upon other 
Counſels, as that he might not be- irreconcileably diſtaſted with their actions, if 
they ſhould miſs of their agreement with the Senate of Sardis , who they doubted 
might be ſomething unwilling, to part with thoſe vaſte ſummes that were demand. 
ed; which failing, they intended to make uſe both of the Kings titles and coun- 
renance, to proſecute their other deſigns, either in Lydia it ſelf, or any other part of 
Aſia, as there ſhould be occaſion. 05 . | 

The Propoſitions they offered to = — were — — — — — 
proteſtation formerly a upon, aken by every perſon o ati- 
ons without — — which not the King himſelf to be exempted : ſecond - 
ly, not onely the juriſdiction, but the very name of the Flamiur, to be abſolutely 


aboliſhed, and no other rites and manner of worſhip of the Gods to be uſed, — 
a accord - 
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according to the caſtoms of MAyſſia: Thirdly, that both Exarchite and bis poſt 
ty were ſo far to be diſinabled in their authority, that each Senate in both King. 
doms, might be — confident of their power, whereby to be freed in their 
on opimons, from all danger and ſuſpicion in the future: Fourthly, that ſuch ſums 
of money ſhould ſpeedily be paid to the Myſſians as was promiſed for their faris. 
faction; and laſtiy, Commiſſioners to be choſen out of either Countrey, to whom 
1 of affairs ſnould be equally committed. 8 
Although theſe two latter Articles were ſomething diſputed, yet it was not 
before it was agreed, that theſe conditions being preſented, and the King refuſing 
to ſubſcribe them, he ſhould be detained as a Priſoner, and not acknowledged for n 
prince: Argylius and the reſt returning to the Camp, (where the King, to be ſhort, 
refuſing his ſubſcription and conſent) within a very few weeks employed for the cir. 
cumſtances neceſſarily belonging to every performance, Euarcbas was by the con- 
duction of ſome Troops of Horſe, delivered into the cuſtody of Faretius, who 
preſently conveighed him with his own Souldiers to a fair houſe formerly belonging 
to the Kings of Lydia : Of the other fide, both Argy/ius and Lycins marched into 
their own Countrey of Myſſa, with money and tribmph, as if they had deſerved 
immortal fame, for their diſloyalty, which for the preſent muſt end my doleful ſto- 
ry, ſince the time of the day invites us to take part of a ſlender ſupper , accord- 
ing to the warning of the little Bell I bear; however before you go to bed, I 
engage my ſelf to furniſh you with another relation, much more plealing to my 
thoughts, that occaſioned the late meeting of the people in the Fields, with ſuch ex- 
preſſions of joy as you beheld : ſo taking Narciſſus by the hand, he led him into 
a pretty Room, where they found two or three diſhes of meat newly ſet upon 'the 
Table, attended onely by the old woman and the youth. After they had piven 
thanks to the Gods, within an hours ſpace they ended their ſupper; the cloth being 
preſently taken away, and ſome few other diſcourſes of delighr fitteſt for digeſtion 
paſt over, the Prieft — mr relation, oye tg 
Euarchus, ſaid he, being thus as I'told: you into a new captivity, (though 
far more nobly uſed) was conftrained to attend the coming of the Commiſſioners 
of the Myſſians to Sardis, for the further diſpoſure of his perſon and affairs: but 
in the interim the Souldiers, whether contrary to their cuſtom and vocation, re- 
flecting principally upon the miſeries andÞaMictions of the King, or rather being 
willing to make that the ground or pretenſions for their future intentions, whi 
to quarrel with the Senate about their own diſcontents, in ſeeing the CH ſian: 
eſteemed, and themſelves neglected, not onely by degrees began to uſe — 
gently, but openly to complain that themſelves were fo far from receiving rear 
or their ſervices, as that they had not been juſtly paid their wages; when as the 
Myſſiant, as they ſaid, received great ſummes of money, for doing nothing elſe 
but running away, and betraying their King: alſo they ſeemed exaſperated, to 
have them countenanced in ſetting up their manner of worſhip of the Gods, 


throughout all the Kingdom of Lydia, to the enſlaving, as was urged, of the Nation 


in the free liberty of their conſciences ; when as the people of Lydia, according as 
had —— them, could not exerciſe their own — of worſhip > belides 
they ſeemed extreamly to repine that CHyfian» Governours ſhould: be joyned with 
thoſe of Lydia it ſelf, in the management of State affairs, that properly 
onely to the Nation: neither did theſe diſcontented diſeourſes end in this mannet; 
for they daily aſſembled in private Counſels, to produce ſomething for their advan- 
rages, though they yet knew not very well what either to demand or act; however 
theſe proceedings were ſoon brought to the knowledge of the Senate, who being 
jealous alſo of their own intentions, were a great deal the more fearful of any dan- 
gerous accidents, ſo that prefencly they ſent meſſengers to the Army, thouph as 
iwas ſaid with intentions to perſwade, yet with authority to command the Souſdiers 
to a better obedience: but as theſe Officers were extreamly deteived in their ex- 
pectations, conterning their own power andi intereſt in the Camp; ſo were they for- 
ted with expedition to return to thoſe that ſent them, with ſome terrour in their 
coun- 
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countenances. As this for many dayes , cauſed ſometimes diſtracted Councels; 
otherwhiles more peremptory diſcourſes, ſo was it not over - long before the Senate, 
was ſaluted with a Declaration from the Souldiers, wherein they not onely taxed 
them, wich want of Juſtice and extream ingraticude to the Army, that had. fought 
ſo many Battſes, and ſhed ſo much blood for themſelves and the priviledges of Ly- 
dia, but alſo preſented their conſiderations with theſe following propoſals, wherein 
they wiſht to be ſpeedily ſatisfied : Firſt, that they might with Af expedition, not 
onely be paid their juſt dues, but in a convenient time be Mrther rewarded accord- 
ing to their deferts : Secondly, that no part of the Army ſhould be disbanded wich- 
out their own conſents : Thirdly, that ſuch Laws and Decrees might preſently be 
eſtabliſhed, to aſſure the people of Lydia of their convenient liberties; and laſtly; 
that the Worſhip of the Gods according to the Myſſian Rites might not be impoſed 
abſolutely upon any perſon or condition. Theſe demands being ſent to che Senate 
by meſſengers of their own, that before never expected to be contradicted , much 
leſs circumſcribed by any power whatſoever , began to think, that it would be now 
their ſafeſt way, rather for the preſent to endea vour to temper the Souldiers paſſion, 
then further either co tempt or hazzard their fury: To this purpoſe they returned 
back their meſſengers, with faithful or at leaſtwiſe feigned promiſes , that ſpeedily 
they ſhould receive ſatisfaction, according to their hearts content: Nevertheleſs the 
Army finding after ſome weeks expectation, that the Senate endeavoured , rather to 
deceive their expectations by ſowing under-hand and private factions among the 
Souldiers then that they intended really to perform in effect, any thing that was 
actually for their good, after they had as it were choſen Farexius as their Captain 
General for their priviledges, as well as the Senate had choſen him for the Wars, not 
onely ſeized preſent ly upon moſt of the Magazines of the Kingdome, but alſo ſent 
ſome. Troops to take the King out of priſon where he remained: Euarebus being a 
little amazed at this new and ſudden attempt, as he could not well interpret their 
meaning, although tis probable he might like well enough of their actions, ſo at the 
firſt, did he make ſome ſtand at their proceedings; yet at laſt being perſwaded of 
their fair intentions, and having of the other fide aſſured them of bis affection, they 
inſtantly carried him in a certain kinde of triumph, through moſt part of the King- 
dom of Lydia, until at laſt they lodged him in a brave Caſtle of his own, where he 
now remains (as it is believed) with a great deal of ſatisfaction; and the rather for 
that (ir being ſo given out) they do not onely in an honourable manner, ſuffer him 
to exerciſe his on Rites concerning the Worſhip of the Gods, with a free admit- 
tance of all companies to beentertained, with what converſation he pleaſeth, but 
have lately invited him to fend for the Queen and all his Children , who ſhall be as 
they ſay joyful witneſſes of his being again eſtabliſhed in his Throne and Dignity ; 
and however they be ſomething ſuſpitious of the practices of the Commiſſioners of 
Myſſia, and thoſe belonging to that faction, leſt they might: perſwade the Kings 
heart from the intereſt of the Souldiers, yet the better to give him ſatisfaction, con- 
cerning the opinion of his own liberty; neither they or any elſe are debarred either 
from his preſence or communication; whilſt of every- ſide they have promiſed the 
common people a happineſs according to their expectations, both in their manner of 
worſhipping the gods, as well as belonging to all other priviledges, that can poſſibly 
any way appertain unto their future condition. This in truth I muſt tell you, was 
the onely occaſion of our aſſembly this day, not onely to thank the gods im the gene- 
ral for this appearing happy change, but alſo a little to exerciſe their ancient deco- 
rums in their Rural ſports, in regard they had been for ſome time debarred from ſuch 
playes, by the rigid ſeverity of the Myſſian cuſtoms; which as I told you had been 
brought into Lydia, by the Prieſts and others of that Nation, and at laſt was impoſed 
upon the people, as an abſolute injunction by the authority of the Senate: This being 
what I can ſay for your ſatisfaction, concerning the preſent affairs of the Kingdom, 
wherein I fear me I have too much offended in the general, by my long diſcourſes, 
though upon the matter I do not ſee how they could have been well omitted in any 
particular, ſo I hope you will now give me leave to end. After that . — 
A a chank 
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thanked him ſor the pains he had taken, and the fa vor himſelf bad receiv d, (having paſt 
away ſome time longer in other diſcourſes upon the ſame ſubject) the Prieſt cal bing his 
bey to take the lights, he conducted Narciſſus into his Chamber, where after a while, 
with ſome Court complements, he left him to take his reſt, promiſing in the morning 
toſhew him bis Library, as one of the beſt curioſities be could preſent him wit hall. 
It as not very early the next morning, that the Prieſt interrupted Narriſſus, con- 
ctiving belike that his trayel required ſomething more then ordinary reſt, though. in 
that he was much deceived , for he was not accuſtomed to let paſs much time, without 
thinking upon his dear Cleria: but at laſt coming into his chamber, he invited him 
gccording to bis promiſe, to the ſight of his Library. As in that place they turned 
over many books of divers kindes, ſo beholding amongſt other things, Maps and 
Spheres of the world, they fell in divers diſcourſes. concerning the opinions of ſome 
in the Primitive age, that did not believe there were any e-4ntipedes ; as allo others 
again, that thought the Sun ſtood Rill, and the Earth turned round; beſides, a third 
ſort of people which would not believe, but that there was another world in the 
Moon. This gave occaſion to the old Prieſt to ſay, that as he would not much trou- 
ble his thoughts with the diſputation of thoſe queſtions, ſince it could no way con- 
cern, either his preſent or future being, ſo was it an unanſwerable argument for the 
immortality of the ſoul, that the Sun being of ſo vaſte a greatneſs, and of ſo excel- 
lent a clarity, no way to be known or imagined , of what matter it was made of, 
could not in all reaſon but be created for a thing more worthy then it ſelf, and that 
not appearing in this world, of neceſſity it muſt be the reaſonable ſoul of man, and 
nothing elſe, which was at firſt ordained to be the object of ſuch an intention, in re» 
gard that onely remaining here pretends to eternity, and ſo conſequently more wor- 
thy then all other things. From this diſcourſe, they fell to a diſputation about the 
priviledge of Arms and Learning, which of both ought to have the greater prero- 
gative in peoples eſteem: Marciſſus ſaid, that as action was more noble then con- 
templation, ſince the one did hut think what the other performed; ſo in all probability 
Arms was to be preferred before Letters, in that it created really the ſubje& for the 
others employment: beſides he ſaid, that action did not onely nouriſh it ſelf, but gave 
life to other things, as namely Hiſtory, the worlds Looking-glaſs, and times Recor- 
der: Again, the undergoing of dangers and difficulties, as he ſaid, was a means to 
warm mens apprebenſions, and deſires with noble flames, whilſt Learning in a more 
obſcure way, did but hold it the beſt honour it could merit from poſterity, to remem- 
ber truly what other people did worthy of commendation; however perhaps it ſelf 
was onely contented to lye drowned in a certain kinde of ſenſuality, pleaſed with an 
imagination, that coveted but to know thoſe things perfectly, which it never intend- 
ed at all to practiſe; ſince the Dignity of Crowns and Empires depended not upon 
the information of who poſſeſſed them, but in having the free diſpoſe of ſuck glo- 
ries themſelves, for the moſt part not to be compaſſed and enjoyed, but by active 
valour; when as Books did no otherwiſe then make relation of thoſe paſſages, like 
Generals in triumphant Chariots after the Battle, ſhewing to the people what was 
deſerved-in the field; or rather repreſenting an excellent Comedian, appareld 
in moſt glorions attire, that playes to the life without wounds, the part of him 
that acted nobly and dangerouſly againſt his enemy. Books I muſt confeſs, ſaid he, 
are commodious pictures, to teach preſent times by predeceſſors examples, what men 
ought to doin their own perſons; whereas by activity and arms, we are put in poſ- 
ſeſſion of the honour it ſelf: The one, as I may ſay, being onely the ſhadow, that 
may in ſome ſort ſatisſie a ſoul got ſufficiently knowing or inflamed ; like old people 
that repeat with delight their old Rories in their youth, when they have no more pow - 
er ot will to act to any purpoſe ; whereas the other continues us enjoying our own 
vertues, like a plentiful and flouriſhing Harveft, producing variety of new fruit to the 
indultrious Hus bandman. Hie further ſaid, that Letters were onely uſeful in ſeaſons 
of quiet, whereas arms could onely ſecure and protect learning at all times, to 
make it become profitable, for that mens unruly and prepoſterous courſes and acti- 
ons, were to be reſtrained and regulated, more by power then perſwaſion. This , 
| aid, 
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faid, Narciſſus with a gentle ſmile, gave the Prieſt alſo occaſion to ſhew his reaſons. 
The Priett told him, as he hoped without offence: he would give him leave to be of 
a contrary opinion, however he honoured ſufficiently the profeſſion of arms, ſo witli 
a courteous ſmile he began the queſtion alſo in this manner: Although I will not 
deny, ſaid he, bat my ſelf to have beena ſouldier in my youth, yer 1 cannot but 
ſtand for the priviledge of the pen, according to reaſon and juſtice; wherefore as 
contemplation. doth: not deſtroy the exerciſe of the, body, ſo of the other ſide, 
books render a man more capable to act with advantage, without which, attempts 
would not be much profitable, ſince mans life is too little a ſpace to learn ſuffici- 
ently, what were beſt to be done in many things: he faid further, that Military 
Diſcipline it ſelf , could not ſubſiſt to any prevailing purpoſe, without thoſe rules 
and orders, which were before thought upon, and learned by method and inſtruction; 
for that it is not onely, the running precipicately into hazzards and dangers , that 
ought to render a perſon deſervedly admired, though ſometimes blindefold fortune 
crown the action or attempt with ſucceſs ; but rather, when as by a knowing va- 
Jour, we have either prevented a miſchief, or procured a victory, deſerves eſtima- 
tion: A prudent and valiant General, ſaid he, goeth not ſo much into the field to 
hazzard and deſtroy, as to preſerve and overcome; which certainly cannot be fo 
well effected, as by leaſt (laughter, and moſt policy; for although Monarchies and 
Countreys are oftentimes conquered by ſorce of arms and power, yet ſeldom wich- 
out ſtratagems and prudence can they be long and quietly enjoyed, for want of good 
eſtabliſned Laws to maintain them in peace and ſecurity; Wars he affirmed reſem- 
bled furious windes and ſtorms that overthrow buildings, and productions, but or- 
der and quiet like good builders, or provident husbandmen, make up again the 
breaches to fairneſs and commodity; even as a rough and harſh hand may quickly 
diſorder the ſtrings of inſtruments, for want of ſufficient skill, but it muſt be skilful 
Artiſts that make them ſound delightful to the ear: A diſorderly Commonwealth, 
ſaid he, may ſometimes neceſſarily be chaſtized with the ſword , as dangerous pu- 
trifactions, which are to be cut away from the reſt of the members, to ſave the 
whole body from periſhing; yet good and knowing Government, muſt be alwa 
applied as a ſalve to render the reſt again whole and ſound: In concluſion , ſaid 
the Prieft, a State or Kingdom may ſtand without war,; but without learning it 
cannot poſſibly ſubſiſt; ſince Armies themſelves:;- that: are eſteemed the very in- 
ſtruments of glorious acquiſitions, muſt, to preſerve their own being, much more 
to purchaſe them conſiderable ſucceſs, be obliged punctually to obſerve thoſe rules 
preſcribed them in times of peace. To this diſcourſe Narciſſus onely replyed, 
ſince be had ſo well defended learning by learning, he had no reaſon any more, 
to endeavour by the ſharp language of his tongue, to deſtroy the excellency of 
the ſubject. | | 
+ Theſe and the like diſcourſes at laſt carrying them to dinner, (which being fi- 
niſhed, and the cloth taken away) of a ſudden the Prieſt was whiſpered in the ear 
by the little youth: Narciſſm civilly removed from his place to give them the more 
freedom of ſpeaking :- when he had done the Prieft told him, that he was ſent for by 
one Creſes; à young Nobleman of Lydia,; unto whom he had been formerly be- 
holding, not onely for the ſaving of his Library, but for many other courteſies, du- 
ring his being employed in the Senates ſervice; who was juſt now (being come out 
of Syria) arrived in the Town hard by, from whom he doubted not, as he ſaid, but to 
have ſome relations of conſequence, to which purpoſe he did intend to bring him a. 
long with him to ſupper: e farther informed him, that he had formerly enjoyned 
him to write the paſſages of theſe times, which gave his ſtudies ſome daily exerciſe: 
with this he took his leave of Narciſſus ; wiſhing him to think upon what employ- 
ment he pleaſed in the interim, either in his Gardens, or amongſt his Books. 
- Narciſſus after the Prieſt was as he reflected upon Cyeſer arrival, who might 
bring news out of Syria as he — „ towards the eſtabliſhing of Euarc bus in his 
Throne, by which conſequence he doubted not, but the ſooner to come to the peri- 
ed of his own love; ſo of the other fide did he reſolve, upon his quitting 7 
: Aa 2 Che 
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the Prieſts houſe, to put himſelf under the command of the revolted Army, not 
knowing which other way to do his ſweet Princeſs any conſiderable ſervice; eſpecially 
for that the King her Father, ſeemed now to be onely under the care and protection 
of the Souldiers: The next conſideration that came into his minde was, by what 
means he might with the leaſt ſuſpicion, provide himſelf with Horſe and Arms to 
that purpoſe; ſince he durſt not diſcover his intention to the Prieſt , for fear of the 
more notice to be taken of his quality and condition: The whole afternoon in a man- 
ner he ſpent in theſe conſiderations, until the old Prieſt returned with Creſes in his 
compaay  thoughryet he had not enformed him of any news at all concerning his 
Travels; by reaſon they had neither privacy or conveniency, in regard of the many vi- 
fits and other complements they received from the Townſmen : As ſoon as Creſes en- 
tered the room, the Prieſt made him acquainted with Narciſſus, who was one, as he 
faid, that belonged to the Countrey of Cyprus; whereupon Creſes replyed, that as 
his perſon merited in outward appearance, the beſt reſpect that could be given by all 
civil people of any Nation, ſo was he extream happy in the encounter, for that his 
Travels perhaps, might farnifh him with ſomething out of his own Countrey, if 
lately he had not heard from thence, of ſome conſequence: After that Narciſſus had 
returned him a fatable complement , both the Prieſt and himſelf ſeemed ſomewhac 
paſſionate to hear his relation, which quickly carried them all three to a convenient 
feat in the Garden, where Cre/er without much circumſtance, uſed this diſcourſe un» 
to them, whilK their ſupper was preparing in the kitchin in the interim. 

As it is ſufficiently known, ſaid he, how unfortunately the Princeſs Cloria (after ſhe 
was delivered out of the Caftle by my ſelf) was carried back again tothe Senate, by 
the Treaſon of certain Souldiers fled from the Battle, which Prince 7 hyaſmas loft to 
the Myſſians, fo will T onely begin my relation from my ownquitting of Lydia up- 
on that occaſion: To which purpoſe you muſt know, that it being my intention in 
the firſt place to viſit our Queen Hyacinthia, to inform her fully of all occurances in 
Lydia, ſince I was rendered by reaſon of that accident, altogether uncapable of other 
ſervices any way beneficial , either to the Princeſs or her ſelf; finding upon my arri- 
val in the Iſland of Cyprus; that the Queen was newly parted from thence , I had 
ſome leaſure granted me to be enformed of the late ſtrange news of that Iſland, 
which were delivered me in this manner: The paſſages I am the more willing to re- 
late for the ſatisfaction of this ſtranger. 47,2 

The Dukes 3 of that Countrey named Eretheria, one day walking by 
chance by the Sea · ſide with one attendant onely , near a certain kinde of Religious 
Houſe, where ſhe was retired for her Devotions, of a ſudden caſting down her eyes 
towards the bottom of the Rocks, ſhe might'ſee ſomething lye, that however ſo 
far off ſhe could not perfectly diſtinguiſn; nevertheleſs continuing her looks fixed for 
ſome time upon the object, which ſhe thought according to the fancies of her ima 
gination, not onely to be a body that had been caſt up by the Sea, but that it alſo 
appeared to have ſome motion in it: So that there being in that place certain ſteps 
cut in the Stone, that afforded conveniency enough for deſcent , ſhe reſolved her ſelf 
in perſon to make the experiment, whereby the better to ſatisfie her curioſity: Where 
being arrived with her Maid · jervant, ſne ſoon perceived a handſome young man lying 
upon the Sands, with a piece of round Timber under his body, as it were infolded with- 
in one of his armes, whilſt the other lay at ſome diſtance: This proipect however ic 
ſomething ſtartled her thoughts, with a little kinde of horrour, yet her courage more 
prevailing then the natural fearfulneſs of her ſex, as ſhe approached nearer, the 
youth ſeemed to ha ve ſome motion indeeed, and this gave both her apprehenſion 
and charity a ſubject as ſhe thought to work upon: Wherefore preſently ſending het 
attendant to calt ſome Fiſnermen at a pretty diſtance , that were mending their Nets, 
ſhe cauſed them preſently to tranſport the youth to a ſmall houſe by the Water. ſide, 
who in the interim began to recover more and more life. To be ſhort, within awhile ſhe 
applyed ſo many remedies with her fair hands to his diſtempers, chat in a few dayes he 
was recovered from the greateſt part of his danger, though not altogether out of the 


troubleſomneſs of his ſickneſs, which kept him in his bed for a very long — 
thoug 
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though in a manner daily viſited by the fair and charitable Eretheria, not yet having 
yielded an account to any of the accident by Sea, that was the occaſion of his being 
caſt in that ſort upon the ſhore: But finding at laſt, that he not onely had gained a 
competent ſtrength , for what expreſſion ſoever he liſted to make, but allo that that 
faculty reſtored to him was at preſent neceſſary to be uſed for his advantage, one day 
when Eretheria came according to her cuſtom to vilit her ſick patient, the room be- 
ing freed by accident from all company elſe, the youth to her no ſmall amazement 
proſecuted this diſcourſe. b 

Alas ſweet Eretheria, ſaid he, what ſerve theſe outward remedies you apply to my 
weak body, when you leave my heart ſtill ſubject to a dangerous and painful diſeaſe d 
Theſe words ſeemed ſo ſtrange to the ears of the young Lady, that with a certain 
kinde of amazed look, ſhe onely entertained his expectation for ſome time, but at 
laſt apprebending a few ſparkles of loye might proceed from her frequent viſitations, 
that had imboldened the youth to higher ambitions, then any way his condition 
could merit, or ſhe admit of, had drawn from him theſe exravagant expreſſions ; 
turning her countenance inſtantly into a frown, ſhe told him, ſhe was of opinion that 
his diſtracted ſpirit, by reaſon of his long ſickneſs, had cauſed him to very ridiculous 
fancies inſtead of uſing fitting reſpects: To which he ſaddenly replyed; No, no, moſt 
dear Eretheria, know that I am not mad by theſe new diſtempers, but long ſince 
wounded by your bewitching beauty; therefore as the guilt juſtly belongs unto you, 
ſo ought you alſo to take upon you the blame: For you may be ſatisfied if you 
pleaſe, that your patient is no other hut your unfortunate. ſervant Eamenes , pre- 
ſerved (as I may ſay) miraculouſly from the rage and violence of the Seas unkindneſs, 
to be more again tormented and endangered by your cryelty : This was enough to 
have put Ererheria beyond all degrees of wonder and amazement, fince Hyacinthia 
our Queen had brought news of his and Prince Cafſtanxs miſcarriage, as ſhe bad been 
informed by an unfortunate ſhipwrack in her company: But when again ſhe had 
computed inwardly in her minde the time of the accident, and the finding of his body 
lying upon the Sands, to agree punctually together, it rendered her abſolutely cer- 
tain in her belief, that he was no other then the right Zxmexes : Beſides both his 
voice and.countenance, though much changed by reaſon of his ſickneſs, at laſt lively 
came into her apprebenſion : So that after ſhe had a long time reſted ſilent, as if her 
conſideration laboured to digeſt her thoughts into a method, or rather ſeeming to 
lahour inwardly by the force of many paſſions, ſhe at laſt broke out into theſe ex- 
preſſions, wherein both her words and her tears were ſufficient witneſſes of her ex- 
traordinary diſtemper: O you Gods, ſaid ſhe, muſt I be an inſtrument to protect 
murther, under the pretence of uſing charity; much leſs certainly ought it be 
imagined, that I ſhould imbrace ſuch a love without my Fathers conſent, who un- 
doubtedly can never be pleaſed with an election of theſe oppoſitions; and with that 
flew out of his Chamber with ſome violence: This gave Cumenes conſiderations ſuf. 
ficient imployments, ſince he was not onely in deſpair that Eretheria would never en- 
tertain his affections, but doubted whether or no ſhe might not deliver him up into 
the hands of juſtice for a ſlaughter he had committed: but again reflecting upon the no- 
bleneſs of her nature, accompanied with ſo many rare perfections, he could not believe 
ſo pure a whiteneſs of diſpoſition like the rich Ermin, would ſuffer it ſelf to be defiled 
by any provocation to falſhood: Nevertheleſs the grief to be left in that manner by 
the fair Eretheria, as it were confounded in a vaſt Sea of confuſion, when as before 
be had raiſed his hopes to ſome pitch of probability, by reaſon of the opportunities he 
enjoyed, with ſome reſpects he had received from her after a tilting, continued his 
diltempers a long time upon him; which alſo became extreamly augmented, in re- 
gard that Eretheria ablolutely forbore her accuſtomed viſits: Which caſed ber be- 
like in the interim, more cloſely to retire her (elf amongſt che Holy Virgins, in the 
place where ſhe then remained; either being (truck perhaps with the ſenſible feeling 
of the youths ſufferings (withal a little jealons of her own honour) or the more con- 
veniently to avoid the importunity of ſuch ſuitors, that her Father bad propoſed 


to her choice: However not to detain me over long inthe relation, or you 0 the 
ears 
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hearing, by laying open all the circumſtances, that might appertain to ſo pailionate 
a tory ; Bemenes, after he was in a ſort perfectly recovered of his: fickneſs; found 
means by a certain diſguiſe he borrowed of a young novice belonging to the order, 
not onely to procure admittance into the converſation of C retheria (who not being 
r profeſt, he miglit the more conveniently do) but in à ſhort time after he 
had one day diſcovered himſelf to her knowledge, with tears, ſighs, and other fervites, 
obtained: ſome: kinde of entertainment in her favour; Nevertheleſs in the interia 
ſhe conjured him, by all thoſe a ffections, that he could expect from her condition, 
ſo to conceal his perſon from the knowledge of any, that her Father might never 
ſuſpect either his pretenſions, or that he was living: Eumenes although he thought 
himſelf ſufficiently honoured, chat his beautiful Miſtriſs, would in this manner allow 
him the freedom of her chaſte converſation, yet conſidering he was not much nearer 
his journeyes end by the favour, then the Suns revolution, that did bur riſe and ſer, 
to proſecute the one courſe without alteration, conceived himſelf to be in a manner 
inthe ſame predicament as tormented Tantalus; her permittance being onely reme- 
dies to keep his thoughts alwayes in an appetite , without caſting of that fruit whictt 
he ſo much coveted : However his hopes were ſufficiently encouraged to keep deſpair 
from ſeizing upon his ſoul : Thus I ſay he continued enjoying though he never enjoy- 
ed, until the unexpected death of the Duke her Father, gave Eretheria full liberty (as 
« ſhe thought) to diſpoſe of her ſelf without contradiction : At theſe words Narciſſus 
began to grow pale, inſomuch as the Prieſt asked him how be did? but he reflecting 
upon the neceſlicy of concealing himſelf , in regard of the Princeſs: Cloria's defires, 
whereas ſhe onely upon thoſe conditions, was content to allow him her converſation; 
and beſides conſidering that the demonſtration of any paſſions could not again call his 
Father to a new life, told them, that as a little quame had ſomething overcome his ſto- 
mach, ſo was he for the preſent pretty well recovered; wherefore deſired Creſes, with- 
out any more interruption in his behalf, to proſecute bis ſtory, which made him quickly 
return to the matter in this manner: ᷑retheria, laid he, being thus the abſolute poſ- 
ſeſſor of her on liberty, as by deſcent the onely heir to her Fathers Fortunes, (ince 
her Brother Narciſſus had miſcarried unfortunately ſome time before at Sea, as 
was generally conceived throughout the whole Iſland of Cyprat, was preſently per. 
ſwaded by the States of the Countrey, to make election of ſome noble and worthy 
Husband, that might be capable to execute that charge and command, that belonged 
formerly to the Duke her Father; for that by reaſon of her ſex ; | ſhe could not 
entirely of her ſelt enjoy the office, being willing, as they ſaid, if it were poſ- 
ſible, to continue the juriſdiction in the ſame blood, in regard of thoſe extra · 
ordinary benefits the Iſland had received by the Government of the late Duke 
her Father. As Eretberia could not but accept of theſe propoſitions, that 
pretended to ſo much love to her ſelf and family, after ſhe had returned them 
à grateful acceptance of their kindneſs, with all the fitting expreſſions ſhe could 
e to that purpoſe , within a very few dayes, Eumenes was produced to the conſide- 
ration of the people, as the perſon ſhe moſt deſired to affect, which without any great 
oppoſition was approved of in the general, as being a man who had not onely borne 
a long affection to the Princeſs, but upon all occaſions had demonſtrated a ſufficient 
courage and judgement , worthy of any imployment : As in this manner, he was 
created both Prince and Governour at the ſame time, ſo I left the Iſland of Cyprus. 
providing not onely for the Nuptials of the young couple, but for the Funerals of 
the old Duke; whilſt my occaſions and paſſions carried me after the Queen Hya- 
ciuthia into Syria, being thither retired as I heard after the death of Philoſtros, who 
during his life had abſolutely obſtructed her paſſage and intention: Where being no 
ſooner arrivgg, but as the world had been turned into nothing but wonders , I found 
alſo Orſames dead, and his Queen newly brought abed of two Sons, which afforded 
the Kingdom of Syria an equal ſbare both of joy and ſorrow: This 'notwith- 
ſtanding ſo far protracted my deſigns, that as I had but little conveniency to preſent 
the State of our Lydian affairs to Hyacinthia with all the particulars concerning the 
Princeſs Cloria's fortunes, fo had ſhe lefs hope her ſelf to determine of = _ 
| peedily , 
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ſpeedily, in regard of the unſett lement of buſineſſes and Governments in Syn, by 
reaſon of thoſe new changes that had ſo lately happened: So that for ſome time I 
was conſtrained to quit the City of Damaſtrus, and to retite wy ſelf to à more pri- 
vate place oi habitation, finding at Court how unwilling they were to entertain any 
occaſion of charge and expence; the rather for that Prince ¶Arethuſius the Kings el- 
deſt Son, was onely to be furniſhed out of his Mothers penſion and allowance: But 
long I had not continued in my voluntary retirement, but ſudden intelligence was 
brought to Court, not onely of the General revolt of the Senate of Lydia Army 
from their ſervice, but alſo that it was reported they had taken King Euarchus out of 
priſon into the Souldiers protection. As this gave all our thoughts, freſh hopes of 
ſomething ſpeedily to be acted for his good and reſtoration, ſo am I at preſent ſent tg 
him with Letters from the Queen, though to what effectual purpoſe I cannot tell; for 
that I finde, not onely her ſelf, but the whole State of Syria, to be extreamly addict - 
ed to the MAyſſi an intereſt, which I ſuppoſe the Army will never willingly conſenc un- 
to, in regard they have already ſo publickly and violently declared to the contrary, as 
having made it the chief occaſion of the quarrel between them and the Senate; which 
in effect is all I can ſay, either of my journey ot imployment: Then turning himfelf 
to the Prieſt he told him, that he muſt intreat his company to Court; and this preſent- 
ly carried them all three to ſupper. 0 
When they had ended, the Prieſt told Narciſſus, that although he feared his occa- 
ſions, would conſtrain him for the preſent to take a journey to Court, whereby to 
have the happineſs again to fee his old Maſter the King, and ſo by conſequence not to 
be longer in a capacity, to do his particular that farther ſervice in his own houſe he de. 
ſired; yet he hoped they ſnould have the honour of his company along with them, 
where he durſt undertake, his reception ſhould be equal with either of theirs, in thoſe 
contents they ſhould receive by ſo fortunate an occaſion. 2 FL 
Narciſſus after he had thanked him, as well for his paſt favours as his preſent offers, 
aſſured him , that as he could not but be extreamly joyful , at the opportunity he 
ſhould have by that voyage, again to behold his great Maſter in ſome probability of 
being reſtored to his ancient Right and Digꝑnity, fo did he wiſh him unfeignedly to 
believe, that notwithſtanding he could moſt willingly participate of his good luck, 
in perſonally accompanying Go to Court, whereby to be an eye · witneſs of their en- 
tertainments, yet ſuch were his preſſing occaſions (eſpecially in regard of thoſe acci- 
dents that had lately happened in the Iſland of Cyprus) that he was obliged to make 
what haſte he could poſſible into his own Countrey , where notwithſtanding he 
ſhould ſtudy what requitals he ſhould be any way able to perform, in lieu of choſe 
civilities he had received by his means in the Kingdom of Lydia: Theſe complements 
with other diſcourſes, continued them in communication, until the time of the nighr 
cauſed them all to retire into their ſeveral lodgings; and the rather was the haſte more 
neceſſary, for that the Prieſt was to make ſome convenient preparation for the next 
dayes journey. 8 | 
When X arciſſus was come into his Chamber, being there onely accompanied by 
his ſolitary thoughts, inſtead of ſleep he fell upon theſe melancholly conſiderations: 
Firſt ir came into bis minde, that he had not alone loft a dear and loving Father, whoſe 
wiſdome would have been a continual ſupport unto him in all his difficult affairs, but 
by that unreparable loſs , he was alſo in danger to be deprived of the beſt part of his 
eſteemed hereditary honour and command, by the marriage of his Siſter with Eume- 
nes, ſince in his room he was elected chief Governour of the Countrey, in regard of 
the general opinion was amongſt the people of his own death: Vet again notwith+ 
ſtanding this poſſeſſion, he had ſome hopes by the affeckion of the Inhabitants xo be 
reſtored to his right, when they ſhould by his perſonal appearance, be made fully 
acquainted with the miſtake, without either blood or trouble; ſince as he doubted not 
of tbe natural affection of his Siſter Eretberia, fo would he not ſuſpect the noble 
diſpoſition of Exmenes : But when he reflected upon the luſtre and ſweetneſs of 
Crowns and Dignities, being once enjoyed either by ambitions or high ſpirits, be 
eonceived there might be more difficulty in the attempt then ordinary, and fo — 
quent V 
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quently an occaſion given of contention and flaughter, not poſſible” to be ended 
between them without deſtruction to one or other: Beſides he doubted for the pre- 
ſent which'ſcemed moſt to trouble him, that theſe ſudden changes, might ſo far ale. 
nate the thoughts and affections of the Princeſs C /oria from his particular, that ſhe 
right be induced in the interim, to entertain che Addreſſes of [aſians , that were 
moſt violently as he knew propoſed to her choice by the powerful Senate of Lydia; 
and as heimagined would be the ſooner entertained ; in regard of the King ber Fa- 
thers preſent neteſſities, who by that means might hope the eaſiet to come to the poſ- 
ſeſſion of his rights, eſpecially when all opportunities were afforded, either for 
courtſhips or ſolicitation ; and probably could nor long be reſiſted, by reaſon of her 
conſtrained condition, that obliged her without prevention, co endure all aſſaults 
and affronts to that purpoſe, that ſhould from time to time be attempted upon het 
perſon: As theſo laſt conſiderations moſt ſtruggled inwardly with his uncertain 
thoughts, not kno ving well whether he ſhould leave Lydia or not, ſo did he begin to 
think, that there being no Army in the Field that was in action, and not knowing how 
to be admitted to Cloria*s preſence, it would be to little purpoſe longer to continue 
in the Kingdom, and therefore reſolved preſently to go for Cyprus; where he ſeem- 
ed not to doubt, but that the people (if not Exmenes bimſelf) finding him alive ton- 
trary to their expectation, would ſoon be perſwaded to reaſon in his behalf and to 
this purpoſe being ſettled in bis Fathers command, he ſhould be not onely able to 
bring aſſiſtance to King Euarchus occaſions, but alſo contribute much to his Daugh- 
ters releaſement; whereas the contrary would both contirme the opinion of his being 
dead, and in ſome ſort accuſe bim of too much ſloth in his own nature, for not ap- 
pearing activer in thoſe concernments of his own, that belonged fo exceedingly to 
his honour and welfare: With theſe reſolutions he quickly fell aſleep. 

In the _— old Prieſt came to Marciſſus to take his leave with theſe comple- 


ments, that us he had hitherto been a d, char his own diſability to render him 
thoſe ſervice due to his worth, had made him want he feared ſuch entertainment as was 
fitting in his poor habitation , fo much more firice he was now forced to leave him by 
the accidental journey, he was conſtrained to make to Court in the company of Cre- 
ſes; but if he pleaſed to deſign any longer ſtay iti the Kingdom of Lydia, he ſnould take 
it for ſome part of ſatisfaction to His fortunes , that he would refolve to make uſe of 
his houſe in his abſence; a place ſhould be alwayes ready he aſſured him, to afford him 
the beſt conveniency it was able for his abode : Which he refuſing with the like com- 
pletnents, they both preſently deſcended into the Hall, where they found Creſet ready 
prepared to take horſe : After they had ear a bit or two, and performed ſome other 
few ceremonies belonging to their departure, they quickly mounted their Steads. 
The Prieſt and Creſes had not travelled many furlongs together, ere they met wit h 
à moſt even and direct N ; and that commodity as it fhould ſeem, invited 
them both to a new diſcourſe, fince the Prieſt ſeemed extreamly unſatisfied as yet, 
why the State of Syria, and much more the Queen yacintbia, ſhould be fo unwil- 
ling to entertain a correſpondency with the Army, that had delivered the perfon of 
Bare bus out of priſon, though paſſionately deſirous to retain an intereſt with the 
Myſfians , that Had apparently betrayed him thither, according to the common opi- 
nion almoſt of all A2. nt ; bo og 
Father, ſaid Cre/es, as I have already made unto you a relation of my voyage into 
Cyprus, with ſome part of my proceedings in Syria, fo having for the preſent fo fair 
un opportunity, I ſhall endeavour to let you know my thoughts, in many other par- 
ticulurs, that 1 have not yet mentioned: To this purpoſe you muſt underſtand, that 
however the people of the Iſland of Crete, ſeem to profeſs the fame Worſhip of the 
Gods with'the State of Syria, yet cannot they obtain the free exerciſe of Religion, 
either from King Euarc hus or his Queen Hyacinthia ; though Euarehus by the Court 
of Syria hath been preſt , not onely to ſign all the chief Articles of the aur, 
but alſo even to ſubſcribe to their tenents in matter of Doctrine, notwithſtariding 
they be altogether deſtructive to Kingly Rule or the Religion of Syria: As this gives 
me not fo much eneouragement in my journey as 1 could wiſh, in regard the Souldiers 
4 will 
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will not be willing to allow of any intereſt but their own, towards the placing of the 
King again in his Throne, ſo the Commiſſioners of the Ah ſſians as I hear, are ex- 
xxeamly buſie about the Kings Perſon, to the no ſmall diſcontentment of the Ar- 
my, that hath. him now under their juriſdiction: The Queen when ] parted from her 
at Damaſcus gave me expreſs; order, that however 1 might complement with the 
Souldiers, and draw from them all the advantages that poſſibly I could tending to 
her Husbands ſervice, yet I muſt be ſure as ſhe. told me in the firſt place , to poſſeſs 
the Myſſians with an opinion, that Exarchus chief truſt muſt Rill reſt in their fideli- 
ties and aſſiſtance, though he be forced for the preſent to comply wich the Army, that 
delivered him out of the hands of the Senate: But here I make no doubt but you 
will ask me, why the State of Hria, much leis our Queen Hyacinthia., ſhould be fo 
wedded to the Ay ſi.wvs particular 2 when as probably they can never be brought, 
to be bearty in the Kings Affairs, ſince not onely in the beginning of theſe times 
they oppoſed his Authority, with all the craft and violence they could poſſibly uſe; 
but at laſt, as I may ſay, delivered him betrayed and bound hand and foot, into the 
hands of thoſe that were eſteemed by himſelf bis greateſt enemies, when as he bad 
choſen for his protection, rather the 443ſian Army then the Senate of Lydia, and 
this expreſſion of ill nature and treachery, was onely to obtain the payment of a 
ſmall ſum of money, not to be valued in regard of a Kings ranſome : So that I ſay it 
may be ſuppoſed, they have ſome other hidden myſtery in their thoughts againſt his 
roſperity, which perhaps the State of Syria will never be able ſufficiently to under- 
ſtand, whillt it be too late to repair the Kings loſles onely procured by thoſe people : 
For it is well known, during the time they gave Euarchus the beſt hopes concerning 
their affeRions and tidelicy, they were then by their falſe inſtruments, contracting 
with the Senate for his ſpeedy impriſonment; a plain demonſtration of their harſh 
and cruel intentions towards his particular ; far that. when they moſt betrayed him, 
they profeſt themſelves then his faichfullelt ſervants; as ic were ſmothering him in a 
Bed of. Roſes, and killing him with deceitful language: Whereas of the other ſide, 
theſe Souldiers that have not onely the Kings Perſon, but his Authority under their 
juriſdiction , and fo by conſequence may either ſhorten his Life or preſerve. his Dig- 
nity , notwithſtanding they 141 4 alwayes declared themſelves mortal 
enemies to his intereſt, and proceedings, as never having had any dependency upon 
the Court or his Affairs, yet now appear to the outward, view of the world, to be 
bis greateſt friends, either being converted and altered in their opinions, or more 
compaſſionate and juſt in their diſpoſitions : Which certainly cannot but extreamly 
augment the obligations, if they perform any thing remarkable according 
to their proleſſions; but as I will not trouble you with my thoughts, what may 
be the iſſue of their intentions or actions, ſo mult ] a little diſcourſe unto you, 
what. may be the ſuppoſitions of the Syrian State, that ſeems ſo much to counte- 
' nance the Ay//ians before the Souldiers; and to ſay the plain truth do more fa- 
vour them then any other people, that have ſeemed moſt affectionate towards the 
Kings Intereſt. : Mig Ht | TT 
Firſt you may ſuppoſe, that they think the Myſſians, not onely in regard that 
Moſt of the Gentry and Nobility , have either command or imployment in the Ar- 
my or Wars of Syria, but the common people and inferiour ſort, have ſuch a 
dependency upon that Nation, by reaſon of certain priviledges granted them time 
out ot minde, by way of a free Trade and Commerce amongtt them, that it is unpoſ- 
{ible for them to quit their intereſt; for any other benefit that can be propoſed to their 
conſideration; And the rather for that the Court maintains alwayes ſome Ambaſla - 
dour or Agent in their Countrey, both to direct their ations and deſigns, and to in- 
form the State upon all occaſions of their proceedings; which joyned with the large 
penſions are beſtowed amongſt their Rulers , and other eminent perſons of MAyſſia, 
will prove as — 5 neceſſary ties and obligations to retain their fidelities con- 
ſtant to the Syrian ends; and ſo conſequently can they never attempt the deſtroying 
or leſſening of Monarchy, but as they ſhall direct and approve of: Beſides moſt of the 
faRions nom prevailing againſt Exarchus Authority 4 4 //ia are compoſed eine 5

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Lords or Prieſts, who are moſt commonly not ſoenvious to royalty (or at leaſtwiſe as 
they may believe more to be perſwaded by reaſon) then extravagant people, that 
haye learned no rules neceſſary to Government and Order, by any manner of freeing 
education; Wherefore not ſo much co be feared in theit courfes and prevailiog jutil- 
dition, ik they ſhould be ſuffered ſometling roo much to proſper in either proceed. 
ings againſt their King: Secondly, it cannot be doubted, but chat Monarchy in the 
Several, is a great deal more conducing to the commodity of the Aan, then a 
common Government, eit her in Lydia or Myſſia i und therefore tiorprobable' ey 
ſhould joyn in ſuch a tri amity with the Senate, as abſolutely to deftroy the prero- 
gatiye, and Kingly juriſdiction of Euarchus, fince by that concluſion, they would 
neither be able co temper their own factions at home, among the Nobility and per- 
ſons of greateſt quality, nor have any hope to receive benefit from other Princes 


abroad in theit occaſions: And whereas many may be perſwaded to believe, that 


by agreeing in thoſz deſigns , for the abſolute overthrowing of Monarchy in Zyata, 
they might in time come to be equal ſharers in the Government of both Kingdoms; 
and ſo conſequently participate alike in the profit and gain, being the chief (if not the 
onely) thing their covetous diſpoſitions look after, ſuch thoughts are meer fancies and 
chymera's : For certainly the Senate underſtanding well the poorneſs of the Countrey 
of Myſſia, and not being ignorant of the ſecret intentions of the people, withal how in- 
ſulting and encroaching they are in their natures, will be ſure to take order, they ſhall 
have no more intereſt in the Affairs of Lydia, then is intirely neceſſary for their own 
ſervice and commodity ; So that when the My ſſtaus (ball finde their aims to fail in 
theſe particulars, it is to be imagined that they will not onely be perſwaded , upon 
the leaſt endeavour of the State of Syria, to fall off from the LZydiay faction, but 
eren to make a War with that Nation it ſelf, for the eftabliſhing again of their King 
in his ancient glory and command, and to that effect adhere either to Syria or any 
other Nation that may aſſiſt them in thoſe proceedings: Onely this doubt in ſome 
ſort may be made, that Ar gilius and Hgacius, who ſo unworthily have betrayed 
the Kings perſon for a ſumme of money, wilf never by their good wills truſt them- 
ſelves any more under his power, for fear of revenge anſwerable to their deſerts, 
and they being the moſt principal men of the Countrey, it is to be ſuſpected, they 
will have ſo great power and influence, over the actions and determinations of the 
reſt of the Inhabitants in the general, that they can never be brought in any kinde 
to own the Kings Intereſt to purpoſe, notwithſtanding all the labour and induſtry 
of the Kingdom of Syria: But to this ſhall onely make this anſwer , that how: 
ever theſe people prevailed in the M ſian Amy for the ſelling of the Kings Perſon, 
againſt the thoughts and wills of many, yet that very action of theirs, hath pro- 
cured them ſince ſo much hatred in their own Countrey, that it may very probably 
be believed by the State of Syria, there muſt of neceſſity ariſe daily new faRions 
amongſt them; neither want they intelligence at the preſent , that aſſures chem 
that an Army will ſuddenly march into Hadia from Myſſia, in King Enarchas be- 
half: Which advertiſement I ſuppoſe is ſent them by their Ambaſſadour there re- 
maining: Laſt of all I may adde, that the Court of Syria may imagine, the Soul- 
diers who have now the King in their poſſeſſion, having no other relation but to 
their own wills and uncertain principles, will prove from time to time as inconſtant 
in their reſolutions, as they have been heretofgre deſperate in their fortunes, and 
be rather in the general, inclinable to affect equality, then continue long contented 
to be governed by Kingly Authority . or to ſay the plain truth willing to be under 
any juriſdiction whatſoever , witneſs their falling off from their command, both 
under the Senate and their old General: Beſides it is eſteemed a maxime am 
their tenents, to have ſcarce dependency upon any power, neither in thoſe 
things that belong tothe Gods Worſhip., or concerning other their: humane acti- 
ons, pretending by ſuch conſtraint, an abſolute freedome cannot be enjoyed, either 
in minde or body; ſo that however the King may ſeem a little co. revive, by 
wo, 4 argewa vet I can aſſure you in Syria, there is a great doubt made of the 
reality of their actions: But whether theſe opinions be grounded, either open

At night they took up their lodging, *tot above half à dayes ſourney from where 
the King remained, and not much farther᷑ diſtant from the City of Sardis, where en- 
countering with a jovial companion maſter of the houſe, as appearing alſo faithful to 
Emnarchw in his intentions, after they had accommodated themſelves to their mindes 
in their Chambers, they deſired their Hoaſt with an equal indifferente to let them un- 
derftand, as well the news that concerned the proceed "gs of the Senate, as that which 
belonged more properly to the Army; fince as they ſaid, they could not chuſe, but be 
of a nature ſomething more remarkable then ordinary, in regard of the late tranſ- 
actions of both parties, which ſeemed at preſent to put moſt of the Kingdom to a 
kinde of a vaſt conſideration concerning the iſſue : The rather were they curious of 
this information, the better thereby to tafte the inclinations of the people. 

Truly Gentlemen, ſaid the Ho 'Y as I muſt not take upon me the underſtanding 
of either of their proceedings and determinations, when as perhaps they are not 
very well acquainted with their own intentions themſelves , ſo ſhall I to ſupply that 
defect enform you, if you pleaſe, of thoſe diſcourſes that have lately paſſedin the 
Senate, concerning the Kings Government , notwithſtanding the Souldiers have 
him perſonally at the preſent under their jutiſdiction; who co ſay the plain truth, 
uſe him with that civility.and reſpect, that it gives his friends more then ordina- 
ry hopes, of his ſpeedy reſtoration again to che. honour of his Crowns and Dig- 
tity ; however the Gods onely know what the iſſue of their determinations may 
be: Some of the Senate would have no King at all, pretending that it would be 
too miſerable a condition for all forts' of people, to be ſubject both in their 
Perſons and Eſtates to an entire Monarch, not ſuffering them ſo much as to ask a 
reaſon 8 any thing that ſhould be done amiſs, although their purſes and 
pains were forced upon all occaſions to pay for the honour, and the pride belonging 
to the Dignity : Whereas a common Government , as they ſay, gives a cer- 
rain kiride of encouragement, pleaſing in ſome kinde or other, to all ſorts of peo- 
ple, as baving an appropriated ſhare in every action, that conceriis the good or 
ill of the Commonwealth : Others again of a contrary ſpiric pretend , they are 
afraid, that if the Government ſhould be abſolately changed to a popular State, 
though it might ſeem in outward appearance, to have more freedome, it could 
not nevertheleſs but be of leſs ſecurity, in that it would be alwayes ſubject to 
faction and confuſion , in regard of the inconſtancy of diſpoſitions , and therefore 
are rather of opinion, that the Government remain in the ſame nature as it doth, 
with ſome neceſſary reſtrictions to their King: A third fort make ſome doubt, 
how to finde out wayes to limit a Monarch in any kinde, by what Laws ſoever 
could be eſtabliſhed to that purpoſe, it being almoſt impoſſible to take from 4 
Prince altogether the Sword of Juſtice and Power, and yet ſuffer hia ſtill ro remain 
in the condition of a Governour ; which in effect would be no other, then a common 
Government varniſhed over, with a glorious Title to no effect, leaving the whole 
as ſubject to faction and confuſion, as if there were no King at all; in that he 
ſhould want the authority, although he were honoured with the name neceſſary 
to that purpoſe : There were others that ſuddenly ſtarted up in the Senate Houſe, 
who imagined they had thought upon a way, toremedy all inconveniencies; which 
was to have onely a King by election, either of Exarchus Family or ſome other: 
But the propoſition was quickly anſwered with theſe doubts. That if the Prince 
intended ſhould be elected out of the fame Blood, if not according to the direct 
line of ſucceſſion, it would endinger a new flaughter and faction, through the 
whole Kingdome , by reaſon of ſeverall ambitious intereſts, of the other fide, 
if he were abfolutely choſen out of another _ as no doubt but a 
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more inſtructed in the conſtitution of che world. With theſe words he ended, bis 
diſcourſe, and preſently took his leave pretending ſome other company in his houſe, 
needed alſo another part of his entertainment. don het 501291 ag db 
This information of the Hoaſt, gave Creſes and the Prieſt occaſion, to fall into a 
more ſerious diiputation, concerning the nature and property of Monarcy and other 
Governments, according to divers opinions and judgementa, with the ſeveral hene- 
fits and inconveniencies belonging co them: The Prieſt would needs take upon him 
the defence of the Kingly part, whilſt Creſes was to be content with the more infe· 
riour degree: Both notwithſtanding grounding their diſcourſes, from the hopes they 
had, that the Souldiers would ſhortly again reſtore Euarchus to his Crown and Go. 
vernment: The Prieſt firſt began in this manner. b. [2s 
As Monatchy in the general, ſaid he, hath been held by Writers, to be the beſt 
and moſt abſolute way of Government, ſo ought it as well be granted, that a Prince 
by deſcent and inhericance , is the freeft of all others from burthen and jnconve- 
nience to the people; ſince the making up of new. families upon every exchange, 
and the many dangerous factions would ariſe by reaſon of elections, would at one 
time or other, either hazzard or ruine the Commonwealth; for that all ambitions 
could never be ſuppreſt totally in every perſon, with the onely conſideration of the 
common ſafety : But that I may more particularly make good my argument, I ſhall 
endeavour from certain principles of Divinity, Nature, and Inſtitution, to prove my 
affirmation and opinion: In the firſt place, according to the example of the Div 
vine Providence, there is but one God that made and now rules the Heavens, fince 
if chere were more, none could be abſolute , much leſs Omnipotent in any kinde, 
and ſo conſequently the Government, ſhould fill be ſubject to variation, both in 
part and in the whole; for as divers perſons muſt have ſeveral wills, ſo that of ne- 
ceſſity would confound commands and diſtract obedience, whereby executions could 
not chuſe but be protracted, to the rendering of all actions and endeavours, of no 
conſiderable force and validity to the convenient and orderly rule of the world: 
Wherefore we ſee, ſubordinate offices are appointed in every degree, by this great 
d all powerful God; every diſtinct Orb being ſo involved one within another, until 
they all become governed by the firſt motion, onely to avoid equality and con- 
fuſion : So that we may eaſily perceive by that decorum, that there is an entire ne-. 
caſſity of one Governour: As for example, there is but one dun that governs the 
day; as another light ſhines in the night, neither ot which being accompanied witir 
any of equal authority or influence , as it were both pretending, to a certain manner 
of abſolute Monarchy in their ſeveral k indes of motion and luſtre: In the ſecond 
place, by the very rules of nature we! have experience; that ſome one in every —

either by accident or conqueſt : And though ſometimes. ps | meexly out of ne- 
ceſſity, to keep themſelves the better in peace and quietgely ,, were forced to chuſe 


and form C woe ſcaree trad of any Jariſdiftion to be entertained, 
lat leaftwiſe to be continued for any conſiderable ſpace) but where one ſipgle power 
chiefly, if not abſolutely commanded over the whole; as if the multitude by the 
very light of nature, being led therennto by the meer diftates of reaſon, without 
any manner of ſcience or experience, mere conſtrained to believe, that no other 
government could be ſafe and laſting; however their Lords not ſeldom proved the 
cruolleſt Tyrants could be imagined: As I cannot deny, but by reaſon of the exor- 
bitancy of pernitious and wicked Princes, a State hath been changed from a private 
to a popular Commonwealth or Government; yet ſcarce did I erer heat of any, b 
that both began and ended in Kingly Authority; as being ſtill by — re or 
other, conſtrained to that election or converſion, either in ah ſolute or mixt 
repreſentation, as if ſome kinde of neceſlity required ſuch an eſtabli ſro render 
it lifting, and convenient tothe people. 

Nevertheleſs, ſaid Creſes, it is a moſt miſerable tion for the e robe ing 
continual ſubjection, under the power and command of gieher an impotent or ex- 
orbitant Prince; for though he ſhould know what” were beft to be dont yet bis 
perverſe nature and diſpoſition; would not ſuffer him to put it in execution. Ang if 
he knew not how to govern, he becomes led by the pride and coverouſvels of others: 
Again, put the caſe Government might fall into the hands of 2 1755 man or a fool, 
what remedy then could be expected, whereby 22 14 any kinde have 
the leaſt hope of redreſs? ſince by the Laws and Rules of Jnbericance ,; ke were to

Since every one ſingiy 
woul put off the blame from Himſelf; "pretending n not to have authority and power 
ſufficient, without the l of 1 conprepation , to repair the injured per- 
fon; Ne, dom or fever ebuld be procured : whereas being wronged or op- 

d by Prince, or a:;y of his Officers or Miniſters of State, it would be no great 
Finley ro make the piteicit complaint underſtood at one time or another to 
himſelf; and tore facile it would be a great deal, for the Monarch or Governour 
ſpeedily 'to afford the remedy, eit her in that that concerned his own perſon, or be- 
angling to any of his Commiſſioners ; for elle he ſhould be forced to take upon him 
the blame, before the face of all the world; whereas the others actions, (that is to 
oncerning the particular) would be fo involved i in the dark, that it were almoſt 
impoſſible to'make it appear, where che fault lay but in the eneral aſſembly ; who 
withoor * not be brought to undefftand , much leſs. to redreſs 
| And if you'mean this Magiftracy' or ſupream Authority, ſhould be 
ri Coney and ſo conſequently be made ſubject upon all occaſi ions to the 
elect 601 queſtioning of the Cola people; what a world of inconveniencies 
would it bring ? not onely by continual factions and diſorders , in the chuſin theſe 
ops , but int eb 11 heart · burning, would be accaſioned there- 
by among people; being on to this election, by a certain conceived great- 
own opinion, hae might render their rude ambitions extreamly unſatis- 
ft if they ſhould de at ay timecroſt in their choice ; with a thouſand other incon- 
venientes hat I cannot mention. 

Yet ſaid Creſer, eee {wg that in thoſe particulars you have 
mentioned, Monarchy were to be efte ed the molt. convenient. Government of all 
others; howeverit cannot be denied, but that the common people are in that ſla- 
very under fuch a juriſdickion, that they cannot poſſibly have hearts ſufficiently af- 
fectionate 
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fectionate to render them entirely induſtrious , towards the profit and good of the 
Commonwealth in the general, in regard that however they toyl and takes pains iQ 
abundance, they can never atrain to any places of dignity or reſpec, in the King. 
dom, either to eontent their thoughts or advance their eſteem , whereas in a popu- 
lar State, the meaneſt is in the ſame capacity of preferment, as the higheſt born perſon 

Although this be true, ſaid the Prieſt, yet the defect proceeds not from their natu- 
ral unha ppineſi, but from their diſability or want of knowledge, in regard of their 
deficiency in education, which inconveniency and defect, they will as well ſuffer in a 
popular Government, as ina Kingly Authority, ſince ao worthy perſon whatſoever 
is debarred from preferment in a Monarchy, if his induſtry and parts can merit che 
honour and advancement ; and although he ſhould in any kinde miſs of his expecta- 
tion, yet it wonld not grieve him ſo much to be under the juriſdiction of the No- 
bility, that are by birth and extraction above his condition, as to finde himſelf much 
ſubordinate and inferiour, co thoſe of his own rank and quality; to be eſteemed of 
all others moſt irkeſome to humane nature: fo that you ſee it is but meer fancy, 
that engenders theſe conſiderations and opinions: Beſides there are other inconve- 

niences and omiſſions appertaining to a popular Government; as for example, it 
ſeldom or never prefers or rewards worthy perſons, according to their deſerts and 
merits ; when as for the moſt part ſmalleſt crimes and defects, are puniſhed by moſt 
fearful and horrid ſeverity ; proceeding ei from envy or jealouſie, which is the. 
occaſion that oftentimes, when Generals, Commanders, or States-men have procu- 
red a ſufficient intereſt and eſteem amongſt all ſorts of people, whereby to be able to 
contend, doubting theſr own ſafeties from the Magiſtracy, they enter preſently into 
- ſuch rebellions, „ r turn the Commonwealth into a Tyrannical Monarchy, 

or occaſion at theÞeft ſo much blood and laughter, that every Subject thereof hath 
reaſon enough to fear his own Toſs, if not general deſtruction; whereas a Prince 
being of ſo eminent a condition himſelf, not to be equalled by any of what quality 
ſoever, hath no cauſe to be envious or ſuſpicious: Again, the Prince hath a more 
nearer intereſt in his Countreys good, then all his Subjects beſides by way of perſo- 
nal honour, wherefore a greater benefit or Joſs attends him in every thing that is 
acted, ſince he creates not onely the Officer that commands or executes, but enjoyes 
the profit or diſprofit of the ſucceſs, whereas the people in a Commonwealth receive 
it but in the general, no one man being able to appropriate any publick action parti- 
cularly to himſelf; which is a principal motive to enduce che Prince, to attend ear- 
neſtly the proſperity of the Government, becauſe he may be ſaid truly to eſteem it 
his own, which no other perſon can do in what conſtitutions ſoever , if there be 
others in equal authority wich him; for joynt intereſts, will never take ſo much 
the faney and opinion of the owners, as thoſe which are ſingly appertaining but to 
one onely. bn | | 
Well (faid Cre/7s) although I ſee upon any terms, you will needs have a Monarchy 
to be the beſt Government, yet nevertheleſs I muft not have a Prince altogether. un- 
limited, as it were threatning a kinde of a fearful apprehenſion of Tyranny to his 
people; by which means they would be hindred, from endeavouring induſtriouſly, 
either the common good or their private welfare: but rather 1 ſhould wiſh a King, 
in ſome ſort bound by Laws Fundamental, eſtabliſned by a laudable conſtitution ac 
the firſt; however not to be ſo ſtrictly chained up, that he were left no power or pre- 
rogative at all, without his Subjects leave, or be ſo let looſe to his own will and plea- 
fure, that he might injure and oppreſs his people as be lift ; that is to ſay, to bave 
the Government to enjoy ſuch a mixture in the whole, that the Subjects might not 
be oacr-bold, to approach his preſence without an awful reverence, or he to be put- 
fed up with a vain opinion, (by reaſon of his dignity) that the Kingdom or Common- 
wealth was beſtowed upon his condition, more tor his own uſe then the good: of his 
people. Nor I neither ſaid the Prieſt : whereupon being called away to lupper, they 
faddenly broke off the reſt of their diſcourſe. | |

were placed many common ſouldiers in the nature of a guard; however exprefiing' 
more then ordinary freedom bath in their Jooks and demeanor: Creſes aſter he had 
performed his wonted reverences, approached the King with a humilicy anſwerable 
to his titles, though not his condition, preſenting him with the Qurent Letters, 
which Euarebius haſtily taking out of his hands, read them with tears in hir eyes;

Having for ſome time thus diſcourſed together in publick, the King (alſo taking 
notice of the old Prieſt with more theo ordinary affection) led Creſes into an outs 
window in the ſame room, that was ſheltred from the view of the common people;

nevertheleſs if you pleaſe, that Creſes now in communication with you, may be em- 
ployed as a meſſenger to demand theſe conditions, I ſhall procure tum as large a 
commiſſion as poſſibly I can from the whole Army to chat effect; and being demed 
by the Senate any of our juſt deſires, we may adde your aut horrty to the wijlingutſs 
of the Souldiers, to force them from the oppoſers: As theſe motions were quidk- 
ly. embraced by the Kings apprehenſion and conſent, with many thankftll 
expreſſions, ſo Creſes wanted neither courage nor loyalty, to cake upon him the

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execution, roghe beſtadvantage both for Euarchus ſervice, and the Armies profit. 

- When Cre/c-attived at Sardis, and had with ſome eloquence and more judge- 
ment, delivered his meſſage, being again retired for about half an hours ſpace; he 
received theſe anſu ers to every particulir from the Senate: Firſt it was told him, 
that whereas it was deſired; the Kings Children might not onely per form their na- 
turall duty to their Father by a ſpeedy viſit , but might alſo for ſome tonſiderable

gallant ſervices: but for the propoſition, that concerned the accuſation of ſome of 
their fellow Senators, they conceived it a derogation to the high places they held 
in che Commonwealth, to have them ſo much as ſuſpected much leſs co ſuffer them 
to be brought as guilty Malefactors before any other Tribunal) then their own, 
being perſons (ale ſaid) whom they had found moſt true and faithful to the com- 
mon intereſt: Nevertheleſs they condeſcended by way of per ſwaſion, to cauſe 
them voluntarily to leave the Kingdom for ſome ſmall time, whereby the better to 
allay the rage and diſcontents of the Sonldiers, until they could be fully fatisfied in 
their endeavours and fidelities : Theſe anſwers did but in part ge content to Creſe: 
expeRafion., eſpecially for that the Senate ſeemed, not onely as he conceived, to put 
en a kinde of , more then ordinary inſolency in their demeanors, but withal did not 
ſo much as take any notice at all of Euarchus dignity ; or that tliey intended any of 
thoſe reſpects for his ſakQ. G21 0 i 

Though Creſes with a great deal of indignation, had attended their delibera- 
tions, yet, he was content with ſome humility”, — leave to viſit the Princeſſe; 
which. being obtained, he found her ſeated in a melanch8Ily Room, that had no more 
light beſtowed upon it, then what was meerly neceſſary, for the performance of 
thoſe ſervices due to her condition; her perſon bei — in a black Couch, 
ſo: obſcured with divers Curtains, that ſcarce r rare beauty be otherwiſe 
diſcovered, then as the fair Moon, ſhadowed by too many black clouds; however 
now and then as the Princeſs moved, there appeared bright and gentle rayes of thoſe 
perfeRlons, which could not be altogether hid; in this manner being admitted to 
kiſs her white hand, with many ſighs, and not a few tears, ſhe aked of her fathers 
bealch, with ſome other circumſtances : But the uncompaſſionate guard, would not 
ſuffer her to be ſo punctual in her queſtions as ſhe deſired , until at la Creſes was ſe- 
parated again from her preſence, by thoſe watchfull ſpies , that had the neareſt cu- 
ſtody of her perſon, who belike as guilty men, feared Treaſon in their very looks, 
ſince no words were uttered, but what they underſtood ; ſo that he was conducted to 
the Caſtle gate, onely by Roxana's ample complements, inſtead of her Miſtreſſes 

more full expreſſions. 41 
But however the Senate had made theſe large promiſes during Cre/es his preſence ; 
yet uſtertrard upon other conſiderations, they not onely denied the Princeſs Cloria 
acceſs to her Father, being unwilling belike co hazard ſo precious a Jewel out of 
their cuſtody, but thoſe Senators accuſed of Treaſon, with the City of S$ard#afli- 
Hance, within a very few dayes beſet the Senate Houſe by multicudes of their faction, 
not onely denying to ſtand to the former Orders, of giving Farezine poſſeſſion of 
the Caſtle of the Town ; but alſo profeſſing, they would not conſent to their own 
baniſhment, alledging that the General rather deſerved to be puniſhed as a Traitor, 
for; having made fo unjuſt and inſolent a demand, then themſelves to be judged 
for any crime; who were not onely thus liberal in their language, but cauſed the Se- 
nate to diſannul their former Decrees.

gue tears in her fair eyes; which being perceived by the General, he humbly be- 
2ughr her to put off all ſadneſs from her heart, for that he did not doubt, bur 
prolperity would ſucceed to her Father, according to his merit, and her own 
wiſhes ;. however the iſſue, as he ſaid, muſt be attended yet with ſome patience, ſince 
firſt che Souldiers were to be paid, who had ſpilt their blood freely for the liberty 
of their Countre; and the common pedple in like manner muſt be ſatisfied, 
that had hitherto paid for the purc haſe. But what the ſweet Choria would have 
anſwered. to this diſcourſe could not be known, ſince Farezixs occaſions call d 
bim ſuddenly away from her preſence into the City, not ſo much to receive 
thoſe Triumphs prepared for his further entertainment, as to procure money for 
his Army. | 
Though the General continued ſome violence againſt the rich Town of Sards, 
in impriſoning their chief Officers; as alſo in cauſing thoſe Senators which he 
had formerly accuſed to be ſent into baniſhment, yet the affairs of Euarchus became 
no whit more amended, ſince he was not onely ſtill detained as a Priſoner, though 
with ſomeching a greater liberty and freedom, but the Senate was permitted to 
preſſe lſis patience , with thoſe former propoſitions they -had ſent by Argylius 
prejudiciall to his Crown, and in truth to the abſolute taking away of all his 
Royall Authority, which gave occaſion of many- diſcourſes amongſt all ſorts of 
people: ſome ſaid that Farexius was in love with the Princeſſe Cloria, and by that 
means endeavoured to force the Kings conſent to the Marriage, whom he thought 
elſe could not be brought to yield to ſuch unequall Nuptialls, much leſſe would 
his Daughter be won, to give up her perſon to thoſe diſadvantages, who had 
been Courted by all the great Princes of Aſia with multitudes of glorious 
offers. Others; again believed, the contrary faction began to prevail, and had 
by ſome means either bribed Fart iu to their party, or ont-witted his deſigns ; 
Neither wanted there à third Company that imagined, the people grew wea- 
ry of their own ſufferings , by reaſon of the Armies free quarter, ſuſpeRing the 
Qtnetalli power and intentions, onely to make himſelf and his Souldiers mighty, 
without looking upon their Liberties and Proſperity. For a teſtimony of which as 
they ſuppoſed, the Nobility carried the chief ſway in the Senate Houſe, contrary to 
their defires ; however certain Tiybunes were choſen in the Army, to prefer the rights 
of the ordinary Souldiers, and common people. 
Whilſt theſe thoughts, or rather fancies were toſt to and fro, almoſt in every 
mans boſome; for that the whole Affairs of the Kingdome were at a ftand, and 
Enarchus ſeemingly no nearer his enlargement then the firſt day he was impriſon- 
ed; nay, farther off in moſt opinions: Rexana one morning, according to her 
cuſtom (being*troubled with more fears then ordinaty; for that the Princeſs her 
Miſtreſs, appeared to her imaginations, not a little concerned in the buſineſs, ſince it 
was not improbable, but ſome ſparkles of love joyned with Fare ius ambition might 
be obſticles againſt the Kings proſperity) came to entertain her ſelf, within certain 
Gtoves belonging to the Caſtle, which were ordered into many delightfull walks, 
that here and there croſſed one another, for the more conveniency of the Company, 
that ſhould frequent them for recreation; where long ſhe had not remained, dif- 
puting with her doubts and hopes, but ſhe met accidentally with Creſe,, who ſeemed 
to be there with the fame intention: they both appeared pleaſed at the encounter; 
whereupon Creſes quickly asked her after ſome ſhort ſalutation, what ſhe thought of 
the ſtrangeneſs of theſe times, ſo much changed contrary to both their expectations, 
when as they looked rather for the King to have been royally received in Sardu, then. 
to have been ftill continued a priſoner, much leſſe to be preſſed with new pro- 
poſitions diſhonourable to his perſon , and deſtructive to his Authority. Truly 
my Lord, anfwered Roxana, as my thoughts are in a Wood about the actions of 
the times; ſo no doubt but fome myſtery waits upon the iſſue, however I mult 
confeſſe my fears outgo my faith, in any good they mean the Kings power, 
ſince both the delayes afed, and much more theſe Articles preſented , are no good 
Omens to Euarchas proſperity , but take off rather that glory which 8 
f Ce 2 Hou!

Madam, ſaid he, firſt you muſt underſtand, that Euarcbus the * oppoſed in 
his juſt Government, or rather legal authority, by four factions, that forthe pre- 
ſent ſeek to undermine one another, all having abſolutely in their hearts, caſt off 
their obedience to the Kings Perſon and Prerogative. The Senate ſtrives with vio- 
lence to maintain that Juriſdiction, it hath extorted from him; as the Afy/jans 
endeayour out of a high cdvetouſneſs, to be (harers in the Government and*Riches 
of this flouriſhing Kingdom; neither wants the Army pretentions, by reaſon of the 
ſervice they have done in the late Wars, to claim reward and ſubſiſtance. And 
laſt of all, the wealthy City of Sardis, in Tegard-it hath for the moſt part fur. 
niſhed the Souldiers and Councell with money, requires to be made a free Town ; 
that is to ſay, to depend upon no ſubjection, but what Magiſtrates created by 
themſelves ſhall preſeribe. This contention of all ſides, is the chief occaſion 
as it-is thought, that makes every thing at a ſtand; whilſt in the mean time, the 
people ſeem to cry out, being over · burthened with oppreſſions and payments, which 
in the end certainly cannot but turn to an abſolute confuſion, ſince there is ſcarce 
poſſibility left to ſatisſie all parties: And thus much ſhall ſuffice for the common 


ſtare of things. - | 
Now concerning the proceedings of Syria, which I have moſt from the Kings 
own mouth , be pleaſed to unde „that when be was forced to aſſem ble this 
great Councell, that hath proved ſo unfortunate to his happineſs, there was. ſent 
into Lydia from Philoſtret an Ambaſſadour, as Exarchus imagined for his conſo- 
lation and aſſiſtance, againſt the violent proceedings of his: Senate; but pre- 
ſeritly after his arrival, he was ſo far from complying with the Kings occaſions, 
that he kept a frequent correſpondence, with choſe perſons, that feemed moſt 
to oppoſe his Authority; inſomuch, as the King was conſtrained at laſt with ſome 
violenee, not onely to forbid him any longer attendance upon his perſon ; but car. 
neſtly to deſire the State of Syria, to recall him home from all farther employ- 
ment in Lydia, which ſettled the thoughts of Euarebus in ſomes quietneſs, whilſt 
his own victories over his diſobedient ſubjects, and the death both of Plilſtrot 
and Orſames, gave the King more then probable hopes of à finall and happy 
ſucceſſe in his enterprize ; which was again in a very ſhort time, to reduce all Zy« 
dia under his lawfull juriſdiction: But belike the State of Syria following the ſame 
maximes of Government, under the young ſon Orſamet had leſt behinde him, 
contrary to all humane expectation, ſent preſently: after the death of Orſames an. 
other Ambaſſadour to Eaarchus, not onely anew to invite him to break the League, 
which he ſtill continued with the King of — — Senate to 
be a lawful and continued Councel, by his ute approbation., thinking belike, chat 
it would better conduce to the affairs of Syria, to have Eumcbus power limited, then 
to ſuffer him to remain in bis high prerogative? But theſe demands the King moſt 
viotently and diſdainfully refuſing, the Amba ſſadour not onely with fome ſerming 
difcoment took his leave, but as it was thoughtinvited the Ayſſiuus again into Lydia, 
which hath been as you know the reaſon of Eaurehut overthrom, fince the Senaten 
fingle power had never probably prevailed againſt his fortune and ſucceſs however the 
buſineſs did not yet reſt: for after the King had not withſtanding ſtruggled with infi. 
nite difficulties, to make good ſtill his deelining Cauſe, (his ſon Arenbuſiar Forces alſo 
N being 
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being deſtroyed in many ſet Battles, who after fled into Syria to the Queen his Mo- 
N was forced to put — 4 the protection of the Myſſau, Ar. 
my; yet with ſo little benefit co his affairs, that in a ſhore time after be was delivered 
in-perſon into his Enemies hands, who treated him with all manner of hardneſs, until 
the Army took him violently from that juriſdiction : As this Madam, is the fad par- 
ticulars I can relate unto you of che Kings misfortunes and captivity, ſo may you very 
well male con jecture of the conſequences. 5 410: anth --, 
Noam after ſhe had thanked him for bis diſcourſe, wherein as (he ſaid; he had 
made her acquainted with ſome paſſages, ſhe never underſtood before, yet he ſhould 
oblige her much more if he would be pleaſed to deliver his opinion, what might bethe 
intentions of the Syrian State, in thus deſiring to leſſen, or rather in outward dppea- 
rance to overthrow the Monarchy of Lydia, ſince the example ſeemed of a danger- 
ous conſequence for its own Government, for that thoſe Subjects might alſo fall up- 
on the like pretences. | ing? 58 
Truly anſwered Creſes, what I can ſay of that Theam is that either they think ic 
more codvenient for the glory of Syria, to reduce all Kingdoms but their own into 
Commonwealths, whereby theirs might appear to . the onely Empire: Or they 
have an intention to make a conqueſt of ours, by res ſon of thoſe multitudes of divi- 
ſions they ſee ariſing amongft our ſelves; or perbaps they aim to ſer up Prince Are- 
thuſius in his Fathers Kingdom, hecauſe he is of the Syrian Blood, whereby they be- 
lieve they ſhall purchaſe both honour and friendſhip. 5. | 
'But if I thought I ſhould not prove over hatſh in my unpoliſht language, whereby 
too much to injure your patience by my tedious relation, I would diſcover yet a ft 
though acted long time ſince, that in my opinion, bath been the original of the ſad et-

Roxana glad to entertain any conveniengy that might inſtruct her farther , in the 
Myſteries of theſe unlucky times, although many things ſhe had read of Herenxius 
violent ſpirit, told Creſes, that as no language proceeding from his lips, could prove 
tedious to any ear how ignorant ſoever.z ſodid ſhe not doubt, but the conſequence 
of the preſent affairs, required rather ataple ſtories, then ſhort deſcriptions , which 
gave him a ſufficient warrant to uſe his own pleaſure; both for the manner and matter 
of his diſcourſe, until his endeavours produced this following relation, ; 
You muſt know, ſaid he, that this Prieft Heren ius ſome years ſince, when all the 
world ſeemed to yield obedience to the great Flamis of Delphos, as the onely Oracle 
upon earth to preſcribe che manner of the Worſhip of the Gods, ſuddenly ſtarted up 
in the Kingdom of Syria, who by reaſon of an ignominious puniſhment he had under- 
gone (as 'twas reported for a hainous offence committed againſt Humane and Divine 
ws) began violently to fall out with Heaven and Barth; inſomuch as in the firſt 
place, he quarrelled with the form of the Service to the Gods then uſed; and in the 
latter, he — Kings and Princes Obedience, or rather Loyalty from their natural 
Subjects: To this purpoſe to execute his malice againſt all authotity, becauſe he bad 
ſuffered by it; and withal thinking again in ſome fort to recover his loſt reputation, 
in doing notable actions, how wicked ſoever, of a ſudden flew to a ertain Town upon 
the Confines of Arabia, whoſe people had newly, not onely diſobeyed their Flamin, 
but caſt off their Government to his Authority, which quickly gave him a dmittance, 
with his Doctrine, ſince they knew his opinions ſuited with their deſigns: yet being 
rather friendly entertained, then perfectly eſtabliſhed by their welcome, his inſolenc y 
and pride in a ſhort time, baniſhed him again from the City, ſeeing he could not ſhew 
temper in his firſt entrance; and ſo. remained until the fear of the Inhabitants, of 
coming once more under their old Government, for that they underſtood their Prince 
maps for a Siege, conſtrained them, not onely a new to defire bis company. where- 
y to be aſſiſted by his Councel ; but were forced to binde them ſelves by a oo 
Jatn, 
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Oath, to ſubmit abſolutely their wills to h 
became fully polſefſet of that power, that gave bim opportunity, bath to govern 
as he pleaſed; and ĩinſtruct as he liſted, until be had fitted all their thoughts, for the 
iinpreſſiond of his deſigns , by the eloquent Janguage and cunning praftices he uſed. 
whick ii a ſhort time ſo proſpered, that many diſciples were found of ſuch rowardly 
diſpoſitions, inſttucted by his principles, that he ſent, many of them alſo into other 
Countries, to poiſon the peoples loyalties, ſince obedience is the moſt aſſured tye, 
that probably warrants the ſafety and proſperity of Kingdoms. But theſe men having, 
as 1 ſaid, taken their journeyes with theſe intentions, the firft Fe progreſs they 
made, was in the Count rey of My ſſia, where finding ſome diſcontents already ingen- 
deting between the young Queen then reigning,Grandmother to Euarchus, and ſome 
factious and ambitious Nobility , ſoon introduced their new and dangerous opini- 
ons; into the hearts of the common people; by which means the Lords became alſo 
ſo powerſul by their aſſiſtance, that the poor Princeſs in a ſhort ſpace, was forced 
to quit both her Kingdom and Life, (a Tragedy too pittiful now to be related) whilſt 
the Rebels took poſſeſſion of ger Authority; from which uſürpation proceeds Ly- 
dis*s miſeties, ſince by a contimlance of the ſame deſires in thoſe people towards her 
poſterity, they have now filled this Kingdom with tumults, troubles, and blood, rhe 
better to make good their own juriſdictions , ſo unlawfully purchaſed in former 
times: But however, theſe opinions of depoſing of ne, , and altering the Wor- 
ſhip of the Gods, prevailed entirely in Myſſia, by reaſon of thoſe crafty and facti- 
ous actors that Here ⁊ius had ſent, yet his Doctrine found not ſo ready acceptance in 
the Kingdom of Lydia, for that the Queen then reigning ,. endeavoured againſt the 
aolence of all their endeavours, both to conſerye Monarchy, and maintain their F/a- 
mins, though the State altered many tenents in Doctrine; until the late agreements 
of each Nation to oppoſe Euarchus in the ſame deſign, contrived an accord to extir- 
pate in effe& both King and Flamins : This may pals my diſcourſe to the Kingdom 
of Syria, that hath not onely formerly borne part in the ſuffering, by reaſon of theſe 
opinions ſowed in the world, but hath been a principal occaſionto give the Miau: 
protection, by whoſe power £#arch hath been chiefly deſtroyed. . | 
Jo which purpoſe you muſt underſtand that although Herezixs other meſſen- 
gers, could not ſo eaſily beat down the Rrong Walls of -Mpnarchy , eſtabliſhed by ſo 
many ages in Syria, againſt the power of great Armies alwayes kept in pay by that 
Nation, yet oftentimes they filled the whole Kingdom with moſt lamentabſe ſſaugh- 
ters, to gain entrance for their opinions, and freedom for their Doctrine; infomuch 
as the Prince bimſelf then governing, finding the Temples overthrown, his Countrey 
ſpoiled, and his Subjects deftroyed by the fury of the contention , was forced at laſt, 
ſo far to give way to the Herezians Religion in Syria, that they Fad not onely grant- 
ed them, a free exerciſe of their Conſciences throughout alt his Dominions, but many 
fortified Towhs were delivered into their hands; wherein they put their own Garn. 
ſons; to ſecure better this agreement, which'Botlafforded him peace, and ſeemed to 
give them ſatisfaction for the preſent : however, every year almoſt after (nocwith- 
 ftanding theſe benefits) produced new ſtirrs by char faGion, to the diſquieting of the 
Kingdom; that gave ſufficient cauſe of vexation to many good Princes, ſince the 
could not be aſſured of the loyalty of their obliged Subjects; nor of the continua- 
tion of their on proſperities, when neither graces could win them by reaſon of the 
ſpleen they bore co Monarchy, or power couſct compel them in regard of thoſe Forts 
they had in their cuſtody. e eee 1 
But to be ſhort, before the great and wiſe Favourite Philoſftros durſt take 
upon bim the huge worke he intended, which was to ſuppreſs the gloriouſ- 
neſs of the Egyptian Empire, he imagined be could not be abſolntely ſafe · at 
home, and ſo conſequently not fitted for ſo large a Conqueſt , as Jong as he ſhould

Howerer, after that P leſtras had made this ſpeedy progreſs in glory, as well 
as in ſecurity for his Maſters apparent advantage, both in quieting his Subjects at 
home, and terrifying bis Enemies abroad, which proved mighty advantages for 
thoſe deſigns he had contrived in his politick brain, becauſe it was not convenient, and 
ſcarte ſafe to continue deſperate diſcontents in ſo dangerous a body, that had vaſtly 
ſpread it ſelf through molt Countries in Aſia, whilſt his thoughts and endeavours 
were otherwiſe to be imployed; he began by little and little, to ſmooth his brow to- 
wards that Sect, and at laſt not onely aſſured them of his abſolute forgetting all 
faults paſt, but made many of them chief Officers and Commanders in that Army, 
borſames provided to go- againſt the Egyptian Forces, wherein he craftily procured a 
double commodity to his affairs, the one in winning a party he had good cauſe to ſuſ- 
pect, and the other in rendering them ingaged in the quarrel he intended againſt So. 
raſtros; beſides he was moſt aſſured, that they would fight with ſpleen againſt that 
Relig on by nature they moſt hated, ſince the Zgypreans of all others were held moſt 
obſequious to the Rites and Ceremonies of Delphas, which alſo was a means to binde 
the Myſſiaus to the Affairs of Syria, ſince no Nation or people in Aſia , profeſſed 
more violently the ſame Worſhip of the Gods introduced by Herenzizs , and exer- 
eiſed by his tollowers in Or7/ames Dominions; which were not onely reaſons to tye 
Philoſtros to chat Seck. by all the favours he could procure it in his own Countrey, 
whereby to make them ſerviceable in the Wars he had with Soraftros, but by that 
means gave countenance to the Muyſſians againſt Euarchus their lawful Prince; which

people they had bought with their money, onely to do them ſervice ; ſo that by this 
means the Favourite gave work enougli at home to Euarchus, that he ſhould not 
have the opportunity (although he might have the will) to aſfiſt the King of Egypt, 
which the policy of every Nation requires according to ſome opinions, when a Prince 
is not able to make good his party agaiũſt another prevailing Monarch. | 
This Madam, as I ſay, hath beea the fate of theſe mighty Kingdoms, onely troubled 
by the cunning induſtry of one factious and ambitious Prieſt, as if the Gods had ſent 
him into the world to let man ſee his own ray - and the rather for that Ewarchus 
not many years ago, appeared fo glorious and fortunate in his Government, crowned 
with a flouriſhing proſperity, in Wife, Children, Peace, and Power, that he was not 
onely the abſolute envy of all Aſia, but feemed to carry in his hand the arbitration of 
the world; being now caſt down into ſo low, and I may call it miſerable condition 
by a little faction of his own people, that he is not onely denyed to be a King, but 
r. of the comfort of all that ever was his; with an addition of a ſharp and 
laſting captivity , according to the diſcretion ſometimes of his meaneſt Subjects; 
whilft in the interim, Honour, Love, Juſtice, and Graticude ſeem to be laid aſleep in 
the deep center of the earth; other Princes onely watching to their own prepoſte- 
rous ſpleen, not conſidering how ſoon it may be their fortunes, to fall under the fame 
Fate, for that all men naturally covet liberty: With theſe words be reſted ſilent with 
his armes acroſs , as if yet his imagination went higher then his tongue was able to 
expreſs. This diſcourſe gave the old woman alſo ſome leaſure to ſhed a fe tears, in 
conſidering the Kings misfortuges, 

But as he was proceeding faulhe 


Ec r, they were both interrupted by the ſudden arrival 
of the little dwarf, who told Roxana, that he had been a long time ſearehing her all 
over the Park, to inform her, that the Princeſs was newly deſcended into the Garden, 

to take ſome recreation before dinner, and deſired earneſtly her company, to in part

pected occaſion to give you advertiſement, I canno! gain but preſent my dear affeftions to 
your ſacred ſelf, hoping that my former love is not altogether ont of your remembrance, 
wot onely ſince the Senate begins anew to poſſeſs themſelves of their ancient Authority, bat 
that the King your Frther is lately fled from the protection of the Army, though by 
whoſe means, or to what region cannot yet be learned by any examination.

Roxana after ſhe had read the Letter, ſtood ſtill ſometime in a Muſe, until at laft 
aſfionately (he broke out into theſe words: Truly Madam, faid ſhe, as I cannot bur 
nile at the former part of the writing, ſo muſt I needs wonder at the latter, ſince it 
eemeth as prepoſterous , Prince ¶ aſſiauus ſhould after a long ſilence , attempt your 
ove, when he remained quiet during the Generals ſuppoſed greatneſs, asitappears 
firanger to my thoughts, the King hath now removed his Quarters, when he was 
ſuppoſed ſecure in Fare ius protection. But alas, ſaid Cloris, I rather marvel whither 
my Father can poſſibly be fled to purchaſe more hopes, for that all the Kingdom is 

obably out of his juriſdiction; therefore I ſhould be glad to flatter my ſelf with 
ome opinions, that the deſign was undertaken upon good grounds. As I cannot pro- 
miſe that anſwered Roxana, yet certainly the King being ſo wiſe, would never have ven- 
tured upon ſuch a dangerous attempt, without long conſideration, and aſſured friends 
to conduct him to his journeyes end; yet if I may roye according to my wilde imagi- 
nation, either he is gone into Syria, ſince I cannot believe he would any more truſt 
his perſon with the Ayſſianc, who have divers times deceived bim; or is invited into 
Crete by his Subjects there in Arms againſt the Senat; the better to make good their 
cauſe againſt the new Lydian Forces, preparing to bring them ſpeedily under ſubjecti- 
on. The Gods will be done, ſaid the poor Princeſs, but I fear the worſt: Theſe dil. 
courſes brought them to the reſt of the company in the Garden, ta make them alſo 
ſharers of the unexpected news.

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Roxana the next morning had ſcarce lea ſure given her to welcome the day, when 
ſhe was advertiſed by a melſeger ſent from Creſes, that within two hours * he 
would attend her if ſhe pleaſed at the aw -houſe amongſt the Woods, not 
onely to finiſh out the reſt of their diſcourſe, but alſo to let her know other paſſages 
worth her acceptance. The old Matron conceiving , it was ſome intelligence more 
particular concerning the Kings departure, ſent him thanks, and promiſed with all dis 
ligence to wait upon the ſummons, which ſhe performed a pretty while before ¶ veſet 
WI that gave her opportunity to examine her own imagination , huc it was not 
long before ſhe was interrupted by his appearance, which with a few ceremonies ſeat- 
ed them both together as the day before, whilſt Creſes uſed this language. : 

Though I may ſuppoſe (ſaid he) you have heard noting of the Kings departure 
from under the proteRion of the Army; yet perhaps you have not as yet been en- 
formed of the reaſons and particulars of his retirement; or rather I may call it an 
eſcape , ſince he was perſwaded it would be for his better ſafety: Roxana co felling; 
ſhe knew nothing of che manner much leſs the cauſe , though common fame ha 
brought rhe report to her ears {7eſes gave her this farther account of the paſſage; 
according to the relation he had from an officer intruſted in the ſervice as he ſaid, 
Ide King, ſaid he, (being not onely ſuſpicious of the ſecurity of his perſon, by rea- 
ſon of the many diviſions of opinion in the Camp; ſome deſiring a Prince, others 
none; eſpecially conſidering the diverſity of hamours amongſt the common Soul- 
diers, who generally laboured for an univerſal equality; as alſo being credibly en- 
formed, that unleſs he would preſently condeſcend to thoſe propoſitions formerly 
ſent unto him, with the addition of ſome priviledges demanded, chat were more de- 
ſtructive to his Crown and Dignity, he ſhould infallibly be murthered) was conftrain- 
ed to this ſudden retirement; however I muſt tell you theſe rumours were given out 
as twas believed; onely to m__ him to ſeek another ſtation, where he might be 
gain impriſoned with ſome colour and better ſecurity , as pretending his intention 
was to eſcape out of the Armies juriſdiction and power: So that the poor King 
finding cauſes enough for a ſaſpicion , acquainted two of his ſervants, both wit 
his fears and intentions, who to be ſhort, perſwaded him to fly to an iſland upon 
the borders of Caria, where remains as Governour a valiant Commander, though 
formerly imployed by the Senate, yet at the preſent was conceived to be wholly at 
the diſpoſe of Farexius aud the Army: This Captain they aſſured him would be 
entirely faithful to his deſigns , though upon what grounds I can neither inform 
you or fatisfie my ſelf, ſince the conſequence proved otherwiſe , for no ſoonet 
was the King arrived under his juri ſdiction, but he entertairied him, not onely 
with a ſad and ſowre countenance , but after be had ſecured his perſon in the Caſtle; 
and ſent away his two Officers, he preſently gave information to the Senate of 
all the proceedings, deſiring further directions in what manner he ſhould be treat- 
ed; though he carries ſtill in his demeanour, a kinde of a reverence to his dig- 
"nity : All theſe paſſages as I told you before, I have from one of thoſe perſons 
newly returned, that accompanied him in the journey; with this advertiſement 
alſo, that before the Kings departure from the Camp, he left in his Chambet 

under his own hand, the reaſon of his fears and higeſcape : All which Madam I 

may ſayis in ſuch a miſt, that no leſs a knowledge then ſome Divine Oracle, can 
inform us concerning the certainty of the myſtery; onely we may be confident, 
that Exarchus hath imployment enough for his courage and patience. At theſe 
words Roxana wept again, with the very ſenſe of the Kings dangers and miſeries: 
'Nay ſaid Creſes, his ſufferings of all fides are ſo extream , that notwithſtanding he 
hath ſent to Fareæius, and offered to accord evety difference and intereſt in the 
'Kingdome, being heard; yet neither the General nor Senate will entertain the mo- 
tion, or allow him that priviledge, fearing belike be ſhould ſpeak too much rea- 
"fon to render his Subjects ſatisfied, whereby they might be endangered, to loſe that 
authority, which now they poſſeſs without contradiction. But ſaid Rara, why 

do the commòn people defire violently no King, ſince Euarchus ſhews ſuch teſtimo- 

"nies of his goodneſs? Truly ſaid Grefs as that opinion in the General is * 
D ince 
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ſince all be not of that faction, ſo af the other fide , there be too many that wiſh 
an univerſal equality, not conſidering the confuſion it would being upon the whole 
Kingdom, being as it were bewitched with an ignorant pride; for moſt of them by 
ſuch a parity , would be in more ſlavery then they are no, ſince they could neverbe 
capable of any command, and neceſſarily muſt obey-thoſe, that would govern with 
more rigour, though elected from amangft themſelves : Beſides chey are nom ſo 
Weary of the denates rule in he ſame poſture , having had — in their 
managing affairs hitherto, that they believe their own cure, can proceed from nothing 
but deſperate change, which is incident to all diſtempered mindes; ſince they; that 
could not be well under Euarc his peaceable Government, wherein they enjoyed all 
wealth apd proſperity (though no doubt but there was ſome abuſes)- certainly wow 
will not gelt ſatisfied, when they ſhallfeel nothing but want; eppreſfion, and 
inſtability ; beſides many fear, that things are not yet at the worſt, when ſo many 
contrary iptereſts with violence ſeem to contend. Theſe diſcourſes brought them 
both at laſt in diſpute, whether active valour, or paſſive courage, were the greater 
vertue, in that & ircluu ſeemed to poſſeſs them both in a high kinde. But Creſes ho 
had a dainty wit, deſended the latter with theſe arguments: Firſt, ſaid he, before we 
can well conſider with hat hath been che Kings ſufferances, we muſt rightly ſtate 
his misfortunes, which will appear to be the greater, when it is well known to the 
world, he hath alwayes ſhewed courage in the Wars, by venturing boldly bis perſon 
upon all occaſions, as al ſo eloquence and judgement both by his Pen and Language, 
hen thoſe faculties of Art aud Nature were thought neceſſary and uſeful; a plain 
onſtration that he wants not ſenſe and knowledge, fully to apprebend his 
own oppreſſions; and the rather may it. be ſo thought, for that thoſe who have moſt 
gained by his favours, the ungrateſul Ayſſi us, with ſome others of his . Court, 
ha ve been the chief inſtruments, or rather I may ſay the onely cauſe that have depri- 
ed him, not onely of the priviledge of his Royal Crown, but of all the perſonal 
— he enjoyed in his proſperity; beſides his want of liberty now at laſt . to 
make up the full Cataſtrophe of bis miſery, none almoſt giving ear to his complaints, 
or pittying bis captivity ; though they have ſeparated him from his beloved Queen, 
in whoſe beauty and vertues he took an unſpeakable felicity , as alſo the comfortof 
bebolding his ſweet Children, being a real part of himſelf, which the Gods and na- 
ture have ordained to man, as a humane right; accompanied wich the detention of 
his revenues, that ſhould maintain him and them; beſides proſecuting him with as 
many ſlanders as they can invent. 

This Madam as it may be ſuppoſed, being the true condition of Euarchus misfor- 
tune, it may eaſily be conjectured, his ſufferings are equal, if not go beyond exam- 
ple; and yet his noble heart holds out ſtill to endure as you ſee, what malice can 
invent without breaking; who notwithſtanding offers love, mercy and patience to 
his whole Kingdom and worlt injurers : things being in this poſture, I ſhall proceed 
to the making good of my promiſed argument; which is, that paſſive courage is a 
greater vertue then active valour, if my diſcourſes do not ſeem too tedious for your 
more neceſſary imployment. | | 

ASI muſt call the Kings canſtancy a noble Fortitude, ſince he hath neither ſubject 
of hope, nor object of diverſion, ſo certainly is it the higheſt magnanimity for a 
Prince, to ſuffer patiently and without confuſion from his own Subjects, that owe 
him duty and gratitude , for thoſe men that hazzard their lives freely indeſperate 
ſervices, either aim at Victory or Conqueſt, by which they intend to purchaſe gain 
or glory, which enflames their bloods with continual agitation , that ſcarce gives 
leaſure to reflect upon the dangers, much leſs time for cold and apprehenſive confide- 
ration ; and yet we ſee, ſuch have for the moſt part need of noiſe of Drums and found 
of Trumpets, to waken their courages, or lay aſſeep their fears, to continue them the 
better in action; whereas ſuffering hath nothing to help or comfort ic; fince the minde 
is ſtill prepared to entertain the miſery. it ſuſtaineth, with a pale expectation of the 
ſame or worſe, when as I ſay, it is known it muſt be endured without hope, having 
ao diverſion: like a perſon ſick in the night , wanting objects of variety, _ 

that 
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that ſeaſon longer and his torment greater by much then in the day time; for where 
the minde is kept high by ambitioũ co compaſs ſomething it coveteth, it hath power 
enough in that interim to hold up the body from falling to its proper center the earth, 
where naturally it inclines: But being without comfort, if a man do not make 
ſtrong uſe of his noble part his ſoul , ;to maintain his courage and reſolution, the 
Iuffering or captivating of fleſhand blood, will render a man quickly totally over- 
come; and that is the reaſon, that long and tedious perſecutions ; have deſtroyed 
more competent ſpirits, then ſharp and violent tortures , ſince they were prepared 
for the one with expeRation , and onely wearied by the other with continuance. 
We know that old men ſtrive more greedily, to preſerve: their lives that ſhort time 
they are to live, then young men in their moſt flouriſhing years; becauſe diverſity 
of proſpects operates fo much in youthful boſoms, by reaſon of continual activity 
tending that way, that they have not leaſure to ſettle their imaginations upon 
horrid apprehenſion; when old people have ſo much time to think ( wanting 
power of action) that the. object which is natural, appears often before their 
eyes to fright them; and ſo fares it with a perſon that onely ſuffers, in com- 
pariſon of him that doth both ſuffer. and act together: Wherefore that per- 
ſon hath need of a double courage, -becauſe there is nothing to accompany his 
thoughts of variety or diverſion ; for certainly it pleaſeth a man rather to contend 
for his life, though he know he ſhall be deprived of it, then to loſe it without any 
ſtrife at all; which ſeems to be the caſe of Euarebus, ſince they will not ſo much as 
permit him with reaſon to diſpute his rights, but force him unheard to deliver up his 
Crown; and more grievous a great deal is his condition, in that he appears to be 
left of all thoſe friends, that have been moſt obliged to his goodneſs. What is the 
reaſon that a Delinquent upon the Scaffold, is accuſtomed to have his eyes banded be- 
fore the ſtroak of death, but to take away from him the apprehenſion of the blow, 
which he knows he ſhall receive? When a valiant Souldier in the Field without ſha- 
dow, will charge againſt a thouſand Wegpons, with as much certainty of deſtructi- 
on, becauſe the ones actions frees him from the others terrour: All which ſhew, that 
a ſad expectation of an ill, augments che ſuffering , when a diverſion by imployment 
of the body, or buſying the ſenſes by diverſity of objects, take away that apprehen- 
ſion that makes any danger or miſery exceſſively horrid, as for example, men for 
the moſt part are put to torture in uncouth places, where there is nothing but ſilence, 
or low whiſperers, to render the ſufferer more ſenſible of the pain, by the quieting of 
the imagination; and fo it fares with ſuch as paſs through dark places, being afraid 
of every ſmall ruſtle, when in the day time, the ſame way perhaps is pleaſant : So 
that as without doubt, all ſmart, grief, and diſcontents, is encreaſed by want of action 
and too much leaſure for conſideration ; ſo I mult conclude, that it is a great deal 
eaſier for a perſon to dye fighting inebe Field, though he ſhould be cut aſſunder in a 
thouſand pieces, then co endure a long and tedious captivity, which is Cuarchus pre- 
ſent condition; inſomuch as at laſt, if he ſhould in ſome ſort yield to this cruelty, I 
"muſt not finde fault with his courage, but if he gain the Victory, I ſhall eſteem him a 
miracle of nature. | 
As 1 will not, ſaid Roxana, go about to diſprove your arguments, grounded upon 
ſuch reaſons, and more, delivered by the known authority of your excellent judge- 
ment, fo of the other fide I could wiſh, the King had ſome Counſel to aſſiſt him 
in theſe difficulties , beſides his own capacity and courage, fince it is impoſſible, 
but humane nature at the length will be tired with over. much ſuffering , and by con- 
ſequence fail for want of true information: I am of your opinion ſaid Creſes , but 
ſuch is the crafty ſpight of ſome , that they will permit none to be about the Kings 
Perſon, that dares loyally afford him any profitable conſolation , becauſe they may 
the ſooner bring him to conſent to their deſires: Yet replyed Roxana, it is not well 
known what thoſe deſires are, ſince they never durſt for all I could ever learn, pub- 
lickly declare their intentions, but do as ic were in a dark miſt, endeavour to 
poſſeſs the people, that the King refuſeth ſomething he is obliged to grant for the 
good of his Subjects; by which means they ſtrive — to maintain their 9

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and opinions amongſt the common ſort, It is fo Madam ſaid Creſti; however, fince 
yon are fallen upbn that point, I ſhall ler you ND how far elle King häth yet bh. 
diſcended to their demands, whereby the better tc diſpoſfeſs the people br that belief, 
they are petſwaded to have in the Senates integrity ; ae verily think; they HD 
more fear their power, then truſt their intentidhs; for Whereas not miny'difes ufo, 
they propoſed to Eure hes, to have the power of te forte of the Kinghom for ten- 
ty yeats.; both by Sea and Land, the King hath yielded t6 grant them that Juriſ: 
dition during his life; though not for that term, which àppears how to be rhe great. 
eſt difference between them, fince the Setidte ſeems not conteht With this offer + 
Whereupon the My ans ha ve lately put ont a fufiotis declatatioh againſt the Senate 
preſſing the King to ſuch unreaſonable conditions: In good earneſt anſwered Ru æ¹ 
I cannot tell, whether I have more cauſe to ſmile at the ſeeming ridicelouſheſs of theſe 
proceedinꝑs, or be amazed to ſee men growii fo fooliſhly unteaſonable, ſince E 
chunt appears to my underſtanding, to be Aae, ro part with more from his'owtt 
hopes, then what the Senate requires , for łhat if he grunt the power- of the Kin 
dom out of his hands during his life, it gives more affurance to the Senate, that 
intends no more to reign, then if be had — rb power, for fo matty years onely, 
ſince he might have ſome thought to ovet-live that pre ctibed term; again for the- 
Mans, I wonder moſt of all at their tiewToyalry to their Prince, when they have 
been, as I may ſay, the onely cauſe that hath made him mo Ring, though now ane, 
they ſeem to deſire to re · eſtabliſh him in His ahcient Authority; which certainly can 
not be but upon other deſigns of advantige to thettiſelyes, more then for £47chus 
Truly Madaro ſaid Creſes, in the general it x; as yo fay, but yet there are fo many 
myſteries hid under theſe proceedings, that "they ate capable to deceive the ſharpeſt 
jadgement, if ſome light be not given by iriformatrorr; wherefore you muſt know, 
that both Exarchas and the Senate know ver 75 , thx the confequence of ll the 
affairs chiefly depend upon the affurance of The ſafety of the Kings Perfon', ſince he 
eam never hope to be again re-eſtabliſhed in his ripheful Authority , but either by the 
hamonrsand inconſtancy of the common people, who when they finde che Kings 
abſolare oppreſſion brings no proſperity to them, will probably become exafpera- 
ted againſt the Senates proceedings and power, or by an unreconcilable difference be- 
tween the Senators themſelves, who may moſt command, when they ſhall finde no 
other juriſdiction to oppoſe them: both whicl in all fikelrhood will conduce to the 
Kings benefit, if he ſit quiet ſometime under his injuries, which I conceive to be the 
reaſon, that he hath in out ward appearance yielded ſo much to their demands. And 
for the My ſſtans perhaps by this oppoſition, they would perſwade the world to a be- 
lief of their integrities, as if at the firſt they eonſented not to the Kings hard uſage, 
whereby to obtain a greater party, not onely inthe Kingdom of Lydia, if they have 
an intention to diſpute their on profit, but in other Countries if they mean to make 
War upon our people, becauſe they cannot be ſharers in the Government as they ho. 
ped, the onely cauſe certainly of the now feeming quarrel : So that in my opinion, 
Euarchus hath done like a wiſe and Politick Prince, in ſeeming not to contend, where 
he was ſure not to prevail; eſpecigſly ſince by the diſpute, he might have endanger- 
ed thoſe hearts , chat will now be of his ſide if the occaſion be offered, either out 
of pitty to his ſufferings, or out of hate to the Senates Government: And beſides, 
it is to be conſidered, that no Act he ſhall paſs in this condition of conſtraint, can 
binde either himſelf or poſterity by all Humane and Divine Laws, if his Sword ever 
become more powerful. In the mean time, the Senate will feek to preſerve the Kings 
Life and Perſon with their beſt care, ſince their owii' authority falls entirely by bis 
death, which as 1 ſay is the reaſon, they deſire more a term of years in che continut- 
tion of their required Government, then the determmable fate of rhe Princes life, 
becauſe they may have alwayes the liberty to preſs himt& new conditions, if they 
finde by experience, they have not yet obtained/ſuffitient ;” fince they ſhall not need to 
fear the vectations of bis perſon, may bring any hazzarq upon him | 
Feannot deny, ſaid Roxana, but clteſe reaſons are ſufficient to render me — 
ſatisfied 
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a powerful per ſwaſion in her belief, yet were the loves ſhe feared from Fare uus, and 
the importunities ſhe expected of . Caſſia», in her apprehenhon, arguments ſuffici- 
ent to male her-think Nerciſſus wanted much diligence, at, leaſtwiſe violence, that 
he did not endeavour to ſeale the very * where ſhe remained a priſoner, rather 


the rather as he pretends, for that they formerly ſent for him, according to their pro- 
feſſions, to ſee them put in execution. Roxana replyed, as there be many reaſons of 
ſafficient force to make me give way to your opinions, ſince your own beauty, ho- 
nour, and vertues, are loadftones attractive enough to intangle all the world in an' 
intricate labyrinth of love and defire, notwithſtanding what difficulties ſoever , yet 
it cannot but ſeem moſt ſtrange to my thoughts, that Fareius low condition, 
though his fortune hath been eminent, ſhould aſpire to ſuch a ſupream excellency 
with any hope to enjoy. Hold your ſelf content woman, faid the Princeſs , there is 
no limitation of felf-love and ambition, when they have once taken poſſeſſion of a 
proud heart, though covered with never ſo mean an extraction; and you know that 
Farezius is a. Gentleman, which joyned with his former ſucceſs in the Wars, and his 
preſent command now in the Army, cannot want perſwaſions, to make him attempt 
any enterprize for his own glory; eſpecially ſince the King ſeems meerly to depend 
upon his aſſiſtance, or allowance, for his future proſpericy ; and being ſo, what 
counſel can you give me; either to prevent his violence, or inſtruct bis paſſion; ſince 
I dare not be too bold, in hazzarding my fathers fortunes by provoking the Generals 
ſpleen by a harſh and diſdainful denial. 5 
In good ſooth, ſaid Roxana, I am very glad to ſee, you have learned ſogye tem- 
per ſince you were in the poſſeſſion of 0firzs, where, as you may remember, I had 
much ado to perſwade you to entertain reaſon, or continue in patience, wiſhing 
then, you had hazzarded a thouſand deaths, rather then have diſſembled your love 
in any kinde : But perhaps Narciſſus is now farther from your remembrance, though 
nearer your perſon : No by all the immortal Gods, anſwered the ſweet Princeſs, my 
affection is as pure and conſtant as it was in Oſiris Court, if not encreaſed by the ef- 
fects of more trials, to render it abſolutely judicious ; ny the conſideration. of 
my fathers preſent captivity, and future danger, makes me ſo far willing to diſpence 
with my own dear love, as to mask it over with ſome hypocriſie, for his ſake, which 
formerly I was unwilling to purchaſe with the aſſurance of my own life, when I re- 
mained in the City of Memphis; onely the confideration ,. of a neceſſary jealouſie 
in Narciſſus breaſt, when rumours ſhall bring ſuch reports to his abſent ears, I muſt 
confeſs ſomething deters my reſolution, from any diſſimulation at allin love, though

Indeed Madam, ſaid Roxana, I do not now onely Rpin to love you for your wif- 
dom, but will endeavour to put a project into your head, that may both keep your 
father ſafe, and perhaps deſtroy your enemies, at leaſtwiſe it will protract if not di- 
vert your violent proſecution: Certainly Governels, anſwered the Princeſſe, if you

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prove as good as your word, I ſhall eſteem it the greateſt piece of ſervice, that ever 
your wits produced; ſince in my opinion , it not onely equals all others in benefſt, 
for that the King as well as my ſelf is concerned in the buſineſs, but out · goes the 
reſt in difficulty, conſidering how many powerfull adverſaries you have to deal with- 
all. Well then, faid Roxana, fit Rill and hear my prapoſitions, and afterwards pre- 
pure your ſelf without reſiſtance, to put them in execution, though never ſo much 
againſt your appetite; if not return me ſuch arguments as may convert my judge. 
ment, as well as ſatisfie your own fancy: Cloria told Roxana, that her injunction 
wasſo reaſonable, that it was not to be contradicted by any that had common ſenſe; 
or aas not deſperate againſt their own good; promiſing withal to be punctual in her 
obedience, as a principal duty ſhe eſteemed her ſelf bound unto, in regard of that 
charge ſhe had had ever ſince her infancy over her: and then the old woman began

For theſe two Suitors, ſaid ſhe, that ſeem likely to trouble your patience, land the 
Kingdoms quiet, ſince the one commands the Army, as the other is poſſeſt of the 
hearts of the Senate, I make no doubt, but you may oppoſe their own intereſt one 
againſt the other , if you can difſemblingly but entertain the love of either; by 
which jealouſie certainly there muſt needs riſe diſcontents and factions, towards your 
fafety and fathers advantage; for if yon entertain the addreſſes of Caſſauus, the 
Souldiers will think their General undervalued, who appears now to the publick 
view, to carry upon the point of his Sword, the abſolute power and ſtrength of the 
whole Kingdom; and if you accept of Farexius Courtſhips, no doubt but the 
Senate will eſteem their own authorities diſhonoured , fince they have propoſed 
Prince Caſſianus to be the ſubject of their chief cars: Beſides, if Farexius (hold 
fail in any thing be attempts, many of the common people would conceive with 
ſome violence, that the Senate hath an intention to couzen them out of thoſe privi- 
ledges, they have been promiſed, when their greateſt patron ſhall be debarred of his 
own deſires, and if Caſſianus ſhould miſs. of what he bath hitherto expected, by 
the Senates liberal offers, the Nobility might very well imagine, that the people and 
Army endeavoured to become their maſters, which would not be leffened by other 
jealouſies already growing between the two factions, ſince the Nobility doth not 
onely with all the ſecret policy they can, ſeek to curb the inſolency of the common 
ſort, who ſtrive for nothing more, then to bring dowu all dignity to an univerſall 
equality, but the multitude have already ſo far deelared their diſlike of the Lords 
proceedings, that publickly they have required to have the authority of their juriſ- 
diction taken away, and made lyable to the peoples allowance; who now enjoy 
their priviledges, by inheritance from their Anceſtors, purchaſed either by their 
own merits, or the Princes grace. And laſt of all; though the factions of the two Ri- 
vals ſhould not enflame at the particular diſgrace of either Caſſianus or Fare ⁊ias, yet 
certainly their own ſwords in a private combat, would be very likely to decide the 
quarrel z which would give you a fair pretence to refuſe the Survivor, that ſhould co- 
vet to embrace you with hands imbrued in blood. ' ws 

Governek, anſwered the Princeſs; although I ſhould be very glad, to be an occa- 
ſion to raiſe any faction for my own preſent advantage, and my fathers future pro- 
ſperity, yet I cannot deny but I am moſt extream ſorry to hear of new troubles, 
whereby the Kingdom ſhould be engaged in more ſlaughters. You are very pixtiful, 
replyed Roxana, bat I pray conſider, whether it be not better, to procure the diſcom- 
pofure of thoſe, that have ſought all this time by their authority to eſtabliſh another 

Government, deſtructive to Monarchy , whereby of neceſſity a general confuſion 
muſt follow; for that it is not probable ſo many intereſts can be ſatisfied , or give 
occaſion to prepare Lydia for the conqueſt of forreign Forces, ſince it is impoſſible 
your Fathers many Children would be content to fit down quietly with the perperval 
loſs of their own Birth. riꝑbts, extorted from the King by his unruly Subjects, du- 
ring their minorities; and able enough certainly they will be to contend for theit 
dues, ſeeing all the Princes of 47a, are intereſted as well in the example as in their 
blood. No no Madam, faid ſhe, rather diſpence with your unprofitable commiſe- 

cation, 
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ration, then be cateleſs of future ſafety, for it will be much better now, to defiroy 
theſe unlawful defigns, by a little civil Wars amongſt themſelves , that would but 
purge the Kingdom of its corrupt humours, -ingendred by exceſs in pride and pro- 
ſperity, then in the times to come to expoſe all conditions to a perpetual ſlavery, un- 
der atyrannical Government, — the power of fawleſs Souldiers , brought in 
by other Princes, not acquainted with the natures of our people; much leſs ſenſible 
of. their ſufferings, ſince —— onely conſider their faults paſt, and not look upon 
their miſeries preſent; for they would rather judge them by the mannner of ſub- 
jection of their own Countrey then by the ſweetneſs of the Lydia Laws: where- 
fore I ſay you muſt think, whether of the two Suitors you will make the object of 
yourchoice, to render the other jealous of his actions and your favours, whereby 
ſome ſudden difference may ariſe between the factions, to bring the ſooner confuſion 
into the Kingdom; which certainly is the readieſt way again to eftabliſh your Fa- 
ther in his right, ſince the noiſe of forreign power at preſent, will not onely be an 
occaſion the bercer to unite them together to the Kings diſadvantage, but at the beſt 
hazzatd the deftrnQion of all property and Government, fince the Sword will be 
the principal Arbitrator of every mans Right, and the victory a change of his

Truly Rexaxs, (aid the Princeſe, as I cannot in my own reaſon eſteem your diſ- 
courſe a pocryphal, ſo of the other fide you cannot deny, but that 1 have been ever 
willing in all my neceſſities, to follow your Counſel , and therefore ſince you have 
preſcribed the Law, certainly the election will be eaſie; for conſidering that Fare-

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without doubt Governeſs, ſaid Cloris; you have hit upon a right plot, and the 
rather for that I hear by a late edict ſent from the Senate, (as it ſhould ſeem upon the 
Kings flight) they have not onely baniſhed out of the City of Sarda, all my Fathers 
friends in general, but Creſes in particular; as conceiving him extraordinarily inte- 
reſted in the Kings counſel and affairs, for that he brought as you know to the Senate 
the firſt propoſitions of his and the Armies deſires. .

in the AHrmenian Wars, in defence of the Princes Rights, who were eſteemed op- 
preſſed by Artaxes power, a ſtory moſt ſufficiently-known to all, my ſelt came in- 
to Lydia to demand aſſiſtance of Buarchus my Uncle; to recover again my conquer- 
ed Countrey of Iberia, detained from me by Tygrane, Dake of Celeb. ' Orſames 
alſo at the ſame time, began his Wars againſt our oppreſſor, with the ſame preten- 
tions, ſince Philoſtros his powerful Favourite, judged it a work full of piety and ju- 
ſtice; however he knew there would be much blood ſpilt in the quarrel; ſince as his 
maſter was mighty, Artaxes was obſtinate, and both ambitious : And to this. pur- 
poſe, not onely proſecuted his deſign with much violence againſt che King of Arme-

Couſin, {aid (he, if my neceſſary, imployment hath made me ſeem rude in that en- 
tertainment your kinde viſit merited from me, I muſt deſire you, rather to interpret my 
omiſſion to the preſumption I had in thoſe tyes that have united us in blood, then any 
fault my Governeſs hath committed in my education, upon which ſcore Iam bold to 
ask your pardon, for your over-long ſtay in expecting my company. Cafſianx: find- 
ing himſelf ſaluted in this manner, not onely contrary to cuſtom, but his own expecta- 
tion, ſince formerly all her diſcourſes were rather marks of civility, then teſtimonies 
of affection, ſtood ſome time amazed, as if his imagination could not be ſatisfied, 
in that truth which his ears heard uttered ; But after be had a little put off that plea- 
ſing diſtraction, that anew captivated his ſenſes, though in a trembling poſture, he re- 
turned her this anſwer.

;Eruly Madam, ſaid he, if che greateſt Emperour in the world, had been fo boun- 
tifully repayed, for whole ages of attendance upon ſo beautiful a Goddeſs, certain- 
ly he would have de no queſtion of his ſatisfaction, but rather have given his whole 
domination of the earth for ſuch a purchaſe; much leſs muſt I eſteetn 1 injured 
that onely live by your pleaſure. O my Lord, anſwered the Princeſs, ſince your ex-

Indeed ſaid Caſiauus, 8 I muſt confeſs thoſe reſpects I then received from your 
moſt noble Father, and my affectionate Uncle, were far beyond my poor deſerts;

And 
whereas you ſay, you are my laſt lover, I beſeech you do but conſider Faresias inten- 
tions; and look upon his actions, and you will finde both violence and power hath 
diſcovered a latter ſcene, then what you moved in, when you ſa ved the old Flamin: 
life; ſo that I muſt tell you, that unleſs punctually you obſerve the condition accord ·

Truly Rox ena, ſaid (he, as there might be noted at firſt, a ſtrong jealouſie amongſt

ped for, from the endeavours of. this great and rich City of Sardis, conſidering their 
late carriages, when Fareaius with his triumphant Army, not onely entered their 
Walls without reſiſtance, but were content to receive his abſolute commands, with- 
out the leait diſpute, belonging to their long enjoyed priviledges, never as yet queſtion- 
ed by any former Prince or Power. Theſe repreſentations, being known and granted to 
he the effects of the late tranſactions, what probabilities remain, for the recovery of 
my Fathers Rights, though it ſhopld be opinionated, that we our ſelves were out of 
all danger perſonally ? ſince the Kings Party appears, not to bave either ability or 
will to do him good; and Zydis being ſtrongly united under the preſent juriſdicti- 
on, what forreign induſtey and endeavour. ſoever, can work any conſiderable effects 
to his advantage? conſidering the many braye Veſſels and Shipping, that are alwayes 
ready for defence and reſiſtance, upon the Carias and Jonian ſhores , to oppole either 
ſudden invaſion or continued hoſtilit. | wy | |

tions, a quick diviſion will be wrought in the hearts of thoſe, that muſt of neceſſity be 
won to the change of Laws, and Government, before the ancient conſtitutions 
(by which the Subjects have formerly lived happily for ſo many ages) can be totally 
taken away; however for the preſent, perhaps either fear or hope, exerciſes: ſo far 
mens thoughts, that hardly as yet have they lea ſure for conſideration: But when as 
Iſay, they ſhall finde this is like to be perpetual, they will with much violence deſire 
again their old ſubjection, though at firſt they were fooliſhly perſwaded to ſeek a new 
Government. And moreeſpecially if thoſe two great Monarchs of Syria and &y ypr, 
once make that accord that all Aja attends with a greedy expectation, which may 
ſoon be effected, ſince the King of Armenia bath already agreed with his diſcontented 
Princes, and alfo hath condiſcended to give fatisfaction to the Scythian Crown, 
whereby to deliver his Countrey abſolutely from that power, that hath ſo many years

But Roxana, faid the Princeſs, what will thoſe agreements conduce to my Fathers be. 
nefir, when every Prince regards onely his own concernments? beſides their extream 
jealouſie of one anothers glory, will not ſuffer them to undertake any conqueſt Joynt- 
ly: And put cafe they ſhould accord conſtantly in their purpoſes, yet when the people 
of Lydia fall ſee themſelves ready to be invaded by a forreign power, they will cer- 
tainly more ſtrongly conform their obediences , to this 2 ion they now live un- 
der, whereby the better to prevent a new threatning danger. | 
It is true, ſaid Roxana, until the Subjects be made more deſperate in their ſufferings, 
the people will not be content to truſt ſtrangers with their liberty; but yet the aſſi- 
ſtance that is deſired from forreign Princes, needs not to conſiſt wholly in numerous 
Armies, but in ſmall and frequent ſupplies, both of men and moneyes, which joyned 
with the Kings Party, and ſaying hold of the many diſcontents already ingendered in 
the hearts of moſt, cannot but conduce exceedingly to the overthrow of this new 
Government. Beſides there is another benefit that may be expected from otber 
Countreys, being at open difference with t he Senate of Lydia; and that is, denying

Piſh Roxams,replyed Cloris, for the Myſſiant, I have ſo little confidence in their 
aſſiſtance, that what countenance ſoever their actions put on, I can ſcarce be perſwa- 
ded of their intentions, ſince they once ſold my Father to this miſery he now under- 
goes, when they had a gallant Army in the Field to have redeemed both his Perſon 
and his Crown: And for the Cretaus, beſides that they are of a different profeſſion

voked by a ſufficient appetite, we called for ſuch proviſion as they had, promiſing a 
payment, and they as willingly condeſcended to our deſires; in which office the 
Maid ſeemed moſt diligent, not onely in regard of her own good huſwifery, but be- 
ing exceedingly delighted, as might be gathered by her ſmiling countenance at my 
ſtrange attire; in the houſe there was but two beds, the one where the old people

King in a dark priſon, inſtead of caſting themſelves at his feet, humbly to deſire par- 
don for their offences; otherwhiles again they would entertain their thoughts, with 
new hopes of his releaſemens, by powerful Armies ſent into Lydia by all the Princes 
of. Aja, in which number Narciſſu- had no low rank in the opinion of love · partial 
Clria; neither ſeldom did they agree in belief, that the general diſtractions of the 
Kingdom, would ſoon put àn end to the differences without any other aſſiſtance, un- 
til theſe diverſities of fancies carried them one day into the Garden, where Cloria's 
ilgent ſervant in the view of other attendants, obſerved ſo carefully the directions 
of her charge, that ſhe made alwayes election of thoſe fruit, that the Princeſs in- 
tention 4d bur oncly covet, and preſented them to be made more beautifull by the 
touch of her white hand. 563 nfo bag gr 400 306 Ble Tune 
In theſe entertainments I ſay they continued, until an ancient Lord of the Senate; 
who had not altogether put off his duty and affection to the Kings poſterity , with 
a ſeeming joy that made him forget his accuſtomed ceremonies to the Princeſs Cl. 
ria, not onely ſuddenly entred the Garden, hut made a kinde of rude paſſage; — 
the crowd of ſuch as waited near her perſon; and with a breatbleſs voice inform 
her, that that very morning, as the Nobility. were ſitting in their own Councel cham. 
ber, divided by a partition from the common aſſembly of the lower Senate, they were 
ſaluted in a tumulcuous manner, by many thouſands of people, (having their leaders 
of much greater quality) with a Petition, that not onely complained of the proceed-

0 Madam, faid he, bow theſe brave beginnings, inflamed our ſouls with new cou- 
rages ; notwithſtanding, we could not chuſe in ſome ſort, but reffect upon our own 
poorneſs of ſpirit; or at leaſtwiſe dulneſs in underſtanding. that never went about to 
put in execution what theſe people propound at preſent for their and our advantages. 
Truly, replied the Princeſs Cloria, although I cannot but commend theſe peoples 
underſtandings, that appear to have ſome ſenſe and feeling of their teputations, yet 
maſt I a great deal more extol their courages, that dare expoſe themſelves, to 
maintain thoſe ſmall priviledges which by a certain kinde of birth. right, they 
have received from their honeſt and wile Anceſtors; when as you of the Nobility 
of the contrary, ſeem altogether ſtppid in the apprehenſion of ſuch honour. 
able Rights, that appertain to your qualities, lefr you by the brave endeavour of your

power, as to be able again to recover your own dignities. tis anaom, 
Theſe words and reproof of the Princeſs almoſt put the Nobleman out of bis tale; 
but (ke finding him ſomething out of countenance; encouraged him to the proſecuti- 
am, ſaid he, when we had thanked them for their prudent admonition, (as we 
termed it) what our on duties ſhould have remembred, we preſently diſmiſſed them, 
with other ſpeeches and promiſes, that ſufficiencly contented them for the inftant. 
Aſter they were gone, I muſt tell you, we ſent to the other part of the Senate, ſitting 
in another room diſtin& from ours; intimating we deſired ſome conference with them; 
whereby the people might be rendred ſatisfied in their juſt ſeeming demands: upon our 
meeting, many things were propounded to that purpoſe;as well concerning our ſelves, 
as the ſouldiers; but what will be the iſſue of theſe proceedings, for my part I am 
not able to divine > onely we are informed, that the multitude will not depart from 
the City of Sara, until they have reteived ſuch anſwer, as may in ſome ſott give 
eontent to their thoughts: which either muſt ſettle the Kingdom in a probable po- 
ſture for peace and quietneſs, or ſo enflame the Armies reſolutions, that they will en- 
deavour to become maſters of the whole. With theſt words he abruptly took his leave, 
as if his apprehenſions had been —̃ Y— imaginary conceits. | 
As ſoon as the Lord had quitted the Garden, and the reſt of the attendance being 
alſo removed ſome diſtance from them, the Princeſs, A/canins, and Roxana began to 
fall upon conſiderations and diſcour ſes of the Kings Affairs: ſometimes their hopes 
were carried to aſſure themſelves, that it was unpoſſible, but theſe confuſions muſt 
needs produce effects to that purpole; ſince, as they believed, the Souldiers of the 
Senate could not long agree, and then the common peoples deſires of neceſſity would 
again bring him into his Throne; for they imagined, chat however there might be 
obſtacles and contentions for the preſent, in regard of the extraordinary power of 
the Army, yet the Souldiers at the laſt could not but admit of a King, more willing - 
ly then any other General of their own rank, to command over them : Beſides they 
doubted not, but the Nobility and the City of Sardis, would joyn together to eſta- 
bliſh Euarchiu, in the ſame honour and dignity, as he was in before theſe late trou- 
bles; ſince the conſequences had already not a little impoveriſhed the whole King- 
dom, and what it wonld do farther if it ſhould continue; might very well be feared, 
though as yet not certainly known : In that the dignity of a Court probably 
would as well confirm the one in their hereditary priviledges, as enrich the otlftrs by 
Traffick and Commerce; ſeeing it was chiefly the better ſort of perſons, that took 
off the commodities of the Merchants. e 
Fheſe pleaſant apprehenſions invited them all three to take ſome delight, in a cer- 
tain beautiful and refreſhing Grove, encompaſſed round about by an intricate Laby- 
.rinth, or Wilderneſs of flouriſhing Trees, that ſhaded it ſufficiently from the eyes 
of people: In the midſt thereof there was a Fountain, upon the borders of which 
was contrived many ſorts of Chaces by Dogs and Huntſmen; who by the turning 
of ſeveral artificial Cocks, ſeemed not onely to move in proſecution of their prey, 
dut the Hounds with open mouths barked and made a noiſe. The prettineſs of the 
conceit, for a long ſpace gave young Aſcanius ſufficient content: When they were 
weary of beholding of this invention, they went to the viewing of other raricies : 
There they might behold Audromeda, with the Sea Monſter coming out of the, wa- 
ter to devour ber, whilſt her ſorrowful parents ſtood upon the bordering ſhore; to 
-behold that woeful and lamentable Tragedy , occaſioned as they thought, by the 
too much ſeverity and cruelty: of the Gods; until Perſeus the ſon of Dane, 
that was Courted in a ſhower of Gold by 7«piter, deſcended from the skies upon 
his flying horſe, and ſeemed to reſcue the diſtreſſed Lady. There were alſo to be

then hat in the ne ſuch devices, ſuddeniy turned one of the pipes, 
which quickly over-ſpread young i ſcanius with a large Canopy of Water; nur re- 
ſembled a-ploatifal, opghſweer ſhower from the heavens, (@>ſombch as he knew 
not at ch inftans, how e out of the inconteniency, unxil he ne for- 
ced to entteat his ſiſters fav aur for bis redemption; neither did ſhe altogether: afford 
him that grecs, ſince he became a little wet to purchuſea convenient experience 
againſt another time. But Roxane, as if ſue thought her Miſtreſs had uſed ſome- 
thing too much ſeverity towards her young Brother, began a needleſs apology for 
the action, wbenſhe might have known, Aſcanius could not be diſpleaſed at any 
thing his ſiſter did. When they had as it wete dwelc long enough upon theſe watry 
pleaſures, they again returned into their own lodgings, in which place the metumor- 
phoſed maid, as moſt careful to obſerve thoſe decorums that belonged to het office 
and attendance, leſt the contrary might have occaſioned the endangering of his diſ- 
covery: where they remained, I may ſay, entertaining themſelves ſometimes wich 
hopes, and ſometimes with fears, until the Dwarfs return brought them more certain 
intelligence, of many paſſages both from Fardis and other Regions: however be- 
cauſe they deſired to underftand his information, in the moſt'methodical way, in re- 
gerd the circumſtances as they apprehended, would give a, great light to the intentĩ- 
ons on faot, they wiſht him to tell his ſtory and adventures in order, which he per- 
formed in this manner. — 

After, ſaid he, I parted from this Cafile, according to your command, I went to 
the very door of the Senate houſe, the beſt place as I thought for iotelligence; where 
finding all choſe that Rood without in a moſt confuſed diſtraction, both in their words 
and looks; it was not long before many of the chief Senators, of a ſudden came 
out of the room; when preſently they went with a great deal of haſte towards an- 
other chamber, where I underſtood by the diſcourſes of the multitude, they were de- 
ſigned to meet ſome of the Lords abofit a conference concerning the ſettlements of 
the diſorders of the Kingdom. I being both bold, and little, and ſo conſequently as 
Ichought not much to be ſuſpected, in the confuſed crowd thruſt in along with them, 
where placing my ſelf ina nook of the chamber under a hanging, it was my chance 
to hear theſe ſeveral diſcourſes from them. 

The fir ſort of Senators that ſpake, thought it convenient, if not altogether ne- 
ceſſary, again to ſettle the King in his ancient dignity, not onely in regard of che ex. 
traordinary cries of the common people to that purpoſe, but alſo for that there were 
ſo many ſeveral factions within themſelves in the Senate, not probable to be reconci- 
led, with any advantage to the Nation: Others nocwithftanding were of a contrary 
opinion, alledging that it were better ro hazzard the ruine of the whole Countrey 
ina general confulion, then to come any more under the juriſdiction of that Tyran- 
nical Government, as they ſaid they had with ſo much blood already endeavoured 
to deſtroy: A third number of that aſſembly, ſeemed in ſome ſort to be willing, eo 
reſtore again Euarobus to his Crown in full luſtre; but they doubted left his un- 
relenting ſpleen might put him on, to call the Senate to a ſtrict account for their 
paſt actions, and ſeverity uſed both againſt his authority and perſon, wherefore 
wiſnt rather to have ſome of his poſterity Crowned in his place, whom for ſuch a 
benefit as they believed, would eaſily be perſwaded to 1 and forget his Fathers 

injuries: This propoſition a long time entertained their fancies , untiſ they conſider. 
ed, that not onely Prince Arethuſius was in the Kingdom of Syria, proſecuting the 
Queen his Mothers deſigns , and my Lord Aſcauim his brother had lately dy 
flight procured his own liberty without their conſents, which ' abſolutely beat 


back any more diſcourſe upon that ſubject; however they thought it convenient, 
if 


greater 
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could amongft the common people, ſince I conceived ; much conſiſted in their con- 
fant and brave reſolutions, to which purpoſe they ſeemed in ſome fort to have aſ- 
ſembled themſelves, with an intention go contend againſt the preſent Government, 
by ſome violent manner of proſecution; though for che better colour of their acti- 
ous and intentions, they appeared — with petitions in their hands, inſtead of 
other weapons of danger. With theſe thoughts, 1 held ic my beſt courſe to retire 
into the very heart or. body of the City of Sd, as well to feel the pulſe and con- 
Ritution of the Ighabitants, as the likelier to be informed by their intelligence, cot 
cerning all other e of the Kingdom: Neither in this deſign, was I much de- 
ceived in my expectation, for ſorting my converſation with watermen and othet in- 
feriour people, I underſtood, that as the rich Citizens of the Town; although they 
deſire again to have their King to govern over them; chough with ſome reſtriction 
in his power, becanſe they fear his revenge, Hinge otherwiſe as they believe, they 
could probably expe nothing but 8 general confuſion ſo of the other ſide it is ap- 
parent the multitude for the moſt part deſire a change net onely in regard of the envy 
they bear to the Senate, who 5 llzely command over their perſons and 
eſtates, then the King ever did A 0} but alſo in regard, they doubt 
the Souldiers at the laſt, will come to be Maſters of every mans fortune ; which ju- 
riſdiction of all others, they moſt deteſt in their natures and diſpoſitions. As I was 
ſufficiently ſatisfied in theſe inclinations of the people, I repaired to the publick place 
of commerce for the whole City, where (in ſhort) amongit the Merchants I under 
ſtood, that not onely a great part of the Navy was revolted to the King (the Mar- 
riners being encouraged thereunto, by ſome Senators which Fare iar the General 
had formerly ſent into baniſhment) but that the My ſſiaus were alſo preparing a great 
Army, by the directions of the Kingdom of Syria, ſuddemy to invade Iydia, on the 
Kings behalf. Theſe news giving my endeavours ſufficient encouragement , ſtill 
to proſecute my deljgn for _ intelligences, within three or four dayes afterward, 
I became certainly informed, that the Senate being not able, or at leaſtwiſe not wil» 
log to give the multitude ſatisfaction, according to the deſire of their Petitions, they 
had in great numbers not onely taken up arms for their own defence, in regard they 
underſtood that Farezias had directions, notwithſtanding the oppoſition: of the 
Lords, to march towards their aſſemblies with all his power, but they had alſo ſeized 
upon many Caſtles and Towns, towards their enterpriſe and aſſiſtance in the Kings 
name; with whom in like manner many of the Nobility joyn with conſiderable For. 
ces. Laſt of all, you may be pleaſed to know, that Hercrombrotur, Lieutenant Ge- 
neral to Farezixs, is of a ſuddencalled away with a great parc of the Army, towards 
the Confines of Lydia, near the City of Smyrna, occaſioned by reaſon of the revolt 
of ſome of his own Commanders, who are joyned with the power and force of the 
Countrey to oppoſe the Senates proceeding ; which in effect is the full information 
Ican give concerning my imployment. | 7 
When the Dwarf had made an end of this relation, the Princeſs Cliria ſmiled up- 
on her Brother, not onely to ſee how well the boy had performed his office, accord- 
ing

mer ages, have abundantly exampled to our knowledge and edification, ſuch heroi- 
cal ſuffering. 

As they were thus diſcourfing, Roxana, who had for a long ſpace kept a moſt for- 
mal and grave ſilence, thought it alſo convenient to ſhew her own wiſdome ; the ra- 
ther, ſince her years and experience, pretended to a certain kinde of prerogative 
amongſt thoſe of the younger ſart of people. Truly, ſaid ſhe, as I cannot deny, but 
that ——— courage you mention, is of a ſingular benefit to many ſorts of 
people, in their preſſinę and difficult occaſions; yet when with a wiſe (though not a 
baſe) complyance, we can avoid both the inconvenience and bazzard to out ſelves, 
with more eaſe and no diſhonour, I ſee no reaſon, why we ſhould go about to ftrain 
nature to no purpoſe ? eſpecially if we be not well aſſured to gain a beneticial victory 
by the contention ; and if we fail in that we ſeem to undertake, we contract _ 

y 
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by a further miſchief and diſreputation to our ſelves; then if we had not at all of. 
fered to contend againſt power andopprefiion at the firit : Beſides oftentimes thoſe 
reſiſtances in the dar ſhall never come truly to the'knowledge of the world; ſo that 
eonſequently we fail then of that glory, our fooliſh and prepoſterom ambition aim- 
ed at by ſuch recglutions; by ubich means weſha!t be rather interpreted to be blown 
up with vain-glorious fames, then ſeaſoned with true fortitude: In fine, the beſt mix- 
ture muſt be ſo to moderate our actions, that as precipitately we put not our ſelves 
upon vain and needleſs ſufferings, without neceſſity, ſo oaght not we too much to 
yield to the inconſtant ſtrokes of fortune and oppreſſion, when either Honour or 
Religion, calls us to a publick demonſtration of our bravery and courage. But 
however theſe diſputations might either confirm Cſeria, or convert her Brother, yet 
Aſcanius finding the opportunity, for his own defired imployment in the Kinps af- 
fairs, he reſolved as ſoon as poſſible he could, to ſeek occaſion for his own ſpeedy de- 
parture ; which did not a little afflict the conſiderations of his ſweet Siſter the Princeſs 
Cleria, who began to contract a moſt ſingular delight in the witty converſation of 
her dear Brother. Nevertheleſs ſhe reſolved not to be ſo great a friend to Fer own 
paſſions, as to become thereby an enemy to his honour, and her Fathers profHerity ; 
So that this being after ſome conſultation determined on all ſides , Aſcanus incended 
in ſome new diſguiſe, like a boy belonging to the Navy, to ſteal privately away to 
Sea, under the protection of thoſe officers , that might afford him the cofveniency; 
and repair to thoſe Ships that had revolted from the Senates ſervice. 
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llthough Prince Aſcanius youthful ambition, was extream violent 
0 be imployed in the revolted Ships, yet the Senates ſuſpicion, 
by reaſon of thoſe peremptory petitions they had received from 
F the people in the Kings behalf, made them more cautious to ſe- 
cure Cloria in her confinement : To this purpoſe, whilſt Aſcanius 
was providing the beſt conveniency he could for his departure, of 
a ſudden a new guard was ſet upon the Caſtle, as it was pretend · 
| ed onely to keep a ſtricter eye over all the priſoners within that 
juriſdiction, who were to deny entrance to every ſtranger whatſoever, without an ex- 
act examination both of his quality and buſineſs. The execution of this determinati- 
on, troubled the thoughts extreamly of Cloria, Aſcanius, and Roxana, as well for that 
it hindred their deſigns, in many particulars concerning their own reſolutions, as that 
by this means, they were probably debarred from thoſe intelligences that might prove 
beneficial to the Kings affairs: For however the Princeſs Cloria , ſeemed oftentimes 
reaſonably well pacified, in regard ſhe enjoyed the ſweet converſation of her dear 
Brother; yet he being enflamed with the deſire of action, not ſeldom with a great deal 
of violence, complained concerning the injuſtice and cruelty of the Senates decrees ; 
as I may fay, quarrelling with his own Fates, that ſo ſpitefully circumſcribed him con- 
rraxy to his nature: Nevertheleſs he was perſwaded by Roxana to a competent. pati- 
ence, for fear of ſome prejudice to his own perſon , ſince it was to be ſuppoſed, the 
ſtrictneſs of the watch proceeded chiefly from the grounds ariſing from his eſcape : But 
reaſons for the moſt part that belong to moderation, are not at all times prevalent 
with youthful diſpoſition, where either ambition or other paſſions predominate ; yet 
in regard the young couple enjoyed a ſupreme felicity in each others company, anc 
that they doubted not but that their Fathers affairs went on in a moſt happy conditi- 
on, they were perſwaded at laſt, to attend both with patience and ignorance the event. 
of things for a little time longer: notwithſtanding the Princeſs Cloria could ſcarce be

but the Poſſeſſion and Government of the Countrey enjoyed by Zumenesr , who 
bad then newly married the Lady Eretheria, the Dukes Daughter, in regard, as 
it was ſuppoſed by all the people, her Brother the Lord Narciſſus, had by ſome un- 
fortunate accident or other miſcarried, ſince no news had bgea heard of his welfare 
for a long ſeaſon : Nevertheleſs as it ſhould ſeem , the Gods determined other- 
wiſe of the buſineſs, for within ſome few moneths after the Dukes death, Nerciſ- 
ſus himſelf, ina certain diſguiſe coming into the Countrey, it was not long before 
he found conveniency privately to ſpeak with his Siſter Erethevia, ſhe being one day, 
according to her cuſtom, retired into pleaſant walks belonging to the Court, for 


the exerciſing and recreation of her poetical fancy, in which faculty ſhe ſeems to take 


a molt ſingular delight. This by the way, would occaſion a pretty ſtory, concern- 
ing the loves between Eumenes and her ſelf , if the ſeaſon at preſent could any way 
afford the conveniency : But the troubleſome poſture wherein we both now remain, 
ſhall confine me rather to matters neceſſary to be related, then to thoſe ciftumſtan- 
ces that pretend more to delight then buſineſs, ſo that onely be pleaſed to know; 
that Narciſſus having thus encountered his Sifter in his diſguiſe, told her he was · a 
meſſenger ſent by her Brother Narciſſ#s into Cyprus, though being returded by the 
way, by reaſon of an unfortunate ſurprize by Pyrates , withal finding the old Duke 
dead, unto whom was chiefly directed his intention, he thought it moſt conve- 
nient (ſhe being the onely heir of the Houſe and Family) as a neceſſary duty be. 
longing to his Commiſiion, to make her acquainted with her Brothers fortunes : 
Theſe words continued Eretheria a long time in a trembling muſe, as it were la- 
bouring within her ſelf, between ſorrow and amazement, fearing to hear the man- 
ner of that repeated, which for many moneths paſt ſhe had been made already 
moſt aſſured of in ber own opinion: In concluſion he told her a ſtory of his being 
taken at Sea by a Ship of Pamphylia, with his detention there in priſon , though yer 
undiſcovered by himſelf, for fear of augmenting his ranſom, in regard of the agree- 
ments between the two Countries during the Wars, which was to ſet no certain 
price upon either of the Generals, or any of their Family, ſo that he could not 
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exþeQ's releaſe without ſome powerful meanꝭ uſed to that purpoſe, being taken at 
Sea; ad the rather, for chat thoſe people began partly to ſuſpect his quality and 
condition © It is not to be queſtioned but rhat this relation gave us much occaſion 
to Eretheris of 'Mpicion as Wonder; yet more ſhe inelined her ſelf to believe, he 
was ſome deſigned Impoſtor, ſent on purpoſe to raiſe tumults in the Countrey, where- 
by to trduble them in'thieir peuceable Government, chen that it was poſſible her Bro- 
thes could be Ning, in regard fo farge's ſpace bad been paſt without hearing any 
thing from him; much leis could rh. her opinion to give credit to the manner 
of tte 1 However, ur laſt, after hing a long pauſe ; as if ber affectionate 
. ee the victory over all probable reaſons to the contrary, with many 

; ding in her fair go uctered theſe words: And is it poſſible; ſaid ſhe, my 
erh hel Tiving, to whiſe right, if it be ſo, we muſt of neceſſity reſign all our hithrr- 
unte »ſurped Anthirity.” With this ſhe wicht the meſſenger to ſtay in that place, un- 
til ſhe had informed Exmencs her Husband with the news: It was not much above a 
quarter of an hours time before ſhe brought Cumenes in perſon, whereby to be con- 

med by more particular circumſtances, concerning the truth of what had been re. 
lated; who by chance was alſo Axing in another part of the ſame Park for his re-

After he had interrogated the meſſenger with ſomething an exact curioſity, as ic 
ſhould ſeem, not being willing to be couzened either out of command or honour, 
hötwirhſtanding Erriheria hi Wife appeared a little violent in her belief, proceeding 
from the preeipitate inclinations of her natural affection, at laſt he became in a man- 
ner alſo . facisfied in all thoſe particulars he could demand: But in the in- 
terim'nevertheleſs, diverſity of paſſions might be obſerved in the countenante of Cu- 
mens, combating with his noble thoughts, whether juſtice or ambition · ſnould get 
the maſtery over his determinations; fince the continuance of his own preſent glo- 
ry, could not well be maintained; without a great deal of apparent injury done to 
the tightfulinfieritanceof brave Narcifſme ; who had performed ſuch remarkable 
and gallant ſervices at the Siege of ¶Aempbis in Egypt, to the admiration almoſt of 
all Aſia. In concluſion,” after theſe conſiderations ,- had for fomething a long ſea- 
ſonf{irsgpled in his Heroical breaſt, at laſt with ſome ſeeming paſſion he broke out 
into theſe expreſſions: The Gods defend, ſaid he, that I ſhonld deprive my Brother Nar- 
ciſſus, F be be alive, of that right which ſo juſtly belongs both to his deſcent and merits, 
finct not onely the dead Duke , but living Fame, intended him the purchaſe: Tet that 
the-wirld may not too much tax my credality, upon over- light and improbable grounds, 1 
muſt in ibe interim ſtudy ſome way for the more aſſuredneſs of the relation; andthe rather 
for that nv leſs then the power of our whole Countrey can be certain to releaſe him from his 
corifiement ( as you ſeem to intimate; ) wherefore I ſhall make the States of the Iſlandof 
Cyprus acquainted with the intelligence, from whoſe purſes , if not allowance , do move 
. part all great actions that concern the people; and we being now in Treaty 
with the Egyptians, rewards the concluding of ſome happy Peace between Cyprus aud 
Pamphylia, a more fortunate occaſion ſeemetb to be offered for his ſervice then ordinary: 
which norwirthſtanding failing in any particular, that may either appertain to his Honour 
or Liberty, T hall not be ſparing of my own blood, to redeem that gallant Captive Narcif. 
fus, from any ſubjeftion at preſent, or hereafter, to what Prince er Nation ſcever, 

Theſe eapteſiions, as he thought, both from his Siſter and Eumenet, being motives 
fufficient to cauſe him to diſcover himſelf, he preſently took from the fide of his face 
a long black patch, that did not a little obſcure him from common knowledge, which 
had been artificially contrived to that purpoſe ; then deſired Eretheria to look well 
upon his countenance, and conſider whether according to her remembrance, ſhe 
knew his perfon, or could call to minde ſhe had ever ſeen the ſame before: But his 
words rather procuring amazement then ſatisfaction to her thoughts (for that the 
Wars and his other travels had much changed his looks ſince their ſaſt parting, who 
was then a great deal more effeminate both in his complexion and aſpect) he preſent- 
ly putting his hand, into a ſmall pocket he had of the one ſide of his garment, quick- 
ty plucked out a curious enamelled Cafe; which formerly had been the gift of re- 
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theria her ſelf; and that being opened, he ſhewed her bis own pictute and hers ſo live- 
ly repreſented, that chete was now no more queſtion to be made of the meſſenger: 
This confirmation of his ſafety, ſhewed the way as I may ſay, to a thouſand embrace- 
ments, as full of joy as love, which in a ſhort time rendred che whole Iſland perfectly 
contented, in that as the people expeRed wonders, from their new recovered Prince; 
ſo Eretheria and-Emmenes held it a ſufficient honout and bappineſs to their conditi-

It was not long after the finiſhing of theſe notablo. Congratulations, when my 
ſelf before my paſſage into Syria, hearing that the young Duke Marciſſus was at his 
Court at Paphos, expecting ſome Meſſengers or Ambaſſadours from the King of 
Exypt, whereby to conclude the Treaty of Peace with the Countrey of Pamphilia, 
went unto him, not onely to inform him concerning the ſtate of the Princeſs Cleria, 
but allo to receive bis direction touching my employment to the City of Damaſcus, 
where our Queen, as I was told, for that preſent remained, I muſt confeſ? I am not 
able to expreſs the joy he conceived to hear of the Princeſs ; and vowed by all the 
Gods, that after be had ſetcled his own affairs in ſuch poſture, that he could abſo- 
lutely command the Countrey, he would tranſport a gallant Army into the King. 
dom of Lyaia for helfElictf ; withal he told me, he intended to make a journey him- 
ſelf in perſon to Dan eiu, to confer with that State conceraing particulars to that 
effect: Theſe inſtructions and intimations were enongh as I thought for the pre- 
ſent, to carry with me in my journey, that quickly landed me at Jyre: But he being 
come to this point, having paſt over the principal part of that period Roxana dyli- 
red, which was the ſafety and proſperous condition of young Narciſſus , ſhe wiſht 
the meſſenger to keep the finiſhing of bis relation for the next nights conference, 
not onely in regard of the inconvenient poſture wherein they both ſtood at the in- 
ſtant, bur alſo for that ſhe knew, her Miſtreſs the Princeſs with a great deal of impa- 
tiency attended her coming, who had refolyed not to go to bed before her return. 
This ſoon parted them both, with an agreement the next night to meet at that very 
place, however with what better ö — in the interim invent, for 
either of their particulars, in regard the highneſqof the water being fo near their 
ation, did render the conference cold and inconvenient. . rd nts ab 
It is not to be doubted, but that this relation did ſufficiently ſatisfie the Princeſſe 
Cloria, who after Roxana had delivered all the particulars, with as many delight. 
full circumſtances as her tongue and fancy could with any probability invent, not de- 
ſtroying the truth of the ſtory , ſhe called up her Brother Aſcanius to be again anew 
informed by her ſelf, being a little before faln aſleep upon a Pallet in her chamber: nei- 
ther of them almoſt could be gotten to bed the reſt of the night, notwithſtanding any 
perſwaſion of Roxana; both as it were filled wich ſo much joy, that they ſeemed 
to entertain a belief, as if ſleep were of too dull-a- nature and property, to be wel- 
com'd wich ſuch Idea of felicity, as they for the preſent entertained in their fancies 
and imaginations: For as the Princeſs Cloria eſteemed her impriſonment nothing, 
now her dear Narciſſus was ſafe, and Duke of Cyprus, from whoſe aſſiſtance in a 
manner ſhe prefumed, if need were, upon a miraculous redemption, ſo of the other 
fide, were A/canixs thoughts ſo tranſported with the deſire of action and employ- 
ment, that but onely hearing that Narciſſus meant to land a ſtrong Army in the 
Kingdom of Lydia, towards the King bis Fathers reſtoration, he appeared to be as it 
were already in poſſeſſion of his wiſhes, though yet a concealed priſoner in his Si-

But however this youthful couple fed themſelves with delight enough, upon the 
very ſcore of their own fancies, yet better experienced Roxana, was both cautious 
and certain in her determinations ,- to which purpoſe the next night following, ſhe 
was reſolved to keep her appointment, hoping by the other part of the intelligence 
that was behinde, to get out ſomething more for their advantages.

Being landedat_ Tyre, ſaid Mercury, as I told you before, I was quickly informed 
of many ftirs (if not rather to be eſteemed plain Rebellions) that were already be- 
gun in the Kingdom of e more particularly by the great and mighty City 
of Damaſcus, which at that preſent had drawn moſt of all the Court- Forces, in a 
kinde of a formal ſiege round about the Town; an accident that ſeemed ſomething 
ro obftru& my deſigns, in regard I knew not well where to finde Hyacinthia our 
Queen; much leſs could I be'confidenc, to have a ſufficient opportunity to proſecute 
with any conſiderable effect, the ſending of Souldiers into Lydia, towards King Eu- 
arc hus aſſiſtance: To let you know the true cauſes of this War, were a work of too 
much preſumption for my experience, ſince diverſity of Intereſts for the moſt part, 
uſe to be the occaſion of ſuch alterations; onely according to common report it 
was given out, that the people being over-burthened wich Taxations, by reaſon of the 
continued Hoſtility between 22 King of Egypt, and thelllgte of Syria, is the 
cauſe : But if I may adde to thele conjectures, my own tho and opinion, I ra- 
ther believe the obſtinacy proceeds from ſome innate ambition in divers of the Nobi- 
licy, and eſpecially in the Houſe of one Condris, whoſe Anceſtors oppoſed their 
Kiggs with the like, if not greater violence in all times: Nevertheleſs it is conceived 
by Hoſt, that Queen udromida, who hath the young King under her juriſdiction, 
by reaſon of his few years, together with a certain Favourite of bers called Mar- 
rius, is extreamly to blame concerning the preſent troubles , for fear of letting go 
the abſolute management of affairs, which as ſhe is perſwaded , ſhe can better main» 
tain by a laſting War then a ſettled Peace; wherefore will not by any means, make 
an accord of friendſhip, though it be with her own Brother Soraſtros King of Egypr, 
notwithſtanding the general cries of the common people to that purpole : Yer for 
her excuſe (he pretends, ſhe cannot fgfely conclude the Peace deſired, until the young

King comes of years, in regard herJate Husband O- ſames, and his Councel before 
bis death, preſcribed her the conditions, which the E gyptians will not condeſcend un- 
to, As theſe are the diverſities of ſayings and allegations of all ſides; ſo ſhall I not 
need to trouble you with any more particulars of this nature, but will leave the reſt 
4 the iſſue and ſucceſs, and onely let you know what moſt concerns our own 
affairs. 

Although theſe accidental troubles at Damaſcus (as I thought) would not onely 
ſomething hinder my journey, but obſtruct your deſigns, yet it was my good fortune 
to ſpeak with our Queen Hyacinthia, at a houſe deſigned her by the State for her 
abode, during the heat of the Wars in hand: I ſhall not need to expreſs , with what 
extraordinary joy, lhe entertained from my relation the news of her Daughters wel- 
fare, and my Lord her Sons eſcape: however ſhe ſeemed a little afflicted, that theſe 
unfortunate differences, newly begun in the Kingdom of Syria, did in ſome ſort un- 
happily croſs the reſolutions, and affectionate infendments of Narcifſzs Duke of 
Cyprus, in regard that tlie Oburt of Syria was for the preſent, deſperately employ- 
ed in occaſions of their own; nevertheleſs ſhe aſſured me, that as ſoon as the 
Queen Andromida had quieted theſe ſtirs, and ſettled a more quiet Government in 
ber own Dominions, for her Sons honour and Syria's ſafety, King Euarchus her 
Hus band ſhould not fail of what aſſiſtance ſhe could poſſibly afford him, whereby 
again to ſettle him in his now almoſt loſt Dominion. Withal ſhe let me know, as a 
ſecret of a more ſpecial nature, that before many moneths were ended, the A, 
fans would lead a gallant and well provided Army into Lydia, not onely to releaſe 
the King from bis impriſonment, but to eſtabliſh him in his Throne.

1 o be ſhort, in proſecution of our deſign, we were no ſooner placed upon the bridge, 
whereby the better to defend and ſecure the paſſage into our own Countrey, or to be 
ready, if occaſion ferved, to advance towards the City of Sardu, but we chight ſee 
Farexius with the beſt part of his Army, in a moſt fierce and violent march, to haſten 
againk our Forces: This, I muſt confeſs, made many of our great, though feariul 
Commanders, preſently with ſome Troops deſert the ſervice, which you may be ſure 
put us in no ſmall diſtraction; and the rather, for that moſt of our power conſiſted 
in common people, who were not at all practiſed in the ſtratagems of War: upon 
theſe ſudden affrights, our Souldiers being at the fame inſtant furiouſly charged by 
many of the beſt Companies in Farezims Army, we were conſtrained with a —

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deal of ſlaughter. of both ſides, and ſome diſorder ongly on ours, to quit the pat. 
ſage, until a brave Commander named Leonides, joyning with two or three other 
Captains of equal courage, not onely anew began to head our flying and diſtract- 
ed Companies, but with a world of prudence, as well as valour, made good unto out 
Army, a ſafererreat, by the cutting down of another bridge; until at laſt both him 
ſelf and moſt of our beſt Troops (I being alſo involved in the ſame number) were 
ſecured in an old Toten named Clenſa, which had been formerly famed for her anti- 
quity, as at preſent in her pleaſant and delightful ſcituation. Mercuris would have 
made ſome ſtop here of his diſcourſe, deſiring to refer the reſt to another confe- 
rence, for that as he doubted, the inconvenience of the ſeaſon might elſe prejudice 
Rox and iti ber! health, but belike the old woman conceiving her ſelf to be of a 
Rronger temper, or at leaſtwiſe her paſſion to underſtand farther of his relation, 
(fincs their tate reſtraint debarred chem in a manner from all intelligence) gave her a 
cohfidetit opinion to the contrary : ſo that Mercuris was invited to a continuation 
of his relation, FFF He En 
It was not long (faid he) after we had fortified the place, before Farexius appear- 
ed with his whole Army to beſiege the City, at which time he ſent up alſo, as we 
underſtood, to the Senate at Sardes, to have a larger Authority for his actions: ne- 
vertheleſs he kept ſtill at ſome diſtance, as it were rather frighting us with an 
opinion of his intentions. whereby to make us the ſooner yield to a willing compli- 
unte with his purpoſes, then that he was very forward to ſet upon out fortifications ; 
conceiving belike that the deſperateneſs of out condition, might too much endanger 
his Forees upon any reſolute attempt he ſhould make, ſoppoſing he ſhould have 
work enough at the beſt, to encounter with many other difficulties, ſince he knew 
multitudes of factions, began daily to ariſe in the Kingdom againſt bis proceedings: 
But we, whether more provoked by our coutages or our hopes, finding he made a 
ſtand with his: Troops, quickly iſſued out of the Town with ſuch a violence, as if no- 
thing but laughter and deſtrüction could fatisfie the raging ſpleen, that ſeemed to be 
created in our enflamed boſoms : This brought on (though 1 fay it) an encounter 
worth fames beſt obſervation, for the General not to appear any way backwatd in 
his reſolution, chough policy had for ſome ſpace made him conſider what was to be 
dane, of inoft advantage to thoſe other ends he had in his tninde, perceiving our in- 
tentions were to give him battel, led on himſelf in perſon, thoſe Souldiers he had or- 
dered for the firſt charge ; and with ſo much fury, that as he loſt multitudes out of 
his own Army by our valours, ſo not a few of our brave Commanders ſacrificed their 
lives by reaſon of his numbers: And truly this ſerved, but to ſharpen the points of 
our ſwords to more devaſtations, ſince in an inſtant on both ſides, our Troops and 
Companies began to be divided, onely by heaps of dead bodies, that appeared in 
ſome fort to be circumſcribed by bounds, or rather Rivers of blood, whilſt the living 
were forced to ſeck out new paths for agitation, wherein friends were no more pitied 
after their fall, then enemies ſpared in the hgh: I muſt confeſs, the very God of 
War himſelf might have entertained thoughts of compaſſion in his unrelenting 
breaft, if he had been bur preſent at thoſe ſlaughters: This for a long ſeaſon con- 
tinned the diſpute ſo equal in all our opinions, that every man in the wy Bang ſeemed 
to expect for his reward no leſs a prize then Exarc hus Crown: But Farezins, whe- 
ther finding that his men had ſome inclination to retire , by which means as he 
thought, thoſe other ſupplies he ſpeedily expected from the reſt of his party, might 
be diſincouraged to haſten to his aid; or that he had ſome other deſign or ſtrata- 
— in Mis imaꝑination, ſince his valour and courage were never yet ſuſpected by 
is greateſt enemies, of a ſudden, when almoſt every Souldier attended with impa- 
tiency the determinable fucceſs of the battle, as if the iſſue onely had been to lead 
and direct their eternal fates hereafter , as well as their preſent fortune and felicity 
upon Earth, cauſed the retreat to be ſounded : But this reſolution, however it 
ſuited well enongh with the time of the day, for that the evening began haftily to 
approach; yet we of the Town were ſcarce ſatisfied with the execution, ſince 
our heated paſſions, if not invincible hopes, were carried on with violence, to com-

Nevertheleſs, as I told you, although we 
were extream ſorry thus to ſuffer our enemies to part away, as it were upon equall 
terms, from thoſe harſh and unwelcome entertainments we intended them; yet per- 
ceiving that the. moſt part of the Army had already ſecured themſelves within thoſe 
Trenches I mentioned, and that a great Squadron or reſerve of Horſe (which untill 
then we had not. diſcovered , being ſheſtred bebinde a dark coverture of a thick 
wood) ſeemed to intend, as if they aimed to get between us and the Town, we 
thought it beſt alſo to retire into the City, with what orderly ſpeed we could poſlibly 
make, whereby the-Enemy might have no advantage at all of our haſte, either in ef- 
fect ot opinion.

— you may be ſure, was not well ſatisfied with the ſucceſs of this employ. 
ment; andthe rather, for that as he was afraid to ventute upon any, dangerous and 
deſperate attempt, in regard he had already ſufficiently tryed the valour and reſolu. 
tions of his Enemies; ſo was he not able, before he. ſhauld receive new ſuppli 
from the Senate, to beſiege the Town round about, whereby to hinder us ſtom all 
proviſion : Theſe conſiderations cauſed him for ſome time to labour the invention of 
many deſigns, as well in his own private thoughts, as by the advice and counſel of his 
friends: one while he had a minde abſolutely to give over the ſiege, as conceiving it 
not onely to be a work of extraordinary difficulty, but in a manner appeared to he 
deſtructive to his other purpoſes, both in the ſettling of the affairs of the King- 
dom, according to his own imaginary deſire, as alſo in regard of the protraction and 
tediouſneſs of the War, that probably would, as be apprehended, weary the expecta- 
tions of all his friends: beſides, be conſidered the dangerous conſequencys-it might 
produce in the belief of the multitude, who formerly ſeemed to be caftied on to 
his aſſiſtance by the opinion of his fortune and valour , that never yet failed to the 
outward view of the people, either againſt the King himſelf, or any of. his greateſt 
Generals: Of the other fide he doubred, if be ſhould now deſiſt from bis already 
undercaken attempt, he might thereby, not onely render his enemies much more in- 
ſolent in their thoughts and proceedings, (by whoſe example the other parts of Zy- 
dia, now as it were ſtanding at a gaze; would be encouraged) but alſo would bring 
him in leſſe eſtimation with the Senate, where he was aſſured many were ve- 
ry inclinable to deſtroy his deſigns. Theſe perplexities, I ſay , detained the 
thoughts of Fare xius for many dayes, ſtill expecting thoſe ſupplies which had 
been do long promiſed him, without any certain reſolution, untill at laſt he be- 
came informed of à project, that ſeemed to appear probable enough in his ap- 
prehenſion.

He was advertiſed, that not far from his Camp Leonides had a brave Caſtſe, not 
more ſtrongly ſeated by Nature, then fortified by the entire affections of his Friends 
and Tennants, that had their habitations within the circumference of that commo- 
dious juriſdiction; thither were retired, for their ſuppoſed better ſecurity , his Wife 
and her onely Son, attended by ſome few ſervants of their numerous family: The 
Childe exceeded not the age of thirteen, whoſe years gave him not ſufficient ſtrength 
and conveniency, in his mothers opinion as yet to accompany his Father inthe wars; 
wherefore being directed by a commiſſion from Leonides, befote he entred upon his 
preſent employment, to remain under the tuition of his vertuous and indulgent La- 
dy, they both were kept there ſafe, by the ſtrong. guard of their own innocency , as 
they thought. ſince almoſt no tyranny ever prejudiced the right of women and chil- 
dren, notwichſtanding any actions of their parents and husbands : But it ſhould ſeem 
that Maxime could not be a fufficient protection againſt ends and intereſt : For the 
General finding, that neither his power or violence were able yet to work any thing 
upon the courage and conſtancy of Leoxides, was induced to try another ſtratagem, 
which was forthwith to ſeize upon the perſon of the Boy; and when he had bim in 
his power, either to make him a ſacrifice to his own ſpleen , or a means to reduce his 
Fathers ſpirit, whereby to entertain ſuch conditions, as were moſt convenient for his 
purpoſes: To this effect, he called unto him a Troop of Horſe, upon whoſe valours 
and fidelity he chiefly relyed, in all matters of greateſt truſt and difficulty, unto whom 
he gave a ſtrict charge, preſently to put in execution this deſign, wich as much pri- 
vacy and induſtry as poſſibly they could. | . „ 
The Souldiers, when they had receired theſe orders and commands, from the 
mouth and directions of their almoſt never contradicted General, they haſted in the 
nightſeaſon to the mentioned Caſtle, where firſt placing a convenient guard round

with ſomething a chearful countenance, well conſidered the beauty of the Boy, 
lifting up his eyes to the Heavens, as if a little he demanded pardon for his at- 
tempt, and by ſome diſcourſes had a while pleaſed his apprelienſion with the childes 
witty replies, he gave preſent order, to have a Scaffold erected upon a Mount, in the 
full view and fight of the City: whilſt every one ſeemed in a manner to be con- 
founded; with the expeRation of the intention and event, he called a certain Soul- 
dier ofthe Army unto him, whom he ſent preſently to Leonides his Father, not onely 
to fignifie unto his conſideration, the dolefulneſs of that ſpectacle ready prepared 
for a ſacrifice, but to wiſh him to take it into his choice, whether he would behold 
the death of his dear and onely Son, or. willingly deliver the Town under his com- 
mand,” upon reaſonable and honourable conditions: And afterward if he pleaſed, 
either go home, and enjoy the poſſeſſions quietly of his own eftate and fortunes, with 
the comfort and conſolation of his beloved wife and family, or obtain what employ.

Before this diſmal — could make his return, the Lady Salana, wife to Leo- 
vides, (as it were tranſported even to diſtraction, with all the ſeveral paſſions, that 
are accuſtomed to wait upon love, grief, compaſſion, and the ſenſe of ſo great a 
lo) herſelf in perſon arrived in the Camp; where being no Tooner come, but ſhe 
was preſently informed, of the unfortunate fate almoſt determined of her moſt 
beloved Son: ſo that ſhe flew, rather then went, with violence to the feet of the 
General, accompanied by ſuch circumſtances of tears, ſighs, and ſuch other acclama- 
tions, as het lamentable condition conceived neceſſary, for the obtaining of her re. 
queſt: Furexius, whoſe Decrees for the molt part were irrevocable., eſteeming it a 
kinde of a a fin againſt his Honour, to appear perſwaded in matters of conſequence, 
either by pity or importunity, after ſhe had made her deſire known, though more by 
her pale looks and diftempered languge, then by her words or diſcourſes,” the Gene» 
ral told her, that as her ſuit remained in her own Husbands breaſt to determine, fo 
could not he himſelf give any poſitive anſwer to her demand, untill the meſſenger 
he had ſent to know her Lords minde, were returned with his determinate reply: In 
the interim, he wiſhed her to repoſe her ſelf, with as much patience and quiet as ſhe 
could to her trembling thoughts, ſince the contrary, as he ſaid, would be of no va- 
lue at all to her cauſe.

This reſolute Anſwer of Leonides you may imagine, did neither pleaſe or ſatisfie 
the greedy expectation of Farezizes: Of the other ſide, poor Salona was wholly 
overcome by her own prevailing paſſions ;- for as ſhe knew her Husband to be moſt 
wilfully conſtant in all the decorums, that belonged to "thoſe points of Honour he 
bad once conceived in his thoughts, ſo did ſhe very probably ſuppoſe , that Fare- 
zi could not by what means foever, be withdrawn from putting in —_—

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thoſe determinations he had at any time abſolutely reſolved in his minde. With theſe 
apprehenſions ſhe quickly funk down. tothe ground before the company, giving out 
ſuch a ſcreck, as if che whole world had been concerned in the occaſions of ber grief:

Although this rigorous mercy, ſeemed little leſs to many then an unexampled cru- 
clty, yet Salona, when ſhe rather expected a preſent execution, then any favour at all, 
it ſounded to her cars, as from ſome Divine Oracle pronounced, ſince her deſperate 
deſpair had reduced ber thoughts to nothing hut horrid imaginations, full of black and 
fearful objects: Wherefore with a humility , that could not but ſatisfie the bigheft 
pride upon earth, ſhe caſt her ſelf again at his feet, with ſuch a profeſſion of thanks, 
as might well have purchaſed her Sons life, over and above the grace granted, if Fa- 
rex iss ends had not much gone beyond all the cules of good nature and compaſſion: 
The ſorrowful Lady with many hopes, but more fears, proceeded to the Town, where 
being preſently brought to the preſence of her cruel , though honourable husband 
(as 11 conceived) without many circumſtances, but what tears and ſighs firſt uſhered 
in, ſhe ſaluted him with this language. 

Alat, alas, my Lord, ſaid ſhe, have we altogether forgot nature that formed us, and 
worality that ſhould render our converſations humane? can all thoſe multitude of vows 
made at our unfortunate marriage, be ſo eaſily broken without any apprehenſion , onely co- 
loured by pretences of Loyalty and Allegiance ? Cannot Euarchus Crown be maintained 
by his friends, without atts of horrour ſhewed to themſelves ? What ſacrifices wil next 
ſucceed to the amazed world, when parents ſhall comply in thoſe ſlaughters, which the worſt 
Furies can ſcarce endure to behold ? Are theſe the ſweet comforts of our dear embrace- 
mente, when the chief fruits of our chaſte endeavours, ſhall be deſtroy ed by aur ſelves,? For 
ever henceforward let all thoſe Nuptial rights be accurſed , that produce any thing elſe but 
barrenneſs to the world, ſince the uſual effects belonging to. theſe Ceremonies , are 
caſt off from our affection, without any conſideration or pitty ? What may my aged 
Parents think of their Daughters fortunes , that promiſed ſo much felicity to their 
years, when they joyfully aſſiſted at our Nuptials, fince ſhe bad not ſo much  4ntereſe 
with ber unkinde Husband, as to procure but his conſent ,. to the ſaving. of, that 
onely San, in whom was to be continged the very honour and ſucceſſion of übe Fami- 
ly : To what madneſs do paſſions fige in this age, when we leave off the common way of 
Juſtice and Humanity, as I may ſay wilfullj deſtroying that which we moſt deſire r con-

tered by the endeavours of bis own Father: *T is maſt certain that Faretius doth 
foew bimſUf & greut deal leſs cruel, in proſecuting the death of his eftuemed nomie, then 
Leonides who becomes the uur elenting deſtroyer of his chiefeſt friends ; fu {have 
aur Son Ave, when the Father is moſt violent to have him dye: No, nv, do note!

O 1 until now never unwelcome, moſt dear Salona, ſinte the ſatisfaRion of thy im-

the golden baits of fallacy and deceit; fo far as to believe a little life preſerved in 
thy Son, ought to be eſteemed before the eternal memory of him, that ſhould be 
more in thy thoughts then all other humane conſiderations whatſoever | Bis true, I 
muſt confeſs, our childe like a young bloſſom cropt before its time, cannot but bring 
at preſent ſome amazement to our apprehenfſons ; yet when that beautiful flower of 
honour hath once ſhed its vertue , O never, never will it grow again to our advan- 
tage: At the worſt, bright Epitaphs in golden Letters will ſnew to all people what 
we were, that not onely contended, but overcame our fortunes in theſe difficulties ; 
wherefore again, dear Saloua, let not any black cloud of infamy , darken thy many 
eminent vertues, which I would haveſtill conquerours over all humane obſtacles, botff_ 
for thy own ſake and mine- Fame, fame, is that muſt. make us both live eternally, 
when as Children oftentimes in this life prove but ſcourges to our thoughts, and af- 
terward an ignominy to themſelves : The greateſt conflict at preſent is, to put off ſo 
much of indulgent ſenſe, that cauſeth thee more to deſire thy childe, then to love him, 
fince his innocency cannot but carry him to a better place, which thou wouldeſt appa- 
rently endanger, onely to pleaſe thy own appetite , and certainly ſuch a per dition the 
immortal Gods would require at thy hands: beſides conſider, that his years eannot ſtill 
continue at the ſame ſtay; for although now thou haſt him abſolutely under thy own 
juriſdiction, yet it will not be long before others poſſeſs more ef him then thy ſelf, 
perhaps being tired with thy over- much indulgency : Certainly his inconſtant youth, 
will begin every day more then other, rather to look at his own pleaſures then to 
think of thy ſatisfaction; and perhaps with ſo little gratitude to thy regard, not- 
withſtanding all thy love and care, that unconcerned perſons in his proſperity, will

nuancy of her authority as able to procure; ſince as his perſon was ſubject to be 
deſpiſed by che Nobility and Gentry of our Nation, ſo in of his being an- 
other Countrey- man, probably upon all caſual accidents he ſhould be very much ſuſ- 
pecked dy the Subjects: And truly I muſt ſay, ſhe had no hard labour to compaſſe 
this deſign, for as Oreſtes was eſteemed both inconſtant and flothful in his diſpoſition, 
without almoſt any ambition whatſoòever, either to be employed or govern, ſo of the 
other ſide was ¶ vndris aged and covetous ; wherefore preſent eaſe and continual ſup-

benefits or dependency': The rather might they effect theſe purpoſes, in regard 
onely of the preſent diſtempers and troubles of the world, that none knew ſo well as 
Marariu how to compoſe, by reaſon of his employments during the life of Philo- 
fires, but alſo, for that molt of the Nobility themſelves were ſo envious one againſt 
another, that they were not willing any but a meer ſtranger ſhould have any abſolute 
Intereſt and Juriſdition: This the rather, in regard they ſuppoſed when they pleaſed 
they could eaſily deftroy the power both of M. c arius and the Queen, as not haying 
either ſafficient «kill or kindred, to maintain their Authority againſt the leaſt combi- 
nation of the Kingdom, time enough as they thought, when Orontes the King ſhould 
approach nearer to his years of Command; which as tis ſaid, the Laws of Syria 
allow him, when his ſtature may ariſe in growth, to the heighth of the Royal Sword 
of the Nation, carried before our Kings commonly in Triumphs: In the next place 
it was held, not onely convenient, but neceſſary for the better eſtabliſhing of the 
Queens Government, to continue afoot thoſe Wars already begun, — * were 
againſt her own Brother, unleſs he would yield in a 'manner to contemptible condi. 
tions: Her pretence howſoever was, that Orſames before his death had directed the 
terms of agreement, which could not be well altered (as they ſaid) until our young 
King Orontes ſhould come to his full years of conſent; an obſtacle as *rwas. fuppo- 
ſed, onely put in by ſuch as have the diſpoſe of the Treaſure of the Kingdom, where- 
by they colourably may lay what Taxations they pleaſe upon the people for. their 
own advantages: But nevertheleſs, however the wars went on ſtill with:a. continued 
violence, both againſt Soraſtros King of Egypt, and Artaxes great Prince of Army- 
nia, yet a general Treaty was agreed to be upon the Confines of eithers Territory, 
where every concerned party was to appear in perſon, or by his Deputies; with ſuch 
claims as his own confidence could any way challenge in particular; there as *cwas 
given out to be righted if it were poſſible, by ſome hopeful and peaceable agreement: 
But whether this was onely to amuſe the people, with thoughts of that which was 
neverintended > Or that the true deſign was, for the intentional and actual good and 
ſettlement of A/ia, I cannot ſay, or will diſpute > But ſo it was, that the wars not- 
withſtanding continuing, the ſon of Printe Condri was ordained by the Queen{know- 
ing bis ſpitits to be both violent and reſtleſs, and therefore nor held fit to be too much 
intereſted in private Councels at Court) to be great General of all our Armies, that 
were to be employed either within or without the Kingdom: It cannot be denied, but 
that he carried himſelf in theſe ſervices during bis Fathers life, with ſuch judgement, 
courage, and fidelity, that as his many victotieꝭ gained as well dominion as honor to 
the kingdom of Syria, ſo did it give (as it ſhonld ſeem) ſo many cauſes of jealoyſie to 
the Iſland of Cyprus, concerning the future greatneſs of 20 Nation , that — 
L 3 anding 
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ſanding all che powerful perſwalians of the Duke of Cyprus to the contrary;ahe peo- 
ple would needs make a peace with the King of Egypt, without the conſent andaliow- 
ance of our State, that until then kept a moſt firm and ſtrict correſpondeney with us, 
as well in matters of peace n war; inſomuch, as preſently We were conſtrained to 
ſnuſſte up anotber accord wich the Countrep of: Armenia, not ſo aduantageahle for 
Cabanas, and other pretended injured Princes, as we both promiſed and intended: 
truly Sir, l wer” Conderoſus,; che ſon of old Condris, had purchaſt 88 
much fame in the hither parts of A ,, as his merits joyned with ſo few yrars could 
puſſihlyenpact, yet oi a ſudden not long after bis Fathers death, whoſe wiſdom and 
temper belike had kene his ambition in ſome order, he began publickly ta quarrel, not 
onely with the Goveinment of the State, but with the very faſhions and converſati- 
on of the Court; however for no other teaſon as it was ſuppaled, but for that a- 
Suri ſcemed to be more eminent hy the Queens favour , in ſteering all affairs of 
cot then himſelf: In his common diſcourſes amongſt his Compa nions, be 
pretended, that as Maxarius and the Queen were too nearly united in their affecti- 
ons; for the good and proſperity of the Kingdom of Syria, fa were their proceed. 
ing in that particular extreamly diſhonourable to themſelves, if not apparantly ſcan- 
dalous to the world, fince thereby the birth of the young King after ſo long a bar - 
retineſs might eme in ſuturo times to be both ſuſpected and queſtioned, perhaps as 
*rwas faid; to the involving of the Kingdom of Syria in a dangerous and laſting ci. 
vil war; but tho wiſer fort of people, rather feared his violent ambition, joy ned 
with his nearer pretention to the Crown, (if the Iſſue Royal now being ſhould. fail) 
were the chief cauſes of his diſtempers and. preſumption ;. beſides he intimated that 
the Queen and Maarius being both ſtrangers by birth, might have ſome deſigns in 
their intentions, of ſome dangerous and pernitious conſequences, to the Nobility and 
Governmertof Syria, whereby the State in time might come to be betrayed to a 
forreign power and juriſdiction: And laſt of all he ſeemed to complain exceedingly, 
that tł — 2 ———.— to ſports and luxury, the diſpoſition of the 
young King, vns in apparant to be ſo adulterated with the enticements of 
flattery and pleaſure, that he would ſoon caſt off from his thoughts, all deſire either 
of action or glory, that in former ages made his noble Anceſtors famous in the world: 
the rather as chey ſaid, were theſe fears to be prevented by the jndicious conſiderati- 
onof the Printes of the blood, in that Aadomida the Queen, endeavoured to place 
no perſons about her Son, but a few ignorant and fantaſtical women, or ſuch of her 
own abſoſute Creatures, that neither underſtood honour, or were willing to ſee the 
King practiſe vertue. As I muſt needs affirm, that theſe extravagaht diſcourſes procee- 
ded onely ſrom the private and ambitious ends of young Conderoſur, for his own par- 
ticular advantage, whereby the better to mount himſelf into the principal places of 
Goverument and Command, (if his thoughts and deſigns tended not to a worle 
end, by reaſon of his blood and extraction) ſo will I not deny altogether, but that 
the Queen and Aus ſtrived to detain Orontes ſo much within their own power, 
and jut ſtiction, that ſcarceconld he come to the competent knowledge of any thing 
within the compaſs of his own Kingdom, much leſs the tranſa ctions of forreign Prin- 
ces, but what ſhould be meerly derived from their authority and intereſt. I muſt con- 
feſs his youth is continually to be inſtructed by gallant and knowing men, in 
all ſorts of Sciences and noble actions, that pretend either to honour or piety ; 
eſpecially for that his natural endowments are capable of the higheſt perfeRions 
art can beſto upon mortality, according to the beſt knowing judgements of 
Syria; however I cannot ſay, but that he bath ſufficient: already of theſe for any 
Prince living, but certainly he might have much more, if theſe private maximes of 
State. policy did not ſomething obſtruct the Queens endeavours, being put in the 
head perhaps, that as in the time of Philoſtros ſhe was kept rather as a guarded 
priſoner then as Wife or Queen to great Orſame King of Syria, ſo loſing her autho- 
rity over her ſon, (he might quickly rauen to the ſame condition again, by the ſpight 
and craſt of her adverſaries: neither wants ſhe the warning example of the old Q 
Anaxin,te give her a ſufficient tafte of her own fate, if ſhe ſhould loſe her preſent 
Domigion, who in our dayes was fo circumvented by her own ſervant —— 
inſtea 


ed to live a baniſhed perſon alt the dayes of her life ; and in her death was notallow- 
ed any thing at all to perform convenient Funerals, belonging to the birth and qua- 
lity of ſo great a Princeſs; who was Mother to the mightieſt King of all Aſia: A. 
this Sir may be thought ſome digreſſion from my ſtory, to will I now inform you more 
to our purpoſes: Our Queen Andromida conceiving theſe intimations, if not reall 
diſcourſes of Conderoſus, would in time prove ſomething dangerous to her own. quier, 
and her ſons proſperity; if not carefully prevented, bethought her ſelf , (ſince as yet 
ſhe had not ground enough as ſhe believed, to fall out openly with the violent ambi. 
tion of that young Prince) if poſſible ſhe could divert the inconveniency and hazzard 


7 ſome: forreign employment anſwerable to his dignityand quality: To this effect, 


I ſay, both ſhe and Afazarims remembred; that much of the Kingdom of Egypt 
had been lately conquered, either by Orſames fortune, or Philoſtros policy, with the 
great and rich City of Memphis, which now again in part began to be recovered by 
Foraſtros, ſince he was freedin ſome ſort from his Carchag inian troubles; thicher ſhe 
reſolved to ſend Conderoſus, both to conquer and command, hoping his Honouicould 
hardly refuſe the employment without ſome diſgrace , however, ſhe intended to play 
with him at that diſtance, as well oncerning the ſupplies that were neceſſarily to be 
ſent after him for his better proviſion, as for that being perſonally far from Court, ſne 
might have opportunity upon every occaſion, to leſſen his growing eſteem in her oun 
Kingdom: But whether Condero/# before his departure, perceived this ſtratagem 
ot no, I cannot certainly tell; yet ſure I am, that after his arrival upon the confines 
of Egypt, pretending to act great matters for the Kings ſervice, he found his Forces 


mueh too weak, (at leaſtwiſe ſo given out by his own friends and ſervants) to cope 


with ſo great and powerful an Enemy as his Adverſary: That when he had remained 
there for ſome moneths, perpetually ſending in the interim to Court for freſh ſup- 
plies, at laft extreamly diſcontented to the outward viewof the world, he returned 
before he was called for to the Regal City of Damaſcus, leaving behinde him with 
his Army onely one Sinus as General. Although at Court he received not that 
welcome he ſeemed to expect; neither were the Citizens much noted to adore his 
fortunes, yet both he a hall his faction, began to double, if not treble his former 
exclamations againſt the Government of the State, which for ſome time ſeemed to 
have lain aſleep, by reaſon of his forreign employment, that obliged him to a ne- 
ceſſary abſence : Theſe inſolencies of Conderofyw , (as they were interpreted by the 
Queens creatures and favourites) were held inconfiftent with the peaceable quiet of 
the Syrian affairs, if not moſt diſhonourable to the perſons both of Oronter and: his 
mother; wherefore in a private Councel, wherein none were admitted but-Oreftes, 
Aazariws, and ſome few others of the ſame intereſt, it was decreed; that Conderoſies 
ſhonld be forthwith ſecur'd with may of his kindred, leſt from his particular (though 
bold) diſcontent, might ariſe publick and dangerous troubles to the whole Kingdom; 
and the better as they believed, might they put in execution this deſign, for that Con- 
deroſus, by reaſon of ſome actions of pride, had lately much offended a great part of 
the Inhabitants of the rich and potent City of Damaſcus: To this purpoſe ; one 
morning very early, the ſupream Councel of the Court pretending ſome weighty buſi- 
neſs of an extraordinary conſequence, that bad aſſembled them together, in which 
number as the moſt neceſſarieſt inſtruments belonging both to war and peace, Prince 
Conderoſus could not poſſibly be ſpared, he was invited in all haſte: Upon his arrival 
(the guards of the Kings houſe in the interim being doubled) his follomers were deſi- 
red by ſome of the Captains to ſtay below. becauſe as they ſaid, the Councel it ſelf was 
held in. the firſt Chamber above ſtairs, where were preſent both the King and the 
Queen ; notwithſtanding they preſſed violently after their Lord, until he wiſht them 

to retire into the Garden, where he would as he ſaid, when the Councel ſhould be 
ended, repair unto them by a back way through the privy Lodgings; vhilſt he was de- 
livering thus much to his followers, there was ane of the company told him io bis 
ear, that he feared his perſon might be betrayed to ſome ſpeedy confinement, inire- 
gard as they paſt along the ſouldiers, they might _ many ſpeeches and whilj * 
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inſtead of remaining intruſted; and eſteemed by her Son O- ſames, ſhe us cbnſtrain- 
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chat eſſect: Cunenoſiu rather diſdaining the thonght of ſuch an attempt; then appre- 
hending any danger intended to his particular, haſtily replyed, that he would fain 
unter wich the boldneſs of that perſon, which-queſt put in execution ſueh an en - 
terprise, finee the power of che whole Court could noe protect him from his in- 
dignation, if at all from the peoples hates and fury : With theſe words he paſſed 
prbe ſtairs, where be had not remained many minutes. in an oumard Room belong- 
ing to the Kings private Cabinet with two of his friends, before they were If three 
pr anon band a ſcore Officers, who belike had been appointed by the Queens 
direction to that ſerrice: Although Conderoſut with a violent rage and impatiency, 
ſeemed to call the aſſiſtance of alt the Gods to revenge his injuries 1 
Brothers {who were alſo in the fame condition of reſtraint as himſelf) not onely 
moderately began to expoſtulate with their Keepers, the reaſons and cauſes of their 
impriſonment, but humbly defired to have ſome conference with the Queer about 
the buſineſs, but ſhe, whether apprehending that they might prevail too much-up- 
on her nature, or fearing the company preſent would receive overmuch ſatisfaction 
by their Difcourſes, to the prejudice of her intentions and deſigns, being confidenc 
pn erde bo and his faction, could never be wrought abſolutely to lay down their 
ambition; which ſhe knew to be of a moſt dangerous confequence to the Crown 
and A ffgirs of Syria, pretended for the inſtant an indiſpoſition in her health, and 
therefore could neither ſtir out of her chamber, or admit any diſpute of a violent 
nature, which as ſhe ſaid the matter and theſe accidents muſt needs produce; onely 
ſhe wiſhr the priſoners to reſt patient and ſatisfied with their fortune, untill a more 
convenient ſeaſon might produce their releaſe: This Anſwer and Reſolution: = y 
diſpoſed of the Princes co their ſeveral lodgings within the Kings Palace, whilſt in 
the interim, ſhe, by the advice and directions chiefly of Aﬀezarins , not onely ſet 
forth a Proclamation, towards the further ſatisfaction of the people and Citizens of 
Dama ſcuc, that contained in brief all the cauſes and reaſons of Conderoſus confine- 
ment, hut nnderhand endeavoured to perſwade Oreſtes the Kings Uncle, that the 
ſucceſſion and proſperity of himſelf , would have been in danger to be deſtroy- 
ed, by the ambition and pride of young Conderafus, as well as the preſent Go- 
vernment of her Son, if either he were or ſhould be at lilgey : But however for 
that inftant the City ſeemed not much enflamed at the buſineſs, -being in ſome ſort 
keptin order by the power ora poten! Guard, the Princes were _ in 
the dead of the night removed to a ffrong Caſtle without the Town : After this, 
both Ma carius and the Queen for their better ſecurity, in a general Aſſembly in the 
Town-houſe of Damaſcus, where moſt of the Nobility within the City, accompa- 
nied by ſome principal Flamins of the Kingdom, were met together, not onely 
agreed but declared, that within a few moneths all the States of Syria ſhould be 
called together, whereby the more indifferently to hear and determine the juſt grie- 
vances of the Nation, according to the ancient cuſtom of the Kingdom, provided 
young Orontes ſome dayes before by the general allowance of themſelves and people, 
might be proclaimed of full years to govern. This ſeemed both to content and 
Pleaſe all forts of intereſts; however it was thought by many wiſe men; that Aa. 
z4rins and his faction, had in this particular out- witted the Aſſembly , when as for 
the prefent, he had not onely laid aſleep all endeavours of the people, which might 
any way riſe for the relea{ement of the Princes, but it would be abſolutely in the 
Kings power, being acknowledged of full years to rule before the time appointed, 
either to diſpaſe of the Aſſemblies actions and proceedings, according to his own 
and Mathers deſigns, or to break it up without doing any thing at all; as being 
a thing refolyed on, whilſt he was under years: The rather might it be ſo intended, 
in regard it was generally given out, that Aararius, if not the Queen her ſelf, 
ſhould be queſtioned” by chat Authority: Neverthelefſe to the outward view 
of the world, things went on for ſome time in a kinde of a fair progreſs, all peo- 
ple believing this expected great Aſſembly, would prove an abſolute cure for the 
wounds, the Kingdom had received by mifgovernment , during the non-ageof the 
King; yet chere might be noted amongſt the common people, a certain bitter fling

thority :: As theſe intendqants and 1 s ee for ſome ſeaſon, by rea- 
ſon chat Sr tres King of Egypt (taking advantage of our diſcontents and troubles 
at home) invaded of a ſudden the Syrian Territories wich à powerful Army, ſo was 
Mazaris4 38 *ewas thought by many, glad of this occaone, whereby he wighe (by 
expoling his on perſon in the Battle, that was neceſſarily co be ſought between the 
ewo Nations) gain ſome apinion, concerning his figelit and valour : amongſt the 
common people of our Coyntrey : Ta lay the plain trath, he carried bimſelf 10 gal- 
Jancly and wiſely in that adventure, that not ongly the Geaegal of Sargfres was beat- 
en, and the whole Army routed, but many conſiderable Towns were preſently ren- 
dred to his mercy and diſcrętian. This however it returned him to Court, with a 
Ne deal of honour and ſatisfaction to thoſe perſons, that were altogether of the 
u 


| eens faction, yet it neither took much with the deſires of the multitude, or ſeem- 
0 one jot ro leſſen their deſires, if nat violence, to have the Princes forthwich 
releaſed. | 0 JL 
Although both Maxarius and the Queen were ſomething troubled, that neither of 
their endeavours could advance their own credits amongſt the common people, or de- 
ſtroy the opinion of Conderoſus with the multitude, ſince they believed ic was graund- 
ed upon anamhition , that onely aimed to take away their authority; yet having 
confidence ſufficient in the Kings power and their yu intexeſt, they relolyed by ſame 
plauſible attonement or other, to deliyer the Princes, not onely free from their bonds, 
but to reſtore them again to all their ancient honours and gignities: Oreſtes the Kings 
Uncle, was ſomething at the firſt e troubled at Ne determination, in re- 
gard, that as in the beginning he had been poſſeſt wich an opinion, bow tbat Conae- 
roſus intended his deſtruction, as well as the lefſegipg of 4{q+.07ims power, ſoa was 
he to the outward appearance of the Councel, more violent then all the reſt, to have 
both Conderoſus and his friends xeſtrained Rill for fear, of future danger; his nature 
being ſomething timerous as well as inconſtant: But at Jaſt he was alſo abſolutely con- 
verted, if not throughly pleaſed with the action; and to that purpoſe ſent ſome 
complements to the Princes before they came out of Priſqn ; Of the other ſide Aa. 
⁊arſus to be beforehand with all the world, in reſpect, for that he imagined bimſelf 
moſt ſuſpeRed of all others; ſince conceived injuries are ſcarce ever forgotten by 
high ſpirits, when they mount to perſonal diſgraces, made preſently a journey 
himſelf to the Princes, where he not onely excuſed his own thoughts in particular 
concerning them, but laid the fault for the. moſt part of their confinement upon 
Oreſtes; whom they anſwered with the like complements, though by what thoughts 
of belief, it was not very well known, however much ſuſpected: It was not 
many dayes after this, before Conderoſus and his company came to Court, as it were 
to preſent the firſt fruits of their delivery to the King and Queen, who received them 
in qutward appearance with all courteſie and favour could be imagined , that might 
either give ſatisfaction to the people, or content to themſelyes: notwithſtanding 
within a while after, Coxdero/z4 not onely abſented himſelf from Court, but in 3 
manner kept his perſon continually in his own houſe, however viſited daily by many 
friends, as it were onely attending the approaching time, both for the King to be de- 
clared of age, and the great Aſſembly to meet: Many opinions there were in the in- 
terim concerning his intentions: Some thought he abſtained from the Kings Palace, 
whereby to be the ſooner ſent for, and put into eminent commands , according to 
his dignity and ambition; others again believed, that craftily he avoided all manner 
of ſulpicion, whereby upon the meeting of the great Councel , he might the like- 
lier be put in truſt with the whole affairs of the Kingdom unlookt for, But it was 
not very long ere his actions and carriage diſcoyered evidently bis intentions to the 


world; for che time arriving of the King coming to years, whereupon he was decla-

of 0 ſhare of Government with her Son; they contained in effect theſe deſires, 


ſome new honours and 9 be beſtowed upon them: And laſtly, they re- 
quired to have a general peace coneluded between the two Crowns of Egypt and Sy- 
ria. To theſe demands this anſwer was quickly returxned; That Macarius reſolved 
within a very few dayes , to withddraw himſelf from the Court and Kingdom ro 
ſome forreign parts, whereby to give better ſatisfaction to that unity pretended ; 
however as he ſaid, it ſtood both with the honour and juſtice of the Kingdom, to ſuf- 
fer him firſt to come to a legal tryal before competent Judges, where he refuſed not to 
anſwer, whereby the better to clear his own actions from flander, fince he conceived 
hitherunto, he was ſo far from having commited crimes againſt the good of the King 
and bis people, that he had performed many eminent ſervices towards the honour 
and proſperity of the Kingdom of Syria : To the ſecond, which concerned the Princes, 
and other of the Nobility , this farther reply was made; That however they ſeemed 
now to be in open rebellion againſt the Kings undoubted authority, yet was his Ma je- 
ſty Killing by the advice of bis Councel, whereby a laſting friendſhip and obedience, 
might in the general be ſettled amongſt his people, not onely to pardon, but to reſtore 
the Princes to his fayour, with an additition alſo of ſach offices beſtowed tipon them, 
as be could conveniently grant, and they in reaſon require: And laſt of all, concerning 
the peace defired between the two Crowns, as the King would not be failing in any 
kinde to entertain the motion, ſo ſhould the judgement of the particulars be left to 
the opinions of the great Aſſembly, that ſhortly were to meet about the principal 
affiirs of the Nation; provided that all theſe things being performed, both Conde- 
roſus, and the reſt of his faction, ſhould preſently lay down Arms, and fairly return 
to their wonted obedience: Although theſe determinations were not. onely ſent to 
Conderoſuc, but preſently put in execution, accordingly ; yet he began, inſtead of 
; diſmifling of his Souldiers as be had promiſed , to make new quarrels againſt the 
| Queens domeſtick ſervants, pretending, that however Macarius was really in perſon 
departed the Kingdom of Syria, nevercheleſs, be had left bebinde him in the Queens 
"Cabinet his ſpirit, with thoſe creatures of his that would have ſtill a fapream influ- 
| ence 
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againſt che Queen and her Councel, in regard that Aararius had declared to {opde- 
rpſus, that he had been the chief, if not onely means of the Princes confinements ; 
Beſides it was thought, that Oreſtes had a deſign to bring in one of his wn favouxites, 
to ſupply the places of baniſht Macarius: All theſe zcaſons, 1 ſay, being pur toge- 
ther; were no doubt occaſions ſtill ta continue the differences; inſomuch as the Queen 
was conſtrained to provide, nat onely for the Kings ſupport, but her own defence, 
in regard as ſhe very well perceived (by thoſe propoſitions Canderoſus had made , to 
have ſome of her ſervants of truſt baniſhed with Maxariut) her own juriſdiction 
and power amongſt other things, was alſo aimed to be deſtroyed, if not with it the 
abſolute authority of ber Son. As this occaſioned new and violent leavies of all ſides, 
ſo was it not long before Audromida and the King quitted the great City pf Dawsſ+ 
cus, to the abſoſute diſpoſe of Oreſes, who as they found, was neither to be won ro 
their party, or the Townſmen long to be ſecured by them, where the intereſt of the 
Princes had ſo great an influence, beſides they were alſq informed, that moſt part of 
the Citizens, had a deſign privately to have ſeparated the King from his Mother : After 
the King and the Queen had thus freed themſelves Feat ſe dangers, they pre ſent ly 
repaired to their Army in the Field; between which and the Souldiers of C vnderaſus, 
there had been already many encounters of various ſueceſs. Audromida and Gren rer 
finding their affairs in this perplexity, the Princes powers increaſing, retired into 2 
ſtrong Town well fortified for their defence, having neither many Troops to contend 
with cheir Adverſaries Forces, or much money left them to pay ſuch as they bad al- 
ready raiſed , in regard moſt of the Royal Revenues were abſolutely obſtructed

throughout. the whole Kingdom: When they had remained fax ſome weeks in that 


place, in the interim underſtanding daily of the various ſucceſs of their ſmall Army, 
whilſt their ears were continually tormented with new. Petitions from. other Cities, 
all in a manner perſwading the King, rather to yield to the deſites and demands of the 
Princes, then to continue a dangerous and hazaardable War, with the blood and 
livesof his poor Subjects; of a ſudden Mararius himſelf appeared with a moſt 
powerful and gallant Army, that had been procured by his money and induſtry in 
other Conntries, though now led by himfelf in ' for the aſſiſtance and defence 
of Kingly power, to be imployed as he pleaſed, either againſt Conderoſus or any 
other that ſhould oppoſe: As I ſhall not need to ſay that this brought comfort, and 
conſequently gave encouragement to the Kings drooping Party fo was it teſolve 
preſently to march towards their enemies: Conderoſus of the other (ide finding by this 
increaſe of the Court Army, he ſhould not be able probably long to contend in the 
Field, preſently ſent a truſty meſſenger to Soraftros King of Egyp , with whom be- 
like he had made a former accord, whereby to diſpatch, preſently to his aſſiſtance, 
what Troops were needfal for his preſent ſapport : Withal he invited into Syri« 4 
Prince named Auſtratiui, Brother to the vertnous and unfortunate Lady Aleſana, 
whoſe memorable tory is ſomething too tedious in this glace to relate, however wich 
a promiſeꝶ chat if he would ſpeedily march to his aid, he ſhould not onely be a means 
to procure 4 general and happy peace, between the two Crowns of Syria and Egypt, 
whereby he would again be put in poſſeſſion of his own Countrey, ſo long detained 
unjuſtly from him, by tlie violent oppreffions of Mazarits and Philiſtros, _ d 
; un 9 
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demanded; wherefore will beunyiilling to entertain any correſpondency , that may 

prove prejudicial to them hereafter, in that ſuch an incination demonſtrated, , is ofa 
oi conſequence to all their affairs and deſigns. 

But however as I ſay, thoſe apt at Sardis, may be cautious enongh in'this 
particular; yet not'onely Jorg. Aror King o e ſent Conderoſus preſently ſup 15 
to tis Army; but alſo Prince 255 Nraſius himſeff with a certain kinde of flying 
ces (which Hi thad alwayes kept on foot ſince the loſs of his Countrey) came feed 
into the Kingdom of Hria: Our Queen Andromida having received certain idtelli- 
gence of this deſign, tlie Souldiers marching with ſome violence towards the ſtub- 
born, if not rebellious City of Damaſcus, whereby the better to unite all the power 
of {onderefar together: conjured Prince Arethuſius as an intereſſed Kinſman to Ha- 
fass; to impſoy part of his noble endeavours and perſwaſi ons with his valiant 
Couſin, | to divert if it were pbſſible his intentions from joyning his Forces with the 
rebellions, as ſhe termed them of Conderoſus , withal Fiving im full commiſſion, 
not onely to trete; but to dure that Prince, as well eat ſum of money to- 
warde but return backt alt to his old quarters, but alſo to have his Countrey to be 
— to his poſſeſſion}; upon happy concluding ofa general peace; which 

ſaid, wasreally intended by the King and State of Syria, 

"th ſhort, the young Prince your Brother quickly undertook the imployment, (as 
much integard of his noble diſpofition', as for that he hoped the Caraſtrophe would 
produce profitable conſequences towards his own affairs.) And this indeavour as ic 
ſhoold ſeem, after many journeyes made by him between the Court and Auſtroſiu;'s 
Camp, he concluded ſome agreement; however as yet the particular points are not 
come co ehẽ knowledge of ralperincelligence For that, as Auſtraſius preſently de- 
clared himſelf, he entered into the Kingdom of Syria, not ſo much to fight and 
Yeſtroy; us to bring peace and benefit to the people; ſo upon the approach of the 

ouldiers; and the Army of Conderoſur near the City of Damaſcus, Auſtraſi- 

ab Upeahy roretet his reſolutions to ſet upon either party, that ſhould enter upon 
actions of blood, without allowing thoſe good purpoſes he bad, at his firſt entrance 
ineo che Kingdom to make peace: As 2 ſeemed ſomething amazed at theſe 
N ſo received he prefently theſe anſwers from Auſtraſius to bis own vio- 
ep — alations+ That himſelf had not petformed the agreement, in delivering 

miſed into his hands; wherefore he not being any way his obliged 

| no reaſon bur to look to thoſe obligations , that belonged to the gene- 
mY good of all Aſia before his particular; which he hoped , as he faid , his own in- 
rentionsand endeavours would ere it were long produce to the world: Conderoſus 
having not much to anſwer to theſe objections, and fearing leſt ſome farther deſign 
migbt be to entrap bis Army to the Kings Forces, preſentſy retired himſelf with his 
Company towatds'the City of Demaſcus, whilſt as conveniently as he could, he 
his Souldiers round àboũt the walls of the Town, not onely fo 
better ſafety; but the more a ebe the hearts of the Ina Faves rm

of ou Kingdom of Syria, and the Kings eſieged the City, 1 1 
fuck a diſtance that it producethᷣ variable their Forces: In effect this 
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is as much as I can ſay of our affairs; wherein I have been the larger in my expreſ. 
ſions to your excellency, for that I preſume with an abſolute confidence, neither my 
— or, opinions, ſlalfgo farther then your own private thoughts; and the ra- 
ther am 1 hold to require this honourable juſtice at your hands, for chat i am imploy- 
ed in places and offices of truſt under the Court, which in the general is onely ſteered 
by the will add pleaſure of Maarius. þ Ja, 

As wang” ene, aſfured the Governour, that his own thoughts ſhould be 
ſcarce acquainted with any thing to his prejudice, ſo upon the conſideration of thoſe 
particulars he had delivered, his natural courage again became extreamly inflamed to 
bein petfonal action in the Wars: With this reſolution preſently after the Officer 
vras departed, he made Mercuris privy to his intentions and defires : although his 
ſervant commended for the preſent his gallant and brave inſpirations , yet he could 
not reſolve what imployments would beſt ſuit with his dignity and condition: Of the 
other ſide he doubted left the fewneſs of his years were not yet of a ſufficient capaci- 
ty, to entertain thoſe toils and inconveniencies, that appertained to the ſtrict rules of 
a Souldiers life; ſo that be wiſht him a little to bridle choſe thoughts, until his arri- 
val at the Queen his Mother, whoſe love, experience, and knowledge (as he ſaid) 
would direct his reſolutions, to the beſt advantage both for his benefit and honour : 
This intimation he gave him, for fear he might precipitately run into hazzards, be- 
fore he ſhould have the full conſent of his friends, and that himfelf might be ſuſpe&- 
ed to have given him ſuch counſel , without their privity and allowance; eſpecially 
the Queens conſent wanting, whom he knew had ambition enough in her own nature; 
to preſcribe her Children wayes concerning the King ber Husbands affairs; when as 
his chief aſſiſtance, as ſhe believed, was to he procured by her interelt in the King. 
dom of Syria: The opportunity happened well enough for theſe diverſions, in re- 

ard the Governour of Sidon, having received ſo ſtrict a command for both the 
— and delightful entertainment of Prince A/caxins , gave his minde but 
ſmall ſpace for any reſolution whatſoever: T this purpoſe, after he had feaſted him 
in a magnificent manner, by all the chief Magiſtrates of the City, he ſhewed him the 
fortifications of the Town, and then accompanied him to behold one of the richeſt 
and faireſt Temples in Syria or the world. | 

The Fabrick was round, being ſupported by an hundred and odd Pillars, each con- 
taining in length threeſcore and one foot, (beſides the Capital and Baſes) all of one 
intire ſtone : The middle part of the building was crowned with a brave Cupelo of 
fifty yards in Diameter, moſt curiouſly guilded on the out ſide; which by reaſon of 
the Suns reflection, gave a certain kinde of an amazed delight to the ſpeRators : 
Before the entrance of the Temple in a large Plain, was erected a high Obeliske of 
an incredible greatneſs, to be raiſed by the labour and induſtry of man; it was placed 
upon a pedeſtal eighteen foot from the ground: The Gates were wrought through 
ro the day, with artificial knots of Braſs, however they had double coverings to keep 
them from the view and prejudice of the people: Upon their entring there appeared 
in the midſt, the high Altar with ſeveral ſteps for the F/amins to mount, whereby 
with conveniency to perform their Hecatombes, and other Ceremonies belonging to 

their Office: As from the four ſquares of the great Altar, ſtood — as 
many Gates, which belonged to the entrance of the Temple, ſo from the four 
corners at the ſame diſtance obliquely , were as many leſſer Altars, where other in- 
feriour Prieſts were accuſtomed to ſacrifice : ſo that at one inſtant , the beauty of the 
whole building was to be beheld for che more grace and delight : This alſo became 
ertreamly increaſed, for that the roof overhead, was enriched with Azure and

Gold, that onely made the neceſfary diſtinction and circumference of many rare paint- 
ings, that were neatly deſigned into almoſt all the remarkable ſtories of che Gods, 
whilſt the windows on the ſides , gave clarity ſufficient to behold them with the beſt 
advantage: at length they mounted a winding pait of ſtairs to the top of the Temple 
where a large and even pall encompaſſed round about the Cupelo,from whence of 
one fide they had the vaſt proſpect of the main Oceans, as of the other, a brave cham- 
pioty Countrey dreſt as I may ſay, all over with ffvera) _— both of nature and 57 
m 
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Of each hand was cunningly placed groves of wood, which were artificial, interchan- 
ged one wib another: that it became a difficult queſtion to.the.appraheglion gf the 
earoelt ipectarar, wherber.indafiry., or chance., had aroſt;plaid the mathe 
beautful overage;-for that the many fountains of divers kindes, ſome making s noiſe, 
and others xunoing an geatly, in their courſe, gave both delight and wongerac, the 
ſame time as not to be esſily comprehended, how that element could be ſo prevalent 
in that place, ꝓhen no Rive at ali appeared to the outward view: Ther Temple it 
ſelf, was ay 3 pry any , ſome fur longs out of n altagether 
ſo fax hem dhe des · ode a H the Town upon the Banks whereof ns hüt, a 
certain fair and gonyenient Watch- Tower; not onely for the. conyeniegcy of ſuch 
Ships as ond entet the Ha ven by night, but alſo in time of need, to ſer ve for a ſurer 
Gussd ta tha Temple; here remained to that purpoſe many Souldiers, 6ongiqually, 
in pay; When Aſaanius had ſufficientiy viewed all theſe beauties, they deſcended. 
agaig into the body of the Temple, where they found gathered together many 
Frieſts, gcc ding to the daily cuſtome of the place, apparelled in hite Veſt- 
ments, to perſotm their wonted Ceremonics, for the peace and proſpexity of Sy- 
ria : Eirſt they marched two by two ronnd about the bighhAkar , with golden Cen- 
ſers in theit hands, ſinging Hymnes and caſting Incenſe Laſt of all they offered. 
Sactiſice in ſuch Robes as were appointed for the Office :. No ſooner were all theſe 
Devotions performed, (firſt to upiter the great Deity of Olympus , next to every 
inſexiour God and Goddeſs, as they were called in particular) but the chief Prieſts 
themſelves, addreſt them ſelves to Prince Aſcanius, not onely to afford him the re- 
ſpects and complements. of the Temple, but underſtanding he was of another belief, 
according to the practice of the Flawingof Lydia, to ſatisſie him in thoſe: points 
concerning the Worſhip of the Gods, -which ſeemed to differ in either Kingdom: 
In the firſt place they told him, that as themſelyes obſerved their ancient obedience, 
belonging to the Arch. Hlamin of. Deiphis,, by which means they retained a certain. 
linde of; unitꝝ in all their Ceremonies; ſa did they not (however it might otherwiſe 
appear tothe outward view oi ſuch as were not acquainted with their faith, of 
which number they ſuppoſed him ta be one in his education) give any Divine Wor- 

ſhip, but to one God onely, whom they eſteemed the great Creatour both of Hea- 

ven and Earth however the teſt in ſpecial manner, bad their remembrances by way 

of xelatiue honour, derived from his power, ho was willing to have them reſpect- 
ed as his friends: Neither as they ſaid, were they under the juriſdiction of their Arch- 

Flamin, but in thoſe things that belonged: onely to matters of Religion; but were 

obliged in Temporal actions, to obey their Princes and Magiſtrates, unleſs they com- 

manded them contrary to their principles, appertaining to the real Worſhip of the 

Gods; which no humane power, as they ſaid, had power to abſolve, though it were 

to prelerve either life or eſtate: When they had made an end of this ſhort diſcourſe, 

they intimated to the Prince, that as they hoped in time he would come to be of the 
ſame opinion, ſo ſhould they not fail daily, to pray to the Gods for his greater ho- 

nouriand preſperity, as well as for his more aſſured happineſs in the world to come, 

where he muſt expect to live for all eternity. 

As Aſcanius ſeemed to be extreamly ſatisfied with theſe entertainments, ſo would 
he no other wiſe anſwer their arguments then by a gentle ſmile; onely he told them, 
he wanted ſome of his own Prieſts to give them better ſolutions, which for the preſent 
his little learning was not able to perform: and with theſe words took his leave both 
of them and the Temple. my : 

It was not many dayes after this diſcourſe, that Aſcanius with many gallant Troops 
of Horſe, attended by ſome of the principal Nobility, and Gentry of the Countrey 
of Sidiuia, was conducted to the Queen his Mothers Court, then remaining a quar- 
ter of a dayes journey from the great City of Damaſcus : As ſoon as he came to her 
preſence, he kneeled down to kiſs her hands, though ſhe had ſcarce opportunity given 
her, by reaſon of her affectionate tears, to afford him other expreſſions, then what 
proceeded from a certaio kinde of lamenting joy, made up between her gladneſs to 
ke him, and forrow that ſhe had not ability ſufficient to receive him as Euarc hus 
Son, 
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Son, fince her on preſent condition, was conſtrained, to be in a ſort beholding to 
others for her own perſonal ſubſiſtance: 4/canizs preſently replyed , that however 
botli ſhe and all her children, had been competently injured by. the ſpiteful and un- 
relenting ſtrokes of fortune, yet he hoped the Gods would not be ſo cruel , as to de- 
prive them of che courage and vertues of their mindes , that he doubted not, but 
would continue the family ſtill in ſuch a poſture, that might make themgble, to con- 


o 


tend againſt what difficulty ſoever; in the interim he intended, as he ſaid, not 
onelyto live by the glory of his own Sword, but by his noble endeavours, to pro- 
cure both honour and profit for his friends, if need required: What anſwer this de- 
elaration of young Aſcanius, would have produced from the Queen, could not be 
known, for that her eldeſt Son Prince — (bearing of the arrival of his Bro- 
ther) came preſently into the Chamber: After he had with ſuch affeRionate im- 
bracements, as became the nearneſs of their blood, and their long ſeparation. held Afe 
canius incloſed within his armes for a great ſpace, he turned himſelf ro the Queen with 
theſe words: Madam, ſaid he, as your deſires and wiſhes, are now partly ſatisfied, in 
beholding my Brother free from thoſe unjuſt incumbrances, that have withheld him all 
this while from your ſight, ſo now I muſt beſeech your goodneſs, being you have him 
ſo abſolutely in your poſſeſſion, both by nature and fortune, to grant me alſo ſuch an 
intereſt in your right, that at leaſtwiſe, ſometimes I may enjoy his company and con- 
verſation, in thoſe noble exerciſes, that moſt properly belong to the Syrian Nation; 
and rather do ] preſume upon my requeſt , for that, as it will render me extreamly 
contented in my thoughts, ſo will it afford my Brother ſuch graces, to beautifie all his 
other natural perfections, that he cannot chuſe, as I hope, but become admirable to 
the worlds eye: Truly Son, replyed the Queen, as I ſhall never be wanting iri my af- 
fections to any of my Children, ſo of the other ſide, I do implore the immortal Gods, 
that I may never become ſo over indulgent, by reaſon of any kinde of natural ſenſua- 
lity, that they thereby, may be either injur d in their education, or blaſted in their re- 
putation : To this purpoſe take your Brother to your ſelf; and as you have gained 
more experience by your travels for the preſent , and muſt be in the future his Prince, 
diſpoſe of my right in him for the moſt benefit to his honour , and your own advan- 
tage: Aſcanius ſeemed at theſe words to be ſomething diſcontented, that in any kinde 
whatſoever he ſhould be directed, much leſs preſcribed in his thoughts and reſoluti- 
ons: Nevertheleſs, after he had alittle time reſted with his eyes caſt upon the ground 
(apprebending belike it was ſome ſhameto his courage before the company, as it were 
in a manner to be committed to the juriſdiction of his elder Brother) te told the 
Queen that however he hoped, his actions ſhould never give her any juſt cauſe to com- 
plain of his diſobedience, yet ſince ſhe was willing to beſtow her own intereſt ſo ab- 
ſolutely upon another, he doubted not, but ſhe wund alſo think it moſt reaſonable, 
that himſelf in the firſt place, ſhould make election of the courſe he was to take, pro- 
vided it were not any way diſhonourable to the Royal Family : This being granted 
him, as he ſaid, he would chuſe ſome preſent imployment in the wars, if ſhe or his Bro- 
ther, would contribute ſome endeavours to purchaſe him Arms and Knighthood , he 


vas confident enough, that his own courage would quickly gain himfelf both Fortune 


and Honour : as it waseafily to be perceived by this diſcourſe, at what deſigns young 
Aſcanius aimed at in his thoughts, ſo was it to no purpoſe in the opinion of the Queen 
and Arethuſius, to go about to divert him from his reſolutions: Wherefore they both 
promiſed him their beſt aſſiſtance; withal telling him, that the moſt propereſt ſeaſon 
to motion ſuch deſires, was, when he ſhould go to Court, and preſent his teſpects to 
the King; whither as they ſaid, they alſo intended to accompany him. The next 
day they went to Court; as ſoon as they were alighted out of their Chariots, at 
the innermoſt Gate of the Palace, where none were ſuffered to enter but Sovereign 
Princes, Hyacinthia the Queen took Aſcanius by the hand, whilſt Aretbuſius in 
the interim, marched before chem , with a gallant Plume of Feathers upon his 


head, which for the more grace hung down upon his back, with three or four 
falls. In this order they went up into the preſence , where the young King was 
hewly ſeated, encompaſſed about by many Noblemen of the Syrian Nation; beſides 
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Creſes that had been formerly ſent ougiof the Kingdom of Lydia by Romana, attend- 
ed near Oruntes for the preſent, to acquaint him more particularly, wit c hoſe diſ. 
courſes that ſnhould proceed from Aſcanies, by ren ſon as twas thought, he might be 
yet ſomething ignorant of the Countrey cuſtoms, if not language: When they ap- 
proached at a certain diſtance, Hyacinthis uttered this language to the King: Sir, 
ſaid (be, Lam at this time, not onely to preſent · chi Prince to your view, 
but for your Hrvice + Lis true, his faces have hitherunto made him a priſoner by rea- 
ſon of my fartunes; but the Gods have at laſt enlarg'd him for his own honour, 
which] am the rather conſident of, in regard his minde ſuits with your occafions : If 
he can prove proñtable to you in the Wars, I have my wiſhes, as he hath his deſire: 
As I ſhould be glad to fee you attended by none but Princes, ſo muſt I tell you, 
that this young man claims a juſt right in the imployment by inberitance ; for all ſto- 
ries of the Kingdom of Syria inform us, that the ſecond Son to the ' King of Ai. 
fa; may duly challenge the command of all thoſe forces about your perſon; | which 
jayned together with the intereſt of his blood, I hope you may be ſure hoth of his 
endeavours and fidelity; ſince as the one mult honour himſelf , fo. the other I hope 
will ſecure you. There yet remains this requeſt behinde, that the firſt favour you be · 
fow upon his youth, may be the honour of Knighthood, which will be a neceſſary 
ſtep, to thoſe actions he deſires to perform in the ſervice. of Fyris; leaving the reſt 
to the Gods and Fortune, as my ſelf to be a continual wiſher of your eternal hap- 
Flite company about the King, were a little tranſported with delight and ad. 
miration, to behold this new and unexpected repreſentation ; however Orentes him 
ſelf by reaſon of the fewneſs of his years was ſomething out of countenance, until 
a grave Nobleman of the Court told him, that as it would be a ſhame for a great 
King to deny any Lady, much leſs a fair Queen her requeſt; ſo was it his duty, pre- 
— draw out his own Sword, and Knight his young Couſin: This was directions 
fufficient, not onely to canſe him to honour I ſcauius with his own perſonal order, 
but to let the Qgen his Aunt alſo know with ſome youthful expreſſions, that he in- 
tended alwayes to obey her intimations, not as deſires onely but for commands ra- 
ther: When many imbracements and other teſtimonies of love, had paſt of both 
fides , the King himſelf accompanied them to make alſo another viſit to Andromida: 
Their entertainments there were after another manner; for Andromida imployed 
her ſelf in outward appearance, to behold the beauty of Aſcanias, as well as 
to enquire after his education; at laſt ſhe askt him concerning his own adventures, 
with the Senate of Lydia during his impriſonment , and what he ſappoſed they in- 
tended to do with the King his Father, with their ſtrength and power both by Land 
Sea ? to all which ſhe received ſuch ample ſatisfactions by his diſcreet and ſolid an- 
ſwers, that ſhe became rather an admirer, then a commender of his wit. In con- 
cluſion, underſtanding what the King her Son had already done concerning his 
Knighthood, ſhe inſtantly took off a rich Scarfe, which the had then about her, and 
wiſht Aſcanius to wear it for a Ladies ſake, that not onely deſired he might gain, 
as much honour in the defence of Syria, as ever any Prince of his Nation had done 
by invading it. As this gave encouragement to his thoughts, ſo had he the op- 
portunity within a few dayes to ſhei his courage, though he wanted experience in 
the Wars; forthe Army which Condereſus bad left behinde him, under the com- 
mand of his Lieutenant General Sinus, came in a violent march towards the City 
of Damaſcus, where they underſtood their Prince and Maſter was ſtraitly beſieged : 
To preyent this delign ſome Troops were imployed from Court, with all expedition to 
hinder bis intention; amongſt whom Aſcanius to begin his Prenticeſhip would needs 
be active: both the Armies encountered one another, not far diſtant from a ſmall 
Town, that bad onely fortifications to defend it ſelf from a ſuddain ſurptize: Tru - 
ly may ſay the encounter ſeemed ſomething deſperate at the firſt charge; for bot 
ſides being eoflamed, either with ſpite or courage, ſeemed for ſome time to give way 
to neithers valour at violence; yet the Kings Forces being fewer in number, and 
having withal the diſadvantage of the ground, at laſt began a little to give back: 
But 


Bur preſently «F/cavim , who commanded that day the Kings own guard of 
Hock: orſe, attended by Creſes his Lientenant, perceiving not onely the 'danger but 
the dilgrace, told the Souldiert ia the Syrian language, that he never betteved; 
to finde ſuch want of courage in people of that Nation, whoſe fame had beer 
formeclyi ſpread through che world: With theſe words he advanced before his 
Troops wich ſo much fury, that he quickly made a large path, not onely 
for his ou paſſage, but for his followers to commit almoſt what ſlanghter they 
pleaſed, till at laſt, he arrived at Sina the General, wich 'whom-he' a ſin- 
gle. combat, that might have deferved more room and lefs conſuſed ſpecta- 
tors: Ia concluſion, after that Sinus had received many wounds by the rand of the 
young Prince, (finding not onely that his fortunes began to decline, but that his For- 
ces were likely to be circumvented) he retired, (with as many Souldiers as he had re- 
maining) into the fortiſications of the Town, whither notwithſtanding ; they were 
purſued with violence enough, to have been totally overthrown, if by the ſudden 
pulling up of a draw - beidge, part of the Forces had not been ſaved and ſeeured. 
This was no ſmall diſcontent to gallant Aſcanius, whoſe ambitious courage was yet 


impatient of a greater victory: Before the Town he continued himſelf in perſon, 


lying every night in the field amongſt the common Souldiers, where he 
alſo ſuch other memorable acts, as were rather to be admired, then imitaced by others 
of his youth and quality; Orontes hearing at Court of his fame, ſent preſently 
meſſengers, as well to congratulate his bravery, as to call him back again to his pre- 
ſence As Aſcanius could not well diſobey the Kings commands, ſo at his arrival at 
Court, what praiſes could poſſibly be beſtowed upon youth and valour, was not onely 
afforded him from all the Nobility inthe General, but alſo Queen Audromidas La- 
dies ſtrived, who ſhould moſt enrich him with their favours, 
Notwithſtanding all theſe extraordinary indulgencies, Afcanius appeared to the 
whole Court to be out of his proper element: But the King a little to divert his 
appetites from thoſe dangerous employments of the war; wherein he deſired to ha- 
zard people of a far meaner condition, ſince he knew he had more profitable deſigns 
to undertake, for the good of Lydia, cauſed a day to be appointed for the hunting 
of the Wilde Boar, whilſt in the interim be recommended the care of the ſiege, unto 
a circumſpe& General, that neither wanted valour in his perſon, or 'skilfulneſs in bis 
conduct: As this entertainment for ſome few dayes, gave a great deal of emplov- 
ment to Aſcauius thoughts, in regard the Ladies of the Queen for the moſt part, 
accompanied the King in that generous exerciſe, ſo one day'by chance, 'the Dogs 
having the chafed and enraged beaſt at the bay, under an old Oak, where he had the 
advantage of the company, by ſetting his hinder parts againſt the body of the tree, 
he kept, not onely the Hunſmen, but the very Hounds themfelveFat a far diſtance z 
Nevertheleſs when Orontes came in to the ſport, the youthful Nobility of the Court, 
thinking ic a kinde of diſhonour to their Miſtreſſes, (according to the practice of the 
Syrian Nation) not to perform ſome gallant and brave actions in the Chaſe; eſpe- 
cially ſeeing the King was preſent, and would be a Royal eye-witneſs of their glori- 
ous endeavours, with their Spears in their hands, ſet upon that ugly though feſoſute 
creature, whom had onely nature to teach him both valour and ski: however with- 
in a quarter of an hours ſpace, three or four of the braveft youths of the Court, 
were dangerouſly wounded, whilſt in the interim the Boar feemed in a melancholly 
though furious way, to triumph exceedingly in his new purchaſed victory, beholding 
the Trophies of. his cruelty, to lye before him upon the ground, beſmeared all over 
with their own blood; and the rather, for that none approached as he could per- 
ceive, to do him any more injury for the preſent: This gave ſome occaſion to the 
King , to lament the ſad diſaſter of ſo many of his ſervants; wherefore he com- 
manded the Hunt ſmen to employ all their engines, without any more haz Zar d to his 
followers, to bring that horrid if not inſernal creature, by what means ſoever they 
could poſſibly uſe, to his ſpeedy deſtruction: But whilſt they were gone with all the 
haſte they could to their ſeveral lodges, the ſpeedier to effect the Kings plea ſure, 
Aſcanius, when every body almoſt in the company, wis onely diſcourſing of the fury, 
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vf the beaſt; and the unfortunate accident that befell thoſe young men, that had 
attempted his ſlaughter, he caſt his ſpear at ſome diftance at the Boar, which ſtick- 
ing upright in his breaft, he preſently cloſed with him, and happily catching hold of 
the ſtaff, he not onely thruſt it farther into bis body, but ſtruggſed ſo long with him, 
until at laſt bis much loſs of blood made him begin to faint, and fo' conſequently 
reſting with his tail upon the ground; the reſt of the company . 
enough, not onely to dra out cheir ſwords, but to give him his deaths wontid, whic 
filled the whole Court with wonder and amazement: 92 King preſentiy 
embracei his valiant Couzen, both with joy and affection, yet there was ahold officer 
of the Court, that not onely reproved him for his bold and raſh bre, bn he ſaid in 
needleſa expoſing his perſon to fo great a danger, but told him, that ſuch enter prizes 
were no — 5 purchaſe again the Crowns of Lydia and Myſſia for his Fathers 
Intereſt; rather it would be eſteemed by all the world, a greater part of wiſdom, if 
not magnanimity, to reſerve himſelf for the ſervices neceſſary to that purpoſe: 
Aſcanins gave him no anſwer but with a ſmile , as it might be thought rather con- 
temning his cold providence, then any way ſhewed that he intended to be converted 
by bis counſel ; of the other (ide, all the Ladies were fo much tranſported with his 
youthful courage and reſolution, that ſome of them caſt him fancies from their own 
boſomes, others ſtuck many Ribonds, bedecked with flowers upon the'onr-ſide of his 
garments as he paſt by; and a third ſort; that at the inſtant were not furniſhed witlr 
other favours, pulled off their Gloves from their white hands, to make him a pre- 
ſent of their affections, in the general all coveted to do ſomething that might ho- 
nour his merit; or rather as I may ſay endea voured to grace themſelves, whilſt 
in a kinde of a Triumph, he was conducted to eAndromida the Queen, there 
again from her approbation , to receive a new confirmation of his worth and 
valour. "= 
But during the time that theſe congratulations, with other delights employed the 
thoughts and actions of many of the Court, Conderoſus was not idle in the great 
City of Damaſcus, not onely to animate the Inhabitants againſt the proceedings of 
Maæarius, but ſent certain Troops of his choiceſt Souldiers, that ſurprized a little 
Town belonging to the Kings quarters, which being underſtood by Prince Aſcanius, 
and ſome other of the Nobility belonging to the Army, they hafted ar leaſtwiſe ro 
the attempting of ſome defign, that might either again recover the loſs, or wipe 
away the diſhonour from themſelves ; which ſo fortunately ſacceeded according to 
their intentions, that upon the firſt charge, they not onely defeated thoſe Forces, 
that were appointed without to guard the Fort, but alſo within a while after, by the 
entire laughter almoſt of all the Garriſons, they poſſeſſed themſelves abſolutely 
both of the Caftleand the Town: The news of this unexpected conflict, quickly 
called Conderoſus with all his power out of the City of Damaſcus, with an intention 
to give ſome relief to his worſted Forces, which alſo invited a great part of the Kings 
Army to advance: ſo that within half an hours ſpace, the Souldiers in entire bodies 
met of both ſides, between the City and the Camp. The King in perſon for that 
preſent remained near that place, out of a youthful and courageous deſire, not one- 
ly to behold the determinable iſſue of thoſe encounters, but alſo to give the beſt en- 
couragement was poſſible, to ſuch Troops as were engaged in the ſervice, *Tis true 
Oundereſus came on with the furious countenance of a Lion, neither were his actions 
improperly to be compared to the — and nature of that beaſt, when either he 
is inflemed by his choller, or diſappointed of what he doth moſt deſire; for when the 
Armies were joyned, hecut down lives all the way he went with that haſte, as if his 
intentions had onely been, to remove obſtacles, that hindred the deſtruction of the 
huge Syrian Monarchy ; in this confuſion coming near ¶Aſcanius, he ſalutes him in 
this language: Sir, ſaid he, as I cannot without ſome ſpiteful injuſtice, but give you 
commendation, as well for your fortune and gallantry in defeating my Forces, as that 
at preſent I finde beroical thoughts are ſtill continued in your youthful boſome , ſo of 
the other ſide I do more then wonder, how ſuch a valour can be employed in the de- 
fence of him, (I mean Mararius) that occaſions the injury of all the whole King:

that the hęſt valour in yria, mould have eſtermed it honour enough to 


e his Teer eee not only for a long time defend im 
ſelf ih ag <qualif not à prevailing fortirude, bur by the example of his cburöge and 
braverꝝ, thoſe Troops that were already engaged in tlie fight, came on with ſo much 
reſolution, that preſently Cenderoßus Forces began to give back; whieh he ſceing, 
and conceiving withal that any ſeeming fear or diſadvantage, would à little ntejudice 
his cauſe in the City of Damaſcus, made a blow at the head-perte of Aſcaniur; wich- 
all telling him to accompany bis ſtroke, that this he hoped would be ſufficient to end 
the preſent diſpute between them; however the ſword lighting upon the ſide of his 
arms, not onely broke with the force, but the piece remaining in his hand by chance 
killed his Horſe; inſomuch as Aſcanius was conſtrained at that inſtant to alight, 
without having the opportunity at the preſent to revenge himſelf: Of the other 
fide, Conderoſus made what haſte he could with his company towards the City: 
Aſcauius earneſtly deſired Creſes and the reſt of his friends, to furniſh him with an- 
other Horſe; but they ſuppoſing he had done already in that dayes action enough, 
both for the Kings ſervice and his own honour, all bloody and dirty av he was, they 
conducted him into the Kings preſence: There will be no need to ſpecitie Ocuntes 
congratulations: ; onely I muſt ſay, that often did Aſcunius attempt with much vio- 
lence and importunity, to be again engaged in the company of thoſe Troops; that 
ce by the Kings command, to follow Conderoſus to the Walls of Damuſ 
cus; though by no means could he be admitted to that enterprize, for feat of farther 
danger to his perſon; for the Kings peremptory injunctioti proved an etitire obſtacle 
to Aſcanius's deſires: Nevertheleſs, the whole Army ſollowed the otber Troops to 
the Gates of Damaſcut; ſo that Conderoſus remained as it were befieged for ſome 
hours, in regard the Magiſtrates of the City ſeemed to deny him entrance: Vet tlie 
Souldiers were detained at ſome diſtance, by reaſon the Garriſon upon the Battſement 
within the Ton, defended the Prince and his Company with their Darts and 
Arrows. run bur 1-3 0 FIG? 
But Pentheſelea hearing of her Brothers dangerous condition, like another Ama- 
an Lady, not onely endeavoured, by her earneſt perſwaſions and threatning Retho- 
rick, to ſtir up the compaſſion, if not the love of the common people, to the read y 
aſſiſtance of Condereſus, but went preſently her ſelf to the chief Magiſtrate of the 
City, where after ſhe had demonſtrated ſufficient diſcontent in her looks at his pro- 
ceedings, holding a Dagger ready drawn in her hand, ſhe ſwore by the the immortal 
Gods, that if he did not inſtantly give entrance to her Brother, ſhe would quick) 
make that weapon (which ſhe had brought to no other purpoſe) finde a ready paſ- 
ſage through his heart: The Officer being amazed at the" daring boldneſs of the 
young Lady, conceiving withall, that the ſame ſpirit that had led her on to ſueh a 
reſolution, would cauſe her to be as certain in the executing of her deſigu, made in a 
manner as much haſte to give her content, as ſhe had appeared to be violent" in the 
ſatisfaction: ſo that in an humble poſture, craving patdon for any offence ie had 
given her, either at preſent or any other time, he beſought her that he might have 
liberty to fetch the keyes out of his Cabinet : In his paſfage; lie ſuu/ the whoſe houſe 
was newly beſet round about with multitudes of the inferior ſort? of people, who 
with loud voices in the ſtreet, cryed out for the ſpꝭedy ſatisfaction of the Princefle ; 
wherefore perceiving for the preſent there was no protraction, much less denial in 
any 
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any thing that ſhould be deſired, after his return, he delivered the keyes, with an 
humble and fearful countenance into her hands, when he had ſatished ber in this 
manner, ſhe bid him in ſomerhing a milder way then ſhe uſed in her firſt entrance, to 
put off all his diſtractions, for now he had granted her requeſt as ſhe ſaid, ſhe uffured 
bim, bis perſon for the ſuture ſhould be ſafe, boch from her own Giſplesfere, of the 
peoples fury: When ſhe was deſcended the ftairs, ſhe went preſeni — Us the 
Gates of the Town, being guarded and followed by whole Troops of the biler kinde 
of Citizens, where inſtantly giving ber Brother entrance, he quartered his Soufdiers 
Alerer che City. © eee 
The richer ſort of people found by this ſtrange and violent enterprize ; that nei- 
ther their goods or lives could be long in a ſecure condition, if ſome agreement were 
not preſently made with their King, ſince they were moſt certain, their purſes ſhould 
be made pay for the contention, as the Kings Forces without the walls ; would keep 
them from all proxiſions neceſlary for their ſubſiſtance; the rather as they coriceived, 
for that the Souldiers of C ondereſus began already to be ſomething di ſorderly within 
the City: Wherefore privately they conſulted amongſt themſelves , what was beſt 
to be done to prevent the growing miſchief., at laſt they reſolved to ſend under. hand 
to Court, whereby if it were poſſible by ſome fair Treaty of Peace, to compais 
their own pardons: Upon the arrival of their Meſſengers within the Kings Camp, 
they had not onely preſently free admittance to his preſence, who was at that inſtant 
accompanied by the Queen his Mother, but they found ſuch a gracious inclination of 
agreement in the Kings words and countenance, that they returned that nighc back 
again to the City, extreamly well ſatisfied in their thoughts: The next morning a 
general Aſſembly was appointed in the Town houſe, where there met the Nobilicy, 
the Lawyers, and the Citizens: After thoſe Deputies that were ſent to Court, had 
made an ample report of their whole proceedings; as alſo intimated their kinde and 
honourable reception both by the King and Councel, all the company preſently cry- 
ed out, Peace, peace, peace : Conderoſas, who until then had not ſpoken one word 
in the meeting, finding their reſolutions were abſolutely tending violently apainit 
his ends, in a fury roſe up and told the Aſſembly, that al h they had baſe mindes 
to be comened into a perpetual ſlavery , by the tyrannical and cunning policy of 
Maxarius, yet himſelf was reſolved to live and die a free Subject of the Kingdom 
of Syria; and therefore deſired to be quietly diſmiſſed with his Troops from their 
farther protection, whereby to ſeck better adventures in ſome other Regions; though 
molt part of the Company were inwardly joyful, to be ſecurely rid of ſuch a flaming 
firebrand, (to which purpoſe they gave him fair words to forward his deſign) yet 
ſome being more addicted to his Faction, alledged, that twas no way fit and reaſon- 
ble, that a gallant Prince of ſuch a bigh extraction, who had onely taken up Arms 
for the juſtifiable Right of 'his Countreys Priviledges, ſhould depart from their Ci- 
ty, and enter into new and uncertain fortunes , without convenient ſatisfaction, in 
what he ſhould defire both of themſelves and the King: Whilſt theſe conſiderations 
came to ſome height in diſputation, the Town-houſe was ſuddenly beſet with a great 
Rabble of common people, whom Cenderoſuss Sifter Pentheſelea had incited, to di- 
ſturb the reſolutions of peace; neither did they long continue in a quiet poſture, but 
with violent words, that reproached many of the Aſſembly , they began to ſet fire 
to the Gate of the Fort: As the Guard of the place were commanded preſently 
with their offenſive Arms, to defend the Nobility and che Citizens there aſſembled, ſo 
all in the general, who were not armed, betook themſelves to their own ſecurity ; 
ſome flying one way, others hiding them ſeverally in divers corners of the Caftle, 
anda third ſort being more confident of their ſafety amongſt the multiude, iſſued 
out into the Market-place, rather chuſing ſome hazzard in that nature, then to en- 
| their perſons in conſuming flames, which they kriew could not be taught mer- 
cy-or eompaſſion in any kinde; but the Souldiers being ſufficiently expert and active 
in their profeſſion, not onely wounded many of the people with their weapons , but 
after an hours time, diſperſed the reſt home to their houſes: Conderoſus finding, that 
this laſt and deſperate attempt, had nothing at all prevailed to his advantage, rather 
| | of 
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of the contrary had procured him a great deal of more hatred and jealouſie in the 


City, wit hout making almoſt any acquainted with bis deſigns, he ſuddenly retired bis 


* 


Forces out of the Town, and marched directly towards the King of Egypt: Atmy: 


This fortunate concluſion of the ſtirs in Damaſcuu, afforded the King Orontes 
conveniency. enough, to make what conditions he pleaſed with the people, ſince the 
long abſence of the Court, gave them no means to vent their commodities, as they 
had been accuſtomed; ſo that within a very few dayes it was agreed upon ; that the 

ſetting aſide all other controverſies, ſhould march into the City in an orderly tri- 
umph : Although the Princeſs Pantheſelea, knew ſhe had extreamly exaſperated the 
Court, by reaſgg of her violent proceedings, being elſe a Lady of excellent beauty, 
and admirable idowments, yet ſhe was reſolved privately to behold the Kings entry, 


in regard her ſpirit was too high to ſeek for a ſubmiſſion, ſcarce to accept of any 
when it ſhould be freely offered to her choice: To this purpoſe ſhe pur her ſelf ina 


ſecret window in a friends houſe: In this poſture, when ſhe looked ſteadfaſtly at the 

gallant Troops bravely mounted as they paſt in ranks, at laſt ſhe ſaw young 4/cani- 

ut in ſuch a becomming manner upon a cole black Horſe, being the onely perſon, 
that had contended equally with her Brother in the field, that ber proud heart began 
at the inſtant, a little co deſcend to the contemplation of his perfections: As his 
beauty was more manly then feminate, ſo was his apparel ſo well ſuited to bis body, 

as if nature had contrived it for the beſt advantage to youth and gteacneſs ; he wore 
a large plume of white feathers on his head according to the Syrian manner, which 
gently waving with the winde, added more grace to what was ſufficiently graced al- 
ready: His ſword was faſtened to his {ide by a ſhort hanger, all ſer over wich pearle 
and other precious ſtones: his ſhoulders were covered with the ſcarf that Queen An- 
dromida had given him before the Battle: Another plume alſo adorned his Horſe in 
his fore-rop, which with other Ornaments ſuitable to his pride and courage, made 
him ſeem to the beholders, as if he knew how touſe his trapping to the beſt profit 
of his Maſter and himſelf: It was thought ſtrange by many, how Aſcanius could have 
ſo perte& a Courtly breeding, having never before bis journey into Syria, been out 
of the Kingdom of Lydia; but as his youth never wanted the education of a Prince, 
ſo ſinee his confinement, he ſupplied che defect, by the continual —_— gallanc 
Hiſtories, wherein the trueft behaviour and morality was to be learned: I ay; as Pen- 
theſelea beheld Aſcanius with a certain kinde of delightful envy, ſeeing him yet but a 
far off, ſo when he approached near the place where the ſtood, as if the Gods intend · 
ed a converſion of her thoughts from a ſpiteſul malice to a gentle conſideration of 
his vertues, it was his fortune to make a ſtand juſt againſt her window; when his 
Amber Hair playing at that inſtanc gently with the winde, gave her time enough to 
contemplate, what now ſhe began to affect, if not violently to deſire: This leaſure 
alſo gave him conveniency enough in the view of the people, to command his horſe 
to ſome actions, that might moſt take the multitude; ſo that his Horſes handſome 
corvets, with his moving of his body from one ſide of the ſtreet to the other, in a 
graceful obedience to Aſcanius directions, more and more ſtill enfla med the Ladies 
thoughts towards the young Prince; inſomuch as at laſt, ſhe was forced to cry out, 
that ſhe feared the Heavens had an intention to do her Honqur ſome injury, ſince 
they not onely brought to her view but her conſideration, that very perſon that had 
been the greateſt obſtacle to her Brothers proſperity : 1 will not call theſe expoſtula- 
tions love, yet properly they were to be eſteemed likings in a bigh nature; inſomuch, 
as though the ſhew began to paſs away, Pentheſelea deſired yet to be better ſatisfied.” 

The King preſently went to the great Temple of the City, to offer facrifice to the 
Gods, for the proſperous ſucceſs of his affairs, not onely in being received with tri- 
umph into the Town of Damaſcus, contraty to his expectation, but alſo in regard 
he found the peoples joyful acelamations accompanied him freely all the way that he 
went: IIpon his arrival (after ſome few ceremonies performed according to the cu- 
ſtom in offering bis chief Standard as a 'Trophee of his victory) he commanded the 
Priefts to conſuſt the Oracles about his future bappineſs; whereupon was mate vari- 
able interpretations, ſince the nature of ä for the moſt part, are never rightly 
n under- 
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underftodd until ſuch time as they come to be effected; and therefore of ſmall be- 
nefit to our humane condition: nevertheleſs it is not to be doubted, but all their ſay - 
ings ſufficiently flattered young Oroxtes : when all was ended of divine worſhip tn 
the Temple, the King with his whole Train, proceeded to take poſſeſſion of his own 
Palace, out of which for ſome time he had been kept, by the intereſt of Couderoſas 
with the common people, whoſe natures are as variable as their conditions uncertain; 
as it were appexring with one breath to be both Traytors and good Subjects at the 
ſame inſtant: Preſently he gave order, not onely to have his Court furniſhed with 
all youthful and noble recreations, for his own delight and the Ladies belonging 
rothe Queen his Mother , but alſo commanded a Statne to be | why „ in me- 
wry of Prince ¶Aret huſius, who had by his noble induftry labolifed a peace for 
the City. | | 


The Inſcription upon the Baſes ſpoke in this manner.

Whilſt the glorious Court of Orontes was employed in thoſe Triumphs that be- 
fonged to his conceived proſperity, Conderoſus made not onely conditions with the 
King of Egypt, to become General of his Army, in the Countrey of Pampbilia, but 
with thoſe Forces preſently marched towards the frontiers of Syria: When he 


was encamped, he ſent defiancesto Mararius, and the Queen Andromida, and alſo 


gave intimation to Damaſcus, to caſt out many Libels and Papers, ſcandalous to the 
Government of the Kings Councel: Although Conderoſus appeared yet at too far a di- 
ſtance, to do much hurt to their perſons and proceedings, nevertheleſſe it was thought 
convenient, to give as much ſtop to his inſolency as was poſſible: To this pur poſe it 
was decreed, that the Kings General called Tarinus, ſhould with all the Royal Ar- 
my advance towards the quarters of Condereſus: In theſe Troops young Aſcanivs 
would needs march alſo, whoſe nature was much more addicted to Martial Diſcipline, 
as 1 ſaid, then · to Court dalliancies, however his Beauty claimed the greatelt preroga- 
tive could be imagined, in the Academy of Love: After this, both Oreſte the Kings 
Uncle, and Pentheſelra, the Siſter of Conderoſus, were ſtrictly charged within a few 
dayes to avoid the TOwu. 25 | 125 | | 
The preatneſs of Pentheſeleas heart would not at all ſuffer her to ask pardon for 
her raſhoeſs, much leſs own any manner of love to the Prince Aſcanius, though her 
private diſcourſes would oftentimes acknowledge his perfections; however it was 
thought ſhewas ſorry to be baniſhed the Town, as much for that particular, as 
any other of what nature ſoever: *Tis true it cannot be denied, but that her for- 
runes, and other excellencies of nature, merited the addreſſes of any Prinee of Aſia 
to her perſon.

Thus I ſay, the affairs of Syria remained; Orontes gallantly triumphing in his brave 


| City df Damaſcur, whilft of the other ſide ¶ vnderoſus madehis compacts with the 


King of Egypt in his Country of Pamphilia, to vex and undermine the Syrian _

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chy : Theſe TranſaQions gave ſufficient conveniency to Hyaciutlua the Queen of Ly- 
dia, not only to conſider her own particular conceruments, but to bethink her ſelf alſo 
of thoſe promiſes ſhe had made her baſe Brother Candalus, when ſhe was entertain- 
ed at his Houſe in the Forreft, whereby he might be again eſtabliſhed in his poſſeſfi» 
ons: To which effect, ſhe became an earneſt interceſſour to her Royal Nephew 
Orontes , to recal Candalus into the Countrey , and by her powerful perſwaſion, ſhe 
not onely obtained his reſtoration, but upon his arrival, he was made one of the chief 
Commanders of Syria, notwithſtanding he had been for many years baniſhed, by the 
powerful endeayours of his mortal Enemy Pbiloſtros. „ 5 
Although theſe ſucceſſes and proſperities raiſed the great Syrian Court, to the 
higheſt period of glory could be imagined, in the wavering opinions of the uncertain 
multitude, yet many of the better ſort of perſons, were ſtill ſomething fearful of the 
proceedings and intereſt of Conderoſus; as well in regard of his own alliance within 
the Kingdom of Syria, as for that he had made a moft ſtrict accord with Soraſtros 
King of Egypt, that no general peace ſhould be made without his particular ſatis- 
faRion : To prevent all theſe threatning dangers, Orontes and Andromida, not onely 
commanded their general Turiuus, with a brave Army to guard all thoſe frontier 
places, that bordered upon the Countrey of Pamphilia, but gave order alſo, to have 
the people in Damaſcus that were any way ſuſpected to be of the ſame faction with 
Conderoſus, to be ſecured according to occaſion, by ſeveral guards of Souldiers belong - 
ing to the Court. | | 
Whilſt the State of Syr54 made theſe proviſions, for the better defence both of 
the King and Kingdom, one Meleander a valiant MAyſſian Commander, came ſudden. 
ly to che Palace, that was deſigned for the particular accommodation of Hyacinthia; 
upon notice given of his arrival, he was preſently brought to her preſence : After he 
had kiſſed her hands with ſomething a ſorrowful countenance, and performed other 
ceremonies belonging to his own duty and her dignity, with tears in his eyes he deli- 
yered himſelf in this manner: Madam, ſaid he, as I muſt needs blame my on want 
of courage, to appear before ſo wiſe a Majeſty as your ſelf, with ſuch humane ſor- 
rows and diſtractious, that you now ſee me expreſs, which I would have onely attri- 
buted to the weakneſs of my natural imperfections, rather then prove diſheartnings 
to any of your company; ſo of the other ide, knowing your vertuous minde, to be 
fully furniſhed with every heroical faculty, needful for your Eſtate and Dignity, 
I rather chuſe my ſelf to be the relater of the unfortunate ſtory I am to tell, then 
employ any perſon (how near your truſt ſoever) to be my Deputy in this unwilling 
office. | 
Queen; however ſhe ſeemed to entertain the expeRation of the relation, with 
115 of a pale and trembling countenance, not knowing what his words any way 
intended, yet conſidering the company that was about her, eſpecially thoſe of the 
Syrian Nation, whom ſhe was unwilling ſhould be teſtimonies of her troubled fear, 
told him, that as ſhe knew ſhe was born a great Kings Daughter, and married to an- 
other of the ſame rank and quality, which were ſufficient motives to keep her from 
all dejection and poorneſs of fpirit, ſo did ſhe hope the immortal Gods would com- 
ply ſo far with her truſt and confidence in their mercies, as not to ſuffer her to fall. in+ 
to thoſe inconveniences (by what diſaſters ſoever) that might either prejudice bee 
own faith, or deſtroy their Worſhip in her reſolutions: wherefore ſhe bad him go 
on according to his intention, in letting her know the worſt truth he could tell in any 
kinde, either concerning her ſelf or Husband, if at all it was neceſſary to be related, 
for the benefit of Lydia or Myſſia; and the rather, as ſhe ſaid, in regard (ſhe knew 
him to be a Souldier, that was acquainted as well with profitable counſels in times 
of peace, as with eminent dangers in accidents of war: Meleander having received 
theſe encouragements from the Queen reſolutions, which appeared alwayes to. be 
mingled with a conftant and noble fortitude, after he had for ſome ſpace wiped 
his eyes, to give the freer paſſage to his words, and alſo pauſed a time for the þet- 
ter recollection of his memory, in. thoſe paſſages that were to be related, he ut- 
tered this diſcourſe, that ſeemed to taſte more of a ſad gravity, then to affect any 
Nn 2 way 
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way eloquence of phraſe or language: With this confidence then be pleaſed to 
no Queen, fd he, that as bon as i, our great Lord of wifi, ha 
received your commands, as alſo being encouraged from other intimations of the 
Syrian State. to raiſe Forces for the Kings releaſement, then and ſince detained” a pri- 
ſoner io his Kingdom of Lydia, (which is now in a manner reduced totally under 
the power and jutiſdiction of the Senate) he preſently aſſembled together, not one 
ly bis own friends and kindred, but made this ſpeech to the great councel of the AH. 


Tf (he conſideration of our Princes captivity, with the miſerable ſeparation of his 
family from his. prefence : If the injuries done to Gods and men by his oppreſſion, 
be not motives of ſufficient force, to perſwade our allegiance to his ſervice and afli- 
ſtance, yet let the very honour of our Countrey at preſent call us to action: Shall 
ou Records in after times ſpeak the ſhame of our Nobility, becauſe ſome would be 
over-rich, and powerful amongſt us? Is it not already too great a blemiſh to our 
Kingdom, that Eaarchus for a ſum of money hath been ſold ro his Enemies, without 

any attempt of his friends, to ſet him fret from his reſtraint and confinement # What 

may the glorious people of Syria think of our cqurages and fidelities, who hither. 
unto with confidence have employ'd us in their Wars, if we ſhall ſuffer our King 
to live a Captive without drawing one ſword in his defence and vindication? If we 
loſe Syria, we forego our beſt gain and ſupport ; and wanting a Prince amongſt us, 
where is the luſtre of our ſelves > The barren mountains of 2/7/72 you know. can- 
not ſuſtain the people, without conftant relief from more fruitful Countreys; if we 
ſuffer Exarchxs to be deprived of his Crown, whoſe poſterity claims an intereſt 
in the Blood of mighty Orontes King of Syria, what hopes ſhall we have more to be 
entertained either in his Court, or by his Kingdom ꝰ Without which of neceſſity we 
mult alſo be loft in the opinion of other Princes: May we not remember what plen- 
tiful benefits this poor Countrey received, during the glorious Reign of Euarc huc, 
and what prejudice we have ſuſtained, fince his honour and dignity have been eclipſed 
by other powers and authority: An curſed be the time I ſay, when firſt the Ao ian 
people gave car to the enchantments of our factious Prieſts, ſupported by the envi- 
ous and covetous ambition of thoſe few Nobility , that onely for their own private 
intereſt ., would enthrall all our Liberties; and render ys contemptible flaves to 
thoſe, that will never truſt our fidelity, or value our actions: Or ſhall our own factions, 
lacking a head to govern us, make way for a general Conqueſt of the whole? *Tis 
true, oy fools among us are perſwaded , to become equal ſharers in the Govern. 
ment of the rich Kingdom of Dydia; but how that crafty Senate can be ſo couzen- 
ed by our fancies, having neither the power to compel them, or wiſdom to protect our 
ſelves, I do not underſtand? Countrey-men, I fay, let us firſt redeem our 1oft credits, 
before we we flatter our hopes of governing others. To this purpoſe the readieſt 
way is, preſently to raiſe an Army in all Ayſſla, either to redeem Euarchus liberty, 
or plorioufly to end our lives in the vindication. As this Madam, I may ſay, was the 
ſubſtance, if not the particulars of Arranus ſpeech; fo did moſt of the Company 
without any contradiction approve of his advice; but in the interim Argylias, whole 
endea vours had ever been to contend with all violence, againſt the proſperity of the 
Royal Family, went preſently to the factions Prieſts of out Nation, and told them, 
that if che Alan. did begin a new war with the Senate of Zy4ia', upon any pre- 
tentions whatſoever, the whole Countrey would not onely be endangered by the con- 
tention, but themſelves of neceſſity muſt forgo part of their new juriſdiction : After 
they had received theſe impreſſions trom the information of crafty Argylius, they be. 
gan publickly to vent both their ſpleens and ſuſpicions, againſt the endeavours and in- 
tentions of Arranus, infomuch as he was conſtrained, not onely in the generail to 
forbid their frequent declaration to that purpoſe, but finding the heat of their paſſion 
was no way to be tempered by mild ordinary admonitions, be cauſed two or three of 
their principal Agents, to be openly puniſned for their contempt and want of fidelity, 
both to himſelf and their King; although this ſomething allayed tlie fury of the reſt. yet 
Argyllus and Eycius, who as it ſhouſd ſeem, were not to be perſwaded, to any confor- 
mity 
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mity with thoſe, that intended any good to the King your hus band, ſo underhand con- 
trived their deſigns with many Officers in the new Army, that as they got their chief 
creatures to he gut in places of command, ſo nat a fe af the reſt of the Captains, 
that wereg neceſſarily to be imployed in the ſervice, for want of others in our Na- 
tiog of their prafeſſion; either by money or inſinuations were corrupted, to prove 
undgukbſth in e rep As with theſe uncertain, though numerous Forces, we 
were conſtrained baſtily to march unto dia, leaving our other Souldiers to follow, 
as they ſhould be leavied, in regard we were expected to raiſe the Siege from before 
Cleoſa, where Fare ius remained , ſo had not Arranus made many dayes journey 
into the Countrey of Lyaia;. (being allo in every place betrayed by the common 
people, whaſe affections notwithſtanding at our entrance we eſteemed ours) before 
he was encountered by Hercrambrotus, Lieutenant General to Farexius, and in that 
Conflict with a far leſs number routed and overthrown; inſomuch as the whole Ar- 
my was left to the mercy of the enemy, ſince thoſe traytors that had been put in 
command by the power and perſwaſion of Lycius and Argilius, were fo far from 
looking upon cheir own honours, or Exerchas impriſonment, that they baſely yield- 
ed up their perſons to the hatred and contempt of the Jydian people; who in a moſt 
cruel and diſgraceful manner, led them with the General in triumph into the great 
City of Sardis; where for the preſent they are to expect ſuch other uſage, as the 
Senate of Lydia ſhall decree, towards their further puniſhment : But my ſelf and 
ſome few others, finding that both Fortune and Treaſon had been againſt our pro- 


ceedings, retyred wall expedition again into the Kingdom of Myſſia, either to 
bring a new ſupp re ſcue of our Countrey-men, (many of them being yet diſ- 
perſed over the Terory of Lydia, I or elſe to make ſome head in our own Countrey, 


whereby the better to withſtand the practices of the contrary faction, that we ſup- 
poſes would be over-prevaleat after this unexpected overthrow :; here Meleander 
opt. | | . 
Although the Queen ſeemed very much troubled, by her walking up and dowmthe 
room, many turns without ſpeaking one word; yet at laſt looking up at the Hea- 
vens, as if ſhe ſomething reproved the Gods concerning her misforcunes, or rather 
as it might be thougbt implored their aſſiſtance for the future, ſhe bid Meleander 
again go on in his diſcourſe. Meleander being thus enjoyned , added this relation 
to his former. After my retirement into the Kingdom of . 23 f/ia. ſaid be, with rhofe 
ſcattered Troops, that had freed themſelves from the ſurpriſe and purſuit of the ene- 
my, we encamped beyond the great River, that gives rather ſecurity then bounds to 
our chief City of Lampſacus, with intentions not onely to gather more Forces, to 
march again into the rich Kingdom of Lydia, but alſo to be able to contend if there 
ſhould be occaſion , with the deceitful practices of Lycius and Argylius, who we 
knew would be ready to. take all adyancages to deſtroy our power andche Kings in- 
tereſt : Thus we ſtood armed for ſome few dayes as well to expect the event of things, 
and to try the conſtitution and affections of the people; in the interim ſending our 
deſires co Argylius, which was to have his aſſiſtance for a new expedition. | 
However our meſſengers quickly brought back this return, that as they found the 
multitude were wholly governed by the actions and diſcourſes of ſome factious Prieſts, 
that onely aimed at the continuance of their own authority; ſo were they affured 
from good information, that Hercrombrotus with the beſt part of his Army, was al- 
ready marched into a, intending within a very few dayes to be perſonally at the 
City of Lampſacus. Hercrombrotus was no ſooner entered the Countrey , but A. g- 
lius met him on the way with ſuch a humility, that aſſured him of his own fidelity ro 
thoſe deſigns he intended. concerning the abſolute peace and quietneſs of both Na- 
tions; and to this purpoſe, the general. Aſſembly of the whole Kingdom was pre- 
ſently appointed to appear at Lampſacus, where not long after ſuch decrees paſſed, 
as not onely dijanul'd all the proceedings of Arranus, but command was ſent unto 
us, add out Forces, either to lay down arms and ſtand to the agreements of each 
Kingdom, or elſe undergo the bazzard of another overthrow, by thoſe Troops that 


Herarambrotus had conducted out of Lydiato that purpoſe. When theſe propoſi-. 
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tions were ſignified to our ſmall and inconſtant Army, many vatieties of opini- 
ons in an inſtant appeared amongſt us; ſome deſired rather to dye fighting, 
then any way yield to terms of this diſhonourable nature, ſince we had not ſo 
much as the choice, to diſpute our own conditions in what kinde ſoever, but 
were rather implicitely to truſt the agitation of our mortal enemy Argylius. 
whom we knew intended no way to pleaſure any of the Kings party; others 
again by degrees withdrew themſelves from our company and aſſiance, as believing 
we would prove ſo obſtinate in our reſolutions, that they might accidentally be in- 
volved in the deſperateneſs of our affairs, ere they had ſecured their perſons and 
eſtates, by ſome treaties of ſubmiſſion and agreement: I perceiving theſe laſt 
thoughts to poſſeſs the moſt, and not having ſufficient confidence of the reft , Argy- 
lia faction over-powering the greater part of the Army, ſuddenly retired from the 
Camp with a few other of my friends, fearing ſome plot elſe might betray us un- 
awares, before we could in any kinde provide for our own ſafeties: To this purpoſe 
we ſheltred our perſons in the more hilly parts of our Countrey, until we ſhould 
finde a better opportunity to raiſe new Forces, whereby again to contend with the 
Kings enemies; in the interim we underftood that Hercrombrotus and Argylius meet- 
ing day in ſecret conferences, it was in the end concluded between them, that how- 
ever Hercrombrotus was perſwaded to withdraw his Forces out of the Kingdom of 
Myſſia; yet it was deſired by Argylius, that he ſhould leave ſome few of his Troops 
behinde him, the better to enable both himſelf and his faction to conterd againſt the 
Kings party in the Countrey; however it was much doubg with what inward 
thoughts and intentions he made this requeſt: But now dat I have made 
your moſt pious and ſacred ears acquainted with this fatal and -MORt unfortunate ſto- 
ry, I muſt again preſume upon the invincibleneſs of your heroick courage, ſo far as 
to ſhut up the whole diſcourſe with the relation of a Tragedy not to be patallel'd. 
Although again the Queen put on ſome kinde of amazement in her looks, at this 
preadmonition, as not being able to make the leaſt conjeRure what it ſhould be; 
yet afrer a little ſilence ſhe let him know, that as for ſome years paſt , ſhe had been 


pres in with nothing but misfortunes, that differed not much from the worſt tra- 


ies, in which the Gods had, as ſhe ſaid, given her alwayes a competent courage; 

o did ſhe hope till by their aſſiſtance, to be able to ſuſtain what worldly croſſes ſo- 

ever, with ſuch a patience, that might not overmuch offend them; wherefore wiſhc 
him to go on boldly, ſince ſhe would be prepared for his relation. 

Prince Arethuſius drew nearer to Meleauder, by reaſon of this expectation, who 
being thus anew encouraged by the Queens words and demeanour, with a more con- 
fident countenance, he began in this manner. As Princes of noble extractions can- 
not, 1 ſee, be overcome with worldly accidents , they being onely intended by the 
Gods for trials of more inferiour people; ſo muſt your Ma jeſty be pleaſed to know, 
that the tory I have now to tell, concerns the braveſt perfon of our Nation, whoſe 
vertues however were not more eminent, then his death deplorable; ſince as be ſuf- 
fered for the maintenance of Euarchus Crown and Dignity , ſo was the ſpleen of his 
enemies the more exaſperated againſt him, becauſe he not onely proved faithful but 
valiant in deſpight of all malice and cruelty : Gallant Mouteroſus, ſaid he, muſt be the 
' ſubje& of my diſcourſe , and with that taking a Handkerchief out of his pocket, he 
humbly deſired pardon of the Queen, in that the interpretation of his tears of neceſſi- 
ty gave ſome ſtop to his relation: When he had wiped his eyes, and alſo pawſed a 
ſhort ſpace, being as it were a little out of countenance at his own paſſion, he proſe- 
cuted this diſcourſe, | | 

It hath not been I ſuppoſe, unknown to the world by ſome written relations, that 
this brave man for ſome time, kept the Field in the Kingdom of Miſſia, againſt your 
enemies, rather by his undaunted courage, then with conſiderable Forces. In all 
which, how many acts of ſingular valour and true fortitude he performed in his own 
perſon, ought rather to be admired then any way diſputed , by his greateſt oppo- 
ſers ; neither did he deſiſt from the proſecution of his ſucceſs and fortunes , until the 
Kings expreſs Commands (his Royal Ferſon being then under the abſolute juriſdicti- 

| on 
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on of the Myſſan Army, for the better progreſs of his own affairs) cauſed him un- 
willingly not onely to lay down Arms, but to retire himfelf into Forreign parts, 
where he remained for ſome ſpace in obſcurity, expecting ſtill new imployment from 
the various accidents happening daily both in Lydia and Myſſa: At laſt the over- 
throw of our great Army, under the conduct of Arranus coming to his ears, he ha : 
ſted from the Countries of Scythia, with ſuch ſmall Forces as he could ſuddenly 
make: After his arrival in Myſſia, finding not onely all our hopes loſt by the pre- 
vailing powers of Argylius, againſt the Kings party and intereſt, he was conſtrain- 
ed with ſome few of his friends, to enter upon rather deſperate then probable at- 
tempts, to keep life in our cauſe, whilſt other aſſiſtances could be procured from 
more powerful Nations: However he did not prevail in his endeavours according to 
his deſire, yet he marched in deſpight of all his enemies, unto the ſight if not very 
walls of our chief Town of Lampſacus; and near that place, whether ſo decreed 
by the Gods, for the more glory of his ſufferings, or whether the too much preci- 
pitation of his own valour, cauſed him to be too forward in the attempt, of a ſud- 
den he not onely fell into an unfortunate Ambuſcado of the enemy, whereby his 
whole Forces were diſperſed and overthrown; but himſelf after he had endeavour- 
ed ſome honourable eſcape, whereby to perform more fortunate actions for the 
Kings ſervice, was unhappily taken priſoner with ſome other of his neareſt friends: 
When Argylius and Lycius were informed, both of the encounter and the ſucceſs, 
they preſently gave order for his ſpeedy conduction to the City of Lampſacus; where 
alſo he was orderded to be brought in a contemptible and diſgraceful triumph : 
Againſt his entrance into the Town at noon day, they cauſed a numerous company 
of people to be aſſembled together, as it were onely to behold, and deride the ſpecta- 
cle: When the common execurioner had bound both his hands behinde his back, and 
placed him without any ornament or covering at all upon his head, in a vile Cha- 
riot ordained for that purpoſe, (the Hangman in the interim, riding in a ridiculous 
manner upon the fore horſe) they brought him through the ſtreets of Lampſacus, as 
far as the Town-houſe: The great Councel of our Countrey being there aſſembled 
to behold his miſeries, with the higheſt indignation their pride could put on for his 
diſgrace and affliction: As ſoon as he came before theſe uncompaſſionate Judges of 
his life, they not onely called him Traytor to his Countrey , and pernicious to the 
Gods, but preſently commanded the Executioner to put him to death in the face of 
the multitude, with what ſhame could be deviſed, notwithſtanding bis birth, quality, 
and courage, merited at leaſt, thoſe cirumſtances and reſpets , which before that 
preſent, had never been denyed any of the Nobility of the moſt inferiour rank. 

To this purpoſe after he was conducted through the market-place , to a Gibbit of 
of ſo extraordinary a height, as if they intended him a ſpectacle of wonder, as well 
to the birds of the aire, as to the people upon the earth, they inftantly ſpoiled him 
of his apparel, and then drew him up by the neck, to the uppermoſt part of the Gal- 
lowes, where he remained to the amazement and horrour of the people for many 
hours, until ſome few of his friends, with the aſſiſtance of the multitude , as it were 
over-glutted by the cruelty, in deſpight of that guard, which was appointed to be 
the ſurveyors of his execution, took down his body from the diſgraceful Theatre of 
death, committing it preſently to the funeral piles, notwithſtanding the probibitions 
of his mortal and inveterate enemies: And this Madam, is the full period of what I 
have to relate, concerning the ſtrange, if not unhappy fate of this excellent and al- 
moſt unparallel'd man. RN | i5 bona 
Aleleander having thus made an end of his relation, the Queen in a certain kinde 
of melancholly ſmil'd, demanded of Meleander, what was more to be done for ber 
Husbands ſafety and deliverance, ſince neither tears nor dejection at the preſent, 
could further their affairs, much leſs remedy Monteroſus in the future. Aude 

Truly Madam, replyed Melrander, the beſt counſel I can give is, either to- ſolicit 
the State of Syria for new ſupplies, whereby to vindicate the Honour and Dignity of 
the King your Husband, as a neteſſary conſequence alſo belonging to the proſperity, 
of the Syrian Government, ox elſe that my Lord Arethuſius your moſt _ and 

10Pe- 
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hopeful Son, may with his Fathers permiſſion , take upon him the Crown and pre- 
ſent Government of Myſſia, by whoſe perſonal countenance (I make no doubt) but 
all che Nobility, if not moſt of our common people , being inclinable as you know 
to have a King amongſt them, will contribute their beſt endeavours for the eftabliſh- 
ing again of Monarchy, both in the Kingdom of LZyaia and Myſſia. 6 

be Queen made no anſwer at all co Meleander, but being informed at the inſtant, 
that Orontes the King with Andromida his Mother, were newly deſcended into a Gar- 
den, to take their uſual recreations, commanded Meleander to wait upon her ſelf 
and her Son thither : whereupon preſently opening a large Belcone thit directed a 
paſſage into thoſe walks, where they met with the Royal Troop, the Queen of Ly- 
dia, with a few majeſtick tears that accompanied her expreſſions , uſed chis language 
to Orontes and Andromida. | | 

If the Gods be determined ſaid ſhe, that all monarchy ſhall periſh in popular 
ruines : nay, if vertue it ſelf muſt be aboliſhed from the face of the earth, by the pre- 
dominate power of injuſtice and cruelty, I can =_ ſcarce be perſwaded, that the wiſe 
maximes of the Syrian Government, grounded upon the deep councels formerly of 
great Philoſtros, can be ſo ſoon blown away from the remembrance of this moſt glo- 
rious and yet fortunate Court; and the rather am I of this opinion, for that the late 
actions of Coxdereſ are freſh ſtill in the memory of all the people: certainly his 
tranſactions afford ſufficient conſideration to avoid the like dangers , when the ſpar- 
kles themſelves, that proceeded from that fire, are not yet totally quenched in this 
horizon: It may eaſily be conjectured, from whence the ſtirs and combuſtions in this 
great City of Damaſcus, have had their original, ſeeing the Rebels of the Kingdom 
of Myſſia, have had ſuch proſperous ſacceſs : can it be thought, that the private en- 
deavours of winning of one Town after another, is of that conſequence to the 
eſtabliſhment of this great Monarchy, as thoſe more ſolid Councels , that prevent 
afar off the dangers that belong to Royalty in the general, willen popular factions are 
ſuffered to increaſe in neighbouring Kingdoms, without ſtop or prevention? Is ic 

le that Euare uu ſhould loſe his Crown, by the endeavours of his own Sub- 
jets, and not Oronres be concerned in the fate of ſuch prodigies? Can it be imagi- 
ned that Conderoſus doth harbour lower intentions in his ambitious boſom (being in- 
flamed with ſo high a courage) as not to attempt the ſame period of affairs in Syria, 
as the leſt valiant and powerful Argylius hath already actually compaſſed in the 
Kingdom of Myſſia? as I may ſay without any fear to be ſuppreſſed, ſince as yet 
Orontes bath ſcarce declared his diſlike of his actions, either concerning the injuries of 
King Euarchus, or Hyacinthia his neareſt Kinſwoman. 

As the Lydian Queen was farther proſecuting her diſcourſe in this violent mantſer, 
HMaxzarins finding her complaints molt touched his own proceedings, as being che 
chief perſon in authority , began (however accompanied with ſome complements) to 
reprove her intentions, not onely for her overmuch paſſion in the delivery of her ſor- 
rows, but that ſhe did open her ſpleen in too publick an aſſembly , which might, as 
he ſaid, preoccupate the opinions of the people of Syria, to the Kings prejudice, 
when as their mindes were not yet ſufficientiy ſettled towards peace and quietneſe, 
neither in the great City of Damaſcus, or in the other Dominions belonging to 
Orontes's Government. 

This admonition was ſo far from allaying the juſt diſtempers of che Queen , that 
ſhe told Mazarins boldly, as ſhe obſerved in his diſpoſition, a certain inclination to 
favour her enemies, ſo was it apparently evident to all the Kingdom of Syria, in 
whoſe good and welfare ſhe had a principal intereſt, that his principles were the one- 
ly reaſon, that continued the War between Soraſtros and Orontes , which for the pre- 
ſent diſtaſted and grieved almoſt all the Countries of the leſſer 4%, onely to main- 
tain theintereſt and juriſdiction of his own family and faction: This language and 
diſcourſe beginning to heat in this furious nature, Audromida the Queen, not onely 
gave a ſpeedy ſtop to their farther diſputation , but after ſhe had underſtood the re- 
lation of ya, taking Hyacinthia preſently apart from the reſt of the company, 
endeavoured to perſwade and pacime her the beſt ſhe could: Moſt dear Siſter, faid 

ſhe, 
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ſhe, as I cannot ſufficiently expreſs my own grief for your misfortunes, in which not 

onely I and the King my Son, but the whole State of Syria are involved; fo of the 
other ſide I muſt deſire you to conſider, how at preſent all our affairs are in ſo uncer- 
rain a condition, that it is not poſſible as yet to afford you that aſſiſtance weintend, 
which the Gods I hope within a ſhort ſpace will grant in ſome convenient meaſure : 
to this purpoſe you may remember,to take away every ſuſpicion from your thoughts; 
| how that we have not onely the great Soraſtros for our mortal enemy, but the faction 
* of Conderoſies within the bowels of our very Kingdom, as à vigilant adyerſary, both 
| to oppoſe our proceedings, and ſet up his own intereſt , and the rather is his ambiti- 
on to be feared , becauſe Oronres is not yet abſolutely in a capacity to govern, by rea- 
ſon of bis age; wherefore little aſſurance can be had of his Subjects Rache aha obe- 
dience to his Title and Commands: Beſides you cannot bar think, as the Kingdom of 
Syria, was never yet ſufficiently furniſhed with Shipping for its own defence, there- 
fore leſs able to contribute to your deſigns, that needs as you know a naval power of 
great ſtrength, ſince your enemies are plentifully provided in that particular; fo muſt 
we endeavour before we can build upon any attempts of inyaſion, to contract ſuch an 
amity with the people of Cyprus, that may render our endeavours proſperous; which 
I, muſt tell you cannot yet with any probability be effected, in regard of thoſe irs 
that haye lately , fo much incombered and weakened the Forces and Power of our 
State, in that they will not be made confident of our eſtabliſhment , without ſome 
better conjeRure of affairs within our own Dominion; who are people that muſt be 
bought to the King your Husbands aſſiſtance, meerly by the force, either of money 
or incereſt, neither of which defects we can any way ſupply, in regard not onely moſt 
part of our revenue, have been obſtructed, and in a manner all our treaſure ſpent ; 
but theſe late unhappy differences between us and our people, occaſioned by reaſon 
of the Kings want of years, have made his Subjects di ſobedient to moſt of his Com- 
mands, Laſt of all I pray be perſwaded, that if we ſhould exaſperate_the Lydian 
Senate, before we are either better provided, or other Princes are reſolved to joyn 
firmly in the intention, of ſettling E uarchus again in his ancient right, we might endan- 
ger their taking part with our preſent enemies, perhaps to the fatal overthrow both 
of your and our deſigns; when as of the contrary; if your Son Aret huſius, whillt 
we have lea ſure better to pacifie our affairs, take upon him the pretention of the 
Kingdom of Myſſia, as your meſſenger from thence Meleander ſeems to intimate, 
during his Fathers impriſonment, he will be able fully to taſte the affections of the 
people of that Nation, whilſt we in the interim ſhall underhand, endeavour to con- 
tribute tò his advantage, without any prejudice thereby contracted to our ſelves or 
affairs. | | 
Ibis advice I give you as a Siſter and a Queen, without any fict ion or diſſimulation 
in my own thoughts, as I expect the favour and aſſiſtance of the immortal Gods, 
concerning the proſperity of my own Son Orentes. | | „„

Moſt noble and vertuous Queen (ſaid ſhe) although the Gods ſhouldintend an abſolute 

end of the Lydian Monarchy, and in that period ſhould intirely bury all the glory due unto 

the living Family of Euarchus, yet muſt my ſelf ever acknowledge thoſe juſt obligations; 

> E ' which your bountiful favours have beſtowed upon my condition , ſince I came into this 
# Court, the place once of my birth, and more real being: And for my unfortunate ¶ hildren, 
whoſe crimes notwithſtanding do not render them deſervedly unhappy, I can but pom them 
ſacrifices to death, rather then any way prove deficient in courage or fidelity to the Syrian 
Empire. As theſe ſhort Declarations I hope, may ſufficiently perſwade your wiſdome and

further expectation, as preſent delight to the young Prince, ſo was it not long, be- 
fe entertained at a nearer Genc 1 the proſpect of a 124% in 
Nympbs attire ; her fair hair partly flowing about her ſhoulders, by reaſon of her 
neglectful though becoming dreſs, accompanied alſo by many others of the ſame 
ſex, with guilded ſpears in their hands, who made haſte towards a paſſage , as they 
imagined, with an intention ro give the beaft interruption : But at laſt che Savage 
Creature, being eagerly purſued by the Dogs, and not able any way to avoid that 
beautiful Ambuſcado, he was conſtrained to yield his life, as a ſacrifice, both to their 
pleafure and triumph; and this ending the ſport, they all went to an ancient and 
brave Caſtle ſeated upon another hill, which ſeemed to view, if not abſolutely com- 


mand, the whole Valley of delight. 

As the Prince and Creſes kept themſelves ſilent, whilſt their thoughts were buſied 
in oqpempratiog tllis pleaſant proceſſion, which continued until the whole company 
was incloſed in the Caſtle, fo afterwards ſmiling one upon the other, at the ſtrange- 
nels of ſuch an unexpected adventure, they reſolved as Knights Errant to deſcend in- 
to the Valley, to enquire after ſome intelligence, that fte give their curioſities a 
competent ſatisfaction: Upon their diſcent they wondered to ſee, how the natural 
Rock ene being furniſhed with clear and ſweet Fountains, could con- 
tribute fo much pleaſure for ſo long a ſpace, without hindering at all, either che beau- 
ty or che commodity of that green paſturage, lying upon the Banks of the winding 
River; beſides che water was bordered with flouriſhing Trees of that nature 


and growth, that notwithſtanding they ſhaded , yet they troubled 5 the 
team 
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ſtream in any kinde; at the bottom whereof was eaſily to be perceived the yellow 
gravel, that appeared like ſome golden mineral, to ènchaſe the criſtalline element; 
rather by art then nature, whilſt che two ſides ſeemed to be inriched by green Eme- 
rauds: The many Altars in thoſe Groves, confuſedly diſperſed in a manner every 
where, ſmoked mo perfumes and ſacrifices , that gave alſo a charming content to 
the ſcent, as well as the reſt did to the _=_ But che Prince, however his youth 
had reaſon to be taken enough with theſe delights of the earth , yer his curioſity be- 
ing more ambitious of ſatisfaction, he made haſte towards the end of the Valley, 
expecting to meet with ſome perſon, that would inform him to his minde of all par- 
ticulars: He and C veſes had not travelled many furlon gs, but they beheld a fair 
Temple ſtanding by the River ſide, which at a nearer diſtante, appeared to be built 
of ſundry coloured ſtones, however ſupported on the outward ſide, onely with pil- 
lars of Marble, the portico being framed of Porphire: When they came to the 
place, the Prieſts were performing their noon ſacrifices; ſo that fear of being too 
great interruptions of theix devotions, they entered into a certain Grove adjoyning 
ro the Temple, expecting the finiſhing of their religious exerciſe : In the midft of 
the Wood, there was erected an Altar, to be aſcended by many ſteps, and conſe. 
crated as it ſhould ſeem to the Goddeſs Diana, for that her Statue was placed upon 
the Table: They had not ſpent much time in viewing ſome things belonging to the 
Altar, before they might perceive an aged perſon in a certain kinde of religious ha- 
bit with a handſome youth, who came on a flow pace, in regard the old Prieſt was 
reading in a book with much attentiveneſs, whilſt the boy carried in his hand a lighted 
Torch: As the Prince and Creſes deſired anew, to be fatisfied in this other adyen- 
ture, ſo did they conceive the beſt way to have the full knowledge of what they in- 
tended, was to give them no manner of impediment for a while, either by diſcourſe 
or otherwiſe, until they ſhould have abſolutely finiſhed all their devotions : To this 
purpoſe with their horſes, they retired at ſome diftance bebinde a large Tree, that 
had compaſs enough in its bulk, to ſhelter them from diſcovery : When the Prieft 
came near to the Altar, he prepared with a moſt grave modeſty, all the neceſſary 
materials belonging to the ſacrifice , after which he kneeled down before the Statue 
of Diana; then made his prayer to her and the reſt of the Gods; in a low and ſilent 
manner: which finiſhed, he took the lighted Torch out of the boyes hand, and ſec 
fire to the victims, his eyes being all the while attentively fixed, as if not onely his 
actions, but his very thoughts were purely intended to no other period then the 
Heavens. 

This ended, with ſome other Ceremony belonging to his function, he was by the 
youths aſſiſtance diveſted again of thoſe Ornaments uſed in the ſacrifice; when going 
a little aſide, he made a few other ſhort ſupplications, and then prepared himſelf for 
his return, which cauſed ¶Arethuſius and Creſes ſuddenly to ſtep out from their pri- 
vate ſtation, and meeting him on the way, the Prince ſaluted him with this lan- 
guage, whilſt he in the interim appeared ſomething amazed at the unexpected en- 
counter. a | 

Father, ſaid he, although I hope my intruſion at this time, hath not been much 
prejudice to your devotions, nevertheleſs by the rules of morality and civility, I con- 
ceive my ſelf obliged ro make ſome apology for my intention; and that is coming by 
the accident of travel into this delightful and heavenly vale, I muſt defire your aſſi- 
ſtance, that I may again be ſet right in my way, if not be further inſtructed by your 
knowledge and courteſie, in thoſe rarities I have ſeen ſince my arrival: *Tis true, I 
muſt confeſs I have been formerly made acquainted, with the natural plea ſantneſs of 
this Countrey of S$;d#ia, to whoſe principal Town and Haven I am preſently going, 
to embark my ſelf for a ſpeedy tranſportation to other parts; fo that if my curio- 
ſity may not ſeem too great an impertinency to your better confideration , I ſhould 
be moſt willing alſo to carry along with me, not onely the true underſtanding of this 
delicious habitation, but who might be the many young ladies we ſaw in the morning, 
chafing of a wilde Tyger over theſe bordering Mountains, with their intentions for 
this courſe of life they ſeem to proſecute, | 
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The Prieſt after he had returned the like ſalutations to the Prince, with other ci- 
vil and fitting complements , he told him, that as he would firſt lead him to a more 
convenient place of repoſe, before he began any ſtory at all , ſince the noon ſeaſon at 
preſent ſeemed to afford ſmall conveniency in the open air for diſcourſe; fo would 


he without any difficulty, according to his deſire, furniſh him with bis beſt knowled 


both concerning the Countrey, and the parties he mentioned. 285972 
They had not gone together much above two furlongs through the Woods, 
whilſt che youth in the interim lead the Princes horſe , but that they-beheldthede- 
lightful proſpect of a moſt ſubſtantial building, the ſtructure being of white ſtone, 
ſmoothly wrought in every part, however more pretending to conveniency and ex- 
tent, then to magnificency and richneſs ; the whole Fabrick incompaſſed w large 
Court paved with flat ſtone, in the midſt of which was rather a pool then à fountain, 
for that neither ſtatues, or ſcarce any workmanſhip of curioſity were to be ſeen, onely 
certain pipes of lead ſeemed to convey the clear water therein contained, to the ſeve- 
ral offices of the houſe, whereby the more commodiouſly to over. flo the whole, for 
the better refreſhment of the inhabitants. At the gate the Prieft informed Arerhuſus 
of all this, ſince it was prohibited for any man as he ſaid to enter further into the 
place; in that onely profeſt veſtal Virgins kept the poſſeſſion to themſelves upon 
ſtrict rules: He told him further, that himſelf was the chief Prieſt that offered to the 
Gods the common ſacrifice in the view of thoſe holy women, who at ſuch times gave 
their perſonal attendance, performing their devotions through an Iron-grate. 

Aſter this he conveyed him to his own appartament a little diſtant from the gate; 
where being entered, the old Father preſently called for wine and ſome fruits, which 
in truth were excellent in quality, though not abounding in quantity; which were 
onely provided for the Prieſts private collation. | 

When they had made an end of this refreſhment, Arethuſius being as deſirous of 
his promiſed information, as haſty to be going towards his intended journey , the 


| Prieſt began his relation to this purpoſe. 


Sir, ſaid he, I muſt not detain you too long with many circumftances concerning 
what you have deſired, fince they might perhaps too much prejudice your deſigns of 
haſte and expedition; wherefore you may be pleaſed to know, as ſhortly as I can 
well deliyer my thoughts unto you, that the chief Lady and Miſtriſs of thoſe young 
women you mention, was named at her birth Pent beſeles, howeyer ſhe hath now 
taken upon her the denomination of Athalanta, a Lady in like manner once accompa- 
nied by other Virgins of the ſame years, as a Huntreſs inthe pleaſant Valley of 
Tempe, and other places of the fruitful Countrey of Greece: As Pentheſelea's Mo- 
ther dyedin bringing herinto the world , being the ſecond Wife to the Father of 
one Conderoſus, and Siſter to Orefes our now Kings Uncle, ſo did ſhe leave her the 
ſole inheritrix (according to the laws and cuſtoms of Syria) of a moſt plentiful for- 
tune in theſe parts. 

This Athalanta or Pentheſelea no ſooner was made capable by her years of Coute- 
breeding and entertainments, but our Queen Andromida ſent for her to her own Pa- 
lace, as well in regard of her fortune as her quality; there ſhe remained, as I may 
ſay, rather under protection both for her perſon and eſtate, then any way at her 
own diſpoſe, until her ſpirit increaſing with her age, not onely made her thoughts 
covet ſome eminent match, belonging to Sovereignty , but in the interim to deſire 
violently the juriſdiction of her own Lands and Endowments , though the Laws of 
our Kingdom did not yet ſeem to grant her the priviledge: She received an anſwer 
to theſe two particulars, that as the King and the Queen did reſolve upon thefirſt 
occaſion , to provide her the moſt nobleſt Husband in 4/a, ſo for her fortune 
(which could not be diſpoſed of by her ſelf, until ſhe ſhould come to ſome competent 
years) they would put it into the hands of Prince Oreſtes her neareſt Kinſman, to be by 

is care and affeRion, preſerved in all things for her advantage: Although theſe an- 

ſwers for the preſent ſeemed rather to quiet her ambition, then fully to ſatisſie her 

minde, yet finding that neither of theſe promiſes were performed according to her ex- 
pectation, ſhe began by little and little (as ſhe grew into more years) to quarrel 3 
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the Court proceedings; inſomuch as at laſt ſhe received from Andromida, ſome appa- 
rant reprovements, if not otherwhiles many underband affronts. Nevertheleſs all 
theſe petty inflammatians lay buried upon the matter, in a linde of ſuppoſed obſcu- 
rity between perſwaſion and other diyertizements, until Conderoſus her half Brother, 

n to caſt about flames of Rebellion, throughout the whole Kingdom of Syria; 
wherefore Athalanta having received double inſtigations (if not encouragements) to 
proſecute her exaſperated diſcontent, both againſt the Queen and her Favourite; of a 
ſudden flew fram the Court to the City of Damaſcus. 

In this poſture ſhe remained for ſo long time, as Conderoſus endeavours prevailed 
againſt the Kings party; but he being driven out of his Countrey , however ſhe 
bath dives times ſince been earneſtly invited co Court, with an abſolute promiſe of 
the abſalute forgiveneſs of all ber diſaffections; yet finding her Uncle Oreſtes will 
not be won, neither to any manner of obedience or compliance, as long as Maxarius 
Queen An4romida's Favourite governs the whole affairs of the Kingdom, ſhe bath 


choſen rather to live in her own Territories like a Huntreſs, amongſt other Damſels 


of the Conntrey , then to bend her thoughts to any manner of agreement with the 
Court; which was the occaſion and onely reaſon you found her in that poſture this 
morning, chaſing a wilde Tyger over the mountains; and the ſport being finiſhed, 
belike ſne is retited into her own Caſtle that you ſaw ſeated upon the Hill, having a 
pleaſant proſpect over this delicious Valley, not to be parallel'd again, I believe, 
through the whole Countrey of the leſſer 4a, ſomerimes notwithſtanding ſhe 
uſeth to deſcend into theſe lower parts, to viſit this Cloiſter of velial Virgins , that 
was fir built by her Mother before her death, as the Temple without the Grove by 
her Father, for the entertainment of certain holy Prieſts, who are obliged daily to 
offer Sacrifices to the immortal Gods for the founders : And this, gentle Sir, is the - 
belt and trueſt relation I can make. | PQ 

Truly Father, ſaid Arethuſius, as I cannot but acknowledge my obligation to your 
favours, for the courteſies I have already received; yet I muſt again upon the ſame 
ſcore of humanity, deſire a further information, concerning the cauſes of Oreſtes 
preſent diſtaſtes, whereby he came at the firſt to contradict the Court proceed- 
ings. 

What can ſay of that ſubje&, replied the Prieſt, is, that two reaſons are given 
for the diſcontents of that Prince the Kings Uncle; the one proceeds from that Ma- 
zarizs the Queens Favourite, laid the impriſonment of Conderoſus upon the procure- 
ment of Oreſtes, after that by order of Court he was again releaſed, the other fas 
that the Queen would not entertain a friend of his eſpecial recommendation, to 
ſucceed in the places and employments of Maxarius, when he ſeemed to the publick 
view of the world, to be baniſhed out of the Kingdom of Syria during his life 
though for my part, I rather attribute his retirement, to a certain kinde of wilfull 
uncertainty in his own nature, ſince as I have heard, Maxarius ever endeavoured to 
give him as much reſpectful content as was poſſible, though now being 'pre-occupa- 
ted with a contrary opinion concerning his actions, (meerly by the perſwaſions of 
ſome perſons about him) he becomes inflamed againſt his perſon, with a certain kinde 
of obſtinate conſtancy, not to be remoyed in his nature, by any manner of endea- 
vour whatſoever. 

Theſe diſcourſes being ended, Prince Arethuſius underſtanding alſo that the Pa. 
lace of Oreſtes was in his way to the City of Sidon, without many circumſtances, but 
onely a civil and ſhort thanks for his entertainment, took his leave of the Prieſt, as if 
his haſte diſpenſed with all other uſual Complements: The Prince and Creſes being 
both mounted again upon their Horſes, having not travelled above a quarter of an 
hours time, towards the beaten Rode way, ere Aretbuſius told Creſes , that not- 
withſtanding his Actendants might with ſome impatiency, expect his arrivall that 
night, where he had appointed to lodge, yet he had ſo far changed his reſolutions for 
the preſent, by reaſon of the Prieſts relations, that be was determined to viſit his 
Uncle Oreſtes Houſe, to try whether or no he could perſwade him to any Court · com- 


pliance; if not, at leaſtwiſe, to forget in part thoſe affronts he conceived he had ar ; 
celve 
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ceived at Damaſcus, either by the Queens diſaffections, or her Favourites preatneſs : 
Ir was not much above an hour before ſun- ſet, when Aret huſius arrived at his Uncles 
Caſtle; where preſently mounting the ſtairs, (becauſe he had a deſire the better to ſur- 
prize him in his retirement) he found him ſeated in his Dining Room, one leg over 
another, with a Book in his hand, on which be ſeemed to read "ey attentively 515 that 
he was almoſt upon bim before he perceived any body: Although Oreſtes were a little 
confounded, when he beheld his Nephew, yet at laſt being better recollected in 
his thoughts, he not onely gave him thoſe kinde and loving reſpects, belonging 
to his quality and bis own affections, but in a more particulat manner chen 
8 , enquired after his affairs, with the occaſion of his preſent Journey into 
thoſe ' parts. | ES | 1 
Truly ſaid Are thußaus, a3 a viſit to your ſelf, (whom I fo much honour and eſteem) 
had been a ſufficient cauſe, to have per ſwaded my reaſbn to the voyage, without any 
other deſign whatſoever, ſo of the other (ide, not to lay all upon the ſcore of my ob- 
ligations to your perſons and vertues, I am at preſent making a ſpeedy journey into 
the mountainous Countrey of Aſia, where 1 am promiſed by the aſſiſtance of the 
Nobility, and many others of the ſame intereſt, ro be elected King amongſt them, by 
my Fa conſent, or at leaſtwiſe ſhall be able co procure the raiſing of an Army, 
for my Fathers advantage, if not releaſement out of priſon, where he is now detain- 
ed by the power and tyranny of the Senate of Lyaia : At theſe words Oreſtes ſmiled, 
which being over he told him, that he wondred how he could be perſwaded ſo far as 
to think, Mazarines deſigns in putting him at preſent upon this enterprize, was for 
any other end, then to remove his perſon out of the Kingdom of Syria, whereby 
both himſelf aud Queen Andromida his Miſtreſs, might be the more conveniently 
freed from his importunities; Arethuſius was ſomething troubled at this reply, in 
regard it took off ſome confidence from his thoughts, concerning his preſent expedi- 
tion: Notwithſtanding it was not long before he returned him this anſwer, Uncle, 
ſaid be, although the malicious practiſes of the world, ſhould never ſo much conſpire 
againſt my fortunes, as the cruel deſtinies have hitherunto done in my Fathers quar- 
rel, who elſe could not have been deſtroyed, by the improbable endeavours of a few 


of his moſt contemptible Subjects; yer I am determined ſtill, to proſecute my fates, 


until I either compel them to become more favourable, or my felf prove the laſt ſa. 
crifice can be offcred to their malice. 

Oreſtes being much taken with his Nephews reply, preſently took him in his arms 
mith theſe expreſſions, I muſt confeſs, ſaid he, the Gods do more then injure bra. 
very and juſtice, if they prove not altogether propitious to ſuch attempts, wherein 
I promiſe for the now diſgraced Oreſtes, if he ever come again into authority, to be 
powerfully aſſiſting in thoſe deſigns: this gave occaſion to Prince Arethuſius to be 
more particular with his Uncle, concerning the chief reaſons of his diſcontents. 

Truly Nephew, ſaid he, the extraordinary favour of Mararius, (by whoſe means 

not onely all the Princes of the blood in Syria are deſpiſed, but our young King Oron- 
tes altogether adulterated, both in his education and converſation, when as ſcarce 
any perſon of worth andquality, is ſuffered to come near his preſence) is the prin- 
cipal cauſe of my diſtaſte; who in the interim keeps the world in troubles and com- 
buſtion, whereby his Faction may be eſteemed the more conſiderable , towards the 
advancement of the women of his Houſe and Family, that are daily preferred in 
marriage, to the greateſt matches of the Kingdom of Syria: For if once a generall 
peace were made throughont all the Countreys of Aſia, there is no Prince but would 
hold it a ſupream diſhonour to his condition alſo, not to draw his ſword in your Fa- 
thers quarrel, being now onely hindred in that particular, by the preſſing neceſſity of 
their own affairs and concernment. | 

As many ſtich{ike diſcourſes paſſed that night between Aret huſius and his Uncle, 


ſo the next morning very early, both himſelf and Creſes parted from the Caſtle, with 


an intention again ily to finde out the reſt of the Company; but in the way 
the Prince began this diſputation with Creſet.

ſhall fight ant aſſurꝛd enemies, without being aſſured to be aſſiſted by conſtant 
friends. When Aretha/in1 had delivered thus much of his inward thoughts, pro- 
ceeding from thoſe difcoutſes, he had had the right before with his Unele Oreſtes, re- 
ſes returned him this anſwer : Truly, my Lord, faid he, as it is ſometlung a. difficult 
matter to reſolve what were beſt to be done in theſe dangerous enterprizes „when 
you are to put your Royal Perſon totally into the hands of people, who have alrea- 
dy proved both falſe and unkinde to ſuch a King as your Father, that cannot well be 
paralſel'd for his conſtant love to his own Countrey- men; ſo of the other fide,.it I 
ſhould ſay nothing at all fot your farther ſatisfaction, you might perhaps interpret 
my intentions fiot real enough for your ſervice : having weighed the conſequences, I 
(hall rather chuſe co kazzard my opinions in the cenſure. of others, (who perchance 
may not be of the ſame belief) then hold my peace, when abur of have moſt reaſoct 
to ſpeak, ſince actions once performed cannot again be recalled by any induſtry, 
and at the greateſt advantage may be hoped for, can but fall out. competently to 
our mindes.

To this purpoſe I muſt ſay, that nothing can be eſteemed at preſent; more pretious 
to beconſerved then your own ſafety, ſince upon it depends both. your Fathers ſecu- 
rity, and you Friends fortunes; and what certainty will be had of either, if you pre- 
cipitately expoſe your own perſon, not onely in ſome fort to the known malice and 
power of your worſt enemies, but to the inſtability of an inconftant mulcitude, who 
for the moſt part do but act according to the dictates of a few factions Prieſts, that 
as you know muſt have their own ends and ambition, to be in the firſt place conſider- 
ed, before either your right, or their Countreys honour ; Beſides the difficulty of che 
work we are to undertake for the Kings advantage, having yet no Prince or State to 
joyn with us in the attempt, we are to make upon the Lyaias power, that hitherunto 
hath been ever too hard for the Myſſian Forces, when beſt united in an offenſive or 
defenfive war: Nevertheleſs, I will not deny, but if you be affared of the fidelity of 
all cheNobility in 04 b the Priefts depending upon them, and che people upon 
the Prieſts, ſome ſueceſs may be hoped for wi lpia ge delice, in regard of the

Truly, replyed Creſer, I do not finde them fach mortified people, as the firſt Heroes 
were in the beginning of the world, ſince there may be noted in their diſpoſitions, 
not onely extream avarice almoſt paſt all example, but alſo ſuch” a melancholly pride 
to predominate in their natures, that they in a manner ſpight all emineney in others, 
that are not of the ſame quality and faction, which renders them for the moſt part 
cruel and unjuſt beyond meaſure: And it I may deſcend to more particulars, 1 ſhall 
fay, that as the common people of Lydia at the firſt took part wich the Senate, in 
oppoſitionto the Kings authority, onely to be poſſeſſors of their Landlords Eſtates, 
without paying any Rents or duties for them, being made believe xhej ſhould be- 
come of equal eſteem and power with the greateſt per ſons; ſo now thoſe Rulers 
themſelves, having ſufficiently made uſe of the peoples aſſiſtance, towardꝭ the com- 
paſſing of their own ends; whieh was abſolutely to govern as they pleaſed, begin 
abſolutely, hot onely to caſt off the vulgar importunities, but endeavour by all the 
violent wayes can be imagined, to leap into other mens fottunes how unjuſtly ſoever: 
And this in ſumme is the whole ſcope of their deſigns; let their pretentions of Reli- 
gion and Reformation be what they will. ie e eee 
Although Jam eaſily perſwaded, faid Arethuſius; that theſe are the principal 
ends and deſigns of moſt of the Senate at Sardis, yet iy youth and experience ha ve 
0 never yet (to my remembrance) been made acquaint᷑ed fully with the cauſes, that ei- 
ther loſt my Father his authority amengſt the vulgar, ot made ſo many of the Nobi- 
lity and Gentry take part at the firſt with the Senate, without which it hid been un- 
poſſible in fo ſhort a ſpace, to have parted him from b ibriſdickionn 
Truly Sir, replyed Creſes, as I muſt impute a great catiſe of the ills, to a certain 
kinde of untoward predomination of the faces, by which the actions of men may be 
ſometimes governed, beyond any power of relittance ; finte if the King your Father 
had ever got the leaſt intire victory over his enemies, during all the time of his con- 
tention, he had not been now a priſoner; ſo if I may ſpeak either my thoughts free- 
ly, or deliver without ſmoothing the opinions of other perſons, ſome other reaſons in 
part may be given alſo for his reſtraint and misforrunes : for when the Court of 
Lyaia . enjoyed a proſperity almoſt beyond all example, the Nobility. and Gen- 
try of the Countrey , were fo far from receiving ſatisfaction for their ſervices and 
duty, that many of the petty Courtiers, not onely apparently contemned and 
derided their attendance, both in a ridiculous and uncivil manner, but in their 
own particulars, were ſo given to cheating and covetouſneſ that ſcarce any ſure 
of Law could be proceeded withour' cheir- ſolicitation or fatisfi&ion: This 1 muſt 
needs ſay, extreamly alienated the hearts of the better ſort from the Kings parti- 
cular, however himſelf, was no way guilty or privy to theſe corrupt and inſolent 
practices: And yet theſe ungrateful men ina marine? were che firff, that quitted 
the Kings ſervice and intereſt, upon his decſining condition: The next overſight 
committed in the Government it ſelf was, that the King was put on to lay new im · 
poſitions upon the people, without being prepared with a Royal Army :0r at leaſtwiſe 
furniſhed with competent Troops of /Sauldiers ; to N occaſions, to ſup- 
preſs their diſorders and inſolencies; ſince it ĩs unpoſſibſe but by ſuch means, either to 
male them pay what may be demanded, or to reſtrain their violences in the gathering 
of the money : beſides; ſomet hing of theſe {ate diſaffections, were coneived to pro; 
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they then were : being ent . uſes of chat {cactered babitation, 
2 finding it very barely furniſhed with all manner of commodities, towards hi 
entertainment, notwithſtanding he pretended himſelf to be but ot ely a private 
Gentleman, travelling towards his own Countrey ; whilſt Creſes was providing 
meat for the Hoxſesin an ont · building, he asked the people many queſtions. con- 
cerning their preſent poverty and apparant miſery: Truly Sir, ſaid one of them, as 
in the general we may thank the Gods, and our own fates, that have placed our ha- 
bitations under ſo unfortunate a Region, ſo in the, particular, muſt we impute our 
ſufferings to two cauſes : The one to the war ſo unhappily begun between Orſames 
and Seraſtros. : The other, in that not many years ago, ſome of our Countrey , not 
being either ahle or willing, to ſupport the burthen of our continual taxations,, ga- 
thered the people together in a warlike maner to reſiſt thoſe officers, that were ſeat to 
raiſe and collect the money; which not proving ſucceſsfu] according to our intentions, 
we were not onely quickly diſperſed by multitudes of Souldiers, but other new im- 
poſitions laid on our Perſons and Eſtates; inſomuch as our ſmall Revenues, will 
ſcarce defray. the neceſſary.expence and charge of our ſlaviſh condition; and to 
that purpoſe cannot keep our own children in our houſes, but muſt be forced to turn 
them into the world at a competent age, to ſeek better fortunes, in that a certain 
proportion of payment is alſo laid upon each head in the family, which doth a- 
mount to more, then any one of ys can well gain by any labour or induſtry at home. 
But ſaid the Prince, we hear theſe payments will now quickly ceaſe, in regard of the 
abſolute intention of a general peace, between theſe two mighty Kings of Syria and 
Egypt: The Gods ſend it, ſaid the maſter of the houſe, however this hath been the 
common talk for this many years, without any effects at all according to our hopes, 
and deſires, whilſt in the interim we do not onely ſuffer as you have been already told, 
but in regard our Countr hoes upon the Confines and Borders of both the Princes 
Territories, we Are in a manner continually troubled with the quartering of unruly 
Souldiers, that not ſeldom upon their parting-from our habitations, deprive us of all 
we baye, or can procure for many years afterward, which is the occaſion , that keeps 
us ſo ill farniſhed of any kinde of commodity, that may give entertainment to 
ſtrangers and travellers: Furthermore? by the very Laws of this Nation, the Boors 
are not permitted to eat any Fowl , and no Grapes in a manner being planted in 
theſe parts, we cannot give that ſatisfaction to thoſe of the better ſort as we deſire ; 
Theſe were items ſufficient, to perſwade the Prince, to be contented with what pro- 
viſions they could ſuddenly provide; which was a few Eggs fryed together in a pan 
over the fire; and for their drink, either the were to be ſatisſſed with clear running 
water from th next Fountain, orelſe with a certain kinde of ſweet liquor preſt from 
excellent apples, abundantly growing in all the Countrey of Sidowia « After Creſes 
and himſelf, had made an end of their delicious ſupper, they were willing to be made 
acquainted with their places of repoſe, that as they imagined, would be nothing in- 
feriour to all the reſt of their entertainment; and truly it proved ſo indeed, for the 
room where they were to lodge, was as near the earth as poſſible nature could place 
it, whilft the open windows received the freſh air from the pure heavens, without any 
oppoſition at all. TO 1 00 2 
In the morgung, after they had rewarded the Countrey people according to their 
own bounty, they took their leayes of the poor Cottage, and within two dayes ſpace 
arrived at the ancient Town of Sidan, where again they met with their company, wo 
could not but ſomething wonder at the occaſion of fo long a ſeparation, GP 
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they thought it not manners, particularly to enquire after thoſe adventures, which 
che krise bad deſigned and commanded for his own pleaſure, nevertheleſs it was 
not many hours, before he himſelf made both Dedalzis and Meleander acquainted 
with the di ſcourſes he had had with Creſes in the journey, 1 = he ſaid) 
from the intimations, he had received from his Uncle Oreſtes, which had made him 
fall back a little from thoſe reſolutions he formerly intended, when he parted froth his 
Mother the "Queen at the City of Damaſcus, until he could by better demonſtrations 
be aſſured of the affections of the Nobility of Ayſſia; upon whom of neceſſity 
would depend the ſucceſs and proſperity of that journey; they cod not chuſe but 
approve: of the reaſons, and ſo conſequently it was concluded, that the Prince 
ſhould firſt viſit the Iſland of O yprus, unto which place preſently might be ſummon- 
ed, many principal perſons of the Myſſian Nation, not onely to confer about his 
reception into their Countrey, but to provide carefully, being there, for his ſecurity : 
as it was determined in the firſt place, that Meleander was the fitteſt man to be ſent 
into the Kingdom of Ayia to tbis effect, fo 4 again held abſolutely conve- 
nient, that the Queen Hyacinthia, ſhould be preſently advertiſed of the reaſons of 
the alteration; which Melander himſelf undertook in perſon to perform , and af. 
terward by Land to proſecute his journey into Myſſia, whilſt in the interim, Are- 
thuſius, with his two ſervants Creſes and Dedalus, took ſhippping at Sin for the 
Iſland Cyprus, 8 FA | | 
Upon Arerhuſire's arrival at Paphos in that Ifland , he underſtood that Narciſſus 
the young Duke, was at the preſent employed in a dangerous ſiege, before the ſtrong 
and rich Town of Salamnie, that ſeemed in fome ſort to rebel againſt his Authority 
and Juriſdiction. As this unexpected intelligence gave his thoughts ſome trouble, in 
regard of his own occaſions, that ſeemed in a manner to depend upon the fortunate 
ſacceſs and proſperity of that Prince, ſo after he had diſpatched. Creſes with Letters 
to Narciſſus, to give him notice of his arrival in the Iſland, one day as he was 
walking for his delight by the Sea-fide, accompanied by many Magiſtrates: of the 
Town, he was informed by one of them in this manner, concerning the rea- 
ſons that cauſed the preſent differences between the ſaid Town and their young 
Duke, . 
My Lord, ſaid he, as I ſhall not need to trouble you with the relation of that ad- 
mirable ſtory belonging to the loves, between Eumenes and the Lady Eretheria, 
our late Dukes Daughter, which may appear rather a Romance then reall in every 
particular, ſo ſhall I give you as near as I can a true account of our affairs, ſince the 
death of the old Duke her Father, and conſequently the occaſion of our preſent 
troubles and diſconte nts. ” , Bn os CONES] 
Io this purpoſe your Highneſs muſt give me leave to fay , that Narciſſas being 
ſettled in the Offices and Commands of his Father, by the ſeeming willing conſent 
of the people of this Iſland, it was not long before they began notwithſtanding in 
ſome ſort, to change their thoughts concerning his perſon or authority, (but whether 
proceeding from the inconſtancy of their own diſpoſitions, or being incited thereun- 
to by the late unhappy changes in the Kingdom of Zydia, I will not fay : ) ſo that 
after a peace was made with Soraſtros King of Egypt, by which means, à free 
and flouriſhing Trade, was beſtowed upon che Iſland of Cyprus, almoſt through 
all the known parts of the world; the Subjects were perſwaded wantonly to be- 
think themſelves of a greater liberty of Government, then was any way convenient 
for the good and welfare of the Counttey, either in the general or particular. To 
this purpoſe the great and rich City of Salamunie being beſt able, and ſo conſequently 
moſt proud, was the firſt place that made queſtion of our young Dukes Authority 
and Juriſdiction ; inſomuch, as firſt privately, and after openly in woſt things they 
contradicted his will and commands, prerending that as now the £gyprian wars were 
abſolutely at an end, and therefore no more needof a ſupream Governout over 
their Perſons and Eſtates, ſo might it be feared, that their Duke Narciſſus in proceſs 
of time, with the help and aſſiſtance of the Souldiers being wholly under h.s power, 
(though paid intirely by their purſes and indaſtry) might be ſo far perſwaded at laſt 
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to their diſadvantage, as to convert their endeaFours towards the creating of Nar- 
| ciſſus ſole Monarch of all Cv, which was never enjoyed in effect by any of his 
predeceſſors :- Beſides they alledged, that already many of their ancient Rights and 
| Priviledges bad been lately detained from them , by the extraordinary intereſt and 
[| ofurgarion of their new Duke, whereas his Father had ever ſhewed himſelf onely ob- 
| ſequious to their Command and direction, which made them again defire to be g0- 
y to 
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verned by the known Laws of the Countrey , or elſe ſome general Aſſemb! 
| choſen; and 2 to that purpoſe from amongſt the people EE 
| Although thee things for ſome time proceeded but to diſputes, without any acti- 
| on at all of hoftility ; yet Narciſſus our young Duke, finding to what end tended 
their diſcourſes, privately gave order to have mpſt of the Troops belonging to the 
| Army, ready prepared for a ſudden march, whilſt in the interim he cauſed divers pro- 
Wit poſitions to be ſent by Commiſſioners to that great and rich City, with ſome kinde of 
* i probability notwithſtanding of a perfect reconciliation , ſince their chief 'objeRion 
| | | was, that either Narciſſus intended to be abſolute Monarch of the whole Iſland, or 
F | elſe would ſpeedily deliver over the Government, to the power and juriſdiction of 
| Orontes, great King of Syria, whom the people as much hated as their own naturall 
Lord Soraftros. | | 

In fine, Sir, not to detain you over long with impertinent and tedious diſcourſes, 
i our Prince finding that he could not make or — = to himſelf juft obedience from 
[| them, by reaſon of their turbulent endea vours and under. hand pra ctices, ſuddenly 
i with moſt of his Army, that he had for the preſent cauſed to be in a martial readi- 
i neſs, ſurrounded their Walls, to their no ſmall amazement , as it ſhould ſeem with an 
11 intention to recover that by force of arms, which he could not perſwade them unto 
iy by any fair means or entreaty. 
{| But he had ſcarce time given him for this diſcourſe, much leſs to proceed farther, 
5 before they were both advertized, that Narciſſus the Duke, accompanied by many of 
the Nobility of the Countrey, was not onely come from the ſiege of Salamnie, ha- 
if = left the Army, under the Command of his Brot her- in- law Eumenes, but was 
1 at the preſent marching upon the Sands, to give Prince Arethuſius meeting and en- 
1 tertainment; when Narciſſus was within ſight of the Prince, as if nature had in- 
ſtructed him in that reverence he was to pay his dignity, he caſt himſelf from his 

| Horſe with ſuch a haſte, as eaſily demonſtrated what an humble heart, his intire affe- 
q ions to the fair Princeſs C/oria had created in his boſome : Arethuſius of the other 
if ſide, obſerving every rule of civility, as well as conſidering the extraordinary need he 
i ' ſhould have of Cyprus aſſiſtance, met him in the half way, where they both preſent- 
| ly embraced, with ſuch ſeeming ties of love and friendſhip, as if a long continued 
* acquaintance were but again to be renewed in their intentions, although never before 
170 they had ſeen each other. 
1 Thus I ſay in circling one another with their moſt noble Arms, at laſt Murciſſus, as 

| if violently inſpired by other divine conſiderations, again ſeparated himſelf from the 

if Princes Courtſhips ; where at ſome diſtance looking bim full in the face, he uttered 
1 theſe words: Is it poſſible, ſaid he, that more then heavenly Cleria ſhould be thus 
il metamorphoſed into another humane ſhape, onely differing in the ſex and perſon : 
j *Tis true, Arethuſius differed in reſemblance from his fair Siſter , no more then what 
if prerogative a womans beauty might juſtly challenge above a manly proporti- 
l on and complexion : he was tall, ſtreight, and graceful in all his actions, and ſhe 
if was lovely ſweet, and raviſhing in every demeanor, ſo that the diſparity appear- 
l ed but in thoſe excellencies, that God and nature intended neceſſarily, to make as 
it diſtinctions of their kindes, not giving much advantage to either over the other, 
whether in the, true ſymmetry of parts, or the well beautifying of them, to 
j render the whole not onely admirable, but perfect: Nevertheleſſe, his Hair was 
ll entirely black , when ks her dainty Curles were of a more declining condition, as 
| | if the predomination of heat more governed in him, as a milder and con- 
j venienter conſtitution in her: Arethuſius was apparalled for the greater lu- 
MI ſtre of his perſon (in that his profeſſion, for the future ſeeemed to be altoge- 
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„ther martial according to his intention) in a plain Buff. Coat, neatly fitted to 


his body, which rendered his ſhape excellent to all the company, who beheld it with 
no ſmaſi admiration. The habit was mixed between the Syrian and Lydian faſhions, 
whilſt he carried upon his head a brave Plume of white Feathers, that ſo correſpond- 
ed with the black natural colour of his hair, which made the oppoſite tinctures ap- 
pear, to be ſurpaſſing graces to one another. | | 
As his Sword Was hung by his ſide, onely in a ſhort hanger, ſo wore he ban- 
drick-wiſe a watchet Ribband athwart his ſhoulders, whereunto was faſtned ae the 
lower end a rich Jewel , containing the marks and enſigns of his order of Knight- 
hood: Inſtead of a ſpear he carried in his hand a ſhort Truncheon, that repreſented 
him to be a General of ſame Army, either in effect or deſire. | 6 
*Tis true, this large deſcription need not have been, if the glory of a youthful Ma- 


jeſty, were not a ſubject convenient for any pen or fancy: In fine, after ſufficient 


complements paſt of all ſides, the whole company marched to Paphos, where many 
dayes were ſpent in tejumphs and entertainments, until Arethuſius himſelf being wea- 
ried as cwas thought with ſhewes, when realities wete abſolutely neceſſary for bis 
condition, deſired Narciſſus, they might without any more impediments enter into 
conſultations; neither was the Duke againſt the motion, for that his own Army be- 
fore the City of Salamnie, in _ needed his overſight.

Io this purpoſe, after they had. ſpent ſome few dayes in privarecouncels, with

why alſo the Princeſs C/oria his fair and moſt vertuous Daughter, was in like manner 
detained under reſtraint, notwichſtanding her innoceney, could not any way be ſuf. 
pected of what crime ſoever. 550 | | 
The two meſſengers that were ſent, were called Cratus and Zutphnion, who be- 
ing upon the Sea together, for their tranſportation into the Kingdom of India, the 
water being calm enough for the conveniency of diſcourſe , Crar#s who was wholly 
for Narciſſus, and ſo conſequently extreamly violent in King Euarchus's behalf, en- 
tertained the time with this manner of language: I muſt confeſs ſaid he, I cannot 
but wonder, why the great and now prevailing Senate of Zia , ſhould not be wil- 
ling to yield co the pfopoſitions we are to make untq them, for the reſtoration of 
King Euarchus to his liberty and ancient dignity > when as the contrary probably, 
bo beſt a miſerableconfuſion, in re- 
gard of their many factions and diverſity of opinions, but in time to come, muſt cer- 
cainly involve the people, in a laſting and continued War, ſince all Princes of the 
like hereditary command and juriſdiction, cannot ſuffer the now King and his Poſteri. 
ty, to be thus _— outed of his poſſeſſions; by the unruly endeavours of his 
natural Subjects, though now their own troubleſom Wars, do not give them liberty 
and conveniency, for ſuch an expedition, as I may ſay, tending to the ſafety and 
proſperity in the general of themſelves: for otherwiſe the example will prove too 
dangerous a preſident in particular, to their preſent and future Governments and 
Dominions, Zutpbnion with a ſmiling countenance, quickly returned him this an- 
ſwer. Ido much more wonder, ſaid he, that your conſideration ſhould want preſi- 
dents in this nature, when as your own Countrey the Iſland of Cyprui, not long ago 
ina manner did the like, with their natural Lord the King of Egypt; who contended 
ſo many years againſt his power and authority, (by the aſſiſtance of other Princes) 
until they forced him, not onely to quit all his Title and Intereft within thoſe Terri- 
rories, but even conſtrained him to condeſcend to ſuch conditions, the people would 
beftow upon him for his future quiet , leſt the contrary might have turned him our of 


more of his Right and Poſſeſſions: WhereforeI ſay, it is rather to be conſidered on 
our

our parts, whether the converting of the Lydian State to a popular Common- 
wealth, would not better advantage our iſland and Trading, then to fuffer it ſtill 
to remain an abſolute Monarchy and Kingdom ? for that as by that means; it wouſd 
not be ſubject to look over us; with too much ſplendour and ma ſeſty, ſo ſhould fach 
a Government upon all occaſions afford us a double ſecurity, the one in lending us 
aid hen we ſhould ſtand in need of aſliftance; againſt any invading enemy, as in the 
other part, in correſponding friendly with our Merchants, by way of Trading and

In my opinion, ſaid Cratus, you are extreamly deceived in both theſe particulars; 


| concerning the firſt, in regard that the equality of honour , when each ſhould be 
© deemed an intire Commonwealth, would occafion many differences, and contentions 


over all the world, about place and preheminency in trading and the like; for that 
as we ſhould eſteem our ſelves the more ancient popular State, ſo would the Lydians 
ſill value their Nation, to be of more dignity and luſtre, not onely in reſpect of 
their vaſtneſs in Dominion, but alſo for that the people had been formerly governed 
by a King, not inferiour whilſt he ruled, to the greateſt Prince of Aſia; which pre- 
rogative by way of honour and eſteem, they would never certainly be willing to 
— however for their own advantages, they had altered the name of the ju- 
riſdiction. FO 24 
The ſecond concerns commerce, either one with another, or both with other Na- 
tions; in which faculty, as we now of the Iſland of Cyprus, are reckoned too hard 
for all other Countries whatſoever , and at preſent furniſh the Kingdom of Lydia, 
with many of their Commodities, at better rates, then they can procure them other- 
wiſe , by reaſon they have ſuch multitudes of Gentry and Nobility , not at all given 
to trading, either by Sea or by Land, but rather live pon their Eſtates, and take their 
pleaſures in the Countrey : ſo if that Nation ſhould be changed to an abſolute po- 
pular Governmeut, all ſores of: conditions for the moſt part, would remain in Towns 


as we do, and ſo by conſequence give themſelves to trading, to our apparent loſs and 


hinderance ; eſpecially, ſeeing they are better furniſhed with commodious Havens 
then the Iſland of Cyprus, for the ſafety and conveniency of their Shipping: So 
that at laſt by this means, we ſhould come to make but equal benefit with them of the 
Seas, that in a manner now remains whole at our diſpoſe ; or. be outed wholly per- 
haps of that prerogative, by their new increaſing induſtry io that particular vocati- 
on: Whereas I ſay, if they retain ſtill a King amongſt them, we ſhall not need to 
fear ſuch a deprivation and obſtruction; for that all the Nobility, and moſt of peo- 
ple, will give themſelves to other imployments, in regard of ſo many different inte- 
refts and conditions, coral Monarchy and Kingly dignity, ſince the perſon of 
the Prince, muſt be attended and obſerved , rather inrecreations and courtly deſigns 
of a more noble nature, then in trading and traffick , either amongſt themſelves or 
with other Nations. 5 Ra _ 

A ſecond reaſon may be given, how that all Princes our neighbours, would become 
quickly jealous of the ſtrict amity and combination, between Lydia and the Iſland of 
Cyprus, not onely in regard of the multitude of ſhipping in either; but alſo for that 
ſuch flouriſhing proſperity, might endanger peoples obediencies in moſt Monarchies in 


, eſa, with the hope of the ſame pretended liberty, and by that means be incited ei- 


ther to invade us with joynt and powerful Forces, or elſe abſolutely deny us the bene- 
fir of at all their Dominions , without which, we of the Iſland of Cyprus 
could not poſſibly ſubſiſt, ſeeing that it is very well known, we are but the common 
porters of other Nations: But ſaid Z ut phnion, although your arguments are very 
ſtrong, to petſwade my belief to be of your opinion, yet I cannot but think, the 
Iſland of Cyprus being united in one Common: wealth, with the large and rich Coun- 
trey of Lydia, we might not onely become ſuch prevailing maſters at Sea, that all 
other Nations would be conſtrained, even to beg trading, if not aſſiſtance at our 
hands; but alſo would not know elſe, how to vent their own native commodities: 
Befides, we ſhould by this means procure to our ſelves, the liberty of fiſhing upon 
the Lydian Coaſts, which benefit we can ſcarce be without, as well to feed, as to ſer 
5; | | on 


on work our people of che infefiour rank and quality: Well replyed Cratar, not- 
withftanding theſe may be ſome motives, to perſipade a firm union between both Na- 
tighs, yet the inconveniency that would happen to our Iſland thereby, cannot be well 
conceived; ald the rather, for that it was never ſeen, that twa,Commonmwealchs of 
equal power and greatneſs, continued many years in a certain friendſhip and amity, 
ſidce not a few accidents would happen daily to ſet us at odds: Beſides the continual 
endeavours of all other Princes to that purpoſe, which probably muſt render the quar- 
rel ſo unreparable at the laft , that of neceſſity one of the two Countries, Face 
both; ſhould periſh by the violence of the contention: But however ſaid he „ you 
know.our imployment at preſent , is grounded upon other deſigns, which is to treat 
about the redemption of the King of Lydia; ſo that let us not any way frame our 
1 85 and endeavours to any other purpoſes, much leſs to comply with his enemies 
res. | | „ | 

After this ſhort diſputation between the Ambaſſadours, it was not many dayes be- 
fore they landed in Caria, and ſo by conſequence were ſoon conveyed to the great and 
rich ty of Sardis, where the Senate of India kept their Aſſembly : Within a weeks 
time they were admitted to a publick audience, at what time Cratxs in the Grecian 


language made this oration. | | : 
ough we bring health and recommendation from the people of the Ifland of 


Cyprus, to the Aſſembly of this Kingdom of Lydia; nevertheleſs, we cannot but 


complain to ſee your Councels, not onely authorized without a King, but the mildeſt 
of thoſe Princes that ever ruled your Countrey, at the preſent to be detained a priſon- 
er, when as almoſt all the Nations of Aſia, ſeem to remain ſcandalized , if not enra- 
ved at the ſtrange example: Perhaps you will tell us, that it is againſt the laws of cor- 
reſpondency, tor neighbouring juriſdictions, to meddle with the actions and pro- 
ceedings of each other; eſpecially when themſelves are no way concerned therein. 
Tis true, I muſt confeſs, it hath not been the cuſtome of former times; yet of the 
other (ide, when we conſider what prejudice this preſident cauſeth amongſt your own 
people, and the general diſtraction it hath made in the world, by way of commerce 
and trading, give me leave to perſwade you to other conſiderations, or elſe to declare 
our own diſſatisfaction; for as in the firſt place it is to be doubted , what power you 
have over your King, fo in the next it is to be enquired after, whether you can pro- 
perly be his Judges, be bis pretended crimes never ſo obvious to mankinde, ſince no 
ſuch conditions ſeem to be annexed to the nature of any Government: If his faults 
be doubtful, his Tryal ayght to be before an unintereſſed auditory ; and if he be in- 
nocent in the fight of the immortal Gods, what prejudice have you done his perſon 3 
wherefore if our endeavours may procure belief, and our words perſwade reaſon ; 
you ſhall endeavour to compound differences by ſome gentle Treaty, whereby he 
may be won again to have confidence in your intentions, by which means you ſhall 
more juſtly obtain your deſires , to the perpethal felicity , perhaps of your Nation 
when as of the contrary, if yoy proſecute this rigorous courſe with your King , you 
ſhall diſtaſte, if not amaze all the other Princes of Aſia, of the like intereſt and dig- 
nity ; who However for the preſent, they may in ſome ſort ſeem to wink at your pro- 
ceedings, in regard of their own preiling occaſions, yet in after times, when the oc- 
caſion ſhall prove more opportune, they will not onely hate you for your injuſtice , 
but be afraid of your intentions, concerning their own particulars. I ſay, be your 
pretenſions what they will, yet it is better to perſwade love and compliance from your 
King, then to compel and extort conditions from his prerogative , ſince the one may 
win his heart towards your particulars, when as the other will but force his perſon 
and not bis minde to your ſatisfaction, at laſt perhaps to the prejudicing of your 
whole Nation, both by fqrreign invaſions and domeſtick troubles. When Cratws 
had made an end of this ſpeech, they told him, that as they had no defire to have any 
difference with the Iſland of Cyprus, but rather were ambitious to keep a friendly

| "Although the Gods, ſaid be, have given us innumerable viRories, againſt thoſe that 
would have oppoſed our deſigns, by reaſon of which in fome fort ,. we may preſume 


upon a future proſperity , yet if we ſhould. now continue our Swords drawn in de- 
fiance of the peoples liberty, when no enemy ſeems to appear to contradict our aRi- 


ons, we might not onely be eſteemed tyrants to the whole Kingdom, but divulge our 
ſelvesto have falſe intentions to all the world, in having at the firſt pretended to have 
taken up Arms for our own defence, and the Subjects rights, and now when we have 
overcome all thoſe difficulties, whereby every ſuſpicion ts laid aſleep, we ſhould ſtill 
proſecute wayes of contention and hoſtility , which certainly cannot be excuſed in 
any kinde, ſince our King is now a priſoner amongſt us: Wherefore ſeeing that the 
ancient and laudible conſtitution of this Nation, will admit of no binding and juſt 
laws to be made, without the free conſent of our natural Prince, whoſe mis fortune 
probably at preſent muſt make him agree to any thing we ſhall deſire , my opinion is 


according to the propoſitions of the Ambaſſadours of Cyprus, we make new Addreſ- 


ſes to Enarchns, whereby our actions may become the more juſtifiable to forreign 
States, as well as the better to ſa tisſie our own people at home, by which means we 


may not onely be a great deal quieter in our thoughts, but the Souldiers by a well 


ſettled peace, being disbanded, who begin already to be too inſolent in preſcribing us 
rules to govern by , che Subjects ſhall be altogether freed from their fears and 
caxations, 5 1 | 66 hr Sie or 
' Scarce had he made an end of this oration , but another perſon of the contraty 
faction in the Senate, roſe up from his ſeat in great fury, and uſed this language. 


If this Senator, ſaid he, chat laſt ſpoke, had. either honour in, his diſpoſition, or 


conſideration in his thoughts, he would never have made motions ſo much to the Ar- 
mies loſs, and the peoples diſadvantage; for we that have now Euarchus in our pow- 
er by a juſt Conqueſt, ſhould again voluntarily become ſubjęct to his juriſdiction, we 


might again hazzard Lyaia's liberty to another deſtruction, and rather by that fooliſh 


pitty, ſtirup his cruelty, to ſome fatal revenge againſt our perſons and poſterity, then 
any way convert his will, Rn to aſſure us from further miſchief; No Gentle- 
man, ſaid he, let Euarchiu inſtead of being again placed in his old Throne and Dip- 
nity, to recover a new tyranny over out lives and fortunes, be brought ſuddenly be- 
fore ſome tribunal, there without partiality to give a juſt account, for thoſe offences 
he hath committed, againſt the truſt that was commended to his charge, whilft in the 
interim, the poor Souldiers may be rewarded out of his Eſtate, who have merited the 


After that this bold ſpeech was delivered in the Senate, which ſhewed there was in 
the company, not a few of the ſame intereſt , they for a pretty ſpace beheld ode an- 
other; with fuch diſtracted countenances, as if they were fo he from ſpeaking their 
mindes, that they durſt ſcarce think their own thoughts, till at laſt one more valiant 
or leſs conſiderate then the reſt, made this ſharp reply. 3 EE | 
Truly, ſaid he, as I cannot but note an unworthy rerrour in moſt of this Aſſembly ; 
however for no other cauſe as I conceive ; then for that Violence rather ſpake , then 
Reaſon dictated; fo on the other ſide, if I ſhould be now ſilent, when not onely Ho- 
nour but Religion ſeems to ſuffer in a high nature, I could never ſatisfie my ſelf. with 


. the omiſſion: Whereforein the firſt place, I do conjure the immoftal Gods, to give 
me at preſent ſome powerful os wes to perſwade your hearts to thoſe actions,

ber o tlis purpoſe, Gentlemen conſider I pray, if your wills be not altogether corrupt. 
ed, or your ſenſes out of their right ſtations, that a new treaty with the King, is the 
onely means to keep us from a miſerable confuſion; ſince without it, neither the fun- 
damental conſtitutions of this Kingdom can be maintained, or we lacking thoſe juſt 
rights, can claim any certain property in what we have: Why ſhould we now be 
dran from our former teſolutions, (at leaſtwiſe profeſſions) by any new intereſt 
whatſoever 2 which was rather to convert Euarchus, then to deſtroy our ſelves as 
well as him, ſince by ſuch an inconſtancy , we not onely proclaim our own falſhood 
through all the Countries of Aſia, but even lay open this very Kingdom of Lydia, 
to a probable invaſion by other Princes, who could no more truſt our intentions after 
this, then be in love with our actions for the preſent, in that there would be left no 
hope to all people, any longer to be conſſdent of our purpoſes, when as they finde we 
keep no manner of faith with our own King: Let it ſuffige I ſay that we have already 
too much injured the Gods, by that ſtrong violence we have uſed againſt that autho- 
rity, chat firſt gave us power to aſſemble in this place, without further prejudicing the 
Kingdom, by wänting the approbation of him, that hath in his — ſufficient 
rigbt, not onely to pardon us fot all thoſe things we have done amiſs, but may eaſily 
by his willing aſcent, crown both our deſires and endeavours with a full and ample ju- 
ſtification, whereby to render our poſterity happy in after ages, as our own perſons 
for the inſtant: It is true, we pretended at the firſt, a certain kinde of neceſſity for 
our taking up Arms againſt our Prince, which however, being fully granted, accord- 
ing to thoſe pretentions, yet nevertheleſs, when we ſhall now refuſe him to come un- 
to us, having abſolutely conquered his obſtinacy in that particular, we cannot but too 
much divulge our own hypocriſie to the world, if that motion ſhall not be entertain- 
ed, ſince the late ſlaughters that have on both ſides been committed, were built upon 
no other ground and baſis, correſpondent to our many profeſſions, as well private as 
publick, which I conceive, if not prevented by more moderate proceedings, may in 

after ages riſe up againſt our actions to all eternity. | 

No ſooner had he made an end of this general well eſteemed ſpeech , but many of 
the contrary faction cryed him down with a kinde of furious violence: Some faid he 
ſhewed himſelf a traytor to the liberty of his Countrey: Others that he was inward- 


ly an enemy to the benefit of the Souldiers, who had ſo courageouſly ventured their 


perſons, in the defence of the Senate of Lydia; neither wanted there a third ſort 
that affirmed, that Euarchus had already bribed his intentions to his party and con- 
cernments: which continued the whole aſſembly for ſome ſpace in a miſerable confu- 
ſion: But at laſt che noiſe being ſomething appeaſed, one of the company with a ſad 
v and a cholerick brow, roſe up from his ſeat, and made this ſharp oration 
againſt bim. | | 

” you Gods, (aid he, do the rights of Euarchus now again come , not onely in queſtion, 
but in competition with our religious endeavours, in which conteſtation , we have made as 
many deep pools of snnoceng and guiltleſs blood , as would have drowned in a manner, ell 
mercy upon the face of the earth, from the very thoughts, much leſs hopes of men: for 
mj part I conceive , the breath .of our complaints hitherunto , ſhould rather have driven 
our injuries into ſome remote place , toconverſe onely with Tygers and Monſters, then to 

e any more renewed to our diſadvantage, much leſs to be countenauced in this Honſe , by 
tboſe that until now, we deemed ro be of our own party and intereſt. Myſt the eæpecl ing 
people after all their labour and expence , fall back another time under the loathſame yoke 
of their former bondage ? did we not alwayes aſſure their confidence, when they fought with 
ſcars and wounds upon our ſcore , that the ſupreme juriſdiftion of this Kingdoms Govern- 


ment, rightly appertained to their ancient inheritance , and now ſhall we unſay (when all 


t hoſe dangers are paſt ) that no ſuch priviledge belongs either to their perſons or condition? 
If needs we will have the ſame King and Laws, let us alſo put on other reſolutions, and ſtill

No, no Gentlemen, ſaid he, to make 4 full and perfect Cataſtrophe of the higheſt inju- 
ſtict can be deſired, or we be in any capacity to grant to our future prejudice, let us here de- 
clart our ſelves guilty of all the innocent bead, that hath been hitherunto ſpilt in this 
quarrel, rather then by the conſequence of clearing Euarchus by a new Treaty, the world 

be peſſeſt, we have neither wit to preſerve our own advantages, or goodneſs ſufficient 

to be conſtant, and juſt in our executions, ſince thoſe crimes that have been ſoobwious to all 
the earth, muſt needs be directed to ſome object, either in us or him: And certainly when 
he ſhall be at full liberty, he will never take it apen himſelf ; wherefore muſt neceſſarily 
reuder us the ſubjects of his wrath , according to his own pleaſure, when neither the power 
or the means, can be wanting in a Kingly condition, which conſequently will follow, having 
once delivered that Sword into his hands, that had for ſome time chaſtixed him for his wic- 
kedneſs : Sothat by this example it will apparently appear, we had not temper at the fir 
to farbear the exaſperating of hu ſpleen, nor wiſaom in the end to provide for our em] ſafe. 
z) ; and by that means we ſhall be left altogether deſtitute, either of pitty or redreſs, ſuf- 
fering our ſelves to be deprived by his policy, of thoſe triumphs our victories gained in the 
field: Nay, for a more abſolute conqueſt over all our endeavcurs, whereby Euarclius's im- 
pieties may be entirely rewarded, let the accurſed Flamins once again, not oxely govern the 
Temples, but tyrannize over our Eſtates; ſo ſhall all our poſterity bleſs yuur endeavours 
wit h hate inſtead of praiſes tothe worlds end: If my wordt prevail not in yoar opinions, I 
wiſe theſe eyes of mine, may be preſently cloſed with a perpetual darkneſs , that they may 
never behold the effefts of ſuch diſtempers contracted; which the Gods Tknow can never 
ſuffer , without caſting continual plagues throughiut all Lydia, to the deftraftion of the 
whole, 
Being now almoſt out of breath, he ſate down in his place, which gave liberty to 
another Gentleman of more temper, after a little pauſe, alſo to ſhew his reaſons of a 
contrary nature. | 

' Truly, ſaid he, I might with much more reaſin, wonder at this mans paſſions, then an- 
ſwer his arguments, fince there are few here according to my apprehenſions, that ſeem not in 
their very countenances to blame his proceedings; yet becanſe it hath been ever the cuſtome 
of this great Aſſembly, to make objections againſt motions how ridiculous ſocver, I ſhall en- 
deavonr toſay ſomething, concerning theſe Full. principles he hath * , 4s well for the 
diſcharge of my own conſcience, as for the farther ſatisfaction of this judicious Court. 

To this purpoſe in the firſt place, I muſt ſay ; whereas he puts no difference between 
the total ſuppreſſion of 'the Kings juriſdittion , and gaining to our ſelves thoſe Rights and 
Priviledges, we have all this while fung bt for, I ſpall defire him but ſeriouſly to remem- 
ber, that upon the undertaking this bloody War in the beginning, we did not pretend to 
have ws King at all, bus one to make the King we hadours, and ſoby conſequence to 
reduce him to thoſe neceſſities by powerful oppoſition , that he 1175 willingby or conſtrain- 
edly;condeſcend to thoſe deſires of ours, which we thought would be moſt reaſonable and be- 
nefieial for theCommonwealth : much leſs did we ever intend to declare, the right, the 
Kingdom of Lydia to be in the common people, ſince if ſuch a liberty ſhould be granted the 
Subject, they might with as good a right, diveſt us of our preſent authority, as well as 
we the King of his power aud juriſdiction ; whe by that means perhaps , might call us to 
a more ftrift account for oxy actions paſt , then Euarchus would have done, if he had with 

his Army entirely prevailed againſt our Forces: Again it may very well be imagined, 
that by ſuch a change of Government, the whole Kingdom would be ſoon turned into a meer 
Chans of confuſion, when as at all times popular fancies ſhould make Laws and alter con- 
ſtiturions, inſtead of knowledge and difcreriyn ;- finte it is well known, the vulgar are ſo far 
[rom having the capacity to command, that they are ſcarce endued with a ſufficient an- 
derſtanding to obey : Nay, Gentlemen give me leave to tell jou, that our anceſtors at the 
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rf, having given away their national right to the Predeceſſors of the King , which time 

ff IEEE fiuce hath confirmed, 1 do not ſee how. we can any more A ee that knot 
of obligation , then the people can again unchuſe us, from having axthority to fit intha 
place ro makg Lams : So that 1 ſay, it might be rather eſteemed in us animpious madneſs, 
then any wiſe providence , when we finde Euarchus would correſpond with our intentions, 
not to entertain and embrace his offers with open armes, whereby we ſhould hold thoſe pri- 
viledges obtained, inthe view of ali Alta, both by love and right, whereas of the contrary, ' 
we may perhaps be eſteemed rebels to our Prince and injurious to the Gods which opinion be- 
ing created in the mindes of men, we can probably be neither ſafe from fyrreign invaſion, 
or at home from continual faction: Beſides you may remember, with what ſolemn. canjt- 
rations never to deſtroy Monarchy, you envited the Myſſians into Lydia to your aſſiſtance, 
when the Kings victories ſeemed totally, both to prevail and triumph over all your endea- 
wvours, which again was renewed by many proteſtations , when. after a long contention they 
were perſwaded , to deliver the perſon of their Prince into your hands and cuſtody , being 
overcome onely by the double power of both Nations; all which being conſidered, let us ei- 
ther entertain thu new treaty propounded with the King, or reſolve to become. greater 
ſlaves to ſome other juriſdiction, then ever he could have made ns by any erate tyran- 
ny : So ſhall we not onely correſpond with the Ambaſſadours of Cyprus in unity and friend. 
ſhip, but convert our Prince Euarchus to be confident of our intentions, whereby the King- 
dom will become ſettled and proſperous : And laſt of all, we may hope to render the immor- 
tal Gods propitious in the future, to thoſe things that ſhall any way concern our act ions an 
affairs ; which being ſaid with tears in his eyes, he again [at down in his place to expect the 
event, 

After this ſpeech, one might have beheld, variety of changes in the countenances 
of the whole Aſſembly : ſome with chearful looks, ſcemed abundantly to approve of 
' thoſe reaſons he had delivered in his oration : Others again appeared to be ſomething 
doubtful, what might be the iſſue and event of their Councels, (ince they were fearful 
of the Souldiers determinations , whilft many of the contraty faction with ſowre 
brows, threatned yet a hazzardable if not a fatal concluſion : however at laſt after 
ſundry other diſputations (which had taken up the greateſt part of the day) it was de- 
creed, forthwith to make new Addreſſes to the King, whereby if it were poſſible, to 
end all contentions in loving and obedient concluſions, at leaſtwiſe ſo. pretended in 
the general, though many were obſerved notwithſtanding , not to clear the clonds of 
their inward diſcontents at theſe reſolutions : To this purpole, the Prieſts were com- 
manded to offer ſacrifices, throughout moſt of the Temples in the City of Jardis that 
ſeemed to have the chief influence over the Kingdom of Lydia : Beſides to add a great- 
er freedom and confidence to the intended Treaty, the Ambaſſadours of Cyprus had 
permiſſion according to their deſires, to viſit the Princeſs Cloria the Kings Daughter, 
as pretending they had Letters to deliver her from Narciſſus Duke of Cyprus, whilſt 
in the interim Commiſſioners were nominated preſently to be ſent to Exarchus. 
Ihe Ambaſſadours upon their viſit ſome dayes after, found {oria in her own pri- 
vate lodgings where ſhe was confined : Stfe was clothed all in white after the manner 
of the veſtal Virgins, not ſo much as one beautiful hair appearing , to adorn that 
handſomneſs thac nature had beſtowed -upon her, as if ſhe diſdained any worldly 
ornaments, to become the ſadneſs of her condition, in regard of. her Fathers appear- 
ing captivity : however ſhe wore upon her head a ſmall Coronet of Gold, to ſhew 
ſhe was not willing notwithſtanding her many misfortunes, to wave thoſe juſt titles 
that belonged to her birth and extraction: She had caſt over her inward appare) ,.a 
long vail of black Cypreſs to the ground, which afforded a kinde of a melancholly 
proſpect to her other garments, being a little opened before by her fair hand, the 


better to direct her ſteps towards the Ambaſſadour , whom (he encountered by a few 
paces as they made their approaches; as it were to let them know, ſhe was deſirous.to 
meet any intelligence from her dear Lord Narciſſus, rather then reſolved to keep 
ſtate, whereby the entireneſs of her affection might not appear in a full proſpect: 
Roxana her Governeſs carrieꝗ up her train, as a ſlender mark onely of the remem- 


brance of her own dignity, 
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When the Ambaſſadours bad made their full addreſſes, in ſome few com- 
plements, Cratus told her, that however they had brought no Letters to her 


Highneſs, from her gallant Brother Prince Arethaſus, at the preſent remaining in 


the. land of Cyprus, 22 as he ſaid upon ſome reaſons of conſequence, onely 


knownto himſelf, yet he was to tender her a paper from their young Duke Narciſſus, 
wherein was contained as he conceived as much affection and reſpect, as could poſ- 


o as he ſaid by his unfortunate fates: The Princeſs received the welcome Letter, 
with abluſhingcountenance , participating alike both of joy and ſorrow; *at leaſt- 
iſe ſoexpreſt in her demeanour : She preſently opening the paper, the in · ſie ſpoke 

a lovers language, as the out - ſide did this ſuperſcription. 5305

«Againſt the Gods determinations , it is not for mortals to contend , elſe it had not been 
in the worlds power, to have kept me from you ſo long a ſpace : If 1 frowld make a particu- 
lar relation of all my adventures fince our laſt parting, I might rather trouble your pati- 
ence in my Letter, then give you ſattsfattionin thoſe things you moſt deſire : onely let it 
ſuffice, theſe meſſengers are now come into Lydia, not onely to inform themſelves concerning 

Jour concernments , but alſo to att other parts that may be meſs advantageable to your 
Fathers proſperity : If you blame my courage, in not being more violent in the proſecuti- 
on, yet I muſt beſeech you not to condemn my aſſettion, before you throughly underſtand from 
the bearers the reaſons of our deſigns. PT 

The eaſieſt way of bringing things about, is rather to be choſen then violence and preci- 
pitation, fince by the aue we may more probably compaſs our deſires, when as the other per- 
chance will finde tuo much oppoſition at the if, and at the worſt may thruſt us upon unpoſ- 
fable conſequences : I am loath to tell you bow at the preſent , we are. engaged in ſome ho- 
ftility with many of our own Subjects, encouraged thereunto as it may be thought , bythe 
like ſpirit, if not the ſame perſons , that firſt gave contradictian to King Euarchus com- 
mands : In this War, Iam reſolved to overcome, whereby I may in ſome ſort be thought 
worthy of Cloria's eftcems , or elſe ſe to expire in the enterprize , as ſhall become the moſt 
humble ſervant of ſuch a Princeſs,

As Cloria upon the readiug of the Letter was ſufficiently ſatisfied , with thefe tem- 
perate expreſſions of her dear lover, whoſe heart ſhe knew was inwardly inflamed, 
with a moſt conſtant zeal to her particular; howeyer at preſent neceſſarily incum- 


bered, by the new oppoſitions of thoſe people of Cyprus, that began alſo to envy 


his luſtre and dignity, proceeding either from their own natures or deſigns, ſoon 
the other (ide, was ſhe not without ſome apprehenſion , what might be the event of 
the Wars he had in hand, concerning both his perſon and honour; inſomuch as ſhe 
could not chuſe but ſheda few tears, before ſhe entered into any more communica- 
tion with the Ambaſſadours : but they quickly gave a ſtop to that ſorrowful current, 
by aſſuring her, that as the War in all mens opinions, was not at all eſteemed dan- 
rous, fo was it unpoſſible, but that theiſſue would be pen and profitabte, ſince 
it was onely one ſingle Town, that ſeemed to reſiſt, which once overcome, the reſt 
of the Iſland, would continue more firm and conſtant in their obedience : After 
this they alſo let her know , that as they were imployed to perſwade the Senate of 
ITydia, to a willing treaty and compliance with her Father King Euarchus, as moſt 
conſonate to the rules of State, practiſed throughout all the Princes Courts of the 
leſſer A,, ſo had themſelves already ſo far prevailed in their purpoſes, that Com- 
miſſiqners were appointed from the Senate, to wait upon the King to that effect; 
in whoſe company they alſo intended to make the ſame journey, whereby the bettet 
to compoſe thoſe differences that ſhould ariſe, occaſioned by any accidental diſpute : 


They added further, that the reaſons why her Brother Prince Arerh»ſins, — 
g er 


ſible come from 8ny lover and ſervant, being at fo great a diſtance, compelled there 
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her ſervant Duke Narciſſus, thought it more convenient at preſent, to uſe perſwaſi- 
ons rather then Threats, were, becauſe not onely the Iſland of ¶ Iprus, but the King- 
dom of Syria, were both ſomething engaged in civil broils: Wherefore by a little 
delay and appearing complyance, not onely thoſe ſtirs would be pacified , bur the 
Myſſiaus in the interim might be dealt withal , about conditions neceſſary for the 
Kings eſtabliſhment in his Throne, if the Treaty with the Senate ſhould take no effeR, 
which upon the matter they had already undertaken : beſides they ſaid, until there 
ſhould be a general uniting together of other Princes in the defign, by ſome conve- 
nient peace amongſt themſelves, which was now in agitation , it was ſomething dan- 
gerous and hazzardable, to undertake either the conqueſt or reducement of Lydia 
to the Kings juriſdiction: Sweet C/oria was content to be ſatistied with any probable 
reaſons, that might give her hopes encouragement, lince her former croſſes and 'vs- 
riety of diſcontents, had too much engtafted in her thoughts deſpairing fancies : So 
that after ſome time, ſhe parted with the Ambaſſadours in a lovely ſmile , inftead of 
other expreſſions, as if ſhe did more depend upon their faithful induſtry , then 
in her own knowing judgement , however in her retiring , ſhe caft back her looks 
upon her Governeſs Roxaxa, as it were alſo to demand her approbation , concerning 
her own carriage in that particular. | 
It was not many dayes after this conference, before the Ambaſſadours, with the 
Senates Commiſſioners arrived at the place, where Exarchxs kept rather the bounds 
of his own impriſonment, then any ſtately or Royal Court: For however the guards 
of Souldiers, were for the preſent removed from his perſon, yet being ſtill keprwith- 
in the circumference of the Iſland, it ſhewed, there was an intention to give that li- 
berty a name of freedom onely, whereby his conceſſions might ſeem to the com- 
mon view legal; for he had not any power at all, to winde himſelf out of his con- 
finement, and as little to refuſe the uttermoſt of what ſhould be required from his 
prerogative: In this poſture I ſay the Commiſſioners made their firſt addreſſes; 
within a while after they demanded, that as he was to take upon him the faults of all 
the blood, thet had been ſpilt in the late wars of Lydia, ſo was he abſolutely to quit 
the general protection of the Flamins, either in name or authority: Neither did 
they here reſt, ſince they expected he ſhould deliver up to the juriſdiction of the Senate, 
the chief mannagement of affairs in the Kingdom. The King at that time made 
them no other reply, but that he would take ſome ſhort ſpace of conſideration , and 
then return them ſuch an anſwer, as ſhonld beſt become the thoughts of à pious 
Prince, that more ſought and deſired the good of his people, then his own proſperity 
and Government. | r 
When they were parted from him, after ſome ceremonies uſed, he entred into com- 
munication with the Ambaſſadors of Cyprus, what might be the ſafeſt way, not to 
prejudice his own conſcience, and yet give that ſatisfaction to the Senate which was 
required: To this with a grave countenance, and ſomething a ſhort pauſe, Z aphy- 
non made unto him this Oration ; Truly Sir, ſaid he, as the Gods mult be onely the 
Judges between your conſcience, and inward thoughts, ſince opinions in matters of 
Religion, ought not to be perſwaded by intereſt and worldly ends; ſo of the othet 
{ide muſt I take liberty to ſay, that ſince the neceſſity of your condition, (which is 
not at preſent to be redeemed by the power and aſſiſtance of Forreign Princes ; in 
regard of their own incumbered affairs) you ought to comply in all you can, with 
our prevailing Senate, hoping hereafter , that their own factions amongſt them: 
elves, (when they ſhall finde no reſiſtance from your endeavours) may again in a 
ſhort time, reſtore you to your Crown and Dignity : The contrary, as it would be a 
means the more to diſcover to their apprehenſions, your own weakneſs ,/ as' your 
friends difabilities, ſo would it probably keep together thoſe ſeveral intereſts, both in 
the Kingdom and Senate, (now in a mannet encreaſing to huge flames of diſcontent 
and confuſion) that may be ſo united in the defence of the common canfe, depending 
upon the general ſafety of their party, that all the Princes in Aſia joyned togerher 
in after times, when they may be better provided, ſhall' hardly remove either theit 


reſolutions or ſtatious; beſides your life may prove a facrifice to their ſpleen — 
| malice, 


malice, if their ſuſpicions be not qualified, by ſome ſeeming willing conceſſions on 
your part, to render them confident, you intend not any more. to goveri to their 
prejudice ; ſince that is the entire period of their aims, whereby they may not onely 
ſecure the better, their on dangerous condition, but alſo enrich themſelyes and po- 
ſterity to after ages in abundance. | n 
The King whilſt INS was —— thus much, caſt down his eyes npon the 
ground; and with ſuch a ſtedfaſt look, as if he onely ſought conſideration of the 


earth, fince the Heavens had afforded him fo little comfort: However when Zur - 


phynen had made an end of his ſpeech, he ſeemed to give him thanks, with a bend of 
his body; and preſently taking Cratus the other Ambaſſadour by the hand | he reti- 
red with him into his Bed-chamber, where being alone without other company, after 
the King had demonſtrated ſome paſſion in his heart, by a few Kingly tears, he uſed 
this diſcourſe unto him. | | . 
Cratus, (aid he, as I know I may preſume lbſolutely upon your affection and fide- 
lity, being ſent out of the Iſland of Cyprus, from my Son Arethuſius, and your own 
Duke Narciſſus, whom I eſteem in the ſame rank and quality, ſince his long preten- 
tions to the love of my unfortunate Daughter C/oria, are teſtimonies ſufficient , not 
onely of his noble nature, but of his conſtant diſpoſition, whereby my confidence in 
his aſſiſtance, becomes aſcertained : fo of the other fide, when I have delivered unto 
ou my abſolute conſent, which I do at the preſent to thoſe future Nuptials, to be ſo- 
mnized as the Gods ſhall afford the conveniency ; I muſt conjure you by all the 
former tyes of friendſhip, between me and the Family of your Duke, with as many 
more, as both Gods and Men can beſtow upon mortality, not onely to give me your 
advice in theſe difficulties, wherein you finde me and my Kingdoms at the inſtant in- 
volyed ; but to lead me out without any flattety, from all choſe. fond opinions, that 
may any way deceive my hopes, to my farther prejudice, left I be compelled at laſt to 
yield, to everything diſhonon ourable that will be demanded. 
Cratus with ſome little kinde of amazement, heard out the Kings deſires to the 
laſt period, without any reply «t all, untill-at laſt, being invited to ſome an- 
— by the importunity of his looks, he uſed this Language towards his ſatis- 


Moſt certain it is, Sir, ſaid he, that it is no eaſie matter for a perſon of what ability 


ſoever, to give counſel in the tranſactions of forreign Affairs, that concern not his 
own Nation; but much more difficult, to perſwade without jealouſie between a 
Prince and his people, alteady grown deſperate in actions of contention, and acci- 
dents of War; however, rather then fail of that duty which belongs to your Ma- 
jeſties Commands, I am reſolved, either to ſacrifice my judgement or opinion, in 
ing what is deſired, to the beſt advantage am able towards your ſervice. _ 

To this purpoſe, I conceive, in the firſt place you are to conſider, your own now 
condition, and the little ability of other Princes to afford you aſſiſtance; for if I 
ſhould eſteem you at preſent, other then a priſoner to the Senate of Lydia, though 
till bearing the Name of a King; however that too more by ſufferance then pow- 
er, as I ſhould ſearce be thoughe worthy of my employment, as an Ambaſſadour, in 
that we are as well to look into the ſoul! of things belonging to any Government, as 
onely to view the fuperficies of the Conntrey and State, ſo might I betray your ex- 
peRation : *Tis true, there ſeems at preſent ſome deſire of the people, to reſtore you 
again to your ancient dignity ; but of the other fide, the Senate are not onely Com- 
manders of that prevailing Army, that hath ſo often beaten and ſubdued your Forces 
in every Province within your Dominions, but are really poſſeſſed of all the ſtrong 
places of your Kingdom; that probably ſhould give your party, either reception 
or countenance; which conſequently denies you both Arms and Ammunition, 
—— defend your ſelf, or offend others; ſo that of neceſſity you will be left to 
In the next place, your Ma jeſty muſt reflect upon the incumbrances of your neigh- 
boars, that abſolutely at preſent takes from your hopes, all expectation of ſuccours 
and affiftance from forreign Princes. |

And laftly we may be certainly aſſured; that the people of the Iſland of Cyprus, 
begins to envy the authority of Narciſſus their young Duke; inſomuch, 46 if he 
ſhould but move a ſtone, towards the entring into a new war, although grounded 
upon never ſo Brent juſtice and right in your behalf, it were enough to occaſion che 
Rebellion of the whole Countrey. | 13 6 gu 21. 

Theſe things being conſidered, with many others that might be mentioned to the 
ſame purpoſe, undoubtedly the ſafeſt way you can take, is at the preſent to comply 
in a manner entirely with your Senate, until the Gods ſhall better enable you to re- 
gain, what you have already loſt of thoſe dues that belong to your Royal Crown 
and Dignity; and bravely or piouſly in the interim, content your thoughts, not 
onely with the juſtneſs of your cauſe, but with the hopes of thoſe continual factions, 
that will daily ariſe in the Kingdom of India for your advantage; the rather, for 
that if Hercrombrotus ſhould again return to the City of Sarde, with his triumphant 
Army, before the finiſhing of the Treaty between you and theſe Commiſſioners, 
(which the Senate hath ſent to that effect) he might eaſily give Laws to borh' your 
endeavours ; and not onely chuſe whether you ſhould be King or no, but whether 
the Senators themſelves ſhould ſit in their places: Beſides I muſt tell you, I cannot 
perfectly truſt my own Companion Zutphyton in your behalf, ſince by many diſcour- 
ſes 1 finde him inclinable, to ſettle a rade between theſe people of Lydia, and our 
own Countrey-men, no:withſtanding any contention of you and your Subjects; 
which would in after times, much obſtruct all proceedings intended for your parti- 
cular concernment: ſince States for the moſt part, look more after the commodity 
they may obtain, then into the right of the cauſe they diſpute. 

The King when the Ambaſſador had made an end of ſpeaking, told bim with his 
eyes lifted up to heaven, that as hahoped the Gods would protect his innocent po- 
ſterity, in their juſt rights after his death, ſo muſt he have a care of his own conſci- 
ence, whereby not any further to exaſperate the Heavens indignation againſt his per- 
ſon; with theſe words, he went out with Cratus into the other room, where he had 
left the reſt of the company, leſt too much ſuſpicion might be gathered from their 
communication. | | WES 

As ſome time was ſpent in ordinary diſcourſes, before the Ambaſſadours took their 
leaves of the King, ſo when 35 were departed, he retired again into his private Ca- 
binet, where after a few tears dropping down from his eyes, as the greater teſtimo- 
_ of his ſad and afflicted heart, he diſputed theſe conſiderations within his own 
boſome. ä | 

Why ſhould my unkinde Subjects, thought he, put me upon theſe ſtraights, that 
either I muſt confeſs my ſelf guilty of choſe crimes 1 never intended to commit, of 
quit my intereſt to thoſe Crowns, that have for ſo many laſting ages, been worn by 
by ny predecefſors > who perhaps were far more rigorous in their actions then my 

elf. , f . 

O you Gods, ſaid he, where are thoſe faults for which I am ſo deeply puniſhed by 
your indignation, as well as my peoples diſobedience 2 If they be viſible to be known 
co the world, why are they not in ſome meaſure made apparant to my underſtand- 
ing, that either knowingly I might ſuffer, or Aſia be ſatisfied in my obſtinacy? ſince 
the contrary doth but diſhonour other Princes, without affording me the comfort to 
ask Pardon, in that I know not who or wherein I have offended: If 1 follow not the 
tract of my Anceſtors, conſerving thoſe priviledges belonging to my Crowns, wich- 
out demanding more of my Subjects, or that I, intended not to rule according to 
thoſe principles, I confeſs they might have cauſe to quarrel with my proceedings ; but 


when my Reign hath been gentler then former Kings and Princes of the ſame nan 
bat 
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that could challenge by right no greater prerogative then my ſelf , why ſhould they 
continue ſo cruel to my purpoſes? Is it not ſufficient for the quieting of the hearts 
of my people; that I willingly transfer part of my power to the Senate, whereby 
they yay be able to make what Laws they pleaſe, both againſt them and me; but [ 
muſt alſo accuſe my own innocency, to give both Honour and belief to their actions, 
whereby poſterity might curſe my very name and being to all eternity? 
When'the King in this manner, had ſpent all the ſtore of his inward paffions, be 
went into the Garden to take his ordinary recreations, and after that to ſupper, 
where he uſed without any ſeeming trouble of minde, thoſe common diſcourſes 


. amongſt his followers, which education and cuſtom had enured both bis nature and 


converſation unto, until the time of the night invited him to ſome neceſſary reſt 
againſt the next mornings diſpute, which he ſuppoſed he was to have with thoſe Com- 
miſſioners, the Senate had ſent for his final anſwer to their demands. 

The next day according to expectation, the Commiſſioners appeared before Es- 
arc hus, unto whom he made this ſhort Speech: My Lords and Gentlemen, ſaid he, 
if I ſhould again redouble my many proteſtations, concerning my pure and unfeign- 
ed intentions, perhaps that prepoſterous violence, would create in your apprehenſi- 
ons, rather ſuſpicion then belief of my future intentions; whiretore I ſhall. onely 
leave the Gods to be ſearchers of my breaſt, as the perſwaders of your opinions; 
and however I have been heretofore moſt unfortunate in that particular, (ſidce ſo 
much innocent blood hath been ſpilt, for want of ſufficient credulity) I am reſoved 
now by other means, if it be poſſible, to ſatisfie the Senate, whereby unhappy Lydia 
may once more be ſettled im a quiet poſture, for the good and proſperity of my peo- 
ple: With theſe words he let fall a few ma jeſtick tears, as the ſtrongeſt proof either 
of his integrity or forrow : when he had pauſe for ſome pretty ſpace, in 3 certain 
kinde of ſeeming extaſie, he continued his diſcourſe after this manner. The propo- 


ſitions, ſaid he, ſent me by your powerful and prevailing Senate, if I be not deceived, 


conſiſt of two natures : the one in a perfect reſignation of all my legal juriſdiction, 
into their hands, for that it is pretended they both can and will govern better then my 
ſelf: The other ſeems to challenge a greater prerogative over me, then I have any way 
power to beſtow upon them, ſince they would dard confeſs a guilt in thoſe crimes, 
my inward thoughts never as yet gave conſent unto, which puts me upon theſe difh- 
culties, that either I muſt hypocritically accuſe my own innocency, to the outward 
face of the world, or be abſolutely deprived of that happineſs, we all hope for and 
expect by this Treaty; nevertheleſs to let both Gods and men ſee, how willing I'am 
to any compliance, that may again reſtore peace and tranquility to this unhappy 
Nation ; inthe firſt place (for elf as it ſhould ſeem the Senate cannot be ſatisfied) 
I am content to admit, I was in the beginning, the chief occaſion of the late Wars: 
In the next place, for a farther confirmation of that ſatisfaction, (the chief thing de- 
fired) I will lay down my own Kingly Authority, for ſo long a ſeaſon as the Senate 
ſhall think convenient, towards the abſolute ſettling of private and publick differen- 
ces of the Kingdom; provided no act of mine may any way hereafter, do prejudice 
either to my Sons right, or exclude the F/amins from thoſe eſſential! dues, that ap- 
pertain to the real worſhip of the Gods; which being ſaid, be ſate down in his 
chair, wich two or three melancholly ſighs, as if he were conſtrained like a ſad 
Pelican, in a wilderneſs of diſcoritents, to ſacrifice the very life of all his happineſſe, 
for bisSubjects future proſperity. | 
The Commiſſioners of the Senate, after the King had made an end of ſpeaking, 
drew together in a little nook of the room; there as it ſhould ſeem the bet- 
ter to conſult among themſelves , what anſwer was fitteſt to be returned, ' whilſt 
in the interim Exarchns held a private conference with Cratus in another part of 
the Chamber. | 
The people that were about the Kings perſon, might note in his countenance , ma- 
ny ſeveral changes as he diſcourſed wich the Ambaſſadour : ſometimes he would 
caſt down his eyes upon the ground, as if he coveted a grave for an everlaſting reſt. 
ing place, rather then to be thus incumbred with cares, and continual vexations, — 
ceeding 
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ceeding onely from the envious ſuſpicion of his own people, without any known 
cauſe, either from his actions or intentions: Then of a ſudden he would behold the 
Ambaſſadour full in the face, intimating the deſire of ſome inſtructions from his very 


Jooks, what were beſt to be done for his own honour, according to the rules and opi- 
nions of other Princes, of t he ſame extraction and dignity as himſelf: Laft of all, 


he began à moſt earneſt expoſtulation with the Ambaſſadour; as it was ſuppoſed by 
thoſe that were preſent , concerning ſome particulars of his own ſpeech, and the 


Senates demands: Theſe ſeveral poſtures entertained the time, until one of the Com- 


miſſioners of the Senate, after conſulting wich his fellows, deſired a ne audience of 
the King. | 0 
As my cannot Sir, ſaid he, but congratulate this happy occaſion, that hath admini- 
ſtred ſufficient means, towards the ſettlement of the troubled affairs of this ancient 
and ſometime flouriſhing Kingdom of Lydia, of late diſturbed by the differences be- 
tween you, and your faithful people ; ſo muſt I again more then lament, to finde [till 
in your Ma jeſty, no ſmall averſeneſs from the Senates good purpoſes , fince the moſt 
materiall point of difference, from whence this bloody war hath. proceeded, reſts as 
yet in your breaſt, not at all removed by any ſeeming reſolution: *Tis true, I ſhall 
not need much more to inſiſt upon perſwaſions, when as beſides thoſe multicudes of 
reaſons, that have been ſo often offered to your conſideration, we have ſufficieat 
power by the Gods aſſiſtance, rather to compel then deſire any thing, that may ei- 
ther ſecure our ſelves, or good the people; ſince the victorious Souldiers have not 
yet quitted their Arms or their Triumphs: And ſo conſequently will both defend 
and proſecute their and our deſigns, againſt any that ſhall oppoſe or queſtion, ſuch 
actions; either in the preſent or the future: Wherefore give me leave without in- 
ſolency to tell you, that as that blood that hath been already ſhed, in this unſortu- 
nate war of Lydia, muſt be required from thoſe that are judged guilty of the crime, 
ſo cannot our judicious Senate reſt ſatisſied in their inward thoughts, concerning the 
diſcharge of their own duties to the people, unleſs the Flamins are abſolutely out of 
the Temples, as well in name as in Juriſdiction :. Upon this Commiſſion onely we 
have power to treat, and that not being ſpeedily effected, as the, Army under the 
command of Farezizs the General, may quickly, if not violently ſend à threatning 


prohibition to all we have done; fince this meeting is appointed as we all know, ab- 


ſolucely without the Souldiers directions or allowance, ſo of the other fide, muſt we 
take our leaves of your Majeſty. The King after he had heard out this Oration, he 
caſt his eyes again upon the Ambaſſadours of Cyprus, (though with ſomething a 
ſmiling countenance) as it were by his very looks reproving, not onely the unreaſon- 
ableneſs of the demands, but the inſolency of thoſe demanding; who went about 
more to compel his conſcience, then to perſwade his reaſon by the diſcourſe ; when he 
had continued in this poſture for ſome ſhort time, without ſpeaking one word to any, 
(whilſt in the interim the other Commiſſioners of. the Senate, came alſo to the com- 
munication)the King at laſt in a kinde of a paſſionate haſte , mixed notwithſtanding 
with ſome few expreſſions of ſeeming friendſhip, told the A ſſembly, that both the na- 
ture and the manner of their deſires (if not rather compulſions, according to their 
own words) required a little conſideration in the reply, and therefore wiſhc them the 
next day to attend his pleaſure in the ſame place. | 
The night after this diſcourſe, the King employed himſelfinſtead of any fleep, in 
many troubleſome conſiderations; ſometimes he would expoſtulate his ſufferings 
with the Gods in this manner. | 
O you immortal powers, ſaid he, why have you created man; or rather Princes 
themſelves to be the ſubjects of all miſery and misfortune? In not onely expoſing 
their perſons to deriſion and contempt, but in poſſeſſing others with opinions, that 
both their thoughts and actions are masked, with nought but fraud and impiety; or 
rather more juſtly may I ſay, why do you ſuffer ſuch hypocriſie amongſt men unpu- 
niſhed, who onely put on countenances of Religion and Juſtice, when their intentions 
aim at nothing but cruelty and injuſtice ? Is it poſſible that thoſe fair propoſitions I 
have made, whereby to ſhew clemency, or perſwade belief, can be ſo much miſtaken 
ny - 180 
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in the worlds apprehenſions, as not to be well taken or rightly underſtood ? No, no, 
tis private ends and violent ambition, that onely hinders my good and the Gods ſer. 
vice; which ] know the Heavens muſt puniſh thongh I periſh ; otherwhiſes he more 
particularly reflects upon his inward thoughts and outward actions, to ſee if he could 
yet finde any cauſe for the Senates cruelty or ſuſpicion : After he had thus expoſtula. 
ted with himſelf, he would reſt ſometime in a deep and melancholly contemplation, 
and then break out again into theſe paſſionate expreffions. +4 HINT 34.210 

O Exarchus, Exarchas, where is now all thy power and juriſdiction > whereby of 
old thou didſt not onely govern thy own Subjects without contradiction ; but in a 
manner give Laws to other Princes both by Sea and Land, ſince at preſent thou haſt 
not authority ſufficient left thee, to make thy own people yield to what is not onely 
joſt, but moſt convenient for their own ſafeties. 5 

O you Gods, faid he, what impieties now have influence over this inferior world, 
when as men go about to uſurp your authority, and by a certain hidden pride and 
cruelty, tyrannize over the very conſciences, as well as the actions of Princes? If 
not, how is it poſſible, but that the Senate ſhould be contented, (it not to ſuffer the 
Flamisns to remain ſtill in the Temples) ar leaſtwiſe co let thoſe that would, make uſe 
of their function in private for their own ſatisfaction, to enjoy the priviledge ? I de- 
fire to maintain no other juriſdiction, then what my happy and noble Anceſtors, 
have practiſed for many laſting Generations; wherefore tax not my ambition, in 
impoſing Laws upon the conſciences of my Subjects, contrary to right and rea ſon: 
But you, O Senate of Lydia, that attempr theſe innovations, either out of fantaſti- 
cal pride, or for ſome other covetous ends, give me leave, not onely to complain of 
your proceedings, but in what I can to contradi your impieties. When he had in 
this manner ſufficiently wearied him ſelf with theſe thougbtful expoſtulations, and 
had alſo walked many turns about his Chamber, onely by che light of a dim Lamp, 
chat bung in the middle of the room; in the interim, ſometimes beating bis breaſt 
with an extraordinary violence, otherwhiles troſſing bis arms, as if in that ſorrowful 
poſture, he deſired ſome information again from his inward thoughts, what reſoluti- 
ons were beſt to be taken for the next dayes encounter, ſince he conceived it to be the 
uttermoſt geriod, of what fate be was to expect in Lydia, by the ſufferance of his 
enemies, he went to the bed - ſide of one of bis ſervants, that lay in a lobby not far 
from bis own Chamber; where having firſt wakened him by many calls, (who belike 
was not poſſeſt with ſo many cares as the King, to trouble his reft) commanded him 
inſtantly to go for Cratus, one of the Ambafſadours of Cyprus, whilſt himſelf, as 
he ſaid, would expect him in the Ante-Chamber, belonging to his own privy 
Lodgings. No ſooner was C Tatus arrived according to the Kings deſir&; but with a 
oreat deal of paſſion (after he had embraced him) told him, that as he had moſt con- 
fidence in his integrity, being ſent from his dear friend and Son- ihn. law Narciſſus; 10 
was it now full time, to make uſe both of his wiſdom and kindnefs, fince the Senate of 
Lydia not onely violently preſt him to the reſignation of all his honour and authority, 
but challenged a new prèrogative over his inward conſcience, which was not in his 
power, as he ſaid, to deliver up into their poſſeſſion, without the conſent and appro- 
bation of the immortal Gods: wherefore as it was not within the compaſs of any 
Juriſdiction, to diſpoſe of ſacred things otherwiſe, then by heavenly Laws and Ordi- 
nances, ſo would he be content, for the pretended ſatisfaction of his people, to ſuſ- 
pend that point of difference, concerning che taking away, both the authority and 
the names of the Flamins out of the Temples; however no longer then until by a 
farther diſpatation, either himſelf or the Senate, might reſt ſatistied concerning the 
truth, and the legality of their function. | | | 

O Cratut, ſaid the King, thus have I preſumed upon your trouble, at this unſea- 

ſonable time of the night, in regard that to morrow being the haſt day of our meet- 
ing, you might employ your beſt induſtry with the Commiſſioners to joyn in ſuch a 
compliance, as might prevent all ſudden accidents , that might occaſion either the 
breach or diſturbance of this intended Treaty, either by the Army , or ochers of a 
contrary Faction. |

>. This being ſaid, the King again taking the Ambaſſador by the hand, with tears in 
his eyes, aſſured him all his defires were, more to do good to his people then to ſatisfie 
his own pa ſſions; wherefore wiſht him forth with to repair to the denates Commiſſi-· 
oners, and try what effects his per ſwaſions could work upon their natures to that 
Ur ſe.

y = Cratus could not but admire the Kings goodneſs, as well as pitty- bis condition, 
ſo did he promiſe to employ the utmoſt of his endeayours.;: ro bring about the rigid 
Commiſſioners, to comply in this reaſonable requeſt with his deſires; to which ef- 
fe& he preſently took his leave, as'conceiving it a kinde of a reſpectlul charity, not 
any longer to keep the King from his bed, ſince he found his diſtracted and tor- 
menting thoughts, had too much treſpaſſed already, upon his reſt and quiet all the 
former part of the night. 13 0 D 5 
In the morniny very early, Cratus viſited the Commiſſioners, with a paſſion that 
merited ſuch an employment, as from fuch a perſon. Gentlemen, ſaid he, have you 
loſt your wits as well as your ſeeming. goadneſs? Have you got ſo much already 
from your King, that you go about no to loſe that, and all you have in being over 
covetous? Is it not ſufficient that you obtain without any labour, the very eſſential! 
and real points of your demands, but that you muſt now ſeek to play wantonly with 
his misfortunes? As it were deſtroying both your own and the peoples liberties , by 
ſuffering the Souldiers to come between you and thole happineſſes, which you expect 
from this Treaty and Cogceſſions: Can you be ſo blinded in your opinions, as to 
think all the other Princegof Apa will ſuffer you thus to deprive Euarchus of his 
Crown, without calling Hur actions to an account? Eſpecially finding you ſo un- 
reaſonable in your proceedings, that no grants or offers from your King, will ſatisfie 
either your covetouſnels or ambition. Truly, although you could be poſſeſſed wich 
ſuck hopes, by reaſon of the backwardneſuof other States, to intereſt themſelves 
in the affairs of your Kingdom, being ag you believe involved into too many troubles 
of their own; yet certainly according t my opinion, the Gods will ſcarce ſuffer 
you to intrench overmuch upon their proper priviledges, ſinte Exarchys, deſires but 
onely the ſuſpenſion of that, which belongs to the Juriſdiction of the Flamins, until 
by further diſpute his conſcience may be better ſatisfied, touching the right and lega- 
lity of their names and function within his Dominion: Laſt of all, give me leave to 
tell you, that although our Countrey, the Iſland of Cyprus, have ever entertained in 
their boſoms, extraordinary and moſt a ffectionate deſires, to conſerve an intire friend- 
ſhip and commerce with your Kingdom of Lydia, yet when they ſhall finde your 
natures ſo much changed from your ancient principles, as neither to entertain wiſdom 
in your Councels, nor juſtice in your actions, whilſt you thus refuſe your Kings love 
and goodneſs, they may at laſt turn the points of their weapons, both at Sea and 
Land, (which for this many years they have employed with fo proſperous ſucceſs 
againſt the great Monarch of Egypt) to pinck down that proſperity you now enjoy 
by your forcunace Victories. Although this language may ſeem a little too perem+ 
ptory, onely from an Ambaſſadour of Cyprus, yet tis that affeRion that we deſire to 
continue with your people, that makes me both bold and conſident, to tell you what 
I ought, as well as to perſwade you as 1 can, rather by truth and reaſon, then with 
flattery and complaints. 1 CVTTTTVVVVVVTV 
Although the Senates Commiſſioners appeared, not onely ſomething ſurprized, 
but much more diſturbed, in regard they eſteemed it rather a bold reproof, then an 
ordinary admonition of Cratus, yet conſidering his reaſqns of conſequence, as well 
as being unwilling to have any difference with the Iſland of Cyprus, that had been 
for ſo many years eſteemed a conſtant friend to the Kingdom of Lydia; they held it 
at leaſtwiſe a better piece of policy, either to convert his judgement, or to comply 
with his deſires, rather then abruptly to appear inclinable, to break violently or 
paſſionately with that ancient amity; whereſore one of them, dreſſing bis counte- 
nance in a certain kinde of diſſembling ſmile, as if the whole Company had cauſe e- 
-nough to be angry with his diſcourſe, if not with his paſſion, told him, that however 
they were not accuſtomed, to hear ſuch language, from any other neighbouring 
n Rr 2 Countrey, 
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Countrey ; yet in regard they believed his words, proceeded from an inward and 
hearty affection, towards a well ſettled peace between Euarcbus and his people; with. 
out auy other deſign or diſaffeRtion to this Nation or Senate, they were reſolved once 
more to/confult among themſelves, how be might be fullier ſatisfied concerning their 
intentions: To which purpoſe they wiſht him to have ſome competent patience; 
whilſt they retired for an hour or thereabouts amongſt themſelves , after which they 
promiſed him to return, with an ample reſolution to his demands, either by argu- 
ments or conſent, that could not any way be contradicted without precipitation or 
obftinaty : ſcarce was the time of an hour expired, but the Commiſſioners of the 
Senate returned to Cratus, who would not ſtir from the place without their full de- 
terminations; conſidering the deep engagement he had undertaken to the King, 
which was to try the uttermoſt of his power, whereby to bring the Treaty to a good 
and ſpeedy ĩſſue; the rather for that according to many rumours ſpread amongſt 
the people, the Army that was under Farin s command, intended to interrupt the 
coneluſion of the peace, at leaſtwiſe the effect of any agreement , ſince it was wholly 
deſigned without the Souldiers conſents; and as *twas pretended, to deſtroy all mi- 
litary intereſt within the Kingdom of Lydia, whereby to caſt the twhole Government 
of the Nation, meerly upon the Senates authority: When the Commiſſioners were 
ſeated in their places, the chief of them uſed this language. 

My Lord Ambaſſadour of Cyprus, faid he; as we ſhall never be willing toremem. 
ber any unkindneſs offered us by the people of your Countrey, and as little thoſe 
paſſionate words that proceeded from your ſelf but even now, ſo are wear preſent 
ready to let you know the reaſons, why we appear ſo rigorous (according to your ap- 
prehenſion) in our tranſactions with Euarc hu the King. X 

In the firſt place therefore I muſt tell you, that we have no larger a Commiſſion 
from the Senate to treat; much leſs to conclude, but what we have ſignified in our 
diſcourſe and propoſitions, neither concerning the Flamins, nor in any other par- 
ticulars : In the next place it is as certain, and we believe ſufficiently known to all the 
world, that the Senate of Zydia have bound themſelves by an oath, (ſolemnly taken 
before the Deputies of the Myſſi an Nation) never to allow of the Fleamins in 
our Temples, nor any other cnftoms belonging to the Worſhip of the Gods, 
but what they uſe aud practice in their own Countrey ; ſo that without their appro- 
bation, our Governours cannot diſpence with that Article; however to let you ſee, 
how willing we are to comply both with your defires, and the Kings gentleneſs, we 
will for the preſent ſuſpend fo far with the rigour of our Commiſſion , occaſioned 
partly by the rigid ſeverity of the Myſian people, that that particular onely of 
the Lydian Flamins, ſhall be referred to the Senate ſitting at Sardis, and in the inte- 
rim both the King and our ſelves, if he pleaſe, will equally ſubſcribe the reſt of the 
concluded agreement. 

To be ſhort, Cratut was not much diſpleaſed at this reſolution, and went preſent. 
ly with the Commiſſioners into the Kings chamber, where Euarchus had attended 
with much impatiency, what hopes his endeavours would produce, towards the ſet- 
tlement of the diſtracted affairs of Lydia, according to his wiſhes and deſire ; when 
they firſt entered the room, the King beheld them with ſuch a look, as if he had ex- 
pected either life or death from their determinations, concerning the controverſie 
now in queſtion. As it was not long before Cratus acquainted him with their pro- 
ceedings, (which he entertained with joy enough) ſo the next day, they all took their 
journey towards the great City of Sardis, whereby either to receive a confirmation, 
or à condemnation of their endeavours, | 

Upon their arrival at Sardu, the Deputies of Myſſia were preſently ſent for to the 
Senate, to be made ptivy to all thoſe tranſaRions, that had paſſed between the King 
and the Commiſſioners, in the Iſland, where he remained confined : The chief de- 
bate in the Councel was, whether Enarrhus had given ſufficient ſatisfaction to the 
people of Lydia or no, concerning the F/amins, and their juriſdiction in the Temples: 
After a long diſputation and much contradiction, it was put to the queſtion , how 
fat the Kings conceffion ſhould be aflowed : The Deputies of the Myſſian Nation 
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were demanded , either to give their conſents, or deliver their opinions: Thoſe per- 
ſons belike fearing, that. if they ſhould ſeem at the preſent, over rigid in that particu- 
lar, the agreement with Euarc hus would be indangered or protracted to their diſad- 
vantage, ſince onely by a ſertlement of affairs between the King and the Senate, they 
might hope for a new intereſt in the Kingdom of Lydia, wherefore ſpecdily gave 
their conſtnts, with the reſt of their faction; however to the diſcontent of the other 
Senators, though fewer in number of the contrary opinion; Neither did Farexius 
himſelf, at that time, ſeem to diſcent from the agreement and reſolution, being Ge- 
neral of the Army and protector of the Souldiers; inſomuch as preſently with ſome 
acclamations of joy, they publiſhed through all the principal ſtreets of Sardis, a de- 
monſtration of their happineſs by this accord, ready to be made as *cwas pretended 
with their King. | 

However a ſeeming peace, appeared already to be ſpread throughout all the Ter- 
ritories of the Lydian Monarchy , yet two Senators named Gyges and Scinow , that 
had received as they thought affronts, in thoſe diſputations and decrees that bad paſ- 
ſed, went inſtantly to one Iris a chief Commander in the Senates Army: and after 
they hade made this Officer, particularly acquainted with the cauſes of their com- 
plaints, pretending the Myſſian Deputies abſolutely governed all the Councels and 
reſolutions of the Senate, by which means that Nation intended to become new ru- 
lers in the Kingdom of Lydia, to the enriching of themſelves and enſlaving of the 
people; intimating what loſs and prejudice the Souldiers would receive by this agree- 
ment, when as already it was propounded to have many of their Troops disbanded, 
without rewards or ſatisfaction , deſired him, he would endeavour ſome obſtruction - 
with Farezixs and the Army in this particular, or elſe they feared as they ſaid , the 
Gods would fend down plagues from the Heavens, to puniſh the injuſtice that was of- 
fered ro the people and Nation, 

Although Iris at the firſt, was ſomething amazed at this ſeeming fury and diſtracti- 
on, yet knowing many of the Souldiers and common people to be of the ſame faction 
and intereſt, he went the next morning to Farexius the General accompanied by ma- 
ny Officers of the Army, to whom he uſed theſe words: My Lord, ſaid he, I begin 
now to perceive, that not onely the power and intereſt of the Souldiers, are fallen in 
the opinion of the world, when the Senate dares again boldly act without our autho- 
rity, but alſo may as it is to be ſuppoſed within a ſhort time, inſtead of being reward- 
ed for thoſe gallant ſervices we have performed, in the redemption of the Kingdom 
of Lydia, from her preſent and future miſeries, be entirely disbanded into the world, 
without pay or other recompence, onely to converſe with ſcorn and contempt, 
among the common people, who perhaps neither love our perſons , or will alwayes 
relieve our wants, if we (hould be in this manner neceſſited to rely wholly upon their 
charity: ſhall it be thought, that when we expect to enjoy the fruits of our labours, 
after our ſo many ſcars and wounds, we ſhould be fruſtrated of thoſe conſcionable 
dues belonging to our deſerts, for no other reaſon, but that the Ay an Deputies 
would enrich themſelves, with the Trophies and ſpoils of our Nation? who knows 
not that Euarchus is yet more inclinable to their ſatisfaction, then to his Kingdoms 
good, (ince all our endeavours to win his affection, both by his releaſement from pri- 
ſon, when he was abſolutely under the Senates juriſdiction , and his civil uſage from 
time to time by the whole Army, have not been ſufficient motives as we ſee, either to 
perſwade his belief towards our particular, or ſo much as to procura any manner of 
approbation, much leſs confidence in the Souldiers behalf, from his ungrateful Queen: 
No, no General, ſaid he, it is unpoſſible to withdraw the Syrian Nation from the un- 
worthy Ay ſſians, ſince as that State conceives to have a particular predomination 
over thoſe people, ſo muſt we never expect to come in competition with their inte- 
reſt, by what good office ſoever we ſhall either offer or do for Euarchus; and fo con- 
ſequently he nor none of his family, can be won to us ot our poſterity, having ſo 
great and large an intereſt in the Syrian blood and name: wherefore I ſay, if we ſuf- 
fer this treaty to go on, between the King, Senate, and Ay ſſiaus, let the Army pre- 


{ently lay down their weapons, as a wiſhed ſacrifice to this intended ene ; 
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ſince never more will there be need of our affiſtance: Aſter which the Senate may 
govern, the Myſſi aus triumph notwithſtanding Zxarchu may ſtill be kept à great. 


er priſonet to both their ends and purpoſes, then now he undergoes under our For- 


ces and Authority : So that let us either make him ours, as beſt deſerving luis truſt and 
affect ion, ot abſolutely ſever that intereſt and power, that reſolves not ſo much to 
help him, as to deſtroy us. In ſhort it may be conſidered, that whiſft'the Souldiers 
keep together in one entire affection, they will appear to all Eydia, to have ſuch a 


ſtrong and powerful body; as muſt not onely terrifie our enemies, but procure us te- 


compence, ieſembling ſo many ſmall wangs bound up together in one bundle, which 
in the whole make up a force of ſome conſideration, whereas one by one; or diſtract. 
ed in our teſolutions, we ſhall eaſily be broken in pieces, by every popular or violent 
ſtorm of ſpight and diſaffection: The rather may I urge this wiſe and neteſſary con- 
junction, there being no face of power for the preſent , that dares contend, either 
with our valour or fortune; which I muſt tell you, we cannot long promiſe to our 
hopes, if we go-not about to prevent future miſchiefs, whilſt the Gods have beſtow- 
ed upon us both the means and the opportunity; for that we have not onely over- 
come the King, but threatned the Senate; who certainly will remember thoſe concei- 
ved affronts, when they ſhall-be rendred any way capable, either to reſtrain our pow- 
er, or diveſt us of that authority, which they ſuppoſe we now enjoy contrary' to their 
wills and intentions; nor may we hope to obtain the like opportunity again, by any 
induſtry we can uſe, ſince we have not onely loſt much of the affections of che peo. 
ple, in having quartered freely upon their Eſtates without interruption, but bave alſo 


diſtaſted the rich City of Sardis, in a moſt high meaſare by our attempts, in having 


ſo lately outed them of many of their priviledges: ſo that it will be unpoſſible again, 


to form a new Army, this being once broken, ſince from the multitude muſt come the 


ſupplies, as from the Town muſt iſſue the money, to make good ſuch an aſſembly. 
This being conſidered in every particular, give me leave to conjure you, by thoſe 
burning flames yet remaining I hope in your heroical boſom , that deſervedly once 
made you the juſt owner of ſo many noble and gallant vict ories, by which the peo- 
ple of Lydia, had almoſt purchaſed to themſelves and poſterity a new liberty, ra- 
ther to tear up the root of thoſe ancient Laws, that bath for ſo may ages detained 
the poor Subjects in a continued captivity , then ſuffer ſuch deceits again to proſper, 
under the name of a well ſettled Monarchy , which im effect threatens nothing elſe 
but tyranny. and oppreſſions to all forts of conditions: whilſt we ſuffer what hatli 
been formerly gained by the Sword, with the dear expence of ſo much precious 
blood, to be loſt from our poſſeſſion, by the onelh practice of a few ignorant, though 
crafty Councels, made up in haſte, between fear and deſperation > muſt our gallant 
Army become bumble ſuitors to the Myſſian Deputies , after all their unexampled 
ſervices , to be ſtill continued in thoſe offices, that made both them and the Sena te 
what they are? ſhall we with our Petitions in our hands be ſeen , daily to attend the 
proud Citizens of Sapdis, for nothing but to be paid our juſt dues, when as we fought 
chiefly to maintain them in a luxurious proſperity, which renders them now rich and 
reſpected before. other people 2 what- may our- yet remaining party in the Senate 
think of our courages, or the Gods judge of our conſciences, when as we ſhall ſuf- 
fer the one to be loſt, as the other to be contemned, by thoſe that appear to hate the 
firſt, and deſpiſe the latter, ſeeking no other thing but to couzen us out of our rights 
and priviledges as whereby themſelves onely under the borrowed name of a King, 
would uſurp dominion and juriſdiction over the eſtates and perſons of the deceived 
and afflicted Subjects? No no, my Lord General, ſaid he, let us whilſt we may, pre- 
vent theſe threatning miſchiefs , left when we would, we want the capacity to doit, 


and then as our oun people would perpetually curſe us for the omiſſion, fo all the 


world beſides might very well deride us, for having neither hearts nor brains, to con- 
tend againſt ſo contemptible and weak a power, that never as yet fought for their 
ownintereſt , howeyer by craft and ſubtilty they have had the fortune to deſtroy 


To effect what we ſhould wiſh, certainly there is no other way, but violently to 
| break 
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break and deſttoy this treaty, whereupon depends either our good or evil; which 
being put in execution , we may ſcize the Kings perſon into the Souldiers poſſeſſion, 
and by that means make him entirely what we deſire, as I ſaid before, or retider Nis 
condition nat hing, that he may not become inftruments co our mortal enemies. 

Farexius, although he ſeemed very attentive to the diſcburſe, that was delivered 
by His, yet by the diſtractedneſs of lis commenance, it was eafily to be Perceived) 
that his reſolution in matters of councel and difficulty , did not at ull anſwer to his 
natural courage in the field, wherein he apprared for the moſt part daring, above tſie 
common ſott of thoſe of his own profe ſſion, which made him for ſomething à long 
ſpace continue ſilent: Nevertheleſs, at laſt finding the other Officers of the Army, 
expected to know both his pleaſure and opinion, he deſired in words ſur cher to be ad- 
vertized, not onely what, but how their deſigns might be put in execution, with the 
beſt advantage both for the Kingdoms good and the Souldiers ſecurity. 

Gyges one of the diſcontented Senators, taking his words for an abſolute conſent 
in his reſolutions, told him inflaatly, though in a brief manner, that as there could be 
no ſafety to their party, but by proſecuting the dictates of Iris to the uttermoſt of 
their power, ſo would it be no difficale matter at all, under his prefent” power and 
authority, with fore chofen Troops of Souldiers, to ſeize upon thofe Members of the 
Senate, that had already conſented to an agreement with the King, contraty to for- 
mer decrees and orders; and then immediately to quarter thoſe Companies, with the 
addition of ſome others of the ſame truſt, in the rich City of Sardis , whereby the 
better to keep the Citizens in obedience, whillt with more conveniency they might re- 
move Euarc hus to fome other ſtation or confinement , to be diſpoſed of as they 
ſhould think fit hereafter. Farezizs , however he gave them authority to uſe his 
name in the ſervice, yet he appeared not at that time, to be over well ſatisfied with 
their determination, as conceiving belike the work they went about, 12 prove of 
a very dangerous conſequence to the preſent affairs, and future quiet of the Kingdom 
of Lydia: Nevertheleſs ] ſay, finding the Officers of the Army, with thoſe diſron- 
tented Senators violent in their deſites, he joyned in his abſoſute eonſent, notwitli- 
ſtanding his preſent retirement, with ſome melancholly in Bis commtenunce. Farezias 
within two or three dayes ſpace, began to be more ſtrongly confirmed in his reſolu- 
tions, and to that purpoſe, with choice bands of Souldiers, he commanded Iris to be- 
ſer the Senate · Houſe, whereby to ſeize upon ſuch perſons, as he ſhould finde any 
way refractory to the Armies intereſt: After which be gave him Commiſſion with 
other Companies to march into the City, and take poſſeſſion of ſuch fortified places, 
as might either ſecure their oun — or give any conveniency of reſiſtance 
to their ſuppoſed enemies, to withſtand their dee rees and juriſdictton: When thoſe 
Senators were thus imprifoned, that ſeemed to be of the contrary faction, whilſt ma- 
ny Troops in the interim, were lodged in the chief Temples of the Town, Fare xius 

ve alſo order to have arc hus ſent to another Fort in the Iſland. | 

The Caſtle defigned for the Kings new impriſonment, was feared upon a Rocky 
Iſthmus, that afforded it almoſt no more ground, then was neceffary for the building 
thereof, ſo that the continual beating of the waves of the Sea, upon the ragged 
ſides of the Cliffs in the night ſeaſon, gave a moſt melanctiofly Horrour to the 
thoughts and apprehenſion of people, which allowed the King ſcarce any other re- 
creation, then what proceeded from the daily exerciſe of his own pen, that in a man- 
ner he imployed continually, in ſetting down all the onfortunate paſſages of his life, 
though ſometimes he mixed his ſtudies, with divers contemplations of the untertainty 
of worldly affairs. Thus I may ſay for the moſt part, he ſpent the tedious hours of 
his impriſonment for ſome weeks, until the Governour as it ſhould ſeem, being of 
ſomething a noble nature, and ſo conſequently' pittying his captivity, not onely af- 
forded him oftentimes the conveniency of bis on converſation; but would now and 
then ſuffer him to walk in a ſmall Alley belonging to the Cuſtle, bounded onely by the 
Walls of the one ſide, as by the Sea of the other ; which notwithſtanding, gave a 
more then ordinary delight to his ſenſes, in that it not onely allowed him the liberty 
of ſtirring in the freſh aire, a benefit that nature and 2 had enured him 2870 

rom 
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from his infancy , but alſo laid open to his view, the large and — — proſpect of 
the main Ocean, as well as otherwhiles, brought to hisfight and co tion, many 
brave Ships coming and going out of the neigbouring Haven "x7 
This courteſie of the Captain, in time ſo wrought upon che Kings diſpoſition, that 
he began to be ſomething confiflenc of his affection, and that confidence made him 
one day as they were ſitting together (hic thẽ King would needs have) demand the 
cauſe of the ſuddain alceration of his imprifpnment ? as alſo what the Sonldiers 
meant further to do with his perſon as he believed? the Governour whoſe name was 
Creen, returned him this anſwer; or rather I may call it a diſcourſe for the length 
of it. , = þ lern 5 27 3 5 : « $2 x p 
Truly Sir, ſaid he, as I profeſs before the immortal Gods, I was not any way privy, 
much leſs conſenting to your new reſtraint, ſince my intentions are more to thriveby 
a ſettled unity, according to the ancient and known Laws of the Kingdom of Lydia, 
then to fiſh in croubled waters, whereby to become rich from other mens labours, in 
nothing but tumults and diſorders; ſo muſt your Majeſty give me leave to tell you, 
without any manner of flattery, that the fears and jealouſies the Souldiers have, to 
be outwitted by the Ay ſtars Deputies, and by that conſequence to be deprived of all 
their juriſdiction and preſent command, which they conceive they have dearly 
t, with the much expence of their blood, is the greateſt occaſion of your ill 
uſage at this time; ſo until they can be aſſured of the total ſuppreſſion of that facti- 
on, that aims at an accord with your ſelf, onely thereby to govern the more abſo- 
lutely, I do not ſee how probably you can expect a releaſement from your continued 
miſeries: and the rather, for that they finde the State and Kingdom of Syria, is no 
way poſſible to be wrought, either to forſake the Myſſian intereſt, or to put any con- 
fidence in the Armies proceedings, concerning their own or your particular; which 
at laſt of neceſſity would render the Souldiers power and authority as they believe, 
little or nothing at all-in Hadia; ſince a rigid Government will be eſtabliſhed , more 
by laws and decrees of the Senate, then by the actions and imployments of the 
Sword, wherein the Army will bave the leaſt intereſt ; and the Commanders not ha- 
ving gained ſufficiently.according to their expectation, they are reſolved to hazzard 
all, rather then to have a peace to be eſtabliſhed without their abſolute ſatisfaction, 
anſwerable to their firſt intentions and deſires; ſo that they are determined to keep 
you ſtill in priſon, whereby to prevent you from joyning in any legal right or execu- 
tion, with thoſe people and faction, that would . — them, when they have but 
made uſe of you hitherunto for their on advantages; and by that means ſtill keep 
themſelves in the height of ambition and imployment. 

To the other part of your queſtion, what might be the farther intention of the 
Souldiers concerning your particular perſon? as I cannot but hope well of their 
meaning, ſince it is not to be expected, that they have the leaſt determination to of- 
fer force, where they may probably hope to perſwade; ſo of the other ſide, I am of 
opinion, that they put on countenances of ſome terrour and cruelty, whereby the 
better to bring you about to their purpoſes, and by conſequence , would work the 
Syrian (and namely your own Queen Hyacinthia) not onely to an abſolute comply- 
ance, with the Actions and authority of the Souldiers of the Army, but alſo to take 
from the My ſſiaus all hopes of governing, or remaining in Lydia to their prejudice, 
ſince they know thoſe people to be proud, covetous, and crafty in extremity; and 
therefore areJreſolved no further to truſt their diſſimulation, then may from time to 
time ſtand with their own ſecurity, in regard in the reign of your Father (as they 
ſay) the whole Kingdom was ſufficiently troubled with their inſolency; which is as 
much as I can ſay upon this ſubject: So that I ſhall leave the reſt to your further 


The King ſometime after this diſcourſe, according to the liberty the Captain had 
given him, to walk upon that part of the Rock without the Caſtle wall, a Sentinel 
being-onely to attend him at ſomething a far diſtance, one day above others, he might 
ſee a little Bark that hovered a long ſpace upon the Sea, about the bottom of the 
clifts below him, where ſtanding ſtill to view the often turnings of the Boat, - 2

luddain before he was well aware, he might perceive a Ship. boy (as he conceived) 5

| Bring informed by certain ſpies, we have ever kept about the Iſland , ſince your new 
impriſonment , that yow were accuſtomed. to. walk, often upon the Rock, without the 
Caſtle Mall, we thought it our duties by this ſtratagem, to deſign . ſome intelligence, 
that might bring you both comfort and relief: wherefore be pleaſedro know , that as the 
great Kingdom of Syria , wih the rich Iſland of Cyprus, beſides many other powerful

Although this adventure, appeared little elſe then a meer plot, to diſcover 
or try farther the Kings inclination, towards the Ayſſtiaus his natural Countrey- 
men; yet at the preſent he was ſo much tranſported with a joyful hope, concern- 
ing the ſucceſs of this enterprize towards his advantage, that he perſwaded him- 
ſelf , in complying with the occaſion , without other- conſiderations, he ſhould 
not onely win Myſſia, but pleaſe Syria; inſomuch . as inftantly making ule of the 
leaden pen, which was incloſed in the letter; he writ an anſwer to the paper after 

this maniner. |

The King when he had writ thus much; he ſtept to the border of the Rock, and 
caſt down the paper into the Boat; after which he preſently retired into his own 
Lodgings, with a ſufficient contentment as it might be jmagined , both in bis heart 
and countengnce , though he was far from diſcovering his thoughts, either to the 
Captain of the Caſtle, or any of his attendants ;- nevertheleſs to colour the better 
his intended deſign, all the afternoon he imployed his time, in the converſation of 
the common Souldiers, performing ſuch paſtimes and exerciſes in their companies, 
as moſt ſuited with their natures and breeding, * done onely on pur: 
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poſe, the better to diſguiſe his intentions from their ſaſpicions: Thus, I ſay, did 
good Euarcbus pleaſe onely his fancy, with the hopes of thoſe aſſurances, that were 
either feigned of themſelves , or doubtful in the execution; . ſince to this day it reſts 
moſt uncertain, whether the King were more unfortunate by his fates, or betrayed 
in his Councels; npewithftanding theſe thoughts kept him imployed all the former 
part of the night, for that the Idea's of a new proſperity, ſeemed v0 entertain his 
minde, though they deſtroyed his reſt: but about the hour of one in the morning, 
when his ſenſes neceſſarily were entered into their own quiet, by reaſon of his long 
watching (or rather violent motion) of a ſudden he being aſleep, there entered into 
his Chamber, half a ſcore of armed Souldiers, who coming to his Bed-fide without 
any ceremony , (he being already wakened by the noiſe) told him, that as be had 
broke the bonds of confidence, which the Army might have in his truth and inte- 
grity, not onely in treating with other intereſts , without their privity and conſent ; 
but alſo in practiſing an eſcape, contrary to their expectation; ſo muſt he not ex- 
pect from their uſage, ſuch civilities, as her@ofore he had enjoyed, from the Soul- 
diers preſent power and juriſdiction. . | | 


As the King had not boldneſs enough in his own nature, to deny inthe gene 


ral his intentions: ſo had he not ſo much opinion of any ſatisfaction they intend- 


ed to afford him, as to re further after the particulars of his misfortunes: 
Wherefore he töld them, be was ready prepared to expect their worſt cruelty, 
without troubling himſelf or them with any defence, or juſtification of his actions 
whatſoever : Although the Souldiers ſpent not much more time in expoſtulation 


with him; yet they let him know , with ſomething a ſowre demeanour , that a 


hey brought with them an abſolute Commiſſion, to remove the Captain of the 
Cattle from his place and command, in regard he had been too remiſs in his office, 
by giving his perſon a larger liberty then was intended; ſo were they alſo impow-

Yet O you Gods, lay not the faults of my whole Kingdom upon me, leſt I too 
cruelly periſh, with the weight of my own miſery, when as many perhaps are more 
guilty then my ſelf, (though inexcuſable) in thoſe particulars that are onely called 
my actions. Wherefore I moſt humbly beſeech your mercies , not co deliver me to 
them to be puniſhed, who can as little claim an intereſt in the true principles of your

It was not many weeks aſter this conſultation (or rather might it be eſteemed a 
fore - thought reſoſution, governed by ſome determinable fare of the Heavens, ſince 
the ſtrongeſt judgements of the times, eduld hot well underſtand, either the manner 
or the csuſp af ſuch unuſual ptoceeding ) Ufer Eure bau wis removed by a guard of 
Horſe, from his confinement in the Iſland, ce a galiant Caſile of his own, ſeated upon 
@ bill wich ſuch a deligluſul magnificency, that it appeare@rather to be choſen for a. 
theatre of pleaſure and recreation, then a deſigned priſon for his diſcontent. and con- 


demnat ion, if the ſequii had not proved more ominous then was expected, both by 


himſelf, or almoſt any other, ſince the place pretended not ſo much to ſtrength as 
beauty. The circumference of the Fort too up in meaſure near eight fur long in 
ground, divided by many partitions of ſta tely buildings, which made notwithſtand- 
ing divers Cours of different largeneſs, wherein was ertcted a goodly Temple, be- 
longing co che Knights of the Zytien Order, whoſe ſupream' Goyernour was gnely 


t 1 As ſundry Parks ata convenient diftance; furniſhed wirh orderly. 
Groves of Wood, for the more delight of exerciſe and hunting, added another grace 


to the Mojeſtick Caſtle, fo did the great River of Pate with ſerpentine tutnings, 
enrirh thoſe green Meadows, that nature had placed not very far from the foot of 
the Hill, wherein alſo for. the pleaſure of the eye, and the commodity of the Goun- 
ho LG ——ů—ͤ— grazed multitudes of Cattle of all forts , that could 
ffdrd a convenient benefit to the induſtrious Farmer : This was encrealed, by thoſe 
luxurious Fields of Corn and Vines, that bordered every where che. verdant paſty. 
rages , and the more aſſurante did it give of conterſtito che painſul Husbandman, in 
that the River all the way to the populous Ciey of Judi, was capable of beating 
ſuch Barks for tranſporta tion of the fruits and other prcuitions of the Counttey,' 
that the Owners could never deſpair of a fitting or ſpeedy returg : Certainly, theſe 
enticements of nature (which formerly the King had enjoyed with ſo much freedom. 
and ſatiaſaction) would extteamly have augmented his venatioto, i ſomerhinꝶ more 
then an ordinaty courage and reſolotion in his heart, bad not continually beat domn 
all the vain operations of ſuch diſorderly and tumane paſſiom i Being there, 1 oy. 
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he was not ſeldom tempted by many inſolencies of ſuch, that had not been oſten 
æàccuſtomed to the uſe and converſation of Majeſty, whereby the better to bring him 
little from his own dignity and determination; ſometimes the Common Souldiers 
alſo, would in their diſcourſes affirm before his preſence, that the Gods and nature 
intended no difference between perſons, in that all were alike endued with the fame 
ptiviledge of ſoul, not to be circumſcribed in their profeſſions. of divine Worſhip: 
Diberakiles his Keepers would rudely enter into his Chamber at unſeaſonable bours, 
to difturb him in his reſt, or other accuſtomed em Nonments , then again would they 
fit down by him, with ſuch a kinde of demeanor, both in their words and actions, as 
ſhewed they were not willing to afford his Kiogly Titles any reverence or reſpect at 
all; beſides often was his diet, or the way of it leſſened in a high meaſure, with many 
other impertinencies, rather to be wondered at then ———— 


One day whilft Euarchus was fitting ſadly alone in his own Lodgings, as it might. 


be thought contemplating the uncertainty of all worldly concernments , ſince him- 
ſelf ina very few years had taſted ſo abundantly of felicities and croſſes, Cratus the 
Ambafſadour of Cypras, came ſudenly into his preſence , having as it ſhould ſeem 
ten leave to viſit him. | | 

After he had ſaluted the King with a few chearful complements, accuſtomed in the 
like caſes, (all che Guard e ping out of the room) he told him, that it was his 
fortune not many dayes ſince, being privately in a ſecret place contrary to the par- 
ties expectation, to bear a diſcourſe that paſſed between Zutphynon his own. fellow 
Ambaſſadour, and one Scinon, lately as he ſaid, or at the preſent a Senator of the 
great Senate of Lydia, which as he remembred, was much to this effect. 

My Lord Z «tphynon, ſaid Scinon, as the great and vaſte Territory of Aſia may 
bleſs the wiſdom of your rich and fruitful ! ff Cru, for having framed the 
firſt grounds of a Commonwealth, whereby the Tyranny of a hereditary. Monarchy 
might be conveniently oppoſed, fol hope the world, and yon your ſelves e re long 
will be-ſatisfied with our intentions, in endeayouring the ſame thing by the like rules 
of practice, to confound all oppreſſions of that nature, in an orderly courſe of ju- 
| ice, which being done, we in Lydia muy alſo purchaſe a happy liberty to us and our 
poſterity, If the conſideration of a free peoples ſelicity, with the earnaſt deſires of 
thoſe that wiſh to be at liberty, may take place in your thoughts, before the uſurped 

of a wilful Tyrantincruelty, we ſhall joyfully go hand in hand, to the finiſh- 
ing of this laudable work, whereby both Countreys may not onely poſſeſs a ſecure 
freedom, but a beneficial Trade to each people; whilſt in thg, interim the mediterra- 
nean Seas, ſhall be continually covered with our gallant Fleets, to the no ſmall ter- 
rour of thoſe enemies, who will no doubt endeavour to oppoſe our proceedings: 
But of the contrary, if your people ſhall be carried away, with an. unſeaſonable 
(and Im ſay) a prepoſterous love to your now Duke, onely becauſe his Fathers 
aQions, are as yet freſh in your memory, my words will be as vainly employed .in 
the preſent, as undoubtedly your fafferance will bring repentancein the future Do 
you nqt ſee apparantly how the inſolencies of young Narciſſus encreaſe with blk au- 
thoricy-? Witnels his now carriage againſt your Town of Salamine;? Can it be 
otherwiſe thought, but that his youth and ambition, precepitately will ſtill hope by 
the affections of that Army, paid onely with your money, to become maſter in ef- 
fect of the whole Iſland, of which hitherunto both he and his Anceſtors bore gc 
thing elſe but the name and Title? Wherefore 1 ſay, baniſh. Arethuſius out of 
Domigions, and ſuppreſs Narciſſ greatneſs amongſt you, whereby we may live 
happily, according to thoſe ancient rules of friendſhip ,- that have formerly been 
practi ſed between both Nations; which cannot be continued by ſuffering a Monarch 

Theſe words, ſaid he, I heard delivered to my Companion by this Scinon; but what 
anſwer-was again returned by Zwriphynocy,T cannot well inform your Majeſty. in regard 
he ſpoke ſomething low ; onely in the concluſion (as I underſtood him) he aſſured the 
Senator; that as he knew many of the *Inhabitants of the Iſland of Cypras, would 
thank him for his advice, concerning their own Duke Narciſſus, ſo of the other fide,

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for his part he was reſolved, not to meddle wich the affairs of "the Kingdom of Lydia, 
either belonging co your ſelf or the people, other wiſe then what might ſtand with 
chegood liking of the Senate and the Army. n (IE 

The King as he had been very attentive to this relation of Cratus, ſo after he had 
made an end of his diſtourſe, with two or three deep fighs he ſeemed to lament. his 
own condition; in that he had neither power to govern by his own authority, (that 
the people might become happy in preſent) nor would they believe his intentions, that 
they in the future be freed from ſlavery, | 10 

After the King had reſted ſome pretty ſpace in a muſe, he deſired Cratus to adde 
another humanity to his former courteſies, which was, if it were poſſible, to procure 
leave of the Sengte, that an old Flamin, named Hepheſtion, moſt perfectly known to 
themſelves, both for the holineſs of his life, and his contempt of worldly concern- 
ments, might he permitted to accompany bim in his daily devotions, during the 
ferict time of his imprifoffflyent , which was an obligation (as he ſaid) his greateſt 
enemies owed to the immortal Gods, as well as himſelf, Cratus with tears in his 
eyes for ſome certain time, as it were, ſtood in a maze, conſidering that ſo great and 
mighty a Prince as Exarchus had been not many years ſince, ſhould now be forced to 
make uſe of the intereſts of ſtrangers, co procure him thoſe liberties from his own 
Subjects, chat the meaneſt ſort of people in Lydia freely enjoyed: But the Gods 
however they are alwayes juſt, yet are they inſcrutable in their decrees. 

In fine, Cratus took his leave of the King, and within two or three dayes after, 
Hepheſtion the religibus Flamin was ſuffered, as 1 may ſay, to remain his continuall 
Companion, both in divine and moral exerciſes ; But the old Father, inſtead of pi- 
ving him worldly conſolations belonging to earthly Crowns and Dighities, perſwa- 
ded him to thoſe entire patiencies, that might place him Terurely aniotipſt the Gods, 
where he ſhould not need to fear, as he ſaid, either the tincettainty of his own con- 
dition, or the perſecutions'of other perſons ; for ny thought would be calm and 
ſweet to all eternity: Nevertheleſs, what aſſurances ( aid the King) havewe of theſe 
poſſeſſions, when every one preterts to be in the right, both ip his belief and pro- 
ceedings; and conſequently, expects the en ie the britefirs promiſed , notwith- 
ſtanding they differ as much in their dutward cotmpbrttuent, as fight doth from 
darkneſs; for ſome are gentle, milde, and merciful, whet as * are cruel, proud, 
and covetous: Perhaps Sir, anſwered the Flamin, there may be ſome of that opini- 
on; yet to take off all indulgent conceits from our wavering fancies, that would 
willingly incline us vnely to thoſe appetites we moſt defire , without ſeriouſly con- 
ſulting with the Priciciples of Right gat Religion, in that for the moſt part, we co- 
covet naturally felf. ſatisfaction without lookihg upon others with itidifferency; we 
miſt remember there is a puniſhment and a reward appointed for good and evil: 
Although I muſt neceſſarily grant, replyed the King, what yonaffirm, in that there 
is no reaſon to expect accompliſhments, withont overcoming difficulties, yet how 
ſhould we come certainly to know what thoſe principles are which we are dbliged. to 
follow, in — rp peoples opinions are as various, as their apprehenſions are fallacious, 
and thoſe alſo r by diverfity of accidents , make this knowledge of 
what we are to practiſe, confuſedly, if not entirely uncertain? 

Truly ſaid the Flamin, I can give but this general rule for inſtru ction, firſt to obſerve 
punctually what the Gods have commanded: Next to conſerve an entire charity 
with all ſorts of conditions: But replyed the King, as the firſt may be very difficult 
to be underſtood, wanting an infallible inſtruction, ſo the other is of that nature, 
that it will not be le in execution, ſinoe provocations muſt daily ariſe from 
wicked people, to deſtroy in any mortal Creature, that miraculous vertue which you 
mention: However, I may confeſs, ſaid the Flamin, that theſe obligations are ſome- 
thing difficult to be uſed, by ſuch as carry about with them, nothipg but fleſby cogitati- 
ons and worldly deſires, yet others again that have a true apprehenſioh of their eternal 
being, and have taſted really by way of Da contemplation, any part of thoſe 
joyes we are to expect after this life, may eaſily. be inſtructed, both what they are in 
effect, and how they may be obtained, ſince they will onely conſiſt in theſe two 
partt-

could be, none could well judge; ſo one morning after the ſummons was brought to 
his knowledge, there came an Officer of the Army into the Kings Chamber, with a 
— to conduct him (as he ſaid) before thoſe perſons Who were appoint- 

ed by the authority of che Senate (repreſenting all the people of Lydia) to hear his 
cauſe; belonging to thoſe many crimes that would be laid to his charge, as well for the 
much innocent r had deen ſhed in the late wars, as alſo in regard of other 
high offences committed by himſelf during the time of his Government. Notwith- 
ſtanding Euarebut might be ſufficiently troubled at this unexpected information, 
wherein both his life and honour ſeemed to be queſtioned, by thoſe he ſuppoſed could 
have no juriſdiction, either over bis dignity or perſon, yet was he conſtrained” (in a 
manner without any diſpute) to yield to their Commands, in that the Officer appear- 
ed haſty enough to diſcharge his duty, _— the Injunctio o. 
To which purpoſe the Souldiers of the Guard, preſently marſhalled themſelves 
two by two before the King, with ſome others alſo of the ſame Company to Mas 
up the Rear. Thus I ſay, they marched towards the place deſigned for his TTial, 
whilſt in the interim he ſaluted the admiring people of either fide, all the way he paſ- 
ſed by, as tas obſerved with ſuch a ma jeſtick humbleneſ, that it might eaſily be 
conjecturedʒ he ſtill conceived himſelf to be King, notwithſtanding his captivity and 


misfortunes : When he came into the Court, he fixedly beheld choſe that were to be 


his Judges, though with ſach a countenance, wherein appeared neither hate nor con-

The Judges when they had a ſhort ſpace conſulted one with 1 , the chief in

nls brought the King back again to his Lodgings, where being entered into his 
private Chamber, he caft himſelf preſently down upon bis bed, accompanied by ma- 
ny of thoſe humane paſſions, that are accuſtomed to be uſed in actions and troubles 
of this nature, unto all which the old Flamis applied the beft remedies he could by 
religious perſwalions, that conſiſted for the moſt part of contempt of worldly 
things, in compariſon of ſuch as ſhewed the way to a perfect anll eternal bleſſedneſs: 
When he bad done, leaving the King in ſome ſeteled quierne(sin his thoughts, he re- 
tired for the conſolationof his dwn melancholly apprebenſions, into a private will 
between the e the wall of the Caſtle, where of a ſudden having ſcarce made 
two turns in his ſolitary perambulation, but he beard his name called upon, by a per- 
ſon in a lower room belonging to the Fort; wherefore approaching to the place (to 
be better reſolved) out of a ſtrong Iron Grate, he might perceive a countenance, and 
thar countenance was foon brotſght into his remembrance, to be the ſame (however,

Hlepheſtion, inid he, as know I muſt die ſhortly, as well as Eaurcbhus, and the Gods 
cannot pardon my offences, without the true acknow 
they not be —— to my benefit, without an ample declaration 
what they were, whereby thoſe that have been moſt concerned in them, may either 
receive ſome ſatsiſaction, or at leaſtwiſe be deſired pardon and forgi ivenels: In pro- 
ſecution of which, give me leave to ſay, that as I hold you moſt — of all others, 
for thin work of reconciliation, not not onely in regard of your function and intereſt, 

ſo in regard out good, and ſometimes great Maſter Euarchus, hath choſen you 
for his ſitteſt Companion in his afflictions; ſo in reſpect my own offences have moſt 
conduced to his diſadvantage, for which principally I expe& to ſuffer, I think my ſelf 
ſomething happy in this conveniency, whereby I ſhall conveigh to the Kings know- 
ledge hy your means, thoſe paſſages that may concern either his bonour or bis poſteri- 
ty z if not, at leaſtwiſe, I ſhall go to my grave with better ſatisfaction and coment.

of ſufficient youth and beauty, both for my defires and condition? But yet however 
I made my addreſſes im all Complements, according to decorums of that nature, ne- 
vertheleſs I would not make any agrzements without befitting conditions, anſwer. 
able to my qusliey and expectation; and that was upon my marrying the Lady, to 
have places of benefit, and honour in Court conferred on me, equivalent to a con-

Tis true, after this, we lived for ſome moneths with competent 
content, as of the other ſide, in uch glory, until my ambition, and the Fayourites 
ſlow performance, cauſed meat firſt ro quarrel with his promiſes, and then began to 
expreſs diſtaſtes to my wife; inſomuch, as from one private diſcontent to another, 
we began at laſt, openly to defame one another with oſt exaſperated language; he 
preſuming upon the ſtrength of the Kings favour, and I building upon my greatneſs 
in the Countrey of Mſſia, by the opinion of the Oracle, which I alwayes kept, 
though reſervedly in my minde: But finding after ſome moneths time of experience, 
I was not able to make my party good with Vilerius in the Court of Lydia (for which 
I began extreamly to diſdain the Kings perſon, in that I held my ſelf near allied to 
him in blood, and therefore could not but expe it in friendſnhip) privately, without 
taking leave of Zxarchus or the Court; I conveighed my ſelf into the Kingdom of 
Myſſi a, whereas I knew Fhad not onely friends enough, to guard my perſon from 
all danger and oppreſſion; but alſo a convenient opportunity to raiſe what factions 
I pleaſed, againſt the Favourites Government and Authority; and the rather, for 
that the people alteady began in that . to be extreamly diſtaſted, as well at 
the juriſdiction of the Flamizs, as for that themſelves and Nobility had loft much 
of their power in Lydia, fince the death of the old King, Exurebis's Father: With 
theſe thoughts and refolutions, I ſay, I went to the City of Lamp in Myſſia, 
where being arrived, and coming as twas ſuppoſed oùt of Lydia ith ſufficient 
diſtaſtes and diſcontents hoth in my minde and countenance againſt the incontrolable 
power and homes of Vileriu the Kings chief Favorite; I was ſoon ſaluted with the 
outward beſt affections of moſt of the Nobility ; which in a manner was as: quick- 
ly accompanied by the loud acclamations of the people, wholly directed and: go- 
verned by thoſe Prieſts that hated the Flamint, in the ſame equality as they deſpiſed 
Monarchical Authority; inſomuch, as finding how much my deſigns were likely to 
take with all ſorts of conditions, if I could but heap aſperſions enough upon Court 
proceedings; In this manner ] proceeded. Bk | | 
I firſt began to tell the Lords, what loſſes their intereſt and dignity had in the 
Kingdom of Lydia, ſince the death of Euarchus's Father, whoever ſhewed himſelf 
moſt indu!gent to the Alyſſian Nation; ſo that it would be high time, as 1 ſaid, for 
t hem, not onely to look after their ancient priviledgts, but either to make ſuit to 
Euarc hus, ſometime himſelf in perſon; to come and live amongſt them, or elſe to 
chuſe another Governour, however of the ſame Family or Kindred, that would af- 
ford them both countenance and profit, in regard elſe the barren Mountains of Aa 
were not able, to ſuſtain the charges and expences of the encreaſing people, having 
neither ſuſtenance at home, or employment abroad; and the rather as I intimated, 
for that thoſe Nobility, that were obliged to give their attendance in the Court of 
Lydia, wanted Revenues to wy Be abroad, as thoſe that remained yet 
in the Countrey of Myſſia. would be in 4 manner ſtarved, ſince ſcarce any money at 


all was to be found, wherefore no means whatſoeyer'to augment their fortunes, un- 
leſs they could procure ſome native director, to put them in a way: of glory or ad- 
vancement : I poſſeſſed next the Prieſts with an opinion, that as onely Vilerius, and 
the Flamins in Lydia, commanded rather then obſerved the Kings reſolutions, 
fo would both their Religion and Authority in Hy ſia come to not hing in time, 
if chey (hould not moſt induſtrionſly labour the people, to complain — the 
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favourites ĩntentions; which were to out the Nobility of their priviledges, as the 
Gods of their true Worſhip; ſince nothing but Luxury and Atheiſm were practiſed 
(for the moſt part) in the Court of Lydia ; where onely proud V ilerius and his diſho- 
nourable Family, ruled every delign with power, freedom, and liberty, to the diſ- 
grace of the King himſelf, and all his dominions : Neither did the people want 
other inftigationgof envy, to ler them a fire againſt the proſperity of the Zywias 
Court; and ig by conſtquence-were perſwaded in a manner to hate their King en- 
tirely, whereby another perſon more conveniently might be choſen in his place, 0 
render them happier in their condition; however in this Office, I muſt tell you, 1 
onely meant to inſimuate my ſelf, although obliquely I pointed at Arethuſius the 
Kings Son, becanſe I knew neither Euarchus his Father, or Hyacgnthia the Queen his 
Mother would be content to truſt his education, in the rude and unpoliſhed Countrey 
of Ayia, where they could not be aſſured, either of the ſafecy of his perſon, or 
the continuation of his affection: Bur as I was framing to my own advantage, theſe 
ſecret and particular deſigns, by ſt to poſſeſs my intereſt with the Kingdoms affecti- 
ons underhand,; whereby the better to circumvent my Prince, in the general duty of 
his Subjects, then to make my ſelf the eaſier King, according to thoſe ambitious hopes 
the Oracle had more violently infuſed into my nature and intention, ſudden news was 
brought me to the City of Lampſacus, of the untimely death of Ylerins, the Kings 
intimate Favourite, onely by one ſtroke of a ſhort Dagger, attended by many of his 
friends and ſervants, in the very midſt of all his hononr and glory, to the no ſmall 
am qxement of the whole Kingdom of Ly4ie. 

This telligence I muſt acknowledge, gave my — many troubles, as my re- 
ſolution ſome ſtop; ſince I could not chuſe but reflect a little upon my under hand 
practices, which of one ſide I might very well ſuppoſe deſerved, as great a judge- 
ment from the immortal Gods, asof the other ſide, I did again begin to conſider, 
whether it would not be more for my advantage, to return into Lydia with probabi- 
lity, wholly to be poſſeſſed of my Maſters fayour ; for that now the chief obſtacle 
of my preferment, (as I verily believed) was removed, then to wade further in my 
new and dangyiſous attempts, wherein appeared no other certainty , then what pro- 
ceeded from a fallible Oracle, that perhaps was neither well underſtood by the Prieſt, 
or rightly interpreted by my ſelf. 

As diſputed within my own breaſt for many dayes, whetber I ſhould ſtill remain 
in Myſſia, amongſt my intimate friends and companions, or return again to Court, 
and proſecute my old fortunes, there came ſuddenly a Meſſenger from Euarchus, to 
invite me into Lydia, with many fair promiſes of preferment and ſatisfaction. This 
quickly concluded all my doubts and fears, with an aſſured opinion, that I ſhould not 
onely work all my enemies from the Kings favour, but in a little time, mount into 
their places and command; at leaſtwiſe be poſſeſſed of the chief intereſt in his af. 
fection, fince there was now none left of a conſiderable power but the Queen, to op- 
poſe my greatneſs and deligns. . | 

When L arrived at Court, as I was entertained with a great deal of reſpect, by all 
manner of conditions, in regard of the opinion was had of my birth , and alliance 
in the Kingdom of Myſſia, from whence they doubted might come ſome troubles to 
the quiet ſtate of Eaarchus's Government, ſo was I preſently admitted to be one of 
the Kings Bed-Chamber, where I began quickly to play my Cards to the beſt advan- 
tage, not onely in enriching of my ſelf and Countreymen, but in winning all thoſe 
of the MAyſi an Nation about the Kings perſon, to depend abſolutely upon me or my 
Faction; inſomuch, as this oftentimes occaſioned many ſmall quarrels between 
me and the Queens party, as well in matters of Religion, as in opportunities of 
profit; whilſt in the interim (I having got more then an ordinary intereſt in the 
Kings diſpolitioo, by reaſon I accompanied him daily in his exerciſes, as nightly 
in a more intimate converſation) I enereaſed my benefit, by many ſuits that ap- 

xeared both burthenſome and prejudicial to the Commonwealth; however the 
diſadvantage thereby rather fell upon the perſon of Euarchus in the general, 
then to my ſelf in particular, ſince] alwayes put on people underhand , to be inſtru- 
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mental in the procurement, whereby I compaſſed a double end; the one in laying an 
aſperſjon upon the — — other in procuriog ſtill a greater arch to 
myſelf, as well in regard of cheimployment as che gain. 
In this wanner I y I lived in Court for ſome years, courting my Countteymen, 
and enriching my on Coſſetꝶ to the Rings loſs, and the Kingdoms niſtaſte, until 
hearing chat the valiant Prince of Saptlia, was newly. catered into Armenis , with 
a powerfal Army in defence of che Subjects: rights, ageinſt rarer cheit King, I 
began to chinl, it would be my beſt way. (having got almoſt. what I cbnld in, the 
Court of Lydia) to conduct ſome Soalll ers out of Mya, towards his affiltance in 
thoſe Wars, being the readieſt means as] thought, both to ſtrengthen m party at 
home, and to give me an opinion abroad, whereby to be nearer the Crown, accord- 
ing to my aims, whenſoever the occaſion. ſhould happen, as I had been perſwaded by 
the flattering interpretation of the Ora cle. 1 84 TI | 
*Tis true, I accompanied that gallant Prince in many of his a Battles, 
until the Gods were pleaſed to put a determinable iſſue to his glory, which gave me 
opportunity to conſult often with my own Officers and Commanders, concerning my 
own fate and intentions; inſomuch, as one day above the reſt (finding the Scythian 
Army could not continue long together, by reaſon of diverſity of cation alter the 
death of their prevailing General, and ſo conſequently; my Souldiers alſo, that ha d 
followed me out of the Kingdom of 4 fi, of nexeſſity were to be diſmiſt, unleſs 
I could aſſure them of other imployments, whereby co maintain their perſons ,; and 
enteftain their hopes) I called unto me a favourite of mine, named Ramius, and af- 
ter ſome communication of more then ordinary friendſhip and affeRion, I began this 
ſerious diſcourſe unto him,, n Sr, d AS 
Rumuſius, ſaid I, as of all others in my Army, I moſt t ruſt your fidelity, ſo at pre- 
ſeat, muſt I impart a ſecret of great importance to your knowledge. This is not che 
firſt time, that I have acquainted you with the prediction of the Oracle, concerning 
the fortunes of Exarchas and my ſelf; neither are you igvorant of my ambition in 
that nature, grounded upon theſe reaſons , that as k:am*neareſt of deſcent to the 
Crown of Myſſia, ſo the King for the preſent not living in the Countrey, it cannot 
be held much injurious to his benefit, for me to govern, inſtead of ſuch Deputies he 
ſends as his ſubſtitutes, to rule the people in thoſe parts: You ſee alſo. the Souldiers 
of our Army muſt of neceſſity be disbanded, without much pay or long ſubſiſtance; 
there being no means left for their future rewards, but what mult come from my own 
fortunes; and that at the inſtant not appearing of a conſiderable value, in regard of 
the late untimely death, of our great General the Prince of Scythia; I ſhould be 
willing for your ſakes onely , to take upon me ſome new authority, which as you ſee, 
the Gods have already in effect deligned me, after the expiration of Euarebus: 
Wherefore if it may ſtand with the good liking of the chief Officers of my Troops, 
I ſhall preſently ſeize upon the Kingdom of Myſſia for your advantages, as well as my 
own ſafety : and this certainly may be the eaſier effected, for that we want not many 
conſiderable friends of both Nations, that would be very well content, if nat aſſi- 
ſtant to the enterpriae, in regard our King is ſo much addicted to his own pleaſure, 
and the Queens ſatis faction, that he cannot be brought to be active in the Wars, ei- 
ther for his own honour, or his Subjects benefit; which hath in a manner rendred 
him deſpiſed, in reſpect of his cold nutrality, by all the noble and braue Princes of 
the leſſer Aa: As I have thus freely uttered unto you my private thoughts, which I 
deſire ſhould ſpeedily be converted into publick actions, ſo would I have you im- 
patt theſe reſolutions, to whom you pleaſe amongſt the Souldiers, whereby we may 
the better come to know their minds in this particular. | |

1 Although! muſt confeſs, I was ſomething terrified, in the manner of the.pro- 


nouncing ot this Oracle, notwithſtanding I was told it was the cuſtom of the place; 
yet when again I conſidered the-ſubſtance of the Prophecy , that not onely anſwer. 
ed my expeRation in the former Oracle, but plaigly advertiſed my ambition , [og 
however Euarchus appeared to be threatned with a dangerous and deſperate fate, 
yet my ſelf in all probability, was to ſucceed him in his honours and dignity, I be- 
came ſufficiently pleaſed , if not abſolutely fortified in that imployment I had un- 
dertaken for the Kings ſervice , by leading the Army out of Myſſia into Lydia, 
which now I intended co convert to my own advantage, ſince I thought Exarchn:'s 
misfortunes, were no way to be prevented by any humane induſtry : wherefore 
preſently taking my leave of the chief Prieſt , having firſt given him thanks, and 
beſtowed other ſarge recompences upon the Temple, I followed as faſt as 1 could 
my marching Army, hoping ere long by ſome glorious victory, in triumph to be 
conducted through the ſtreets of Sardis, and by the willing conſent of the peo- 
ple, I might be forced to take upon me all, or ſome part of the Kings Authority, 
until as I thought his unhappy death (according to the words of the Oracle) 
might put me in poſſeſſion of the reſt, whilſt in the interim his Son Arethuſius 
was to ſeek other fortunes in ſtrange Countries, both with hazzard to his perſon, 
and ill ſucceſs in the proſecution: Thus Hepheſtion ſaid Arranus , were my flat- 
tering fancies, carried up in the air to my perdition, ſince ambition to my own 
particular, far outwent, either my good nature or obligation, to my Prince, which 
as the Gods have puniſhed ſufficiently, ſo I hope the Heavens Will no more remem- 
ber, ſince I now make unto you this ample confeſſion to that purpoſe, and the ra. 
ther am I more confident in being truly converted in my thoughts: Wherefore as 
I finde the King muſt infallibly die, according to the predictions; ſo can I alſo 
clearly interpret, as I believe, moſt of the Prophecies, of both Otacles concerning 
my ſelf : You know 1 quickly loſt the Battle to Hercrombrotus, Lieutenant Genetal 
to Faærexius, and was ſhortly after with moſt of my Souldiers , conducted in a cer- 
rain kinde of diſgraceful triumph, to this houſe where we are now both priſoners, 
which was once à glorious Palace of the Royal Family: So that by a ſeeming fatal 
encounter, both my ſelf and the King are met, onely to act the like Tragedy one 
after another, attended by the ſame Guards and Fortunes, wherein, as it is to be 
ſuppoſed, I ſhall ſucceed my great and good Maſter : To (hut up this ſorrowful and 
unhappy ſtory, with the confidence I have in your charity and the Kings mercy,, I 
muſt con jure you by every thing that is to be eſteemed holy in your profeſſion, 
as alſo by all the hopes we have of Arethaſiuu being proſperous hereafcer , that 
you will not onely ſignifie theſe paſſages to Euarchus, but obtain of him 
forgiveneſs for my offences: I muſt confeſs I have made the rather this 1 955 |

feſſion unto you, that my name after my death, may not be too much blaſted in the 
worlds opinion, ſince I had no intention in all my laft endeavours , . either to betray 
the Kings concernments, or to advance my own particular, any more then to be 
able to contend with the greatneſs of Argylius in Myſſia, whom I was aſſured, hated 
the King as much as my ſelf: With theſe words he ended his diſcourſe , accompani- 
ed by many ſighs and tears, which kept them both for a long time in ſuch an extaſie of 
ſadneſs, as if neither of them any more intended to return to any manner of joy or 
comfort; until . conſidering at laſt as a more nearer duty to his profeſſion, 
the King might have ſome preſent. need of his aſſiſtance, towards his eternal end, 
which be perſwaded himſelf, could not now be long prevented, fince he had been ſo 
largely made acquainted by «Frranw of the Gods decrees, with a kinde of an over- 
Rowing diſcontent in his eyes and countenance, he took his leave, after he bad pro- 
miſed to fullil his requeſt , in every particular that was required at his hands, need- 
ful to be related. | 

Hepheſtion, as ſoon as he was parted from Arranus, began more ſeriouſly to con- 
ſider, how much of this relation he ſhould impart unto the King; for as he believed 
the whole diſcourſe , would extreamly trouble the neceſſary ſettlement of his 
thoughts, againſt that Combat he was ſhortly to make with death and the world, 
two inveterate enemies to the quiet ſtate and felicity of mankinde ; fo was it of the 
other (ide, as he ſuppoſed, a little needful, to reconcile Euarchus to all thoſe in ge- 
neral, that had moſt injured him in the tranſaction of affairs, during his Proſperity 
and Government: Beſides he efteemed it convenient, to let him know ſomething 
coneerning Aret huſius fortunes hereafter, whereby the better to prevent thoſe trea- 
fons, that might be intended to his perſon ; if not by letters and other meſſages, to 
lignitie to Hyaciuthia bis Queen in Syria , how much he was aſſured he bad been be- 
—— My/tan Nation, and eſpecially by Arranus, whom he moſt truſted of 
all others. 

To this parpoſe, I ſay, he reſolved to inform Exarchus concerning the prediction 
of the Oracles; which diſcourſes notwithſtanding-, he deſigned to mannage cauti- 
ouſly according to his beſt diſcretion, when he ſhould finde how his inclinations were 
addicted: With this determination he preſently entered his Bed-chamber , who 
being newly wakened from a ſound ſleep, the King prevented him with this lan- 
guage O Hepheſtion , ſaid he, I have lately had a moſt profitable dream to my 
preſent condition; and therefore as I know I muſt ſhortly dye, which I could ne- 
ver believe until this hour, I ſhall as near as I can impart the contents thereof unto 
your knowledge, as my beſt and chief director in my afflictions; which was after 
this manner. 

' Methought (ſaid he) being extreamly incumbered by my many afflictions in my 
minde, I reſolved after divers contentions, what courſe I ſhould take for my beſt ad. 
vantage, to repair to the Phrygian Sybil, dwelling as I underftood in a Cave upon 
Mount Ida: I found the Propheteſs at my arrival fitting upon a ſtone, at the entrance 
of her melancholly habitation; when ſhe ſaw me approach, ſhe preſently entered the 
innermoſt part of her lodgings, whither notwithſtanding I followed her with a haſte, 
that ſhewed I was greedy enough to be ſatisfied concerning my future fate: Aſter 
my entrance, I paſſed through a long Gallery, cut out of the main Rock as I conceived 
with a ſtupendious skill and labour; where going through multitudes of intricate 
windings, I perceived her at laſt placed againft a wall , which was to be mounted by 
four or five ſteps :- As ſoon as ſhe ſaw me, with a fearful and horrid countenance, ſhe 
prevented me with this language. | 

I know thee (faid ſhe) to be Eaarchus King of Lydia, wherefore enquire no 
farther of me concerning thy fortunes , onely I will inform thee, that thy Son 
Arethuſius, with thy other Children, if they can efcape ſome treaſons, ſhall en- 
ter in the future upon moſt admirable adventures: I perceived by this prediction, 
that my own fates drew me on to the laſt period of my life, yet I earneſtly importu- 
ned her to a fuller ſatisfaction: notwithſtanding ſhe was reſolved to ſpeak no more 


in my particular, nevertheleſs the next morning ſhe promiſed to ſhew me _ 
myſte- 
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Mets belooglag to Moane Ids: I ſpent that night with” no ſleep, though mach 
trouble, antilthe Propheteſt having clothed” her ſelf in a white veſtment; with her 
hair about her ears, ſtriking me a little with a wand ſhe cartied in her hand, com- 
manded me to follow her preſently up the hill from the mouth of her Cave; at rhe 
very bottom of tlie Mountain: We had not made a journey of many furlongs to 


to. 
getber before the zkie became intirely obſcured by a dark miſt , from whence 
proceeded within a ſhort ſpace many flaſhes-of lightning, that afforded us da- 
rity and 'conveniency enough, to behold a deep Valley, wherein were contained 
many miſerable perſons tormented by furies , that ſeemed ro have neither com paſ- 
ſion of their afflictions, or conſideration to their cries; but rather added new tor. 
menes to their mindes by telling them, that whilſt they lived upon earth, in their 
covetouſneſs and ambition, they had little pitty and regard of thoſe | that ſuffered 
injuriouſly by their falſhood and oppreſſion: No ſooner were theſe words ſpoken, 
but the furies with a certain new violence, caſt their bodies from one flame to 
another in ſo terrible a manner, that my own heart alſo began to faint wich the 
very apprehenſion , however, I felt neither their pain nor deſpair i As I was quickly 
weary of beholding theſe horrid ſpectacles, ſo the old Prophereſs, finding my fear 
and terrour, told me, that ſhe intended to ſhew me upon the top of the Mountain, 
objects of a more delightful and pleaſing nature: As weaſcended the hill, by lit- 
tle and little, the miſt vaniſhed , until at laſt our ſights being abſolutely cleared from 
all incumbrances whatſoever , we beheld at no great diſtance, a moſt beautiful and 
admirable Countrey, that ſeemed to be illuſtrated by the clarity of a thouſand 
bright ſhining Suns; ſuch as no mortal eyes were ever accuſtomed to behold : From 
this delicious habitation ; there alſo iſſued forth moſt raviſhing muſick , that ap- 
peared at the inftant to charm my ſenſes in ſuch a nature, that for the preſent I muſt 
confeſs it took from my deſires , all appetites of this inferiour world: The build. 
ings were intermixt with nothing but gold and precious ftones , whilſt winding 
Rivers of pare Chriſtal , gave the flouriſhing Trees and green Meadows a rjew fer- 
riliry , not to be deſcribed by any humane art or memory: It was about a quarter 
of an hours time (remaining all that while in an extaſie, arid tranſported: wich a 
perfect delight) that I continued my looks fixed upon thoſe heavenly: miracles, un- 
til at laſt che Propheteſs taking me by the left arm, ſhe let me know, that as the 
place was onely reſerved, for ſuch as were no injarers, ho with à quiet patience 
were content to forego this life, and the fond vanities of the earth; ſo for the 
preſent, could ſne not any longer ſuffer me to behold that abſolute manſion of 
wonderful rarities, tizat were alone inſtituted for the rẽward of the bleſſed when 
they were dead, though not at all for the living, either wedded or in love with 
worldly things: When we deſcended again the hill ſhe farther informed me of 
the youth and beauty of the inhabitants, being ſuch as ſhe ſaid , who had moſt vi- 
Roriouſly ſtrived with fleſh and blood, againſt all the ambicious and ſenſual paſ- 
ſions of mortality; who were deſigned in a moſt entire unity, for ever and ever to 
remain in that glorious habitation, praifing and giving thanks to the great God 
that had created thoſe excellencies, as a perpetual reward for their ſufferings and af- 
flictions in this world; either laid upon their perſons by theit cruel enemies, or wil. 
lingly undertaken by themſelves, as greater marks of their gratitudes, and conſtant 
affection towards his ſervices : Having delivered thus much to my apprehenſion, the 
Propheteſs vaniſhed inſtantly from my ſight, which ſuddainly wakened me from my 
dream. And now I muſt tell you Hepbeftion, this hath not onely (whether it were 4 
revelation or a fancy) aſſured me, that I muſt die within a very ſnhott ſpace ;, but hath 
alſo ſo far quieted my thouglits of all worldly conſiderations, that I finde my elf in a 
manner prepared for the hour, henſoever, either the Gods or my enemies ſhall call 
me to the Combat. | I 05 - Hine dane, 
Hepheſtios finding by this manner of diſcourſe, that the Kings thoughts were 
ſafficiently ſettled towards his final deſtruction, ſuppoſed it would not be unprofit- 
able to that purpoſe, to make him acquainted alio with the relation of Arrauss; 
ſo chat uſing ſome circumſtances neceſſary to the buſineſs, inſtead ol a preamble; or 
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let him know in a manner, all that had paſſed between them in their conference : 
Emarchus cryed out ſuddenly , O you Gods, is it poſſible, that my tredulity and 
Heat; have been ſo much abuſed by thoſe, I not onely moſt truſted in my affairs, 
Ut were beſt rewarded by my benefits: For ever let the Myſſian Nation be aſhamed 
of their ingrarieade, us my ſelf guiltleſs of their crime. 
-" The Flamin preſently added, that notwi ing his ſufferings bad been intol- 
able; occafioned principally by the underhaud practices of that people, yet ir was 


lerable 


| his duty towards the ſervice of the Gods, to pardon them with all others, who had 


done him moſt inſury: I do, I do (replyed the King) and ſince I ſinde not onely by 
your intelligence, but alſo by my own dream, that I muſt ſhortiy leave this unto- 
ward and troubleſome world, I do conjure you by the holineſs of your function, ac- 
companied by the integrity of your diſpoſition, to inform me concerning the nature 
and 178 of that great God, that firſt created the world for his ſervice, us to the 
benefit of mankinde , for that by the very rules of reaſon, it ſeemeth unpoſſible that 
numerous Deities can be omnipotent : Your Majeſty, ſaid the Flamin, hath made a 
moſt profitable objection; for however we number up in our daily deyotions ſeve- 
ral Gods, yet were they no other at the firſt then ſuch perſons, that lived upon earth 
with fame and renown, by whoſe valours and heroics] actions, the people in the in- 
fancy of the world received notorious benefits, however by corruption of the times, 
they became at laſt deified in their opinions: Why then (ſaid the King) it ſhould 
ſeem, we have been hitherunto continued in a moſt groſs and dangerous errour? It is 
true (replyed the Flamin) many cannot be excuſed in that particular, withont the 
pretenſions of an invincible ignorance : But I pray (ſaid the King) what may be the 
Attributes of this omni potent God, that onely we are to ſerve and worſhip with 
our beſt thoughts? This great — ere the Flamin) is all powerful in his works, 
pure in his intentions, and unalterable in his decrees, whoſe Goodneſs, Majeſty, and 
Divinity, moſt be worſhipped with victims and ſacrifices , not given or belonging to 
any of his creatures, how great and excellent ſoever: What is the reaſon theu (laid 
the King) that we honour ſo many other Gods of an inferjour nature? we do not 
(replyed the Flamin) beſtow upon any of them, thoſe Attributes that belong pro- 
perly to his Eſſence , onely ſometithes, we ſerve and call upon them perhaps in our 
extremiries, as yertuous people that lived once upon earth, who now enjoy a per- 
fe& fruition in his favour , wherefote more apt to procure for us, thoſe benefits we 
defire (according to ſome opinions) in regard of our own unwotthiceſs, although 
that practice is not appro vad on, generally in the cuſtoms of Zydia ; much leſs are 
we to worſhip many Gods, being an enormous crime crept into the world, by the 
wickedneſs and ignoranceof-mankinde , for want of true knowledge and fitting in- 
ſtruction; however all agree in theſe two principles, that this God is to be honour. 
ed with a Divine Worſhip ; as alſo that we ought to forgive thoſe that have injured 
us, in an intire manner; without either of which, it is impoſſible to ſecure our pre- 
ſent or future condition. Fes * 

As the King preſently after this communication, entered into his own private 
Cabinet, whereby the better to make uſe of this wholeſome inſtruction, which ſet 
before his imagination a more lively way, to know the vain uncertainties of this in- 
ferionr world ; ſo when he was ſeated in bis ſolitary retirement for contemplation, he 
fell upon the conſiderations of his own troubleſome reign , that ſcarce had given him 
in the latter part of his life, one hour free from vexation and diſcontents. 

Firſt he reflected upon the extream ingratitude of his own natural Countreymen 
the ant; a people of all others, that had been moſt beholding unto him for his 
bountiful favours; In 
- Next he entered into examination of his proper actions, with his more in- 
ward intentions, concerning his Subjects of the Kingdom of Lydia; as it were 
imagining, why they ſhould now ſeek a new way of Government to their own 
prejudice, when as his reign had been ever ſo gentle and eaſie unto them? And 
here a little he began to ſtamble at the Gods goodneſs, but then when he conſider- 
ed bow inſcrutable and juſt were all their decrees, notwithftanding the various ima- 
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nations. of man that were onely accompanied by indulgent fancies, inſtead of true 
. be cough himſelf 4s faulty in many of his comportments; as 


Crowns and Digaitics were-uacertain to be rontinued; and when. beſt and 
tobe 000 gor be compated in any kinde whatſoever, to thoſe heavenly pfea⸗ 
fures, which in his dream he had bebeld upon Mouat dd: But however by little and 


little; be.endeavoured to wean himſelf in this manner from worldly conſiderations, 
yet he could not altogether put off from his thoughts, the deſire of carthly proſpe- 
ity for his dear Wile and lovely Children, which for a ſeaſon, ceuſed him to ſhed ma- 


ny ears, as offered facrifices of ſorrow to their love and reniembtance. This alſe 
cauſed him in a kinde of extaſie of paſſion, to fall down upon his knets, and earneſt- 
ly belcech the Gods in their behaifs. W 
In this diverſity of paſſions, though {till milde and temperate in outward appea- 
rance, he continued for ſome few dayes; until he was another time ſeut for before his 
Judges, to make his laſt and final anſwer, to thoſe accuſations that had been formerly 
brought to bis charge; where being again demanded, what reply be intended to re- 
turn, he told them once more, that as heconceived they had no juſt authority, either 
from Heaven or Earth, to be the diſpoſers of his perſon, much leſs the takers away 
of his life, ſo was he fully reſolved, never to yield to that juriſdiction, which not 
onely intended to deſtroy him, but to captivate his people: After his condemnation 
was pronounced, many Ladies of the City with diſhevelled hair, and diſtracted 
looks, preſt in amongſt the armed Guard wich violence, to be heatd plead for this 
Kings life. | | : | 
Viben the noiſe was ſomething appea ſed, and the women by force ſent out of the 
Court, as eſteemed too impertinent difturbers of the proceedings, Enarchns with 
a certain gentle admonition of his hand to be heard (which being at laſt granted him) 
with a conſtant grave countenance, though che ſweetneſs of his favour was much de- 
cayed, by ay many miſeries and continual afflictions, made this manner of ſpeech to 
the Aſſemhiy. dC 74 
I hope there are ſome here, (ſaid he) that are rather ſorry for my taisfottunes, then 
contemners of my dignity, wherefore leſs perſwaded of theſe my crimes then others, 
to whom I ſhall onely add eſs choſe few words I have to ſay, ſince I neither can or 
ever will, acknowledge this juriſdiction, that ſeems to claim an unheard of authiori« 
ty over my perſon :. You ſee your King, not onely brought before I know not what 
ribunal as a MalefaQor, but condemned to die, by a Law never yet put in practice 
by any power, however grougded upon no other cauſe, but that he deſires ſatisfacti- 
on in the true conſtitution of the Zydian Government, which ought to be the rules 
of comportment, both for the Prince and the Subject: You may þchold alſo, a liber- 
ty extraordinary given to theſe men, rather by violence to Execute what they pleaſe, 
juſtly to proceed in what they ſliould, fince the Senate is now no more what it 
was, then my ſelf when I was Head thereof: If Prefidents were to be produced for 
theſe ations, certainly they would adde much to the advantage of the cauſe in the 
opinion of the people; if none have been in former times, yet at leaſtwiſe let them 
derive their power from ſome viſible Authority, which may appear to have been ſu- 
pream in paſt ages: If they challenge their Juriſdiction, from the ancient and bere- 
ditary Priviledges of the Nobility, where are they themſelves to make good the claim? 
It by the natugglrighc of the people, why are not their conſents demanded to ju- 
ſtifie the proceedings > But O you Gods, it is the Sword onely (that never was or- 
dained for Government but Execution) by which Exarchis muſt fall: Alas, alas, 
my friends, (ſaid he) to what a paſs are your Rights come, when the Father of them 
all mult periſh, becauſe he deſires ill to make them good to your poſterity, The 
Judges being unwilling to heat any more of this language; for that the Kings. dif- 
courles ſeemed to draw from the Aſſembly, not onely tears, but confidefation even 
from the Souldiers themſelves, who begun to be a. little ſoftned in their hearts, com- 
manded them inſtantly, to lead N ftom the Bat, ſince they perceived 
his obſlinacy was not at all to be ref r : | 
But when this doleful news, was firſt brought to the ears, of the more then ** 
re 
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ned prindeſs C loria, of her Fathers death, it was not a grief that po ffeſt het {ad 
ſoul, like unto a humane miſery:; but ſhe-entertained the diſaſter, at 4 fatal dom 
executed againſt ber eternal happineſs; inſomuch as preſently with a look tbar prog. 
nolticatedſome ftrange alteration in her ſenſes, ſhe rowled her fair eyes in her head, 
ns if they ſought nothing but tho eruelſeſt effects of deſperation; till'at laft wholly 
overcome by che violence of her diſtemper; ſhe ſunk down to the ground before tlie 
Company, whilſt thoſe about her (who bad been alſo for the inftant , entettafning 
their own thoughts, with the like ſorrow in ſome meaſure) were conlirained'to ft 
with fearful ſhreeks to ber neceſſary aſliftance : They continueda long time T ubdig 
her beautiful Temples, and uſing other means for her recovery, until in the end, rhe 
Gods as it ſhould ſeem, not willing to permit a Creature to periſh of 'fuch excel- 
lency, by reafon of any misfortune, ſhe was-again brought to a new life, however 
much more ſoathed to her ſelf then death of what nature ſoever: When the had 
been for a pretty ſpace ſeated in a Chair, though rather by the violence and A 
of ber ſervants, then by her own conſent and ſufferance; after ſhe was in that kinde 
throughly come to her underſtanding , according to thei? apprehenſions, ſhe had 
made undoubtedly another war with her lovely face, if the ſtanders by had not ſud- 
denly.interpoſed, whereby to prevent the reſolution ; and by force preſently carried 
her to her bed, where being laid, it was not long before ſhe uttered theſe complains, 
with ſo much paſſion, as very well ſhewed what were her inward cogitations, occaſi- 
oned by thecauſes of her exceſſive grief. £ 
Alas, alas C/oria (ſaid (he) is it fit thou ſhouldſt longer preſerve this miſerable 
life, ſince he that was authour both of that and all thou canſt pretend unto, of good 
and happineſs, ſhould be deprived of his by ſo ſtrange a fate; Will thy moſt dear and 
noble Mother, (who cannot but die with ſorrow upon the hearing of this horrid 
news) ever own thee for her Childe in the next world, when ſhe ſhall finde, thou 
wanteſt duty ſufficient to accompany thy vertuous Father in his death? What a dif- 
pleaſant encounter will there be, in the E/yziax Fields between our ſad ſouls , attend- 
ing onely natural expirations, inſtead of revenge upon our ſelyes or enemies? O dear 
Narciſſus, (faid ſhe) ſeck not now, tlie contracting of new marriages, with thy moſt 
unfortunate C loria, when as thou art rather obliged, to raiſe numerous Armies to 
vindicate her injuries, and preſerve thy own condition, left the example give encou- 
ragement to all other Subjects to do the like. After ſhe had uttered thus much, ſhe 
again reſted ſilent for a pretty ſpace until the tears trickling dobvn her lovely Cheeks 
in abundance, made another forcible paſſage for her words in this manner. 85 
Vou Gods (ſaid ſhe) the bleſſed Authors of all goodneſs, and therefore not to 
be blamed for any of our miſeries, give me 1 beſeech you a competent patience, not 


overmuch to offend your Deities, by my unruly and prepoſterous paſſions; never 


theleſs I mult beg leave to declare to the world ſuch a neceſſary grief, that neither my 
heart can conceal; or my duty avoid, without a ſtain to my bonour , or an injury to 
juſtice it ſelf; with theſe thoughts and confiderations, I cannot but reflect upon the 
apprebenſions of poor Aſcanius, who at our laſt parting never imagined, ſo ſudden- 
ly to be ſaluted with the ſad and diſaſterous tydings of our Fathers fatal deſtruction 
by his own people, ſince he haſted more from my company, to be a glorious inſtru. 
ment of Euarc haus proſperity, then out of any fear he bad of his own ſafety: Is it 
poſſible that all Princes of Aſia will Rill ſleep in a falſe ſecurity, when ſuch examples 
are permitted to threaten new dangers to their Dignities ? If you be chaſtiſed for your 
blinde ſtupidity, and froward ſpleens one againſt another, the puniſhments but juſt- 
ly inflicted by the all ſeeing Heavens, for your follies and want of conſideration, in 
being inſenſihle both of honour and goodneſs, in your own and others particutars : 
Now may the Lydian people for ever repent their unfaithful diſobedience to that 
Majeſty, that had nothing but ſweetneſs in his Commands, and juſtneſs in his intenti- 
ons, ſince vulgar pride and covetous fancies, have in a manner deſtroyed at one blow 
all property in the Subject: with what deriſion may the uncirtumſpect Nobility be- 
moan their own loſſes, in not being able ſo much as to contribute the feaſt affiftance 
to their King in bis extremities ; and as little to conſerve their own priviledges im the 
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Senate? O mok dear Mother (ſaid ſhe) once the honour of beauty, and delight of 
Majeſty, wich what torments will your noble ſoul be afflicted, (if you ſhould over- 
ſive the firſt news of this ſtrange ſlaughter) when you ſhall not onely conſider your 
ſelf deprivedot all perſona] happineſs and content in this world, but finde your 
thoughts continually perturbated by the cryes and exclamations of your injured , if 
not wanting Children? She would ſtill have proceeded after this extravagant man- 
ner, in beating of the fruitleſs air with her pure and innocent breath, if Roxana (con- 
fidering that her complaints were neither profitable for the ſeaſon , or beneficial to 
her ſelf) had not ſuddenly put a gentle bridle to her preſent paſſions, by ſome- kinde 
of diſcreet perſwaſion. FRO 

Alas, Madam, (ſaid ſhe) did you think to enjoy your Father for ever in this frail 
Tabernacle of Mortality, when death is the certain period and reward of all mens 
actions, how great br good ſoever? Wherefore he, by paying a few years ranſome 
before hand, hath prevented abſolutely thoſe hazzards, that might have either diſho- 
noured him here, or deſtroyed him hereafter; whereas he now by a glorious end, 
hach avoided both, for the ſecurity of himſelf, andthe reputation of his poſterity : 
In full confirmation of which truth, I pray remember, with what noble and conftant 
courage, he alwayes defended the juſt Rights and Priviledges of his Crown, againſt 
his powerful and moſt exaſperated oppoſers, as well by private encounters as in pub- 
lick battles, inſomuch (as it is ſufficiently known) he earneſtly provoked the late Ge- 
neral Dimogor as to give him perſonal meeting, if he durſt in a ſingle combat, where- 
by the differences between himſelf and the Senate, might be ended without more 
blood and ſlaughter of his innocent people, 6 

Again I ſay, with what excellent eloquence, both with his tongue and pen, did he 
ever perſwade his enemies to peace and obedience , not onely for the welfare of his 
Dominions, but the aſſurance of their own juſt rights to all perpetuity? And when 
neither his admonitions could finde entertainment in'the Senates reſolutions, or his 
challenge be accpted by the Generals courage, he gave Dimogoras ſuch teſtimonies of 
his policy, and skill in Martiall Affairs, by circumventing his whole Army, that it 
was thought convenient by his Maſters ſitting at Sardis, to turn him ſuddenly out of 
his place of Command, whereby to make a freer paſſage for Farezim the now Ge- 
neral , whom belike they eſteemed either more fortunate in the Wars, or leſs diſobe- 
dient to their Commands: Laſt of all, the King being as you know overborn by a 
double power, he was both perſwaded and conſtrained, to put himſelf into the pro- 
tection of the 3yſias Army, where by the endeavours of Lycius and Arg ylius, he 
was ſold for a ſum of money to his deſtruction, which probably no foreſight could 
have prevented, ſince he wanted means any more, to defend his own Rights and Ju- 
riſdiction, both by reaſon of his Commanders corruption, and the Senates circum- 
ſpection: Yet however, O you Gods, with what a conſtant patience, did he ever 
fince undergo the diverſity of proceedings of his cruelleſt enemies? Who as I may 
ſay, toſt him from one priſon to another, until they brought him to bis laſt ſcene, 
wherein he appeared by all confeſſions, rather a miracle of nature, then a perſon 
ſubject to thole paſſions belonging to humanity ; which for ever will give him a moſt 
glorious and laſting Character. * 

Wherefore moſt dear Lady (ſaid ſhe) dry up thoſe forrowful and waſting tears 
from your fair eyes, being now 2s I may ſay, the onely lights that are left yer ſhining, 
within the obſcured horizon of unfortunate Lydia, and by the help of theſe benefici- 
al conſiderations, I beſeech you think, that you have not at all loft a worthy and lo- 
ving Father, but for ſome ſhort time onely are deprived of his preſence , whereby 
the better hereafter to enjoy his company for ever, with the more ſplendour and glo- 
ry; neither be doubtful in any meaſure, but that your youthful and gallant Brother 
Prince Are thuſius, will procure ſo much@riendſhip, and power from the greateſt Po- 
tentates of the world, ( who cannot but eſteem themſelves ſufferers wich him 
in honour , though not in territory) as to be able to regain thoſe Kingdoms in- 
to his poſſeſſion, as are rightfully deſcended by way of ſucceſſion to him and his 


poſterity, 
, Governeſs, 
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Governeſe, (ſaid the Princeſs) after à Tad-figh or two had made the way, it is 
much eaſier for one to give counſel in health, then for to take phyfick being ſiek; 
eſpecially when as all ſeeming remedies whatſoever, according to a deſpairing appre. 
benſion, are both unpleaſanc and diſtaſteful: Tis true, I cannot deny, but your 
powerful and diſcreet perſwaſions, —ů ſo many probablè (and I may 
ſay) profitable reaſons,” that I do not ſee,” how my inward malady can pofſibiy be 
cured; without thoſe punctual obſervations; yet by the way, ive me leave to 
tell you-Revare ,: that notwithſtanding by the very ſtrength of judgement, you 
ſeem powerfully to have convinced my underſtanding ;-almoft in'every particular, 
nevertheleſs I finde humane nature (upon what conſideration ſoever) cannot be ſd 
ſoon brought, to put off that frailty that acedmpanies all our natural actions and 
conceptions: For although I know the immortal Gods, have created us for better 
uſes, chen to place our hearts attentively upon tranſitory affections, yet as long 
as we carry about with us the cloathing of fleſh and blood, we ſhall be al- 
wayes inclinable to ſatisfie (in a high kinde) our outward fenſes, more then carry 
up our hopes, upon the wings of Piety and Religion, that pretend onely to di- 
vine fruitions, that conſiſt onely in ſpeculation of thoſe contents, we can ſcarce in 
any manner comprehend, unleſs it be after ſuch a dark manner, as Children are 
made to believe thoſe ſtories, that are told of Giants and enchanted Caſtles in the 
air; for that we have nothing to aſſiſt our mortality, but bare faith, and the meer 
eonſidence we have grounded upon fuch' printiples; however I muſt confeſs, the 
little ſtability we finde in any worldly concernments, affords reaſons ſufficient to 
perſwade our fancies, that ſomething of a higher nature, then what we enjoy here, 
muſt needs be ordained by the pure Heavens, for mans ſatisfaction in the future; 
eſpecially when we conſider our ſelves created in a more excellent manner, then all 
other Creatures whatſoever , by the faculties of our mindes and underſtanding: 
Wherefote I ſay , my dear friend, be not over fcandalized at my deportmentr, 
if my grief tranſcend ordinary paſſions, ſince the cauſe appears ſo much beyond all 
example. | 

Nevetheleſs replyed Roxana, I hope ere long, your own reafon grounded updn the 


laſt part of your diſcourſe (you being the moſt excellent of your ſex, and ſo conſe- 


quently in a higher degree above other Creatures) will be of ſufficient force, without 
overmuch difficulty, to deſtroy thoſe unproficable paffions , that do not onely ex- 
ceedingly derogate from your own being; but may alſo perhaps afford greater encou- 
ragements to your enemies, as well to proſecute other attempts againſt your perſon, 


as to be lefs taken with your vertues , when ſeeing it is in their power at any time 


to overcome, they will never defift from attempting till, to render you their captive

- Within two dayes ſhe received the Paſs according to her deſire, which made her

ceſs was, a new intelligence that came into the Ton, how that the Zgypriaxs had 
made a late combination with the Senate of Lydia, by a conſiderable number of 
Ships to block up the Haven by Sea, as their Forces had all the paſſages by Land: 
Cloria finding her affairs in this ſtrait, became more then ordinary afflicʒed in ber 
minde, ſince ſne ſeemed to be in the condition of thoſe perſons, that appeared to be 
ſomething near many felicities, and yet could notarriye to the enjoying of any 
one; however, after ſome ſhort time of conſideration ; having entertained in her 
minde in the interim, many fancies concerning ber eſcape, at laſt ſhe reſolved 
to try, notwithſtanding any threat ning danger, whether or no ſome ſmall Barks 
lying in the Haven, would undertake for a good ſumme of money, to tranſport. 
her either into Syria or Cypas: Although ſhe quickly attempted this deſign, yet 
ſhe found none would venture upon the buſineſs; not onety for that they were 
unwilling to experiment the hazzard, knowing how many Ships of all ſorts, 
lay continually ſcattered upon the Seas, of the enemy, but alſo in regard the 
Governour of the Town, had abſolutely forbid all Veſſels to depart without a 
ſpecial licence from himſelf or the State: Nevertheleſs as the ſweet Princeſs had re- 
mained many dayes ſomething deſperate in her choughts , one afternoon of a ſud- 
den, ſhe heard a great noiſe and acclamation in the Haven, and not long after was 
informed. by the people of the honſe, that a competent number of Ships were 
newly entered the Town, with all manner of proviſions neceſſaty for the ſiege, ſent 
to that effect, by the provident care of · Candalus the $1rign Admiral : However the 
knew not how to make any advantage to her own particular, concerning this eſteem- 
ed good fortune to the City, notwithſtanding ſhe reſolved wit h the reſt of the com- 
pany, to rejoyce at the accident; and to that purpoſe in the crowd, went down to 
the Haven where the Veſſels lay, beth to congrtulate and be a ſpectator, of what 
was eſteemed to he ſo, luckilꝝ an omen by eee e 3 thgugb rather they 


might have jadged it a ſpecial providence of the Syrian Officer: within a day or 
two; it was determined - by a Councel of Warres, as well of Sea Capigirs, as 
15 9 an 
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Land Commanders, that notwithſtanding the proviſions that had been ſent, were 
held competent to continue the City a long time in a defenſive poſtate, yer was it re- 
ſolved alſo, the Ships ſhould again return, and carry with them as many unſervice- 
able inhabitants; as could be ſpared from the Towns defence, the better to provide the 
remaining party, of ſuch neceſſariesas were fic to hold ont a long ſiege; and this the 
rather, in regard they expected in a manner hovrly to be blockt up upon the water by 
the aſſiſtance of the LZydian Fleet, according to the former intelligence the Town had 
received, of the late league made between the Egyptiant and the Senate: (/oria was 
not a little tranſported with this news, ſince by the means ſhe doubted not within a 
ſhort time in that company, but to be landed according to her deſire, in ſome Haven 
belonging to the Hrian Monarchy. | | 

Within a ſhort ſpace, all the inhabitants neceſſary to quit the ſtrong City of Deor-= 
cas, were imbarked in thoſe Veſſels of Syria, either for Tyre, or ſome other conve- 
nient place upon the continent, in which number the fair Princeſs (as I ſaid) would by 
no means ſtay behinde. 

Vet as they were upon the Seas, having ſcarce ſailed (ix hours, but they perceived 
half a ſcore Ships at ſome diſtance, to make up towards them, however they could 
not perceive by any means, what colours they bore upon their tops, notwithſtand- 
ing they apptehen enough danger to their voyage; neither might they poſſible 
again get into the Haven, by reaſon of the contrary windes: About an hour after 
this diſcoyery. they too well perceived, they were a brave ſquadron of Ships belong» 
ing to the Lydian juriſdiction, as they approached ſtill nearer and nearer to them 
with a ſtrong guſt. | | +4 #509 

Upon this the Admiral, with the reft of the-Officers entered into conſultation, 
what was to be done if they ſhonld bein any kinde attempted ? It was reſolved after 
a ſharp diſpute, that however they determined to make ſome ſhew to the company, as 
if they meant to fight, yet they concluded, if they were attempted, rather to yield, 
then hazzard the S577 Veſſels in ſo nnequal a conteſtation ; eſpecially when they 
doubted not at the worſt, but to be fetcht off by ſome treaty , ſince the two Nations 
yet held a binde of a correſgondency one with another. ' 

In the interim nevertheleſs, they gave private order to one of their ſwifteſt Veſſels, 
to put up F gyptian Colours upon her Maſt, and in that poſture to haſte to the Town 
3 in Cypres, whereby to inform that State of their condition, if there 

ould be any need of their affiſtance: Scarce had they time to put in execution theſe 
orders, but the Admiral of che Lydian Fleet, ſent out in the long Boat from his 
own Shi , a peremptory meſſenger, not onely to receive information from whence 
they came, and whothey carried in their Ships, but commanded them without far- 


ther expoſtulation, to do homage to the Commonwealth of Lydia, by admitting a 
particular ſearch of their burthens , that they carried no perſons of any ſuſpicious 


nature, contrury to thut dominion or juriſdiction, which they claimed upon the

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This returu quickly heated their diſputes of both fide, 1 by other Meſſen- 
pers ſent from either Fleet, and the diſputes at laſt warmed their bloods, which ſoon 
inflamed their choller: Inſomuch, as within à half hours ſpace, from words they 
went to blows; firſt flinging their darts over the batches at a diftance, then fell in a 
conſuſed way do grapple one with another, until ſome Veſſels of each fide were 
fixed and ſunk, though the Syrians appeared to have much the worſe of the 
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— occaſion, both to the unfortunate Princeſs, and the reſt of the diftreſ- 
ſed company within the Syrian Fleet, not onely paſſionately to call to the Gods for 
their beſt aſſiſtance, ſo many of thoſe that felt already the ſcorching flames near 
them, cryed out with all the violence that could be, rather to yield preſently to the 
enemies mercy, then to undergo any farther hazzard, onely upon points of ceremo- 
ny and priviledge on the Seas: Others again being bulie in the contention, neither 
felt wounds, or apprehended danger, and therefore continued ſtill paſſionately their 
endeavours, both co fight and deſtroy : At laſt by fortune, the tvo Admirals meet - 
ing together, there began a new and moſt ſharp encounter, not onely by reaſon the 
Princeſs Cloria was diſcovered to the chief Commander, to bg in his ſhip; bur for 
that there were in her alſo many revolted Marriners, that formerly had belonged to 
the Juriſdiction of the Senate of Lydia, which rendred them altogether deſperate in 
their expectation, if they ſhould * — yield or be taken priſoners; hetefore they 
refolved to fight it out to the laſt · man: But on the other ſide, the Lydian Fleet being 
a great deal better provided, with all materials and proviſions of War; as alfo their 
Veſſels being of a far braver making, the advantage ſeemed ro be eminent, if not 
deſperate againſt the Syrians , which aunſed at the preſent in many of them, ſome 
conſiderations of a parley; however whilſt they prepared themſelves to ſet up a 
Flag of Truce, and were ſending Meſſengers to that purpoſe, of a ſudden the Ly- 
dian Admiral boarded the Ship where Cloria was: the reſiſtance that was made, had 
not power ſufficient to repell the force and courage of the enemy, though many ſa- 
crificed their lives to prevent the miſchief;, wherefore the Princeſs finding her own 
condition to be in a manner deſperate, began to complain exceedingly in lier 
thoughts, that ſhe had fooliſhly caſt away her paſs , that might now have done her 
moſt principal ſervice : Vet (he reſolved as her onely refuge and defence,” with a cer- 
tain kinde of bold confidence, to make uſe of her diſguize, hereby to deny her qua- 
lity; the rather did ſhe preſume upon theſe hopes, for that ſhe-bad not revealed her 
ſelf to any, but to the chief Admiral, who had promiſed her with the hazzard of his 
life, to be moſt ſecret ip that knowledge: With theſe determinations ſhe expected 
in her Cabin, the ſinal iſſue of the fight, until at laſt the ſhip being wholly overcome, 
by the ſlaughter of molt of the company, a Zydia» Commander ſuddenly entered 
the Room where ſhe was: Where preſently finding her Fathers Book-about her, 
which her diſtractions had not ſufficiently provided for, he delivered her to ſaſe cuſto- 
dy, whilſt he ſhould-have more conveniency to examine her farther.

This intelligence gave the Admiral ſome trouble, in regard he knew. thoſe Ships 
could not pollidly belong to their party; ſince his own number was the: full propor- 
tion; the Senate for the preſent were well able to ſet out, inſomuch , as commanding 
the youth to deſcend from bis Ration, he himſelf quickly mounted into bis place, to 
bethe better aſſured both of their colours and ſtrength! Where being arrived, his 
thoughts were ſoon ſatisfied, that they were ſuddenly to enter into a new fight, 
for by the Flags that hore the Arms of Narciſſus, Duke of Cyprus (who was 
ne e to the Syrian intereſt) they had no hope to be confident of their

The Captain having communicated to his Councel, the quantity and quality of 
thoſe Ships he had ſeen; after they bad conſulted a while, both himſelf and the chief 
Officers, came to fortifie the courages of the Marriners and common Souldiers, 
2painlt the approaching encounter.

This gave ſufficient employment to the whole company, not onely in diſpoſing 

thoſe priſoners, they had formerly in ſeveral. holds under the decks, (however the 
Princeſs C/oria was ſtill detained in the Admirals Cabin) but alſo to order every thing 
in the Ships, to the beſt advantage: Some armed themſelves in the ſureſt manner 
they could, others thought a lighter way of defence would be more proper to fight, 
with the better conveniency and liberty. A third ſort of people, brought darts 
and other weapons to their fellows, with materials to ſtop breaches ; in concluſion 
none was idle or wanted induſtry, which continued them all in action, untill the 
whole Fleet approached: Nevertheleſs, they made a ſtand, and. preſently {ent a 
Meſſenger, who came as he ſaid to know, why contrary to common Rigbt and the 
Law of Nations, they had not onely ſet upon, but deſtroyed the Syrian Veſſels, with- 
out any offence, going into their own Countrey.

Aſia, either for antiquity or eminencys Theſe admirable endowments of wit, beau- 
ry; birch, and breeding, made every body caſt their looks upon her perſon , rather 
with thoughts of divine adoration, then ordinary paſſion, ſince as love was too high 
4 preſumption, whereby to attempt her Majeftick chaſtity , ſo were Courtly Com- 
plements, but ſmall and ſimple entertainments for her worth and education: When ſhe 
appeared in publick, people gazed upon het like ſome new riſen Star in the fi 
ment, not perceived before by vulgar eyes, and if ſhe.kept her {elf privately i 
Chamber, every body waited her coming forth with a ſupream impatiency, as if 
dwn happineſs depended neceſſarily upon ber preſence : Tet I muſt ſay however, 
Pariden (whom I formerly mentioned to be a ſufferer for the Kings cauſe) being 
more eminent then che reſt of Courtiers, both in regard of the Queens favour 
and his own handſomeneſs, not onely pretended to her love, but was converſant in 
her retirements: When ſhe walked abroad he alwayes attended ber perſon: When 
ſhe continued in her Lodgings, none butthis young Nobleman had freedom in her 
privacy: In fine, at all publick meetings, who but Paridemuu. was luffered perpetually - 
to gaze upon the beauty of her eyes, without any contradiction , whilſt others in 2 
inanner ſtarved their thoughts at a farther diſtance: Notwithſtanding this eſteemed 
happy party, had the opportunity of theſe 2 „pet could not all his 
endeavours ever reach a pitch high enough, to make her either in love with his de- 
fires, or gain ſo much as an opinion that ſhe eiteemed his vertues: For whether b 
conſtraint or election, Polinex ſuddenly mounting into thoſe places of command;

Ma- 
dam anſwered Creſes, when both eloquence and jadgement are joyned together, let 
the ſubject be — the matter or ehe relation muſt needs be profitable, eſpe- 
cially to unexpericiiſed youth; but meeting with the deauty and heroical vertues of 
gallant though yet unfortunate Elxcina , the ſatisfaction tramſcends ordinaty con-

detain'you with all the circumſtances belongi to the buſineſs; as it is thought Her- 
crombrutm (hall ſuddenly ſucceed Fare tiùs in bis office, ad the rather for chat they 
underſtand the Iſland of Crete, 2 again to be ſomething powerful, againſt the 
Senates Forces in that Countrey , ſo did they appoint a day peremptory for the hear. 
ing my cauſe;'or determining my puniſhment : At the time deſigned, I was brought 
and ſet before the Council; upon the diſpute of the matter, ſome would have me 
burned alive in the open Marker. place, as a teftimony of their juftice and the peoples 
fatisfaction: Others thought ir more proper to detain me in a cloſe Priſon between 
four walls, to be fed wich nothing but bread and water, in that manner to finiſh my 
wretched dayes, whilſt the boy ſhould be whipped to death for his offence, in comply- 
ing in ſo wicked a deſign : A third ſort wiſht I might be buried in the earth quick, 
ſince by my crafty practices, I had been à means to depri ve their juriſdiction of Clo- 
ria perſon, who in ſome ſort was eſteemed the life of their hopes; neither wanted 
there a fourth company, that deſired to ſeem more merciful than the reſt, and gave 
advice to make me onely the common drudge of the City, to be imployedinall che 
viſe offices could be imagined, in regard of my contempt and want of fidelity to the 
State, which they ſuppoſed would be a ſufficient increaſe of my affliction and milery : 
But in concluſion , after all theſe numerous diſpntes , it was ac laſt fully determined, 
my ſelf with the Page, ſhould be put into a faiall Bark, without either Meat, Sails, or 
Oars, and in that manner to be committed to the uticertainty of the Seas, where- 
by to fall upon ſome deſperate fortune or other, ſince as they ſaid, we had per- 
ſwaded the Princeſs out of her own Countrey, from their loving protection, to ſeek 
hazzardable adventures ſhe knew not where. 4 | 
Within a weeks time this intended though uncertain voyage was to be put in ex- 
ecution, by certain officers appointed to that parpoſe : wherefore, as ſoon as all the 
materials belonging to the cruelty was prepared, both the boy and my ſelf were con- 
duced to a Haven in the Provinte of Caria (a Proclamation being firſt made, that 
no perſon under the pain of death within the Eydian Government, ſhould give us any 
manner of relief, if by chance out Bark happened to arrive upon any of the Coaſts.) 
And there one lowering evening , when the windes ſeemed to be in a contention 
among themſelves, we were drawh by another Ship, many furlongs from the Landin- 
to the Sea, to be left to the diſpoſure of the mercileſs or inſenſible Waves; however 
appearing to our apprehenſions much more pittiful , than thoſe proſecutors that had 
by their power and authority, deſigned us to ſuch a deſperate adventure, which taſted 
of nothing but ctuelty and horrour : As in this ſtate and condition, we remained in- 
compaſſed about with all the hazzards , that could belong both to a boiſterous Sea 
and a dark element, ſo were our r filled with thoſe imaginations that afforded 
not the leaſt comfort eo our hopes; ſince however the Suns light, and more propiti- 
ous chance, might by fortune conduct our Boat to ſome Harbour of ſafety, yet in re- 
gard of the ſtrict injunction, that none ſhould relieve us in our wants, we were in our 
minds, as far to ſeek concerning our preſervation, as if the ſtorms ſhould continue ſtill, 
without any relaxation or abatement , for that we could not poſſible reach (having 
no proviſion) any other ſhore ; but what belonged to the immediate juriſdiction of 
the Lydian Government: ſo that turning my ſelf wholly to the thoughts of another 
world, Tattended the coming on of a ſpeedy death, with that patience was neceſſary | 
for my preſent condition; nevertheleſs, 1 corffd not chuſe bur be little comforted, 
when I reflected upon the ſafety and eſeape of my dear Lady and Miſtreſs the Princeſs 
{{loria, for whoſe ſake and preſervation , I had willing to offer my felf a ſacri. 
fice, notwithſtanding I muſt confeſs, I was much afflicted at the hard fate of her poor 
Page, who however he was by birth a ſtranger , yet he had moſt conſtantly ſnew- 
eck a faithful diligence in all our fervices and concernments, to this very rig 
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of both our misfortunes; and the rather was L troubled at his miſery, in regard he 
had been onely commanded thereunto by my deſigus: but as my picty ſerved either 
of us to little purpoſe, ſince neither the winds ceaſed their violence, nor could we ba 
confident, we were near any land within many dayes ſail, ſo were we forced; to pur 
our whole confidence in the ſupernatural power of the immortal Gods; as the beſt 
refuge v could expect; for not withſtanding we might hope che morning would 
2 ——— than tired ſenſes, yet the raging weather had alrea 
dy dtiven our besten Bark upon the Seas in xhat ſort, that the Suns chearful counte- 

nance] would contribute nothing at all to our fafety, having no materials convenient 
to guide our Ship, to any Haven of ſecarity or repoſe: Theſe imaginations: I 
may ſay ereateda certain kinde of new horrour in our thoughts, that differed not 
much from the worſt of deſpairs; which as it ſhould ſeem the boy apprehending to 
befixed in my minde, after ſome circumſtance with watery eyes he uſed this language 


Lady and Miſtriſs ſaid he, as I have been alwayes inſtructed in my yonth hy your 
documents, that the all- powerful Gods, will neither impoſe or can ſuffer injuries to 
be inflicted upon innocents; without a competent revenge, anſwerable to the tranſ- 

of ſuch as do them, ſo muſt you again give me leave to demand in this ne- 
ceſſity, how it comes to paſs at preſent, that we and others apparently endure mul. 
titudes of miſeries; without any manner of ſeeming redreſs. or relaxation, whilſt in 
the interim our enemies and wrong-doers inſult over our calamities, not onely with a 
quiet ſecurity, bur a moſt flouriſhing proſperity in all their actions, which ſhews in my 
opinion; that the Gods, are either deaf to our complaints, and ſo by conſequence not 
immortal as they are taken to be, or elſethoſe very principles are deficient of them- 
ſelves, that have all this while taugbt-us the belief. After I had ſtudied for ſome while 
for an anſwer, at laſt I made him this reply 2 Tiserne ſaid I, as thoſe documents in 
the general ars to be held, by all perſons chat profeſs Piety and Religion, ſince with- 
out it we muſt deem the Gods either unjuſt or defectivè in their power; ſo of the 
other ſido ought we to conſider, that however we and others ſometimes ſuffer by their 
permiſſion, what perhaps immediately doth not belong particularly unto the ſeem- 
ing offences committed, yet have we ſtill a certain hidden frailty in our natures, that 
muſt neceſſarily be puniſhed in ſome fort or other by the purity of the Heavens, leſt it 
increaſe to that ivordinacy,that will bring us in the end to eternal perdition; where- 
in appears the greater mercy of that omnipotent God, who created ſublunary 
things, rather for our uſe and benefit, to bring us to a better life, than whereby to 
give us pleaſure and content in this world; which! perhaps we having abuſed contra - 
ry to his inftitution; therefore he returns them upon us as convenient chaffiſements; 
however the inſtruments themſelves, after a time, may be caſt into the fire to burn for 
doing of the offlce;zaccompanied with other their offences, ſince it ĩs not to be doubt- 
ed, but the beſt of us have oſten anger d that ma jeſty mentioned, either in pride, am.

reverenced and worſhipped upon earth, by the generation of mankinde, yet I cannot 
chuſe hut alſo a little to wonder, that for the better demonſtration of their own pow- 
er and majeſty to the inſeriour worid, they do not ſpeedily and viſibly puniſh wicked 
offenders, wien as the contrary perhaps, doth detain ſome people with opinions, as 
if there were no deities at all, at leaftwiſe who had any regard or conſideration of hu- 
mant actions, by which means the wicked are encouraged in their oppreſſion, and 


thoſe that are more pious and innocent, ſometimes become leſs confident, or ra- 


ther very doubtful in ſuch principles, as have been taught them in their infancy: for 

however there might be a power that fir made and created all things; ſince probably 

they couid not proceed from nothing in that we ſee by experience that every gene-

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tell you learned from my Maſter, hen I went to School, before I came to your 
ſervice, yet ic may be very well ſuſpected, wherher this power have any conſiderati- 
onor regatd to our actions, otherwiſe then to maintain a ſuceeſſion and enereaſe 
upon earth, onelyfor the continuationof the world, as it fareth with Birds, Beaſts, 
Plants, and the lie?

Nevertheleſs: chought it ſomething neceſſary to rectiſie 
his opinions, in many things by ſuch rea ſons as I had heard in this particular, ſo that

wehadſmall hopes of longer ſubſiſtance here: Tis true, ſaid I, ſome fools or other

| quickly vaniſh, when it ſhall be conſideted, that as this great God that created the 
world by his omnipotency, muſt conſequently be perfect in every kinde concerning 

his-gaodneſs, and intentions, fo would he never have made 4 world to no 
purpoſe, (which conſequently mult follow) if ſome and conducing to eternity were 
not intended therein; ſo that if we, for whom as it-appears the world was made, 
ſhould but onely live to produce others and then dye, what priviledge had we above 
the vileſt creatures? Or what end had God inthe making of man, if for nothing 
elſe but to come upon a ſtage for a time, whereby to play a part, and then go out, 
and never be ſeen more > Which were nn impertinency, that ſcarce any perſon in his 
right wits would commit in humane actions, ſince for the moſt part we our ſelves do 
or intend any work, but with intentiom that the effects ſnouſd laſt longer then our 
own times: And God being not onely omnipotent but immortal, and ſo conſe- 
quently eternity it ſelf, would never have begun a deſign that could ever have an end, 
which can be no other then the Creation of Mankinde; for that it is apparant, all 
things elſe upon earth are but intended for him and his profit , being uſed as inſtru- 
ments onely by this God to that purpoſe : So that it is a meer vanity to think, that 
there is not ſome eternal reward ordained for our ſafferings, if we do well in this life, 
which others ſhall not enjoy of the contrary demeanour and fortune. a 

Truly Miftreſs, anſwered the Boy, as 1 have alwayes been of this opinion in my 
thoughts, and doubt not ſtill to continue it in my actions, by the favour of the im- 
mortall Gods, (it being nom the greateſt comfort we can ha ve in our preſent afflicti - 
ons) ſo muſt I not deny, but your pious and wiſe inſtructions, have much confirmed 
my belief in many particulars; which gave me alſo theſe hopes, that either we ſhall 
by ſome accident or other, be preſerved from theſe deſperate dangers, that ſeem to 
threaten our deſtruction, or receive ſhortly that recompence we expect for out ſuf- 
ferance to all eternity; however, ſaid he, give me leave to tell yon, that although my 
ſelf ſhould perich upon theſe uncertain Seas of trouble without remedy, yet to my 
laſt end I ſhall ever pray, you may be delivered from the fame fate, and become ſet- 
tled in ſome haven of reſt and quietneſs ? Hereupon I asked bim-prefently,why he did 
not deſire rather his own preſervation then mine, for that I was old as] ſaid and could. 
not at the beſt long continue in the world, whereas he being young and luſty, might 
enjoy many years of proſperity upon earth > He ſuddenly replyed, that as he was 
old enough to perceive the vanity and uncertainty of all humane things, that made 
him not overmuch in love with their poſſeſſions, ſo did he very well know, bow far 
my capacity was above his, to be uſeful either in the particular or in the general, to 
profitable tranſactions, that concerned the Princeſs ria, ſince T had in fo many dif- 
ficulties to that purpoſe, demonſtrated both my judgement and affection: beſides be 
told me, that he had been during his ſer vice ſo much obliged to my lenity and good 
neſs, that in meer gratitude to my bounty and affection, be could do no leſſe, 
then make theſe demonſtrations of his faithful and reall xbonghts, towards my 
preſer vation.

O you Heavens, faid Roæaua, with what a feeling reſentment; did I entertain this 
unexpected diſcourſe, noting with admiration the good diſpoſition of the Boy ;;. and

ment in a manner being freed from miſts and clouds, ſcarce any winde at all blew to 
our diſadvantage, that the night before had carried us with ſuch extraordinary vio- 
leace and hazzards upon the Seas. 7, 
In this poſture I ſay we continued for all that day, and for the moſt part of the 
night enſuing, which however it did not much fortifie our hopes, in regard we did 
not well know. whither we failed, and leſs could we be aſſured to arrive at any Haren 
of ſafety, yet for that the weathee was fair and the Seas calm, our ſenſes ſeemed to be 
ſomething pleaſed, until that about to hours before morning, our Bark began again 
to be aſſaulted by another ſtorm. Thus were we again coſt upon the enraged waves, 
inſomuch as ſome while they ſeemed to elevste our ſhip near to the heaves, and then in 
an inſtant appeared to bury us under ground: and not ſeldom breaking in their encoun- 
ters one againſt another with ſuch noiſe and horrour, that we caſt off not onely our 
former ſatis faction, but contracted every minute in our mindes new deſpairs ; never- 
theleſs in all theſe agitations by the Gods , we had the fortune to be deliver- 
ed without prejudice from all the ſplitting Rocks, that every where were diſperſed in 
thoſe Seas: After we had been thus as I ſay beaten for many hours together in theſe 
dangers, by degrees the skies cleared to our apprehenſions, until viſibly the Sun ap- 
peared to our view; inſomuch, as in the end of all our expectation, we rather found 
our Bark becalmed, then agitated in any kinde backward or forward : By this time 
our appetites, whether ſharpned by the ſtormy weather or not, being much queſti. 
oned by nature, whilſt the violence of our fears and troubles gave us other employ- 
ments, began to call our memories to reflect (at leaſiwiſe mine it did) upon that cru- 
elty our enemies had uſed, in depriving us of all means of proviſion to ſuſtain life; 
however we might eſeape ſhipwrack, that was intended our condition: This conſide- 
tation put me inwardly into new lamentations, ſince I ſuppoſed at the beſt, it would 
be long before we could arrive at any ſhore, that could afford us relief neceſſary 
for our preſervation, in regard command was given to the contrary upon all the 
Coaſts, belonging tothe dias Juriſdiction : Notwithſtanding that I carried theſe 
thoughts in my minde, yet for that I would not bring a new affliction upon the Boy, 
I determined not to put it into his apprehenſion, which continued me for ſome time in 
a very ſad muſe without ſpeaking one word.

Dukes worth, fortune, and policy, during the time of his life, though che Cataſtro- 
phe and period of his laſt end, ſeems to my apprehenſion ſomething ominous, never. 

theleſs] cannot undecſtand in my weak reaſon, by what lawful right, he was firſt veſt- 

ed in the juriſdiction of this Iſland, and ſo by conſequence how his predeceſſors or 
poſterity, can claim a juſt inherirance in the Government: For it appears tò me, the 

Countrey formerly belonged to the Kings of Egypt, being taken from bis poſſeſſion 
onely by the power of the Sword; or at the beſt by the willing conſent of the peo- 
ple, who were that Princes natural Subjects: Truly Madam, replyed Creſes, as this 

Title hath been much diſputed by all ſorts of pens and diſcourſes, during the compals 

of very many years, ſo can I onely ſay thus much for the claim in queſtion, that the 
poſſeſſion hath been now ſettled in divers deſcents, which at the firſt was diſpu- 

ted by force of Arms, and the King of Egypt himſelf having lately confirmed the 
right, both with his treaty and conſent, in my opinion this of neceſſity muſt con- 
clude all diſputes to the contrary, ſince never a Kingdom or State in the world is en- 
joyed upon other terms; however I cannot deny, ſaid he, but the combuſtions of the 
land of Cyprus, have occaſioned for this latter age all the diſtempers of Aſa; nei- 
ther did the Senate of Lydia take the riſe of their proceedings, as J believe, from more 
pregnant examples, concerning the Gods Worſhip, or for matter of Rule and Go- 
vernment, then what were derived from the opinions of Farexius, which upon the 
matter — nothing more then diſobediency and ſenſuality, two inclinations fa- 
voured and cryed up mot, by the rude and untearned multitude, though many of re- 
fined wits, have thereby fiſh*d'in troubled waters, for their own ends, and advantages, 
or elſe it had been unpoſſible for this work to have proſpered in ſo many Countreys of 

a ſudden, utterly againſt the Phi//ophy of Government, in regard every popular State 
(however at the beginning it got footing never ſo much by violence and craft) in the 
end again turns for the moſt part into an abſoluter way of Monarchy; bat ſaid Koxa- 
za, you ſeem to intimate to my apprehenſion by your diſcourſe, as if the Iſland of 
Cyprus yet retains rather the face of common Government, then that of a King or 
an abſolute Prince: Truly Madam, replyed Creſes, as that cannot be denyed without 
partiality, ſince the Duke cannot ſo much as go to the wars, by the conſtitutions of 
theſe Countreys, without _ accompanied by ſuch as (hall be alotted him to over. 
ſee his actions, ſo do I wiſh'with all my heart, that my Lord Narciſſus may ſo order the 
matter in his affairs, concerning che natures and diſpoſitions of theſe people he now 
ſeems to govern, that he may not need the aſſiſtance of other parts, to keep him 
alwayes in his preſent poſſeſſion, as ir fared lately with King Euarc his our own 
Prince in the Kingdom of Lydia, ſince no doubt but the ſame ſpitit of pride and diſobe- 
diency predominate in both'Countreys alike among che common people, whoſe pro- 
perty was ever to ſpight or envy the better ſore , and worthieſt pe: ſons}, either in 
fortunes, titles, or glory; neither can it bedenyed, but that the Hereditary Monar- 
thy of Lydia, was as well eſtabliſhed before theſe croubles, as ampwcher Government 
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through all the hither parts of Aſia, both for ſucceſſion and conſtitution, however 
as yon ſee it is now fallen to nothing, or at the beſt to a miſerable uncertainty : But 
as Creſesmas proceeding farther in his diſcourſes of this nature, they might ſee the 
hunted Stag followed again by the Hounds, and many of the Royal Company; who 
took the ſame pool for his refuge, which he had formerly done in the motning; and 
not long after the Princeſs Cloris, with her Brother Arethuſius came alſo towards 
the place in a gentle hand gallop, as it were to be the more noble witneſſes both of his 
rears and ſlaughter, bimſelf being (if not an embleme) at leaſtwiſe a creature or. 
dained mors particularly for the delight of Majeſty then any other: Upon this Roxana 
and Creſes roſe from their ſeats, only promiſing to one another, that notwithſtanding 
theſe diverſions, they would endeavour ere long to meet with fome more coyeniency 
again, whereby to finiſh out the reſt of their diſcourſes: Cloria aſſoon as ſhe ſaw Creſes 
and Rexanacoming towards her from the Mount, ſhe began prettily to jeaſt with the 
old woman in this maner: Governeſs, ſaid ſne, I perceive now according to your former 
maximes, declared as you may remember when we travelled together in Creſes 
company, after our eſcape from the Caſtle, where we were impriſoned by the Se- 
nate of Idia, that the practice of hunting was not uſed by women of the ancient 
world, in that you have as it ſhould ſeem perſwaded Creſes to be of the ſame be- 
lief, who no doubt elſe would have been at the preſent of our ſociety : Yet better 
reflecting upon the matter, ſaid ſhe, I may have ſome cauſe to fear, you go about to 
bereave me of the. intereſt, I deſire ever to have in his thoughts and affeRions , by 
coveting a mare near relation to your own particular; nevertheleſs I do profeſs it 
can no way be my fault, ſince I ſhall omit neither induſtry , nor power to continue 
me in his opinion, if eithex my Brotber Arethuſius, or my Lord Warciſſus will con- 
tribute effectually at my requeſt to his ſatisfaction: Moſt admirable Princeſs, pre- 
ſently replied Creſes, the Gods could not be but plentifully ſatisfied, with the tender 
of ſuch an intereſt, as ſpeaks your favour in any meaſure ; neither can more happi- 
neſs and honour be deſired, then to have the heavenly reward, as alwayes to behold 
thoſe eyes, that ſparkle forth nothing but Majeſty and delight to humble hearts, with 
a kinde of an awful reverence,to the conſiderations of the beft and greateſt of men that 
live upon earth: And yet I muſt tell you Creſes, replied Cloria, that your bold expreſ. 
ſions at my marriage, SOS in poetical ſtrains, could not chuſe but have given occa- 
ſion of ſome jealouſie in the thoughts of my Lord and Husband, if his nature and ex- 
perience had not been more then enough ſatisfied with confidence, both of my truth 
and intentions : Madam, ſaid Creſes, it is not for mortals to contain themſelves within 
the compaſs of ordinary paſſions, when deities ſuch as you are appear in their full lu- 
ſtre; O Creſes, replyed the Princeſs, theſe feigned and flatteriog pretentions, are not 
of foree ſufficient to wipe away the forfeitures of your crime, if both my husband and 
my ſelf were not entirely gentle and merciful on your behalf: If reverend love, or 
rather maꝝ I call ic a due adoration, be an offence, ſaid Creſes, not to be pardoned in 
me, loak upon your on oyer-maſtering perfections, that gave the firſt occaſion, why 
ſuch a ſacriledge was committed ; but if you think it either juſt or convenient, ] ſuffer 
withont a willing cauſe, 1ſhall not def. any puniſhment , whereby the fin of your 
own miſpriſion may, be expiated, and by that means become à ſacrifice inſtead of an 
offender, Gnce my nature or loyalty could not avoid, what hath hath been acted in 
that particular: Well well, replyed Cloria, to put off all farther diſputes; for that 1 
ſee your;wilfulnels is nq more to be corrected, then the perſect eloquence of your lan- 
gusge to be ene here call my Governel for a witneſs'to this agreement, that 
ſinee yon pretend to ſome ſhews of repentance,though in a dark manner,ſtill retaining 
in your thonghts a certain intention tq continue your crime, I do publickly forgive 
what is, paſt, hoping in time you may upon better conſiderations mend aſtogether; 
which at leaſtwiſe Fe. merty to all kinds of people, not infected with 
your intemperancy: With theſe words the Princeſs, (whilſt the other company were 
buſily employed in ſeveral diſcourſes concernimg thoſe accidents that had bappenedin 
the chaſe) commanding both Rau a, Creſes to follow her, preſently went and 
ſate down in one obehe ſhady arbors belonging to the wobds, though at ſome diſtance 
from 
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from the clutter of the people; where after a while Roæuna in the interim placing her 
ſelf at her feet. upon a ſmall hillock, Cloria more ſeriouſly began this communication 
with Creſes, whotood by her in a reſpeRtful obedience , whoſe nature and affection 
(as it ſhould ſeem) could never do otherwiſe from the time be firſt knew her perſon in 
the Gaſtle, where ſhe had been a priſoner under his juriſdiction. | 
Creſf. ſaid ſhe, as I hope you are ſufficiently fatisfied, both with my pardon and af- 
feRion;, | ſo muſt we now fall upon more neceſſary and conſiderable diſcourſes, con- 
cerning my Brothers affairs: To this purpoſe you may know, that the Commiſſioners 
of 441/ia.n0w remaining at Paphos, are come from the Nobility of that Countrey, to 
male tender as they prerend of their beſt ſervices, in ſetting the Crown upon the 
head of Prince Arethuſius: what their proceedings formerly were to my Father, is 
not unknown to all the world > and what they may be yet to his Son the Gods onely 
can diſtinguiſhꝰ with theſe words the ſweet Princeſs began to weep, yet in ſuch a 
manner, as her tears neither expreſſed a violent paſſion, or her preſent demonſtration 
of ſorrow, too much diminiſhed the grace and beauty of her countenance; after a 
while ſhe returned again to her diſcourſe in this manner: The confidence neverthe- 
leſs that Meliander hath in theſe peoples intentions, makes both my Brother and 
Narciſſka my Lord, preſume more then ordinary upon the ſucceſs : In ſhort, a jour- 
ney ſpeedily he mult take towards the Countrey of MAyſſia, where however the place 
hath been ſufficiently fatal to the proſperity and life of good Euurchus, yet the 
people now generally (as I am told) confeſſing their- own errours , have promiſed a 
new loyalty and fidelity: Beſides I muſt let you know, that both Argylius and Ly- 
cius, ſeem as forward as any others now to receive him as King, if their hearts go 
along with their profeſſions. When the Princeſs had made an end of this ſhort diſ- 
courle, Creſes a little ſmiling upon Roxana, intimating as if Cloriæ were ſomething 
too confident of the truth and honeſty of thoſe people, eſpecially of the Lords un 
mentioned, deſired her Highneſs , ſince ſhe had already done him the favour to truſt 
his breaſt with thoſe ſecrets, which before he was not made acquainted withal, for 
that he had been as he ſaid particularly debarred from thoſe Councels, by theexpreſs 
deſires of the Deputies themſelves remaining at Paphos, ſhe would be pleaſed yet far- 
ther to let him know, ſomething of the conditions that were propounded to ber 
Brother Prince Arethuſius; for that as he ſaid, he conceived the Countrey of Myſ 
ſia, at leaſtwiſe the contrary faction, would never willingly admit him to be King, 
whereby in any convenient way, to return the Government or juriſdiction over into 
his hands, without reſtrictions and limitations pre judicial to his prerogative: Upon 
this demand, the Princeſs entered in a little kinde of muſe, and then made him this re- 
ply, with a certain vermillion bluſh in her fair cheeks, as if ſhe apprehended, that 
Creſes taxed in ſome ſort her overmuch credulity: Tis true Creſer, ſaid ſhe, I muſt 
confeſs your jealouſies in ſome manner meet with my own apprehenſions; but as 
neceſſities muſt for the moſt part put people upon deſperate reſolutions, ſo chn 1 
not deny, but that the conditions propounded to my Brother, in many things are 
ſcarce to be entertained in the thoughts of a free Prince, ſitice he is obliged thereby 
to put much of his juriſdiction into the hands of his eſteemed enemies; beſides he is 
preſſed to take a ſolemn Oath, before he enters upon the priviledges and dignity of 
the Crown, not onely to profeſs publickly their Religion, now generally practiſed in 
the Kingdom of Myſia, but alſo to maintain the factious Prieſts in their pretended 
rights, if not uſurped commands: and that which is worſt of all is, his attendants 
are to be limited according to their denomination, left as they alledge; ſiniſter Coun- 
tels might in time, divert him from thoſe good inclinations , which his own nature 
would have for the Countreys welfare: O you Gods Madam, ſaid Creſer, what condi. 
tions are theſe to be put upon a Prince, whoſe worth, extraction, and edticationcan 
ſcarce be parallel d? deſerving rather the ſole Government of the world, than to be 
thus limited, both in his command and bonour; by a people, who'have neither truth 
in their meaning, or ever had loyalty in their actions: The Princeſs finding, that 
Creſes was apt to be tranſported hy his on paſſion in her Brotbers bebalſ, told him, 
that as both her ſelf and others, were reaſonably well ſatisfied with the intentions of 
| wy many

many of the 2y//ian Nobility, ſo muſt ſhe deſire him with a little more patience; to 
underſtand from her, thoſe reaſons, which perhaps he had not yet heatd of to be al. 
| ledged, for a certain kinde of complyance at the preſent, with the peopi of that Na- 

tion, whereby the better to ſettle the Government thereof: In proſecution of which 
point ſaid ſhe, it muſt be e ga in all competent underſtandings; that the Countrey 
of Myſſia cannot long ſubſiſt without a King, not onely in regard of its conſtitution, 
by way of fundamental Laws, but alſo by reaſon of thoſe factions, that would ariſe 
from Wer wanting one head to govern, neceſſarily required to over. rule all the 
growing diſputes , that daily could not but be ingendred amongſt the Nobility and 
better fort of people, every perſon ſtriving with violence to be uppermoſt in autho- 
rity and command: And who is fitter for this office, than he whom ſucceſſion harh 
placed in the Throne? Next it may be alſo conſidered, that whereas the Senate of 
Lydia bath turned by their decrees and reſolutions, that Government already into a 
popular Commonwealth, without the ſeeming deſires, if not contrary to the wills of 
My ſſia, ſo they will be ſure as near as they can, to keep their own Countrey from fal- 
ling into the ſame fate; wherefore by conſequence , muſt ſuffer their preſent King 
(notwithſtanding any conditions they ſhall now make with him to the contrary) ito 
re-aſſume to himſelf again his rightful juriſdiction, and ancient prerogative ; for that 
it is to be ſuppoſed, their reſtrictions are onely grounded upon ſome ſmall miſtruſt 
they have of his actions, leſt thoſe at the inſtant he ſeems moſt co favour, ſhould come 
in time to be chief Commanders of the Nation to their diſadvantage; which cheir 
ambition cannot by any means brook, as it may be preſumed after ſuch a long and 
bloody contention ; ſo that they will be ſure of his intentions and diſpoſition, before 
they abſolutely let go the reins of the bridle out of their own bands, to be governed 
and commanded onely, by their Princes variation or inconſtancy. Thirdly, it is well 
known, that the Religions now moſt prevalent in both Countries, are clearly oppo- 
. fite one to another, us well for the opinions as in the practice, which mult ever hold 
Lydia and Myſſia at odds, without any hopes of reconciliation; and therefore pro- 
bably , no fear of a combination to my Brothers prejudice in that nature, ſince the 
chief doubt that can remain is, left the Myſſians like the Lydians, ſhould alſo en- 
deavour to turn alſo their own Government into a popular ſtate, which nothing but 
meer deſperation ¶ Arethuſius not complying with their offers and deſires) can en- 
vite them to do. Laſtly we muſt reflect upon the unfortunate differences among all 
the Prinees of Aſia, inſomuch as it is unpoſſible, that my Brother as yet, can expect 
any ſuccour from their aſſiſtance or power; and leſs will they be ever willing to lend 
him, if he make not to bimſelf firſt ſome foundation to work upon, concerning the 
inclinations of his own People and Subjects; in that it is no eaſie matter to conquer 
any Countrey entirely, without particular fa ctions to be raifed of the natives; 
wherefore Myſſia joyning with Lydia as it now ſtands, that benefit could not poſſibly 
be procur'd, whereas of the contrary being at difference, the acceſſion will not be 
difficult, co be bròught about in a ſhort time with the Gods favour : Thus Creſes, 
ſaid the Princeſs you have my arguments, concerning a preſent and a politick compli- 
ance with the Myſſian Nobility, rather then for Arethuſius, to. continue any longer 
toſt in uncertain Seas of diſcontent and trouble, without either action or Kingdom; 
and more eſpecially when my own Husband Narciſſus, is ſo far as you ſee at preſent, 
in being able to afford him that aſſiſtance, which may be neceſſary for the ſpeedy 
conqueſt of the whole, without the vigorous compliance of other Princes, that he 
hath more than enough to do, to keep down the factions in Cyprus it felf , already 
raiſed againſt his own proceedings; the natures of the people as it ſhould ſeem, be- 
ing either alike in both Countries, or ſome equal ſpirit, if not perſwaſjon grounded 
upon the Lydian ſucceſs, poverns each with the ſame deſires and ambition: Theſe were 
the argyments that C/orir uſed, to perſwade the opinion of (reſes to an agreement; 
or at leaſtwife to be contented with the complyance intended concerning the Af 
fians : but as he was ready to reply ſomething to Cloria's reaſons, they were both in- 
terrupted by Arcthuſize and Narciſſa, who coming to the Arbour, where the Princeſs

ties; but he whether overcome by his fear, or tranſported with his apprehenſion, in- 
ſtead of encountering Creſes in an equal way of contention ,, retired as faſt back as

rhe offender, whereby not onely trading might be endangered, but a bloody War 
would neceſſarily follow, between the Nations of Cypru and Lydia, both the Duke 

and the Councel thought it convenient, to publiſh a decree, that whoſoe ver aꝑainſt 
the Laws, had committed that fact of violence upon the Ambaſſadour, ſhould in no 

caſe be freed from his puniſhment, and more eſpecially for that the party ſlaughter- 

"ed, had been a Native of their own Countrey, although moſt of the time of his edu- 
cation, had been in the Kingdom of Lydia, by which means he came to be a principle 
inſtrument in che death of the King Euarcbhus: Theſe proceediugs were intimations 
ſufficient, to perſwade Creſet to quit the Iſland, with what convenient expedition he 
could, ſince otherwiſe he was ſure, either to expoſe his perſon to the hazrard of a 
tryal, or be an occaſion to bring the Dukes Government into ſome troubles; and 
therefore rather choſe to be himſelf a wanderer in other Countries, to ſeek his for- 
tunes (which his excellent parts gave him encoutagement enough to hope for) than to 
en 2 ſhameful or deſperate convention before people, who he ſuppoſed would 
not reſpect much, either his vertue or his cauſe; however many ſeemed to exclaim ex- 
ceedingly againſt the untimely and cruel death of King E art hus. 

The baniſhment in this nature of Creſes from their converſation, retired both 
Chiria and her Brother Prince Arethuſſus, td a certain houſe of pleaſure belonging 
to Narciſſus, not many furlongs diſtant from the City of Paphos , not onely the bet- 
ter there to have the liberty, to recreate themſelves in that ſollitude, but alſo more 
conveniently to conſider, and digeſt che propoſitions ſent out of Myſſia, whilſt Com- 
miſſioners on both ſides, were diſputing in other places of their validity: The Palace 
it ſelf was ſeated upon an entire plain, no more than one ſtory high, being ſupport- 

ed on the out-fide, with huge Pillars of Ceder. wood: It ſtood as it were in a certain 
ſtanding lake, though continual fed with divers ſprings of running water, infortach 
as every night ſeveral Draw-· bridges about the houſe, were pulled up for the greater 
ſecurity of the place: There belonged alſo unto the habitation, 'a ſmall Forreſt te- 
ſembling a Park, where in the compaſs of a wall, were entloſed many brave horſes 
belonging to the Duke, vith other cattle of ſeveral ſorts, both wilde and tame, that 

appeared either fit for the chace, or delightſul to the eye: The Frontice-piece repre- 
ſented a large Tarras, where on the top were ſome Turrets deſigned into pleaſant 
Banquetting · houſes for repoſe, ſo to be eſteemed, in regard that art ſeemed to have be- 
rea ved, or at leaſtwiſe couzened nature of her skill, in placing a beautiful Garden in 
the air, whereas uſually it ought to be upon the earth: Neither wanted: there flow- 
wo all forts to adorn the rarity, though preſerved in that manner with much pains 
and care, x . | | 

One day the Princeſs lœria brought her Brother into a private Gallery, appertain- 
ing more particularly to her own appartiment, than to any other of the4odgings : 
It was furniſhed with many excellent Pictures, almoſt of all the great Monarchs of 
Aſia, with ſome others of other Countries: The firſt portraicture they beheld, was 
that of Orſames King of Syria, who leemed repreſented with ſuch a countenance; as 
if a Souldier had put on the reſolution of a Saint, being both black and lean; yet 
wore he his hair long and curled, according to the munner of the Court : His drefo'was 
alſo mixed, having a Royal Mantle caſt over his Armour, wearing upon his head 
onely a wreath of Lawrel, that notwithſtanding ſignified conquering in his diſpoſition, 

though he nevertheleſs carried a Book of Devotion in his hand, on which he appeared 
earneſtly to meditate : Both his Crown and his Scepter lay at his feet, in ſomeſortnep- 
lected by himſelf, though his Page held his horſe of War ready ſaddled by his fide; as if 
he had been ready to mount upon his back, for ſome ſudden piece of ſervice, to be per- 
formed for his more honour, The next Picture to him, was that of the King of Egypt 
plainly habited in black, with no other orftaments about his perſon , bat a rich 9 
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but you have heard of thoſe ſtrange victories gained by the King of Scythia, not 
many years ago in the Kingdom of Armenia againſt Artaxes; inſotnuch as it was 
thought then by many, that he would have outed that mighty Prince , in that con- 

vering proſperity of all his Dominions: But the Gods, whether envying as ſome 
Vid that Commanders glory, or that he was ſent onely by a heavenly power for 
ſome time into the Countrey, to puniſh the peoples ſenſualities, of a ſudden there was 
a period put to his fate; for in the laſt Battle that was fought between the two Prin- 
ces; in which was deſigned the abſolute determination of the quarrel, by the one or 
others final overthrow, the King of Scythia unetpeciedly loſt his life, by ſome def 
tate band, never yecknown to the world: However, nevertheleſs his prewiling Ge- 
neral got the Field, which continued ſtill the differences on foot, until the late peace; 
that was made between the two Nations, that ever ſince hath ſettled this young Lady, 
Daughter of that great King of Scythia, in the quiet poſſeſſion of all her Fathers here- 
ditory territories: This young Queen I muſt tell you, however ſhe hath been much ſo- 
licited to marry;both by her own Subjects, as well as by many other Forreign Princes, 
whereby to contioue a ſucceſſion in the ſame blood, by which ſhe is poſfeſſour of ſuch 
large Territories, yet hitherto ſhe ſeems to pive no ear at all to the motions, but rather 
retires her ſelf from company , delighting her thoughts onely with contemplations : 
ſometimes notwithſtanding hunting of ſeveral wilde Beaſts in pleaſant Forreſts, be- 
longing to her Lands and Revenues of the Crown: Neither can any perſon judge 
of her future intentions, though often ſhe is heard to complain, of the cruel uſage 
of King Ewarchu our Father, with the reſt of his poſterity: Theſe prenoftications 
Brother, ſaid the Princeſs, make not a few believe, that ſhe hath ſome ſecret affection 
to your perſon, as well out of the gallantry of her diſpoſition, as the intimations and 
motions of love: and the rather am I induced to the conjeRure, for that in both 
your infancies, this match hath been propounded by a Scythian Ambaſſadour, when 
the Court of Lydia appeared to all Aſia, in the moſt — — and flouriſhing con- 
dition: What Arethuſius would have anſwered to theſe intimations? or what ef- 
fects this diſcourſe might have produced cannot be known ?. in regard a en in 
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the interim advertiſed Cloria, that her own Lord the Duke of Cyprus, was newly ar- 
rived in the Palace. yard, from the City of Paphos, which made both her ſelf and her 
Brother, to deſcend with ſome haſte co give him the meeting: After he had faluted 
Arethuſius, and kiſſed twice or thrice his lovely and moſt beloved Wife; they all three 
aſcended preſently the ſtairs, where after a while, being all retired into a ſmall with. 
drawing room belonging to their lodgings ,, Narciſſ#s told Prince Arethuþus, that 
for the week paſt, he had been diſputing very fiercely, about ſome conditions with 
the Commiſſioners of Mya, towards his further ſafety and advantage, concerning 
his intended journey and reception into their Countrey: Arethuſius deſiring to know 
more particularly, what had been concluded to chat purpoſe, the Dake gave him this 
account, 2 | 
As I cannot ſaid he, much commend my own induſtry in your behalf, and leſs the 
rigorous dealing of the Deputies, who are as they pretend limited by the ſtrictneſs of 
their Commiſſion, ſo mult I rather perſwade you to à compliance, with their ſeem- 
ing deſire, to have you amongſt them as theit King, than any longer to depend upon 
the uncertainties of Forreign aſſiſtance, ſince you ſee Syria and Egypt are: ſo exaſpe- 
rately engaged one againſt the other, that it is unpoſſible as yet to hope for any 
manner of reconciliation towards your aid and benefit; in that they each of them 
ſtrive, rather whether ſhall make the Zydians their friends, than expreſs the leaſt in- 
tention to declare War with them: What the Gods have determined in that nature, 
is not yet revealed to the inferiouir world > wherefore if you ſhould any longer conti- 
nue without action, when theſe propofitions are preſented to your conſideration, (al- 
though ſomething diſadvantageable for your ſtate and dignity) perhaps moſt people 
might believe, you aim more ar ſecurity than dominion, however che contray we know 
well enough; and this no doubt would exceedingly hinder your future proceedings, 
when the heavens might appear propitious to your purpoſes : for ſome wheels muſt al- 
wayes be kept a going, to put your party in . of your intentions and — 
ee 2 e 
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elſe may become over cold in your affairs: what cannot be got from your enemies 
by treaty, ma be obtained by induſtry and valour, ſince they will be aſhamed; to 
ſee you play part of a glorious Commander, and not reward your endeavours 
with love and obedience, baving your perſon amongſt them, as an example of bra- 
very and goadoeſs ; Beſides it will more pleaſe their appetites , tp beſtew upon you 
your own.weck a liberal ſeeming freedom, than to haye you exact it from them by a 
conſtrained way, in making conditions to that purpoſe, where as they may ſuppoſe 
they ſhall compaſs two ends: the one of gratitude from your particular, the other 
not to be eſteemed all this while in the wrong; for injurors are more jealous of their 
actions, gancerning the opinion of the world, than other people that have gever 
been to blame; and ills that have preceded, muſt be maintained by greater miſchiefs, 
if the ſuſpicion in ſome ſort be not taken away, by a ſeeming forgetfulneſs of what is 
paſt, to procure more confidence in thoſe that were faulty: In the interim it is better 
to be chief or greateſt in any title or intereſt, than to wave the active part wholly, be- 
cauſe the ſupremacy cannot be abſolutely obtained of the ſydden , though — 
with patience and time it may be effected at the laſt. A Sword in a Princes hand ar 
any rate, doth better demonſtrate his right, than pleading his cauſe by words, being 
. abſent from his Subjects: What thelife and eſtate of Varciſſæs can do for Prince 
1 , ſhall not be wanting to his utmoſt endeavour; who wiſheth that the 
Iſland of Cyprus were fo abſolutely ſettled to his obedience, that be could as readily as 
he would, command the hearts and purſes of his people; until when the Gods, and 
a Kings courage muſt ſupply the defect, left too much violence or ſaſpicion obſtruct 
both intereſts, not again to be recovered by after induftry : In conclafion the agree- 
ments are (for better cannot be obtained at preſent) that preſently you muſt make a 
voyage into Ay //is, where they have promiſed, you ſhall not onely be received with 
all honour and fidelity, but upon your ſealing the articles, to maintain the priviledges 
of their Senate, which your Father formerly refuſed , as alſo take an oath to be ob- 
ſervant to the Worſhip of the Gods according to their cuſtoms, be Crowned King of 
the Countrey without contradiction ; when as they ſay, both Argylius and Lycins 
with all the Priefts, and other Nobility of their faction, ſhall become your moſt hum- 
ble and obedient Subjects: Nevertheleſs they further expect, that you make ſome 
publick demonſtration before the people, —_— your forrow ; for that neither 
your ſelf or King Euarchus your Father, have ſo readily yielded in times paſt to theſe 
conditions, which omiſſion hath cauſed ſo much blood and ſlaughter in each King- 
dom. When Narciſſus had delivered thus much to bis Brother-in-law in the bearing 
of Cloris, Arcthuſius caſt his eyes upon the ground preſently ; where fixedly he 
ſtood for a pretty ſpace, and then lifting them up again towards heaven, he uttered 
theſe words: Is it poſſible ſaid he, O you Gods, that the power and juſtice of your 
Majeſties ſhould be thus derided by a rebellious Nation, that hath no regard, either 
to the gratitude they owe to the memory of my dead and glorious Father, ſince they 
go about co traduce the very faculties of his noble ſou] , that remains now enthroned 
among the immortal deities , or can yet look upon his living though unfortunate 
poſtericy, with conſiderations of compaſſion or juftice > O Brotber Narciſſms ſaid 
the Prince, be not you an inſtrument of this unworthy ſubmiſſion of mine, when as 
beſides all theſe required contracts, as I am informed, I muſt not carry along with me 
ſo much as any ſervant , that will be either faithful to my purpoſes, or not be abſo- 
lately at my enemies diſpoſe, witneſs their exception both of Creſes, and many others, 
governed by the ſame principles: Narciſſus finding the paſſions of the young Prince, 
were likely rather to encreaſe by more diſcourſes, than to become perſwaded by his 
rhetorick, until ſuch time as his apprehenſion could be better tempered, told him, that 
as for the preſent, they would leave off farther diſputations , (fince his own journey 
was intended chiefly for recreation and divertiſement, in the company of himſelf and 
his ſweet Siſter,) ſo had be commanded ſome of his Falconers, if he pleaſed to attend 
in the Park, to ſhew them a ſtately flight at the Hearn, which perhaps would afford 
them all a ſingular content, for that the ſeaſon as well as the place, was proper to 


that effect. | 
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Though che troubleſomeneſs of, Arethuſius thoughts and greatneſs of his ſpiric 
would. ſcarce ſuffer him to admit of trifles,, when bis apprehenſion was violently 
poſſeſt. withrhecarcand ſolicitation of his own affairs, yet being confident of the 
good.intendae! s of, his brother-in-law. towards his particular, and withall moſt 
willing to give contentment to his dear Siſter the Princeſs Clria, who ſeemed to car- 
ry tbe ſame; ſoul in her hoſome as himſelf, was quickly won to the compliance, con- 
cerning that noble and deſightful exerciſe : ſo that after ſome time, in which their 
Horſes were Preparing propereſt for the ſport, they all iſſued out into the ſmall; 
though moſt delicious Forreſt, where being no ſooner arrived, but the fowl was pre- 
ſently put to the Maunt, who within a quarrer of an hours ſpace, having in the in- 
texim almoſt hid her body ia the clouds, a dainty. caſt off 7erfaulrons were looſedl to 
the chaſe : It was adeleQable ſight to ſee, with what a courageous induſtry , the two 
Rayal Birds ſought to get the winde, whereby to become the better maſters of their 
prey; whilſt the poor Hearn on the other ſide, with as much labour and craft as na- 
ture had beſtowed upon her, ſtriyed to avoid her own deſtruction: But as ſoon as 
the Hawks bad fully attained to their pitch, then was the combate to be admired in 
perſection, ſince whenſoever the Hearn found her ſelf ready to be aſſailed, by her 
deadly thongh gallant enemies, ſhe would gurn ber body in the air ſuddenly upon her 
back, and with her long beak , and both her feet defend her life to the beſt advan- 
rage, ſecing thoſe pointed weapons were more then dangerous to be attempted: 
Then again having in this manner protected her ſelf for a long ſpace, however not 
being alwayesable to tontend in that nature for want of breath, ſhe would take a 
new flight, wherein as her proſecutors followed ber with violence, ſhe would ſlice out 
behinde, whereby to blind their eyes wich her excrement, that they might be the more 
diſcouraged to purſue: Then the gallant Falcons finding her ſtratagem, endeavoured 
by dent of wing to get above her, that in their ſeveral ſtoopings, they might have 
the more power to become victorious; until at laſt the poor Bird, having altoge- 
ther loſt her ſtrength by often combating , was made an intire Trophey of their 
conqueſt, falling with her enemies half dead at the feet of the Royal ſpectators, as a 
ſacrifice both to cruelty and delight: This ſport being finiſhed, in the companies return 
it ſo happened, that as Arethuſius was galloping his Horſe, out of a youthful bravery, 
over the neighbouring plain with ſome of his followers, not careful ſufficient as it 
ſhould ſeem of his way, of a ſudden he got a moſt dangerous fall; for however his 
attendants came ſpeedily to his reſcue, yet the violence of the ſhock, had ſo far di- 
ſturbed his outward ſenſes, that notgithſtanding all their endeavours employed in- 
duſtriouſly to his remedy, yet he rem̃ained a long time in a ſwound: In the interim 
both Cloria and Narciſſus made haſte to the place, as doubting ſome diſaſter ha 
chanced, though a far off they could not diftinguiſh of particulars: The Princeſſe 
when ſhe found her Brother to be the onely object of her fright, not alone the gen- 
tle tears trickled down her fair cheeks, but many other expreſſions of paſſion re- 
belled againſt ber reaſon, inſomuch as a new labour was to be uſed for her neceſſary 
pacification, ſince ſhe tore her hair, and beat her breaſt with ſuch violence, as if the 
delight of the day had been ſuddenly turned into a diſmal night of deſpair, which 
continued ſtill working upon her fearful apprehenſion, until the Prince not onely 
came again to himſelf, but appear'd before her eyes, (although ſomething diſtemper- 
ed in his looks) abſolutely freed in outward ſhew from all danger: Nevertheleſs a 
Coach quickly carrying him accompanied by the reſt of the Court to the Dukes Pa- 
lace, where Phyſicians being ſent for after a while, aſſured themſelves he had received 
no inward bruiſe, and therefore the accident leſs to bg regarded: But upon better 
ſearch they found, that one of the bones in his left arm was diſplaced , which caufed 
him for ſome time, to keep both his Chamber and his Bed : And this by conſequence 
not. onely.deferred his journey into Myſſia as was intended, but put off all far- 
ther conferences. with the Commiſſioners, about bis reception, and entertainment in 
their Countrey; they not being willing to diftyrb his reſt, either with thoughts or 
care: *Tis true this accident ſeemed as it was imagined , not much diſpleaſing to 
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land of Cyprus, without any blemiſh to his honour or activity, when as the Gods 
pleaſures and his infirmity might be'efteemed the onely cauſes of the interruption : 
But whilſt affairs rem#ined in this manner, between the hope of bis ture; and the 
Commiſſioners receiving ſomething out of Myſſia, that might moderate the condi- 
tions, Dedalus came out of Crete, whither he had been formerly ſent by Prince Are- 
thußus to raiſe Forces, whereby to contend in that Conntrey with the Senates power: 
After two or three dayes of repoſe, in the preſence of Chia and Narciſſus, he gave 
this accompt of his employment in that unfortunate Iſland; however ſomething 
thereof they had heard already by other intelligences. 6 08 
As the Gods, ſaid he; hate no doubt a ſpiteful intention for the ruine of our Nati- 
on, (whether occaſioned by reaſon of the barbarous ſenſualities of the people, or 
— — ſome other hidden cauſe, not revealed to mortality ; I ſhall not 
needto diſpute) ſo am I perfectly aſſured on the other ſide, that thoſe Subjects will 
neither fight in defence of their own liberties, (although if the enemy totally pre- 
vail they are certain to be made the greateſt ſlaves in the world) or txuſt the Nobility 
that have engaged thir lives and fortunes in juſtification of your Rights: This ſer- 
ving lor the preamble of my diſcourſe, I ſnalſ proceed to let you know more particu- 
larly, thoſe paſſages ſince my departure from the Iſland of Cyprus, that have hap- 
pened in that unfortunate Coùntrey: Upon my arrival, asLay, in Crete, fortified 
with your Authority, and enjoyned by your commands, I firſt ſummoned the whole 
generality of the people, to give their appearance on a day prefixt appointed for 
that-purpoſe : Tis true I muſt confeſs, many not onely appeared, eſpecially of the 
better ſort, but were ready to give me aſſiſtance in what they could, according to their 
abilities; with this complyance, we preſently formed a competent Army for your 
ſervice, which together with other intereſts, I uſed of my own friends, chat upon 
my ſcore revolted from the enemy, we ſoon. made our ſelves malters of 
the beſt part of the Countrey: This happy ſucceſs (all the chief Towns in a 
maner yielding to your obedience) made us not onely ſeek out our adverſaries, where- 
ſoever we could finde them, but inſtantly beſieged the City of Pergame, and another 
Haven Town at ſome diſtance; but by feaſon of this deſign, we were conſtrained to 
divide our Forces, which as yet we could not very well ſpare from the main body of 
the Army, wanting materials, and not being aſſured of all: Ia the interim, the old 
Natives, jealous of every thing, but tbeir own goodneſs, being malicious againſt 
any authority, that ſpoke not to their imaginations, the rude ridiculous cuſtoms. of 
their pretended antiquity, began a Treaty unde and with the Senate of Lydia, ho- 
ping thereby to gain benefit ; however they became by their ſubtlety and craft, (our 
Nation being not wiſe enough for preventions, though alwayes ſuſpicious of thoſe 
perſons that have the righteſt meaning) ſo undermined that building upon their pro- 
miſes, and poſſeſſed with an opinion of their own ſafety, inſtead of aſſiſting, or at 
leaſt giving your affairs a free paſſage, they fell upon part of our Army unexpeR. 
ed with all their Forces; inſomuch as we were not onely conſtrained preſently , to 
quit the places again to the enemies power, but in the way were ſo ſcattered and dif- 
ordered, that we could not poſlible arrive at the Ciry of Per game, where our 
other Army lay: After this overthrow, (and thereby hindred to re. inforce 
the Siege before the Town) the- Garriſon perceiving our diſadvantages, and 
encouraged with certain reports of new ſupplies comming out of India, of a ſud- 
den when we leaſt looked for the attempt, (lince they had lain ſo long without doing 
of any memorable thing of that nature) ſet upon our Trenches, with a moſt prevail- 
ing violence: Truly I ſnould be glad here to make an end of my relation, but that 
I know your Royal expeRation, doch otherwiſe command my duty, alchovghir be to 
my awn loſs, and my Countreys ſhame ; wherefore 1 ſhal] beg leave onely to tell 
you, that as we were aſſaulted wich greater fury, then could well be imagined from 
thoſe people, that had been a long ſpace ſhut up between their walls and fortificati- 
ons, without attempting any thing worth the leaſt conſideration , ſo did the ſucceſs 
prove contrary to all belief, concerning our particulars ; For what by the coward- 
lineſs, or treaſon of ſomg of our own Soldiers, rather Natives by Birth, then careful of 
=! their 
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their Liberties? Or whether the immortal Gods were too much diſpleaſed, at the 
genera]. licentioulnels of our Army; and therefore brougbc a kinde of a deſtroy 
ing fate and fear amongſt us: Scarce was the Alarum given; but we ſacrificed 
both our lires and honour, to that preſent ſucceſs of the enemy; inſomuch in- 
ſtantly raiſing aur Camp, as che other Town had done before? we were compelled to 
retire at fo: fara diſtance, that Hercrombrotus the Senate General, being then upon 
the. Seas, with à gallant and well provided Army, brought out of Lydia, had liberty, 
not onely freely to land his. Forces, but became in this manner in poſſeſſion of ſo 
much of Countrey as ſerved him conveniently , to quarter his Souldiers, until he 
conld fit them entirely for a March upon new deſigus; all which as I may ſay, was 
effected by the means of an unprovident inconſtancy of thoſe old Native Crerans, be- 
ing entertained and deluded by the Lydian Promiſes, that never was intended ſhould 
be performed: For it we had ſpeedily taken the firſt Town beſieged, which had not 
been hindred without their interpoſition, thoſe ſupplies without doubt, would quick- 
ly have made us poſſeſſors of Pergame; and ſo by conſequence, Hercrombrot us 
could never have put his Souldiers in any conſiderable poſture, whereby to have pre- 
vailed to our diſadvantage, without being cut off upon every occaſion, by ſmall par- 
ties of our Forces: With theſe words Dedalus would have held his peace, but the 
company deſiring to be better ſatisfied, of the farther proceedings of Hercrombre- 
tas, he again re-aſſumed his diſcourſe. 

After that Hercrombrotus had, as I faid, conveniently refeſhed his Army for a 
march, and a farther progreſs into the Countrey, he came and ſate down before a 
ſtrong Haven Town, not very many furlongs from the City of Per game; which 
place as I had lately taken out of the enemies hands by aſſault, fo had 1 furniſhed the 
ſame with a competent Garriſon of my beſt Souldiers; nevertheleſs, I mixed them 
alſo with many of the Natives, whom I eſteemed would be moſt careful of their li- 
berties; deſigning over them a Commander, whoſe valour, conduct, and experience, 
could ſcarce ge parallel'd in other Nations: When Hercrombrotus, had lain ſome 
weeks before the Fort, with ſmall or no advancement at all in his affairs, he reſolved 
to give a general attempt yon the walls, as his laſt refuge and expectation; where. 
fore after a ſhort ſpeech, (firſt having encouraged the Souldiers to the enterprize, 
letting them ſee the inconveniency that would follow, if their enemies (bould pre- 
vent them in the very infancy of their endeavours, and of the contrary the profics 
that would ariſe to the Senate of Lydia by the ſucceſs) with a bold courage himſelf 
in perſon, went before his Troops to the aſſaulting the Bulwarks : But however he 
thus encouragedall, and threatned ſome, whom he conceived moſt backward in their 
valours, yet twice were they beaten from the walls by the inhabitants, with extraor- 
dinary-flaughtes ; ſo that Hererombrotus being extreamly enraged with this affront, 
as doubting this oppoſition, if not cured in time, either by courage or policy; might 
prove a deſperate prejudice to his deſigns, furiouſſy taking a ſpeat in his hand, by that 
act obraiding their cowardlineſs, with his own ſeeming intention of reſolution, be- 
gan again in that poſture, to march towards the Town; vowing he would either 

ifice his life, as a teſtimony of his Armies diſhonour, or carry the place for his 
Countreys advantage: Whether this action or no, animated the Sonldiers to a high- 
er:expreiſion of courage? Or whetker the deſtinies had put an abſolute- period in 
their hidden decrees, concerning all the future proſperity of the Cretan Nation? 
Upon this third and laſt aſſault, they entred part of the walls 1 In the interim, this 
unexpected and much more then unlookt for ſucceſr that followed it, put the Inha- 
bitants into an extraordinary confuſion and amazement; inſomuch, as notwith- 
ſtanding the brave and reſolutę depottment of the Governour, who endeavoured by 
all wayes poſſible again, to recolle the fearful and diſmaying ſpirits of the Souldi- 
ers of the Garriſon, whereby to make ſome head and reſiſtante, againſt the ptoſpe- 
rous enterprize of the prevailing enemy, yet thoſe many old Natives that were in 
the Town, (which in truth comprehended the greater number) choſe rather to yield 
to the mercy of their haif conquerours, then any longer fight, whereby to maintain 
your right, or their own poſſeflions;; ſo that after the Town was taken; the — 
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diers being all diſarmed, the next day with their Captain, they were brought into the 
Market. place, there to expect a farther ſentence, either of life or death, according to 
the will and pleaſure of the Lydian power: The concluſion was coca — they 
expected ſome lenity, or rather a forbearance of the worſt cruelty, in an inſtant, 1 
may ſay, the Commarſt# was given to put them all to the Sword: The hotrid ſpecta- 
cle that then appeared to the view of the people, after that the Souldiers of the 
Garriſon were in this manner ſlaughtered, reſerved their deſerving Commander, in 
i the laſt place for the uttermoſt period of misfortune and pitty, being in the end made 
. alſo a ſacrifice to their ſpleen; however with a little more circumſtance and deco- 
rum then the reſt : This being performed, the Towns plunder and many of the In- 
habitants lives followed of both Sexes, to make up this doleful Cataſtrophe compleat, 
and perfect inevery kinde and nature, that could be eſteemed almoſt ſtrange and un- 
exampled ; And yet I ſhall adde one ſhort ſtory, though but performed in thg per- 
ſons of ſome few, that may ſerve for an example to future ages: There was agar 
the place, a certain gallant habitation, not yet totally deſtroyed by the violepcezof 
this war, from whence as it ſhould ſeem, all the ancient and noble Family, for fegpof 
the preſent danger were fled, notwithſtanding by chance, there was left behigde 
one little childe, who appeared of ſo ſweet an aſpect, that by reaſon thereof he — 
have challenged all ſecurity and protection: This Boy comming out from amongſt 
the woods, that there belike for ſome time had lain hid, he was preſently ſeized by 
one of the Officers of the Army, no doubt with an intention to preſerye him from 
ruine: Nevertheleſs two or three of the common Souldiers, grown inſolent by rea- 
ſon of their proſperity, and being hardened in cruelty with overmuch blood that 
they had ſhed, not onely in a peremptory way demanded of him that led the childe, 
whether or no he intended to conſerve the life of that youth, (who in after times might 
be a means to revenge their Pacents quarrel to their deſtruction) but with theſe very 
words, ſtruck out the brains of the childe, with thoſe weapons they carried in their 
hands, as well to the pity, as the amazement of their own Officers? Whether or no 
theſe perſons were puniſhed for this inhumane fact I cannot ſay ? But upon theſe ad- 
vertiſements, I ſent a meſſenger to the chief Commander of the old Natives, lying then 
with his Army, ſome diſtance from the Town; not onely to let him know all theſe 
particulars, in which as I ſaid, conſiſted the ruine of their Countrey, and the intend- 
ed extirpation of the Nation, but deſired his whole company, as well for the love of 
their own honours, as in regard of the right and title of their King, they would 
thinkupon ſome uniting way, that might procure a ſpeedy reſiſtance to the over- 
prevailing enemy; whoſe proſperity (as themſelves were thus dis joyned) could 
but but preſage a deſtruction to both our endeavours. * The anſwer he ſent me was 
onely this; that as he hoped the Gods would protect their Countrey and Religion 
to all eternity; ſo was he unwilling to joyn with thoſe perſons, that had an inten- 
tion in their heart to love neither, which the ſeeming enemy now in proſperity, 
could but effect at the worſt; by a deftruQion to the whole in the general; however 
his thoughts had a confidence, no power ſhould be able to compals it from the Gtids 
permiſſion; and therefore if I tendred ſo much the ſervice of my King, Imight*go 
on in my wayes apart, whilſt he would defend himſelf and his own Army as well 
as he could either from ſlaughter or Treaſon. O you Gods, Sir, ſaid Dedalus, with 
what teluctancy did T beat this harſh unſatisfying reply from that rude and ill nur- 
tur d General > Sometimes my paſſions, would have challenged him to a ſingle com- 
bat, for his want of fideliy ſhewed as I conceived in your ſervice; hut I conſidered 
the act might have taſted more of raſhneſs then of benefit, although the offer ſhould 
have been willingly entertained: Other whiles I thought to have fought with his 
whole Forces, and by that means perchance compell him to a. ready complyanee; 
which alſo ſeemed after a while to my apprebenſion , to be of a dangerous conſe- 
| _ — the iſſue mult needs have weakened both ſides, to the ongly advantage of 
the Lyaians. | | ora e 
0 Tobe ſhort, Sir, things remaining in this poſture, when Hercrombratus bad ſuffici- 
ently both refreſhed and encouraged his Army, towards proſecution of .new.defigns, 
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he marched farther into the Countrey, againſt another chief Town of ours, wherein 
was a Garriſon of Souldiers, compoſed as well of the Natives as of Zydians ; but 
however they lay before it many weeks wirhout prevailing (in the interim our Forces 
lying ſcattered about the Iſland, more tending to ſuſpitions and diviſions amongſt 
our ſelves, then endeavouring to give aſſiſtance to the place) he at laſt, rather by 
ſtraragem then force, alſo entered this unfortunate City, where again were per- 
formed ſuch acts of Hoſtility, as I ſhall not need to call cruelcies in ſome high mea- 
ſure; for as the Souldiers ſpared neithet ſexes nor ages, ſo did they with a kinde of 
deriding violence, put to death all the Prieſts, as they ſtood at the Altars, facrificing 
to the Gods; eſpecially if they were known to be Natives of the Iſland of Crete, or 
any way addicted to the opinions of the Temple of Delpbos, as being the moſt hate- 
ful diſtinction they could poſſibly uſe, whereby to encourage the Army, with hopes 
to be poſſeſſors of their Lands and Eftates : I muſt confeſs, I thought that the new- 
neſs of theſe ſlaughters, would have animated both the people of the Countrey, and 
the General in particular of the old Cretays, (who ſeemed to pretend to ſtand for 
their Rights and Religion) to ſome complyance with our Forces: To which pur- 
poſe, I ſent again to that ancient, though obſtinate Commander, as well to lay be- 
fore his conſideration, the intentions of the enemy, as the danger to the whole bo- 
dy of the people, if ſome more ſpeedy agreement were not made, to ſtop this furi- 
ous torrent, that preſaged the deſtruction of all their lives and liberties, belong- 
ing rather as I ſaid to them then to us, when as the enemy already, had demonſtrated 
ſuch marks of ſpite and indignity, to thoſe that were onely addicted to their belief; he 
ſent me word again, that as he had confidence enough yet left him, to be able to 
defend his own company, as well in regard of their valour as affection, againſt what 
power ſoever, ſo was he reſolved, to hazzard all the deſperate adventures conld be 
imagined, rather then ſubject his Souldiers under the Command of any General, that 
did not punctually in every point agree with che worſhip of the Gods, according to 
their ancient Countrey manner; ſince they had as he ſaid, in their Army a meſſenger 
from the Arch-Flamin of Delphos, who had ſufficiently inſtructed them in their duty 
to that purpoſe, and whoſe affection to the Iſland they had abundantly tried: 1 ſhall 
not need to relate any more concerning the ſpirit of theſe men, that cauſed theſe jea- 
louſies and ſuſpitions amongſt us; rather putting their confidence (as I have been cer- 
tainly informed) in thoſe promiſes they had received from the Senate, notwithſtand- 
ing they found effects alwayes clean contrary to their expeRation, then in your right 
and titles, accompanied by thoſe advantageable conditions, divers times offered by my 
ſelf ro their conſideration and acceptance; other paſſages of the ſame and ſeveral o- 
ther natures, might be added to this diſcourſe, but that I (hall no longer trouble your 
Highneſs, with the particulars of all our misfortunes, if I may not call them more 
properly treaſons, acted in that Iſland againſt your right and dignity; though rather 
perhaps contracted, by the fooliſh anbFons of that ſenſual and inconſtant people, 
who cannot be brought from believing the old and feigned ſtories of their commanders, 
then by reaſon of any malice ingraſted in their natures towards your particular; onely 
I muſt let you know, the better to diſcharge my duty in your Royal opinion, (which 
hath been my uttermoſt labour to conſerve) that finding in a manner all the Counttey 
averſe to my farther employment, and being denied perſonal enterance into many 
Garriſon Towns, yet left unconquered by the enemy, giving up my Commiſſion, to 
thoſe I eſteemed beſt addicted to your Intereſt, I reſolved entirely to lea ve the place: 
which being effected, I retired to a private friends houſe of my own, whereby the more 
conveniently to be tranſported over the ſeas again into Cyrus, with theſe relations: 
Nevertheleſs during my neceſſary abode, I underſtood that Hercrambrotus in a ſet 
Battle, had not onely overthrown the old Natives and their General, who pretended 
aftet my departure, they would encounter him with ſacceſs bur. had put the moſt 
part of theſe unwiſe people to the ſword, which I muſt confeſs, 1 eſteemed a juft 
judgement, ſent by the immortal Gods upon their condition, for thoſe many aſperſions 
they had unworthily caſt at my proceedings, in the defence of their own diſloyal- 
ties, and want of courage; not onely at the firſt in _ into a certain league = 
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the Senates Forces, whereby your ſervice became abſolutely obſtructed, as afrerward 
in refuſing to joyn with me upon any terms: This I ſay, muſt make up the ſad Ca- 
taſtrophe of all I can relate, concerning the TranſaRions of the Iſland at preſent, 
until you may be again informed, what better fortunes ſhall betide your other Com- 
manders left, to proſecute the remaining affairs that belong to your Intereſt, After 
that Dedalus had made an end of his diſcourſe, Arerhyſ with a certain kinde of 
quiet though inward paſlion , that might have beficted a Prince of the moſt 
gra veſt temper⸗, caſting his eyes firſt upon Cloria and Narciſſus, and then lifting 
them up towards the skies, uttered theſe words: Is it poſſible, O you ſpiteful deſti- 
nies, ſaid he, that your malice doth not yet ceaſe, from perſecuting the poſtericy 
of glorious Euarchis, whoſe blood I bad thought, had already pacified all the 
rage of the infernal furies: No no, the Gods as it ſhould ſeem, are as unmindefull 
of that memorable ſacrifice (ſince they continue ſtill che miſchief) as men living up- 
on the earth, areungrateful co ſo good 2 Prince, who elſe would have endeavoured 
either a revenge for his lofs, or ſome reparations by being truer to thoſe , that in all 
right and juſtice, ought to ſucceed him in his poſſeſſions, though not in his fame; bur 
Narciſſus and his Siſter, quickly ſtopt the current of his now ſtirred up paſſions , by 
leading him preſently into another room. h 

The relations of Dedalus, concerniug theſe unfortunate paſſages of the Iſland of 
Crete, were ſoon diſperſed over all the Court, and ſo by conſequence, not long kept 
from the knowledge of the Commiſſioners of Myſſia, who however were fo far 
from commiſerating the condition of that Countrey, having likewiſe received new 
intelligence from their own Kingdom of the ſucceſs, and finding that young Arethu- 
ſius could probably now, relye upon no other aſſiſtance, began rather to heighten in 
their already propounded Articles of agreement, then ſhewed any inclination, to be- 
come more milde and temperate in their acceptance and execution: Theſe Troubles 
ſo much afflicted the thoughts of the Prince, and his vertuous Silter, that ſcarce did 
they give entertainment for ſome dayes, to their neareſt friends and acquaintance, al- 
though Narciſſus the Duke uſed his beſt endeavours to qualifie thoſe paſſions in them 
both: Sometimes he put them in hope of the integrity of the Myſſian Nation, not- 
withſtanding the ſeeming rigidneſs of their carriage and demeanour, with the aſſu- 
rance likewiſe, that Argylius would be moſt ſerviceable in the expedition intended, 
when as he ſhonld be throughly perſwaded, there was both truſt and confidence to be 
had in their Princes actions, thoſe former jealouſies being abſolutely baniſhed from 
the apprehenſion of all the Royal Family, which could not better, as he ſaid , be de- 
monſtrated, then by peforming quickly tkat journey, that was not onely deſired, but 
deſigned by the whole Nobility of the Kingdom of ſia in the general, and moſt 
of all by himſelf in particular, according to thoſe often proteſtations , he had made 
both to Me liander and the Commiſſioners : Then again be aſſured Arethuſius, that 
in his abſence, he would continually labour The Syrian State, whole creatures the 
Myſſtans were, to ſupply his occaſions as neceſſity ſhould require, according to the 
promiſes made by Audromida to Hyacinthia the Queen his Mother, upon his leaving 
of the great City of Damaſcus: Beſides he would not be wanting as he ſaid , with 
his own people, to procure both ſhipping and Arms, with other proviſions , towards 
the better furniſbing of thoſe Souldiers, that ſhould be employed in che wars, which 
was intended againſt the Senate of Ly-i4, to revenge Euarchus death, and to reſtore 
the Rights of Succeſſion to his poſterity, with many other aſſiſtances of divers na- 
tures. whereby more fully co encourage the thoughts of young Aretha/ius to a neceſ- 
fary belief, that his journey would be luckily and proſperous, without which ic had 
been unpoſlible, to have wroughe his diſpoſition to à ſufficient confidence of the 
Myſſians actions am intention, ſince many had engrafced in his apprehenſion deſpair- 
ing fancies, concerning that Nations want of fidelity to his ſervice; as it was thoughe 
onely, becaufe themſelves were not permitted to attend him in the voyage. 

Theſe and ſuch like perſwaſions at laſt, not onely brought Arethuſius ro 2 poſitive 
reſolution, of putting his perſon and fortunes into the Myſſians hands, (ſince in truth 


tlere appeared no other hopes at the preſent , for that the affairs of Crete ſeemed 
in

dut al certain ſeaſon for his taking the deas to that purpoſe; at which 
time un tie Afrars and Temples of Cyprus ſmoaked with incenſe by the command - 
met the Due for the proſperity” and = fucceſs-of the Princes journey? So 
t 2 theclaycoiniming for his departue, in the interim being accompanied by his ſweet 
Ster neh many gentle tears appearing in her fair eyes, he was conducted to 
hit Mipr fying or the ſhore; long it was notwithſtanding, before he would tuke his 
1 e Cloria, endeavouring a while as it were to ſmother her with his paſſio- 
mute dne moſt chaſte kiſſes: Neither was he yet left by his kinde and loving 
Brother Nupeiſſus, who according to the cuſtom; would not quit his company, un- 
til he ſaw the gallant Veſſels under ſail, and then taking a ſmall Boat for his own 
ttunſportation back again, he committed him to the protection of the great God 
Neptune, being the onely eſteemed patron of the Iſland of Cyprus. en et 
Aretbhuſins after he had ſailed for many dayes, along the Coaſts of the leſſer 
Aa, with a ſeeming proſperous winde, he with his whole fleet at laſt arrived at the 
Ifle of 'Tenedos, which for the preſent belonged to the juriſdiction of the Kingdom 
of Mya, not having had in the way any conſiderable adventures worth the menti- 
oning ; only once they were purſued with part of tile Lydia» Navy : As ſoon as it was 
known; that the Prince had there taken up his ſtation, whilſt preparation could be 
made for his farther voyage, Argylius himſelf not onely gave order for his reception 
into their chief City Lampſacus, attended by ſome moderate, or rather accuſtomed 
Triumphs, but cauſed him alſo to be preſented with a rich Chariot for his better 
tranſportation to the place, drawn with ſix beautiful Horſes of the Scythian breed: 
At the Town Argylius met him, accompanied with many of the Nobility of his 
Faction, amongſt whom alſo were ſome of the Prieſts, who had ſhewed themſelves 
moſt oppoſite to the proceedings of 'King/Exarchns his Father, however with. ſuch 
countenances appearing, according to lis apprehenſion, as if they meant to keep yet 
cheir own authority, notwithſtanding all the complements were uſed to bis perſon : 
Tis true the ſalutes of Argylius appeared ſo humble and ſatisfactoty to the outward 
view, that every one believed no leſs then a ſupream confidence, was to be given both 
to his fidelity and intention, which did not a little content, and pleaſe the opinion of 
the young Prince, whoſe diſpoſition was fo good and uncorrupted, that he ſcarce be- 
lieved the art of diſſimulation could be in another, (inte he found his own thoughts 
pure without fiction: Theſe ſeeming correſpondences called alſo to his preſence, di- 
vers other Prieſts of the Nation, from almoſt every part of the Countrey ; who not 
onely before the people prayed continuslly for theit Kings proſperity* and ſucceſs; 
but alſo ſacrificed in his own view, to the Gods with chearful countenances ; however 
at the latter end of their Offices, they intimated alwayes; ſome need of his re- 
formation in many particulars, in regard as they ſaid, he had been from his youth 
bred up, not onely in the Lydian Rites; but alſo inſtructed as they ſaid by the ac- 
curſed F/amins, in oppoſition to their doctrine and principles, which had occaſioned 
all the difference between his Father and themſelves, as well to his own ruine, as his 
Kingdoms difquiet : So that an Oath was required from his particular, to aſſure the 
Nation, both of his ſorrow for what was paſt, concerning the actions of King Es- 
archi; and his own amendment in the time to come; belonging to the things deſired; 
withour which conditions, he couſd not be admitted as they affirmed; to the Govern- 
ment in the Countrey of Myſſia. 4451550 ane | | 
13 — day was appointed for the Coronation of Arethuſſus, yet were 
His noble and — ful thoughts, more then troubled at theſe reſtrictions; but being 
per ſwaded by ſome friends to an abſolute complyance,” rather then diſtract buſineſs, 
when they were already brought to this iſſue in the opinion f the people, who 
might elſe fall off from his affiſtanee as they alledped-; by the perſwaſion of their 
Prieſts, that watehed nothing but occaſions for heir own advantage, he was content 
at laſt to yield fully ro their propoſitions, although the conſideration of his honour, 
oftentimes invited him to a new breach: when the time came for the Inaugura- 
tion of the young King, whoſe perſon and looks merited more reall * 
5 Dd d 2 ched 
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then bare titles of ſo barren and factious a Còuntrey; Argplius ſeemed the readieſt 
of any other, to ſer the Crown upon his youthful Brows : Many notwithſtanding no- 
ting his extraordinary diligence in that ſervice, and knowing of old his unlimited co- 
vetouſneſs and ambition, could not but inwardly ſmile], either at his converſion or 
hypocriſie; ſome accounted him a very Fox, habited in ſheeps clothing; others a- 
gain imagined him to carry the poyſon of Aſpes, under the fluentneſs of his pro- 
feſſions; a third fort thought, he was _— compelled to this ſeeming compliance, 
by the onely tear of being too much ſuſpected by the common people, who had 
been ſo. long a time deluded by the main ftrengeb of bis diſſimulation, joyned toge- 
ther with the power of the Prieſts of the Nation, that had for many years wound 
themſelves inſenſibly into the hearts of the multitude , being delighted rather with 
the ſtrange and wonderful ſtories they told them, then with the ſoundneſs of their 
doctrine and reaſon; yet there was not a few, that believed charitably of the intenti- 
ons of Argylius in the future, in ſeeing now a brave young man, being the right heir 
of the Kingdom, to become the poſſeſſor of that by his means, which he could not 
well hold from him any longer, but by the force of oppreſſion and hazard; which at 
laſt might fall hea vy, both upon him and bis poſterity.” : FE 
But whatſogver were bis thoughts and practices, yet the vigilant; Senate of Lyaia, 
having. quick intelligence of all theſe proceedings, and knowing how dangerous a 
conſequence it would be, to have the eldeſt Son of Euarcluu, whom they had put to 
death, to be admitted peaceably to the poſſeſſiomof the Kingdom of Mia, tliat 
could not as they ſuppoſed in time to come, but revenge his Fathers injuries, if his 
power ſhould any way be made equal with his will, diſpatched ſpeedily meſſengers to 
their General Hercrombrotut, then proſecuting their affairs in the Iſland of Crete; 
not onely to wiſh him to make haſte into India, but alſo to bring with him, what for- 


ces he could conveniently ſpare, from thoſe employments he had in hand, whereby 


the better to put a ſtop to thoſe threatning dangers, that ſeemed to be ominous to the 
Senates ſafety ; ſince as they ſaid, the 443/ian Nation had reſolved, not onely to have 
a King, contrary to the preſent conſtitution of Zyaia, but alſo to make choice of no 
other then that perſon they.moſt hated and feared of all the world. h 
Whilſt the triumphs and entertainmetxs continued in the City of Lampſacus, as 
well to ſhew forth the Myſſias glory, as to make their new King believe, how much 
they intended his honour, whereby to render his thoughts leſs ſuſpitious of their acti- 
ons; for that they meant he ſhould onely rule according to their impreſſions, their 
great Councel became ſuddenly ſaluted, with a Meſſage from the Senate of Lydia, in 
this manner: In regard they perceived the Myſſians want of fidelity, concerning 
the unity and correſpondency promiſed between both Countreys, in the beginning 
of the wars with Exarchus, by chuſing themſelves a King without their approbation, 
it was now full time to look to their own preſervation, when as the Son of the chief 
enemy to the people of each Nation, was at preſent dignified with the ſupreameſt 
title; ſo that unleſs they would again depoſe him from that Royalty, and begin 
a new agreement with themſelves, they did aſlure the people, they would ſoon viſit 
their habitations with ſuch an Army, as ſhould not be reſiſted by all the ſtrengths 


and er:deavours of the Myſſan Nation: This peremptory demand, was quickly 


brought to be r before the Supream Aſſembly of the whole Kingdom; many 
would have had the inſolent meſſenger, ſent back to Sardis with nothing but marks 
of diſgrace, inſtead of any ſatisfaction or expoſtulation; in that his maſters ſeemed, 
as they ſaid, ſo far to derogate from the honour of their Countrey, as not to be wil- 
ling to allow the people a liberty, to ele a King without their permiſſion, or would 
ſo much as afford the Nation in their thoughts, competent courages and power, to be 
able to contend for their own rights and priviledges; others again were leſs furious, 
& thought it beſt to have the meſſenger at leaſtwiſe ſatisfied with fair words, and good 
entertainment, which hindred not the Mans as they ſaid, to ſtand upon their rights, 
and proſecute their own determinations; but Argylius, whoſe covetous diſpoſition had 
made him in a manera flave to the fear of any diſturbance, either by arms or other con- 
tentions, was of opinion. not only to uſe their meſſenger; with all poſſible honour and 
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tet diſſembling Zycine and Argylius, as he might imagine; had not 
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faithfully end ug | 
M geber or no he was acewinvited into Ay ſſia by that ſaRion, where. 
by the betten rut theſe paſſages, chat tended to the more abſolute eſtabliſh- 
rin N, in all bis Fathers poſſeſſions, and total hereditory power 
means in time, neither Argylius or the turbulent Prieſts, 
ny rm. or reputation with the common people,) of a ſudden ap- 
peared not many dayes jouriey from the very walls of the City of Lampſacus, with 
a moſt terrible and gallant prepared Army; whereby as he ſaid, to ask an account of 
their late proceedings, at well for the election of their new King, contrary to for- 
mer promiſes, 28 concerning ſome other things more privately to be diſputed, when 
the Sword and the fortune of the Wars, had decided the quarrel between the two 
Nations: however the whole Countrey of Ayſſia, and chiefly the City of Lamp/a- 
cus ware extreamly'amazed , at this ſudden ſurprize and invaſion of Hercrombrotus, 
with the Lydian Army, yet Aretbuſi s appeared inwardly glad in his minde, not 
onelyfor that he thought, he ſhbuld have the hetter occaſion thereby, to, demon- 
ſtratr to the world his on youthful courage, which for a long ſeaſon he had wanted 
in his deſires, but alſo in that be ſuppoſed; by this attempt of the Senate, all means of 
reconciliation of both Nations, would be abſolutely taken away from thoſe enemies 
of his, that laboured moſt in the buſineſs to his prejudice underhand : wherefore to 
this purpoſe, at the next aſſembly of the great Councel of the Kingdom, he requi- 
red ſpeedily to be furniſhed with ſome Troops of Horſe, as well to give a taſte to 
the people of his own intended valour, as he ſaid, in his Countries cauſe, as alſo there · 
by, co have the opportunity in part, to revenge his Fathers death. 23 
Argylius after he had with a certain kinde of ſober and formal gravity, attended to 
the full period of the young Princes deſires, began inexpreſs terms, to oppoſe his in- 
tentions with theſe words: A it doth not appear as yet, ſaid he-, that our young 
King bath ſufficiently given teſtimony, Either of his affection or integrity towards the 
cauſe, andthe Gods Worſhip in ſo abſolute a way, as is neceſſary to ſatisfie the peo- 
ples expectation; ſo according to my opinion, it is not fit to truſt the ſafety of his 
perſon, in the firſt conflict with the enemy, but rather recommend the whole care 
thereof, to our old experienced Captain and General Lycius, who beſt knows, both 
how to conduct an Army, and when to fight for the Countreyes advantage : It was 
ſcarce to be imagined , with what an enraged apprehenſion , accompanied with no 
ſmall amazement, did Prince — entertain this unexpected contradiction, 
from the falſe · hearted (and as he thought) traiterous Argylius: Sometime his youth- 
ful choller ſtirred up his natural courage, to revenge his conceived inſolency preſently 
before the aſſembly : yet at laſt his diſcretion tempered his paſſions, hoping the 
Councel it ſelf would act that piece of juſtice for him; but finding them for the moſt 
part rather inclinable to the motion, than to do him right in that particular, he ut- 
rered this language: If our Countrey Gods had an intention, ſaid he, to defend our 
Nation from ruine and ſlavery , it were impoſſible that cowards and traytors, could 
have ſuch power and prerogative in your thoughts, as to fuffer my honour, and your 
800 
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ſetk all the Nobility of this unfortunate Countrey; then 
liander that attended next to his perſon: You ſee ſaid he, to wimt᷑ a paſs your perſwa- 
ſion hath brought my affairs, when inſtead of being King to a noble and fhithful 
Nation, with an honour and command, equal to my title and birth, I muſt not be 
allowed ſo much as the priviledge, of being a ſimple Captain intheir Atxmy: Accur- 
ſed be the time I ſay, when deluded by many expectations, I ſirſt ſet fail from ebe gal. 
lant Haven of Salamine, where nature at ſeaſt afforded me a liberty (though n ju- 
riſdiction) in the love and ſecurity of my friends, whietr tra a content com pareii witli 
this captivity," not to be loft with toil,” pains, and hazzards+ AMeisender finding that 
the Prince, betrayed his ſecret thoughts, to the knowledgoof bis hidden enemite by 
his paſſionate expreſſions; or-perhaps-would bea-mi@ds', to qnalle any becom fo; 
that as yet were otherwiſe reſolved in their detertninations: rather tham guined any 
neceflary conſolation to bis inward grief, by lizzlp- and little without either expoſtu- 
lation or anſwer; dre him into a more retired plate for:confertnce ; where after he 
had with ſome rea ſons, endes voured to ſettle his temper, to a convenient pueiſieation 
for audience and conſideration, he thus poke unto hi.. ee 
Sir faid he, as it becomes not a Prince to ſeem dejected by any uctidents, ſo ought 
you to be per ſwaded, that intemperare paſſions, are of neareſt neighbourhood to ſucti 
expreſſions : Beſides you muſt conſider; that in the open devulging of any diſtaſtes, 
or intention of reveijge againſt bat perſons ſoever, beige kae choſe enemies 
in yoũt power; ſerve. but to ſtiengthen them and weaken yourſelf] in arming thoſe 
people by a fore warning admonition, of hat they ſnall expect, when opportunity 
plies wick your deſire; for if again in ychr minde, you ſhould chance to change 
your determination, hy rea ſom of other informacions ; or themſelves could be ton 
rented co be converted in their hearts towards your ſervice, ſcarce would the cauſes 
of their former ſuſpicions, be taken away from their /thoughts and apprehenſion, 
wheteby'to ſaffer you alwayes to live in · ſaſety by their permiſſion; and how eaſily 
the effects of ether hatred or fear; may be -put in execution in Ay, not ohely 
youtiown reaſon may guide yon to eofceive, when as you are ſcarcely yet admitted to 
— but alſq the many examples, that of the ſame natute have preceded theſt 
times, are ſufficient inſtructions without farther delating upon the Text: Ti true. 
I eantot deny, bat I was one of the ſirſt that invited yours: 5 (a ermme it 
ĩt were one, proceeding onely ftom my integrity) yet withal you ina be plea ſed to 
conſider, that that very Councel wus alſo aecdm 3 — — 
niom of brave Narriſſau Duke of Cypras, whoſe fidelity; to your-percicular , is no 
more to be ſuſpected, then his wiſdome to be doubted in the gederhl; in that no 
ſmall injury would have been done td your yourh, if yon ſhould huve et flip an op. 
portuniey offered, whereby not onely to become the fevenget of your Fathers death, 
| but 
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but to be the poſſeſſour of your on Kingdoms; for that the world would have be- 
lieved, and your enemies given out every where to your diſhonour , that you want. 
ed a competent courage for action; eſpecially you being deſtituted of all other 
means, by the unhappy differences continuing between the Syrian and Egyptian 
States, in which quarrel as you know, all other Princes almoſt in 4/ia are involved: 
So that Sir, rather then entertain theſe poproticable (if not dangerous mutinies in 
our minde, obſerye I beſeech you the wiſe maximes of your Grandfather , who 
thereby overcame all his difficulties, and at the end reigned moſt glorionlly , accord. 
ing to his own will and pleaſure in Lydia; which was to let none ſee his ſpleen , but 
every one his pleaſant countenance : I mult cell you, however he was contradicted for 
ſome time by the Nobility, contemned in like manner by his Subjects; and laſt of all 
impriſoned by the Prieſts, yet by yielding much in many particulars, he in the length 
got all to his own poſſeſſion ; not onely in the barren Mountains of the Ai an 
Territory, but even in che fruitful plains of the Lydian Kingdom as I ſaid , in which 
poſture he left his Dominions to your moſt vertuous Father , who certainly might 
have better proſpered in bis affairs, if too many of his enemies had not been made 
acquainted with his expreſſions ; whereby ofcentimes was noted either his love, or 
hatred to his own prejudice: for diſſimulation is as neceſſary in Princes actions, as 
the Sword of Juſtice to be dra vn when there is occaſion, ſince the one doth but bet. 
ter try and examine the vertue or guilt of men, as che other doth give them their 
rewards or puniſhment, according co their deſerts: In concluſion I can ſay nor think 
no more; if Lycius get the day againſt the Zydians in this National quarrel , your 
Honour and Government mult needs be che better eſtabliſhed, for that ic is unpoſſi. 
ble alwayes to live both a King, and a Captive amongſt the people; and if he loſe the 
victory, it will be imputed either to his want of valour or fidelity, by which means, 
you will come to new poſſeſſions of power, baving already offered your perſon to 
dangers freely in your Countries cauſe , belides continue ſuch a ſuſpicion upon your 
enemies actions and intentions, as neceſſarily muſt make chem and their faction, be- 
come entirely hateful to the people, by whoſe onely power they hitherunco have op- 
poſed all your deſigns. | 9 | 7 
After that Aret huſius bad ſtudied a while, he made this reply; As I will not diſpa- 
rage the capacity ſaid he of my Grandfather , of governing and complying with the 
M)ſian people, in his neceſſities and oppreſſions, believing that he brought about 
many things meerly by his extraordinary art in diſſimulation, ſo muſt you know alſo 
(as I have been informed) he loſt a great deal of reputation with Forreign States and 
Kingdoms, in not declaring upon occaſion a competent courage, both when his Mo- 
ther ſuffered by meer oppreſſion in Lydia, and himſelf was impriſoned by the inſo- 
lent Prieſts of this Nation: for a ſeeming fear, or want of valour in a Prince (whoſe 
thoughts ſhould alwayes be heroical, and full of magnanimity) is a miſerable unha 
pineſs, and diſhonour to his fame and future memory; which is the chiefeſt benake 
left to poſterity in after ages: for ſenſual and preſent contentments, belonging to 
eaſe and ſecurity, are properties rather appertaining to unreaſonable creatures, than 
to choſe who ought to be endued with great and immortal ſouls, fit for dominion, 
rule, and example; ſo that he that ſhall not deſire to dye once, rather than be diſ- 
eſteemed ever, ſhall dye often and live never : Truly I muſt compare my Fathers in- 
duſtry. pains, and ſuffering, not onely to my Grandfathers policy, but with all the 
Kings that have been before him in Lydia, who never wanted a ſufficient courage to 
contend to the uttermoſt with his powerfulleſt enemies, or lacked any fortitude, when 
he tound bimſelf overcome by fortune, to ſuſtain gallantly his greateſt croſſes and 
oppreſſions, though a certain kinde of heavenly fate, denyed him both proſperity 
and ſucceſs, which notwithſtanding can never leſſen his fame to all eternity: I m 
tell yon Meliander ſaid he, that craft is but an unprofitable, and tyrannical maſter to 
fear, and both together can but maintain any condition for a while, when as courage 
and wiſdome (the two oppoſites) will probably continue a Prince happy, either in 
honour or fortune for laſting ages, if not alwayes in himſelf to be enjoyed, yet to 


his ſucceſſours; which latter although my Father wanted, yet the other certainly ne 
pol 
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poſſeſt , ſince his Father ſtrived by a certain kinde of timorous ſubtitey, but to de- 
tend his Government from invaſion during his own life, rather by pleaſing than act. 
ing, and complying than contradicting; whereas the other was ſorced to become al 
gether diſtaſteful to the people, in — to uphold that right to his Crown for 
ity, Which his predeceſſor had ſo much neglected; onely to procure 2 little 
eaſe for a time to his perſon, taking pleaſure in his 2 imployments, as if be 
Qranned all pains to his body, or trouble to his minde; and to this purpoſe never de. 
nyed any that asked him a benefit, or puniſhed thoſe that intended him moſt miſ- 
chief; at leaſtwiſe diſſembled his choller and diſlike towards his workt enemies. 
Tis true, replyed Meliander, that King Euarchus Father, and your Grandfather, 
was not altogether free from theſe imperfections , which for the moſt part notwith- 
ſtanding were attributed to him, rather as effects of his good nature, than defects 
ariſing from his ſenſuality; ſo willing was the world, to make uſe of the benefits 
they received, either by his mercy, or from his liberalicy ; however 1 muſt not deny 
alſo, but in all accidents of Government, natural means oughtto be uſed for pro- 
ſperous iſſues, and by conſequence neither a fitting compliance to be neglected when 
there is occaſion, or a reſerved ſecreſie to be preſerved alwayes in a Princes boſom : 
for ſometime we muſt diſſemble towards people , -or to enemies both at home and 
abroad: I cannot deny it, replyed Arethuſius, ſo it be done notwithſtanding with 
that vertue, and magnanimity of ſoul, befitting a Princes condition, whereby bis 
honour may neither be blaſted in the future, or his courage be ſuſpected in the pre- 
ſent, for all the actions of Princes, ſhould be looked upon as benefits to their people, 
concerning their peaceable Government; or as examples to poſterity, to do the like 
for the more honour of themſelves, which can never be procured by a timerous 
kinde of trembling in all our actions: for how is it poſſible other States can fear to of- 
fend us abroad, if they finde our natures apt to be terrified at home? In that for the 
molt part, our ſafety (hall ſtill become more beholding to our neighbours want o 
power and opportunity, than to our own courage and induſtry, if we be not invade 
in our rights, . ſince they will not ſuppoſe our fortitude will oppoſe, whenſoever they 
ſhall have a deſire, or convenient means to attempt: Beſides, fame is the life and be- 
ing of a Prince, and that cannot be ruled and governed either by the appetites, or 
the power of others, but by thoſe demonſtrations, that muſt make us appear as we 
-oughe to be, Gods upon earth, never to beterrified, or diſobeyed , in which poſture, 
our graces ſhall till ſeem benefits and not dues. . - 

I muſt confeſs Sir, ſaid Meliander, that theſe are moſt glorious attributes, fit to 
adorn a Princes dignity ; but how they can be well attained, without a politick com- 
portment in difficulties, I know not, ſince a flouriſhipg proſperity in fortune is not 
alwayes to be expected; eſpecially being in a manner out of poſſeſſion as you ate for 
for the prefent , wherefore neceſſary to get entrance by friendſhip or the Sword, 
againſt choſe multitudes of factions now reigning in both Kingdoms: But Sir, to 
avaid many other diſputes, I beſcech you to let me know, what you call that vertue 
ſo much to be eſteemed, which ought not to be wanting ina Prince, though for it he 
loſe both life and dominion? I call nothing ſaid Avretbuſius vertue, that is mixed any 
way, either with diſſimulation, or indirect dealing, which as I intimated before, 
argues fear and not courage; ſo: that I would have a Prince alwayes to proſecute his 
deſigns although with ſecreſie, yet without hypoctiſie; as not laughing in his enemies 
face, whilſt he harh an intention to deſtroy his perſon; but rather plainly to let him 
under ſtand his crimes, that he may either confeſs his fault, or be thought at leaſt- 
wiſe to deſerve puniſhment, who elſe cannot but continue, if not glory in his on 
wickedneſs , ſince” he will think he is not perceived; or which is worſe, too much 
feared, to be diſcovered by any power; and ſo conſequently: ſhall inſtead of repen- 
tance be incouraged in vice, bringing a kinde of appetite more dangerous upon the 
world, by reaſon of the example, when people ſhall finde that rather benefit than 
r on the iſſue; this — 1 ſay becomes not a Prince in any 
fort to ſuffer, much leſs to practiſe in his oun perſon, it he intend to purcha ſe by his 
vertue an eternal fame to continue in after ages. 4 tt: 5 t 
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Foe Sir in myppinion replyed . Meliandler, it — 11 oe for any mortal dipnicy; 
— calm in proſperity, withodt"fomerimes ' hiding his . hs 
from others 546800 oHfe traitors would too well be provided againſt ſurprizes, who of- 
ken hv thole atvancages by fortune, that unleſs their actions be difſembled, circhm 
Kanes Walt be warltitig, that mat Priuß chem ro condign puniſhment? As for en 
ape, when mem are to be apprehended, aceuſed, and detected, it ouglit to be to 
| ionvf öthers, leſt wharis juſt in ir ſelf appear but meer ſuſpicions tothe 
ultiende; and ſo by conſequence will be thought to be rather acts of raſhneſs and ty. 
r#uny; then indifferericy governed by reaſon; which often may draw on more ill cha- 
racters towards a Prince, then gain him che fame covered to poſterity; which I ſup- 
—— King your Grandfather rather aimed at, than determined to be alwayes a 
rer; in regard of his ſeeming ſloth and pufilanimity; and to this purpoſe gave 
benefits ſometimes whiere he did not love, to make his enemies think they were fill 
z his favour, when perhaps be intended them his worſt revenge; which policꝭ, I muſt 
fay was wanting in your Father, by reaſon whereof came” all his diſturbances; ſinee 
c diſcovered too much his affections, when he could not puniſh, and too little pu- 
filed, when he had orcaſion; it being much better not to take notice at all, then 
after knowledge to be remiſs in the proſecution; for however your Grandfather ſel- 
dome revenged, yet he ſcarce ever took outwardly offente in any deſperate manner, 
which made him continue in peace and proſperity during his life. But 2ſcliander ſaid 
Avethf9; not too much to detrac̃t in appearance, from my Grandfathers wiſdome 
and jodgement, of rather may I call it fortune in govetning, you may alſo remember, 
chat notwithſtanding he overcame by his extraordinary compliance, ſome difficulties 
in this Countrey of Myſſia, and by that means as it was thought reigned proſpe- 
roaflyduring his life, yet no dogbt but much thereof, rather ought to be attributed 
to accident, then to any provilerice or foreſight, ſince the rich booties which your 
Countreymen expected from his careleſs bounty , being poſſeſſed of the vaſt reve- 
' nues of the old Queen of Lydia, whom de fucceeded in the Kingdom , onely kept 
both their thoughts and aCtions in ſome order, until they found choſe expectations 
fruſtrated, by the more ſparing hand of my Father, who was not able to contribute 
ſo largely to their greedy and covetous diſpoſitions , in regard that all the treaſure 
was'already ſpent by themſelves, as alſo for that his ow charge Qi encreaſed., by 
rea ſon of his numerous iſſoe, which failing they began the expreſſion of their own 
natural paſſions, as it were putting in practice their former intention of rebellion and 
diſturbances, as you know with too much ſucceſs , both here and in Lydia it ſelf: A 
thing could nor be prevented by any humane induſtry; for that the matter was want- 
ing to take away the cauſe, ſince the Kingdom was no more able to ſuſtain the charge 
r expences neceſſary for ſuch bounty; at leaſtwiſe the people were not willing, to 
afford my Father convenient ſupplies to that purpoſe, having not otherwiſe ſufficient 
of his own, | n i | 
I cannot deny ſaid Meliade+ your reaſons: Howeyer , methinks a little diſſimu- 
lation at preſent to be uſed, wheteby to prevent farther miſchiefs, both to your per- 
ſon and affairs, will be neither improvident or diſhonourable, the better to diſcover 
the falſe intentions of your enemies, whoſe” natures I fear me, cannot be converted 
by the conſideration of any gratitude , ſo far as to remember, the benefits formerly 
received from your predeceſſours by the whole Nation, both in the general or parti- 
cular: And therefore ſinee it is in the power of your Subjects to injure your pro- 
resdings, if not deſtroy your deſigus, ( Argylius being the chief man in authority 
in this region, and ſomething may be hidden in his breaſt not yet compaſſed by his 
ambition at leaftwiſe give me leave; 4 little t6' play the hypocrite for your advan- 
tage; wherein you need bear no other part, then what you ſhalf be pleaſed your ſelf 
Notwithſtandiug that ArerbyfSur after this diſcourſe, continued ſtill extreamly diſ-

cient, to werk upon ſo cannot I but brag, though I hope without oſtentation, (the 
Naiſe being rather to be attributed to my Parents wiſdome, and indulgency, than to 
any capacity of mine) that when I finde my ſelf moſt divided ſrom people I then 
eſteem my thoughts leaſt alone: Nevertheleis replyed Aeliasder, although perhaps 
boch your nature and vertuous education, may have rendred you addicted to s ſolita- 
ry converſation, which is, I muſt confeſs, a moſt delightful imployment to the ſoul yet 
conſider ing, that a noble marriage probably muſt be che period of your deſires, chat 
cannot be attained, without the reſolution of ſociety in the future, met hinłs it were 
convenient be forehand, to enure your ſelf to the practiſe: Truly replyed the Lady, 
as L finde not my inelinations as yet given, to put my ſelf upon the trouble of any 
election at all, eſpecially when there appears no neceſſity of a choice; ſo of the 
other ſide, as I ſhall perceive my thoughts, or determinations altered, I may have time 
enough to ſtudy a freer converſation in the world; in the interim, I will content my 
imployments, onely with choſe decorums and entertainments, that becometh a reti - 
red Virgin: But Sir ſaid ſhe, that you may not too much ſuſpe& my intention, or be 
alrogether out of love with my practcie, to let you ſee I am not over - rigid in my de- 


terminations, I can ſo far diſpence with my own ſolitude at preſent, as to admit of 


your company to a nearer diſtance of communication, if you think my ſociety in any 
— the enjoying as you pretend: To this purpoſe if mags. there is tyed 
to the root of yonder willow tree in thewater , a convenient Boat for paſſage over

wondering at her language; then pleaſed with the favour, putting off at the ãnſtant 
any farther expoſtulation, haſted to the place to take poſſeſſion of the courteſie that 
was ſo freely offered him; not doubting upon more diſcourſe, but to be better inform - 
ed, concerning her per ſon and intentions: When he had paſſed the water, and again 
faſt ned the Boat to another ſhrub, he addreſſed himſelf to her preſence, witch a kinde 
of humble reſpect, made up between the breeding of a Courtier, and a Souldiete reſo- 
lution, that could have no other information of her quality, but what her appearing 

outh and beauty, afar off ſeemed to give to his eyes; although ber diſcourſes were to 
U a pprehenmon ſo well placed, that theꝝ could not but deem her of the beſt cducati- 
on; and ſo conſequently of ſome eminent deſcent, the rather ſo to be eſteemed, fot 
that ſhe lived under the juriſdiction of Argylius Upon his nearer approach, he found 
his fancy had been much too mort, in the perfections of the party, for now ſhe ap- 
peared both to his thoughts and eyes, more like the commanding Goddeſs of thoſe 
Woods, then a mortal creatuzCof any mean extraction; her apparel being Nimphs 
aꝛtire, however ſhe had covered her ſelf over that habit, with a vail of black Cypres 
reaching to the ground, holding a Book in her hand, as if contemplations notwith- 
ſtending, were more delightſul to her nature, than either beauty or honour : As ſhe 
as tall of ſtature, ſo was ſhe ſomething pale in complexion; her eyes black and live- 
ly, 2 — of a dark flaxon colour, which by the reflection of the Sun, 
ſeemed to mine like the brighteſt Gold: MAeliander had not in chis manner made ma- 
ny paces towards her, but ſhe with a ehearſul though baſhful countenance, ſaluted 
him with this language, confidently enough delivered, though dreſſed alſo diſcreetly 
by the modeſty. of a Virgins behaviour f Sir ſaid ſne, as I would not have — 
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that this freedom of my invitation, doth taſte tao much of boldneſs or impudence, 
unbecoming our ſexes, ſo. cannot I but bope , that you will the better judge of 
my affection, by my preſent demeanours, whieh I ſhall the more openly imparc 
unto you, - wheni ſhall be made acquainted with your name and condition; ſince as 
yet I cannot knom you to be any other, then one of the faithful retainers belong- 
ing to the King int the general: Meliander imagining that her words and actions, 
tended to the expreſſion of ſome love paſſions; or at leaſtwiſe the way to them, re- 
turned her this anſwer: Madam ſaid he, as the honour you have done me at preſent, 
cannot eaſily he patallełd, much leſs ever requited, ſo have you cauſe to be confident 
enough of yur on vertues and beauty, whereby to perſwade the King, or any other 
of his followers, to thoſe ſervices that may raiſe your degree, to the bigheſt titles 
can be expected in the Kingdom of 245/7a3 Alas alas, faid ſhe, I perceive you abſo- 
lutely miftake my meaning, fince as I know. your words are onely intended as comple- 
ments if not flatteries, for that diſparities of this nature are nat to be coupled in our 
perſons, to give me leave once more to let you know, which you may be aſcertain'd 
of better before we part, that my breaſt harbours other thoughts and opinions, of a 
far nobler making, though leſs ambitious then it ſhould ſeem you imagine them co be: 
Meliander after be had upon theſe expreſſions told her his name with his profeſſion ; 
and whilſt he was wondering at her intentions, the Lady took him by the hand, an

Sir ſaid ſhe, you may firſt know, that as the people of this Countrey from my in- 
fancy have given me the name of 7oze/a, ſo am I in my extraction deſcended out of 
Lydian parents being Daughter to the Father of Argylius by a ſecond Wife, and ſo 
conlequently the half Siſter of that unfortunate eſteemed enemy to Euarchus Fami- 
ly; whoſe pride and covetouſneſs, I cannot altogether. excuſe (and retain my own 
loyalty to my Prince) yet muſt I a little beg leave of your goodneſs , though not of 
your juſtice, to make what apology I am able in his behalf, according to thoſe 
appetites of nature, that have ſo nearly united us in blood; nevertheleſs, I ſhall 
afterward let you know ſomething more, that may perhaps be of validity to your 
deſigns: With theſe words ſhe wept, out of the apprehenſion, as it might be 
thought of her Brothers diſloyalties in the Countrey of MAyſſia, whilſt in the interim 
Meliunder ſeemed to wonder, both at her diſcourſe and her intention, until after a 
while each of them became ſettled in a reſolution, the one to relate, and the other to 
hear theſe paſſages without interruption. | 
You mutt underftand ſaid Zoye/a, that my Brother Argylius was ir his childehood 
taken from his Parents, and committed to the tuition of the factious Prieſts of our 
Nation, upon the occaſion which I (hall relate unto you: In the time of the ald 
King Euurc bus Father, or rather may I call it during his proſperous Reign, there 
happened notwithſtanding ſome differences amongſt the people of Myſſia, in their 
due and ordinary obedience to his Government; whereupon my Father being eſteem- 
ed the moſt powerfulleſt of all the Nobility, was imployed to quiet thoſe ſtits, oc- 
caſioned by reaſon of ſome Iſlands lying near the Heliſpont, claim'd by the inhabi- 
tants of Crete, to be under the jutiſdictionof that Countrey, and ſo by conſequence 
to belong to other great Lords of that Nation, though our family pretended alſo 
ſome intereſt to tbem. *Tis true, after an unexpenceful War mannaged by my Fa- 
thers induſtry and tevenue, he both quieted the troubles, and ſettled the right, as he 
thought. both to the Kings honour, and his own advantage; but neyerthelefs con- 
trary to his expectation, when he thought to have received a rewarÞ anſwerable to 
his deſerts, or at leaſtwiſe ſome ſati: faction for his disburſement, having contracted 
to himſelf and friends a huge debt, not any way to be born by his Eſtate, he was if 
not denyed reparation from the Kings Coffer, yet protracted in his demands, inſo- 
much 
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much as not being longer able to continue in his own Countrey, by reaſon of thoſe 
obligations, at laſt be was conſtrained to ſeek imployments in forreign parts, under 
the King of .Egzp75 Armies. meerly fox his ſupport and maintenance: To this pur- 
poſe, he was frced not onely in ſome ſort to change bis ſubjection but his religion, 
ſince as he knew. otherwiſe it was unpoſſible for him to ſerve that State: Never- 
theleſs he had nat long continued in theſe imployments, beſure his enemies in our 
Countrey, procured rather by bis greatneſs than his faule, repreſented bis condition 
and intentions to the old King, with what deformed ſhapes they could deviſe for his 
diſadvanzage.; inſomuch as preſently Commiſſions were ſent into thoſe parts, not 
onely to take my Brother Argylius than an infant, from under bis Fathers juxiſdicti- 
on, and commit his future education to ſome of the moſt faRious Prieſts of the Na. 
tion (as I have already intimated) but allo to ſeize upon all his Eſtate, hoth perſonal 
and real, to be detained as was pretended for my Brothers uſe, againiſt be ſhould 
come at full age, whereby to be capable of the profits and mannagement thereof; 
ſo that by this cryelty, they leſt my Father and Mother, with all the Children of the 
ſecond venture, either to live upon nothing at all, or to be maintained out of his 
ſtipends, procured bim from the Wars of £gyps.: In this manner as Y may ſay , my 

Parents for ſome years ſubſiſted, ſo my ſelf with other of his Children (that are ſince 
dead or otherwiſe diſpoſed) received our education, yccording to the cuſtoms of thoſe 
Countries where we then remained under the profeſſion of that faith taught and 

praRiſed in the Temple of De/phos + *Tis true I might particularly tell you, that ſome 
ſmall inheritance hath deſcended unto me from my Mother, upon which I now ſubſiſt, 
but that not being the ſcope of my intentions, I ſhall / proceed in my other defign for 
your information, concerning the clteemed diſloyalties and treaſons of Argylius. 

Here again the fair eyes of lovely 7oye/a began to melt into tears, at the remem · 
brance of her Brothers actions, which running down her beautiful cheeks, made 
Mieliander more compaſſionate the Ladies ſorrow, than continue his own hate to Ar- 
gylius: but there being no time for contemplation,, ſcarce any for a ſettled grief, 
withgut ſome complements or reply, ſhe aſſumed to hep felf this diſcnurſe, eonceru- 
ing the life and paſſages of her Brother. i 1 1 ef 
Argylius ſaid ſhe, thus taken in his infancy, by violence from the tuition and pro- 

tection of his indulgent Father, was preſently committed as I ſaid, to the ca re and 
education of certain Prieſts in the Cougtrey of My ſia, who had been chiefly the oc- 
caſion by reaſon of their turbulent complaints, of this unnatural, if not inhumane ſe- 
peration, pretending, as my Father had both impiouſly and indiſcreetly left the true 
Worſe of the Gods, ſo was it no more than a ſupreme juſtice, to deprive him as well 
of his Children as his Eſtate, according to the Laws of the Nation, either made or in- 
tended as they ſaid for that purpoſe; Having my eldeſt Brother thus in their power, and 
under their juriſdiction, by the abſolute authority of the King, whoſe nature was apt 
enough to be terrified , towards any compliance that promiſed reſt and eaſe to his 
thoughts, whereby be might the more freely follow his pleaſures and contentments, 
either in hunting or other delights, as his appetite paſſionately deſired, they inſen- 
ſibly began to inſtruct Argylius in their chief · principles and doctrine; which was to 
hate Kings and obſerye Hereſian commands, as indubitable ſervices and rites belong - 
ing to the Worſhip of the immortal Gods: However to make their per ſwaſion the 
more plauſible to his apprehenſion , they told him wichal , that as their documents 
were onely to be taught and obeyed by all manner of people, both without, and 
within the Temples, ſo was himſelf in regard of his birth and quality, the man to be 
looked upon concerning the future Government of Myſſia, ſince they found the old 
King intended not any more to come into the Countrey , having purchaſed a richer 
Kingdom, for the uſe of himſelf and poſterity : They alſo intimated, that as his 
Father bad loſt both his power and fortunes , by flying from his Religion, and not 
confarming his deportments, to their wayes and inſtruction, in the ſame manner his 
own particular would be uſed by their congregation, if he ſhouldfail to obſerve their 
directions, in every circumſtance belonging to his demeanour, ſince their Juriſdicti- 


on amongſt the common people, concerning the ſeryiee of the Gods, could a — 
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of g Brother was ſufficiently inſtructed in thoſe principles,, 
pe and new diffoyalty ; eſpecially being accompanie 
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aby ching in their Orations but Treaſons, my Mother oppreſſed by wants, and ig a 
thinner worn out with cares, paid nature ber due; leavigg this inconſtant and unkinde 
world, as the certain inheritanee of her young ſuviving Children: But King EA 
arthus comming to the Crown ufter the deceaſe of the old King of Lydia, Argaiion 
alſo began to think of his return into his o.] n Countrey, as it might be thought, 
not well kndwing what would become either of his fortunes, or bis power in che 
Kingdom of a, by the change of the Prince, in regard arc has had martied 
one of a contrary opinion to himſelf in matters of Religion. 13 
Nevertheleſs I muff tell tp before he intended to put in execution his reſolution 
fot his journey, be was per dedin bis way to viſit the principality of Pamphylia, 
where a young Brother and my ſelf remained; as well to withdraw us from thoſe 
opinions concerning the worfhipof che Gods, contrary to his practice, as to get 
us both if ir were poſſible, into his power and poſſeſſion , for that he knew much 
of his inheritatice, was intended to be bequeathed unto us by our Father, in pur- 
ſuance of certain apreementsat my Mothers marriage: However in theſe deſires he 
could not prevail; for as he was not ſuffered by the Laws of the Countrey , to at- 
tempt any thing upon us by forte; ſo were we ſufficiently prepared not to be wrought 
updn in our Religion, by the arguments of any of his company or followers, ſo 
that he was conftrained to depart without effecting in that nature his deſigns; But 
to be ſhore, notwithſtanding my Brother Argylius failed of his intention, yet after 
his arriving in the ek 10, and finding the affairs of Euarchus lJome- 
thing imbroiled; for the advantage of Himſelf, he not onely by his power and ſolici- 
tation, prbented from the King an Abſolute judgement concerning my Fathers 
Iflands he'claimed, bar alfo a decree of the Councel, that unleſs my young Brother 
remaining, and Wcated in Pamphylia under the juriſdict ion of the King of Eyype, 
did not p 2 enim into the Kſipdom of Mia, be ſhould for ever loſe. all 
mericarice appertaining to him, either from his Father or any other;

Theſe motives or rather compulſions I may ſay, you may eaſily believe, were of ſuffi- 
rient force to work vpon the nature and inconſtant appetites of ſo young a. diſpoſiti- 
on; eſpecially when they were recommended to his ears and apprehenſion, by all the 
terrours of want arid diſgrace, that could be repreſented , either by craft or malice

No no, my Lord, ſaid he, if you continue ſtill in this minde, I 
here vow by ee gooThels and power of the immortal Gods, that as the people 
have already chaſen me, to be their Commander over the Souldiers, you ſhall be 
the firſt perſon that muſt taſte the fury of their ſpleens, ſince you refuſe to be a Prote-

to all che Countrey. Arggliusphether or no convinced by theſe reaſons being indu- 
ced thereunto by the corruption of his former education? Or whether the fearfulneſs 
of his own nature, made him condeſcend to his perſwaſionzas doubting elſe he might 
finde ſoine troubles in the poſſeſſion of his eſtate? at laſt yielded his conſent; to per- 
form thoſe actions, which he yr — Souldiers ſhould judge moſt conveniently, for

theſe ſayings another gentle ſhower of tears diſtilled from her eyes, yet in ſuel a man- 
ner, as ſeemed to expreſs more of ſorrow in her minde of what was paſt, then any hope 
in her apprehenſion, concerning that which was to come; either doubting her bro- 
thers repentance, or fearing Aretbuſius forgiveneſs : Nevertheleſs within a Shile after, 

| ſhereturned anew to her diſcourſe, the rather for that ſhe perecived the earneſt looksof

When (ſaid ſhe) my unfortunate Brother Argylius, was thus won to a certain kind 
of diſloyalty, by the perſwaſion of ſpiteful Lycius, to begin his firſt diſobedient at. 
tempt to his Prince, he was carried with chop Royal Ornatnents belonging to the 

King, by many of the common people, in a kinde of a ceremonia! triumph, to a Ca- 

ſtle of his own, not far from the City cf Lampſatus. eee 

From this day forward, I muſt teli you, that Arg 3/5 became more violent in his 
wayes; whether grown deſperate of the Kings mercy; aftet he had ſhewed hiꝝ own in- 

gratitude-in this high nature, in recompence of thoſe many favours he had received; 

or as I told you before, being abſolutely terrified by the iuſulting and threatening 
words which Lycius had delivered, inſomuch as preſently joyning with ſuch Coun- 
cels, as ſeemed moſt difadvantageable for the Kings affairs he gave his conſent to the 
raiſing of a ſpeedy Army for the Countreys defence, as they pretended, although in 
truth i was onely intended, to take away all Monart ical Power and Goverhment in 

Mya: Here if I ſhould ſay, that Exarchus was puniſhed by the Gods ſeverity,” for 

that inhumane injuſtice was done my dead Father, in not oheſy takiog from him rhe 
protection of his children, but theſe 0f- his eſtate; agairiſt' the common right of na-

trey any way inclined to sccord differences, to uſe their beſt endeavours, whereby 
his on party might be cncreaſed amongſt the people: Both theſe deſigus failing 
either by the want oi fidelity of his Ambe ſſadours, or the powerfulneſs of his ad- 
verſaries, be reſolved preſently to provide an Army in dia, ta compel his diſobe- 
dient Subjects of Myſſia to ſomereaſon ; *Tis true, ſhe quick march of the Kings 
Souldiers, made us ſee our own folly and weakneſs, to provoke à Princes goodneſſe 
to that rigour, which his tg gentle nature neither expected or deſired, inſomnch as 
although we had then a flying Army in the field, unden the conduct and command of 
our proud Generall Zycins, yet in a manner were we forced without one blow gi- 
ven; to yield our ſelvès up to the mercy and lenitq o Bxarchus, who being more 
pittiful in his diſpoſition, then miſtruſtfull of our diſloyalties, gave us peace in- 
ſtead of taking tevenge, in which citcumſtance Zycim made a ſolemn proteſtation, 
never after that day to draw his ſmord againſt the Kings perſon or right; pretending 
however, that his goodncſ@bad more conquered bis reſolutions, then the power of his 
weapohs or people: This action I the ampler mention, though perhaps you better 
know:it then m ſelf, that you may behold the falſhood of Igcius, who at firſt, not 
onely bronghe the misfortune upon: my: Brother, but ſince a fatal miſery to the 
whole Nation; ſince uo ſooner was he made certain of the Kings departure out of 
the Countrey, but forgetting his Qaths, and renuing bis infidelity, he perſwaded the 
Nability to an abſolute breach of all thoſe Articles that had been agreed upon 
between ibemſelves and their Prince, upon pretences that they had yielded up their 
Countreys liberty, to the Kings anely will and pleaſure, either by reaſon of their 
Commiſſioners frand; or their own fear, not onely to the enſlaving of all the com- 
mon peoples liberties, hut the deſtruction of the Gods Worſhip: To fortifie which 
allegation; he elſo ſtier d up many turbulent Prieſts, by frequent Orations amongſt the 
multitude, to enclaim vidleatly-againſt the proceedings, threatning an abſolute ruine 
to all ſuch, that did not by their future endeavours, demonſtrate themſelves and Fa- 
mily to be of; the ſame opinion.

beſides many other perſoas having loſt their rich penſions at Court, being willing to

Wen theſe Meſſengers or Ambaſſadours (for I know not which to call them, ſince 
their entertainments proved extraordinary) were cometo the great and rich. City of 
. $ards; they preſently addicted themſelves to the Kings preſence, in a ceremonious 
viſit, as pretending nothing but the occaſion of their many grievances ; had drawn 
them out of their own Countrey of Myſſia, to offer their complaints to bis Ma je- 
ſty for redreſs; however in the interim, they onely kept company with ſuch people, 
whom they knew to be molt diſaffected towards his government and proſperity: And 
notwithſtanding Euurchus aſſured them that they ſhould be willingly heard, if not 
rectiſied in all their deſires, yet would they not be ſatisfied , without alſo demanding 
the co nſent of his people, in which conſiſted as they ſaid, both his good and their 
own ſafeties. As this anſwer did wholly diſpleaſe the King, ſince he very well percei- 
ved, they intended to make ſome combination contrary to his liking with other facti- 
ons, as well of the Court as in the City, ſo was it not long before their intentions 
appear d in the full view of all the Kingdom; for being invited to continual feaſts 
and meetings in Sardis, they told the multitude, it was impoſſible to render them for- 
tunate and happy in after ages, unleſs the great Senate of Lydia were preſent ly called 
together: How much this was againſt the deſigns and proſperity of the King, you 
may very well imagine, when as a conſtrained duty put upon the Prince, for the moſt 
part is ominous to him or his Subjects; however our Countreymen the A43//iavs in 
this plot, had a double benefit to expect; an aſſurance of their own conditions, and 
a plentiful recompence for their endeavours : In fine, when they found Euarchus not 
onely perceived their intentions, but diſtaſted the enterprize , as deſtructive both to 
his honour and prerogative, _ privately made an agreement with ſome principall 
perſons of their own faction, that if the King could not be perſwaded to aſſemble 
this general Councel, they would endeavour the railing of an Army in 2y/ſia, and 
lead them inſtantly into the very heart of the Lydian Territories; whereby (as they 
ſaid) Euarchus might be compelled, to grant his people thoſe priviledges, 
that neither his nature, nor his goodneſs, was willing to afford them voluntarily; 
provided chat in lieu of this extraordinary ſervice, the Lydia» people would be con- 
tent to defray the expence, and grant the Myſſians an equal Government in all man- 
ner of affairs with themſelves in each Kingdom; in which deſign, as my Brother and 
Lycius were principal inſtruments, ſo would they probably receive moſt benefit by 
the enterprize, as perſons that were much more eminent then any of the reſt of the 
Nobility , the one commanding our Army, as the other ruled the Countrey; all 
others in a manner being out of the Kingdom, or bred up at the Court: Not

By theſe relations, {aid ſhe, that I have made unto you (in which I have been the 
more large, in regard no ciccumftance might be omitted tending to my purpoſe) van 
may fee, how my Brother Argylius came involved by degrees in his diſloyalties to 
wards his Prince; firſt by his education, next by accident, and laftly by the perſwaſion, 
or rather threatnings of ſpleenitive and inſolent Zycixw : Tis true, 1 cannot deny, 
but his own nature is ſufficiently addicted to covetouſneſs and ambition, which per- 
haps keep ſtill his diſpoſition, incumbred with choſe thoughts and appetites, not 
poſſible as I fear to be bridled and reformed , without — aſſurances of hie 
continuail governing of the Ady/ſan Nation : For who bath once taſted the ſweet 
of Sovereignty, although but in 9 onely, can ſcarce be brought again 
within the compaſe of any manner of obedience, or ſubjection to higher power, 
however grounded upon never ſo juſt a title; which is the reaſon that both himſelf 
and Tycius, have oppoſed. the Kings coming into the Countrey at preſent, by all 
the intereſt they could make, rendring their perſons utter enemies to all his glory 
and proſperity underhand, notwithſtanding in words and outward complements, they 
ſeem to comply with the reſt of the people; ſo that unleſs ont young King Aretbu- 
ſius, would be content to marry with the Daughter of Argylivs (though the myfte- 
ry be not yet reveal ed, which they believe would give them both an aſſurance and 
perpetuity in command) he will finde from their particulars alwayes , nothing bat 
Treaſons inſtead of ſervices: As I have been thus free wich your particular, in de- 
claring theſe ſecrets, however they may ſeem ſomething againſt my own intereſt , it 
being almoſt a miraculous vertue in theſe dayes to prefer loyalty before profit, ſo muſt 
] conjure you by all che ties of honour and religion, that my name may not any way be 
uſed in the diſcovery ; nevertheleſs you may make what uſe you pleaſe of that I have 
declared: and for the better truth and confirmation of what I have related, you muſt 
know I have this certainty from the converſation I enjoy amongſt the women in the 
houſe and family of Argylius; neither as I ſuppole, will it be long before you are 
made acquainted with this motion by gther means: In the interim take heed left Ly- 
cius betray not the Army under bis command to the Lydian-power ; ſince money will 
make him ſell, not onely the perſon, and honour of the King, but the very worſhip of 
the Gods to any enemy whatſoever : if what I have delivered cannot contribute to my 
Brothers benefit, at leaſtwiſe, I wiſhit may to the Kings ſafety , for deſigns being 
knows, are eaſier made uſe of for prevention, onely without offence (for ſuſpition 
I hope you have none, ſince you perceive my duty is above my blood) give me lea ve to 
ſay for Argylias; that I have often heard him proteſt, as his heart never went along 
with the Kings ſuppreſſion, ſo had he no other intentions in his thonghts at firſt, then 
to have the Gods worſhipped, according to the MAyſſias manner in both Kingdoms; 
however I cannot deny, but lately his imaginations and deſigns, have been buried from 
the knowledge of his heſt and neareſt friends, which in the future, I hope the heavens 
will reveal for the good and proſperity of Aretbuſius: If theſe apologies may ſerve 
any way to leſſen | ſay, my Brothers crimes, I ſhall be glad, if nor, I am confident 
notwithſtanding of my own duty, both to my houfe , and towards my Prince, in 
which ewo particulars the integrity of my Religion; can ſufficiently bear witneſs to 
the world: With theſe words accompanied by pauſes, ſighs, and tears, ſhe finiſhed 


totally her diſcourſe , leaving Meliander in ſome perplexity what to reply; fince as 
of 


coming 


to acknowledge) ſo of the other ſide, I do deſire you to believe, that's higher duty 
hach poſſeſſed my ſoul for theſe diſcoveries, then any way my own particular ends do 
aim at, being che preſervation of the Kings perſon; however if my Neece can obtain 
the honour coveted, and our poor Countrey by chat means be preſerved from ruine, 
as I ſhall not envy the ones happineſs, ſo ſhall I intirely — — the others for- 
tunes. Meliander more and more admiring fojela's vertues and goodneſs, taking her 
white hand in his, he ſealed with his lips a ſeeming confirmation of her opinion and 
deſire, uſing withal cheſe words in the ceremony: Lady faidhe , as upon this pure 
Altar, I witneſs both your worth and my own ſacrifice, fo do I vow never willingly to 
attend any of the occaſions of Prince Arethuſius, without continually putting him 
in minde, of thoſe high obligatious he owes to your ſapream goodneſs and af- 

fection. | 
Much time more was not ſpent in communication, between the Lady foye/a and 
Meliander, before he took his leave, and went preſently to the Boat, which being un- 
looſed from the Bank (ide, quickly conveyed him over the River towards the place of 
his abode : In the interim many ſeveral thoughts imployed his minde « Some while 
he imagined, that poyela notwithſtanding her fair ſhews and pretences, might yet dii- 
lemble in ber intentions, being carried with ſome ſecret paſſions of love to the young 
Prince, or be tranſported by the natural ambition of her Brother Argylius, to ſer 
on work ſome pernicious den in his behalf tending to that purpoſe: But when he

Wich this fancy he either ſealed, or endeavoured to perſwade his refolntion;*whilt he 
could finde a fit opportunity to communieate his thought to the prince ſis Maſter, 
which within very few dayes ſpace he found aconvenicacy to do. JA tr! 
:. . Nevertheleſs the King, after he had with a linde of attentive patience, heard out 
the full period of all that Aeliauder hada minde to lay, he lifted-up his eyes to Hen · 
ven, with theſe words in his mouth: Is it poſſible ſaid he, that any vertue or honoue 
can remainin that trayterous family 3 No; uo Meliander,; theleſteming compliantes, 
are nothing but cunning baits guilded over with deadly poiſon; the more eaſily to be: 
tray my yomh and innocency, however Iam confident enough that AugN¹,7 umbi- 
tion, may carry him high enough in his imaꝑinations, whereby to think that his un- 
worthy daughter, is a match fit for the unfortunate Son of ſlaughtered Euarchus, who 
conſequently muſt ſtand in need of his aſfiftance, to renew thatquarrel, now almoſt 
laid aſleep by the inſenſibility of all other Princes and Monarchs of the leſſer 4: 
But O you. Gods defend ſaid he, my yet unhlemiſht honour and courage, from giving 
ear to theſe enehantments either of ſenſuality or falſhood, whereby 1 may keep my ſelf 
Rill a Prince, meriting at leaſtwiſe a noble pitty from my equals, though I dye proſe- 
cuted by my.inferiours, hoping that my ſpightſul fates, ſhall nevet be able ſo far to 
prevail with the Heavens, as to debar me of a monument worthy the memory of a 
King, however fortune never ſmiled upon my proſperity: neither ſnall a traytors 
Daughter be ever ſaid, to be the companion of my diſaſters or vertues, though'1 re- 
turn to new baniſhments; which death can finiſh when the Gods pleaſe; notwich- 
ſtanding what power or malice ſoever. - - -- - ort 151% 1g" 364 2 20 
Meliauder perceiving the Prince (as he thought) to be tranſported with the 
ſpleenitive ſuſpicion, hehad contracted in his imagination, againſt the paſt proceed- 
ings of Arg nliur, which made him in a manner loath all correſpondency with bis 
affairs, much leſs any inclination to become his Son- in law, notwithſtanding any 
terms of conveniency or benefit could be offered to his. preſent condition, his courage 
being as I may os mach — than his concernment, . ſince the value of a Crown, 
could not weigh.down in his opinion, the onely denomination of vertue and honour, 
humbly beſought him, that however his youthful paſſions, could not be for the pre- 
ſent, abſolutely converted, into a real belief of the Ladies integrity; at leaſtwiſe he 
would be pleaſed in ſome ſort for charities ſake, to ſuſpend his judgement towards a 
Virgin Lady, until ſome more trials could be bad concerning the truth of her infor- 
mations: This as he ſaid was not long to be concealed, either in the fortune, or pro- 
ceeding of the War, no more then what belonged to the intended match of the 
Daughter of Argylius, which no doubt would afford him a double benefit; the one 
in more fully diſcovering his enemies intentions, and laying open thereby Argylius in- 
tollerable ambition to the reſt of the Nobility; the other in letting the world per- 
ceive by plain demonſtration, how a few perſons for their own ends and covetouſ- 
neſs, had appetites if not deſigns to betray the Army; and by conſequence the 
whole Countrey to the Zydia» power and juriſdiction, whilſt himſelf nor one of his 
party, could be admitted to any imployment or command amongſt the Souldiers : 
Wherefore he deſired him to bury all his choughts and ſuſpicions from the eyes of 
vulgar knowledge, ſince it would be a great deal better for the pꝛople to finde their 
own errours, by the loſs, then by his information; which perhaps elſe they would in- 
terpret but as a prophetical ſpight in him, before the iſſue was determined either by 
action or probability; and to this purpoſe if he pleaſed, he might retire to ſome 
place convenient for the recreation of hunting, there to ſpend his time free from any 
danger of plots, or the leaſt ſuſpicion of jealouſie, either concerning. his own perſon, 
or the contrivements of his followers. N | 
As at laſt Arethuſius became entirely perſwaded by Melianders councel, fo the con. 
veniency of the C allidomian Forreſt (ſome diſtance from the City of Lampſacut) in- 
rĩted both the Princes courage and endeavours, to put in execution ſuch a reſolution, 
| | a accom- 
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accompanied onely by Meli auder and ſome few of his moſt truſty fervants, where 
they 3 to ſport themſelves for a jeaſon; but alſo further to conſult 
5 there ſnould be occaſion: The Forreſt was divided equally between Mountains and 
Plains, hamerer in many places over-ſhadowed wich mighty trees of fach an incre- 
dible beight, chat they ſeemed proudly to threaten, the lofty heavens in ambition; 
whilſt the inhabitants of thoſe Woods, were a certain kinde of wilde Cattle reſem- 
bling white Bulls, their manes being long and curled like Lions of the greateſt ſize, 
and their xgarings not much differing from ſuch creatures, when moſt fierce and enra- 
ged aſter their prey: Many dayes Arethuſius the Prince had not ſpent in theſe recrea- 
tions, having oftentimes in the interim, ſhewed both his courage and de in the 
putſuit, when one afternoon being ſomething tired, either with the fulneſs of his plea 
ſure, or by the trouble ſomneſs of his thoughts, he remained ſome ſpace behinde all the 
company; inſomuch as at laſt being her out of ſighe, and little entangled in 
bis paſſage, with the rude and thick , he was put to no ſmall eonſideration, how 
to redeem himſelf from that impriſonment; at leaftwiſe without inconveniency , to 
come again before night to the place of his abode : but the more he ſtrived by divers 
careful turnings, togwinde his horſes ſteps in thoſe thickets, towards the right way, he 
procured thereby more and more his own confuſion; until at laft being ina little de- 
ſpair, by reaſon the Sun as he perceived was almoſt fer (however he had recovered 
ſomething an even and large path for his better ſatisſaction) he might behold a cer- 
- tain image coming againſt him, reſembling a man: Upon his nearer approach he very 
well ſaw; that nothing covered his naked body, but a Panthers skin, eut rudely into 
the faſhion of a ſhort coat, the onely defence he had, whereby to reſiſt either heat or 
cold: The eyes in the head of this ſeeming Monſter, ſtared with fach appearing ter- 
rour, that if the Princes courage had not been much preaterthian his apprehenſion, 
he would preſently have fled from ſo horrid a ſpectacle: When he came at ſo conve- 
nient a diftance, that his words might be heard, a be thought by this appearing ſpi- 
rit, Arethæſius with confidence enough demanded whom he was, whoſe diſaſters or 
fates had driven as he ſaid, to ſuch a miſerable condition, that it was a queſtion , whe- 
ther be was to be accounted amongſt the living-or the dead, ſince however his 
motion ſeemed to make him of one opinion, yet his aſpeR in a manner eonſirmed his 
thoughts towards another ? 1 him alone in thoſe deſerto, where no- 
thing as he believed inhabited, but wilde Beaſts and infernal Ghoſts: -Scarce had Are. 
9 made an end of ſpeaking thus much, when the Savage ereature without other 
circumſtances, began tMaugh io loud, that the Woods appeared to tremble with the 
outrageouſneſs of the noiſe, until at laſt he-bellowed out theſe trange ptedictions to 
his apprehenſion, though in the interim hewinked with both his eyes, as if he feared 
what himſelf intended to utter. x PE re EW of

Wiek tbeſe words, and an unſpeakable hortourin bis countenatice, he preſently 
parted from the King, taking his way through the neighbouring Woods with —

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much celerity, chat he could not poſſible be eſteemed of humane generation; but ra- 
ther produced from ſome inſernal conjunction: It cannot be doudted but th ubex- 
pected encounter, accompanied by ſuch paſſages in that deſert habitatiom, when ulſo 
the chearful light of the heavens became ſomething obſcured, by the hatural deſcent 
of the Sun, could not chuſe but move a young mans thoughts to many apprehenſi- 
ons of fear and terrour ; which kept Aretb»ſs a long time a8 it were frozen in a 
ſopid amazement, until at the length having a little better recollected his ſpies, con.

fiderivg the neceſſity of his preſent condition, being altogether loſt in the 

his 9 he began again to put himſelf into a new poſture of travel, to try whe- 
ther or nb, he could finde ont ſome probable paſſage, whereby to attain to any dwel - 
ling, that might inform him of the nature, and wayes of the Countrey: As the 
paths he traced were very uncertain, being ſcarce beaten at any time by humane tres 
tures, ſo would the approaching night as he 7 prove an abſolute impediment 
to that commodity of information which he ſought : Theſe perturbations of his 
minde, occaſioned by the wilde mans demeanour and predictions, was no ſmall hin- 
derance either to his induſtry or endeavours; for he could not chuſe but reflect 
with more than an earneſt ittentiveneſs, as well upon the words he had delivered, as 
at the manner of his appearing in that ſolitary wilderneſs; though ſometime he 
imagined it onely to be a meer fancy, proceeding from the ſeveral — his 
own thoughts and paſſions : But when he conſidered all the circumſtances, with the 
manner of his carriage, and horrid ſhapes of his perſon, appearing to bis full view 
in the open day light, he was ſo far from conceiving it to be a dream, that he either 
perſwaded him ſelf, the party was ſome Devil ſent from God Plati infernal bubitati- 
on, to hinder again his proſperity in the Kingdom of Myſſia, or otherwiſe a Pro- 
pher of thoſe Woods directed from Divine Oracſes, to give him timely warnihg, 
both concerning his preſent concernments , and nis future fortunes; inſomuch as Re 
895 little to repent him, that he had not more violently endeavoured to have 
| boy ed his courſe, whereby to be better inſtructed in his skill and knowledge: With 
cheſe apprebenſions the Prince more-particularly reflected again upon thoſe rimes 
which the old Prophet had diſtinctiy delivered, until within a ſhort ſpace , he had as 
he thought reduced them clearly to his meindry, according to that order and method 
they are recited :. But however Prince Ar#th#pw fears were pretty well qualified and 
_ allayed, by his conſideration and natural conrage (his youth being perſwaded to à fa- 
yourable interpretation of the Gods purpoſes) yet the ſuddgn darkening of the ele- 
ment, whilſt he was buſily imployed in theſe diverſities of diſſtactions, brought upon 
him a new trouble, not onely how he might get out of the danger of thoſe Woods, 
(being as he knew inhabited by divers ſorts of ra venous Beaſts of ſundry natures) to 
ſome convenient lodging, but alſo his thoughts became filled with many imaginati- 
ons concerning bis future fates (for that uncouth ſeaſons for the moſt part, are accu- 
ſtomed to create horrour and dread in all ſuggeſtions of what kinde ſoever they be) 
however at laſt the Moon by little and little getting up to his no ſmall ſatisfaction, he 
was quickly induced to alight from bis horſe, the more commodiouſly to force a paſ-

to his deſign and intention; which at laſt brought his ſteps to ſomething an ample

. The King 18 theſe confiderations, being much wearied by reaſon of his uncer- 
tain trayels, alſa ſomeching terrified with his late a pparition , and out of all hope to

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oſe both his body and his thoughts in ſome accidental cave, which he might finde 
Takin he boweieof that hill; but failing, he intended to make the bare Sov a 
reſting place during the ſeaſon for his perſon, ſuppoſing his wakeful eyes with his 
Sword drawn ready in his hand, ſhould defend him from all wilde oppreſſions, of 
what nature ſoever: ſo that putting the bridle over his horſes head, and tying one 
end oſ it looſely to his girts, leſt his too much wantonneſs might ſtray afore morn- 
ing. farther then was convenient for his commodity, he left him preſently in this po- 
ſure, and went as he had determined to ſeek out his own lodging; where, as he was 
ſrarching very earneſtly every hollow nook within the Rocks, at laft he perceived with 
ſome ſatisfaction to his many apprehenſions, the ſhadow of a houſe ; ſufficiently ap- 
ing to his view by two or three lights in the windows: As this was (as it might be 
thought) no ſmall content to his wearied ſenſes, and no leſs tired imaginations (ha- 
ying met in his adventures with ſach diverſities of encounters and diſaſters) ſo inftant- 
ly without any delay, he haſtned to this expected, and (as he hoped for) fortunate 
habitation: at leaſtwiſe ſo judged by his fancy, if not with his reaſon. When he ap- 
pronched the entrance, he might perceive, that many fair trees in an orderly manner, 
ye both beauty and commodity to a gra ſſie walk before the gate; from the portal 
on either ſide ran an even wall, which incloſed in the court belonging to the houſe:

eween them , they both ſate down together in a large chair, ſpending the time in the 
interim, with many ſeveral diſcourſes of divers natures, which increaſed more and

accompanied by ſome women of the family, who preſently again retired after 
the meal was ended, they fell ro diſcourſes of trivial natures , rather as might be ſaid 
to paſs away the time towards digeſture, then to procure knowledge, or information 
by the circumftavees, until the old Lord conceiving the ſtranger a little wearied.by 
reaſon of his journey; or indeed himſelf accuſtomed to keep good hours, not onely 
called his ſervants to know whether the travellers Chamber were ready, but took him 
by the hand, and conducted him towards a room well furniſhed with a fire, inſtead of 
other magnificencies ; where preſently leaving him to his reſt, attended onely by the 
Steward of the houſe, and one ſervant to ſupply the place of a Groom, bimſelf al- 
ſo retired to bis appartament. Arethuſius beginning now to be more curious after 
information then ſleep, the man being gone Gut of the Chamber to provide ſome ne- 
ceſſaries for his better repoſe, defired the favour of the Steward that he might know, 
not onely to what perſon he owed the obligation of his preſent entertainment, but 
alſo the occaſion and circumftances, that had made him happy by ſo vertuous and no- 
ble an acquaintance, which he ſhould eſteem as he faid a good fortune ever after; be- 
ſides he might thereby, be better able to give an account to the King his Maſter, con- 
cerning his own adventures. : | 
Truly Sir replied the Steward, although I could wiſh you now ſome reſt, in re- 
gard of your troubleſome and weary journey, the night being far ſpent, and my 
ſtory perhaps may not much ſuit with your concernments, yet in regard you ſeem 
pleaſed to impoſe the injunction upon me at preſent, knowing that my Lord and Ma- 
ſer intends really your ſatisfaction, in all things within this poor Dominion, as a per- 
ſon that hath ſo near a relation to the King, 1-ſhall moſt willingly apply my ſelf to the 
falfifling of your commands in this particular, as in any other thing may afford you 
content. g | | 
To this purpoſe then be pleaſed to know ſaid he, that my old Lord and moſt boun- 
tifal Mafter by birth, claimed the firſt title in honour, of this ancient, though now 
unfortunate Kingdom of Myſſia; and the Nobility for the moſt part being incli- 
nable in their natures, to ſeek breeding or ſubſiſtance in forreign regions, rather then 
to be fed with the productions of their own barren Countrey , which I may ſay bath 
brought forth in all times, rather troubles and want of fidelity to their Kings, then 
ſatis faction to themſelves, until at laſt new opinions concerning the Worſhip of the 
Gods, that thwarted the obedience formerly given to the Temple of Delphos, ſeem- 
ed to afford ſufficient imployment to the thoughts and mindes of all ſorts of people; 
not onely with violence contending one againſt another, but ſometimes even 
driving out their Kings and Queens from the peaceable Government of their 
own Rights and Dominions, made him a traveller; however C uarchu Father by 
his much wiſdom though more policy, made a ſhift during his reign (eſpecially 
in the latter part thereof) to keep all things in quiet poſtures , pretending that 
elfe his fucceſſion to the rich * 145 of Lydia would be obſtructed, as well 
to his Joſs as their detrement , which maintained us in peace as I ſaid, until Eu- 
archys our late King came to the Crown of both Dominions : In the inte- 
rim as I told you at the firft, my Lord being induced by the euſtome of the 
Countrey, and his own generous nature to travel, according to the manner of the 
Nobitity in the general, whether by chance or defign proſecuting of his intention, he 
arrived at the great and famous City of Dr/phos ; where either taken with the —_— 
an 
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and glories of the Temple, or abſolutely convinced as he thought in his former er- 
rours, not onely in minde ſeemed to quit his opinions, but openly profeſſed to the 
world hi change of Religion, as well for that lat found his Countreymen became re- 
bellions in holding the contrary, as that the appearing faith and practice of De/phor, 
had onelyj continued conſtant during many ages wit diſobedience to their ſupe- 
riours and governouts, which perhaps kept him longer abroad then he determined: 
Bur at ſaſt hearing E uarchus Father had ſercled a quiet ſelicity in the Kingdom of 
My ſia,” contrary to all mens expectations, both with the peoples actions and their 
conſtiences, and that he had altogether ſuppreſſed the factions apainſt himſelf and 
Government, he ventured once more to fee his own patrimony, notwithRanding he 
bad been offered very fair preferments abroad, as well in the Wars of other Princes, 
as concerning imployments belonging to Religion and Learning: With theſe hopes 
as I ſay of a peaceable continuance, within a — or there about after his reſolution, 
he came to the City of Lampſacus, where yet he hath a dwelling anſwerable to his de- 
gree, if any qublity whatſoever, could keep him from the miſerable oppreſſion ot 
che times, where he intended for the moſt part to remain, contenting himſelf, that he 
had not onely as he thought made choice of the beſt Worſhip of the Gods, free from 
faction and the leaſt ſeeming diſloyalty to his Prince, but had alſo furniſhed both his 
eyes and knowledge, with the greateſt curioſities in nature or arts,that the world could 
produce: In this poſture you muſt know , he ſoon took a Wife equal unto him both 
in birth and fortunes, many years they lived together moſt happily, as well for that 
they agreed in all religious duties, as the Gods beſtowed upon their chaſte endeavours 
4 5 — iſſue, ſome of which you ſaw this night at ſupper; the reſt being either 
dead or diſperſed through the world, according to the diverſity of their ſeveral fates ; 
though my Lady in the interim, was taken into the heavens, for her own goodneſs 
and unexampled charity uſed amongſt N during her life here in this earthly ha- 
bitation: Whilſt the Steward was continting this diſcourſe, the ſervant formerly 
mentioned came again into the Chamber; inſomuch as being warned by the offi- 
cers direction another time to depart , be inſtantly retired, leaving them to their 
private communication, which returned the diſcreet Geatleman to this new proſecu- 
tion of his relation, ns Re Rn Ke) 

I muſt tell you ſaid he, that however my Lord being a moſt ſolitary Widower in 
regard of his dear loſs, yet didhe live with ſplendor enough in his Countrey ; ſome» 
times at Lampſacu and other houſes belonging to himſelf and family; other whiles 
again he took a pleaſure to retire both his perſon and thoughts, within the compaſs 
of theſe melancholly Woods, either for the benefit of contemplation, or the bet- 
ter to refreſh his ſpirits in this Forreſt of Caledonia, who is by birth and inheri- 
tance the chief Ranger thereof under the King, until the Father of Exarchws dy- 
ing, the Son came into the Kingdom of Myſſia to be Crowned : So that my 
' Maſter with the reft of the Nobility of the Countrey entertaining him, according to 
the dignity of choſe ceremonies then uſed , himſelf was created by his Royal Pre- 
rogarive , into ſome of the higheſt and moſt eminent Titles of Honour, as being a 
perſon belike noted of principal fidelity to his Prince, whereas many others ſeemed to 
contradict his proceedings, in divers matters that belonged to his future command 
and juriſdiction: Whether this ſpecial favour or no procured my Lord more envy 
I will not ſay? but ſoit was, Esarchus our King ſoon again returning into Lydia, 
it happened not long after his departure, that many of the Prieſts: of our Nation, 
with ſome of the diſcontented Nobility, began to ſhew evident ſignes, not onely of 
their ambition, but their ſpight, demonſtrated as well by their actions as their diſ- 
courſes : The firſt pretence of their diſlike was, that their King neither at the pre- 
ſent remained in the Countrey , or intended to live amongſt them ever after, which 
as they ſaid in time would impoveriſh the whole generality, without the leaſt hope of 
advancing either their eſteems, or continuing their fortunes , itithat bis Deputies did 
nothing elſe but ſell Juſtice to the People, and diſhonour the Nobility, whereby the 
better to be able to procure favour from the Zydiany Court, which at that diſtance one- 
fy endeavoured to command every perſons actions, of what degree or fidelity yy 2

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Are huſius after he had thanked the Steward for his relation, he let him know, chat 
the King had no ſuch ill opinion of thoſe perſons, that profeſſed the fame Worſtip 
of, the Gods with his honoured Lord and Maſter, although he was forced for the pre- 
ſeat co comply in that particular, with many things elſe with choſe, as he Knew nei- 
ther loved him nor his cauſe ; however he did not-remember; as he faid; that the Kin 
had ever yielded to the publiſhing of 3 decree : Some other diſcourſes pal 
between them of ſeveral natures, until the Candles waxing ſhort, the Offiter found 
it high time to recommend Arerhw/ins to his neceſſary reſt; wherefore calling in che 
ſervant (who had atcended all that while in the next room) with fome few comple- 
ments took his leave, promiſing in the morning to be more ſerviceable to bis deſires in 
what things he ſhould be pleaſed farther to commanec. | | | 

Prince Arethuſias however he had bad a ſubjeR given him for conſideration, with 
thoſe other adventures he had paſſed the day beſate, yet weariſomeneſs joyned witli 
his youth. made bim take his repoſe during the night ſeaſon, without man pertur ba- 
tions either of minde or body; in which poſture he continued until the early ſan 
tha next morning ſaluted his Chamber. windom, and being awake he called co remem- 
brance, where he had left his Horſe the evening before, that as it ſhonid fees till 
then, had been buried in the confuſion both ef his t and entertaigments: The 
ſadden apprehenſion of this omiſſibn canied him to tiſe, and by «hance.

The Gardens themſelves were cut out of the main Rock, into many deſeenty one 
above the othen, for that nature had not afforded a ſufficient quantity of ground, (as 
| i" 
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it ſhould ſeem) hereby to make any conſiderable plain for that purpoſe, which how. 
eyer, although it appeared for that reaſon; not much pleaſing and delightful to the 
eye, yet it gauea certain commodity to the expectation, whereby to ſeek new vari- 
9 and turning, as they by degrees mounted the ſteps; and 
that which ga- greateſt beauty to the place was, many runlets of water diſtilling 
from the Kones, or rather between them, being all received in one ſmall Ciftern ; and 
ſo conyeigheg in a plentiful. meaſure ta divers parts of thoſe ſolitary walks; as ĩt were 
onely to create Fountains of feueral ſorts, thouꝑh rude and unpoliſhed in the work- 

manſhip.;. beſides trees here and there placed in knots and groves without · order, 
that made the Garden in the whole, ſeem to be a kinde of «little though artificial 

Forreſt, ordained for the recreation of ſome Goddeſs, in her private retirements 
and.contemplation:' Ar the upper end of all the walks, near the top of the Hill, 
was a fat piece of ground of a reaſonable capacity to exertiſe ſports of ſundry 
kindes, finely turfed with the fruitfulleſt ſoylof the Forreſt, the hue appearing both 

green and flouriſhing ; which ſhewed that ordinary ſeet were not acchſtomed to 

trample (when they pleaſed) upon the verdure of that natural Carpet, however at 

the extremity thereof was raiſed a Bank, or rather a Tarras of four foot in height, 

ſupported by a low wall; compoſed of flint and brick together, and deſigned into ſe- 

veral works, according to the pleaſure, and uns kilful fancy of thoſe-workmen'; that 

either acted in part, or contrived the building; beſides at each end thereof, was 

erected a ſmall; Banqueting houſe, covered with blew Slait, cut into the form of ſcol- 

lop ſhells: In the middle there was another Arbour, though differing in ſhape, yet 

much mote exact to the view, appearing (as indeed it was) ſome Oratory or Temple 

belonging to the Gods particular Worſhip. To the firſt of theſe Banqueting· hou- 

ſes. (being neareſt thoſe ſtairs they aſcended) 4rerb»ſpre the unknown King, was 
ſoon invited by the old Lord, who with that key he carried in his hand opened the 

door; when preſently was diſcovered to his ſight, many Bowes and Arrows, with 

other. 5 rag belong Bro hunting and a Forreſters life, which weapons he told the 

Prince in his youth, he had made uſe of with more then ordinary paſſion , but now 

his years would not give him leave ſo frequently to enjoy that commodity, and there- 

fore was content onely, to keep the Monuments of his active delights, inftead of 
any logger putting them in much practice: from this place they went to the little 

Chappel, in which there ſtood an Altar farniſhed with many ſmall ſtatues of ſeveral] 

Gods and Goddeſſes: After that Arethuſius had ſufficienrly viewed thoſe curioſities, 

(for curioſities they might be very well cal led by his apprehenſion, ſince the uſe of 
Images had been a long time ago prohibited in all the Temples of the Lydia 
Government) he was told by Auguiſius, (the Lord being io called) that this was the 

private. Oratory, whereunto he daily reſorted. to perform his ordinary devotions, 
the pictures being a means to retain his minde attentive in his holy exerciſe; which cu- 
ſtom was uſed in the Temple of Delp. 

Areshuſius being ſomething taken with theſe obſervations, to which himſelf from 
is very infancy had never been brought up, and ſcarce heard of the practice before 

his journey into the Kingdom of Syria, began a little to queſtion with the Lord con- 

ceruing his opinions in Religion, differing fo much as he ſaid from the My ſſian 

Rites; and more principally, for that᷑ he ſeemed to adore thoſe ſtatues as Gods, at 

leaſt wiſe ſo pretended by many Prieſts of the Nation: At this demand of the young 

Prince, Auguiſius ſeemed to ſmile, believing that his information came either from 

ignorance or malice, and within a ſhort while afcer made him this anſwer: As. theſe 

allegations and objections, ſaid he, are not the firſt deluſions, with which the crafty 

and diſſembling Prieſts of our Countrey, have couzened the thoughts and apprehen- 

ſion of the common people, whereby the better co work their own ends upon them, 
for their 8 advantage, bich bath partly outed the King from all his privi- 


ledges and Iuriſdiction; ſo of the other fide, give me lea ve to fay, (as I told you at 
the firſt) that we e onely but to keep in our mindes and thoughts more at- 


tentive, and better fixed to our devotions, ſince the repreſentation of perſons, and 
actions by figures and ſimilitudes, cannot but recollect our memories to thoſe actions 
they 
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did in their lives, withall to ſhew; what they were in goodneſs and ſanRity* and 
— — will be a means to enſlame the more our defires, not — their 
2dmiration; their imication;; the one pious concerning the Gods honour, che 
other profitablotowards our own happineſs : However replicd the Printe, this may 
be the iacention'of: moſt, yet methinks the beſt atrentiveneſs ſhould be a cerrain 
ſtrong inward apprehenſion, when as diverſity of repreſentations, do but inſtead of 
recollection; diſtract and perturbate the — to ſeveral fancies, that carry pee 
oſtentimes from the very matter they intend, whereby to confider onely the cir- 
cumiſtandes, which perhaps are moſt delighiſul to nature, and better agreeing with 
humane appetites: As for example, if we deſire to conſider any thing deeply , we 
uſe to ſhut our eyes, for fear of beholding over many objects, that might be an oc- 
caſion to unfix our thoughts from off the ſubject aimed at: Tis true, ſaid the Lord; 
I muſt conſeſt if once we had arrived to that period of ſunctity, that we needed no 
helps to our frailty, we ſhould perhaps enjoy ſuch a forceable apprehenſion inwardly, 
that might be attentive enough in matters of devotion, meerly by fixing our 
thoughts upon the principal object; but as — perſon is not fo recollected in ſpi- 
rit, but muſt be led thereunto by degrees and ordinary means, until a perfection be 
attained, ſo it is convenient, if not neceſſary to prevent diſtractions before they 
come, to ſet before our eyes ſomething that may preſent unto our mindes, thoſe ex- 
amples we deſire and intend to follow, which eiſe might be diverted from our 
thoughts by multitudes of worldly fancies, moſt — nature and appetite; for 
the purpoſe, we are accuſtomed to put the heads of Traytors and Offenders , in 
ſome publick and remarkable place of horrour , whereby people might be deterred 
by ſuch ſpectacles, to commit the like crimes, as it were continually renewing to their 
memories, the facts for which they fuffered their puniſhmerits: Of the contrary, 
again you ſee Statues are erected to the honour of brave and worthy perſons, where- 
by the vulgar may be animated co their imitation, beholding ſo lively the objects of 
their rewards, whoſe actions and deſervings, would elſe in time perhaps be utterly 
forgotten amongſt men, to the prejudice of vertue and example: Beſides,” why do we 
—_ upon the Tombs of onr dead Anceſtors and Friends, keeping their Pi- 

5 as long as we can in our houſes from age to age? But to conſerve alwayes 
their ſimilitudes and repreſentations in the Family; and ſhall we be leſs juſt to thoſe 
admirable perſons, whom the Gods have not onely taken to themſelves, in a petfect 
way of felicity and honour, but in ſome ſort deſigned them in the world, whilſt they 
here lived for our patterns and inſtruction? Wherefore more neceſſary ſtiff, to re- 
tain their memoties in our company: So that I muſt conclude, thoſe arguments to 
be moſt jmpertinent, if not altogether frivolous, that would deftroy ſo beneficial, a 
cuſtom , at leaſtwiſe for the ignorant people, who cannot but ſuffer oftentimes mul- 
titudes of diſtractions in their ordinary devotions; when as we ſee criumphs are grant- 
ed to brave and courageous Generals after Battles, as well to honour themſelves , as 
to let the vulgar more plainly apprehend thereby, what was acted for the good and 
glory of a Commonwealth; books and ſtories are onely written, to keep noble pro- 
ceedings freſher in memory for future ages, as the contrary to be in deteſtation with 
the world, they being no other then certain Images to the minde, as Pictures are to 
the eyes, both ſetting forth to the imagination as may be ſuppoſed, examples to be 
followed or avoided. However replied Arethuſius, notwithſtanding I might grant 
it to be true what you have alledged, that Images in ſome ſore were a means to put 
people in remembrance of vertuous actions, and fo by conſequence do inflame mens 
mindes to the like imitation ; yet you cannot deny, but when yon adore them as that 
vertue it ſelf, or as ſome do eſteem them very Gods indecd, it is an impiety of the 
higheſt naturecan be thought upon, to the derogation of all Divinity, with the rea! 
diſhonour of the great God of Heaven, who is no doubt moſt preciſe and jealous 
of his own Worſhip upon earth: O yon Gods, ſaid Auguiſius, who bath poſſeſt 

ou with the ſtrange and falſe opinions concerning our ations? When there is no 
pacity fo groſs and ſimple of out Religion, but being demanded the queſtion, u bat 
they hold of Statues and pictures, will readily return this anſwer, that they _ 
worſhip

with honour and varieties: Some half an hours time, they continued 
petty rarities, and turning over many papers and books ; until at laſt, 
eady to come away, the King eſpyed an old parchment writing, which taken in his 
hand. (the Lord in the interim being gone out of doors to perform ſome neceſſary 
office) the thing ſpoke this language in Meetre.

Arethuſtus in his minde, comparing this writing, to thoſe words delivered the day 
before in the Forreſt by the wilde man , not onely made him ſomethiog earneftly 
for the preſent ſtüdy upon the buſineſs, but, became abſolutely confirmed in his 
Ce the predictions concerned moſt his own particular, and therefore had

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the old Lord Auguiſius again entring the room, with an intention to invite him to 
ſbme other divertiſement; he was ſamething diverted from his reſolutions; the Prince 
notwithſtanding having the parchment in his hand, with a kinde of a merry counte 
nance, began to make this 8 for himſelf. « 42 ; 
Sir, ſaid he, pre ſuming upon goodneſs and courteſie, ſeeing I have made bold 
in your abſence, with ſome of your writings, which however I mult confeſs, leaves me 
as liecle ſacisfied, as if I had read nothing at all, rather perhaps proceeding from the 
weakneſs of my own underſtanding, then from the difficulty of the matter it relates; 
I muſt become a ſuppliant to you for the further expounding of the Text. AugaiSus 
firſt ſmiling upon the King, and then taking him by the hand; detired him they might 
fit down together in the Couch-chair, in regard of his age, for that he had already 
as be ſaid, paſt the uttermoſt bounds of his morning exerciſe , which being done, the 
Lord in a moſt ſerious manner uſed this diſcourſe to Aretbaſius. e e e 
+» Moſt gent le and noble Gueſt, ſaid he, as perhaps writings of this nature, may ſeem 
to molt perſons but im pertinent and frivolous ſtuff, in regard of their uncertainty 
in ſome kindes. yet conſidering both their antiquity when they were writ, (looking 
upon the character) and the many things that are already come to pals, not poſſible 
then to be forethought, we cannot but very well imagine the predictions themſelves 
to have proceeded from ſome divine power, either acting or permitting; and ſo by 
conſequence led us to a veneration or admiration of the intention; nay, put caſe 
they ſhould be contrived or pronounced, but by the violence of infernal ſpirits, yet 
hen they fall out to be true in the effects, we ought without queſtion believe, they 
were ſo conſtrained to deliver the knowledge that was infuſed into them, or at leaſt 
itted to reveal what themſelves have a minde ſhould be divulged to the world, 
r the further ſatisfaction of mankinde, concerning the revolution of humane af - 
fairs: Of the coutrary what can be gathered from the meer rules of Aſtrology, is 
alcogether uncertain, as depending onely upon thoſe conjunRions, that may fail in 
their operation, by ſome interpoſing accidents, if not in the punRual calculation of 
the time, by.reaſon of miſinformation in any part; for if Aſtronomers cannot alwayes 
hit right of the weather, that moſt depends upon natural cauſes, how is it poſlible 
Aſtrologers ſhould be fare of future things, as I may ſay wholly belonging to Di- 
vinity > Since they may be altered and changed, both by acqidents and [heavenly de- 
crees, according to the ſeveral ſubjects they are to work upon. But predictions pro- 
nounced by Oracles, are more ſettled and extraordinary, as intended to ſhew forth 
ſome matter _—_— to be known, either for amendment of lives, or the puniſhment 
of crimes, whereby the like may be avoided or followed in other ages: This being 
anted, I may tay, the writing that you have in your hand, hath not been onely re- 
erved by my Anceſtors and my ſelf for many years, but the firſt part of it is evidently. 
ſcen to be fulfilled, in the death and deſtruction of Euarchus our late King, with the 
preſent invaſion of our Country, which is to be feared, may prove a ruine in the general. 
of all y/ia;ſo that not otherwiſe to be preſumed but that the reſt will follow in time 
and order; onely the defects of predictions are, leſt they be either corrupted in the 
often tranſcribing them, (wherefore uncertain) or the termination of their effect, 
ſeldom to be underſtood before they come to paſs, and ſb oftentimes prove of little or 
no benefit at all to the Reader. *Tis true, with a ſmall ſearch I might produce, 
ſaid he, many other old Papers of. the like kinde; but as this will be more then 
ſufficient for your preſent entertainment, ſince Youth is not accuſtomed to be de- 
lighted with difficult conjeRures of this nature, ſo ſhall I end my diſcourſe of this 
ſubject at the preſent, however with this aſſurance, that there is at this very time, ma- 
ny other things delivered, concerning the fate of this Nation, by a certain kinde of 
wilde man; or rather a ſpirit living amongſt theſe Woods, who ſeldom or never en- 
countreth any perſon, but in the night ſeaſon; yet leaveth his -Propheſies. written in 
green leaves, or upon the bark of old trees, as it ſhould ſcem when the occaſion. or 
opportunity is offered: Theſe words made the Prince not onely 8 little ſtartle, at 
the ſudden apprehenſion of his on adventure, but began exceedingly to bluſh with 
the very conſideration, wherher he ſhould —_— - 3 what himſelf had 
met

Lycius, had both traiterouſiy 
and cowardly loft the whole. Myſſian Army, to the power and forces of Hercrambrotus, 
before or near the walls of the City of Lampſaca: : foe however be ſeemed 
at the firſt amazed at this news, yet at the laſt raifing himſelf from his bed and hold- 
aven, he thanked the Gods that by this defeat, bis own integrity 
xd as well as tys enemicstreaſons; When, Meliander had-a little quicted the 
alt on, he advertiſed him alſo of the circumſtances belonging to this deſtructi- 

and withal igt imated, that as it would be neceſſary now for him, to take poſſeſſion 
ol that nd, which Lycius had nnworthily quitted, not having a heart, as he

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fad, farther to proſecute the war, ſd ſhould he endeavour himſelf with all expedi.

youthfull courage and hopes elevated his thoughts almoſt to miracles: But the co- 
ming into rhe Chamber of the old Nobleman , and his Son Pariſimeuus, for the 
ar put off their communication; the Eord being extreamly violent to make 
tome R pology, for the not knowing the Kings perſon, in his entertaĩnments 
within that habitation: ¶ Arethuſius whoſe natute was both courteous and affecti- 
otixte, not onely ſoon excuſed all his proceedings in that nature, taking the fault 
wholiy upon himſelf,” as being altogether unwilling to be diſcovered by any in that 
poſture, but afſured/him, he would receive-Parſmenss inſtantly into his neareſt ſer- 
vice and truſt, and continue for ever his love and thankfulneſs to all the Family : Ma- 
2 not paſs after theſe congratulations, before the Prince took his journey 
rowards'the City of Lamgſacut, as Meliander did to the other parts of the King- 
dom, whereby with more conveniency to leavy new Forces; although the King found 
thoſe Troops belonging to Lycins Army, (chat had: eſcaped the flaughter) much 
ſtuttered over the whole Countrey; by which means ſome difficulty was to get them 
e his own courage and induſtry, with the augmentation of thoſe ſup- 
plies which Me liander after ſome weeks, brought to his ſervice, he began at laſt ro 
form a competent number of Souldiers, fit as he thought to encounter the whole Ly- 
dias Portes: Nevertheleſs Hercrombrotus paſſing over the great River, that divides 
the Territory of Lampſacus, from the Northern parts of the reſt of the Kingdom 
of Myſſia, and marching farther amongſt the hills, though upon what deſign not 
well underſtood, Arethuſius doubting,” leſt ſome treaſon might incompaſs him of a 
ſadden amongſt the mountains; where neither his own courage, nor his Souldiers fide- 
lity Mould appear; reſolved to try his fortupes in Lydia it ſeff; hoping withal in the 
abſence of Hercrombrotus, (that fortunatoand eſteemed victorious General) the peo - 
ple would be more inclinable to his aſſiſtante: Beſides he conſidered, that as his own 
Army conſiſting of ſeveral people, anchſo conſequentſy ſubject to divers intereſts and 
aſſections, would probably better behave themſelves in a ſtrange Countrey of wealth 
and plenty, then in their own habitation, furniſhed generally with nothing but want 
and barrenneſs. Theſe ſuppoſitions I ſay, made the young King of a ſudden , leave 
Myſſia, the Lydian Army being as he thought ſufficiently ingaged , within the com- 
paſs of Rocks and Rivers, not capable to do him much prejudice at his back, before 
he had taken poſſeſſion of the greateſt part of that Kingdom, he had moſt defire 
and appetite to enjoy: But as the Senate of Jydia fitting at Sardis , having quick 
intelligence of the Princes march, prepared in an inſtant, multitudes of armed troops 
to encounter his defign ; ſothe wealth of the great City of the Nation, ſeeming 
loath to be ſarprized by a barbarous Army of Myſſians, ſent out other Forces; be- 
ſides Hercrombrot us himſelf, underſtanding by ſome hired Spies amongſt the Souldi- 
ers, that Arethaſius was undoubtedly gone into Lydia, of a ſudden either changed 
his purpoſe of proceeding farther in the Countrey, or diſſemblingly appeared to al- 
ter whart he never intended at the firſt, inſomuch as within a few / Bn time; he fol. 
lowed the Prince cloſe at the heels, whereby poor Arethuſius found his Troops quick- 
ly in a manner encompaſſed about by many well furniſhed Armies: But however the 
gallent Prince was in this poſture, notonely an object of misfortune , but a very ſub- 
ject prepared ready for deſtruction, and ſo conſequently could not but entertain per- 
plexities enough in his minde, yet his courage (which notwithſtanding appeared in- 
vincible) after the aſſembling of his Souldiers together, cauſed him to make this un- 
daunted . whole Army. | F 
- Though neceſſit ), if not deſperation, ſaid he, may ſeem at preſent; to withhold our 
hopes from every part of this ungrateful Kingdom of Lydia, ſince the people ap- 
pear as backward towards our aſſiſtance, as our enemies are numerous in oppoſition, 
yet let our fortitude and courage redeem us from the misfortune, with this ap- 
prehenſion and certainty , that if we had ſtill ſtaid in Myſſia, we ſhould have been 
imprifoned amongſt Rocks and Mountains, where as _ at the worſt we have liberty

ver period expected in this world, then either to conquer with your King, or die for 
your honour ; or what viler Character can be ſet upon a — ehdeso; leave him 
in the field, or not to help your felves in your dangers > eſpecially hen your Ca- 
ptain offers to mix his blood wich yours, towards the redemptioi of the whole Ar- 
my now engaged, whereby again torecover that loft reputation, hic the 275 fiime 
have f of late by cowardlineſs and treaſoſ: Fear 1 muſt tell you, is 4 dying 
before death comes; and reſolution doth ſeurce taſte of it when it is preſent: No 
man is a flave but in his own appre henſions; for true;valour cannot be conquered, 
though put nevet ſo much to the worſt : Let not the prevailing” fortunes of Her- 
crom brot us (grounded chiefly upon opinion) deprive us of thoſe: rights, which na- 
ture owes us as well by difpoticion as birth; ſince if we cannot obtain dominion: in 
regard of the p neſs of our fates, we will deſpife the poſſeſſion for a more 
glorious acquiſition : The enjoyment of earthly things, is rather à ſenſuality then 
an eſſence, when as the hope of eternal fame, ought ſtill co continue the worlds am- 
bition. This _ faid, the Souldiers with one voice, ſeemed to cry up his bra very, 
which encouraged moſt of the Commanders to lead on their Troops, towards a for- 
tified Town, the better there to attend the commingof the enemy. 

But however the yourhful and galfant Oration of Aiethiſius, appeared to have 
raiſed the thoughts and courages of moſt of his Army, yet his friends perceived a- 
mongſt the Troops, many malevolent aſpeRs, tending either to treaſon or deſpair, 
which notwithftaoding the Prince would not endure to underſtand, much leſs was 
there any time co to examine particulars of that nature, ſince Hercrombrorus 
the Lydian General came on with ſuch a violent fury, as that AMeliander had ſcarce 
ſpace given him to range bis ſouldiers, in a convenient order for reſiſtance; neverthe- 
leſs not to be backward either in his duty or diligence , with all poſſible haſte he 
thus diſpoſed of the Kings Army. is | | 

The Town it felf was ſeated upon the banks of a fair River, the Meadows and 
flowery fields of the one ſide, giving it beauty and commodity, as of the other part, 
the walls afforded the houſes ſufficient ſpace, for Souldiers to walk the rounds, where- 
by the better to keep the plate in a poſture of defence, againſt the attempts and aſ- 
ſault of the enemy: As AMeliander gave the command of the City to one Ly/ander, 
a near Kinſman to old Zycia the ui as General, vrho had ſworn a perfect fidelity 
to the Kings ſervice, ſo had he deſigned certain Troops, under bis own direction, of 
the other fide of the water, to keep the numerable leavies of the Senates forces, from 
comimg too near the buildings, whereby to prejudicetheir defence in any kindo; in 
the interim alſo giving order to Lyſander upon occaſion, to ſupply him with ſouldiers 
in boats, if he ſhould ſee the enemy, any way prevail againſt that part of the Ar- 
my under his Command: But Arethuſtus whole courage could not be circumſcribed, 


although bis fortune might prove defective, choſe with ſelected bands himſelf in per- 


ſos, to give the firſt charge to Hercrombrotus camp, ſome furlongs then diſtant from 
the Town, The gallant bravery that the Prince ſhewed in this reſolution, cannot be 
by Foie the Language of an ordinary Pen, onely let it ſuffice to ſay, that attended 


by Pariſmenus, and ſome other of his truſty ſervants, with a violence that rather re- 
ſembled a ſtorm deſtinated for ruine and deſtruction, then any humane, much 'leſs . 
paſſi ve valour for ſſangliter, he drove the Zydian Souldiers up to the very Walls 
and Ditches of their forritications: Which Hercrumbrorus perceiving with eyes, a5 
it might be t t that ſparkled out both ſhame and revenge at the fame time, 
not onely uphraided bis Troops cowardlineſs, that a young man almoſt already 
buried in his misfortunes, ſhould by their bafeneſſe overthrow that honour, (us 
he ſaid) which for fo many years they had got in the wars, to the haziard of all the

Senatesfelicicy , bat took preſently a ſpear in his hand, mounting on borſe-back, at 
the ſame ĩnſtant, endeavoured to finde out the Prince, either for glory, ora chaſtiſe- 
ment. The Kivg with his Sword drawn, accompaniedby Pariſwientie hls ſquite, was 
then chaſing other companies into their ſevareſt places for their bettet ſafety, who 
like a flying Mars ſeemed.co triumph both. in blood and victory: No. ſooner Had 
Artibujes.elpyed Hercrombrotus, but with a certain kinde of inſtinc of batted, tit: 
ed with paſſion, he gave his horſe both ſpurs and taines m a full and violent cärr ter, 
top arda ibe place where be lto0d : - Hererombrora quickly finding his merting by his 
poſture, not expecting any equality in the meeting, the Prince having onely his naked 
Sword in lieu of a Lance, putting preſently his Spear in liisReft ; eacountered Him 
with no other ſucceſs then that he brake his ſtaff up to the very handle up Aretha. 
ſin ſnield, which gave the General warning ſpeedily , co Uraw/ out the weapon he 
had dy his fide, leſt che no more then that difference, might have been repayed with 
the loſs of his own life, ſince be knew, however the young King was inade up as well 
of honour as. courage; yet he doubted there be few complements of 
courteſie in his breaſt, as well in regard bf his Father as himiſelf: In this poſture they 
continued, each ſtriving to wound one another, the Prince with violence and paiſien, 
according to the apprehenſſon of his injuries, however guided with a tertain natural 
dexterity, the other with more caution and circumſpectſou, as if his years had ſom̃e - 
thing cooled his valour, or moderated bis haſte, until Yariſnenus coming in ſudden- 
ly ſrom ſome other ſlaughters, and finding the King his maſter thus unexpectedly en- 
gaged in a ſingle combat , not onely preſently made a blow at Hercromtrot us, by 
which he became wounded in the thigh, but many Troops appeating of either nde, 
there was no more opportunity left, to end the quartel; eſpteially for that Hercrom- 
brot preſently retired wich moſt of his Forces into his former fortifjtations, their 
intending not onely to binde up thoſe fem hurts which he had received, but to enquire 
farther after the ſucceſs of the reſt of the Army under his command: The Ptince be- 
ing thus deprived as he thought, both of his glory and his tevenge, not onely anima- 
ted his Souldiers, with violence to ſcale the walls of the Fort, bur hiniſelf in petſoti 
attempted to perform, even admirable, if not miraculous actions. | „ 
But thoſe within the rampers, kept him at ſome diſtance by their Darts and Ar- 
rows, until his brave horſe being wounded unto death, he was forced in ſome fort to 
retire for the exchange of a new, which he borrowed for 14 preſent of one of his 
Bed-Chamber, named Zymerenus, who was ſlaughtered in the plate, as a teſtimony 
of his fidelity to his maſter, co the no ſmall grief and vexation of Arethuſius, whole 
noble compaſſion was thete expreſſed, as much as the ſeaſon would permit, 3 
no time to give him more formal Funerals, ſeeing himſelf, and ſo many other gal- 
lant perſons were deſperately engaged in a moſt unequal encounter; for mültitudes 
had beſieged all their appearing hopes and fortunes: Whilſt the King was making 
ſome pauſe, whereby the better to renew his intention of aſſault, he became 5 
advertiſed by an expreſs meſſenger, that Meliander on the other (ide the water, need- 
ed alſo a ſpeedy ſupply to keep bim from ruine, in that many Troops not befote dif- 
covered, had by ſome ſtratagem tranſported themſelves over the River : This 
intelligence gave quick wings, as well to the thoughts, as the courage of men 
wherefore leaving Hercrombrotus encloſed in his ortification ; he paſt many of his 
companies through the Gates of the City, wiſhing them to ſhut thoſe again next 
the General of the Lydia» Army in his abſence, left ſome advantage thereby might 
be taken towards the loſs or prejudice of the Town, that had appeared fo fathful it) 
his ſervice: When the young King with much haſte and paſſion enough, way come 
to the Rivers ſide, thinking to paſs over his Troops for Melianders reſcue , by ſuch 
Boats be had cauſed to be made, and commanded alwayes to attend ready for ſucli au 
expedition, he found them all vaniſhed from his ſervice, notwithſtanding he was in- 
formed, they had conveyed many Souldiers up the ſtream of the Senates Forces, 
which was the reaſon that Meliander was now unexpectedly aſſaulted with nme- 
rous companies: Though it was eafily to be perceived by this diſafter , that Ly/ander 
the Governour of the Town, had played the notorious traytor , yet Arethuſius cal- 
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xceſſive grief from burſting ſorth from his fair eyes, wich ſuch expreflions, as made 
bis followers alſo ſned many tears, as well for their maſters ſorrow, as for thetofs of 
ſuch brave and faithful Souldiers; but time and theit neceſſities would not ſuffer them 
to dwell long upon contemplation, ſince the Princes ſafety began now to be threatned 
in a high nature, as well in regard of Lyſanders treaſon, as Her erumbrot us prevailing 
Some would have had their King preſently to have taken his courſe by 

flighe, in thoſe general combuſtions, and not ſarthet to expect the determination 
and (ucceſs. of the Battle, appearing now almoſt deſperate to their hopes: Others 
thought it beſt. in ſome ſmall Bark or other, to ſteer his way down the quick ſtreum of 
theRiver; where after ſome ſpace he might again take land, and provide farther for 
his ſecurity. But Aret bu ſius himſelf was ſo far from laying hold of any of cheſe 
councels, that as he was reſolved to ſee the uttermoſt period of the fight, ſo did he 
determine, as he had formerly promiſed, to dye combating in the company of his 
faithful and valiant Army ; and with theſe thoughts armed as he was, he commanded 
his Troops to follow: him into the Town, intending firſt to puniſh the traytor 
Lyſander with his own hands, and then with his remaining Forces, to make head 
againſt Hercrombrotus the General: Upon his arrival within the walls of the loyal 
City. ing for the Governour, he was not onely informed, that he had obſcu- 
red himſelf: for ſome hours, not having been ſeen of the people, ſince the furprizal 
apf Aelianders Camp (asa clear teſtimony of bis intended guilt) but withal, that 
the enemy had newly. entered part of the Town, by reaſon of a Chariot full of 
loggage, which had been williogly, as it was thought placed acroſs the Gates, that 
hindered them.from ſhutting; which advantage the Senates Forces took to become 
maſters of the paſſage, by reaſon whereof they had got ſome entrance into the City, 
and now began to fortifie the place with all their power. Prince Aretbuſius grown 
almoſt deſperate, with his own misfortunes and other treaſons, haſted with his Sword 
drawn towards the port mentioned, where inſtead of being able to bring a profitable 
relief to his fighting Souldiers, that had been appointed for the Garriſon, he found 
moſt of them either ſlaughtered by the enemy in the ſtreets, or defending their lives 
out of the windows of the houſes, nothing being to be ſeen, but blood, confuſſon, 
and de ſtruction on the . having neither people to ſupply their Troops; 
or officers to command thoſe that were fighting: The King notwithſfanding would 
not give over his intention of encountering with the enemy, ſo that at laſt meeting 
with Hererombrotus attended by his own proper guard, he gave him ſuch a daring 
charge, that as the General himſelf was heard to ſay, the young man deſerved an 
Empire for his courage, ſo did he once more put him and his company to ſuch a re- 
treat, that fates might have been perſwaded co ſome favour in his behalf, if the 
Gods and they Ding alike cruel , had not oppoſed his reſolution: After his'horſean- 
other time was killed under him, and himſelf ſlightly wounded , many of his rrufty 
friends had the good fortune, to convey him out of the Town, notwithſtanding the 
diligent ſearchevery where for his perſon : So that one whole night lodged him in a 
little Cottage under a mountain ſide, whete the darkneſs of the Element, and the 
thickneſs of the Woods, ſheltered him until the next morning; when as all the eom- 
pany endea voured to take ſeveral wayes for their better ſafety, knowing the enemy 
_ e . to be imployed chieſſy, eithet in the finiſhing or contemplation of their 
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reproach their own juſtice, goodneſs, and glory: With 
violent bands upon his newly bound up wounds, being in a manner overcome b 
a kinde of deſperate (though falſe) apprehenſion usch made him think in his ne- 
ceſſary flight, he had committed ſome enormious crime, agalnſt both his ur and 
condition. Theſe extravagancies made Fariſemu (though a ftranger in ſome ſort 
to his perſon) by reaſon of Ius own youthfül and bafhful modeſty; finding it full 
time to put ſome ſtop to theſe exaſperated and deſpetate paſſions; riſe ſud ly from 
the place, wbere alſo he was laid under another tuft of trees; and with as much hu: 
mility as befitted the diſtanee of theit qualitet, ed theſe perſwaſions towards his far- 
wy 7 — reproof. A Kan, £4 7 5 5 * A | 
As the greateſt magnenimity to wed, ſaid he, moſt excellebt Prince; is to 
bear well the adverſe — of fortune, victories and 2 for the moſt part ra- 
ther being accidents then certainties, though accompanied with never ſo high a'com 
rage and endeavour : So of the other part to reſiſt the Gods decrees , by ſeeming ts 
undertake impoſſible attempts, ought rather to be eſteemed a madneſs in che general, 
i not in ſome ſort an im pious lunãcy of hamanith, then any vertue or ttue fortitude 
at all in what perſon ſoe ver. Upon theſe conſiderations, I beſeech you Sir, but call to 
minde in your wonted and noble judgement, that if you had ſtayed longer in the 
conflict without hopes or probability, accompanied by infinite hazzard —.— 
perſan; either to be ſlaughtered or taken priſoner by yout enemies, wboſe tthiniphs 
woyld have been your ſcorn, how the world would have blamed your rafhneſs,where- 
as nothing now can be reptoved, but the malignity of your Stars, that ptovided not 
better fortunes for your worth and dignity , however may perhaps yet reſerde yout 
— Hit for more glorious and profitable victories e wherefore with ſueh an thumli. 
ty as becomes the duty of a Subject and Servant, let me beg of your wiſdome;;" that 
inſtantly yon put from your thoughts, theſe dangerons and deſperate apprehenſiom, 
that ſerve for no other purpoſe, but to deſtroy thoſe — that in time will make 
(he kth OM) pe famous by che Gods aſfiſtano; and father adviſe with'the 
help of this dark conveniency , tow farther to proſetute out cott ie, yet for your * 
taore laſting and intire ſafety, in which eonſiſts the Happineſs of ſo mam people and 
Kingdoms; ſince the heavens no doubt if it be not your own favit:, will keep that 
which is ſo precious in their ſight, having already iti a mander ſhewed 7 mijracte; tlat 
you are eſcaped-withour being farprized,, from thoſe whb- ſought your life or capti- 
vity, more violently then Lions or Tygerr do either their prey or revenge.” Theſe 
diſcourſes by little and litele at laſt weaned the Prince, not onely from all 3

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ſion, but in ſome ſort gave quiet to his wounds, and ſettledneſs to his a . 
inſomuch as both himſelf and Pariſmenus began to conſider , which way they ſhould 
travel for their more certain ſecurity. | 
As the Prince told Pariſmen, that his reſolutions were to get over the Sea with 
all che ition he could, for that he found all the people both of AGfi«and Ly. 
wie unfai to bis purpoſe , ſo was he not well informed (as be ſaid) Haven 
Town was next and moſt convenient to that effect. After that P ari/avexx: had fiu- 
died for ſome ſmall ſpace, he returned this anſwer to the King: Truly Sir, ſaid be, al-

an eſcape, t fall ihto ſome ambuſcado of the enemy, when you ſuſpect 
the peril. redn pleaſed well the King, he intending in the ——_ to walk 
the E whereby to finde a more convenient habitation for himſelf, and by ſome 
mark or other to return to the ſame place again, that Pariſmenxs might be ſtill cer- 
tain of his abode. When it was morning, Pari/menw having fully underſtood the 
Kings pleaſure, and thereupon alſo both of them agreeing of names, figns, and other 
circumſtances belonging to the journey, and their encountering again, he quickly ſad- 
dled bis horſe, and began that voyage of enquiry , for further ſatisfaction, which he 
had propoſed, leaving the Prince allo to his own reſolutions and adventures. Pariſ- 
menus having travelled half the day, and not finding in that time the commodities 
heexpeRted, reſolved notwithſtanding the agreement between himſelf and the King, 
by no means to go out of the compaſs of thoſe Woods, for fear of diſcovery , a 
little to break that determination, whereby to try what favour or aſſiſtance, ſome 
neighbouring Vililage, might afford both his hopes and endeavours, To this pur- 
le perceiving a gap fit to . him into the high- way, he ſoon fell upon « path 
| y beaten, that undoubtedly g be thought directed its courſe, either to a well 
inhabited Village, or ſome more pus Town: But he had not rid an hours time 
towards his defign, the Countrey then appearing altogether open and champion, but 
he might perceive afar off, the duſt to ariſe with no ſmall violence, wherefore ſtanding 
Kill: to be made more certain of the event, at laſt be diſcerned plainly, that it was no 
other then many borſemen riding towards him almoſt upon the ſpur : This unex- 
proſpect, put the young man into ſome amazement, finding fault now with 
is ownraſhneſs, that had ſo unadviſedly left the quiet ſecurity of che Woods, to 
ſcek out perhaps, not onely his own ruine, but in ſome ſort thereby the danger of the 
Princes ſafety ;; however he reſolved with himſelf , that no torments whatſoever, 
ſhoold make bim confeſs one ſyllable of bis maſters perſon or concernments; not 
oubcing but they were certain Troopers, which were commanded after the King 
from the Battle, to ſearch and ſarpriſe him where they could: As it is not to be que- 
—— ve perplexities ſufficient, to the thoughts and appre- 
| 5 of poor Pariſmenxs, Io the Gods whether favouring his youth or Aretha- 
fans canſe, made him quickly eſpy a eerrain hollow place in a Rock not far from him, 
eſembling the mouth of ſome natural Cave: Wherefore preſently apprehending 
the advantage, he ſoon alighted from his horſe, pulling off both his Bridle and Saddle, 
— ; looſe into the open Fields to ſhifr for himſelf, whilſt he with his fur- 
niture made bafte to that den, which he thought * preſerve his perſon ſafe with- 
8 any | he ſuppoſed, what enemies ſoever they could be, would not 
long paſſing by the hole. The Vault was alſo covered with ſome ſmall rubbiſh of 
wood, which made it as it ſhould ſee, oftentimes a receptacle for Shepheards, and 
ſach like people dwelling there abouts at no great diſtance , the better to watch their 
Beaſts, and other berds of Cattle, of ſeveral natures feeding: Not long after Pa- 
2:/iwenss was entered into the Cave, be found by reaſon of the darkneſs thereof, a 
brave conveniency anſwerable to his defires , where he intended to expect the farther

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> &venrof the Troopers , without any danger towards his own diſcovery : About a 
uarter of an hours time brought che Souldiers, not onely to that ſtation, but being 
either weary of travelling, or finding the commodity to anſwer with the tiot ſeaſon 
of the Jay;they forthwith in that very place made a ſtand, and preſently deſcending 
tom cheirhbries, reſolved there to take up their noon quarters: This being done,

E me f them recounted many memorable paſſages that had ha pned in the Bat- 
tle, wherein they were not back ward to commend and extoll their own valeur: ; and 
not a few would needs be as valiant and induſtrious as their General himſelf which 
no and then raiſed words agaihſt them, in the nature or next degree to quarrels, 
though all their ſeeming paſſions became quickly allayed, by the conſideration of 
their officers, being preſent. In congluſion they ſaid , if they could now take the 

young Prince, they would make him Agother example, like his Father to poſterity, 
and afterward the Army ſhould rule Lydia as it pleaſed; for neither the Gentry of 
Nobility, as they intimated, were to be truſted in either Kingdom, - however they in- 
tended to continue ſtill the authorityof the Senate, but yet no longet᷑ then they com- 
plied alſo with the profit, and intentions of the Souldiers : Bur for crafty and tun- 
ning Argylius, they ſaid, whole diſſimulation had. kept him fafe as he thought in 
their opinions, they truſted him no more then the reſt, which he ſhould finde, when 
they had abſolutely ſubdued all MAyſſia to their purpoſes, whither they were now 
going to that purpoſe : So that if he had the good fortune, to eſcape with ſome part 
of his eſtate and fortune, it might be eſteemed a principal favour and i ney, 

however they could not deny (as they confeſſed) hut by his continual o ing of 
the King, they had more pro ſperouſly ſucceeded in their enterprizes; actompanied 
by much other ſtuff of this nature, which they uttered during the time of theit ſhort 
repaſt ; until all of them falling aſleep; they continued in chat poſture for almoſt an 
hours ſpace. o 1 79 Aten Ae. 
Howe ver during the interim of this ſlumber ,- one above the reſt, being awake, 

ſomething ſooner then his fellows, had ſo far an appetite of curioſity; a walking 
found about the bill, at laſt he entered point blank into the very mouth of the Cave : 

t may be believed that this accident, did more then trouble the apprebenſions of 
poor Pariſinenus, having before been an ear-witneſs of all their goodly diſcourſe, 
tending ſo much co the honour and benefit of the King his Maſter, and thoſe of 
his party and intereſt: Nevertheleſs he reſolved to make uſe of his courage, ſince any 
kinde of fear as he thought, would ſooneſt betray his ; Wherefore reti afti- 
ly into the innermoſt part of that natural Vault, he drew out the ſhort Sword; bang- 
ing by his ſide, with an intention if he ſhould perteive himſtif diſcovered;' by the 
Soldiers intruſion, to make his life pay for the forfeiture; and aſtet watd to defend 
tbe mouth of the Cave, with his beſt power againſt the reſt;, rather then to be ti 
ken priſoner in that blinde and narrow obſcutity, baſely without any reſiſtunce at 
all: But che Gods as it ſhould ſeem, determined better of his pur poſes, forwith- 
-drawing himſelf, as I ſaid, towards the fartheſt end of the Cave, he found a Hollow 
place in the Rock, which abſolutely defended bim from being perreived by the 

Trooper; inſomuch as the fellow again preſently retiring, hen rig without the chief 
Officer calling to Horſe, P ariſmenus by this occaſion, eſraped that feated danger, that 
1 have hapned to his pre jud ce: Notwithſtanding Pur iſnemun had thus hu ppfly 
is he thought, freed himſelf from that deſperate hazard, yet he was content to re- 
main quiet in the Cave, for a. quarter of · an hanti ſpace towards his betetr ſerurity, 
hoping that in that interim the Souldiers would be at a diſtance far enough j ſo chat 
the time being expired, he ſoftly ſtole ont of the hole ,. however" caſting: his eyes 
Joe wayes about him (the Troopers thenappearing al! ont of fight) he might 
fee, that one of them had left behinde him a certain wallet fall of ſome proviſion: 
This accident quickly put on his curiofity , to know the particulars * in —

ſuch, that we ſhould. par onely be welcome with all ſecurity in his houſe, : during 
She onal our waunds N but 8 e what r to 
conyey us oven the Seas to ſome other place, whereby we might; have ſubſiſtance, 
and befieed from the hazzard, and trouble of any 1 for the preſent in 
the Kings cauſe: After I had acknowledged the favour, as a moſt ſingular obligation, 
both 
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poth go our ſelves, and the Royal Party, and had alſo received other entertainments 
of refreſhment, I let him know we wauld be ready, either that night or the next 
morning, to make uſe of his noble courteſie, ſince as yet my companion being abſent, 
until 1 could finde him out in the Woods, where I had ſeft him, 1 could not be certain

To be ſhort, ſome weeks Arethuſius remained in the Forreſters lodge , which time 
for the moſt part was imployed, in providing neceſſaties towards his further journey; 
Pariſmenus allo cauſed new habits to be made of thoſe materials, b. he had found 
in the Troopers fardal, the Prince being himſelf unwilling to be ſeen mach abroad, for 
fear of any unfortunate diſcovery, though his perſon was altogether unknown to his 
old Landlord, and ſo by conſequence to all thoſe of the family, however the old 
Huntſman, would often entertain him with diſcourſes belonging to the King his Fa- 
ther: And after this manner, ſome whiles with extraordinary affection, he would 
ſeem to commend the nature and vertues of Euarchus, telling him in his hunting 
progreſſes, with what familiarity, be would talk with all ſorts of people; but more 
eſpecially, wich thoſe officers that appertained to his ſports: Then again he ſhewed 
hiur many places near his houſe, where the K ing would ſit and reſt himſelf, after his 
hard labour, and coil in his recreations: He alſo cold him, he was moſt excellently di- 
ligent and expert, in the chuſing of his game, being up firſt in the morning of all his 
followers, to go out into the Forreſt : Then would he turn his diſcourſes into paſli- 
ons, concetning the Kings death, and the unnatural and ungrateful treaſons and dif. 
loyalty of his own Subjects, both of the Kingdom of Lydia and Myſſia; curſing with 
deep imprecations, the authors of his deſtruction, when as at the ſame time almoſt, 
he would fend up to heaven as many prayers and affectionate wiſhes for Aretbuſius 
proſperity, not ſuſpecting he was ſo neur himſelf , to be an ear witneſs of his love 
and good will to his particular. nee 

But when Prince Arethuſius conceived he was ſufficiently cured of the ſmall hurts 
he had received in the Battle, and that Pariſmenus had provided thoſe diſguizes, and 
other neceſſaries fit for their journey, being perſwaded that all the Troopers who were 
ſent to interrupt the paſſages, or to look after perſons ſuſpected were at better quiet, 
they began then to think of their departure, notwithſtanding they had been enter- 
rained at the Forreſters houſe, with all the humanity and kindneſs coutd be devi- 
ſed : fo that both of them being apparelled, the one after the nature of a young 
Huntſman, the other of a Scholler, one morning leading a couple of dainty Grey- 
hounds in their hands, whereby the likelier to avoid all ſuſpicion, they departed from 
the Lodge on foot, intending by eaſie journeyes to reach to ſome Haven upon the 
Egean Sea, with what conveniency they could, ſince their intentions, pretended more 
to ſafety then to haſte, hoping ere long to finde ſome paſſage over into Grece, 
the neareſt cut as they thought for tranſportation, becauſe leſs ſubject to rovers, 
or to any of the Senates Forces: In this manner having travelled ſome diyesfrich- 
out either interruption or conſiderable adventures, at laſt they came to a large 
plain, in a manner environed with mountains, as one might ſay , equally divided be- 
rween both Kingdoms by a running water, that was rather to bEeſteemed a Brook 
then a River; being there arrived, they perceived many Shepheards here and there, 
graſing their ſmall, though innocent flocks, for want either of more means, or 
better breeding: To them at ſeaſtwiſe to one company, they went, whereby to ſpend 
ſome few hours in communication, as well to enquire out other news , that might in- 
ſtruct them in their journey, as a little to reſt withal their wearied ſteps, during the 
time that Phœbus ſeemed overmuch to tyrannize over the earth: As ſoon as they ap- 
proached to one of the Troops, having given them a courteous and gentle ſalute, 
Pariſmenus (whom for the moſt part the Prince put on to be ſpokes man) told the 
Aſſembly, that as they had no intention to be farther troubleſome to their ſo- 
* Ciety, then what ſhould ſtand with their own conveniency, fo of the other (ide, he 
hoped they could not think it amifs, to let them know that themſelves were of the 
Countrey or Kingdom of Pontus, travelling at the preſent towards the Sea-fide, with 
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ſufficieotly taſted of ſuch er as were amongſt them, Aretluiſius being as woll 
paſſionatt᷑ ta know ſomet hing more of the Countrey, as to be directed in the way to- 


ſtrictly guarded by a vigilant watch, inſomuch as it will be difficult for any man, to 
get gallige without a particular examination , both of his perſon and his buſineſs: 
Next you may be informed, that however weare a people of a mean converſation, by 
reaſon of che trade we ſeem to drive, in the open Fields, feeding and paſturing onely 
Cattle, as well for a great Lord named Argylius, as for our ſelves, yet before the invaſi- 
on of our Countrey by the Lydian Forces, we had not much cauſe to complain of our 
fortunes, ſince we had alwayes more then enough to keep us from neceſſities, and ſu- 
perfluities rather ſerve to nouriſh unquiet ambitions in mens thoughts, then contri- 
bute to the contented ftate of any condition: But as the Gods have been ever plea. 
ſed to allow a competehey, as the beſt portion towards humane ſatisfaction, ſo have 
the Souldiers taken part of that out of our expeRation, for that not onely our poſ- 
ſeſſions,” but our very liberties feem to be àt our enemies mercy: "Tis true we may 
blame our Lord Arg glius, who at firſt oppoſed his King with a needleſs reſiſtance, 
for theſethreacning evils,that now invade our Countrey (a ſtory too long at the pre- 
ſeqt. th pafticularize) but yet we hope his endearogrs hereafter , may contribute, if 
not to an abſolute redreſs, however to more loyalty , whereby in time things may be 
ſomething amended: This great perſon I ſay, hath a half Siſter near this place; 
whoſe flacks, upon the matter we feed and tend, who being either out of love with . 
her Brothers actions, or minding a more abſolute retirement in theſe times, hath con- 
fined ber ſelf to the circumference of certain Woods, for her pleaſure or ſtudies, to 
whom now and then we repair for her better recreation. The Lady as it is reported, 
hath ſome deſire to viſit the Countries of Greece, but whether to fatisfie her corio- 
ſity, or to prevent further miſchiefs, that might befall her perſon I cannot tell, onely 
that conveniency I think, might be moſt proper for your tranſportatioh, ſince it is to 
be ſuppoſed, the ports will not be denyed to any of her company. | 
Arethuſius being ſomething inflamed at this intelligence, as well for that it ſeem- 
ed to his apprehenſion, that the Lady could be no other then hela, formerly men- 
tioned by Meliander, as that by her means (as he thougbt) he might come to 
convey himſelf ſafely over the Seas, began a new t he inquiſitive afretHer name and 
employment To this the Herdſman prefently anfwered;thar as ſhe was called _ 
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her birth che fait Feels Jo was her time for the moſt part ſpent in retirement, how 
ever, nom / gad then uber oj 
People, as 


had a tindeto repair chither, for the delight of che exercife , wherennto were ap- 


haye government and inſiuence: So that, the better to {atisfie you in this particular 
nat onely all perſons of hat quality ſoever (being of any inclination to vertue and 


As Arethaſins quickly found out an abode, in an obſcure Village between two afpi- 
ring Mountains, within the circumference of that Territory, little frequented either 
bySouldiers, or neighbouring people, ſo Pariſmenus reſolved once again to viſit his 
Fathers habitation diſguized as he was; there as well to enquire farther after the af- 
fairs of rhe Countrey, after the loſs of the Battle, as the better by that means to in- 
form the Prince bis Maſlgr, whoſe active ſpirit could not yet be ſufficiently ſatisfied 
to leave Myſſia, withouTſome action in bis own perſon, if any probability or hopes 
remained for reſiſtance ; Theſe intentions I ſay, carried away within a few dayes Pa- 
riſmenus from his Lords company, though not out of his ſervice , whilſt in the inte- 
rim Arethuſius attended with ſome impatiency, they day of ſummons, for the fork 


ral meeting of youthful Huntſmen, to ſhew their dexterities before their fair Pe, 
whither the chief Paſtour promiſed to conduct him, upon the time appointed for the 
exerciſe. The day being come, the noble ſtranger apparelled in green, according to 
the cuſtom of ſuch employments, with a convenient and a handfome Spear in his 
hand, appeared amongf the reſt of the ſociety, upon an even plain, encompaſſet! 
on every ſide for the moſt part with ſmall riſing hills, coyered here and there wirtt 


Copſes and other Woods, wherein the wilde Beafts and other Cattle deſigned — 
| the 
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the Chaſe uſua lily lodged: At laſt the tayls were ſet, and ſeveral Engines prepared 
for their ſurprixe, when the Lady eyela ber ſelf ſoon appeared: She was alſo clo- 
n-gretn; however over That colour ſhe wore a Mantle of white Satten, fringed 
with Gold, and tyed on the top of her ſhoulder in à knot, after the manner of the 
ancient Nymphs-: She had Buskins upon np ny r e with rowes of ſmall Pearl, 
intermixt with divers ſeveral ſilks, her hair was breaded behinde her, with many Rib- 
bands of the ſame livery, whilſt the other * it, flowed here and there, in a care. 
leſs manner about her face, according to the pleaſure of the incoſſtant winde, which 
nevertheleſs did no r natural beauty; All this treaſure was 
onely covered with a ſtraw hat, anſwerable to the habits of other Countrey Maids 
of the Nation, though in eee for diſtinction, it was curiouſly wrought to- 
gether by othermaterials,sfter rhe reſemblance of Birds and pretty flowers: In this 
poſtare with a;:Bowe in ber hand, and a Quiver hanging bebinde her back, ſhe ap. 
roached the company, where with a countenance made uꝑ between a grave chear- 
falneſs, and a modeſt activity in her deſires, ſhe gave them all the good time of the 
day, wiſhing when they pleaſed to begin the ſpore, fince ſhe. was reſolved , as (he 
ſaid, onely with one Page, and an old Forreſter, to attend the comming. out of the 
game, upon that Plain where ſhe then remained. 1A. int 2 
No ſooger was this direction given, but the Woods Ry to ring with ſeveral ſorts 


of noiſes ; In every part might be ſeen, the wilde Beaſts fly for: ſuccour to the neigh- 
bouring Copſes, though ſuch as were more valiant ſeemed as it were, to oppoſe the 
fury of che Hounds, who appeared in many places to befiege them onely with their 
loud cries, inſtead of, daring to adventure upon the combat: Others again that hd 
got an abſolute Victory over the fear of the leſſer proye; were violent and preci- 
pitate in the purſuit, until they had brought them into thæ lawn, to be a delightfull 
object tothe fair, though more diſcreet oyela, who expected a convenient encounter 
for her own dexterity, as they paſſed by her ſtation, until at laſt a white Bull, belike 
more furious then the reſt, as it ſhould ſeem inraged by the confuſed cries of the mul. 
titude; however forced to fly by reaſon ofthe Dogs eagerneſs, not onely traver- 
ſed the field with a ſwift pace, but bent his courſe directly towards the Lady, who 
nevertheleſs being therewith nothing diſmayed , diſcharged, though in vain many 
Darts and Arrows againſt. his approach; ſince the diſcourteous , or rather inconſide- 
rate beaſt nothing abated ſeemingly, either of his 1 4 or intention, inſomuch 
as Arethuſius being already ſufficiently heated with the ſport, and no way 
backward of ſhewing his activity, — that rural company, (for true Courage 
never wants the effects, when the ſubject is preſent for demonſtration) quickly on 
foot he was, croſſed as well his deſign as the field, when the Bull not being diſtance 
from the Lady about twenty paces, ready at it were to give her expectation a dange- 
rous ſalute, the Prince of a ſudden not onely interpoſed his perſon, but with his 
Spear ſo fortunately ſtruck him in the breaſt, that his blood, if not his life, ſeemed 
to be at Fojela's mercy; ſo that preſently ſtumbling with the encounter, he fell up- 
on his knees, as it were to beg pardon for his intended offence, againſt ſo much beauty 
and honour, whilſt in the interim Arethuſius drawing out of his ſword, (many o- 
ther Hugtimen coming alſo into the Quarry) after a quarter of an hours time, they 
ſoon bereaved him of what power he formerly had to do mgre miſchief, to the no 
ſmall commendation of the young ſtranger, that for the pretent gave him an eſtima- 
tion, whereby not onely to make bimſelf known to the Lady, but to be preſented 
with the office (according to the cuſtom) of; the chief government of the Woods, 
for the nent moneth enſuing: But Arethuſius, whoſe intended period drived at other 
ends, refuſed the offer, conferring bis right upon the old Forreſter, belonging to Oh 
ela, onely deſiring for his recompence, ſome entertainmenteither in the Huntſmans 
houſe, or other where, until as be ſaid, he could get free paſſage over the ſeas into 
Greece, whither he bad deſigned his journey; who being a ſtranger of the Kingdom 
of Pont us, and hearing the late topping of the ports, could not as yet be certain of 
the convenience.

The Lady ela her ſelf, as well taken wich-his-perſon , as having cauſe enough 


to 
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to admire his corage, pgpleraoding allo,ppon farther enquiry, that her own Herdſ- 
man had brought him along with him to char dayes ſport, ſhe called ber Servant un- 
to her, and began to ask more particulars concerning his Name, Condition, and place 
of abode: The Herdſman told her, that his Name was Thnſius, which the Prince 
belike had in that manner abreviated for his better concealment: And being a Gen- 
tleman of Pontus, was retired from his Countrey, by reaſon of the trars, with one 
other Companion, to finde more quiet and leſs oppreſſion in the fruitful habirations 
of Greece, where they intended both, not onely in ſome ſort to pleaſe their curio- 
ſities, butexerciſe their ſeveral yocations, without hinderance and diſturbance: Not- 
withftanding the diſguized King, in this manner obtained a reception in che old 
Huntſman houfe, the rather for that the Foxreſters Son was lately dead, and he un- 
provided of an Officer, the better to ch Arge his place and duty towards his Ladies 
ſervice ; yet circumſpect and witty Feyela, co eived there was more nobleneſs con- 
cealed LB: that habit then had Nen bithe 5 diſcovered to vulgar eyes, where- 
fore reſolved though for the preſent ſhe ſaid nothing to him, to be exactly inquiſi- 
tive both of his intentions and condition: To that purpoſe not many dayes ttom 
this divertiſement, the vertuous and moſt diſcreet Foye/a, came again to her Keepers 
Lodge, not ſo much to ſolace her felf in her wont Recreations, (her Caftle being 
at no Ardiftan®) as to enquire more particularly, concerning the young ſtrangers 
quality and fortunes; whole perſon had exceedingly already delighted her view, as 
his carriage her reaſon; herefore having for a pretty ſpace repoſed her ſelf, che 
Forreſter at that time being abſent amongR the Woods, and onely Thuſius remain- 
ing at home in the company of ſome ordinary ſervants) after ſhe had a little queſti- 
oned about his own employments, ſhe willed him to fq her into à certain ſmall 
Grove, ſomething near the houſe, where ſhe was accuſtomed oftentimes (with a book 
in ber hand) to repoſe her ſelf during the heat of the day; where being feared, after 
a while ſhe uſed this diſcourſe unto him. "is

ſhould rather have ſought employmentsin thoſe generous encounters, then have fled 
from the dangers at any rate; for that it is unpoſſible, but many of your friends, if 
not all your intereſt, cannot be but engaged in the ſeverall futes of that unhappy 
Kingdom. Beſides I muſt let you know, if my intruſions are not too great upon 
your concernments, I ſhould be glad to be informed, hat is become of your Com- 
panion in travels, which my ſervant ſaid was with you, when you firſt appeared a- 
mongſt the Shepheards of this Countrey ; his abſence being an occaſion; which cre- 
dtes jealouſies in pur thoughts, that you are not what you ſeem h bè indeed, but 
ſome ſpies ſent to diſcover the weakneſs of our Nation, in theſe times of trouble and 
confuſion, whereby to lay it open to more diſaft@s'and misfortunes, then as yet it 
hath any way ſuffered, by all choſe invaſions our enemies the Tydiaus have made? 
But if you pleaſe to confeſs to me the truth of all theſe things, with the farther in- 
tention of your thoughts, I ſhall endeavour with all my power, in requital of that 
ſervice, the other day I received at your hands, to free you from the danger of any 
95 5 during the time you ſhall remain in theſe parts, undit the protection of the 
orreſt. ; E N 


Aret huſius the concealed King of Myſſia, being in x matiner: confounded by this 
ſudden ſurprize, contrary to his expectation, did not know well what anſwer to re- 
turn; ſometimes his bluſhes ſeemed to accuſe his innoceocy' of too much guilt, in 
ſeeking to deny both his Titles and his Perſon 2 Then again his pale countenance — 
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trayed a kinde of a fear in his apprehenſion, leſt he might hecome diſcovered to his 
enemies knowledge and cruelty, being at the mercy of ont of Argyliu Kindred, 
though the Ladies vertues had been formerly preſented to him by Meliander, in a 
confiding poſture; until at laſt he reſolved (finding he could not be long ſilent with- 
out more ſuſpition) to deliver himſelf in a doubtful way, feigning in this manner a

Moſt vertuous Lady, ſaid he, not to conceal from you what I had a deſire to hide, 
ſince I finde you have an inclination to be my confeſſor; you muſt know then, that 
in the Kingdoms of Pontus and Bythinia, not many years ago, there reigned a 
Prince, whoſe mildneſs and g $ was his own ruine , as his Ly les niisfortunes, 
proceeding from the ingratitude of their natures : ſince by the firſt he ſuffered, when 
be ſhould have puniſhed; and for the'lattEt they are now become Captives , inſtead 
of continuing free: *Tis true, this Prince a long time enjoyed a proſperous'Govern- 
ment, appeari — from the He bens, both in Wife and Poſterity, until the

ſudden the Scene, not oneſy to his e but to the worlds wonder , for the 
multitude quarrelling with their own happineſs, began tumults of diſquiet without 
any known cauſe, when as their neighbouring principalities, underwent nothing but 
war and oppreſſion: Neither can I fay, that the Gentry or NobilitY, were aſtoge- 
ther free from this ſin of inconſtancy, againſt their own good, which now they re- 
pent bitterly, when the cure ſeems irreparable,: having no power left either to redeem 
that loſs, or continue what is — This n or rather J may 
ſay, madneſs of diſpoſition, proceeded notwithſtanding from ſome private ambiti- 
ons, that put many onmoretg deſire rewards, then to deſerve preferments, when as it 
was well known he ſeldom refiſed adrancement, (whether in place or honour) to 
thoſe that had patience and worth fufficient, to merit favours at his hands, without 
the apparant injury of ſuch, as bad held Offices from himſelf or Father, by a long de- 
ſcent ,.. purchaſed at firſt, with the experience of their truſt and fidelity, to the ſervice 
of the Commonwealth: But tis true, as covetoulneſs and ſelf-love hare no bounds 
whereby to be limited, ſo paſſions or want of temper in ſeeking Fortunes, prove of- 
tentimes the greateſt impediments to Court acquiſitions: 1 ſhall not trouble your 
ears with other conjeRural reaſons of his migfortunes with his SubjeRs miſeries, 
ſince a bare relation of cruths, will be ſufficient to diſcharge my intention, and obey 
your. comands ; wherefore I ſhall defire you will be pleaſed to reſt ſatisfied onely 
with, the knowledge, that the firſuſlaming fire of diſcontent, broke out publickly'in 
in the Kingdom of Pontus, a Countrey as fruitful in rebellions, as in many places 
barren of Dr ʒ being fartheſt from Court, and ſo by conſequence leſs warin- 
ed by the ſun-ſhine of benefits, ſince the King onely lived in Bythinia; a Territory 
that could beſt defend it ſelf from ſurprize, wherefore more prepared for expoſtula- 
tion, and ſo. beganvpenly diſorders to the view of the world: The prieſts complain- 
ed that the Gods ſervices weremdulterated , the people cried out, though by cheir 
procurements, that they enjoyed not thoſe ancient priyiledges, left them rightfully 
to inherit, by their long deceaſed predeceſſors : And the Nobility whoſe authority 
was then in moſt.eftcem alledged, their Princes abſence in a manner rendred them all 
ſlaves, ſince Deputies did but couzen right, and enrich their own particulars , which 
were onely pretences, that rather ſhgwed a way to their future. intentions, then con- 
ſited either with truth or obedience, however J muſt needs fay, they ought ra- 
ther to baye been prevented by quick execution, then by tedious and complying diſ- 
putations, that onely encouraged thoſe that had no minde to be pacified, and made 
others who were more real in their Loyalty, become doubtful in the ſueceſs; inſo- 
much, as it gave them more cauſe to fear for beinþ too officious, then any way heart- 
ned their thoughts, to reſiſt inſurrections, newly now appearing in the Countrey, to- 
wards a fatal aſpet : This ſeeming lenity with want of provident foreſight, or ra- 
ther as many wiſe men ſuſpected, traitorous counſels being too prevalent, ſince a cer- 
rain kinde of correſpondency was noted at that time between the Court and the Re- 
bels, cauſed the King to defer the bringing of an Army into the field, until they 
| them. 
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themſelves were better providedthen was expected, not onely to diſpute with him 
at a diſtance, almoſt upon what tearms they pleaſed, but to bid him battle in the 
open campania, if he ſhould chance to deny them any of thoſe requeſts, they pre- 
tended to claim from his Royal Prerogative: At laſt their inſolency flew to ſo 
high a pitch, whether grounding their confidence upon what they had already got 
in both Kingdoms, by reaſon of the unneceſſary protraction, or the facility of the 
Kings nature towards their particular, that whilſt he was even deviſing wayes in the 
— commodious manner to pardon them for their diſaffections, they of Pontus 
brought numerous Souldiers to Bythinia it ſelf, there to diſpute their wills rather then 
their rights: Inſomuch, as the poor King, being rather amazed at their ingratitude, 
then well provided to reſiſt the Rebellion, finding alſo he was betrayed in moſt of his 
councels, not onely quickly gave them their own condition, but allowed them their 
demands alſo for all thoſe of their party, and faction, in the Countrey of Bythinia, 
that until his very death he could never repair that breach which was made, but was 
forced to reign and govern after their wills and pleaſure, as I may ſay, facrificing ac- 
cording to their fancies, his greateſt fayourites and beſt ſervants ; neverthelels this 
uſurped liberty in time ingendred ſo much ſpleen and confuſion in both Nations be- 
tween ſeveral intereſts, ſome deſiring a Prince, others none, that at laſt the unfortu. 
nate Kingdom of Pontus, being out · witted in their purpoſes, or over-powered in 
their ſtrength, hath been lately invaded, and if not in a manner, utterly conquered by 
the Bythinians ; which makes us now ſee, the anger and juſtice of the immortal 
Gods, towards our indirect and pernitious proceedings, contracted by reaſon of our 
falſhood and ill nature, ſhewed in the behalf of that Prince, whoſe vertues were un- 
parallel'd, by Kings and Governours in former ages, which I may ſay are the mo- 
tives, that have inducęd my Brother and my ſelf to leave our Countrey, wherein at 
preſent remains ſcarce any thing, but the appearances of confuſions, miſeries, and 
famine, with a hope to finde either ſafer ſtations, or better employments in other 
Countreys, according to our ſeveral profeſſions; where we are informed is to be found 
a plenciful harveſt of all arts and curioſities, that can any way delight or ſatisfie humane 
nature, He was not — much beyond this period, when the old Woodman, ap- 
pearing upon them before they were aware, abſolutely for that preſent, broke off the 
diſcourſe, inſomuch as every one inſtantly betook themſeles to other employments. 

Although the Lady Foyela, began to ſuſpect the myſtery of Thaſius diſcourſe, how- 
ever as yet he had not finiſhed the uttermoſt deſign of his relation, as ſhe believed, 
nevertheleſs ſome weeks paſſed before ſhe endeavoured again, to finde out the like 
conveniency ; onely ſhe continued towards him her wonted courteſie, until at laſt

this anſwer. 

As I very well remember, ſaid Thſius, the relations I made unto of the misfor- 
tunes of our Countrey, and the intentions of my ſelf and Brother to travell into 
Greece, bleſt with the happineſs of peace and ſecurity as we think; ſo may you be 
pleaſed to know, that thoſe diſcourſes if we had not been otherwiſe interrupted, could 
not have extended themſelves to much farther periods, unleſs I ſhould have treſpaſ. 
ſed too far upon your patience to my own diſgrace, fince there remained then no- 
thing behinde, but ſome few trivial paſſages, not worth either my expedition or 
your attention,unleſs any thing were omitted, that the peeviſhneſs ofmy memory will 
not now ſuffer me to call to minde, for which I ſhall humbly beg your excuſe: 7oyela 
finding the young Prince, was loath to enter upon more particulars, although 
ſhe began to be in a manner fully ſatisfied in her coriceptions , thus ſpake unto 
him.

- Fain would 7oyels have had at that time, other expoftulations' with her old Nurſe 
about many particulars, both concerning her ſelf and Prince Arerbaſi; bat find. 
ing her ſcarce capable of moredifcourſe , and the -Phyficianr, and other company 
coming at the ſame time into the room, ſhe was conſtrained to defiſt then from het 
purpoſe : All the next day the young Lady was troubled in her minde with diverſity 
of thoughts, as well what might be the meaning of the Oracfe concerning her own 
foxtunes; as how far Nhea had diſcovered the abodeand entertainment of the King 
in thoſe Woods, to ſome other perſons beſides her ſelf , which ſhe conceived to be a 
matter of the greateſt conſequence to them both: But however, her thdulgent fancy 
at laſt became confident enough, that notbing had been revealed to any to that pur- 
poſe, in regard that neither the Nurſe in her diſcourſe, had made mention of ſuch a 
thing, nor appeating effects had followed the Princes concealment , which would 
ſcarce have been prevented by accident or fortune, if the leaſt notice thereof had 
been given to what cruſt ſoever, yet ſhe rigbely ſoppoſed , it was impoſſible long to 
conceal his perſon in that manner, without danger if not apprebienfion : In tlie next 
place ſhe conſidered her own condition, as well that the power of Argy/iz her Bto- 
ther now could ſcarce protect himſelf, and ſo by conſequence none of his friends and 
kindred, as that the Oracle ſeemtd to dire& her courſe beſides her own inclinations, 
to travel into forreig parts, and therefore reſolved to quit the unfortunate Kingdom 
of Ayſſia, ſince the enemy had almoſt over. run the whole Countrey. Nor was 
there wanting in her thoughts forme ſparkles of lore, at leaſtwiſe liking to- 
wards the young Prince, where by w-beroicat act of tranſporting him in hercom- 
pany over the Seas, the benefit as ſhe believed could never be forgotten, eithet by 
himſelf. or the World; and his protection would be the ſarer , rarher by going in 2 
womans company then alone :. Such were either her fancies or her conſiderations, 
which (he determined with all expedition to impart unto him: But however theſe. 
were ber reſolutions, yet the ſudden death of her old Nurſe, protracted a W he the

My Lord ſaid ſhe, for ſo I muſt now needs call you, ſeeing it is no more time to diſ- 
jemble, ſince our whole Countrey is not onely loſt to our enemies power, but private 
ſearches will daily follow, either to ſuppreſs your friends, or ſurprize your perſon; 
when the greatneſs of Argylius intereſt, (although he were never ſo loyal) can no 
longer keep this place in m goſſeſſion: Arethuſia apprehending theſe words, with 
ſome amazement (for however he did not underſtand their meaning, yet ſounded they 
ſuſpicious enough to his hearing) ſtood ſtill with a kinde of diſtractedneſs in his coun- 
tenance ; which the vertuous 7oyela perceiving , with pretty ſmiles apprehending his 
confuſion, thus continued her diſcourſe. It is ſufficient ſaid ſhe, that I know yon to 
be Arethuſius the Lydian Prince, and our preſent King; but by what marks I ſhall 
not need to relate, when the eſſence of the thing, is already ſo fully related to your 
ears: If the honour and fidelities that have hitherunto kept you ſafe in theſe parts, 
may make you yet confident of my truth and aſſiſtance, let not your royal thoughts 
be perturbated with new fears, for that I am reſolved, to ſacrifice my life to the worſt 
death, rather then you (hall want any ſervices may further your eſcape. Neverthe- 
leſs, if you ha ve thought of better cqurſesfor.your preſervation, my prayers onely 
ſhall fervently attend yon to the period of your purpoſes, if otherwiſe , perhaps a 
womans skill may accompany you in the voyage, to the next Sea Port where you ſhall 
beſt procure paſſage, either into Greece or ſome other parts of the world, as the Gods 
ſhall be pleaſed to ſecure you from danger: Arethuſius having received as good a te- 
- Riimony to make him abſolutely confident in her verrues, as he had by her words di- 
rect aſſurances of his diſcovery , leſs: diſtracted then before, he returued her this

| "Mot excellent 7ojels ſaid he, as well the worlds wonder as my preſervation . if 
an unfortunate Prince ſhall never be able to repay the obligations, due to ſo high and 
faithful a magnanimity, the Gods I hope, both for their own goodneſs and les 
ſatisfaction, will not ſuffer the example to be loſt to poſterity. The heat of theſe 
complements being paſt, they began more nearly to conſider, the way and manner of 
their eſcape, which however, without any determinate reſolutions parted them again, 
to avoid too much ſuſpicion to their ſeveral affairs , intending another meeting 
ere ic were long, whereby abſolutely to contrive the reſt; for notwithſtanding 
the death of Rhea had taken off ſome part of the impediment, in that ſhe was by that 
means eternally diſpoſed of, yet the ſickneſs that ſtill continued upon young Pari/- 
menus Aret huſius ſervant, whom he was very loath to leave behinde him, put ſome 
diſtractions in the reſolutions of the prince: hut within a few dayes that obſtruction 
was alſo removed; for Arethuſius finding with ſome more diligent enquiry, that the 
youths diftempers proceeded moſt from the darts diſcharged, by the bright and lovely 
eyes of the fair 7oze/x, although the Lady was never made acquainted with the my- 
ſtery, told Pariſmenus not onely of the journey, which ſhortly he intended co make, 
for the procuriug his own ſafety, the whole Countrey being now in the poſſeſſion of 
their enemy, but that 7oye/a her ſelf alſo was reſolved to go along with them, as a 
willing companion of their fortunes: Pariſmenus conceiving by this means-ſome 
hapey to his purpoſes, within a week or two recovered his perfect health, inſomuch 
an he became capable of that ſervice , or any other wherein he hould be im- 
ployed; nothing ſpeaking more forcible language then love in a. * bo. 
ome, 
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ſome. even oftentimes to the performing of miracles in the opinion of others. 
Although it was contluded by them all three, to quit the Kingdom of 45 
with the firſt conveniene y, Foyela in the interim intending to make uſe of a former 
paſs, which ſhe had procured from her Brother the Lord Argylius, when he was in 
power and proſperity, though belonging to other perſons; whoſe names to that pur. 
poſe might eaſily be altered according to her pleaſure, yer the young Lady alſo the 
becter to colour her defign , with thoſe of her own family and hou „ told her 
Steward privately; how that her intentions were to viſit the Dodonian Oracle, near the 
City of :P-ygame, as well to be reſolved concerning doubts of her own in matters of 
Religion, whereby the Gods might be more punRually obſerved ; andehe future fate 
of her Countrey known and diſcovered, as alſo religiouſly: to perform the dying re. 
of her old Nurſe, who by an oath had enjoyned her to that pilgrimage : With- 
al ſhe let him know, that as to this effect when ſhe was gone, he might ſatisfie the reſt 
of her ſervants and friends, upon any enquiry that ſhould de made in her particular, 
ſo was ſhe reſolved onely to take in her company the young ftrangers , in regard the 
Countrey being now poſſeſt by Lydia» Souldiers, they would be of leſs ſuſpicion in 
the enemies thoughts, then other people of more eminency of the Nation; and her 
own diſguiſe thereby probably would be the better undiſcovered , if any inquiſition 
ſhould be made, either after their perſons or affairs, whereas if ſhe were conſtrained 
to travel with ſervants known to be any way belonging to the juriſdiction of her 
Brother Argylius, it were almoſt unpoſlible (as ſhe ſaid) to avoid the inconveniency 
of interruption in her hoſh and religious intendments : When the day was come, for 
theſe noble though deſperate travellours to take their journey; the Lady her ſelf was 
cloathed after the Phrygian manner, whereby the better to diſſemble , both her qua- 
lity and perſon in her own Countrey, through which ſhe was to paſs, as a party how- 
ever not of the beſt, yet not of the meaneſt condition; ſince Aret huſius deſigned 
his induſtry to wait upon her as his Miſtreſs, who alſo had changed his habit to an- 
other of a more ruſtick form, whilſt Pariſmenus was to journey it on foot; either by 
their horſes ſides, or to meet them every night where they lodged, as a neceſſary of- 
ficer belonging to the Stable: The two horſes whereon Arerbuſius and Foyela were 
to be mounted, before the break of day were conducted by love-diligent Par;/mremss; 
under the ſhelter of a ſmall Wood, about /a mile or thereabout from the Caftle: It 
was an eaſie matter to ſee, how much the paſſion of affection tranſcended the obli- 
gation of duty, ſince 7oye/a became his care, and in a manger his onely obſervance, 
neither had the neglected Prince any thing to plead for iis ſervants feeming alterati- 
on, but the willing change of his own condition, at which apprehenſion (however)

In this poſture many furlongs they travelled together, without any conſiderable

O pepela, ſaid he, how comes it to paſs, that you who are Siſter to Argylias, whoſe 
opinions and actions, are onely governed by the wills and dictates of the rigid 
Prieſts of yous Nation? ſhould not onely your ſelf be of a contrary. faith; as you 
now ſeem by your words to intimate, but that you invite me to the entertainment of 
thoſe ſuperſtitions, which you know, neither my Father, or the of Lydia, 
have practiſed for this many years; and if any ſuch reſolution ſhould be known to 
my Subjects, it would be a great means to keep me ſtill out of the poſſeſſion of my 
Kingdoms, then all the fortunes and victories of my enemy Hercrombrotus, with the 
malice of the Senate and its party, who now ſo violently proſecute both my life and 
deſtruction. | ; 

Truly replyed peyela, it is apparent to my apprehenſion , by that little reading I 
have had in Hiſtory, that thoſe points of Religion now generally practiſed in the 
Countrey of Lydia, were firſt invented, at leaſtwiſe impoſed upon the unwilling obe- 
dience of the Subjects, onely to keep the Crown ſure to the poſſeſſion of the old 
Queen that then reigned, who as it was ſuppoſed more douſited the right of ber Ti- 
tle, then was any way convinced in her opinions, in matters of Religious Duties; 
and more evident, that in this latter age, both your Father and your felf have ſuf- 
fered all your injuries and oppreſſions, by ſome of thoſe violent profeſſours, where. 
in ſcarce any cruelties, or extorti ons have been omitted, either to compaſs fortunes, 
or reyenge ſpleens; inſomuch as I begin to doubt, whether the Gods any longer will 
protect theſe Nations from utter ruine, unleſs a timely repentance prevent future 
j BgBeſides it is to be obſerved, that the common people every where, are 
ſo given to their on appetites and ſenſuality with a certain kinde of general con · 
fuſion in the practice of their formal Religion," that it is unpoſſible any obſervation 


at all can be long uſed, when Prieſts as well as people, are alike wicked and pre- 


. cannot deny replyed Aretbuſiu, but that the times are carried on with a moſt 
violent precipitation of pride and covetouſneſs , not onely towards the proſperity of 
our family, but eren _ the very Fundamental Principles of all. Divinity and Mo- 
rality, which are the chief ties to piece together Government and Obedience, yet ne- 
vertheleſs, the fooliſh wickedneſs of men cannot make void, what is rightly eſta- 
bliſhed for the Gods ſervice, and therefore their actions ought not alter our belief : 
In this, ſaid Poyela conſiſts the myſtery of the diſpute, between the Temple of Del. 
phos, and thoſe that profeſs the contrary opinions: For the fixft pretends to maintain 
inviolably, the lame — was inſtituted without any alteration, in the beginning; 
witneſs ſo many ds and Books written in all ages to that purpoſe, neither to 
be denied for their antiquity, or to be queſtioned in their interpretation, whereas 
of the contrary your people, onely believe and put in practiſe, either what the 
late Prieſt Hereyzim (being diſcontented with his ſhame and puniſhment} hath: told 
them, or their own fancies (grounded upon nothing but covetous and wordly prin- 
ciples) dictates to their appetites; whereby thoſe of that Religion, become diſobe- 
dient to their ſuperiours, and extort from other people what goods they pleaſe, 
to their own uſe and commodity; not: obſerving the leaſt juſtice or charity in 
their proceedings: whereas the chiefeſt Law the Gods have ordained to be obſerved 
is, to do to another in all things, what they could wiſh ſhouid be done to them- 
ſelves in particular: Beſides: it is to be conſidered, as an evident and indoubtable 
truth ſince the firſt appearing of Herenz5zw, in the Confines of Arabia, the world 
hath been filled in a manner with nothing but Slaughters , Rebellions, and 
Impiety, altering their opinions (at leaſtwiſe the exerciſe: of their Rites) as of-

ten as the Moon doth her: Garment ,- which want of conſtancy ſhews, that it, 
is impoſſible the Gods ha ve ever eftabliſhed a Religion ſo wavering, being by nature 
both certain and eternal in their inſtitutions: Theſe arguments of 7oye/a appeared to 
the young Prince, of more then ordinary conſequence; yet not being willing to give 
over · much entertainment to their motives, in regard as he believed his concernments, 
ething upon people of thoſe principles in Religion, in whoſe aſſiſtance 
he hoped probably to regain his loſt Crowns, which his owneſtabliſhmentitiGovern- 
ment, endea voured for the preſent, to put off any further diſputation of this nature: 
For as he was unable to anſwer her reaſons,” ſo was he loath altogether to be con- 
founded by her diſcourſes, and therefore deſired to convert the communication, into 
more pleaſant and familiar talk; telling her to that purpoſe, that he feared ber Religi- 
ä — partly made her forget their deſign, in giving him ſo often names 
of reſpect, whereas now he was onely to be eſteemed her moſt humble and obſequi- 
ous ſervant, for the better ſafety and advantage of them both: But 7oye/a notwith- 
ſtanding the Princes craft, was determined not ſo eaſily to quit the Gods intereſt, 
as well as his converſion if it were poſſible ; and therefore again added this ſpeech, 
and ſome examples to her former diſcourſe : However ſaid ſhe, my Lord, or Thuſius, 
(whether of both you are beſt pleaſed to be named by) I finde you partly aſhamed, to 
interchange too many words withia womans arguments, ſince perhaps you think it 
no maſtery to become victorious againſt ſuch an enemy, yet you muſt give.me leave 
before I make an end, to ſay this to your conſideration ; That it is improbable 
the reformation pretended of the Deltbis abuſes, can be right from thoſe of your 
Religion, who apparently have put the others out of their ancient poſſeſſion, when 
as the world hath ever ſince grown worſe and worſe , inftead of mending in theit 
practices; whereby it appears, the effects have not followed conducing to the Gods 
honour, in that neither Temples have been builded, or charity increaſed ,- hut rather 
thoſe that were, are utterly deſtroyed and pulled down, with ſuch a general current 
uſed of extortion, malice and injuſtice , that it is unpoſſible almoſt the natural ſuc- 
ceſſion of mankinde can ſubſiſt, unleſs there be ſpeedily ſome alterations in the pro- 
ceeding : Beſides let me tell you ſaid (he, that however you may be opinionated, that 
many people of thoſe opinions in Religion; remain till conſtant and firm to your 
party, both in the Kingdom of Lydia and Myſſia, yet am I confident, your proſpe- 
rity (hall never arrive to you according to your wiſhes, unleſs the Princes of à con- 
trary faith (by an united Forces) endeavouralſo ſtrongly your ſatisfaction in the fu- 
tore : Sothatin the interim, it were not amiſs for youto conſult with the ſacred Ora- 
cle of Delpho#, what might be the event of your after proceedings, ſince" that 
Arch. Flamin hath the beſt opportunity, both to perſwade and joyn other States to- 
gether for your advantage: If this advice ſaid ſhe, be too boldly offered to your 
confideration, I humbly beg your pardon, as a duty I conceived neceſſary in ſome 
ſort, to be propoſed to your thoughts; wherefore I may challenge a little forgive- 
neſs: but if you ſhall judge my intentions any way treaſonable, I will not refuſe 
what puniſhment you may preſcribe, either in my ſex or condition, in expiation ot 
my ignorant offence ; who cannot inwardly wiſh you what inconveniency ſoever, 
although I may appear of æcontrary opinion to your thoughts in theſe particulars : 
however Arethuſius wondered how foye/a could come to this knowledge of his 
affairs, as well inthe Kingdom of Lydia, as of her own Countrey of 275/74, for 
that moſt certain it was, ſcàrce any of his party, appeared ready willing to aſſiſt him, 
upon his laſt expedition, yet nevertheleſs (in his thoughts) he reſolved not to viſit the 
Temple of Deiphos as ſhe had propounded, although he intended not to make any

Tbeſe kinde of diſcourſes, with ſome other adventures not worth the mentioning, 
brought them at laſt to the City of Pergame, where being atrived, and Pariſmenus 
having provided — ——ͤ—ũĩ— — their ſtay, until they could enquire out 
conveniency for their paſſage into Greece, as they had determined, they were infor- 
med that the little Haven Town formerly under the ſole juriſdiction of Argylius, 
was not onely lately poſſeſſed by the Hadian Forces, but all his officers that were ac- 
cuſtomed to command the place, were newly turned out from that power, by the ab- 
ſolute direction of the Senate ſitting at Sardis; as well to prevent the trauſportati- 
on of ſuſpected perſons, as to give the greater authority to the Souldiers proceed- 
ings in Hercrombrotus Army, whereby their deſign, of making uſe of that paſi the 
Lady eyela lad brougbt with her became wholly fruſtrated: O you Gods, with 
what an inward vexation did the young Prince entertain theſe apprehended diſaſters: 
ſometitnes he complained that the Heavens were not onely envious to his fortunes 
and proſperity,” but even ſought a ſpightful way to bereave him both of his life 
and honour; or at the beſt , to caſt him into ſuch a captivity ,' as was moſt hateful 
to mortality; in delivering his perſon over to the pleaſure and triumphs of his in- 
ſulting enemies; whoſe cruelty had no bounds as he imagined , no more then their 
breeding civility, to comply paſlionately with che unhappy fates of an injur'd 
Prince: But however theſe were the thoughts of poor Areibuſius, yet Pariſme- 
nus ſeemed moſt ſenſible of his own love; and to that purpoſe was grieved to think 
this interruption , would be a means to hinder the proſecution of his affection; 
in compariſon of which, be neither thought upon future captivity , or preſent loſs 
of life: Nevertheleſs 7oye/a whoſe paſſion (as it ſhould ſeem) were more tempe- 
rate, if not a womans invention to be preferred before a mans judgement in ſudden 
exegencies, quickly told the Prince, that as there was now no time left to dwelt up- 
on tedious conſideration, fince probably a ſtrict inquiry would be made after the 
occaſions of their abode, ſo was it as ſhe thought their beſt conveniency with all 
poſſible haſte, ' roquit the Town, and travel farther into the Kingdom of Lydia 
towards Smyrna; à City as ſhe conceived , would give them a freer paſſage to 
their deſigns , as well for that it lay alſo upon the Egeas Sea, as that there might 
be found leſs ſuſpicion in the mindes of the people, for that none would ſuppole, 
he durſt venture any more in that Countrey , where he had not onely loſt the Bat- 
tle, but was eſcaped already with much difficulty, from the violent proſecution of 
his enemies; which was the leſs to bedoubred (as ſhe ſaid) in regard there was ſo 
long a ſpace paſt, ſince the defeat received, who being all diſguiſed in Phrygian ha- 
bits, no officer probably would much examine, either their perſons or their intenti- 
ons: Beſides ſaid the, there is no likelier a way to avoid a ſuſpicion , then reſolutely 
to out face the jealouſie, or the cauſe by being neareſt, where and from whence it 
m__ proceed. | | | 5 | 
No ſooner was this deſign mentioned by the moſt fair and diſcreet pcyela. but it 
was readily entertained by the Princes apprehenſion, as the likelieſt means to ger 
po into the neighbouring Countrey of Greece: Neither was Pariſimenus 
ackward- in contributing of his beſt ſervice; for however his body might be 
ſomething tifed (as he thought in the proſecuting of ſo tedious a journey on foot) 
yet could his inward hopes be never wearied, concerning his lovely and beauteons 
Miſtreſs, though his affections were aſtogether concealed from her knowledge and 
ſuſpition: When the time came for their departure, not above two dayes from the 
reſolution, they all three began to travel towards Smyrna: *Tis true, no adventures 
happened in the voyage, but that often they were interropred by inquiſitive Souldiers, 
or other magiſtrates whoſe deſire to be in employment, rather made them officious, 
then that any cauſe appeared to their jadgements to render them ſo buſie: All 
which not crit hſtanding was quickly anſwered, by their telling them confidently, 


they were onely people, of the leſſer Phrygia; going towards the Iſland of Chios, 
| where 
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' where for the preſent ſome of their friends remained, and not being able by reaſon 
of the ſiritoeſs.of the guard lately ſet upon all che Sea · Coaſts between them, and 
home, were perſwaded to go to Smyrna, to try if they could there procure a better 
freedom: : This refolution they took the rather as they ſaid, for that they underſtood 
the paſſage from thence would be much ſhorter ; which handſome tale, gave in ſome 
ſort a ready diſcharge both co their perſons and deſires; inſomuch, as fourteen dayes 
at laſt brought them ſafely to the ancient Town and Haven of Smyrna, where being 
arrived;chey took up their lodging in an ordinary houſe not far from the ſea. fide 
concealing as much as they could both their money and other Jewels, which they had 
ſecretly-provided and packed up for their expences , bath in and after the journey, 
aforehand forecaſt, before their departure out of MAyſſia: But whilſt this youthful 
company, were enquiring in a manner every hour, after a conveniency Roe their 
tranſportation, their thoughts upon the matter being wholly employed in theſe paſſi · 
ons, ſince fear and hope are the greateſt diſturbers of tranquility, Arethuſius one 
night performing ſome ſervile office in the kitchin, the better to conceal his perſon, 
and fortifie his diſguiſe, they might hear one winding a horn in the ſtreet, whereat 
the Prince preſently ſtarting up, and going to the door, he was advertiſed by the 
people, that it was onely a Poaſt, newly arrived from the great City of Sardis, who 
brought as they believed ſome intelligence of an extraordinary conſequence, ſince he 
carried the marks thereof upon his breaſt, according to the cuſtoms of Lidia in that 
behalf: 7 huſius ſeeming fomething earneſt in his countenance, to know what the 
matter ſhould be, proceeding as it might be thought from a curious deſire of novel- 
ry, the Maſter of the Inn at che ſame time being preſent, and probably no leſs wil. 
ling to be ſatisfied then himſelf, told him with a little patience, accompanjed by ſome 
reſpite, he would endeavour to know, not onely the cauſe of his arrival, — the very 
truth and particular of his buſineſs, ſo that preſently making no ftay , he went 
down to the Poaſt- houſe, not far removed from his own dwelling, though in another 
ſtreet leading to the water- ſide: However haſte was promiſed, yet it was far in the 
night before the Hoaſt returned, during which time, both Thaſius and peyela (the 
Ladies name being alſo changed into 70) expected a ſatisfaction with ſome impa- 
tiency, ſince they conceived nothing could come extraordinary from the great City 
of Lydia, but of neceſſity muſt belong to their preſent affairs, as well as co the fu- 
ture ſucceſſion of the Kingdom. Tis true, however the party himſelf went to bed, 
as belike having too much played the good fellow amongft his Companions during 
the enquiry, yet this intelligence the diſguized Prince got from his Wife, not onely 
how the Senate of Lydia had been lately invaded and diſſolved by the directions and 
power of the Souldiers of the Army, but alſo Hercrombrotus, was newly ordained 
by che chief Commanders, great Governour and Commander in their places, who 
now was to be proclaimed to that pur poſe, as well in the City ob. Smyrna, as all other 
parts within the Lydian Tetritory; which being effected, the Meſſenger was to paſs 
further into Crete, as alſo to the directors of the Navy, to try their affections in like 
manner, to this ſudden change and alteration of Government: O yon Gods, with 
what pleaſing inward paſſions, did Arethuſius entertain this intelligence, ſince be ho- 
ped the inſtability of things, would of neceſſity at laſt bring him to his Rights and 
Juriſdiction; for that diſeaſes in a State are never more demonſtrated, then by in- 
conſtancy and often alterations, which ſhews that either Magiſtrates or People, are 
not ſufficiently ſatisfied wich what already they enjoy. and the ancient way of ruling, 
(being not poſſible as he thought) to be amended by any other invention, be doubted 
not, but all ſorts of conditions after a while (eſpecially hen tired with mutability it 
not faction) would return to their old obedience, without much labour or trouble; but 
again he began to have ſome appetites of fear, leſt what had been reported were not 
true; however in that he was quickly -quieted,: by the generality of the rumour the 
next morning, when as ſcarce was there a Boy in the ſtreets, but had their mouthes 
full of the report; and to adde more to the certainty, they generally in the Town 
began to ſing with a world of deriſion. the ridiculous downfall of the Senate, that 
had for ſome time proſpered in their infolency and tyranny: Vet for all chis con _ 
which 
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which Arethuſius took in the very contemplation of the accident, and the ho pes ef 
a benefit thereby, nevertheleſs when he conſidered (and conſideration often produ- 
ceth doubts) that Hererombrotus, being quietly ſettled in the Government would 
more reſemble the ancient Monarchy of the Nation, people might be ſo well pleaſed: 
that they had not totally loſt the form, that rather then begin a new war onely upon 
the rightfulneſs of the titles, when other eſſential points anſwered their expectati- 
deb would be ſufficiently ſatisſied to change their Governour, ſo they might ſtill 
keep the 1 1 —— _ of theſe — ons; thwarted the 
rchgughts of young Arethaſius in a ſhart ſpace, yet at laſt his hopes got the victory 
over! is doubts; inſomuch ag the day being ſomething ſpent, he eg joyfull 
intelligence up to the Chamber of the fair poyela; who having been a little qiſtem. 
pered by her journey, was then reading in a book, the ſtory of the wars between the 
- Giants and the Gods, with the ſucceſs of their ſeveral fates, intertnixc alſo by ſome 
other rebellions of divers natures. -» After he had ſhut the door (being moſt ſcrupu- 
lous, leſt any of the houſe ſhould be privy, either to his paſſions or intereſt; which 
had made him keep the greater diſtance with his Miſtreſs, (as he called 7oye/a)) ever 
ſince their arrival at Smyrna) he joyfully told her all the news: As the intelligence 
did a little amaze the young Lady, having not heard thereof before, yet being by 
the circumſtances ſufficiently ſatisfied of the truth in the general, they reſolved both 
during their neceſſary ſtay in Lydia, not to enquire more of any perſon whatſoever 
after other particulars, leſt it might bring a needleſs ſuſpition upon their perſons ;- ei- 
ther of having ſome intereſt formerly in the quarrel, or being now concerned in the 
change, notwithſtanding they profeſſed themſelves to be of another Countrey, 
being wit hall reſolved to take ſea upon the firſt opportunity, leſt any unfortunate 
ſop. ſhould come contrary to their expectations, which they ſuppoſed might eaſily 
happen; and the rather in regard of the- late alterations; ſo that having in this 
man er determined of their thoughts, Arethuſius retired to his own appartment, not 
far off the place where the horſes remained. | ; = 
Not many dayes after this reſolution , did they continue in the City of Smyrnæ, 
when agreeing with a Ship-man of Chia, to tranſport them into that Iſland, where 
they doubted not within a ſhort time, but to finde out another paſſage for what place 
they pleaſed to be carried unto , though the party himſelf was onely a Lydian by 
birth; yet in the evening appointed, for the putting to Sea, the ſeaſon appearing 
both fair and calm, they were ſuddenly ſtopped by the ſearchers of the Town; and 
however they quickly bought off the ſtrictneſs of their enquiry , by a large propor- 
tion of Gold, yet upon Aret huſus entering into the Bark, the owner of the Veſſel 
privately whiſpering Pariſmmenus in the ear, gave him to underſtand, that he knew 
the Prince, and could not as he ſaid wit hout the danger and hazzard of his life, but 
reveal the ſecret to ſame Officer or other: It cannot be doubted, but theſe words 
put Pari ſinenus into a great deal of confuſion and amazement , as ſuſpecting his 
truth of che ſhipman, and fearing the event of the accident, when as the Kings ho- 
nour, if not bis life, became thus unexpectedly engaged: Nevertheleſs the Gods as it 
ſnould ſeem, inſpiring him with more then an ordinary courage and reſolution, at the 
preſent he returned this anſwer to the Boat · man. | | 
*Tis true, ſaid he, as I will not diſpute the probability of your ſuſpition , ſince the 
interruption of the journey onely , will be a ſufficient misfortune to our affairs, 
ſo. of the other ſide, give me leave to deliver theſe thoughts to your conſideration : 
Whether ſuppoſing the certainty of. what you have ſaid ?, it be not better for your 
particular, to paſs us thus undiſcovered with the gain almoſt of any preferment you 
ſhall defire, in recompence of the ſervice in forreign parts, our qualities not poſſible 
to beknown to any but your ſelf , ſince the ſearchers are already parted from. the 
Bark, or loſe abſolutely the hopes of ſuch a reward, by performing the moſt baſeſt 
Treaſon, can any way be committed by mankinde, againſt a Prince who''notwith- 
ſtanding might live to puniſh yqu for the perfidiouſneis: Beſides, can you think, 'af- 
ter ſueh an act of wickedneſs committed againſt innocency, either to be |bountifully 
rewarded by whoſoexver in theſe confuſed changes, fince none will fo much own the 
treaſon 
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treaſon as hate the Traytor, or be able again to put to ſea, with what commodities 
ſoever of a conſiderable value, without the endangering both of them in your com- 
pany, and your own perſon by forreign States; over and above the many private plots 
and defigns, to take away your life hy ſuch of the Kings party, as are at Meſent and 
will be continually living in other Countreys. 

The fellowafter theſe words of Pariſmenus, ſtood for ſome r ſpace in ſome 
ſeeming mule, until at laſt turning from him with a violence, as if his conſideration 
had brought forth a determinate reſolution, though at all he uttered not his minde 
unto him, he commanded his Marriners preſently to hoyſe up their fails, which quick- 
ly carried the Veſſel with a proſperous blaſt, two or — from the ſhore 
into the ſea, where ſhe appeared to be paſt danger, either of the Town of Smyrna, 
or the Countrey of Lydia. | WA 

As this eſcape well pleaſed that youthful and innocent Company, the whole paſ- 
ſage being related at large by faithful though love. ſick Pariſmenus, ſo for almoſt a 
night and a day they ſeemed exceedingly to be favoured by Neptuner beſt indulgency, 
ſince the waves rather played gently with the ſides of the ſhip, then either made war 
againſt her tacklings, or drove her over haſtily from the fight of the «4/2 Coaft : 
Nevertheleſs determining to land upon that part which looks to the Countrey of 
Greece, as being more commodiouſly furniſhed with Havens to that purpoſe, they 
again anchored in that Road, by reaſon the night drew on apace, "intending in the 
morning to be ſurer of their entrance: But whether the Gods of the ſea being an- 
ory with their ehief Maſter, or that Arerh»/i4s fates had a minde yet to lead him in- 
to other adventures, as not being fully ſatisfied with his paſt troubles, the windes 
in the middle of the night turned fo contrary and boiſterous, that the Ship- 
man not having time to weigh up his Anchors, was forced for the ſecuri- 
ty of his Bark, and the ſafety of the Goods and Paſſengers to cut all his Ca- 
bles, letting her take her fortune, — the danger of ſo many ſmall 
Iſlands, diſperſed every where in thoſe ſeas: As this unexpected ſtorm put them all 
into a new combuſtion, ſo Foyela who had not been much accuſtomed to thoſe chur- 
liſh toſſings of the water, began after a while to be extream ſick , mſomuch as the 
violence of the windes ſtill increafing, which carried the Veſſel they knew not whi- 
ther, gave Arethuſius as well as the reſt more then ordinary trouble; until at laſt the 
young Lady being in a mannner overcome by her diſtemper, began to vomit blood 
inthe place of other ſaperfluities, that had for ſome hours defended her from dan- 
ger: *Tis true, the Prince became outrageous at theſe chances, as well for the hin- 
derance of their deſigns, as more eſpecially in regard of Poyelu's (as he believed) de- 
ſperate malady, finding no relaxation-in-the effects of her diſtempers, though the 
preſident was not ordinary, for any perſon of what conſtituxion ſoever to ſuffer in 
that kind; but ic ſhould ſeem ſome inward vein in her body was broke by her exceſſive 
ſtraining. The perplexities of Pariſmenus on the other ſide were not to be expreſſed, 
for love now began to be laid open in a full proſpect, deſpair encreaſing the flame to 
a high violence, of tearing his hair, and beating his breaſt without any compaſſion: 
Yet the Gods as it ſhould ſeem more favourable then they expected, after ſome hours 
time it being now perfect day, quieted the windes to the extraordinary content of 
moſt of the ſhip, though Peyela ſtill laboured in her diſtempers, however ſomething 
abated from their firſt fury. In concluſion Phebus beginning now to appear in his 
wonted glory and ſplendour, the Pilot quickly found they were witliin the ſight of 
the Grecian ſhore: So that the Barks conrſedtill lying that way, as if reſolute for 
thoſe Coaſts, having alſo loft all her Anchors, — of her tackling, the Maſter 
determined to put into a Haven, not far from the great and glorious City of At bent, 
over againſt which they then were, where he intended to ſtay, until he had fitted his 
Veſſel for a further Voyage, being now utterly unabled to that purpoſ 6. 

After this reſolution was taken, they made what haſte they could to the Grecian 
ſhore; ſometimes by the meer force of rowing with theit Oars; other whiles again 
they labored with broken ſails to mend their Veſſels ſpeed; left night once more ſhould 

prevent their deſigri, and ſo conſequently indanger alt their ſafeties: In this — 
etween 
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between rowing, working, and ſteering, they arrived at Pireathe Haven of the great 
City, toward the ſhutting in of the evening, where being at laft landed, though with 
ſome tiouble, but more circumſtance, the firſt thing that Arethuſius and Pariſmenu 
did, was N lodging for the fair though too much diſtempered 
poyela, which being effected, and ſhe laid in her bed, by the help of the woman · ſer- 
vants of the houſe, the Prince went to the Shipman, to give him a full recompence, 
not onely for his own tranſportation, but in regard of his particular fidelity, ir ha- 
ving bis King at his mercy, as he ſaid, yet notwithſtanding had kept him ſafe from 
his enemies, when as exegaordinary gain might ſeem to have invited him to ſuch a de- 
termination: However the fellow was abundantly ſatisfied with his reward, and 
more that it had been his fate in this manner, to preſerve both the life and honour of 
the King of Myſſia, yet he humbly intreated the ſecret might not be revealed, as 
well in that the diſcovery would for ever hinder all his employments, upon any coaſts 
belonging to the Lydian Power, as alſo in regard it would indanger the ſervants and 
friends he had, yet remaining within thoſe Territories and Juriſdictions: Arethuſius 
did faithfully promiſe him the performance of what he ſo diſcreetly required, as al- 
ſo reſolved himſelf in like manner to diſguiſe his own perſon, during the time he 
ſhould continue in the Countreys of Greece, which as he believed, depended much up- 
on the perfect recovery of the vertuous foje/a: *Tis true the young Lady, however 
ſhe wanted neither Courage to ſupport her own malady, or lacked skilful Artifts 
from Athens to cure her diſtempers, yet finding her ſickneſs made but a ſmall progreſs 
towards amendment, in the place where ſhe now remained, was perſwaded to retire 
untg a Cloiſter of Religious Nuns, belonging to the famous Goddeſs Miner va, who 
were accuſtomed (as *rwas ſaid beſides their buſie devotions) to take care of diſeaſed 
perſons, eſpecially of thoſe of the better ſort of people, which by accident were 
fallen into any manner of diſorders, as a. moſt laudable property appertaining ro 
their order, in regard of the Miftreſs they ſerved, being not onely Patroneſs of the 
City, but the heavenly inſpirer of Arts and Skill into moſt profeſſions. ty 
This deſign being propoſed, as a conveniency. well ſuiting with all their occaſions, 
it was ſoon entertained by the willing conſent of the young Lady, which alſo gave 
a further liberty to the Prince and Pari/menas, to follow what recręations they plea- 


fed, towards their divertiſements, ſince as ¶Arethuſius was reſolved not to part from 


Greece, until he ſaw the determination of oje/a's ſickneſs, ſo eguld not he or any man 
elſe be admitted in the Cloifter to make a viſit to her. 

The Prince being thus (as I ſaid) freed in ſome ſort from his attendance,though fill 
tied to a voluntary obſervance, upon the preſent indiſpoſitions of his dear 7oye/a, 


whom as he was perſwaded had left both friends and Countrey , onely to wait the 


conveniencies of his ſafety, began as well to conſider how be ſhould diſpoſe of him- 
ſelf, during the timepf her recovery, as in what poſture he ſbould put his perſon for 
the better diſguiſe, ſince he was reſolved not to be known to any whoſoever, that 
he was the unfortunate King of the Myſſiaus, not onely in regard he wanted in par- 
ticular both means and attendance, but alſo for that he had promiſed the Lydian 
Shipman, abſolutely to conceal his quality, during his abode in the Countrey of 
Greece : Jo this purpoſe in the firſt place, he determined to pleaſe his curioſity in 
viewing moſt of the famous Towns in Peloponenſes; as allo to that effect, to take 
upon him the habit of one of the Prieſts, belonging to ſome Temple of Hercules, 
for his better diſguiſe, ſuppoſinꝑ it was the propereſt veſtment, as well in reſpett of 
his youthful determinations, as for that the chiefelt Juriſdiction appertaining to the 
Arch Flamin of Delphes, under whoſe command ſuch garments did moſt ſuit, both 
with the reſpect of the people, and his own travels, would give him more conveni- 
ent entrance into all the places of note within the whole Countrey. It is not to be 
doubted, but that poor Pariſmenus, could well have been content of any occaſion 
to have diverted his own journey, whereby to have attended the onely expectation 
of foyela's recovery: But duty and honour wonld not agree ro ſo unneceſſary a va- 
nity, vyherefore he followed his Royal Maſter in his expedition, until they arrived at 
the Town of Corinth; a Town whoſe greatneſs (although the firſt in * ) 

id 
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did not ſeem any way to their view to exceed its beauty, The ſtreets large and 
even; the Temples fo fair and magnificently adorned every where wit 1 Cupe los, 
that as the Heaveris appeared im a manner frighted wich their ambition, ſo did the 
earth enjoy a como dity by their richneſs ; wherein the people adored the Gods, as 
if: they had been placed upon their Thrones, not by mental ſpeculation onely, as in 
other Titiꝭs o Thoſe gallant fountains, that poured out continually to the Inhabi- 
rants whole Rivers of cleareſt water; were deſigned in ſtately and large Market pla- 
ces, as well for the conveniency of the multitudes approach, as that their excellent 
andadmirable ſtructure might be the better viewed, and wondred at by all, though 
Kearce underſtood by any, but ſuch as exceeded in the art of building: All the Sta- 
tues were made either of white Marble or golden braſs, which being intermixt with 
Cypreſs Groves or running Fountains; were elevated upon artificial Mounts for their 
greater ſplendour, being paved under foot with Moſaick work, giving ſuch a grace 
and majeſty unto the whole City, that the like eould not again be parallel'd, accord- 
ing to the apprehenſion of the raviſhed Prince. It was not long before he had 
the opportunity to ſee the Dukes particular riches , when notwithſtanding the cun- 
ning of the workmen, ſeemed to have out-done-the natural value of the materials, 
as well in portraiture as carvigg, altbough the like Diamonds were. not elſewhete 
to be found through tlie world, mixed alſo with ſome Pearls and Stones of leſs worth; 
' whenhe had in ã manner ſurfeited his eyes with all ſorts of earthly. varieties could 
be imagined, belonginging unto greatneſs, anda noble City, where the Duke him. 
ſelf ruled his people by à moſt abſolute Prerogative, howſoever his ordinary State 
ſeemed rather retired and private, then common and ſplendid, as if by his wealth and 
abundance, he intended to let his neighbouring Princes onely ſee what he could do, 
if he pleaſed ; Arethuſius th t upon removing farther into Greece, as well to de- 
light his fancy, with the natural ſolitudes of the Countrey, inhabited by Rural peo- 
ple, as with ſtately buildings, and curious Artiſts 4+ In this poſture he travelled, ſome: 
times between Trees, even placed in rows, with ſp juſt a Geometrical proportion and. 
diſtance, as it che Countrey had not been cteated, but made by mans wit, rather 
then natures power: Nevertheleſs again in other: part, the barren hills appeared 
enviouſly to obſcure the green and pregnant vales, that had put on their beſt appare} 
to entertain the ſans heat, tending towards production of ſeveral vatieties jn Corn, 
Vines, or Fruits af the moſt rareſt kindes; whilſt. in he. interim on their laps plaid 
gently for their better refreſhment, moſt ſweet and clear Chryſtal ſtreams, that gei- 
ther ſtaid too long, or fled away over faſt, from their delight of ſo beneficial a con- 
verſation: From thence Arethuſius paſſed to the Plains of Acadia, on the Yanks of 
the beautiful River of Lad; there he cook a fingylar content, to behold, the plea- 
ſant and innocent lives of the Gountrey Shepherds, whoſe ambition onely ſeemed to 
be in their Pipes muſick, with ſuch an art in compoſing of homely Verſes; however in 
ſome ſort both natural and witty; which made him a little wonder at their faculty 
and diſpoſitions, that appeared to make that part of. the Territory a kinde of a Rural 
Academy, capable to give content to the moſt knowingeſt amongſt people: Alſo he 
beheld the groves of wood ſo conveniently placed for delight}, and ſatisfactions of 
the outward ſenſes, that he admired not no that the Goddeſs Diana, had formerly 
taken chercin a pringipal felicity in her ordinary -recreations, as well in waſhing ber 
felfin thoſe clear fireams, ad in chafing the wild eaſts through the woods, Longer he 
would have ſtaid with thoſe inhabitants, but the thoughts of bis returning to his ſick 
poyela, cauſed him ſomething to bridle his own paſſiↄns in chat particular, inſomuch as 
within two or three dayes ſpace, leaving thoſe parcs igrirely, at laſt he arrived at the 
more ancient then magnificent Town of Argos, unto which the ſea not withſtandingę 
ſeemed to contribute à willing commodity of tranſportation, although at no very 
near diſtance, ſince Rivers and cut paſſages were to help what nature had denied, to 
that purpoſe, No ſooner was the Prince entred the City, but as if a day of Jabile had 
been proclaimed: through the ſtreets (though for hat cauſe. he knew not) every 
place ſeemed to have pur on its beſt ornaments, many Trumpets loudly. ſounding ar 
at every cortier; with divers Altars ſeated rn Gates, bbfore whigh 
Mmm the 
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rhe pries roch to offer Incenſe in ſuch a profuſe manner; an if all the Gods 
had been ere a ſſetnbled · preſently to be adored: But that which: moretencrea-

faction; having to that pur poſe retired themſelves into a low Parlour from che reſt of 
the company) .

Sir, ſaid he, perceiving as well by Jour countenance; as your words, that you de- 
ſite ſome particular accompt of our preſent actions; with che ſeeming Triumphs in 
the City, ſince it is my place to gie content to all perſons whatſoever, but more eſpe- 
cially to thoſe of your Robe, though as 1 ſuppoſe a ſtranger of ſome other parts of

ire your pardon, if my ſtory prove of a longer extent then may be expected, leſt 
Ke chief luſtre thereof ige ſpoiled, by reaſon of · deficiency in the relation, the 
rather for that it concerns the religious magnanimity of a Lady, not again as L be- 
lieve to be parallel d by any example; ſo that no circumſtance neceffary to her ho- 
nour, ought to be omitted by any tongue or language: To this purpoſe you muſt 
know briefly, that the name of her that is to be the ſubject of my diſcourſe, as well 
as already the admiration of the world, is no other but ꝓhiligenia, though not one - 
ly Daughter, but ſole Heir to 7 hyargos great King of Scyrhia now deceaſed, who in 
bis time made all the mighty Territory of Arminia tremble by his conquering arms, 
accompanied by che force of his dexterity and courage: Tis true, 1 cannot ſay the 
Titles to his own Crows were of the beſbmaking, according to the opinion of moſt 
of our learned Prieſts; but I ſnall meddle alone with his gallantry, no way diſputing 
his poſſeſſions; in that he was natural father of the young Lady, at preſent enter- 
tained wit hin the Walls of this ancient City, not onely by the directions of all tlie 
chiefeſt Princes of Pe/oporenſes hut alſo by the ſpecial command of the great Arch. 
Flamin of De/phos. Arethnſius hearing the Lady Philpgemia named by the Maſter 
of the houſe, whom he had formerly known, yet noocherwiſe then by the meer re- 
lations of his dear ſiſter the Princeſs Cloria, he began a little to ftartle at the intelli- 
gence, as if his concernment-(thovph not his nature) might have ſome more then or- 
dinary igtereſt in her proceedings; fo that he appeared more then uſual , to give a 
willinger eat to the enſuing ſtory...

wehen the ſame party was by chance walking in his Garden, he aguin put him in minde 
of the paſt nights interruption, until they both ſeated themſelves neur ⁊ running foun 
tain, which gave occaſion for the refiewing of his former intended diſcourſe after 
this manner.

Al told you the laſt night, ſaid he, that I would not meddle with the diſputable 
Titles of that brave and victoriousiſs ince 7 Eyurgus, fo hall I-onitly lex you (know, 
he being ſuddenlyideprjved of lis life after all his conqueſts, however he had before 
ſeteled the inheritance of his Crowns upon his fair (though Iniant) Daughter Philo- 
genia, yet notwitkſtanding thoſe Commanders chat had accompaniied him in the 
Wars of Armenia, leſi the glory of their great Maſter ſhould die for want of :their 
ſurviving induſtry, not onely preſently (wore obedience and fidelity to his hopefull 
(though young) Daughter, but reſolved without any relaxation in courage, to pro- 
ſecute ſtill their forthnes aguiniſt the Hing o min, derermining to ſtay in that 
Countrey, where they had got fo many advantages; inſomuch au not long: after, rhe 
great Monarch himſelf in the end of the contentiomas force in u manner, oven 
to beg d certain peace at his enemies hands, as Got being able my” a 
| a” . riendly 
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friendly agreement, to expulſe the Schhians out of his Countrey and Territories: 
Philogenia'by this means having ſettled to her right, as well the Conqueits of her 
Father, as her own Crowns and Inheritances, and being at laſt come in proceſſe of 
time, to a certain maturity of age fit for rule, having in her minority been educated 
in Learning and all the liberal Sciences, her Subjects whether pur on by their own 
care and affection towards their Countreys good, or were induced thereunto by the 
procurements of one Dogalpluu, a Prince of the blood and of the ſame extraction, 
an daily to make Petitions unto her Majeſty to marry, whereby as they ſaid, not 
onely to ſettle a poſterity according to their hopes, for a future ſucceſſion of her 
vaſte Kingdoms, but allo in the interim to be a companion to her ſelf and Govern. 
ment, whereby her youth might be delighted as her State better ſecured: The ra- 
ther did they ſeem to make theſe motions unto her, for that her Father in his pre- 
ſcriptions had limited her, to a choice onely in her own Kingdom of Scytbia: The 
young Queen, whoſe wit and ſpirit do ſeem at the leaſt to parallel both her 
outh and beauty, which made her more in love with generous huntings, accompanied 
by the ſound of warlike Inſtruments, then with ſofc and amorous complements, ac- 
coding to the cuſtom of other Ladies of her years, was rather content for the pre- 
| ſenc, to let the propoſitions of her people ſleep in ſonie quiet obſcurity, then either 
to trouble her ſelf with a reply, or give any ſeeming diſtaſte to her Subjects in that 
particular; eſpecially when ſhe conſidered, not onely as ſhe thought, that many of 
the Commanders of the Army were of that party, but alſo how peremptory were 
the directions of her dead Father to that purpoſe. In proſecution of this reſoluti- 
on (ſince as it ſhould ſeem, ſne had either no inclination to marry at all, or at the 
moſt not to be contented with the Spouſals of her own Subject) ſhe retired into the 
Count re for the moſt part ſhe ſpent her time in ſtudy, unleſs it were when 
ſhe uſed the Iport of ſeveral ſorts of huntings, for her better delight and more re- 
creation, however at other ſeaſons (he would behold armed Troops to exerciſe their 


vocation ; in all which employments there appeared in her thoughts and nature ſuch 
a maſculine ſpirit, as not onely ſhewed from what ſtock ſhe was deſcended, but even 
did preſage ſhe was not born in the world, but for ſome magnanimous deſigns, either 
cowards the Gods worſhip, or mens perſwaſion , for that her employments were al- 
wayes directed to noble and extraordinary ends. been: !! W 
Again when ſhe found her ſelf any thing weary of theſe retirements , ſhe would 
make progreſſes through her whole Countrey, ſometimes viewing the places from 
whence were digged Gold and other Mettals ; belonging to the Revenues of her

Other whiles receiving as ſhe went Petitions from thoſe diſtreſſed ſubjects, that 
needed more particu larly her goodneſs and juſtice, in their ſeveral cauſes and injuries : 
Neither did (he ever fail in her journeys to viſit Temples with other remarkable Aca- 
demies of Learning and Piety, whereas ſhe uſed to diſpute in perſon with the greateſt 
Philoſophers ſhe could meet withall; ſometimes contending with her own Prieſts, as 
concerning the truth and reality of their Doctrine, ſince as ſhe ſaid, they had lefc the 
ancient Worſhip of the Gods, — to the manner and cuſtoms of De I phos. 
But whilſt che young Princeſs Philogenia, ſpent her time in the Countrey in this man- 
ner, however looking afar off alſo at her affairs in her Court, and great City of the 
Kingdom, where thoſe Councellors and Miniſters of State ſhe had appointed alwayes 
remained, both to receive her commands and directions, of a ſudden came to Court 
the young Lord Doga/phus, from the wars and employments of Armenia, where as 
chief General of. the Armies in thoſe parts, he had ſpent a few years; rather becauſe 
his place and quality ſeemed to exact the ni erment from the State, then that his 
experience and dexterity in the Wars, could merit much above any of the ordinary 
No ſooner was he artived in his own Countrey, and the Queen again returned to 
her Palace iu the City, but this young Prince, whether or no put on by his own opini- 
ons, or more likely ſent for by ſome of the Nobility to that purpoſe, for fear lelt a 
ſtranger might in time come to be their Sovereign, ſince Phi/ogenia ſeemed to hold 
Mmm 2 intimate 
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intimate correſpondency, with Ambaſſadours belonging to other Princes, began of 
a ſadden extreamly to court the aſſections of this young Lady; inſomuch as of- 
tentimes ſhe was forced before the face of the multitude, ſomething abruptly to re- 
tire from his diſcourſes; in regard as ſhe was unwilling co give him any encourage. 

ments, in what ſhe never intended to let him enjoy, ſo of other (ide, ſhe reſol vod not 
to put any affront publickly upon his perſon, for that he was ſo near both to her Fa- 
ther and her ſelf in blood; wherefore hoped rather to weary his expectation inſen- 
ſibly, by not giving countenance and hearing to his expreſſions, then by a domn · right 
denial, to exaſperate his ſpleen, towards ſome dangerous factions, to dhe diſturbing 
of her peaceable Government, and Tranquility of ber people; ſince as ſhe knew 
he had got ſome more then ordinary intereſt amongſt the Souldiers, ſo did ſhe pro- 
bably believe, he wanted not many friends in her own Court of the ſame ſtamp, that 
might eaſie enough prejudice her affairs: Beſides ſhe conſidered, that her Father de- 
ſigning her a Husband onely ont of her own Countrey of Scythia, could poſſibly 
mean no other to meet with her years and quality, then Prince Degalphus: As theſe 
— * and conſiderations, extreamly troubled the minde of Plilogenia, who ei- 
ther had other defigns in her love, or elſe meant not to love at all; wherefore one 
day ſending for the Syrian Ambaſſadour, (a perſon whoſe abilities not onely ren · 
derd him deſervedly worthy of his employment, in regard of his excellent skill in 
State Affairs, but one alſo whom ſhe was accuſtomed to make of her counſel, in 
very many things belonging to her preſent Government) and made this Speech unto

My Lord ſaid, ſaid ſhe, as it is well known my noble and moſt dear Father, u 
took the conqueſt of the vaſte Territory of Armenia, principally by the inſti 
and procurement of your great and wiſe Favourite Philoſtros, with th 
Orſames, though both buried now to the worlds eye, however their actions 
pear in a full proſpect to be admired, by all people of the ſurviving age, ſo bath my 
ſelf ever fince endeavoured; to keep on foot the ſame intereſt and correſpondency; 
notwithſtanding I have been earneſtly ſolicited to the contrary, by all the wa yes that 
ever faction or ſpite could invent, whereby to diſſolve that honourable tye, which 
was firft contracted by thoſe two invincible and heroical ſpirits and Monarchs : To 
this purpoſe I ſhall not need much to dilate upon that limitation, which it pleaſed my 
dead Father to put upon my condition; in the choice of my future Husband, being as 
it is ſaid onely within the Confines of my own Kingdom, ſince nature cannot poſſi · 
bly admit of any ſuch obligation, when the leaſt quality amongſt the pooreſt and ba- 
ſeſt of my Subjects, will no doubt pretend to a greater freedom, grounded upon ſo 
ſacred and binding an election, accompanied by all the reaſons that either Gods or 
men have uſed in the preſcription of their Laws, given here upon earth for mortality 
to obſerve: Nevertheleſs ſo it is, that whether by the crafty practices of ſome of 
the Nobility, who either are not ſatisfied with my Juriſdiction, or are willing to fee 
the Syrian Power ſo much flouriſh within the compaſs of my Court, have of late put 
on the inconſiderate multitude, not onely to deſire me with ſome exclamations ſpec- 
dily to marry, whereby as they feigr/to ſecure the Kingdom from all treachery, but 
alſo to chuſe one of my own Subjects, for a compenion in my converſation and go- 
vernment: As I ſhall not be obliged at the preſent, to diſpute any way the worth 
of his perſon, ſince if I marry at all I am reſolred, not to be citcumſeribed hut by 
the Suns eircumferenee, which probably can bring beat and honour to theſe Nor- 
thern Climates, ſo muſt 1 deſire you, to impart unto me your faithful advice in this 
particular, not only for the better 4 — 15 of my peoples affections but for the greater 
dignity of chat fortunate State hieb i now ſerve, in whoſ&power and magniti- 
cence, I put my chief cruſt and confiderice; notwithſtanding thoſe preſcriptions en- 
joyned me, by theſe unreaſonable Laws of this Nation: For howſoever it may be ſaid, 
that my father impoſed this injunction fromm ſemale condition, in regard of the ſu- 
rer eſtabliſhment of bis new conquered Dominion, as perhaps fcating doo much tire 
weaknels of my ſex, to bear the weight of fuch a heavy burthen, without ſome more 
probable and active aſſiſtance, yet I ſuppoſe, he did not intend his decrees 8 — 
5 when 
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when other conſiderations of more conſequence might govern my affections, to a 
more noble and proper choice, belonging co mine own honour , if not his Empires 
and eſta blihment. Crowns are not worth I ſay enjoying, when to be wort 
with ſuch baſe limitation; ſo that the world muſt be the Stage, whereon I am re- 
ſalved co play my part, where greateſt Kings may be the onely judges of my acti- 
ons: With cheſe words ſhe gently wept, yet with ſuch a graceful Majeſty did the 
rears trickle down her fair cheeks, as if ſhe had ſomething more in her heart, that as 
yet ſhe had not expreſt by her diſcourſe, which gave the Ambaſſadour as much cauſe 
of wonder as pitty : nevertheleſs finding by ber ſilent though ſtedfaſt looks, that ſhe 
expected ſome reply; after a ſhort ſpace of conſideration , he made her this 
anſwer. 2 | 
Moſt great and vertuous Queen ſaid he, as mighty Orontes the Son of that victori- 
ous Prince you named Orſames, who. gave the firſt original to your Fathers conqueſt 
in Armenia, muſt needs acknowledge the obligations of your favours, in preferring 
his friendſhip. before other Kings, ſo will he never- fail. to give that aſſiſtancę 
to your commands, as Aſia ſhall rather tremble at your proſperity , then any power 
compel you to what choice ſoever, without your own liking and election: Yer that 
I may not proceed lacking an honourable command, or you want thoſe circumſtances 
belonging to your dignity, ſince a Hrias Husband can onely match you both in dig- 
nity and profit, I ſhall ſuſpend my counſel, as you may your reſolution, until my return 
from Damaſcus, whither you know I am now going for your ſervice; as well as upon 
my Maſters buſineſs : In the interim you cannot miſs of excuſes, as well to ſatisfie 
the greedy multitudes expeRation,. concerning your future marriage, as the prevent- 
ing of the Noblemens deſigns to that purpoſe, for that the flay of your ſolemn Co- 
ronation is near at hand, to which. triumphs your people, are rather to be obedient 
and attentive, then any way before that time to ex determinations when you 
are yet ſcarce arrived to a competency of years, belonging to the Government of 
your Kingdom; and therefore not fit before a better experience to think of a tye, 
which never again can be unlooſed, but with the diſſolution of your ſelf or Husband ; 
which otherwiſe might turn to the endangering of your peoples liberties, by the gene- 
ral combination of other Princes againſt your inconſiderate choice, wherein the great 
Monarch of Syrig ought to have the firſt place for advice. When the Ambaſſadour 
had delivered thus much in her hearing. ſhe told him, that as ſhe liked very well his 
counſel, ſince forreign States were to participate, not onely in the election of her 
Husbahd, but alſo in thoſe circumſtances and decorums appertaining to her ſpeedy 
inauguration, which ought to be performed, with all ceremonies poſſibly belonging 
to the dignity of her royalty. ; ſo on the other ſide was ſhe determined inviolably 
to conſerve the ancient friendſhip contracted between the two Crowns: howeyer for 
her affections, (he reſolved to diſpoſe of them as ſhe pleaſed, notwithſtanding her Fa- 
thers direction ſeemed as yet, to hold ſome prerogative over the whole Kingdom of 
Scytbia;; for however as ſhe ſaid, ſhe received from him her Goyernment, by a law- 
ful deſcent in nature, nevertheleſs ſhe conteived the right of fancy and liking concern- 
ing her marriage, onely-belonged to her ſelf in particular, by a more tranſcendent 
obligation : Wherefare as ſhe would have all Kings to judge charitgbly of ber 
thoughts, yet could ſhe not promiſe, but that her actions might fometimes be miſ- 
conſtrued, if not wondered at by many, for that ſhe had in her opinion a difficult 
part to play, between her duty and bee honour, howgger (he would to the belt of her 
power.eadeavour to preſerve both. TY | nn 
After the Ambaſſadour was parted from her with this reſolution, to take his jour- 
ney ſuddenly for the great City of Damaſcut, whither he intended to carry the news 
of her ſtately deſigned Coronation, Philigenia began a little to ponder pri what he 
had ſaidlunto her, apprebending e of  Syran, expected ſome more then 
ordinary power over both her aRjogs and Government, and more eſpecially in ap- 


pointing her a Husband of the Syrian intereſt, thongh not of the ſame blood, in 

which particular her ſpitits, as well. as het ſancy i had no minde to be limited, in re- 

gard as her nature coveted a freedom in all her actions; fo more directly ber- 
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high election, where ſhe was not onely by all the rules of reaſon and juſtice to pleaſe 
(in an ample manner) her own affections, but alſo in ſome meaſure to give ſatisfacti- 
on to other Princes, who would as ſhe thought either honour or deſpiſe her actions, 
according to the weakneſs or fortitude ſhe ſhould ſhew , deeming her thereby either 
worthy of Government or not; ſince putting her ſelf unwiſely under another juriſ- 
diction, in the infancy of her Reign, would make the world believe, her capa. 
city knew not how to command, though blinde fortune had caſt the lot undeſerved- 
ly upon her condition : What other things a_ be in ber apprehenſions I will not 
— ſince as for certain in her childehood, ſhe had the tender of many a young and 
gallant Prince of ſeveral Nations for a Husband ; fo was her minde alwayes addicted 
to view the world , with the rarities of other Countreyes beſides her own; as it 
might be thought, being not well ſatisfied either with that cold climate where ſhe 
remained, or was able to procure from her Prieſts a convincing anſwer to thoſe 
points, concerning the Worſhip of the Gods, pra ctiſed in Scythia, contrary to the 
cuſtoms uſed in the Temple of Delphos; but be it what it will, the time drawing on 
for the ceremonies of her perfect inſtallment in her dignity, put off for the preſent, 
her further conſideration in theſe particulars, onely it was obſerved that after the 
departure of the Syrian Ambaſſadour, ſhe began to entertain a more nearer intimacy 
= officer of State, that the Egyptian King had alſo ſent to reſide in her 
t; which in time ſo augmented in outward ſhew, that as her opinions ſeemed to 
decreaſe from her wonted confidence of Orontes power, ſo did ſhe beftow her fre- 
quenteſt converſation, in che company of this new favourite; whom as it was thought 
not onely advanced his Maſters eſteem with the young Queen, but fortified her 
doubts concerning her Countries Religion: In the interim, whilft divers ſorts of 
Triumphs were preparing for the magnificent ſolemnity of Pbilogenia : Coronation, 
there arrivgd many Ambaſſadonrs from ſeveral Princes, ſome to honour the feaſt with 
their preſence, as others to confirm leagues from her Dominions , and all to congra- 
tulate her happineſs, as well in the intire obedience of her own Subjects, as in the 
powerfulneſs of her intereſt in Forreign States: To every one of whom, ſhe re- 
turned alwayes moſt becoming and exquiſite complements, not alone in her own | 
guage, but in thoſe tongues which beſt ſuited ich their practices, inſomuch as with* 
in a ſhort time ſhe became the wonder of ithoſe that were preſent; and the talk of 
ſuch as were abſent, when as her diſtourſes and entertainments were hot according 
to the cuſtoms of other Ladies of her years:and beauty ; but for the moſt part im- 
ployed in viewing and correctiug the exerciſes of her armed Sonldiers, drawn out of- 
ren in the Field to give her content and ſatisfa ction: Other whiles again, ſhe ſpent 
ber time by Councels, in making Leagues and Contracts with all ſorts. of Nations, 
that deſired either her friendſhip or aſſiſtance; wherein ſhe alwayes ſtrived to pro- 
cure the beſt advantage for her own people, however ſhe never broke her word or 
promiſe with any Prince, after the agreement was once ſesled between them: Not- 
withſtanding that Philogenia in this manner, ſeemed to graſp in her poſſeſſion all the 
felicities of the earth, yet in her countenance there: was ſtill obſerved , a kinde of a 
fad reſervednels, not differing mugh from melancholly or diſcontent ; ſhewing that 
inwardly, either ſhe was not very well pleaſed with ſomething, or that her minde 
8 deſigns of extraordinary great conſequence, ber thoughts being in a manner 
alwayes taken up, and imployed with penfivenels, n % 50 
Ig the interim, that the Tegples were preparing to offer the moſt magnificent ſa- 
crifices couſd be deviſed, for thE Queens future proſperity, and moſt of the Mer- 
chants building ſundry Triumphant Arches, forthe paſſage of thoſe goodly Troops 
that ſhould accompany her in the ſtately proceſſion, was to be beheld upon the more 
ſolemn day of her Coronation , ſame dayes before Prince Degalphus thought it an 
obligation in a ſort belonging to his honour, as well as his profeſſion, to dedicate 
in his own perſon a Turnament to the fair Philagenia, whom his inward fancy efteem- 
ed not much leſs then his eſpouſed Wife; ſot chat he found as he thought; her car. 
riage now to be altered towards his particular, though alwayes diſcreet in the face of 
the multitude, ſince ſhe never ſeemed to decline from that Majeſty, that appertained 
to 
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to hes dignity and calling? wirich opinion of his became extreamly fortitied; by che 
general applauſe of the whole Kingdom, Joyned& with the direction her Father had 
left to ſome of his ancient countellours, to ſee his Daughter married according to 
thoſe preſeribed rules of Government, belonging to the Scythia Nation; they he- 
ing ao way backward to repreſent unto her conſideration, thoſe memories upon all 
fitzing occaſions, as well to keep her from entertaining too near a correipondeacy 
1 — Princes, as the better to aſſure the State, to be ordered by the fame 
Laws and Cuſtoms, wherein themſelves as they knew would ſtill be kept in authori- 
ry;: eſpecially when as both the King and the Queen were young, and not probably 
to be diverted. from lending a willing ear alwayes to their counſels and directions: 
When the time of tilting came, unto which meeting; many Princes of forreign parts 
had been invited; fome to be ſpectators of that gallant exerciſe, and others if they 
pleaſed; to try the forte of their lance againſt the youthful and courageous challen- 
ger; Dogalphres himſelf appeared in the Field moſt richly apparelled: His Armour 
was painted over with the reſemblances of : Snow ; whereas his Baſes figured the le- 
neſs of Icy Rocks of unequal height, whilſt his Capariſon-madea kinde of an artificial 
Sen, being ſo neatly contrived in the work, that each ſeemed to be an ornament to 
the other, for the better repreſentation of -a Countrey, belonging wholly te the 
Northern Region, where his Lady and Miſtreſs the great Queen of Scythia reigned: 
In his Shield dtas painted a young Courtier like himſelf, all armed but che head, whoſe 
intention — by this Motto: No Climate can freeze the effects of violent 
love : His horſe was likewiſe milk white, hom he mannaged with ſo good a grace 
before the Tluone of the beautiful Queen, that the people with a loud acclamation 
of joy, ſeemed in a kinde to congratulate their future Nuptials, -although-in the in- 
terim Philogenia was noted, onely tocaſt down her countenance: upon the ground, 
with nothing but a melancholly look, inſtead of other expreſſions: Here Clitaphon, 
for ſo was the Hoaſt called, made ſome apology for the tediouſneſs of his diſenurſe, in 
relating ſo many circumſtances: He told Aretbuſia withal, that as he hoped he 
would excuſe him for ſome impertinences, — to a great Ladies adventures, ſo 
did he not intend to trouble his ears any more j hut as near as he could with the very 
things, that an Egyptian Prieſt now in the Town, appertaining to the Queens ttain, 
had particularly informed him of: The diſguiſed Prince was ſo far from being any 
way wearied with the length of is relation, that as he thariked him for the pains be 
hadgpken already in his ſatis faction, ſo could he wiſty, as hie ſaid, the ſtory tight ne-

As ſoon as Dogalphas, 48 I ſaid had thus performed bis firſt reverences, before the 
ſtately Tribunal of the Queen Philogenia, however with what thoughts it was not 
well known, he went preſently and repoſed himſelf in a moſt rich Pavilion of yelfow 
Damask, ſet up at one end of the {ift, there to attend the approach of any Kii ght or 
Champion, who intended to encounter his reſolution, or defend his own honour. 
Tis true, the young Prince carried himſelf with ſo much bravery and cbufage all the 
day, that notwithſtanding many oppoſed him und his compaty, yet he bore away 
the chief prize of the Field from the reſt, till the dark niglit (che peremptory decider 
of ſuch differences) made them retreat again into the Town; to ſeek more milde 
converſation amongſt the Ladies of the Court, intending nett morning to begin a 
new exerciſe of honour, towards a farther trial of their yertues'; Phabus had ſcaree 
given a glorious light to the day, but Dogaipbas either heated by his love, Or Warte 
in his ambition, iſſued out into the Liſts, ſhining with Arms atid armed in corfidetee, 
where no ſooner was he arrived, but he was encountered (atrompanied by his Troop) 
wich divers perſons of ſeveral fortunes, ſome lending thetſelves, and others their 
horſes in teſtimony they were all overcome, eicher by his proſperity, or the Lantes of 
his followert; infotnuch as at laſt none tppearet! for a dom ſpate, thatintended to 
contend, much leſs to overcome + which euſec tile mnſrirade with many exrfama- 
tions of joy to celebrate his prtiſes; as if the whole tiltiag Nad W - 
06 niſhed 
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iſhed, whilft in the interm Dog aphas himſelf for his better repoſe, retired again into 
his gallant n r for however none came to encounter this ſeeming victorious 
Champion, yet he Laws of the Turnament, another day was deſigned to try, or 
expect the final iſſue of the ſport: So that again Dogalphns appearing-in the Field, 
Philegenia contraty to ber former reſolutions, ſent word to the Judges, that ſhe could 
not be at concluſion of thoſe Triumphs, wherefore gave them commiſſion, to begin 
when they pleaſed in her abſence. . 146 SHI AN: El 

This meſſage, or tather the alteration of the Queens former determination, made 
many variable interpretations among the common people: Some thought an indiſ. 
poſition onely of health had cauſed her to forbear her preſence in that general aſſem- 
bly, ſince ſhe ſeemed for-the two firſt dayes, to be a moſt earneſt ſpeRator of all the 
brave actions, that had been there performed , to the honour of ber Kingdom of 
Seythia: Others again imagined, that rather ſome weighty affairs belonging to her 
Government, which held her from the preſent aſſembly , whereby to give ber atten- 
dance upon the finiſhing of thoſe noble exerciſes , which they knew in the ge- 
neral moſt delighted her nature; eſpecially it being now near the time of her own 
Coronation : Neither was there wanting a third ſort of conjecturing ſpirits , who 
ſuppoſed, however Philogenia appeared in outward ſhew to congratulate the Princes 
victories, yet in her heart ſhe neither affected his perſon , or was willing overmuch 
to adyance his efteem in publick, wherefore abſtained from coming to che liſts, left 
ſhe might be obliged with her own hands, to beſtow the Crown of Honour appoint- 
ed for the Conquerour; in regard of which, the peoples affection might come to be 
more increaſed towards his particular: But thoſe notwithſtanding , that were better 
acquainted with her vertuous thoughts and heroical determinations, knew that no 
motions of baſe enyy, could poſſibly enter into her breaſt and conſiderations, and 
therefore attributed her abſence meerly to accident, or -neceſſary imployments: 
However, much of the Triumphs ſeemed in this manner to be darkned , by wanting 
their chief luſtre, the Queens preſence; yet the Prince continued in his own perſon, 
thoſe gallantries befare the face of the multitude , as not onely won their commen- 
dation in a moſt violent expreſſion (who for the moſt part are guided with exceſsof 
paſſions) but alſo merited much commendation in the very thoughts and opinions of 
thoſe, that in their judgements could beſt diſtinguiſh without partiality , until about 
noon (being again repoſed in his Tent) he was ſuddiily ſaluted by a young Page of 
extraordinary beauty, who kneeled without many circumſtances, and uſed thigtlen- 


-guage unto him. 2 | 
Sir, ſaid he, my Lord and Mafter underſtanding of theſe generous ſports, by a ge- 
neral ſummons, wherein no ſtranger of quality (as he hath been informed) ſhalt be 
excluded from trying the force of his Lance againſt the fortunes of the Challenger 
(which in effect renders the deſign more noble) hattrupon that ſcore of confidence, 
taken a journey out of his own Countrey into this great Kingdom of Scytbhia, 
whereby in a youthful way (without any malice) to venter a fall with the glorious 
Prince Degalphus in a ſinꝑle encounter, who as he underſtands hath purchaſed an im- 
mortal fame by his brave and gallant at chievements, in this noble exerciſe of honour 
and valour, being aſſured, as he can loſe nothing by any diſaſter can befal him in ſuch 
a Combat, ſo (hall he get an incomparable reputation by carrying of himſelf in any 
manner equal, to ſo deſerving a courage and dexterity. Dogalphus, however he ap- 
peared ſomething confounded at this ſudden and unexpected ſa lutation, yet conſider- 
ing the nature of the tilting, and the bravery of the offer, without examining fur- 
ther the dignity of the perſon (ſince worth conſiſted more in action then in Heraul- 
dry) not onely freely actepted of the challenge, but cauſed the Page with an extra- 
ordigary teſpect, to be uſhered ont of his Pavilion: Although the Prince prepared 
his thoughts with eoutage and aſſurance; to entertain this new and bold ſtranger with 
24 of his Lance, yet conſidering all particulars, he could not in his minde, but 
much wonder.who the party ſhould be, that in the very purcloſe of his victories, 
would needs attempt new adventures, either to the hazzarding of his on diſgrace, 
or the obſtructing of his proſperity; but the warning did not give him any — 
| | pace 
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ſpace for conſideration, in regard within half an hours time at the moſt , the Cham- 
pion himſelf appeared in at the other end of tho liſts, ready armed to make 
good the entertained quarrel, which ſeemed notwithſtanding to conſiſt more in the 
yertue of their Lunces, then in the malice oſ their hearts, however it might be ſup- 
poſed, that emulation not to hgtermed envy, had ſomething enflamed their ſpleens 
one againſt the other, ſince as ey both aimed at victory, ſo was it likely their 
pretenſions were a little different in nature; the ſtranger deſiring to get what 
the other had already in poſſeſſion, as' Dog algbhas unwilling that any ſhould be fo 
injurious, as to go about to deprive him of what he bad moſt juſtly merited ; by the 
common opinion of all the ſpeRators; ' I muſt a little (ſaid ¶ Hytapban) dwell upon 
the deſcription of the accommodation of the new Champion, before I come to the 
encounter it ſelf, ſince to the view of the preſent aſſembly, his accoutrement ſeem- 
ed almoſt as ſtrange to their fancies, as the quality and condition of the party did 
to their knowledpes; for he was mounted upon a coal black horſe, that pretended in 
appearance to a ſettled ſtrength, more governed by age or uſe; then inclinable to any 
hot firerineſs in ſhew, as if the deſtinies had intended a kinde of a fatal difference in 
the Champions — ſeeing they hid made an oppoſition, both in the: colours 
and deportments of their horſes; his Arms notwithſtanding: the perfect ground. 
work was perfect ſteel, of a ruſty hue, yet was it all over imbelliſhed wich the re- 
ſemblances of womens hair, when beſt curled for advantage or ornament of the fait - 
eſt complexion* His Baſes repreſented female garments, ſuch as the wartike Ama- 
zons are deſcribed to wear in hunting, whilſt the Capariſon was onely made into the 
ſimilitude of a Couch of Crimſqn Velvet: In his Shield was picture a Peutheſelea 
with this Motto: As education hath changed my nature, ſo may vertue again alter 
my being to a better form: Half ia den of ſmall Pages carried fix ſaves, which 
belike he intended to imploy in the encounter. In fine, not to render my ftory over 
long. ſince already I fear me I have: too much injured your patience, after that 
all fitting circumſtances were performed acc6tding, to the preſcribed Laws of the 
Turnament, the Champiofis: being” placed at a convenient diſtance one from an- 
other, at laſt met with ſo gra and even an encetinter; that ſcarce could the 
Judges themſelves determine by their opinions, who had the better of the juſt. 
In this equality of tilting they continued for four courſes, the people all the while 
wondering who the ſtranger ſhould be, that in ſo equal a meaſure, had been able to 
match their Prince, whom they eſteemed in a' manner invincible,” in regard of 
his former dayes fortunes and performances: But however the variable multi- 
tude were carried away with ſeveral imaginations, wiſhing alwayes tlie final 
victory to Dogalphas; yet the fifth courſe plainly decided the controverſies, for 
the ſtranger Knight, whether by his own skill and dexterity in that kinde of ex- 
erciſe , or being rather at the preſent (as twas thought) favoured by his extteamly 
complying fates, bore down the horſe of Dogalphus to the earth, with ſome more then 
ordinary violence, inſomuch as he had ſomething to do again for a long ſpace, .to re- 
cover his footing before the eyes of the people, by which means the Prince himſelf 
was put into no ſmall diſorder , viſible to the apparent diſcontent of the whole 
multitude , that doubted not in his perſon, but the Countrey of Schthia, would 
have carried away the chief prize of honour, from all che reſt of the world beſides : 
Fain would Dogaiphus have revenged his honour, by the power of his naked Sword 
in a ſingle duel, ſince the youthful deficiency of his horſe , as he pretended, bad 
onely given him accidentally the foil: But the laws of the Turnament would in no 
kinde admit of the trial; wherefore it was ordered by the Judges (who notwith- 
"ſtanding were willing enough to become ſomething partial in the Princes behalf) 
that the ſtranger ſhould now diſcover both his perſon and quality, ſince his glory 
could not be diminiſhed, but rather augmented thereby: which not long after procu- 
red another wonder; for however the party a great while diſputed ſtrongly againſt 
the reſolution, yet at laſt being wholly overcome, as well by the cryes of the people; 
as the obligations of the tilting, the Knights Helmet being plucked off, there appear. 
ed to the view of all the ſpectators ; the lovely countenance of the fair *

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of the Fates, yet to demonſtrate chat ir proceeded from a blinde inſtig onely, ſhe 
was more beholding to his hoxſe for it (being altogetbher an unreaſonable creature) 
then to her own worth or diſcretion , that might very well have loſt her to diigtace 
and confuſion in the enterprize , inſtead of giving any ſatisfaction to her own am-

Although the Queens bravery, and affablediſpvlicion , ſufficiently delighted the 
whole company, yet there might be perceived in agen countenance, a certain 
ſhame mixed with anger, however his ſmiles anch reſpectful language, deſired to ſhew 
the contrary to the multitude, inſomuch ag his diſcretion quickly tempered all 
his paſſion: : Wberefore telling Philogrnia;that as her excellent vertues had but 
publickly before the face of the people, purchaſed more viſibly that due, which 
privately in her own Court ſhe had alwayes merited, ſo might ſhe be aſſured .,, thac 
a principal obligation belonged to all her actions, over his thoughts andaffcRions, 
whether openly performed or in ſecret intended; onely he deſired, if ſhe pleaſed at 
any time to ſeek adventures in forreigu parts, that he at leaſtwiſe might hive the ho- 
nour to carry her Shield after her, as her moſt humble Eſquire and Servant during 
life : With theſe words the Queen again ſmiled, being preſently condacted to ber 
Caſtle, wich all the ceremomous triumph could poſſibly — belonging to 
ſuch an exploit : But notwithſtanding this brave act of chivalry in the young uees, 
might have raiſed ber thoughts to vaio glorious comportment, amongſt all ſorts of 
people, both without and within her ſpacious and large Dominions., yet on the con- 
trary was ſhe obſerved, to be much more reticed then before, ſcarce ever appearingin 
publick, but upon extraordinary occaſions , or when neceſlary. audience was required 
by Amba ſſadours from other Princes, or her Subjects of the moſt eminent quality; 
when alſo ſhe put on in her countenance and apparel, a kinde of a ſad, though not a 
diſcontented gravity: Whether or no this was done as many ſuppoſed , to avoid all 
manner of familiarity with Deg/pha4 courtſhips, or out of a deſire to be more pri- 
vate in her ſtudies without any interruption, could not be well underſtood by the 
common ſort of people, ſaving in her diſcouiſes ſhe wonld very often mention, not 
onely the faſhions and behaviours of. other Courts and Countries, but alſo diſpute 
and ation thoſe about her perſon, by what Titles her Father held as well bis pro- 
per Territories of the Kingdom of . Scythia, as thoſe others which he had ſo oewiy 
conquered before his death; ſince as ſhe. ſaid , it was apparent, that the lawful Heir, 
had been outed and diſinherited by the violence of the ple for no other cauſe, but 
NE would not change the Worſhip of the Gods from the Delphine: Rites.

uc In this poſture they arrived at the Palace Gates, where many guards of Sonldiers 
ſtood to keep the heady and rude multitude, either from diſorders, or approaching 
wicty too much inſolency her Sacred Royal Preſence: At laſt PHiligemta ber Telf iſſbed 
forth, clad all in white , onely wearing upon her head à Coronet of Gold beſet 
with Pearl, whilſt in the interim her fair hair in negligent curles, ſeemed in a decent 
manner to cover her ſhoulders, which were clothed with a watcher Mantle reaching 
to the ground, clean through lined by the pureſt Ermine, though powdered here and 
there with black : She was preſently placed in an Ivory Chariot drawn with (ix hor - 
ſes of the Arabian breed: Before her ſtood a Chriftal Table ſtudded all over in every 
joynt, with moſt rare and curious workmanſbip ; whereon lay her Regal Crown 
and Scepter, enriched with Diamonds of ineſtimable values: Of either fide of 
her moving Throne, went four and twenty Pages habited after the Perfav man- 
ner, bearing guilded Darts or Poleaxes in their hands: Prince Dogalphur aſſi ſted 
by all the prime Nobility of the Nation, carried the Sword of Honour before the 
geen, whilſt her Train bebinde was born up by many choice Virgins of the City; 
which company alſo was followed by the great Ladies on horſeback \, guarded with 
divers Troops of the. Court Souldiers. To conclude , after that Philogenia with all 
this gallant Train had been at the Temple, according to the cuſtome, =_ 'her 
Devotions to the Gods of her. Connerty , ſhe received her Crown with Cere- 
by the hands of the high F/amin of Scythia,; from whence being pre- 
ſentiy attended to the common Hall of the ſame Town, in the ſame manner 
and order, ſhe leſt her Palace, wearing the other Diadem upon her head, where 
having ſeated ber ſelf upon a tranſparent Throne, newly prepared in the place for 
that purpoſe, afterthe Nobility and Magiſtrates had performed theit due reverence; 
acknowledging her by oath to be their onely lawful Queen and Sovereign; when 
Dogalphns came alſo in like manner to perform the laſt Ceremony belonging to the 
ſolemnity; ſhe bid him riſe from the ground, until ſhe had by a few words (as ſhe ſaid) 
delivered ber minde to the people: So that pauſing for half a quarter of an hours 
ſpace; ſometimes looking ſtedfaſtly upon the earth, and then again caſting her eyes up 
towards the Heavens, ſhe at laſt uttered this language. 

If Princes be Gods, ſaid ſhe, as you would have them to be in your common flat- 
teries, why are you unwilling to allow them thoſe priviſedges that belong to ordina- 
obs If they be limited in their power by Kingdoms preſcriptions, how is ir, 
that ſome aſcribe Divinity to their calling? Either make them ſeſs I ſay, in your 
words, or to all opinions, which perhapsmay bring wack, 75 an even proport?. 
on, whereby to Reign by a jaſt and known Right ; or be conducted in all their 
actions. onely to pleaſe popular fancy; in which condition ſay, it is better tu be a 
dubject then a King, - ſince the one without care poſſeſſes What he hath? whereas 
the other appears no better then a flave Crowned for erer ones profit but his own: 
*Tis true this day with much Triumph and more Ceremonies you have with one 
voice proclaimed me to be your Queen yet lacking the nature of juriſdictiun, how 
can 1 govern 26 I ought, ſinte contradictions in command, and diſtractions in 
execution, will neceſſarily hinder the effects, let my endeavours be what they will 
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to that purpoſe > beſides the falſifying of your own oaths newly taken, when as the 
Scythian Nation challengeth as great a prerogative to cheir Princes, as any other 
Countrey in the world, and why I ſhould be lefs in eſteem then my Predeceſſours ; I 
know not, ſeeing I finde my heart as big with'noble-choughts, as any of my Ance. 
ftors, though adorned in their times with never ſo many gallant vidtories? If you 
have held me at the firſt worthy to be your Ruler, no reaſonT ſhould be denied nom, 
that which pleaſeth my ſelf for your good; but if you intended not me the com. 
mand, when you ſolemnly profeſt it before the face of Heaven; you have diſſembled 
both with the Gods and your Prince, wherefore you deſerve not the faith of any 
other Nation: If this be the condition of my hereditary titles, let it not be though 
thoſe furmiſed' laws can circumfcribe me either in my glory or greatneſs: inſo- 
much as fay not, that Philogenia was appointed onely to marry inthe Countrey 
of Scythia , when that confinement would take from ber what perhaps ſhe moſt de- 
fires, and in the opinion of other States all Regalities, fince fo ſhe wears not her 
Crowns by right, but by benevolence, wherefore again may be no Queen, when her 
Subjects pleaſe to diſlike her actions: By any of theſe conditions, as Iam deter- 
mined not to hold a Scepter in mine hand, ſo would I not have you for your own ho. 
nours, pretend to ſuch baſe and unworthy cuſtoms, ſeeing other Kings would be ican- 
dalized at the offer : Although it may be faid, that my Father impoſed the injunRi- 
on upon theNation, yet it will be no plea for yout fidelities, ſince however he gave me 
life to enjoy that dignity wherein I am placed, yet had he no power to alter the foun- 
dation of the Government, which the fates have now caſt upon me, without any un · 
reaſonable limitations, that neither correſpond with Nature or Divinity, ſeeing mean- 
eſt people of the earth will not be thus confined. I am ſo far from ſaying thus much 
to leſſen the opinion of my own Countrey, when as I rather urge it to animate your 
ſouls, whereby not to keep your fame bounded, onely by the Scythian Regions, for 
that heretofore even women have appeared miracles in other parts, as well for valour 
as fortune; and why onely ſhould Phi/ogexia be hindred , from ſhewing like ſpirit 
in other places beyond her own Dominions, as it were waving that honour to her 
ſelf both at home and abroad, ſeeing ſo many Queens of the Nation have enjoyed 
the ſiberty> Let ic ſuffice, free I am, and unbound Iintend to remain; yet becauſe 
my dear and ever glorious Father, as it is thought, hath defired, though not com- 
mended this obſer vation, whoſe appetites as well as acta, I would have alwayes ſacred; 
I do here in this general aſſembly, make and conſtitute my Couſin, Prince Do- 
Faber. preſent King of Jcythia, expecting he ſhould either govern well or conquer 
vely, according to the example of our gallant Anceſtors, from whence both he 
and I had our firſt original; whilſt my ambition (ball be content onely, with thoſe 
Territories purchaſed with the life and courage of your late King, until my future 
endeavours ſhall compaſs larger Dominions, or diſpoſe of my perſon to other ſervi- 
ces, more glorious and — — yet remains undetermined privately in my own 
breaſt. With theſe words, ſhe roſe ſuddenly from her Throne, accompanied by ſuch 
a frown, as ſhewed, however duty had cauſed her to make this election, yet ſhe was 
not well pleaſed with her Subjects preſumption ,*that had put her thoughts to ſuch a 
determination, before her own voluntary pleaſure had been attended to the iſſue. 
Here again Clisapbon was called away by reaſon of ſome neceſſary buſineſs belong 
ing to the houſe, but promiſed in the afternoon, both to continue and make an end 
of bis relation, whilſt in the interim, diſguiſed Arethuſius had leafure enough, as 
well to contemplate the ſtory, as more particularly to reflect upon what his Siſter had 
told him, belonging to his own per ſon; however his hopes, at leaſtwiſe his intenti- 
ons, became altogether fruſtrated to that effect, ſince his own fortunes needed now, 
rather Kingdoms to aſſiſt bm, then Crowns to be deſpiſed, and caſt away out of any 
gallantry whatſoever : When they had dined amongſt other company, Cliraphonto 
make good his promiſed relation, finding his young gueſt with his eyes began to ex- 
act the obligation, led him into another convenient place, both of repoſe, and free 
from interruption , where beginning where he had ended in the morning, he thus 
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Gentle Sir, ſaid he, as the paſſages I have already related, concerning the actions 
of this great Lady, merit I muſt conſeſs, as much wonder as belief, ſo are you fur- 
ther to know by my diſcourſes, that after Philogenia bad quitted the Government of 
her Kingdoms, in this manner to her Couzen Prince Dogalphus , ſhe thought upon 
her own ſpeedy tetirement into other parts, not being willing as it ſhould ſeem to 
remain a Subject where ſhe had been a Queen, it being incompatible with Heroical 
natures, to be under that Dominion they once commanded, inſomuch as within a 
ſhort time (all things being prepared to the purpoſe) by a gallanc Fleet ſhe was 
conveyed over the Sea from Scythia, into the further Territories of Armenia, where 
thoſe Juriſdictions lay, which her Father had conquered from Artaxes: Beſides, 
there was alſo ſent with her an Army of Land Souldiers, in regard that ſome Towns 
ſtood ont in Rebellion againſt the Scyrhian Crown, which notwithſtanding belong- 
ed to that agreement, ſhe had made with her Couzen Dogalnbus, to be continued 
ftill as Revenues, appertaining to her ſupport and maintenance: Many other things 
alſo had relation to this accord; which for brevity ſake, I will for the preſent omit, 
ſince they do not much either augment the truth of che ſtory, or at all decreaſe the 
ſtrangeneſs of theſe actions and adventures themſelves : Nevertheleſs, Philogenia af- 
ter her arrival, remained ſome time in Armenia, as well to viſit ſome kindred and 
friends ſhe had in thoſe parts, as to ſee a better ſettlement of thoſe Countreys and for- 
runes, between her Couſin and her particular, which continued her according to her 

former cuſtom chiefly imployed, either in ſtudy or hunting, accompanied in the inte- 
rim for the molt part, by the Egyptian Ambaſſadour, who was noted of all others to 
have the greateſt influence, both over her Councels and Deſigns; inſomuch as og 
frequently ſaluted by divers of the Princes of Aſia with Ambaſſadours, alone a meſ- 
ſenger from the State and Kingdom of Syria came to expoſtulate, not onely with 
her near and intimate correſpondency, belonging to the Egyptiant, being eſteemed 
mortal enemies to that State; but moſt peremptorily required to be made acquaint- 
ed, particularly with her intentions and deſigns in the future; unto which ſhe made 
— other reply, then the world ſhould ſee them very ſhortly as well as 
imſelf. | 

This gave rather cauſe of diſpleaſure then ſatisfaction to the Officer; ſo that 
from the Countrey of Syria, not long aftet came many publick aſperſions againſt her 
perſon, that as it is thought hindred her intentions from viſiting the great City and 
Court of Damaſcus ; wherefore of a ſudden altering her courſe contrary go all mens 
expectation, ſhe deſcended into the pleaſant Valleys of Daphene, where ſhe continu- 
ed amongſt thoſe delightful Groves, upon the Confines of both Countreys , viſiting 
the Temples of Religious People, and entertaining her time with other privacies, 
until ſhe was invitedinto the Countrey of Pamphilia, by the King of Egyprs ſpeci- 
al directions; where notwichſtarding ſhe arrived not but ina diſguiſe, as well to 
put off all occaſion of Statebelonging to the Dignity, as to avoid in ſome ſort the 
neceſſary expence of her Reception, not onely in-regard her own Revenues were not 
perfectly ſettled from the Kingdom of Scythia, bur alſo for that the Principality of 
Pamphilia, being in war with the Syrians, had neither leaſure to perform, fitting and 
convenient Ceremonies, or much treaſure to ſpend in ſuperfluities. There I may ſay 
ſhe remained for ſome moneths undiſcovered, at leaſtwiſe in a poſture not deſirous to 
appear what ſhe was, although qften ſeen by the common people , and viſited pri- 
vately by thoſe of the better; inſomuch that many ſuſpected not onely her intenti- 
ons, but queſtioned her capacities, as well for that Che aimed at nothing but a few 
ſmall impertinencies, ſeeing ſhe would ſcarce admit women to her converſation, in 
any manner to do her publick ſervice, until at laſt ber Revenues comming in ſome 
meaſure from Scythia, ſhe then began to take ſtate upon her perſon, according to the 
Dignity of a Queen, wherein the alwayes carried her ſelf beyond admiration, as well 
for:thoſe excellent diſcourſes ſhe held in all ceremonious audiences, as in the ſeveral 
decorums ſhe uſed to every prince and perſon of quality, according to the nature of 
their degrees and converſation : But above all ſhe was noted to frequent the Tem- 


ples (although not then of her profeſt Religion) with no ſmall reverence ; fome- 
times 
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times Silpoting wich the Prieſts concerning their Rites; and Cuſtoms, and then gent -

this City: The Ceremonies were performed the day before yeſterday in our great 
Te! "The Queen being prepared in the morning for her Religions — 
ſhe was attended to che place by all che chief Magiſſrates of the City, where at the 
outermoſt gate, ſne was encountered, by the whole body of their Clergy, clothed in 
their Robes of Prieſthood; who in publick there demanded of her what her intentions 
were: She preſently anſwered, that as hitherunto during her life, ſhe had not been 
in the true way of ſerving the Gods; ſo was {he now come into Gretce, with a full 
and poſitive intention, not onelyto be better inſtructed in her private Devotions and 
common Sacrifices, but to put het perſan and obedience from this time fotward, ab- 
ſolutely under the furiſchction of the great Flamin of De/phos, whom as ſhe now - 
— had the Supreme Authority over all Temples and Congregations to that 
— Upon this Reply, ibſtantly they conducted. ber with certain Hymns; to a 
hrone incloſed by many Curtains, that in ſome ſort obſcured her from the view of 
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the Common People, untd at laſt being called to the bigh Altar by one of the chief 
Prieſis, that was ſent by the Arch · Flamin to perform that ſhe kneeling. down 
took an oath.coataining the ſeveral Articler of her Faith, which being ended, with 
... —— erin her ape) chr com 
Princes of (wao had alio arcempant in her voyage) there con- 
eaten, ſaw pertgrzed a grene Sacrifice, whilt in the interim a white Dove 
elcended fromthe top of the Temple; which Ceremony was uſed., re exprefie- in 
ſome ſott a ſupernatural codiyerlion from her former errors and opimons. When all 
his was finiſhed, no Street and Market place, hut was filled with acclamations and 
Triumphs, according to that poſture you found it in yeſterday upon your arrival, ha- 
ving ſo continytdever ſinoe the Ceremonits, I have related were perfotmed: In 


Goddeſs Veſta, of all others molt honoured in theſe parts, where alſo ſhe determiues 
to offer both her rich Crown-and Scepter, employed at her late Coronation in the 
Scythias Kingdom, not being able to make a greater preſent, then in the abſolute 
negation of hat are held moſt precious hy other worldly Monarchs, meerſy for the 
thoughts and conliderations of Religious Duties. This, Sir, is the full all yer no- 
thing but the truth) of hat I can ſay, concerning this great and glorious Queen, 
who: bath left to poſterity, by this heroical act of piery, memorable examples to be 
followed by all future ages and people. Wich theſe words as Chytapbon finiſhed bis 
diſcourſe, ſo did he put on two or three ſighs with ſome appearing vehemency, as if 
he contemplated through her perfections, the decay of vertue in other perſons, who 
onely for trivial loſſes, were afraid to — (he fame ſpirits in the Gods be- 
half. On the other ſide Arethuſius late for ſome ſpace of time, as though he had 
been totally loft ina vaſte ſea of amazechent, confideting the particalars which had 
been related unto him, as well in regard of bis own affairs, that ſeemed in ſome ſort 
formerly to depend upon the power and pretentions of this great Queen, (lince 
ſome Treaties of Marriage had paſſed between their Parents, according to the infor- 
mations of his moſt dear Siſter the Princeſs Cloris) as alſo for that Philoreme , had 
not now left her ſelf a capacity (according to his apprehenſion) any way to good his 
condition, either in her own power, or in her Countreys affiftance, yet at laſt having 
belike ſpent the whole ſtock of his ſettled contemplation, he Taddenly broke ont into 
theſe expreſſions. 5 r | 1 

Is it poſſi ble, ſaid be, that all this condfWne for Religion, when the world ſeems 
to be ſo ſtupiſied in that particular, that ſcarce can it be believed, there are any Gods 
in Heaven, or at the moſt that minde our actions upon earth? When Crowns and 
Scepters are purchaſed by nothing but injuries and oppteſſion, never again to be re- 
ſtored to the right owners, but through ſeas gf blood, or mountains of ſlaughtered

Not long after theſe diſcourſes, did they continue any communications, ſince the 
approaching night, ſeemed to invite them both to their moſt neceſſary employments, 
the one to his bouſhold affairs, the other to betbink himſelf of viewing the next day 
the curioſities of the City, and afterward to provide for his ſudden dyparture, for that 
the remembrance of bis ſick 7oyelp, called his thoughts to a new conſideration of 
her, ſtate and condition, which out of a noble gratitude in her behalf, he could not 
chuſe but entertain, ſhe having been a principal inſtrument to free him from the dan- 
ger and hazzard of his life, WE" = "IT: es ts 

As the great City of Argos appeared to Areibuſius eyes, rather ſtately and anci- 
ent then effeminate and luxurious, fo was it eſteemed by all Greece, to be the, chief 
Theatre of Temperance and Morality, for the inſtruction of people of other Na- 
tions: This gave him more then ordinary contentment, in that his own diſpoſition 
naturally, ſeemed very much to comply in thoſe particulars ; who as I may fay , ra- 
ther was ſad in his diſpoſition, then over lightſome in his ordinary converſation , but 
whether occaſioned by his cares and t es, or proceeding out of the „

parallel'din the whole world, age thoyght. 

When Prince Arethuſius had in this manner diſpatched away his ſervant Pariſ- 
menus, again to meet him after ſome weeks reſpite at Athens, he loſt no time to rake 
order about the conveniencies of his own departure, according as he had formerly 
determined: To this purpoſe he hired a Ship belonging to the Town of Corinth, 
then riding in thg Haven neereſt to Argos, loaden with certain Goods, which were to 
be tranſported to other parts of Greece: Withina very few dayes, that this oppor- 
tunity vas found, the Prince mounted the Veſſel, when a very proſperous winde 
ſeemed ta carry her on in her intended voyage; but ſcarce was ſhe come to the half 
way of her journey, having by reaſon of the fairneſs of the ſeaſon, put her ſelf to a 
competent diſtance from Land, in regard thoſe Waters were much troubled with 
ma; ſcattering and dangerous Iſlands, of the ſudden they might perceive a gallant 
Fleet ling directly towards them from the North, as if they had paſſed the Helle- 
ſpont, for the commodities of Traffick in ſome part of the 4% Continent: How- 
ever this did not at all ſeem to fright their confident expectation, yet for that the 
windes appeared now to be ſomething contrary to their purpoſes, ſo that in a manner 
they could make uſe of nothing but their Oars , they preſently laid aſide for that 
| cauſe 
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cauſe their induſtry and labour, intending to let the ſhips paſs away before they would 
again fall to their work, whilſt in the interim they all came uponthe hatches to behold 
the ſight. It was not much above an hours time, before the whole Fleet conſiſting of 
twenty Veſſels arrived ſo near them, that they might eaſily perceive they were not 
onely belonging to the Juriſdiction of the Iſland of Cypras, but more particularly 
appertained to the Town of Sa/awine, that belike were newly returned from their 
Trade of fiſhing in the black Sea, from whence yearly. they were accuſtomed about 
this ſeaſon, to repair homewards again with, the profit and commodities they had 
procured in thoſe parts: Tis true, when the Maſter of the Corinthian Veſſel, be- 
cameadvertiſed of theſe particulars; he was was in ſome little conſuſion in his own 
thoughts, knowing there was no very good correſpondency between his quarters of 
rece, and the Iſtand of Cyprus: However a long ſpace was not given him for 
- theſe conſiderations before a meſſage was ſent from the Fleet, to let him underſtand 
they were all to come aboard their Admiral Veſſel, and in the interim to hale their 
Bark to the ſide of their ſhips, ſince they very well perceiv d, as they ſaid, they were 
of the Countrey of Pelthenenſes, which was a place that had heretofore prejudiced 
their Native Iſland of Cyprus, and more particularly the Haven Town of Salamine: 
though this peremptory command, ſeemed not at all to pleaſe any of the Paſſengers, 
much leſs the Maſter of the Boat, who had a good quantity of Merchandizes deli- 
vered to his Charge, to be tranſ ported from the parts about Argos to the City of 
Athens, yet were they forced ſpeedily to yield to the injunction, for fear of a worſe 
inconveniency by exaſperating their ſpleen, wherefore without any delayes they 
performed what was required at their hands, ſince the power of any reſiſtance was 
abſolutely taken from all their hope, as to be able ro eſcape in what ſort ſoever from 
their purſuit, they having Veſſels as they knew in their Fleet, purpoſely fitted for the 
fortune or opportunities of every manner of chaſe upon their enemies: When the 
Paſſengers arrived at the Ships, and the Admiral bad cauſed the ſmall Bark to be ſci. 
zed; they were preſently examined one by one, of what Nation or Countrey. they be. 
longed unto : As ſoon as they came to Prince Arethivfins, he told them, that as he 
had no affinity or relation to any Territory appertaining to the Grecian Govern- 
ment; ſo was it his own fortune onely by accident to he taken in the Veſſel, amongſt 
other perſons going to Athens: He further let them know , thinking it would be his 
beſt defence and protection, that he was of Ayſſia by bit th, and in his affections who - 
ly addicted to the intereſt of King Euarcbus, and his poſterity: But contrary to 
his expeRation, when he had named Euarchus; the Captain as ii he had been con- 
verted to a new ſpleen againſt his perſon for that very word; in naming the King, in 
ſome choller let him know; that he was reſolved to put him on the Land, upon the 
Carian ſhore (in his further paſſage towards Cyprus) there to-be puniſhed by that 
State, according to thoſe late agreements had been made between the Lydians, and 
the City of Salamine: As Prince Arethuſius could not but much wonder at this 
ſtrange language of the Admiral, when at his laſt parting from the Iſland of Cypr, 
there appeared no ſuch correſpondency of the Nations, but of the contrary rather 
an open war in the view of the world, ſo did he not hear until the preſent of the new 
accord, that had been publiſhed in the behalf of both the States, which had ſucceeded 
ſince his own departure from Paphos. Tis true, this intelligence did extreamly amaze 
the thoughts of the young Prince, but his courage and underſtanding, aſſiſting where 
neither his fortune or his power could prevail, at laſt with much earneſtneſs and ſolici- 
tation he obtained of the Captain, to be carried a Priſoner into the Countrey of Cy- 
prus, rather then to be landed in any ofthe Dominions belonging to the Lydiau Com- 
monwealth : However be effected thus much of his deſire, by his behaviour and im- 
portunities, yet being after a while pat under the hatches amongſt the reſt of the pri- 
ſoners that were taken, ſomething oppreft by his own melancholly apprebenſions, in 
a ſilent manner uttered, or more properly thought theſe complaints to himſelf. 

Is it poſſible Arethuſius, thought he, that thy ſpiteful fates will never be weary of 
tormenting thy particular, with diverſity of all manner of diſaſters? Was it not 
enough to have loſt a father in the unhappy rr of Lydia; at whoſe = 
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_ _ the very Heayens ſeemed to be at a Rang, and the Sun to loſe bis ligh t, but s ſarvi· 


ding Children, ſhould be turned into tile world, as prodigies to be wondred at by all 
forts of pet ſe, for their new misfortunes > Can the unrelenting deſtinies be yet per- 
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other ſeveral paſſages of his life formerly complained of, as conceiving be had now 
ſcarce a friend in Aſia, that either conſidered his wrongs, or would venture à conſider- 


able loſs for his advantage: With theſe troubleſome thoughts for many dayes to- 


gether (however he diſcovered his minde particularly to no man) he would. walk a- 
lone in the moſt obſcureſt places of the Haven, without ſpeaking to any, as if the 
cauſes of his grief had enjoyned him a penance of perpetuall filence, until at laſt ei- 
ther being utterly tired with the hard effects of his ſeeming reſolutions, or rather 
ſomething enli — out of that horrid Chaos of deſpair and confuſion, he be- 
thought bimſelf of being yet better ſatisfied, both of the death of his Brother, and 
the condition of his Siſter; to which purpoſe after a while, he ſingled out a certain 
Prieſt of the Town, who gave bim this ſhort account of the paſſages of Cy- 
pres, ſince the death of King Euarc hus, although he was not at alt any way ſuſ- 
pitious, that the Relations he made, were co any follower of his ſurviving 
Sonne, 77 1 
Although, ſaid he, this Iſland in the general, ſeemed very*much to reſent at the 
firſt the King of Lydia s death, eſpecially for that he was deſtroyed by his own peo- 
ple in ſo ſtrange a manner, ſince the Subjects had taken upon them in a legal way to 
judge their Prince, whereby all 3 peared to be in danger, of the like in- 
ſolent example; yet this great Town of Jalamine, alwayes moſt given to po- 
pularity , and therefore leſſe affected to any peculiar Dignity , by the procure- 


ment of one Zutphynen, kept ſtill a ſtrict correſpondency with the then Senate of 
; Lydia, 
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Lydia, ſitting at Sardis, which our late Duke Narciſſus in the intyrim perceiving, 
conceiving belike that his Juriſdiction alſo might come in time to queſtioned by 
the ſame rules of ſuppoſed and pretended Authority, began on a ſudfen , not onely 
to take upon him more power then formerly, but again very narrqwly endeavour- 
ed to look into the actions of his enemies and oppoſers, but Zutphynen as he 
found of all others, ſhewing himſelf molt forward to raiſe factions, he command- 
ed to be impriſoned, untill a fit opportunity could be had, as well to puniſh him 
for hip contempts, as to examine him concerning his Treaſons: However our 
Prince had ground enough for theſe proceedings, and wanted not in his own perſon 
a ſufficient power to make them good, yet many of this City which payes more- of 
contribution to the State, then almoſt all the reſt of the Countrey of Cyprus, began 
operly to exclaim againſt the Duke, as one (as they ſaid) who had a deſign to over- 
throw the priviledges of the Nation, and bring an hereditary Monarchy upon the 
people, onely to continue in his own houſe and family, without either a general con- 
ſent, or any particular election; and the better to fortifie their intentions, not 
| onely fent again into Lydia, to renew their ancient amity belonging to Trade, and 
other compliances, but in a manner declared, that the people of Lydia had done 
well, ſo providently to call their King to an account for his actions and intentions, 
before he had altogether overwhelmed them and their liberties, by the pretenſions 
of his vaſte and unknown Prerogatives: Nevertheleſs for all theſe inward mutinies, 
no viſible inflammations, appeared among che yulgar', but of the contrary , they 
ſeemed rather to take part with their Prince, as well in the revenge that was intend- 
ed againft che Zydian Nation, for the death of King Euarchus, as in regard of his 
own Juriſdition and Command, which occaſioned many differences and contentions 
at ſea between the two Countreys of Lydia and Cyprus, moſt bloody and effectuall 
to the outward view of the world; inſomuch as it was believed, no poſſibility re- 
mained of any reconciliation, to be had more between the people , ſince both ſeemed 
willful, obſtinate, and exaſperated; however this Town, with others of the ſame 
Faction (being oppoſite to the Prince in their hearts) laboured a peace underhand as 
much as they could; neither ſeldom betraying the ſecrets of our deſigns to the 
enemy for that effect. This I muſt needs ſay, not onely hindred our expected victo- 
ries, but oftentimes procured us infinite loſſes, to the diſhonour of the whole Na- 
tion in the general, chuſing rather to hazzard the ruine of their Countrey , then 
they would put up their malice conceived againſt Narciſſus, and his Houſe, not. 
withſtanding in former ages, his Family and Predeceſſors had been the onely means, 
whereby we had gained ſo much from the King of Egypt: But whether or no, 
whilſt our whole Countrey ſeemed to be involved in theſe diſputes, the Gods being 
angry with our ingratitude, and therefore intended to bring a generall confuſion up- 
on the Iſland of Cyprus, or whether Zutphynon, wit h thoſe of his particular faction, 
had contrived ſome underhand practice, whereby to be the ſooner rid of-the Juriſ- 
diction of the Prince? of a ſudden our young Duke Nareiſſus in the very flower of 
his age and greatneſs, was taken out of the world by no violent appearing Feaver in 
the beginning, though at laſt it encreaſed to huge flames of diſtemper; which 
in truth hath been the occaſion ever ſince of divers paſſions in ſeveral ſorts of 
people; however he lefc an Infant ſon after him, bearing his own Name; for as 
ſome ſeemed not onely exceedingly to grieve his loſs, but ſtrived with all cheir power 
preſently to confer his Dignity and Royalties upon his ſucceeding Heir, notwithſtand- 
ing he was not yet capable of Government in his minority , ſo others were more 
then induſtrious, to have aſſembled together the chief State of the Nation, whereby 
as they ſaid, to order affairs in this unexpected change; neither wanted there a third 
ſort amongſt the Souldiers, who put them in minde of their former priviledges, which 
now being negleRed, as they intimated would ſcarce ever be repairted to their uſe and 
benefit. During theſe appearing Controverſies, the fair Princeſs Cloria (whoſe tears 
and paſſions could not be almoſt parallel'd by any example in precedent times, 
though her new born Son gave ſome relaxation to her exceſfive grief continued 
her ſadneſs in a quiet demeanour, without reproving the one, or taking part 
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with the other, as well for that the Funeral Triumphs of her dearly beloved Lord, 
were not yet ſolemnized, according to the Cuftoms of the Countrey, as that ſhe was 
perſwaded the great aſſembly of the Iſland meeting, without any difficulty at all, 
would be fare to put her childe into the ſame places of command, which his father 
enjoyed, to be executed in his particular, onely by ſuch perſons ſhe ſhould nominate 
andappoint in the future: ' Infotnuch, as within a moneths time, all materials neceſ- 
ſary being before prepared, the body of the dead Duke, with every circumſtance be- 
longing to gtreatneſs and Majeſty, was brought out of his own Palace at Paplos, by 
mofiof the Nobility of Cyprus, to be committed to the Funeral Piles in the ſight 
of all the people; in which proceſſion no eyes were ſeen, but did pay a liberal tri- 
bute to his worth and remembrance, as well conſidering the brave actions he had 
performed, as their own loſs which they had received, until it being at laſt ftaid as I 
may ſay, upon a Mountain of Wood and Spices, in a moment the artificial flames 
catching hold of that ſweet though combuſtible matter, all that was mortal in an 
inftant ſeemed''to be conſumed with fire, whilſt of a ſudden from the perfumed 
ſmoak, an artificial Eagle was ſeen by the multitude, to direct her flight towards the 
Heavens, bearing in her Tallonsa lovely Cpid with gilded wings: Tis true, as many 
of his conrageous Horſes, were there according to the cuſtom ſacrificed to the ho- 
nour of the Prince, ſo not a few of his ſervants and friends, paid their laſt love and 
duty to his remembrance, by their own voluntary deaths in the ſame place, to the 
amazement of the numerous people, that were here aſſembled to behold the final 
Ceremonies belonging to his Burial : Alſo within a very (hort time, another Monu- 
ment was raiſed to his glory, compoſed of Grannet ſtones, fetcht from the neigh. 
bouring Countrey of Egypt, which to the beholders ſpoke this Epitaph in Capitall 
Letters of Gold. 


Though Cyprus fates do lao with dire afpefls, 
In loſsef ſuch a Prince, yet fame erett: 
Monument ſo great and wondrous high, 
Tt tencherh Jove, and claims eternity : 

Tis ſo the Gods have made the purchaſe even, 
T hey would have him that he ſhould fit in heaven. 
But if the peoples Rule be ata ſtand, 
Chuſe but bis infant ſon, he will command 

By ſome bleſt power; his Fathers ſoul 

Can help his years in puſtice to controul, 

And conquer tos; that ſo the world may ſee 
Fair Cloria's Blood muſt not reſiſted be, 


Notwithftanding theſe glorious Triumphs I muſt tell you, and many plentifull 
promiſes from all ſorts of conditions in the Ifland of Cyprus, yet when this long 
expected aſſembly were met together in the City of Paphos, inſtead of preſently 
creating the young Prince, theic general Commander over the headleſs Souldiers, they 
began not onely to diſpute his fat hers actions and authority, but took upon them :a 
Prerogative over his eſtate and perſon: In the one alledging, that Duke Narciſſus 
had no lawful Juriſdiction, but what proceeded from the grants of the people; and in 
the other, they ſeemed to have a care of his minority, and to that purpoſe intended 
to diſpoſe of his youth, according to their pleaſures. You need not doubt, but that 
theſe appearing inſolencies, did more then afftit the already too much grieved Prin- 
ceſs Cloria, who bad not onely undergone an unrepairable loſs, by the late death of 
her gallant husband, but was now likely to be deprived ane of her chief comfort 
young Narciſſus; and the rather were her troubles encrea ſed, in regard her Lords mo- 
ther (who was yet living) being a woman of more envy and paſſion, then of birth and 
quality, to equal her pretences, laboured with the Senate, as well to raiſe factions a- 
gainſt the Princeſs C/oria's deſires, as to have the ſole Juriſdiction over the yong Duke: 


"T's true, theſe differences after a while ſeemed to be laid aſleep , for that 8 now 
ecame 
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became a main queſtion in this general , if not ungrateful aſſembly , whether or no 
they would have any mone Princes of the family to ſucceed in after ages? ſince they 
had happily as they ſaid, freed themſelves from a dangerous bondage, as the people 
in their own Rights, ought to claim a freedom of all elections of this nature, for that 
their purſes maintained both the glory and the ſafety of the Iſland: Some moneths 
paſt in theſe contentions, when as the forementioned Z utphyno, being not onely a 
principal inſtrument in the Councel, but an underhand enemy to the houſe of Mar- 
ciſſus, endes voured by all means poſſible, ro make a reconciliation n out 
Countrey , and the Government of Tydia, which as he ſuppoſed, d both 
ſtrengthen his particular pretenſion, and weaken very probably bis adverfaries pow- 
er; inſomuch as by that ſtratagem (continuing ſtill che Iſland of Cypras in 2 com-. 
mon Government) himſelf ſtood alwayes to be the chief perſon to fic at the ftern : 
However the multitude who favoured exceedingly the titles of the young Dake (con- 
ſidering the benefits they had for many years received, both by the induſtry and va- 
lour ot his noble anceſtors) with ſome fury oftentimes ſeemed to contend, as well 
againſt the Councel as the intention, yet being out. craftied by thoſe of Z =rphynons 
faction and intereſt, were at laſt either perſwaded or compelled to yield to the ad- 
vice; ſo that preſently Ambaſſadours were diſpacched into Lydia to that effect: I 
cannot ſay, notwithſtanding theſe meſſengers imployed, that inſtantly any agree- 
ment was made between the two Nations; for ours not willing to truſt the power, 
and leſs the proceedings of the great Senate ſitting at Jardis, in regard of their in- 
conſtant cruelty and friendſhip uſed to all ſorts of people whatſoever, were deſirous 
to finde out ſome way for their beſt ſecurity and advantage, before they ſhould con- 
clude of any accord certain and laſting, but whilſt the Treaty continued , (every 
one expecting either a final end, ora farther breach, between the Countrey of Ly- 
dia, andthe Iſland of Cyprus) Hercrombrotus the fortunate General of the Lydian 
Forces and that ample Territory, was elected the chief Governour of all thoſe 
Countries, after having by the power and intereſt of the Army, diſſolved that long 
and tedious Aſſembly, which in all the time of their ſitting, as twas ſaid, had ſcarce 
procured the good word of any man (according as I have been informed by ſome of 
of our Countreymen , who had remained at Sardis for many years together) and 
much leſs had they performed what acts ſoever, either of goodneſs or indifferency 
to the people, notwithſtanding they had undone all their — party after his de- 
ſtruction. To be ſhort, within a very ſtall ſpace of this new eftabliſhment, Articles 
of Peace were alſo concluded by our Ambaſſadours, with certain Commiſſioners ap- 
pointed by Hercrombrotus; however as] may ſay to the extream diſadvantage of 
Prince Arethuſius, the eldeſt Son to your late King; which make many not onely 
to wonder in theſe parts, but a few to be very ſad and diſcontented at the agreement, 
ſince by thoſe contracts we of the Iſland of Cyprus, are ſtrictly obliged to have no 
correſpondency with his affairs, much leſs to give any entertainment to his perſon 
in our Countrey ; all which I might ſuppoſe you have heard of before, if you had 
not told me at the beginning of my diſcourſe, that notwithſtanding you are a Lydian 
by birth, yet you have been imployed in forreign parts for ſomething a long ſeaſon, 
and ſo conſequently could not come conveniently to intelligences from your own na- 
tive Countrey, which hath made my relations longer then they ſhould have been, as 
mixing them more particularly with your affairs. 

When the Prieſt had made an end of his diſcourſe, all the anſwer that Aret hu ſius 
gave him, was onely in two or three deep fighs , accompanied with ſome few tears 
gently dropping down from his Princely eyes, until at laſt better remembring 
himſelf (as being the beſt ſubject he could now treat upon) he ſuddenly asked 
him what was become of the Princeſs C /oria in theſe tranſactions ? ſince it was not 
to be donbted, as he ſaid, but that ſhe was a well. willer both to ber Fathers Family, 
and her Brothers Succeſſion : Truly replyed the Prieſt , as that great and good Lady, 
bore all theſe tranſcendent croſſes and oppoſitions, with no ſmall courage and for- 
titude, yet it cannot be denyed, but her paſſions, with the octaſions of them, princi- 
pally coming from thoſe ſhe had moſt honoured with fer perſon and > 

ave 
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have fox the preſent put upon her condition ſuch an apparent ſadneſs, as makes many 
believe ſhe will hardly undergo the effects without ſome deſperate change, either in 
her health or ſenſes, and che rather for that her old Governeſs Roxana is lately dead, 
who was accuſtomed, ever to be a moſt intimate councellour of her youth; however 
the birth of her late Son gives her a great relaxation in her many diſtempers, and 
would do much more, if che pnKkinde and ungrateful people of Cyprus, were incli- 
nable to remember thoſe extraordinary benefits they have from time to time received, 
both of his Father, and his Anceſtors. In concluſion, the Princeſs her ſelf , with her 
Childe, r the inſtant, remains at a Caſtle of her own, not far from the City of 
Paphos, expecting ſtill what may be the further determination of the general Aſſem- 
bly, as well concerning their particular eſtabliſhment, as the Government of the 
whole Countrey, upon which alſo many other eyes are attentively fixed ; but more 
eſpecially thoſe of our profeſſion, (who for the moſt part are addicted to the pro- 
ſperity of the Royal and Illuſtrious Houſe of Warciſſus, ſince by that means onely 
the Iſland (as we believe) will be kept either from popular faQions, or particular uſur- 

ations ; beſides the former order of Prieſthood may be preſerved from contempt, 
if not deſtruction, occaſioned by reaſon of the many new opinions, and forreign 
intereſts , daily ariſing amongſt our very Rulers themſelves, in the mannaging of 
State Affairs; although I cannot deny, but this Town where I now remain, of all 
others is moſt ſubjeR, both to oppoſe theſPrinces proceedings, and make a rupture in 
the eftabliſhed Government belonging to their former Dukes, as knowing beſt their 
great ſtrength, and riches , which makes them preſume of carrying a ſway over the 
reſt of the Cities and Provinces in Cyprus; to which purpoſe, they entertain the 
ſtricter correſpondency with the Territories of Lydia, that have lately not onely ta- 
ken away the juriſdiction, but deſtroyed their King. 

This communication and diſcourſe being ended, they ſoon parted one from an- 
other. Arethuſius whoſe thoughts could not be but very ſolicitouſly entertained, 
concerning theſe paſſages , reſolved without any delay (if he by what means ſoever, 
was able to free himſelf of his preſent. engagement) to ſeek out the Princeſs Cloris 
his Sifter, in her obſcurity and retirement. | 

To this effect, as at Sea coming from Argos, he had been taken a priſoner amongſt 
the reſt, by the people of Salamine, where he now remained; ſo within a while, in 

rd he was eſteemed to be a Lydia Subject, and the compoſition and agreement 
lately made between the two Countries, he became quickly diſcharged from his con- 
finement ; inſomuch as again diſguiſing his perſonin the habit of a Prieſt belonging 
to his own Nation, he took his journey towards the Territory of Paphos, where the 
Caftle ſtood, in which lived both thę Princeſs and her Son: *Tis true, the place 
however guarded by ſome Souldiers, yet the privatenels of the dwelling , ſeemed to 
put on a certain kinde of melancholly aſpet , by reaſon of the death of its former 
Lord the Duke of Cyprus: Many dayes it was before Prince Areihuſius could come 
to the ſight of his ſorrowful Siſter; yet at laſt meeting with the Page (who had been 
the inſtrument of her eſcape out of Lydia) he told him, that he was a Chaplain of 
her Brothers, who could certifie her both of his welfare and abode, however the 
late agreement made between the people of Cyprus and the Lydian State, had hin- 
dred him in perſon to enter into the Iſland, for fear of being delivered up according 
to thoſe contracts into his enemies power and poſſeſſion. There needed no other 
motives to carry the youth with haſte into the Princeſs Chamber, who commanded 
him not long after to conduct Arethuſius thit her in his diſguiſe ; ſince Cloria by any 
means could hear tiding of his ſafety and eſcape, fince the loſs of that unfortunate 
Battle in the Countrey of Lydia, fought between himſelf and Hercrombrotus, now 
chief Lord and Governour eſtabliſhed in thoſe Territories. Upon bis ontring into 
the Princeſs preſence, he found her ſeated ina moſt mourning poſture, the room ha- 
ving ſcarce light for the perſons. that neceſſarily attended her ſervice, to perform 
their ſeveral offices with any manner of conveniency; onely ber ſelf was retired into 
a ſmall nook thereof, with a kinde of an obſcure Lamp, that did but afford her the 
benefit continually, to behold a Picture drawn to the life of her dear, and dead Hul- 
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band Narciſſus, which procured from her fair eyes ſuch plentiful ſhowergpf tears, 8 
ſyfficiencly demonſtrated the inward forrow and paſſions of her heart; which her at- 
tendants notwithſtanding endeavoured, ag often as" the ” cout td remove from her 
ſight, on purpoſe to divert if poſſible, the object of her grief; however tnany times 
on the day, ſhe would call for the ſame Portraicture again, as if the view of her af- 
fliction, fad been the likelieſt means to cure her diftem es; nothing ſnewing more 
the frailty of mortality, then to hope to procure the bet remedy of evils; by entet®. 
raining the chiefeſt ſubject of our ſmart, in g continua temembra nee; asif the feel. 
ing of ohr grief, were a means to takeaway ann becauſe: we too much 
loved, whar we can never more enjoy x for however we th havens confidence at all 
in miracles, yet the ſtrength of our deſires, makes us ſtilt hope in ſomerhin , that 

poffibly in our nature or our reaſon we rangot believe; Whereas: feſcffec patience is 
alone the cure, and that of all other things we are furtheſt off from putting in pra. 
Rice to out perpetual torment; ſo it fared with this e, Princeſs ; el having loft 
her chiefeft comforr, endeavoured to get it again by oye remembting what ſhe 
had e been deprived of: In concluſion, when Aretbufius approathed the 
ſight of his thus Afflicted and dear Sifter,ſhgpreſencly fixed her eyes vpon him(though 
in ſueh a manner) as if her thoughts expeRed'no mol Gmlofstion in eartbly ſatisfg- 
Aion ; norwirbſanding' ſhe could not but expreſs in liet countenance; ſome joy to 
behold any perfon that came with aſſurance of her Brothers ſafety , ind in that fore 
after a while ſaluted him: But Arethuſiut beginning but to ſpeak, as if ſome kinde 
of a heavenly influence had flowed from his words, whereby the hetter to inſtruct 
her knowledge, ſhe ſuddenly cryed out, arid are you indeed then, the much loved 
and the long deſired Arethnſius 5 O Gods faid ſhe, I think you ae Jour ercics, 
which in part may take off from my deſpairs, the heavy. weight that hath*ſain up- 
on my imagination, ſince Vareiſſus death: The Prinee "perceiving that his Siſter 
knew him, notwithſtanding his intended cunninꝑ diſgeſe, went preſet and kiſt her 
with a thouſand affections; but as he was uſing ot er cohigratulations towards her 
ſatisfaction, he might ſtill behold a ſad fhowre of tears; wat proceeded by violence 
from the beauty of her eyes, that gently running down het lovely cheeks, made ma- 
ny fair paths, whereon bleſſed ſouls might have walked to the Celeſtial Court of Zove, 
until at laſt (although not wearied with grieving , yet eeaſing for & time to prieve the. 
better) complying with his entertainment, ſhe invited hir into another room more 
commodious; however in the way they both agreed, not to make his perfon yet pub- 
lickly known : The communication that paſt between them char night, wa of each 
of their adventures finc@ their laſt parting y and the concluſion conſequently , that 
Cloria would receive her Brother into her Caſtle, onely s a Prieft of Lydia, former- 
ly belonging to the Court of Arethuſiu; who having loft his Lord and Maſter be 
knew not where, was conſtrained to ſeek this relief for his ſubſiſtance; which the 
better to cover from others knowledge, that evening they deviſed ſome new alcerati- 
on of his perſon, with other pretty inventions fit for the purpoſe, in regard the 
Iiland of Cyprus had lately made that diſhonourable accord with the State of Lydia, 
to give no reception to any of the Royal Family into their Countrey, without ſome 
general licence granted them to that effect: Although Prince Arethufts Hired in this 
manner for ſome time with ſecurity enough, under rhe protection of the Caſtle of 
his ſweet Siſter, who in the interim brought her a world of conſolation, by his fre: 
quent and diſcreet counſels and converſation , yet being perſwaded, that it would 
not be alwayes for his honour , thus to continue without entering into att 
on, he reſolved as ſoon as he could to leave Cyprus; the rather, for that he under. 
ſtood the new King of Scythia, performed admirable conqueſt in the Territories of 
Trapaſus, by the reaſon of their willing revolt, from the juriſdiction of their for- 
mer Prince; however the Town it ſelf ſeemed co retain ſtill an inclination of obed:- 
ence, which in a kinde drew the Scythians to the intentions of a farmaſSiege : From 
this Princes aſſiance, I ſay, Arethuſius hoped to procure ſome relief, concerning bis pre- 
ſent neceſſities, either by ſolicitation or intereſt, ſince it was well known Philegenia 
their late Queen, had oftentimes declared affections in his behalf: But notwith- 
f3nding 
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ſtandin 
known hi 


lity ſhould be uſed, whichgs they ſaid, was but a neceſſary providence to be thought 
upon by both Nations, ſinoe their intercourſe with one another, might probably 
come to be bindred by the pruſperous progteſſes, the Scythian; had already made in 
thoſe parts, and other Dominions belonging to the Armenian Crown : As this intel. 
ligence adminiſtred new diſcourſes, throughout the whole Hiand of Cyprus, fo did 
Aretbuſizs make it, not onely fomeadvantage towards his own departure, doubting 
a few hopes were remaining tor him in the Iſland of Cyprus, now Narciſſus was dead, 
and the Subjects having made fo ſtrict an accord with the State of Lydia, but alſo 
became an occaſion, for him to perſwade his Siſter C /oria in like manner to leave the 
Countrey: Tis true, upon the firſt overture of the buſineſs, this ſeemed to be a de- 
ſperate advice, but conſidering her young ſon in her abſence, would receive a careful 
protection under the power and juriſdiction of his Grandmother , and that her own 
perſonal preſence , rather procured ſaction and jealouſie, then any aſſiſtance what- 
ſoever,, ſhe reſolved to accompany her Brother in his travels and other fortunes,

Notwithſtanding in the general, both Chria and Arethuſiut, had determined be- 

" tween chemſires ſome particulars, yet they kept it private from others knowledge, 

eſpecially that to leave Cyprus with all expedition; neither bad they fully digeſted 

the manner how, ſince as they wanted convenient ſupplies forthe journey, ſo would 

it breed (as they thought) ſome jealouſie amongſt the Countrey people, in re- 

rd of thoſe differences that were likely to ariſe from the Scyrhians, concerning 

their late conqueſts about the City of Trapaſus, in which place the inhabitants of 

the lang, had long enjoyed a plentiful and beneficial trade, which now they were 

likely to be debarred of, by reaſon Dogalphas the King exacted new cuſtoms from 

all perſons traffiquiog into choſe parts. Nevertheleſs within a while they ſolved theſe 

doubts in this manner ; for the firſt they refolved to engage their Jewels, to ſome 

rich Merchants of the Countrey, whereby to furniſh themſelves with geceffary ſup- 

plies for the intended voyage; and for the other, they intended to pretend, that the 

Princeſs Cloria, by the occaſion of her exceſſive grief, had contracted many deſpe- 

rate imperfeQions and diſtempers in her health, which could not any way be ſo con- 

veniently cured, as by the means of travel and diverſions, with the help of choſe 

pure waters, which flowed from a clear fountain in the pleaſant Valleys of Daphavr, 

between the Territories of Syria and Armenia, conſecrated as was ſaid to the God 
Pau, for their excellency and operation. TALE 

As theſe motives appeared ſufficient ſatisfactions, to the willing apprehenſions of 

Arethuſius and bis Siſter, ſo did not Cloria's deſires in this particular, want proba- 

ble entertainments in the thoughts of the Ma jeſtrates of {pres ; but miore eſpeci- 

ally were they welcomed in the minde of the Grandmother of young” Narciſſus, 

. who imagined by this voluntary abſence, not onely to allay all factions in the Iſſand, 

concerning the education and Government of the Infant Duke, but alſo within a 
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ſhort ſpace afcer the departure of her Davghrergy-law, to be able her ſelf alone, to 
bear what juriſdiction ſhe pleaſed over the whole Countrey, ſince the believed ic was 
onely the Lydia intereſt, that hindred the 3 making a proſpe- 
rous progreſs in thoſe deligos, that tended again to the el went of the young 
Duke in his 1 ancient dignity and command amongſt the people; inſo- 
much as within a few moneths, Cloria and Arethuſſus having fitted all their convenien- 
cy for the journey, the Princeſs was conducted witch Ceremony enough (accompanied 
by all her train). towards the Sea (ide, where waited already a cquple of gallant Ships, 
for her tranſportation, into the neighbouring ſhores of the leſſer A/, intending al- 
terwards to paſs by Land to the Groyes and delicious places of Dapbene, near ũnto 
which Territory, were the famed Wells in certain craggy Mountains; belonging to a 
Forrelt called Ardanuu, where inhabited many wilde and Savage Beaſts of divers forts 
and kindes. When they were upon the Waves, the God Nepruxe ſeemed pleaſed to 
have the dommion over their journey ; for as the windes continued proſperous for 
their purpoſe, ſo ſcarce did a billow move below to give them any manner of incom- 
modity or diſturbance, until they arrived upon the ſhores of Pamphyiia, where the 
Egyptians had made great preparation to give the Princeſs'C/oria entertainment ; and 
the rather, for chat lately there had happened a quarrel between thoſe Countries and 
the Lydiax iatereſt, however young Arethuſius went yer diſguiſed under the nature, 
and quality of bis Siſters ſervant: Tis true, notwithſtanding the Magiſtrates of 
thoſe Tons, as they paſſed, attended with Ceremonyto conduct them in their jour- 
; yet Cloria her ſelf, was more reſerved in her carriage to the inhabitants, then 
tber eit ſhe would have been, (though ſhe. never failed of her civilicies) leſt the 
Kingdomgf Syria ſhould in any ſort rhereby, become over jealous of henaffections, 
demonſtrated towards their enemies; which was the reaſon as it was thought, why 
ſhe made no more ſtay under the Egyptggy Dominions, then was meerly neceſſary, 
either for her repoſe or proviſion; — 2 for the more commodity of the Fleet, 
they were compelled to land in choſe, Fexgicories : This was the mis fortune of Are- 
thuſius, and bis Sifters condition, that a neutralities could bring them no conſiderable 
afliftante, ſo more then ordinary applications; afforded too many cauſes of ſuſpici- 
on from other Princes; eſpecially in thoſe unreconcilable differences between Orontes 

and his eſteemed adverſaries of Zgypr. _. 222 8 | | 
But the pleaſant Vallies and Woods of Daphens, were beld moſt indifferent for 
their abode, as well to avoid future jealouſies concerning other States, as to procure 
preſent conveniency for the ſubſiſtence: of themſelves; not onely in regard the Ter- 
ritory belonged to the juriſdiction of an-4rcb-Flamin of Armenia, but that the place 
was near a Principality, which appertained to Philogenis Queen of Scythia , and 
therefore proper upon all occaſions, either for meetings or other addreſſes. To de- 
ſcribe thoſe Groves and Fountains in each paxticular, were a labour difficult for any 
pen; onely it muſt ſuffice , that che Goddeſs Diane might there have taken up het 
© delightful habitation, either for ber ſports or retirement, as Veſta had furniſhed it 
with many ftately Temples, and Cloyſters for her own ſervice; beſides thoſe wa- 
ters formerly mentioned were at no great diftance : Thither at laſt the noble couple 
carne, attended with ſuch a train, as rather complyed with their conveniency , then 
pretended to any oſtentation, for that they deſired the world ſhould onely take no · 
tice of their neceſſities, and no wayes become admirers of their State and Dignity, 
fince envy was not to be procured upon any condition: Before their arrival Prince 
Arethuſits did not reveal himſelf, and then alſo by little and little he withdrew the 
mask from before his perſon , as if chance had brought him to his Siſters company 
by accidental adventures, and no deſigns hicherunto had continued him for any time 
in the Illand of Cyprus; yet had they not long remained in this ſolitude , expecting 
a return from ſome meſſengers, they had ſent to Dogalphus the new King of Scyrkia, 
who was buſily imployed about the confirmation of his late conqueſts , before they 
were ſuddenly ſaluted by the perſonal preſence of Creſes, as it ſhould ſeem diſpatch- 
ed many moneths ſince by the Queen Hyacinthia from Damaſcus, as well to con- 
gratulate the election of the great Flamin of Deiphos, being an eſſential point as ſhe 
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thought belonging to her Religion v more particularly to enquire of the Oracle 
concerning the fortunes and fafety of her Son Arethuſius, for that (he had heard no- 
thing of him of his affairs, ſince the defeat of his Army by Hercrombrotus in the 
Kingdom of Lydia, and now was returning again from Delphos by Lind into Syria, 
through the Countries of the leſſer Aßa: Prince Arethuſius being extream paſ- 
ſionate to underſtand from Cveſe, the preſent paſſages of that famous City, the ra. 
ther in reſpect of the account he expected concerning Pariſmenus and foyela, the 
next morning, when his Siſter C/ria was retired amongft.the Veſtal Virgins, to 
perform ſome uſual devotions, and ſacrifices belonging to her dead Lord Narciſſuc, he 
walked with Crefſes by a fair River ſide, that beautified exceedingly thoſe delicious 
Plains and Vallies, where at laſt coming to a Grove of Trees, that nature ſeemed to 
have framed for a principal place of delight to entertain mortality , having ſeated 
himſelf forthe purpoſe in a certain leavy ſhade., which covered them entirely from 
Phæbus oppreſſion, Creſes began in order to recount the ptogreſſes he had made in 
this manner.” 2 | | e_ 
Sir, faid he, as the Queen your Mother being out of all patience , that ſhe could 
hear nothing of your abode, after that unfortunate defeat was given to your Forces 
by Hercrombrotas the Lydian General, in the end reſolved, to ſend me from Dama/- 
cus by Sea into Greece, as well to ſalute the great Flamin there newly elected, as to 
enquire more particularly of that Oracle, not onely what was become of your per- 
ſon, but how the Gofs would diſpoſe of your fortunes: Tis true upon my arrival 
I found the time taken up wholly in the reception and entertainment of the young 
Queen of $:thia, which becauſe it was more rare and magniticent then ordinary, I 
ſhall make ua kinde of exact relation thereof; before I proceed to othgr particu- 
lars: Upon her entering the City of De/phoz, the chief Flamius and beſt Magiſtrares 
of the Town were commanded to conduct h to the great Temple; (a Fabrick of ſo 
rare a ſtructure, that it appears to be 2 wok of ſach wonder, both for its beauty 
and extent, that the world cannot again | the ſame) which they performed 
with ſo exact a Decorum, that the order of the ſhew pleaſed the ſpeRators more 
then the State: When ſhe arrived at the gate of the Temple, being deſcendtd from 
her horſe, the onely poſture ſhe was adviſed to vſe , making her firft entrance for her 
better applications both to the people and company, ſhe might behold the great F/a- - 
min himſelf fitting on a Throne, however it pretended not ſo much to Majeſty and 
Glory, as to Reverence and Devotion; wherefore approaching to his preſence with 
an humility anſwerable to his venerable aſpect, ſhe kiſt the ground twice or thrice, 
before ſhe could either reach his perſon or his ſpeech, until at laſt coming ſo near, that 
conveniently ſhe might perform her adorations , ſhe humbly proſtrating her ſelf in 
his fight delivered this language; As the Gods, ſaid ſhe, have recalled me from my er. 
rours, to be ſanctified by your fatherly benediRions, ſo do I vow for ever to be obedi. 
ent to your commands, — to that power and with thoſe rules given you from 
Olimpus: At the words he preſently imbraced her in his armes, and gently lifting 
her from off the earth whereon ſhe kneeled, thus ſpake unto her; Daughter ſaid be, 
as the great God Apollo hath been pleaſed to place me in this dignity for his ſervice, 
ſo would I have yon to know, that nothing of my protection ſhall be wanting, either 
for your future happineſs, or preſent honour, ſince your piety bath forſaken Crowns 
and Scepters, whereby the better to purchaſe eternity: Theſe Ceremonies being finiſh- 
ed, the Arch-Flamin went inftantly and offered an Hecatomb to all the Gods, both 
for her ſafety and proſperity, whilſt in the interim the admiring people ſent up to 
heaven with loud acclamations, as well their joy, as their ſupplications. In this man- 
ner for that time ended the religious triumphs, accompanied with ſound of Trumpet: 
and other paſtimes belonging to the multitude: After all the performance of theſe 
more ſolemn Ceremonies, there was provided for her entertainment, and other diver- 
tiſements, ſuch as were moſt correſpondent to her youth, dignity, and education. To 
this purpoſe ſometimes ſhe was preſented with ſeveral ſhews of ſundry natures, where- 
in were ſet forth, not onely the manner and worth of her converſion , as if ſhe had 


been thereunto inſpired, meerly by the Gods power, and the — of the 
ea vens; 
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heavens; other whiles again ſhe was obſerved to retire her ſelf for two or three 
dayes together, onely to converſe with her own private devotions; then was ſhe vi- 
ſited by all the Ladies and great perſonages of the City, with whom ſhe communica- 
ted with chat freedom, though reſeryvedly in what belonged to her dignity, that eaſi - 
ly it might be perceived, however ſhe knew her own quality, when ſhe had a minde 
any way to value it, notwithſtanding ſhe was willing out of her natural goodaeſs al- 
wayes to be courteous and loving. | FTF 

Laſt of all, after ſhe had viewed all the Temples and antiquities of the Town, ſhe 
appeared publickly in many Schools amongſt the Philoſophers, to bear and under. 
x their diſputations, with whom alſo oftentimes, would ſhe argue of things Moral 

Theſe Sir, I may ſay, were the chief imployments of Philagenia at my being at 
Delphos, whilſt in the interim it was my fortune to meet with Fariſmenua, the young 
meſſenger, which you had ſent from Argos, to acquaint you with the paſſages of 
the Queens reception. O Gods, with what a tranſcendent joy, did my heart enter- 
tain the news of your ſafety and eſcape, imagining then you would be quickly poſ- 
ſeſſour of. all your Kingdoms and Royalty, ſince the deſtinies had been alceady ſo 
favourable to your particular, concerning your preſervation in the Battle, eſteem- . 
ing my own travels nothing now, being I bad by accident met with ſo, fortunate and 
bleſſed a — : *Tis true, I asked P ari/menxs: many impertinent queſtions, 
praceeding rather from the abundance of my joy, then out of any need at all I had 
of further ſatisfaRion; however we concluded hoth notwithſtanding , to be very 
punRual in ſearching che Oracle, in thoſe things, thar belonged to your future pro- 
ſperity, as alſo what might be the fates of your Royal Siſter , with the reſt of the 
Family: nevertheleſs ſome weeks paſſed before we could meet with the opportunity, 
not onely in regard the time generally was ſpent in many other Ceremonies, apper- 
taining to che entertainment of the Queen of Scythia; in that the Prieſts belonging 
to the Temple were not at leaſure, bur alſo for that the great concourſe of people to 
obtain the new Jubile; obſtructed in a manner all private and particular deſigns to that 
purpoſe, however at laſt by the help of a few ſpecial friends, and a compe: ent ſumme 
or Gold we offered upon the Altars, we procured means to receive theſe Predictions 
from the ſacred Oracle. 


The Predictions. 


T bough Myſſian falſbaad ſpall their King deſtroy, 
And all the Land ſoon after made a prey; 
Tet Fates decyee, there muſt again ariſe 
Another Vertue of a greater prize : 
The Syrian Wife in time hath born a Son, 
Whoſe Victories through every place ſpall run, 
Till he have conquered new unto bis Crown 
Tube Align Governivent, and got renown : 
But for a while he muſt be fore to lie. 
Expefting help, deſcending from the $kie. 
And when theſe mighty Kings in peace agree, 
Cyprus may hope another Lord to ſee, 
Which ſball ag ain his Fathers Hononr raiſe, 
By bis fole Monarchy for after dayes. 


Theſe Sir, I ſay, were the Prophecies, as near as I can remember, which the God 
of Delphos pronounced with an audible voice, although accompanied by a certain 
kinde of murmuring winde, according to the cuſtom of the place, proceeding from 
the hollowneſs of che ground, in that vaſte Cave upon the Mountain, where the 
Image of Apollo ftands ſupported by a great pedefiare of Corinthian Braſs: In the 
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firſt of the prediction (as I conceive) you may look upon your own happy fate, as in 
the latter part, no doubt what concerns the proſperity of your dear Siſter, and her 
little Son, however according to my interpretation, much conſiſts in compoſing 
thoſe mighty differences between Orontes and the Egyptian King, that ſeem at pre- 
ſent to make all the world at a gaze; to which purpoſe notwithſtanding the great 
Flamiy, (as I-was informed when I was in Gretce} intends to ſend two principal meſ- 
ſengers from his own Court, with full authority to propoſe to each Prince particular 
terms of agreement; for not onely both their quiets and advantage, but for the 
better ſettling of unity and peace within all the Territories of the leſſer Aſia: 
When we had perfarmed theſe offices, and received other intelligences moſt proper 
as we thought for your ſervice, I more particularly addreſſed my ſelf to Queen Phi- 
logenia, as well to deſire her in her private conferences with the A-ch-Flamin , to 
remonſtrance unto him, the injuries you had received by your own people, in being 
kept ſo wrongfully out of your hereditary Dominions, as that ſhe would be a means 
to procure your affairs, ſome aſſiſtance from her fortunate and prevailing Kinſman 
the new King of Scythia. | | 
To which the quickly returned me this anſwer : That as ſhe did much condole 
your loſſes, and would endeayour you all the ſatisfaction ſhe could procure , either 
from her Kinſman or other Princes, ſo was ſhe in her hearc ſo much in leve with your 
excellent vertues, that ſhe not onely deſired extreamly to be acquainted with your 
perſon? but kept alwayes in a Cabinet a certain Picture of yours, which an Ambaſ- 
ſadour of her Countrey ſome years ago, had brought her out of Lydia, when he was 
imployed in thoſe parts to the King your Father, remaining then in the very height of 
all his proſperities: Theſe incouragements I muſt confeſs, made me haſten my jour. 
ney towards the City of Athens, where I was told by Pariſmenus you would be un- 
doubtedly arrived, before we could poſſibly repair to the place: But contrary to 
our expectations, when we thought to ha ve enjoyed «the happineſs of your preſence 
in that goodly and famous Town, we could not hear the leaft news of your abode ; 
inſomuch as preſently with ſadneſs enough, we diſpatched a meſſenger co the City 
of Arges, whereby to be better informed, as well of your ſafety as determi- 
nations. 0 
But in the interim, whilſt we were attending the return of the perſon we bad ſent 
about this enquiry, there fell out another accident, which I ſhall relate unto your 
Highneſs. 2 | 
One day as we were making our melancholly perambulations about the City, by 
reaſon of your abſence, there came of a ſudden to Pariſmenus, a certain woman clo. 
thed in a Veſtal habit, who accompanied by ſome circumſtances told him, that after a 
tedious and troubleſome ſickneſs, the Lady 7oye/a (the ſame perſon that had ſecu- 
red your paſſage out of the Countrey of Xia) was now dead to the world, where. 
in ſhe conceived the immortal Gods had done her a ſpecial favour , ſince (he ſeemed 
to expire molt happily under the protection of the great Goddeſs Minerva: So that 
if we pleaſed the next morning, we might repair to the Cloyſter, whereby to be ſome 
aſſiſtants to her intended Funeral: With theſe words ſhe quickly took her leave, 
as if ſhe had had other buſineſs that required her haſteg It is not to be imagined, 
with what a trembling confuſion poor Pari/menu entertained this unexpected intel- 
ligence, for that ſince his coming to Athens, he was advertiſed (however he could not 
be admitted to her ſight) that in a manner (he had been perfectly recovered of her 
former diſtempers, who belike was (though then I knew it not) molt deeply engaged 
to her perſon by his affections, which made me at the preſent 1 muſt confeſs , as well 
to pitty his condition, as to wonder at his paſſions ; but however; after a while with 
ſome labour and perſwaſions of mine own, having again recovered part of his wont- 
ed temper, we reſolved both on the morrow, to be, not onely ſpectators, but agita- 
tors in thoſe boly Ceremonies, that were to be uſed in her behalf; my ſelf in regard of 
my obliged charity to all perſons of that nature and profeſſion, and Pariſmemu, out 
of the ſecret. love which he had ſo long a time concealed in his heart , towards the 
perfections of that young and moſt vertuous Lady. „ 
| | Not- 
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Notwithſtanding Fariſinemus laboured that night extreamly under his paſſions, yet 
in the-morning ſomething early, — our determination, we went together 
to the Temple of Ainerva, (ſeatei for the more ſtate, if not better commodicy) 
upon the very top of a hill, wbich ſo over- looks the Town, that it takes alſo a moſt 
perfect view of the fea, though at a far greater diſtances The place it ſelf was en- 
compaſſed round about (onely leaving a delightful entrance) with chick and ſhady 
Trees, compoſed artificially into many Groves, which pretended to recollection of 
ſpirit, as moſt proper for che devout intentions of theſe inhabitants, who had dedi- 
cated their lives wholly to the Gods ſervice. For the ſtructure in the general, it was 
for the moſt part built of white 7heban Marble, fo ricatly framed with ĩmagery, that 
ſcarce was there a Deity in Ohympu, that was not therè very lively: ted to 
the ſight and apprehenſion. A gallant Portico gave the firſt acceſs to the Tem ple, 
ſupported with ſundry ſtately Pillars of : Corinrhian work, all which together intirely 
covered the reſt of the building, belonging to the private lodgings of the Religious 
Women: Upon our nearer approach, we found the gates wide open, not onely for 
us, but all others that had a minde to be partakers of thoſe ſed laſt Ceremo- 
nies, belonging to a ſtranger Lady, which was imagined v/ould be entertained with 
the more curioſity. We had not long employed our time in beholding the Altars 

and other rich furnitures of the Temple, but the Religions Women themſelves iſſued 
out two by two from bebinde the great Sanctuary, where the common ſacrifices were 
uſually performed, modeſtiy marching, as I may fay, in a ſolemn and orderly pro- 
ceſſion, carrying each one a filyer Cenſer in their hands, whilſt many of chem offer- 
ed perfumes all the way as they went, ſinging Hymns to their great Goddeſs and pa- 
tron Minerva. The becomming Garments of theſe Reſigions Virgins were white 
Linnen, which they wore, covered with Veils of black Cypreſ7, infoniuch; as both 
cheir habirs _ their countenances repreſented to the fpeRators, not onely Devoti- 
on, but Majeſty. OTE reite 705 

After this holy proceſſion followed one eloathed after the modern faſhions, her 
face being entirely obſcured from the view of the people, by a certain Scarf neatly 
tied about her neck in a pretty knot, her hair was combed to the full length, which 
being dreſt with flowers and rows of ſmall Pearl, reached down. her back almoſt to 
the ground, here and there united together by Ribbands of divers colours. When 
they had fully performed thoſe convenient Cetemonies belonging to the ſeaſon, they 
all made a ſtand, and with it preſently caſting themſelves into a ring, the young 
Damſel was ſuddenly placed in the midſt of all the company, where putting her bo- 
dy into a modeſt poſture upon her knees, ſhe made towards the high Altar with her 
looks, ſome ſilent prayers to the Goddeſs Minerva their chief Patroneſs: This alſo 
being finiſhed, the old Governeſs, after having delivered a few words before the com- 
pany for her future inſtruction, with a paic of ſhears, which ſhe had there ready pre- 
pared for that purpoſe, cut off t he fair Treſſes of her hair, to the apparent reſent- 
ment of moſt of the ſtanders by, who eſteemed thofe treaſures of more value to be 
preſerved for natures ornament; when each Nunn, as it were, carried by a haſty vio- 
lence, made ſpeed to deſpoil her of her apparel, as if they envied her former living 
ſo. long a time in beauty, to the worlds glory, until at laſt being thus totally diſman- » 
tled of all her chief riches, and cloathed in other Robes, ſhe caſt her ſelf again upon 
the earth, whilſt a large mourning Coverture was flung over her perſon, that pre- 
tended to bury her from the thoughts and deſires of what concernment ſoever, that 
ſpoke any thing to her apprehenſion, but penance and retirement. | 

Theſe doleful Circumſtances made the ſpeRators ſhed many tears, feeling not be- 
like within their breaſt thoſe flames, which are accuſtomed ro kindle new devotions in 
fuch Religious People; however Pariſmenns , who expected more lamentable tri - 
umphs, ſtood ſtill fixed without much alteration , when the ſuppoſed buried Virgin 
of a ſudden, riling from that ſeeming bed of death, with her face now wholly diſco- 
vered, wherein appeared a countenance wholly divided between the beauty of Venus, 
and the chaſtity of Diana, in a demure and graceful march went towards the lower 
endof the Temple, where my ſelf and Pariſmenus were placed, which being * 
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ved by hirn, (coming ſo near, that eaſily ſhe might be known by him, to fis no mall 
amazement) he was advertiſed, the Lady was no other then bis living Poyela, now ha- 
ving taken upon her the abſolute profeſſion of that holy Order, wherein many o- 
ther noble and Maids remained, who had during their lives conſerrated their 
chaſtity to the intire ſervice of the great Goddeſs Minerva; but yet to make the 
repreſentation a little more certain, whilſt — — in a trembling poſtuire, be. 
-held as he thought, this firange viſion, ſhe ſaluted him with this language, break - 
ing Hom the Ruby of ber Lips, the people in the interim "earneſtly attending 
Sir, ſaid ſhe, being obliged hy the ſtrictneſe of my vow , and commanded by 
ſuperiours, — ie all that have formerty been ———— — 
converſation, (Prince Aret haſia not now preſent in this City to honour our Cere- 
monies, whoſe perſon I have deſired to ſerve, ſince be firſt Evloociog inthe unfaithſul 
and unfortunate Countrey of Myſſia) I have made choice of your ſelf upon your 
next conveniency, to carry with you to bis knowledge the relation of this my ſud- 
den conveſion, as well by reaſon he ſeems to be of a contrary belief, as that in our 
travels to this place he had ſome tafte of my carriage and fidelity; which if you 
pleaſe (beſides what you have ſeen with your own eyes) you may recountafter this 
manner: As the Gods decrees are not to be underſtood, much leſs, ſaid ſhe, can they 
be contradicted by any power, ſo muſt I deſire, that neither himſelf or any other, fo 
muchto injure my election, as to repine at this my unen pectad change from the world 
to heaven, eſpecially ſince theſe inclinations have laſted in my breaſt, almoſt ever ſince 
my very infancy; but whether growing up with education, or proceeding from 
ſome ſupernatural inſpiration, I ſhall not need at preſent any way to go about to de- 
termine; onely let it ſuffice, that the holy and venerable Governeſs of theſe Cloi- 
ſters, dedicated to the great Goddeſs Ainorva, expounding to me during my ſick- 
neſs, a certain Propheſie, which I brought wich me out of Myſſia, accompanied by 
the example of ſo many vertnous lives I ſaw led in this Sanctuary, have ſo far per- 
ſwaded my reaſon, and prevailed againſt my paſſions, that as you ſee, I am wholly 
converted from any more worldly reſolutions other then thoſe, that may meerly and 
ſolely conſiſt with the orders and decorum af this ſacred Temple, where a Virꝑin 1 
intend to remain all the dayes of my life, in ſuch exerciſes and contemplations, as 
ſhall be beſt pleaſing to the immortal Gods; however more particular to our great 
and glorious Patroneſs, the holy and powerful Goddeſs Minerva, whoſe ptotecti- 
on A a eſteem to be the ſafety and guardof this ancient and learned Towa of 
Athens, | | 511 
When ſhe bad delivered thus much, ſhe-parted from Pariſmenn , with a counte- 
nance, that ſeemed equally mixed between compaſſion and reſolution; ' however ſhe 
ſmiled with ſo ſweet a grace; as if her confidence in the Gods ſervice concerning the 
choice ſhe bad made, was ſufficient to render her happy againſt all obſtacles, not one- 
ly for the preſent, but during the remainder of her years ſhe was to ſpend in this 
world. Theninftantly mipgling ber ſelf again with her company; ſhe: left him 
without any 7 for Reply; and in that manner after the proceſiion was 
« finiſhed, entred the Cloyſters with the reſt of her Religious Siſters: Pariſ menus, 
when he had ſtood, as it were, wholly confounded in his imaginations with the ap- 
prehenſion of this ſtrange converſion, at laſt looking upon me, though with: a kinde 
of a forced ſmile, he broke out ſuddenly into theſe expreſſions. Well, moſt ſweet 
and gallant cela, ſaid he, although I have not been at all deceived in thy vertues, 
yet I mult confeſs my ſelf to have been much miſtaken in thy determinations , never- 
theleſs, the world ſhall ſee, that however I was not worthy of thy love, yet that 
love was worthy to make me a Convert to the beſt affe&ions can be produced from 
the Heavens After this, without ſpeaking one word more, he accompanied me to our 
lodging in a ſilent way and moſt melancholly poſture, where alſo I could not perfwade 
him long to remain, in regard his inward grief ſeemed paſlionately to require a more 
ſolitary habitation, To be ſhort, Sir, within a day or two, I again encountred him in 
the City, clothed in the habit of one of 4polo's Prieſts, which profeſſion, 28 be ſaid, 
| be

he had newly undertaken, as well to eaſe the diſturbances of his own minde, as partly 
the better in the future to ſeture his ſtate and condition, that every hdur elſe might 
be ſubject to many variable and dangerous diſturbances, ſo that earneſtly wiſhing 
me not onely to ligaitie all cheſe paſſages to your Highneſs, but humbly to aſſure you 
withall, that he entertained no other thoughts in his breaſt; then what ſhould ever de, 
monſtrate an entire Loyalty and affection to your ſervice. | | 
O Hercules, cried out Arerhuſius, what prodigies of. reſolution are theſe ? that 
ſhe who was my onely guide and conductor in my greateſt dangers and neceſſi- 
ties, ſhould now loſe her ſelf with thoſe accident in. a Religion, which ſcarce any of 
her kindred or Counttey, would fancy and acknowledge to the world; beſides a per- 
ſon, (whoſe youth and courage meriting the bighett advaficement in carthly ho- 
nours) ſhould thus caſt off his preferment; when bis years and vertues invited him to 
action? But as the Gods irrevocable Decrees are inſcrutable to all humane judge. 
ments, ſo ſince there is no fetching back this worthy couple, (as 1 conceive by your re- 
lation) let me know further what new Omens in your journey, have ſucceeded to 
theſe you have already told: Which being ſaid, Creſes began again in this manner. 
Sir, ſaid he, not to trouble you with too many impertineggies, or to render thoſe I 
have already related over burthenſome to your ſacred ear®,, when I found my ſelf 
thus deſtituted of. my companion, and the meſſenger we ſent to Argos, being returned 
without the intelligence of the place of your abode, onely he ſaid you'parted from 
thence in a Grecian ſhip, I reſolved with what poſſible conveniency I could to quit 
the Counctey aud Territories of Greece, ſince I doubt not, but that although (as I 
heard) you had imbarked your ſelf in a Veſſel of that Nation, yet ſome accident 
might have altered your former determinations, which had tranſported your perſon, 
to other parts, either in the leſſer Aſia, or other where for your better advantage: 
With theſe reſolutions after I had ſomethiug altered and changed my habit and 
countenance, not to be knownand diſcovered in thoſe places where I intended to 
paſs, I quickly hired for my ſea travel a ſmall Bark belonging to the Iſland of Chi- 
os, from whence, as I had more minde to a journey by Land then by Water, ſo was I 
perſwaded in mine own fancy to take the Kingdom of Lydia in my way towards Sy. 
ria, where I know the Queen your Mother attended my return with ſome impati- 
ency : Not many dayes from my arrival and landing in C bios, I imbarked in another 
ſhip that brought me to Smyrna, where I remained until I could farniſh my ſelf with 
horſes, and ſome commodities for my furcher voyage: There I muſt tell your High- 
neſs during my ſtay, I was informed of theſe particulars : — — Her- 
crombrotus the Lydian General had ſeized upon all the Dominions and Juriſdiction 
formerly belonging, not onely to your Fathers Right, but actually under his Royal 
Command, yet thereby he had contracted ſo much envy to his perſon, that many facti- 
ons bags daily to riſe againſt his Government, (however the horrid actions of the late 
Aſſembly and Senate of Sardz remained yet freſh in the memory and thoughts of 
moſt people) wherefore he was conſtrained for his greater ſafety with better obedi- 
ence to his authority, not onely to conſtitute a new guard to ſecure his quiet, but had 
alſo appointed certain Commanders in every Provinee, to look ſtrictly to the demea- 
nours of all ſorts of conditions, where among the reſt, thoſe of the Nobility and 
Gentry (who were in any kinde ſuſpected to favour the Kingly Intereſt ) bad their 
liberties reſtrained, if not their goods in part taken from them, as was pretended one. 
ly to keep their mindes and abilities leſs ſubject, to contrive thoſe plots that might 
occaſion new diſturbances in the Lydian Commonwealth, to the endangering of the 
whole Government: But as I ſhall not need to dilate much upon this beck „ fince 
it hath been ever held a principal Maxime of policy, that what hath received its be- 
ginning from violence and oppreſſion, muſt be ſecured and continued by the like 
means, to keep thoſe under who have moſt reaſon to complain, leſt deſperation make 
them attempt, when any opportunity is offered; ſo muſt I of the other (ide make 
you acquainted, not onely with a late peace made between the Syrians and the Ly- 
dian Dominions, but of an entire breach contracted againſt the King of Egypt, to 


the wonder of molt Nations, for that the Egyprians were noted by all Aſia to — 
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the firſt people, that acknowledged and correſponded with the alteration of the Ja. 
riſdiction, from your noble houte and family to the Senates power, having had ever 
ſince their Ambaſſadours in Lydia, to confirm more an unity between both 
Goveraments, as an eſſential and neceſſary decorum, (as they believe to maintain in a 
better poſture their affairs concerning the great contentions, that daily ariſe by reaſon 
of the wars that Orontes makes againſt all the Egyptian Countreys and Territories, as 
well in Aſia. as in Africa) whereſore as I have ſomething briefly made known unto you, 
this breach that hath ſo lately happened, ſo will 1 if you pleaſe (in us ſhort a manner as 
T can) declare not onely the cauſeg of it according to my judgement and apprehenfi. 
on, but the very tranſactions that have paſſed ſince upon the otcaſion. 

Tis moſt certain, Sir chat for ſome years paſt, both the Kingdoms of Syria and 
Egypt, have attempted for each of — nk to unite with any powerfull 
State they could, whereby to become the ſtromger fortified in their own affairs, one 
againſt the other: To which purpoſe, as the Syrians found the Eg yptians had endea- 
voured by their firſt addreſs tp the. ¶ydian Senate, to gain a poſſeſſion in the hearts 
and opinion of the people, the better to continue a flouriſhing Trade between them, 
(if not an abſolute e ſo did the Court and Councell at 
Damaſcus not long a witty and able Ambaſſadour, as well to croſs all the 
deſigns of the enemy, as to remonſtrance to their conſiderations, how much more 
beneficial their correſpondency, would be to the Commonwealth of Lydia, then 
that of their adyerſary, fince the Egyptian neighbourhood was neither to be feared 
or loved, in regard of the diſtance of the one, andthe former enmity of the other; 
whereas the State and Kingdom of Syria, had ſcarce ever warred in latter times with 
the Lydian Nation; or was ſo contrary and averſe to the people in their —_— 
practice, concerning the Worſhip. of the Gods, ſeeing they allowed the exerciſe 
of their own Religion in all their Dominions, when as in Egypt and other Territo- 
ries belonging to that King, the ſame indul was denied to all manner of conditi- 
ons: Beſides, the Iſland of .Cypray, having lately not onely ended all their conten- 
tions at ſea with the Idian Subjects, but alſo contracted with them ſuch a new ami- 
ty and friendſhip that rendred moſt Countteys afraid of their joynt greatneſs upon 
the Mediterranean waters, it was thought more then convenient for the Ambaſſsdor 
to preſs what agreement he could with Hercrombrotus, whereby to keep them at 
diſtance, that they might not ſtrike in as a thitd intereſt between choſe two Common- 
wealths, which as they thought would abſolutely deſtroy all their deſigns, concern- 
ing thoſe Cogqueſts they intended againſt the King of Egypt. Dominions, as well in 
Africa as Aſia : Long I muſt ſay, nevertheleſs theſe endeavours continued before 
they arrived at any maturity; for that Hererombrotus efteemed it a. better piece of 
policy to keep both theſe weighty Nations in a hopeful ſuſpence, concerning the ob- 
taining of the Lydian friendſhip, (ſince he ſuppoſed they never would accord be- 
tween themſelves, whilſt they remained any way capable of reſiſtance) then to ren- 
der the one or the other abſolutely deſperate, by his taking part with the contrary 
Faction, until at laſt the Kingdom of Syria prevailing exceedingly againft the Eygyp- 
tian State in many advantages, which they daily obtained in the Countreys of Pam- 
philia, and other places; and withal Zyaia it ſelf not being able to ſupply the greedy 
appetites of the Souldiers, in regard our Nation wanted the Golden Mines of other 
Princes, which could not be ſo well ſupplied, as from ſome Territories under the Do- 
minions of the King of Egypt, the whole body of his Commanders, with the reſt 
of the Councel, t hat then governed the affairs in the great City of Sardis, not one- 
ly ſhuffled up a ſpeedy peace, (both of the defenſive and offenſive nature) with che 
cunning Ambaſſadour of the Syxian Kingdom, but preſently diſpatched a Fleet of 
Tydian (hips (by his perſwaſion) through the Channel of the Mid-land Sea, toward 
the fortunate Iſlands , abounding in all manner of riches belonging to that great

© *Tis true, replied Cre/es, ſome ontward appearances are in theſe¶ections; but 
when it may be conſidered withall, that the Syrian endeavour was lily colourably 
to work the Lydians from the Egyptian Intereſt, whilſt 'themſelves*Befome chereby 
more eaſily maſters of their own defigns, and that by this unrepairable*breach , the 
King of Egypt is likely to be made your entire friend (at leaſtwiſe againſt your mor. 
tal enemies, that elſe of the contrary might have united with that power to your 
H POIs» ee agreement ſoever, could have been made between 
the two Crowns of Syria and Egypt) I ſuppoſe your Highneſs may be wholly con- 
verted in your opinions, ſo ſar as to think that this accord was but onely a State · poli- 
cy contrived as well for your benefit, as the Syrian ends; ſince you cannot doubt, but 
as Orontes affections by reaſon of your blood, muſt needs continue real towards your 
particular, ſo it is a great deal morè advantageable for any Monarch, to fee another 
righted againſt the Rebellions of his own people, then to have his Subjects prevail

Th true, Prince ¶Aretbhuſius upon the arrival of his ſiſter, quickly roſe from his 
ſhady fear, with ſomething a ſmiling countenance , whereby to give her the more 
chearful entertainment, ſince he knew her continual ſorrow required rather occaſions 
of pacification to ſweeten her ſettled apprehenſions, then new diſturbances, whereby 
again co make her minde diſquieted : Wherefore, however he intended not to con- 
ceal from her knowledge, any of his own affairs or intention, yet he was reſolved to 
relate them unto her, in the beſt ſenſe he could deviſe for her better ſatisfaRion : To 
which purpoſe after he had merrily told her, that notwithſtanding ſhe had in her own 
particular, been ſerving the Gods formally in the Temple, yet be aſſured her, that

* Arerbuſius enden vouring all he could, from time to time to take away his 
ſifters diſcontents, from the ſtrength of her imagination, was glad that at preſent ſhe 
had of her own accord, propoſed ſome divertiſement to her thoughts: Wherefore 
after he had made a ſhor@eperition of all thoſe paſſages, both of 7oyel/a and the 
Seythran —— — as they had been related unto him by Creſet; for her fur- 
ther ſatisfact ion he alſo wiſhed him, to deliver into her hands the written Propheſies, 
which he had brought out of Greece from che Oracle of AE? 0 

The ſweet though ſad Prineefs, went over the papers often with her beautifull 
eyes, ſometimes alſo would ſhe gently move her lips, with a kinde-of a ſtedſaſt ear- 
neſtneſe, hei e came to thoſe lines, chat concerned the Hand of Cyprus, and her 
ſons future fol: In all-which poſtures, however her Brother attentively obſer- 
ved her yet he was reſolved hot to interrupt her employment, expecting at 
the latter end it have ſufficient diſcdurſes with her upon the ſubject, not onely in 
what belonged to her own and her ſons particular, but alſo in thoſe things that ap- 
pertained to his affairs: When Cloria had made an end of reading thoſe Prophe. 
rical Verſes, with a certain lovely ſmile made up betweeſther ſadneſs, and the excel- 
lency of ber countenance, ſhe deſired Creſes, to explain to her better underſtanding, 
as well the validity, as the meaning of theſe written Predictions; ſince, as ſhe ſaid, 
their authority; as well as their interpretation, might require ſome more then ordi. 
nary confirmation; to give her variable thoughts ſatisfaction in both the particulars, 

Moſt extellent Lady, ſaid Creſes, as the Gods cannot be falſe in uttering any 
thing of future events to the world for humane information, ſo have I truly deliver- 
ed into your Brothers poſſeſſion, as I received them from thoſe very Priefts , that 
then attended the Temple of Delphos, onely for thoſe purpoſes, inſomuch, as if they 
ſhould any way fail of their duty, by performing untruly their Offices in t hat nature, 
towards the expecting people, that make their journeys into Greece to be confirmed 
in their doubts and Devotions, they might fear to be puniſhed, either by divine or 
ſecular chaſtiſements; which labour and truſt being enjoyned me by the Queen your 
moſt noble and vertuous Mother, I have made bold firſt to open the ſecret to you, 
and your Brother; as not fearing but that the conſequence exceedingly concerns, 
both the King of Lydia, and the Ifland of Oprus: Well Creſes, replied the Princeſs, 
though I ſhall be entirely unwilling to ſuſpect the integrity of you, or thoſe Prieſts 
you have mentioned, fince I muſt neither deem you a falſity, or them ſacrilegious per- 
ſons, yet may I doubt very much, whether they proceed abſolutely from the Gods 
power or revelations, for that oftentimes many deluſions and miſinterpretations fol- 
low the beſt actions and enquiries of this nature, to the diſſatistaction of thoſe, which 
are over curious and ſuperſticious in theſeparticulars. | 

Truly Madam, replied Creſes, all that I can ſay to confirm your belief touching 
theſe Predictions is, that as the firſt part of the Propheſie. related, having already hap- 
pened right concerning the unhappy diſaſters of your moſt glorious father, in his be- 
ing unworthily betrayed by the 2y/ſian Nation, ſo probably it may be ſuppoſed, that 
the reſt which is behinde of better fates to your ſelf and Brother, wherein I preſume 
all the Royal Family will be included, muſt alſo by the ſame Rules of Conjetture and 
. Reaſon, follow both in order and certainty: Farther they would have diſputed 
about this intricate buſineſs (however Cloris, as well as her Brother, had already 
received in: their apprehenfions ſome ſatisfaction) but that the time afforded them 
no conveniency, ſince Phebus began to be over violent in proſecuting his journey 
towards the middle period, (though the ſhady Groves of the place contributed to 


their perſons a certain gentle and convenient defence) and the hour called them 
away, 
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away, according to their wonted cuſtom, both to dinner and repoſe; inſomuch as 
preſently without any more argument, they walked ſoftly towards the Lodge, not 
at any great diſtance from the {ice of that moſt beautiful and goodly River: How- 
ever it was concluded in their retirement, that as Cre/es had made them acquainted 
with the particulars of his employment into Greece, ſo in regard he had been com- 
manded to that journey meerly by the Queens direction, who could not therefore 
but earneſtly wait his return for her better ſatisfaction, he ſhould with all expedition 
haſten his further voyage into Syria, to the City of Damaſcus, where Hiacint bia

After that Creſes was parted from the pleaſant Valley of Daphene, however had 
not made many dayes journey towards the great Kingdom of Syria, when an unna- 
tural Treaſon was diſcovered in thoſe obſcure though delightful Groves, cloſely har- 
boured againſt Arethuſiuss perſon and family, which accidentally became revealed af- 


ter this manner, | | 


There was a young man called Dolan, newly entertained to wait upon the King in 
his chainber, who belike having contracted ſome deſpair in his minde, concerning his 


* Maſters forcunes, or perhaps over ambitious to be maintained in his pride and luxu-

ries at any rate, from the then as he conceived rich and powerful State of Lydia, kept 


in a continual correſpondency with the Commanders of that State, and the reſt of 
the Conncel, inſomuch as no ſecrets he could learn, either of the Princes intentions, 
or his ſiſter Cloria's affections, but preſently he conveighed the knowledge thereof to 
the wealthy City of Sardis: It fortuned alſo that one Diophates, being employed by 
Arethuſius into the Countrey and Territories of Lydia, during his abode within 
thoſe ſolitary Woods, as well to inform himſelf of all che paſſages belonging to the 
new Government of Hercrombrotus, as alſo to nouriſh ſuch diſcontents as he 
ſhould finde ſtirring, by reaſon of the many factions then reigning in the Kingdom, 
as had been ſignified by Creſes, which Dolan not onely diſcovered to the State of 
Lydia, but alſo gave a ſpeedy information of. the Meſſenger ſent with the particulars 
of his commiſſionʒ ſo that by this means Diophates being at laſt taken in his clofe walks, 
was inſtantly brought before the Councel, then fitting at Sardis, to be examined; where 
however with a great deal, of confidence and courage he denied his charge and accuſa- 
tions, becauſe he would not afford any cauſes of ſuſpition concerning his Maſters other 
deſigns, (which he hoped notwithſtanding bis own ſurprize, might proſper to- 
wards his benefit and advantage) yeꝶpeing at length convinced by ſuch pregnant te- 
ſtimonies, as could no further be deniẽd or withſtood, in regard he perceived the in- 
formation had come from ſome Treaſon in the Princes own Family, he was forced to 
yield himſelf and cauſe gp the pleaſure of his exaſperated enemies, who inſtantly 
with ſome few circumſtances commanded him to execution; yet not being conduct- 
ed with ſo ſtrict and watchful a — to his death, he found out an opportunity by let- 
ter, not onely to ſignifie all theſe paſſages to Arethuſius, and his Siſter, but alſo to 
advertiſe them, that the young man Dolan, as he remembred, was concealed in the 
Princes Chamber, upon their finall conference to this purpoſe, when bimſelf 
was to take his journey into the Zyaiar Territories; wherefore. ſuppoſed none 
probably could be the Traytour of his Mafters ſecrets, but that very perſon 
mentioned and ſeen, fince thoſe privacies were diſcovered, which np perſon elſe could 
poſlibly do.

Scarce can it be expreſſed with what an exaſperated rage, Prince Arethuſius en- 
tertained the firſt intelligence of this unhappy news, wherein he underſtood he had 
not onely loſt the life of a moſt faithful and courageous Officer, meerly in execu . 
ting of his commands, but had within the limits of his own Family alſo a Tray- 
terous Servant, who had from time to time diſcovered his greateſt ſecrets to his 
Enemies. / Fe | | 
O you Gods, faid he, What can become of our future fortunes, when my chief. 
eſt fri are deſtroyed by the practices of thoſe neareſt about my _ 
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O humane ingratitude, and. falſhood, ſaid he, to what a pitch of wickedneſs are you 
now arrived unto amongft the Lydia» people? When as neither the conſideration 
of the Gods Worſhip, nor any mortal obligation, are of any force to hinder miſer- 
able man, from perpetrating ſuch. diſloyalties, as are not in what kinde foever to 
be exampled in former ages: But whilſt Aretbhaſius was in this manner bemoaning 
his oun misfortunes in the general, and as generally complaining againſt thoſe 
few ſervants of the Lydian Nation, which be had entertained more for neceſſity 
then oſtentation, ſince his comming into the Countrey of Daphene; in that he could 
not promiſe to his uncertain condition thoſe ſupplies , that would contribute much 
to theit advantage, his ſiſter the Princeſs Cloria ſtanding by, during the time her bro- 
ther uttered many of his paſſionate diſcourſes, after a while told told him, with a 
certain kinde of countenance, that ſeemed to put on both fear and ſeriouſneſi, that as 
the expreſſion of his own private paſſions, did but ſerve to vent his own ſpleen with- 
out fruit, ſo was it more neceſſary to ſend preſently and apprehend the Traytour, 
whoſe ſudden eſcape elſe might, as (be ſaid, not onely prevent his perſonal puniſh- 
ment, to the encouragement᷑ of other people, joyned perhaps with him in the ſame 
league of combination, but alſo would binder the knowledge of many: ſecrets not 
yet divulged, or made apparent by any confeſſion, 670 Dee 
This counſel was no ſooner given by the diſcreet Princeſs, but inſtantly. a ſmall 
guard was employed to ſecure Dolun, who belike had ſo encreaſed. his confidence by © - 
his wickedneſs, that they found him quietly ſleeping, with almoſt an unparallel'd reſt 
under thoſe ſhades,where the King his Maſter was accuſtomed moſt to content himſelf 
with ſports and delights, as if he rather built his thoughts upon ſome power extra- 
ordinary, that could keep him from all puniſhment , notwithſtanding any: diſcovery 
of his treaſons, then doubted, that either the Gods or men would detect or chaſtiſe 
him for his enormouscrimes: After that Do/ax was in this manner contrary to his 
expectation apprehended, he was quickly brought before certain Commiſſioners to 
be examined, where having a long ſpace juſtified his innocency, with many per juries, 
and other aſſeverations of a ſtrange nature, notwithſtanding invincible. arguments 
were alledged, both for his tonviction and condemnation, at laſt there were produced 
ſome papers under his own hand- writing concerning his practices, which had been 
found upon ſearch in his private Cabinet. . | Ur 21% 6 
As thefe pregnant and more then palpable proofs might have been ſufficient , not 
onely to give judgement, but to convert the priſoner to the conſideration of ſome 
goodneſs and repentance ; ſo wasit thoughe of the other fide convenient, according 
to the Laws and Cuftoms of other Nations, » have Dolan put to the torture, as 
well to render him abſolutely convicted by his own Confeſſion, as by that means 
more directly to extort from him divers practices of the ſame nature perhaps yet 
concealed, that might threaten a further deſtruction to the affairs of both · the Prin- 
ces: But Dolan however his obſtinacy had appeared ſufficiently, as well in his acti- 
ons as in his denial, yet when he ſaw before his eyes ready prepared thoſe torments 
ordained for his puniſhment, his apprehenſion then began to fail towards his advan- 
tage, inſomuch as preſently he confeſſed himſelf, not onely guilty of thoſe crimes of 
diſloyalty and treaſon that had been laid to his charge, but alſo declared particularly 
how he had been bribed by a certain continued penſion, from ſome Miniſters of State 
in the Kingdom of Lydia, to reveal all the ſecrets he could poſſibly come to know 
belonging to the Prince his Maſter: This being enough for his condemnation, Arethu- 
ſous (ent preſently to a neighbouring Duke his friend, to deſire the execution of the 
Traytor, might be performed within his Territories, ſince the Law of Nations (he 
being not in poſſeſſion of any of his own Dominions) gave him no ſufficient autho- 
Tity to put in practice Juſtices of this nature, though againſt his own proper ſervants 
and followers. | | 
As this requeſt was ſoon entertained in the breaſt of that Noble Prince, ſo was 
Dolan inſtantly, with a competent guard of Souldiers conducted to a certain Plain, 
where being bound to a ſtake, he was ſhot to death by many Darts agg, Arrows, 
where afterwards his Members hung upon a Gibbet prepared for thus poſe, 
| to 
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to be a ſpectacle to all paſſengers, until the fowls of the air, had intombed his whole 
carcaſe within their hungry and devouring intrails. 

But hotwichſtanding, Prince Arethaſius had thus bappily freed himſelf from the fu. 
ture danger of this pernicious enemy(that neither could be won to a competent fideli- 
ty in his Maſters behalf, by thoſe benefits he had received from his bounty, or had the 
leaft conſideration or fear of the Gods judgementsin his own particular) yet being 
alone one day with his Siſter Cliria in her Chamber, he began to renew bis former 
complaints of his diſaſters and misfortunes after this manner: Is it poſſible moſt dear 
Cloria, faid be, that my ſpitefutand cruel fates , ſhonld thus ſtill perſecuce me in all 
Countries and Regions without any relaxation? cannot the calms and private retire- 
ments of the Daphenine Groves, afford ſo much ſecure content to the thoughts of a 
baniſhed Prince, as to ſuffer him co reſt free from the dangers and treaſons of his own 
private Family and Servants? Who ſhould be eſteemed willing companions to him in 
all his unfortunate injuries, with other loſſes both of Countrey and Friends? what ſeas; 
dangers, and battles have I paſſed, ſaid he, to finde out again (O ſweet Siſter) your ſo 
much wiſhed for and defired converſation, thinking to enjoy it in ſome meaſure, whilſt 
inthe interim each of us ſhould be bazzarded by the machinations and treaſons of our 
own people, that we ſuppoſed had rather fled to us for protection and ſubſiſtence, 
then for any deceits of pernicious ends whatſoever? O Zydia Lydia, ſaid he, the Na- 
tion of the Indians, once the very flower of. glory and gallantry , is now not onely 
become baſe and moſt unworthy in her productions, but the ſole centre of all falſe- 
hood, corruption, and atheiſm, betraying their Princes for a little gain, and gaining ig- 
nominy for their reward: Theſe I may ſay, loſt my Noble Father to enjoy their own 
luxuries, and afterwards ſold his Crown and Proſperity; to conſerve the purchaſe, 
that at laſt notwithſtanding made them ſlaves to their enemies, and now alſo they 
would betray me to the fame diſhonour. The Lydia» Court J mult confeſs, ſaid he, 
firſt nouriſhed theſe Vipers, that lived — but their own pride, and converſed 
no where but by deceit : who cheated tife King in his affairs , and would undermine 
mein iny purpoſes. Much more of theſe paſſionate expreſſions , Prince Arethuſi us 
uttered in the preſence of his dear Siſter; and would farther have proceed:d in diſcour- 
ſes of this nature, but that ¶ loria her ſelf told him, it was to no purpoſe thus to beat 
the air with remembrances of paſt accidents, but rather to conſider of wayes how to 
prevent future miſchiefs, ſince by experience they found che Lydian Nation incon- 
ſtant and falſe to their deſigns, and their corruptions and luxuries not to be prevented 
either by Gratitude or Religion: Here Arethuſius could not chuſe but ſmile a little, 
to ſee how his Siſter gravely urged a neceſſjty of temper in his actions and expreſſions, 
and yet in all the long journey they had made together, his chief endeavours had beeri 
to per ſwade ſome relaxations concerning her own: violent paſſions , for the loſs gf 
her dear Husband Narciſſus, though no more to be remedied then were thoſe paſt ac- 
cidents, that had rendred (as he thought) both the Kingdom of Lydia and himſelf 
miſerable : however they reſolved, not onely more narrowly hereafter to look to 
the particular actions of theirgaguaſWmily, but alſo in time to be rid of moſt of the 
Lan and 11yſſian pegple a ir perſons , yet in the interim that their ſolicita. 
tions were continually buſted with an intention to put theſe deſigns in execution, 
Meliander the Myſſian Cammander (who had been taken priſoner in the laſt Battle 
by Hercrombrotus Forces) ſuddenly arrived at their ſmall Court; where having ſalu- 
red Arethuſius and his fair Siſter, he was induced to make a relation of his own adven- 
tures, fince the time of that unfortunate accident, which he performed in this fort, 
both of them being preſent. | 

Moſt vertuous Princes, and the more vertuous and great, ſaid he, that no miſhaps 
ſeem powerfully to work againſt the invincibleneſs of your courages and goodneſs, 
(humane oppoſitions being onely motives to diſhearten thoſe of the interiou? rank 
and quality; and not ſuch as participate with the Gods in a kinde of elevation of the 
minde, proceeding from the clearneſs of your extraction and education) as it was my 
misfortune, to be made ſubjeR to your enemies for a while, and ſo by conſequence 


kept a priſoner in the ftrong Caſtle of Sardis, amongſt others of the fame State, a - 
la 
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laſt it was my luck (I will not call it a happineſs) in this manner to be delivered: Be- 
ing thus as I ſaid captivated, and knowing by ſuch a pofture 1 could neither prove 
ſerviceable to your affairs, or pleaſing to my own thoughts, after ſome ronſideration 
I relolved, to break through my preſent continement , or elſe to hazzard that loathed 
life, which I eſteemed not at all worthy, but to be imployed in a more active freedom 
for my Countties benefit: Amongſt many projects that my working fancy brought 
forth, in the end I found a means to let my ſelf down into the Caſtle ditch, by a conti. 
nued tie of ſuch materials, as were in my Chamber, having the opportunity (in re. 
gard the cloleneſs of my impriſonment , ſcarce admitted any perſon. in three dayes 
time to viſit the place where I was, onely ſuch proviſion as was allowed for my ſimple 
and flender diet, became conveyed to my poſſeſſion by a cord from a lower room, 
through a little hole opened at that inſtant underneath) by putting back a great and 
ſtrong bar of iron ſor the purpoſe: *Tis true it might be thought ſome omiſſion in 
my Keepets conterning my ſecurity, that any means for my eſcape was ſuffered from 
above; but the ſtupendious height of the Tower where I remained, and the ſuppo- 
ſed want of · all conveniency for 17 an exploit, Ipreſume gave them a ſufficient con- 
fidence : For in truth, if 1 had not in my deſcent met wich an unexpected ſupport 
that hindered me from falling, I had in the midſt of the ,way undoubtedly ventured 
upon ſuch a leap, as muſt of geceſſity have more then hazzarded my life: but being 
there by accident placed, I had both the fortune and the opportunity, in winding a 
little about the Tower to finde out a concealed paſſage, that conveyed me by Moon 
ſhine over the tops of certain other buildings, until by degrees I entirely got to the 
bottom of the diccb, where notwithſtanding I continued in ſome perplexity all the 
next night following, how to get ſafe out of che furthermoſt gate, alwayes kept as 
I knew ſecurely guarded by ſeveral Officers and Souldiers , that uſed to be moſt in- 
quiſitive after any paſſengers of what nature ſoever they were: When I was in this 
obſcure trench, I made m prrombulation about ic for ſome hours, as not knowing 
elle what to do with my ſelf, until at laſt viewing and obſerving every private nook. 
of the wall, by chance it was my fortune to finde certain Arms, which either a Soul. 
dier had loſt or hidin that Reede As my apprehenſion upon the firſt ſight of them, 
imagined that one uſe or other might be made thereof, I took them up preſently in my 
hand, and after a while conſidering that ſuch a diſguiſe would be moſt proper to con- 
vey me out of the Fott undiſcovered, I inſtantly turning the wrong ſide of my ha- 
bir outward, adorned my per fon with thoſe Trophies, intending upon the next oppor- 
tunity to put in practice ſome further project for my ſecurity, which continued my ex- 
pectation until the following night, might, be a coverture to my deſign, though I 
knew not well to what effect my deſire would tend, ſince ſcarce appearances of ſafe- 
ty and eſcape were viſible to my judgement and reaſon : But as if the Gods had a 
ate me in theſe hopes, when leaſt looked for any relief (for that having 
no proviſion I could not long ijay in thoſe quarters) of a ſudden there appeared at 
ſome diſtance from me (it being now dark night] a certain kinde of dim light Rill ap- 
proaching nearer and neafer to me : thedeſper of my condition — 
more confident, and that confidence (when 1 d it was a company of frei 
Souldiers that were appointed. at one of the gates Td relieve the watch) preſently 
made me without any fear to ſtrike into the Troop, and in ghat manner boldly march- 
ed with the reſt to their appointed ſtation; where being arrived , and neither noted 
nor obſerved by any, it was no difficult matter from thence to take my flight to what 
other part of the. Town I pleaſed, which ſecured me for a few dayes after in the great 
City of Sardis, amongſt multitudes of people; however I heard in the interim much 
enquiry was made in divers places about my eſcape, inſomuch as I had no deſire long 
to remain in that dangerous region, when asin a manner my own ſhadow ſometimes 
was terrible to my frighted imagination; ſo that to be ſhort in my relation to your 
Higbneſſes, as ſoon as I found the firſt conveniency for my departure without ſuſpi- 
cion, I took my journey towards mine own Countrey of My/ſia, where 1 hoped, al- 
though I could not prevail powerfully againſt thoſe Forces, which the General had 
left there to fubdue the people, yet at leaſtwiſe I ſhould probably obſcure my _ 

| perſon 
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perſon under the ſhelter of ſome of my friends and kindred , until J could: better 
provide for my ſafety and tranſportation to ſome other Kingdom or Principality in 
the leſſer 4/ia; for E knew it was impoſſible to undertake any voyage by Sea , with- 
out eminent hazzard. of being diſcovered, in that all che Ports were moſt ſtrictiy 
guardedthrough the whole Territories belonging to the Lydia» Government: Up- 
on my arrival in Ayſſia I muſt tell you, that I found the people more inclinable te 
riſe then I expected, and molt of all in thoſe Kas pees to Argylius juriſdicti- 
on, by reaſon of the diſcontents which his eldeſt Son had contracted, againſt the too 
much proſperity of the Lydian Nation within his Fathers Dominions; th. gb I muſt 
confeſs, the old fox himſelf kept Kill ſuch a decorum between his neteſſary obedience 
to the preſent power, and his inward forrow to ſee both his fortunes, and his party ſo 
much deceived, as 1 be was known oftentimes to complain of his uns 
happineſs, and much more of his difloyalty, in deſerting at the firſt the King your Fa- 
thers ſervice, whereby onely to maintain his own coverouſneſs and ambition, yet 
darſt he never ſeem outwardly either to repine at Horcrombrotass conqueſts, or ſo 
much as once diſobey any of his Officers orders; however oftentimes they were ex- 
acted of him and his people, with many jears and large affronts, which no courage 
elſe in the world could have ſuffered, without ſome apparent revenge ſhewed upon 
himſelf or his enemies: But what the Fathers pootnels of ſpirit ſcetged to fear and 
decline; the Sons youth and exaſperation appeared to entertain; in omuch as pre- 
ſently raiſing ſome Forces within thoſe hilly Territories, and conceiving me by reaſon 
of that experience, I had gained in the Wars abroad in forreign parts, to be moſt fit 
to command the Troops, with the conſent of all the reſt of che ſame intereſt , I way 
created forthwith Commander of the Army. 3 
'Tis true, abe Gods ſeemed for ſometime to play with our appearing proſperity, 
not onely by gaining many victories in ſeveral places of the Countrey , but alſo in 
bringing to our aid moſt of all the common people, who in general are carried on 
to be active and aſſiſting, rather by the ſucceſſes they apprehend, the by either the 
probability or the juſtneſs of that cauſe they are deſired to maintain: In this manner 
I muſt ſay, we continued for ſome moneths confidently reſiſting, if not fighting with 
ſucceſs againſt our enemies; however for the better ſafety of our new raiſed 
Souldiers (not being ſo well practiſed in Warlike Diſcipline) we were content for the 
moſt part, to make uſe of Bogs and Mountains for oùr defence and retirements, until 
they became wearied both in their purſuit and expeRation , and fo returned again in- 
to their own quarters: But whether Hercrombrotus (who poſſeſſes now the chief 
place in authority, by that Councel that is gftabliſhed for his aſſiſtance concerning the 
Lyadian Government) finding theſe flow tranſactions of his Souldiers did ſerve for 
no other effects, but to conſume his treaſure and waſte his Army, not onely preſently 
ſent more Forces into MAyſſia, but dealt underhand with cowardly or covetous Ar- 
Cylius, to take off his Son from proſecuting his former purpoſes , by propoſing to 
his conſideration many profitable and advantageable conditions, both for himſelf 
and his poſterity , withal intimating , that as theſe continued.contentions would at 
laſt totally deftroy and deſolate the whole Countrey , ſo was it unpoſſible without 
money and other aſſiſtance, for the Kingdom of Myſſia alwayes to defend its parti- 
cular againſt the growing ſupplies, that would be diſpatched daily from the care and 
induſtry of the Lydian Governours ; infomuch as it was better for him to yieldin 
time, when mercy and honourable terms might be procured, then to hazzard by pro- 
traction, the abſolute ruine of his friends and whole Family for ever: Certain it was, 
that the young man long contended with his Fathers intimations, knowing him to be 
in bis thoughts a perſon, that onely looked at his particular preſervation and com- 
modity, above either the Gods ſervice ot his Countries good: Beſides the Prieſts who 
were made believe, they ſhould ftill continue their juriſdiction over the peoples acti- 
ons. were alſo induced to a complyance to that purpoſe , in whoſe rhetorick and per- 
ſwaſions Argylius alwayes relyed, as upon ſome holy and infallible Oracle: So that 
after a kinde of long conteſtation in this nature, the Son of Argylius being either 


inconſtant in his diſpoſition , or over- powered by continual ſolicitations, was at laſt 
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my duty firſt, not onely to repair hither, to know your pleaſure , but to make theſe 
No ſooner had Meliander made an end of this diſcourſe, but Princegrethuſ7zes by 
his looks, ſeemed as if again he intended to return to his old way of complaining 
againſt his fates : yet preſently caſting his eyes upon his Sifter, as if that lovely coun- 
tenance had been a charming ſpell co overthrow all diſaſters , that coutd in any kinde 
touch his fortunes or humane condition, he ſaluted her with a ſmile , which not long 
after was followed with theſe expreſſions. BIEN. - 
When the Gods, ſaid he, have — — their pleaſure, in tormenting my 
particular, by a continuation of diſgraces and intidelities, proceeding from other 
people, 1 hope they may have at the laſt ſome compaſſion of Euarchuss Family, 
whoſe vertues I am confident merited their beſt conſideration: In the interim I ſhall 
endeavour , as well to pleaſe them with my actions as to ſatisfie the world, both in 
my courage and induſtry, until I either compaſs my rights by victories over my ene- 
mies, or ſacrifice my life to the laſt period that honour can claim of a Prince: Then 
turning again to Meliander, he uſed to bim this language. Well Meliander, ſaid 
he, I ſee now all is entirely in the poſſeſſion of fortunate Hererembrotus, as well in 
Myſſia, as in the Kingdom of Lydia, the unlucky and diſloyal Senate being, as I 
bear, abſolutely diſſolved by the prevailing power of the Souldiers in the Army, in 
whoſe place, as it (houjd ſeem , they intend their gallant General thall ſucceed. to be 
King in my ſtead, of all thoſe large Dominions.which Euarchus Heir and Hyacin- 

thiaꝰs Son by hir birth, ſhould bave enjoyed. | 0 | | 
Truly Sir, replyed Meliander, as yet the deftinies appear to favour his cauſe : but 
as he hath by a moſt remarkable act of requital pit down that power, which firſt 
took upon it ſo ſtrange an authority over their King and Nobility , againſt the fun- 
damental conſtitutions of the Nation, ſo is it more for your advantage, that one 
govern by the favour of the Sword, (he being in appearance the more noble enemy) 
then that the multitude ſhould have ſtill reigned, who never yet knew what belonged 
to juſtice or pitty, as all their actions can teſtifie, from the very beginning to the laſt 
end of their Government: Beſides this manner of rule carries yet with it the face of 
the old Monarchy, whereas the Senates-uſurpation was nothing elſe, but a moſt cruel 
Monſter of many heads, that diſtaſted all the world, onely to continue their on 
pride and covetouſneſs, in the higheſt meaſure could be thought upon by mortal 
people, Many ſuch difcourſes as theſe paſt between Arethiſs, Cliria, andenfe- 
liander, 
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liander, until at laſt they concluded, that according to Melianders firſt reſolution of 
viſiting D»ga/phus the new King of Scycbia, he ſhould ſhortly take his journey to 
that purpoſe; however further co be accompanied with theſe inſtructions, that as 
Prince Arethuſius by misfortunes, had been forcibly driven out of his own Countreys 
and Dominions, by the power and malice of his unreconcilable enemies and ſubje&s ; 
ſo was he confident to be relieved , not onely by the victories, but the goodneſs 
of ſuch a King, that e£/ja already began to look upon with ſome eyes of ad- 
miration: | | 5 
After the departure of Ae liauder, both Arethuſius and his Siſter, thought ic 
ſomething convenient for their better recreation, to viſit many Towns ſtanding up- 
on the Borders of the great River Euphrates, in which paſſage their Barges being 
drawn up the ſtream by the force of horſes, they had the conveniency , not onely to 
ſee the Countrey with the belt advantage, but alſo in their way to receive ſuch en- 
tertainments from other Princes, that made them confident, when the firſt occa- 
fion preſented it ſelf , they ſhould each of them be aſſiſted in a high meaſure; 
in all their affairs and contentions , againſt thoſe that oppoſed their fortunes and 
proſperities. * 

But whilſt they were thus welcomed by all ſorts of conditions, with a certain kinde 
of unparallel'd maꝑnificency and reſpect; ſome honouring their perſons in regard 
of their birth and qualities; others again ſeemed more to look upon their vertues 
and beauty, joyned with ſuch an innocent and flouriſhing youth, as appeared not to 
have as yet ſufficient time to contemplate the malice of the world, and therefore the 
rather to be pittied for their oppreſſions and misfortunes, news was brought them by 
an expreſs meſſenger from their Court, remaining behinde in the Daphenine Groves, 
that young Aſcanius Brother to them both, was newly arrived from the great City of 
Damaſcus in Syria, being ſent equally from Orontes and Andromida, to give them a 
ſalutation in that private place of retirement, which they had made choice of for their 
own preſent ſatisfaction. An | | | 

As Cloria and Arethaſfius were extreamly joyful by this unexpected occafion , to 
have the ſweet converſation of their moſt dear Brother Prince Aſcanius; ſo on the 
other ſide, could they not chuſe but exceedingly to wonder, that the State and Coun- 
cel of Syria, ſhould now think it fit to uſe any complements towards their particular, 
when as it was apparent, that at the preſent, Maxarius was violently contracting a 
friendſhip with Hercrombrotus in Lydia: But however theſe tranſactions might ſuf- 
ficiently have buſied their thoughts for a long ſeaſon; yet the haſte they made to give 
their young Brother the meeting, would not ſuffer them much to dwell upon the con- 
ſideration: Infomuch as inſtantly commanding their Barges to be prepared, they 
again made haſte down the River of Euphrates, towards the Valley of Daphene, where 
he was adviſed to ftay until their return, ; | 5 

The affectionate congratulations that paſt between this noble company at their 
firſt meeting, may very well be imagined by the nearneſs of their blood and intereſt, 
after ſo long a time of ſeparation: wherein however their hearts ſpoke more then 

their lips, and their eyes then their tongues, ſince the greateſt paſſions are beſt enter- 
tained in contemplation, when as words for the moſt part confuſe the object to a 
lefs degree of perfection; nevertheleſs muſt ſay, when they had as it were plenti- 
fully ſur feited upon their content, retiring for more convenient repoſe into the Prin- 
ceſs Cloria t Chamber, curioſity alſo coming in play to be ſatisfied , eſpecially when 
valuable conſequences depended thereupon, Arethuſius deſired his Brother to let him 
know, how it came to paſs, that when the Councel of Syria by the directions of Ma. 
z4rins, as it was generally reported, had made ſuch an accord with Hercrombrotas, 
that all the Royal Family of Euarchus were to be baniſhed from the Court of Da- 
maſcus, of a ſudden both himſelf and his Siſter, ſhould be ſaluted with new favours 
from Orontes and his Mother? eſpecially when they eſteemed their condition to be 
abſolutely forſaken by that agreement, according to Rules of State - Policy, that 
they could not as yet very well comprehend: unto which Aſcanius quickly replied in 
this manner. 5 3 
Rrr Brother, 
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Brother ſaid he, as it is moſt certain, that the ſpitefalneſs of our deſtinies, contrived 
ſuch an accord to your diſadvantage, and Syri«'s diſhonour, ſince no time will be laſt- 
ing enough, to blot out the memory of the Record, ſo was there more then com- 
mon Ceremonies uſed to make me, not onely acquainted with the reality of che thing, 
but to perſwade me to a willing compliance in my own particular; inſomuch as di- 
vers inliruments belonging to the great Favourite Marius, uſed many endeavours 
to intangle my youth, in a kinde of inſenſibility of what was purpoſed againſt 
the good of our whole Family, who were as they knew now chiefly to ſublift 
by the countenance and reſpects of other Princes; and Orontes being the moſt emi- 
nent in the Aſan world , what State of a leſſer quality would venture themſelves 

am more to engage in our quarrel ? ſo far as to oppoſe the proceedings of fortunate 
Hercrambrotus, that had not onely from a private perſon ſeized upon all the Terri. 
cories belonging to the Lydian Government, but alſo won the Syrian King, to 
become his intimate — in deſpite of that intereſt and blood, which apper- 
rained to Hyacinthia, Sifter to his deceaſed Father: But as my heart was full of 
juſt indignations at theſe proceedings, ſo was I not much unwilling to depart from 
ſuch a Court, that neither knew, as I then believed, how to value honour and ver- 
tue, or could be grateful for any acts I had performed in the Wars againſt thoſe 
oppoſite to Oroutess greatneſs and proſperity, I cannot deny, but that ] called di. 
vers times in my ſlumbers, upon Condoroſus for his aſſiſtance and revenge, both in 
regard of his and my enemies; however I reſolved notwithſtandfng with a quiet 
ſeeming pacification to take my leave, as well of the Queen, as the King, andin that 
poſture ordained a feaſt to be made to 7 wrizas the Syrians principal Commander, in 
whoſe friendſhip I did entirely confide, ſince under no banner elſe would I have fo 
often fought for Orontes intereſt. Iis true, we ſpent moſt part of the night in 
thoſe jovialities, that were accuſtomed more properly to belong unto the ſeaſon, 
wherein I neither complained againſt the unkinde uſage of the Court, or appeared to 
repine at all, at the manner of my departure, although I was reſolved in my minde 
upon my quitting of the Kingdom of Syria, to enter preſently into the ſervice of 
the Egyprian Wars in the Countrey of Pamphylia, as well to give my ſelf another 
imployment, according to the inclinations of my nature and diſpoſition, as to be 
the more conveniently re venged concerning the proceedings of Maæarius: whom I 
ſuppoſed had been the onely contriver of my baniſhment, to compaſs a few, though 
diſhonourable ends with Hercrombrotus, and the Lydiax State; but Turinus, being as 
it ſhould ſeem, inflamed with my abuſe, or rather I may ſay, provoked to a reſent- 
ment of the ingratitude uſed. towards my particular, the next morning very ear. 
ly, and without my knowledge, or privity, entering the Kings Chamber, began to ex- 
poſtulate with him in this language. 1 

Sir, ſaid he, if the deſerts of my ſelf and your brave Kinſman young A ſcanius 
(theſc being his very words, as I have been informed) Son to Exarchm , once 
great Commander of all the Zydian Territory, and Queen Hjacinthia your own 
Aunt, now remaining within your Court, and Dominions, cannot prevail ſo far 
with your coſideration, as to reflect upon thoſe valiant actions he hath performed 
lately, for the maintenance of your Glory and Crown ; yet I think it my duty, be- 
ing the chief Commander of your Arms, to let you know, that I do not onely ap- 
prehend the diſhonour to your perſon and dignity, by giving way to this unparallel'd 
act of injuſtice, againſt a Prince, whoſe worth, as well as bis blood, may challenge 
more then an ordinary intereſt, within your vaſte Dominions, but alſo fear a general 
revolt of your Souldiers from your ſervice will ſucceed, by reaſon of thele proceed- 
ings, ſince thereby, it may very well be conſidered, how that we fight not now, under 
your Ma jeſties authority, for glory, and regard, but to ſacrifice our lives at any rate, 
to compaſs ſome poor deſigns that beſt ſtand with the a ppetites of ſuch, as neither 
know your honour, or others vertues ; So that if you pleaſe ſtill to continue the deſign 
of baniſhing Aſcanius from your preſence, and protection, let me in like manner 
follow the ſame fate; for that as I have been often aſſiſted by his valour in many 


Battles, ſo can I never forget my own gratitude, and your ſafety , in which _ 
T allo 
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alſo are (as I believe) moſt of your other Commanders: As theſe were the words, 
that T wrinus, was pleaſed to ſpeak to Orontes in my behalf, fo did he gather by the 
Kings countenance , an extraordinary inward trouble in bis thoughts, in regard of 
what he had ſo boldly, and reſolutely ſpoken ; however for the inſtant he might 
perceiye, that either his youth, or want of experience in matters of State, was moſt un- 
willing to determine any thing without further conference to be had with Maæariu⸗ 
his principal Favourite, or Andromida the Queen his Mother; yet for a reply, he told 
him, within a day or two he would fo far conſider of his advice, that ſome latisfaRi- 
on ſhould be given to the Souldiers in that particular. a | 

In concluſion, not to detain you over long with ſtories of my ſelf, by the time ap- 
pointed for an ſwer , not onely this determination concerning my baniſhment was 
recalled, but 1 became alſo violently ſolicited, to make a y journey into theſe 
Daphenian Vallies , where the whole Court underſtood upon the arrival of {7e/es; 
that both you, and my Siſter, for the preſent remained, whereby to deſire each of 
you, to repair to the great City of Damaſcus, promiſing you ſhould receive ſuch en- 
tertainments, as were moſt agreeing with your dignities, and Orontes affections; 
neither was Ma arius in his own particular, backward, to beſtow upon me alſo many 
exquiſite complements, with theſe excuſes and proteſtations, that however ſome Rules 
of State, had cauſed the-King to give way to his Councels perſwaſion, yet were the 
thoughts of all the Syrian Nation, addicted extreamly to the ſervice of S narchus 
Family, which would be expreſſed, as he ſaid, in the firſt occaſion offered to that pur- 
poſe, the Wars of Egypt having an end, | | | 5 

I being won in ſome ſort, 1 muſt ſay with theſe intimations, and withal command. 
ed by the importunities of A»dremida the Queen, I could do no lefs, then make you 
acquainted with the Kings deſires ; whoſe intention is prepared for your affeRionate 
and tionourable reception, within all his Territories and Dominions, notwithſtand- 
ing any miſtakes heretofore concerning thoſe opinions: which is all I have to fay, 
belonging to my own Embaſſie. O heavens cried out Arethuſius, when Aſca- 
nius had made an end of this relation, to what a miſerable condition is become the 
ancient, and famous Kingdom of Syria, when for the conſideration of ſome few 
advantages againſt the Egyptian Empire, ſhe dares neithet protect vertues in others, 
or kindred belonging to her ſelf , before the face of him, that cannot claim juſtly 
to be a King or a friend: No, no, Maxarius, triumph till ſecurely in thy conqueſt 
over that unworthy people, ſince Arethuſius preſence ſhall give thee no jealouſie at 
all, whilſt time and fortune ſhall become more apparently his favourers: O moſt 
dear and honeſt Uncle Oreſtes, ſaid he, as I cannot now but reflect upon thoſe 
ſpeeches, which laſt parted us at thy own Caſtle, ſo will I ever commend that conſtan- 
cy ſhewed, which hitherunto hath ſevered thee both from the Courts inticements, and 
the Favourites deceits, | . JEET: 25 

But however Prince Arethuſius, could not be won by any perſwaſion or importu- 
nity, to return again to the glorious and flouriſhing Court of Syria, rather intend- 
ing to take ſome imploy ment under the King of Egypt, in his Countreys and Domini- 
ons of Pamphylia, ſince that Monarch was lately become a moſt irreconcilable enemy 
to the proceedings of Hercrombrotus, as well for thefriendſhip he had made with Ma- 
⁊arius, the King of Syria Counceſlour; as more eſpecially, in that he had attempt- 
ed to ſurprize by the Lydian Fleet, his rich and fortunate Iſlands in the main Ocean; 
yet was it thought mot convenient, that the fair Princeſs {/oria, with her Brother 4/- 
canins, ſhould yield to the deſires of Orontes and his Mother, in regard the proſperity 
of her young Son Narciſſus in the Iſland of Cyprus, ſeemed to depend much-upon 
che countenance and favour of that great and powerful State, as alſo in reſpect, that 
ſome of thoſe Territories left him by his dead, though gallant Father, were ſituated 
within the heart and bowels of the Kingdom of Syria. Beſides they very well-knew, 
there was no way ſo probable to compoſe the factions againft her and her ehilde in 
her own Countrey, as to contract ſome particular ſeeming friendſhip with Maxarius. 
the fortunate and mighty Favourite of the time, ſince he could if he pjeafed, both de- 
ſtroy the trading of Salamine, by denying the people a commerce with thoſe Sub key 
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of Tyrus and Sidon, as alſo extreamly advantage the cauſe, in lending a conſiderable 
aid to her occaſions, when any open War ſhould break out between the Princes party, 
and the inhabitants of Cyprus, about the rights and priviledges belonging to the 


oung Duke. | | | 
Verhe Princeſs Cſeria notwithſtanding theſe reaſons , was extream ſorry to leave her 
Brother Aret in his ſolitary perambulations, whole diſcreet Councels, had hi- 
theranto taken off much of that grief, which appertained to the cruel loſs ſhe had 
received, by the death of her dear Lord Narciſſus in the Iſland of Cyprus: Beſides, 
ſhe knew as his fortune, and deſigns were very uncertain, ſo was bis nature and diſpo+ 
ficion ſomething melancholly, eſpecially when perturbated by ſeveral occaſions, and 
not poſlibly to be ſtrengthened ſufficiently by the watchful induftry and fidelity of 
friends. Theſe conſiderations I ſay, before her journey, oftentimes cauſed her to ſhed 
many tears in her retirements, with a reflection alſo upon her own condition, now 
a Widow and ſubje& to the ſeveral events of the world, that for the moſt part were 
governed more by malice and opinion, then by jaftice and goodneſs : Tis true, the 
reſolved to apply her thoughts and actions to the com a ſettlement, and ſome 
future proſperity for her Son; but what would be the factions riſing — her in 
Cpprus, or the aſſiſtances ſhe might have in Syria, the could not tell, ſince private 
ends, as ſhe believed, carried onely the ſtate of things in all Countries. Another re- 
flection ſhe had alſo in her minde, that Ma xarius the powerful and great Favourite 
of Orontes, uſed extraordinary expreſſions concerning her invitation to the City of 
Damaſcus, becauſe his ambition might covet a marriage between her ſelf and ſome 
of his numerous family; for that his practice in other caſes of the like nature, gave 
her ſuſpicion more then probable grounds, to be cautious and circumſpe in her pro- 
ceedings, between her honour and her neceſſities; in that as ſhe could not poſlible 
be wi his aſſiſtance, ſo again was ſhe reſolved to continue ſtill a Princeſs : From 
theſe thoughts ſhe flew again to the conſideration of her Brothers affairs, imagining 
which way by her intended journey, (he could either good his caſe or his perſon; 
however his own diſcontented courage ſcorned to make any means to the Favourites 
power, ſcarce to accept of offered courteſies, until he were publickly righted in his 
own opinion, concerning that agreement which had been made with Hercrombrotus 
to his diſadvantage : Burt all theſe particulars, were left in her reſolutions to the {ong- 
ed ſor converſation, ſhe hoped to have ſhortly with her moſt dear and loving Mo- 
ther Queen Hyacintlhia, unto whom many years abſence had made her an unwilling 
ſtranger, though now joyfully to be renewed by this occaſion ; to which purpoſe the 
ſweet Cleria every day ſacrificed her many ſupplications unto the immortal Gods, 
until all neceſſaries being prepared for the journey, and a kinde of a ſad parting had 
between her ſelf and Prince Arethußus, both ſhe and Aſcanius one early, however a 
fair morning, ſet forward in their ſeveral Chariots, attended by ſome Troops of 
Horle, towards the Borders of the Syrian Monarchy. 

The honours that were done to the Princeſs Cloria, in her paſſage through every 
Town, would take up too much time to relate, ſince the King Orontes had command- 
ed all his officers to omit no ceremony, that either might dignifie her reception or 
content her thoughts; ſometimes appearing before ber with Military Triumphe; 
and otherwhiles again ſaluting her by eloquent Orations , which as well ſet forth the 
former ſriendſhips and correſpondencies, between the Syrian State; and the people 
of ({yprxs., as the greatneſs and glory of the ma jeſtick Court kept at Damaſcns, 
until by {low travel and ſmall journeys, ſhe at laſt arrived within the walls of that 
ſplendid City, that appeared to her view, rather a world for multitudes, and a hea- 
ven for beauty, then a habitation for mortal creatures; where being met by a new 
guard, ſhe was conducted to Ardromida's own Palace: No ſooner was ſhe deſcend- 
ed from her Chariot, but ſhe became advertiſed, that Hyacinthia the Queen her Mo- 
ther, expected her in a lower room belonging to the Kings Lodgings: O you Gods, 
with what timerous and dutiful bluſhes, did the ſweet Princeſs perform the firſt De- 
corums of her obedience, and natural affections to her moſt dear Mother, which 
many years by the misfortune of her ſeveral adventures, had ſeparated from her 

pre- 
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preſence, all the while kneeling with multiplicity of becoming tears, diſtilling from 
her fair eyes? Of the other ſide the Queen, as if altogether tranſported between her 
joy and her nature, had not one word to ſay for her welcome, onely laying both her 
hands upon her two ſhoulders, ſhe ſeemed in that poſture ſo entirely to embrace her 
with her arms of affection, as if ſhe never more intended to have her ſeen by any 
other body, whilſt in the interim, her countenance ſpoke as it were a mixture of grief 
and compa ſſion; conſidering as well the uncertain condition of her Son Arethuſius, 
as the lamentable death of ber dear Husband Euarchus, that now began again as 
to bleed in her wakened apprehenſion, as when ſhe firſt received the news of 
that fatal and tormenting blow: But the company preſent, expecting rather demon- 
ſtrations of welcome and Jubilees, then remembrances of thoſe Tragedies and mis- 
fortunes, which could not be redreſſed by the expreſſion of any paſſion, how natural 
and violent ſoever, quickly defiredthe Queen, to have ſome compaſſion towards her 
Daughters travels, ho in all probability, bad wearied both her thoughts and her 
body, in making ſo long a journey, to have the happineſs of her bleſſing and con- 
verſation; conceiving it, as they ſaid, much more convenient, to bring A into the 
Bed. chamber, for her better eaſe and repoſe, then to entertain her in that manner, 
with nothing but the worſt effects of ſadneſs and melancholly, which in a young La- 
dies breaſt, might procure too great a habit of ſuch ills, contrary to the intentions 
of the glorious Court of Syria, that was prepared by the Kings command, with all 
divertiſements to render her Daughter beſt pleaſed, and ſatisfied in every particular 
thing, that the great and famous Nation of Syria could afford: However, the Queen 
preſeatly recollected her ſelf upon theſe intimations, yet there being ſuch ſettled 
troubles in her imagination, by reaſon of the unſettledneſs of her Childrens fortunes, 
as it were before her face appearing baniſhed from their Royalties and Habitations, 
though Cloria in perſon was now again once more in her wiſhed poſſeſſion, that ſhe 
could not chuſe, notwithſtanding ſhe conducted her into her innermoſt lodgings , for 
their more privacy of communication, but ſhed abundance of tears all the way 
ſhe went. 1 

Scarce had Hyaciathia entertained her Daughter any time, but Meſſengers were 
ſent from Orontes to congratulate her ſafe arrival at Damaſcus : Queen Andromida 
alſo diſpatched Officers with ſuch ſalutatious, as were uſual between great Princeſſes 
of quality, neither was the mighty Favourite Maxarius backward, to afford her his 
complementing reſpects; whether being induced thereunto by the courteſie and affa- 
bility of his own nature and breeding, or rather moved by other deſigns hidden for 
his own advantage, did prove ſome queſtion to the then beſt underſtandings in State 
Affairs, ſince it was generally believed, he was no intimate friend to Hyacinthia , or 
any of the Royal Family of Euarchus; as either holding them over burthenſome for 
his other affairs, or the Kingdom of Syria, being not ſufficiently capable to afford 
them aſſiſtance, according to their deſires, and feared importunities, whoſe thoughts 
appeared altogether buſied, in the contentions between the Egyprians, and bis young 
Maſter the King of Syria, which unity he was ſuppoſed to hinder, in regard that upon 
a general peace, both Condereſus and the other diſcontented Princes would be inclu- 
ded, though enemies not to be reconciled to his greatneſs and particular intereſt, for 
that many of them being as he knew, incompatible with his Government and favour; 
not onely in reſpe& he was a ſtranger born, but had got ſach a prevailing maſtery over 
Orontes affections, by his own induſtry, and Andromida's ſolicitation, that ſcarce could 
any perſon elſe be admitted to any Councel. But ſome time after all theſe ceremoni- 
ous viſits were palt, Hyacin?hia uſed theſe words to the Princeſs Cloria. 

Daughter, ſaid ſhe, by theſe Complements you may ſee the effects of youth and 
beauty, joyned perhaps with ſome other politick reſpects, which as yet we do not ve- 
ry well underſtand, ſince of a ſudden we are come from the low and contemptible 
condition of baniſhed perſons, to be entertained in the degree of people of quality; 
at leaſtwiſe in ſome more them ordinary eftimation: As I muſt confeſs, I am not 
throughly acquainted with the ſeveral windings and turnings of the Syrian Court, , 


notwithſtanding my birth and continuance in the place, yet neverthelels, 1 1 — 
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ſhall ſtill have a principal reſpect towards the preſervation of the ſurviving Family 

of great and good Cuarchus, whole injuries were rather the diſhonour of other Prin. 

ces, then any diminution of his glory in future ages; for as fortunes onely ought not 

to be eſteemed vertues, ſo are heroical ſufferings the higheſt marks of magnanimity 

and courage, with which his noble ſoul was plentifully furniſhed. To this the ſweet 

Cloria made no other Reply, but by certain enflamed bluſhes, mixed with ſome tears 

that expreſſed notwithſtanding an inward paſſion, at the remembrance of her Fathers 

diſafters; which however ſhe had formerly moſt-abundantly bewailed : From theſe 

diſcourſes the Queen entred into many particulars, concerning her young Son Narci/- 

ſus, and her own adventures, both before and ſince ſhe left the Iſland of Cyprus: In 

all cheſe communications Choria gave ſuch anſwers, as neither ſhewed her partiality in 
thoſe things that belonged to her private affairs, or wanted moſt ſolid reaſons to for- 
tifie her opinion of hat appertained to the publick actions of others: Inſomuch as 
Hyacinthia believed that her Daughter ſince her marriage, had not leſs encreaſed her 
khowledge and underſtanding in the Tranſactions of the times, then augmented the 
beauty and graces of her countenance, by a certain kinde of repreſentiug Majeſty in 

her behaviour, and language, differing from her childehood, and fewneſs of years, 
when ſhe was firſt taken away by the Pyrats at the-City of Sal/amine. 

The next day being ſo belike deſigned by the Court, both Hyarinthia and her 
Daughter were conducted to a place without the walls of Damaſcus, where Orontes, 
and his mother were accuſtomed to make oftentimes their perambulations, as well for 
their more delightful Recreation, as to ſhew their glory and ſplendour to the ad- 
miring people, who to that purpoſe gazed afar off, as if Jupiter, and the other Gods, 
had determined there to make a round for the ſatisfaction of the inferiour world: 
Upon the firſt meeting Hyacinthia and the Princeſs Cleria deſcended from the Chari. 
ots, which being perceived by the Syrian King, both he and Andromida made haſte to 
embrace the new ſtranger ; the Ceremonies of either fide were performed with ſo 
much ſeeming affection, as if — — interview had broke all accords lately made 
with Hercrombrotus the Lydian Governour, though ſealed with never ſo much aſſa- 
rance by the Syrian State; neither was Xſazarins bimſelf in perſon, wanting to 
compleat the Triumphs, in which poſture with a moſt magnificent Train of Courti- 
ers, the young King accompanied his fair Couzen, and her Mother, to a gallant Pa- 
lace near his own, deligned for their abode, and entertainment, whilſt the Princeſſe 
Cloria ſhould make the City of Damaſcus her abode, where they both remained, un- 
til a moſt exquiſite Mask was prepared at Court, as well for Orontes exerciſe, as the La- 
dies delight; which for the excellency of the invention, and the richneſs of the ha- 
bits, deſerves this particulardeſcription. ee 

The firſt Repreſentation was onely a large Curtain at the further end of a great 
Room, which being ſuddenly withdrawn, there appeared a moſt beautiful Temple, in 
a delicious Iſland; dedicated ro God Apollo, as was demonſtrated by many outward 
Inſcriptions upon the Portico, 

It was not long before there iſſued out of the adjoyning Groves to that Sanctu- 
ary ſeveral Prieſts, where they ſeemed to have their Habitations; who at laſt made 

ſuch an Aſſembly, that they prepared not onely for an orderly proceſſion, in which 
poſture they entred upon the ſtage, with muſick, arid performed the firſt Anti. Mask, 
but alſo went afterwards, and ſacrificed to their Patron, upon a little Mount beyond 
the Temple, whereon ftood an Altar of white Marble fixed co that purpoſe , out of 
which proceeded divers Currents of water, diſperſed here and there into the neigh- 
bouring Sea. Scarce were their Devotions finiſhed, whemthe Clouds over the Tem- 
ple breaking in an inſtant, there appeared a clear and bright Heaven, where God 
Apollo himſelf ſate in Majeſty, upon his golden Chariot, drawn with flame. coloured 
Horſes, wearing upon his Bros certain refulgent Rayes; which being extreamly il- 
luſtrated by the cunning application of lighted Torches, (though not perceived viſi- 
bly by the induftry of any of the ſpectators) not onely magnified the skill and excel- 
lent invention of the Artiſt, but gave a ſingular delight and ſatisfaction to all the

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' Whilſt every ones expectation was buſied, what would be the further period of 
theſe Rarities, the sky again became obſcured by divers black and compacted clouds, 
that with a certain kinde of melancholly Aſpects, ſeemed to ſhade over the whole 
Iſland, ſo continuing until two or three Cracks of Thunder appeared forcibly to 
open once more the Element, outof which might be ſeen preſently the God ina new 
habit, to deſcend crowned onely with a Poetical Laurel, and ſinging this Ditty to the

When Apollo again had entred the sky, of a ſudden the whole Heavens in a higher 
Sphere began to move, and then the clouds ſevering at an inſtant, there appeared all 
the Gods, fitting upon their majeftick Thrones, ſhining in mighty ſplendour , being 
carried about gently in a circular motion, until 7#piter taking his own Diadem, pla- 
ced it upon the head of deceaſed Orſames, whilſt his young Son Qrontes kneeling near 
his Father, ſeemed to caſt incenſe and perfume before the other Gods: Theſe Cere. 
monies being ended, and another time the Heavens cloſed with the alteration of a new 
Scene, Orontes accompanied by a Troop of beautiful youths, was perceived from a 
delightful Mountain to deſcend towards the ftage , where he performed the chief 
Mask-dance, with ſuch a graceful activity, that made the whole Court equally to re- 
joyce and admire, which afterward was turned to the entertainment of the Ladies, 
according to their ſeveral degrees andqualities, wherein notwithſtanding the Princeſs 
Choria, had the prime place, as beſt deſerving both for houour and beauty, yet would 
ſhe nor dance at all, 

As theſe magnificent Triumphs were deſigned to give the fair Cleria the more de- 
_ lightful welcome, being figured in love paſſages for her greater ſatisfaRion ; ſo con- 
trary to her deſire, wanton Cupid in the interim forgot not to play ſeveral parts, as he 
thought, to the advantage of his Mothers Dominion; inſomuch as one Hſanchinus 
Nepew to the mighty Favourite {azeriws, being a youthful Masker in the Kings 
Troop, noting her beauty wich all her excellent graces, became of a ſudden extream- 
ly taken, if not inflamed with her love: is true, the dignity of her quality, and the 
richneſs of her poſſeſſions, in others eyes ſeemed to be ſome obſtacle to his preten- 
tions; but on the other ſide, thoſe flames kindled by a proſperous ambition, looked 
upon nothing but his own violent paſſions, joyned with the prefent commanding 
power of the Syrian Territories, when Orontes thoughts and actions appeared onely 
governed by the never contradicted councels of the wiſe and politick Mararius, 
which made the youth (having by nature, a competency both of courage and pro- 
portion) when he was upon a time retired into his Chamber for his more privacy, to 
utter theſe expoſtulations to himſelf, 0M | x 

Is it now Mauc hinus, ſaid he, that the world muſt take notice of thy combats with 
a womans perfections? when Aſia as yet was never able to contend againſt thy Un- 
cles forces: Hath not hitherunto thy fortunate Family ſtill prevailed, over all thoſe 
Rebellions raiſed by powerful {0:doro/u and his whole Fa ction, Oreſftes himſelf being 
included in the number? As alſo hath conſtrained even the greateſt Princes to mate 
with thy ſiſters, whereby to procure their Dominion either ſafety, or more proſpe- 
rity, and doſt thou fear to attempt a Ladies liking, as it were driven out of her Coùn- 
trey, becauſe ſhe had not countenance enough fromthe aſliſtances'of the Syrian Mo- 
narchy 2 What if her birth and blaod claim never fo near an intereſt in Orontes ho- 
nour and dignity, hath not the power of 2ſazarizs à higher influence in matter of 
State-proceedings, when all the affairs both of war and peace, ſeem to be directed 
and ſteered by his onely command and preſcription? As Oronter.cannot govern with. 
out thy Uncles advice, ſo muſt the King render him powerfulleſt, whereby the better 
to adviſe for his advantage, which will not be effected without adding ſuch an emi- 
nency to our Family, as may make it not onely equal to others of the Nobility, but 
in ſome ſort incorporate it with his own, whereby the machinations of proud Con- 
doroſus, may not too much preſume upon that kindred and deſcent , that until now 
hath given him a title to the Crown, which continues his ambition at ſo great a rate, 
thatall Syria can ſcarce bear the burthen of his diſtempers upon every occaſion.

Aten did love-fick Mancbinus attempt to deliver his minde to 
the moſt fair Widow; nevertheleſs a certain kinde of daz- 


ling reſpect due to the majeſty of her beauty, did alwayes 
A deterre him from that reſolution, as if ſome commanding 


ſtered him from his uſual company: however ſometimes be- 
ing obſcured by the night ſeaſon, his hopes were raiſed to a 
further attempt; notwithſtanding the light appearing 
again, contrary to the beſt effect of valour, that ſhould in- 
flame by varieties, made him quickly lay down (though not his love) yet the moſt 
probable means to obtain it; like to ſome baſhful and cowardly Oratour, thad had 
well ſtudied his leſſon in his Chamber, though when he was to pronounce it before a 
grave and learned auditory, was forced to deſiſt from his purpoſe, not having con- 
fidence enough to utter any language at all. Theſe 88 I. muſt ſay, 
ſo over maftered the nature of the young man, that as his cheeks waxed pale with 
overmuch care; ſo were his words diſtracted to every bodies ſence, as if he attended 
ſome inward object, belonging onely to bis own heart: But nimble-ſighted Aara- 
rius inſtructed either by his ambition, or carried on by his intereſt, began to perceive 
from what fountain head, his Nephew had ſuckt in the chief poiſon of his diſquiet; 
and to that purpoſe not doubting of his power , reſolved to give him remedy , if 
before for his own advantage he had not projected the deſign, (ſince Stateſmen are 
more taken with the aims of gain and honour , then provoked with love to their 
neareſt kindred) ſo that he ſent him away to the Wars of. Pamphylia, as well for 
diverſion as conveniency ; and afterward one day calling Creſes into his Bed.Cham- 
ber, he uſed this language unto him, with ſomething a chearful countenance, him. 
ſelf being as be told him, ſpeedily to follow the Camp: Creſes, ſaid he, to let you 
know how I have been your friend, ſince your baniſhment out of the IIland of Cy- 
prus, were not onely an impertinency in my own private judgement , but perhaps 
might render you doubtful of my opinion concerning your gratitudes, if not to your 
apprehenſion intimate; I go about to compel a nature that is both noble and honeſt, 
to thoſe compliances that puts on a face of too much laviſh ſubjection, when as the 
freedom of the ſoul is the thing moſt to be deſired by all generous ſpirits, in which 
poſture I muſt firſt lay before your conſideration, the unfortunate condition of Eu- 
archus houſe ; then more nearly make you acquainted with what I earneſtly ſeek, 
dot altogether to ſatisfie my own appetite, but ro bee that family: Certain N is,

tures. Here the Favourite ſtopt; hilſt in the interim Creſes (with a countenance 

that ſetmed as well mised with forrow for Euarchus Family, as troubled in confide. 
ration what AMararius would deſire) caſt down his eyes upon the ground until the 

Favourite again began in this manner: Creſes, Taid he, as many ſuitors in my outward 

roomi; cunnhot diſpence With any long conferences of particular perfons ; fo on the 

other lde you cannot but remember, whoſe greatneſs hath chaſed proud and ambi · 

rious'Colori/au out of the Syrian Dominions , the ſame power being now ready to 

follow him into the very beart of our enemies Countrey » This I ſay, and more muſt 
reſtore n to the Zydian Crown, if Manc binus _ the Princeſs 

Cliria, whoſe youth, courage, and fortune can onely merit ſuch a choice: In this 

ſervies (bolleve it if you pleaſe) you are now invited to be inſtrumental, as well for 

your owt benefit, ab che preſervation of that Family, who by ſuch a contracted 
friendſtip may hope once more to over-liveall their misfortunes. After theſe words 
delivered he parced from him with ſuch a familiar and confident ſmile , as if he 
thought his own TONER, cane not onely render the intimation honourable, 
but command the ſucceſs, without interruption. Creſes having received this infor- 
matiof from Aaxariui the powerful Favourite, or rather might it be eſteemed a 
pereniptory injonction, though of a moſt diſtaſteful nature, ſince as yet he was not 
able to lay don thoſe appetites of his (more properly to be termed adorations) to- 
wards the Princeſs Claris: beauty, retired preſently out of the chamber, with ſuch a 
violent haſte, that fafficiently demonſtrated the diftemper of his minde; for how- 
ever his owriconditioh gave him no hopes of — ſo ſupream a happineſs, 
et eonld be not but be envious enough, that any other perſon of what fortune ſoever, 
ould pretend to the chief object of bis thoughts, with any probability of fruition, 
(humane nature being defeRive in that ſuperlative goodneſs, as not eaſily to com- 
municute to others thoſe benefits it ſelf cannot obtain) when his many ſteps and un. 
ruly paſſions, had carried him diſtractedly into an obſcure Grove, not far from the 
Court, be imployed his imaginations in theſe ſeveral conſiderations: Firſt he 
thought if he did now decline the ſervice of rhe mighty Favourite , in this one parti- 
cular, having in a manner formerly idolized bis perſon (whoſe rage would ſwell equal 
as he thought to his power) he ſhould not onely put himfelf from being eſteemed 
amongſt the many of his friends, but become the moſt palpable ſubject of his 
wrath, for his craft proving once ſuſpected, his condition at the beſt could not be 
bat contemned, and at the worſt abſolutely deſtroyed; however what moſt reflected 
upon his thoughts, were the tickliſh conditions of Hyacinthia the Queen, that now 
again beginning to mount into ſome ſtation of favour in the Syrian Court, by this 
omiſſion would undoubtedly be thrown back to her former centre of diſeſteem; be- 
ſides the deſtruction of all the hopes and deſigns of her Son Arerbiſius : Neither 
wanted the Princeſs C/or;a's affairs a large part in his fear, whoſe well doing and 
proſpe- 
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proſperity in the Iſland of Cyprus, depended much if not wholly upon the great 
Favourites grace and compliance, that neceſſarily could not be but obſtructed, when 
(his Nephew being affronted in his intended Addreſſes) there would be kindled new 
fires of hatred and revenge. As theſe were the realities that exceedingly troubled 
Creſes minde, ſo was his fancy if not tormented, yet ſomething tranſported with 
other Chimera's, as that his own love and affeRion rather ought to be entertained 
then any others pretenſion, not reflecting at all upon the conſtant reſolutions of the 
fair Widow, whoſe ſoul lay yet buried in the aſhes of her dead Lord, unpoſſible to 
be revived by other objects, though promiſing never ſo much benefit to her preſent 
condition: But alas, love and fear are paſſions of too tranſcendent natures, to be 
altogether tempered by the meer force of reaſon ; and this made him doubt what to 
do in his heavy imployment: Of one ſide conſidering if be moved not the ſuit, Eu- 
archus's whole Family would be ruined, and on the other, if he propounded the 
macch, conſiderations of benefit might make it received, though he wanted not 
ſome flatteries to accompany his thoughts; how that as Xazarixe extraction was of 
too mean a blood to be coupled with ſuch excellencies of nature and deſcent , ſo the 
wheel of fortune might again turn to his diſadvantage , Oroxtes now approaching to 
riper years: Nevertheleſs one day in ſome ſort to perform his truſt, finding Queen 
Hyacintbia retired into a ſhady walk, either for the performance of her deyotion, or 
the nouriſhing of her contemplations (though all company for that time was forbid- 
den entrance, conceiving the authority of his commillion to be powerful enough to 
bear ont any petty Court regularity) of a ſudden appeared before her (fight, intend- 
ing firſt to feel the mothers pulſe, before what motion ſoever to this purpole ſhould 
reach the daughters ears, and by that ſcantling be better able to carry himſelf in the 
reſt of the imployment, wherein he was reſolved, co mannage his affairs ich ſome 
faith, but more love: Honour as well as Paſſion having a principal intereſt both in 
bis nature and actions. Much diſcourſe had not been between them before he ſaluted 
the Queen with this language according to his conceived injunction: Madam, : ſaid 
he, motions are but rendred effeRual by their entertainment; and at the workt ſerve 
for admonitions , how diſhonourable ſoever they be eſteemed. , whether of both 
mine at the preſent ſhall be interpreted, your own knowing judgement muſt be the 
arbitratour ; for as by any means I am not willing to be taxed of fraud, ſo of the 
other (ide, preſume not to be a councellour , when as the determination ought ra- 
ther to be governed by ſome heavenly influence, then fortitied by a humane and weak 
capacity: *Tis true, the great Favourite of Syria that ſeems to graſp the very face of 
all the world, hath deſigned me inſtrumental in that, wherein, others might bave 
been more willingly imployed ; a hazzard too dangerous for any of our Nati- 
on to have refuſed, when as ſo mighty an intereſt lieth at the ſtake, of no leſs a 
value then the Lydian Crown; however the loyalty that ſhall ſtill govern all my 
thoughts towards your Royal Family, will ever keep me from doing but what your 
commands muſt entirely direct. To intimate diſparities by way of information, were 
in ſome ſort a ſeeming preſumption to teach you determinations, when as lights and 
colours can better be diſtinguiſhed open by fair and clear eyes, then through deceit- 
ful opticks and artificial glaſſes ; as I cannot deny my on ſin in undertaking 8ny 
thing at all without your privity, yet muſt expect a pardon, when the whole was un- 
avoidable, in that you could not know but by my Commiſſion, and in not knowing, 
ſome ſurprize might have been to your diſadvantage ; wherefore at the worſt you 
have now leaſure, either to deny with better conſideration, or to grant to more ef- 
ficacy. In fine Madam, the ſhort I have more to ſay is, that Mauc hinaus would mar- 
ry the moſt ſacred Princeſs C/oria your fair and vertuous Daughter: To ſuch a height 
is ambition flown in this unworthy age, that ſcarce can the Gods maintain their own 
Dignities in purity, without the prophanation of the inferiour world, which period 
muſt and (hall end my Commiſſion. The Queen (whether over-much. ſarprized by 
ſuch an unexpected diſcourſe, or ſomething doubting the never before ſuſpected in- 
regrity of Creſes intentions) gave him no anſwer at all, but with her eyes ſtedfaſtly 
fixed upon the earth, remained for a pretty ſpace in a one muſe; until at laſt caſting 
Sil 2 


up 
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up ber looks towards the Heavens, (he cried out aloud, you immortal Gods defend at 
leaſtwiſe, the Rights of Sovereign Princes from ſhame” and ignominy, though you 
have deftroyet their power and Juriſdiction in Euarchus Family; with thefe words in 
haſty ſteps be departed from choſe ſolitary walks: It was not many dayes after 
this Overture (Mazarim' being already gone to the Army) that Hyacinthia one 
afternoon accompanied by her Dauꝑbter, and artended by many of her ſervants, 
with a kinde of ſeeming paſſion , urtered this language in all their hearings, 

I sit poſſible, ſaid (he; that nothing can content the Favourites ambition, (Conde- 
roſus being driven both from his Countrey and poſſeſſions) but thoſe preſumptions, 
that muſt either mix his blood with the Syrian Royalty, or deftroy for ever our 
hopeful pretentions tothe Lydian Crowns? Was it not ſufficient for his pernicious 
policy to have outed our probabilities by that baſe atcord he byth made with Her- 
crowbrotus, (wherein in effe& we remain baniſhed perſons) but muſt impoſe upon us 
new diſnonours by ſuch an intended conjunction, that after ages will tearm ominous 
to all honeſt glories? Where are the high extractions of that eminent Politician, 
that after ſo many affronts, ſnould make us willing to entertain an alliance, where. 
by to confirm all our unparaller d diſgraces> Perhaps he thinks the infamy may be 
coloured over with ſome falſe ſhews of Complements ; when as realities are as lit- 
ele to be expected from him, as the diſadvantages to us hitherunto, could have been 
believed by perſons'of common fenſe and underftanding : No, no, the Titular Dei- 
ties of 'Enarchui Monarchy can never protect che juſtneſs of our Titles, yielding up- 
on what hopes ſoever to ſuch low and poor propoſitions ; how muſt I velue the 
courage of Arethuſius, who could not be won by diſſembling proteſtations, to en- 
tertain correſpondency, contrary to the dignity of bis Birth, with a man, that makes 
his words to comply onely with his ends, and his ends nothing but Panders for his 
profit: No Chria, tis you onely that are deſigned the footſtool for the proud Fa- 
vourites ambition, to mount up to oHhmpus, whilſt in the mean time be treads down 
the honour of Princes, irhereby to render his aſcent the eaſier; however not by or- 
derly and fair conrſes of vertue, but by eontrary effects of craft and deceit , as if 
the world were to be changed by his power, from the nature and intention of its 
firſt creation. Ales 1 alas 1 bear@lefs Manchinus, and more naked of all Royalty, 
muſt fucceed to that 8 of immortal Narciſſus, whoſe high extraction 
and ample worth, eternity can onely Crown with a Diadem befitring ſuch a fame. 
Whilſ the Queen was delivering theſe appearing extravagancies, (in ſome ſort ſo to 

be interpreted, being urtered in too great an aſſembly, ſince her preſent condition ra- 
ther required diff mu ſation then provocation) the ſweet Princeſs ſate by her Mother, 
like fome curious ſtatue wanting any appearing motion, but what ber plentiful 
tears by degrees demonſtrated to ebe company, which ſufficiently ſhewed forth her 
inward forcible apprehenſtons, though her own modeſt duty durſt not at the inſtant 
venture upon a repiy; but within a while ſhe retired into her own proper apparta- 
ment; heving there a great deal better {eafore, and much more time, not onely to 
imagine but to conſider, both what ſhe was already in che honour of her perſon, and 
what others would have her to be for their own advantage: Whilft Cleria was thus, 
ſor ſome days ſhut up in her voluntary ſolitude, though under pretences of indiſpoſiti- 
on rather then diſcontent, ſome of the Queens own Court, fearing too mach the Fa- 
yourites ſpleen, if he ſhould finde himſelf croſt in this intended match; doubting 
more particularly, thoſe Penſions of Syria, that belonged to their Miſtreſs, might 
ſuddenly be reſtrained to all their foffes, not onely by diſcourſes amongſt themſelves 
entertained Mararius offers; but one of the chiefeft about Hyacinmlia's per- 
ſon, (ben ſhe was private in her lodgings) expoſtulated with her theſe con- 

ſidetations. | _s EF r 
Madam, ſaid he, as Reaſons ougbt to be given in doubtful opinions, by any 
condition whatſoever, when ſafery and benefits are required, fo of the other 
fide, you muſt afford me that liberty (having alwayes run along with your fortunes 
and concernments)'to demand ſome ſatisfaction of your particular , why you ſeem 
ſo violent againft the Favourites propoſitions, eſpecially coming accompanied with 
more 
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more then bis ordinary deſire, when as ſcarce dwells there a Prince in Afa's continent 
how powerful ſoever in riches, or ſtrongly (ertled in JuriſdiRions , but rather covets 
then refuſes his alliance; knowing the greatneſs of his command, and the ſharpneſs 
of his ſpleen, to which purpoſe I beſeech you conſider, the deſperate condition of all 
pour Founily, mes onely your ſelf depending wholly for neceſſary ſubſiſtance upon 
the S5riax benevolence, which he rules at his pleaſure, but your very Son and Daugh- 
ter that claim inberirancein a juſt. Right, are forced at preſent to quit their own 
Countreys, no way again to be reRified bur by his Intereſt. hk 
Is it his birth that renders you averſe to his aims ? If fo, its a ſcruple, that rather 
belongs to the glorious Nation from whence you are deſcended, that ſhould princi- 
pally provide for the diſhonour, ſince no time can blot out the remembrance of your 
extraction, then to your ſelf, in yielding to ſuch Nuptials, when as not onely your 
preſſing occaſions needs the ſtrongeſt aſſiſtance, hut the approbation comes from the 
greateſt authority now in the world: But if it be your revenge to the Favourites 
former proceedings, in not gaoding Exarchuw:caule to the uttermoſt of his power, 
gs you may be very well deceived in your apprehenſions, (State Affairs being to be 
ordered by policy and temper) ſo of the other fide, you muſt not ſeek a requital, 
that at the laſt will leave you abſolutely overcome, and he never the worſe, either in 
fortune or command; ſmoothered injuries not: ſeldom gain ſtrength, to become 
powerful, when as flames of diſcontent breaking forth, for the moſt part do but 
conſume and deſtroy with greater violence: Experience may very well teach you, 
no blood or pretence can long contend againſt his power in this Region, if at all in 
any Territory of Aſia: When Princes of other Countreys beſtow their Children 
upon his Family, and thoſe of the higheſt rank in this 4 muſt not live ſecure · 
ly here, becauſe they will not readily obey his deſires: However methinks I hear 
whiſperedin my ears, that this ſuperlative favour cannoc laſt long, che Queen grow- 
ing old, and the King coming to riper years; the one leaving her employment, as 
the other changing his minion. To which I muſt reply, neither of which can bring 
you advantage; for though Azdreomida ſhould loſe her intereſt with her ſon, yet 
could not Orontes withdraw his favonr from Maxarius perſon , in regard all neceſ- 
ſary affairs, are incloſed in the yaſte compals of his ſecret knowledge, if not execu- 
ted onely by the conſtant endeavours of: his meerly obliged creatures, for how- 
ever the King ſhouldalcer the appetites of his yonth, by the contracting of other 
affections, yet the fabrick of the affairs of Syria muſt fall to the ground, if that great 
Ingeneer ſhould not lend bis helping hand to the violence of the motion: Beſides I 
muſt ſay, new Miniſters of State probably would raſt off old objects; and conſe- 
quently your concernments could not be but geglected; eſpecially when expence 
and trouble muſt infallibly accompany the enterprize , being at the beſt hazzardable, 
and at the worſt not profitable for the Nation: Wherefore, dear Madam, baniſh 
from your thoughts theſe unhappy paſſions, that lay you open to a further revenge, 
then you can poſſibly reſiſt with any ſafety; when of che contrary , by a wiſe com- 
pliance in the Favourites purpoſe, you may fortunately break the knot of the alli- 
ance with Hercrombrotus, that in a manner now deters all other Princes, from giving 
your wrongs, either aſſiſtance or countenance. Although theſe and ſuch like dit- 
courſes ſeemed in ſome ſort to work upon the Queens conſtancy , looking on one 
fide upon her own wants, and on the other fide beholding her Childrens diſtractions, 
yet noble minded C/oria (doubting a little her Mothers fortitude, her thoughts being 
made up between a reſolyed ſadneſs for her Husbands loſs, and ſolicitous care for the 
honour of her Fathers Family) in no kinde could bring her hrart to allow of the pro- 
poſitions; though again the condition of her young Son, made her oftentimes with 
a certain kinde of pale doubt, tremble at the very apprehenſion of her fate; this 
cauſed her not ſeldom to ſhed multitudes of tears, as tributes not onely to her ſor- 
row but to her conſideration, until as it ſhould ſeem overmuch preft by the feared 
authority of a Mothers priviledge to a final reſolution , at leaſtwiſe ſo interpreted by 
her wavering fancy, ſhe determined ſecretly to leave Syria: However not to ſeem 
oye precipitate in her opinions, ſhe deſigned to make Creſes acquainted with her 
pur- 
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purpoſe, by whoſe faithful counſel as ſhe believed , ſhe might tread forth paths of 
ſome ſecurity, in the dark Labyrinth of her fortunes , wherefore one day early in the 
morning, meeting him by accident in certain Walks belonging to the Court, where 
ſhe was accuſtomed often to make her own recreations, after a very ſhort ſalute, ſhe 
began in this manner to utter her minde, (paſſion having then the greateſt pre. 
dominancy in appearance in her reſolution) but ſcarce had ſhe delivered three words, 
as it were a little cowardly falling from her firſt determination, ſhe ſtopt again 
with ſome pawſes, which were quickly followed by many tears, and thoſe at laſt 
opening the paſſages of her courage, ſhe more boldly deliyered her thoughts unto 
him. | 
Creſes, ſaid ſhe, the confidence I have ever had in your integrity, makes me now de. 
mand counſel of your wiſdom , in that which I could wiſh might never be remem- 
bred ; ſince as it muſt needs be an infamy to the glory of the Royal Family, ſo can- 
not the iſſue be eſteemed otherwiſe then deſperate , when weak honour is to contend 
againſt powerful violence: You fee how ſtrongly I am preſt to this ſecond match, 
not onely by the great Favourites ambition, that appears in a manner to ſtear the 
worlds fate, but alſo by a Mother preſſing neceſſities, that cries out for my compli. 
ance : If I yield to the deſire, I muſt quit that faith which with many proteſtationsI 
intended to carry along with me to my grave; and if I do not condeſcend to a new 
love, Iam told young Aretbuſius pretenſions muſt periſh by reaſon of my obſtinacy, 
ſince Maxarius is as unremoveable in his aims, as uncontroulable in his power; ſo 
that a furious revenge muſt be expected, inſtead of the leaſt pacification for our reme- 
dy; followed no doubt as they pretend, by an entire obſtruction of the Queens Pen- 
ſions, if not a quick baniſhment of her Perſon out of all the Kings Dominions, ac- 
cording to thoſe accords lately made with Hercrombrot us fortunes ; beſides as not 
the leaſt terrour to my thoughts, you know my little Son, doth not onely depend up- 
on this State for his future juriſdiction over the Iſſand of Cyprus, but a great part of 
his hereditary Territories, lies within the heart of the Syrian Kingdom: Theſe per- 
plexities dear Creſes do accompany Narciſſus's unhappy Widow, who notwithſtand- 
ing is reſolved, to pay the laſt tribute of her life to his love and memory, rather then 
ever joyn again with what greatneſs ſoever, notwithſtanding any advantages can be 
offered to my preſent condition: wherefore all I have to ſay more is, that if I remain 
ſtill in this Court without ſatisfying the Favourites deſire, l muſt not onely ſubject my 
ſelf to all the affronts can poſſi bly be invented to my diſgrace and vexation , but re- 
turning again to my own Countrey, my Mother. in. law will proſecute my intereſt 
with a new power and ſpleen ; nothing having hitherunto kept her thoughts in any 
decorum of temper, but the meer opinion of my near deſcent from the Syrian blood; 
to all theſe difficulties as a councellour I require your advice, and as a friend, expect 
it ſhould be faithful, which obligation I promiſe ſhall never be forgotten, if Cleria, 
il ſhe mount again into any degree of conſideration , whereby to pleaſure thoſe that 
have been ſerviceable to her particular: With theſe words the ſweet Princeſs diſtilled 
a plentiful ſhowre of her own tears, as if the Gods intended a new refreſhment of 
thoſe walks, by ſo delicate and heavenly a moiſture , proceeding from the hard occa- 
ſion of ſuch conceived injuries: But Creſes ſeemingly ftruck alſo with an unexpref- 
ſible ſorrow, for a long time reſted ſilent with water in his eyes; though on the 
other ſide he was taken with ſome gladnefs, that in no kinde ſhe intended to enter- 
tain the motion; however he was forced to return her this onely anſwer , becauſe he 
would ſay ſomething, fearing belike too much the conſequence of the point he was 
to diſcourſe upon, without a more longer premeditation: Moſt excellent Princeſs, 
ſaid he, as the difficulties you have mentioned , ſeem to be of a nature beyond the 
reach of my capacity to reſolve, when not onely Crowns, but your own ſacred per- 
ſon (to be valued more then they) are in queſtion; ſo the ſervices that I have vowed 
to your ſelf and Royal Family are ſufficient teſtimonies , that I ſhall ever efteem my 
ſelf, but a baſe and contemptible ſacrifice, to be offered upon the altar of your plea- 
ſure, when you ſhall command any thing to be obeyed : Notwithanding in theſe 
. exigencies your noble and wiſe Mother (according to my apprehenſion) were the 
fitteſt 
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fiete& Oracle to be conſulted, before you determine any courſe or reſolution , as a 
period ta the ation : Cloria however the could not much finde fault, with the dif. 
creet and reſerved precaution , of the moſt faithful and ever eſteemed aſſectionate 
Creſes, yet by thoſe conſequences ſhe might very well perceive his opinion, concern- 
ing the dangerous condition of her affairs, ſo that when (be had walked forme few 
turns more in the Garden (in the interim not emertaining him with diſcourſes) ſhe 
made ſome baſte towards her own lodgings , where after a while, being retired inte 
the moſt ſolitary part of her chamber, having firſt commanded. all her fervants ro ſe- 
veral imployments, her melancholy apprehenſion, framed theſe fancies in her imapi- 
nation, which broke out alſo into paſſionate exprefſions., | 

C {aria, Cleria, ſaid ſhe, the moſt unfortunate creature of all thy generation, fince 
no region can bring ſettlement to thy thoughts, or pretended friendſhips true enough 
to ſecure thy actions; Mothers being won by ends from their natural indulgencies, 
and Servants never ſo much obliged to be truſted in reſolutions: You Gods, ſaid ſhe, 
whither ſhall innocent intentions flye for ſuccour, or a religious faith purchaſe eſta- 
bliſnment: Then taking a ſmall picture ſhe had in her boſome, belonging to her dear 
Lord, after ſome tears had paid the firſt ſacrifice to that lively repreſentation, ſhe 
added theſe ſayings to her former diſcourſe : With what eyes of pitty and compaſſion 
can thy noble ſoul ſaid ſhe, look down from the higheſt heavens , at thy horia“s paſt 
ſorrow, if ſhe ſhould now entertain new Nuptials, with a man that is as far ſhort of 
thy admirable worth, as his birth is below thy glorious extraftions > Shall thoſe 
bleſt ſymparhies (at out firſt interview) created in our mindes by ſome powerful in- 
fluence, onely intended for eternity, be thus violently ſevered for nothing but to 
compaſs ſome few humane reſpets? which notwithſtanding either envy or ſealouſie 
may deſt roy, though greatneſs and authority ſhould continue; when promiſes and 
conditions would be as little regarded, as conſent and compliance in the beginning 
was eaſily obtained: No, no, Cloris , as vertue and conſideration made thee in the 
beginning, the beloved Wife of brave and heroical Nareiſſus, ſo let the ſame ſorti- 
tude and affection, continue thee ſtill victorious againſt all malieious aſſaults to the 
contrary, leaving Syria to its glory, as thy ſelf to adverſe fortune; in which adven- 
ture thou ſhalt but accompany thy Brother Areshuſus in his fate, whoſe blood and 
worth hath not yet gained him a competent reſpect in the Councels of Damaſta, 
either to render him powerful to contend againſt hig enemy Hercrombrotus, or to 
free his perſon from che ignominy of an unkinde baniſhment, out of that very place, 
where he deſerved to have moſt intereſt. Although the Princeſs Gloria after theſe 
paſlions uttered, determined ſpeedily to put in execution, what ber fancy rather con- 
trived, then her judgement premeditated, ſince a ſecret flight without her Mothers ap- 
probation, would have cauſed a danger, if not a wonder; yet the ſudden arrival of 
Philogenia the Scythian Queen, at the great City of Damaſcus, gave neceſſarily ſome 
interruption to her determination; not onely for that ic was imagined ſhe was fenc 
from the Arch · Flamin of Delphoy, to ſolicit the general peace, but alſo in regard all 
perſons of quality were to give her reception : The triumphs belonging to this Lady 
were performed with extraordinary — until at laſt they brought her reſolu- 
tion to give a viſit to Hyacinthia the Queen, ſweet Cloria being then in her company: 
When many diſcourſes had paſt between them of trivial natures at leaſtwiſe ſo 
eſteemed by thoſe whoſe thoughts were buſied alwayes about orlier folicitations; at 
laſt in a more ſerious manner, ſhe uttered this language to Philogoria + Madam, faid 
ſhe, as the greatneſs of your fame. makes all the wortd caſt their eyes upon your per- 
ſon, thinking to finde out miracles inftead of ordinary commendations , in thoſe 
vertues you have purchaſed both by birth and education; yet nothing in my opinion 
ſeems more to contribute to your honour , then the long journey at preſent you 
bave taken (as it is conceived) to make ſome union between the two exaſperated Prin- 
ces, whoſe long contention hath ſo much diſturbed and impoveriſhed all 4%½; in 
which work I muſt tell you, you ſhall not onely render the immortal Gods molt emi- 
nent ſervice, by —7 — current to ſo much blood and ſlaughter, but procure 


the prayers of many diſconſolated Princes, whoſe oppreſſions continue in a high 
| mea- 
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meaſure, by reaſon of theſe differences: Philogenia belike not expecting ſuch a pub. 
lick overture, ſtood for ſome time without any Reply, but her wit being eſteemed ex- 
cellent, and her ambition too great to ſtudy any thing long for an anſwer, made haſte 
to return this language. | 

Moſt mighty Queen, ſaid ſhe, if by the reflection of your beauty and merits, I 
can gain ſome eſteem among the common people, it is a favour I ſhall onely covet to 
enjoy, when as my own endowments both in perſon and underſtanding, are ſo poor 
and barren, that I muſt beſcech your authority onely, to keep me from reproach and 
ignominy amongſt the better ſort, who 1 fear without ſuch a powerful help, will 
ſcarce be perſwaded to that indulgent charity in my behalf: But for my employ- 
ment, although I cannot brag of any large Commiſſion from the holy Flemix of 
Delphos, as perhaps not judging me capable of ſuch a ſervice , wherein is concerned 
both che Gods honour, and moſt Princes ſafety, yet have I vowed all my endeavours 
to fo bleſt a purpoſe, wherein the ſurviving Family of good and great Euurchuu, muſt 
have a principal (hare in my thoughts and induſtry, 

As theſe Complements ſoon parted the two Queens, Hyacinthia to a larger conſi- 
deration of herencreaſing troubles, and Philogenia to the further proſecution of her 
journey, ſo began Cleria anew to reflect upon her own condition, which cauſed her 
for ſome weeks to toſs over many uncertainties in her unquiet boſome; and although 
in the beginning, her paſſionate apprehenſions made her ſomething violent, to quit 
S$yriain a diſguized poſture, unknown to all her friends; yer upon better recollecti. 
on, ſhe thought it a ſafer way, both for her voyage and reputation, to contrive ſome 
feigned Letter from her Brother Arethuſius, now remaining, as ſhe heard, in the 
Countrey of Pamphilia, as if his indiſpolition in health, had conjured her perſonall 
preſence with all expedition, whereby to render him ſatisfied in many things belong- 
ing to them both : In this adventure ſhe deſigned Creſes for her Companion, though 
no man living had a harder part to act, between his unwilling truſt and her feared 
. jealouſie, for if he waved Marius Intereſt, he doubted Arethuſius ruine; and if 
he loſt (loria's favour, all the world beſides was nothing to bis thoughts, however 
he determined to deceive neither; for as bis admiration of the Princeſſe per- 
ſections, withbeld him inwardly from wiſhing ſucceſs to his obligation, ſo was it 
ſufficient in his opinion, that he had once moved the buſineſs; therefore from hence 
forward intended to be onely paſſive: This reſolution in ſome ſort quieted Creſes 
imagination, until a few Ceremonies with a ſmall train had ſet them both free from 
the City of Damaſcus, whilft the reſt of C/oria's company were commanded in her 
abſence to other employments; but although the importunity of their journey, had 
ſufficiently diverted many troubleſome thoughts, from the now more ſettled minde 
of faithful Creſes, yet in the way he held it not amiſs, to entertain the Princeſs with 
this manner of diſcourſe, and the rather for that he was not fully ſatisfied, that he 
had formerly contented her expeRation, concerning thoſe complaints ſhe had made 
unto him, belonging to the propounded match of young Manchinus the Favourites 
Nephew: Madam, ſaid he, as it ſhould ſeem ſome bleſſed fate hath now provided for 
your Councels; which your moſt faithful ſervant durſt not well adventure to offer, 
believing the higheſt Heavens would alwayes have a ſpecial care over your laudable 
purpoſes, ſo much tending to the immortal Gods honour ; yet now if mortals may 
take leave to judge of things meerly divine, in that they concern the ſafery of your 
noble Family, the courſe you have taken for your own advantage, cannot be better- 
ed by any altera tion, ſince as accident, or rather may it be termed neceſſity , ſeemeth 
at preſent to eall you from the Syrian Court, ſo cannot the great Favourite finde 
fault with deſign, but chance, coneerning your abſence; in which interim you have 
leaſuare and commodity ſufficient by your dear Brothers advice, to contrive not one- 
ly your own ſafety and your ſons welfare, but alſo his and your Mothers future pro- 
ſperity, not being ſubject to be preſt beyond conveniency, whereby to fall upon pre- 
eipitations, nor forced in your perſon to become diſtaſteful to mighty powers; for 
liberty (no doubt) is the moſt eſſential part of worldly felicity. The Princeſs a little 
ſmiling at Greſes complemeats, (not otherwiſe to be eſteemed as ſhe thought, ſince 
in

in the beginning he appeared ſo cantious in his advice, when her thoughts were more 
burthened then at the preſent) after a ſhort pauſe made him this reply, favouring: 
ſomething of reproof, though much of confidence. (ſes, ſaid ſhe, you do well 
to varniſh-over your preſent truſt with quaint language, ſecing the time was once, 
" when either your courage or your fidelity gave tauſe ſufficient of ſuſpition; if not 
of condemnation to jealous natures, yet that you may plainly ſee I am none of that 
number, let it ſuffice you receive pardon conterning your laſt fears, accompanied alſo 
with theſe reaſons, that as gratitude to the Favourites benefits is a vertue you ought 
alwayes to preſerve in your intentions, eſpecially when you might think my words 
and apprehenſions, were more governed by paſſion then conſideration , ſo. have you 
now an abſolute confirmation of my forgiveneſs by this journey: Creſes though he 
ſeemed extream joyful to be ſo probably aſſured of her opinion; (for that love can- 
not be ſatistied with any doubts) yer nevertheleſs to render her ſtill more confident of 
his faith, he caſt forth a world of other proteſtations; but the Princeſs being rather 
wearied by his abundant expreſſions, then that his words could have altered her be- 
lief, if her own judgement had not approved the teſtimony, willed him to leave off 
thoſe impertinencies, ſince her declared ſatisfaction in point of honour, was ſufficient 
to quiet his minde in that particular, although, ſhe had not brought him out of Sy- 
ria in her Company, as the ſtrongeſt argument of her continued favour : Cloria was 
deſirous to put off this manner of diſcourſe for the preſent, yet having the main 
matter of her Brothers Affairs, more ſollicitous in her minde, (nature ever pointing 
at what moſt ic covets either to obtain or prevent) ſhe wiſht Creſes to. inform her, 
concerning the Favourites chief purpoſes, according to any knowledge himſelf hath 
procured by attendance; however ſhe did not believe, as ſhe ſaid, he was accuſtomed 
to acquaint many with his moſt ſecret deſigns. | | OE 

Truly Madam, ſaid he, as you are abſolutely in the right, to think that very few 
are intruſted with the deep myſteries of his boſome , ſince Stateſmen for the moſt 
part fear ſiniſter interpretations upon their beſt intentions, ſo ſhall I according to 
your commands by my own little skill, make you acquainted with ſomething, though. 
perhaps more what I fancy; then what I can read of him by any certain learning; 
for natures being various, conjectures muſt be uncertain ; but if I may judge, the 
higheſt flames in the world of ambition; predominant in bis diſpoſition, though 
ſcarce to be eſteemed a fault; as he believes, by ſuch ſpirits as are worthy of eminent 
employments; which I cannot deny but carries him on often; to thoſe aRions that 
appears not auttientical enough to common underſtandings, at leaſtwiſe to men 
eſteemed more juſt then wiſe, who know better the ſtrict rules of right, then take the 
pains to examine the reaſon of things, that are not to be known but by the inward 
conſcience of the parties tranſaRing ; for as what is done however good and not 
well meant, cannot in any kinde be meritorious, ſo the contrary perhaps with a 
perſwaded integrity, may ſometimes defend people from the guilc of errour, and at 
the worſt makes them leſs criminal, ſince ambition is not alwayes a fin, but comming 
accompanied with too much violence, or ſome premeditated injury: *Tis certainly 
ſeen, that Mazarims hath continued a war to the exceſſive prejudice of all eſa, 
whereby Countreys are impoveriſhed, and Families ruined , beſides the hazzard of 
the Delphin Religion: But whether his motives'are chiefly to maintain his Maſters 
Rights, or advance his own glory, the queſtion muſt reſt undetermined , ſince Titles 
are often pretended to procure other ends, with onely a better ſeeming face of Ju- 
ſtice to ſarisfic other appetites not altogether lawful in themſelves, though in my 
opinion, where the dammage doth much exceed the benefit, the extremity cannot 

well be juftified by a religious obligation, | "EET SOS : 
*Tis true, replied Cloria, if it ſhould be lawful for a little gain, to diſturb multi- 
tudes of people, the cure would be much worſe then the diſeaſe; eſpecially when 
innocents of both ſides were ſure infinitely to ſuffer , let the right or the occaſion be 
what it will; and conſequently of a moſt dangerous nature to diſturb ancient poſſeſ- 
fions upon light grounds: But I ſhould be glad, ſaid ſhe, to underſtand more parti- 
tularly the differences between our great King of 1 and the mighty — of 
cc Pt.

trey of Pamphylia, whereby as the Zgyprians ſay, the true Worſhip of the Gods is 
in apparent danger to be loſt, and deſtroyed in that Region, where never before any 
of that practice had being or ſubſiſtance; ſo that neceſſarily in time the Subjects of 
Pamphylia, muſt either be perverted in their belief, or tormented in their perſons, 
being not able to endure ſubjection under a Government, that would have alwayes 
when they pleaſed, ſtrength enough to compel them to their opinions, though never 
underſtanding or will ſufficient in themſelves to be converted, notwithſtanding any 
perſwaſion, or reaſon could be offered to their conſideration; in that both the ma- 
ximes and benefits belonging to misbelievers, will alwayes thruſt them on to be as 
well cruel as obſtinate: On the other ſide, the Syriaus maintain, that as the Egyptian 
Kings have alwayes aimed at the ſole Empire of the world, to the — if 
not ſubverſion of leſſer Principalities and Juriſdictions, ſo do they nouriſh ac preſent, 
nothing but rebellions and factions within the very heart of Oronte Kingdom, reſu- 
ſing any accord at all, unleſs obſtinate Condoroſus be abſolutely reſtored, to his offites 
and dignities within the Countrey and Dominions of Syria; notwithſtanding his 
ſtubborn and violent contentions againſt his King, wants both ſubmiſſion and aſſu- 
rance, neceſſary for ſo great a truſt and confidence, belonging to his future obedi- 
ence ; which as it is thought moſt ſtartles the Favourites fears, doubting that Princes 
friends, and knowing his ſpirit, two eſſential points to be conſidered for his own 
proper ſafety ; for if by admittance without any reſtriction he ſhould get power, 
*tis known be is irreconcilable by the unrelenting condition of his nature. being a man 
fo full of honour in his own perſon, that he cannot poſſibly forget injuries done to 
himſelf by another: Theſe Madam I may ſay, are either the pretences, or realities 
of both Nations, whereupon depends the main differences of their contention. 
The Princeſs a little ſmiling at this diſcourſe told him, that ſhe believed he had yet 
omitted the greateſt cauſe of the continued War, though at the beginning perhaps 
other reaſons made the breach: Creſes ſeeming willing to underſtand any thing of 
information that ſhould proceed from ſuch dainty lips, Cloria quickly delivered theſe 
particulars, however with a pretty kinde of careleſs expreſſion, that although it want- 
ed the formalities of Method, yet ſhewed by the manner of her language, that ſhe 
— well knew both the conſequence of the matter, and an order ſufficient for the 
relation. | 

Creſes, (aid ſhe, as I will not challenge to my ſelf the learning, or knowledge of 
political rules, which for the moſt part are framed in the working brains of ambi- 
tious Sateſmen, though oftentiches ſet in action more by craft then honeſty , yet give 
me leave to inform you of two other principal matters, that perchance carry as great 
an influence in the continued differences, as thoſe things you have already named: 
The one is thoſe promiſes and tyes of honour, which the Syrian Stare pretends to 


have made with the Prince of Carthage, when he poſſeſt himſeif at firſt of that Ter- 
ritory, 
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ritory; belonging to his pretended right, that the former Kings of Egypt many years 
by 8 band Sicbheld from his juriſdiction, which Cre nk ove — — 
prehended within the Treaty of Peace, or elſe to be at liberty himſelf notwithſtand 
ing any agreement, to aſſiſt that Countrey in matters of War and Contention : 
The other of a more ſecret and conjeRural nature, ſince the Councel of Syria will 
ſcarce ſeem to own the intention; and that is, Oſiris now King of Egypt, having no 
children, but one onely Daughter, that in all probability muſt be his Kingdoms 
Heir, both the Queen and Mararius would procure the match for the young King 
of Hria, which the pride of the Egyptians will not heat of ; in regard tharif their 
own Prince ſhould dye without more iſſue, their Dominion neceſſarily muſt come 
under the . power and ſubjection; a Government that neither their diſpoſiti- 
ons, nor their ſpirits can indure , in reſpe& of thoſe high Antipathies in hamours 
and education between the two Nations. Moſt excellent Princeſs , replyed Creſes, 
as I will not brag much of my own intelligence, to have as yet reached this laſt my- 
ſtery of State, ſo cannot my fancy otherwiſe then meet with the ſame reaſon, more 


eſpecially coming from your admired ſelf, ſince the ambitieng'of the great Fa- 


vourite are known, alwayes to aim at extraordinary periods: ſo. that I muſt con- 
clude, the intended match is an occaſion , likelier to fortifie the pretentions of War, 
then to procure a laſting friendſhip , ſince it cannot be but a very difficult work, to 
bring the Egyptian thoughts to undergo what ſubjeQion ſoever to the Syrian Nati- 
on; being a people of all others moſt enflamed with appetites of honour, and ſo 


- conſequently will rather chuſe to marry the young Lady to one of Artaxit family, 


then to Orontes, whereby ſtill ro retain an unity between the two Countries of Egypt 
and Armenia, the convenienter to oppoſe alwayes the growing greatneſs' of the 
Kingdom of Syria, that lieth between both Dominions, envy being che moſt pre- 
dominate humour, that for the moſt part governs the actions of Princes, in matter 
of equality of power; neither at all times doth contracted marriages, hinder jealou- 
ſies procured by reaſon of National quarrels, and ſeldom make friendſhips of a con- 
fident nature, when ſubjection thereby are feared, eſpecially where the reputation 
of the party that undergoes the hazzard, is fure to de leſſened in opinion: But 
the aſſurance either given or expected, replyed Chia, will conſiſt, in that the 
Syrians muſt diſavow all title to the Crown of Eg; though accident ſhould 
caſt the ſucceſſion by inheritance to their right "ama not into their power. 
O Madam ſaid Creſes, theſe conditions will alwayes be diſputable, if Princes 
finde their power at any time ſufficient to contend , Swords being likelier to plead 
the cauſe then Paper: Beſides it is in ſome ſort a maxime belonging to the Law of 
Nations, that fundamentals of States and Empires cannot be given away, or altered 
from the uſual courſe of ſucceſſion , by any preſent Governours in poſſeſſion, ſince 
the people as well as the Prince, havea right and intereſt in the change, being not to 
be transferred in their ſubjection; for that the promiſe of obedience upon the firſt in- 
Kicution of any Commonwealth or Dominion, was upon ſuch condition then agreed 
upon, therefore not juſtly alterable but by conſent, not onely of the whole body, 
but of the ſucceeding heirs of each party: *Tis true, ſometimes Countries gained by 
conqueſtꝭ are forced from thoſe priviledges, where oppreſſions and tyranny prevails; 
however in ſuch caſes alſo, for the moſt part, either old contracts are confirmed, or 
new agreements: made, before the Subjects can be brought to any willing and quiet 
obedience ; towards the ſatisfaction of their new Lord. But what anſwer ſaid che 
Princeſs, can you give to the other obſtacle I mentioned concerning the King of Car- 
thape*s Title or Intereſt: Verily Madam, replyed Creſes , I conceive it to be almoſt 
of as difficult a nature to be compoſed as the former; ſince as that Prince would be 
extreamly unwilling to fall again under his old maſters juriſdiction, having already to 
the uttermoſt of his power, exaſperated his fpleen,by many hoſtile contentions,which 
probably cannot be forgotten, when the means and the opportunity for a revenge is 
offeted , ſo of the other ſide continual jealoufies will alwayes ſtir up the reſolution 
of him in command, either by the envy or flattery of others to quit himſelf totally 
bf his fears; beſides it muſt be remembred ; * dominion is ſeldome quitted * 

et 2 with 
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with deſtruction, examples being moſt frequent in all ſtories to that purpoſe ; ſo that 
in my opinion, either Oronres muſt wave his engagement entirely, or the Carthagini- 
ans become abſolute Tributary to the King of Egypt, if any (agreement at all be 
made between theſe mighty Monarchs, whoſe differences onely ſeem now to trouble 
the whole world. 355 | 55 
Such like diſcourſes as theſe, ſeemed to paſs away the time for ſome dayes travel, 
until at laſt they arrived upon the Confines of Pamphilia; however ſcarce had they 
centred the Countrey, when Cloria and Creſes riding through a Wood, (being onely 
attended by the Dwarf the Princeſs conſtant ſervant, the reſt of the Train having 
| had orders, to take up their lodgings for the night to come, in a fair Town belong. 
ing tothe Juriſdiction of both Dominions) but they heard a kinde of a ſoft muſick, 
at no great diſtance from them; whereupon making a little ſtand , they perceived it 


accompanied with a moſt excellent voice, which quickly invited their curioſity chi-

As they drew nearer to the place from whence it ſeemed to proceed, they might 
behold a natural Gragto, made up without any art at all, by the oppoſition onely of

tion for her retirement, wherefore quickly returned her this anſwer. 

Madam, ſaid (he, as moſt commonly noble natures are perceived by bounties freely 
offered to people in neceſſity; ſoon the other fide, as I intend to be grateful in my 
acknowledgement, ſo will I not do that injury to your courteſie, as any way ſeem to 
refuſe that offer which appears now to be my beſt conveniency ; onely I muſt take 
leave of your civility, to have ſome little conference with the party that came along 
with me, as well to contrive that intelligence which] intend to ſeek, as to give ſome 
particular order about thoſe followers of mine, that are already gone to a Town (as 
I am informed) not very far diſtant from theſe Woods; where my ſelf thought to 
have lodged this night, it I had not been prevented, both by your goodneſs an in-

The Lady would have called Creſes into the Cave, leaving the Room to their pri- 
vacy ; but Cloria in no wiſe would permit, either her trouble in that particular, or 
her quitting the poſſeſſion of rhe Grotto , ſaying; the pleaſant Grove before che 
entrance of her exquiſite retirement, would not afford her onely a ſufficient conve- 
niency for her affairs, but a moſt perfect delight in her communications. | 

A long time the Princeſs and Creſer diſputed their own reſolutians, in regard that

© When ſhe had made an end of this Song, by a gentle ſmile and a few tears, (he 
caſt her looks upon the Princeſs Cleria, as if ſhe did not onely accuſe her ſelf of 
ſome great guilt , but ſeemed alſo in a ſort ro beg her opinion: But the ſpyeet Prin- 
ceſs, although ſhe might have ſufficient cauſe given her of ſuſpicion; yet being made 
up more of affability, not to apprehend faults, then curioſity to know them, was 
ſo far at preſent from being inquilitive after ber adventures, that ſhe onely with ma- 
ny Complements commended the excellency of her muſick, leaving the myſtery of 
her expreſſions to other interpretations: This with other variety of diſcourſe em- 
ployed the time, until the coolneſs of the evening invited them to take a more com- 
modious entertainment at the Caſtle, according to the nature of the Ladies courteſie:

remained, until by the Lady again ſhe was invited to ſupper, that appeared to be ſer. 
ved up with greater ſtate and plenty, then riches or curioſity , ſince delicacies belong 
more to Courts and Cities, then to Charity and Hoſpitality ; however the whole ap- 
peared ſo well ordered, that the Cooks had art enough to render the diſhes good and 
wholeſome, though neither exquiſite nor affected; rather pretending to ſuffice na- 
ture then to compel it, (according to the hereditary cuſtome of that family) more 
proper for heroical thoughts and noble actions: Nevertheleſs the Wine appeared to 
the taſte both excellent and ſpiritful, being a creature moderately uſed, of moſt ca- 
pacity to raiſe the fancy and aſliſt expreſſion: yet theꝝ did not remain long at ſup- 
per, for Amarillia cauſing her Lute to be brought, conducted the Princeſs Cloriainto 
the Park; where for the moſt part every night (he took her muſical recreatios; 
Thus being engaged by this imployment, another part of the Wood entertained 
Creſes and the Steward of the houſe, who walking together by a Brook ſide, _ 
deſiting to be ſatisfied concerning the condition of his Lady: The Gentleman after 
he had led him to a little ſeat, for both their better commodities, began a diſcourſe in 
this manner. 
My Ladies, name ſaid he, is Amariilia, ſomething unfortunate I cannot deny in her 
beauty, although Daughter and Heir to a great Lord of the Countrey of Pamphy- 
lia, ſince her riches might have matcht her to the beſt marriage of theſe parts, if am- 
bition had not too much prevailed upon her youth and diſpoſition; but that meeting 
with a prepoſterous courtſhip, from one of a much higher degree, whoſe preſent plea- 
ſure belixe was his principal end, hath caſt her back into an intricate Labyrinth, mix- 
ed with a little diſgrace, but more diſcontent: I do not doubt. but you have heard of 
a certain Prince named Aſtratius, whoſe oppreſſions at the firſt by cg the Sy. 
rian Favourite, put him upon ſuch uncertain and deſperate enterprizes, that at laſt li- 
ving in a manner wholly by his wits, or at leaſtwiſe ſo making his pretenſions , when 
perhaps it was the appetites of his nature, he began to profeſs couzening of others, 
as himſelf had been cheated, both out of his honour and eſtate, to be a tollerable 
decorum, though his practices were yet known to very few ,, much leſs ſuſpected by 
young and innocent Amarillia. | | 5 
In this poſture and with ſuch thoughts (having been before called into this Coun- 
trey with a flying Army, toward the aſſiſtance of the King of Egyyt) be came to 
the Town where my Lady lived, and by that conſequence, ſhe became quickly the 
object of all his courtſhips, ſince her beauty beſt took his fancy, if his quality did not 
her reſpects; and to that purpoſe moſt violently ſolicited her to marriage which ſhe 
entertained: Tis true, fame in ſome ſort made him the Husband of another Wife, 
which notwithſtanding he denyed with ſo many proteſtations, accompanied alſo by 
many probable reaſons, that youth enflamed by ambition , either could nor, or was 
not willing to be perſwaded , that any thing but truth and ſweetneſs of diſpoſition, 
could be contained in'a body, made up with ſo many perfections of nature and 
education.

Though theſe Nuptials were privately conſumated between themſelves , yet afcer- 
wards ſeeming authority publiſhed the at, wherefore ſo lived together in the open 
face of the world, with all the ſplendour could be imagined : But the former pre- 
tended Wife of Aſtratius, coming after a while to the intelligence, (perhaps more 
diſpleaſed with the election, then enamoured of his perſon, ſince nothing is apter to 
enrage a womans ſpleen, then to have the competition of her worth , publickly de- 
cided to her diſadvantage) with all violence. could be expreſt made a journey into the 
Kingdom of Syria; where, bowever ſhe had inſtructed her thoughts with ſufficient. 
matter for complaints, as being right heir of her Husbands Principality, and married 
in her youth before an open aſſembly, yet the Syrians State more joyſully received 
the occaſion, not onely for that they might with better colour continue the poſſeſſi- 
| | | on 
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dn of Aſtratius Lands, which they had purchaſed by the power and policy of dead 
Phileſtros, but alſo in regard of this new intereſt, they might have the likelier means 
to diſturb him from the aſſiſtance of the Egyprians, in whoſe Countrey he then re- 
mained with competent Forces, ſo that preſently diſpatching a principal meſſenger 
to the Arch-Flamin of Delphos, they required juſtice from his authority, being a 
fcandal as they pretended, that might prove of a molt dangerous conſequence, to the 
rights and title of all 4/4, if perſons of ſuch quality ſhould be permitted, thus to 
break the bands of their firft Nuptials, and contract others onely to ſatisfie their own 
fancies; beſides the contempt of his power (as they ſaid) and the Temples facred 
Laws prophaned , would be an occaſion to fill the world with nothing bur ſlaughters 
and contentions, when by this example the rights and ſucceſſions concerning moſt 
governments and inheritances might come to be diſputed: *Tis true, the danger with 
the ſolicitation of the Syria» Ambaſſadour, quickly enflamed the thoughts of that 
jealous Court, with divers diſtruſtful apprehenſions: Firſt , in regard Aſtratius act 
ſ&med to thwart the ſettled cuſtome of the Temple, eſtabliſhed for ſo long a time, 
under the unqueſtionable juriſdiction of the great City of Delphos : Next in that the 
precedent appeared to ſtrike at the unſettlement of many other Princes in their Do- 
minions, being ſubject to be overthrown in their proſperity, if other Nuptials ſhould 
privately be contracted at the pleaſure of every inconſtant lover, that could not 
want pretences to change the object of their affections, when either proſit or luſt 
moved the queſtion; ſo that inſtantly iſſuing out a rigid injunRion concerning my 
Ladies marriage, both Aſtratius and Amarillia were commanded to be ſeparate one 
from the other, until the full judgement of the cauſe, ſhould be given ſolemnly, in 
that moſt high and ſacred Court. 

But however this command appeared too peremptory to be diſobeyed by what 
perſons of quality ſoever, in regard a ſeeming cutſe depended upon the obſtinacy; 
yet their loves being ſo intimately united between themſelves, and as they thought 
confirmed by the general approbation of all the people, they notwithſtanding for- 
bore not their private meetings ; which alchough perhaps ic more engaged their af- 

fections, yet certainly it eftranged them farther from the Gods favour , ſince obedi- 
ence ought to be eſteemed a higher act of piety, then the richeſt ſacrifice could be of- 

fered, and a diſcreet: temper moreworth then the beſt of paſſions. Theſe things I 
muſt confeſs I (hould not relate, but that they are already ſufficiently known to the 

world; ſome years after theſe enterchanges of love paſſages, Aſtratius of a ſudden, 

whether being over-tired with his pleaſures, believing my Lady decayed in her beau- 

ty, or rather like a cunning politician, preferring his ends before his affeRion , not- 
withſtanding he ſtill made uſe of Amarillias eſtate to ſupply his occaſions, by de- 

grees waved her company, until at lalt he gave her not the leaſt viſit, although they 
doth continued in one Town; pretending nevertheleſs by his open profeſſions, that 

his heart was wholly hers, however for the advantage of each, he was content in 

ſome ſort to ſhew the contrary. Thus diſſembling 4ſratiws carried the out. (ide of 

his countenance, before the face of the multitude, however his covetous diſpoſition 

inthe interim, made him receive the whole benefit of my Ladies fortunes, not leaving 

her ſo much a#a competency to maintain her own port; inſomuch as ſhe was con- 

ſtrained to retire within the ſame. City to a moſt obſcure habitation : You may be 

fure, that notwithſtanding (he was a little content, to be flattered by his reaſons, 

yet was not any thing pleaſed at the occaſion, having nothing elſe in a manner to 

build upon, then the bare promiſes depending on his inconſtant reſolutions; befides 

that all her eſtate was in his poſſeſſion, which (as I told you) he mannaged ſparing - 
enough towards her particular; done ſo on putpoſewith an intention (as is now ve- 

ry well known) to render her the willinger to quit her claim co his perſon; whilſt the 

great Ladies began already, not onely to queſtion -her place, but to deſpiſe her con- 

dition; envy for the moſt part inflaming at the glorious rayes of honour , ſeeking 

opportunity to depreſs whom it can by a ſeeming tyranny in the actors; which 
my poor 2 a long time was forced to undergoe, with an unſpeakable pa- 
tience; her thoughts il] depending upon hopes, that either her vertues or her 
| cauſe, 
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cauſe, would at laſt procure her a great deal of pitty, if not a right conſideration; 
at leaſtwiſe ſome relaxation of her intollerable miſeries; nevertheleſs diſcontent 
continued her I may ſay in this poſture, until Condroſus being engaged againſt his 
own King Orontes, called Aſtratius to his aſſiſtance , having bought him thereunto, 
both by money and perſwaſions. | | | 
What the Tranſactions were in thoſe parts, I ſuppoſe you may better know them 
then my ſelf, ſince your young King Arethuſius (as I have been informed) in thoſe 
ſervices was employed, although not perſonally to fight in Orontes quarrel, (as being 
eſteemed ſomething below his dignity) nevertheleſs ro make ſome beneticial agree- 
ment with Aſtratius for the Syrian Intereſt ,' infomuch as preſently he was obliged 
to leave the Countrey , however ungrateful Maxarius hath ſince ſo ill requited che 
favours of your young Prince, as himſelf is now forced to quit that Kingdom, the 
better to give way to thoſe conditions of peace, which are made with Hercrombrotus 
the Lydian General; though Afrarixs be alſo extreamly exaſperated, for being the 
principal occaſion, why he left Syria, with his whole Army, remaining then in a po- 
ſture, capable to have reſtored him again to his own poſſeſſions | 
As I would not have you to wonder, from what intelligence I come to have theſe 
informations, in regard the frequent exclamations of Condoroſ (now remaining as 
you have heard in theſe parts) are ſufficient to paint out the actions of Maæarius 
in the worſt colours, ſo will I no further trouble your thoughts with impertinences, 
but concerning thoſe paſſages that do belong to the body of the ſtory I am to re- 
late; and therefore ſhall be ſilent in the conditions, which were agreed upon between 
Orontes and Aſtratius, when the Rebellion was moſt hot in the Kingdom of Syria,” 
procured by Condbroſus oppoſition, though pretended chiefly to be, in regard of the 
unlimited Juriſdiction was caſt upon the great Favourite, whereby the Princes of the 
blood were intollerably injured and ſuppreſt, both in their fortunes and power, to 
the apparent diſhonour of all Syria, and ſcandal of other Nations; however no 
ſooner was Aftratiue again returned into theſe. Countreys of Pampbilia, but the mar- 
riage between him and Amarillia was diſſolved, by a publick decree from the City of 
Delphos, iſſuing out (as twas thought) the eaſter; by reaſon of the then late agree- 
ment made in Syria; for that Aſtratiu being in the Town, of Damaſous he fre · 
quently viſited his former wife, who for the preſent chere remainſmmue. 
As you may very well imagine, this fatal judgement almoſt rent aſſunder the tender 
(and I hope innocent) heart of my Lady and Miſtreſs, whoſe courage at the firſt 
bearing of the news, was not able to contend againſt her paſſions, (women being vio- 
lent in all their actions) yet it was not long before the Gods, alſo ſnhewed evident 
marks againſt Aſtratius dilloyalties : For quarrels beginning to ariſe between him 
and Condoroſius, not onely for ptetedeney in dignity, but ſuſpitions of friendſhip ; 
this State doubting his correſpondency with the Syrian Kingdom, in regard of the 
late accord he had made ſuddenly to acquit thoſe wars, of a ſudden cauſed him to be 
impriſoned, to the no ſmall amazement of the whole Countrey; beſides; at the ſame 
time they alſo ſeited upon both his money and his Jewels, to the King of Egypts uſe; 
This unexpected Tranſaction is at preſent Amarillias greateſt ha ppineſs, ſince as 
all diſgraces are entreaſed, by neceſſity of dependency upon thoſe who have occa- 
ſioned them; ſo on the other (ide; it muſt needs be the beſteonſolation to a ſuffering 
petſon, to be at laſt let looſe from thoſe obligations, which gertainly renders a ge- 
nerous ſpirit, either ſomething pleaſed, or altogether ſatisßiieſcea. 
fu true, thoſe paſſages have produced theſe effects in the general, that although 
the Favourite Aaxarius bath often invaded the poor Countrey of Pamphiſia, with 
: moſt powerful Armies, yet the valorous ſpleen o Condoroſur, lath given him many 
defperate defeats; not onely to the diſcontent; hut the diſgrare of the Jyrias Nati- 
ont inſomuch as they have heen forced ſince to call in the Cydia to their aſſiſtance, 
+both by lea and land, which is the occaſion that Deorcas is now beſieged with their 
joynt powers; the ſucceſs at preſent being expected by aſt ſorts of people, as a con- 
ſequence whereupon depends, either the good or ill of this Principality. 
But again to return to my ſtory of Aſtratiut, there being not much behind towards 
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the finiſhing thereof: Aſter the impriſontnent of his petfon (as I ſaid) many Decla- 
rarions were put forth, complaining of his fraud and want of fidelity to. the King 
of Exypts ſervice, notwithſtanding his reſpectful uſage and large pay ; and fot a 
further teſtimony of all his pretended impieties, a Command was fent not longaſter, 
to bring bim well guarded to the Court at Aemphis, there to anſwer thoſe accuſati- 
om that ſhould be brought againſt him, arcordiog to the nature of bis crimes, where 
for the preſent (as we hear) he remains, without much proſecution ; the reaſon is (as 
it in thought) becauſe of ſome overtures have been made by the great Arch-Flamin 
of Delphes , in reference to the general peace between the two Nations; upon 
whick alſo depends the reſtoration and ſatisfaction of evety other leſſer prince ol 
Aſa, Afrurius being eminent of that number, whoſe oppreſſion, as it is ſuppoſed, 
was one of the printipat cauſes of the war at the firſt, in regard of his Countrey 
that was ſo violently taken away from his poſſeſſion, by the power and practice: f 
Pbiloſtros, for no other reaſon (as be alledgeth) but his being over faichfull to the 
Egyptian Family : Many believe alſo, that ſome reaſon of his reſtraint, was pro- 
cured by the envy of Cot Officers in theſe parts, who were often out · witted by 
his induſtry in money accounts and orfier deſigus, which their gravities were unwil- 
ling to ſuffer, wichom a requital anſwerable to his cranſgreſſions; their own ambiti- 
ons being to have that Court to be heid wiſe and circutnſpeR, above other people in 
all theiraQions : Of the other ſide, for that his old Wife is lately dead at Damaſcus, 
my Lady Amarillia intends once again to renew her ſuit, concerning her contracted 
marriuge; not onely to himſelf from whom ſhe may doubt perforihance, in regard 
of the inconſtancy of his nature, and ſubtilty of his practices, eſpecially when ſhe 
knows her beauty doth not now flourith; as it did in the ſpring of her years ; but to 
the holy Flamin himſelf accompanied with the interceſſion of many other Princes, 
of who ſhe may expect ſome right and juſtice, and the rather, for that ſhe hath 
yer children living by that Conjunction, whoſe innocedcy enn neither be taxed, or 
their perſon deſpiſed; by what competent Jadgement ſoever, though in the interim 
i reſolved as you ſee (uctordinꝑ to che plenty of her patrimony) to maintain à no. 
ble decorum of hoſpitality, towards the entertainment of all manner of ſtrangert, 
that by vertue may chaſſenge a reſpect, vr inay advantage her pretentious; of which

But notwithſta ing theſe reaſom —— with them ſome linde of>deſpalienin 
my Ladies thoughts, (however womens defires fot the moſt part av tod violent bo 
be thwarted by ordinary objectiom yet other hopes there are, in vegatd of the late 
and unempected dear of Artaxes great King of Ames, whoſe natural Subject 
my Lord Aftratins was; ſo that by reaſon of the vactty of that Empire, all the 
Princes in a manner of Aſia are ſummoned to make à new theRion;, whereby che 
better to reſiſt the ſtrong power of the Per an Manatchy, whoſe ſpleen and umbi- 
| tion 
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tion to have dominion in that Countrey of Armenia, hath not onely been formerly 
feared, but is now much doubted, conſidering the War he hath at the preſent made 
with other bordering States, begun by him both upon unjuſt and light occaſions; 
wherefore in this expected aſſembly, there will not onely be means for all diſtreſſed 
perſons of quality, to be heard and righted in their reaſonable complaints, of which 
number my Lady Amari/lia muſt needs be eſteemed worthy of a favourable audience, 
but alſo Aſtratius himſelf will be releaſed out of priſon, whereby to be aſſiſtant in 
that High Court of Honour and Dignity ; before which Tribunal it may be ſuppo- 
ſed, he will not wave choſe contracts, that have paſſed between him and my innocent 
Lady, ſince ſuch teſtimonies of his falſhood muſt appear, that of neceſſity ſhall brand 
him with marks of eternal ſhame and infamy : With theſe words the Steward roſe 
from his ſear, telling Creſes, that as he bad troubled him with a ſtory belonging to 
his Ladies ſaddeft poſture, ſo now if he pleaſed, they would go to finde her ous, 
whereby they might behold her in a more delightful temper , fince her Lute and ſhe 
(being eſteemed relatives) could not but joyn , in making up ſome harmony to their 
contents, which exerciſe entertained them until their return to the Caſtle, | 
However Creſes remained no longer in that commodious habitation then the night 
following, for the next morning (receiving C/oria's commands) he took his leave, 
thruſt on by his own violent deſires, to enquire out the fortunes of Prince Arethuſius, 
beſieged (as *twas reported) within the ſtrong walls of Deorcas ; though firſt he re- 
paired to the Town, where the evening before, the Princeſs train were deſigned to 
lodge, whereby to diſpatch ſome of her people to her further ſervice, ſhe having al- 
ready made known her own perſon to the Lady, in whoſe noble extraction and gen- 
tle diſpoſition Cloria began to put an abſolute confidence, both for her entertainment 
and ſecurity: But ſcarce had Creſes cravelled three dayes journey, in proſecution of 
his deſigns, but arriving at a little Village about noon , he encountered with a brave 
Troop of Horſe, newly come as it was ſaid by the inhabitants, from near about 
Deorc as, where, as it ſhould ſeem they had been for ſome time quartered, to wait and 
attend upon the adventures and actions of the Siege; (7reſes was more then glad at 
this encounter, hoping to hear ſome news belonging to Prince Arethuſius fortunes ; 
wherefore that night ſingling out one of the Officers, after having informed him 
who he was, as alſo of his near relations to the young King of Myſſia, deſired him if 
his leaſure would permit, or the trouble might not appear too great a favour upon ſo 
ſmall acquaintance, to be inſtructed in what appertained to all the Wars that year that 
had hapned in the Countrey of Pamphylia; whereupon the well bred Souldier not 
making any ſcruple, with much courteſie and little ceremony began in this manner. 
Sir, ſaid he, in reſpect to your perſon , as being one of that quality about your 
Prince, that may merit the knowledge of our greateſt affairs, in having dependency 
not onely upon his actions, but alſo an intereſt in his friends, whom it doth not a lit- 
tle concern, I hall at this time diſpence a little with the rules of my own command, 
whereby the better to give you particular ſatis faction; the rather ſince we know our 
general Lord the King of Egypt, renders in ſome ſort your Maſters Right, as his 
own Countreys good: Be pleaſed to know therefore, that no ſooner was ſazarins 
the beginning of this Summer, with the whole Syrian Army, fallen into the very 
heart of our diſtreſſed Dominions, but the Lyaian General Hercrombrot ws (accord- 
ing to ſome accord made between them) appointed alſo his Admiral at Sea, with a 
competent number of Ships, to lie before the Haven Town of Deorcas, whilſt in 
the mean time the Favourite made his circular Trenches about the whole City, unleſs 
it were where the water gave them a neceſſary impediment ; inſomuch as a very few 
dayes had entirely (hut up the place, from all poſſibility of relief, notwithſtanding 
ſome brave ſallies had been performed from within, whereby to hinder their ap- 
proaches, which not onely brought between the Souldiers many encounters of divers 
natures, but ſeveral ſlaughters were made of the beſt men of valour of either (ide. 
Theſe tranſactions I ſay, imployed both Armies for ſome weeks; Prince Arethu- 
ſinus and Condoroſzu doing wonders in the interim within the Town, as we of the other 


fide (with our flying Troops) endeavoured to give the Syrian guards in their 
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Trenches, what impediment we could; but that which proved molt remarkable was, 
the burning of a certain work of timber, that the Lydian Forces had erected, whereby 
inthe Haven, the better to ſecure their Fleet, from the violence of ftorms and tem- 
peſts, having on the banks placed a mount, from whence they were accuſtomed to 
diſcharge againſt the Town, many great ſtones , by the help of a certain great En- 
Sine, indo ouſly made for that purpoſe ;- in which action your brave King Are- 
thuſius would needs be imployed , getting in the ſervice a ſmall wound in his thigh : 
is true ĩt might be thought ſome derogation from his dignity , to be thus active in 
2 common Siege; but ſuch were the inſlammations of his courage againſt the Lydian 
people, hired by the Syrian Favourite in this contention , that no perſwaſions could 
work upon his nature, or rather hinder his ſpleen , ſince he would needs engage him- 
ſelf in theſe hazzards, onely fit for the induſtry of perſons of meaner quality; or at 
the beſt, of not ſo much concernment. 

Thus did we hold our enemies play, as they gave us imployment, whilſt King Oron- 
tes in the interim remained for his better ſafety, in a ſtrong Town upon the borders of 
his own Countrey ; whither as we bave been ſince informed,came an Ambaſſador from 
Hercrombrotus, not onely to congratulate his enterpriſes and ſucceſſes, within the he- 
reditary Territories of Pamphylis, belonging to the great Monarch of Egypt, but 
alſo to ſtrengthen friendſhips and demand conditions, in regard of theſe new attempts 
upon the City of Deorcas, as twas pretended, carried on the better, by reaſon of the 
Lycian Forces; alſo it was deſired, to have the Haven delivered into their poſſeſſion, 
when it ſhould be taken, with all the particular Dominions thereunto belonging, not 
onely the likelier to fortiſie the ſecurity agreed upon, but to increaſe the commodity 
of both Nations, ſince the people of Lydia were more addicted to trading, then 
the Subjects of Syria: However ſome complements were uſed by: Orontes, to con- 
tent the peremptory meſſenger, yet many arguments were diſcourſed to hinder the 
intention; for that the honour of the Kingdom of Syria, came publickly in queſti- 
on, before ſuch Commiſſioners as were appointed to treat of that weighty buſineſs; 
but Maxarius (whole ſecret tranſactions, and private concernments, were ſcarce 
known to any, but to his own thoughts) not onely preſently put off all diſputes be- 
longing to that demand, but promiſed after the Town was rendred , to ſend a parti. 
cular meſſenger of quality to the great City of Sardis, whereby Hercrombrotus and 
his Councel, might receive full ſatisfaction; in the interim pretending , *cwas no po- 
licy of State, to diſturb buſineſſes in their proſecution , by unneceſſary contentions, 
when the leaſt interruption, might perhaps deprive both parties of the power, ſeeing 
the Souldiers within thoſe fortifications, appeared to be moſt obſtinate in their 
defence. 

As the Ambaſſadour was forced to be content with theſe reaſons, ſo did not the 
Court ſeem to contradict Maxarius will, knowing his decrees , were judgements re- 
ſembling the Perſian Laws, not to be oppoſed by inferiour intereſts, ſcarce at any 
time by the Kings own youthful appetites, when moſt enflamed , either by inſtigati- 
on or ambition; ſo that things reſted in this poſture , until ſuſpicion ariſing in the 
Town, concerning their unhappy fates, if being ſubdued they ſhould come under the 
Lydian Government; more hateful to the thoughts of Arethuſius then deſtructive 
to the Religion of the place , reſolved preſently with one accord, to a gereral ſalley 
upon the enemy, lying more ſecurely as they hoped , within the coverture of their 
proper works , in regard that not long before they had made fome kinde of ſem. 
blance of parley with the Syrian General, about their rendring upon honourable con- 
ditions, N King Arethuſius and Prince C ondoroſus ſeemed to be moſt involved in 
the intereſt , however differing much in their injuries, for as the firſt was kept from 
the poſſeſſions of his lawful Kingdoms, by the violent oppreſſions of his natural 
Subjects, who ſhould have afforded him, either more juſtice or lefs diſobedience; ſo 
the other was denyed entrance into his proper Countrey onely by his exaſperated ene- 
mies, in regard of his own pretended rebellions; being notwithſtanding alike con- 
cerned in the taking of the Town, that of neceſſity as they knew, would confirm 
both their perſons to a moſt horrid captivity , not to be indured, either by their qua- 
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lities or their courages; wherefore determined with deſperate ſpirits , though ſmall 
hopes, rather then be taken, to make their way through the very heart of the Syrian 
Army ; fo that preſently giving intelligence to our Forces , (that lay at ſome di- 
ſtance) of their intended defign, in the dead of the night putting it in execution with 
ſecrelie, their fortunes prevailing againſt their doubts, as their reſolution conquered 
the danger, they both after much ſlaughter , arrived fafe in our Camp, from their 
proſecutours power. | 
'Tis true, the Town was gallantly defended after this eſcape for ſome ſeaſon, but 
the Governour making a deſperate ſalley, finding no other way probably for its con 
tinuance, became himſelf ſo dangerouſly wounded in che ſervice, chat within a very 
few dayes he ended his life; inſomuch as the inhabitants were forced by reaſon of this 
accident, not onely to admit of a farther treaty , but to yield upon certain conditi- 
ons; which wasto render the Fort up into the hands of the Syria» Commander : 
Neverthelels this ſucceſs occaſioned another diſpute of a contrary nature, for the 
Indian Admiral pretending a bargain made with Mararius, to enjoy the firſt. fruits 
of that years conqueſt , claimed a ratification of the agreement, by being inſtantly 
put into poſſeſſion of this very place, which notwithſtanding was much controver- 
ted in the Councels, both of the Court and Camp, until the Favourite (pretending to 
ſend his Nephew Mauchinus, into the Countrey of Lydia, to compoſe all buſineſſes 
with Hercrombrotut) for the preſent ſeemed to quiet every difference. : 
To make a particular relation of thoſe imployments, that viſibly appeared to moſt 
but meer complements, would be perhaps as tedious for you to hear, as difficult for 
me to relate, ſince Mazsrizs hath been ſtill accuſtomed, to ſhadow over his intended 
deſigns, wich falfe covertures of contrary reſemblances, onely this was certain upon 
his coming back, the effect demonſtrated the combination; but whether honourable 
or no, I ſhall leave you to judge; for no ſooner was this truſty meſſenger returned 
from Sardis to the Syrian Court, but the King himſelf gave inſtant order, to have 
the Town forthwith delivered over to the Zydian power, where now it remains, to 
the abſolute diſcontent of the whole Countrey, if not alſo to the amazed ſcandal 
of other Nations, when they ſhall be fully advertiſed of thefe proceedings, beſides 
the Gods appear ſomething to be anger'dat the action, in that Orontes preſently fell 
ſick of a moſt peſtilent Feaver, not being yet known whether he will recover, or end 
his dayes in ſo ſad a period, which at this time ſhall alſo finiſh my diſcourſe; hoping 
that better fortunes may hereafter attend our deſires, not onely for the future pro- 
ſperity of the Egyptian Monarchy, but towards the honour and glory of the Del- 
phine Religion. | | 
Although Creſes with many Complements, appeared to condole the unhappy 
fate of Deorcas, to be delivered into the abſolute Juriſdiction of Hercrombrot us, 
beſides the impoveriſning of the fertile Countrey of Pamphilia, having ſcarce any 
other Haven Town under that Dominion, either for acceſs or tranſportation, yet 
could he not inwardly, but be exceſſive glad, of the courageous eſcape of Prince 
Arethuſius, his moſt honoured and excellent Maſter ; ſo that after they had ſpent 
ſome other few diſcourſes upon the continued ſubject, Creſes further deſired the Offi- 
cer, that ſince he had been pleaſed to give him theſe informations, not onely con- 
cerning the ſafety of his Prince, but a full advertiſement of all that had paſſed in 
that Campaniet, he would alſo encreaſe his obligation more. in directing him a way, 
how he might ſecurely get to the Kings preſence, having affairs, as he ſaid, nearly 
belonging to his perſon, which he was ſpeedily to impart , ſince he knew the com- 
mon road to be dangerous enough, in regard of ſtraggling Souldiers with other im- 
pediments of the ſame nature: The Commander preſently made this reply, that as 
it was unpoſſible for him to pais to the place of his reſidence, without a very ftrong 
Convoy ; ſo if his occaſions would permit him but to ſtay for a week or two, himſelf 
with his whole Troop were to return again into thoſe parts; inſomuch as, with the 
venture of his life, he would become his faithful ſecurity, and in the mean time if he 
pleaſed, he ſhould command an equal ſhare in his own quarters, if the commodity 
were in any kinde worth the acceptance: As Creſes entertained this courteſie with 
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civil gratitude, anſwerable to his breeding, and the bumanity of his diſpoſition, ſo 
with ſome impatience did he attend the limited time for the Captains remove. 

At the day appointed (Creſes in the interim furniſhing himſelf with Horſe and 
Armour) became alſo a Trooper of that Company, however for his more delight- 
ful converſation he choſe the ſame Commander, for his onely aſſociate in the night 
ſeaſon, and in that manner marched together towards the place of their Rendez- 
vouz, with no ſmall ſatisfaction; but ſcarce were they arrived within a dayes journey of 
their deſigned ſtation, but they were ſuddenly encountred by a party of the enemy, 
as well Lydians as Syrians, that ſeemed to exceed them in number, if not in warlike 
proviſion: Though this accident a little perplexed their thoughts, in regard they ex- 

Red no interruption, yet did it no way leſſen their courages, being alwayes enfla- 
med (as it ſhould ſeem) to fight when the occaſion ſhould be offered. * 

Wherefore after the Captain had by a ſhort ſpeech animated his Souldiers, to con- 
tend with valour, for the good of their Countrey, and the honour of their Religion, 
ſince moſt of their oppreſſours appeared to be of a contrary faith, they fell on with 
fury enough, until many brave men of each ſide, were forced unwillingly to meaſure 
their lengths upon the bare ground, beſpotted with their own blood , as a faithfull 
ſacrifice offered to their cauſe and party: This rough contention I may ſay, laſted 
foralmoſt a quarter of an hour, with ſuch ſeeming equality in diſpute , that hardly 
could it be imagined on which ſide the victory would incline : But Creſes according 
to his wonted practice, heated by action, and as it were burning with ſpight, per- 
formed things more of wonder then of ordinary fortitude, until having received 

many deſperate wounds in his body, he was conſtrained to quit his horſe, whilſt in the 
interim he was ſurrounded by ſome of his own company for his better ſecurity, 
though himſelf alſo with his ſhield defended his perſon the beſt he could, notwith- 
ſtanding the contrary party encreaſed by a new ſupply, comming undiſcovered from 
a ſhady wood, upon a brov7 of a hill not far diſtant, which for a while ſomething 
daunted their hopes to prevail, however no way leſſened their wills to overcome; 
fince they were reſolved, if they could not conquer in probability, to ſel] their lives 
at the bigheſt rate honour ſhould require; and although the diſadvantage rendred 
them deſperate in effect, yet reaſon made them circumſpect in performance, at leaſt- 
wiſe for their Countreys benefit, if not towards their own preſervation: But the 
Gods as it ſhould ſeem, either pittying their perſons, or favouring their innocency, 
by chance in a Town not far off there lodged another Troop belonging to the Pam- 
philian Dominion, who having ſome intelligence of this engagement, by certain 
Boors la bouring in the fields, they quickly upon notice given, made haſte to their 
reſcue : The conflict then began a new in a vigour , though with more equality by 
number, which produced many other confiderable ſlaughters, —__ Clowns alſo 
of the place, taking up Arms towards their aſſiſtance, ſo over-powered the reſt of the 
Syrians party, that in a ſhort time they were forced to take their flight, whilſt Creſes 
and the Captain (being both wounded) were preſently conducted, to the next conve- 
nient habitation for their cure and recovery. | 

*Tis true, the Egyptian Officer kept not long his bed by reaſon of his wounds re- 
ceived, but (eſes whoſe hurts were of a more dangerous nature, not onely a good 
while underwent that inconveniency, but at laſt fell into a moſt violent Feaver , that 
iria manner put every body out of all thoughts of his preſervation, ſo that the 
Prieſt of the place (a man excellent both for his learning and life) conceiving it in 
ſome ſort his duty, notwithſtanding he appeared to be of a contrary Religion, to 
contribute his beſt help in Creſes neceſſity; ſo that one day coming into his chamber, 
and finding the room emptied by chance from all other company, ſeriouſſy entred 
upon this diſcourſe with him. | | 

Sir, ſaid he, I make no doubt, but that you. now finde that all temporary pleaſures 
are vanities in nature, ſince you muſt ſuddenly leave their enjoyments, without any 
fruit of what is paſt , however it may be ſome queſtion, what you believe concerning 
things to come: To this purpoſe, 1 pray you conſider in the firſt place this great and 


ſtupendious univerſe, where the whole appears ſo ſtrange to the apprehenſion , 3 
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lhbe leaſt particle cannot be perceived by what knowledge ſoever, how it encreaſeth 
or diminiſheth, yet judge we mult chat ſomething was the authour of the work, in 
that not any thing comes without a maker, fince by all Philoſophy corruptions alone 
produce, and productions onely corrupt; by the ſame power, as one womb bri 
eth forth ſeveral natures, diſtinct in form, colour, and taſte, though with a kinde of 
an orderly motion; this plainly ſhews a divine providence, which providence can- 
not but direct an ule, and this uſe as it ought. to be good in the intention, ſo muſk 
this good tend onely to eternity, ſince all defections are meerly unperfect, and ſo 
conſequently not good, wherefore this being granted, we muſt look for the ob- 
ject of this Creation and eternal intention: Surely this object can be no other then 
mans everlaſting ſubſiſlance, he being the nobleſt of creatures, having onely un- 
— and reaſon to diſtinguiſh granted him, whereby he is rendred capable to 
know good and evil; and the good neceſſarily depends upon obedience, towards that 
excellency that gave firſt that benefit and prerogative, and ſo conſequently to be in- 
formed of his pleaſure. To this purpoſe, for the more eaſie knowing of bis will, he 
hath preſcribed our practice an intelligible law, communicated to our: apprehenſions 
by clear and yndoubted revelations, aſcertain'd by faithful Traditions, from time to 
time as occaſion was offered; however if any objections ſhould: be raiſed ; how a 
certainty might be underſtood amongſt ſo many diverſities of opinions, I ſhall onely 
anſwer by this argument or inſtructlon; either ancient Records muſt ſhew the pra- 
Rice, or preſent miracles perſwade the belief; and theſe being found plain and con- 
vincing, it were not onely an impiety, but a madneſs , to contradi the effects: 
Wherefore if there be any other place beſides the Temple of De/phos, that can claim 
theſe properties, let it be ſhewed for confutation, which no doubt the enemies there- 
of would have done before this, if they could have procured the means, when as ſo 
many Rebels to that ſacred Tribunal, ha ve been often challenged to that purpoſe ; 
ſo that there being one and but one to be obſerved, as the commanded law of the 
| eternal] Maker preſcribed to the world, why ſhould any perſon be of another belief; 
then what thoſe Records ſince the very beginning have from age to age taught 
and ſhewed > Wherefore your Lyaian Religion, appeating to be contrary to theſe 
principles, you have more then cauſe to fear, the near approach of tiſe eternal de- 
termination of this divine power, if you regulate not now your thoughts before 
our death to the conformity that is neceſſary for your future ſecurity ; for that the 
Gods are no way to be pleaſed, either by diverſity of opinions, or obſtinacy in diſ- 
obedience, eſpecially when they have given Intallible Rules for our inſtruction + 
This being delivered, the Prieſt reſted ſilent, as if he expected ſome anſwer-from his 
deſired penitent, or by the obſervation of his countenance, a little to conjecture of 
his inward thoughts, towards the alteration of his tmninde, 

But Creſis being at preſent fitter for apprehenſion then expreſſion, made him no reply 
at all; ſo that at the ſame inſtant coming company into the chamber, they were con 
ſtrained to break off the farther intention of other diſcourſe, onely Creſes defired the 
Prieſtao viſit him again two or three dayes hence: However that night Cre/e; began 
more ſeriouſly to conſider ,chofe reaſons the Religious Perſon bad uttered for his fatis- 
faction, though more eſpecially this one argument of bis deliveredithat no other place 
beſides. the Temple.of Delplus, could produce Records infallible certain concerning 
the Fundamental Eaws given firſt, for all mankinde to reuerenct and obey; upon 
which depended every thing (as he ſuppoſed) neteſſiry to be obſerved; towards the 
eternal end mentioned: With theſe imaginations, he fell by degrees into a Rinde of 
a quiet ſlumber, wherein he continued ſo long a time, until his fancy at laſt ſigured to 
his thoughts the appearance before his eyes, of Apollo and the Goddeſs Veſt an ſhining 
with excellive rayes of Glory; withall telling him, that untels he ſuddenly chan- 
gel his ertoneous belief, by embracing the right Worſhip of tbe Heavens, accord - 
ing to the Temple of De!phos practice, ſnewed plainly by the Ptieſt, choſe etermaſ tor- 
ments prepared for the breakers of the omnipotent Law, would undoubtedly fall to 
bis ſhare for his contempt : As this viſion quickly wakened him wich no ſmall ter- 
rour to his conſcience, ſo upon the next viſit of the Father, he teſolved to be = 
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verted to his ppinions; however again when he appeared for that purpoſe, Creſes 
thoughts anew began to wayer, as too much feariog belike what inconveniency his al- 
teration in religion, might bring to the affairs of abſent Arethuſius, whoſe concern. 
ment his heart tendred abundantly. -- | een

You cannot, ſaid he, but have been already informed of the memorable Wars, 
hapaing gor many years ago between Thyargos the brave King of Scythia ;; and Ar- 
taxes the good King of Armenia, as twas known, chiefly procured by reaſon of 
contentions , ariſing from differences in points of Religion; ſince many Princes of 
the Armenian Subjects, took part with the Scythian intereſt , as doubting the extra- 
ordinary piety of Artaxes, would compel them to part with ſuch Lands their An- 
ceſtors had uſurped from the Temples Rites. This invaſion yon muſt believe, 
brought the King of Armenia into ſo low a condition, that oſtentimes (with ſonie 
tears in his eyes) he offered to lay down- his own dignity , doubting as he ſaid, the 
Gods did not favour his perſonal proceedings, by reaſon of the increaſe of his ene- 
mies Forces, fortified with the endeavours of multitudes of his rebellious Subjects, 
that feared much to continue under bis Religious juriſdiction: However the Councel 
of the Court (joyning with ſome Ambaſſadours of Forreign Princes then preſent) 
not anely encouraged Ar: axes ſtill to wear the Diadem (as they ſaid) ſo lawſully caft 
upon him by a juſt right of election, but ordered the whole Army inſtantly to give 
byargos Battle, leaving the trial and iſſue, to the onely diſpoſe and regulation of the 
immortal Gods, for whoſe cauſe they ſeemed to-contend. 4 | 
*Tis true, that however King Thyargos upon the firſt charge was ſlaughtered by an 
unknown accident, yet thoſe Commanders of his party, continued ſtill the contenti- 
on with ſo much fury, that ſcarce could the dark night diſtinguiſn the Victory of the 
Armenian ſide: Nevertheleſs this indiflerency in the Battle procured Artaxer ſome 
countenance; however the Scythias Souldiers ſettled more firmly their quarters in 
the Countrey, as it ſhould ſeem. both Armies having neither power nor will, more to 
contend for that years ſervice... Although this took way the determinable hazzard 
to either party, yet the boors every where were conſtrained to feel the oppreſſion, 
ſince no place for a long time but walled Towns, could defend any mans goods ot per- 
ſon. In this poſture I may ſay Armenia remained ſome years ſpace, Artaxes rather 
gaining ground then loſing advantage, in that many Princes of the Countrey return- 
ed to his aſſiſtance; notwithſtanding the great-Philoftros all he could aſſiſted the Scy- 
thian party, until at laſt perhaps the Gods pittying the miſeries, if not farouring the 
poſterity of the people, procured a ſudden peace to be agreed between the S5rians, 
Armenians, and Scythians, contrary to the thoughts of moſt, ſince the continued War 
bad rendred the practice hereditary in opinion FH 
: . Asithis joyful intelligence preſaged happineſs to all forts of conditions, ſo were 
the Articles of friendſhip quickly ſigned, by thoſe intereſſed in the compoſrtion of 
this ſeeming eterna]quarre}, wherein the Syrians were to have a good proportion of 
Armenia for their quiet, as the Scyrhians moſt huge ſummes of monies to forego their 
intereſt; - beſides thoſe Princes and Subjects which profeſt the *Herezian® Religion, 
were to paſs free and undiſturbed in their profeſſion: But as ſoon as the ArchsFlimin 
of Delplus, and our great Monarch of Egypt, heard of this intention; they both 
- endeaygured with exceſſive violence to hinder the concluſion : The firſt pretènding 
an inmxy done to his prerogatire, to have Divine matters: handed and determined 
without his knowledge, being as twas ſaid, prejudicial- ro the Temptes priviledges : 
The other more furidus in point of intereſt, as much fearing che Syur advantage in 
theſe Countreys, preſently married the — of Artuues, ory to 
keep bim (if poſſible) from going forwards with his former bargain; which'(reſolu- 
e the agreement made) protracted a ſong time the publication of 
Articles; until at laſt che Syrians and Scythians, again beginning to fall upon A7.

As I told you the other day, ſaid he, che Commanders of the Army, being again 
returned into their own Countrey of Scythia, finding perhaps that their rewards an- 
ſwered not their expectation, or their imployments ſuited with their diſpoſitions, ſee- 
ing the too much decorum of the Court, and the youthful majeſty of the Queen that 
tended rather to reſpectful diſtances, then to Souldiers preferments, began earneſtly 
to ſolicit theigyovereign to marry; as they alledged, thereby to ſettle a convenient 
poſterity for the Kingdoms fafery, with more ſuſtre to the Military profeſſion; from 
whence they ſaid, both her Father and her ſelf bad received their greateſt honour: 


Beſides for a teſtimony of thtirintended limitation, concerning her choice, they pre- 


ſeribed her a Prince of her own kindred named Dogalpbut, who for ſome years palt in 
Armenia bad been their higheſt General: But the young Queen Philagenia, (whether 


Againſt the carpet oppoſition of his two mighty friends, whoſe concernments his 
heürt rather farqured, then his power could aſſiſt; in regard the people on every ſide 


or no in her thoughts ſhe diſdained the perſon of her own Subject, or whether her 
reſolutions, had in ſome ſort miraculouſly been enflamed by divine inſpirations) of a 


ſudden not onely quitted her Kingdom to her Couſim poſſeſſion, but ſpeedily made 
a journey to the City of Delphot, where leaving the errouts of the Hereſian opinions, 
which until then ſhe had openly profeſſed, abſolutely became a ſubject of the Arch- 
Flamins directions; as I may lay, changing all her temporal enjoyments, to purchaſe 


onely a poſſibility of that happy eternity, which my deſires have (with a great deal 


more reaſon) endeavoured to perſwade you unto at the preſent; ſince as her conditi- 
on certainly then was glorious, ſo yours appears ſomething deſperate at this inſtant. 
At theſe words Creſes began to ſhed many tears; but whether at the conſideration 
of his own condition, or apprehenſion of Philogtnia's vertues, mult reſt a queſtion : 
for that che Prieſt going on ſtill with his ſtory , by degrees he returned to his wonted 
remper, 5 Ine " F. 
The Souldiers, ſaid he, having gained their young Commander, to become their 


Crowned King, not onely triumphed exceedingly in the purchafe; but quickly put us 


thoughts on fire to actions of War; which being preſently refolved- upon in his 
Councel, paſſion prevailing, and juſtice not regarded; the next queſtion was, who 
ſhould be the object of that troubleſome deſign ꝰ ſince the late agreement with the 
King of Armenia would not dilectly permit fo great a falſhood to be executed, tend- 
ing to the diſhonour of all other Princes; however oblickly they threatned alſo his 
eſtate in intention :» ſo that firſt making a ſtrict combination with Hercrombretn 
your Lydian General (whoſe intereſt moſt proſpered in unnatural combuſtions) and 
_ alſo flattering Mararius the Syrian Favourite into the party, by reaſon of his ſuſpi- 

cion concerning the * family, of a ſudden invaded the Territories of 7rapa- 
ſus, whoſe King notwithſtanding, might have challenged a better right to the Scy- 


thian Territory, involving him in this manner with a double injury; and the rather 
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for at that very time, he was dangerouſly imployed in many perplexed contentions 
with another Northern Prince, equal to Degalphus both in power and fpight, 
This unexpected ſurprize, quickly rendred the whole Countrey a — miſerable 
object of misfortune, ſince che King in a ſhort ſpace, was not onely conſtrained to 
forſake his own Dominions, but Towns were ranſacked, and people deſtroyed, as if 
the total ruine of the world had been. intended; and ſo continued, until both the 
King of. Armenia, and the other mentioned Scy:hiax.Prince , either, pittying, choſe 
calamities, or fearing the approaching danger, joyned in combination bo together 
to reſiſt the furiouſneſs of that torrent, pretending that ſuch proceedings at laſt 
might alſo work them out of their own Juriſdiction, This conjuncture after ſome 
moneths engagement of either ſide, gave the King of Trapaſiu a. new footing in 
his almoſt loft Countrey, inſomuch as Dogalphus calling in a young warlike Prince alſo 
to his aſſiſtance, being of the ſame belief as himſelf concerning the Worſhip of the 
Goͤds, againſt the Rites and Ceremonies of the Temple of Delphus, began again in 
that manner to encreaſe his Forces, towards more hazzardable adventures then for. 
merly: However Dogalphus after many various conflicts and deſperate battles, being 
over-powered as it ould ſeem by his double oppoſers, returned with his Army into 
another Dominion compoſed moſt of Iſlands, that borders if not commands the 
Uxime Sea; intending in that enterprize wholly to be poſſeſſed of many commodi- 
ous Havens; whereby to become rich and mighty in Navigation, ſince his Land de- 
ſigns proſpered not according to his deſires and expectation: Nevertheleſs he met 
in like manner there with ſuch a reſiſtance, (although it is alledged he broke ſome ac- 
cord with that King) chat retained him in thoſe Wars, until his own ſudden death 
put a period both to his paſſions and his Conqueſts : Here the Prieſt again thought it 
time to leave Creſes, to another convenient reſt, . promiſing notiygghltanding the 
next day to make a full end of his intended relation; and ſo by conſequence to come 
to thoſe periods, whereby the better to facilitate his converſion , in that he judged 
rather worldly intereſt hindred his reſolutions, then that his underſtanding wanted 
convincing arguments, 7 his belief: Wherefore not willing in the extre- 
mity of his fickneſs, · either to over · charge his memory, or tire his ſpirits, which 
was the occaſion that ſo oſten he abruptly broke off his diſcourſe, and quitted his 
company. 1 eta 
The day after the Prieſt again fell upon the continuation of bis diſcourſe in this 
manner: As I told you yeſterday, ſaid he, theſe mentioned Princes formerly a long 
time remained embroiled in their contentions , ſometimes one flying off, and an- 
other comming on, inſomuch as in the judgements. of moſt people it was a hard 
matter to conjecture, either hat they meant, or how they would proceed: But in 
the interim whilſt this war was acting, it bath pleaſed the Gods, by ſomeching an 
unexpected (if not a ſudden) death to take Artaxes great King of Armenia out of 
this troubleſome world, though perhaps intending. him a benefit to eaſe his cares, 
ſince his approved piety in all opinions, deſerved the Heavens beſt mercy, leaving 
the Cataſtrophe of all ſettlements co younger thoughts; which by fate hath hap. 
pened to his morning ſon, not then eighteen years of age, governed by his many 
friends and beſt Conncellours : For preſently this young Prince putting in for the Em- 
pirꝭ by their advice, various enemies endeavoured to oppoſe the deſign , ſome ſaying 
he was too young for his office; others not indifferent enough for their peace; that 
dignity having remained already too long entailed in one houſe, neither wanted 
there — of the Hereſian belief, who aimed at other perſons more favourable, to 
thoſe of cheir Religion and Worſhip ;- which not onely put off his preſent electi- 
on, but gave a full opportunity, for both the Syrians and che Egyptians, to come in 
for their particular intereſt: As theſe ſuſpitions and pretentions, were ſufficient cau- 
ſes for obſtacles and protractions, ſo was his non age a plain hinderance in matter of 
Law, according to the firſt Armenian Conſtitution: Notwithſtanding the Arch- 
Flamtn of Del phat had ſent a diſpenſation for their proceedings to his election, feat- 
ing in the vacancy of the Government, the great Emperourof Perſia might pre ju- 


dice very much the affairs of thoſe Territories, being known alwayes to have been 
a dan-

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a dangerous enemy to the glory and ſecurity of Armenia: To this ſe alſo 
the frcndsof ' Artaxes offered to have dure perſons nominated ;' har Pole al- 
wayes be near bis actions, whereby to regulate his youth upon all convenient ca- 
ſiom that no injury ſhould come, either to his Government or particular: Bout us 
the continued ſpleen of the to mighty Kings, was for the moſt part à Rub to all 
other affairs, fo in this it became more predominant, inſomuch as the election was 
| eos OE ee che Prince gave 
them-bothiwarrantand conveniency, for their now King to be choſen, according to 
the ancient decorum of the — x, to ſuch facred and extraordinary Cere- 
monies. Alſo it was pretended in that ſpace of time all perſons of quality bad; li- 
berty to work out their own advantages and Rights, either by private intereſt, or 
publick expoſtulations ; fince Armenia (with the N e and their Do- 
minions) ſeemed to become one elevated Theatre of the world; filled wich not bing 
but confuſion and complaints; as if the God had determined to fer up a Tribunal), 
whereby to judge man, in point of enmity, concerning onely temporary poſſeſſions 
of the earth: Tis true, that in the interim of this prefixed time, many Ambaſſa- 
dours of all Nations (although they feaſted one another with much Ceremony) did 
not forbear to offer up in writing, not onely their demands but exaſperations, which 
2 Court ordained for that purpoſe was appointed to receive, thougli not to deter- 
mine; ſince ſuch Juriſdiction alone was reſerved for the Judgement of ſeven Royal 
Magiſtrares of Armenia, unto whom alſo belonged the choice of the great and ſu- 
pream Prince of that Empire. But when the day came for this famous and great 
election, (Artaxes being now of full age) firſt Orontel by his Miniſters of State ex- 
hibited to the Aſſembly, the conſideration of his Rights by a compoſition, ſome 
time ago made with all the Princes of Armenia, not onely to have in quiet poſſeſſion 
the Territories granted him in that Kingdom, when he withdrew his whole Army 
out of their Dominions, but alſo that no ſuccour ſhould be ſent to the King of 
Egypt, whereby to ſtrengthen him in the Wars againſt the Syrian proceedings; how- 
ever of the other (ide the King of Egypt pretended that ſuch reſtrictions were nei- 
ther honourable nor juſt, whereby to tye up the will and power of a free Monarch; 
ſince the Laws of Nations onely were ſuffitient, to regulate and aſcertain any com- 
poſition made with predeceſſors of Dominions and Governments ; beſides the judge- 
ment of the Princes of Armenia, as they conceived, could and ought beſt to deter- 
mine ſuch differences in a great and genetal-Councel aſſembled for that purpoſe, eſpe- 
cially when all parties concerned were in thoſe particulars become the meer Subjects 
of the Empite; and therefore not to he tried or juſtified by any other Triburals ; 
wherefote prayed notwithſtanding what oppoſition ſoever, the election ſhould ſpee- 
dily go on without interruption, according to the Laws and nature of the firſt inſti- 
ration, being the chief Bulwark againſt the Perſian Invaſion, that at preſent ſeemed 
to threaten all their diſquiets. Neither wanted there ſome Princes and free Towns 
that required a more particular confirmation and ſeturity concerning the priviledges, 
belonging to thoſe of the Herefian Religion, ſince lately as they alſedged, they had 
received prejudice, both in their perſons and fortunes, contrary to juſtice and former 
Charters ; with a thouſand other various complaints of ſundry natures, too tedi- 
ons at preſent co be related; amongſt which number alſo was proſecuted violently; 
the releaſement from priſon of Prince Aſtratius, a perſon who in the beginning ſat. 
fered, by the oppreſſion of great Philiſtror, Favourite to King Or/ames; and now 
remains confined in Egypt for many pretended crimes, by him committed in this par- 
ticular Countrey of Pamphilia, who being eſteemed a certain Member of the Em- 
pire of Armenia, his Cauſe ought, as his friends deſired, to be in diſpute at that high 
and famous Aſſembly. | | Es 
Thus I muſt tell you ſtood buſineſſes a long time in a moſt confuſed diſturbance; 
ſome while one party prevailing in the opinions of the people, and at other ſeaſons 
the contrary faction got the better by moſt voyces, as either they could procure fa- 
vour or intereſt; until at laſt the great aſſembly finding theſe protractions, did but 
multiply differences and prejudice the whole frame of the Government, reſolved — 
| XXX 2 onely 
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onely to put off all inferiour ſuits to more time and other judges, but alſo to fall pre. 
ſently upon the election of the future Emperour ; fearing elſe the delay might give 
encouragemenr to the mighty King of Perſia, as well to ĩuvade che Territories, as 
to over - preis more powerfully another worthy Commonwealth, with which he had 
for many years contended in War, by a moſt exaſperared violence. To this purpoſe 
— — to content probably alt — , and that was before 
the ingof Artamer Emperour, to make him ſubſtribe a writing, not to aſſiſt 
any Prince being no Subject born of his own Dominions, without the general conſent 
of all his &i A alſo to conſirm and ratiſie thoſe compoſitions, that had been 
made with his Father, whereby the peace and welfare of Armenia had been formerly 


Tis true, though this agreement contented moſt, yet the Syria» Ambaſſadours re- 
fuſed to be preſent at the Ceremony; however the ſtately triumphs went on in a moſt 
glorious manner; for young Artaxes being placed in a golden Chariot, was drawa 
chrougli the acclamations of the multitude to the principal Temple of the City, 
where having firſt offered a noble facrifice to the Gods, and diſtributed large bene- 
volences to the common ſort of Subjects, at laſt before the high Altar he received 
(by the hands of the chief F/ami») the Royal and ancient Diadem of Armenia; in 
the interim not hing ſounding but ſweet harmonies and warlike inſtruments, to ſhew 
there was intended by this happy inauguration, to unite all differences both of Peace 
and War; fince for the preſent almoſt all tranſactions ſeemed to be at a ſtand, which 
had a reference alſo to that defired agreement, between Orantes and the King of 
Egypt: fo that after Artaxet bad the homage of all the Princes and Nobility of the 
Countrey, every one performing his hereditary office, according to his place and 
command; and many dayes ceremonies and entertainments were finiſhed, Arraxes 
with his r train onely, returned to his own Court; nevertheleſs he received in 
the way, ſuch affections and honours as every Town and Province, had prepared to- 
wards his reception. Artaxes being in this manner arrived at bis own Court, he 
became quickly faluted by many Ambaſſadours, almoſt from every Prince and Com- 
monwealth in 4f4 : Some to congratulate his happy ſucceſſionto the Royal Crown 
of Armenia, — — pry the oppolitions to the contrary; others more par. 
ticular treated onely of their friendſhips and affairs, concerning the differences yet 
remaining ; amongſt the reſt, a truſty meſſenger from O ſiris King of Egype came to 
deſire a ff aid, to be imployed in the Countreys of Pamphylia, (as it was pretend - 
ed) for that Hercrombrotus having made a league with the Syrian Forces, had not 
onely invaded the Territories, but was really poſſeſſed of a ſtrong Fort belonging to 
Deorc as, by the willing conſent of Aadarius, in regard of which the true Worſhip 
of the Gods, was in = danger to be loft, fince the Lydiaus were known to be ex- 
aſperated enemies to ſuch rites. As this propoſition of Egypt, became a difficult 
queſtion in the Councel to be determined, in regard of that conditional Article of 
Avtaxes, being he was no way to diſturb the Empires peace, by giving any aſſiſtance 
to Forreign States, without the full conſent of all the Princes of Armexis, ſo after 
many diſputations between thoſe perſons intruſted for his affairs, at laſt ic was reſol- 
ved, that however Artaxet ſhould hot countenance the King of Zgypr in his War 
againſt Orontes; yet he might lawfully ſend Souldiers to defend Pawphyiia againft 
Hercrombrot u, provided that dominion were given by Oſiris, to ſome third perſon 
of no Egyptian deſcent ; beſides the meflenger offered at the preſent , his maſter 
ſhould really perform this intimation, if in the interim the general Peace were not 
concluded, anſwerable to the defires of the great Arch. Flamin, with all the other 
Aſian Princes. With this determination every man feemed ſo well ſatisfied, that as 
one of Artaxes family was nominated , to be ſupreme Lord and Governour of thoſe 
parts, ſo did the Ambaſſadour himſelf within a few dayes take his leave: The time 
afterward was ſpent, in nothing but feaſts, ſports, and turnaments, compliable with 
the youthful diſpoſition of the new Emperour. But now, Sir, the better to conclude 
my diſcourſe! for your advantage, as moſt Princes of the Delphine belief, have re- 


ſolved to aſſiſt Arethuſius your Lord and Maſter, in his juſt rights againſt Hercrombre- 
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tus, if ouce this great attonement were made between O ſiris and Orontes, which other» 
wiſe procures them ſo many imployments, both at home and abroad, that it is yet 
unpoſſible to ſpare any conkiderable Forces for the purpoſe; ſo have I lately received 
intelligence from a very good hand, that the King of Syria. being newly recovered 
from a moſt dangerous and malignant Feaver, that for ſome time put his whole Court 
from any hope of his ſubſiſtance, eicher aut of his own inclination, or by the 
perſwaſion of thoſe Flamins about his perſon, hath made an entire voto to the im- 
mortal Gods, that he would induſtriouſiy imploy all his thoughts and endravours, 
to ſet an end to thoſe Wars and Contentions between himfelf-and his next'Kinſman 
the King of Egypt, which for ſo many years have diſturbed the whole flame of Go- 
vernment in this part of the world, where nothing hath been ſee but blood, ſlaugh- 
ters, and devaſtation, to the diſhonout of the Heavens and the deſtructiot of man- 
kinde; ſo that your judgement may eaſily conjecture, what diſadvantage you can 
poſſi ble undergo, by changing your Religion at the preſent, when as it is moſt im- 
probable, your young King can ever come again to the quiet poſſeſſion of his Conn. 
trey. but by the power and force of thoſe Princes, which are wholly given to obſetve 
the rules and cuſtoms of the Temple of Deiphos.e. The Prieſt with theſe wards reſted 
filent, in the interim giving C reſei thoughts ſome reſpite to conſider, as hoping his 
diſcourſe would produce good effects, towards his abſolute and ſpeedy converſion; 
however he made him no reply at all, onely many tears in his eyes might eaſily be per- 
ceived, that ſhewed ſome difficulties remained yet in his breaſt undiſcovered, being 
engendred perhaps between fear, hope, and doubt: Nevertheleſs after a while, he 
told him, that as for the preſent, he found his ſpirits ſomething tired, fo could he 
wiſh.again to have his company the next day, when perchance he might be found 
more ſettled in his determination; which at the inſtant the weakneſs of his conſti- 
rution or his diſtempers, could not by any means permit. Tis true, the diſereet civi- 
lities of the Prieſt (thought this anſwer was ſafficient, to make him quit the room for 
the preſent) reſolved notwithſtanding to perform his deſires , thinking any pains he 
ſhould take, would largely be requiced with the purchaſe of the whole, if by any 

means he could procure the reducing of ſo excellent a ſoul tothe Gods ſervice. 
When the Prieſt was parted the chamber, Creſer entred quickly upon theſe confi. 
derations; that if he ſhould now change his Religion to another ſorm, the world 
would not onely look upon his actions with wonder and amazement , but he ſhould 
endanger the favour, that formerly he had with his Printe; fince thoſe aboue his 
perſon, could not but detract from all his ſervices and endeavours, as if bis deſigns 
were as well altered, as his opinions changed; envy biting more ſecurely , when cau- 
ſes are given for ſuſpicions ; beſides his fancy played very much upon this doubt, chat 
as Arethuſine never ſeemed outwardly to reliſh Pari/menus affections, after publick- 
ly hequirted the Zydias intereſt, ro worſhip the Temple of Delpher; fo could he not 
but apprehend his nature to be fearful enough , in giving countenance to any of his 
followers, that in matters of ceremony did not comply with the minde of thoſe Prieſts 
belonging to the Flamins of Lydia, as if both his cauſe and the ſucceſs depended up- 
on the punctual obſervation of ſuch Rites, when rather it was the ends of thoſe, 
who could not gain dignity ſufficient to comply with their ambitions, but by the per- 
ſwading King Arethuſius, that his proſperity depended upon his parties affeRion, 
who were tied onely to their old Religion, which his Father had maintained with his 
Royal Blood. Theſe 1 ſay were the Chymera's that reigned in Creſes brains during 
his ſickneſs ; but that which moſt troubled his apprehenſion was, to think when he 
ſhould again return to the ſweet Princeſs Cloria, where be had left her in Amaril- 
lia Caftle ; what a ſtrange metamorphoſis he ſhould produce to her conſideration ; 
appearing as he imagined, a creature either fit to be contemned, or altogether hated, 
ſince ſhe ſtill obſerved the Zydian Ceremonies: but fearing more his own danger, 
then deſiring any continued honour, ſince both doubt and deſperation, areaccuſtom- 
ed to qualitie the flames of all ambition, he reſolved according to the Prieſts inſtructi. 
on, to be converted to his principles; for that as his private reaſon could not contra... 
dict his arguments, fo was his own condition in no cafe to refuſe the offer; * 
ring-

much gpon ſuch a. Treaty. As the chief Officer made do difficulty. to grant Crefer 
requeſt, notwithſtanding he ftill put on a face of thregtning in outward ſhew:; ſo 
within co or three dayes, the Commggder having received ſome' refreſhments, by 
the care of the Phyſicians and Chyrurgeons in the Town, Creſes went in perſon to 
viſit pi, pretending the Countrey ſake, he was willing to do him any ſervice, either 
towards ſaving of his life, or procuring of his liberty, The Captain (whoſe name 
was Locrinus) made him this Reply: Truly Sir, ſaick he, as I value not my life, if it 
be onely to be obtained by any baſe ar unworthy ſubmiſſion, ſo of the other ſide: 
if you ſhall think my actions paſt deſerve any excuſe, or my intentions to come may 
merit belief, I will not refuſe your favour; and the rather, for that I underſtand, you 
have no ordinary relation to King Areg&#/1concernments; whoſe Titles and In- 
tereft, perhaps belong as rightfully. to me as to you: After they were both ſate 
down together, Creſes being as willing to hear what he could ſay, as the other to diſ- 
courſe the tory, he began in this manner. 3 7188 = 
To this purpoſe be pleaſed to know, ſaid be, that Myſſia gave me birth, as Mon · 
teroſus that gallant Commander, afforded me entertainment at firſt in his deſigns ; I 
comming newly from the Wars of Syria, there involved an Officer in the Kings 
own Guard, out of which I put my ſelf to ſerve under that brave Generall, being 
then in the very heat of · his contention , with bis exaſperated enemy Argylius, 
whoſe ambition made him difloyal, and his diſloyalty tendred him cruel; and that 
cruelty alwayes accompanied by fear, never left that fatal proſecution, until he had 
made Monteroſus blood the deſired Trophey of his unnatural conqueſt ; ſince in 
the execution he quitted both honour and humanity; to purchaſe as he thought ſeru- 
rity, if not glory; ſecurity from his oppoſers weakneſs, and glory by bis parties 
proſperity; the one trembling at the memory of his power, and the other flattering 
the excellency of his fortune; all which particulars for brevity I omit; as well not 
to renew my own grief in the diſcovery, as to trouble your patience in the hearing: 
However I muſt tell you, the remembrance of his unnatural death crying daily in 
my ears, made me reſolve to finde wayes not onely to plague Argylius Family, but 
to deſtroy my own Countrey; the one as I thought depending upon the other; for 
that as he ſeemed to protect it, ſo the people maintained him, as well in what con- 
cerned the deſtruction of the Kings Rights, as in thoſe ſubjections that belonged to 
their own freedom: ſo that putting my ſelf in thoſe Troops under Hercrombrotus 
Commands, in that manner I marched into our Countrey; where in ſhort it was 
my fortune, to do ſuch ſervice, both in the diſcovery of the enemies defigns , and the 
ſuppreſſion of their Forces, that in a little time I became a moſt favoured friend of 
Hercrombrotus: Inſomuch as he after a while, not onely truſted me with his private 
ſecrets, but gave me his near Kinſwoman in Marriage; by which means I grew both 
powerful and proſperous, in regard Argylius Family was over-born, and the Kings 
driven out of 4y//i4 : But in the interim that the ſouldiers were pillaging the 
Towns, and the Officers ſecuring the Nobility , Hercrombrotus himſelf fell danger- 
ous ſick ; not probably to eſcape in the opinion of many, and not deſired he ſhould 
live by the wiſhes of any; ſince as his victories (as they thought) preſaged ill omens 
to their new Commonwealth, ſo his actions procured envy from thoſe that had a de- 
fire to become greateſt themſelves : Wherefore the Senate taking advantage as well 
of the time as of the occaſion, and not doubting but the effect had preceded the re- 
port, without giving any particular notice, either to himſelf or his — wn 
aine 
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Ming withal that other people were the occaſion of bis Fathers death, al- 

Bag oh Lower de chief 'objeR of hatred in that particular: Although I very

Beſides I did not knqw, but that he might retain ſome intentions in his minde, to 
rectiſie at ſaſt the injuries of Arethuſius, upon hopes that in ſetting him again in his 
Throne, be ſhould not onely gain himfelf immortal glory, by per forming an act of 
ſuch an beroical nature, but procure to his friends and Neuen à world of ſecurity ;

nours and rewards; whilſt my thoughts were daily dwelling on thele conſiderations, 
he not onely ſent me'a Commiſſion hes principal Officer in tbe Territories of 
Myſſie (containing a proviſo to look frictiy to the actions of 47g yl) but nor 
long after himſelf invaded the juriſdiction of the great Senate.

together, his Agents by diſcourſes endeavoured to ſettle the ſucceſſion of the Crown 
upon his Heirs, if not by name of the King, becauſe the Army ſo much hated that 
Title, yet by a net denomination, that in effect challenged the ſame honour and 
power; which being upon the matter compaſſed, (ſince the appointment of his ſuc- 
ceſſour, was referred to his election and diſpoſe) this Senate was alſo diſſolved ,- to 
the general diſtaſte of the people; whoſe tongues notwithſtanding, would not let 
chem utter ariy thing towards oppoſition, into ſo baſe a ſtupidity had the many 
changes of Government wrought both in their mindes and actions, that they were 
willing to ſubmit to any Rule, rather then hazzard in the leaſt kinde their fortunes, 
or diſturb their quiet; laviſh ſubjection ever following Senſuality in practice, and 
Atheiſm in opinion; ſuch people not having ſouls endued with ſo much generoſity, 
as to reflect upon any condition, that bears the name of eternity, either in memory 
or fruition. | 

Creſes doubting that Locrinus intended but to trifle , whereby to procure favour 
for the preſent ini neceſſities, ſince as yet he had made few diſcoveries , but what 
himſelf already knew, ſince he expected onely thoſe relations, that concern Prince 
Aretbuſius Affairs, offered in ſomething a diſcontented manner to take his leave; but 
TLocrinus quickly finding his thoughts by his countenance , raking him in the interim 
by the hand, cold him; that although hitherto he had made uſe of many circumſtan- 
ces, for the better method and the righter underftanding of his tory , yet from 
thenceforth he ſhould finde things of more conſequence ; beſides ſome accidents 
revealed, that he verily believed his imaginations did not reach unto ; wherefore de- 
fired both his patience and his ſtay, for yet a little longer: The greedy expeRation 
of Creſes, to hear what was the fate of the Princefs Cloria and Amarillia in their 
ſurprize, made him ſoon give way to his requeſt; infomuch as Tocrinus again proſe- 
cuted his relation in this ſort. 

Hercrombrotws, ſaid he, being after this manner, either by his own craft, or the 
Senates folly, eſtabliſhed in that new Throne of Glory, whilſt many Ceremonies 
were invented for the better ſetting forth of the Dignity, I was with all haſte ſent for 
out of the Countrey of Myſſa; where I then remained as Governour of Argylius 
Province: No ſooner was I come to the preſence of Hercrombrotus, but according 
to his uſual faſhion of diſſimulation, he received me with a moſt chearful countenance, 
(ſeldom putting on other to his greateſt enemies) and withal diſcourſed with ſuch 
loving and familiar language, as if that night I ſhould have been his Bed-fellow, 
prerended onely out of ionate confidence; which I mnſt confeſs tickled my 
INF, ee it ſettled not my thoughts, ſince I knew not how to interpret all 
theſe alterations, eſpecially in whar concerned my Lord Arethuſius affairs, appear- 
ing with a face ſo much now contrary to his own former profeſſions: But the next 
ee taking me alone into the Garden, after many Complements 
and more ſmiles had entertained T ef „ be began this diſcourſe: Honeſt 

and truſty Zocrinus, aid he, you fee now the pleaſure of the immortal Gods, f. 
otten dixulged by their moſt ſacred and infallible Oracles, in my being thus placed 
upon rhe Zydiay Throne; and with ſuch a ſtrange providence, that makes not 
onely the better fort conſent co my fate, but keeps the people attentive in their obe- 
dience, ſeeing boch Sex and Land thus to concurre in the choice: Nevertheleſs pro- 
'bable means muift not be negleRed, to keep all in peace and quietneſs, ſince the Hea- 
vens commonly ace humane capacities, not alwayes ſhewing miracles 
in mans concernftients; though in this laſt Scean, there appears an operation be- 
. yond all underſtanding, that awes the obſtinate, and fortifies the good: Te which 
parpole, for your better regulation, dear Locrinus, ſaid he, yow mult know, that as I 

ave ſent meſſengers already, to the Religious Arch. Flumin of Delphes, although of 
a contrary Worſhip to my Rust , whereby to be the more ſtrengthened in my 
election, fo have T'allo made an inviolable league with the Syrian Monarchy aꝑainſt 
the Egyptian greatneſs, whoſe wealth maſt ſopply our occaſions, if our intended 
ee ainſt rhe fortunate Iſlands, notwithſtanding Oſiris the King 
of Egypt hath at preſent an Ambaſſadour remaining in this rich City of _ 
Theſe 
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Theſe acts as I tell you, muſt make you meſſenger to the great Favourite of Syria; | 
to preſerve from periſhing theſe deſigns, before their effeR procure happy periods to 
your ſelf, knowing you to be a perſon not more truſty in your employments, then 
wiſe in your Councels, accompanied alſo with ſuch excellent parts, for wit, language, 
and conduct, that none can be able to treat with the circumſpe& and politick Ma- 
⁊arius, but able and worthy Locrinus; who equals him in the Syrian Tongue, and 
perhaps goes beyond him in other ſtratagems of State: In ſhort, your conditions 
ſhall be theſe, with treaſure, not onely to be Commander in the field of (ix thouſand 
Souldiers, to be ſent to Orontes aid, but to continue Ambaſſadour for Lydia's Inte- 
reſt within the glorious City of Damaſcus; correſponding in the interim, with the 
mighty Favourites ſecrets, ſince we both have ſworn a perpetual league and friend- 
ſhip, concerning each others greatneſs and proſperity ; the one againſt the Houſe 
and Family of Oſiris, and the other in oppoſition to Arethuſius pretentions. Though 
this ſtrange diſcourſe wrought all the faculties of my ſoul into an amazement ; inthe 
firſt place not having ſufficient conſideration, for ſo intricate and unexpected de- 
ſigns; and in the other, fearing I might be ſuſpected touching my fidelity; yet I fell 
upon this reſolution at the preſent to beg ſome time of reſpite for recollection, ſince 
thoſe noble employments appeared too weighty andeminent (as I ſaid) for my capa- 
city, as well as my condition was tooow to bear the burthen; however I proteſted 
ſtill, a ſincerity in my ſervices and affections, as well towards himſelf, as in behalf 
of that Commonwealth wherein I lived, | 
When I was alone within my own retirements, I reflected moſt upon theſe parti. 
culars: If Icommanded thoſe Forces into the Principality of Pamphilia, I could not 
avoid to declare my actions, againſt the Intereſt and Concernments of King Arethu- 
ſius, whoſe aſſiſtance now depended chiefly upon the countenance of theſe Coun- 
treys, being baniſhed out of ria, and excluded Lyaia; but for my employment 
with the great Favourite Mararius, I ſuppoſed ſome benefits might ariſe, as well to 
help our Prince as good my ſelf, ſince the knowledge of Court ſecrets, would open 
paſſages probably, either for his advantage or my own continuance; beſides Her- 
crombrot us failing in his Government, the Commonwealth being ſubje& co ſuch. di. 
verſities of changes, the employment would afford me alwayes a. ſecurity in retreat, 
by making my peace, if the Royal Family at —— prevail, (ſince Orontes 
of neceſſity muſt be a party) or continue my credit ſtill with Maxarius, whereby I 
might have competent ſubſiſtance; fo that after awhile I reſolved to take upon me 
the charge, both as General and Ambaſſadour; the rather, becauſe I not onely un- 
derſtood perfectly the Syrian language, but had ſpent moſt part of my youth in 
Orſames Court: Tis true upon my arrival in the beginning at Damaſcus, the juſt 
ſpleen of Hyacinthia the Queen, extreamly enflamed at my entertainment; but 
perſwaſions or flattery after a while, tempered and qualified all her paſſion; either 
believing that my reception proceeded colourably from matters of State- policy, or the 
entire intereſt of Maxarius with the King, would always beat down her endeavors to 
the contrary; however] muſt ſay the common people(who underſtood little but their 
own ſenſe) being enraged rather againft the Favourites power, then knowing any 
thing of Maxarius deſigns, making his ſeeming Injuſtice a Theam , whereby they 
might take occaſion to exclaim, would ſcarce ſuffer me to paſs the ſtreets, without 
offering violence to my perſon , ſo that I was forced, not onely to procure an Or- 
der to be paſſed, whereby the better to keep me in ſecurity, but to beg alſo an allow- 
ed guard of ſouldiers, for my ſurer defence and ſafety. Here Locrinus uſed ſome 
"Complements again to excuſe the tediouſneſs of his relation, telling Creſes he was 
now upon his laft Scean, wherefore alittle patience more would attend the finiſhing 
of his ſtory, that might give him moſt content: Creſes being willing to underſtand 
all he could ſay, hoping in the end ſomething might be diſcovered: towards the good 
of Aret huſius, or the releaſement of his ſiſter C/oria, gave a patient ear to his further 
diſcourſe, whereupon Locrinus proceeded in this manner. 1 Tit ü 
However I continued, ſaid he, for a few moneths in Damaſcus, partly trembling, 
and partly triumphing, until my fears called me into theſe Countreys of n 
| 'Yyy 2 | wit! 
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with.many Troops of Souldiers, whereby the better to obſerve the enemies motion, 
To make relation of the ſeveral accidents, that happened in thoſe wars, were too te- 
dious at preſent for me to relate, onely let it ſuffice, that the brave Haven of Deorc as, 
was by our Forces belieged and taken, to the extream diſcontent of the Egyptian 
Councel, ſince it was the ſafeſt and moſt commodious port in thoſe parts, belonging to 
their King ; and a great deal more vexatious it proved to their thoughts, when they 
knew it was to be put under the Dominion of the Lydian Forces, from whence not 
long before both Arethuſius our Myſſian King, and Condoroſus the Syrian Prince had 
eſcaped by their admirable valour and induſtry : *Tis true, ſome contention there 
was about the poſſeiſion; for that the place not onely ſeemed to guard all the ſeas 
between Syria and Lydia, but in former times had vexed the trading Citizens of Sar- 
dis, and other Towns appertaining to that Government , during the Reign of the 
old Queen before Euarchus Father; neither did it ſpare alwayes the very Subjects 
of Orontes Grandfather , the inhabitants being people, more given to bring in pri- 
zes to their Majeftrates, then to conſerve Traffick to their Merchants; robbery in 
that kinde being held, to be the ſweeteſt purchaſe , when as neicher the danger of 
puniſhment, or the obligation of account belonged to the profeſſion. 

In fine I muſt ſay, that whilſt we thundred out nothing but threatnings againſt the 
almoſt ſubdued Egyptians, the poor people onteyery (ide flying to the beſt fortified 
Places for refuge, as well for their perſons as their eſtates, news came from the Con- 
fines of Lydia of Hercrombrotus ſudden death, either violent, as *twas reported, by 
his own procurement, or accidental with the ftrong agitation of his vital ſpirits, being 
over · preſt by ſome cares and many contradictions ; and wanting confidence ſufficienc 
by nature to prevent his fear, in horrid excalies he expired : bur time notwithſtanding 
afforded him lea ſure enough-to conſtitute his eldeſt Son ſucceſſour in his dignity, ac- 
cording to the late decrees made by the complying Senate ; which muſt occaſion an- 
other ſhort ſtory concerning the particnlars, if you think the relation worth the 
hearing: Be pleaſed to know therefore to this purpoſe, that he had a Daughter, 
whoſe diſpoſition had gained her ſome reſpeR, of thoſe that her Father moſt injured, 
not onely in regard ſhe was thought not to conſent to his proceedings, but for that 
often in publick ſhe condoled them in their miſeries, though never durſt much in ſhew 
oppoſe his deſigns ; which was the cauſe that frequently ſhe kept company with the 
Royal Party, and not ſeldom alſo with thoſe of the Delphine Religion: The firſt 
made her acquainted with thoſe tranſactions, whereby Euarchus and his Son were 
outed from their poſſeſſions ; and the others ſhewed ber her Religion was not to be 
defended (as they thought) by ordinary arguments of Reaſon and Juftice : Beſides 
ſhe was informed, that Lydia was once under the juriſdiction of the Arch-Flamin of 
Delpbos, in matters belonging to the Worſhip of the Gods, being diſpoſſeſt by uſur- 
pation and faction, from thoſe rights belonging to his continued authority; when as 
the ſacrifices now in practice in Lydia could claim no further an original, then the me- 
mory of ſome at preſent living. Theſe inflamations as it ſhould ſeem ſo wrought 
upon her imagination, that falling ſick of a Feaver, ſhe found her ſelf within a feu 
weeks, ſo tormented with ſundry frights and ſettled cogitations, that neither Phyſick 
or perſwaſion could work her any eaſe; ſtill complaining of ſomething inwardly in 
her minde, which did not onely binder her quiet, but put her often into fits of deſpe. 
ration, not to be remedied, as ſhe ſaid darkly, but by the reſolutions of her own Fa- 
ther, however to him ſhe was afraid to diſcover the occaſion: The company about 
her, finding her intheſe extravagancies, reſolved at laſt to let their Lord Hercrombro- 
tus underſtand the condition of his Daughter, whom they knew he affected moſt en- 
tirely ; ſo that one day being brought into her Chamber, ſeating himſelf upon her 
bed fide, after the people were all put out of the room, ſhe uttered this language in 
his preſence. | | | 

My Lord, ſaid ſhe, although nature hath placed us here for a time, yet eternity af. 
ter a while muſt have us in the other world: Tis true, from you I muſt confeſs, I 
have enjoyed life, honour, and riches; hewever to the Gods I muſt render an account 


for them, ſince the condition I am now in, can no way flatter my hopes with conti- 
NUAnCce ; 
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nuance; however not many weeks ſince, a flouriſhing proſperity (by reaſon of your 
oreatnels) ſeemed to crown my youth and beauty; though almoſt worn out to the 
laft period, if not at preſent accompanied with ſome deſpairs, in that I have not im- 
ployed theſe fortunes to the beft advantage: To this purpoſe, give me leave to reflect 
upon your actions, for that mine. in part muſt neceſſarily be derived from thoſe origi- 
nals, as well by accident as nature, having been produced by the one, as ſuſtained by 
the other: Nevertheleſs I humbly acknowledge your extraordinary love in my parti- 
cular beyond my merit, and much above your other Children, which the more brings 
into my minde, theſe conſiderations and objects of care and doubt; care for your 
perſon, and doubt of my own condition; fince I can be no more cured of my diſtem- 
pers then you be rectified in your thoughts, unleſs. you ſhall be pleaſed to grant me 
two requeſts : Hercrombrot us being ſomething amazed and much confounded by 
a moſt paſſionate ſorrow, as far as his nature would give him permiſſion , not onely 
hearkened to his Daughters diſcourſe , but preſently promiſed to fulfil her deſire, in- 
what ſhould be within the compaſs of his power to obtain , or belonging to the Ly- 
dian juriſdiction to command: Alas then, replyed Clelia, (for ſo ſhe was called) re- 
fle& ſeriouſly upon your former quality , from whence you are mounted to this 
height of dignity; and whether or no you ought not ſpeedily to make ſatisfaRtion 
for the ambition, to that young Prince , now baniſhed by force from his poſſeſſion, 
being a Dominion purchaſed with ſo much injuſtice and oppreſſion, that the Gods 
cannot forget (l fear me) ever the injury, by remarkable teſtimonies of their wrath, 
ſent down upon the whole family, of which number I now remain a moſt miſerable 
ſpectacle; wherefore by all the ties of love, nature, and charity, I beſeech you to ſuf- 
fer me in this deplorable ſtate of weakneſs, confuſion, and perplexity, to entertain a 
correſpondency with thoſe perſons of the Delphine Worſhip, notwithſtanding your 
general injunction to the contrary , the rather may] expect this indulgent grant, ac- 
cording to the laſt paſſions of your dying, and (if this be denyed) moſt unfortunate 
Daughter, becauſe your ſelf as yet, is not ſettled upon any particular Religion. 

Hercrombrotus after he had underſtood this firange , and unexpected diſcourſe of 
Clelia, (his body ſwelling with rage, and his eyes ſparkling fire, againſt thoſe propo- 
ſitions, which he conceived ſo much thwarted his appetite and ends) preſently by a 
moſt violent motion, was carried out of the Chamber, not giving her any manner of 
anſwer at all; thinking belike, his Daughters degenerating from his principles, upon 
conſiderations either of mortality or eternity, deſerved rather contempt and confu- 
ſion, then entertainment in his intentions; ſo much had the worlds pride, and his 
own ambition, preoccupated his nature in the general, and infatuated his private co- 
Sitations within himſelf, loving her onely but as ſhe appeared to be his ornament, 
and affecting what was ill of his own, becauſe he was the parent of it; whillt he 
eſteemed the Gods power or goodneſs no other then fictions to pleaſe ſenſe, or in- 
vented toyes to affright fools, that kept brave ſpirits from honour and glory in the 
world, by burying people in ſloath and idleneſs, under pretence of ſanctity and 
religion. 

Bur however Hercrombrotus could not value the tears and ſorrows of his moſt be- 
loved Daughter, in compariſon of that extorted glory, which he had an intention, 
not onely (againſt heaven and earth) to carry along with him to his grave, but to per- 
petuate in his blood and poſterity, yet poor afflicted Clelia from day to day, felt 
ſadder effects of her diſtempers, wiſhing the Gods had either made her leſs by fate, 
or rendred her greatneſs happier in condition, when as the meaneſt perſon had a li- 
berty now denyed her, which ſhe fully enjoyed when ſhe was an ordinary maid, nei- 
ther dreaming of wealth, or hoping for honour , until at laſt having waſted away all 
her ſubſtance of. fleſh and blood, by the ſtrong continued agitation of her tired ſpi- 
rits, ( Hercrombrotus not looking upon her, becauſe ſhe was more vertuous then he 
wiſhed her to be) breathed out her ſoul to the Gods juſtice or examination. 

_ Notwithſtanding Hercrombrotus at the firſt appeared; not ſo ſenſible of his loſs, as 
was imapined, covering it with his craft, or not reſenting it in his nature. (ſince it is 
the property of ambition, not to be over kinde to any, avoiding the effects of melt- 
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ing compaſſion, becauſe no obſtacles muſt hinder the end to greatneſs and power) yet 
within a night or two, being frighted in his dreams, and tormented in his ſleep, ftare. 
ed out of his bed, calling for his Sword to maintain his own Dominion (as he ſaid) 
againſt his great enemy Prince Arethuſius: In fine, Sir, ſaid Locrinus, not to detain 
you any longer with theſe circumſtances , after he had been oſten called upon by the 
Ghoſt of his deceaſed Daughter, whereby to render an account concerning her de- 
mands, was ſuddenly in his own Chamber, taken with a moſt horrid extaſie; where 
void ing of blood, and vomiting of corruption, he at laſt expired, inthe very height 
of all bis glory and proſperity. 

Thus ended, as I may ſay, this perſon ; ordained by the heavens to puniſh the pride 
and luxury of the Lydian Nation; a man who won Battles without wounds, and by 
chat means roſe from a mean condition, to the greateſt dignity either fate or fortune 
could arrive unto in his Countrey; lived above controul, and dyed without pitty , ha- 

ted by moſt, and loved by none; almoſt as much feared in his diſſimulation as in his 
cruelty ; ſince to propagate alwayes his deſigns, he made his Religion the Common- 
place to both, when there was occaſion : Though this might be his character in part, 
yet wiſe men deemed, that his extraordinary ſucceſs , proceeded rather from a predo- 
minant determination of the Gods, then by his own able conduct, for ſome end, 
touching their own Worſhips, not yet diſcovered throughly to mortal people; for 
that things were ſo ordered and governed in his uſurpation , as if chance rather then 
foreſight, thruſt on the deſign, and not contrived it, as one would ſay, the night un- 
doing what the day for the moſt part propoſed, until ſome preſſing neceſſity, formed 
the reſolution ; not ſeldom deſperate in the execution, or failing in the end: *Tis 
true, as I ſaid, his Son for a little ſpace ſucceeded him in the Throne, with compliance 
enough, as if people feared the Fathers ſpirit to riſe amongſt them again, or believed 
he was not yet dead; becauſe his image ftill appeared, as well in name as in effigies : 
But the Souldiers who ſcarce knew any obedience (much leſs complements) heated by 
liberty and pinched by want, after a while, finding he intended more order in Go- 
vernment, then agreed either with their appetites or commodity, becauſe they would 
rule and not be ruled, upon an inſtant diſplaced him from his ſeat, ſetting up a Se- 
nate, which they hoped better to command, for that without ſuch a creation, they 
had not been at all, In this poſture as I am informed, the State of Lydia yer ſtands, 
ſubject to change, and not capable to act, wanting friends and having no money; 
whereupon Leagues abroad muſt be overthrown and not likely to be renewed;ſfince the 
government of the whole being altered, Treaties by a multitude will finde oppoſition, 
and ſo conſequently protraction, which probably muſt obſtruct obedience as well as 
ſucceſs, to the hazzarding of all at laſt by confuſion, Now, ſaid he, if you pleaſe, I 
ſball come to my laſt period, concerning the Princeſs Cloria's ſurprize : To this pur. 
poſe I ſay, finding that I could build no certain hopes upon the Government of Ly- 
dia, being in this poſture, and perceiving an inclination of peace between the two 
Crowns of Egypt and Syria, wherein I ſuppoſe Mazarixs will be an eminent inſtru- 
ment, I thought it no other then a laudible piece of policy, to become Maſter in poſ- 
ſeſſion of that vertuous Lady the Princeſs C/oria , according to a plot contrived be- 
tween me and young Mancbinus; however in our retreat, being followed by a ſqua- 
dron of horſe belonging to the enemy, I was forced with my Troop to interpoſe, 
whilſt Manchinus, with the Princeſs and the Lady Amarillia marched away; by 
which action I became my ſelf a priſoner, to be diſpoſed on now as you pleaſe. 

When Locrinus had finiſhed this diſcourſe, it was ſome queſtion in Creſes minde, 
whether he ſhould preſently ſlaughter him in the place, for that injury he had done 
to the Princeſs C/oria, notwithſtanding any fair pretentions, concerning the Royall 
Family, or render himſelf his friend moſt entirely, in regard of thoſe ſecret paſſages he 
had revealed, belonging to the Syria» Favourite; ſo that he continued in a muſe for 
ſome time, until at laſt riſing up ſuddenly from his ſeat, he quitted the Chamber, 
without making any reply at all, in that manner returning to his own quarters in the 
Town, where being retired into acertain little Garden, belonging to his Lodgings, 
he entred more particularly upon theſe conſiderations. 
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How that if he did uſe violence to the perſon of Locrinu, being now onely a 
priſoner of war under the Juriſdiction of the Pamphilian Government, it ſhould 
not onely appear to be an act of extraordinary raſuneſs, but would be interpreted 
as a direct breach contrary to the Law of Arms, thus in cold blood to aſſail an ene- 
my; eſpecially having yielded, either upon conditions or at will: Beſides what 
prejudice the party might receive in this nature, probably would redound to the 
worſe uſage of Cloria, being now in the power of the Garriſon of Deorcas; when 
as in complying ſomething, both with the Commander and the accident, ſhe might 
be the better ſecured where ſhe was, and he fullier inſtructed how to carry his affairs 
in the future, either for her releaſe, or Arethuſius benefit: But whilſt Creſes was re- 
ſolving of his own intendments, without any abſolute determination, there came a 
diſcharge for Locrinws, grounded upon a Ceſſation of Hoſtility between the two 
Kings, in further order, to the intended peace, which was at preſent treated upon, 
for the good aud ſettlement of the greateſt part of Aſia : However this perempto- 
ry injunction ſomething ſtartled Creſes thoughts, thus to be outed ina ſort of his 
hopes, concerning the Captivity of Locrinus, whereby he thought ro-procure the 
freedom of Cloria, with other advantages; yet was he again extreamly ſatisfied 
ro ſuppoſe, by the agreement of theſe formerly exaſperated Monarchs, Aret hu ſi us 
concernments would not onely receive life but aſſiſtance , without which ic was un- 
poſſible (as he believed) he could be made able to contend with his powerful ene. 
mies; wherefore preſently engaging Locrinus with a thouſand conjurations, to be 
ſerviceable to the Princeſs and her Brother, parting from him in a friendly manner, 
he reſolved to wait onely upon his own cure, for his future voyage towards Arethu- 
ſius Court; no obſtacle more appearing now but his wounds, ſince the truce already 
granted free paſſage to every perſon, of each party without moleſtation. 

Locrinus by this means being on his journey, towards the ſtrong City of Deorc as, 
glad of his freedom and confident in bis purpoſes, in the way began to think, that un- 
leſs he could procure his ſouldiers pay, from the now ſitting Senate at Sara , they 
might probably mutiny to his diſadvantage, beſides he knew not with what face of 
reſpect, to appear before the preſence of that ſweet Princeſs, whom he had ſo much 
injured by his late ſurprize. Theſe conſiderations made him reſolve, firſt to pro- 
ſecute a voyage into the Countrey of Lydia, there not onely to get money for his 
Garriſon, but co enquire further after the Senates ſettlement, ſince the Courſe he 
was to ſtear, depended as he thought upon the confuſion , or eſtabliſhment of that 
State; and ſo conſequently in joyning, or not joyning with Maæarius deſigus, 
who ſeemed at prefent to have ſomething changed his dererminations, ſeeking to 
bring on the general peace with ſome violence; which appeared of no ſmall con- 
cernment, to the foundation of Lydia's new Government. Theſe conſiderations, [ 
ſay, employed the thoughts of Locrinus for ſome dayes ſpace , keeping on ſtill not- 
withſtanding, his courſe towards his firſt intendments, though with a wavering kinde 
of uncertainty in his reſolutions, whether he ſhould travel towards Deorcas or Ly- 
dia, both yet being alike commodious for the Road; until of a ſudden he might 
hear a horn blow, as if ſome unexpected meſſenger haſted in the way, belonging ei- 
ther to private buſineſs or common intelligence ; which made him quickly alight 
from his horſe, in regard the paſſage ſeemed over narrow, between two ſmall banks, 
that made a ſteep deſcent, dangerous for any accidental ſhock or encounter; where 
about the middle of the hill, he met a Gentleman of the Syrian Nation, appertain- 
ing to the Ambaſſadour yet remaining in Lydia; who being a perſon of bis former 
acquaintance, (whilft he lived at Court) he made bold to ſtop bim in his haſty ſpeed: 
After ſome ſhort Complements he deſired, if his buſineſs could any way admit of 
the protraction, that he would be pleaſed to give him ſome accompt of Occurrences 
belonging to Sardis, from whence he ſuppoſed he came, ſince the late revolution of 
affaits (as he ſaid) could not but produce ſtrange accidents, if not abſolute wonders : 
Whereupon the party with a kinde of merry countenance preſently told him, that as 
himſelf had been diſpatched from his Lord and Maſter, with Letters to the Court of 


Syria, ſo if he were curious of any information ont of that Countrey, from — 
he 
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he not long ago parted, he would inſtantly meet him in the Wood at the bottom of 
the precipice; ſo that after he had diſpoſed of his horſe to his guide, Lacrinus glad of 
this occaſion, whereby be might be ſomething inſtructed in his journey, (delivering 
alſo his own ſteed to one of his ſervants) made haſte to the grove mentioned, to 
provide a fit tation for-their communication ; where long he had not remained, be- 
fore the Gentleman accordingly arrived, and preſently ſeating themſelves at the 
foot of a tres, the meſſenger in the Syrian tongue gave him this account. 

Aſter, ſaid be, that young Hercrombrotus (as perhaps you may have already beard) 
had quitted under his hand and ſeal the Government, which bis Father at his death 
bequeathed unto him, not having a competent courage to contend for that extorted 
Legacy, which had been uſurped in his time by ſo much blood and cruelty, (as it 
— terrified from his Dominion, like Children in the School ived of 
their toyes for fear of beating) the command was ſoon caſt upon the old Senate, 
that almoſt in years and number was worn out of date: and certainly had fo conti- 
nued , but that the Souldiers knew very well, there was no other way probable left 
them, to ſupply their preſſing occaſions, but by inſtituting a ſeeming Court of ſu- 
preme Authority, which they ſuppoſed would be directed as they pleaſed, either to be 
commanded alwayes by their power, or whereby to work money by force, from the 
ſuffering and unſatisfied people, as if both Law and Juſtice went along with the acti- 
on; © when as this Senate is known to be, neither what it was in its firſt conſticution, or 
what it ought to continue in the opinion of any, having been moulded ſo often by 
the Commanders powers, nothing being ſeemingly left it, as is ſaid, but cruelty and 
corruption; when as they make the Gods Worſhip the chief ſtale df their preten- 
ces, and their frequent cabals their onely practice in effect; enriching themſelves and 
impoveriſhing others, whilſt che whole State in the interim ſuffers by confuſion : 
This I will not affirm to be my own thoughts, but ſure I am they be the characters 
given by moſt, whoſe ſpleen perhaps may over-power their judgements , in regard 
cheir loſs doth provoke their revenge , but I ſhall leave theſe digreſſions, and fol- 
low more particularly my relation. No ſooner, as I ſay, did this aſſembly meet to- 
rte ether then of a minde to do as they made a ſhew, or till kept in their bo- 

a hidden intention of diſſimulation) but they put forth a plauſible decree to the 
people, wherein they profeſſed before the immortal Gods, as by their favour they ac- 
knowledged themſelves now to have met again, veſted with their old authority, ſo 
would they imploy their whole endeavours, to poſſeſs the ſuffering Subjects with 
their ancient Liberties, deſcended rightly unto them, both by Law and Cuſtom; pro- 
teſting alſo violently, not onely againſt Prince Arerhw/ins Titles to the Crown , but 
the Nobilities priviledge concerning their Birth-right, thereby as it was thought, the 
better to involve all conditions in ſuch a confuſed ſtation, that diſtinctions might not 
be perceived, and ſo by conſequence , themſelves to govern all without controul : 
Nevertheleſs long they had not ſate in their formal Ma jeſty, diſpoſing of the Nati- 
ons freedom as they plea ſed, condemning this man and approving that, either accord 
ing to their appetites or their intereſt, before the chief Commanders ſaluted them 
with a paper; wherein was contained divers kindes of preſcriptions. As theſe ſeem 
ing preſumptions from the Army, afforded them cauſe both of fear and paſſion, 
which however they neither durſt diſpute, nor were willing to perform ; ſo in a middle 
way for their ſafety, they thought it the beſt courſe they could take, rather to pro- 
tract buſineſſes with diſſembled policy, then co deny benefits that could not well be 
granted , intending nevertheleſs cunningly, to be quit as ſoon as they could of their 

voy maſters, ho kept them alwayes in ſo 17 5 — „that it became a queſtion 
in the thoughts of many, whether their ſleep did them more good, accompanied 
with theſe jealouſies; or their doubts more hurt, followed by ſome hopes: But being 
till perſecuted, as I ſay, by the Officers with terrible threats, they were forced often- 
times, to throw away their own determinations , rather then contend with thoſe vio- 
lent motions, proceeding from a profeſſion, which however they could not love, yet 
were they unwilling to diſpleaſe, ſince they knew without their aſſiſtance. , they were 
not able to reign; foras their help was needful to defend the new purchs 4 4 
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diction, from Areth» ſa long eſtabliſht right; ſo could not their frequent decrees be 
put every where in full execution, without arms and force, to forcifie their proceed- 
inge; wherefare of neceſſity, they were to hang together like chained links, the one 
failing, the orher muſt go to the ground, in that the Army could not be well paid but 
by their orders, as their orders could not be uſeful to any purpoſe, ugleſs they were 
punctusliy obeyed: notwithſtanding that this 2 0 oſture, kept them in ſome 
unity, like maſty dogs muſled to defend a family from robbery; each looking upon an- 
other, eicher with careful or ſpightful eyes: nevertheleſs the Senate quickly began 
to fall upon a new invention, whereby to ſecure their own being , if not to curb the 
Souldiers inſolency; and that was, to raiſe another Militia , compoſed of ſuch Ofti- 
cers and armed people, as moſt favonred the Senates proceedings ; but the old Soul- 
diers hearing of this determination, became ſuſpicious of their intentions, ſuppoſing 
it was deſigned onely to ſtrengthen themſelves againſt the Armies power, whenſoever 
they had a minde to deny the arrears of their wages already due, or their further re- 
queſt yet to come; beſides the Officers feared , they ſought to divide the affections 
of the Forces, from the obedience of their ancient Commanders, with whom they 
| had (as they ſaid) fought many victorious Battles, to the honour, if not for the li- 
berty of the Bydian people. In proſecution of which controverſie , divers Troops 
were drawn out of either fide, according to their ſeveral affections; however rather 
with words then weapons to diſpute the buſineſs, ſince they both more doubted 
Prince Arerh»ſins Titles: then their own differences, each being alike engaged in that 
common danger; which could not be but greatly augmented as they thought, if 
they became not entirely united in the end, inſomuch as at laſt afcer many conten- 
tions, and a few blows, fearing the conſequence, they attoned themſelves upon theſe 
reſolations : Firſt to ſuppreſs totally the party of the King in the City of Sardis, 
and then more ſeaſonably to. ſhew forth their own conveniencies; whilſt their 
thoughts wereimployed in theſe diligences of execution, ſuddenly news came of a 
general riſing in the Weſtern parts of the Kingdom, in which as it was reported were 
engaged, not onely all the common people , bor motor the Gentry and Nobilicy of 
the Countrey, which was thought augmented theit᷑ cares, and diſtracted their Coun- 
cels, the Army being but ſmall, and their Forces very uncertain , ſince as many of the 
Souldiets had been ſent into other parts, ſo were their own actions ſo diſpleaſing, . 
that all were diſtaſted at their power; crying out, that none but the worſt of inhabi- 
rants were put in command, and the Got s Worſhip uſed onely , but the better to co- 
lour every oppreſſion, when either ambition or covetouſneſs came in the way, to- 
wards the appetites of unconſcionable people of their party, who cared for little bur 
their own profit, and profited in nothing ſo much as by cruelty : However for all 
theſe diſtractions, they diſpatched ſome Souldiers preſently from Sarda , under the 
command of a certain General, whoſe conduct and judgement they chiefly affected, 
though his perſon was deemed too haughty for any ſubjeRion , in regard that for- 
mer experience in the Wars had made him preſume, and preſumption did no way 
quadrate with their intentions; 7 being asthiey thought more pre judicial to a 
new Commonwealth then ſuch a maſter; whereas a common Government they 
onely defired, becauſe neither their courage nor their breeding, could aim at any thing 
higher then that ſphere ; where they were ſure alwayes to command, though never 
willing to obey : but neceſſity was to be preferred either before paſſion or particular 
intereſt, hoping notwithſtanding that if he prevailed, ſome other policy would work 
bim out of eſteem; and if he failed in the ſervice he undertook, they perchance might 
be ſecured another way, if both did not fall in the fate, which would diſſolve the 
whole Machine oſ their expectation: They alſo ſent other Officers int o divers parts 
of the Nations, as well to keep the people in quiet, as to muſter up their Forces, de- 
pending upon certain Troops, kept alwayes in each Province, to be ready at com- 
mand for theſe purpoſes, expecting according to directions alſo, Souldiers out of 
Myſſia, Crete, and Pamphylia, whereby to ſtrengthen the m. 
la this poſture [ may ſay I left Dydia, one party marching againſt the other , how. 
dyer with more ſpight then haſte , although neither ſeemed co give any — to 
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their deſigns, and were leſs inclined to any Treaties of pacification : With theſe 
words the Meſſenger roſe ſuddenly from his ſeat , pretending as his buſineſs callgd 
him away with ſome earneſtneſs, fo if his 22 (as he faid) could have ad- 
mitted of protraction, he would willingly have di py with him, another particu. 
lar cowards both their ſatisfaction: Locrinks preſently returned him this anſwer, 
that ſince his occaſions might not be hindred by the importunity of any, he would 
diſpence fo far with his own affairs at the inftant, as to accompany bim on his way, 
unto the next nights babitation; as well the better to inſtruct bis 'own knowledge, 
in theſe accidental paſſages he bad related, as to be an eye-witneſs of his more con- 
venient accommodations, for that he now journeyed through an enemies Coun- 
trey, however the late Ceſſation of Arms, as he faid, between Pamphilia and Syria, 
gave both ſides ſufficient ſecurity: *Tis true, notwithſtanding the length of the way 
might have afforded them time and opportunity for a great deal of diſcourſe, yet 
the ſpeed they made to be in their Inn before night, cauſed them to defer all com- 
munication on the Road; nevertheleſs being arrived at their lodging , whilſt their 
ſupper was provided at the fire, reſting themſelves upon two ſmall Couches in their 
Chamber, they entred again into many diſputes upon the former ſabjet , amongſt 
which the Gentleman demanded of Locrinus, what was the reaſon he ſeemed fo 
earneſtly to ſerve an intereſt, that neither was likely to continue any time, or was 
juſt in the preſent poſſeſſion > Locrinus was ſomething long before he made any 
reply, as if inwardly he laboured an anſwer, yet at laſt he told him in low expreſli. 
ons, that although he would not at the inſtant contend with him about the juſtneſs 
of the quarrel, in regard there had been ſo much already faid upon that Theam ; 
neyertheleſs he defired to know the reaſons, why he imagined the Senates Juriſdicti- 
on now eſtabliſhed could not continue; ſince the Souldiers ſeemed fo earneſtly to 
maintain their pretended Right, or at leaſt wiſh their ufurped Authority: My opi- 
nions, ſaid the Meſſenger, are theſe: Firſt, in regard of the general diſtaſte of the 
whole Nation, whereby the Trade and Commerce of the people in time, muſt of 
neceſſity be obſtructed, when they finde the Subjects induſtry and endeavours, can- 
not maintain any property at all; ſince the Armies inſolency, and the Senates arbi- 
trary Government, leaves no man a certainty; either in his being or his poſſeſſion; 
wherefore men will rather look to conſerve what they have already, then ftrive to 
procure more by any pains ; ſince their poſterity cannot be ſure, to enjoy the fruits 
of their labours; until at laſt perhaps, thruſt on by the deſperateneſs of their con- 
dition, may riſe in Tumults, to relieve themſelves from their intollerable oppreſſi- 
ons; eſpecially being provoked thereunto, by the rightfulneſs of Arethuſius Titles, 
if not by the exaſperation of the Prieſts of the Hereſan Worſhip, who will have 
opportunity enough in their continual Orations, to inflame the Commonalty with 
the remembrance of their paſt felicity , and the ſenſe of their preſent ſuffering ; 
wherefore by that means they will either make way for the Kings admittance again 
to his awful Government, or bring in the power of forreign Forces, ſince Princes 
when they ſhall be agreed amongſt themſelves, (now probably enough to be effect. 
ed, by reaſon of the intended yum peace) cannot both in honour and. ſafety , but 
look upon Arethuſius intereſt , being the greateſt ſafferer in the world; and the 
State of Lydia as it now ſtands, the higheſt injurer that ever was known, profeſſing 
neither Morality nor Religion in what kinde ſoever, nor keeps faith with any other 
Dominion ; changing in their conſultations every day from better to worſe, though 
the beſt order that ſeems to be amongft them, conſiſts meerly in bis Armies Regula- 
tion, which drives onely at perpetuating of their Commanders authority, who are 
endleſs in coyetoufneſs, and boundleſs in ambition; beſides the common Souldiers 
being infinitely behinde hand in their pay, they will be rendred deſperately inclined 
for ſatisfaction; which of neceſſity muſt produce ſtrange Cataftrophe's, ſince the 
Countrey hath no money to diſcharge their Taxes, and the Militia would govern 
every mans right. Although many of theſe things, ſaid Locrinus, may be true in 
the execution, and ſo perhaps intended by ſome for intereſt ; yer certainly moſt of 


the Senate aim onely, at the framing of a Commonwealth, according to the decorum 
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of Cyprus, wherein at laſt the Souldiers muſt be regulated, having no means to be 
ſapplied, but by the orderly appointment of Officers, elected out of the people by 
the Senates authority, which will keep together the affeRions of every condition; 
and this joyned with the ſtrength by ſea of the Lydian Navy, neither Prince Aretbu- 
us Titles, nor the power of the greateſt Kings, will be able to overthrow or ſhake 
this foundation. I wonder, ſaid the Gentleman, you thould be of this opinion; 
being a perſon verſed in State affairs, ſince the oppoſitions now on foot, are both 
diverſe and numerous; beſides the natures of them impoſſible (without apparent 
miracles) to be by what perſwaſions ſoever reconciled; for as the Herz/rax Intereſt . 
can no way be pacified, but by their hopes of entirely governing, ſo the Subjects not 
able to bear the weight of their preſent taxations, mult fall to a mutiny, notwith- 
ſtanding the charge ſhall be encreaſed, not onely by the wills and pleaſures of their 
peremptory Go vernours, but be ſtill continued without end by many accidentall 
neceſſities, whereby to maintain and uphold this new fate of Arbitration and 
Tyranny ; when as Arethuſius pretentions, taken into conſideration and well ſet- 
tled, according to the Laws and ancient Cuſtoms of the Nation, by a general par- 
don to be granted to every ſort of condition, would not onely quiet all manner of 
differences, but procure ſuch friendſhips from other States and Kingdoms, that Trade 
ſhould be not onely reſtored, but Commerce proſecuted to the encouraging of in- 
duſtrious Merchants, and the ſuppreſſing of wicked intentions: whereas of the 
contrary, beſides the Gods indignation againſt theſe wrongful proceedings, an infi- 
nity of charge muſt ſtill be expected to lie upon the people to maintain the errone- 
ous opinions of ſome fantaſtical ſpirits, which is a great deal more dangerous, by 
reaſon of continual factions, being not poſſible to be prevented in dias Horizon, 
conſidering the nature of the Subjects, and their diverſity of profeſſions: Nor is it 
enough to bring the Iſland of Cyprus for a precedent, which you would make the 
chief pattern of your Government, in that it conſiſts onely of one ſort of Inhabi- 
rants, more temperate and paſſive in diſpoſition , then the Zyaians have ever been, 
and all given to Trading and Commerce; neither could that Commonwealth have 
proſpered at the beginning, but by the ſtrong aſſiſtance of other States, extreamly 
envious to the aſpiring greatneſs of the Egyptian Monarchy, who were content any 
way to clip the wings of that Prince, though none can have any ſuch emulation, 
concerning the intentions of the King of Lydia, being in a condition now rather 
to be pittied and commiſerated, in regard of bis injuries and oppreſſions; beſides, that 
the example is to be looked upon, of a deſtructive concernment to all other Domini. 
ons of the world, as well in the fantaſtical levelling humours of that Religion, moſt 
prevalent with the Senate and Souldiery, as in the low extractions and fortunes, of 
thoſe perſons that govern at the preſent, who are to be ſupplied by no other means, 
then by the downfall and ruine of the better fort, that have enjoyed their eſtates for 
many years, from their noble and worthy Anceſtors, without the contradicting of 
any fate or accident; upon which baſes perhaps your people intended to ſet up, and 
create new families of their own, differing in blood, and otherwiſe in converſation 
from the Kingdoms principles. » Is 
However, ſaid Locrinus, hitherunto they have proſpered, not onely againſt the at- 
tempts and machinations of their moſt inveterate enemies, but to the wonder and ad- 
miration of all Aſia, having ſtill caſt down every oppoſition that ſtood in their way, 
towards the purpoſes they have deſigned to this effect, beating almoſt every Prince 
and Commonwealth into a neceſſity of their friendſhip and agreement, which hath 
been done by their power at Sea, and the courage of their Commanders at Land. 
To this, replyed the meſſenger, I can give you no other anſwer, but as all States and 
Governments within the leſſer A, have been for theſe many years ſo full of their 
own troubles ( beſides particular emulations and ſuſpicions) that they could not 
think, either of requitals or conqueſt; ſo of the other (ide, what your Army hath 
done at home againſt the Kings Forces, beſides the ſuppreſling of tumults in Lydia, 
Myſſia, and Crete, certainly hath been acted rather, by predominate fate and provi- 
dence, conducing to ſome ſtrange period (ordered by the heavens , for the * 
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of wickedneſs) then by either the wiſdom of your Councels, or the valour of the 
Souldiers , ſince in the firſt place it is known, you go not upon approved or probable 
maximes ; a in the other, it is ſcarce viſible, that any of your Officers have been, ei- 
ther wounded or killed in the Wars, when a multicade of the Kings (ide, have fallen 
in their attempts, though with all che bonour and courage poſſibly could be expected, 
by people meriting fame and renown, as well concerning their reſolutions in dying 
bravely, as in their cauſe for which they ſuffered , alwayes ſhewing mercy when ic 
was deſired, when you ever cruelty undeſerved : W re I muſt tell you accordin 
to my opinion, your allegations are rather marks of the Gods indignation apaink 
your proceedings and purpoſes, then teſtimonies of their pleaſure and ſatisfaction ; 
which makes me confident, they reſerve ſome hidden revenge in their own boſoms, 
not yet —— pO to the world, ſince ſucceſſes are not onely arguments 
of Right and juſtice; however true principles never can be fallacies, which cercain- 
ly at laſt will fall heavy upon the inftruments of theſe oppreſſions, unleſs we could 
believe, the heavens have loft their power, or men were become omnipotent; for it 
is the cauſe and not the fortune, that crowns any one a Martyr : Nay, is it poſlible 
you can think, a Civil War can poſſibly end in an abſolnte conqueſt > when as the 
contrary party muſt either be deſtroyed by cruelty , or-ſupprefled by tyranny , and 
to flaughter chem every one were impoſſible to think, in regard (as well) of their 
number as of their poſterity ; and to render them all ſlaves, as is unexampled in ſto- 
ry; for that by many occaſions, Arms ſome time or other would be put into their 
hands towards a revenge; eſpecially there being on foot alwayes a juſt title to coun- 
tenance riſing, and a forreign aſſiſtance to animate their courages, each conducing to 
a redemption , when it is not to be doubted, but their hearts and opinions will not be 
altered, no more then their ſpirits abated , fince they cannot but conſider, who it is in 
the interim that would govern as maſters, and what right they have to bear rule over 
them, being men not abler then they in capacity, and worſe a great deal in condition: 
ſo that I muſt conclude, theſe violences cannot hold any time, nar your dominion 
likely long to continue ; wherefore your new Commonwealth muſt either fall into 
the Monarchy of ſome one of your own Commanders, more violent and rigorous 
then formerly was any, or end in fo perplext a confuſion, that the whole Nation muſt 
be brought to an abſolute deſtruction, if che right intereſt be not admitted and com- 
pounded withal. | | | | | 
But as they were further diſputing upon this ſubje&, the maſter of the houſe came 
up into their chamber, to call them to ſupper ; which however for the preſent it di- 
verted them from their intentions of other diſcourſe, although perhaps much more 
could not have been alledged to that purpoſe , yet in the way (ſince they were to paſs 
through a Garden, before they could come into the Parlour) they demanded of the 
Landlord, what news was now moſt predominant in the Countrey of Pawphylia, for 
that as they ſaid, the general ceſſation of Arms on either ſide , muſt of neceſſity af- 
ford a world of content to the common people, who had not poſſeſſed ſo great a 
happineſs this many years: *Tis true, replyed the Inn - keeper, and for a better con- 
firmation of, the intended peace weall long ſo much after, yeſterday there arrived bere 
a Poſt, who brought orders to the Majeftrates of this Town, that with all expediti- 
on they ſhould prepare a ſtately Theatre, whereon the Ceremony belonging to the 
Agreement might be performed at the publiſhing of the accord: Beſides it is further 
certified, that there being lately born to O/;r King of Egypt a young Son, whereby 
his vaſt Empire may be inherited by a Prince of the ſame blood; undoubtedly there 
will follow a match, between Orontes Monarch of Syria , and our Kings onely 
Daughter, whereby the better to ſtrengthen the alliance, as well as to confirm the 
friendſhip, that for ſo long a ſeaſon hath been diſputed with moſt exaſperate ſpleen; 
by which means with their joynt Forces, they may not onely make the world trem- 
ble, but afford a great deal of conſolation, to many injured and oppreſſed Princes: 
By this time they were come to the dining-room , where the company attended, ſo 
that no anſwer could be returned, ſince preſently every one ſaluting one another ac- 


cording to the Countrey civility , they at laſt all ſate down at the table to . ; 
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| © - which being finiſhed within an hours ſpace, each went to his reſt, anſwerable to the 
commodity of the place. | w_- | h 
Leocrinus when he was in his Chamber, being not yet abſolutely reſolved of his 
courſe, began to conſider, not onely the diverſity of paſſages and changes, lately fal- 
len out in Lydia , but the reaſons che Syrian Gentleman had laid before his judge. 
ment; as well in regard of the inſtability of the Government and intereſt he now 
ſerved, as the ticles of Arethuſius, with the probable exaſperation of all other Prin- 
ces, ho could not be as he chought , bur exceedingly diſtaſted at ſuch examples, 
wherein the Subjects plaid the maſters with their Lordꝭ and chief Governour ſo often, 
being a pernicious leading caſe to other people of the ſame temper and power; 
though by reaſon of their own occaſions they had yer diſſembled the buſineſs, yet 
could never forget the preſident : In the net place he reflected upon the probability 
of conquering the Countrey of Lydia by joyned Forces; ſince as the peace between 
the two mighty Crowns was near the concluding, ſo the differences belonging to the 
Senates juriſdiction increaſed, as well by open rebellions as private factions; beſides 
that ſcarce an intereſt in the whole Nation was fatisfied, although the ſpleen of the 
contrary party, was as high as ever, the Merchants wanting trade, and the people op- 
preſſed, in that the Souldiers hindred the one, and eat up the other, without the leaſt 
hopes that either taxations ſhould be leſſened, or any others aſſigned to govern their 
fortunes but che meer creatures of an inſulting Army; which notwithſtanding were 
not ſo many in number, as peremptory in their commands; fo that he concluded in 
bis thoughts, that it was impoſſible however the riſings now on foot ſhould fail, but 
ſome ſudden attempt would ſucceed the diſaſter , either to more blood or a ſounder 
deſtruction, when the King of Egypt was ſo much exaſperated , and the Monarch of 
Syria lo nearly allied; but then again be bethought himſelf, that the power of the 
Lydian Navy, which the courage of their brave Commanders, might keep off all in- 
vaſions, by the ſame ſucceſs that had hitherunto ever proſpered their actions: and 
this notwithſtanding any oppoſition could be made againf their proceedings; ſince 
holding (till the accord with the $y7ia State, and linking faſt to the friendſhip of the 
Iſland of Cyprus, no Forces either by Sea or Land, would much prejudice their being 
or government, all the factions at home being but weak and not united: yet he could 
not but doubt of the conſtancy of Cyprus and Syria to the Senates intereſt, when 
the firſt ſhould think to gain by the overthrow of the Lydiant, who took much of 
their trading trom their profit, by reaſon of their numerous ſhipping ; and for the 
other, he thought both blood and honour could not but engage that Nation at laſt in 
Arethuſius quarrel, eſpecially the differences being laid aſide between Orontes and 
Ofiris; which oppoſition was the onely reafon , why any accord at all was made at 
the firſt, concerning the Syria» and Tydian people, that now as he ſuppoſed might 
very well be broken, ſince the Government at Sardis was abſolutely changed, and the 
contract onely made with Hercrombrotus ; States and Kingdoms never want- 
ing pretences, when they finde their Swords ſharp enough to contend , for any thing 
they would have or contradict; beſides he could not perſwade his apprehenſions, but 
the ſcores belonging to the Queen Hyjacinthia's Dower, with other Damages ſuſtain- 
ed by the State of Syria, would be ſtrictly required ot the new ſettled Governours, 
when an opportunity was ripe for any demands, ſince that Nation feldom uſed to be 
behinde hand being affronted, or could the _ thereof in honour forgettheir near- 
eſt Kinſman. All theſe reaſons put together, ſomething terrified Lacrinus thoughts, 
from a continuance of his ſervice to the Lydian Government; however a certain 
kinde of My ſſian covetouſneſs kept his deſires yet from breaking altogether with the 
Senate: wherefore as he reſolved to alter his courſe at the preſent, intended for the 
Lydian Dominions, until he might get more knowledge concerning the riſings now in 
the Countrey, ſo was he reſolved to take the opportunity of the Gentlemans com- 
pany to the City,of Damaſcus; in the interim pretending a kinde of authority yet 
remaining in him, by reaſon of his former Commiſſion , as Ambaſſadour and Gene- 
ral of the Army, ſent towards the aſſiſtance of the King of Syria: In that place he 
believed, he might play his game to the beſt advantage; not onely in regard of the 
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diſtance, but the nearneſs to Marius ſecrets, with whoſe weapons he chiefly truſt. 
ed to defend himſelf, in all accidents of fortune and power. 
Ihe next morning Locrinus made the Syrian. Gentleman acquainted with- his in. 
tention ; wherefore both taking new poſt-horſes in the Town, they travelled to- 
gether towards the City of Damaſcus; nevertheleſs being there arrived, they not 
onely underſtood che great Favourite, was already gone in haſte to the Confines of 
the Kingdom of Egype, to meenche Mynion of that Monarch, whereby the better 
to facilitate the Treaty of Peace, in regard of ſome differences yet in conteſtation, 
but the Court was alſo removed uearer thoſe parts, with determination to celebrate 
a marriage between young Orontes, and the onely Daughter of Ofris: This unex- 
pected advertiſement put Locrinxs into another quandary , as well thus to be depri- 
ved of his chief protection, as that he was not throughly provided of Commiſſions, 
either as Ambaſſadour or Commander of the Lydian Forces, by reaſon of the ſeve- 
ral changes of Government in Sardis; ſo that he could not as he thought, either 
well fortiſie his proceedings at home, or ſecure them abroad, being fearful of his 
own ſafety in that vaſte Town, altogether addicted as he knew, to the intereſt of 
the Queen Hyacinthia: In theſe perplexities at laſt he reſolved, to ſend an Agent 
privacely into the Territories of dia, whereby to be fullier informed of the Se- 
nates Tranſactions, and in the interim to keep bimſelf as cloſe as he could poſſible 
in the City of Damaſcus, until he might receive certain intelligence, both concern. 
ing the general peace, and alſo the Lydian Commonwealth. 

However Locrinus quickly put in execution theſe purpoſes of retirement and diſ- 
patches, yet he could not lie ſo ſecretly in the Town, but that he was at laſt diſco- 
vered by the enraged Rabble, who preſently in confuſed tumults went to his houſe, 
ſeated not very far diſtant from a high mountain: Theſe people though they were 
not of Hyacinthia's Court, | yet ed themſelves of her faction; for another 
Ambaſſadour at the ſame time paſſing by the place, with more fury then conſidera- 
tion, (their paſſions not giving them any leaſure for diſtinction) not onely violent- 
ly interrupted the paſſage of his Chariot, but ſeized upon his priviledged perſon, 
ſwearing by all the immortal Gods, they would inſtantly caſt him down the craggy 
Rocks, as well in revenge of Exarch death, as of Hyacinthia's injuries, ſhe being 
a Daughter of the Syrian Monarchy, wherefore was to be righted by any irregular 
Juſtice, though controverted by the power of Court policy, that ſerved for nothing 
elſe; as they ſaid, but to hide wickedneſs, and encourage fin ; The perplexities that 
ſurprized this eminent Miniſter of State may very well be imagined, being ready in 
chis manner to be ſacrificed for faults not committed by him , wherein he wanted 
words loud enough to make them underſtand , as themſelves ears by reaſon of the 
confuſion to hear: Theſe are the actions of the inferiour ſort, of people, when they 
are inflamed in their fancy, by any kinde of paſſion, alwayes to do cruelly , and 
hear no pacification, though oftentimes their own ruine is the price of their heady 
endeavours, which they onely are perſwaded to ſee at their laſt end, crying then de- 
jectedly for mercy, when nothing is left them for a cure, but to dye eaſily by the exe- 
cutioner ; but as I ſay, however reaſon could not prevail to inſtru theſe intended 
Murtherers, from their purpoſes of hatred and revenge, which their precipitate 
ſpleen had apprehended more then carefully digeſted, yet fortune became a friend to 
the Ambaſſadour in the prevention, for at the ſame inſtant coming by the Chief 
Magiſtrate of the City, with a great guard of Horſemen, for his attendants , not 
onely the miſtaken perſon was quickly relieved in his danger, but alſo put out of his 
fear, the multitude quickly diſperſing at the fight of ſuch a terrifying Commander, 
whoſe office had been often to puniſh the like diforderly aſſemblies, with (harp and 
home puniſhments; and now in the Kings abfence, became more ſolicitous, if not 
deſperate in his charge. | Let en 

Nevertheleſs Locrinus, although many had been chaſtiſed concerning his particu- 
lar, thought it bis beſt way, not too much either to provoke the Commonalty , or 
truſt the multitude; ſince as he ſuppoſed ſcarce any loved his perſon , and fewer his 
employment; ſo was be not very fare , what Maximes or Complements of See, 
could 
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could alwayes keep bim ſafe from accidents of this dangerous nature; eſpecially 
when Queen Hyacinthia (whoſe ſufferings had contracted from the people a kinde of 
a reverend pitty) was ſo near his habitation, though not to act her ſelf in ſo low a 
manner; yet from the reflection of her inward hate, might be gathered ſparkles to 
conſume, not onely his quiet but his very being; conſidering the rabble had already 
attempted bis life, without either State Authority or ber knowledge; ſo that reſol. 
ved ſaddenly to leave the Town, however other doubrs im ployed his thoughts for a 
few dayes, before he could entertain any abſolute reſolution in his minde. 

Firſt he was co conſider, whether he could make his retirement with moſt convenien- 
cy, either to Deorc as or into Lydia, the one to give him command, as the other would 
afford him ſubſiſtance; nevertheleſs he durſt not venture well upon the Govern- 
ment of that Haven, before he had procur'd money for the Garriſon, left the Soul- 
diers being exaſperated by thoſe failings, might deliver up both himſelf and the Town 
to Arethafius mercy, who had no great reaſon to be pacified with his proceedings, not 
onely in regard of his oppoſition to all his concernments, but for his late ſurprize of 
his dear Siſter the Princeſs Cloria: next concerning his journey to Sardis, where the 
Senate now ſate in nothing but confuſions and diſtempers, wanting means to diſcharge 
other obligations, he thought he could neither procure pay, or advance his imploy- 
ments, without being better informed, how the fates were pleaſed to diſpoſe of Ly- 
dias juriſdiction; wherefore for his beſt refuge, he reſolved to travel towards the 
Syrian Court, not doubting though he could not obtain countenance there and 
eſteem, at leaſtwiſe he ſhould finde ſhelter and protection, until he might meet with 
young Manchimis the Favourites Nephew, with whom he had attempted the dwelling 
Caftle of Amarillia. 1 

Locrinus upon this determination (having made his journey) found the King with 
Andromida his Mother, at a ſtately Palace belonging to the Crown of Syria; the ma- 
terials of the building were all of white Marble, ſo neatly joyned together with 
moſt curious workmanſhip, that as the whole middle repreſented a Tomb, or Monu- 
ment of eternal Fame, èrected for ſome of. the firft Heroes of the world (being ele- 
vated Pyramids-wiſe to an exceſſive height) ſo did the newneſsof the ſtruckure, adorn- 
ed by many imbelliſhments (hew, it was either more modern, or had come there 
meerly by exquiſite skill : "it was circumrounded in its Baſes by five out. lets, after the 
manner of fortified Bulwarks , compoſed of free. ſtone , enlarging themſelves to- 
wards the bottom, until they all mer with a ſeeming ſtanding lake, though the ex- 
traordinary clearneſs of the water was a teſtimony, it had its original from ſome ex- 
cellent Spring: one Draw. bridge onely gave the Caſtle, as well ſtate as entrance; 
for that two Giant-like proportions, with chained Lions in their hands, ſecmed of 
either ſide to guard the Gate. *Tis true, the Kings appartament where he lodged, 
did by other buildings according to the manner of Damaſcus appear to beſiege that 
admirable Tower, in the nature of a regular and ſtately Camp, where one Gallery 
from another, afforded convenient paſſages , to ſpacious Pavillion Chambers, placed 
frequently in every quarter; amongſt which an Oval Room was ſeen, . magnificent 
above the reſt , as ir ſhould ſeem intended to give Orontes entertainment when he 
pleaſed ; but appointed at other times, for the reception of great Princes and Am- 
baſſadours: In the Cupelo was painted (upon a certain Engine made to turn in a 
circular motion) the Gods fitting in their greateſt Majeſty , whiſſt-carved Statues 
round about the walls, repreſented thoſe Deities hiſtorically in ſome actions or other, 
which perſonated them and their proceedings in the world: The Gardens for delight, 
were on the South. ſide of the wall, that incompaſſed the whole Court; however ſo 
near the Kings retirements, that when he had a minde either by water, or by land, he 
could paſs to the walks from his own chamber, without being ſeen by any, whilſt their 
greatneſs reſembled a Forreſt furniſhed with ſeveral. varieties, as their deliouſcieſs a 
Paradiſe with multitudes of beauties, wherein. Mounts were raiſed to over-top the 
Plains, and Groves orderly growing to over-ſhadow the Graſs, Chryſtal ſtreams. 
here and there alſo plaid upon the ground, not onely to conſerve the verdure , but to 
refreſh the air, until at laſt a large River as ſole Emperour of all, received a tri. 
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butes of ſo many ſprings into his vaſt treaſury , as the deſigned ſuperficies of 
the earth, by bis windings, one onely entire Iſland of Delight: in the middle of 
which ſtood a firm Rock, that on the top iſſued forth ſo huge a Caſcata of water, 
that it ſupported a golden Crown of an immeaſurable bigneſs in the air to the won- 
der of the beholders : Cocrinus although he had arrived to the journeys end of his firſt 
deſign, yet he found his entertainment was ſo cold from moſt of the gallanteſt Cour- 
tiers (who minded rather their own bravery in apparel, whereby the better to ho- 
nour their Kings marriage, ſince the Syrian Newry aflected variety of faſhions 
above other people) then the hidden ſecrets, either of his imployments or his inten- 
tions; inſomuch as he was not able a long time to procure admittance to Orontes, 
or ſcarce countenance from any perſons of quality, until at laſt finding out by his 
craft, certain Miniſters of State belonging ro the Favourite (whoſe intereſt was not 
leſſened by his abſence) he addreſſed himſelf to their reception, a favour gained, ei- 
ther by money or violent profeſſions : In this manner defiring them, that as his Em- 
baſſie merited a competent eſteem, being imployed from the great Commonwealth of 
Lydia, of moſt concerament to the Kingdom of Syria, ſo might he obtain an Audi. 
ence from fottunate Orontes, whereby the ſame correſpondency ſhould be conſerved 
between the two Nations, notwithſtanding any peace made with the Egyptian Mo- 
narchy : Tis true, as I ſaid, importunities or other means, brought him within a day 
or two to the Kings preſence, who received him notwithſtanding between jeaſt and 
earneſt; of one fide asking him, whether or no he had a new Commiſſion, ſince the 
often changes of the Government in the Lydia» Dominions, made it a difficult mat- 
ter to know, who were the Lords that any Prince was to treat withal; of the other 
fide not being willing to diſturb what alliance ſoever Maarius had formerly made, 
he gave him ſtill licence to remain in his Court. Although Locrinus eſteemed this a 
ſufficient favour, to keep him ſafe without any oppreſſion, yet he blamed extreamly 
his own want of foreſight, that had not uſed ſome means or other at Sardis, where- 
by to renew his authority in effect, as well as by ſufferance , ſince the onely airie name 
of am Ambaſſadour, would rather occaſion deriſion then act buſineſs, 
But whilſt Locriuus expected his Commiſſion from the great Senate ſitting at Sar- 
dit, who uſed a certain kinde of ſeeming circumſpeRion in every trivial accident, be- 
cauſe it taſted more of gravity then precipitation; or at leaſtwiſe as they thought, 
ſtruck the people with an amazed reverence concerning their authority, ſeeing their 
actions were not eaſily to be underſtood, ſo coloured them in this manner by circum- 
ſtances, when perhaps a quick way, would have performed better, and with leſs 
trouble, an eſpecial meſſenger arrived from Maæarius upon the Contines , who 
brought a particular relation of what had paſſed betweem the great Favourite of 
Egypt and the Syrian Minifter. The place of their meeting was ( ſaid he) appointed in 
4 ſmall Iſland of a f nature, though little of circumference, and cloſed by two 
artificial Bridges, erected for that purpoſe: In the midſt was built a houſe of Marble, 
with a couple of gates for entrance thereunto, mounted by fix ſteps, the whole Fabrick . 
reſembling a Star, as an embleme of future luſtre to the world , by that happy con- 
cord intended: Maxarius advanced to the deſigned ſtation in his Coach, according 
to the faſhion of the Syrian Nation, accompanied by many of the beſt Nobility, 
with ſome alſo of the Flamins, whoſe wiſdom and piety moſt pleaſed his election, 
whilſt his guard of horſe and foot marched in order, before and behinde his Chariot, 
though Staffiers with embroidered Liveries (carrying Partizans in their bands) went 
of either (ide, to be ready aſſiſtants towards his ſervice , when there ſhould be occa- 
ſion, either to execute his commands, or regulate the ſolemnity; then followed 
twenty other leſſer Cars triumphant, wherein fate all the prime Gentry of his train; 
the better ſort preceding them in more ſtately carriages: when they came near the 
Bridge made over the River with three vaſte Arches, notice was given to the principle 
Secretary by a Trumpeter, that the other Favourite was alſo advanced to the water- 
ſide, belonging to Egypt Dominions, riding in his Litter all ſet with precious Stones, 
according to his Countrey manner, accompanied alſo with divers Grandees and 
other Arch. Prieſts of the Nation, and being attended in like manner w th a guard 
of

of Horſe and Foot, whilſt four and twenty young pages in rich a pparel, led ſo ma- 
ny brave Horſes of the Arabian breed: On both borders of the River without the 
Iſland, ſtood two ancient Temples , the one dedicated to the Gods of Egypt Do- 
minion, the other to the Patron of Hrias Monarchy , wherein was brad by 
each Favourite a moſt magnificent Ace; which being ended they proceed- 
ed to their conference, as near as could be directed at the ſame moment of time, 
whereby to avoid all jealouſies, that might ariſe concerning each others precedency, 
whereby the better to conſerve the dignity of their great Maſters without any 
diſpute or controverſie, whilſt their followers in curious Barges (a promiſcu- 
| ous way) paſſed the water, to give their further -attendance: The room chat 
was appointed for their meeting was directly Circular, into which opened 
four doors, according to the heavens diviſion; the top being uncovered in the midſt, 
for the more air and light, ſince there were no other windows to give it lu- 
ſtre, by reaſon of the exceſlive inflamation of the weather in that hot Climate. 
The Favourites at their firſt entrance beheld one another with ſtedfaſt countenances, 
yet without ſpeaking one word, as if they contemplated their Maſters greatneſs and 
power, by the complexion and proportion of their own perſons , wherein them- 
ſelves for ſo many years ſeemed to have ruled the whole Univerſe, and now onely 
met to give pacification to the world; who · like the ſuns influence heating afar off, 
gave nouriſhment to all living things, by ſome miracuſous or hidden myſtery: how- 
ever their habits were different in colour and ſhape; the one red, the other black, as 
if by their meanings they intended to ſhew, the earth hicherunto had been compo- 
ſed of two paſſions, Blood and Mourning: At laft they fate down in their 
Chairs, calling in their Secretaries, to begin the Conference, though more out of 
form then ſubſtance, in regard thatipreſently after they had performed ſome circum- 
ſtances, belonging to the Cergmony of che diſpute, they were again commgnded out 
of their preſence, where theſe two? myſterious, Stateſmen continued, for at leaſt 
three hours ſpace, without the knowledge of any but chemſelves what they ſaid; 
however as it was imagined to be very ſucceſsful, for that moſt affectionate and 
ſeeming intimate Complements , crowned thieir partiog at that time; each pre- 
ſenting to the other, thoſe Lords and Grandees of either Nation, that mericed moſt 
honour and eſteem, with other expreſſions of love and ſatisfaction. | 
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The ſecond Conference a few dayes after, afforded more matter of Conteſtxion, 
and a great deal leſs of Ceremony, in that ſome heat though much gravity either 
uſhered in or mingled with their diſcourſes; both maintaining too violently the ſeem- 
ing Quarrel almoſt laid aſleep in action, though now proſecuted by ghem with words, 
as formerly twas by weapons, the buſineſs being not ſo dangerous, however more 
exaſperating: The firſt beginning of the difference was, from what reaſons proceed- 
ed the continuation of that war, that nom was with ſo much pains to be. compoſed, 
although wifdom ſhould fave the differences by either of their endeavours, in ta- 
king away the preſent difficulties; ſince both Honour and Juſtice were both jealous 
and hard principles to be obſerved by Princes: Maæarii alledged, the affronts 
which young Orontes had received from Condoroſus actions, countenanced ſo long a 
time by bis near Kinſman the King of yypr. This made Azlaricss the other Fa- 
vourite in this nature reply; The ſike and more was done, ſaid he, by the 4/irian 
Nation, in defending the Prince of Carthage, when he had ſeized upon his Sove- 
reigns Dominions ; beſides the open. fomenting of Rebellion in Memphis and 
other Countreys under his Maſters Juriſdiction.” '- Maxarius anſwered , that not- 
withſtanding the King of Syria did make uſe of thoſe perſons with their pretended 
titles, the better to ſtrengthen himſelf in thoſe wars, he had deſiꝑned to recover 
his awn Rights; yet he never entertained in his boſome the Subjects of Oſiris, that fell 
from their allegiance; beſides (as he ſaid) the King of Egypt had actually invaded 
the Territories of Orontes, whende great City of Damaſcus, conteſted with open 
arms againſt the Princes authority, not ſuffering him to come within their walls, 
but by the power and force of an Army. A great deal worſe, replyed Aularicus, 
your maſter did, when he delivered over the brave Town and Haven of Dore as, 
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into the hands of his falſe and malicious enemy Hercrombrot us, who had not onely 
broke bis faith, in falling upon part of the Egyptian Dominions of the fortunate 
Iſlands, when an Ambaſſadour of friendſhip and commerce remained at Sardis, but 
profeſt himſelf (all he could) a perſecutor and hater of the Delphine Religion, which 

Fyria as well as Egypt pretends to worſhip opal inthe interim the poor Countrey 

of Pamplyliaundergoes tyranoy as well in cheir eſtates as in the veneration of the 
Gods. At theſe words a kinde of inflammation began to poſſeſs the thoughts and 
ſpirics of wiſe Ma carius, until at laſt after ſomething a long ſilence, this anſwer broke 
from his lips, tempering however his colour a little with patience , as his ſpeech with 
moderation, as it ſhould ſeem , being willing to break any way rather then by haſty 
language or words ill placed; eſpecially knowing Andromiaa to be moſt violently 
bent towards this accommodation. | | ; 

Truly Sir, ſaid he, as the often offers we have made to buy your friendſhip, by the 
releaſe of many Towns and Countreys now in our poſſeſſion, without the full reſto. 
ration of Condoroſus to all bis dignities , both againſt Juſtice and the Kings Honour; 
ſo finding it was your deſign as well as ours, to procurethe Iydian aſſiſtance towards 
our commodity, we thought it not amiſs co prevent you in that purpoſe, and ſo made 
our accord before you arrived at that period: however to prevent all miltakes, I muſt 
tell you, that notwithſtanding by former» agreements Hercrombritus was made ma- 
ſter of the Town, yet ſuch wers the proviſions appointed by the Syrian State, that 
the Inhabitants of Deorcas ſhould not onely ſtill enjoy their ancient priviledges, but 
their old Religion againſt any juriſdiction or change of Government whatſoever. 
After theſe words be ſate down again in his Chair with a countenance, that rather ex- 
preſt ſorrow then diſcontent : But this being perceived by a Nobleman of Egypr, 
who had waited upon Queen Andromida, during her infancy , into the Countrey of 
Syria, when Orſames and ſhe were firſt contracted, whereby as it ſhould ſeem be had 
inkindled in himſelf, a kinde of an equal ſhare, of love to both Dominions, began 
with a moſt grave demeanour to utter this manner of diſcourſe, that taſted not more 
of affetion then wiſdom. | 

My Lords (ſaid he) although theſe aged tears , may not afford you belief of my 
integrity, or my years old enough any opinion of experience; yet give me leave 
to tell you both, that this glorious meeting not procuring a Cataſtrophe, anſwer- 
able to the worlds expectation; you the great Miniſters of State, muſt undergo 
the bigheſt infamy, that time ever produced to the world, ſeeing you are lookt upon 
as the onely wheels, that turn the Hemeſphere of tranſactions, as well concerning 
Empires as other grivate Commonwealths : To doubt of your intereſt with your 
Princes, were more then a mad ſtupidity, when they have heaped upon you ſo many 
ſignal favours,that ſcarce will they ſeem to rule in any thing when you arc abſent, and 
being preſent they flying away their own particular appetites, whereby to let it bet. 
ter appear, what violent deſire they have you ſhould alwayes command: what obli- 

gations you have to the heavens for theſe bappineſſes, I muſt leave you to think ra- 
ther then my ſelf to deliver, when that, people expect from your endeavours , not 
onely a jubile but a ſalvation , as the Gods do an advancement of their Worſhip , 
which being now caſt back again to their firſt ſtgtion, muſt of neceſſity poſſeſs mens 
mindes, with nothing but thoughts of deſperation , whereby Aſia will be ſuddenly 
turned into another Chaos of confuſion; ſince no changes can ever come again into 
the ſame poſture , without being better by the attempt, or worſe by the effect: 
Remember Andromida divides an equal ſhare of blood in both Countreys; ſo that all 
muſt be hers that ſhall be more ſhed in this quarrel, wherein they that win ſhall ſatiſ- 
fie o iy a vain fancy of being conquerours, when. in ſubſtance they will loſe by the 
vic ry, if not compelled to make uſe of every baſe aſſiſtance, whereby to become 
oftentimes involved in moſt contemptible conditions, the better to procure ſtrength, 
to maintain a poor ſpleen , fit to be expreſſed bygone but unreaſonable creatures, 
whilſt other States laugh at the folly , becauſe they keep in the interim their Territo- 
ries ſafe hy the difference; whereas of the contrary, : agreeing in a generous peace, 
the earth will not onely become tributary to your powers, but che heavens auſpicious 
to 
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to your actions; and in particular your ſelves will be famous to all eternity : I be- 
ſeech you caſt away theſe impertinent controverſies, either of originall injuries, or 
airie ſatisfactions; when as wiſe mens glories are known more by the advantage they 
ſhall ger, then in the many things they may diſpute: If my ſpeech have in any thing 
diſpleaſed your Excellencies, impute it to my age or my fidelity, which ought either 
ro be excuſed or deſpiſed, and ſo conſequently not worth your anger, much leſs your 
revenge; if otherwiſeI ſhall thank the Gods, for having given me a heart, willing to 
per ſwade, or ready to ſuffer, in a cauſe of moſt value now in the world. The Favou- 
rites after this reſolute oration, as it were in a deep muſe, caſt down their eyes pre- 
ſently upon the ground, as if they either blamed their own proceedings, or ſtudied 
for other conſiderations, which invited or gave way, to another Councellour named 
Leontius of the Syrian Nation, who with a certain kinde of brave garb uttered this 
language, eſteemed not fuller of affection, then reaſon, 

If the many journeys I have made into Egypt by Orontes command, to facilitate 
this great Treaty of Peace; if the violent deſires of Andromida, to Crown her 
young Neece Queen of that huge Empire, which her own wiſdom hath governed for 
ſo long a ſeaſon , if thoſe kinde reſpects and more gracious favours, our young King 
hath lately demonſtrated to his valiant (though ſtubborn) Couſin Prince Candoroſus; 
if the deplorable condition of whole Aſia, ſweating with fears, and ſtained in blood 
inſtead of other moiſtures, as it were almoſt conſumed by care, and dryed up with fa- 
mine, incident to War and this miferable contention , wherein people are nn to 
Kings diſinherited, and the Gods diſhonoured, cannot work the mindes of men into 
a coniiderable temper, (when differences might be ended without more {laughter or 
leſs malice) yet let it never be reported to after ages, that the onely great Favourites of 
the mighty Commanders of the World ſhould meet in a triumphant Pageant , to act 
nothing but their own formal Ceremonies, without finiſhing their determinations, ot 
giving redreſs to the afflicted; ſince it is believed by a happy and propitious accord, 
the earth may be parted between the two Monarchs, as the red Sea now divides their 
meers and bounds, whilſt the main Ocean in the interim can onely meaſure out and 
circumſcribe the vaſt juriſdiction of both their Dominions , which being ſaid, the 
two eminent Arbitrators of this weighty reconciliation ,- recommended by their glo- 
rious maſters, not onely to their judicious care, but faithful integrity, conſidering the 
circumſtances belonging to the Dignity and Titles of Princes, are for the moſt part 
more tickliſh to be handled, then the very ſubſtance and intereſt it ſelf that appeared 
in object, made no reply at all to what had been ſaid , notwithftanding their diſcour- 
ſes ſeemed to have inflamed all the company ſtanding by with diverſity of opinions; 
until at laſt in a certain kinde of haſte, they roſe from their ſeats, and preſently retired 
to their own particular appartaments. | 

Two or three dayes time kept all things in a moſt deep ſilence, every body in a 
manner ſpeaking onely in low whiſpers, not well knowing what to ſay , and leſs how 
to conjeRure, though almoſt pa ſſionately ſad for the ſuppoſed accident, as if the 
diſaſter had prejudicated the downfal of the heavens, the nature of man being apter 
to be tranſported with deſpair falling from hopes, then if by no probabilities it had 
been encouraped to hope at all, however the perſon belett ſtil] in the ſame condition 
as at the firſt, a fancy belonging to the weakneſs of judgement , wanting a diſcreet 
fortitude, to diſtinguiſh proceedings from violent deſires ; but on a ſudden, when all 
people were preparing for a retiring journey, a new ſummons came from the Fa- 
vourites, again to ſer in order the place for another conference: At this ſtation they 
both ſingly appeared, not ſuffering any to be preſent in the deſigned room, where 
they continued for the ſpace of one hour, until at laſt they ſevered again, towards 
their own accuſtomed lodgings, none knowing in the interim what their communica- 
on had been: but the third day after meeting in a more ceremonious manner, it was 
given out generally amongſt all ſorts of company, that the great Miniſters of State 
had not onely agreed upon the marriage to be made, but the particular Articles of 

Peace to be proclaimed, which inſpired new flames of joy, in the breaſt of every per- 
ſon, being a Subject of either Kingdoms; and ſo I was diſpatched with letters to give 
chat intelligence. Aaaa 2 As 
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Ass the King with Aadromida his Mother, prepared themſelves in a moſt magni. 
ficent 6quipape, to give the deſigns of great Oſiris a ſpeedy meeting; ſo Locriuus the 
Lydian Ambaſſadour, being neither furniſhed with money for ſuch a ſtately voy. 
age, nor confident in any opinion his attendance would be acceptable, in regard of 
the Egyptian ſpleen towards his maſters proceedings, as well as his want of friends 
in Orontes Court, did not know what determinations to take; for conſidering if he 
left the Syrian alliance, and returned again to Damaſcus, as his perſon would be 
unſafe in that City, and his employment out of credit with all the world, fo by con. 
ſequence ſhould he be left in moſt miſerable confuſion, when as he was ſcarce truſted 
by the Senate, though hated directly by Arethuſins: belides he doubted to be for- 
gotten by Mararius, ſince Stateſmen look onely upon people, as either they are 
uſeful. or may be importunate. Theſe perplexities, I ſay, derained his thoughts for 
ſome dayes, as it were in a wilde and intricate Labyrinth, longing extreamly to hear 
from Sardis, whereby to be better furniſhed for his place, or his place with more 
decorum conferred upon his particular; until at laft finding his reſolutions were 
not to be protracted, in regard the Court was ready (with extream gallantry and a 
paſſionate haſte) to be going cowards the borders of Egypt, he determined by an 
invention contrived in his brain to ſecure himſelf, and not hazzard his reputation; 
which was in ſome diſguized habit or other, rather to follow the company, then to 
deſert the Court, whereby as he imagined, he ſhould not onely avoid the burthen of 
a great expence, but better inform his knowledge of all the paſſages ; wherein as he 
believed, ic would be unpoſſible for any one to difcover his perſon , when but thus 
altered, either in face or clothes; eſpecially having firſt ſolemnly taken his leave of 
e King. | 
9 had fully finiſhed this determination in his minde, he took upon him 
for execution, the garment of a common ſouldier, ſending his ſmall train in the interim 
to other parts, for that he pretended he would take new Officers of the Countrey fa. 
ſhion, that might be more ſerviceable in his deſigns ; when preſently (painting his 
face in ſeveral places with black lead, as if in former employments he had received 
many blows, as well to give à greater opinion of his jcourage, as the better to 
transform his condition) he entred himſelf a Trooper in the Kings guard; a pre- 
ferment not very difficult to procure, having language and perſon for che purpoſe, - 
beſides his readineſs in Military Diſcipline, that heretofore he had gained by his fre- 
quent practiſing of that profeſſion: As the Court reſted not many dayes in a place, 
being importuned by the cryes of the people, to viſit their grievances, or accept of 
their affection, ſo Locriuus wanted not oftentimes trouble enough in his journey; 
which differed ſomewhat from the ſoft accommodation, and quiet ſenſuality of an 
Ambaſſadours life, accuſtomed for the moſt part te travel with his head, and ſuffer 
his Secretary to watch with his pen, if not ſeldom to perform both offices , when his 
maſter was aſleep. But controverſies ariſing between the Flamins of the Kingdom, 
and thoſe of the Hereſian Worſhip, concerning priviledges obſtructed, or immuni- 
ties extorted, Orontes in ſome ſort was compelled to appoint a day for both parties 
to be heard, reſolving himſelf in perſon to be the Royal Arbitrator, as a teſtimony 
what juſtice he intended to diſtribute amongſt his Subjects: And to this purpoſe 
Raid at a brave Town belonging to his Dominions, near the Confines of the Egypti- 
an Monarchy, as well to be ready upon occaſion for the interview of his fair Miſtreſs, 
as at the time defigned to hear that great cauſe, which belonged to Religious Wor- 
ſhip of the Gods after the Hereſian manner; for however himſelf was a zealous 
obſerver of the Delphine. Ceremonies, yet he thought it both honourable and juſt, 
to continue thoſe grants to his Subjects, (however of another belief) which former. 
ly bis Anceſtors had allowed their predeceſſors, thinking it a better way to convince 
their underſtandings by mildneſs and perſwaſion, then by rigour and power; not- 
wichſtanding this lenity he was reſolved the Heavens ſhould loſe notbing, either of 
of Reality or Form, belonging to the Majeſty of their Temples within his Domi- 
nions. 
At length the day came for the hearing of this great difference; the Flamins ap- 
pearing 
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pearing on the one ſide , as many of the Herefian Priefts on the other; each ready 
wich exaſperated ſpleen, to diſpute their own ſeeming apprehenſions, whilſt Oronte⸗ 
himſelf mounted upon a Throne, both awed and invited the aſſembly to a moderati- 
on; until at laſt a grave perſon — to the Temple of Deiphos, with a certain 
kinde of becoming reverence, towards the King Perſon, and a religious earneſtneſs 
concerning/hisown cauſe, began in this manner to deliver his thoughts. d 

Moſt mighty Prince of the Syrian Monarchy, if not chief King of the Delphine 
Worſhip, whole piety ought to pattern the world, as your greatneſs doth command 
it, not onely as the firſt Son of the moſt Sacred Temple, but in regard of the obedi- 
ence of others to the ſame principle, which will be your honour, as the Subjects ſafery , 
fince the duty perſwade the Gods, as their influence render proſperous the earth; be- 
ing created by their omnipotency, and that creation for no other ſervice ; neither can 
they be pleaſed with divided ſacrifices; for as one truth muſt govern all till every 
thing periſh , ſo let that truth be protected, leſt we periſh before the time; at leaſt- 
wiſe for the ſatisfaction of that Goodneſs divine, that bath granted to humanity ſuch 
a priviledge, that the heavens tremble to behold : Wherefore I ſay, be your thoughts 
regulated to ſuch periods, that etetnity after a while may reward your actions, not 
with fading Diadems of tranſitory Princes, but with glorious Stars of never dying 
Fame, accompanied with celeſtial happineſs'; never to be taken away by force nor 
fraud; being abſolute in the enjoying, as ſatisfactory in the poſſeſſion ;, when youth 
will never be loft, and millions of years alwayes renewed , without over ſociety, or 
too much expectation, alike knowing of what is to come, and not caring for what 
is paſt : It cheſe be che glorious attributes, great Sir, of fortunate and bleſſed ſouls, 
eſteem them unhappy and miſerable that covet other preferments; and by that con. 
ſequence judge of theſe men of the Hereſian practice, who prophane our Temple, 
contemn our Sacrifice, and deride our Ceremonies , violently attempting to teach a 
new Worſhip of their own, becauſe they would wade through ſeas of blood and 
cruelty, whereby to have their humours fatisfied to your diſhonour , not contenting 
— with thoſe graces, formetly extorted from your Anceſtors, by proud and 
rebellious Armies, by which they tore down Oratories, and ſlaughtered your people; 
but now in the very height of your ma jeſtick proſpericy, would confine your Govern- 
ment to fantaſtick Laws; as if they not onely contemned your authority, but hated 
the dominion; whilſt in the interim they ſeek by a levelling envy, to make your | 
Crown below their feet, and the Gods Worſhip no higher then their obſtinacy. 

The King finding that this exaſperate language, however accompanied with much 
truth, muſt not onely continue the contention for many weeks in ſome heat and dil. 
cord, (whick he was unwilling to ſuffer, in regard of his approaching marriage) but 
alſo for that it would give a great deal of diſcontent , to his truſty general Turiaus, 
who was bimſelf a profeſſour of the Hereſian Worſhip, reſolved preſently to diſmiſs 
their preſent attendants, ſaying, as his State occaſions called him to other conſidera- 
tions, for his own honour and the benefit of his Subjects, ſo would he have the 
cauſe again debated, when he came to Damaſcus, where he ſhould have mote lea- 
ſure and better conveniency : Nevertheleſs he aſſured the F/amins, that as the ad. 
vancement of the Gods ſervice, ſhould be his principal endeavours, they might reſt 
ſatisfied to enjoy, whatſoever belonged to the Rites, and Priviledges of the Sacred 
Temples : Although theſe promiſes in part quieted the Delphine Prieſts, though not 
ſatisfiedtheir mindes ; yet thoſe of the Herefan opinion being contident , the King 
was more then ordinary addicted to favour and countenance their party, (erroneous 
paſſion alwayes inclining to fancy, rather neceſſity then goodneſs cauſeth the compli- 
ance) of a ſudden made certain invective writings to be diſperſed, not onely againſt the 
chief Flamins, but the very eſſential points of their Religion; *Tis true, theſe bold 
proceedings, ſo much enflamed the whole Town, that the Commonalty preſently 
roſe in vindication of the affront; vowing they would tear thoſe perſons aſunder, 
that had per ſwaded their young Prince, to countenance that pernicious faith, that 

formerly had, with ſo much blood, rebellion, and cruelty, won it ſelf admittance 


within the Syrian Monarchy , not onely to the grievance and diſhonour of Ones 
anceſtors, - 
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anceſtors, but to the prejudice of the Temple of De/phos, wherein the whole body 
of the people were more then concerned, both in intereſt and duty: With theſe cla- 
mours, I ſay, they came to the Court, being ſcarce to be pacitied, either by the Guards 
perſwaſion, or the Souldiers violence, until the King was counſelled by a preſent de- 
cree, not onely to baniſh all the Hereſian Prieſts out of the City, but alſo to give or- 
der thoſe ſlanderous writings ſhould be publickly burnt , as a teſtimony of zeal to his 
Religion, and affection to the Flamins of the Kingdom. 

Locrinus (whoſe conſcience being much governed by his profit, according to the 
natural inclination of his Countrey-men) was not willing to ſeem peeviſh in his out- 
ward thoughts, when he might with more pleaſing advantage, comply with the reſt 
of his fellow Souldiers ; wherefore went along with his companions' in the ſame 
Troop,to be a curious ſpectator of that ceremonious juſtice , though perhaps in the 
height of his Embaſſie, he would have diſputed the manner, which now he durſt not 
any way own but in ſuch a diſguiſe , as he was confident would obſcure him from any 
bodies knowledge, other then ro whom his tongue would reveal the ſecret : never. 
theleſs there it was his fortune amongſt the crowd, to encounter the Hereſian Syrian 
his friend, whom he had obliged before his departure from Damaſcus, to make a 
journey on his behalf into the Countrey of Lydia, as well to enquire out thoſe de- 
ſigns in agitation, belonging to the Nation, as to inform himſelf concerning the 
change of Sardis Government: *Tis true, he did not more wonder to ſee him in that 
place, then was troubled himſelf to be diſcovered; ſince his own countenance here- 
tofore was accuſtomed to give luſtre, not onely to him in particular, but all thoſe of 
the Hereſian Religion in the great City of Damaſcus : Nevertheleſs the violence of 
ſelf. commodity, prevailing more in his nature (beſides much of curioſity) then the 
paſſion of vain · glory, he reſolved as he appeared, to make his Agent acquainted with 
his metamorphoſis ; ſo that preſently taking leave of his fellow companions , he re- 
tired him a certain ſpace from the multitude, where he accoſted him with a plain diſ- 
covery who he was; and afterward leading him to a pretty green bank, ſomething 
without the walls of the Town, being there ſeated together, he required alſo of him 
the particulars of his adventures: The man whoſe name was Garderius, when he had 
a little ſmilingly dwelt upon the conſideration, and the proſpect of Locrinus diſguize, 
in a more ſerious manner then upon the firſt object, delivered this relation of his im- 
ployment, according to the ſeveral journeys he had made towards his ſervice ; the 
party wanting neither language to expreſs his thoughts, or wit to underſtand 
buſineſs. Ane 

Parting, ſaid he, with you at Damaſcus, I ſoon arrived at the Haven of Tyrus, for 
my tranſportation by water into Lydia; where finding a ſmall Bark fitted for Cyprus 
(conceiving in that Iſland I ſhould meet with a better conveniency) I took the oppor- 
tunity of a paſſage, which landed me in four and twenty hours at: Salamine; where 
in the interim I onely learned this news, that as a ſtrong Fleet had been ſent by the 
State of Lydia into the Euxine Sea, either to compel peace or aſlift Dogalphus; fo 
the Commonwealth of Cyprus had deſigned another from their Territories, as well 
to aid the contrary Prince, if there followed no agreement, as to conſerve their own 
intereſt of trading, wholly obſtructed as they pretended, by the cauſes of the King 
of Scythia's uſurpation : wherefore preſently leaving thoſe Countreys full of their 
own deſires and expectation, I mace haſte toaccompliſh your commands; and by 
conſequence was not long before I attained .(in a Cyprian Ship) the borders of the 
Tydian Dominion; when putting upon Land at the great and flouriſhing City of 
Smyrna, I Raid for two or three dayes in that place, as well tofurniſh my ſelf with 
horſes and other neceſſaries, as to be ſomething informed concerning the eſtate of 
that Town, with other paſſages belonging to the preſent Government : but when I 
came to Sardis, it was not long before it was my chance to light upon an underſtand- 
ing perſon, who acquainted me with theſe particulars, belonging to the preſent af- 
fairs of the Countrey, which I think not amiſs to deliver in an ample manner, feeing 
you were pleaſed to imploy me thither chiefly for that purpoſe. | 

As you have heard, faid he, already in a general way , of the late riſing 4 the in- 

abitants 
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habicants in the North Weſt of Lydia, bordering ſomething near upon the Egean 
Sea, ſo may you know the cauſes of ic to be not onely in regard of the often changes in 
Government, according to the Armies fancy , but the extraordinary tyrannies and 
oppreſſions in every part practiſed by that face of authority, that now governs more 
by their wills and prerogative, then either by Jaw or reaſon ; wherein they abuſe Reli- 
gion with formal hypocriſie, and ſell Juſtice for their own benefit; whilſt a few per- 
ſons have uſurped to themſelves the ſupream power, and the meaneſt of the Subjects 
be wholly employed, becauſe they act but according to ſuch preſcriptions, knowing 
nothing but what the Senate dictates, and doing all what it ſhall propoſe: This pre- 
poſterous ſubjection it is feared, the peoples induſtry muſt maintain, whereby the 
Souldiers alwayes intend to command; whilſt trading decayes, and beggery is per- 
peruated, without hope of being better, and not poſſible to be endured long: Theſe 
are the allegations, I ſay, if not the realities of Zydia's ſufferings , which fate cer- 
tainly it deſerveth, ſince they could not be content with the beſt confticution in the 
world when they had it, but wattonly muſt deſire to change for the worſt confuſion, 
onely becauſe envy and pride would not let them ſee ; likely now to be ſlaves or no- 
thing for that inconſtancy: So that now I ſhall proceed to the relation of more 
particulars, belonging principally to matter of fact; as moſt demonſtrative, for 
that the variouſneſs ot peoples fancies, either in calamities or luxury, can neither be 
well known to others, or rightly underſtood by themſelves, wavering continuall in 
both conditions: But to the purpoſe. . | 

This riſing party, as I ſay, was headed by two principal perſons of thoſe Coun. 
treys, named Tellanor and Zymon; whoſe fortunes were ſo eminent, that probably 
covetouſneſs could not be the motive, ſince well they might loſe but could not gain 
by the action; and if any hidden ambition poſſeſſed their thoughts, ic was ſuppo. 
ſed to be, that they intended to prevent Arethuſius pretences, from being allked 
from forreign Forces, upon the concluding of the peace between Egypt and Syria; 
as well in regard ſtrangefs,as they thought, ſhould not have any ſhare in che glory of 
his reſtitution, (when as his own Subjects were willing to perform the office) as thac 
the Hereſian Religion might not be diſhonioured by thoſe of the Delphine Worſhip, 
which their hearts could not be brought, either to obey or receive; therefore in this 
attempt neither invited or gave countenantetothat profeſſion ; but on the contra- 
ry with open proclamations, diſavowed both their Rites and their perſons; how- 
ever it was believed alſo, that the King ſhould have been but conditional, if admit- 
ted at all to his Throne, in that they declared theit taking up Arms was onely for a 
free Senate, without mentioning a ſingle Governoùt to be allowed in the Lydian 
Territories: But whatſoever their intentions might be inthe end, it was certain 
they ſeized upon many Towns, as alſo formed their Army into fundry companies 
and diviſions, ſuppoſing the Ma jeſtrates of Sardis would not be backward to pro- 
vide Troops, if not to encounter, at leaſtwiſe to ſtop the danger, to their own delired- 
Government; which the Senate endeavoured to perpetuare, although oftentimes 
they had put on countenances to the contrary; as well ro ſatishe the peoples 
hopes, as not to let their ambitions be too much perceived, whereby to prevent 
other con junctions from being made the ſooner to their deſtruction; ſince as reſo. 
lations in rule and command beſt pleaſe other States, that for moſt part profit by 
changes, fo every Prince or Monarch could not be well ſatisfied, in the King of Tydias 
expulſion by his own Subjects, being a principal precedent of a deſperate conſe- 
quence, as might be ſappoſed ro their own continuance, and much more to their 
abſolute Juriidiction: Nevertheleſs, however it was thought and promiſed no 
doubt in Tillanor and Timon's firſt combination, that the whole Kingdom by this 
example would have taken arms, out of hate to the Senates proceedings; yet whe- 
ther over-awed by the Souldiers ſucceſſes, or willing to let others labour in the Vine- 

rd, whilſt themſelves reſted quiet in their ſeveral ſtations, (however they intended 
to eat of the Grapes) very few or none appeared in bodies, throughout the whole 
Nation to take their parts; into ſo abſolute a ſtupidity or want of courage, are the 


people of Lydia now wrought, by reaſon of. their frequent ſenſualities, that they 
are 
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are content to buy their own ſlavery at any rate, rather then once hazzard their 
perſons, towards the purchaſe of what freedom ſoever; hoping ſtill after they know 
not what, and never acting at all, whereby to purchaſe any thing; whilſt their 
cares they bury in gurmandizing, and ſtudy to forget every remedy for the future; 
becauſe they will not take the pains to be overmuch troubled with unpleaſant ap- 
prehenſions, or loſe fo long a time from the enjoyment of their own appetites. 

In this poſture, as I have been informed, remained the Nation, when a Captain 
called Abactauus, was ſent from the uſurping: Senate, with competent. Forces, ei- 
ther to ſuppreſs the Rebellion, or venture their Army; ſince no middle way of 
Pacificatięn Mas to be deſired, for that attonements were inconſiſtant as they thought 
wich their purpoſes; knowing if they did not govern all, they' ſhould command 
nothing; in regard that as the Court would be encteaſed in number, whereby they 
ſhould be alwayes out-voted, ſo the greateſt perſons of the Kingdom being brought 
into the Houle, their diſabilities would be the ſooner perceived; neither the intereſt 
of the Souldiers (whoſe intentions were alwayes to be well paid , or never disband- 
ed) could not endure to hear of any authority, that durſt either diſpute their acti- 
ons, or contradict their, power; which they were ſure the preſent Senate would ne- 
ver do, becauſe their own Juriſdiction was onely rendred legal, hy the countenance 
the Army had ever put upoũ their eſſence : For the Commander himſelf, it was not 
well underſtood, whether his ſpleen or his ambition was the greater; ſince as his In- 
junctions were ever for the moſt part ſowre and unrelenting, ſo had he once before 
been tlie chief inſtrument to diſpoſſeſs the preſent Senators of their places, who had 
{till continued the chief Majeſtracy in one ſingle perſon, if Hercrombrotus had not 
endeavoured to have kept it alwayes in his own blood, whereby be became defraud- 
ed as he thought of his hopes to ſucceed, cauſe enough of ſuſpition to the now 
Rulers, but that the neceſſity of the times would not give them leave, either to be 
peremptory, or diſpute their Authorities, when he denied to march but upon his own 
conditions; being preſumptuouſly confident, none was abler or more courageous 
then imſelf, and that knowledge gave him both opinion and boldneſs proper to 
ſuch an exploit, that required as well haſte as reſolution, ſince any protraction 
could not bur loſe thę Senates credit, and ſo conſequently the Armies benefit, either 
of getting or governing, when ſeemingly they ſhould be oppoſed by tumultuous ri- 
ſings; whether of the common people, or more conſiderable perſons. ' - 

Whilſt theſe preparations were making ready for his march, the chief Magiſtrates 
of the City of Sardis (according to their claimed priviledges) aſſembled together 
their general Council, whereby to adviſe, as *twas faid , whether they ſhould take 

t with the riſing people, (who pretended they onely took up Arms for a new and 
— Senate) or ſtill continue their obedience to the preſent Authority, though moulded 
as was pretended by the Armies violence; wherein the Subjects Liberties were altoge- 
ther infringed, as their eſtates captivated, without any hope of remedy, or likelihood 
of reſtoration, but by ſuch endeavours as were now practiſed: It was not long be- 
fore the Senate had intelligence of theſe intentions; ſo that finding the cure was to 
be both ſudden and ſharp, in regard of the leading and dangerous examples to other 
places, preſently ſear Troops of Souldiers to ſurround the great Hall where they 
were fitting, not onely by their loud out. eryes to diſturb their Conferences, but as 
they iſſued out of the Room to ſeize their perſons; This being done, they brought 
them before Commiſſioners appointed for that purpoſe, which for the preſent, I may 
ſay, ſomething quieted their intentions; however as it is thought nothing at all ſet- 
tled their minds; but rather like a flame allayed by the caſting on, of water, after 
breaketh out with more fury: Nevertheleſs this gave a better opportunity ſor 
Abactanus, to take his journey towards the riſing people, who notwithſtanding re- 
moved not far from their firſt ſtation, finding neither the City nor the Countrey, to 
anſwer their expectation: *Tis true a few dayes march in regard of the general baſte, 
brought both Armies to a near diſtance, when of a ſudden he was ſaluted with a 
Letter, that ſpake this language by way of expoliulation , defiring with all ic might 

becommunicated or recommended to the Aſſembly. BO”: 
The 
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If you think, it ſtrauge toſee us thus engaged in deſperation , you may interpret it the 
onely effects of Loyalty to our Countrey, when both our fortunei and our lives, are put at 
the ſtake for that redemption, without hope of advancement by the bargain : If you judge 
us in the wrong, for taking up Arms in our hands, becauſe we ſeem to ſtrive againſt pub- 
lick Authority, blame firſt your own proceedings in that particular, who invaded the like 
formerly, to comply with Hercrombrotus ambition; therefore our undertakings are tobe 
excuſed, if yours be not to be condemned, ſince as we deſire, without oppreſſion, but to have 
the Senate reſtored ; ſo your Dominion being tyrannical ought not to be continued, if the 
Sabjeft may know, what Law he is to obey before ht be condemned , for what was not yet 
made a crime to his nndertakings : Blood we ſeek, not, but our Liberty, freed abſolmtely 
from any uſurpation : if we be ſuppreſt in theſe endeavonrs , let the Gods determine and 
puniſh the guilt, whilſt we remain faithful, though injured Patriots in our profeſſion, 


Tellanor and Timon. 


The onely return to this Letter was, an offer of pardon for their lives, condition- 
ally they yielded their Perſons without their Effates , elſe to expect the fortune of a 
Battle, as the beſt reward they would give for their preſumption : all which I recei. 
ved from the publick intelligence. | 

But in the interim, whilſt theſe things were acting in the Countrey, it was my 
chance being one day at the Syria» Ambaſſadours (who till kept his reſidence within 
the great City of Sards, and many of his people profeſſing the Hereſian Religion) 
to be informed, not onely of your ſurprizing the Princeſs Cloria, at the Caſtle of 
Amariilia within the Territories of Pamphylia, but alſo of her releaſe again before 
ſhe arrived at Deorcas, performed by ſome Troops under the command of her Bro- 
ther Arethuſius (at leaſtwiſe Subjects belonging to the Kingdom of Lydia) by which 
encounter (as I was more ſecretly told) young Manchinus the Nephew of our great 
Favourite Mararius was certainly ſlain, whilſt his Uncle was imployed in the Treaty 
of Peace, which for the preſent, had ſo enraged our Miniſter of State, that preſent- 
ly he deſired audience of the Senate, offering more freely to comply in their occaſi- 
ons: however this is a particular, not yet openly publiſhed abroad, but rather whiſ- 
pered in corners of intelligence; ſinte Nations do not uſe to make known to other 
Dominions, their own ill accidents , yet Ithought it beſt (for your intereſt): to lay 
hold of the occaſion, and by that new tendered friendſhip , to procure yau the eaſier 
ſupplies of money, if not a larger Commiſſion, whereby to keep the ſame corre- 
ſpondency (as formerly) within the Territories of the Syrian Monarchy, as well to 
give a countenance to thoſe of the Hereſian Religion, as alſo if it be poſſible, to hin- 
der the unity now intended, between our King Orontes and Oſiris the two mighty 
Princes of the world; which elſe probably muſt deſtroy all pretences, concerning the 
Worſhip of our Gods, with the priviledges of their Temples, and the rather for 
that you ſee, how violently the Flaming are bent, as well to our ruine as ſuppreſſion. 
| Here Garderius refted ſilent a while; but Locvinus ſuddenly ſtriking his hand upon his 
breaſt, cryed out in this expreſſion : 158 8 85 

O heavens (ſaid he) what further fate belongs to thoſe injured Princes, Arethuſius 
and Cloria, that in ſo many dangers, and variety of fortunes, have been preſerved, by 
the Gods omnipotency and goodneſs? after he continued a- long time, as it were ina 
deep contemplation, until Garderius deſired him to hear out, the ſhort concluſion of 
his relation. h | 73 

The Armies (ſaid he) as I told you before, being drawn together at a very near di. 
ſtance, could not be ſeparate again without fighting; wherefore the riſing people be- 
ing ſufficiently diſcouraged; not onely in regard of the peremptory anſwer ſent them 
by the Senates General, but alſo finding there was 1 pacification, or mercy 70

be expected from his proceedings, in a certain kinde of weak and confuſed manner; 
attempted che enemies Battalion with their Vanguard. 
In this conflict was inftantly ſlaughtered the Captain, with a few others of his re- 
ſolution, whilſt the reſt viewing the ſmall Tragedy, without almoſt any reſſiance at 
all, diſtractedly fled ſeveral wayes ; as I may ſay, ending in this manner, a buſineſs, ei- 
ther ill grounded at the fitſt, or weakly maintained in the conclufion ; fo that after I 
had underſtood all this at Sardis, and been an eye-witneſs of the taking priſoner of 
Telianor, though Timon the other General was not yet heard of; I parted with as 
much haſte as poſſible I could, contented enough for that I had effected your affairs, 
with a ſucceſs according to my own wiſhes: In this poſture I arrived after a ſmall jour- 
ney at the great City of Damaſcus, in hope there to have encountered you perſonal. 

ly; but finding my expectation deceived, and underſtanding our King had appointed 
an aſſembly of his Subjects of our Religion in this City, whereby to defend their cauſe 
againſt the Flamins, I thought ir my duty ia ſome ſore to be preſent at the meeting; 
whereby to give the beſt aſſiſtance I could co thoſe people, either by counſel or inte- 
reſt, until I ſhould underſtand the certain place of your abode. 

Although they continued together for ſome pretty ſpace after this diſcourſe, view- 
ing of letters, and reſolving of many ſeveral matters; yet Locrinus not to be 
too long abſent from his companions, in regard of ſome duties, that were ordinarily 
to be performed by thoſe Souldiers of the Kings company, at laft took his leave of 
Garderias, after he had thanked him with many Syrian complements , not onely for 
the extraordinary pains be had taken in his coacernments , but alſo in thoſe preſent 
relations he had made towards his further ſatisfaction; promiſing him the next day 
again to meet in the ſame place, whereby the better to determine of the courſe they 
were to proſecute, ſince it was not probable that the Court would long remain in that 

ity ; but either remove nearer-the borders of the Egyptian Monarchy , or return 
back again to the Town of Damaſcus. 

That night following Locrinus entred into conſideration of his own affairs, being 
not much Key upon better thoughts, that he Princeſs Cloria was freed from her re- 
ſtraint, ſince he had as he imagined , performed a ſervice ſufficient to the great Fa- 
vourite Aararius, whereby to continue him ſtill in his affection, notwithſtandin 
his Nephew Manc hinus had been unfortunately deſtroyed in the attempt, occaſione 
by his own over - violent paſſion, wherefore doubted not of his welcome to the Court, 
when he ſhould again return to his former imployment; which now he was in a better 
capacity to perform then heretofore, in regard both of his new Commiſſion, and the 
ſupply of money from Sardis, procured by the painful endeavours of his truſty friend 
Garderius; wherein the Hereſian Religion alſo, as he believed, might receive counte- 
nance and ſtrength, as well in the Kingdom of Syria, as in the Commonwealth of 
Lydia : He ſuppoſed withal, that the death of Manchinus, as it bad already in part 
enflamed the Ambaſſadour at Sardis, to a new correſpondency and communication 
with the Senate of Cydia, warranted thereunto by Maæarius principles; ſo did he 
hope, his own negotiations by reaſon of that particular, would finde better enter- 
tainment with the chief Councel , and every Miniſter of State within Oroxtes Domi- 
nions : ſo that he concluded abſolutely to leave his preſent diſguize , and aſſume to 
himſelf again his old ſhape , being fuller provided for all expences, any way condu- 
eing to that purpoſe, yet at the inſtant it became no ſmall queſtion in his thoughts, 
not onely how ſo ſuddenly he could free his perſon , from the obligation he had taken 
upon him as a Souldier, which he doubted would be-ftriftty obſerved by his Captain, 
but alſo in what kinde he could without ſome circumftances, preſent himſelf to the 
King, having but very lately taken his leave, pretending many. occaſions for his ab- 
ſence: Tis true, this ſo much perplexed his minde at that time, that he left off any more 
contemplations thereof, until the next opportunity, that he ſhould encounter again 
with his companion, at the place appointed without the walls of the Town, where 
both meeting accordingly, after he had acquainted Garderiut with his difficulties, he 
was quickly inſtructed by his apprehenſion in this manner: That upon the Kings 


parting from the City, either to make ſome. other perambulations about the 
Coun- 
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Countrey, or to return to his own Royal ſtation, within brave and flouriſhing Da+ 
maſc us, he might eaſily feign himſelf ſick of ſome deſperate diſeaſe, which hindred 
him for the preſent co march with the reſt of the guard; whereby a diſcharge might 
be procured thereuporffor his abſence , or at leaſtwiſe a long ſuſpenſion from his 
ſervice, until he ſhould be better recovered of his healch ; when being by this means 
freed from his preſent obligation, and ſtaying ſome time amongſt thoſe of the He. 
reſian Religion for his better accommodation, he might take upon him his wonted 
poſture as Ambaſſadour; and in an equipage anſwerable co his place and employ- 
ment, beginning his journey immediately cowards the Confines of both Kingdoms, 
where the two Favourites were treating in matters of peace between all the Princes 
of the leſſer A/ia, in which number, as Garderius ſaid, the conſiderable Common» 
wealth of Zydia ought to be included, as well for Ciyjl Juriſdiction, being now in 
amity with the Syrian Monarchy, as concerning their formal Worſhip of the Gods, 
when ſo many of Orontes Subjects profeſſed no other Ceremony and belief. It was 
not long after this diſcourſe , before Locrinus put in execution what bimſelf and 
friend had deſigned, intending thereby to make the Hereſian Religion, the ſeeming 
period of his intentions, accompanied by the intereſt of his preſent maſters, the great 
and fortunate Senate of -Lyaia, that in their own thoughts began again toover-awe 
the world: But Locrinus being a Myſſian by birth, and fo conſequently not onely cun- 
ning in his intentions, but paſſionate in his concernments, reſolved notwitſtanding, to 
play his own game, moſt advantageable for bis particular profit, either with 1ſazarius 
the Sryian Favourite, or any other that could beſt aſſiſt his purpoſes , believing with- 
all, the formal Worſhip of the Gods, conſiſted in opinion, rather then. in eſſence, 
when the Heavens appointed people, as he thought, to follow their occaſions, with- 
out troubling themſelves with conſcionable and unneceſſary ſcruples, that ſerved 
for nothing but to hinder actions, and ſtop reſolution. | 

But being in the way towards the deſigns he intended, as he travelled, having lea - 
ſure enough for contemplation, if not opportunity for other divertiſements of the 
minde, he entred oftentimes upon theſe conſiderations of LZyaia's Government, ad- 
miring with what a ftrange and precipitate fate, the Senate for ſome years paſt had 
proſecuted their ſucceſfes againſt all manner of perſons that they contended with- 
all, though there was in themſelves, neither principles by education, or experience by 
continuance, whereby to have contracted a ſufficient knowledge or underſtanding 
tit for Dominion; yet had notwithſtanding ſtill the fortune to prevail, not onely by 
their Arms, but in their Negotiations, with thewiſeſt and moſt powerfulleſt Coun- 
cels, without money, friends, or the peoples affœction: Beſides being confuſed and 
uncertain in their der&minations ; and nevertheleſs with a ſmall Army, to have 
captivated three mighty Kingdoms againſt g Prince, whoſe Title hath not been 
controverted by any thought or pen in che world, no mere then is his worth 
and courage ſuſpected by the ſharpeſt ſcrutiny: All this to be effected not ſo much 
Wy the ſpightful endeavours of his worſt: enemies, as by the compliance of thoſe of 
s neareſt blood, who in all other actions but his aſſiſtance, make glory their onely 
maxime; as one would ſay, hazzarding Crowns and Empires, rather then any af 
their leaſt Allye ſhould periſh, if not be fruſtrate in their expectations; whilſt of the 
contrary in Arethaſius behalf, neither Contracts of marriage are obſerved, or compe- 
tent ſubſiſtance procured, in lieu of thoſe vaſte Territories extorted, with an unexam. 
pled inſolence from his poſſeſſion, againſt all foundation of honqur; to an example 
as dangerous for their Government, as lamentable in his particular. After theſe 
conſiderations, he cryed, Von Gods, when I think of theſe circumſtances, I cannot 
but condemn, either your Juſtice or your Power, and yet reflecting upon the impoſſi- 
bility of chance, to be the contriver of choſe actions, I muſt admire your: omnipo- 
tency; however as yet Lam wholly confounded in the thoughts, both of the period 
and the intention, ſince as I conſeſs they paſs my underſtanding, ſo: in the conſe- 
quence they ſeem prepoſterous, and ſtranger it is to be imagined, that the. Srian 
Rouerchy ſhould be ſo prepoſterous in its victories, and fo renowned for their acti- 
Ons. in being punctual in the reſtoration of 8 to all the loſt Terri- 
2 tories 
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rories of his Father, without which they refuſed peace with the great King of A.. 
menia, though nothing of kindred or intereſt belonged to the favour, and totally 
abandon the Rights of young Arethuſius, deſcended from the ſame ſtock of Orontes 
Anceſtors ;- eipecially:thereunto being obliged , both by conditions and honour , 
when they promiſed co fee Queen Hyacintbia his Mother eſtabliſhed in all thoſe Dig- 
nities and Titles, formerly appertaining to Euarchus predeceſſors: No certainly 
this.cannot be; without mens infatuation, and the worlds utter diſſolution ; where. 
fore ſome myſterious deſigns onely lockt up in the wile Favourites boſome , muſt be 
the conclulion of theſe now ſeeming prodigies; ſince Lyaia's ftupid ſenſuality bath 
merited che Heavens worſt puniſhment, though for the preſent people appear blind. 
ed with fucha ſecurity, as foreſhews rather a patience in the Gods ſufferance , then a 
pardon for mens offences. ough Locrinws, as I ſay, often expoſtulated in his 
thoughts theſe unſeaſonable pallages, calling ſometimes in queſtion, the very nature 
of the great Deity it ſelf, whoſe attributes ſhonld be alwayes juſt and powerful, yer 
at laſt by: degrees he was content (wearied with oyermuch ſpeculation) to let fall 
his own conſiderations; in the interim reſolving notwithſtanding any alteration, or 
danger of future condemnation, to follow on his determinations, both of ad. 
vancement and profit, preſent enjoyments as it ſhould ſeem of ſenſual things, be- 
ing next his frailty , either ſhadowed by clouds of interpoſition, or ſeeming too far 
off from his poſſeſſion, ſo that he fully determined to ſpeed his intention towards 
the Favourites abode, where he reſolved (making uſe of his Commiſſions) either to 
procure the knowledge of more intereſt, or proſecute what was already commanded 
him from Sardis: Accompanied with theſe cogitations, I ſay, he travelled ſome 
dayes journey, without any adventure at all conſiderable, to that place where the 
Worlds controverſies (if not confulions) ſeemed. to be in arbitration , as it were, 
hanging yet upon ſo unſettled a balance, that peoples mindes were ſtill tottering, 
between fear and hope, notwithſtanding the relation of the iſſue, that had been made 
at Orontes Court, until one afternoon alighting by the ſide of a Wood, being invi- 
ted thereunto either by ſoine deſire of _ eaſe , after his bard riding, or covetous of 
a natural refreſhment ; ſince a green walk covered with many Trees, appeared as a 
fair protector againſt the preſent heat of the ſeaſon: but not long he contempla- 
ted that pleaſure, ere at the further end he might perceive a Lady ſitting, encom- 
paſſed about with a convenient Train, which ſnewed as ſne was of ſome quality, ſo 
probably remained there upon the ſame occaſion; wherefore Locrinus marching in 
a kinde of a ſlow pace tothe place where ſhe was, as if accident and not deſign put 
on the boldneſs, he addreſſed himſelf to her preſence, with an intention to be further 
acquainted; either by her neceſſities or civilities : nevertheleſ approaching at a di- 
ſtante, that could diſcern countenance, he perceived her to be the fair Amarillia, 
whoſe Caſtle he had formerly ſurprized: As this unexpected encounter made him a 
little retire, not willing to be known by the perſon whom he had fo lately injured, yet 
upon better reſolutjon, conlidering the poſture he was then in, could not probably be 
any.motive towards his diſcovery; eſpecially for that the attempted. farce had beth 
in the night ſeaſon, he hegan to take to himſelf more. courage concerning his firſt 
reſolution; having belite a higher paſſion then before to be ſacisfied, ſince he doubt- 
ed not, but to be made certain of the Princeſs ¶ lerias eſcape, as well as with the 
fate or misfortune of Manchiuus; ſo that with a Syrian confidencè, which he had 
procured by his long continuance at that Court, he ſaluted her with a low obeyſance, 
and then accoſted her in this manner. | 
Lady, ſaid be, if my intruſion be diſtaſteful to your privacy, I willingly ſubmit my 
ſelf to a penance; arifwerable to my fault; though accident of travel I hope may 
ſomet hing warrant iny excuſe, the rather in theſe Countreys, where the rigidneſ of 
jealouſie never had any countenance ; bur of the contrary, all honeſt and civil cohver- 
fation between what ſexcs ſoever, commonly is entertained, not onely with a compe- 
tent, but with a gracious acceptance; provided they be both diſcreet and ſeaſonable: 
however Amarillia a little bluſhed at this ſudden ſurprize to be ſo ſaluted by a ſtrau- 
ger ſhe knew not, yet having a becoming behaviour ingrafted in her, by the 2 and 
| | ecorum 
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-decorum of continual education, accompanied by the addition of her own ready wit, 
was not long before ſhe returned him this anſwer. 

Sir, ſaid ſhe, (inthe interim riſing to him with a civil reſpect) although I cannot 
challenge to my ſelf the honour of being of theſe Countreys, where it is well known 
dwelleth ſo many examples of Bravery and Courtſhip, that ate not accuſtomed to 
be ſpotted, either with jealouſie or ſuſpicion ; yet thoſe parts that bave given me 
both birth and education, (T thank the Gods) have imprinted ſuch maximes in my 
thoughts, that I cannot doubt an ill I do not ſee; for that my charity alwayes com- 
mands the beſt opinion, though heretofore I have ſuffered (perhaps) too much for 
that innocency : But to give you at preſent a teſtimony, that my intentions go along 
with my words (if your occaſion or your haſte will give you leave) I ſhall deſire 

' you to take a ſhare in this unhandſome ſeat, until the time of the day will afford 
ou 3 new conveniency for travel, as my ſelf alſo who am journeying cowards 
the borders of Egypt to the general Treaty, where my buſineſs lies, both in 
my thoughts and endeavours. As Locrinus was ſomething: taken with this free, 
however modeſt reply, ſo was he no way backward to enter into poſſeſſion of 
the favour, not doubting ere long to know: more particulars; whilſt in the mean 
time all the company difperſedto ſeveral divertiſements, as if they had been inſtruct- 
ed in their Ladies principles; but when they were gone, Locrinus began another diſ- 
courſe in this manner. | a 
Madam, ſaid he, if civilities may not be deſtroyed by too many exactions, as you 
have already been pleaſed to open your deſign in the general, concerning the period of 
your journey, to which place my ſelf in like manner by good fortune am travelling; 
ſo hope I to do you ſervice in the way, if my company ſhall not be unpleaſing to 
your acceptance; wherefore to make my intentions more effectual, I pray you let 
me know ſomething better, the condition of your affairs at the preſent, ſince I muſt 
profeſs my own curioſity, to be exceſlive paſſionate to that purpoſe, ſeeingydur per- 
ſon, and conjeRuring your vertues, that conſequently cannot but prenoſticate to my 
apprehenſion a weightineſs of. the cauſe you go about to effect, in that ſtation of con- 
troverſie; for that it is conceived, buſineſſes of no other are treated of in 
that place, unleſs it be ſome private Articles between the two Kings, reſerved;pecu- 
tiarly for both the Favourites to determine. Amariilia with: another modeſt bluſh; 
quickly returned him this anſwer, as it were, ſhewing by that change of counte- 
nance, that although ſhe had no guilt of any great meaſure q et doubting: the ap- 
prebenſions of a ſtranger, upon that tickliſh dubject ſhe was tb treat upon; ſne 
could not chuſe but be a little moved, before ſhe. began ber ſwry: which HNα,jith- 
ſtanding being over, ſhe ſaid in this manner: Therontidence ate of your pltience; 
and the unſeaſonableneſs.of the time of the day fot travel; mig emb6tden mo to 
make a large relation of my fortunes, if any thing coaldbeQroie (in my particular) 
tending to your ſatFfacion ; yet becauſe many other-rhingy of public concernment, 
will be mingled neceſſarily with my diſcourſe , and you ſeeming to oblige me to 
the office, I ſhall rather comply with. the hazzard of not editying your minde;; then 
any way appear obſtinate concerning the requeſt a. wherefore, ſactias it is; Sir, take it, 
as onely belonging to your commands. After that Lacrinia had thanked her with 
ſome complements for her intended favour, ſnhe entered into het task in this ſort; firſt 
beautifying her countenance with a pretty ſmi le. 

The Countrey of Paniphylia; ſuid ſne, knows my Birth, Breeding, and Eſtate, 
though my own faults my misfortunes, if myitou mch credulity cannot in ſotbe ſort 
plead an excuſe, joyned with youth, and a woman ambition, incident to our ſelves; 
but more particularly now to the matter, ſince ovet many cirtumſtances do but ſeem 
tediqus to the beajer, eſpecially being mp; way: concerned in the fate: It wAð my 
chaneeto bi courded by a Prince named Aſtrmim j whoſe beauty and other endow- 
ments of. nature might have challenged. che beſt reſpeRs from uin Lady, hat mar- 

riage could ha repretended unto, if his truth had been anſwerable to his proteſtati- 
ons; which failing in the ſequel, it flubbered albtht reſt of hi petfections, either of 
ſovereignty or deſcent; riches appearing he meaneſtof his atttibutes; for that — 

ORE preſſion 
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preſſion had already injur'd his right of Dominion: *Tis true, it was my unhappi- 
neſs, too ſoon to be overcome by his perſwaſions, being not cautious enough to ſeek 
after other teſtimonies, (or rather fearing to be deprived either by accidents or his 
own inconſtancy) before I became his Wife by moſt ſolemn and publick Nuptials ; 
which continued us in ſome proſperity for a year or two, until it came to my ears by 
common fame, that he was already married to another woman ; whoſe quality, as it 
appear d, could not poſſibly diſpence, either with the injury or the diſgrace; where. 
fore a divorce was ſoon procured from the great Flamin of Delpbos, that continued 
us aſunder, though living till in one Town, until he was carried priſoner into E opt; 
in the interim my ſelf retiring to a Caſtle of my own, whilſt his pretended Wife and 
my Rival, departed this life at the famous City of Damaſcus; which again I muſt 
- confeſs ſomethiog revived my hopes: But during the time I waited in that privacy, 
the beſt occaſion again to renew my old pretentions, (the obſtacle now as I conceived 
being removed) I was in my own houſe ſurprized by a party of horſe, compoſed of 
Syrian and Lydian Forces; however the deſign as we conjectured afterward , was 
chiefly intended to become Maſters of the Princeſs C/oia, who then remained ſe- 
curely, as we thought, in my poor habigation : Nevertheleſs we had not made many 
dayes march in that captived poſture, but were again releaſed by the valiant endea- 
vours of ſome Troops, under the juriſdiction of Arethuſius, young King of Af. 
ſia, though then commanded by his Excellent Brother the Lord Aſcanius, that 
uickly put our conductors into ſuch a confuſion, wherein moſt part of them, ei- 
— loſt their lives or their liberties by the ſervice; by which means the Princeſs her 
ſelf, was freed from her former reſtraint, unto the company and converſation of 
her eldeſt Brother; for whoſe ſake ſhe hade made a journey, out of the Kingdom of 
Syria into the Countrey of Pamphyiia, with other Territories belonging to the 
King of Egyprs Government, ſince the alliance made between Hercrombrotiu and the 
Syrian State, had baniſhed him perſonally from Oronres Court: After this for my 
own particular, I retired again to my accuſtomed home, where I continued until I 
was made acquainted (if not perſwaded) a new King of Armenia being choſen, my 
beſt way would be to my Addreſs ,-to the Councel he had lately eſtabliſhed near 
the great River of Exphrates , to hear the complaints of all wronged perſons of 
ity; wherefore conteiving my Lords impriſonment (he being a Prince belonging 

to that Kingdom) and my own injurious and unfortunate marriage, to be cauſes of 
extraordinary conſequence, and no way to be relieved but by eminent and ſupream 
authority, I ſoon took a journey intq thoſe parts, (enflamed with ſome hopes) that 
if J 1 Husband (fer d muſt ever call him fo, ſince heaven was witneſs 
to the V ontract) a releaſe, from his preſent and ſharp impriſonment, under the juriſ- 
diction of the mighty Monarch of E 2 bh gratitude or religion, would make him 
mindful of his formerproteftations , when he called the Gods as teſtimonies of his 
* N never to be broken (as he ſaid) omhi part for the worlds 
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Empire. N ; } | 
With theſe words poor Amarillia began to ſhed a few tears, whilſt Locrinas had 
leaſure to contemplate bis own actions, though not diſcovered as yet according to 
her relation; but long {he gave him not leave to conſider upon that ſubject, ſince 
quickly ſhe returned again to her ſtory in this manner. | | 
The ſeveral adventures of that journey (ſaid ſhe) I ſhall not need to particulatize, 
onely in ſome weeks time I arrived at the place deſigned, where I found the Councel 
ſo imbroiled in publick affairs, appertaining to the Kingdom of Armenia, that no 
private complaint (as I was told) could poſſibly be heard, which had much difcoura.. 
ged my enter prize, if patiencc, either by cuſtom or nature, had not proved my great- 
eſt vertue: The buſineſſes that moſt took up the cares of thoſe eminent Lords were, 
about the conſervation and proſperity of the Countrey belonging to their own Kinꝑ, 
being ready to be troubled, if not invaded by many enemies; .which was the onely 
— why the releaſement of Aſtratius from his Egyptian impriſogment, could not 
ſo ſoon; be thought upon; much leſs any hearing given to my conſcionable com- 
plaints, though they continued mein that poſture; daily attending longer then ex- 
| : pected, 
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peed, until at laſt ſomething wearied with over ſoliciting, being not formerly ac- 
ese to thoſe practices, and not knowing when or how, 1 might have a full end 
my Petitions, I was perſwaded to depart the Town, having firft procured a letter 
from that Princely Aſſembly , in favour of 4ſtratinxe perſon, directed to Oſiris great 
King of Affrica, that he would be pleaſed, either out of compaſſion to his priſon- 
er, who was by birth of their ſociety, or in reſpect of the friendſhip and ſervice, for- 
merly ſhewed by the Armenian State, to the Houſe and Family of mighty Of: , to 
releaſe him ſpeedily from his bonds, putting in ſecurity to be alwayes true to his prin- 
ciples: This I muſt tell you, is the onely occaſion of my preſent journey, towards the 
place where the two Favourites are, treating of a general peace, the ſubſtance as I 
conceive being a ſubject proper for their juſtice or their mercy ; and the more pro- 
bable as 1 believe to be obtained, in regard as I underſtand, both the Kings themſelyes 
are at a very near diſtance, to the borders of each Dominions, 

With theſe words lovely Amarillia finiſhed her diſcourſe , accompanied by a few 
aſſionate tears, trickling down her fair, though ſomething decayed cheeks , which 
owever , did no way either disbecome her perſon , or much diſcompoſe her be- 

haviour. 7 | 

Scarce had Amarillia arrived to the end of her complains, attended by ſome other 

circumſtances, when her ancient Steward coming again to the place where they reſted, 
gave her notice of the time of the day, being commodious now (as he ſaid) for a new 
journey, ſince the Sun had abated much of his former heat, which afforded no conve- 
niency at all for Locrinus to make any reply, much leſs to ask her any other queſtions 
concerning Manchinus death; ſo that preſently taking horſe , they put themſelves 
onely in a poſture for travel: Nevertheleſs taking leave by che ſcantling of her firſt 
civilicies, he intended to wait upon her, as far as her.permiſſions would give him oc- 
caſion or encouragement ; not doubting by thoſe opportunities, to be better ac- 
quainted, both with her own particular, and the paſſages of the Princeſs Cloria's 
eſcape, though he intended to be very cautious, in diſcovering any thing, either of his 
perſon (having relation to that action) or his further deſigns (concerning King Are- 
thuſius affairs) though he could not well cover his quality, in being an Ambaſſadour, 
imployed by the State of Lydia; however for matters of trade and commerce, one- 
ly between both Nations. With theſe fancies and reſolutions, he communed with 
Amarillia on the way; ſometimes of one thing , and ſometimes of another, ming- 
ling his diſcourſes with raileries for the purpoſe, to render his company and conver- 
ſation more pleaſing, if not delightful to her apprebenſion, wherein he found her 
replies alwayes ſharp and witty, which at laſt began exceedingly to work upon his 
nature and affections; differing little from wilde motions and appetites of love 
(kindled ofcentimes in a Myſi an breaſt to conſiderable flames, when other coyerous 
deſigns do not allay the fire) encouraged alſo in his thoughts to ſome attempts; for 
that it was not long ſince he had buried the former Wife, that Hercrombrotus had be- 
ſtowed upon his condition, to make him the ſurer to his own principles; by which 
means as he believed, he was abſolutely free to what courtſhips or engagements ſo- 
ever, could be propoſed to his liking. ; EE : 

It was ſomething Jate notwithſtanding before they arrived at their lodging, the 

way proving more tedious then was expected, ſo that Amarillia being a little tired 
with ber long journey, or rather perhaps not willing at the firſt fight , to have over- 
much ſeeming familiarity with ſtrangers, aſſoon as ſhe alighted from her horſe (ha- 
ving ſa luted all the company) preſently retired into her deſigned Chamber, pretend- 
ing the hard voyage ſhe had made that afternoon, gave her no appetite to her ſup. 
per, bur rather as ſhe ſaid, more properly to ſee if her bed could refreſh her ſpirits, 
whereby to render her the more capable of enduring the next dayes travel: This al- 
ſo gave occaſſõn to Locriuus to dothe like, not thinking it convenient for one in his 
imployment, to mingle his converſation with the attendance of any other perſon, 
ſince the Lady her ſelf was abſent ; either out of ſtate or modeſty, calling in the inte- 
rim for ſome ſlight accommodation, to be made ready for his own particular, with 
which he went to his intended reſt alſo, _ 8 

| ut 
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But being on his Conch for repoſe, whether the little God Capid began to play 
ſomething too violently in his imagination , or his own wearineſs took from him 
(though ir afforded him the appetite) the effects of ſleep, he could not by any means 
cloſe his eyes, in the interim toſſing over many fancies and chymera's in his trou- 
bled brain; amongſt which number at laft, he more ſettledly fell upon theſe conſi- 
derations, or rather may I call them deſires, ſince his will certainly conſented to 
what was figured in his more confuſed thoughts, firſt the advantages he might pro- 
cure to himſelf, if he could but win Amarillia to a liking of his perſon , for that he 
eſteemed her other pretentions onely toyes, that delighted her ſenſe, but defiroyed 
her reaſon; in that as Aſtratius could not be accounted her lawful husband, being 
otherwiſe obliged when that contract was made, ſo was it no way probable to any 
thought he could now entertain her as a new Miſtreſs, having loſt much of that 
beauty by years, that in her youth enflamed his love to thoſe unwarrantable tryals, 
that brought Amarillia all her croſſes, if not unhappy fortunes, ſo much at preſent 
complained of by her particular, beſides men without predominate compulſions, 
ſeldom or never eſpouſes thoſe parties of whom they bave gathered already the 
chief flowers of their beanty; when as they cannot but fear they may prove too 
kinde to others, and themſelves not poſſibly to expect any more at the preſent, then 
what they have heretofore enjoyed; ſince Nuptials onely depend upon gain or opi- 
nion, if once the ſacred laws of marriage are broken , ſeeing doubtfull it will be 
whoſe iſſue (ball inherit: Next for Amarilia's eſtate as he thought it would be in- 
conſiderable to Aſtratius quality; which circumſtances made him believe, that ſhe 
could not prevail in her ſait, whereby to make good her contract; much leſs to per- 
ſwade her Lord (as ſhe called him) to comply anew with her deſires, although ſhe 
ſhould procure him a releaſe by.thoſe Letters, ſhe had brought with her from the 
great Aſſembly, of all the chief Princes of Armenia. 

By theſe conſequences he nouriſhed many fantaſtical thoughts, tending either to 
the ſatisfaction of his ſenſes, or the advancement of his condition; and to that 
purpoſe reſolved to make uſe of his poſſeſſion gained in the Haven of Deorcas, to 
be delivered to the Egyprians upon a conſiderable compoſition of money, thereby 
to win the favour of Oſiris towards his defired marriage, if he could but procure the 
liking of Amarillia to his perſon, to which purpoſe he intended to ſollicite her in 
the journey: Such are the extravagant fancies of humane nature, when carried on 
by violent paſſions of covetouſneſs or ambition, ſeeing in all reaſon he might very 
well doubt of any ſucceſs; for chat as it was probable the high birth of Amarilia 
could not be brought to ſo low a choice, ſo would not the enflamed ſpirit of King 
Oſiris (having made a laſting peace with Oroxtes) deſcend to a Treaty for what was 
againſt his honour to compaſs, otherwiſe then by conqueſt and compulſion; but more 
ſtupid to think his own natural Subject (who had all her ſubſiſtance in his Territo- 
ries) would marry with a dependant upon another State that had moſt affronted 
both his glory and his greatneſs, in the very interim whilſt an Ambaſſadour of Cor- 
reſpondency was remaining yet at the City of Sardis. Locrinus with the pleaſing 
neſs of theſe imaginations at laſt fell aſleep, and ſo continued until the morning ſun 
gave him and the reſt warning to provide for another journey; but whilſt he was 
preparing with his followers for his beſt accommodation, he was advertiſed by a 
meſſenger from Amarillia, that as her own preſent indiſpoſition of body would not 
ſuffer her for two or three dayes to part from the Inn, in regard ſhe intended by the 
advice of ſome Phyſicians in the Town, to take convenient remedies before ſhe be- 
gan any other voyages, ſo might he be pleaſed to think of his own departure wit h- 
out her company; whoſe ſociety already ſhe held her ſelf obliged to repay , by 
what civilities in honour, ſhe was able to perform towards his particular. As Locri- 
nus was a little ſtartled at this unexpected reſolution, wherein his hopes in a manner 
became blaſted, ſo could he not but ſuſpect exceedingly, that the Lady had gotten 
ſome private intelligence of his quality; either from the babling diſcourſe of his 
own ſervants in the houſe, or by the remembrance of his countenance when he ſur- 
prized her Caſtile ; which had wrought in her diſpoſition, as he might believe, a 
certain 
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certainkinde of revenge inſtead of application; however he reſolved with a Myſſi- 
An confidence, (that ſeldom is wanting in people of that Nation) to try if he could 
yet work upon her pretended conſtancy, ſo far as, either to change her minde, or diſ- 
cover her intelligence; ſince he was confident enough it was deſign and not ſickneſs, 
that had made her how put off her journey: Tis trũe upon his admittance into 
her Chamber, ſhe uſed him with a civil though reſerved reſpect, nevertheleſs fo much 
altered (according to the precipitation of his own fancy) from her freedom the day 
before, that he quickly took his leave of the room, with a certain kinde of cloud in 
his countenance, not differing much from the appetites (if not intentions) of re- 
venge; belike ſuppoſing by his cunning or his power, he could either croſs or hin- 
der her buſineſs, in regard of his conceived intereſt, in the great Favourite of Syria's 
opinion, eſpeciaily concerning the Territories and Countrey of the now impriſon- 
ed Auſtratiut, being within the compals of his Juriſdiction; and the rather, for 
that he had alwayes ſhewed himſelf an enemy to the unity between Hercrombrotur 
and Maxarius, inthe defence of the Pamphilian Dominion: With theſe thoughts, 
I ſay, he mounted his horſe, leaving Amarillia, either to diſſemble her preſent in- 
diſpoſition, or to wait a better occaſion for her travel; in this manner directing bis 
journey according as he firſt intended, towards the Court of glorious Orentes, where 
he arrived without any conſiderable adventures, being joyful in his Commiſſions; 
and confident of his Authority, alchough ſomething vexed inwardly, for the concei- 
ved, or miſ@nceived affront he had ſuſtained. | 

But when he entred the Town where the Court remained, he found it flaming 
all over with fires of joy, whilſt there was not an Altar but ſmoaked with incenſe, 
the Prieſts in the interim doing their offices in their beſt attire, before the Statues of 
ſome Gods or other, adorned with flowers and divers rich Jewels: - Theſe Ceremo- 
nies gave Locrinus thoughts ſome occaſion of wonder, however it was not long be- 
fore he was advertiſed, that the day being the time of the Kings birth; the people 
with the inhabitants of the City had ordained thoſe feaſts, in token of their Loyalty 
to their Prince; which not onely fully ſatisfied his curiòſity, but retired his wearineſs 
for the preſent, not thinking the ſeaſon would be proper for any addreſſes; ſince 
buſineſſes were not to be mingled with divertiſements, though his paſſion to put in 
execution his new authority, provoked his fancy to ſome viſits that night, at leaſt- 
wiſe to thoſe he conceived to be of his own faction: Nevertheleſs upon better con- 
- fideration he put off his deſires, until the next morning ſhould: give him a more fit 
commodity, when going to the lodging of one of the Kings Councellours, as he 
found him ſomething cold in his entertainment, ſo did he tell him, it was to lit- 
tle purpoſe yet to expect audience, ſince Orontes was not onely violently in the 
thoughts of his daily exerciſes, (which he intended to continue for ſome weeks ſpace) 
but alſo in regard that all his great Officers would be buſied about the Articles of 
Peace, that they could not give themſelves any lea ſure, to think of meaner concern- 
ments: Although Locrinus departed with this unexpected anſwer, carrying in his 
countenance a certain kinde of frowning cloud, as if he meant to fright the Coun- 
cellors with threats to a readier compliance, ſuch as formerly he had found, yet ho- 
ping ere long, to obtain better correſpondency, notwitliſtanding the troubleſome- 
— of affairs, went inſtantly into his own appartament; as it were fancying acci- 
dent and not deſign was the obſtaele: But when he was there retired, and obſcured 
by the night ſeaſon, he muſtered up in his ĩmagination ſeveral paſſages of his Em- 
baſſie; until at laſt he thought it was a wrong piece of policy of the State of Lyaia, 
to have made ſuch a peace with the Syrian Kingdom; whereby an utter breach was 
procured to Egypt: Monarchy, ſince by that means Ma arius was likely to obtain 
what conditions he pleaſed within Oſris Dominions; and ſo by reaſon of that ac- 
cord; become more potent to work LZydia's overthrow; each Nation having pre- 
tenſions ſufficient, either for an Invaſion or a Conqueſt, both complying with the 
Senate but for their own ends and private intereſt; differing not onely in Religion, 
and outward Ceremonies a ppertaining to the Gods Worſhip, but thwarting one 
another in all Maximes belonging to the foundation of Government; eſpecially 
ä | Ce ee Egypt 
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x * 
Egypt being injured by the Lydian Commonwealth, and Syria out of honour obli 
nad Queen — reſtitution; whereas if Hercrombrotau had kept — 
two Princes ſtill in an equal ballance of contention, Lydia in all probability would 
have been the chief amp ire between their concernments; beſides the commodity of 
trading from each juriſdiftions , being elſo accompanied with any other advanta- 
ges, which the deſired friendſhip both would have procured: of the contrary by 
taking part wich either intereſt , the other is forced to a peace, and ſo by conſe- 

ence become united together, to the prejudice (if _——— unfortunate 
dia, that none can ever pitty , or any will aſlift , conſidering thoſe affronts that 
have been offered to all; beſides what titles are yet on foot, concerning Arethuſu 
retentions. Eh 

1 However Lacrium, according to thoſe inſtructions he had received lately from 
Sardis, was diligent enough to ſolicite bis affairs, principally to have ſome honour - 
able ST os the world might not take too much notice, of his declining 
credit with the Syrian State, belike conceiving, that generally people are taken, ra- 
ther with glorious ſembiances, then with real actions, ſince the one appears to out- 
ward ſenſe, and the other is clouded for the moſt part to common apprehenſions; yet 
could he not poſlible procure the leaſt reception, although covered ſometimes ei. 
ther wich complements or deceits; for young Orontes being inflamed by his courage, 
had appointed a general muſter of all the gallant Lords of his Court, (being about 
his own years, ina certain kinde of warlike preparation, to attempt thgtaking of a 
Fort, raiſed artificially with five Baftions for the Kings exerciſe, at which ſport the 
with moſt of the Ladies were ſummoned to be preſent, whereby to give great- 

er vigour, and better life to their endeavours. 

In order to this noble exerciſe, preſently the Flags were ſet up, and the-Trumpets 
ſounded to the aſſault, each party performing ſuch actions before his Miftriſs, as moſt 
ſuited with youth and dexterity ; nevertheleſs ſometimes winning and ſometimes lo- 
ſing, as occaſion ſerved, or fortune prevailed ; until at laſt the King himſelf, being 
bravely plumed for the more Majeſty of his perſon , marched. haftily with his own 
band of Souldiers, to attempt what the other had failed to perform, although not 
— want of —Ä— but miſs _— ; ſince there lacked ne . reſolution a wanted 
activity in their attempts, being alwayes gallantly repulſed by contrary endeavours, 
who baldde the commge; had the rampers for their defence; ſo that repreſenting 
the worlds unreſiſtible Monarch, himſelf came up to the trench with ſuch violence, 
that inſtantly the fortification (caſting down their Enſigns) yielded without any con- 
ditions, where he was preſently received as chief Lord and Conquerour: When this 
was fully performed (leading the chief Officers in triumph) he gave order to have the 
Caſtle ſer on fire, after be had preſented bis Victories to Andromida, by whole gentle. 
neſs they all ſoon obtained pardon. | 
The finiſhing of this dayes ſports gave Lacriuus (at which he had been a concealed 
ſpectator) ſome hope of a ſpeedy admittance into bis preſence, nevertheleſs he was 
anſwered as before, that the King could not yet be at leaſure, who intendedfirſt as 
they ſaid, to offer a ſolemn ſacrifice to the Gods, which within a weeks ſpace being 
prepared, he performed after this manner, r 
- -The chief Temples of the City to this purpoſe were commanded to be adorned 
with their beſt furniture, where the Statue of ſome God or other was ſet upon every 
Altar, before which Incenſe was continually burning, accompanied with ſuch Mu- 
ſick, as was moſt proper for the ſervice ; afterward the Prieſts were aſſembled in the 
Fane of anus, from whence they conduct the King to the great ſacrifice ; This be- 
ing finiſhed, not onely in a magificent but 8 religious proceſſion , Orontes with his 
Mother were the firſt with lighted Tapers, that gave fire to the offerings, whilſt in the 
interim dainty boyes with excellent voices ſeemed like Cupids to carry up their pray- 
ers to Ohympus, mixed with fervent deſires between love and peace; in that manner 

ing the Gods to render their endeavour propitious to the world, that had been 
fov ſo many years diſquieted with blood and Nayghter ; after which Audromida and 


Orentes with their eyes caſt down upon the earth, modeſtly returned to to uw 
cats, 
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ſeats, and there reſted, untill a grave Flamin mounted on a Throne, (weating a lilyer 
Mytre upon his head) made this Oration. 5 
Me thinks, ſaid he, I ſee the Heavens ſmile at theſe bleſſed Sacrifices, but more 

confident I am the Gods triumph when Princes do accord; Crowns and Diadems 
ſhould aſpire to end in peace, and reſt in ſecurity, as nature and charity ought to be 
linked together for preſervation, and not towards deſtruction, ſince all defeRions 
are either ominous or diſhonourable; but to you moſt glorious King let me ſay; 
Tropheys of Victory hang upon your youthful brow; baving more conqueſt by 
your ſword, then years in your perſon, yet greater will be your fame by this intend- 
ed Jubile, then if the whole earth had ſtooped to your ſubjection; for thereby you 
have conquered both your appetite and your fortune: *Tis true, that Juſtice and 
Mercy are two properties of ſuch ſublime authority, that if ic were poſſible they 
ſhould out- live eternity it ſelf, in that they are of a participating quality to be 
diſtributed, whereas the others in eſſence cannot be communicated to any: O let 
the Temple of Pana be ever cloſed within the bounds of the Syrian Monarch, 
being dreſt over continually with Olive branches , that other Countreys (gachering 
ſprigs from thoſe productions) may learn to flouriſh with the like wiſdom, ſtriving 
for nothing but the right Worſhip of the Gods, and in that Worſhip be onely pro- 
ſperous, until the reateſt heaven conſumates all to a perpetual period of happineſs, 
never to be ended by time or chance, and inthe interim, may your own approaching 
Nuptials be propitious in the ſucceſs, as ſacred in the conjunction, and bleſſed at the 
concluſion ; whereby you may leave a Race after you to govern powerfully, though 
more by Religion then will; ſo commanding the Laws, as none of them be obſtruct- 
ed, but when juſtifiable pitty is in queſtion to be diſtributed. 

Next to you molt mighty Queen of this happy Empire, whoſe unparallel'd pru- 
dence, hath not onely protected your Sons Dominions, from all the machinations, 
that either ambition or malice could enterprize , with ſuch a duty belonging to the 
heavens, that compelled even the Gods to be your faithful friends, but alſo now 
have joyned together both your blood and interſt, (appearing formerly at ſome enmi- 
ty) whereby to render the power of each unconquerable ; by which means you alſo 
have procured a happineſs, that nature with her rigid't production cannot but ad- 
mire, ſince the influence may be eſteemed beyond her capacity to conceive, much 
leſs to imitate , in that all thoſe National Antipathies heretofore thwarting one 
another, appear now buried or taken away in your conjunction; for that Towns 
and Gountreys of either ſide are contented, to be under whoſe Government you ſhall 
pleaſe to appoint; believing ſome Deity will be their protector, although Aſia and 
Africa be under ſeveral conftellations : Wherefore great Madam, go on con- 
fidently in this mighty and ſtupendious work, that nothing can exceed in glory, but 
the laſt fruition of a ſtarry Crown, which is to be obtained by ſuch acts onely ; whilſt 
the freſh flowers of you blood and piety , may here from one generation to another 
orderly ſucceed, until you all together meet in Ohmpus, to people more abundant- 
ly that delicious manſion ; where you may govern without pains, and Ive with- 
out trouble, leaving behinde you nothing but famous examples: To this effect, may 
all the Altars of the Syrian Empire, perpetually ſmoke with the pureſt incenſe can 
be · found, as the Temples be ever filled with ſuppliants pious and devout, to offer ſa- 
crifices without intermiſſion, towards the accompliſhment of thoſe felieities, we 
not onely hope for, but expect. | 

Although rheſe complementing ceremonies, ended in ſome ſort Orontes devotion at 
the inſtant, becauſe the time of the day gave not more conveniency for the Gods 
Service, yet could not Locrinus (notwithſtanding) finde any leaſure, whereby to 
have his deſired audience; for that the King reſolved upon new entertainments, 
which put the Ambaſſadour into ſuch fumes, that he determined to leave the Court 
ſhortly : beſides Andromida had appointed with her choice Ladies, to behold the equi- 
page of a gallant perſon called Gratanus, who was ordered to go into Egyprs Terti- 
tories with Letters to ſalute the Kings new Miſtreſs : Inſomuch as Locrinus (as I ſaid) 
having not patience ſufficient for a Stateſmans ay" though perhaps too 9 
cce 2 a 
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ſufferance for a Souldiers courage, of a ſudden departed towards that place upon the 
Confines; hoping there to become more effectual, at leaftwiſe leſs diſreſpected, whilſt 
in the interim the deſigned Duke of Tyrus, appeared thus prepared for his voyage, 
before a great aſſembly of people near the Kings Palace, as if provided by nature for 
ſuch a parrado. | 5 | 
The ef Troop that entered the Field, conſiſted of a hundred young Gentlemen 
well mounted, and ſo apparelled, that however they might be known to belong to 
one ſervice, yet the rare invention and colour of their habits , ſhewed diverſity of 
fancies bad conquered in the intention, though all ſeeming notwithſtanding to agree 
in diverſity , either by figures or application; for as ſome appeared to exceed in 
riehneſa, the others made it up in beanty; as if they had conſulted one with another 
to be different, and yet to be all of the ſame minde as to excellency : Each had two 
Staffiers that carried their Lances, clothed for diſtinction in the Liveries of their ma- 
ſters; which was to be known onely by the neceſſary bearing of their Arms, accord. 
ing to the antiquity, and precedency of their houſes , that alſo ordered them in their 
marches, until they came before the Kings Throne; when ſeparating themſelves up. 
on a ſudden (having performed a ſhort obeyſance) they reduced the whole in two 
ranks, to give convenienter place for other companies. | 
The next that appeared in the ſhew were four and twenty Pages riding two by 
two, clad all in yellow cloth of gold, their habits being made after the faſhion of 
ſhort Trunk · hoſe, paned on the out- ſide with green Sattin, as alſo cut into the re- 
ſemblance of Lawrel Branches, which covering a little the ground of the materials, 
might be compared to a ſhining tree, obſcured by nature with verdant leaves; or ra- 
ther boughs growing out of a tranſparent body; when their upper parts alſo being 
dreſt in the ſame manner (however more regularly) gave both beauty and gallancry 
to their youth; they wore helmets upon their heads enamelled, being cut out into 
the form of fiery Dragons, ſcaled over with a bright mixture of the ſame , gave 
their flaxen hair beauty, playing moſt becomingly over their fair faces, as either action 
or the winde afforded the occaſion : The onely weapons they carried were ſilver Bowes 
in their hands, with embroidered Quivers at their backs, tied about their ſhoulders by 
watchet ribbons : Between each rank was led, one of the Dukes horſes of the Scy- 
thian breed, every one differing in colour though not in ſhape. After theſe Grata- 
nu himſelf appeared, more marſhal in his countenance then courtly in his behaviour, 
although at preſent elected for the laft execution; his habit was rather rich then 
gawdy, being more reſplendent in Jewels, then brave in materials; knowing that true 
greatneſs conſiſts , chiefly in what others cannot compaſs eaſily ; however he wore 
a curious mantle, with a comely though careleſs garb tied in a knot upon bis left 
ſhonlder , which ſhewed, he rather diſvalued effeminate ſoftneſs , then that he knew 
not how to uſe it. As he was accompanied by many of the Nobility , who were to 
go with him the ſame journey; ſo about his own perſon particularly were thirty 
Staffiers, clad all in yellow damask, fitted fo cloſe to their bodies, that little queſtion 
could be made of their ſhape, though much of their complexion, ſince ſilken Ivy 
artificially wrought, ſeemed to embrace them in the manner of wilde hunters, carry. 
ing each one a guiled Javelin in his hand: This conceit of their Lord was more won. 
dred at by all, then rightly underſtood by any, though the proſpect appeared both 
quaint and pleaſing; which with three rich Chariots,drawn by fix horſes a piece, finiſh- 
ed the ſhew, though not the ceremony; for the Duke alighting from his horſe, pre- 
ſently went to kiſs the Kings hands. | 
Aſſoon as Gratanss approached the foot of Orontes Throne, (putting himſelf up. 
on his knee) ina gallant, though ſhort ſpeech, thanked him for his favours, for 2 
choſen him among ſo many of his great Subjects, to be the firſt inſtrument of thoſe 
' Nuptials , that would not onely revive the buried world from the embers of its de- 
ſtruction, like the young Phenix from the Suns influence, but alſo people it again pro- 
bably by ſuch vertues, that the Gods ſhould be ſerved, with more magnificent Rites, 
to the perpetual conjunction of two Crowns, that would divide the earth between 


them in power. But as he was further proceeding though more like a Souldier then 
an 
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an Orgtour, conceiving the one to be his profeſſion, and the other but his recreati- 
on, Queen Androwida with a graceful ſmile told him, that as ſhe knew the King ex- 
pected no complements from his integrity, being contident boch of his heart and 
duty, ſo would (he onely lay this injunction upon his employment, to promiſe her 
Neece in her name, that as the Kingdom of Syria was to be her dower, the. F/amins 
prayers ſhould be her felicity, and the peoples affeRions her intereſt: When theſe 
paſſages were finiſhed, Orantes appearing pleaſed as well with his equipage as his 
perſon, cauſed bis principal Secretary in his own preſence , to deliver him his Letters 
of tro and direction, accompanied alſo with ſuch achain of pearl, to be preſent. 
ed to his Royal Miſtreſs, as might have ſerved to redeem the world from captivity : 
Gratauus after this, having with ſome circumſtances taken his leave of the whole 
Court, being on his way, nevertheleſs began to conſider, that it was neceſſary for him 
to have bis laſt inſtructions, from the pleaſures of the great Favourite, whoſe wiſe. 
dom he knew governed the Sphere of all Syria's Tranſactions; not onely becauſe he 
was exceedingly obliged to his affeRions, but left any omiſſion of his ſhould de- 
ſtroy, though not the eſſence, yet the honour of his employment; fince Maæarius 
bad been the eminent Machyne, to move the mighty affairs in hand, and could not 
want ambition — in his nature, to have it ſo thought by the world; (Miniſters 
of State, for the moſt part, doing nothing but either for gain or reputation) where- 
fore determined to ſend the number of his Train before him by eaſie journeys, to 
work their own commodities, reſolved himſelf with a few attendants onely , by a 
more quick paſſage, to ſeek out and ſalute the Favourite in his ſtation, who was then 
in communication with the other Minion, as he thought, or retired for his better re- 
creation to ſome other place of refreſhment. 

At his arrival there he found Marius buſied in hearing the complaints of Am. 
rillia, concerning her contract and marriage with Prince Aſtratius, whoſe liberty 
ſhe had newly procured, by thoſe Letters ſhe bad brought out of Armenia, from 
that noble Aſſembly , however her Lord and pretended Husband, neither expreſſed 
any gratitude to her endeavour, nor was willing to afford her much ſatisfaction; ſo 
that the poor Lady upon theſe occaſions , was fallen extream ſick; grief and per- 
turbation having in a manner totally expreſſed her weak ſpirits , which nevertheleſs 
ſtirred up little pitty, and leſs affection in that uncertain Politician , who made his 
own appetites the period of his intentions ; that ſhews when man falls into fin by 
frailty, he ſeldom recovers his former vertue again, but by open repentance , which 
being neglected, a thouſand deſperations follow the fate, notwithſtanding any mo- 
tive or perſwaſion: But Maæxarius (who now was reſolved to render his name glo- 
rious, by ſuperlative actions of Honour and Juſtice) made a decree, that if Aſtratius 
would not conform himſelf to Rules of Piety and Religion , he ſhould nor be reſto- 
red to his ancient poſſeſſions: This being determined, without alteration the Duke 
of Tyrus had tlie more conveniency, to be admitted to many private Conferences 
with this excellent Stateſman, whoſe fame began now to triumph, not onely through 
all the Territories of the leſſer Aſia, but alſo over moſt part of the known world; 
a meſſenger being diſpatched to the great Flamin of Delphos, to make him acquaint- 
ed with theſe particulars, as well to receive from his Sanity a Benediction, anſwer- 
able to the proceedings, as to give him the prime honour both of che Marriage and 
the Peace; ſince as it was believed, thoſe continual Sacrifices be had made to that 
purpoſe, had drawn from the Heavens a propitious aſpe& upon the earth, towards 
. finiſhing the exaſperated differences, that had been between the two Kingdoms for 
ſo long à time: But Gratauus one day being with the Favourite in his Chamber, 
thinking to take the laſt farewell for his intended journey, towards the Regal City of 
Thebes in Egypt, where the King then remained, Maxarius after he had commanded 
ſome of his Pages that attended him to withdraw, being ſeated both together upon 
his bed, be entertained him with this ſerious diſcourſe. | | 

My Lord, ſaid he, as I have ever eſteemed you, not onely a lover of my perſon, 
but a follower of my principles, which have ſtill been as you know, to advance the 
honour and proſperity of the Syrian Monarchy , though oftentimes —— 
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by the ambition of thoſe, that really hated my proceedings, mote in regard of their 
own ends, then that they could much finde fault with thoſe actions, and leſs ſuſpect 
my integrity; ſo of the other ſide, you being both wiſe and, noble, (haying had a 
ſufficient teſtimony of your fidelity to the Kings ſafety , when You carried him na- 
ked out of his Cradle, to ſecure him from the wilde rage of the inhabitants in Da- 
maſcus) I could not think any was ſo fit to be employed as your ſelf in that affair, 
wherein conſiſts, as I may, as well the good of the Nation, as the glory of Orontes 
family; fince by this happy conjunction now ready to be celebrated by your preſence, 


not onely peace will be diſtributed every where to the longing people, but the Gods 


Worſhip ſhall be advanced, in all the Temples belonging to the Delphine Juriſcti- 
on; that before this agreement for ſo many years, have been diſturbed by the vio- 
lence of the Hereſian opinion; not ſo much occaſioned I may ſay by the wars, that 
have been continued between Egypt and Syria, as by reaſon of thoſe conceived An- 
tipathies in nature of the two Countreys, which neither leagues nor marriages could 
piece in any kinde formerly: Tis true, as envy muſt ever be the companion of com- 
mand, and little leſs of any vertue, that carries but the ſhew of greatneſs, though 
incumbred;with never ſo much toil and pains, ſo have the Queen and my felt been 
fill ſlandered with malicious _ as if we being ſtrangers by birth, had no 
other intenti6ns, but to ſacrifice the glory of our Kingdom, to the onely ends of 
our appetites if not ambition ; as well to the ruine of the Nobility in the parcicular, 
as the ary of the Commonaſty in the general; when the Heavens can bear wit- 
neſs of the integrity of our thoughts, and the earth ſhortly I hope will enjoy the 
effe&s of what our intentions —— endeavoured to bring forth. This being ſaid, 
T ſhall let you know, what other deſigns reſt in obſcurity, however agreed on between 
the Egyptian Favourite and my ſelf, in our private conference, ſince your part muſt 
be at Thebes, to urge the performance of theſe Tranſactions, on the behalf of 


that State and Government, as giving honourable aſſurance, nothing ſhall be 


omitted by King Orontes, conformable to ſuch accord made upon the Treaty, 

I cannot deny, ſaid he, but hitherunto we have nouriſhed a war with che Egypti- 
an Nation, as well to pull from thoſe people ſome of their ambition, as to keep the 
better our own Subjects in quiet; ſince as the firſt without ſuch a bridle put into 
their mouthes, would never have given over the appetites of conquering ; ſo the 
others if they ſhould not have been employed in Martial deſires, would have formed 
continual Rebellions ; either out of the levity of their natures, or the vain glory of 
their diſpoſitions ; being never to be made conſtant , but in the variety of objects, 
preſented alwayes to their imaginations; witneſs Condoroſus ſpirit , who at firſt ſer 
ſpaces to the difference by his own perſonal command, and now makes the motives 
of his diſobedience, to be for no other reſpect, but to procure a loving peace be- 
tween the two Kingdoms; wherefore if theſe remedies had not been uſed, either Sy- 
ria muſt have ſuſtained the hazzard of forreign invaſions, or been eaten up by the 
misfortunes of civil factions; both — now prevented with our induſtry; of one 
ſide, by making timely preparation to reſiſt or attempt any enemy, as of the other, 
in giving employment to thoſe high courages, which could not have contented them- 
ſelves, but in action of war by a continued ſervice of contention: Beſides it may be 
ſuppoſed, all will be the willinger to entertain, not onely the motions but the effect 
of peace, having with ſo much difficulty experimented the contrary; and think 
conſequently, both Court and home felicities to be of ſuch a value, that rather then 
venture their loſs again by ſuggeſting of new differences, they may reſt ſatisfied with 
any moderate ſubjection, when their perſons ſhall be eſteemed,and their honors out of 
danger to be loſt , loving their King, becauſe he preſerveth every mans right, and 
defending his Majeſty, for that their own good depends upon his dignity, whereas 
nothing but blood, ſlaughters, and devaſtations followed the diſobedience , which 
heretofore their unadviſed ambitions had procured, as well in Syria as in other pla- 
ces: The ſame fate of happineſs this may bring alſo to the Egyptian Nation, if chey 
will not be their own enemies; ſince as their wealth is exhauſted by their private and 
violent ambition, ſo in having onely by the accord; the Prince of Carthage, and the 


Senate 
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Senate of Lydia to contend againſt they are at liberty, who by Land and Sea intend- 
ed the ruine of Oſiri family; ſome of them being of a Religion fo contrary to his 
principles, chat che glorious Temple of Delphes , could ſcarce have ſtood firm from 
their malice and covetouſneſe, if this peace had not been procured from the Syrian 
le. | | 
Beſides Gratanzs, ſaid be, my deſigns haveever been, to unite ſmall Princes in their 
ancient rights, witoeſs my pr ings in Caſſt anus behalf, who by the miſcarriage 
of his unfortunate Father, had loſt both his honours and his interelt in the Armenian 
Empire, though I could not compals ſuch purpoles , without bringing into thoſe 
Countreys forreign Forces, whereby to eſtabliſh a better ſecurity to the profeſſours 
of the Delphine Worſhip, againſt the practice of the Hereſtan opinion; forcing an 
nt with the Egypt Territories, which be now obtained, it will be in our 
powers to preſcribe laws to the world , either c ing government of Countrey, 
or ſacrifices to the Gods; for notwithſtanding ic bealledend „ as an infamous crime 
againſt my integrity, that I not onely made a combination with Hercrombrotxs the 
Lydian General, to deſtroy the Egyptian proſperity , but allo that very Worſhip 
which he ſo zcalouſly profeſſed, by giving Towns and Countreys into the poſſeſſion 
and dominion of that Nation; yet in this manner I muſt diſcover the fecrer of my 
intentions to your underſtanding : In the firſt allegation, I had no other way to pro- 
cure a peace from Of6ris obſtinacy, that elſe had continued our differences without 
end, ſince the Egyptians themſelves laboured the ſame agreement with the Lydians 
intereſt, by no {mall induſtry before our endeayours , which obtained, would abſo- 
lutely have deſtroyed our capacity, to have compaſſed this bleſſed and happy unity of 
both Countreys, that joyns now ſeemingly as well our mindes as our power, to work 
what effect we pleaſe, towards the accompliſhmeat of thoſe heroick deſigns, of pro- 
pagating the Gods Worſhip every where, as well as to diſtribute juſtice in Aſia and 
Africa to other Princes. And for the ſecond give me leave to ſay , that boweyer I 
was conſtrained in our neceſſities to buy the Zyates aſſiſtance, with the delivery of 
Deorc as into their power; yet ſtill were there ſuch conditions reſerved to the inha- 
bicants,as give them an abſolute protection againſt all oppreſſions, either Religious or 
Civil; knowing beſides very well, that the Syrian State, being once at friend(hi p with 
the Egyptian Kingdom, it would be an eaſie matter upon every occaſion to wreſt 
thoſe Territories out of their poſſeſſion, without danger co any, or much expence to 
our ſelves , whilſt in the interim the Zydian Senate, are more then weary of the trou- 
ble that belongs to that Government; which they ſuppoſe they cannot long keep, 
either in regard of our Forces, or their own factions. But my Lord, ſaid Gratanxe, 
if your favours may not be interpreted as ill beſtowed upon my particular, when L 
ſhall move the objections of any, (ſince implicitely I ſhoald be governed by the ex- 
cellency of your wiſdom, in regard that although others might erre , yet you cannot 
miſtake) what teftimonies are there to convert the multitude, concerning Prince Are- 
thuſius affairs > ſeeing he appears baniſhed ; and his Mother unrelieved, notwith- 
ſtanding both their blood and intereſt, ſo nearly belongs to the Syrian Nation; eſpeci- 
ally when your chief deſigns be, as you ſay, to ſettle the rights of the inferiour Domi- 
nions, being I muſt confeſs the greateſt glory to Oronte: Crown, beſides the obliga- 
tions due to the heavens in that behalf; for where there is any omiſſion of juſtice, by 
the general rules of all Religion, no perfect Worſhip of the Gods can be expected; 
9 alſo the diſhonour to Kingly Dignity , that a Prince of the ſame degree, 
as well in right as in dignity , ſhould be outed by the inſolent rebellions of his own 
Subjects, from his ancient and ſucceſſive Territories, without ſo much as one Mo- 
narch to take his part, notwithſtanding the ties of nature in that particular, witli 
the danger of the like example unto themſelves to future poſterity; but much more 
ominous it will appear, when thoſe friendſhips ſhall be conſidered , which have been 
contracted with bis greateſt enemies, who brought his Father in ſcorn upon a Scaffold 
to ſuffer death, although former conditions had been made with the Syrian Scare, 
concerning Hyacinthia's Dower, if not her Childrens Inheritance; all, as I may ſay, 


honoured with the blood of moſt of the Potentates in A ſia, not wanting * a — 
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kindred with the moſt beauteous Lady of the Egyptian ſtock, ordained now by the 
providence of the immortal Gods, not onely to be our preſent Queen and Miftriſs, 
but ſent by the Heavens, as a gloridus and happy pawn, to keep the world perpetual- 
ly in ſuch a peace, that never eye after ought to ſhed a tear, which I hope will con- 
tinue, until eternity diſſipate all things, by a more ſublime period, | 
Maxarius after he had ſtudied a while upon this reply, looking the Duke in the 
face, with a certain familiar ſmile, as if ſomerbing remained yet in his own boſom 
(not determined before) at laſt told him, that ſeeing it was his will to be his punRual 
confeſfor, rather as he ſuppoſed ont of curioſity then need, when marriage affairs 
were not ſo proper, to be mingled with thoughts of revenge, would let him know 
more. 
Erataun my friend, ſaid he, ſecrets of State to the common people, reſemble ſpe. 
culatire Divinity, onely known to the learned ſtudiant, and not to be debated with- 
out an interpreter ; leſt outward ſenſe, turn all rather ro Atheiſme then ſollid 
Doctrine; becauſe what they underſtand not fully they think impoſlible to be, for 
that they cannot conceive the manner how; and ſo by conſequence, either thinł it 
fiction or impoſture; as it fared in the firſt ages with matters of Aſtronomy, that 
taught the regulation of the heavens by diligent obſeryation ; which coming to paſs 
accor y, thoſe Authours were eſteemed Gods; when as if any thing thereof had 
failed, the very ſame men would have been thought deceivers, imputing the certain - 
ty onely to ſucceſs, though contingent cauſes oftentimes alter, both che object and 
n the rule be never ſo well grounded; which perhaps may 
be the fate alſo of my ffanſaQions: But the better to clear my intentions to your 
underſtanding, who ean judge and will not be partial, ſince all muſt have that privi- 
ledge by reaſon of ignorance or malice, know from me theſe particulars, as well by 
occaſion of your preſent imployment, fit in ſome ſort to be communicated to the 
Egyptian Councel, as by thoſe intimacies between us two, that may pretend to what 
traft ſoever can be conveyed to humane breaſts, | 
| You are not ignorant, ſaid he, how that the Daughter which the Kings Uncle had 
by bis latter Wife; after the death of A lciaua, being the ſole heit of a mighty Eſtate, 
is a Lady, whoſe birth, beauty, and breeding, may challenge the beſt match, that the 
world can afford, either for title or command; which being joyned with the mpe- 
riouſneſs of her ſpirit, hath oftentimes put the whole Court into dilemma's , as well 
how to marry her, as with what to ſatisfie her; ſince as of one (ide, we fear the facti- 
ons her diſcontents may raiſe ; ſo of the other (ide we know, no other propoſal can 
be made to her high aſpiring thoughts, then ſome Sovereign prince of an eminent 
condition, which being ſcarce to be found, agreeing with her in years and temper, 
and with us in intereſt and commodity, we caft about in our reſolutions , to fix her 
upon Arethuſius the young Lydian King, whoſe Dignity may bonour her, as her 
Eftate benefit him; beſides other concutrences of blood and affection, t render them 
both happy and contented, being a better pretence for our Nation /to make War with 
that powerful and injurious Commonwealth : Tis true, ſome propoſitions have been 
already made to this purpoſe; however rather by oblique intimations, then direct 
overtures: but whether the young mans thoughts, be not yet prepared for Nuptial 
obligations in nature, his minde being wholly imployed with revengeful defires; or 
that indiſcreet Favourites about his perſon, will not ſuffer him to make any choice at 
all; for fear of deſtroying their own power, he ſeems to give little countenancè to 
our inclinations, although his mother hath more plainly propoſed it to his codfide- 
ration, as à matter ſhe wiſheth, as well for his good, as her own ſatisfiction;  know- 
ing the conſequence of ſuch a conjunction to be, to both their commodities; which 
notwithſtanding by the perſwaſions of others, hath wrought contrary effecte, either 
in his diſpoſition, or his pretentions; inſomuch as it bath made ſome ſeparation, be- 
Tween bis duty and her perſon, heliving in Pampbylia, as ſhe remains in Syria, per- 
baps imagining to gain the poſſeſſion of his own Countrey, onely' by the a ſſiſtante 
of the Egyptian power, joyned with the hearts and endeavours of his own people; 
although they have often deceived his expeRation , being «ie 


were totally cowed, 
by 
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by the prevailing fortune of the other party: This frowardneſsto our concernments; 
Grardauy, I cannot deny, but Hatch given Tome ſtop if not to, our intentions, yet to 
the eagerneſs of- dur proſecutions on his behalf j for when he ſhall want a compliance 
it! this particular, being ſurrounded with ſo-many'neceſſicies ;; having ſcarce any ſub. 
Htance but what comes from łhe Queens allowince, what would: bis proceedings be, 
when orice ſettled «newin his Fathers Domimons, without our aſſiſtance ? but ei. 
ther an open War ariſing from the motion of his conceived injuries, or at the beſt a 
Ala ffectionate peicè, ready upon all ſurmiztd occaſions, to break forth into a violent 
fury named ciereunto by che firſt inſtigatiom of any of his peeviſh Councellors, ei- 
rher tiot bribed by your money, or flatterel dy vur State: Wherefore dear friend 1 fay; 
it is no more then needful, to have ſome extraordinarytye;-upon the aRions and en- 
deavours of that young Prince (either by Syria Nuptials, or affured friendſhips) be · 
fore Orontes honour be engaged, im a deſpetate, if not unprofitable contention, eſpe- 
cially with a Nation, that now brings us commodity by commerce and riches in tra: 
ding, thereby to purchaſe to Our ſelves not hing but trouble in the enterprize and 
Irom bim diſtaſteful ingratitude at the end; either by reaſon of his own inconſtancy, 
or his Minions ſpleen, when he hath gained by our power that juriſdiction, which 
ſcarce will be acknowledged by any of bis followers; until it be further demonſtrated 
ro their underſtandings, that notwithſtandingall the Zydiay promiſes and attempts, 
thoſe Crowns will not be gained into his poſſeſſions, without the aid and aſſiſtance 
of forreign Forces; for tys own people will not hold their condition certain, upon 
what terms they ſhall be Subjects if he prevail, or willing to venture for hij right by 
reaſon of their own ſenſualities; witneſs the late riſing in his behalf, when .they bad 
ſo fair an occaſion to ſhew their courages, and yet ſo apparantly they failed in their 
endeavours, that they neither aſſembled as they ſhould, or rome as. they might. 

The next exceptions we have to Arethnſins -proceedings is, his extream ſeeming 
averſeneſs to the Delphine Religion, either engrafted in his nature by his former edu- 
cation, or being perſwaded by thoſe about hisperſon ; that as the change of the Ly- 
dian Rites in his practice, would not onely be a” diſhononr to his Fathers memory, 
bur alſo loſe many of tiis party at Sardis, who are moſt earneſt in that profeſſion, 
ſo that if he ſhould ſtill continue theſe reſolutions, being put into his Kingdom by 
our aſſiſtance ; inftead of advancing the Gods fervice by our endeayours, (which is 
concluded in the Treaty between Egypt and Syria) we ſhould be the occaſion, to 

bring again into Lydia that formal face of Worſhip, now altogether confuſed , if 
not totally deſtroyed by the late differences; that would of neceſſity eſtabliſh their 
errours, and ſo by conſequence give them continuance, whereas now they have al- 
moſt no being at all, from whence alſo muſt ariſe ſomething, whereby to nouriſh the 
Hereſian opinions in our Dominions, either to leſs fidelity or more vigour; the one 
dangerous to our Government, as the other diſpleaſing to Delphos. Juriſdiction; and 
both contrary, if not deſtructive, to the Gods Worſhip, which have been the princi- 
pal conſiderations belonging to the Peace and Marriage: To this purpoſe you know 
Gratanus, ſaid he, our chief deſigns are, to reduce all the Princes of A. to a cer- 
tain kinde of conformity with us, either in Religion or manners, whereby as our in- 
tereſt may not be prejudiced, ſo converſation might be improved, by one onely me- 
thod ol civility and goodneſs, unto which alſo the Egyptian King ſeemeth to con- 
deſcend; and ſhall we permit in the interim, young Arethuſius being of this blood, 
and ſuſtained by our bounty, to follow extravagantly, rather the fancies of others, 
then our ſollid Councels? However perhaps flattering opinions heretofore, made 
him preſume either upon his own intereſt in Lydia it ſelf, or aſſiſted by the Pamphy- 
lian power, to follow his former principles now deſtroyed; the one by this Treaty, 
the other in finding his own Subjects have no hearts; ſo that he muſt reſolve at laſt, 
either to marry when we ſhall propoſe .. or change that forin of Worſhip inthe 
Lydian Temples; at leaſtwiſe by pertniſſion to thoſe in that Nation, who be of the 
Delphine belief, or be held a while from the poſſeſſion of that Kingdom, which be- 
longs to his right, though not yet to his fortune; wherefore unleſs he be pleaſed, 
kither to alter his councel, or change his remper, neither Egypt nor Syria will be wil- 
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ling to cuntribute trenſure, or employ: men again with a more laſting magnificency, 
onely tg ſertle and eſtabliſh the Here ian Worſhip; which in a few years hath pro. 
duced ſuaulo ſad efſe tas, a2 to deprive his Father of his, life, and Himſelf of bis. lobe. 
ritance3 awhilft ill he is perſwaded ta court thoſe opinions, as if ſome heavenly, in;

d, like a neſt of waſps, not cating who they wound by venting their ſpleen, 

thootzl leaving their tings behinde them, they become themſelves at lat deftroyed, 
making enemies, and loſing friends in abundance, by which means I am become 
maſter of. i own conditions with the Egyptian Family; for having contrived that 
difference by a ſeeming unity with them, Oſiris Councellors could not be revenged 
of either, without a concluſion of this general peace; ſince againſt both they could 
not poſſibly contend; and more honourable of the two twas to piece with our 
State, (whoſe Government is the ſame, and the friendſhip more ſecure) then with a 
Juriſdiction, that hath in it neither faith in promiſes, nor certainty of continuance: 
| — our Miniſter of State with the Senate of Lydia, his deſigned inſtructi- 

ons are, to hold up onely a flattering: cotreſpondeney with that people, as well for 
the profic of Commerce between both Nations, as to keep their patience better in 
order; beſides he gives us a continual information of all they do, whereby upon oc- 
caſion hereafter, not onely their power is known, but their capacities are underſtood, 
whereby the League may be broke, if Arethuſius prove conformable to our purpoſes, 
(which we can conveniently admit)by reaſon of thoſe conditions made at Queen Ha- 
cinthia's Marriage, or keep ſtill the preſent Treaty on foot, as long as it appears bene- 
ficial to the Syrian Nation: In the interim we become more inſtructed in their my. 
ſeries of State Government, with the diſpoſitions of their Inhabitants, as alſo take 
cognizance of their defects, for want of experience how to rule; being men not ver- 
ſed in deep points of policy, though their conſciences are ſufficiently fitted, for any 
impreſſion gain or ambition can ſuggeſt, thus having both wayes an end, tending to 
the Gods Worſhip, as Syr:a's felicity ; For the Lydia» Ambaſſadour that lives ei- 
ther in the Kings Court, or in our company, be aſſured, his Intereſt goes no further 
then I preſcribe, or his reputation more then we allow; governed perhaps alſo with 
a greater moderation then is expected, ſince as already he hath received ſome af. 
fronts by the Egyptian Favourite, ſo hath he had not yet any countenance from 
Orontes reception; my ſelf making uſe of his employment, whereby to win him to 
our party, and by ſuch a*conſequence perhaps the brave Haven of 'Deorcas may be 
reſtored, or ſtil] kept for a ſeeming correſpondency, until we are better provid 
to an open defiance in the demands we intend to make concerning Hyacintbia's Joyn- 
ture, though we are at preſent ſomething interrupted, by thoſe extraordinary pre- 
parations are in making for the Kings Marriage: beſides in the interim I have gain. 
ed thus much from his intelligence, concerning the affairs and changes of his 
own Countrey; The Senate and Army ſeem now to be at ſome difference one with 
the other, each ſtriving who ſhall govern Zydia's Liberties; and this no. way to be 
united in all probability, but either by Arethuſius attempts, or our conjunction; 


wherefore it muſt be our maſter- piece, to blinde their eyes with a ſeeming * 
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of friendſhip, until their own impatiency makes them give the firſt occaſion' to ſuch 
a breach, as cannot again be reconciled, whilſt we'ſuffer the Miniſters of Egypt to play 
with the advantage, by demanding reſtitutions in all thoſe dammages they have re- 
ceived by any Zydian violence, during the difference between us and their Dominions, 
wherein they have been either actors or ſufferers; which I may ſay puts on ſuch a face 
of juſtice, that the world muſt approve of, as we cannot but permit; in the interim we 
intend to fend for Prince Arethuſius out of the Pamphilian Territories, to be a joy- 
ful aſſiſtant in choſe glorious Nuprials, ſhortly to be Celebrated wich ſo much mag- 
nificency. Theſe I may ſay, Gratanus, are the chief deſigns between the two 
Crowns, wherein both you and my ſelf (by the goodneſs of the heavens) have been 
principal inſtruments; though a late accident in part might have deſtroyed my de- 
terminations; which alſo I ſhall got conceal from your knowledge, ſince the effects 
of friendſhip ought not to be darkened, much lefs obſcured by the ſhadow of any 
difafter, knowing Gratanus is ſo noble, that he will conceal what Maxarius would 
not have divulged. ä M l üg d. 
"You know, ſaid he, there lived in the Court of Syria a young Gentleman called 
Manc hinus, who if he had not been my Nephew, perhapꝭ might have been com- 
mended by me, both in perſon and education, ſince moſt people did believe the ſame : 
but whether out of flattery to my authority, or for conſiderations of his true deſert, 
I leave you to judge; onely I was carried on in nature with that partiality, that I in- 
tended ro make him my heir, being by the vow I have made - uncapable of other 
Children: But the young man whether inflamed by the opinion of my power, or 
intem perately perſwaded in his private hopes, when the Princeſs Cloria came to Da- 
maſcus, fell in love extreamly, either with her goodnels, or her beauty; ſince greatneſs 
ſeldom moves.in.Crxpids Theatre: Theſe fires I may ſay in him were ſo little to be 
moderated, that I was induced to make the motion to ſome of Hyacinthia's friends; 
ſending Manchinis in the interim to the wars of Pamphylia ;. knowing that action 
diſperſeth oftentimes ſettled imaginations; however, without much falſhood, I muſt 
not deny my own ambition in this particular; ſince by ſuch a wife to iny Nephew, I 
was ſure to procure wealth and honour to my houſe; wealth in regard of thoſe poſ. 
ſeſfions, that belong anciencly to the Narciſſian. Family; and honour, for that the 
higheſt blood of Aa, is mixed abundantly im her veins; though the rare beauty of 
her perſon, with the excellency of her other perfections, I ſuppoſe moſt tranſported 
rhe young mans deſire, as rendred his end fatal, however more memorable ; ſo that 
contriving underband a plot with the Zydian Ambaſſadour, who then remained in 
the City of Deorcas, the Princeſs (org was ſuddenly ſurpriſed; in which enterprize. 
Manc hinaus alſo diſguiſed was an actor. But before the Troops had conveighed 
the Princeſs half way towards her journeys end, Aſcanius with ſome Companies. 
borrowed from under his Brothers Juriſdiction, (whether by accident or advertiſe. 
ment) met ſuddenly with thoſe injurious Forces, and after à long conflict (putting 
moſt of them to the ſword) they reſcued the Lady from that unjuſt impriſonment, 
in which misfortune my Nephew fell with the reſt; as a juſt judgement given againſt 
his proceedings. Here Maæarius ended his diſcourſe, with ſome apparent tears in 
his eyes; which ſhewed that Stateſmen can be compaſſionate ſometimes, though 
ambition for the moſt part is their predominant humour. | . 
' The Duke having heard out this relation, after a while to give circumſtance rather 
then conſideration to his anſwer, ſince he was held excellent both in language and 
replyes, made him this return.

My Lord, ſaid he, as the iſſue in all things crowns the intention, (at leaſtwiſe to 
the belief of people, who judge but by the effects in moſt actions) ſo cannot it now 
be otherwiſe thought by the world, but that you have tranſcended in your: deſigns, 
as if your proceedings had been carried on by ſome heavenly influence, in regard ſuch 
à period is produced thereby, as not onely joyns Kingdoms, but unites affections in 
fo propitiohs a manner, that the earth begins already to fructifie with a nem proſpe - 
rity, whillt the inhabitants every where may enjoy the benefice , amongſt whom I 
finde my per ſon moſt obliged, being choſen as Miniſter to perform that office, the 
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greiteſt Pricice of the Univerſe migbt have gloried to have undertaken with no ſmall 
rraaſportation. Tbeſe complements quickly parted. the two friends, the one to 
the accomplichment of his State Affairs, and the other to a preparation for his jour- 
ney: but ſcaree had many hours paſſed in theſe conſiderations, before @ meſſenger 
arrived ſuddenly from Court, commanding the Birth-day of the new Queen to be 
obſerved, which all in general (conceiviog it co be a pleaſing earneſt of their future 
) in chis manner executed. _ - | | FLO: 
The Town was adorned all over with intermixt Roſes and Lillies, made into Gar- 
lands and other pretty compoſures, which hung upon Pyramides and Collumes, co- 
vered with imperial Crowns : The chief Temple was furniſhed with white and yel- 
low Damisk, whilſt the Pillars were embraced with interwoven Ivy, neatly plated in- 
to ſigures t er, bearing the name of the two young (though Ma jeſtick) Lovers, 
as emblems demonſtrating their future affection, wheteby the earth might become 
fruitful to people as proſperous to themſelves; rhe one in peace as the other in glory: 
Upon the High Altar was placed the Goddeſs Veſta, with Hymen ſtanding b — * 
to whom was afforded a bountiful Sacrifice by Mararius, until he was advertized, 
that the ſame ceremony was performed, bythe Egyptian Favourites on the other fide 
of the water; after which, by reaſon of the heat of che ſeaſon, they both met under 
Canvas Coverings in a folemn proceſſion, proclaiming their joy and gladneſs for the 
perpetual amity, that had been ſo happily begun between the two diſcontented Na- 
tions. When theſe ceremonies were finiſhed, the whole day following was ſpent, in 
nothing bur feaſting and congratulations; all the Conduits in the interim running 
with the pureſt Wine, to glad the hearts of the tumultuous Commonalty , who by 
fenſe — the conſequence of that great and beneficial Jubile. 
As thefe high expreſtions, demonſtrated auſpicious Omens to the great Countreys 
of Syria and Egypt, ſo the Duke of Tyre with ſome of his gallant Train, quickly 
parted from that Theatre of Bliſs, chat ſeemed ro give both wings and fire co his 
imployment; directing his haſty march towards the City of Thebes, the place where 
Ofra then kept his Royal Court, which in a very few dayes travel brought him to 
the reſt ofhis company; and ſo conſequently within a very few dayes more arrived 
at the place; whereupon notice being given, the King commanded preſently the 
maſters of the Ceremonies, not onely to provide for his reception in a moſt magnifi- 
cent manner, but to give him meeting with the choiceſt horſes Affrica could afford, 
on which were mounted the beſt of his Nobility, who in the middle of the day 
brought him into the City, through ſuch a concourſe of people, that appeared to 
have emptied the earth of inhabitants, whereby to be ſpectators of that glorious 
entertainment; which at the laſt deſcended Gratanis at the Palace Gate, for that 
his Maſters paſſion to be poſſeſſed of his fair Miſtriſs, would give him no reſpite for 
conſideration, what he was to ſay, or how to be provided, againſt thecurious obſer- 
vations of that politick Nation, that for many years formerly had been in a deſpe- 
rate contention with the Syrian ſplendour; however ambition for the moſt part pro- 
cures envy, as dominion doth jealouſie. But ſcarce had the great Ambaſſadour time 
given him, to beſto fitting complements upon his noble conductors, before they all 
received ſummons to appear in the preſence of that Majeſty, which onely equalled 
his own Prince in power, who ſtaid for his coming in a Hall (reſembling Heaven for 
tight, and a Paradice for beauty, placed upon a Throne, elevated ſix ſteps above the 
floor, and guarded on either fide with carved Lions: At the firſt entry Gratauus 
made a little ſtand, either to behold or admire that mighty perſonage, whoſe con- 
tentioi wich bis great Maſter, had almoſt driven the whole world into deſpair; no 
way to be repaired but by this deſired union with that State, that religouſly had put 
on a conſtant purpoſe, rathet to ſubmit then diſpute, when love was the ſubject, and 
a Lady the object of his imployment, not to be conquered but by ſoft and gen- 
tle motions, fo that waving other circumſtances then a moſt low obeyſance, accord- 
ing to the cuſtome of his Countrey, with a kinde of a brave comportment, uttered 
this language. | N a | 
To caſl you onely a Prince, were to derogate too much from your greatneſs; and 
| to 
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to tile you more then a man, were to intrench upon the purity of our Religion; 
wherefore moſt mighty Monarch of the Suns influence, that hath no courſe but about 
your Territories, meaſuring equally, not onely nights and dayes, but fea and land, 
chat yields truits co youp people, as well as treaiure to your ſelf , whilſt your power 
commands every habitation berween the two Tropicks: In this poſture and no other, 
I am injoyned by my own reſplendent Lord, governing in like manner under the tem- 
perate Zones, whoſe wiſdom exceeds his years, as his. victories make him famous , 
not oney to offer you peace infriend(hip ; but beg your Daughter in marriage; a 
Lady as be verily believes, the Goddels Nature hatch wrought her utmoſt skill; ſince 
in her making the higheſt heavens powred down ſuch a bleſſing, that her ſoul was al- 
ready prepared for Ohmpus manlion, before the deſtinies had conſidered how long 
ſhe ſhould live; her mixture being ſo admirable, that a queſtion will be in after 
ages, whether her Birth did more illuſtrate her Dignity, or her ſanctity her Religion; 
for as the one may be ſaid to have no beginning. in the antiquity of her family; ſo 
the other can reach to no end by reaſon of eternity; both being ſhut up in ſuch. a 
youthful perfection, that the very Deitics themſelves can ſcarce put on equal forms, 
whereby to become more raviſhing objects: If you accept the one, and grant the 
other, my meſſage is performed; but if you refuſe either, I may believe the world 
will fall with the diſaſter; ſince as theſe hopes ſeemingly unite again the diſtractions 
of this huge Univerſe, ſo the contrary effects muſt needs once more turn it into 
another Chaos; in regard young Orontes, whoſe ſpirits now onely breathe by theſe 
aſſurances, mult of neceſſity contract ſuch deſperations , that will afreſh inflame 
Apa with new prodigies. To fer forth the commodities to each Empire by this con- 
ſummation, were to teach knowledge to the graveſt Counceis; ſince both Favourites 
have thought it neceſſary to be effected, confirmed alſo by the approbation of moſt 
Oracles, who foretold the happinefs would follow by ſuch a conjunction, when 
every Government ſhould be divided between two Princes, not to be concluded, 
whether their — or 1 — had been — — „towards the 
ory of their proſperit ough appearing ſomething ſhaded in the vigour 
90 their own ——— — on by ſuch a fate, as if the Gods had dreaded 
a War againſt themſelves by any agreement; fo that theſe jealouſies of the heavens 
being now laid aſleep by a ſtronger influence, there reſts no more then your appro- 
bation, to render both feared, and men happy; fince Syria's King hath no other am- 
bition, but to become your Son- in- law, however ſlave to his own Miſtriſs; offering for 
a Dower, what his youth can compaſs, or his dominion may command; beſides the 
affections of his dear Mother, derived as another excellent plant from that ma jeſtick 
ſoil , where nothing grows, but miracles of nature, or inſpirations of ſanRity : 
wherefore let the obſtacles be ever curſt, that ſhall hinder this Jubile, when Monarchs 
ſhall agree, not onely to give life to the almoſt deſtroyed earth, but conſent to have 
another Cy»this, tranſported from the Africa» Clymate, whereby to heat 4/ia with 
new fires, that by conſequence will ingender ſuch productions, as mortals ſhall be 
changed into Deities, and habitations into Elizians, to continue by their power, 
until eternity gives the laſt period to time it ſelf , when contributing ſacrifices cannot 
be wanting in De/phos to that purpoſe, ſince the Holy Arch-Flamin never cealeth, to 
offer Hecatombs of richeſt price, expecting every hour to hear the news 'confirmed 
by a joyful Embaſſie. ett e g 
Although Ore could not be but ſomething tranſported with his own praiſes, 
proceeding from a tongue, not onely carrying upon it both Eloquence and Honour, 
but deputed for that effect, by the Rival under the heavens, that could give any ſtop, 
either to his greatneſs or command, withi - the large Territories of the Suns Domi- 
nions; yet putting on his accuſtomed Egiyrias gravity, being in the preſence of his 
own Subjects, that diligently —— particular comportment of their Prince, 
onely gave bim thanks formally; promi ing to offer the matter to his Daughter. 
knowing her modeſty and retirements , were not to be invaded by any violence, 
though he could not deny, but the propoſitions brought with them, as well ſafety 
to the world, as benefit to her ſeif; withal deſiring him in the interim, to reft ſatisfied.

noſticated ſuch proſperity to the inferiour Regions, almoſt overcome with deſpair- 


ing ruines, for want of thoſe bleſſed overtures, that ſeemed now to clear the dark. 


ned sky from all malignant vapours, that had for ſo many years oppreft (or rather 
ſuffocated) totally its happineſs, | 

Gratanzs found the Queen ſeated under a moſt rich Cloth of State, embroidered 
all over with Oriental Pearle, onely in the midſt was neatly wrought a black. ſpread 
Eagle, the proper Arms of her Extraction; this alſo was ſo interwoven with Bugle 
and Rubies, that it was a queſtion, whether the magnificency or the skill ſurpaſſed; 
ſhe wore a Royal Crown ſhining with unvaluable Diamonds, which either graced 
or complyed extreamly with her youth and beauty: There ſeemed to be no At- 
tendants, much leſs Companions in her Throne of retirement; onely two ſmall 
Infants ſent a late, as happy Omens to the Egyptian Empire, the Kiog her Husband 
not having any Sons before, reſted under her proper Canopy : *Tis true, at ſome 
diſtance bebinde her Chair, were placed a couple of ancient Matrons, apparalled 
like S7bels, and werecovered on theix heads with white Mytres, beſported all over 
by ſeveral Characters, teaching thereby (ſilently) the ſecrets of their Countreys Re- 
ligion, from whence a long Linnen Vail reached to the ground, which cloſed and 
opened before, as either inſpirations or appetites gave them the occaſion : Bur the 


8 Queen, whether tranſported by the apprehenſion of ſo pleaſing a Meſſenger, or 


ſomething willing to comply with the faſhions of her own Nation of Armenia, not 
onely in a pleaſant demeanour entertained the gallant Ambaſſadonr, but freely com- 
muned with him, concerning the Rureties of the Syrian Kingdom, which gave them 
both employments ſufficient, until decorums of State called him away to his own 
retirement, in a moſt magnificent Palace provided for his reception; whither pre- 
ſently came all the great Officers of the Court; ſome with Complements , others 


_ with Affection, and every one with Ceremony, to welcome him into Egypt, till at Jaft 


the day being far ſpent, they left him to his more quiet repoſe. | 
However Gratanus was denied (by the rigid rules of that Nation) any audience 


of the Princeſs Heſperiaxa, before the Nuptial Rites ſhould be performed in Hymens 


Temple, yet in regard of the deſired complyance of Oſiris Family, he was conducted 
the next day into a {mall though glorious Chappel of the Kings houſe , where he 
found the Lady placed in a Gallery, ſeparated from the outward room by ſomething 
obſcure windows, which let his looks know thus much of her perſon, that upon her 
head was placed a Coronet of Gold, from whence proceeded many ſhining rayes of 
the ſame mettal, wroughe with Diamonds and other precious ſtones, whilſt her habit 
was all white; onely a sky. coloured Mantle lined'with powdered Ermines, and ſpot- 
ted on the outſide with interwoven Suns, covered her ſeeming comely ſhoulders : 
*Tis true, during the continuance of the ſolemn Sacrifice, ſne was not perceived to 
move at all in any kinde, unleſs it were ſometimes ina moſt grave and modeſt poſture, 
to caſt up her bright eyes towards the Heavens, as if ſhe conſulted alone with the 
Gods during her own private Devotions; nevertheleſs thoſe being abſolutely finiſh- 
ed, ſhe roſe from her ſeat to retire with a certain gracious ſmile; (either natural to 
her countenance, or commanded by her will) accompanied by a: comely bend of her 
body, whereby the better to ſalute the Ambaſſadour: In the afternoon the Duke 
was invited, to be ſpectator of thoſe, Countrey exerciſes, in which moſt appeared 
as the people thought, the generous courages of their youth and 'Nobility : The 
place appointed for the encounter, was in the great Market. place of the City, as it 
were beſieged round about with Belconies, in the manner of an ampſe Theatte; be. 
ing ſo furniſhed with Ladies and other Gallants of the Court, that it might very well 
become a queſtion in reaſon, whether proſpect of the two would have the more 
attractive influence , upon the deſires and apprehenſions of the Syrian ſtrangers; 
ſince 
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ſince as the combat of the Bull (being ſo called) muſt of neceſſity prove rareſt to 
their expectations, yer certainly that variety of beauties would be moſt agreeable to 


their ſenſes.

Theſe delightful entertainments might have employed the thoughts of Gratanus 
for a longer time, if his Commiſſion had not limited his return; the youthful paſſi- 
ons of Orextes admitting no delay, when Love was the Commander, and a beaute- 


| ous Lady the Object, accompanied alſo with ſuch vertues, that provoked a ſpeedy ſa- 


tisfaction: However notwithſtanding] thefe conſiderations, the Duke was invited 
again to a new curioſity ; and the rather to be diſpenced withall, becauſe as yet Of 
ris was not ready for an anſwer : The rarety to be ſeen, was a Palace of the Kings 
ſome diſtance from the great Town of Thebes, almoſt equalling it in bigneſs, and 
much ſurpaſling it in richneſs ; being built upon the ruines of the ancient Labyrinth, 
that formerly contained under-ground ſixteen ſtately Courts, wrought with ſuch exqui- 
ſite skill, that the doors opening and ſhutting with iron, madea noiſe like Thunder up- 
on their ſeveral motions: As the windings of that intricate maze, of old was the 
worlds wonder, ſo this modern building at preſent, became Egypt: fame; eſpecially 
when the keyes belonging to every Chamber, out-weighed above one thouſand 
pounds: To deſcribe all the particulars of this ſtately Fabrick, were to enter into 
diſcourſes of extraordinary protractions, ſince as the whole was compoſed of mul- 
titudes diſtinguiſhed ; ſo every diviſion appeared a kinde of miracle, either of art or 
nature; onely let it ſuffice, there was one ftone preſerved under the high Altar, that 
ſeemed of more value, then all the reſt of that vaſte expence; though the excraor- 
dinary pious intention of him who raiſed this ſtupendious work, ought to Be held 
of greater price, being performed by the Grandfather of the now King upon this 
occaſion : He was on a time in the wars, and not able to become conquerour of a 
ſtrong place, that ſeemed molt to oppoſe his victories, (whereby his honour as well 
as his deſigns appeared to ſuffer) unleſs he would reſolve with bis battering engines, to 
beat down a holy Temple belonging to the Gods ſervice ; nevertheleſs in the ex- 
piation of that apprebended fault, he made a = voy to the Heavens, to build 
ſuch an edifice in his own Countrey, as ſhould equal, if not exceed all the known 
ſtructures of the world, wherein alſo might be continually obſerved the Delphine 
Rites, by the beſt ſort of Religious perſons, could be aſſembled for that purpoſe, 
from all parts of the Egyptian Dominions. After the ſeeing of all things ne- 
ceſſary either within or about this magnificent Palace, the Duke accompanied by 


the Officers of the Court, (who were not ſparing by the Kings commands, 
care- 
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carefully to obſerve-all his contents) returned again to his firſt Ration. © 
But in the interim, whilft che Ambaſſadour was imployed in theſe and orfierdivet: 
tiſements, Ofris according to his promiſe made, was not backward to acquaint his 
Daughter Heſperiana with the King of Syria ,s deſires; wherefore viſiting her in her 
Chamber one day, after ſome circumſtances, he ſpoke to her in this manner, ' 
Heſperiana, ſaid he, after the death of your vertuous Mother, Siſter to Orſames. 
who left behinde her onely your Brother and your ſelf, a youth e heavens ey 
ſhort time took to their care, by which means you' became for Me years the heir 


apparent of my Crowns: This I muſt tell yon is the chief occaſion, of the conti- 
nuance of the Wars between us; in regard the Jyriàn ambition hath been ever to 
have you beſtowed in marriage upon their young King, whereby to becomeintereſ.. 
ſed (as they believe) in the Egyptian Dominions, by à juſter title then meerly con- 


queſt: But my Councel on the other fide , cagyrevenc the miſehief of tranſporting 
the Government by ſuch a conjunction, into the hands and power of another Nati- 
on, that probably would not keep their reſidency in this Countrey, never let me reſt 
quiet without importunities, until I was perſwaded to have another Wife from the 
Kingdom of Armenia; in which firſt began, if not our greatneſs, at leaſtwiſe the 
prerogative of Blood, we claim before other people of the world; upon which I 
may ſay, hath fallen alſo che apparent bleſſing of the immortal Gods „ in granting 
me by the Lady your Mother- in- law, two hopeful Sons, whereby the pretenſions of 
ſucceſſion, that hicherunto hath cauſed fo. much contention, will be quieted: Never- 
thelels the Mother of Orontes ſtill continuing the ſame deſires, of matching with out 
Family, notwithſtanding the price of your Dower be abated , hath ſent this magni- 
ficent Ambaſſadour, not onely to procure my conſent, but obtain your love, whereby 
Aſia may be at peace, as well as Syria ſatisfied : to. theſe demands there remains no- 
thing now but your approbation , ſince the great Miniſters of both States deputed 
for that purpoſe, have joyntly concluded to tius effect. 2 
Ihe Princeſs Heſperiana being thus ſurprized by her Fathers diſcourſe, it was a 
queſtion whether the baſhful modeſty of her nature, or ſome hidden reſolutions in 
devotion; moſt reflected Upon her apprehenfions, ſince for a pretty ſpace ſhe ſtood 
ſill without any anſwer at all; until at laſt as it were overcome by ber obliged duty, 
when a few tears had ſomething qualified the burning tincture of her preſent bluſhes, 
her ruby lips in this manner gently made a paſſage for theſe words. 

Sir, ſaid ſhe, I hope I ſhall not much tranſgreſs in duty, if freely I lay before your 
thoughts theſe conſiderations ; and rather may] expect a gracious interpretation of 
what I ſhall utter, in regard I am reſolved notwithſtanding, to govern my actions 
by your will; although I defire my obedience may rather be regulated by a Parents 
Authority, then a Sovereigns Juriſdiction ; ſince for the moſt part it relates more to 
indulgency then ends, when as the other oftentimes proceeds, either from councel 
or conveniency, onely belonging to State Affairs, without thoſe abſolute determi- 
nations of Religion, which the Gods have juſt cauſe to expect from Princes here on 
earth, however flouriſhing with never ſo great a proſperity: In this poſture be plea- 
ſed to remember , with what a magnanimous conſtancy , your great Grandfathet 
ever oppoſed the dangerous beginnings of the Hereſian opinions, in the large King- 
doms of Armenia and other places, though contradicted with ſo many difficulties, 
that had not his courage and wiſdom conquered both their power and ſubtilties, thoſe 
people of the Delphine Worſhip had been over. run, with nothing but deftroying er- 
rours; who nevertheleſs after all his victories, buried the reſt of his happy dayes in 
a ſimple Cloyſter, to the obſervation onely of piety and contemplation; which de- 
ſcended his Dominions to another mighty example of zeal and devotion, that put to 
death his own Son, becauſe he was eſteemed tainted with ſome opinions, by means 
whereof your Father not onely came to the Crown, but proved another wonder of 
Religion, until your ſelf ſucceeded him in the like vertues, towards the ſacred Tem- 
ple of Delphos; from whence hath proceeded ſuch bleſſings to your Subjects, after a 
long expectation, that the Gods have not onely beſtowed upon you heirs to your 
Crown, but peace afforded from your oppoſers; in regard of all which, I am — 
ne 
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ned by your religious indulgenc „ to acquaint you with this baſhfol ſecret , wherein 
perhaps [ have ſomething aaa your goodneſs, becauſeI joyned not firſt your ap- 
probation with wy reſolution; ſince precipitation in childrens actions, are not alto- 
gether to be excu d, though accompanied with never ſo ſtrong religious intentions, 
becauſe a certain natural obligation belongs alwayes ; both to their profeſſion and 
Parents intereſts: Tis true, as Jever deſired my marriage, when I ſtood in moſt pro- 
bability of being heir to the Egyptian Crown , ſhould conduce to the propagation of 
the Gods Worſhip, according to the Rites and Ceremonies of the great Temple of 
Delphos , in regard of the multitudes of enemies that ſeemed daily to make war 
apainſt its ſacred cuſtoms , ſo when I ſaw the heavens after a long deſire; had provided 
ſufficiently for that ſacceſlion, in the happy and fortunate birch of my two Brothers, 
having no more need of my aſſiſtance in that Jandible and pions work; I made a vow 
to great Ii the Goddeſs of our Countrey , to ſefve her as a chaſte Prieſteſs during my 
life, which promiſe can onely be diffolved, by the Diſpenſation of the powerful Arch- 
Flamin of the Holy City, otherwiſe I muſt not become Wife to the mighty King of 
Syria, notwithſtanding amy agreement hath been made to that purpoſe, With theſe 
words ſhe reſted ſilent, diſtilling another gentle ſhowre of tears from ber lovely eyes. 

The King _— now ſomething amazed at theſe unexpected expreſſions of his 
Daughter, eſpecially for that (he had made a vow to the Goddeſs fs without his 
privity, ſtood ſtill for a long ſpate, not making any anſwer at all, until at laſt as ic 
were confirmed in her intentional duty to himſelf, and believing the motive proceed- 
ed from high inflamations of zeal, towards the Temple of De/phos (an opinion that 
ever honoured the Egyptian Family) after he had kiſſed her once or twice with a fa. 
therly affection, delivered his thoughts in this manner. MES 

Moft dear hs gore ſaid he, and the dearer for the intention of Religion, as I 
never doubted of thy piety ſince reaſon opperated firſt in thy fair ſoul, ſo I command 
thee to be aſſured, being thou haſt ſubmitred thy obedience to my pleaſure as the 
worlds conveniency, that a meſſenger ſhall be diſpatched preſently to the great 
Arch-Flamin, wheteby to procure the Diſpenſation needful for ſuch a ſervice, and no 
Article made between the Egyptian and Syrian Monarchs in the interim, which ſhall 
not tend abſolutely to the Worſhip of the immortal Gods. With theſe words ſud- 
denly he left the rootn, with ſuch a joyful aſpect in his countenance, as ſhewed be was 
very well ſatisfied with all his Daughters reſolutions. | 

But however the King parted from his Daughter Heſperiana with pacification 
enough, inregard both of her religion and obedience; yet after a while being retired 

in bis more private Cabinet, as well ro conſider as to reſolve, in a matter, wherein ap- 

' - peared ſome difficulties , he began to be troubled with-theſe doubtful apprehenſions: 

Firſt he 3 Gratan the Syrian» Ambaſſadour, might ſuſpect ſome want of 
integrity in the Egyptian proceedings, after the final concluſion of the two Miniſters 
of State, tobe ſent away onely with hopes of a Diſpenſation, without effeRing ab- 
ſolutely what he came about, contrary to the violent appetites of young Orontes, 
(che nature of youth being apt to be enflamed, having but the Idea's of their wiſhes 
repreſented to their imaginations) the next thing that troubled him was, how be 
ſhould ſalute the Court it ſelf of De/phos , whereby eifily to obtain the required re- 
queſt, n—_— the ſeparation of Heſperiana from her vow, belonging to the 
great and ſacred Goddeſs I, being the chief Deity of the Egyptian Fatnily ; eſpe- 
cially when as not onely Orontes might finde out other matches , within the vaſt cir- 
cumference of the earth, without treſpaſſing at all upon any manner of ſacriledge; 
but himſelf having children ſufficient by the Gods favour , to inherit his own vaſt 
Dominions, without ſeeking by a Fathers authority, to interrupt (it not deſtroy) the 
excellent piety of a Daughter, for no other end, but to compaſs a few commodities 
belonging to his temporary Kingdoms , beſides he apprehended, that the peace made, 
might be but diſſembled in the preſent, and prove altogether ominous in the conclu- 
ſton, if his Sons ſhould chance by accident to fail; by which means Heſperiana's po- 
ſterity would transferre the Egyptian inheritance to a Syrian family, either to be go- 
rerned, or contended againſt with as much hatred, as the late Wars produced 9

both Nations, almoſt to the deſtruction of the whole world, notwithſtanding An. 
dromida her ſelf was a Childe of the ſame Houſe , and yet appeared no mean actor 
in the contention, (Crowns and Diadems never worn ſafely, onely by tyes of affini- 
ty and alliance, when Swords and Titles have either opportunity or right) where. 
fore he could not but in ſome melancholly manner reflect upon theſe particulars, 
although his great Favourite at the borders had concluded this Article of Marriage, 
whereby, as he believed, the better to fortifie each Countre xx. 5 
Hut however the King at the preſent, appeared ſomething confuſed with theſe 
thwarting cogitations ( his honour being engaged of the one ſide, as the hazzard of 
bis Dominions on the other) yet he reſolved ſo far to ſatisſie Fratanus the gallant 
Awbaſſadour, as to aſſure him, he would within a very few monetbsjo perſon , con- 
duct his Daughter Heſperiena to the Conſines of Syria, there to entertain the affecti- 
ons of young Oronte;, in proſecution of that Treaty which had been ſo happily 
begun by the two Miniſters of State: This determination in ſome ſort quieted his 
thoughts; in the interim not doubting but the great Arch-Flamin of Delphos would 
either grant the diſpenſation, (being a lover of peace) or elle afford reaſons for 
the denial ſufficient to content both Kingdoms, whereby a continuance in union 
might ſtill remain between the Nations, notwithſtanding any obſtacle proceeding 
imaginarily from ſacred reſpects. tt . 
In this manner Oris endeavoured, to pleaſe, if not confirm, the Duke of Tyre in 
his glorious employment, accompanied alſo with thoſe ſplendid divertiſements that 
moſt honoured his perſon ; which neceſſarily protracted Gratants return, ſince the 
Syrian civilities were eſteemed punctual in all kinde of Ceremonies; whilſt unlookt 
for, of a ſudden, Creſes appeared in the Court of Egypt, ſent by his Maſter Prince 
Arethuſius out of the Countrey of Pamphilia, not onely to thank the great Mo- 
narch, for thoſe favours he had already received within his Territories, but deſired 
his further aſſiſtance againſt his own unnatural Subjects, whom he found after the 
death of Hererombrotus rather inclined to undergo their former ſlaveries, then en- 
tertain Treaties of peace for his Titles, notwithſtanding their obſtinacy threatned 
an abſolute deſtruction to the Lydian Nation: Gratanus underſtanding of Creſes 
arrival, and having been well acquainted with him in the Wars of Hria, one morn- 
ing coming to his Chamber, he fell into communication with his privacy, concerning 
both bis journey and his employment; which Creſes effectually related in this man- 
ner, after ſome other difcourſes had paſt between them of divers natures, though 
chiefly belonging to the Lydian Affairs. 35 
You cannot but know, ſaid he, that after the death of Hercrombrotus, that great 
Traytor, Tyrant, and Diſſembler, notwithſtanding he had placed his Son in the 
Throne of Lydia, in hopes enough he ſhould reign, with the ſame conſtancy and 
oppreſſion as himſelf; for that moſt people, either terrified with the Fathers acti- 
ons, or overcome by their own ſenſualities, had put on reſolutions in their minde to 
be quiet, rather then hazzard all for the right of any ſucceſſion, was nevertheleſs 
ſoon diſplaced from that extorted honour , by the pride and ambition of his own 
Army; becauſe he would not readily yield, to make his next Commander General 
of thoſe Forces, that were not onely deſigned to guard his perſon from all violence, 
but to keep the Kingdom in a- moft exact obedience, which quickly ſet up conſe- 
quently the old Senate, to be ſerviceable to the Souldiers profit; ſince ſome face. of 
Government was to be uſed, though the eſſence had been loſt long ago, in the 
ſlaughter of the King; however this change as ic ſhould ſeem pleaſed not long, in- 
ſomuch as amongft-many other confuſions, the Camp again began to quarrel with 
that piece of a Senate; not becauſe they wereunlawtul. in their uſurpation , but in 
regard they were not ſufficiently obedient to Military Precepts, though totally exer- 
ciſed in Arbitrary Power; which after a while turned them out of their houſes of 
State, to converſe ſingly with other people of the meaneſt quality, though former- 
ly they made aſe of their tumults to ſuppreſs others, whoſe Lands they had purcha- 
ſed by their unjuſt Decrees, the better to involve the whole Nation ia a levelling 
quality, that no diſtinction might be perceived, either in perſon or in egi, ne 
| | | them- 
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themſelyes onely might govern all with more eaſe : This as J ſaid being done, the 
Officers of the Guard cook upon them the abſolute managing of every Affair both 
Military and Civil; which continued in this manner for a few weeks „until the Coun- 
trey of 'Myſſ1a; of a ſudden produced another Commander called Hermelaus, whoſe 
honeſty we hope is more, and his experience cannot be leſs, then any other Captain 
belonging to that Train, that oppoſed the King either in his will or countenance: 
This perſon I muſt ſay being now upon the ſtage for action, began firſt to complain 
in writing, that the Senate was invaded by the Intereſt of a few Officers of the Ar- 
my, whole ambitions made them inſolent, as the Effates, they had gotten fearful, 
left che'Government ſhould be ruled by the Command of any other Supream Au- 
thority, then wharthe Souldiers might abſolutely direct: Beſides he pretends, that 
the diverſity of opinions in matters; appertaining to the Gods, hath almoſt caken 
away the face of all Morality, within the Dominions of the Lydias Common- 
wealth: After theſe igtimations, he ſent preſently a Letter to the great City of 
Sarda, perſwading.them to joyn with him in, thoſe endeavours, that might again 
bring the ſtream a right way, by aſſembling anew.the old Senate, to Sha tk theit 
own priviledges, being in danger to be qverchrown by theſe preſent. Rulers, whoſe 
Maurthers, Per juries, and Rapiges, had rendred them audacious in wickedneſs: Her- 
melaus, I ſay, in this poſture of expectation, not onely addreſſed ſome Letters to the 
King, then remaining in the Countrey of Pampbilia, but not long after marched at 
the head of the whole Army, into the very heart of the Zydiau Dominions, having 
left Myſſia in the hands of thoſe Governours, that he ſuppoſed would be moſt true 
to his intentions: But before he had ſent ſome Troops to oppoſe Abactanus, he was 
advertiſed, that the Senate once more bad reaſſumed their Authority, and were ſit- 
ting then in the City of Sardis with ſome Majeſty.;, however cheſe otten changes in 
Government ſo much terrified the apprehenſion of the wiſer ſort. of people, know- 
ing the right of the Crown onely belonged to Prjnce Aret huſius, withall remem- 
bring what a flouriſhing proſperity they enjoyed, in the Reign of his Father, did 
nothing but ſalute Hermelaus through the Countreys, as he went, with diverſity of 
Addreſſes, intimating they deſired again a new King, and their old Laws; witbout 
which they were aſſured, chat neither the Gods gould be ſerved, or their own Privi- 
ledges ſecured. In this poſture I may ſay things at the preſent remain, none being 
able to judge what this hopeful General means, or how the fates have determined of 
Lydia's Liberties , ſince as the Souldiers are violent to oppoſe the Government by 
any ſingle Authority, having gained mens Lands rather by oppreſſion then right, 
(wherefore doubt much their own Titles, upon ſuch an admittance) ſo of the 
other ſide, the whole Nation having experienced, that without a King it is impoſſi - 
ble t ſubſiſt, not onely by reaſon of perpetual payments, but want of forreign 
Corfeſpondency, are grown almoſt deſperate in their reſolutions. Tis true, if 
Arethuſius my Maſter comes to his Crown by any compoſition , without doubt he 
will be curbed in his Authority; wherefore I am now come to this Court, with in- 
rention to ſolicite great Or: for a competent aſſiſtance, ſince our baniſhment out 
of the Territories of Syria, gives us from thence neither conveniency nor poſſibi- 
lity, though againſt all the rules both of friendſhip and hoſpitality, the more deplo- 
rably to be conſidered, when our actions formerly have been fo ſerviceable , to the 
lory and ſecurity of Orontes Crown: With theſe words he reſted ſilent, as if his 
grief did ſhut up the reſt of his diſcourſe, | 4 
Gratanus being ſufficiently inſtructed in the myſteries of his relation, by thoſe 
Conferences he had had with 2azarius the wiſe Favourite, began of a ſudden to 
ſmile in his face; as if either he apprehended not the conſequence of what had 
been related, or intended by ſuch teſtimonies of mirth, to perſwade Creſes out of 
his own.melancholly apprehenſions; but finding his countenance was not to be in- 
ſtructed to a better appearance, without more realities underſtood , taking him by 
the hand, deſired his better opinion of the Syrian Nations; eſpecially fince for his 
own particular, he had expreſt alwayes love and diligence, in Prince Atethuſius con- 
ternments, when either his Tit les came in queſtion, or his perſon was to be honoured.

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Nevertheleſs, as he ſaid, that he might reſt better ſatisfied both with Afazarizs, and

. T6 this purpoſe, faid he, you muſt be advertized, that there are but two princi. 
ein 0 which' foundation Stateſmen chiefly relye, to make laſting contracts or 
frietidfhips with other Goverments, and that is the ties either of Religion or Alliance: 
Fox the firſt you know, that your Prince is fo far from giving any countenance to the 
8 Wörſhip, that beſides his entertaining of the contrary ptoſeſſion in otber 
Cottitreys, he canndt as yet be brought to promiſe, when he is ſettled in his Domi. 
mions, bote Subjects of our Religion, ſhall be freed from their iptollerable perſe- 
cution; by way of Law, according to the juſtice of the Kingdom; imagining per- 
baps by ſuch indufgent conceffions, he might loſe ſome of his party in Lydia; which 

I muſt teff you plainly; diſheartens all our Nation from his needful aſfiltance 5 where. 
as thoſe now at Sardis that keep him injuriouſly out of his right, do offer moſt wil. 
lingly to condeſcend to any ſuch Article, provided the Syrian Court will not meddle 
with his Titles : And 3 fecond, whereas a match hath been propoſed of 
4 Blood, and conſequent li nging to Orontes care, which onely in probability 

might continue a certainty in eudhp, either his youth ſeems to be tranſporced 

with other affections, or his nature cannot be brought to love our alliance, though 
the commodity be never ſo apparent to his hopes; wherefore it is co be doubted, 
when he ſhould have obtained his ends by our aſſiſtance, he might prove the fatalleſt 
enemy to our concernments; as well in what belongs to the true Worſhip of the 
Gods, as in trading with other general correſpondencies belonging to the profit of 
both Countreys ; which you know, is wiſely to be prevented if ir be poſſible. When 
Grataxus had made an end of ſaying thus much, he refted from any more diſcourſe, 

with an intention to invite Creſes to ſome reply; which after a little ſpace, brought 

forth this anſwer; however as if he ſeemed unwilling, to diſpute any thing of his 

maſters intentions; eſpecially with one, whom he was confident , entertained a ſuf- 

ficent affection in his minde, not onely to Prince Arethuſius, but to all his party in 

the general. x 

My Lord, ſaid he, as there may be ſome ſcruples, in the wiſe providence of Stateſ- 

men concerning theſe ſuſpicions; eſpecially when Kingdoms and. Empires are haz- 

zarded in the defection; ſo of the other ſide give me leave to tell you, that neither 

of theſe doubts ought to be laid to Arerhuſim charge, he being a Prince as full of 
honour in his thoughts as vallerous in his actions, though circumſpect enough in his 

conſiderations, when the world appears ſo little aſſiſtant to his affairs; for example, 
what a ſtrange accord was made with Hercrombrotus to his diſadvantage ? ſeeing nei- 
ther the mixture of Blood, or the affront done to Majeſty, could hinder that agree- 
ment, which onely procured a ſmall conveniency to the Syrian Kingdom; however 
purchaſed by a horrid, if not ominous preſident, never to be forgotten: And to 
let you ſee how much my Maſter ſuffers by theſe miſpriſions, conſider, that as the 
worlds Government, conſiſts moſt in thoſe of the Delphine Religion, ſo mult I ask 
you what teſtimonies you have, of his averſeneſs to people of your belief > when not 
onely many about his perſon, have both countenance and favour in his preſence , but 
himſelf ever reſided in ſuch Countreys, that belong exactly to that profeſſion, as 
having a ſtrong confidence of their compliance, when either the Gods ſhall prove 
propitious to his purpoſes, or the Hrian Empire may be converted to his particular; 
however in the interim he muſt be forced to uſe ſome policy, not altogether to loſe 
that party, he hath had in his own Kingdom, whereby with more facility, to beable 
to compaſs that right, the fates have hitherunto denied him with over-much cruelty 
and injuſtice , neither can it be thought, in a ſoul poſſeſt with fo excellent a bravery, 
one corner thereof can harbour ſuch an ingratitude, as to make him forget the faith- 
ful ſervices , he received from the Delphine people in his greateſt extremities ; not 
any man of the number being ever known to betray his truſt, or ſpare his life, when 

there was the leaſt occaſion, either to contend or dye for the Kings Royalty; which 


fidelity hath been ſince puniſhed by his enemies, with all the marks could be _ 
ot 
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both of diſgrace and devaſtation, to terrifie their thoughts to another temper, ot 
revenge that Loyalty themſel ves cannot help: And for this ecfuſing to marry a Syrian 
Wife, che heavens mult be blamed and not himſelf, either for his courage or misfor- 
tunes, ſince his minde as yet muſt not ſtoop to thoſe gentle dalliunces, which neceſ- 
ſarily belong to all Nuptial ties, before he hath endeavoured'thoſe conqueſts of his 
own, that will make him a King, according to the prerogative of his Birth, Blood, 
or Honour, to diſpute his injuries, and by that means purchaſe fame inſtead of po- 
ſterity ; theſe being his heroical intentions in probability; and I wiſh the whole 
world were poſſeſt with the ſame opinion, whereby Aret huſius concernments might 
never dye in the memories of. men, either to be revenged or relieved , in that which 
onely belongs to thg neceſſary example of other Princes, not more worthy , though 
far bappier then himſelf, | 's 1 

Gratanus by his countenance ſeemed ſomething bitten at this reply, which made 
him continue ſilent for a pretty ſpare, until at laſt he broke out into theſe words. 

Tis true, ſaid he, theſe are glorious and plauſible pretences; however the great 
and wiſe Favourite Aa ariiu, cannot ſo eaſily digeſt the ſlaughter of his young Ne- 
phew Marchinus, onely for offering a noble love to the fair Widow your King Sifter, 
which perhaps would have brought, not onely convenieney to her ſelf, but aſſiance 
to her Brother; ſince Stateſmen, do not uſe to beſtow favours (being the chiefeſt 
productions of their intereſt, purchaſed by their pains and induſtry) without ſome te- 
ſtimonies, they ſhall be either requited or ſerved; with conſtancy and affection upon 
all occaſions. Creſes could not chaſe but ſmile to hear this related, ſeeing he had the 
power to contradict the information, which he did ſuddenly after this manner. 

My Lord, ſaid he, if loves be to be proſecuted with rapes, I know not what mo- 
rality is left in the world, much leſs any Religion at all eo be found; however give 
me leave to ſatisſie you thus far in this particular, although I will not trouble you 
with the whole ftory, as to tell you the perſon you mention is not yet dead; for the 
Princeſs Cleria no lefs charitable then fair , when Maur hinum had been extreamly 
wounded in that unlawful conflict, was preſently recommended to her care for his 
recovery; in which ſhe uſed ſach diligence (be in the interim deſiring to be concealed 
from the knowledge of his friends) that within two moneths time he recovered his pre- 
ſent health, and intends to preſent himſelf to his Uncle , upon the conſummation of 
the marriage between your King and Ofris Daughter; with the true confeſſion of 
his fault, procured by his unruly paſſions, 

O heavens, ſaid Gratanw, what lucky Omens are theſe to precede that glorious 
meeting, ſhortly to be between the two. Kings ? whereby the whole earth is to be 
divided, either by their conquering Swords, or to their propitious Aſpects; in which 
aſſembly, I ſwear by the immortal Gods, not onely to be ſerviceable to the fair and 
incomparable Princeſs, in what belongs to the right of her young Son, but alſo con- 
cerning thoſe Crowns, that have been ſo injuriouſly withheld from the poſſeſſion, of 
that gallant King of the Lydian and Muyſſian Territories. With theſe words preſent- 
ly he roſe from his ſeat, taking, with a few complements, his farewel of Creſes, leaving 
him in the interim not a little ſatisfied by his expreſſions. 

But Creſes nevertheleſs, being extreamly ſolicitous in his minde, in thoſe affairs 
that appertained to his Malters concernments, endeavoured to fortifie his right all he 
could; wherefore he uſed his beſt power, after Gratanus was parted from the City of 
Thebes , to have ſome private conference with the King; as well for that he knew 
there were many Courtiers, not ſo much affected to his party, as the better in parti- 
cular to poſſeſs Oſiris with the right underſtanding of the cauſe; and more eſpecially 
in regard of thoſe thwarting opinions in Religion, that belonged to both Nations, 
not any way to be reconciled, but by ſome ſeeming compliance; ſince the Egyptians 
were eſteemed moſt zealous above other Countreys, inthe manner of their Worſhip 
of the Gods; and for that reaſon moſt intereſſed, in the affections and proceedings 
of the great Arch-Flamin of Delphos : This ſome dayes attendance at laſt procured, 
in bis Bed-chamber; where after he had kiſſed the Kings hands with all the Cere- 


monies, appertaining to the Dignity of his perſon, and the cuſtoms of that * 
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he bumbly ſaluted him alſo with this ſpeech in the Egyptian Language, which Creſes 
had perfectly learned in his infancy , by reaſon of his education in ſome of thoſe 
Countreys: Moſt mighty Monarch, {aid he, of the African Empire, whoſe Domi- 
nions be onely bounded with the Suns Circumference , though the Altars of the 
Gods are ever ſmoaking. with moſt pureſt Incenſe; when other places never flame 
but in contrary fires, (that rather conſume then heat Devotion) ſince bloud, flaugh- 
ters; and devaſtation, are the uſual periods of ſuch conteſtation, ſeeing opinions 
rather goyern the actions of men, then pacifying obedience rules the will of others - 
which Religion I,may ſay makes you beloved entirely of that ſacred. Throne, from 
whence there ought to be no appeal, but to the higheſt Heavens, where perpetuity 
reigus, and omnipotency commands: be pleaſed therefore to accept a ſupplication from 
a Prince, whoſe youth is adarned with vertues, and his vertues ruled by innocency; yet 
his injuries cry to the Gods for revenge, as well as his rights to Monarchs for 
aſſiſtance ; which fame I hope already, hach tranſported to your ſacred ears, though 
conveniency until now had not the opportunity to redreſs :, But now the bleſled 
peace being obtained to the benefit of the world, every part ought to participate of 
the good, not onely in your bounty, but from. your juſtice; eſpecially when bonour 
will crown the action, and eternity the piety ; If notwithſtanding. my words are 
too poor, to obtain the fayour, - nevertheleſs let Arethuſius Cauſe be powerful to- 
wards your acceptance; ſo ſhall your goodneſs be carried up to Heaven, between 
the wings of Wiſdom and Greatneſs ; ſince in the one you prevent damage to your 
own Kingdoms, as in the other ſhew what you may be able to do when you 
pleaſe, | "7 | 

g The King however he might be ſomething enflamed by theſe intimations, as well 
out of his ſpleen conceived to the Lyaian Nation, in regard. of their attempt upon 
the Fortunate Iſland, as his loſs of the ſtrong Town of Deorcas; yet the concern- 
ments belonging to à young Prince, outed of his Dominions by the violence of his 
own Subjects, for no cauſe but apparent Rebellion, being a people himſelf hated 
above meaſure, took moſt his apprehenſion; however for the preſent, onely putting 
on an Egyptian gravity, he gave Creſes no other anſwer, but that bis chief Officer 
Alauricus (whom had already concluded the general Peace) underſtood beſt the 
Affairs of all Princes, and ſhould in ſuch convenient time as was fitting, not onely 
treat with him in particular, but endeayour to render his maſter ſatisfied in the general, 
that could well ſtand with the ſafety of his own Empire, with the due Worſhip of 
the immortal Gods, which of all things elſe he deſired ſhould be firſt preferred, as 
well in other Kingdoms of the world, as in thoſe Territories belonging to his on 
Government: With theſe words, and a certain kinde of a nod of his head, accord- 
ing to the Countrey faſhion, being the greateſt fayour he uſed to any, diſmiſſed Creſes 
from his preſence. | 8 45 

It was not many dayes before Alauricus the Kings great Favourite (having belike 
received intimations more particular from his Maſter) ſent for Creſes int o his houſe, 
where after he had welcomed him by ſomething more then ordinary reſpects, leading 
him to an inward room, he uſed this language unto him. | | 
Sir. ſaid he, as formerly you and I have diſcourſed upop this ſubject, ſo the King 
hath enjoyned me now, to let you know his minde more particularly, concerning 
thoſe affections he bears to your Lord; wherein he ſhall be ready to ſhew both his 
will and his power, provided they be accompanied with the ſafety of his own honour, 
upon which depends the greatneſs and majeſty of a Prince; wherefore that I may 
not deceive my own truſt, and yet pleaſure you, give me leave to tell you, that upon 
two baſis muſt be built the foundation of your deſires, if you mean to be aſſiſted by 
our Forces, the-one to conſider the Hoſtages you ſhall offer for Egypts caution, 
whereby to ſecure us, that no peace ſhall be made with the Zydia» Commonwealth, 
without the knowledge and ſatisfaction of my great Maſter, ſince, as you know, 
both Treaſure and Souldiers will abundantly be employed in the ſervice , before that 
Crown again can be recovered, from thoſe who not onely took away the life of the 
Father by a moſt fatal deſtruction, but probably will maintain the fame — 
| again 
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againſt the Son, by their ſtrongeſt reſiſtance; eſpecially having no hopes either in 
his mercy, or their own repentance, for we cannot but apprehend, what troubles 
and hazzards appertain to the total ſubduing of a Nation; witneſs the fruitful 
od ot Cyprus, once belonging to our great Lord of Africa, and yet notwith- 
ſtandigg all his power, could never to this day come again to the poſſeſſion, un- 
til at laſt being oyer · preſt by the Syrian war, he was forced to yield to ſome conveni- 
encięs inſtead of conqueſts. The other thing I am to let you know is, our intire re- 
ſolution to ſerve the immortal Gods, that cannot be effected, unleſs your King put 
off. bis belief of the Zydian Religion, which his Father rather with obſtinacy then 
onflancy maintained: With theſe words he cloſed up his diſcourſe, by a kinde of - a 
ſerious frown, that ſhewed his thoughts meant really what his tongue delivered, 
whilſt in the interim Cre/es (although he knew himſelf ſecretly to be of the De/phine 
Religion) caſt down bis looks upon the ground, as not — well what to 
anſwer, conſidering how difficult a matter it would be, for him to perſwade his Ma- 
ſter Aret haſius to theſe particulars , without diſcovering too much his own hidden 
affections, and believing the Egyptians upon no other determinations, would proceed 
to any conſiderable aſſiſtance; but at laſt the Favourite with a more chearful brow, 
dreſſing his countenance alſo in a ſmile, told him, that by his poſture he found his 
doubtfulneſs, in the uncertainty of his meaning, notwithſtanding there was no dif. 
caſe in nature, but ſome remedy might be applied, if the Phyſician and the Simple 
could correſpond. | | 1082. | | 

To this purpoſe, ſaid he, you muſt give for the Egyptian ſecurity, the perſonall 
preſence of your young Lord Aſcanius, Brother to the Crowned King of Myſſia; 
whereby to remain alwayes at our Court as a pledge, that no underhand. agree · 
ment ſhall be made with the great Senate of Lydia, againſt our profit, or without 
Ofrris ſatisfaction, thongh not there to be kept as a confined Priſoner, but accompanied 
wich this honour, that the chief Admiralty of the Kingdom ſhall be conſerred up- 
on him, not onely in Command but in Benefice, until Arethuſius by our aſſiſtance, 
ſhall either obtain his own Crowns, or hazzard thoſe Forces employed in that ſervice: 
The ſecond and laſt Articleof neceſſity will depend upon the reſolutions of the holy 
and mighty Arch. Flamiu of Delphos - not onely becauſe it concerns the Worſhip of 
the immortal! Gods, whoſe ſacred honour muſt chiefly be reſpected by the 
Egyptian people, but alſo in regard his power can beſt perſwade (if not com- 
mand) other Princes, to joyn in ſome league needful, towards his advantages, either 
in contributing treaſure, or denying his enemies trade: So that I-ſhall conclude with 
this advice, whereas a Meſſenger is preſently to be diſpatched from this City, to the 
great Lord of the De/phine Worſhip , with Letters of Congratulation concerning 
the happy Peace; you may in that company make a journey to Delphos, the better 
to aſſure that holy Father, of the right remper of your Prince, ſince his education 
from his infancy hath been in contrary principles; without whoſe approbation I know 
my maſter cannot be brought to aſfift, being wholly addicted to obſerve his deſires 
in all matters of Religion, as believing elſe the Heavens will not ſo well bleſs bis 
actions. "21 

Although Greſes had ſome reaſon to be troubled at theſe intimations; as well in 
regard of his want of Commiſſion to proceed in matters of this difficulty, as for 
that che preſſingneſs of his Maſters Affairs, required more then ordinary induſtry, ha- 
ving ſmall hopes left him from the powerful Nation of the Syrians; not onely in 
reſpect of the approaching glory of the Marriage, but in that there remained ſtill 
that Contract, which had been made with deceaſed Hercrombrotus, in a manner a- 
gain renewed by the Ambaſſadour continuing at Jardis, yet with ſomething a chear- 
ful countenance, he ſeemed to entertain the motion, however deſired time until the 
next morning, to put his own confuſed thoughts into a righter poſture, both for 
the Egyptian honour, and for bis Maſters ſafety : Theſe words quickly with a few 
Complements parted them for the preſent. Creſes when he came to his Chamber, 
conſidered theſe particulars; he thought if he went not along with the Meſſenger 


to Delphos, the opportunity might be abſolutely loſt, being certain, Oiris _— | 
nothing 
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nothing in points belonging to Religion, but by the Arch. Flamin: grave direction; 
wherefore reſolved to take the journey without any further authority , then by his 
ordinary Letters of  Credence , chuſing rather in that ſervice to hazzard his own 
particular fortune, then ſhew any want of painful fidelity in Arethuſtas concern- 
ments, when conveniency could not poſſibly comply with both occaſions : and for 
what appertained to Prince Aſcanius perſon, he would recommend it to the conft- 
deration of the King himfelf, remaining for the preſent in the. Territories of Pam- 
pbylia, who might beſt determine the difficulty; * was neither preſſing in re- 
gird of time, or neceſſary, for that probably another hoſtage wotild be admittediin 
his place: With rheſe determinations in ſome ſort he fatified his own minde, until 
che next morning that he acquainted the chief Favourite with += nl ear enden 
It was not long after theſe reſolutions, before Creſes landed upon the Grecian 
hore, without any conſiderable adventure, but what a rough Sea and ſome perſecu- 
tion by Pyrates brought his particular, and ſo conſequently not many dayes journey 
after, ſettled him in that great and famous City of Delphos, where ihe Holy Tribu. 
nal of the world was placed, to hear and determine cauſes belonging to Princes; 
from whence there appeared to be no appeal, but to the Gods themſelves in their 
_ higheſt Ma jeſty. Creſes having little refreſhed his bod by reſt, and afforded his 
thoughts inftruRion by conſideration , the firſt thing he did was to viſit the ſacred 
Temples, in order to that vow he had made upon his late converſion, which yet he 
kept very ſecret, almoſt from the knowledge of any, ſince his Maſters affairs held 
ſach a room within all his intentions, that ſcarce would he own that myſtery to him- 
ſelf, though other Princes of the ſame belief were to be actors inthe buſintſs, ſuch 
a cowardis depra ved nature to heroical enterprizes, that contend againſt ſenſualities, 
notwithſtanding he had reſolvedto put on a ſtronger confidence then other converts, 
though he feared more the prejudice co his office, then the danger of his perſon; 
fince every one knew he valued not his life, when the leaſt apprehenſion of honour 
was in his minde : But coming at laſt to Phaye belonging to Hercules, he met there 
with his friend Pariſmenus, whom formerly he had left at Athens, now a Flamin ea- 
lily to be ENT; by the manner of ſacrifice he performed; ſo that concealing 
himſelf behinde a Pillar for the preſent, when all the Ceremonies appertaining to 
that dayes ſervice were finiſhed, he ſtept out to ſalute him with theſe words: I hope 
now the Gods will be propitious to my purpoſes , ſince I not onely finde my beloved 
Pariſmenus in this place, but encounter him with the ſame reſolution in my ſelf. 
Pariſmenus after this advertiſement, was not long before he took Creſes in his armes, 
" ſhedding tears of joy as well as wonder, inſtead of any other expreſſions; until 
finding the people about them ſtood ſomething amazedly gazing at thoſe manner of 
ſalutations, without other complements, told him, he ſhould be his gueſt at his houſe - 
that night, where the conveniency might afford them commodity enough, as well 
to treat of old matters of their own as to be better ſatisfied in Arethuſius condition: 
Pariſmenus habit ation was placed near another Temple of Hercules, of which he 
ſeemed to be chief Governour, in regard many Prieſts of Religious Orders, appear- 
ed diligently to attend his entrance; but he paſt by them all without much obſer- 
vance, until he conducted bis friend into his Gardens , that truly were beautiful and 
delightful, if not large and ſtately ; where being ſeated in a certain Arbour, here- 
ceived from {eſes a particular account of his imployment, whilſt in the interim their 
dinner was preparing, which being alſo finiſhed , they both repaired to a Gallery 
well furniſhed with curioſities, where placing themſelves both upon a Couth, Pari/- 
menus was induced to make a diſcourſe of his own adventures, ſince their laſt parting 
at the City of Athens. | | | 
After the religious profeſſion of oye/a within Minerva Cloyſters , ſaid he, at 
which you were preſent and my ſelf loft, I reſolved to viſit this famous City of De/- 
phos, as well to be ſatisfied in the rarities thereof, as the better to ſhake off my own 
grief, for that change of habit had not altered my minde, though the function I had 
taken upon me, ought to have hindred me from cogitations of that nature; where 
being arrived, I began to make devotion my practice, though fenſe — 
| rongly 
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ſtrongly oppoſed, until at laſt as it were wearied with enjoying nothing bur idle 
fancies, or — from above by more real thoughts, 1 2 of remem- 
brance of the beautiful Nunne, whoſe intentions in youth had diſcarded the worlds 
glory: Inthis poſture, I muſt lay. I entred my ſelf into a certain apprenticeſhipofiims 
ployment, either by ſacrificing daily to the Gods, or repairing often to the Flamins 
Pilate; where one time above the reſt, obſerving the diſcourſe of Philigenia; late 
Queen of the Soythian Kingdom, I became not onely more taken with her behavi- 
our, but finding ſhe reſolved ſpeedily of a journey to the Syrian Court, either tu 
accompliſh ſome affairs of her on, or vigorouſly by her induſtry to proſecute the 
general Peace, determined if I eould to go along in her company; as well to ptoſe. 
cure Arethuſius concernments, according to former injunctions I had to that pur. 
poſe, or elſe to ſutisſie my own curioſity by other travels; ſince man is ſcatce ever 
weary of novelties: But to be ſhort, ſhe hearing on the way, that Aa carius was 
not at Damaſc us, but retired to certain Waters for the better recovery of his health; 
ſhe diſpatched me preſently to the place of his abode, to preſent him with a cerem o- 
nious complement, knowing that no action could move within that Horixon without 
his fayour : There remained untill ſhe returned again from the Court, to a Caſtle 
belonging to the King, which which was prepared by his command for her recepti- 
on: Nevertheleſs at my coming back I found all the Queens houſe in an uproar, by 
reaſon of a ſudden execution the cauſed to be done upon one of her ſervants, 
although co this hour the cauſe be not known: This accident I muſt tel! you 
made me another time a meſſenger to the great Favourite, as well to certifie him 
of the truth of Philogenia'; proceedings, as to demand his powerful protection, as 
I ſaid, that concerned the Honour and Royalty of an abſolute Queen; for that in 
ſome ſort ſhe had broke the Law and Rule of Nations, in not conforming her paſ- 
ſions to the legal decorum of the Countrey; which ſo happily ſucceeded, that with- 
in a few dayes ſpace, I not onely brought her a full diſcharge for her ſuppoſed con- 
tempt, but Maxarius himſelf not long aiter, followed with a reſpectful viſit, to 
give a greater teſtimony to the Kingdom of Syria, what eſtimation was to be had of 
Philogenia's perſon in all the Territories belonging to Orontes Government: In this 
manner, I may ſay, I came firſt into the knowledge of that great Miniſter of State, 
and ſo by degrees into his intimate and ſpecial favour ; until at laſt he not onely con- 
ferred upon me this Dignity I now enjoy, but imployed me ſoon after in the com- 
mand of thoſe Prieſts of the Syrian Nation, which you ſaw at our entrance into the 
houſe, by means whereof , I have totally left the ſervice of the young Queen; 
though ſhe hearing of the ſudden death of Dogalphus the Scythian King, is come 
fince to this City of Delphos ; but with leſs credit then formerly, occaſioned, either 
by reaſon of the ſudden ſlaughter was committed upon her ſervant , or being over- 
powered by the Egyptian factions, they ſeem to contradict her in all her deſigns ; not 
onely in her former efteem with the Holy Flamin, but alſo in every action ſhe can 
ptetend unto: And this is almoſt all I can relate at the preſent of our affairs, but 
what expectation the general peace may bring to our hopes; onely one myſtery 
more I ſhall acquaint you withal, belonging to our maſter the great King of Jydia, 
whole intereſt I muſt ever endeavour to advance, with the hazzard of my life, not- 
withſtanding the habit you ſee me wear, might ſeem to challenge ſome protection 
from temporal imbroilments, if not his diſaffection to our Religion, no way en- 
couraging my hopes to appear before him, whereby to become any thing near his 
heart, when ſo many are about his Royal perſon, contrary to our faith in the Wor- 
ſhip of the Gods; and perhaps too much ſpight me already for the very act of my 
converſion; nevertheleſs thus much I ſhall ſay for your information: You know, 
ſaid he, that a long proſecution hath been to make a match between the Prince we 
ſpeak of, and the fair Daughter of Oreſtes by his ſecond Wife, whole fortune either 
exceeded her beauty, or her beauty graced her fortune, and therefore could expect 
no leſs then ſuch a Husband, whereby in every kinde to ſuit her condition with en- 
dowments: But he, whether more in love with his reſolution to conquer again the 


Indian Kingdom to his ſubjecton, or by nature not "7 given as yet to _ 
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dalliances of repoſe, ſcarce at any time lent an ear to the propoſitions, which per. 
heps hath been no ſmall occaſion to keep him out of the Syrian imons; ſince 
exaſperations in matters of female Courtſhip, upon ſuſpected refuſals, for the moſt 
part prove either prodigious or irreconcileable: However Oreſtes is ſince dead, and 
— his poſterity is not to be much feared, when as he hath left behjnde 
bini none but Daughters, which by the Laws of Syria cannot inherit, where by An- 
drewidd fortifying the Title with two Sons, gives a molt certain quiet to the peoples 


But Maxarixs the mighty Favourite, whether grown more confident by theſe 
accidents, or being higher inflamed by his ſueceſs in the late-concluſion of Peace, 
betweenithe ſometimes exaſperate Monarchs, hath anew. ſet his thoughts on fre, 
by moreſfublime ambitions, when he dares propound a Neece of his own, in compe- 
tition-with the rich Daughter of Oreſtes Family: In ſhort, I am deſigned a ſpeedy 
Meſſenger into the Countrey of Pamphilia, to propound the Match to be effected, 
where Aretha ſius with his fair Siſter the Princeſs ¶ loria now remeins, expecting thaſe 
opportunities, that may again return them both to their own Dominions, which 
Maxarius vowes ſhall be performed with all expedition, provided theſe. Overtures 
and his private aflections may be entertained with love and confidence. 01 

O Heavens, cryed out Creſes, what ſurfeirs. of ambition are contained in the 
intrails of the world, when mixtures of Sovereigns and Subjects, be ſo boldly de. 
manded, if not more confident ly expected; but tis no matter Pæiſinenus, ſaid he, if 
ſhe be handſome and good; for Crowns can maintain dignity, and the Favourite 
give riches; onely it is my part, to follow thoſe deſigns I came hither to agitate, 
which already I have related unto you, noping by your means, to obtain an audi- 
ence from the great Flamine: Nevertheleſs, replied Pariſmemu, I fear the ſucceſsful 
progreſs of your affairs, in regard of the contrariety of Religion , ſince this holy 
Tribunal, doth not uſe to be interefted, but where the Gods Worſhip may be advan» 
ced ; ſo that I pray let me know more particularly, what the propoſitions are you 
intend to offer this State; that I may conſider of the fureſt way to ſerve your occaſi- 
ons: Truly, ſaid Creſes, we deſite, either ſome Treaſures from this bountiful and 
rich Magazine of wealth, or ſuch an indulgent aſpeR from this Temple, that may 
naite generally, other States and Kingdoms in the recovery of the Lydian Crowns ; 
ſince true piety cannot be without juſtice, and juſt it is, that young Arethuſius ſhould 
again be ſettled in his Throne, tora from his poſſeſſion in his Fathers blood, and 
kept at the preſent violently by the baſeſt of his people in that Region; where no- 
thing governs but Tyranny, covetouſneſs keeping the key of all proceedings: 'Tis 
true, anſwered Pariſmenus, theſe are crimes of the higheſt nature, though mis for- 
tunesthe Heavens have been content to own, 

But Creſes, ſaid he, if the Subjects of the Delphine opinion, have received more 

ection under this now confuſed Government, then when King Euarc hus peace. 
ably ruled, notwithſtanding his tyes to Hyacinthia the Queen, how can you poſſibly 
expect a favourable hearing from this Court, buſied as you know with deſigus, that 
may propagate the true Worſhip of the Gods, and the eranquility of ſuch, who are 
humble ſuitors to their divine myſteries. | 
This neceſſary and faithful information of Pariſme»xs, being entertained by wiſe 
and diſcreet Creſes, gave him occaſion to make this difcourſe. 

Dear friend, ſaid he, I cannot deny, but the Lydian Laws decreed againſt the inno- 
cent profeſſors of the Deiphine Rites , were both cruel and bloody, not onely be- 
longing to the Prieſt but the people of the Nation; fince as the firſt were to ſuffer 
death comming into the Kingdom, ſo the others living there, were neceſſarily com. 
pelled to quit their belief, or ſacrifice all they had to the worſt of covetouſneſs; being 
onely framed then the better to ſecure the Crown upon the old Queen of LZydia's 
head; for that her Title came to be queſtioned, by the authority of this ſacred Tem- 
ple of Del/phos, nevertheleſs it is well known, when Euarchus by a juſt Succeſſion 
came to the Government, although the force of the Decrees laſted ſtill, yet the 
rigour of the puniſhments were much abated, until the great Senate over- * 
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of his Prerogative, all thoſe particular Laws were put in execution, with all vio- 
lence; ſince their judgements were not proſecuted by ordinary and legal courſes, but 
according to che intereſted, or ignorant, fancies, of ſuch as were employed, rather 
arbitrarily then knowingly ;-when as the execution ever exceeded the ſentence, con- 
trary to the general maxime of charity, that mercy of the two extreams, ſhould al- 
wayes out · weigh Juſtice : But ſajd Pariſmenus, I have heard of the contrary, that 
there is a certain kinde of people now of greateſt power in the Government who 
diſallow any manner of violence, uſed for any Religion or Opinion, and fo conſe. 
quently, would not prejudice thoſe of our Faith. | i 2 * 
Truly Sir, replied Creſes, that's a: meer fallacy not underſtood by many, to get 
the better being, and countenance for the inferiour ſort of Subjects, who for the 
moſt part are confuſed in their profeſſions, as diſorderly in their obedience, their 
pride ſcarce fuffering chem to live under any Dominion; ſo that becauſe they can- 
not attain to the higheſt preferments, they would ſquare all things to their own le- 
vel; but if by chance they come to command in any Juriſdiction, (which ſome of 
them do in theſe unworthy and diftracted times) none rules more domineeringly, or 
exacts more covetouſly; ſetting then aſide all indifferencies in matters of Religion 
and Opinion, if the leaſt advantage appear to themſelves by the bargain 2 So that I 
ſhall defire you not to deceive your ſelf, in believing: theſe people act or promſe any 
moderation, but when either nothing is to be had, or all is taken away already; wit- 
neſs their late proceedings in the Iſland oſ Crete, where after the ſlaughter of moſt 
of the Prieſts, they have tranſported all the inbabitants of the Delphine Religion 
into other quarteꝶ, (without any manner of crime committed) whilſt their Lands 
and Eſtates are diſpoſed to common Souldiers, or people of their own Intereſt and 
Faction; whereby many noble Families are utterly undone, that formerly were ac- 
cuſtomed to relieve the poor, and countenance the rich: Therefore judge you Pa- 
riſmenus, I ſay, if it be not more profitable for the holy Flamin of Delphos to favour 
and protect a lawful King, (whoſe gallantry cannot be equalled in his years, or his 
vertue in other perſons) in thoſe juſt Rights that belong to lis ſucceſſions; though 
his profeſſions ſeemingly (for his greater ſafety) may a little thwart the preſent 
ſtrictneſs of this mighty Tribunal, (ſince bis marriage or obligation in time proba. 
bly, muſt needs bring eaſe, and procure emunities to thoſe of the Delphine opinion) 
then to truſt the fantaſtical uncertainties of ſuch people, ho (beſides the cruelty 
they have already ſhewed upon all occaſions) have neither limitation of their covet- 
ouſnes, not bonds in their Government; changing when they pleaſe, and never to 
the better. Over and above I muſt tell yon, that as no promiſes nor contracts 
have been lately obſerved, within the Lycdian Dominion, either with Prince or Sub- 
ject; fo of the other ſide, I deſire you not onely to conſider; but to know with aſſu- 
redneſs, that both my ſelf and many more of the nobler ſort ; have lately altered 
their Worſhip of the Gods, and yet retain no contemptible eſteem , in the boſome 
and opinion of Prince Arethuſius: No Pariſmenus, ſaid he, Royalty is the beſt 
Subject to the holy Temple of Deiphos, ſeeing Monarchy hath the neareſt reſem- 
blanceof the Heavenly Government, when order and ordination in a ſingle power 
rules, onely by ſubordinate Inſtruments, directing their end to one honourable pe- 
riod; whereas Anarchy produceth nothing but confuſion in obedience, and Atheiſm 
in belief; ſeeing pride amonꝑſt the common people, is ever accompanied with igno- 
rance, and ſeldom without cruelty; beſides a fatal kinde of inconſtancy in their na- 
tures, that can never hold long under any decorum, although it be altogether of 
their own chuſing; and ſo conſequently in matters of Religion of all others moſt 
dangerous: Pariſmenus in the latter part of bis diſcourſe beheld him ſtedfaſtly in 
the face; but when he had done embracing him in his arms, he uttered theſe words: 
And is it poſſible, ſaid he, that Creſes is become of the Delphine opinion , when for- 
merly both his dainty wit and bis. paſſionate intereſt, made him alwayes ſo ſtrong a 
contender againſt all thoſe principles > Now I ſee, though ever believed, the omni- 
potent goodneſs of. the immortal Gods, who work their effeRs hiddenly contrary t6 
expectation, that men may the W = onely in their power, * of 
2 their

their intentions: This being delivered, he preſently conducted Creſes into his pri- 
vate Cabinet, where he ſhewed him many rare Meddals , that his curioſity had col- 
lected during his abode in the City of Delp; where looking upon one above the 


reſt moſt remarkable for antiquity, they found the impreſſion of Saturn, whilſt in 


the Iſland of Crere he taught Husbandry, to the ignorant and admiring people; which 
ve occaſion to Creſer to queſtion the vanity of opinions, in that a man known to 
— 2 — nature, ſhould not onely 
be eſteemed a God, but in a manner the very Father of them all : unto which Pariſ. 
menus quickly returned him this anſwer, FFF 
is true, ſaid he, not onely Saters and pupiter, but other. inſeriour perſons, 
were at the firſt by the rude multitude deemed Deities, from the Benefices the world 
had received in their inventions, which ſucceſſion confirmed by the power and au- 
thority of choſe of their Race, that came after, whereby the better to be obeyed, and 
keep up their own veneration amongſt their Subjecꝭs; however as worthy Heres 
have their reward by the great Maker of Heaven end Earth, ſo the names of ſeveral 
Gods being onely Attributes belonging to his Divinity, we worſhip and adore them 
by thoſe denominations; ſince there can be but ono onely omnipotent Commander, 
and Ruler of all things: for as the fe of War is aſcribed to Mars, Chaſtity to 
Diana, and the Muſes to Apullo; fo theſe vertues commendable, proceeding from the 
operation and pleaſure of this infinite eſſence, that cannot be ſeen or known but in 
his Attributes, the names of Gods are applied to them, that people may be the 
more addicted to their proſecution ; when alſo ſome eminent men and women in 
theſe properties, have been upon the earth, and ſo generally camegs. be Gods, in re- 
gard of the excellency both of their actings and their perſons: However, as I ſay, 
no divine Worſhip and Sacrifice; can belong but to one onely Deity-; at leaſtwiſe fo 
relatively to be underſtood and intended: Beſides you ſee the Stars bear theſe names, 
for no other reaſon, but that ſome principal denomination ſhould be given to their 
influence; as well to make their courſe better obſerved, as to render the Science of 
Aſtronomy laſting; though I muſt confeſs the multitude ſometimes thought they 
converſed upon earth in familiarity and bodily ſhape, which took more their fancy, 
however deſtroyed their faith, an errour onely to be corrected by inſtruction: But I 
pray, ſaid Creſes, what are the opinions here in Delpbos, of ſuch , who by their de- 
ſerving employments; have attained tothe heavenly reward ? becauſe they pretend 
in Lydia, that you not onely pray but ſacrifice to thoſe leſſer Deities, as to the great 
God of all Creations and Power. My good friend, anſwered Pariſmenus, we do 
bur make our ſupplications to thoſe happy creatures, that chey may be Interceſſours 
in our behalf, to that omnipotent eternity, who made both them and us; ſuppoling 
they are abſolutely in his favours, which we living upon ehrth cannot preſume to 
think, carrying about us ſo many defects of fleſh and blood; but for ſacrificing to 
their particular, though often we call Altars by their names, for the better diſtincti. 
ons; yet are our Offerings alwayes directed onely to God himſelf, ſince no Creature 
how worthy ſoever, can participate of his Divine Right, being an eſſential due be- 
longing to him alone. Well, well, Pariſmemus, faid-Creſes, let us leave off now 
any more diſputations of Divinity, and fall a little to conſideration of Morality, to 
which purpoſe I muſt conjure your friendſhip, as ſoon as you can by your intereſt, to 
procure me a hearing from the great F/amin, whereby thoſe requeſts I have to of- 
fer in Prince Arethuſius behalf, may be entertained with efficacy, and conſequently 
he put in ſome capacity. of acting, according to the - juſtneſs of his Cauſe, and the 
nobleneſs of his nature; until when, I muſt tell you, the world ſuffers. in diſho- 
nour, as other Potentates, as believe, in Conſcience; ſince not onely in the general, 
Religion is in danger by the omiſſion, but all Kingdoms, in hazzard of adulteration, 
conſidering the force and violence of a Phanatick ſpirit, which reigns in the thoughts 


and deſires of the common people. | 


Not many dayes after this communication, Pariſmeum one morning being the 
Holy Feſtival of Apollo, conducted Creſes to a Temple belonging to the Palace of 


the great Flamin: The ſtructure it felf was of an oval form, adorned on the 2 
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fide, by many ſtatues cut in white Marble, with a Portico at the entrance, raiſed up- 
on Pillars of Corinthian Work: at the ſeveral doors appeared people, ftanding to 
expect the coming forth of the chief Biſhop, whereby to receive his bleſſing as be 
| ſhould iſſue out, according to the cultom of the time, to make an orderly proceſ- 
fion, with all the great Prieſts of the City: but Pariſmeuus being ſufficiently ac- 
quainted with the Captain of the Guard, procured preſently admittance, boch for 
himſelf and Greſes, into the very body of the Temple, where at ſome diftance they 
might bebold, the grave Father ficting upon bis Throne, and wearing a golden 
Mytre 06 ſiis venerable head, crowned already with ſilver hairs, that added much re- 
verente (in the bebolders opinion) to the ſanity of his looks. The further end of 
the Chappel near the high Altar, was painted all over with divers figures, repre- 
ſeating the Gods fitting in Judgement, upon the crimes of men of this world, every 
ones faults appearing to the imagination, by the countenances ſhewed in the work- 
manſbip, moſt lively repreſented in the contrivance either leſs or more, according to 
rhe cenſure given againſt them; again, others were feen to expreſs joy in their looks; 
as if favourable dooms were pronounced, coricerning their particulars : beſides ſeve- 
ral ſorts of tortures were there beheld , ſo daintily ſhadowed: to terror and amaze- 
ment, that ſcarce could the innocent viewers be freed from fear, aſchouph they knew 
their perſons no way liable to the prejudice, both by reaſon of diftance in place, as 
knowledge of impoſfibility; however nature could not chuſe but a little tremble 
(overcome as it were by the force of apprebenſions) onely in ſeeing thoſe ſimilitudes 
but well painted, which by better recollection they were ſure never to undergo. 
Of either fide the Holy Flamis were ordered other Princes in ſeats, appertaining to 
the Temple of the Oracle, wearing red garments with ſilver Mytres, though each 
diſtinguiſhed in his habit and office; who after they had performed a ſmall facrifice, 
went all with Incenſe in their hands, to conduct the Arch Flamin to a more ma jeſtick 
tribunal; where preſently putting on a tripple Crown, he was carried in a Litter, to 
the great Temple of God Apollo, whilſt the religious people on either hand re- 
ceived his benediction: The ſtatue dedicated to that Deity was compoſed all 
of Ivory, ſo neatly wrought together by little parcels, that in effect it appeared 
to beone onely piece, notwithſtanding ic was of a prodigious greatneſs, placed up- 
on a huge pedeſtal of Braſs, under which is the entrance into that horrid Cave, ſrom 
whence proceeds the admirable and dreadful predictions, that all the earth not onely 
fears, but obeyes; at whoſe feet a ſmall Altar being erected, the Holy Father there 
performed a gentle, though ceremonious offering, in thagks for the great and general 
peace, concluded between the two mighty Monarchs of the world; and then return- 
ed to his Palace again, whilſt the Prieſts and people ſung hymnes of praiſe and joy 
all the way as he went. Theſe Triumphs being ended with artificial fire. works at 
night, wherein were expreſſed more then ordinary skill; on the day after was pro- 
claimed, not onely a general pardon to every ſort of condition, but a gracious au- 
dience to all manner of Majeſtrates, with the feaſting and entertainment of ſeveral 
Ambaſſadours, which gave an unexpected opportunity to Creſes, to preſent his re- 
queſts to the great Flamin, who was ſeated in his private Chamber, upon a commo- 
dious Chair, under a rich Canopy of State, covered at the bottom by a Velvet Car- 
per, interſeamed with Pearle and Gold: At his entrance he preſently fell on his 
knees, performing ſuch uſual Adorations, as were accuſtomed to that Holy Pre- 
ſence; but being further encouraged to a proſecution of his intentions, by a gentle, 
though grave ſmile, Creſes with a moſt earneſt tongue, uttered this language in the 
hearing of other perſons belonging to the Temple of Delphos. * 
Moſt ſacred diſpencer, ſaid he, of the Delphine Laws, and onely interpreter of the 
Gods myſteries; whoſe judgements even ſhut and open the Criſtaline Gates of O/ym- 
put, and give pardons frequently to the etring world, as condemnation to the ob. 
ſtinate unrepentant ſinner ; the bleſſed breath by your power with hopes of eternal 
fruitions, as wickedneſs cannot much prevail becauſe you are alwayes good: Igno- 
rances by your revelations become corrected, and your ſelf by ſanctity of life ſtill 
preſerved: The Oracles by your authority ever ſpeak, and your definitions _—_— 
| them 
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them infallibly underſtood: Your judgement ſtills all controverſies in pure obedi- 
ence, which makes the proper'y more acceptable then the beſt Hecatombs offered in 
Temples : Princes in your juriſdiction become glorious and happy, when Tyrants at 
your frowns are amazed into deſpair.. 1 muſt ſay — ing, moſt Holy Fa- 
ther, that theſe miraculous influences at the preſent are obſcured , for that a perſon 
whoſe youth never. contemplated. ill thonghts, bis vertues be debarred of all right, 


can receive no aſſiſtance: O let not a Jubile be 22 here to men, as long as Are. 
. unrelieyed by other Princes, whoſe duty it is to revenge his quarrel; 
ay: 


val marriages be forbid, until the gallant King of Lydia be again effabliſhed in 
his Throne; ſince the example of that prodigie , almoſt ſtrikes at omnipotency it 
ſelf What means Affrica and Aſia to enterchange Nuptials with ſuch ſolemnities, 
when their honour bleeds in Arethuſius injuries? when as the ſeeming apprehenſion 
of ſo fatal a diſaſter, ſhould make them fear plagues upon both their proſperities: 
But to you great Protector of Divine Principles, I come with moſt confidence to be 
underfiood ; becauſe as your thoughts are alwayes imployed towards heroical ade, 
To js your power able to perſwade (if not controul) Monarchs themſelves, though 
your mildneſs. be ſtill. ſhewed in their accommodations: Treaſure we defire out of 
your Holy Coffers, and Ambaſli dours we ſeek from this famous City, whereby 
young, brave, and yerruous Arcthuſius, may. recover to his poſſeſſion , thoſe Royal 
Crowns, which your enemies as well as his, have withheld ſo long a time by uſurp'c 
authority; ſince the countenance that hath been given to Lydia s rebellion by for- 
reign States, not onely ſtruck great Euarchus bis fatal blow, but renders his Son a 
wanderer through the earth, accompanied by his, own vertues, whilſt other baſer 
| ſouls feed upon their wilde luxuries ; he ſcorning ſupplies to any other purpoſe , then 
to revenge bis brave Fathers blood, if not ſettle thoſe Countreys belonging to his 
particular, in ſome laſt ing poſterity ; adorned with thoſe ancient flowers of Piety 
and Religion, which once they enjoyed above other places : wherefore if your Ma- 
jeſtick Holineſs will contribute to.theſe endeavours , as ſanity now governs your 
Temples,. glory will ſhine upon your Throne, when an injured Princes obligations 
ſhall eftabliſh your goodneſs to all eternity; attributes deſerving ſuch a ruler, who 
moderates his actions with wiſdom , and inflames the effects by zeal, charity being 
the motive, and bounty the inſtrument. 
When Creſes had made an end of this ſhort oration, the Flamin beheld him with 
another ſmiling countenance , gravity dreſſing it ſelf in a moſt becoming poſture , 
however for the preſent hegnely let him know , that as conſiderations of diſtreſſed 
ſuppliants were ſubjects proper for De/phes tribunal , ſo were the ſufferings and qua- 
lities of his Mafter augmentations to his thoughts, for the ſpeedier and more effectu- 
al proceedings; nevertheleſ other great Flamins of the City were to be judges of 
Princes affairs, whoſe CouriMs were alwayes directed by religious intentions, though 
diſputed in common aſſemblies ; wherefore wiſht him to reſt ſatisfied with ſome pati- 
ence, until the other important affairs of the World were better ſettled, ſince moſt 
Dominions of Aſia and Africa, were to be contributers in Arethuſius neceſſities: 
However this anſwer (more cool then Creſes expected) gave not bis opinion fo clear 
a life, as his hopes and fancies ſometimes promiſed, yet knowing it was the cyſtom of 
that Holy Court, to demur a while upon all motions: preſented , was content at the 
* inſtant, to flatter up his imaginations with pleaſing conjectures, inſtead of being 
over-preſling in bis ſolicitations, eſpecially when he knew it was favour, and not 
*contention, that could bring proſperity and ſucceſs to his own Embaitie, fo reſolved 
to fit till, although he intended daily to make his ſupplications to thoſe Officers, 
which he was informed remained at the ſterne of tranſactions, in that great and 
magnificent Theatre, where buſineſs like deluges flowed with - violence, gathering 
at laſt into a ſea of intelligence, though the orders that were obſerved by that reli- 
gious State, gave in a manner a miraculous cure, before any ill or inconveniencies 
could be perceived. | t 
- Creſes in this manner, as I ſay, determining a while to be paſſive ; until the cloud. 
of buſineſs were a little diſperſed, became perſwaded by Pariſmeuus, to give in the 
| interim 
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- interim Phijlogenia the Queen of Scythia a viſit; not onely as a civility belonging to 
his place and employment, but as an eſſential benefit that might happen to Arethu- 
ſins affairs; not onely inregard of her many proſeſſions in his behalf „ but alſo for 
that King Dag alphus being lately dead; who received his Crown and Government 
from her donation, the probably again might return to her old Juriſdiction, ſince 
as ſhe formerly quittd her Titles bue to ſatisſie her peoples deſires, ſo now that ob- 
ſtacle appearing removed, factions might ariſe, and obedience become deſtroyed; 
whereby gain to make ber Queen of Scyibia as well in Government as Name; by 
which means Arethmſius allo would be ſtrengthened in his profecutions, as well by de- 
barring the Lydians from that aſſiſtance they expect, as to make that Nation 
become his friends; it being very well known, this Heroical Lady, would never con- 
tract a diſadvantage to his particular, having ſuffered ſo much injury by his Fathers 
diſobedient Countreymen, who have with-held him from his Right fo long a time 
by an unexampled cruelty ; wherein, I may ſay, all the Princes of the world fuffer in 
diſhonour: He added further, that as Hercrombrotus had formerly engaged the people 
of the Scythians to bis party, by reaſon of Doga/phus Conqueſt, and his own fortune, 
ſo the Senate of Lydia intends to confirm the fame friendſhip, if the Factions 
already ariſing within that Kingdom, do not hinder their deſign by bringing Queen 
Philog enza _ into Command amongſt the people; not improbable to be effected, 
for that hoth the King of Armenia and many other Princes, are now in actual Arms, 
to revenge the deſtruction made in the Territories oi Trapaſiu, with an unjuſt and 
treacherous Invaſion, complained on by all ſorts of conditions in that Countrey: 
Theſe reaſons I may ſay of Pariſmenie, beſides his own civilities, invited Creſes, to 
below 'a viſit upon the gallant Lady; however her late retirements ſcarce gave 
him the conveniency, in regard of ſame controverſies hapning between her ſelf and 
the great Arch-Flamine, whoſe office twas to be regular and punctual in all his acti- 
ons, though her perſon was no way diſtaſteful to his thoughts, ſince he remembred 
ſhe had left her glorious Crown, to become his moſt humble penitent, in her willing 
obedience to the famous and ſacred Temple of Deiphos. | 

To this purpoſe Creſes, within two or three dayes being introduced to a private 
Audience, found the Queen fitting in a Chair, before a Table covered with black, as 
alſo the Room ſeemed to wear the ſame Livery , by reaſon of the late death of her 
near Kinſman the King of Scythia; whoſe fortunes were now ended in the laſt pe- 
riod, the Gods had ordained for Mortality, though to what Judgement. ſeat he was 
brought, may be ſome queſtion, ſince the beft of humane kinde cannot be without 
hazard; and ambition for the moſt part accompanies conqueſt; Titles being tryed 
oftner by the ſharpneſs of the Sword, then the fcale and ballance of Juſtice ; where 
indulgency rather enflameth the fancy, then conſideration examineth the Conſci- 
ence; and ſo conſequently actions become deſperate : Nevertheleſs Philogenta 
mourned his quality, though perhaps not his fate; ſeeing his wars deprived her of 
thoſe penſions, ſhe had ſo richly bought with loſs of Crowns, now again likely to be 
redeemed with more right, and leſs danger; for that Armenia began to be a weary 
of that Northern Government, which they knew could gain much, and unpoſſible 
to loſe any thing. 

Tis true, the glorious Queen was exerciſing her ſtudies, upon the naked body of - 
Sphear, with a pair of Compaſſes in her hands, as if ſhe meant to meaſure the earths 
diſtances, either thereby to value heaven the better, or to compure her own loſſes by 
the Circumference; but as Creſes entred the Chamber, ſhe left all co comply courte- 
ouſly with his addreſſes, whereupon preſently roſe from her place, whilſt he humbly 
made his approaches to kiſs the bottom of her Robe; which having done, he faluted 
her with this lauguape. | | 

Madam, faid he, the obligation of Prince Arethuſius to your dignity and vertues, 
hath commanded my attendance at preſent upon your Royal Perſon ; not onely to 
thank you for your favours paſt, that have out-done his merits by your large re- 
commendations, but reflecting upon the duty of my office, moſt humbly defire a 


continuance of your glorious actions, ſince nothing can be more obvious to the 
: world; 
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world, then for one Monarch to aſſiſt another, either in diſtreſſes or friendſhip; for 
whilſt that appears, people look at Ma jeſty ſhining with Rayes of Power, not to be 
attempted by any but heaven or fate, until the earths diſſolution: The Queen all 
this while, beheld his countenance with a moſt conſtant look,''as if ſhe meant to read 
his ability in his demeanour, until at laſt ſhe returned him this anſwer. 08 

If gallant though ſuffering Arerhaſius were & ſtranger to the world, ſomething 
might be ſaid for other Princes neglects; but ſince his greateſt bravery comſiſts in his 
misfortunes, like excellent Diamonds that have been tryed by the Anvil, that ſparkle 
with more luſtre, it were a ſhame in me not to be pardoned by the Gods, to ſuffer 
his worth to ſleep in oblivion ; when Crotns and Kingdoms I could part withall, 
to purchaſe a poorer honour, then what that young Heye hath already gained to 
his particular; wherefore be aſſured, that what Philagenia can do in his behalf, muſt 
ambitiouſly be ſought by the Scythian Queen, as well for her own ſake, as his private 
benefit; ſince as all Juſtice is a duty to every one, ſo ſhall his eſteem be more then 
an obligation; eſpecially in her thoughts, who wiſhes again to govern but for his 
advantage: With theſe words ſhe ſmilingly took him bythe hand, 28 if by that 
familiarity ſhe intended to confirm his opinion» Creſes with theſe expreſſions, was 
not onely content in his minde; bur raviſht in his thought, coming from a. Queen, 
whoſe Gallantry was a ſufficient teſtimony to his belief; for although her power 
was to be encreaſed by fortune, yet her promiſe would be conſtant like the ſtars: So 
that not having words to expreſs his thanks, he took her white hand, adoring the ob- 
ject firſt with his eyes, and then gently putting it to his lips, did as it were contem- 
plate the ſubject in a ſew tears of joy, in regard the world had not loſt all its ho- 
nour and goodneſs : But long it was not before Philogenia brought out from her Ca- 
binet, a Letter which ſhe ſaid was lately received from the chief Ma jeſtrates of the 
Kingdom of Scythia, when reading the Contents, it ſpake theſe particulars, 


Madam, as we cannot 7 1 bewail the untimely death of your near Kinſman our 
Royal King, thowgh more for bis valour inthe wars, then the benefit he brought to the 
Nation by his undertakings , ſinct truly our purſts have paid the. expence, in contractin 
enmities with other people, inſtead of that rich Trading our Countrey ſtood in necd 15 
ſo of the other fide, the confuſion we now ſuffer by reaſon of his ſons age, and the ſouldi- 
ers violence, the people are ſtruck with a kinde of deſpair, in all their hearts, and cannot 
be remedied, unleſs you ſball be pleaſed; either to take upon you again the Government, or 
contribute ſome endeavours with. other Princes, whereby we may become ſecure and 
peaceable; wealth being wanting, and ambition too prevalent , beſides the deſtruttion of 
men and provifion, by reaſon of the late ſlaughters , that have been made every where, 
not onely in thu particular Dominion, but round about all the borders of thus frozen CH- 
mate; ſo that our enemies are exaſperated, our Allyes wearied, and the people terrified, 
210 wa) to be reftified as we conceive, but either by the Gods mercy, or your goodneſs , when 
as Lydia.is not onely now upon new Principles, whoſe friendſhip hitherunto we enjoyed, 
but Syria breaking off their old protection, in regard of their late contract, or intended 
Marriage, which ſonts up all in their preſent Triumphs, rather then conſiders our ne- 
ceſſities : Wherefore moſt excellent Queen, who left Crowns to enjoy homur, afford pitty 
to gain heaven, and in thoſe thoughts, remember your own birth, and forget our ingra- 
titudes, whereupon Monuments will be raiſed to your name, and we ſubſiſt by your fa- 
vour, to live or dye according to your pleaſure, 1 


When ſhe had read theſe lines, ſhe ſmiled again, as if ſhe obraided her Subjects 
want of wiſdom, as well as their lack of Loyalty; conclading with theſe expreſſi- 
ons, that if ever her fortunes anſwered her. intentions, ſhe would ſerve Prince Are- 
thuſius by all her power; promiſing not onely to take but ſnatch every occaſion, that 
might render his Cauſe juſtifiable, in the bearts and opinions of greateſt- Potentates 
in the world; by daily ſolicitation of the holy Flamin in his particular, though for 
the inſtant ſhe found her Intereſt not much favoured by the Court; however hoped . 
ere long to obtain the Flamins pardon, if not by her humility prayers, yet at —_ 

wiſe 
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wiſe in the general Jubile, which after ſome other complements, - parted Creſes from 
her preſence. , . 
But Pariſmenu, whoſe diligence to inſtruct and accompany Creſes in bis affairs, 
had a little protracted his haſte cowards the injunctions of the great Favourite Aa- 
z4rius, began now again to think of his journey into the Countrey ot Pamphylia, 
where he was informed his Maſter Prince Arethuſius remained , free from hazzard, 
though not from care; for howeyer the noblenels of the Egyptian natures proved 
his defence and ſubſiſtance, yet could nat his courage be ſatistied with any thing but 
revenge; wherefore he reſolyed upon the next conveniency, to begin his unwilling 
voyage: To this purpoſe hearing a Ship was ready at the City of Athens, after he 
had received the commands of Queen Philogenia, he quickly imbarqued with a pro- 
ſperous winde, which continued him ſufficiently contented for three or four dayes 
ſpace, until at laſt a ſtorm ariſing near the Iſland of Crete, the Marriners were force 
to put into a harbour belonging to the Lyd5ay Government: Pari/menw being there 
with ſomething a tedious expectation, without finding agy. commodity for a new 
tranſportation; he reſolved in the end by a diſguiſe , t MW chrov u the Countreys 
by Land, unto the place of his intended deſign; not fearing to be ſuſpected by rea- 
ſon of the change of his habit, that was more ruftick then ordinary to avoid diſco- 
very; ſince he knew it was eſteemed (by the Laws of Lydia) the higheſt capital of- 
fence, for a Prieſt of che Delphine Religion, to he taken in thoſe Territories under 
the Senates juriſditt ion: Nevertheleſs, whether he was over confident in his conver- 


of the Nation: This being don to the joy of he Town of Sardis, whoſe meaſth 
conſiſted in trade, as trade r the Senate inſtantly ft 
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that did not engage to be as well temperate as quiet, until the other Aſſembly ſhould 
take the Government of the whole Nation, in whoſe judgements onely reſted the 
future ſettlement, either of King or Commonwealth: This being not performed by 
the late General Abackanut, imployed againſt Tellanor and Timm, whoſe ſtomach 
could not brook any other chief Caprain but bimſelf, he was inſtant ly ſent to a 
ſtrong Fort to be faſely kept; at leaſtwiſe that he might do no more hurt, ſince it 
was well known be intended to do no good, accompanied alſo with ſome inferiour 
Conimanders, who Had raiſed their fortunes better by the Lands of Euarchur the 
King, then by their own valourin the Field. Theſe proceedings, I may fay, not one- 
ly ticafed many of Arethiſius friends out of priſon , that envy had detained, ra- 
ther then their crimes; but alſo gave appetites roP ari/menss, to think of ſome free. 
dom to Himſelf,” either by eſcape or ſupplication; to which purpoſe hearing the g- 
ria Ardbaſſadour, remained yet within che Territories of Lydia, according to his 
Commiſſion, refolved to demand his aſſiſtance, or come to his communication, 
wherein he ae yo gfic benefice to his particular, by his authority or adver- 
tifeiment; ſuppoſing; cht as he was an intruſted meſſenger, imployed by the policy 
of the great and mighty Favourite Aae, to whom alſo his own affairs belong. 
ed; foof the other ſide, could fe be no enemy to Monarchy in the general, upon 
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the intention, either in themſelves or others; onely the injured Lady Amarillia, as 
ſome expiation of her too much guilt, hath in a tedious fickneſs paid nature her due; 
however her Children are now brought into Syria, there to be noutiſhed with all 
honour that our gallant Countrey can afford, to render them capabable of any pre- 
ferment, the Gods or fate will caſt upon them , who perhaps may inherit their Fa- 
thers Dominions, although his coo much inconſtancy of diſpoſition, gives more cauſe 
of fear then hopes to any pretention. The Prince of Axabie hath alſo , not onely 
received a bountiful ſatisfaction, in all his Territories from, the King of Egypt, but 
made a beneficial league with cverꝝ neighbouring State, whereby he is become both 
rich and powerful; which being adorned by a flouriſhing youth, he is afforded a full 
gonveniency, to marry where he -pleaſeth for his greater advahtage; ſince ſcarce a 
Lady of Afia remains, but will cover the alliance, rather with paſtion then temper : 
Laſt of all concerning the Princeſs Cloria s affairs, whoſe differences in the Land of 
Cyprus with her Mother. in. law, made her tra vel in her thoughts, with a kinde of a 
tormenting vexation, ſince the death oi her brave Lord and Husband; our great 
Favourite Maæarius finding by her unexampled humanity , his Nephew Manchinus 
was preſerved from deſtrnction (a figry too long now to be xclateq in particulat) 
bach not onely cauſed our King Orontes, to take upon bim the Patronage of all her 
Eſtate, but hath reſtored her Son to the honour of his Fathers Government, by com- 
pelling the people to chuſe him Prince of the Countrey of Cyprus; where ſhe at the 
preſenc remains, accompanied with all the felicity in outward ſhew the earth can af. 
ford: Theſe effects, I may ſay, the happy union I have mentioned hath procured, to 
all per ſons concerned in the differences of former times. When the Ambaſſadour had 
delivered thus much, Pari{menzs in a kinde of a melanchoitylook, caſt down his eyes 
upon the ground, as being diſcontented ſeemingly, that no mention was made in 
this grand Jubile, of the concernments of his Maſter Arethuſius, ſince his Title and 
Rights appeared of more conſequence to the world, then all the other ſettlements of 
the Aſiau Dominions; which at laſt with.a ſigh or two brought forth this 
reply.. 122 8 . ro + 
Tis true, ſaid he, theſe glorious endeavours of the mighty Favourite Maxarius, 
have in all probability won him a fame beyond mens expectation, in regard it was 
thought to be his inward determinations, never to conclude a general peace, (Stateſ- 
men ſeldom executing that which they pretend in out ward thew) yet methinks his 
endeavours had been more nobly crowned, if the King of Lydia's affairs alſo had 
been ſettled, either by compoſition or conqueſt ;/ at leaſtwiſe carried with them the 
promiſes and determinations of the two great Monarchs to be his aſſiſtance in fo juſt 
and good cauſe, Unto which the Ambaſſadour preſently made this anſwer : My 
friend, my friend, ſaid he, there are more myſteries depend upon that buſineſs, then 
either is known to the world, or is fit as yet co be revealed td many; onely reſt you 
ſatisfied for ſome time, and mark what iſſue will de produced. Although this ſud- 
den caution of the Ambaſſadour, turned them quickly into another ſubject of diſ- 
courſe , nevertheleſs Pari/men going homeward towards the Fort (for notwith- 
ſtanding he bad procured a certain kinde of liberty to his perſon, by reafon of the 
favourable change of things, yet was be ſtill reſtrained by the obligation of his 
word) began ſeriouſly to reflect upon the ſubſtance of his own imployment, wherein 
he computed the Favourites ambition, to have his Neece to bear the name of a 
Queen; together with the neceſſities of Prince Arethuſrus affairs, not to be reme- 
died as he thought, but by the power and intereſt of Mararius that governed the 
whole. Theſe cogitations caſt him into a litt le deſpair , conſidering , chat without 
the propoſicion of the match, the bufineſs could not be effected; and himſelf being 
in priſon could not have the conveniency to perform it, which was not to be recti- 
fied by any induſtry : With theſe troubles he continued many dayes accompanied 
(ſince he neither durſt ſpeak the ſecret was recommended to his charge, whereby to 
convey the execution to-another, or found his own ability in any capacity to perform 
that truſt, which of neceſſity was to be performed) until %gain one afternoon, the 
Ambaſfadour fent for him to his houſe, Long it was not after his arrival, before 
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the crafty Miniſter of State, conducting him into a private with-drawing room, began 
this diſcourſe to his hearing. 4 

Not many weeks ſince, {aid he, I let yon know my minde , concerning the effects 
of the general peace, now concluded between the two mighty Monarchs of the 
World, Orames King of Syria, and Oſiris Prince of Egypt, wherein other Common- 
wealths have alſo their ſhare of commodity, if not of glory; however your young 
King of Lydia appears not yet to be remembred; but at preſent a latter ſcene bein 
diſcovered, I ſhall inform you of ſome more particulars , belonging to his —— 
and profit. which before neither your office or wy imployment, would ſuffer me to 
reveal: The two Kings meeting, as Iſay, upon the Frontiers of both Countreys, to 
conſummate the much deſired marriage, between the Lady Heſperiaua and our youth- 
ful Sovereign, there arrived of a ſudden at the Court Prince Arethuſius, complaining. 
that ſo many Triumphs were to be performed, without his reſtitution to bis Crowns; 
refleQing withal , that the diſhonour, though not the loſs, reſted meerly upon their 
perſons, whoſe promiſes have been, not onely to ſee juſtice eſtabliſhed in every place 
by their power, but himfelf js „if not revenged againſt his Fathers enemies. 
As theſe inflamations a little diſcompoſed the iq ended ceremonies , ſo was there pre- 
ſently a choice Countel aſſembledof both Nations, to conſider of thoſe differences, 
that appeared to thwart: both the Monarchs former proteſtations: *Tis true, that 
ſhame; compaſſion, and religion, ſeemed to contend with policy, quiet, and ſecurity 
in many diſputes ,- wherein Arerhuſius himſelf became a moſt powerful advocate; 
though his Blood and Worth ſpoke more fer his Cauſe , then either his own tongue 
or his friends ſolicitation; ſcorning to be ſuppliant for a poſſeſſion to be procur'd 
him, of what other Princes ſhould have freely offered; ſince it was but a benefice to 
their peculiar honour , which they could not but ambitiouſly defire, however too 
much ſenſuality for che preſent, had quenched the flames of ſo worthy a paſſion; 
but at laſt the fair and lovely Heſperiana, the chief object of the general peace, ha- 
ving lefther vow of Religion, to comply in the greater ſervice of the Gods, with a 
certain kinde of burning bluſh in her fair cheeks, and a few Chriftal tears in her beau- 
reous eyes, entred the room where the whole company remained, when preſently 
caſting her ſelf in a modeſt poſture upon the ground, ſhe uttered this language. 

The Heavens, ſaid ſhe, can bear me witneſs, I had not left the ſervice of Holy js, 
but to redeem the almoſt ruined world, Religion being the motive, and Juſtice the 
obligation, wherefore if my expeRation ſhall be deceived, although my quality 
may bear the title of great Queen of Syria, yet my inward thoughts muſt till be ac- 
companied with nothing but diſcontents; ſince I ſhall efteem my marriage rather a 
ſactiledge in opinion, then a happineſs of reality; when beſides the reſolution 1 
have made to the Gods to advance their honour : The Arch. Flamin of .Delphos 
ſhall be deceived, in having granted any®Diſpenſation, in that an aſſured hope to 
convert Nations, and ſettle Rights, were alwayes uſed as the pretentions: If Kings 
ought to be the diſtributers on earth of theſe bleflings , let it be their endeavours to 
aſſiſt Arethuſius, and give encouragement to inſtruct his people; in which proſecu- 
tion, as Heſperiana ſhall ever glory, ſo without that attempt your own dignities 
muſt ſuffer. With theſe words her lovely cheeks being dyed again in Crimſon bluſhes, 
as if her gentle temper, had been too much overcome by a religious paſſion , ſhe 
finiſhed ber diſcourſe in this manner; but had not time enough to receive an anſwer, 
before Queen Andromida her ſelf entred the place, putting on a more ma jeſtick 
diſcontent. | | 

Can it bethought, ſaid ſhe, that the youthful and brave Prince Aret huſius 22 
vertues have conquered his misfortunes, mor abundantly by the heavens influence, 
then the tyranny and uſurpation of his enemies, have overcome the hearts and pro- 
perties of his unnatural people, by placing Hercrombrotus in his Throne) ſhould 
ſtand ſo long a ſpace demanding aſſiſtance of the two mighty Monarchs of the 
world, without any fruit or redreſs? Is it poſſible the Syrian and Egyptian blood 
ſhould be ſo much adultefated, as not to inflame with indignation , rather then mo- 


derately apprehend his received injuries? eſpecially when the miracles in his own per- 
-F | on 
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ſon hath been performed, and the condition of thoſe adverſaries might tell you, 
that onely blinde fate made them oppoſers of ſo much worth and goodneſs >: No, tis 
your Royalty and not his Intereſt, that ſuffers by the omiſſion, ſince fame already 
hath ſounded ſo loud a trumpet in his commendation, by the acquiſitions of his noble 
ſoul, that all the blame henceforward muſt reſt upon your not performance, as an 
ignominy to our dignities for ever: But to you, O you Gods, we may ask pardon for 
all choſe diſgraces, though I muſt attribute my own former neglects to thoſe Coun. 
cels, which made me believe the Lydian factions, without trouble, would either end 
the differences or prepare a conqueſt ; by this means I ſtrived alwayes , to quiet the 
thoughts and importunities of Hyacinthia, whoſe indulgency to my particular, 
made her reft contented, until by this happy conjunction of the general Peace, my 
owa obligations again have called me out to theſe expreſſions before two powerful 
Kings, whoſe intereſt I Nope will ſatisfie me or themſelves. 
This being delivered by the exaſperate Queen, for the ſeeming delay was uſed to- 
wards Aret huſius latisfaRion, put on, either by her own noble compaſſion, or for- 
tified with thoſe promiſes ſhe had formerly made to Hyacinthia, gave occaſion to 
her Nephew Oſiris to aſſure her, that if the people of Lydia Dominions , did not 
ſuddenly give way in all obedience to his juſt rights, he would aſfift him, not onely 
with power but expedition, hoping the Syrian Stare would do the like; wherefore 
preſently a determination was taken, to ſend propoſals to the Senate of the King- 
.dom, then ſitting in the great City of Sardis, which quickly removed again Prince 
Are thuſius, towards the Countrey of Pampłylia, being a place thought more proper 
for any communication. x | 
No ſooner was Prince Arethaſius arrived within the Territories of the fruitful 
Count rey of Pamphylia, but the Nobility were aſſembled by the Egyptian Gover- 
nour to give him entertainment; with the Palace of his great Lord and Maſter, pre- 
pared for the better accommodation of his now Royal Court, ſince his followers ap- 
peared more numerous then formerly ; when as people of all parts being taken with 
hopes, as well as thoughts of his proſperity, began to think: the two Kings had ab- 
ſolutely conſented to hiseftabliſhment, which cauſed daily arguments of ſeveral na- 
tures; ſome ſaid it would be derogative from his honour, to admit of any expoſtu- 
lations with his Subjects, whoſe duty twas rather to obey his rights, then to condi- 
tion for their own ſafeties, ſeeing their diſaffections onely had cauſed his diſpleaſure : 
Others again of the contrary alledged , that oblivions quieted mindes, and expreſſed 
magnanimity ; the one procuring ſecurity to a Prince in his Dominion , the other 
contracted a veneration in peoples thoughts, to his perſon , which coupled love and 
obedience together; whereas any ſeeming intentions of revenge, would be thought, 
but ſome ſpecies of tyranoy, that might be cunningly covered over, either with lan. 
guage or application, until the fitteſt opportunity for execution, when as time had 
now almoſt worn out the remembrance of offences, moſt of the chief actors being 
dead; ſo that it would not be ſafe to revive the horrour of them by new repetitions, 
but rather bury their blackneis in ſilence, under the pretence of mercy and ſettlement, 
ſeeing the Nation was not ina condition, neither to nndergo a Civil War nor to 
make any ſatisfaction. | | 
After theſe intimations quickly followed the Nuptials of the fair Princeſs: Heſperia- 
ua, with our moſt glorious King Oroxtes, in which ceremony the tears of her Father 
were mixed abundantly with the preparation, ſince he knew ſhortly his Daughter was 
to be carried, both from his ſight and Government: *Tis true that many circumſtan- 
ces were uſed before this unwilling ſeparation, but to avoid all tediouſaeſs of relati- 
ons, I ſhall onely let you know ( according as my ſelf have been informed) a true de- 
ſcription of thoſe magnificent entertainments that the Royal pair received inthe 
great City of Damaſcus upon their firſt entrance; for that no age was ever eſteemed 
to have performed ſuch wonders, accompanied with all the riches and ſplendour could 
be imagined, wherein beauty ſeemed to contend with bravery , which ſhould more 
adorn the inferiour world, by an Eſclat not again to be imitated but in the higheſt 


heavens.

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Some time before the appointed ſeaſon, I ſay, Orontes with his admirable Bride, af- 
ter their arrival in the Syrian Dominion, retired to a Caſtle a few furlongs from the 
great Town of Damaſcus, where they remained , until notice was given to all ſorts 
of conditions in the Kingdom, that the preparation neediul for this brave ſolemnity, 
was ready towards the execution; ſo that at the day appointed , (the ſtreets being 
hung with exquiſite capeſtry, and the windows furniſhed by excellent beauties , ſince 
none other in houſes, were ſuffered ro prophane the ſhew , although the common 
people in heaps below called to the Gods for the proſperity of their King) che He- 
raulds firſt marſhalled the Gentlemen in ranks, whoſe number exceeded the ſtones u p- 
on the ground, as their luſtre did the ſtars in the firmament , all ſimpathyzing in one 
minde of concurrency; however their inventions of apparel, out- went nature her 
ſelf in varieties: The horſes they rode upon, ſeemed to be choſen one by one from the 
beſt races of the earth, differing exactly both in ſhape and colour, as if their ambition 
had taught them to be kniown tor diſtinction, and there met onely to try the maſtery 
in their Countreys fertilicy, as well, in Nhat belonged to their courages as their band- 
ſomneſs; nevertheleſs the many ſpots curiouſly dapling their fair bodies rather ap. 
-peared the art and care of choiceſt painters, then any way the work of chance or con. 
fuſion; whilftifn'the interim, their mages off either ſide their necks, tied up in ſeveral 
knots by ſilver d Ribbands, per fumed the very pavement where the Queen Heſperiana 
was to paſs; as it were performing a' kinde of rude homage to her Royalty; if nor 
more commodiouſly to gather op the dainty flowers, that had been 3 all the 
way by the young Virgins of the Countrey, mixing thoſe comely decorums, now 
and then with graceful corvets, as their skilful riders gave them the occaſion, them. 
ſelves being adorned with large Plumes, that played in the winde, not onely as it 
might be thought defigned wer ard refreſh the air, but to delight the ſpecta- 
tors; ſince the Suns brightneſs did more illuftrate their youthful bravery, without 
much prejudice'to their gallant comportments , the duſt aries been allay'd in the 
morning, by a gentle and e, ſhowre of rain; as if the couds had wholly con- 
ſpited in the intention : Theſe companies were divided into fix Troops, if not rather 
Regiments, each being commanded by a Prince of the blood, whoſe Arms declared 
his deſcent and greatneſs, as the imbroideries of his liveries his riches and invention; 
wherein all ſeemed to our-doe one atiother' in intention. though none but went be- 
yond every imitation ; asthough'the worlds, wealth bad been gathered together in 
one place, to be onely ſpent for Syria honour , having beggered inthe mean time 
other Nations in their productions, whereby the better co comply with the preſent 
Triumphs. | [os | | 

| Theben Captain that appeared to march was clothed in red, bearing in his hand a 
naked Sword ready drawn for ſlaughter, though his apparel and capariſon were 
wrought all over with gold and precious ſtones, by which was figured the repreſen- 
tation both of War and Deſtruction, however gloriouſly ſet forth to ſhew , that 
command in either imployment, pretended to a certain kinde of terrifying reſpeR, 
whereby obedience might be more prompt and efficatious, whilſt the crappings of 
his horſe were formedinto many Companies of ordinary foot Souldiers, graced by - 
ſeveral Enſigns and Drums though in Kettle models, not well to be diftinghtiſhed, 
but by thoſe who approached at the neareſt diſtance; aſcer which train followed a 
great Chatiot, filled with nothing but variety of Trophies, being drawn by three 
mighty Tygers, as it ſhould ſeem onely tamed for that [purpoſe , the whole entan- 
gling the beholders imaginations with divers fancies , concerning the fate of former 
contentions, now ended as they hoped in the beſt of peace and felicity, when a joyful 
marriage appeared, to be the happy period of each Nation. | 

The ſecond Commander bad his habit all over, embroidered with Pearle upon the 
pureſt black Velvet, pretending to a kinde of mourning poſture for what was paſt, 
though again became enlightned by that rich innocency figured in bis apparel , as it 
were between hope and certainty, in regard of the preſent conjunction of the No- 
ble pair, who ſeemed now to have joyned the worlds diviſion, by a more then hu- 
mane influence; nevertheleſs ſomething lamenting notwithſtanding paſt accidents

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by a little ſhadow of darkneſs to complain of the misfortune : Neither did the cu. 
rious dreſſing of his Steed difown the intention, who being of the colour of night, 
was covered with che reſemblance of a plamed Swan, cut ont in white Sattin, and 
hoightoed in needful places wich pureit ſilver Purle „ Plated in every interruption by 
moſt excellent werkmanthip ; over his head was carried a large Ombrella, to defend 
that beauty from the Suns violence, himſelf being guarded by malticades of 
Foot-men and Pages, richly clothed in his own colours, though the neatneſs of the 
faſhion aroſt of all pleaſed the eye: When all the company was paſt , two Ele- 
phants ha led a ſtately Throne; upon which was placed a goodly Hearſe with Cur. 
rains; wherein ſeemed to be buried for ever all occaſions of future difference; ſo ex- 
preſt by ſundry Gar lands and Motto contrived to that purpoſe. | 
The third Conductor was accommodated in yellow Sattin, wrought exquiſitely all 
over with gold, here and there intermixt with tones reſembling the ſame luſtre, cut 
out into the form of ſhining Rars; ſo skilfully placed in the workmanſhip, as if thoſe 
lights appearedebrough refulgeneclouds; which not onely gave u gallant grace to 
the perſon of the Prince, bur truck the ſpectators into a certain kinde of amazed re- 
ſpect, concerning his jaward worth, although his quality might have ſuffictently ſa- 
risfied their thoughts; he appearing in t hat poſture ſome God dreſt in humane ſhape, 
whereby to deceive mortality upon eatth; and the rather did it ſtrive with the appre- 
henfions of the multitude, for that he wore on his bead a burniſh'd Helmet, from 
whence proceeded little rayes of Gold ſet with divers ſparkling Diamonds, which 
by the Suns reflection more confounded the beholders expeRation, if not eyes, to- 
wards an awful reverence: às the numerouſneſt of his foot followers, were all clade 
in the ſame livery and colours, fo was his 77 brought uß behinde in a moſt glo- 
rious Chariot, crowned with Emperial Garlands, being drawn by a couple of huge 
Lions fitted with golden traces, aid wearing rich collars of the ſame matter about 
their necks, whilſt their long curled manes, as well terrified as delighted the people, 
on either ſide the ſtreet gazing ar tlie wonder; the invention, as I may ſay, pretending

be fourth Regiment was alight Blue, reſembling the hea vens in luſtre and ſplen- 
dour, the youthful Captain being adorned in rich Arms inlaid with Pearle and Gold, 
enamebd between by moſt curious workmanſhip, with flowers and other ptetty crea- 
tures belonging to nature, that ſcemed i by their lively expreſfion , to walk and creep 
according as his per ſon had occaſion to move, by the neceſſary agitation of his brave 
and:courageous horſe, covered with en pariſon ithbroidered with ſmall ſtars of Dia- 
morids,” ſhining between oriental clouds, figured ſo artificially, that the deſign ap- 
peated to be ſome celeſtial firmament, created on purpoſe for the honoti of the day: 
The Chariots that brought up the tear , was compoſed all over with imboſt carved 
materials, here and there ſet with compartiments containing Flower · de · lures, the 
ptoper Armoties of the Kingdom of Syria, yet encompaſſed round about with Gar- 
lands of red and white Roſes, whilſt at the back was placed the Goddeſs Pallas in a 
fringed Mantle, covering a little ber gilded Armour, and tied upon the left ſhould- 
er by an artificial knot making in letters rhe names of the Royal and Beautiful 
couple. This glorivus: Engine of Triumph was drawn by ſix white horſes gallaritly 
plumed, with other moſt magnificent ornaments, both in tic hes and curioſity, in 
that manner paſſing by, to make wuy for other itventions belonging to the ſhew, * 
Ie next appearante to the vie, was a green Livery, interchanged here and there 
with the beftCloath of Tiſſue, the Commander Himſelf carrying a ſmall Spear in his 
hand, tufred on the top with Silk and Gold; and was alſo Crowned with a wreath 
of choiceſt flowers, under which his Amber hair in curious curles ſeemed to be moſt ad- 
' yants moved by the winde; chat as his beauty appeared to exceed all others, ſo 
the rude multitude took him to be a ſecond Cupid, which they could not chuſe but ex- 
preſs in loud ace lamations, almoſt to the diſorder of the proceſſion: His Capariſon 
ond Trappings were wrought into the faſhion of a natural Pyeſage, inſomuch as a lit- 
tle Countrey was in ſome ſort figured to move into the air, as his Horſe in gentle 
corvets was directed to perform his own duty, that often was exerciſed as he paſſed 
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by to the content of the beholders: His Chariot for the molt part was enamel'd, 
according to the decorum of bis colours, deſigned to repreſent youth and marriage 
joyned together, in the happieſt poſture the world could afford; whilſt at the back 
was elevated upon a Throne, the Statue of Venus and her Son; the one naked with 
golden wings, and ſhe clothed in a Nymph- like attire; which was drawn through 
the ſtreets by two great Dolphins, made artificially with a ſea under them rolling, by 
the onely art of people concealed from mens ſight. 
The ſixth and laſt Troop repreſented innocent Virginity all in white cloth of filver, 
heightned over the ground with the richeſt purle , and ſo ordered into diverſity of 
works of ſeveral natures, eaſily to be perceived by thoſe, that approached at any 
thing a near diſtance : The Lords Habit and Capariſon were for the moſt part of the 
ſame Livery, ſave the latter that was cut out into the form of a pure Phenix, cover- 
ing the Crupper with her Tail, as the wings did the Sides, gently in that manner 
playing with the weather, as the Horſe ftirred too and fro, or advanced forward in 
action: His Chariot that came behinde all his attendants, was leafurely drawn by 
four white Oxen of an unmeaſureable greatneſs, piclt out on purpoſe (as it ſhould 
ſeem) for ſuch a ſhew, though guided in their courſe, by a fair youth not exceeding 
in age fourteen, with a ſilyer Whip in the one band, as the Reins in the other, faſten- 
ed to che Beaſts guilded Horns, wearing upon his head à Garland of white Roſes 
and Lillies; whilſt on the back · ſide was to be ſeen a tianſparant Altar ſmoak ing with 
pureſt Incenſe, continually ſupplied as there was occaſion, by the endeavours of a 
young Prieſt ready there waiting for the purpoſe; about whoſe perſon, were many 
Boyes and Virgins, who ſeemed moſt ſeriouſly to attend the ſervice; and to that effec, 
in ſundry Hymns often praiſed the vertues and excellency of their new Lady and 
Queen n which ended alſo the deſign of the Souldiers Triumph. | 
Whilſt the people on all ſides were wondering at theſe Rareties, the great Officers of 
the Kingdom appeared in their ancient Ornamentsof Honour, differing onely from 
their ordinary manner of habits belonging to other Ceremonies, in the rich mag- 
nificency of their Jewels; ſome riding upon Elephants, others upon Dromidaries, 
beſides a third ſort managing brave Perſian and Arabian Horſes, with their Enſigns 
of command carried before them, by Pages and other inferiour Miniſters of State; 
their Staſſiers and multitude of attendants on foot, clade with as much expence as could 
be procured, or art could deviſe, exceeding in number, and not to be equalled in 
beauty, gave alwayes a careful attendance to obſerve punctually their Lords com- 
mand, whereby no part of the Ceremony might be omitted, tending to the honour 
and dignity of their King: After [theſe the chief Chancellour or Steward of the 
Empire, was born aloft in a moving Throne, covered all over with cloth of Gold, 
and ſitting in a Chair of State behinde a large Table, whereon were placed the Seals 
and other inſtruments belonging more properly to his place, who appeared to be as 
great in bis Maſters favour, as in his neceſſary command; being carried on in this 
glorious Engine, with ſo much cunning © and skill,, by the contrivers of the 
excellent work, that nothing ſeemed to draw the Chariot in the ſtreets, thongh ſome 
wheels underneath forced by ſcrues made the whole proceed: If I. ſhould here, ſaid 
he, number his attendants with their bravery, I might not. onely enter my ſelf: into a 
new labyrinth of diſcourſe, but make yon overmuch ſurfeit, by the tediouſneſs of 
the relation; eſpecially not having a tongue poliſht enough to fall npon every par- 
ticular, wortby the deſcription of fo gra an exceſa in bravety: Onely I ſhall fay 
he had four great Maces born before him, as the chief marks of his authority, with 
a guard of an hundred Souldiers after his Throne clade in moſt rich Liveries of Crime 
ſon Velvet. R A br ne e eee 
When he was paſt, there appeared fifty Pages on horſeback, fo neatly accontred 
in every degree, that it was a queſtion whether their bravery, or their handſomeneſs 
did moſt delight the eyes of the ſpectators; ſince as the one gave them an amazed 
reverence, ſo the other afforded a melting aſſection, the whole being compoſed 
equally, between Beauty and Gallantry ; as alſo their flaxen hair playing witÞ the 
winde under bright Helmets, as if Cupid and Mars had joyned together in a youth- 
ful 
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ful deſign, to take the world with delight and admiration: Theſe marching two by 
two, the mighty Favourite MHaxarius after them, was carried in a Litter of fine 
Chryſtal, ſtudded with Gold, being born as it were in the air with flying Griffins, 
artificially ſo contrived by Grecian Artiſts, choſen oùt of the Countrey onely for 
that purpoſe ; to which deſign the wealth and power of 4jia- feemed to contribute, 
ſince the late general Peace rendred the earth pleaſed with his actions, and ſo conſe. 
quently was attended in love, by three hundred Staffiers, holding in their hands par- 
tizans of Ebony, tipt with Gold, and partly Enamelled: Aſter this followed an 
hundred Pages all to be ſeen in rich cloth of filver , daintily wrought over with the 
ſame Mettle, being the Queens proper Livery, who wore Garlands of flowers upon 
their heads, curiouſly interwoven with filk and other materials, which could beft 
imitate nature, though by a more exact decorum, ſince the malignity of time could 
not alter their ſeeming flouriſhing condition to any prejudice, eicher by act or ſhew : 
No ſooner were theſe paſt the view, but a mighty green Iſland with Trees, unto 
which were tyed twelve white Unicorns, whoſe gilded Horns ſeemed wreathed with 
the beſt Laurel, drew after them a clear Chryſtal Rock, cut in ſeveral ſteps by 
degrees, whereon many young Virgins, bearing in their hands branches of Palms, 
as the trueſt emblems of pacitication , whilſt Boyes of the pureſt beauty both for 
complexion and making, beſtriding the Beaſts, became in all appearance, as well their 
directors as their ornament; whilſt at the top in a golden Neeche, was placed the 
molt excellent Heſperiana, cloathed in a veſture of admitable work, ſo rarely contri. 
ved wit hout any perceiveable ſeam, that ſhe ſeemed ſome heavenly Goddeſs, enlight. 
ned onely by refulgent Rayes, carrying fairly on her brows; a ſmall Coronet of 
beft Diamonds, from whence deſcended in curious Curles the rich Treſſes of her 
Hair, whoſe value, as it is thought, hath now redeemed the world from its future 
oppreſſion, love being the means, and that wonder the object: Tis true a watcher 
Mantle covered with Stars, as a neceſſary punctilio of Royalty, ſomething obſcured 
that glorious Luſtre, by hanging over her comely ſhoulders, yet the long Train ſhe 
wore being born up by many excellent beauties, did not onely conveniently eaſe her 
of the burthen, but added ſome grace to her own Majeſty ; ſo that after another 
hundred of Pages clade in the fame manner (whilſt the Syrian and Egypt ian Nobili- 
ty on both ſides guarded the Throne) had brought up the Rear of this fair compa · 
ny, the great Ladies of the Kingdom according to their degrees, in other Chariots 
followed in order as the Heralds had directed, whoſe numbers might be here again in 
ſome ſort ſpecified, if either there needed an amplification of the Ceremonies by 
diſcourſe, or that the deſcriptions of ſo many natures would not prove over burthen- 
ſome; ſince the concluſion muſt rather be without end, then perfectly related by a 
better tongue then I can challenge to my ſelf; however you may know further, that 
the Souldiers of the Kings Troops being moſt richly clade both in Arms and Habits, 
ſha up the laſt march in theſe companies, which continued not onely all the night, 
but the next day following: But to be more ſhort, when the young Queen came to 
the firſt gate of the City, ſhe found a brave triumphant Arch prepared by the Go- 
vernour for her entrance: The Fabrick was all of Theban Marble, ſupported by 
Dorick Pillars, over whofe Corniſh was a very large Compartiment , wherein. were 
contained the Armories of Egypt and Syria, over the which was lively repreſented 
the ſtatue of Fame ſounding a Trumpet, who ſeemed at preſent to be crowning by 
ſundry-C-pids in Clouds, whilft under his feet in a Scroll was written this expreſ- 
ſion. 8

Heſperiaua ſoon paſſing under the building, was ſuddenly overtaken by a gentle 
ſhowre of ſeed Pearle, which lightly falling upon her Robes, from thence tumbling 
to the ground, covered the ſmall Iſland of her ſupport all over in the nature of hail, 
though not to the loſs, but the benefit of the common people: This manner of 
magnificence the gallant Commander beſtowed upon her firft entertainment. 

In the Market-place of the -Town was another Trophey of honour raiſed to her 
reception: the materials were of Porphire, with ſundry coloured ſtones of conſider- 
able value, framed into double Ionian collumes, and architrave Freeze and Coniſh, 
wreatbed and adorned: by Laurel Branches: On the bigher part was a huge Globe, 
ſerting forth the large extent of the Syrian Empire, being encompaſſed about with a 
plentiful Cornu · copia, of the beſt productions nature could afford, whilſt either ſide 
ſhewed the ſtatues of Ceres and Bacchus, imprecating ove for the continuance of his 
heavenly favours: The top of the building was wrought in the manner of a large 
Cupelo, covered with ſhining Copper in half circular Tiles, each corner bearing a 
fair Pyramid crowned with bowls of Gold, reaching almoſt to the extremity of t 
whole, however the middle ſerved as convenient Baſes or Pedeſtal, for a great Image 
of Peace, caſt in Braſs, tothe wonder and amazement of the preſent company : This 
Triumphant monument , had chree paſſages imbowed with curious workmanſhip, 
wherein were repreſented the ſeveral accidents of the War lately pacified, all tendin 
to the glory of the Syrian Nation, until at laſt a certain Shrine opening with mo 
admirable art, a rocky Land- skip of the Indies appeared, that contained a world of 
brave Treaſure, figured as the Dower of the Princeſs Heſperiana, ſent from her Fa- 
ther the great Monarch of Egypt, but yet not in price like her admired perſon , 

when by an inſcription theſe words were ſignified by Capital Letters, over the head of 


the higheſt Arch, 
Her Vertue is our beſt Riches, 


As her Beauty King Orontes Pride. 


No ſooner was the Queen paſt through the greateſt Gate of Honour, belonging to 
that gallant edifice, but at the foot of her Throne, was preſented by kneeling Citi- 
Zens in ſilver Baskets, divers rare Jewels of all values and luſtre, could be got either 
for price or favour, over the whole Continent of Aſia; which ſhe accepting with a 
beauteous ſmile, wherein both love and majeſty ſeemed a little ro contend for ma- 
ſtery, the whole Triumph again proceeded towards the period of their deſires at the 
Temple, where the King was attending upon a Throne to meet his Queen in full con- 
ſummation of his long intended joy. 

Not long after their departure, the third and laſt Arch appeared, raiſed at the ex- 
ceſſive expence of all the Lawyers of the Kingdom, it being built onely with one paſ- 
ſage two ſtories bigh, though flat on the top, covered with excellent Rail and Ballaſt. 
er caſt in C vrinthian Braſs, and brought from Greece to this purpoſe: The Faccato 
was compoſed of double collumes having Neeches between, wherein were placed 
brave Statues of white Marble, repreſenting the former Heroes of the world, that 
firſt taught learning to the rude multitude, giving them rules to obey civilly: Upon 
the very top was ſeated on a huge pedeſtal, the Image of Eyre crowned, holding 
in one hand a naked Sword, and in the other a Book open, whilft Juſtice was ſtand- 
ing by her ſide, bearing a pair of Ballance, with Death and Execution turning their 
backs, under whoſe feet was written this ſignification in Capital Letters of Gold.

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As the Queen paſſed through this portal in her Crital ſear, the roof ſuddenly was | 
feen to open of it ſelf, from whence was perceived to iſſde in certain oriental Clouds, 
divers beautiful Ganimeds holding among them a ſmall Emperial Crown, which be- 
ing gently placed upon her head, they returned ſinging with delicate voices, to the airs 
of concea led inſtruments, for that purpoſe hid within the body of that excellent 
buildin c b 7 ; 

But 2 approaching the Inſtant for the meeting of the two Royal Lovers, aſter 
the precedent company of this glorious proceſſion (Condorqus being chief in qua- 
lity) had done their wonted homage to the King, ſeated upon a Throne of Ivory, and 
guarded on either ſide with golden Lions, not far diſtant from the Gate of the great 
Temple, Orontes afar off beholding the object of his delight, of a ſudden deſcended 
from his Chair, to give his heart more ſatisfaction; whereupon ſhe noting the ready 
poſture of her youthful Lord, 4s quickly prepared her thoughts (by the ſervice of 
choſe Nymphs in her Train) to meet with his wiſhes, and ſo conſequently ariſing 
from her Chair, was conducted by her Ladies to the foot of that Rock ſupported by 
the green Iſland, where the Kings haſty love ſobn met her in che way with ſomething 
a violent paſſion : When he had ſealed the beſt part of his intentions by many kiſſes 
upon her fair lips (remaining ſo as it were in an extaſie for ſomething a long ſpace) 
he gently taking her by the hand, led her towards the ſtately Fane of Venus, where 
the conſummation of his joy as well as her hopes were to be performed; until at laſt 
being met by the high Biſhop of the place, wearing bis golden Mytre on his head, they 
were both preſently conducted to the great Altar of Hymen, where they continued 
praying until the accompliſhment of all geedful ceremonies belonging to their perpe- 
tual conjunction could be performed : from whence all being finiſhed, they went with 
joy enough to the Kings own Palace; however in the way they were a little inter- 
rupted by the ſudden appearance of a hundred Camels richly adorned both wich Silk 
and Gold, that had been ſeat by the mighty King of Egypt, after his Daughter with 
her proper Dower, heing promiſed in marriage upon the concluſion of that happy 
unity: Thus, I may ſa y, ended this moſt glorious and magnificent Triumph, being 
the worlds wonder, and Syria's ſplendour , wherein if my weak tongue hath been too 
. penurious in the relation, I muſt not onely beg your pardon, but ask my Countrey 
forgiveneſs ; however my diſcourſe may ferve I hope for your divertiſement, and 
with theſe words preſently roſe from his ſear, whereby to give Pariſinenus a liberty of 
departure. 2 — 920 95 

Pariſmenus being in this manner diſcharged from the Ambaſſadours company, 
going home ward toward his own lodging, began to conſider more deeply, as well 
what had been delivered by the wiſe Miniſter of State, concerning the greatneſs and 
magniticence of the Syrian Empire, as of the condition and the uncertainty of Prince 
Arethuſius affairs ; notwithſtanding Hermelam proceedings had given more then 
thoughts of his ſpeedy eſtabliſhment: yet as of one ide he found the people of Lydia 
weary of ſo many changes; ſo of the other, he doubred very much Ma carius, if 
he did not prevail in the intended match for his Neece, that he would obſtruct all he 
could Arethuſius reception to the Crown; which eaſily he might do, by joyning his 
power with Abactanus intereſt, who now was eſcaped from priſon, with the reſt of 
the diſcontented party, that perhaps out-yumbred the Souldiers belonging to the 
Geperals command; which put Pariſmenus into many thoughts, and withal to con- 
ſider, whether he ſhould preſently take a journey towards the Countreys and Domi - 
nions of Pamphylia, or relt ſatisfied until the meeting of the next Senate, who were 
to determine, as *cwas ſaid, not onely the Title of the ſucceſſion to the Government, 
but all other differences appertaining to the late troubles: But whilſt for many 
dayes he remained wa vering and inconſtant in his determinations (ſome time belie- 
ving without the Syrian Favourites friendſhip, Arethuſius could not be King; and 
other whiles hoping, his own Subjects in deſpight of all oppoſition, would willingly 
return to their old obedience) news came to the City of Sardu, that Abactanus was

in taken, being made a priſoner; to the more joy then wonder of the common 
nan. who for themok part love puniſhment and hate pacification, in perſons of 
eminent qualities; however this intelligente quickly converted the minde of troubled 
Pariſmenus to ſomet ling u better temper, and- by conſequence made him reſt ſa- 
tified; until the time of the aſſemhling the new Councel, beſore he moved in any 
deſires of mighty Aacarius, upon whoſe actions the eyes of the whole Nation in a 
manner were fixed, as if directed by ſome powerful Oracle to decide , not onely the 
centroveries of War and peace, but the happineſs of a convenient (if not a rightful) 
facceſlion in Government, ſince people ſcarce believed the old conſtitution could ever 
be renewed, after ſo long a time of interruption; eſpecially when ſo many intereſts 
were to be ſatisfied, that feared as well ta he diveſted of thoſe riches they had got 
from other mens Effates, as to become ſeverely chaſtized for thoſe horrid murthers 
they had commixted, without fear or reſentment, ſeeing the moſt part of the Army 
were ſtill wavering in their obedience to Hermelaas their new General; beſides, the in- 
ſolent and laſting command they deſired to hold over all ſorts of conditions, which 
they had not yer loſt, if their Officers bad not been too ambitiouſly coverous, or 
themſelves confounded by perſwaſion, in regard it was eſteemed the raſheſt act of 
Tres ſon could be imagined; but to name Arethuſius King in any Aſſembly, notwith- 
— the Tyrant Hercrombrotus, had uſurped the Authority though not the Title, 
with all the cruelty and diſſimulation eculd be ated upon the earth, to the diſadvan- 
tage and oppreſſion of the whole Nation; yet nevertheleſs became flattered if not 
envited to the Government, by thoſe who either thought to gain by his power, or 
were terrified in his Juriſdiction, not minding the Gods Worſhip, or ceflecting upon 
their awn baſeneſs. n , | 
Not many weeks of expeRation, as I ſay, brought together this great Senate, in 
that very place where King Exarchus fate had been determined, by the wicked practi- 
ces of petjured/ Herrrombrotus; who was a perſon that moſt delighted in blood, if 
not ſmiled alwayes in revenge, not content a glory ſo eminent ſhould ſhine in Lyaia's 
Horizon, when his own want of birth and vertue, could pretend to nothing bur 
wicked envy, and a ſtrict compact with hell, whereby the better to compaſs his pre- 
ſumptuous ambition, by an example never before practiſed by horrid Treaſon: But 
the Senate being met, they preſencly fell upon expoſtulations, whether che old Go- 
vernment ſhould ſtand for ever, or Kingly Juriſdiction ſhould again be reaſſumed; 
many believing the people would never be perſwaded, to admit of Arethuſias Eſta- 
bliſnment, without ſome conditions made firſt for their advantage; eſpecially. when 
ſo many opinions were on foot, concerning the true Worſhip of the Gods, and tha 
Souldiers had che power of the whole Kingdom in their hands, who could not be 
disbandad until their full wages were duly ſacisfied, being a work as they thought, 
moſt ſtupendious to be performed, out of the impoveriſhed. Nations neceſſi- 
ties: Others again were of a minde, that che ſuns hrightneſo appearing in the Kings 
countenance accompanied by Right and Honour, would quickly diſperſe all the 
clouds:oſ diſaffoction and rebellion; eſpecially. when aided by the violent low and 
fidelity: of the brave · Subjects of his own party and Intereſt; But whilſt almoſt 
nighis and days were ſpent in theſe ſeveral diſputes, deſpaiting vapours often obſcuring 
their greateſt hopes cowards any ſettlement, ſince men were doubtful in their fears, 
and conſtant in their gains, of a: ſudden they were ſaluted from prince Arethaſius 
with this Declaration; That in regard the people might be conſident of their own 
affection, and ſecured in his forgiveneſs, be promiſed all manner of perſons within his 
Dominions, not only a free and general pardon from their crimes, but a future place in 
his opinion, if theit actions ſhould any way correſpond with. his intentions, onely as 
he laid, thoſe Villains who had appeared inſtrumental in his Fatherꝭ Murther, were to 
expect dire puniſhmene; as well from himſelf as from the Gods. As theſe Majeſtick 
Letters were received with ſatisfaction enough from moſt of the Aſſembly, fo, many 
over guilty of their own proceedings; or at leaſt wiſe knowing their inward hearts, 
: | 1 were 
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were not right to his particular, notwithſtanding the graces he offered to all men, ha- 
ving perhaps perchance purchaſed Lands and Honours which they were unwilliog to 
leave, began ſundeꝝ violent contentions, againſt the determinations. of receiving a 
King, wit hout ſome conditions that might reſtrain his power, if the people hereafcer 
ſhould be in any kinde vexed by. his Government; however they did acknowledge 
that the propoſition was altoget her againſt the rules and nature of Lydia conſtituti- 
on: Tis true, this debate took up much time in diſpute, until at laſt, either wearied out 
with the ancertainty of their many violent contentions, or rather fearing the late 
unity of Forreiga Monarchs in the general peace; would quickly by their aſſiſtance 
compela more {laviſh obedience, then was any way deſired by their own gentle and 
moſt, merciful Prince, whoſe, goodneſs almoſt out- went the vertues of the whole 
earth, at laſt concluded in a ſeeming joy, to proclaim him King with all expedition, to 
the infinite joy of all the common people: No fooner were theſe Ceremonies per- 
formed, with moſt ſtately and aceuſtoched magnificency, but ſome of the chief No- 
bility were appointed to attend his Majeſty in the Iſland of Cyprus, whither he was 
newly removed out of the Territories of Pamphilia, whereby with more conveni- 
ency to have the converſation of his ſweer Siſter the Princeſs Cris, whoſe entire 
love and conſtant affection, had been a long time his principal delight, if not abun- 
dant iatisfaction, when deſpairing thoughts moſt afflicted his followers, although 
bis oun noble courage and ſupernatural activity, rendred him ſtill confident in his 
face, as well as the world in his worth: Theſe Meſſengers being landed at Salamine, 
the Countrey quickly provided them tranſportation to the great City of Paphos, 
where they found their young King (when admitted to his preſence) clothed: in black 
gars ents, having in a manner uſed no other ſince his Fathers death, as well to let 
people know that pious duty which: belonged to his condition, as to remember 
his particular Subjects of the juſtice, that appertained to the Gods ſatisfaction: A 
long while he beheld them with an eye of ſevereſt Majeſty, until at laſt by little and 
little he cleared his frowning brow, and in the end ſpoke to the company after this 
manner. 135 | 5 
Jam glad, ſaid he, to ſee this change, yet I could have wiſht there had been never 
any alteration; not onely for my loſs, but your veputations; ſince other Nations 
then had been more terrified, and you better ſecured; for that opinion of fidelity and 
courage conſerves friends, and deterrs enemies in thoſe attempts, that cavetoulneſs 
and ambition often procures to a Countreys hazzard : But IKknow it is the Heavens 
property to forgive, however alwayes with theſe reſtrictious of future amendments, 
and conſtant petſtverance, both which I ſhall: not doubt, being your countenances 
pretend to the one, as your words have declared the other: Tis true, I might ſpeak 
more like a King amongſt you; both in blood and flaughters , when my Sword was 
ready unſheathed (by the provocation of other Princes) to have taken & revenge 
anſwerable to the fauits of the multitude; but before the execution could be pro- 
ſecuted. ſome propitious God ſeemed to hold my hand, as pleading mercy for the 
peoples benefit, being an Attribute moſt noble of all Olimpus power; and wereſem- 
bling ſuch Deities, cannot a little but wave the decorums of the ſevereſt jultice , ra- 
ther chen condemi the innocent within the crowd of thoſe horrid Traytors, who 
have perprerrated ſuch wickedneſs; as almoſt obſtures the fun from ſhining: in Zydia's 
Horizon; and can never expect a day of light, until che ſoul of great and vertuous 
Enarthiy be pacified; by ſacrifices of puniſhments; or expiations, in ſome ſort anſwer- 
able to his goodne(s; and others aimes ; however: be you rather the. inſtruments of 
theſe condemnations, then my Royalty the appeating actor iꝗthe deſerved Tragedy, 
whereby the better to allay every malignant tongue, as ce chere to gain your ſelves 


honour; ſince the Nations repentance will be teen by thoſe laws you ſhall make to this 
pynpoſe, as monuments to poſterity of your intended obediente,, which muſt needs 
gviet my thougbts, and take off Lydia ſoandall that for many. years bath buried all

iis glory: With theſe words he preſently quit che room, onely with ſome few tea

Many dayes after this had not paſſed in goodly triumphs for the Kings entertain- 
ment, before there came news from the City of Salamine, concerning the arrival of 
a gallant Fleet, whereby with more ſtate to tranſport his youthful perſon , into the 
Kingdom of Lydia his own proper, Dominions ; for that the peoples rage and ex- 
ceſſive joy, could not be ſatisfied any longer time without his wiſhed preſence, ꝓut- 
ting on 8 general face of obedience both to his right and his commands; as if 
hitherunto they had lived without a ſoul , and breathed in an ayre ſuffocated 
with peſtilent vapours, which had deftroyed productions in every kinde, either in 
profit or ſubſiſtance; therefore ſent him their cryes with their Ships, to fetch him to- 
wards their relief; promiſing for ever, not onely their beſt affections, but their rea- 
dy ſervices, in puniſhing thoſe horrid Traytors , who had as well obſtructed their 
Libetties, as hindred his Rights, by an ominous reſiſtance}, proceeding from the in- 
feroal Furies; however permitted by the heavens juſtice for thoſe many crimes com. 
mitted throughout the whole Nation: *Tis true, Arethaſius gentle diſpoſition, be- 
ing as apt to forgive as inclinable to be ſatisfied, with theſe outward expreſſions of 
love and duty; eſpecially when he confidered his Countreys fate, if a perfe& agree- 
ment were not preſently made, ſince other Princes of Aſia ſtood ready prepared, to 
revenge their own injuries, as well as aſſiſt his titles, became altogether perſwaded 
by theſe demonſtrations, rather caſting himſelf into the armes of his Countreys 
love, then to diſpute former differences cowards their hurt; until ſome of his wiſeſt 
Councellours fearing his precipitation, deſired his goodneſs, that although he intend- 
ed to ſhew nothing but mercy to his people, yet providence required ſome eFÞv- 
ſtulation with the now ſitting Senate, as well to be provided of money for his neceſ- 
ſary expences, ſince his train wanted thoſe commodities, as to be ſecured from his 
Fathers fatal and deadly enemies; fince he could not be but ſuſpicious of the intenti- 
ons of many, who yet ſeemed not to delight in the reſolutions of his Subjects, to 
have a pew crowned King amongſt them: The Princeſs Cloria ſitting by her youth- 
ful Brother (being as it were no more then a paſſive companion of theſe diſputes) of 
a ſudden became inflamed, with the apprehenſion of his future danger, however ra- 
ther ariſing from the many words were uttered, then the reaſons could be given for 
their fears, Lydia now appearing totally converted to a new obedience ; wherefore 
told them preſently, with ſome tears in her beautiful eyes, that although ſhe doubted 
not but Aret huſius Majeſtick preſence, would terrific his enemies, as well as confirm 
his friends to an entire duty; yet was ſhe ready her ſelf to engage her whole Dower 
withinthe fruitful Iſland of Cyprus, whereby the better to contribute to the ex- 
pence; withall durſt undertake, to procure an Army if need were to guard his per- 
ſon, as well within as without his Kingdom, towards his ſafety in that honourable 
journey, t hat pretended more to the Subjects Liberty, then to the Kings Glory: 
Prince Arethuſias being tranſported with his Siſters expreſſions... after he had by two 
or three loving kiſſes imprinted his thanks upon her fair lips, aſſured them all there 
pteſent, that as he wa reſolved to entertain his peoples affections with any hazzard, 
fince he hoped the immortal Gods would be his ſtrong defence, ag well for Lydia's 
Intereſt as his own Titles ; ſo was be well perſwaded, that both: the Nobility and - 
Gentry of the Nation, flood ready prepared with their lives to oppoſe any rebel- 
lion, or deſperation whatfoever in his behalf; who deſired not to reign at all, bur 
onely in their loves and aſſiſtance: Beſides, as he ſaid, he not alone expected, 
but truſted to the fidelity of the General Hermelaus, whoſe conſtant courage had 
firſt rouled the great Mae, that had broke down the huge Mountain of Tyr 
and Uſurpation, towards the advancement of his intereſt, wherefore could not be 
himſelf any impediment to his future proſperity, leſt he might fall under the wor Ids 
cenſure, either by ſloth or neglect: But ſcarce had the King delivered theſe words, 
ere Prince Aſcanius entred the room, bearing in his hand a paper, ſigned by — 
| the 
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the rich Merchants of the wealthy City of Sardis, whereby they bumbly preſent- 
ed his Royal Brother with a thouſand Talents of Gold, as a juſt ranſom; belong- 
ing to thoſe faults they had committed, for ſo many years together, in refuſing or 
not accepting his Government, when wicked Hercrombrotus kept them in ſlavery; - 
which they deſired now to redeem by his goodneſs: Arethuſius ſtanding a pretty 
ſpace in a certain kinde of muſe, at laſt with a ſmiling countenance , ſnatching the 
writing out of Aſcanius poſſeſſion, uttered this language, though he fixed his looks 
in the interim towards the heavens: You Gods, you Gods, ſaid be, how juſt and 
unalterable are all your decrees, if frail man had but the patience to wait your plea- 
ſures, atcending the end of your infinite mercies ; nevertheleſs Princes muſt be like 
them in thoſe properties, forgiving rather in love, then alwayes to puniſh with ſeve- 
rity ; eſpecially when hopes are remaining of entire amendment, which I ſhall never 
doubt, as long as Arethuſius means to be temperate in governing the Nation; wit- 
neſs theſe proteſtations my dear Siſter Cloria, with the reſt of this faithful com- 


any. | | 
x Theſe publick Declarations of the Kings noble reſolutions, not onely ſettled the 
mindes of the imployed Lords, ſent by the Senate of Lydia to know what their 
ſubmiſſion would produce, but gave full intimat ion to the whole Iſland of Cyprus, 
that ſhortly they hould be deprived of the beſt glory of the world, although their 
own covetous miſ. interpretations, had formerly baniſhed his Royal Perſon , out of 
their wealthy and populous Dominions, for no other reaſon; but to free themſelves, 
from the fears and oppreſſions of Hercrombrotus Forces; valuing Commodity be- 
fore Honour, and Riches beyond Juſtice; which quickly wrought theſe effects upon 
Cloria's nature and affection: That ſince ſhe had been hitherunto a willing partner 
in all her Brothers injuries, ſhe could do no leſs then actompany him in his future 
ſatisfactions: To which purpoſe, within a few dayes , ſhe aſſembled together the 
principal Ma jeſtrates of the ſeveral Provinces, where being met together in a great 
Hall, with a kinde of a ſweet modeſty accompanied by a clear expreſſion, ſhe de- 
livered her thoughts to them in this manner: My Lords, ſaid (he, if the adverſe for- 
tunes of King Arethuſius, had ſtill frowned upon his condition, perhaps Clorias 
preſence had been longer troubleſome to your Nation; ſince I know not how to judge 
of your affections, when neceſlity rather then love hath been our entertainments, 
ever ſince the death of brave Narciſſus, whoſe worth was your glory, as his Fathers 
yalour the whole Countreys benefit ; but ſeeing the Gods have once again favoured 
our proſperities, the native place of our being muſt firſt ſhare of our Triumphs; 
from thence I came a Kings Daughter to your ſhores, and here have brought an 
heir for your, Government, altbough conteſted by unequal births, who ſhould have 
dominion over his perſon, however the right of nature gave my ſelf the chief pre- 
rogative, both in his years and blood; which certainly would have broke a Mothers 
heart, if my patience and courage had not gone beyond your unkindneſſes; but in 
regard the earth puts on a general face of forgiveneſs, charity and honour invites 
me to joyn in the Jubile; and that you may ſee I intend not to wave youe. friendſhip 
and correſpondency , though your reſpects have ſcarce deſerved the favour, as I 
ſhall endeavour to reconcile my Brother with your Iſland, ſo will I leave my young 
Son to your protection, until his riper age make him capable of his Fathers imploy- 
ment; hoping ſuch a vertue can never be forgot in your memory, leſt the heavens 
puniſh your ingratitude, as the world will hate your pride; both joyning together 
to render you the example of a miſerable people, by taking that juriſdiction from 
your power, you have continued by the wiſdom and magnanimity of your former 
Dukes; whoſe gallantry raiſed your condition from being, as you know, poor Fiſher- 
men to become great Merchants, not uſing to fight but under their countenance ; 
and fighting had been deſtroyed, if their policy had not circumvented your ene- 
mies: which being ſaid, ſhe again reſted ſilent, caſting her lovely looks upon the 
ground, as if ſhe were inwardly ſorry for having delivered fo much of her thoughts 
| in 
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in publick : But the bearers, whether convinced in their own guilt, or overcome by 
Cloria's kindneſs, with many tears in their eyes not onely expreſſed theit abundant 
grief, hut with loud acclamations devulged, they would have no other Prince but 
young Narciſſus, who truly inherited his Fathers Right, as bis Mothers Blood, both 
agreeing in his rowardly age, to make him the Captain of their Forces, as the de- 
fender of the peoples Liberties; undertaking withal to ſee him educated , ac- 
cording to his own dignity , and his friends content; whereby they hoped 
to render him a perſon , worthy of the worlds admiration , as fit for the heavens 
fruition ; beſeeching ſuch a perpetual correſpondency with the Lydian Nation, that 
might make the King confident of their ſervice , in bis Countreys benefit, ſince 
trade was their vocation, and pains their onely riches,, which hitherunto had ſti- 
led them fortunate, as paſt ages knew their victories: This being ſaid, they part- 
ed from the room , wich ſuch a humility , as belonged co that preſence they were 
before. | Ss 3 

Tis true, though the Princeſs Cloria reſted ſatisfied with theſe expreſſions, ne. 
vertheleſs King Arethuſius was unwilling to make any longer ſtay in their Conntrey, 
ſince he found his on Subjects were violent in their expeRation, as his private 
thoughts not paſſive enough for the leaſt obſtruction; wherefore cauſed preſent 
Proclamation to be made amongſt his own followers concerning the time of his de- 
parture, from the fair City of Paphos, towards the much greater Town of Sala- 
mine, where hisgallant Fleet yet remained, to carry him with a proſperous winde 
to the Lydian Coaſts, upon whoſe ſhores he was informed, his honeſt General 
Hermelaus, attended with the whole Army to wait his pleaſure , ſo that all Cyprus 
addicted themſelves to Triumphs, as he paſſed by the ſeveral Territories belonging 
to the Countrey , whilſt Altars ſmoaked in every place with the beſt perfumes, 
to demonſtrate his welcome as their own affeQions , the Boors being dreſt in antick 
habits, with rural delights to entertain his view, whilft comely Virgins ſtrewed all 
the paths with Flowers, as himſelf and Siſter paſt through the Towns, whilſt ſtately 

.Caval-cades, accompanied by the chiefeſt Ma jeſtrates, met him many furlongs from 
their dwellings, to ſhew a loving duty to his perſon, as at night invited all his at- 
tendants to their repoſe, where feaſts of exceſſive coſt were ready dreſt for their ac- 
commodation, the Military Diſcipline being in the ſtreets under curious Banners, 
both to guard and ſatisfie his content, when the keys of every gate in the interim 
were delivered into the poſſeſſion of his own Officers, that diſperſed their com- 
mand among the Souldiers, as if their natutal allegiance belonged onely to King 
Arethuſius, as an appearing conquerour of all mens affections: and the rather 
1 it be ſo interpreted, ſeeing the Nobility in coſtly Troops preſt on every ſide 
to do him Homage, as if ſome new Prince had been created by the Gods, ina mira- 
culous manner to bear rule over the people, for a more perfect happineſs then as 
yet they enjoyed in former times, though alwayes governed by the wiſdom and 
courage of the Narciſian Family; neither were the Prieſts and Lawyers wantin 
every where in their Orations, to congratulate the Kings, happy return, and with 
theſe ſeveral expreſſions brought him to the famous Haven of Salamine. 

But. Aret buſius however he was ſufficiently pleaſed at their pallane demonftra- 
tions of joy, wherefore ſeemed courteouſly to comply with their intentions, yet in 
his countenance might be perceived, a certain kinde of diſdainful afpect, both in re- 
gard of his own former uſage, as for their want of care in his Siſters particular; not- 
 -withſtandirg be determined totally to diſſemble his paſſions, either until he was bet- 

ter ſettled in his Kingdom, or they had procured from him a milder opinion: Upon 
Bis arrival in the Town, he went to the great Mole in the Sea, from thence to behold 
the triumphs of bis well ordered Fleet, that was ſent to tranſport his perſon into the 
Kingdom of Lydia; ſo that after he was placed on a Throne with his fair Siſter on 
his right hand, twelve goodly Ships were perceived gently ſailing by in yellow and 
ted liveries, with all their Streamers and Banners diſplayed in fo becoming a poſture,

Armenia, whoſe ſtrange adventures ſince his departure out of the Dominions 
of Lydia, are notwithſtanding too long to intermix with theſe ſolemnities) ſer 
forward towards this more joyful then triumphant journey ; for that the in- 
teriour hearts of his people ſpoke rather his content , then the glittering gal- 
lantry of thoſe that met him in the Shew ; although whole Countreys from every 
part of his juriſdition , not onely came bravely mounted, but eſteemed it a 
ſin not pardonable by the- Gods, if they had not been perſonally preſent at 
his arrival; fince ſuch as ftaid behinde, if unavoidable neceſſity had not plead- 
ed their excuſe , muft like Traytors have been torn in pieces by the multitude 
at their return. | 
In this poſture I may ſay, the King made his glorious progreſs, towards 
the great Seat of his large Empire, that becameleſs ſplendid it ſelf, in being ſo 
emptied of that numerous company of Nobility , that followed his Train; onely 
Souldiers guarded the ftreets, as Ladies filled the windows; which however were 
ſo richly hung with the belt ſtuff could be procured, as if all the Deities of Heaven 
had been there to be received, for the Earths honour and the Gods ſatisfaction: 
but when he came within ſome few Furlongs of the City, the chief Magiſtrate 
accompanied by five hundred of the wealthieſt Towns. men met him, clothed 
all in brave Grecial Coats; as alſo wearing about their necks Silken Halters, 
in token both of their guilt and repentance; which the King perceiving , ſmi- 
lingly told his followers, That as he could not but blame theſe people for 
their folly, ſo muſt he needs pitty their want of underſtanding, ſeeing his Fa- 
thers mildneſs might have been their protection; however he meant now his 
own Grace ſhould be their fortune. Proceeding on forward, at laſt ke might 
behold a huge pyle of Wood, raiſed in the nature of a Pyramid; where on 
the top was to be ſeen, a man tyed naked, with many ſtrong Iron Chains; 
notwithſtanding others were alſo in lower degrees bound, although in the ſame 
poſture. of appearing puniſhment : he ſeeming curious enough to know the 
reaſon of this horrid ſpeRacle , he was quickly informed , that as the firſt was 
the grand Traytor Abactanus, whom moſt oppoſed his Right and Recepti-

Although Arethuſius had pitty ſufficient in his diſpoſition, to have ſaved 4

to the outwardmoſt Gate of the City, where he found this written in Letters of Gold 
for his entertainment. *

Kingdom of Syria, that abſolutely put an end to Pariſmenus obligation: All
